The  dispute*  at  that  period  between  the  Proprietarien  and  the 
Lord  Baltimore  concerning  the  Provincial  boundaries  wan,  no 
doubt,  the  leading  motive  in  copying  wuch  records  bearing  on 
the  early  occupation  of  the  Delaware  by  the  Dutch.  The  pa|»er8 
relating  to  the  SwediHh  settlements  were  of  little  account  in 
terminating  the  controversy,  and  hence  were  probably  never 
copied  or  translated  from  the  Archives  of  Sweden,  which  is  to 
be  regretted  by  the  historian.

RESOLUTION  OP  THE  STATES  GENERAL  ON  THE  RE- 
PORT OF  THE  DISCOVERY  OP  NEW 
NETHERLAND. 

Saturday,  the  11th  October,  1«14. 

Prksent— President,  Mr.  G^hirsrn. 

Messrs.  Biesman,  Westerholt.'Brienen,  Olden bernevelt,  Berck- 
enrode,  Driel,  Teylingen,  MagnuH,  Moesbergen,  Ayloa, 
Hegeiuans. 

Appeared  at  the  Assembly  the  Deputieb  from  the  United 
Company  of  Merchants  who  have  discovered  and  found  New 
Netherland,  situate  in  America  between  New  France  and  Vir- 
ginia, the  sea  coasts  whereof  lie  in  the  Latitude  of  fprty  to  forty 
five  degrees.  And  who  have  rendered  a  report  of  their  said 
Discovery  and  flndiuff,  re<iue8ting,  in  consequence,  the  Grant 
promised  by  their  High  MightiueHses'  publiHhed  placard.  De- 
liberation being  had  thereon,  their  High  Mightinesses  have 
granted  and  allowed,  and  hereby  grant  and  allow,  the  Petition- 
ers that  they  alone  shall  have  the  right  to  resort  to,  or  cause 
to  be  frequented,  the  aforesaid  newly  discovered  countries  situ- 
ate in  America  between  New  France  and  Virginia,  the  sea  coasts 
whereof  lie  in  the  Latitude  of  from  forty  to  forty- five  degrees, 
now  named  New  Netherland,  iis  is  to  be  seen  by  a  Figurative 
Map  hereunto  annexed :  and  that  for  four  Voyages  within  the 
term  of  three  years  commencing  the  first  January  XV^I^'and  fif- 
teen next  coming,  or  sooner,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  others,  either 
directly  or  indirectly  sailing,  resorting  to,  frequenting  the  said 
Newly  discovere<l  and  found  C'ouiitries,  harbors  or  places,  from 
these  United  Netherlands,  within  the  said  three  years,  on  pain 
of  Confiscation  of  the  ships  and  goods  wherewith  the  attempt 
shall  be  made  contrary  hereunto,  and  a  fine  of  Fifty  thousand 
Netherland  Ducats,  for  the  benefit  of  the  aforesaid  discoverers 
or  finders;  provided,  that  their  High  Mightinesses  do  not 
hereby  intend  any  prejudice  or  diminution  to  their  previous 
Charters  and  Concessions:  And  their  meaning  also  is,  that  in 
case  anv  difference  or  misunderstanding  happen  to  arise  or  pro- 
ceed from  this  their  Concession,  the  same  shall  then  be  decided 
by  them.     Therefore,  they  order  and  command  &c. 
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The  resumption  of  the  eiiaifted  Charter  is  further  proceeded 
with,  and  some  aifficulties  are  removed  in  the  dintribution  of 
the  Directors  and  Equipment  among  the  ProvinceH,  Quarters 
and  Cities;  in  tlie  order  of  the  Salt-traders;  the  limits  on  this 
side  tlirough  the  Strait  of  Magellan,  and  the  difficulties  started 
tlierenpon  by  the  Eant  India  Company,  with  whose  Deputies 
communication  has  been  had  by  Deputies  on  the  part  of  the 
Jjords  States  General;  and  it  is  agreed  in  full  Meeting,  that 
this  Matter  should  beexamineii  at  the  first  Meeting  of  the  Sev- 
enteen Deputies,  and  for  that  and  other  considerations,  the  afore- 
said business  is  holden  for  further  del iberat ton  and  postponed.

fully  to  be  seen  by  the  Figurative  Map  hereunto  annexed).  In

name  Gerrit  Jacob  Witsen  Burgomaster  at  Amsterdam^  Jonas 
Witsen,  Lambrecht  van  Tfreenhuyzen,  Paulus  Pelgrom  and 
others  of  their  Compa^iy. 

Pirst,he  hath  discovered  for  his  aforesaid  Masters  and  Direc- 
torn,  certain  lands, a  bay  and  three  rivers  situate  between  38  and 
^  degrees. 

And  did  there  trade  witli  the  Inhabitants;  said  trade  cou- 
"isting  of  Sables,  Purs.   Robes  and  other  skins. 

He  hath  found  the  said  Country  full  of  trees,  to  wit :  — Oaks, 
hickory  and  pines;  which  trees  were,  in  some  places  covered 
*ith  vines. 

He  hath  seen,  in  the  said  country.  Bucks  and  does,  turkeys. 
Hud  partridges. 
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He  hath  found  the  climate  of  the  said  rouutry  very  temperate, 
judging  it  to  be  as  tenii)erate  a8  that  of  this  country,  Holland. 

He  also  traded  for.  and  l>ouKht  from  the  inhabitants,  the 
Minquaes,  three  |)ersons,  being  people  l>elonging  to  this  Com- 
pany; which  three  persons  were  enipio^'ed  in  the  service  of  the 
Mohawks  and  Machicans;  giving  for  them  kettles,  beads  and 
merchandize.

The  Directors  of  the  Company  trading  to  New  Netherlands 
situate  in  latitude  from  40  to  45  detrrees,  between  New  France 
and  Virginia,  reverently  represent  that  they,  the  petitioners, 
have,  as  discoverers  and  iirst  finders  of  said  countries,  trade<1 
thither  now  several  years,  in  virtue  of  a  certain  general  Charter 
from  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  States  General,  dated  the  10^** 
March  1614;  that  they,  also,  have  delivered  to  their  High  Mighti- 
nesses their  written  report,  with  a  map  of  the  situation  and 
usefulness  of  said  countries.

for  the  providing  of  W"  they  have  certalne  factors  there  ron- 
tiiiniilly  resident  trailing  v"  savages,  and  at  iImh  [irewnt 
there  is  a  shipp  at  Amsterdam  liouiid  for  those  parts;  l«it  1 
cannot  learue  of  anie  (lolonie  eyther  already  planted  there  liy 
the»<e  i>eople,  or  so  much  as  intended  ;  &  I  have  this  further 
reatwn  to  believe  there  is  none,  because  w"'in  these  few  months 
divers  inhabitants  of  tliis  country  to  a  considerable  nundier  of 
faniilyes  have  bene  sut^rs  unto  me,  to  procure  them  a  place  of 
Itabit-at ion  amongst  his  Ma""  subjects  in  those  parts;  w*  by  liiH 
Ma""  order  was  made  known  to  the  Oirecto"  of  the  plautacun. 
and  yf  theiie  conntrey  men  were  in  any  sucli  way  themselves, 
there  lit  small  apparence  they  would  desire  to  mingle  w""  stran- 
gers tt  lie  subject  to  their  government.  Nevertheles  because 
more  may  be  know ne  toyo'  l.lp'  than  i  can  learne  here.  I  hiive 
not  fayled  of  my  duty  in  detiiaunding  audience  of  the  states  &

ot  the  liusineHs  io.' which  they  prcreiidcii    igrioriin''ei  thereupon

not  fayle  to  advertine  yo'  Lips'.  So  I  most  humbly  take  leave.

SIR  DUDLEY  CARLETON'S  MEMORIAL  TO  THE  STATES 

GENERAL. 

[traxslatkd  from  thk  krknch.] 


CtKNTLKMKN  :  I  have  received  express  orders  from  the  King 
my  master  to  present  to  your  L'd'  shps  additional  complaints  in 
regard  to  Maratiiue  affairs  caused  by  the  subjects  of  these 
United  Provinces,  especially  by  the  Hollanders,  and  to  request 
you,  in  his  name,  to  apply  a  remedy  to  them  by  your  authority. 

Several  of  his  English  subjects,  Lords  and  other  persons  of 
station  and  quality  having  a  long  time  ago  tiiken  possession 
of  all  the  precincts  of  V'^irginiii,  and  plant-ed  their  settlement 
in  certain  parts  of  the  northern  quarter  of  said  country,  which 
takes  its  name  (Nova  Anglia)  therefrom.  His  Majesty  desiring 
the  successful  issue  of  so  sacred  and  useful  an  enterprise,  which 
tends  to  the  advancement  of  the  Christian  Religion  and  the  in- 
crease of  Trade,  granted  several  years  ago,  as  is  notorious  to 
every  one.  by  his  Letters  patent,  quiet  and  full  possession  of 
the  whole  of  the  said  country  to  several  private  individuals. 

Notwithstanding  which  he  is  informed  that  some  Hollanders 
have  last  year  landed  in  some  parts  of  said  country  and  there 
planted  a  Colony  altering  the  names  of  ports  and  harbours 
and  baptizing  them  anew  after  their  fashion,  intending  to  send 
thither  other  ships  for  the  continuance  of  said  plantation,  and 
that  ill  fact  they  have  now  six  or  eight  vessels  all  ready  to  sail 
thither. 

Now  H.  M.  having  incontestably  the  right  to  said  country 
ijftre  prima'  oceiipationt's)  hH.s  couin\MidtH\  me  to  represent  to 
you  the  state  of  said  afTair  and  request  you  in  his  name,  not 
only  that  the  ships  already  equipped  for  said  voyage  may,  by 
yotir  authority,  be  stopped,  but  also  that  the  ult-erlor  prosecu- 
tion of  said  plantation  may  be  expressly  forbidden. 

Which,  gentlemen,  you  will  take,  if  you  please,  intoprompt 
deliberation,  counnunicating  to  me,  at  the  earliest,  the  answer 
which  I  am  t(»  make  His  Majesty  on  your  part.

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wait  for  advices  from  Eiifrlaiul,  of  the  t«ucce^s  of  the  affair  and 
r^'M>lutioii  there,  in  onler,  wlieii  that  la  seen,  to  be  able  to  re- 
i*^ilve  thereupon  witli  better  foundation. 

And  whereas  hiH  Rxcellency  proposes  that  the  Aiubatfsadors 
oiif^ht  necewmriiy  be  autliorized,  in  case  any  league  be  oon- 
r-Iude<l,  To  make  some  present  to  Mess"  His  Majesty's  Couimis- 
hionern  who  shall  be  engaged  in  this  league,  as  is  usual  in  such 
r'ontra^'tK  It  is  resolve<l  to  wait  the  advice  of  the  AmbassadorK 
themselves  as  to  what  they  should  think  best  to  be  done  in  tlie 
r*ahe,  whilst  it  is  concluded  that  the  gratuity  ought  to  beregu- 
lilted  in  pro[>ortion  to  the  advantage  and  profit  to  be  derived 
by  this  country  from  the  league.

Whereas  we  repaired  this- morning  to  the  meeting  of  the  Di- 
rectors of  this  city,  and,  after  sundry  conversations,  explaineil 
to  their  Honors  that  we  understood  that  a  certain  »Af|>  was 
flttint^  out  here  with  design  to  go  to  the  Virginias  under  Prenah 
(ru/u/nt'jfHttn,  intending  to  take  along  good  carpenters  and  ship* 
Wrights  to  construct  a  store,  houses  and  ships  there  in  order  to 
be  employe<l  elsewhere  within  the  limits  of  the  charter.  This 
then  ai)i>earing  to  l>e  a  matter  of  great  cousequenc^e,  we  both 
deemed  it  prosier  to  wait  on  the  Magistrates  of  Hoorn,  as  we 
did  forthwith,  and  after  explanatory  introduction,  requested 
them,  as  Judges  and  administrators  of  the  laws,  to  maintain 
us  against  this  contravention  of  the  charter,  and  its  amplifica- 
tion. Whereupon  they  aiiswere<l,  that  we  might  certainly  rely 
on  tlieiii,  and  they  resolve<l.  with  our  previous  advice,  to  siini- 
mon  the  Skii>per,  who  wiis  busy  taking  out  his  ship,  and  about 
to  sail  forthwith,  to  demand  of  him  an  inventory  thereof,  and 
of  all  that  is,  or  will  be  receive<l  on  l>oard.  The  Skipper  ap- 
pearing in  our  absence,  refuse*!  to  comply,  saying  he  wishes 
to  go  to  France,  wanting  to  know  who  acted  thus,  threatening 
to  com  plain,  as  if  the  King  of  France's  crown  was  attacked.  The 
Burgomasters  finding  him  thus  obstinate,  Miid  that  he  was  then 
arjrftsted  until  he  should  give  satisfaction  herein,  against  which 
lie  has  protested,  and  demanded  certificate  of  arrest.  We  thought 
proper  that  this  should   be  done  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of

the  Assembly  of  the  XIX.,  though  we  are  not  eipressly  au- 
thorized hereunto.  We  request  your  advice  whether  the  arrest 
»hall  coutinue,  and  what  further  shall  be  done  in  the  premises. 
You  may  be  assured  that  a  certain  [>erson  of  credit  is  here,  who 
'was  lately  offered  a  share  of  that  ship,  well  knowing  that  some 
owners  reside  here  and  at  Amsterdam;  therefore,  the  matter 
ought,  in  our  opinion,  be  prosecuted,  for  the  sake  of  example, 
and  thereby  to  discourage  others,  who  are  disposed  to  go  the 
same  road.  Regarding  our  affairs,  we  have  done  nothing, except 
to  make  some  preparatory  arrangements  to  facilitate  the  busi- 
new  as  much  as  possible,  exiHK*tiug  to-<lHy  the  Deputies  of  the 
respective  cities.  The  Directors  of  Hoom  have  informeil  us, 
that  they  authorized,  or  wrote  to  your  Commissioners  for  the 
opening  of  their  subscript i<m  to  the  capital,  in  the  assurance 
that  their  petition  shall  (>e  taken  into  consideration.  What 
relates  to  it,  your  Honors  will  presently  know.

Extract. 

High  and  Mighty  Lords: — We  have  heretofore  represented 
in  writing  to  your   High   Mightinesses,  that   our  constituents, 
the  reH|>ective  Chambers  of  the  Incorporated  West  India  Com- 
pany,  think  and  fear  that  the  utter  ruin  and  dissolution  of  said 
Company  will    l)e  the  conse<iuence  of   the  present  i^epotiatinn 
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for  a  Tract  with  the  Enemy,  ami  have  therefore  with  all  sub- 
mission liesought  you,  High  and  Mighty,  that  you  would  be 
pleased  to  be  careful  that  nothing  may  be  done  to  the  preju- 
dice of  its  commenced  i)roeeedings,  which  have  been  of  such 
benefit  to  this  country ;  bu't  that  the  Company  may,  as  hereto- 
fore, be  also  in  future,  strengthened  and  supported,  and  con- 
tinue thus  sustained,  in  order  more  and  more  to  be  of  good  ser- 
vice to  this  state  and  the  stockholders.  We  have  now  consid- 
ered it  further  necessary  and  useful  to  explain  to  you.  High  and 
Mighty,  in  all  submission,  the  reasons  of  our  fear,  in  order  that 
your  High  Mightinesses  being  informed  thereof,  may  more  seri- 
ously consider  the  same;  and  to  answer  all  such  objections  as 
may  l>e  brought  forward  to  the  contrary,  so  as  to  remove  all 
arguments  which  may  influence  you.  High  and  Mighty,  to  judge 
otherwise,  of  the  importance  of  this  matter. 

Vour  High  Mightinesses  are  aware,  and  it  is  not  unknown, 
to  us,  that  this  Company  was  in  the  commencement,  designed 
principally  to  increase  Trade  and  Commerce,  without  which 
the  great  multitude  of  seamen  bestowed  by  God  on  this  coun- 
try cannot  l)c  employed,  and  all  occupations  maintained  in 
continual  action  and  prosperity;  that,  also,  those  who  sup- 
posed themselves  most  conversant  with  this  trade,  were  of 
opinion  that  the  West  India  Countries  were  not  so  exposed  to 
the  attacks  of  our  enemies  the  Spaniards  and  Portuguese,  but 
that  trade  could  be  carrie<l  on  with  sundry  nationsand  people; 
colonists  transporte<l,  and  plantations  of  various  products  pro- 
moteil,  from  which  advantages  could  be  derived  equal  to  those 
our  aforcsiiid  enemies  have  realized  since  many  years,  to  the 
strengtheninir  considerably  of  the  King  of  Spain's  Unances. 
And  in  case  of  delay  or  ill  success,  it  w«is  expected  to  make 
good  a  portion  of  the  loss,  by  going  to  Punta  del  Rey  for  salt; 
but  inconsequence  of  the  tedious  negotiations  with  the  North 
ouarter,  we  arc  entirely  cut  off  by  the  enemy  from  the  Salt 
Trade  at  the  Punta ;  and  as  regards  general  trade  experience 
lias  now  made  us  wiser,  and  shown,  that  the  proposition  is 
foiind<'il  on  grounds  altogether  too  weak  ;  and  that  the  trade 
with  those  nations  and  pt'ople,  who  still  remain  independent 
f»f  the  King  of  Spain,  is  very  mejiger  and  trifling,  and  that 
the  countries,  yet  uninvaded,  are  for  the  most  part  of  little 
consequence  and  unproductive,  or  if  goo<l  and  fruitful,  are  very 
difficult  of  cultivation,  especially  for  our  people,  who  being  un- 
accustouK'd  to  so  hot  a  climate,  can  with  great  difficulty  betake 
themselves  to  agriculture;  and  l>eing  unprovided  with  slaves, 
and  not  used  to  the  employment  of  them,  cannot,  like  the  Span- 
iards and  ]\)rtuguese,  suiiply  through  others,  their  own  insuffl-. 
cicncv.      Mr»reovcr,  the  colonizing  such  wild  and  uncultivated 
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<-ounlrle«,  ileinftudM  iuor«  iiiliabltunU  tlitiii  w«  can  well  xupply; 
ii.tt  w)  inucli  through  lack  of  populution,  la  which  our  provim-ee 
iibouDil.  tui  from  the  fac-C,  that  all  who  are  Jticliiied  to  do  any 
sort  of  work  here,  procure  enough  to  eat  without  any  trouble ; 
anti  lire,  therefore,  unwiltiuK  to  go  far  from  home  on  an  uncer- 
tainty; to  thJH  may  Ih!  arltle*!,  the  doubt  of  being  able  to  pro- 
tect it,  unlewt  at  greater  and  heavier  expense  than  the  returnu 
Hre  worth  that  may  prol>ab)y  be  derive«l  from  thence.  But  In 
order  that  you,  High  and  Mighty,  may  be  correctly  infornieil 
herein,  and  understand  the  situation  of  the  pountrles  yet  iin- 
invaded  by  our  enemies,  we  Miall  explain  to  you  more  particu- 
larly the  extent  and  eondition  thereof,  from  one  end  of  our 
boandarieM  in  Wedt  India  to  the  other. 

The  limits  granted  to  uh  by  Your  High  MightlnetuieK,  Ntart 
from,  or  begin  on  the  North,  at  Nooa  Francia,  the  bounds 
whereof  wer«  extended  Mtmewhat  too  far  by  the  French;  eotliat 
they  have  even  been  inclined  to  dispute  im  Neu^  NHkerland, 
which  is  tlie  flntt  country  occupied  aud  pofuteHsed  by  our  people; 
and  tlie  Company,  on  that  account,  have  suffered,  of  late  years, 
notorious  damage  by  reprJHals.  Now,  this  dliitrict,  which  we 
have  named  New  Nethvrland,  uHhoiigli  it  ou^ilit  lie,  in  point 
of  climate,  ax  warm  and  hm  well  adapted  for  tlie  cultivation  of 
fruits  at  least,  as  the  furthest  front  ici-s  of  (■'riiuce  towards  S[in]n; 
yet  it  haK  lieen  fiiunil  much  colder,  and  us  much  xuliject  to  Trost 
and  other  inconveniences  iis  these:  nay.  as  more  niirtherii  coun- 
tries. The  people  conveycil  l>y  us  Ihitlicr.  have,  Iherelore, 
found  but  scanty  means  of  livelihood  up  to  tlLt>  present  titiic; 
and  have  not  l>eeu  iiiiy  protft.  lint  aclrawbaclf.  to  thisOiiinpiiiiy. 
The  trade  cnrrieii  on  there  in  peltries,  is  riglit  advantagciuis: 
but  one  year  with  another,  wc  can,  at  most,  bring  huuie  luily 
Fifty  thou sHiid  tfuilders.  Proceeding  luiircsontherly.  next  comes 
Virf/inin,  posesseil  by  the  English  ;  and  Florida,  mi  far  as  it  has 
(•ouimerciul  advantages,  by  the  fipaniurds.  For,  although  Flori- 
da is  eitenslve,  the  places  occupied  by  the  Spaniar<ls  are  few. 
Mod  the  harbors,  even  for  middling  ships,  so  rare  thai  there 
is  but  very  xmall  proliability  of  heintr  able  tnevccntc  aiiylliiiig 
ndvantageoiisly  there.  The  large  Islanils  are  settled  by  the 
Npiinlards,  etc.

EesanquesSieonesius,  and  the  inhabitants  of  their  village,  situ- 
att'  at  the  South  cape  of  the  Bay  of  the  South  River,  and  freely 
and  voluntarily  declared,  by  special  authority  of  the  rulers  and

first  day  of  the  month  of  June  of  the  past  year,  1620,  for  and 
on  account  of  certain  parcels  of  cargoes,  which  they,  previoas 
to  the  passing  liereof,  (u^knowledged  to  have  received  and  got 
into  their  hands  and  power,  to  their  full  satisfaction,  have 
transported,  ceded,  given  over  and  conveyed  in  just,  true  and 
free  property,  iis  they  hereby  transport,  cetle,  give  over  and 
convey  to,  and  for  the  l)ehoof  of.

RidHT  HuMjKABLK.  :— ]»  y*yeareo[o'  I^ord  Gotl  1031,  or  there- 
al>ootM  I'ertaiiie  Hollanders  were  upon  the  coast  of  New  En^'taml 
trailing  w"  y  Indians  betwixt  Cape  Codd  and  Bay  lie  In  Warre 
in  40.  degrees  of  Northerly  latitiiile,  Ijeinga  parte  ol  that  coun- 
try whii-li  wais  granted  toSirWalter  Rawleigb  by  <4ueene  Eliza- 
beth in  Anno  1584.  and  nfterwardu  to  diverts  of  her  Kiil)jeot» 
nnder  J-*  title  of  Virginia;  whii"li  countrey  wa«divided  by  agree-

hata  river  ut  the  same  tyme  when  the  Dutch  intruded,  w** 
caused  a  Demurre  in  their  pceding  until  King  James,  upon 
complaint  of  my  Lord  of  Arundell  w**'  S^  Ferdinando  Gorges 
Kn*  and  the  said  S^  Samuell  Arcrall  (forurly  Gov""  of  Virginia) 
and  Cap'  John  Mason)  of  y*  sayd  Dutch  Intruders  in  An*  1621 
had,  by  his  Ma"''*  order  a  \rC'  to  y*  Lord  of  Dorchester  their  Am- 
bassado'^at  y*  Hague,  questioned  the  States  of  y*^  Low  Countries 
for  that  matter.  Which  y*"  Lorils  y*  States  by  answer  (as  I 
take  it)  of  their  ambasRado''  Sir  Nowell  Carronne  did  dis- 
claymc,  disavowing  any  such. act  that  was  done  by  their  peo- 
ple w"'  their  authority;  w*'''  my  Ijord  of  Arundell  an<l  I  thinke 
y*  Lord  Baltimore  (then  Secretary  of  State)  doe  remember,  and 
gr  Ferdinando  Gorges  and  Captaine  Mason  can  witnesse  y* 
same.  Neverthelesse  y*  yeare  following,  W"*  (as  1  take  it) 
was  1022,  the  sayd  Dutch  under  a  pretended  authority  from  y« 
West  India  Company  of  Holland,  maintayned  as  they  sayd  bj' 
commission  from  y*  said  Prince  of  Aurange  did  returne  to  >*• 
foresayil  river  of  Manahata  and  made  plantation  there,  fortify- 
ing themselves  there  in  two  several  1  places,  and  have  built 
shipps  there,  whereof  one  was  sent  to  Holland  of  600  tunnes  or 
thereabouts.  And  albeit  tliey  were  warne<l  by  y«  English  plan- 
tation at  New  Plymouth  to  forbeare  trade  and  not  to  make  any 
settlement  in  those  partes,  letting  them  know  that  they  were 
the  territories  of  y*  King  of  England,  yett  nevertheless  with 
proude  and  contumacious  answers  (saying  they  had  commis- 
sion to  fight  aguinst  such  as  should  disturbe  their  settlement) 
they  did  persist  to  plant  and  trade  vilefying  o^  Nation  to  the 
Indians  and  extolling  their  owne  people  and  countrye  of  Hoi- 
land,  and  have  made  sundry  good  returnes  of  commodities  from 
thence  into  Holland  ;  esf)ecially  this  year  they  have  returned 
(as  it  is  reported)  15000  Beaver  Skynnes,  besides  other  com- 
modities.

Recived  a  letter  from  Mr.  Arnhem,  their  High  Mightinesses* 
associate  Delegate  to  the  Assembly  of  the  XIX.,  M*"  Oilcan  ab- 
sent, written  at  Amsterdam  the  6*^  inst.,  and  secondcKl  by  the 
verbal  petition  of  Mr.  Adrii^n  Pieterson,  Director  of  the  afore- 
said Company,  in  order  to  obtain  letters  to  Ambassador  Joachim 
and  Deputy  Govert  Hrasser,  with  a  view  that,  through  their 
intercession,  the  Ship  EendrnchU  coining  from  New  Netherland 
and  touching  at  Plymouth,  in  England,  and  there  seizcnl,  should 
l>e  again  releaseii  and  discharged ;  which,  being  considered,  it 
is  hereby  resolved  and  decided,  to  allow  and  grant  the  letters 
aforesaid  in  the  best  form.

Honohablk  :— The  Directors  deputed  to  the  Assembly  of  the 
XIX.  of  tlie  West  India  C-ompany,  at  Amsterdam,  have 
represented  to  us  that  the  Ship  Eendracht,  on  arriving  at  Ply- 
mouth, from  New  Netherland,  was,  by  the  Vice  adiuiral  and 
<  'aptains  of  the  Plymouth  Castles  seized  on  the  false  information 
of  the  provost  nf  said  Ship,  who  was  dissatisfied,  because  he 
could  not  have  his  earned  wages  pai<l  to  him  there  (which  he 
must  first  receive  at  Amsterdam\  and  of  the  Pilot,  who,  in  op- 
position to  the  l)ire<'tor  an<l  Skipper,  l)eing  on  shore  got  mar- 
ried. Hut  a  settlement  being  luul,  with  much  difficulty,  she 
was  released  again,  and  the  aforesaid  jirovost,  having  received 
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his  wages,  went  up  to  Loudon,  und  before  the  Ship  ooiild  de- 
part, brought  dowu  a  seound  arreet,  ia  which  the  shi|i  iiiust 
remain  and  b«  yet  detained  with  Its  freight,  HOleiy  upon  an  un- 
true reprexentution  thut  ttie  Peltries  were  LKiught  within  the 
juried ictioti,  or  district  belonging  to  his  Majesty  of  Great  Ltrit- 
aiu,  whereas  they  were,  on  the  contrary, l)artered  in  New  Nether- 
lanii,  under  our  resort  and  within  the  limits  of  the  above  nauitsd 
CouiDany't)  charter,  on  the  South  and  North  rivers,  where  tliere 
are  not  any  English  Ooloaies  or  Trading  Posts.  And  whereus, 
by  such  arrest  and  det«ntion.Indirect  contravention  of  the  Arti- 
cles of  tlie  Fifteen  Years'  union,  and  especially  of  the  Oonces- 
Hioti  of  freedoms  granted  by  his  said  Majesty  to  the  above  Com- 
pany's Ships,  said  company  is  most  deeply  prejudiced, and  put 
to  excessively  great  expense,  sut^has  loss  of  wages  and  consuiup- 
tiOD  of  stores,  amouuting.  daily,  to  a  large  sum,  l>esldes  the 
loHS  of  the  seasou  for  the  sale  of  peltriex,  which  go  mostly  to 
Rassia,  and  could  otherwise  have  been  tiuhl  with  the  peltries 
already  advertised.  And,  moreover,  the  crew  of  tiie  aforesaid 
■hip  bad  so  much  the  more  time  afforded  them  to  take  uwiiy. 
In  violation  of  their  oath,  great  quantities  of  the  [>eltries  be- 
longing to  the  Company,  and  to  convey  the  same  stealthily  into 
the  interior,  or  elsewhere.  Theri-fore,  wee  cannot,  neither 
muft  we,  neglect  to  request  ami  solicit  you  herel>y,  to  do  tlie 
Company  such  good  offices  and  kindnesses  with  the  King  of 
Great  Britain  and  other  persons,  if  necessary,  to  the  end  that 
not  only  the  aforesaid  bhip  and  goods  may  lie  iiuniediately  re- 
leased from  arrest,  free  of  cost  and  damages,  but,  also,  that 
order  may  be  given  that  hereafter  such  unfounded  attachment 
and  iuii>ed!mentBmay  beavoiile<l,  and  the  Company  freed  from 
such  iiicouvenientres.  troublesand  annoyances.  And  in  case  the 
aforvsaid,  or  any  other  ship, may,  in  consequence  of  the  unfound- 
ed pretentions  of  the  Earl  of  CarllKle,l>e  troubled  about  a  certain 
island,  St.  Marttn,claimed  to  have  been  given  him  by  the  King: 
where,  nevertheless,  the  said  Earl  never  liiul  any  peO|ile,  hut 
which  hag  been  made  use  of  by  the  above  iLientionnl  Company, 
you  will,  on  the  contrary,  allege  such  reasons  as  you  will  ron- 
>iiler  most  applicable  In  the  preniiHi's.

His  Majesty  being  returned  here  on  the  first  of  April,  we  re- 
*iue«te<l  bifanswer  to  our  proposals  uiadeat  NeV  Market,  and, 
in  Mddition.  complained  of  the  seizure  sinee  at  Plymouth  of  a 
c^itain  ship  named  the  fiendrarht,  belonging  to  the  West  India 
Company,  and  now  coming  from  New  Netherland,  where  your 
High  Mightineiises'  subjectx  have  long  |iea<-eal>ly  traded,  and, 
Uioreover,  many  years  ago  planted  a  colony  on  a  certain  Island 
"aiued  Manathttns  tiituate  on  the  river  also  of  the  Kunie  name, 
Which  thev  purchased  from  the  native  inhabitants  and  paid  for. 
That  your  High  Mlghtnesses'  said  subjectx  had  hltliertu,in  go- 
*nf^  iiiid  coming. [>eaceably  made  use  of  the  Imrbom  of  England, 
■without  opposition  from  any  quarter,  anil  that  a  ithip,  coming 
'r«in  tlienee,  wan  now  neized  for  having  traded  within  his  Maj- 
^wty.-  territories. 

The  King  anHwereil  us  distinctly  on  every  particular;  Haying 
^hat  the  affair  of  Captain  le  Cleroq.  was.  in  itself,  a  triHe:  but, 
that  lie,  moreover,  iveli  knew  that  tlic  iiiutterH  were,  in  priuci- 
l>le,  o(  ureat  Importance.  That  he.  therefore,  will  fully  inform 
Wtuself  about  the  bringing  in  the  prizes  taken  from  our  eneuiiefl, 
^nd  give  us  an  answer  thereupon  afterwards;  that  he  should 
''so  take  furthi^  infonnution  relutive'to  the  damage  intlicted 
on  OH  by  our  enemies,  in  his  roadH  and  harbors.  That  he  had 
"Ppointed  Commissioners  to  confer  with  nnon  lhesi]bje<!t  of  the 
pobtiiihe^l  liookn.  And,  regarding  the  detention  of  tbe  ship  the 
8- VOL.  V. 
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Kf^ufhavht,  that  hin  governor  at  Plymouth  had  advised  hiin  of 
it,  aiul  that  he  waH  informed  that  your  High  Mightnesses  had, 
h<*retofore,  on  hin  fathor*8  complaint,  interdicted  your  iii- 
liuhitantH  from  trading  to  those  parts.  But  he  added,  moreover, 
that  heoould  not  positively  say  what  the  circumstances  of  the 
(*aHe  were.  Then  that  he  should  take  further  information 
thereon  ;  and  as  we  urged  the  provisional  release  of  the  ship, his 
>fajesty  H:iid,he  could  not  do  that  so  long  as  he  was  not  certain 
of  his  riglit.  Which  answer  of  his  Majesty,  though  eipreseed 
in  polite  tenns  and  with  a  friendly  disposition,  did  not  please 
UH,  lMH*ause  the  subject  of  the  free  use  of  the  harbors  was  thereby 
postponed  to  the  great  prejudice  of  your  High  Miglitinesses 
and  your  inhabitants;  also,  because  his  Majesty  had  appointed 
(%)mmiHsi(mers  to  siieak  with  us  about  the  publishing  of  the 
books  t>n  AmlK>ina,  which  we  (*onld  not  but  suspect  was  de- 
signedly done  to  bring  up  the  Amboina  question  before  as  on 
that  occasion,  with  a  view  to  require  satisfaction  therefor,  and 
meanwhile  to  keep  ever  thing  in  suspense.  We  were  afterwards 
contiriiHHl  in  this  opinion,  Ijecause  the  Lord  High  Treasurer 
prt^tonded  ignorance  of  the  aforesaid  seizure,  which  however, 
was  made  by  order  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty, 
whereof  his  liordship  is  the  first:  Moreover,  being  desirous  to 
s[>eak  about  it  on  another  occasion  to  ills  Lordsliip,  he  let  us 
know  that  t^H*retary  Kooke  had  onlers  to  give  us  an  answer; 
(H>ming  to  tlie  said  Kooke,  we  understood  from  him  that  he 
had  heanl  notliing  in  the  world  about  this  matter. 

We  cannot  nmke  up  our  minds  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the 
(Commissioners,  for  we  are  not  instrncte«l,  nor  provided,  for  the 
.•\mlH)ina  afTair,  as  we  have  stateil  at  length  in  our  previous 
letter  to  my  lA>rd,  the  l^rince  of  Orange.  Meanwhile  we  all 
fort»set»  that  the  farther  things  go  here  the  worse  they  will  be- 
come, 

A  (*erta»n  public  officer  here  informeil  us,  that,  having  under- 
stooi)  the  (^>uncil  would  nu^t  on  the  4^  inst.,  and  intending^  to 
pnnuote  his  own  interest,  he  went  to  s|>eak  to  one  of  the  mem- 
Iters  alH>ut  it :  fnuu  whom  he  understooil  that  his  case  would 
not  Ih»  taken  up,  but  that  the  C*ouncil  would  examine  an  ini- 
|H>rtant  q motion,  namely;  whet lier  the  King  of  Great  Britain 
had  a  right  to  forbid  all  foreigners  toeatch  herring  in  his  seal. 
W«  are  not  adviseil  of  the  result  i>f  the  consultation;  hut  ac- 
•oniing  to  the  information  fumisheii  ns  by  the  above  luen- 
tioneii  gentleman,  the' Lonl  of  the  Council  stateii  to  him,  at 
tl»e  same  time,  that  his  Majesty  was  r.f  «>pinion  he  had  the 
(Mtwor  .Hud  was  at  liK»rtv  t«>  do  s«».  All  this  is  the  effect  of 
k^^ianisk.  intrigue,  wbii  h.  we  fear,  will  prot*»»e*l  furth«*r.  We 
canno;  perceive  that  his  Maje^^ty  is  indis|»oseil  towards  us:  sed

qui  pro  iiobiK  iutereedat  nemo  est,  because  we  have  neither  Saints 
nor  FeHtivals,  wherein  the  Spanish  nation  is  very  superstitious. 
We  are  still  awaiting  the  papers  on  Amboina,  as  well  as  those 
relating  to  the  moneys  voted  by  your  High  Mightinesses,  which 
we  heretofore  most  liumbly  requested  might  be  sent  to  us. 

Your  High  Mightinesses  wiin>e  please<1  to  send  us, at  the  same 
time,  everything  in  support  of  the  right  of  Your  High  Mighti- 
nc^HsesMnhabitants  to  trade  in  New  Netherlands  inasmuch  as  that 
will,  without  doubt,  l>e  most  sharply  disputed  here.  The  ship 
the  Eendracht  has  over  Ave  thousand  beaver  skins  on  board. 

The  Resident  Carleton  and  M*"  Boshuil,  who  is  to  reside  near 
your  High  Mightinesses  in  the  i)lace  of  the  former,  have  been 
to  visit  as,  and  notified  us  that  they  are  about  to  t>ake  their  de- 
t>arture,  presenting  their  service.  Finally,  they  requested  that 
we  should  recommend  your  Higli  Mightinebses  to  furnish  the 
aforenaid  Boshuil  with  a  free  house,  and  that  your  High  Migh- 
tinesses would  be  pleased  to  interpose  a  word  in  favor  of  the 
aforenamed  GarIeton*s  family,  that  they  may  remain  a  month 
or  more  after  May  in  the  old  house.  The  above  named  Boshuil 
hath  the  reputation  here  of  l>eing  a  very  honest  man,  and,  es- 
IMH'lally,  that  he  is  well  inclined  to  maintain  good  eorrespond- 
eni'e  >>etween  his  Majesty  and  Your  High  Mightinesses.  We 
submit  to  Your  High  Mightinesses*  wisdom  and  discretion, 
wliether  or  not  yon  will  furinish  him  with  a  free  house.  We 
shall  merely  observe  thus  much,  that,  if  not  done,  it  will  again 
lay  open  the  wound  of  the  refused  seat  in  the  Council,  and  be 
interpreted  as  having  been  done  through  disrespect  for  his 
Maj€»sty,  whose  agents  have,  heretofore,  V)een  supplied  by  Your 
High  Mightinesses  with  a  free  house. 

Sir  Bronckhorst  has  also  waited  on  us,  saying  that  he  under- 
stooil  your  High  Mightnesses  were  making  new  levies.  And  as 
h**  ha<l  a  commission  to  raise  a  regiment,  he  requested  us,  wheii- 
t^ver  your  High  Mightinesses  were  enlisting  new  forces,  to  ac- 
quaint your  High  Mightinesses  of  his  offer  to  raise  a  regiment, 
and  take  it  over  at  his  own  expense. 

We  were  afterwards  informed  that  application  would  be  made 
for  j)ermi88foii  to  convey  to  Dunkirk  a  large  quantity  or  Salt- 
I>*»ter,  which  has  arrived  from  India.  And  herewith,  commend- 
ing ourselves,  most  respectfully,  to  your  High  Mightinesses' 
prood  graces,  we  shall  continually  i)ray  Almighty  God,  High 
and  Mighty  Lords,  that  he  may  bless  Your  High  Mightinesses* 
wise  government  more  and  more.

To  the  High  aiul  Mighty  J^rds  Statei/  General  of  the  United 
Netherlands, 

Hum  AM)  MuiHTY  Lords :— Wo  have  heretofore  couiplained 
to  your  Hijch  Mightinesses  that  our  ship  th^ Eendracht  coiuing 
from  New  Netherland,  iadeii  with  peltries,  &c. ,  was  detained  at 
Plyiiioutli  by  his  Majesty's  eomiuand,  under  pretence  that  our 
p^'ople  \uu\  traded  in  countries  claimed  to  belong  to  his  afore- 
said Maj<»Hty. 

Wh(»r(Mi(>on  your  High  Mightinesses  were  pleased  to  instruct 
your  Ambassador  and  Commissioner  to  prosecute,  vif;rorousl> , 
the  discharge  of  the  said  ship  and  goods. 

Now,  we  have  received  a  letter  signed  by  Your  High  Might!  • 
n(>HHeH'  Ami)assador  and  Commissioner,  dateil  London  the  10^*' 
April,  still :  nov.,  by  which  we  are  advised  as  follows: 

On  the  third  insttint,  Pieter  Minuit  of  Wesel,  Director  on 
iMihalf  of  your  ('ompany  in  New  Netherland,  and  Jan  Lainpo 
of  ('aiitelbcrgh,  Shf'rifTon  tlio  Island  of  Manhattes,  came  to  us 
here  and  informed  as  that,  on  arriving  with  your  ship,  named 
the  Kendravht,  in  the  port  of  Plymouth,  were  there  arrested 
for  having  traded  in  countries  under  the  King  of  Great  Britain's 
Jurisdiction.  We  thereupon  complained  to  liis  Majesty;  related 
the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  reque8te<l  that  the  aforesaid 
sliip  may  l>e  provisionally  released.  His  Majesty  said,  that  he 
had  1hh»ii  advised  thereof  by. his  governor  of  Plymouth,  and 
had  been  informed  that,  on  a  former  complaint,  by  his  father, 
to  their  High  Mightinesses,  of  their  inhabitants  having  traded 
to  those  Countries,  their  High  Mightiness  had  forbidden  theui 
to  do  so;  but  he  did  not  know  precisely  what  the  circumstances 
were,  and  would  inform  himself  further  of  it;  And,  notwith- 
standin;:  our  repeated  demand  for  the  provisional  release  of  the 
ship,  his  Majesty  was  pleased,  on  the  contrary,  to  persist,  being 
first  desirous  to  obtain  information  as  to  the  nature  of  his  right. 
We  adn»ssed  ourselves,  with  a  siii.ilar  view  to  some  Lords  of 
the  Council,  and  received  substiintially  the  same  answer. 

Wherefon*  we  have  deeme<l  it  to  be  our  tluty  to  inform  your 
High  Mightnesses  that,  subsequent  to  the  first  discovery,  by 
your  subjects  in  the  year  UJOl),  of  the  North  River  (commonly 
called  the  Manhattos,  also  I^io  de  Montainge  and  North  river), 
and  after  some  of  your  inhabitants  had  resorteil  tliither,  in  the 
year  H»10  and  following  years,  your  High  Mightinesses  had 
finally,  in  the  year  1015,  grante<l  some  of  your  inhabitants  a 
charter  to  trad«*  to  those  countries,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  other 
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peraoutt,  Hiid  that  they  entHbliitli«il  u  fort  aud  ipii-risoii  there, 
which  were  maintaiuecl  iiutil  the  charter  granted  to  the 
West  India  Company  iocluduU  theueanc]  other  countriea.  That 
iu  the  year  1600,  hU  Hajet>ty  of  Great  Hritain  (;ranl«d  to  his 
HUbjectH  by  apecial  charter.  South  and  North  of  the  aforoHalil 
river,  under  the  naiuee  of  New  England  and  Virginia,  on  the 
eiprt^as  rooditiou,  that  the  reupeotive  incorporated  parties 
should  remain  one  hundred  miles  apart  from  each  other,  and 
leave  so  muuh  between  them  both. 

Whereupon,  the  Bnglieh  began,  about  the  year  1607,  tottettic 
by  the  river  Saicadahoc,  whioh  settlement  wan  afterwards  Hbaii- 
doned,  and  no  new  plantation  undert-aken  by  the  English  north 
of  New  Netherland,  before  the  year  1620,  when  one,  wliioh  they 
rallied  New  Plymouth,  waH  commenced  behind  Cape  Cod. 

The  Bnglliih  themRelves,  dccordin^  to  their  charter,  place 
New  England  on  the  coast  between  the  forty-first  and  forty- 
flfth  degrees  of  latitude. 

But  the  English  began  In  the  year  KHW,  to  rexort  to  Virginia, 
which  Ih  Houth  of  our  territory  of  New  Netherland.  and  At  the 
boandarles,  according  to  their  charter,  from  the  thirty-seventh 
to  the  thirty-ninth  dejiree. 

So  that  our  boundarieH,  according  to  their  own  sliewtug, 
should  be  from  the  tliirly-nlrith  degree  ini-lnriive.  tu  the  forty- 
first  degree,  within  whioh  lionndu  we  are  not  aware  that  tiiey 
ever  undertook  ;iny  pinnlation. 

What  boundaries  your  High  Mlglitine^HeH  have  k'ranted  to 
your  Mubjects,  can  Iw  seen  by  the  charter  isiiaed  in  the  year 
lei-'S,  which  your  High  MlghtlnesHes  will  pleuHe  i-huw  to  be 
looke<1   into. 

We  have  not  thi-  xllghteiit  knowledge  of  his  Majesty  h  further 
allegation  respecting  the  demand  made  hy  his  father,  ami  the 
result  thereof. 

In  order  to  eiecutethl"  buHinecfielTei'tnally.yonr  Hifli  Migiiti- 
ne^ineM  will  be  pleaneil  to  have  this  examined,  and  chubc  your 
High  MlghtiMesses'  AmhasBadnr  to  be  duly  informed  thereof, 
and  to  order  the  releaiie  of  our  Khi|)  and  kikhIk  to  lie  prosecuteii 
.-md  obttiined. 

It  in  further  to  l>e  remarked:  that  JnaKiuiicli  an  the  inliabltantit 
i(f  those  countries  are  freemen,  an<l  neither  his  Brjtnnnic  Ma- 
jesty's nor  your  High  Mightinessex'  i«ul>jects.  they  are  free  to 
trade  witii  whomeoever  they  pleaw. 

That  his  Uajesty  may  likewise,  in  all  justice,  ;;riint  hi.''  .vnb- 
Je<^  by  charter  the  right  to  trade  with  any  peoiile,  to  the  ei- 
rlaslon  of  all  others,  his  subjects,  as  your  High  Mightinesses' 
have  «  right  to  do  hy  yours. 

Bat,  that  it  is  directly  contrary  to  all    rlt.'ht  and  reawin,  for 
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one  potentate  to  prevent  the  subjects  of  another  to  trmle  in  coun- 
tries whereof  his  people  liave  not  taken,  nor  obtaine<i  actual 
possession  from  the  right  owners,  either  b}'  contrac^t  or  pur- 
chase. 

Much  more,  to  lay  claim  to  countries  of  which  your  Hif^h 
Mightinesses'  subjects  have  acquired  the  property,  partly  by 
confederation  with  the  owners  of  the  lands,  and  partly  by  pur- 
chase. 

And  many  other  reasons  which  your  High  MightineHses' 
wisdom  will  better  suggest,  for  the  maiut-enance  of  your  sov- 
ereignty and  the  freedom  of  trade  by  sea,  and  alliance  with 
distant  nations,  who  are  not,  naturally,  the  subjects,  nor  have 
l)ecome  the  property,  of  any  other  person,  by  conquest.

PATROONS  OF  NEW  NETHERLANI)  TO  THE  STATES 

(GENERAL.     JUNE,  10H4. 


High  and  Mighty  Ix)Rns:— Whereas,  in  pursuance  of  the 
resolution  dated  27th  March.  1084,  adopte<l  at  the  assembly  of 
the  XIX.,  and  the  petition  presented  to  Your  High  Mighti- 
nesses and  postiled  (geapostilleert,)  the  Patroons  of.New  Neth- 
erland  are,  by  their  High  Mightinesses'  letters  dated  13th  May 
following,  cited  to  appear  at  the  Hague;  the  Patroons  have 
deemed  it  ex|>edient  to  submit  to  your  High  Mightinesses: 

That  your  High  Mightinesses,  by  Charter  dated  3d  June, 
lf>31,  granted  to  all  inhabitants,  stockholders  in  the  within 
named  Company  exclusively,  the  navigation,  peopling  and 
trade  to  the  West  Indies,  within  the  limits  therein  descril^ed, 
investing  XIX.  persons  with  the  entire  management  thereof; 
expressly  stipulating,  that  your  High  Mightinesses,  on  beiiiur 
required  to  prosecute  the  infraction  and  contravention  of  such 
public  resolutions,  shall  cause  the  same  to  \te  repaired  and 
maintained. 

But  the  principal  Stockholders  having  solicited  your  High 
Mightinesses  for  further  satisfaction,  your  High  Mightinesses, 
by  amplification,  agreed  and  a[)proved  that  the  first  two 
vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Directors  at  Amsterdam  and  Zea- 
land;  itejn,  the  first  in  the  Maese  Chamber,  should  successivelv 
\ye  sujiplied  by  the  principal  stockholders  of  the  respective 
Chambers,  leaving  them  to  protect  whatever  regarded  them 
and  their  right,  both  in  the  Assembly  of  the  XIX.  and  in  the 
aforesaid  Chambers. 
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The  Company,  reduced  to  this  firm  order  and  Koveriiment, 
took  specially  to  heart  your  High  Mightinesses'  motives  con- 
tained in  the  last  part  of  the  second  capital  article  of  the 
Charter,  containing  two  subjects;  namely,  contracting  and 
forming  alliances  with  princes  and  natives  of  the  countries 
within  their  limits,  or  promoting  the  population  of  productive 
and  uninhabited  regions. 

Experience  has  shown  that  the  prudent  management  of  the 
Company'  did  not  attend  the  attempts  to  carry  this  out  in 
divers  quarters,  both  on  the  Wild  coast  and  in  New  Netherland ; 
tlie  conduct  of  tiie  people  was  not  regulated ;  the  expenses  were 
excessively  high,  and  the  want  of  success  beyond  expectation. 
The  accounts  having  been  frequently  reviewed  at  the  Assembly 
of  the  XIX.,  the  supplies  requisite  for  the  planting  having 
b€«n  compared  with  the  returns  received  from  the  Colonies, 
it  was  finally  decreed  and  enacted,  at  the  Assembly  of  the 
XIX.,  on  the  10*"  March,  1628,  in  the  presence  of  your  High 
Mightinesses*  deputies,  the  Directors  delegated  by  the  respective 
Chambers,  the  Directors  and  assessors  from  the  principal  stock- 
holders, for  the  behoof  of  all  the  stockholders  in  the  said 
Company,  by  virtue  of  the  Charter,  to  draw  up  Freedoms  and 
Exemptions,  for  the  benefit  of  the  General  West  India  Com- 
pany, and  advantage  of  the  Patroons,  masters  and  private 
persons. 

26  February,  1629.  Commissioners  reported  to  the  Assembly 
of  the  XIX.,  and  it  was  resolved  to  make  an  Order,  resuming 
the  draft  of  the  planters,  at  the  next  ensuing  meeting;  to  con- 
Hi<ler  the  proposals  of  certain  respectable  principal  stocK- 
holders.  to  draw  out  the  differential  points  and  refer  them  to 
the  Chambers. 

18  April,  1629.  Points  of  Reference  were  circulated;  in 
article  2  of  which,  the  respective  Chambers  were  requested  to 
appear  fully  instructed  to  conclude  whether  the  articles  of 
Free<ionis  and  Exemptions  submitted  at  various  preoe<ling  As- 
semblies with  the  annexed  new  articles,  demHnde<l  by  divers 
principal  stockholders,  might  be  amplified  and  amended  ac- 
cording to  circumstances. 

29  May,  1629.  Commissioners  are  named,  on  resuming  the 
Order  in  regard  to  Planters,  to  submit  the  draft  to  the  As- 
fierably  of  the  XIX. 

7  June,  1629.  The  Freedoms  are  enacted  in  terms  as  here- 
unto annexed. 

Whereupon  some  Directors  of  the  before  named  Company, 
in  addition  to  the  great  interest  they  possessed  with  their  next 
friends  in  the  said  Company,  (who  imported  [to  the  value  of] 
more  than  two  tons  of  gold)  ;  animated  with  new  zeal  to  carry 
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out  their  High  Mi^^htiiiesset^*  intention,  iiud  hoping  in  conse- 
quence for  (iod*s  bie»t«ing,  preceded  ail  the  other  stockholders 
hy  way  of  a  good  example,  saving  the  aforesaid  Company  from 
ex|>enHe8,  troubles  and  heavy  charges,  and  farther  involved 
themtselves  by  undertaking  divers  Patroonships,  the  expenses 
whereof,  incurre<l  and  laid  out  to  this  day,  amount  not  far  from 
one  ton  of  gold,  chj^Ii  down,  and  are  yearly  taxed,  in  addition, 
with  at  least  45  thousand  guilders  for  the  support  of  three  of 
their  Patroonships. 

The  PatroouH  proceeding  on  daily,  notwithstanding,  booght 
and  paid  for  not  only  the  grounds  belonging  to  the  chiefs  and 
natives  of  the  lands  in  New  Nether  land,  but  also  their  rights  of 
Hovereiguty  {Jura  MaJejftcUis)  and  such  others  as  they  exercised 
with  the  limits  of  the  Patroons'  purchased  territories. 

80  that  on  the  38^  November,  1690,  were  read  at  the  Assembly 
of  the  Directors,  the  deeds  of  conveyance  of  the  lands  and 
juris<lictioiis  purchased  from  the  Saccimaes,  the  Lords  of  the 
Countrj',  executed  for  the  behoof  of  the  Patroons,  their  suc- 
cessors; and  the  new  proprietors  were  ac(*ordingly  thereupon 
congratulated. 

On  the  2*  December,  in  the  year  aforesaid,  the  patents  sent 
to  the  Patroons  from  New  Netherland  were  in  like  maner  also 
again  read,  recorded  in  the  Company's  Register,  ordered  by  the 
Assf'iiibly  to  l>e  ensealed  with  the  seal  of  New  Netherland;  the 
Patroons  were  again  congratulated  and  hande<l  their  patents. 

16'"  ditto.  The  Patroons,  on  resolution  of  the  Assembly, 
delivered  to  the  Company's  council,  a  i>erfect  list  of  their  un- 
dertaken patroonships. 

8*"  January,  1631.  The  Patroons'  Colonies  were  ex  supra 
abundant!  conftnned,on  submitting  the  question  to  the  Assem- 
bly of  the  XIX.,  holden  in  Zealand. 

(Jonfiding  fully  in  the  before  relate  acts  and  solemnities, 
the  Patroons  would  never  have  incurred  any  ex|>ense,  hatl  they 
ever  lniagine<l  that  the  Freedoms  and  Exemptions,  which  were 
a  mutual  contract  of  profit  and  loss,  agree<l  to  by  their  High 
Mij^htinesses'  Deputies,  the  Directors  of  the  resi>ective  Cham- 
l>ers,  the  Directors  and  Assessors  of  tlio  principal  Stockholders, 
and  accepted  and  entered  on  by  the  respective  Patroons  in  all 
sincerity,  would  have  been  at  any  time  questioned  and  pulled  to 
pieces:  but, on  the  contrary, they  supposed  and  felt  assure<l,that 
their  High  Mightinesses  would,  in  course  of  time,  maintain  the 
Patroons,  and.  If  necessary,  when  requested,  provide  them  with 
greater  privileges,  as  a  reward  for  their  exceeding  7,eal,  in  en- 
larging the  boundaries  of  thesie  countries  and  in  consideration

^'ious   Freedoms  and    Exemptions  were  no  longer  obtainable; 

^he  Patroons  particularly  commanded  to  perform  things  which 

experience  taught  them  were  impracticable:     Yea,  all   the  ex- 

•=*mptions  were  drawn  into  dispute. 

28  May,  1632.  Some  of  the  principal  stockholders  suggested 
"tro  them  to  bring  in  gravamina  against  the  amended  freedoms. 
1  June  1632,  is  drawn  up  and  enacted  a  certain  placard,  pur- 
l^orting,  as  it  appears  to  be  In  favor  of  the  Patroons,  against 
l>rlvate  individuals  carrying  on  the  prohibited  trade  in  peltries 
in  New  Netherland ;  according  to  the  coi)y  hereunto  annexed. 

But,  converted,  through  evil  council,  by  resolution  of  the 
l^'"  November,  1632,  to  the  injury  jind  prejudice  of  the  Patroons, 
"Whereby  the  Exemptions  and  Freedoms,  so  solemnly  enacted 
<'>Ti  the  V^  June,  1629,  on  which  the  patroonships  were  regis- 
tf^rwl,  are,  it  is  particularly  to  be  reinarke<l,  disavowed. 

And,  in  order  to  deprive  the  Patroons  altogether  of  the  tra<le 
tlie  Director  in  New  Netherland  was  ordered  to  appoint  coiii- 
Juissaries  and  assistants  in  all  the  patroonships,  to  aflRx  the 
placard  and  in  no  wise  to  suffer  any  of  the  Patroons  to  Interfere 
in  the  fur  trade. 

The  Director  had  no  sooner  arrived  in  New  Netherland,  than 
he  proceeded  against  the  Patroons  pursuant  to  the  orders  given 
him. 

Whereupon  the  Patroons  were  under  the  necessity  of  sub- 
niitting  their  grievances  to  the  Assembly  of  the  XIX.,  and  it 
^'iMinitnally  agreed  to  refer  all  differences  arising  therefrom, 
^^  their  High  Mightinesses'  decision. 

The  Patroons  have  accordingly  liande<l  in,  at  the  request  of 
the  committee  of  the  Directors,  the  following  points  of  their 
Pretensions  and  well  founded  claim. 
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I^retefiifion  and  Claim  of  the  Patroons  of  New  Netherlatid,  deUt- 
ered  to  their  High  Mightinesses"  Deputies  on  the  16**  June^  1634, 
against  the  Directors  the  Incorporated  West  India  Company, 

1.— That  the  Freedoms  and  Exemptions  promised  and  granted 
to  the  PatroorjH  and  their  i>eople  within  the  limits  of  New 
Netherland  and  the  dependencies  thereof,  must  be  truly  main- 
tained and  observed  by  the  Incorporated  West  India  Company, 
according  to  their  tenor  and  contents:  and  are  to  be  holdeu 
as  a  mutual  contract,  binding  on  both  sides,  whereby  the  Pa- 
troons were  invited  to  send  their  people  and  goods  thither;  in 
consequence  whereof,  they  claim  to  enjoy  inviolate,  the  pri- 
vileges contained  therein. 

2.— That  the  Company  having  up  to  tlie  W^  December,  1638, 
repeat<*dly  called  in  question  the  conceded  Freedoms,  are  bound 
to  make  good  the  manifest  damages  caused  thereby  to  the  Pa- 
troons. 

o.— That  in  the  Exemptions  and  Freedoms,  mention  only  was 
made  of  the  property  of  those  lands  of  which  the  Company  could 
by  virtue  of  its  charter,  dispose;  and  surh  extension  is  con- 
sidered as  referring  alone  to  the  fertile  and  uninhabited  lands,or 
lands  on  which  settleiuents  were  found  of  particular  Indiana, 
having  no  chief  whom  the  Patroons  were  bound  to  satisfy  for 
th:»soil:  In  addition  to  these,  within  the  limits  and  exten- 
sions of  the  purchased  patroonships,  exist  Lordships  having 
their  own  rights  and  jurisdictions,  which  the  chiefs  of  said 
nations  have  ceded  to  the  Patroons,  exclusive  of  the  proprie- 
torship of  the  soil,  as  can  be  seen  by  their  deeds  of  concession 
and  conveyance.  The  Patroons  maintain  that  such  preroga- 
tives and  advantages  in  that  country,  belong  absolutely  to 
them ;  and  that  the  (yomi)any  hath  no  more  power  over  the 
Patroons,  as  purchasers  of  such  lands,  than  it  had  over  the 
lords  Sachems,  the  sellers,  inasmuch  as  their  High  Mighti- 
nesses' intention  by  the  charter  notoriously  wjis,  not  to  abridge 
any  person  in  what  is  his,  and  consequently  cannot  l)e  burdened 
with  the  Venia  testandi,  justice  and  police  which  are  repugnant 
to  the  right  already  acquired  by  the  Patroons. 

4.— That  under  the  term  goods,  mentione<l  in  Articles  X., 
XIII..  XXVI.,  must  necessarily  l>e  understood  such  merchan- 
dise, without  which  the  permitted  trade  along  the  coast  of 
Florida  and  Newfoundland,  cannot  be  carried  on,  nor  the  soil 
of  the  Patroonships  paid  for.  /few,  shoes  and  stocking  and 
other  ne<»essaries  of  the  |>eople  not  in  ufe  among  the  natives  of 
the  country  ought  to  U'  among  the  indispensable  articles  for 
agriculture,  of  use  only  to  the  tenants  of  the  Patroons:  every 
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description  ol  wliicli  tlie  (Joiupauy  ImH  [iroiiiised  lu  convey 
orer  for  nottiing. 

S. — Ttiat  the  Company  Dot  havini;  Htiips,  or  room  in  tliutr 
■taips,  for  ttie  uee  of  the  Patroons,  rAnnot  conformably  to  the 
XI"*  Article,  refuM  or  any  longer  withhold  their  wrttt«ii  con- 
■eut  from  tbe  Patroons,  officially  demanilini;  the  same,  whereby 
the  latter  would  loee  the  tieason  and  voyage,  from  which  the 
ruin  of  the  Colonies,  or  at  least  great  loss,  would  follow. 

6. — Th&tall  places  in  New  Nether  land,  the  Island  of  Manhitt- 
tan  eicepted,  iirf,  by  the  XIl""  Article,  free  for  the  plantation 
of  Colonies. 

7.  —That  the  Patroons  may  Bail  froui  the  coast  of  Florida  to 
Newfoundland,  paylnft  0  per  centum  recogdltion;  therefore  the 
Patrooiis  canuot  be  prevented  sending  ships  or  yachts,  with  all 
sorts  of  Koods  to  New  Netherland,  without  which  the  aforesaid 
«oa«ts  cannot  l>e  frequented,  nor  prizes  taken  friiiu  the  enemy. 
Art.  XIII.,  XIV..  XVI..  XXIU. 

8.— Whereas  the  Company,  Art.  XV.,  first  absolutely,  and 
afterwards  by  restriction,  reserved  the  fur  trade  every  where 
on  the  coast  of  New  Netherland  and  the  places  rircuiujacent 
thereto,  the  Patroous  say.lhat  the  iiilniid  trade,  together  with 
The  territories  of  the  patroonshipH,  is  not  included  therein; 
and.  therefore,  that  the  PatroouK  are  not  obligated  to  pay, 
within  their  limit«,  one  guilder  on  eai-h  merchantable  skin, 
//ei/j,  that  the  Patroons,  on  pnyuieut  of  one  guilder  for  eitch 
merchantable  l>eaver  or  otter  skin,  may  procure  in  traile  for 
goo.ls  obtained  there,  all  sorts  of  furs,  outside  their  Colonies, 
and  every  where  about  the  coiistj:  uf  New  Netherland,  and  the 
places  circumjacent  thereti-,  where  the  Conipaay  had  iioconimiK 
sariea  at  the  time  of  granting  thi>  Freedoms,  /tern.  Waiupum 
being,  in  a  manner  the  currency  of  the  countrj-,  with  which 
thu  produce  of  tlie  interior  is  paid  for,  iiinst  l>e  considered  as 
obtained  gomli'.  being  the  representative  thereof. 

».  — That  the  Company,  purxuiint  to  tlie  tenor  of  Art.  X. 
and  XVI..  is  oblige<l  here,  and  by  its  servants  In  New  Nether- 
land. to  give  seasonable  notice  to  the  Patroons  and  their  coni- 
niissarles,  when  reciuested.  of  the  plai'es  which  remain  vacant 
in  its  ships,  in  order  that  they  may  regulate  themselves  In  r«>- 
;-Hrd  to  their  people,  goods,  cattle  ami  Implements;  and  Iiiivlng 
a<'m>nimodatlon  in  their  ships,  it  In  not  at  lil>erly  to  refuse  .the 
PatroonK  the  freighting  thereof,  nor  charge  more  than  the 
allowed  freight. 

10.— That  the  appeals  to  the  Director  and  Councils  reserved 
in  civil  actions  of  fifty  guilders  and  upwards,  do  not  prejudice 
in  tlie  lea.«t  the  higher  jurisdictions  and  other  privileges  of  the 
Patroons. 
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11.  —  Whereas  the  Coiiipaiiy,  Art.  XXV.,  hath  promised  to 
take  all  Colonists  of  New  Netherland  into  its  safe  keeping,  to 
assist  in  defending  them,  as  well  as  possible,  against  all  internal 
and  foreign  wars  and  violence,  with  the  power  it  may  have 
there;  the  Company,  or  its  servants,  failing  so  to  do,  are  bound 
to  make  good  the  damage  which  the  Patroons*  people,  cattle 
and  goods  there,  have  thereby  suffered  and  still  suffer. 

^2.— That  the  Freedoms  and  Exemptions,  are  permanent  for 
all  partners,  without  the  Company  having  the  power  to  in- 
fringe or  restrict  them,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  Patroons. 

13.— That  the  expenses  of  traveling,  consultations,  fees  &c., 
incurred  or  to  be  incurred  by  the  Patroons,  for  the  maintenance 
and  justification  of  the  Freedoms  and  Exemptions,  for  the 
service  of  the  Company  and  advantage  of  all  partners,  ought 
t.)  be  defraj'ed  by  the  Incorporated  West  India  Company. 

14.— That  the  Company  cannot  affix  in  the  Patroons'  Colonies, 
without  their  knowledge,  and  against  their  will,  placards 
excluding  every  one  from  the  entire  fur  trade,  nor  introduce 
Commissaries  there  to  trade;  nor  constrain  the  Patroons'  in- 
habitants, by  an  oath  drawn  up  for  that  purpose,  not  to  trade 
in  peltries,  wampum  or  maize. 

15.— That  the  Patroons'  Officers  and  Magistrates  in  New 
Netherland  may  oppose  themselves  thereto;  and  should  the 
Company,  at  any  time,  enter  by  force  of  arms,  and  affix  such 
placards,  the  Patroons'  courts  are  at  liberty  to  tear  down  the 
aflfixed  placards,. as  being  contrary  to  their  freedoms.  And  on 
the  Patroons*  Superior  Officers  being  arrested  therefor,  which 
we  protest  against,  should  it  ever  lie  adjudged  that  their 
Patroons  have  lost  the  granted  Freedoms,  suph  proceedings 
shall  be  declared  null  and  void ;  the  C<mipany  charged  in  future 
to  abstain  from  such  practices,  and  to  make  good  the  damage 
caused  thereby. 

16.— Finally,  in  case  the  Company  seek,  by  direct  or  indirect 
means,  to  induce  the  Patroons  to  abandon  their  Colonies,  it 
shall  be  declared  bound  to  make  good  all  incurred  c^sts  and 
damages  which  the  Patroons,  for  causes  aforementioned,  should 
happen  to  experience  or  have  experienced.

The  Directors  aforenained,  therefore,  maintain  tliut  eaob  of 
Mtid  PtttroouB  shall  be  bound  to  institute  hli«  suit  separately, 
with  vouchers,  therein  set  fortli  wiiat  he  hatli,  botli  in  general 
and  in  particular,  ogHiuNt  the  Company,  and  afterwards  draw 
liertinent  conclusion. 

And  in  order  tliat  a  termination  be  put  at  once  to  saiil 
ditTerence«.  that  the  above  inentionetl  Patroons  lie  obliged  to 
mention,  in  their  rcBpecIive  deuninds  all,  a»  well  (reneral  as 
particular,  quections  of  which  tliey  liave  any  knowledge,  and 
on  which  they  may  intend  ti>  institute  any  action  iigainst  the 
afore«aid  Oompany,  on  uaiii.  in  default  thereof.  oT  their  lieing 
and  remaining  nonsuited,  as  they  might  l>e,  if  tlie  Directors 
had  obtained  a  mandamus  on  the  motions  {etiidiseu)  of  the 
aforesaid  Patroons  to  have  suit  instituted,  pursuant  to  the 
text  r.  diffamari  V.  de  int/en.  el  inaniim.

High  and  Mighty  Lords:— The  Patrooiis  of  the  Colonies  in 
New  Netlierland  having:  seen  the  writing  delivered  on  behalf 
of  the  Directors  of  the  West  India  Company,  in  opposition  to 
the  demand  and  claim  of  the  said  Patroons,  communicated  iu 
writinjff  to  your  Hit>h  Mightinesses^  they  say  in  reply  to  it : 
As  the  foundation  of  the  suit  which  they  may  institute,  in 
proper  time  against  the  above  named  Directors,  for  indemni- 
fication of  such  damans  and  losses  as  they  respectively  shall 
happen  to  have  suffered,  because  the  aforesaid  Directors  have 
not  allowed,  nor  sufTereil,  them  to  reiilize  the  full  eflFect  of 
the  ^ranteil  Exemptions  and  Freedoms,  mainly  depends  upon 
the  force  and  tenor  of  said  Exemptions  and  Freedoms:  and  your 
High  Mightinesses  would  be  uselessly  detained  by  the  de- 
duction of  the  damages  and  losses  suffered  by  the  Patroons  in 
the  planting  and  continuance  of  their  respective  ('olonies.  and 
the  consequences  thereof,  in  case  the  alK>ve  nameil  Directors 
are  not  bounii  to  make  good  the  aforesaid  losses  and  damages 
for  having  failed  to  carry  out  the  aforesaid  grante<l  and  ac- 
cepted Exemptions  and  Freedoms,  therefore,  in  order  they  may 
not  rashly  enter  into  a  dispute  with  the  above  named  Direc- 
tors, about  the  aforesaid  indemnity,  they  have  deemetl  it  ne- 
cessary and  essential  to  the  despatch  of  business,  first  and 
foremost,  to  request  your  High  Mightinesses  (to  whom,  by 
resolution  of  the  27^^  March  last,  a<lopted  in  the  Assembly  of 
the  XIX.,  the  difference  of  parties  on  both  sides  are  referred) 
to  determine  the  force  and  tenor  of  the  aforesaid  Exemptions 
as  the  Pretension  and  Claim  of  the  Patroons  is  directed  to  that 
and  to  no  other  en<l  in  order  that  such  judgment  l>eing  deliv- 
ered, the  act  being  one  of  wrong  and  affecting  all  the  Patroons 
in  common,  then  the  Patroons  will  have  to  state  their  respec- 
tive losses  and  damages,  and  adopt  pertinent  conclusion  there- 
on ;  the  rather  as,  after  the  rendition  c)f  the  « foresaid  judgment, 
they  shall  have  conjointly  to  determine  upon  the  continuation 
or  abandonment  of  their  Colonies,  and  as  there  is  no  reason 
for  postponing  the  said  judgment  until  the  decision  on  the 
Patroons'  res[)ective  losses,  which  by  reason  of  instruction  and 
the  distance  of  place,  will  experience  some  delay;  meanwhile 
the  Patroons,  in  their  view  of  the  aforesaid  Exemptions  and 
Freedoms,  remain  injured  and  would  he  further  damaged  in 
their  means.  The  aforesaid  Patroons  are  content,  on  the  ren- 
•  lition  of  the  above  mentioned  ju<l^iiient,  respectively  to  deliver 
in  their  declaration  of  damages  and  losses,  and  to  proceed  fur- 
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ther  in  the  matter,  by  a  certain  reanouable  time,  to  be  after- 
wards tlxed  by  your  High  Miirhtiiiest^es,  accordingly  to  the  cir- 
cumHtances  of  affairs  and  the  distance  of  places.  And  for  these 
reasons,  rejecting  the  dilatory  notice  of  the  aforesaid  Directors, 
tlie  abovenamed  Patroous  respectfully  request  your  High  Migli- 
tinesses  to  be  pleased  to  order  t\ve  aforesaid  Dire<?tors  to  answer, 
l>eremptorily,  their  aforesaid  declaration ;  and  in  default  thereof 
that  your  High  Mightinesses  would  be  pleased  to  render  your 
judgment  on  the  article  contained  in  the  aforesaid  petition,  in 
such  wise  as  shall  appertain  to  just  equity  and  right,  and  to 
the  public  service.

Hi(*H  AND  Mighty  Lords:— The  year  1634  approaches  now 
to  a  close,  and  the  West  India  Company  hath  not,  up  to  tlitf 
present  time,  received  the  vote  of  the  subsidy  demanded  by  the 
Council  of  State,  many  months  since,  for  its  support  for  that 
vcar. 

Notwithstanding  the  Deputies  from  the  XIX.  have,  with 
such  great  persistence, applied  to  your  High  Mightinesses  there- 
for, from  time  to  time. 

And  now  clearly  made  manifested  both  to  your  High  Might- 
inesses and  to  the  respective  provinces,  that  it  is  impossible 
for  the  Company  to  prosecute  any  longer  the  expensive  war  in 
Brazil,  much  less  to  accomplish  anything  of  advantage  to  this 
Sti»te. 

Unless  your  high  Mightinesses  conti!\ue  to  afford  it  liberal 
assistance,  and  not  only  promise  the  Company  that,  but  also 
make  them  sensible  of  it.

Of  thiti  we  must,  with  all  Hubinihuioii,  warn  jour  High  Minli- 
tinexaes  unlots!!  your  High  Mi)chtinuHiteti  proi^ured  avot?  of  tin- 
required  Bubeldies,  and  move  the  respective  provlneeg,  ho- that 
they  will  be  received  more  promptly  thnn  heretofore,  we  see 
nil  proHpect  of  meeting  any  lon^^er  the  lieavy  expenses  of  the 
war.  The  great  worit  in  Brazil,  whicli  is  now  bo  far  advanced, 
that  an  end  to  it  is.  in  a  luanuer,  perceptible,  will  be  inter- 
rupted and  perhaps  entirely  fail,  to  the  seriouH  disgrace  and 
injury  of  this  State. 

Much  more  oug'ht  to  bave  l)een  done  than  the  Company  ever 
wisbeil  to  solicit  from  your  High  MIghtinesseH,  in  order  to 
accomplish  an  undertaking  of  such  vast  Importance  to  the 
country,  and  not  only  to  render  that  work  secure,  hut  to  give 
the  King  of  Spain  employment  eltiewhere  by  way  of  diversion, 
so  as  advantageously  to  execute,  meanwhile,  the  afTaIr  in 
Brazil  and  to   allow  tbis  State  to  taste  the   fruits  thereof. 

We  have  sulimitted  to  your  High  MiglitinesRex  heretofore, 
many  reasons  wliirh  ought  to  move  you  hereunto,  and  conlil 
add  others,  were  we  not  convinced  tbat  your  HlkIi  Might- 
ineeses  iinderntancl  them  better,  and  give  them  ax  deliberate 
consideration  its  they  deserve. 

We  shall,  therefore,  not  detain  your  High  Mightlnepses  with 
a  longer  detluction.  but  conclude  thi--,  our  remonstrance,  with 
an  humliie  request:

NEW  PROJErT  OF  FREEDOMS  AND  EXEMPflONS. 


Freedoms,  Primlegts  and  Exemptioiis,  granted  by  the  High  and 
Mighty  Dyrds  States  General,  ex  plenitndine  postetatis,  to 
all  persons  of  condition,  inhabitants  of  these  countries,  to  be 
qualified  thereunto  by  their  High  Mightinesses,  as  Lords  and 
Patroons  of  Nein  Nethei'land,  for  the  purptse  of  planting 
Colonies  and  introduHng  cattle  there,  all  for  the  advancement 
of  the  Incorporated  West  India  Company,  and.  fot  the  ben^t 
of  the  inhabitants  of  these  countries, 

PerKons  admissible  thereunto  by  their  High  Mightinesses, 
being  inclined  to  ])iant  Colonies  in  New  Netherland,  shall  l>e 
permitted  to  send  thither,  by  all  of  the  West  India  Company's 
ships  and  yachts  going  thither,  three  or  four  persons,  to  ex- 
amine the  state  of  things  there,  on  condition  of  paying  for  board 
and  passage  out  and  home,  six  stuyvers  a  day,  and  those  wish- 
ing to  eat  in  the  cabin,  twelves  stuyvers. 

2. — An<l  in  case  of  offensive  or  defensive  operations,  they 
must  lend  assistance  the  same  as  others;  and  if  any  of  the 
enemy's  ships  \ye  captured,  they  shall  also  receive  their  share,

inureaxe  tui  it  ought,  but  (•ven  that  the  pupulatioo  whirh  hiul 
been  I'Oiumeneed  JK  decreaHiiig,  and  appears  to  be  neglecteil  liy 
the  Wetit  India  Uoiupany,  no  that  the  inhnbitauts  of  rorei|;n 
princes  aud  potentateH,  are  fndeavorin);  to  iucorpnrate  New 
Netheriand  and  if  not  xeationahly  attended  to  will  at  once 
entirely  overrun  it. 

Therefore  their  High  Mightine»HeH,  after  previouR  delilHra- 
tion,  hare  resolved  and  concluded  on  the  flntt  point  hereby  ro 
iuetruct  aud  authorize  their  deputies  to  the  Astieiuhly  of  the 
XIX.,  that  iu  conjunction  with  the  preseot  delegates  from 
the  KSiiective  Chanibent  of  naid  ABseiiibly.  they  assiiit  fn  maJcIng 
Hnd  enacting  such  order,  that  Divine  Wonthip  in  Brazil  be 
duly  attended  to,  Chunrh  ordinance  and  dlBoiplint;  introdm^ed 
and  practiced,  and  the  rising  youth  educated  and  brought  up 
ill  the  fear  of  the  LonI  and  In  the  Christian  Kefornied  relitfioii. 

On  the  second  [lointtlieir  High  Mightinei-eeiH  have  resolved 
and  concluded,  that  before  tlie  prewiit  cli>legnt«s  from  tlie  re- 
spective (.'hauibem  To  the  aroresHid  present  Assembly  of  the 
XIX.  adjonrn.their  High  Mitchtiiiexxes'  deputjes  Hhall  assist  in 
making  and  •■nacting  such  efTectiinl  iinli-r  regarding  the  popu- 
lation of  New  Netheriand, and  thereunto  hivlteallgond  iiihal>- 
itaats  of  thptie  Netherlands  by  sii<-h  iiiducenientH  aii<l  pre- 
eminences as.  with  the  approbation  oftheir  High  Mlglittiiissen, 
they  shall  resolve  to  .)ITer  to  all  coionistw.  so  that  this  State 
may  not  Ik"  deprived  of  the  aforewaid  New  Netherlanil  by  iiny 
indirect  underhand  dealing  of  wonie  inhal)itants  of  this  country, 
and  the  intrusion  and  iuvaeion  of  those  of  foreign  princes  and 
potentates. 


[On  the  30th  April,  1038.  the  Assembly  after  the  question 
iiiul  been  previously  put,  referred  the  aforesnid  to  the  Deputies 
Noortwyk,  Duyst  van  Voorhouf.  TIenhoven  itn<l  Swarzenberg. ] 

Whereas  the  I-ords  States  I  Jen  era  I  obtain  unreliable  infor- 
matation  on  the  alTairs  of  New  Netheriand:  that  It  is  retro- 
grading more  and  more,  to  the  injury  of  tliis  state  and  itH  in- 
habitants. It  is  demanded : 
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t.  How  far  do  the  limitb  of  New  Netherland  extend  along 
the  sea  coast. 

Their  High  Mightinesfies  gwauted,  Auno  1614,  to  Jonas  Wit- 
zen  and  Tweenhuyzeu  by  special  charter,  and  on  the  expira- 
tion thereof  to  tlie  West  India  Company  from  Virginia  to  wit, 
from  Cienpoa,  aton^  the  sea  coast  to  Newfoundland. 

2.  Are  these  limits  still  in  the  possession  at  the. present 
time  of  the  West  India  Company,  and  the  inhabitants  of  this 
eountrv  ? 

We  occupy  Mauritius  or  the  North,  River;  where  there  are 
two  forts.  Orange  and  Amsterdam ;  and  there  is,  moreover,  one 
House  built  by  the  Company,  and  that  is  the  most  of  the 
population. 

8.  If  not,  what  nations  have  seized  them  and  by  what 
right  and  under  what  pretext? 

The  right.,  is  that  of  the  strongest. 

The  English  extend  from  the  Northeast  of  New  England  unto 
the  Fresh  River. 

4.  Can  the  (company  ret4*in  the  remaining  territory ;  and  by 
what  means? 

If  tliere  be  people,  the  remainder  can  be  uiaintained;  from 
the  North  river,  men  go  into  the  interior  as  far  as  they  please. 

5.  What  Christian  nations  are  neighbors,  above  and  below? 
The  English  enclose   us  from  Virginia   unto   New  England; 

and  as  much  farther  as  our*s  have  been. 

H.  Has  the  Compiiny  realized  profit  or  loss,  since  the  planting 
of  New  Netiierland? 

Loss.     But  it  could  afford  profit,  i)rincipally  from  grain. 

7.  Ami  in  case  of  loss,  and  their  High  Mightinesses  consider 
it  advantageous  to  preserve  the  limits  of  New  Netlierland, 
and  to  establish  the  population  on  a  bettc^r  and  surer  footing? 

Tile  C'onipany  cannot  people  it  because  the  Company  cannot 
agree  among  themselves:  but  a  plan  of  throwing  it  open, 
must  be  considered. 

8. — Whether  it  would  not,  therefore,  be  ex{>edient  to  place 
the  district  of  New  Netherland  at  the  disposal  of  the  States 
General  V  ' 

They  have  no  intention  so  to  do;  unless  they  derived  profit 
by  it.  Hut  they  hope,  now  that  they  have  taken  some  order 
about  Brazil,  that  it  will  [irove  a  source  of  profit  in  time. 

They  propose  to  surrender  the  trade  with  the  Indians,  or 
something  else.  Nothing  comes  from  New  Netherland  but 
beaver  skins,  mincks,  and  other  furs;  considerable  grain  could 
be  raised  there  in  course  of  time.

Artt'fdes  miff  Coudilinns  drairn  up  and  published  by  the  Cham- 
ber of  Amsterdam,  trith  the  apprnl)ation  of  their  High  Mi(fht- 
iuesses,  the  States  (General  of  the  United  NetherlandSj  in  con- 
formUy  to  the  authority  of  the  .r/JV  on  uviich  the  respect ivf 
fjands  ai^d  Places  in  and  around  New  Netherland  shall,  from 
notr  henceforward,  be  traded  to,  frequented  and  settled,  ac- 
cord inf/  to  such  foim  of  government  and  police  as  nay  at  pre- 
sent, or  shall  hereafter^  be  established  there  by  the  Company 
or  its  agentJi, 

1.   The  Company  hereby  retains  to  itself,  and  to  sucli  officers 
to  whom  it  shall  commit  the  execution   thereof,  all  high  and

low  jurisdiction,  together  with  the  exercise  of  this  and  other 
appendages  of  public  ufTairu;  in  order  that  ith  (iovernors,  offi- 
cers and  all  othera  euiploye<l  by  it,  may  adiiiiniftter,  regulate. 
manage  and  execute  the  name,  under  their  Hi^h  MiKhtinesnes, 
according  to  the  intttruetiou8  to  be  given  thereon  from  rime 
to  time,  without  it  being  permitted  to  any  to  o[)po8e  them 
directly  or  indirectly,  on  pain  of  correclion  according  to  cir- 
cumstanceH,  as  violaters  and  disturt)ers  of  the  public  pence. 

2.  And  inasmuch  as  it  is  of  the  highest  importance,  that,  in 
the  tlrst  commencement  and  settlement  of  this  population, 
profier  arrangement  l>e  made  for  Divine  worship,  according  to 
the  practice  estal>lished  by  the  government  of  this  country,  Re- 
ligion shall  l>e  taught  and  preached  there  according  to  the  Con 
fession  and  formularies  of  union  here  publicly  accepted  in  the 
respective  churches,  with  which  every  one  shall  be  satisfied  and 
content,  without,  however,  it  being  inferred  from  this,  that 
any  i)erson  shall  be  hereby  in  any  wise  constrained  or  aggrieved 
in  his  conscience,  but  every  maii  shall  be  fre<f  to  live  up  to  his 
own  in  peace  and  dec(»rum  ;  provideil  he  avoid  frequenting  any 
forbidden  assemblies  or  conventicles,  much  less  collect  or  get 
ap  any  such;  and  further  abstain  from  public  scandals  and  of- 
fences, which  the  ma^ristrate  is  charged  to  prevent  by  all  flttiui; 
reproofs  and  admonitions,  and  if  iu»cessary,  to  advise  the  Com- 
|>any  from  time  to  time,  of  what  may  occur  there  herein,  so 
that  confusions  and  misunderstandings  may  be  timely  obviated 
and  prevented. 

3.  The  Company  shall  make  arrangements  through  their 
agents,  that  all  forts,  strongholds  and  public  |)laces  wliicii  have 
been,  or  may  be  hereafter,  l)uilt  there,  shall  be  properly 
maintained,  preserved  and  improved  to  the  i)e8t  advantage  of 
the  commonalty,  and  that  the  general  assessment  to  be  paid  for 
the  erection  and  construction  thereof,  shall  be  levied  and  col- 
lected with  the  least  inconvenience  to  the  respective  inhabi- 
tants, without  it  being  in  the  pow»-r  of  the  Director  or  his 
Council,  to  levy  any  tax  before  the  (.'onipany  be  adviseil  thereof, 
aind  its  consent  l>e  obtainml.  Which  assessment  shall  remain 
specially  aflfected  to  such  works  and  charges,  for  the  mainte- 
nance whereof,  they  were  at  the  connnenceinent  voted  and 
granted. 

4.  And  in  order  that  greater  attention  be  paid  to  the  culti- 
vation and  settlement  of  those  countries,  and  that  no  one  be 
excluded,  by  private  [lossession  and  occupation,  from  the  use 
of  the  public  waters,  creeks,  bays  and  rivers,  and  from  ar>- 
propriating  any  island,  sands-pits  and  dry  marslies  therein 
situate;  all  these  shall  belong  first  to  the  Company,  which  [)ro- 
luises  to  make  such  arrangements,  through   the  Director  and 
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(Council  there,  touching  the  use  thereof,  that  all  the  inhabi- 
tants of  those  parts  shall  derive  therefrom  the  greatest  iM>88ible 
profit  and  advantage,  unless  the  Coiupany  may,  by  actual  ex- 
perience, deem  it  advisable  to  make  other  disposition  therein* 
which  resolution  and  disposition  every  one  shall  l>e  bound  to 
observe,  without  any  trouble  or  opposition.  And  if,  however, 
any  one  happen  to  contravene  the  same,  he  shall  be  corrected 
and  brought  to  his  duty  by  public  authority. 

5.  Equal  justice  shall  be  administered,  in  alf  civil  and 
criminal  matters,  to  all  inhabitants  and  others  who  frequent 
that  country,  according  to  the  form  of  i)rocedure,  and  the  laws 
and  customs  already  made,  or  to  1^  hereafter  enacted— Expressly 
charging  every  officer  to  contribute  actively  and  firmly  here- 
unto in  his  station,  as  far  as  needs  may  be;  and  that  without 
any  regard  of  person  or  persons,  even  though  the  matter  be 
such  as  to  concern  the  Company  Itself  particularly,  in  which 
case  the  judges  shall  l>e  specially  bound  to  declare  on  oath, 
that  they  will  not  follow  any  other  order  or  law,  than  such  as 
all  private  persons  are  obliged  to  obey  and  respect. 

(\.  And  whereas  all  the  population  cannot  be  settled  on  one

tt.  &»oh  householder  and  Inhabitant  sliull  IxsHr  hucIi  tux  and 
l>itbliv  charge  a«  etial  I  hereafter  be  cunfidereil  ])roi>er  for  th« 
iiiuintenaace  of  Clergymen,  coiuforlerti  of  the  sicli,  iM-hool- 
lUHMtere  aad  such  like  necesHary  ofllt^rx;  and  tlie  Director  aod

the  settlement  of  the  lands  and  trade  of  the  country. 

West  India  Company. 

Whereas  the  Directors  of  the  Incorporated  West  India  Com- 
pany. Chamber  at  Amsterdam,  are  authorized  by  resolution  of 
the  XIX.,  to  promote  and  improve  the  trade  and  population 
of  New  Netherland;  they,  therefore,  with  the  approbaition  of 
their  High  Mightinesses,  hereby  make  known  to  all  and  every 
the  inhabitants  of  this  state, or  its  allies  and  friends,  who  may 
be  disposed  to  take  up  and  cultivate  any  lands  there,  and  to 
make  use  for  that  purpose,  of  the  harbors  of  these  countries, 
that  they  may  henceforth  oonvey  thither  in  the  Company *s 
ships,  such  cattle, merchandise,  and  property  as  they  shall  deem 
a<lvi.-<Hble;  and  receive  the  returns  they  oi^  their  agents  may 
obtain  therefor  in  those  parts;  on  condition  that  all  the  goods 
sliall  first  be  brought  to  the  (company's  store,  so  as  to  be  put 
on  ship  board  all  at  once,  in  the  best  manner,  on  payment  of 
the  following  duties  and  freights;  and  the  Directors  will  take 
care  that  they  shall  he  sent  thither  by  the  safest  conveyance:  — 
On  Jill  merchandises  going  thither,  there  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Cc)ni[)any  here,  a  duty  of  ten  per  cent  in  money,  proportionably 
to  their  value;  and  on  those  coming  thence  hither  fifteen  per 
oeut  there  in  kind  or  money,  at  the  choice  of  the  Company  or 
its  agent;  eighty-five  remaining  for  the  owner.  And  if  any  one 
happen  to  commit  an  error,  in  the  valuation  of  his  goods,  the 
Company  shall  be  at  liberty  to  take  such  goods,  paying  one- 
sixth  more   than   they  are  entered   at:    but  all   concealed   and 
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smuggled  goodn,  either  in  this  country  or  that,  which  may  be 

discovered   to  have   been   brought   on   board    the   Company's 

ships,  by  secret  plans  or  other  cunning  contrivances,  shall  be 

immediately  forfeited  and  (Confiscated  to  the  profit  of  the  said 

Company,    without    any    right   of    action    accruing   thereby. 

For  the  freight  of  cattle  and  goods,  which  will   be. sent  hence 

there,  or  thence  here,  the  owners  or  factors,  at  the  respective 

places   of   loading,    shall   agree  with  the  Company,   or  their 

agents,  according   to   the  value  and   condition   thereof,  till   a 

final   arrangement  and   plan  be  established;  and   the  freight 

must  be  paid  in  money  at  the  place  of  unloading;  and  no  person 

shall  l>e  permitted  to  touch  or  remove  them,  before  he  makes 

it  appear  that  both  the  duties   and  the  freight  are  ful  y  paid. 

And  one  per  cent  additional  for  every  month  that  they  remain 

after  being  discharged,  in  the  Company's  stores;  /or  all  which 

the  aforesaid   cattle  and   goods  shall    be  summarily  taken    in 

execution,  or  the  owners  personally  spoken  to,  according  to 

the  choice  of  the  Directors  or  their  agents. 

And  whereas  it  is  the  Company's  intention  to  cause  those 
countries  to  be  peopled  and  brought  into  cultivation  more  and 
more,  the  Director  and  Council  there  shall  be  instructecT  to 
a^'ommotlate  every  one,  according  to  his  condition  and  means, 
with  as  much  land  as  he  can  properly  cultivate,  either  by  him- 
self or  with  his  family.  Which  land,  thus  conceeded  to  any 
person  in  the  name  of  the  Company,  shall  remain  the  property 
<>f  him,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  provided  he  shall  pay  to  the 
Company,  after  it  has  been  pastured  or  cultivated  four  years, 
the  lawful  tenths  of  all  fruits,  grain,  st^ed,  tobacco,  cotton  and 
**u^h  like,  as  well  as  of  the  increase  of  all  sorts  of  cattle;  of 
^hich  property  a  proper  deed  shall  Ix*  j^iven,  on  condition  that 
^it'  truly  undertake  the  cultivation  or  pasture  thereof.  Fail- 
^^^  therein,  he  shall  incur,  in  addition  to  the  loss  of  such 
'*'i<l,  such  penalties  and  fines  as  shall  be  mutually  agreed  on 
^^  tlie  time  of  the  grant.  To  which  penalties  and  fines  his 
^'icceBsors  and  assigns  shall  be  also  bound.  And  in  order  to 
^*^>''iate  all  confusion  and  losses,  which  liave  formerly  arisen 
therefrom  and  are  hereafter  to  be  expected  in  a  still  graver 
"®?ree,  no  one  shall  henceforward  be  allowed  to  [)ossess  or  hold 
'^^y  lands  or  houses  in  those  parts,  that  have  not  previously 
^'ne  through  the  hands  of  the  Company. 

The  Company,  subject  to  the  Hip:li  and  Mighty  Lords  States 
^^neral.  shall  take  care  that  the  places  and  countries  there 
^"all  \ye  maintained  in  peace  and  quietness,  in  proper  police 
^^^  justice, under  its  ministers  or  their  deputies, conformably  to 
^deregulations  and  Instructions  thereupon  already  estalilished 
5- Vol.  V. 
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and  issued,  or  to  be  hereafter  euacted  and  given,  upon  a  know- 
ledge and  experience  of  affairs. 

All  those  who  will  be  inclined  to  go  thither,  to  inhabit  the 
country  or  to  trade,  shall  severally  declare  under  their  signa- 
ture, that  they  will  voluntarily  submit  to  these  regulatons, 
an  1  to  the  prders  of  the  Company,  and  shall  allow  all  questions 
and  differences  there  arising  to  be  decided  by  the  ordinary 
courts  of  justice,  which  shall  be  established  in  that  country, 
and  freely  suffer  there  the  execution  of  the  sentences  and 
verdicts,  without  any  further  opposition.  And  shall  pay,  for 
passage  and  board  in  the  stat«  room,  one  guilder,  in  the  cabin 
(hiitte),  twelve  stivers,  and  Ixstween  decks  eight  stivers,  per 
diem. 


RESOLUTION  OF  THE  STATES  GENERAL,  ON  THE 

PRECEDING  ARTICLES. 


Monday,  30""  August,  163§. 

Sieur  Johan  de  Laet  having  presented  and  exhibited  to  tlie 
Assembly  of  their  High  Mightinesses  the  Articles  and  Condi- 
tions drawn  up  for  their  High  Mightinesses'  approbation, 
whereupon  the  respective  places  and  countries  in  and  around 
New  Netherland  are,  from  now  henceforth,  to  be  traded  to, 
frequented  and  settled.  It  is,  after  previous  deliberation,  re- 
solved and  concluded  that  the  aforsaid  Articles  and  Con- 
ditions be  placed  in  the  hands  of  Mess"  Arnhem,  Noortwyek, 
Vosbergen,  Weede,  Pruyssen,  Donckel  and  Conders,  to  view 
nnd  examine  them  and  to  report.  The  said  Deputies  of  their 
Hiirli  Mightinessew  may  proceed  forthwith  thereupon. 


Thursday,  2  September,  1638. 

Heard  the  report  of  Mess"  Arnhem,  Noortwyek,  Vosbergen, 
Weede,  Donckel  and  Conders  (M"^  Pruyssen  having  gone  away) 
wlio,  pursuant  to  tlieir  High  Mightinesses'  resolution  of  the 
:W  of  August  last,  viewed  and  examined  the  Articles  and 
Conditions  agreed  to  by  the  Amsterdam  Chamber,  with  the 
approbation  of  their  High  Mightinesses,  according  to  which 
the  respective  countries  and  places  in  New  Netherland  and  its 
eireumjacents  should  lienceforth  be  traded  to,  frequente<l  and 
inhabited.  Also  is  sulmiitted  and  exhibited  tu  the  Assembly 
another    New    Project,    likewise    proposed    on    the    aforesaid 
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■abject..  Wliloh  being  taken  iuto  deliberation,  their  High 
Hfifhtineaees  have  resolved  and  concluded  to  hereby  declare 
that  the  aforesaid  Articles,  drawn  ap  by  the  Auisterdani  Cb&ui- 
ber,  are,  in  their  preaent  form  not  ndapted  to  the  Hcrvice  udJ 
proiuotioD  of  the  Colonies  of  New  Netherluiid ;  and  their  High 
Might! uesHee,  therefore,  resolved  that  the  eaid  drsftwl  Articles 
and  Gonditloni!  be  again  returned  to  Sieur  Johaii  ile  Laet, 
Director  of  the  West  Indin  Company,  to  which  Is  to  bti  adjoined 
the  aforesaid  New  Project,  to  be  communicated  to  the  Cham- 
ber of  the  West  India  Company  at  Auiaterdaiii,  and  to  tell  II, 
on  the  part  of  their  High  Mightineesee,  to  send  some  deputies 
hither  by  Monday  neit,  the  vi"  Instant,  in  order  that  the 
entire  cane  of  New  Netherland  may  be  further  Viewed  and 
eiMUiined  with  their  High  UlghtinesBes'  former  deputies; 
their  joint  considerations  on  the  nforesaid  subject  then  to  be 
laid  before  their  High  Miglitinesses'  Assembly,  to  the  end 
that  such  resolutions OD  the  planting  of  Colonies  and  stocking 
Cattle  in  New  Netherland,  may  be  atlopted  as  shall  be  foand 
to  be  mOKt  for  tlie  service  of  this  State  and  the  advantage  of 
tht^  Company. 


EXCHUYZEN,  1?"  Ja.vcary,  A\xo  1636. 
High  ami  Mihhtt  Lords:  Your  Hi^h  MiKhtinecses'  It^tter, 
dated  31"  De<«mber,  Itt38,  with  the  annexed  memoriul  of  the 
Hon'*  M'  Spieringh,  Resident  of  the  Cri>wn  of  Sweden,  was 
hnn<)e4l  to  us  on  the  13"  inKt.  hut  the  previous  one  date<l  35'^ 
<)otol>er,  lias  not  lieen  receive<l.  As  soon  as  we  had  seen  the 
tenor  of  your  High  MightinesRes'  said  lett«r,  we  were  prepared 
to  ol>ey  your  High  Mightinesses'  order  and  Command  and  with 
that  view,  sent  an  express  i in meil lately  to  Me<leriblick,  whlih 
brings  us  the  following  information  : 

That  on  the  arrival  of  the  ship  there,  our  brother  Director, 
wixhing  to  attend  to  and  take  c-ure  of,  the  import  duty,  grnnU'd 
•uul  eonveyed  by  your  High  Might  inesses  to  the  <Jompany,  s(>nt 
tor  the  skipper  of  that  ship:  in  whose  absence  the  pilot  ap- 
l>?iired,  and  being  asked,  Where  became  from  and  what  his 
fwilrtit  was?  answered.  From  the  West  Indies,  and  the  eargo 
inbaeco.  Being  further  asked,  respecting  the  quantity  thereof, 
■^iil  thereunto,  that  he  was  not  obliged  to  give  that  infomin- 
tioa,  AS  he  did  not  know  who  made  the  inquiry.     The  quality 
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of  our  confrere  being  made  known  to  hiin,  he  persisted  in  his 
previous  answer,  adding,  1  am  no  skipper, and  the  ship  is  going 
home  to  Swaden,  and  had  her  Majesty's  letters ;  which  being 
demande<I  were  refused  to  be  shown.  Whereupon,  the  pilot 
having  departed,  he  returned,  shortly  after,  saying,  Our  skipper 
has  just  arrived.  Which  skipper  being  sent  for,  he  answered, 
Whoever  wants  to  speak  with,  or  has  any  thing  to  say  to  me 
may  come  to  me;  so  that  the  Director  had  the  said  skipper 
summoned  by  the  city  marshal  to  produce  his  commission : 
this  however  he  would  not  do,  but  again  answered  as  above. 
Such  being  the  case,  the  ship  was  placed  under  arrest.  Notice 
having  been  given  us  thereof,  we  immediately  sent  one  of  our 
Chamber  thither,  who,  with  the  Director  at  Medenblik,  spoken 
to  the  skipper.  He  then  exhibited  his  commission  from  the 
Crown  of  Sweden.  This  done,  the  arrest  was  at  once  removed 
and  he  was  allowed  to  depart  with  the  ship,  as  soon  as  he 
pleased  :  whereupon,  he  tooK  his  departure  without  any  discon- 
tent or  verbal  protest.  This,  High  and  Mighty  Lords,  is  the 
true  state  and  circumstances  of  the  case  regarding  the  above 
mentioned  ship ;  whereby  your  High  Mightinesses  can  perceive 
how  honestly  every  thing  was  transacted,  doubting  not  but, 
after  this  information,  all  cause  of  dissatisfaction  will  l)e  re- 
moved from  the  Hon'*'''  Resident's  mind;  which  you.  High  and 
Mighty  Lords,  will  please  to  promote  to  the  best  of  your  power. 

Herewith,  High  and  Mighty  Lords,  we  pray  God  according 
to  our  humble  supplication,  to  be  pleased  to  grant  your  High 
Mightinesses,  a  prosperous  government,  for  the  welfare  of  our 
dear  fatlierland.

to  all  Patrooiu,  Masterx.  or  Private  persona  who  will  plant 
any  Colonies  or  introduce  cattle  in  New  Netherland.

All  good  inbabitantK  of  tli«  Netherlands  aiid  all  othen  in- 
clined to  plaat  any  Colonies  in  New  Netberland  shall  be  at 
liberty  to  send  three  or  fuur  perxonB  In  the  Cotupany's  shijiti 
going  thither,  to  examine  the  circuiiiHtanceti  there,  on  con- 
dition that  they  swear  to  tlie  articles  as  well  as  the  officerBand 
•esiuen,  ae  Tar  as  they  relate  to  tlitiui.  nnd  pay  Tor  board  and 
paHsa^  out  and  home,  to  wit,  those  whb  fat  io  tht;  master's 
cabin,  fifteen  Htivers  per  day,  and  those  who  go  and  eat  in 
the  orlop,  shall  have  their  lK>ard  and  passage  grat.ii^,  and  in 
case  of  an  attack,  offensive  or  defensive,  they  shall  he  obligt^l 
to  lend  a  hand  with  the  otiiers,  ou  i-ondition  of  receiving, 
ehould  any  of  tiie  enemy's  ships  l>e  overcome,  their  sliare  of 
the  booty  pro  rata,  each  acconling  to  his  qiiiility,  to  wit— the 
Coloiiliits  eating  out  of  tlic  Cabin  shall  l>c  rat^  with  the  sea- 
men, anil  those  eating  in  the  ciiliin  with  the  Company's 
iiervants  wbn  iHiiird  there  imd  liave  the  lowest  rate  of  pay. 

In  the  sele<'tion  o'  lands,  those  who  shall  have  Ursl  notified 
and  )>reHented  tbemselvex  to  the  Company,  whether  Patroons 
or  private  Colonists,  shall  Ije  preferred  to  others  who  may 
follow. 

In  case  any  one  he  deceived  in  selecting  grounil,  or  should 
the  place  l)y  him  chosen  nfterwarils  noi  please  him,  he  will, 
upon  previous  n-preseDtatioii  to  the  (fciveriior  nnd  Council, 
tlieii  l>e  at  lil>erty  to  seieot  iinother  situation.  ^ 

VnT  Patroons  and  Fendat'iries  of  New  lietherland,  sIihII  lie 
ad<ni>wle<lged  all  such  as  sliall  ship  hence,  and  plant  Ihtre  a 
f'olonie  of  fifty  sonls  above  fifteen  years  of  age,  within  the 
jipacc  of  three  years  after  having  made  a  deelaration  and  given 
notice  thereof,  to  some  Chauilier  of  the  Company  here  or  to  the 
Governor  or  Council  there,  namely,  one-third  |>»rt  within  the 
year  and  so  forth,  from  year  to  year  until  the  nuiiiiwr  be  com- 
pleted on  pain  of  losing,  through  notorious  neglect,  the  ob- 
tained Freedoms  and  cattle.  But  they  shall  l)e  warned  that 
th*-  Company  reserves  the  Island  Manhaltes  to  itself. 
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All  Patrouiiti,  ("olonists  ami  iuhubitiiiits  there,  as  well  as  the 
btockholdei'b  in  the  Company  here,  Bhall  be  privileged  to  sail 
and  trade  to  the  entire  coast,  from  Florida  to  Newfoundland, 
on  the  following  conditions: 

First,  that  all  goods  whicli  will  be  sent  hence  for  sale  there, 
whether  freiglited  by  the  Company,  or  b>\  Colonists,  or  the 
sto(^kholder8  themselves,  must  be  brought  into  the  Company's 
stores  for  innpection  and  payment  of  the  proper  duties,  to 
wit;  ten  per  cent  on  the  cash  cost  of  the  article  here,  besides 
convoy-freight  and  average,  an  agreement  being  made  for  the 
freights  of  what  may  be  sent  in  the  Company  s  ships,  and  bulk 
will  not  be  alIowe<l  to  be  broken  any  where  except  at  the 
Manhattes,  or  such  place  as  the  Company  hei*e  may  order,  so 
as  to  be  at  liberty,  after  proper  inspection  of  their  loading 
and  the  entry  thereof,  to  depart  to  whateviir  place  they  think 
proper. 

And  on  the  other  wares  which  will  be  sent  thence  hither 
shall  be  paid  here,  over  and  above  the  convoy  duty  granted  by 
the  State  to  the  Company,  five  per  cent,  acording  to  the  valua- 
tion to  be  made  here,  on  such  penalty  as  aforsaid ;  but  an  agree- 
ment must  be  made  with  the  Governor  and  Council  there»  for 
the  freight  of  any  of  the  goods  that  are  being  sent  from  there 
in  the  Company's  ships,  as  aforesaid,  and  on  all  beavers,  otters 
and  other  peltries,  which  will  be  sent  from  there  here,  shall 
l)e  paid  to  the  Governor  and  Council  there,  ten  percent,  all  in 
kind,  and  due  receipt  for  the  payment  thereof,  shall  be  brought 
along,  on  pain  of  confiscation  of  all  the  furs  which  will  be  found 
not  to  have  paid  any  thing  for  the  behoof  of  the  Company,  and 
with  that  to  Ik*  exempt  from  further  duty. 

And  in  case  said  private  ships,  in  going  or  coming,  or  in 
ranging  along  the  coast  from  Florida  to  Newfoundland,  happen 
to  capture  any  prizes,  they  shall,  in  like  manner  be  obliged  to 
bring  the  same,  or  to  cause  the  same  to  lie  brought,  to  the 
Governor  and  (>ouncil  in  New  Netherland,  or  to  the  Chamber 
whence  they  resi>ectively  sailed,  to  be  rewarded  by  them,  and 
the  third  part  thereof,  shall  be  retained  for  the  Company, 
»>efore  detluoting  his  Highness'  and  the  State's  portion,  the 
two  other  thinl  parts  for  themselves,  in  return  for  their  in- 
curred expenses  and  risk,  all  in  pursuance  of  the  Company's 
or<ier. 

In  like  manner  they  shall  not  be  at  liberty  to  depart  thence 
with  their  gmxls  obtaineil  in  barter,  without  first  returning  to 
the  siiid  place,  to  enter  their  go<Kls  there  aiid  to  obtain  proper 
clearance,  signer!  by  the  Governor  and  Council,  and  they  shall 
iM^bountl  to  return  to  this  country,  with  their  ships  and  yachts, 
to  the  place  they  saile*!  from,  in  order   to  discharge  all    their

freight  into  the  Gooipany'ii  stores,  according  to  the  regleter. 
■nd  olearaace  to  be  brought  from  thence,  on  puiu  of  forfeiting 
their  ship  and  goods  for  the  Coiiipany'H  behoof,  should  they 
go  and  brealc  bulk  elsewhere,  or  have  any  unregistered  goods 
on  board. 

The  Company  {irouiises,  during  the  continuance  of  the  pre- 
sent charter  anil  no  longer,  not  to  burden  the  Patroons  and 
Colonists  in  that  country,  either  with  customs,  toll,  excise, 
iuipoKts,  or  any  other  contributions,  and  aft^r  the  expiration 
hereof,  at  farthest,  with  no  greater  duty  than  is  imposed  on 
Koods  in  this  country. 

The  Company  shall  not  take  from  theasrviceof  the  Patroons 
or  Colonists,  their  man  servants  oi*mald  servants,  even  though 
koiueperson  should  solicit  It;  nor  receive  them,much  lesssulTer 
tlieiu  to  go  from  their  masl«rs'  service  to  that  of  another, 
daring  the  term  of  such  years  as  they  are  bound  for :  and  If  any 
ninn  servant  or  maid  servants  run  away,  or  take  his  freedoiii 
*ontrary  to  contract,  the  Company  shall, according  to  its  menns, 
now  such  to  be  delivered  Into  the  hands  of  their  luasters,  to 
b«  proceeded  agaiupt  urcording  to  the  circumstances  of  the  i-ase. 
From  all  deDnfte  judgments  pronounced  liy  the  CourtJ  of 
thePatroousor  Colonists,  for  an  amount  exceeding  one  hundred 
ROilders,  or  front  such  an  entail  infamy.  iiIko  from  all  senteni-es 
I'ronounceil  in  mattfTH  criminal,  on  ordinary  prosecution,  ccm- 
'onuable  to  the  custom  of  this  country,  an  api>eal  Khali  lii>  to 
the  Governor  anil  ('onncEl  of  the  Company  in  New  Netlierland. 
All  Patroons.  Colonicts  and  inhaliitiints  are  allowed  free 
homing  and  flahing,  iK^th  by  land  and  liy  water,  generally  in 
Pnhlic  woods  and  rivers  in  tlie  extent  of  their  lnndi<,  according 
•"the  order  to  be  made  thereupon  by  the(iovernorand  Cotincil ; 
""111  the  Patroons  exclusively  within  the  limits  of  their  ColoniCH, 
■ith  the  clear  understanding  that  the  Governor  and  Council 
"hall  not  Ik-  excluded  therefrom. 

All  Patroons,  inhabitants  or  Colonitti",  are  nUa  allowed  to 
•^oit  ships  along  the  coas^t  of  New  NetherlancI  nnil  the  countries 
^ffniiijacent  thereunto,  to  flfh  for  Cod,  ic,  and  to  profii'il 
*ith  the  catch  straight  to  Italy  or  other  neutral  countrleH  on 
'*'>ilition  of  paying  to  the  Company  for  duty,  in  »uch  ea«e.  six 
tailtlers  per  last,  and  on  coming  here  with  their  freight,  it 
'hall  !«■  allowable  and  sufTlRient  to  pay  the  Comi>any  the  cub- 
'"111  ilues  alone,  without  conveying,  under  pretence  of  this 
">n«ent,any  other  goods  elsewhere, on  pain  of  arl>itrary  punish- 
'neat.  it  r«mninintc  iit  the  pleasure  of  the  Company  to  put  a 
'upercargo  on  l>oard  each  ship,  on  xuch  conilltioiis  and  terms 
'''h«reinl)efore  set  forth. 
if  any  Patroons,   inhabitants  or   Colonists  hiippen    l>y  their 
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industry,  dili^nce  or  otherwise  to  discover  any  minerals,  pre- 
cious stones,  crystals,  marbles,  pearltisheriesor.such  like  within 
the  limits  of  their  lands,  all  such  Patroous  and  Colonists  shall 
give  one-fifth  part  of  the  nett  proc«eds'to  the  Company,  which 
for  this  purpose  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  one  or  more 
inspectors,  at  the  charge  of  said  mines  and  pearl  fisheries;  but 
any  one  sending  such  w^hout  their  limits,  the  same  shall 
belong  to  the  Company  on  paying  the  discoverer  such  premium 
as  the  merits  of  the  case  shall  demand.  * 

The  Company  shall  take  all  Colonists,  whether  free  or  bound 
to  service,  under  their  protection,  defend  them  as  far  as  lies 
in  their  power  with  the  force  which  it  has  there,  against  all 
domestic  and  foreign  wars  dnd  violence,  on  condition  that  the 
Patroons  and  Colonists  shall,  in  such  case,  put  themselves  in 
a  suitable  state  of  defence  for  which  purpose  each  male  emigrant 
shall  be  obliged  to  provide  himself,  at  his  own  expense,  with 
a  gun  or  musket  of  the  Company's  regular  calibre,  or  a  cut- 
lass and  side  arms. 

As  no  other  Religion  shall  be  publicly  admitted  in  New 
J^etherland  except  the  Reformed,  as  it  is  at  present  preached 
and  practiced  by  public  authority  in  the  United  Netherlands; 
and  for  this  purpose  the  Company  shall  provide  and  maintain 
good  and  suitable  preachers,  schoolmast-ers  and  comforters  of 
the  sick. 

The  particular  Colonies  which  happen  to  lie  on  the  respec- 
tive rivers,  bays  or  islands  shall  have  the  privilege  (to  it, 
each  river  or  island  for  itself)  of  designating  a  deputy  who 
shall  give  the  Governor  and  Council,  of  that  country  informa- 
tion repecting  his  Colonic,  and  promote  its  interest  with  tlie 
Council ;  one  of  which  deputies  shall  be  changed  every  two 
years,  and  all  the  Colonies  shall  be  obliged  to  communicatu  to 
the  Governor  and  Council  there  a  pertinent  report,  at  least 
every  twelve  months,  of  their  condition  and  of  the  lands  in 
their  vicinity. 

The  Company  shall  exert  itself  to  provide  the  Patroons  and 
Colonists,  on  their  order,  with  as  many  Blacks  as  possible, 
without  however  being  further  or  longer  obligated  thereto  than 
shall  be  agreeable. 

The  Company  reserves  unto  itself  all  large  and  small  tythes, 
all  waifs,  the  right  of  mintage,  laying  out  highways,  erecting 
forts,  making  war  and  peace,  together  with  all  wildernesses, 
founding  of  cities,  towns  and  churches,  retaining  the  supreme 
authority,  sovereignty  and  supremacy,  the  interpretation  of  all 
obscurity  wliich  may  arise  out  of  this  Grant,  with  such  under- 
standing, however,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  alter 
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or  diuiinish  what  has  been  granted  heretofore  to  the  Patroons 
in  regard  to  high,  middle  and  low  jurisdiction. 

The  Company  shall,  accordicgly.  appoint  and  keep  there  a 
fiuvenior,  competent  CouncillorH,  OfBnerB  and  other  Miiiistent 
of  Justice  for  the  protection  of  the  good  and  the  punitihiuent  of 
the  wicked ;  which  Governor  and  CouncillorB.  who  arp  now, 
or  may  be  hereafter,  appointed  by  the  Company,  ahalt  take 
(.■ognlzance,  in  tiie  flret  inslaiice,  of  matters  appertaining  to 
the  freedom,  supremacy,  domain,  finances  and  rights  of  the 
Ueneral  West  India  Company;  of  complaints  which  any  one 
(whether  stranger,  neighbor  or  Inhabitant  of  the  aforesaid 
roQntryl  may  make  in  case  of  privilege.  Innovation,  dlssuetude, 
customs,  usageu,  laws  or  iiedigreeit:  declare  the  same  corrupt 
or  aboliuh  them  as  bad,  if  eireuwstances  so  demand;  of  the 
caaes  of  minor  children,  widows,  orphans  and  other  unfortu- 
nate persons,  regarding  whom  complaint  shall  first  be  made 
to  the  Council  holding  prerogative  jurisdiction  in  order  tool)- 
tain  justice  there:  of  all  contracts  or  oliligations;  of  matters 
pertaining  to  possession  of  lienefices,  fiefs,  cases  of  leste  majes- 
tatis,  of  religion  and  all  criiulnal  matters  and  excesseH  prescribed 
and  uiichallent'e'l,  and  all  persons  hy  i>revenlion  may  receive 
acquittance  from  matters  there  com|ilaineil  ol;  and  generally 
take  cognizance  of,  and  n<lminister  law  and  justice  in,  all  cases 
appertaining  to  the  supremacy  of  the  Company.

RESOLUTION   OF   THE   STATES  GENERAL    ON   A 
FURTHER  MEMORIAL  OF  THE  SWEDISH 

RESIDENT. 

Saturday,  IS"*  October, '  1644. 

Read  to  the  Assembly  a  certain  additional  Memorial  presented 
to  their  High  Mightinesses  by  and  on  behalf  of  Resident  Spier- 
hif/h,  stating  in  substance,  that  he  hath  seen  that  their  High 
Mightinesses  have  been  pleased  to  resolve  that  copy  of  his  pre- 
vious Memorial  to  their  High    Mightinesses,  presented   the  8**» 
instant,  respecting  the  discharging  her  Royal    Majesty's  ship 
the   Fame,    be   referred    to    the   present  delegated  Directors  of 
the  West  India  Company,  in  order  to  furnish  their  High  Mighti- 
nesses, at  their  earliest  convenience,  with  information  regard- 
ing this  affair.     Mr.  Spieringh  being  now  aware  of  the  object 
of  this  reference,  which  can  no   otherwise  be  int^^rpreted  than 
as  tending  to  the  disrespect  and    disparagement   of  her   Royal 
Majesty, cannot  therefore  accept  such  resolution  nor  send  it  to 
her  Royaly  Majesty  (unless  on  refusal  of  any  other)  as  it  will  sur- 
prise her  to    learn  that   a  remonstrance  from  one  Sovereign  to 
another  should  be  referred   to  private  individuals,  or  to  a  pri- 
vate Company  oi*  Board,  or  whatever  else  it    nmy  be  called,  to- 
tally unknown,  in  these  premises,  to  her  Royal  Majesty.     Their 
High  Mightinesses  have  placed  Mr.  Spieringh's  aforesaid  Mem- 
orial   in    the  hands  of  such  as  they  pleased,  but  he  expects  an 
answer  and  resolution  from  none  but  their  High  Mightinesses 
and   that  speedily,  tu»cording  to  the  urgency  of  the  case,  in 
onler  to  discharge  the  aforesaid  ship,  after  satisfying  the  cus- 
toms, according  to  the  usage  of  trade  in  regard  to  other  foreign 
independent  sovereigns;  or  that  their    High  Mightinesses  will 
be  ])Ieased  to  communicate  to  him  the  reasons  why  he  has  been

detained ;  referred  from  one  to  the  other  to  the  Mriousdtuu- 
age  of  the  perUhablu  wares  which  are  lying  onithip  board,  und 
of  others  now  bearinfr  high  price.  Which  beinK  conHJdered,  it 
is  resolved  &nd  concluded,  that  the  carfo  of  the  said  ship  the 
Fame  shall  be  renulated  atireicards  the  dutieii,  in  the  same  way 
as  thOBe  of  the  French,  English,  Danish  and  other  foreign  na- 
tions that  bring  and  discharge  sneh  or  similar  cargoes  here; 
to  wit,  the  ordinary  Import  duties,  and  in  addition  eight  per 
cent,  l)uth  made  over  among  other  things  to  the  West  Indiii 
Company  of  these  ports,  in  place  of  snbstdies;  all  In  conformitv, 
to  the  8"  Article  of  their  High  Mightlnessef'  regulation  of  tl'ie 
le"""  October.

July,  IWi,  following  thereupon.

Mr.  Peter  Spiring  Silvercroon,  hereditary  proprietor  of  North 
Holm.  Councillor  of  Finance  to  her  Royal  Majesty  of  Sweden, 
anil  her  resident  near  your  High  Mightinesses,  being,  at  liis 
nH^uest.  in  conference  on  the  W"  Octol>er  with  MOuie  of  your 
High  MightincKses'  Deputies,  proposed  that  he,  the  Resident, 
\iv  furnished  with  acopyof  your  High  Mightinesses'  reaolution 
of  the  15"  Octolwr,  in  answer  to  the  memorial  he  presented  rela- 
tive to  the  discharging  of  her  Majesty's  Ship  the  Fiimt,  which, 
coming  from  New  Sweden,  had  run  in  to  these  parts;  stating, 
in  t'ui>Btance,  that  your  High  Mighlinesnes  declared  the  ciirKO 
of  the  absve  named  ship,  the  Fame,  shnnlil  lie  regulated  in  re-' 
gard  to  dutie.-,  the  same  as  IheHhipsnf  the  French,  English, 
I>Hnish  and  other  foreign  nations  thai  liringund  dischargesuch 
nr  similar  loading  here,  to  wit;  the  ordinary  import  duty,  and 
in  addition  >*  per  cent,  iioth  made  over,  ihhoiik  ijther  things,  to 
the  West  India  Company  of  this  l.'ounlry  in  conformity  to  your 
High  Mightinesses'  resolution  in  this  regiinl.  To  which,  your 
High  Mightinesses'  resolution,  he.the  Kesi<]ent.snl)itutte<],  that 
whatever  the  French,  English,  Danish  and  other  foreign  nations 
^rftve  or  did  not  give,  was  not  binding  on  him  as  he  was  snlTcr- 
ing  on  his  own  merits  and  demerits,  which  remained  iinafTci'ted 
and  Dndimtiiished.  Moreover,  few  or  no  such  examples  could  lie 
prcKluced :  end  even  if  they  were,  they  should  not  he  obligations 
on  her  Royal  Majesty,  or  even  otherwise  i>e  drawn  into  pre<'e- 
dent;  that,  on  examination  of  their  nature  and  oircumstanct<s. 
it  might  l>e  found  that  such  French.  RiiRlishand  Danes  wen- 
mere  private  persons,  and  then,  still,  mere  inhabitants  of  llu-x'

countries,  who,  in  comparison  with  her  Royal   Majesty's  ship, 
her  Royal  Majesty's  property,  could  not  come  into  any  consiil- 
eration  or  be  cited  as  precedent;  and  with  the  same  readiness 
that   Fr^netunen  and   Englishmen  are  instanced   in  opposition 
to  her  Royal  Majesty  can  Swedes  be  equally  cited  against  others. 
The  proposition  of  your  High  Mightinesses'  Deputies,  that  her 
Royal  ^Eajesty  should  pay  the  same  as  other  inhabitants  of  these 
countries,  the  Resident  would  consider  very  strange   as  an  at- 
tempt  to  place  a  Sovereign  and  Crowned  head  on  a  level  with 
inhabitants  of  this  State;  the  Elesident  expected  greater  respect 
would  be  paid  her  Royal  Majesty  than  to  place  her  on  an  equal- 
ity with  private  individuals.     If  this  State,  either   by  its  Am- 
bassadors or  others,  had  made  or  submitted  any  request  to  her 
Majesty,  he,  the  Resident,  was  convinced   that  in  such  or  like 
cases,  it  would   be  treated   with  much  greater  respect.     More- 
over,   the   aforesaid   proposition   was   altogether  different    in 
character,  inasmuch  as  its  object  was  to  impose  subsidies  and 
contributions  on  her   Royal    Majesty  and    thereby  tax  her   for 
the  benefit  of  some  private  inhabitants  of  this  State;  inasmuch 
as  these  duties  were  not   contributed   to  the  State,  but  to  pri- 
vate persons  who    were  simply  authorized  thereunto,  and  who 
were  furnished  by  the  States  with  a  paper  cloak;  and  therefore, 
if  her  Majesty  is  to  be  treated  in  all  cases  in   the  same  manner 
as  the  inhabitants  of  these  countries  'none  of  whom  is  und»*r- 
stood  to  be  exempt),  then  her  Royal   Majesty  must  even  so  lie 
released  from  such  duty,  or  must  be  acknowledged,  not  only  to 
be  exempt  from,  but  even  must  appropriate,  such  imi)ost.  the 
same  as  the  West  India  Company,  which  consists  merely  of  [)r.i- 
vate  individuals.     Moreover,  your  High    Mightinesses  had  no 
more  right  to  declare  that  this  her  Royal  Majestys'  ship  should 
pay  duty  to  a  West   India  Board,  than   to  an  East   India  or  a 
(■freenland    Company,  or  any  other  set  of  individuals,  which 
would  be  without  end;  and  levied  and  extorted  with,  certainly, 
as  little  justice. 

Regarding  the  8  per  cent  in  addition  to  the  import  duty :  al- 
though he,  the  Resident,  did  not  agree  to  it,  he  nevertheless 
proposed  this  question ;  whether  it  had  reference  to  the  princi- 
pal, the  risk,  the  profit,  the  entire,  or  what  else;  also,  if  the 
valuation  of  the  goods  was  to  apply  to  tlie  place  where  they 
were  procured,  here  where  they  were  bought,  or  there,  where 
they  would  be  consumed ;  your  High  Mightinesses  will  be  pleased 
to  weigh  all  the  points  and  justly  to  examine  this  case;  and 
should  the  West  India  Company,  according  to  its  pleasure  and 
resolution,  increase  the  value  and  duty,  your  High  Mightinesses 
will  please  to  bear  in  mind,  what,  under  similar  circumstances, 
had  heretofore  occurred  in  Prussia,  with  her  Royal  Majesty,  in 
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ngHTil  to  the  licenses,  when  your  High  Mightinee»es'  Ainbae»a- 
dors  nrgued  and  maintained  thnt  her  Royal  Majesty  could  not 
levy  uiiy  tolls  there,  uotwithstouding  h«r  Royal  Alujesty  bad 
wou  those  couutrieii  by  the  8Wordi  and  had,  moreover,  iu  this 
instance.  e8pe<!ial  treaties  in  her  favor.  Although  it  wiis  then 
preteoileil  that  no  duty  was  imposed  on  the  goods  except  ac- 
corrtjug  to  the  entry  of  the  merchant  and  the  plaee  where  they 
were  loaded  and  purchased;  for  if  the  goods  were  rute<l  too  high, 
her  Royal  Jlajesty  must  l>e  obliged  to  take  them  at  that  ap- 
praisal, and  Mid  as  much  more  thereto  for  the  proteetiou  of  the 
tuen'haat ;  it  will  now.  on  tlie  contrarj",  bt! claimed  with  indeed, 
lesBJustiee,  that  the  West  India  Company  is  at  lil>erty  to  value 
the  gocHls  as  high  au  it  chooses, taking  the  payment  in  money  or 
in  kind,  when  the  best  woul'l  be  selected  i  whereby  all  would 
be  converteii  and  ilrawn  to  its  own  profit.  Besides,  the  West 
India  Company  could,  with  so  nmcli  the  less  grace  claim  any 
duty,  inasmuch  as  it  had,  heretofore,  under  grant  from  her 
Royal  Majesty,  a  share  in  this  Swediih  Company,  liaving  also 
ac)cDowle<lged  it  for  an  absolute  and  free  Company ;  and,  then 
sliips  from  the  Kingdom,  from  New  Sweden,  having  sailed  and 
Iteen  loaded  and  discharged  here,  off  and  on,  were  never  suli- 
jectrti  to,  much  Ichm  paid  huch  duty;  and  hence,  bo  far  from 
there  tieingiiuy  right  and  equity  for  sncli  imposition,  it  ought 
■  >n  the  contrary,  now  to  lie  eonnidered  in  direct  opposition  to 
ull  right  and  ei|uity,  after  the  West  India  Company  had  sur- 
rt?ndered  its  shares,  and  her  Royal  Majesty  had  bought  it  out 
and  exclusively  acquired  those  shares  herself:  wherefore  notli- 
iniJ:  similar  could  now  lie  levie<l  by  virtue,  and  in  regiiril  of  said 
purchase'.  And  still  so  mucli  the  less  so,  inasmuch  as  this,  her 
Royal  Majesty's  ship  had  traded  to,  and  came  fnim.  a  country 
which  litr  Riiyid  Sliijfaty  hail  rightfiUly  t'lirvfinxed  uni/  ulitiiined 
pfiageifiiinn  of  from  the  tifflit  oinitrs:  where,  previously,  her 
Koyal  Majesty  had  found  neither  ships,  ctmimerce,  nor  trudtt, 
but  had  established  them,  and  hud  erecte«1  her  arms  there,  and 
thus  ha<l.  first,  reduce*!  every  thing  to  order:  and,  accordingly, 
no  [lerson  there  was  a  subjec-t,  nor  could  any  duty  reasonably 
or  rightfully  i>e  claimet) ;  further,  this  Roy.'kl  ship  ran  in  here 
for  no  other  purpose  tliau  solely  witli  the  intention  to  revictual, 
and  xail  to  the  Kingdom,  when  fully  loaded,  but  in  conspqii?nce 
of  the  trouble  and  war  which  has  arisen  iietween  the  Swedes 
and  Danes,  she  must  remain  here,  and  is  unable  to  complete  her 
voyage  l>ecause  your  High  Mightinesses  did  noToliserve,  accord- 
ing to  tl)e  letter,  and  meaning,  the  well  establisheil  iitliaiice, 
the  purport  of  which  was  to  maintain,  against  all  force,  recip- 
rocally and  on  both  sides,  the  freedom  of  navigation  and  com- 
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merce  in  the  East  aud   North  seas;   and   because  your  Higrh 
Mightinesses  had  acted  so  partially  herein. 

Further,  he  the  Resident  had  seen  by  a  sealed  Acte  of  the  18'^ 
October  (being  your  High  Mightinesses'  abovementioned  reso- 
lution of  the  15^^)  which  was  published  by  the  West  India  Com- 
pany, that  the  latter  had,  in  quality  of  sovereign,  presumed 
to  place  two  of  its  people  as  keepers  on  board  the  Royal  ship, 
and  he  therefore  desires  to  know  from  your  High  Mightinesses, 
whether  or  not  that  was  done  by  your  High  Mightinesses*  order 
and  knowledge;  if  not,  if  the  West  India  Company  could  of  its 
own  authority,  will  aud  pleasure  hostilely  usurp  such  preten- 
sion, power  and  jurisdiction,  it  could  not  be  considered  other 
than  an  arrogance  and  insolence,  disres{)ectful  in  the  highest 
degree  to  her  Royal  Majesty;  if,  indeed,  it  were  done  by  order, 
and  with  the  knowledge,  of  your  High  Mightinesses  (which  is 
scarcely  credible)  your  High  Mightinesses  will. please  to  con- 
ijider  with  what  great  respect  your  High  Mightinesses*  ships 
have  ever  been  treated  in  her  Royal  Majesty's  kingdom  and 
within  her  jurisdiction;  and  that  her  Royal  Majesty  never 
expected  different  treatment  from  your  High  Mightinesses;  that 
the  ships  which  had  heretofore  conveyed  your  High  Mighti- 
nesses' Ambassadors  to  Prussia  were  not  once  inspected,  nor 
detained,  nor  any  people  placed  on  board  of  them,  although 
they  were  laden  with  merchandise;  that  even  the  ships,  which 
went  to  fetch,  or  bring  the  Ambassadors  back,  were  not  exam- 
ined; such  ships  and  goods  were  also  passed  free  as  the  Am- 
bassadors on  their  voyage  requested;  and  that  from  no  other 
motive  or  view,  than  simply  out  of  the  respect  entertained  for 
your  High  Mightinesses'  Ambassadors  and  this  State;  contrary 
to  which,  this  disrespect  is  now  exhibited  towards  this  her 
Royal  Majesty's  ship,  carrying  only  royal  freight.  But  should 
your  High  Mightinesses  entertain  no  such  regard,  he.  the  Resi- 
dent nevertheless  requests,  that  those  two  persons  may  be  again 
removed  from  the  vessel,  so  that  no  further  inconvenience  or 
mischief  may  accrue  to  her  Majesty's  dignity  from  such  prejudi- 
cial acts  and  hostilities  of  which,  by  this  remonstrance,  he  the 
Resident,  will  then  be  blameless;  and  as  a  further  security  that 
no  fraud  shall  be  committed  on  the  cargo,  he,  the  Resident,  as 
her  j\[ajesty*s  Minister,  assures  your  High  Mightinesses  that  a 
list  thereof  shall  be  delivered  in  if  your  High  Mightinesses  re- 
quire it.  Provided  nevertheless  in  all  things  that  he  the  Resi- 
dent be  not  understood  as  paying  any  even  the  smallest  duty 
from  this  her  Royal  Majesty's  ship  as  well  for  reasons  above 
recited  as  because  it  is  prejudicial  to  her  Majesty's  dignity; 
contrary  to  the  alliance  and  opposed  to  the  intimacy  and  friend- 
ship which  were  therein  to  continue  between  her  Royal  Majesty 
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umJ  yonr  High  Might IneeseB ;  aud  theretore  eipectn  from  your 
Hi^  HIgfatlneHHee  a  resolution  and  good  coiioluHion  on  this, 
his  BemonRtrance.  Wishing  you  from  Oo<l  Almighty  a  long 
and  proaperous  governm^Dt.

Jonas  Witsz, 

Symon  Uorrisen,  Lambert  von   Tweenhuyzen,  Wessel  Schenck 

and  associates  all  inhabitants  of  these  parts, to  trade  exclusively 

to  the  newly  discovered  countries,  situate  in  Americu.  I>etween 

Seir  France  and  Virginia,  and  now  called   New  Nether  I  am  I,  to 

resort  thither  exclusively  for  the  term  of  three  yenr«,    without 

any  other  persons  being  able,  during  that  time,  to  frequent 

that  place  from  this  country,  on  pain  of  confliication  of  ships 

and  goods,  and  a  fine  of  fifty  thousand  Netherland  ducats. 

In  the  years  1622  and  1633,  the  West  Indiu  Company  took  pos- 

seMlon,  by  virtue  of  their  charter,  of  the  said   country,  iind 

conveyed  thither,  in   their  ship,  the  New    Netlierland.  divers 

Colonists  under   the  direction  of   Corneli;^  Jaeobttz.  Mey,  and

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Adriaen  Jorissz.  Tienpoint,  which  DireotorB,  in  the  year  1634, 
built  Fort  Orange  on  the  North  River,  and  Fort  Nassau  on  the 
South  River,  and  after  that,  in  1(520,  Fort  Amsterdam  on  tlie 
Manhattes.  In  all  which,  garrisons  were  continually  main- 
tained, and  trade  was  carried  on  in  those  several  districts  vrith 
yachts,  sloops  and  other  craft.  And  in  the  year  1629,  the  Free- 
doms and  Exemptions  (*ouc«deil  by  the  Hon^  Assembly  of  the 
XIX.  were  published,  with  their  High  Mightinesses*  approba- 
tion. Thereupon  divers  Patroons  and  (Jolonists  resorted  thither 
and  endeavored  to  advance  agriculture  and  population.  For 
further  security.  Fort  Good  Hope  was  also  ere<^ted  in  1633,  on 
the  Fresh  river.  But  said  population  did  not  experience  any 
special  impulse  until  the  year  1689,  when  the  Fur  trade  with 
the  Indians,  which  had  been  previously  reserved  to  the  (.'om- 
pany,  as  thrown  free  and  open  to  every  bo<ly ;  at  which  time 
not  only  the  inhabitants  there  residing  spread  themselves  far 
and  wide,  but  even  new  Colonists  came  thither  from  Father- 
land ;  and  the  neighboring  English,  both  from  Virginia  and 
New  England  repaired  to  us.  So  that  in  i)lace  of  seven  Bouw- 
eries,  full  thirty  were  planted  and  full  one  hundre<i  more  ex- 
pected in  a  short  time  from  the  plantations  whi<*h  were  taken 
up ;  insomuch  that  there  was  every  appearance  that  provisions 
might  be  furnished  in  two  or  thee  years  for  ten  thousand  men. 
Although  the  hope  was  now  entertained  that  the  country  would 
by  such  means  arrive  at  a  nourishing  pass,  yet  it  afterwards  ap- 
peared that  the  abuses  attendant  on  the  free  trade  wtis  the  cause 
of  its  ruin — 

Fivftt:  because  the  Colonists,  each  with  a  view  to  advance  his 
own  interest,  separated  themselves  from  one  another,  and  set- 
tled far  in  the  interior  of  the  ('ountry,  the  l>etter  to  trade  with 
the  Indians,  whom  they  then  sought  to  allure  to  ther  houses 
by  excessive  familiarity  and  treating.  By  this  course  they 
brought  themselves  into  disrepute  with  the  Indians,  who,  not 
having  been  always  treated  alike,  made  this  cause  the  enmity. 

titcoiidly:  in  consequence  of  the  proximity  to  the  Indians, 
whoso  lands  lay  unfenced,  the  cattle  belonging  to  our  people, 
straying  without  herdsmen,  seriously  damaged  their  corn  or 
maize.  This  occasioned  much  complaint,  and  no  redress  follow- 
ing, they  revenged  themselves,  killing  both  the  cattle  and 
horse/^. 

Thirdly:  not  only  the  Colonists,  but  also  the  free  traders 
j)roce('ding  from  this  country,  soUl  for  furs  in  consequence  of  the 
great  profit,  fire-arms  to  the  Mohawks  for  full  400  men,  with 
l)Owd(»r  and  lead ;  whiiih,  l>eing  refused  to  the  other  tribes 
when  demanded,  increased  the  hatred  and  enmity  of  the  latter. 

Fourthly:  it  happened,  in  addition  to  this,  that  the  Director 
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bail,  a  tew  y«unt  «rt«r,  imposed  a  contribution  of  maize  'Jii  tliu 
liidiaDS,  whereby  they  were  totally  eelntnged  from  our  {leople. 
ilenc«  arowi  diverti  tliriHitii  aud  liijurlouB  o<M;urrt>uneB,  which 
flually  broke  out  into  fictn  of  hoittility,  no  that,  tlrat :  tlie  Rari- 
tan  Iniliaus  attempted  to  make  uway  witli  one  of  uur  Bloopn, 
aiKl  afterwards  killed  eouif  liogN  on  Stateu  lalanil.  Whereupon 
the  Director  dispatched  eighty  soldiera  thither  to  avenite  tlie 
act,  who  burut  their  corn  and  killwl  thrw  or  four  of  their  peo- 
ple.    Both  BideH  theu  deHtsted  from  further  proceodinpi. 

Seit  it  hapi>ened  that  a  Wechqiiaeflke<-k    Indian  iuurderp<l, 
al>out  the  year  1&40,  an  old  man  in  his  own  house  with  an  axe, 
for  which  no  Hatiafaction    bavln^'  )>een  afforded  by  the  ti')l>e.  IS 
men  chosen  from   the  Commonalty,   afterwards,    resolved,    in 
t be  year  1S42,  to   revenue   the  murder    by  0i>en  war;  but  noth- 
ingwaa  done  at  tlie  time  in  FOUHquenceof  mlsHiuK  the  enemy, 
who,  obHervIng  what  wandettiKned  against  tliem,  sued  fur  peac^^. 
tkitue  time   afterwiards    the  Hattkingsack  Indians   designeilly 
■hot,  with  an  arrow,  a  Duti?hman,  who  sat  thatcbiiiK  "  house. 
Tbe  Cummonalty  were  very  much    troubled  at  this,  dreading 
the  recurrence  of  i>ther  such  act«.     And  while  the  Director  was 
nwlEiog  in  \'aiti  for  satit^factiun,  Goil  t>eemed  to  iiave  takeu  ven- 
I^DFe  on   thoBe  of  Wlt<)iieH('hBck.  ttirout^h    the    Uahlkan    In- 
ilianiswlio  BurprizinK,Kl<'w  full  TO  ot  them  and  le<l  many  women 
«ml  children  away  into  captivity.     This  obliged  the  remainder 
totlytnour    peojile  at   tlie    Manhattaux,  where   they  were  re- 
vived into  tlie  liouHes,  and  fed  liy  the  Dlrei^tor  duriufi:  fourteen 
'liys.    Shortly  after  thin,  seized  witli  another  panic,  they  Hed 
■ith  the  Hackinirxack,  fully  a  thoiisaud  strong,  to  the  vicinity 
"f  the  fort,  ami  over  the  river  Povonia.     Some  of   the  13  men 
(wiveiving  this,  the  Dire<-tor,  on  the  petition  of  three  of  them, 
namely,  Jan  JiiUNe  Damen,  Abraham  I'langh  and  Maryn  Adri- 
irom  who  xigued  in  the  name  of  the  entire  body,  authorized  Hii 
HllMck  nn   the   al>ovementi<ined    ludianH,   in  the  i-ourse  of  the 
Jit;fht  lietween  the  27"  aud  'Jfl'"  of  February,  KHa.  by  a  party  of 
Mildiersiind  bnrgherp,  who,  with  cruel  tyranny,  slewKflof  them, 
and   took    3(>  prisoners.     And   although   the  rounnonalty  pro- 
tested against  the  Director  and  the  aforesaid  three  persuus,  on 
Kceonnt  of  tlieia"  hasty  uml  severe  proceedings,  as  liaving  taken 
plaee  without  their  knowledge  or  consent,  thoy  were   obliged, 
notwithstanding,  to  declare  oiien  war  against  full  eleven  tribes 
of  Indians,  who  rowein  armson  that  account.    Theconsecjiieiice 
wii»i  that  atMut  one  thousan<l  of  these,  and  many  soldiers  ami 
c<>lonJstiil>elouging  tons,  were  killed.    Almoi-t  nil  the  houweries 
were  also  destroyed,  so  that  only  thi-ee  remained  on  the  Man- 
liutleK.  and   two  on  Staten   Island,  anil  the  greater  part  of  the 
(rottle  were  ilestroyed.      Whatever  reinaineil  of  these  had  t<>  l)e 
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kept  in  a  very  small  enclosure,  except  in  Rensselaers  Colonii 
lying  on  the  North  river,  in  the  neighborhood  of  Port  Orauga 
which  experienced  no  tiouble  and  enjoyed  i)eace,  because  the 
continued  to  sell  fire  arms  and  powder  to  the  Indians  eve 
during  the  war  against  our  people. 

The  Company  thus  experienced  the  greatest  destruction 
damage,  as  well  by  the  consumption  of  their  ammunition 
the  ready  money  expended  in  purchasing  this  at  a  high  rate, « 
by  reinforcing  the  garrison,  by  the  enlisting  of  as  many  Englisl) 
men  as  could  be  hired  in  that  country;  fifty  of  whom  the  Col 
onists  solemnly  engaged  to  pay,  but  the  payment  not  havia 
followed,  remained  as  a  charge  upon  the  Company.  Those  iti 
debted  to  the  Company  were  hereby  finally  reduced  to  such 
state  that  they  had  no  means  to  pay  their  debts. 

To  remedy  this  great  decay,  various  suggestions  were  mad 
by  the  X)irector  and  the  Commonalty. 

Firstt  that  to  restore  peace  and  quiet  throughout  the  lane 
the  Indians  who  had  waged  war  against  us,  should  be  whoU 
destroyed  and  exterminated.  The  Director  demanded^  for  the 
purpose,  one  hundred  and  fifty  soldiers,  armed  with  muskel 
and  coats  of  mail,  and  provided  with  sufficient  munitions  tf 
war;  inasmuch  as  he  estimated  the  number  of  the  Indians,  ou 
enemies,  not  to  l)e  above  three  hundred  strong.  The  Commor 
alty,  maintaining  that  they  were  some  thousands  strong,  ooc 
sidered  the  accomplishment  of  such  a  proposal  impossible;  the 
were  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  better  to  seci\re  public  trai. 
quillity  by  a  general  peace.  They  have  little  hope  of  this,  9 
long  as  the  present  rulers  remain  there;  because  the  Indiau 
are  in  no  way  to  be  pacified  (as  they  themselves  declare  to^ours 
until  the  Director  is  removed  thence,  calling  daily  for  Wouter 
Wouter— meaning  Wouter  van  T wilier. 

Secondly,  in  order  to  prevent  war  in  future,  the  Colonist 
ought  to  settle  nearer  each  other,  on  suitable  places,  with  k 
view  of  being  thus  formed  into  villages  and  towns,  to  be  th< 
better  able  to  protect  each  other  in  time  of  need.  Being  sep 
arated  from  the  Natives  will  prevent  the  cattle  damaging  tb( 
corn  belonging  to  the  Indians,  which,  added  to  excessive  fam 
iliarity  in  associating  with  them,  was  the  cause  of  many  diffi 
culties.  The  employment  of  Indians  as  domestic  servants  wil 
thus  also  be  put  an  end  to. 

Thirdly,  for  better  security  against  enemies,  and  to  ensur 
respect  from  neighbors,  it  would  l)e  advisable  immediately  t 
construct  Fort  Amsterdam  of  stone;  for  it  is  now  in  such  ruii 
that  men  pass  into  it,  over  the  walls,  without  making  use  o 
the  gate;  this,  according  to  the  calculation  of  the  Director 
would  cost  only  20  to  25  thousand  guilders. 
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Fburthtj/,  the  eettl«iiieut  of  the  boundiiriett  betwuen  the  Eng- 
lish and  our  people  by  the  Crown  of  Euglaii<l  and  tbin  State 
<nitH>t  to  be  uri^  In  every  way,  In  order  to  pruvent  all  dlffl- 
ealtie«  with  that  nation,  inaeiuuch  an  they  have  be^nin.  Hlnoe 
tbeyear  1638,  to  usurp  the  Freeh  River,  iiolwlthEitanillng  the 
Company  had  previouely  taken  entire  [KHweHslon  of  it;  and.  on 
ttM9>  June,  Anno  1683  (before  any  BngllBhiuen  had  ever  been 
on  or  Dear  that  river),  purchatiecl  laud  from  the  Indians  twenty 
Billfls  up  the  saiue,  and  built  fort  Mood  Hope  thereupon  and 
kept  possession  thereupon  witli  our  people.  After  which  time, 
namely,  on  19"  September,  the  English  first  arrived  from  New 
Rilmouth  and  Mathuses  bay,  before  that  fort,  and  declared 
thej- wished  to  erect  a  lodge  three  mi  lea  above  it;  whieh  the 
CoiiUDissary  residing  there  opposed  as  long  as  he  could ;  but 
*u  uece)iHitat«d  to  permit  It  under  prot«Nt,  according  to  in- 
■tractionit.  Meanwhile  di vera  letteru,  proteatHaud  notices  were 
Bnhanged  between  their  Uovernour  and  our  Director.  And  It 
llully  came  to  pass  that  they  came.  In  the  year  I68S  and  1636, 
up  the  aioresald  river  with  sundry  families  and  cattle,  settling 
thmnaelveH  down  there,  far  and  near,  even  on  the  land  situate 
around  and  liy  our  fort,  und  the  property  of  which  belonged  to 
1*.  Which  land  they  have  parcel  le*i  among  theiuxelves,  en- 
iltaToiiring  to  pre<<cril>e  unto  iih  laws,  because,  having  liuilt  a 
hoone  or  two  at  the  iimuth  i>f  the  river,  they  pretend  thereby 
to  iiave  the  Itey  thereof. 

fifthly,  it  would  l>e  advisable,  for  the  benefit  of  that  country. 
flfstofail.  to  facilitate  emigration  to  New  Netherlands,  a«  hud 
'>Wd  iliine  a  long  lime  since,  or  at  least  to  credit  the  pafisengera 
'or  n  time,  in  order  to  alhire  Colonists  thither,  and  afterward 
'oiiitroduee  a  goodly  portion  of  farm  servants  and  negroen  into 
'liMcountry.  Hy  whose  labor  agriculture  would  be  so  much 
pKtooted  that  a  great  quantity  of  proviwionp  i-ould  beexported 
tbnce  to  Brazil. 

StriA/y,  the  rendezvons  of  vetisels  of  war  could  be  eHtablip.he<l 
in  New  Netherland,  and  it  is  better  a<lapted  thnn  the  Inland  of 
Curasao,  in  conoequence  of  itN  abundance  nf  prc)viBions  and  of 
iNiilding  timber,  and  becaune  all  partK  of  the  West  Indiex  are 
nfer  and  easier  of  ucoeHH  from  that  quarter,  and  the  design h 
against  the  enemy  can  be  kept  l>etter  concealed. 

Unenthly,  it  would  l)e  advantaBeous  for  the  Coin[>any  to  Iteep 
a  well  supplied  store  aiul  cellar  there,  in  order  to  accommodate 
tlie  InbabltantK.  at  a  cert<iin  reuNonable  price,  either  for  money 
or  prodtice,  which  will  otherwise  be  nver\'alued  or  monopolized 
by  private  traders.  Hut  if  priviite  individuals  are  allowed  to 
continue  trading,  a  fixed  price  ought  to  be  placeil  on  their  im- 
ported wares.     The  system  of  giving  credit  ought  also  he  iibnl- 
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IkIhhI,  as  the  Com[>uiiy  KufTerH  (^reut  \oh»  therefrom,  and  their 
servaiitH  ought  to  be  promptly  paid  their  board  money  and 
monthly  wages. 

Finally,  'tis  proijosed  that  the  Council  consist  of  four  or  five 
persons. for  the  maintenance  of  justice  and  the  authority  of  the 
Company,  as  well  as  the  respect  of  the  neighboring  ColouieK. 

From  all  this,  it  is  to  l>e  seen  into  what  confusion  and  ruiii 
New  Netheland  lias  at  present  fallen,  all  caused  by  the  rash  un- 
dertaking of  so  unnecessary  a  war,  without  the  knowledge, 
much  less  the  order  of  the  XIX.,  and  against  the  will  of  the 
('ommonalty  there;  ami  what  excessive  expenditure  is  now  re- 
(piired  from  the  Company,  both  for  succor  and  re<lress;  no  ap- 
parent profits  can  be  expected  there  for  some  years :  but,  on  the 
contrary,  it  is  found  from  the  C<»mpany*s  books  in  the  Am- 
sterdam Chamber,  that  the  district  of  New  Netherland,  instead 
of  l)eing  H  source  of  profit,  has  cost  the  Company,  from  the 
year  IG20,  to  the  year  1(W4  inclusive,  over  550,000  guilders,  de- 
<lu<»ting  the  returns  received  therefrom,  it  would,  therefore,  be 
worth  considering  if  it  would  not  l)e  beter  for  the  ('ompany,  by 
abandoning  New  Netherland,  to  rid  itself  of  such  heavy  ex- 
|>enses  altogether,  than  by  retaining  it  to  continue  them. 

But  inasmuch  as  the  (Company,  has,  by  its  conceded  Free- 
doms, promised  to  take  all  C'olonists.  as  well  freemen  as  ser- 
vants, un<ler  its  protection,  an<l  to  aid  in  defending  them 
against  all  foreign  and  domestic  wars;  and  as  the  improvement 
of  affairs  by  good  orders  from  here  and  l)etter  government 
there,  is  not  altogether  hopeless;  so  that  this  ptac^  niaj  be 
preserved,  in  the  first  instance,  with  small  profits,  or  at  least 
without  loss;  we  are,  therefore,  of  opinion,  under  corrcnrtion, 
that  the  Companv  cannot  de<*ently  or  consistently  abandon  it. 

With  a  view  to  <M)me  at  such  orders  and  redress,  we  submit 
to  the  Honorable  Assend)ly  the  following  |M>ints:- 

First:  the  boundary  :  An  agreement  cmght  speeilily,  and  first 
of  all,  be  nwule  with  the  English  hereupon,  as  it  is  found,  that 
ill  coUv^equence  of  their  great  population,  they  daily  encroach 
uuirv  and  more  on  our  territory.  That  i>eing  fi\e<l,  it  ought  to 
iM»ccmditione<l  that  the  English  who  may  find  themselves  with- 
in our  district,  or  should  desire  to  come  Into  it,  shall  be  amen- 
able to  our  government  and  acknowledged  only  as  original  sub- 
jects. 

Sft'ondly:  the  country  ought,  in  every  respect,  l>e  again  re- 
ductMl  to  peace  and  (piietness.  and  the  advice  of  the  present  Di- 
rector, utterly  to  exterminate  all  enemies  by  force,  be,  by  no 
means,  adopttnl .  not  only  l)ecause  it  is  im|K>s6ible  and  unchris- 
tianlike  so  to  do,  but  it  would  not  l)e  advantageous  to  the 
Companv  to  incur  so  great  an  exi)ense  as  it  requires  on  so  un- 
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certaia  a  reault  luid  bo  amall  au  uppeanuice  of  profit.  And, 
tlHTefore,  they  should  not  deem  it  iiupolilio  to  adopt  the  tul- 
viii!  ot  the  Cuiuiuoiialty,  aud  to  eudeavor,  by  all  poBslblu  luBans, 
tocoDciliate  and  to  uatiitfy  the  IndiauH  by  recalling  the  Di- 
nelor  Hnd  Council,  who  are  reapousihle  Tor  that  bloody  pro- 
ceed idj;  of  the  28"'  Pebruary,  1643,  that  they  may  Juatity  and 
viadicate  their  KOverDiiieiit  before  the  Hon''''  Atuteuibly  of  thu 
SIX.,  in  whoue  xtead  a  periK>u  ought  to  l)e  sent  thither  ae  Dl- 
mtor.  eudowed  with  nuffifient  qualities  to  promote,  ou  the 
one  side,  the  intereeta  of  the  Company  and  the  welfare  of  the 
CuniiuDnalty,  and  to  maintain,  on  the  other,  good  correBpond- 
eatf  with  the  oeiKhboriug;  people,  and  es|*ecially  with  the  lu- 

Thirdly  :  it  would  he  advifable  to  carry  <iut  and  put  into 
pntrtice  the  plan  of  the  Director,  already  alluded  to,  that  the 
ColoDiHtH  should  Mettle,  i>  certain  number  of  families  together, 
on  gome  of  the  most  suitable  placet,  in  the  form  of  hamlets, 
towQi  aud  villatces,  as  the  EnglitUi  are  wont  to  do,  who  thereby 
live  more  securely;  anil  such  wax  the  Company's  Intention  In 
tlifirrantingof  the  printed  Freedoms  iind  anipliflpation  therHOf. 

l'''.Hrtlily:  it  will,  first  of  all,  \v  iiH-essary  to  hapten  the  repair 
ol (art  Amsterdam.  And  we  are  of  opinion  that  this  will  be 
HTwted  in  a  pro]>er  and  in  the  i-heapeHt  manner,  with  tcood 
fUr  and  Arm  sods.  The  siddiers.  hy  some  presents,  could  he 
TiiDiirajp-d  thereunto  aud  idiliKeil  to  keep  it.  for  tiie  future, 
in Uoud  repair.  The  Director  oii^'lit  to  lie  particularly  com- 
lUHiuled  to  pay  strict  attention  thereto. 

fifthly  :  we  are  of  opinion,  under  I'orrectlon,  that  for  the  hj- 
nirity  of  tin-  aforesaid  fort,  iind  of  such  other  place  as  might 
Fti)uin>  it.  the  persons  specilied  in  the  annexed  list  would  lie 
riiDli-iciit.  ••■>  such  iillowaucex  nx  are  thereunto  adjoined.  ISu- 
["■wildinii  that  the  Colonists  iind  their  servants  should,  under 
*et*iii  penaities.  be  oblitJ;ed  to  proviile  themselves  with  good 
fiffliK-ki-  and  I'ther  weapons  for  their  own  defence.  Also,  for 
tbr  |mriM>«e  of  ^ecu^ins,'  themselves,  in  time  of  need,  with  the 
*»iKtance  of  the  garrisim,  i')»ainft  ii  ifeiieral  attack,  without  the 
''irvptor.  Colonists,  or  iiny  person  whfttsoeve^  liiivinK  the  i>ower 
'1  enlist  any  soldiers,  lie  they  few  or  many,  iit  the  Company's 
"peiiiie. 

ftirlhlj/:  H  Council  ouclit  to  l>e  established  there  to  .■onsist  of 
'tree  persons,  namely,  the  Director  as  President,  the  Vice  and 
the  Fiscal,  as  assistants.  By  which  Council  shall  be  treated 
*Dd decider!  all  cases  reluting  to  the  ]>ollce,  justice,  ilit;nity  and 
rightK  of  the  ('onipany.  With  this  understanding,  however. 
that  in  crindnnl  cases  the  Counuander  shall  tiike  the  place  of 
Ibe  FiKcal,  with  the  addition,  also,  of  two  capable  memlters  of 
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the  Commonalty.  Further,  as  the  respective  ColonieB  are  i 
lowed  by  the  2S*^  article  of  the  Freedoms  to  delegate  one  or  ti 
perftous  to  report  their  state  and  condition  to  the  Director  ai 
Council,  at  least  once  a  year,  so  are  we  of  opinion  that  the  sa 
delegates  should,  moreover,  assemble  every  six  months,  at  t) 
summons  of  the  Director  and  Council,  for  mutual  good  und( 
standing  and  the  general  advancement  of  the  public  welfai 
to  aid  in  advising  them,  besides,  upon  all  affairs  relating 
the  prosperity  of  their  Colonies,  the  conciliation  of  the  I 
dians  and  neighbors,  the  maintenance  of  the  Freedoms  ai 
Privileges,  the  removal  of  all  abuses  and  the  support 
the  laws  and  statutes.  Also,  to  observe  that  the  Amsterda 
measure,  ell  and  weight  shall  be  used  throughout  the  enti 
(country. 

Seventhly:  Particular  provision  must  be  made  for  the  vigoro 
encouragement  of  the  population  and  cultivation  of  the  so 
It  will  be  promoting  this  object  to  afford  as  many  facilities 
possible  to  emigrating  Colonists  and  freemen,  who  are  inclin 
to  go  thither;  and  to  cause  them  to  settle  down  first  on  t 
Island  of  Manhattes.  Allowing  them  as  much  land  as  th 
will  Ix)  able  to  cultivate,  whether  in  raising  tobacco,  whe] 
unto  that  Island,  on  account  of  its  great  fertility,  is  consi 
ered  well  adapted;  or  grain  and  other  crops  from  which  th 
will  expe<^t  to  derive  the  greatest  profit. 

And  for  the  advancement  of  the  cultivation  of  the  land  thei 
it  would  not  be  unwise  to  allow,  at  the  request  of  the  Patro«>r 
Colonists  and  other  farmers, the  introduction,  from  Brazil  thei 
of  as  many  Negroes  as  they  would  be  disposed  to  pay  for  at 
fair  price;  which  Negroes  would  accomplish  more  work  f 
their  masters,  and  at  a  less  expense,  than  farm  servants,  wl 
must  be  bribed  to  go  thither  by  a  great  deal  of  money  ai 
promises. 

Eighthly:  in  order  to  encourage  population  still  more,  ^ 
would  advise  that  it  were  best  to  confine  the  trade  with  t 
Indians  exclusively  to  the  Patroons,  (/olonists  and  free  peop 
who  reside  there,  without  permitting  any  commission  merchaii 
rommisfne  r.aerders)  to  traffic  in  any  manner  with  the  Indiau 
hut  to  be  satisfied  with  the  exchange  of  their  cargoes  for  tl 
peltries.  tob>*cco,  wheat  and  other  country  produce  of  the  fr 
inhabitants. 

But  it  should   be  absoiutely  forbidden   that  either  freem* 
should  sell  to  the  Indians,  or  commission  merchants  to  freeme 
any  arms  or  munitions  of  war,  on  a  certain  heavy  penalty  to 
thereunto  enacted,  lest   the   Indians,  deriving  strength   frc 
such  a    trade,  may,  in  course  of  time,  be  encouraged    to  do 
more   harm   than   they  can  now,  in    their   impotency,  infli< 
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But  it  witi  auffloe  that  each  of  the  frue  inlialiitanta  sball  be  pro- 
rided  with  a  good  giin  and  side  anus.  Tor  Helf-derttnoe,  as  here- 
labeTore  laid  down  In  the  5'"  point;  which  arina  ougbt  to  be 
iwpeeted  by  tba  Director  every  aix  months. 

&nd  for  the  greater  encouragemeot  of  the  good  people  of  New 
Setherland,  it  is  submitted  that  the  Hon'^  ABsemblj'  talie  iato 
eODilderatioD  whether  it  would  not  tend  to  the  advantage  of 
thote  posseeeloDS  to  allow  all  resident  Patroon^  and  Colonl»tii 
loeiport  their  produce  to  Brazil,  unfier  proper  duty  and  toll, 
u  flour,  oatuieal,  peas,  beans,  pii>e  staves.  planliB,  square  and 
oilier  tlnil>er,  fit  for  the  building  of  ships  and  houses,  abound 
Uiere.  Alsii,  for  the  encouragement  of  the  fisheries  there,  that 
tbey  and  none  other  be  allowed  to  sell  at  the  Ret^ief.  the  IIhIi 
uid  caviare  which  are  caught,  cured  and  packed  in  that  coun- 
try. And  that  those  of  New  Netherland  shall  also  be  permitted 
totalie  salt  on  the  coast  of  Brazil,  in  the  vicinity  of  Slant,  or 
in  Che  West  Indies,  for  the  purpose  of  salting  green  or  dry  lish. 
Alto  to  ere<Tt  pane  in  New  Netherland  to  refine  salt,  and  adapt 
it  for  use  with  flsh  and  meat,  as  fine  salt.  And  on  arriving  in 
Brull,  they  shall  be  bound  to  deliver  every  thing  into  the  Com- 
iwny's  store,  and  on  payment  of  the  proper  duty  and  toll, 
"hether  in  money  or  kind,  to  dispose  of  the  same;  withnut 
^iportliig  any  money  tiience,  hut  taking,  as  a  return  cargo, 
stiTes,  sugar,  confectionary,  ginger,  tobacco,  cotton  and  other 
produce  of  the  country,  with  proiier  entries  thereof,  both 
w  to  quality  and  quantity:  and  therewith  to  sail  direct  to 
Se*  Netherland,  witliont  touching  at  any  port  on  the  way, 
Wiell  or  barter  any  part  thereof,  under  any  pretence  what«o- 
fer.  Wherefore  they  fliould  rei^ive  a  sni>ercargo  on  the  part 
of  tlii^  Company  to  make  a  report  of  the  whole  to  It,  and  to 
fs'um  in  thenext  ship  from  New  Netherland  to  Brazil.  And 
'or  the  prevention  of  all  further  timugifling,  the  skipi>erB  must 
!>«  obligated,  on  pain  of  loss  of  the  ship  and  cargo,  to  touch 
M  Pa,raiba,  after  lieing  lnK))«<>ted  at  the  Becief,  in  order  to  lie 
*S"in  visited  there  on  the  Company's  l>ehalf. 

Which  trade  being  thusadjustetl,  it  will  not  be  necessary  for 
'he  Company  to  fie  burdened  with  any  further  equipments  or 
llie  [lurchase  of  cargoes;  it  will  be,  moreover,  relieved  from 
"uuierouM  servants  requireil  llierefor.  The  garrison  being  to 
'*f»tioned  at  their  own  eJipeuBP,  will  be  amply  anppll«d  for 
'hat  purpose  with  neceBsaries  i)y  the  freemen  and  inbahitnuls 
"wre. 

Bnt  in  order  to  meet  the  expenses  which  the  Company  has 
'o  incur,  for  the  support  of  the  garrison  and  tbeotlier  swrvants, 
it  will  be  neceHHary  to  lieep  a  sharp  eye  on  the  receipt  of  the 
i^oties,  tolls  and  other  dues,  already  imposed  and  yet  to  l>e  im- 
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posed  on  the  exported  and  imported  goods.  From  which,  w< 
are  of  opinion,  that  the  expenses  to  be  incurred  by  the  Com- 
pany can  be  fully  defrayed,  with  the  hope  of  e^reater  and  mon 
ample  profit,  by  the  increase  of  the  population.

INSTRUCTIONS   TO    THE    DIRECTOR    GENERAL    AND 
COUNCIL  OF  NEW  NETHERLAND. 

Instruction  of  the  Deputies  to  the  Assembly  of  the  XI1\  of  the 
Oejieral  Incorporated  West  India  Company,  for  the  Director 
and  Council  of  New  Netherlands  according  to  which,  they  ate 
provi4tionally,  and  until  further  order,  to  regulate  themselves. 

The  supreme  government  in  the  countries  of  New  Nether  land, 
shall  consist  of  three  persons,  namely :  the  Director  as  Presi- 
dent, his  Vice  and  the  Fiscal,  by  whom  occurring  matters  ap- 
pertaining to  the  police,  justice,  militia,  dignity,  and  rights  of 
the  Company,  shall  be  treats  and  decided,  each,  nevertheleris, 
being  bound  to  vindicate  his  own  commission. 

With  this  understanding,  however,  that  in  ail  cases  wherein 
the  Advocate  fiscal  shall  l:>e  bound  to  prosecute,  whether  civ- 
ally  or  criminally,  for  the  preservation  of  the  right  of  the  su- 
preme government  or  the  Company,  the  military  conmmn<l 
shall  succeed  to  his  place,  and  in  criminal  cases,  two  capable 
persons  from  the  Commonalty  shall,  moreover,  be  joined  from 
the  district  or  Colonie  where  the  crime  or  deed  was  committed. 

Regarding  the  prosecution  of  the  settlement  of  the  limits 
between  New  Netherland  and  the  English,  it  is  not  yet  deter- 
mined to  proceed  therein;  but  the  Director  and  Council  are 
enjoined  to  see  that  the  English  do  not  incroach  further  on  the 
Company's  lands.    Meanwhile,  they  are  to  try  if  the  settlement 
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of  the  1  i mi t8  cannot  be  arranged  yonder  with  the  aforesaid  Eng- 
lish, and  if  these  are  found  so  inclined,  advice  thereof  shall  be 
sent  here  by  the  first  opportunity,  together  with  pertinent  in- 
formation what  extent  of  the  Company's  lands  the  English 
possess,  in  order  to  1m3  instructed  thereupon,  when  seen;  all, 
with  this  understanding  however,  that  the  aforesaid  English 
who  are  at  present  and  have  settled,  within  the  Company's  dis- 
trict, or  who  will  be  disposed  to  come  and  settle  therein,  must 
be  subject  to  the  Company's  government  tliere,  and  to  that  end 
take  the  oath  of  fidelity  to  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  States 
General  and  the  West  India  Company,  and  consequently  be, 
at  the  same  time,  accounted  in  no  other  wise  than  as  original 
subjects. 

In  order  to  reestablish  |)eace  and  quietness,  in  tlie  country, 
they  shall  endeavor,  by  all  possible  means  to  pacify  and  give 
satisfaction  to  the  Indians;  and  the  Director  and  Council  are 
enjoined  to  promote,  on  the  one  side,  the  Company's  intei*est 
and  the  welfare  of  the  Commonalty,  and  on  the  other  han<l,  to 
maintain  good  correspondence  with  the  neighbors,  and  espe- 
cially with  the  Indians. 

They  shall  endeavor  as  much  as  possible,  that  the  colonists 
settle  themselves  with  a  certain  number  of  families  on  some  of 
the  most  suitable  places,  in  the  manner  of  villages,  towns  and 
hamlets,  as  tlie  English  are  in  the  habit  of  doing,  who  thereby 
live  more  securely;  this  was  also  the  Company's  intention 
when  it  granted  tlie  heretofore  printed  Freedoms  and  the  am- 
plification thereof. 

The  aforesaid  Director  and  Council  shall  speedily  advance 
the  repairs  of  Fort  Amsterdam,  for  which  puri>ose  it  is  thought 
to  be  best,  and  least  expensive  to  the  Company,  to  liave  it  re- 
paired with  clay,  earth  and  firm  sods,  and  that  efforts  be  made, 
by  some  presents,  to  encourage  tlie  soldiers  thereto,  and  to 
oblige  them  to  keep  it  in  {>ermanent  repair.  Also,  as  it  is  of 
the  higliest  importance  to  the  colonists  to  have  a  good  and  safe 
retreat  in  case  of  necessity  (which  God  forbid),  they  ought  to 
1)6  induced,  for  this  once,  to  assist  the  work;  and  the  Director 
is  commandetl  to  pay  strict  attention  in  future  to  the  ordinary 
repairs. 

Tlie  jiersoHK  hereinafter  specified,  shall  be  maintained  for  gar- 
risoning the  fort,  at  such  allowance  as  shall  be  most  advan- 
tageous to  the  Company,  and  for  greater  security,  the  Colo- 
nists and  their  servants  shall  be  bound  under  certain  penalty, 
to  provide  themselves  with  good  guns  and  other  arms  for  their 
defence,  in  order  to  be,  with  the  garrison  in  time  of  need,  a 
watch  against  any  general  attack,  without  the  Director,  colo- 
uists  or  any  other  person  whatsoever,  having  the  powef*  of  en- 
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(inTlng  any  noldiera,   betboyfewur  many,  at  the    IJoiupuiiy'tt 

f  uriber/iQHSiuuchas  the  respective  colonies  were  allowed  \>y 
tlx«  Freedoms,  to  coiuiuitwion  oue  or  two  penionB.  to  inform  the 
I>i.  rector  aad  CouDoil,  at  least  every  twelve  uionthe,  ur  tlii-Htate 
a.*a.«l  eondltiou  of  their  Coloiiiei>,  the  aaiiie  is  uKaiii  c;outiriiied.

Brief  Desf-.ription  of  New  HeUieriaml. 
Nkv  Nkthrrlakii,  so  called  because  it  was  first  frfiinenteil 
'^tid  {teopled  by  the  free  Netherlanders,  is  a  province  in  the 
'»oet  northerly  ]iart  of  America,  situate  l>etween  N,  Enifland 
'*hich  liouiidK  It  on  tlie  N.  E.  Nide)  and  Vir|j:tnia,  lying  to  the 
'^^  W.  Itttentire  lenictli  is  washed  by  theocean  and  hnKaelean 
'Utdy  beatd:  resembling  very  mud)  that  of  Flaudersor  Holland, 
'i*rin([,  except  the  rivers,  few  bays  or  harlMtrs  for  ships.  The 
»ir  ix  very  temperate,  inclining  to  dryness,  healthy,  little  sul>- 
Kn  to  sickneve.  Tlie  four  rieasoiiK  of  the  year  are  aliout  ax  in 
Trance  or  the  Netherlands;  the  dilTerence  l>eing.  rlie  spring  is 
nhorter,  Iieeauwe  it  Iteglns  later:  the  summer  i«  hotter,  because 
7— VOU  V. 
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it  comes  ou  luore  suddenely;  the  autumn  is  long  and  very 
pleasant;  the  winter  cold  and  liable  to  much  snow.  Two 
winds  ordinarily  prevail,  the  N.  W.  in  winter,  and  the  8.  W. 
in  summer;  the  other  winds  are  not  common;  the  N. '  W.  cor- 
responds with  our  X.  E.,  because  it  blows  across  the  country 
from  the  cold  point,  like  our  Is.  E.  The  S.  W.  is  dry  and  hot 
like  our  S.  E.,  because  it  comes  from  the  warm  countries;  the 
N.  E.  is  cold  aiid  wet  like  our  8.  W.,  for  similar  reasons.  The 
aspect  of  the  country  is  very  like  that  of  Frfince;  the  land  is 
reasonably  high  and  level,  to  wit,  along  the  coast,  broken  by 
small  hills  which  are  rocky  and  unfit  for  cultivation;  further 
in  the  interior  are  pretty  high  luountains,  exhibiting  generally 
strong  indications  of  minerals;  between  those  mountains  flow 
a  great  number  of  small  streams;  there  are  even  in  places,  some, 
but  not  many,  lofty  mountains  of  extraordinary  height;  in  fer- 
tility the  country  falls  I>enind  no  province  in  Europe  both  aa 
to  excel  lence  and  cleanness  of  fruits  and  seeds.  There  are  three 
principal  rivers,  namely;  the  Fresh,  the  Mauritius,  and  the 
South  rivers;  all  three  reasonably  wide  and  deep  adapted  to 
the  navigation  of  large  ships  twenty-five  leagues  up,  and  of 
common  sloops  even  unto  the  falls;  a  canal  extends  from  the 
river  Mauritius  to  l)eyond  the  Fresh  river,  and  forms  an  island 
forty  leagues  in  length,  called  Long  Island.  This  is  the  ordi- 
nary passage  from  N.  England  to  Virginia,  having  on  both 
sides  many  harbors  for  anchorage,  so  that  people  make  no  diffi* 
culty  about  navigating  it  in  winter.  The  country  is  for  the 
most  part  covered  with  trees  except  a  few  valleys  and  some  large 
flats,  seven  or  eight  leagues  and  less  in  extent;  the  trees  consist 
as  in  Europe,  of  oak,  hickory,  chestnut,  vines.  The  animals 
also  are  of  the  same  species  as  ours,  except  lions  and  S9me  other 
strange  beasts;  many  bears,  abundance  of  wolves,  which  harm 
nothing  but  small  cattle.  )<]lks  and  deer  in  vast  numl>ers,  foxes, 
beavers,  otters,  minx,  and  such  like.  The  fowls  which  are 
natural  to  the  country  are  turkeys,  like  ours,  swans,  geese  of 
three  sorts,  ducks,  teals,  cranes,  herons,  bitterns;  two  sorts 
of  i)artriilges,  four  sorts  of  heath  fowl  or  pheasants.  The  river 
fish  is  like  that  of  Europe,  namely;  carp,  sturgeon,  salmon, 
pike,  perch,  roach,  eel,  etc.  In  the  salt  waters  are  found  cod, 
shellfish,  herring,  and  so  forth;  also  abundance  of  oysters  and 
muscles. 

The  Indians  are  of  ordinary  stature,  strong  and  broad 
shouldered;  olive  color,  light  and  nimble  of  foot,  subtle  in 
disposition,  of  few  words,  which  they  previously  well  consider; 
hypocritical,  treacherous,  vindictive,  brave  and  pertinacious 
in  self-defence;  in  time  of  need,  resolute  to  die.  They  seem  to 
(iespis(»  all  the  torments  that  can  be  inflicted  on  them,   and  do 
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nut  utler  a  Hingla  uioau,  they  k"  uliuoHt  unketl,  except  a  flap 
wbivh  biuigii  before  their  uakediiees,  udcI  on  their  Hhoulderti 
n  ilmir  ikjn,  or  &  uiantle,  a  fathoui  square,  of  woven  turkey 
fealhen  or  of  peltries  sewed  together;  they  make  use  now 
Kenerally  of  blae  or  red  (dufTelH)  in  conttquence  of  the  frequent 
viititeof  tbeChriatituiH.  In  winter  they  make shoen  of  deerskin, 
luanufactured  after  their  faiibioo.  Except  their  chiefB,  they 
liave  generally  but  one  wife  whom  they  frequently  change 
according  to  eaprlcei  she  muitt  do  all  the  work,  plant  corn 
nnd  cut  wood,  and  attend  to  whatever  elxe  in  to  be  done.  The 
Indianaare  divided  intovariouu  natlouH.  They  differ  even  In 
iaugnage,  which  would  be  altogether  too  long  to  be  related 
in  tbi»  brief  Hpaca.  They  dwell  tui^ether,  mostly  from  frlend- 
ebip,  in  trlboB  commanded  by  a  chief,  who  is  tlie  Qenerat,  and 
oeually  oalled  Sackemay;  he  does  not  poseees  much  authority 
and  but  little  dlatlnutiou,uiile8a  in  their  dances  and  other  cere- 
luonieti.  They  have  hardly  any  knowledge  of  God;  no  Divine 
Worship,  no  law,  no  Justice;  the  strongest  does  wbat  he 
pleaeeu.  and  the  young  men  are  mastere.  Their  weapons  ars 
the  bow  and  arrow,  in  the  use  of  which  they  are  wonderful 
adepts.  Hunting  and  fishing,  in  addition  to  the  maize  wliich 
the  women  plant,  furnish  them  food. 

Bi/  Whom  anil  Hnv  New  Netfterland  was  peopUd. 
The  subjects  of  the  Lords  SUt^s  General,  had  frequented  this 
country  a  lung  time  ago,  solely  fur  the  purpose  of  the  fur  trade. 
Since  the  year  183:!,  the  Incurpurated  West  India  Company 
raoHcd  four  forts  to  bo  erected,  two  on  the  River  UauritiuH,  and 
one  on  each  of  the  others;  the  largest,  which  their  Honors 
oaiued  New  Aiiisti  rdnm,  stands  on  the  point  formed  by  the  &[au- 
Tltiuf  and  the  other  river  alreaily  mentioned ;  six  and  thirty 
iDllcs  higher  up,  in  another  fort  called  Orange;  that  on  the 
Muth  river  is  named  NtiHsanw,  and  that  on  tlie  Fresli  river, 
thelirKxl  Hoi>e,  In  wliich  the  Company  hath  since  continually 
luaiotained  garrisons.  In  the  beginning,  their  Honors  sent 
tblther  a  certain  nuuit)er  of  settlers,  and  caused  to  be  erected 
Ht l!Tent eiiwnse,  three  sjiw  mills,  which  never  realized  any  profit 
of  rooHetiuence,  on  account  of  their  great  charge;  a  great  <leHl 
ef  iiioney  was  also  eipended  fur  tlien«lvancement  of  the  country, 
'lit  it  never  l*egan  to  Ije  seltleil  until  every  one  was  |>ennitt«d 
t»  trvle  with  the  Indians,  inasmuch  as.  up  to  that  time,  no 
■>"«  calculated  to  remain  then-  longer  than  the  expiration  of 
^^*  Imunden  time,  and  therefore  did  not  ap|ily  himself  to  agrl- 
ealture;  yea,  even  the  Ci>lonie  of  Etensseloerswyck  was  of  little 
'"Mequence.  But  h*  soon  as  the  trade  was  o[iened,  many  ser- 
"Hutu  who  had  prospereil  under  the  Onnpany  ap|ilied  for  their 
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familiarity  which  existed  between  them  and  our  people,  began 
to  solicit  the  latter  for  guns  and  powder,  but  as  such  was  for- 
bidden on  pain  of  Death,  and  could  not  remain  secret  in  eon- 
sequence  of  the  general  conversation,  they  could  not  be  ob- 
tained. This,  added  to  the  previous  contempt,  greatly  aug- 
mented the  hatred  which  stimulated  them  to  conspire  against 
us,  begining  first  with  insults  which  they  everywhere  indis- 
creetly uttered,  railing  at  us  as  Materiotty  (that  is  to  say)  cow- 
ards— that  we  might,  indeed  be  something  on  wat«r,  but  of  no 
account  on  land,  and  that  we  had  neither  a  erreat  Hachem  nor 
Chiefs.     [Here  two  pages  are  wanting.^ 

he  of  Witquescheck,  living  N.  E.,  of  the  Island  Manhattan, 
perpetrated  another  murder  in  the  house  of  an  old  man,  a 
wheelwright,  with  whom  he  was  acquainted  (having  been  in 
his  son's  service) ;  being  well  received  and  supplied  with  food, 
and  [)retending  a  desire  to  buy  something,  whilst  the  old  man 
was  taking  from  the  cbest  the  cloth  the  Indian  wanted,  the 
latter  took  up  an  axe  and  cut  his  head  oflF;  moreover,  plunder- 
ing tlie  house,  and  then  ran  away.  This  outrage  obliged  the 
Director  to  demand  satisfaction  from  the  Sachem  who  refused 
it,  saying.  That  he  was  sorry  twenty  Christians  had  not  heei\ 
murdered  and  that  this  Indian  had  only  avenged  the  death  of 
his  Uncle  who  had  been  slain  over  one  and  twenty  years  pre- 
viously by  the  Dutch.  Whereupon,  the  Commonalty  were  called 
together  by  the  Director  to  consider  this  affair;  who  all  ap- 
peared and  presently  twelve  men  delegated  from  among  them, 
answered  the  propositions,  and  resolved  at  once  on  war,  should 
the  murderer  be  refused;  that  the  attack  should  be  made  in  the 
harvest  when  the  Indians  were  hunting;  meanwhile,  an  effort 
should  be  again  made  by  kindness  to  obtain  justice,  which  was 
accordingly  several  times  sought  for  but  in  vain. 

The  time  being  come,  many  obstacles  arose  and  operations 
were  posti>oned  until  the  year  1642,  when  it  was  resolved  to 
avenge  the  perpetrated  outrage.  Thereupon  spies  looked  up 
the  Indians  who  lay  in  their  village  suspecting  nothing,  and 
eighty  men  were  detailed  and  sent  thither  under  the  command 
of  Ensign  Hendrick  van  Dyck.  The  guide  being  come  with 
the  troops  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  Indian  wigwams,  lost 
his  way  in  consequence  of  the  darkness  of  the  night.  The  En- 
sign became  impatient  and  turned  back  without  having  ac- 
complished any  thing.  The  journey,  however,  was  not  with- 
out effect,  for  the  Indians,  who  remarked  by  the  trail  made  by 
our  people  in  marching,  that  they  had  narrowly  escaped  discov- 
ery, sued  for  peace,  which  was  granted  them  on  condition  that 
they  should  eitlier  df^liver  up  the  murderer  or  inflict  justice 
themselves.     This  they  promised,  but  did  not  keep  their  word. 
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Some  weeks  after  thin,  Miautenimo,  prliici[)al  Sacheiu  of 
Sloops  Bay,  came  here  with  one  hundred  iiieu,  passing  through 
>ll  thelodlan  VillaKes,  Holiolting  them  to  a  gent;ral  War  against 
both  the  English  and  the  Dntch,  whereupon  some  of  the  neigh; 
boring  Indians  attempted  to  t<et  our  powder  on  flre  and  to 
poleon  the  Director,  or  to  enchant  him  by  tlieir  devilry,  as 
their  ill  will  watt  afterwanis  made  manifest  us  well  in  fuct  as 
byreport.  Thoseof  Hackingsack,  otherwise  called  AchterCol. 
bad,  with  their  neighhors,  killed  an  EngliBbuian,  a  servant  of 
oDe  David  Pietersz,  and  a  few  days  after  shot  dead,  in  an 
equally  treacherous  manner,  a  Dutchman  who  sat  roofing  a 
bouse  In  theColonieof  Myn<lert  ^eyinlertz,  having  settled  there 
igainut  advice  of  the  Director  and  the  vHli  vj  the  Indians,  and 
bad  caused,  by  the  conlinual  damage  the  cattle  committed,  no 
little  dissati sf act! on  to  the  Indians,  and  contributed  greatly  to 
tbe  War.  The  Commonalty  tiegan  then  to  he  afraid,  and  not 
*ithoat  reason,  having  the  ladlansdaily  jn  their  houses.  The 
Darderers  wnre  frequently  demanded,  either  living  or  dead, 
"eu  with  a  promise  of  reward  ;  a  scofDng  answer  was  always 
istumed  by  the  Indians,  who  lauglied  at  us.  Finally,  the 
Coiumonaity.  seriously  distrusting  the  Director,  suspecting 
b'm  of  conniving  with  the  Indians,  that  an  attempt  was  mak- 
'ig  to  sell  Christian  blood,  and  resolved,  that  the  will  of  the 
entire  Commonalty  was  aurrendered  to  him,  inasmuch  as  he 
*ould  not  avenge  blood,  they  would  do  it,  be  the  consequence 
*hat  it  may.  The  Director  hereupon  advised  Paeliam,  the 
Sachem,  who  Interested  himself  in  this  matter,  warning  him 
th&t  we  would  wait  no  longer,  inasmuch  as  satlFfuction  had 
"ot  been  given. 

AfeanwhjIeGod  wreaked  vengeance  on  those  of  Wltquescheck 
Without  our  knowledge  through  the  Mahicanders  dwelling  be- 
low Fort  Orange,  who  slew  seventeen  of  them  and  made  prison' 
*fs  of  many  women  and  children;  the  remainder  Hed  through 
*  deep  snow  to  the  house  of  the  Christians  on  and  around  the 
Island  Manhatens.  They  wera  most  humanely  rceeived,  lieing 
*>alf  dead  of  cold  and  hunger,  and  supported  for  fourteen  days ; 
*ven  some  of  ihe  Director's  corn  was  sent  to  them.  A  slmrt 
tiitie  after,  another  panic  seized  the  Indians,  which  caused  them 
'e  fly  to  divers  places  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Dutch.  This  op- 
portunity to  wreak  veneenance  for  the  innocent  blood,  induce*! 
Wine  of  the  Twelve  men  to  represent  to  the  Director  that  the 
time  was  now  come;  whereuiwn,  they  received  for  answer,  that 
tliey  should  put  their  request  in  writing;  which  was  done,  by 
three,  in  the  name  of  all.  in  a  petition  to  be  allowed  to  attack 
lliose  of  Hackingsack,  lying  in  two  divisions— on  the  Manhiit- 
eiiB  and  at  Pnvonia.     This  was  granted  after  a  protracted  dis- 
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cu88ion,  too  long  to  \>e  reported  here,  so  that  the  design  was 
executed  that  same  night;  the  Burghers  attacked  those  yrho 
lay  a  short  mile  from  the  fort,  and  the  Soldiers  those  of  Pavo- 
nia;  at  which  two  places  about  eighty  Indians  were  killed,  and 
thirty  were  taken  prisoners.  Next  morning,  before  the  return 
of  the  troops  a  man  and  woman  were  shot  at  Pavonia  who  had 
come  either  through  curiosity  to  look  at,  or  to  plunder  the 
dead;  the  soldiers  rescued  a  young  child,  which  the  woman  had 
in  her  arms. 

The  Christians  residing  on  Long  Island  also  requested  by 
petition  to  be  allowed  to  attack  and  slay  the  Indians  there- 
about, which  was  refused;  as  these  especially  had  done  us  no 
harm  and  showed  us  every  friendship.  (Yea,  had  even  volun- 
tarily killed  some  of  the  Raritans,  our  enemies,  hereinbefore 
mentioned.)  Yet,  notwithstanding,  some  Christians  attempted, 
secretly  with  two  wagons,  to  steal  maize  from  these  Indians; 
which,  they  perceiving,  endeavored  to  prevent;  therenupon 
three  Indians  were  shot  dead ;  two  houses  standing  opposite 
the  fort,  wore  in  return  forthwith  set  on  fire.  The  Director 
knowing  nought  of  this,  sent  at  once  some  person  to  inquire 
the  reason.  The  Indians  showing  themselves  afar  off,  cal led 
out— Be  ye  our  friends?  Ye  are  mere  corn  stealers — making 
them  also  parties.  This  induced  one  of  the  proprietors  of  the 
burnt  houses  to  upbraid,  therewith,  one  Maryn  Adriaeuzen, 
who  at  his  own  request,  had  led  the  freemen  in  the  attack  on 
the  Indians,  and  who,  being  reinforced  by  an  English  troop, 
had  afterwards  undertaken  two  bootless  expeditions  in  the 
open  field.  Imagining  that  the  Director  had  accused  him,  be- 
ing one  of  the  signers  of  the  petition,  he  determined  to  revenge 
himself.  With  this  resolution  he  proceede<l  to  the  Dircetor's 
house,  armed  with  a  pistol,  loaded  and  cocked,  and  a  hanger 
by  his  side;  coming  unawares  into  the  Director's  room,  he  i>er- 
sents  his  pistol  at  him,  saying.  What  devilish  lies  art  thou  re- 
porting of  me?  but  by  the  promptness  of  one  of  the  bystanders, 
the  shot  was  prevented,  and  he  arrested.  A  short  time  after. 
Marine's  man  and  another  entered  the  fort,  each  carrying  a 
loadeil  gun  and  pistol— the  first  fired  at  the  Doctor  who  having 
had  notice,  withdrew  to  his  house,  the  bullets  passed  into  the 
walls  along  side  the  door  behind  him;  the  sentinel  firing  im- 
mediately At  the  fellow  who  had  discharged  his  gun  brouglit 
him  down.  Shortly  afterwards,  some  of  the  Commonalty  col- 
lected before  the  Director,  riotously  demanding  the  prisoner; 
they  were  answered,  that  their  request  should  be  presented  in 
order  and  in  writing;  which  was  <Jone  by  about  25  men,  who 
asked  the  Director  to  pardon  the  criminal.  The  matter  was 
referred  to  them  to  decide  conscientiously  thereupon;    in  such 
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wise,  that  they  iiiiiutHi  iutuly  went  forth;  without  heurlog  parties 
or  eeeinfc  any  cotui>laJntBor  documents,  they  condemn  him  in  a 
fine  offivt  huiuired  guilders,'  aiid  to  remain  three  months  away 
from  the  Manhatens;  but,  on  account  of  tho  importance  of  the 
alTair,  and  some  conaiderationH,  it  wais  resolved  tosend  thecrlui- 
ioal,  with  hie  trial,  tu  Holland,  which   .... 

Tlie  -winter  passed  in  tliia  cunfuBion.  mingled  with  great  ter- 
ror; the  season  caiue  for  driving  out  the  cattie,  which  obliged 
many  to  desire  peace.  On  the  other  hand,  tlie  Indians  seeing 
alfio  that  it  was  time  to  plant  maize,  were  not  letia  solicitioue 
for  a  cesnatiun  of  hostilitiee;  so,  after  some  negotiation,  peace 
waa  concluded  In  May,  A*  1A48,  rather  in  consequence  of  the 
importunity  of  some,  than  of  the  opinion  entertaioMl  by  others, 
that  it  would  be  durable. 

The   Indians  kept  still  after  this  peace,  associating  daily 
with  our  people;  yea  even  the  greatest  chiefs  came  to  visit  the 
Director.     Meanwhile  Pacham,  a  crafty  man,  ran  through  alt 
the  rillageB,  urging  the  Indians  to  a  general  massacre.     There- 
upon   it    happened    that   i^ertain    Indians  called    Wappinsers, 
dwelling  sixteen  leagues  up  the  river,  with  whom  we  never  had 
the   least  trouble,  seized   i\   boat  (.■omin^   from    Fort  Orange, 
wherein  were  only  two  men  and    full    four   hundred   beaverK 
ThU  great  booty  stimulated  others  to   follow  the  example;   so 
that  they  seized  two  l>oatK   more,    intending  to  overhaul  the 
fourth   also;    from  which    they  were  driven,    with  a  loss  of  six 
ludianit.     Nine  Christians,    Including  two  women,  were  mur- 
dered inthesf  captured    barks;  one  woman  and  two  children 
remaining  prisoner)).     The  rest  of  the  Indians,  as  soon  as  their 
maiie  was  ripe,  followeil  thisexample;  and  through  .vendjlance 
ot  Hlling  beavers,  killed  an  old  man  and  woman,  leaving  Kn- 
ottier man  with  five  wounds,  who,  however,  fled  to  the  fort,  in 
a  boat  with  a  little  child    in  his  arms,  which,  in  the  first  out- 
break, had  lost  father   and  mother,  and  now  gran<lfather  and 
grandmother,   being  thus  twice  rescued,  through  God's  mercL- 
'ul  blessing,  from   the  handh  of   the   Indians;  Hrnt,  when  two 
y«an  old.     Nothing   was   now   heard    but    murtlers;   most   ut 
"hifli  were  committed  under  pretent-e  of  coming  to  put  Chris- 
t'msoii  their  guard. 

Piaally,  the  Indians  look  the  field  and  attacked  the  bouwf- 
fiwat  Pavonia.  Two  ships  of  war  and  a  privateer  were  hereat 
Ihe  time,  and  saved  considerable  cattle  and  grain.  Proliuhly 
''"a"  not  possible  to  prevent  the  destruction  of  four  bouwp. 
"Won  Pavonia,  which  were  burnt;  not  by  open  violence,  hut 
[•y  stealthily  creeping  through  the  bush  with  fire  in  hand,  and 
'"Ihli"  way  igniting  the  roofs,  which  are  all  either  of  reed  or 
"ttaw;  one  covereil  with  plank  was  preBt!rve<i  at  the  time. 
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The  Commonalty  were  called  together,  who  were  acre  dis- 
tressed. They  chose  Eight,  in  the  stead  of  the  previous  Twelve, 
persons  to  aid  in  advising  what  was  best;  but  occupied  as  each 
one  was,  in  taking  care  of  his  own,  nothing  beneficial  was 
adopted  at  that  time;  nevertheless,  it  was  resolved  that  as  many 
Englishmen  as  were  in  the  country,  should  be  enlisted,  who 
were,  indeed,  now  proposing  to  depart;  the  third  part  of  these 
were  to  be  paid  by  the  Commonalty,  who  so  promised,  but  the 
pay  did  not  follow. 

Terror  in(*reasing  all  over  the  land,  the  Eight  men  assembled, 
drew  up  a   proposal    in  writing  wtierein   they  demanded,  that 
delegates  should  be  sent  to  our  English  neighbors,  at  the  North, 
to  request  an  auxiliary  force  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  men,  for 
whose  i)ay  a  bill  of   Exchange  should  be  gi\*en  for  twenty-five 
thousand  guilders;  that   N.  Netherland   should  be  mortgaged 
to  the  Englishas  security  for  the  payment  thereof  (une  of  the 
most  influential  among  the  Eiirht  men  had,  by  letter,  enforced 
by  precedents,  previously  endeavored  to  persuade  the  Director 
to  this  course;  as  they  had  resolved  to  do  a  few  days  before), 
that  the  provision  destined  for  Curayao  should  be  discharged 
from  the  vessels  and  the  major  part  of  the  men  belonging  to 
them  detained,  and  that  the  ships  be  sent  away  thus  empty. 
This  wiis  not  agreed  to,  nor  deemed  expedient  by  the  Director. 
[Here  four  pagea  are  wanting.^ 

[An  expedition  was  despatched  consisting  of soldiers] 

under  the  command  of  the  Sergeant;  XL.  Burghers  under 
Jochem  Pietersen,  their  Captain;  XXXV.  Englishmen  under 
Lieutenant  Ba<^kster;  but  to  prevent  all  confusion.  Councillor 
La  Montague  was  appointed  General.  Coming  to  Staten  Island, 
they  marched  the  whole  night ;  the  huts  were  found  empty  and 
abandoned  by  the  Indians;  they  got  5  or  6  hundred  skepels  of 
corn  and  burnt  the  remainder  without  acomplishing  anything 
else. 

Maj'ane,  a  Sachem,  residing  eight  miles  N.  E.  of  us,  between 
Greenwich  (that  lies  within  our  jurisdiction)  and  Stantford, 
which  is  English,  a  fierce  Indian  who,  alone,  dared  to  attack 
with  l)ow  and  arrows,  three  Christians  armed  with  guns,  one 
of  whom  he  shot  de^ul ;  was,  whilst  engaged  with  the  other, 
killed  by  the  third  Christian  and  his  head  brought  hither.  It 
was  then  known  and  understood,  for  the  first  time,  that  he  and 
his  Indians  had  done  us  much  injnrj*,  though  we  never  had  any 
difference  with  him.  Understanding  further  that  they  lay  in 
their  houses  very  ijuiet  and  without  suspicion  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  the  English,  it  was  determineil  to  hunt  them  up  and 
attack  them.  One  hundred  and  twenty  men  were  sent  thither 
under   tlie  preceding  command.     The  people  landed  at  Qreen- 
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wfch  ill  the  evening  Troiu  three  yac tits,  marched  the  entire  niifht 
but  eould  not  flnii  the  ladianB,  eltlier  because  the  guide  hiul 
fiveit  warninti;,  or  had  hftURelf  gone  astray.  Retreat  wait  made 
to  the  yachtK  in  order  to  depart  as  isecretly  as  poasible  i  passing 
through  StantFord  eoiiie  Englishmen  were  encountered  who 
offered  to  lead  ours  to  the  place  where  some  ludians  were: 
thereupon  Tour  xcoutx  were  sent  in  divers  directions  to  iiiuke  a 
diecovery,  who,  on  returning,  reported  that  the  Indians  liatl 
some  notice  of  our  people  from  the  salute  tlie  Engliahuieh  flred, 
but  without  any  trertuinty;  wliereupon  five  and  twenty  ol  the 
bravext  men  were  at  onee  commanded  to  proceed  thither  t<j  the 
nearest  village  wilh  great  diligence.  They  made  the  journey, 
killing  eighteen  or  twenty  Indians,  capturing  an  old  man,  two 
women  and  some  children  to  exchange  Tor  ours.  The  other 
troops,  on  reaching  the  place  immediately  in  the  yachts  found 
the  huts  empty. 

The  old  Indian,  captured  above,  having  promised  to  lead  us 
to  Wetqueecbeck,  which  consisted  of  three  Castles,  slity-flve 
men  were  dispatched  under  Baiter  and  Feler  Cock,  who  found 
tlipin  empty,  tlioiifrli  thirty  Indians  could  have  stood  against 
Two  Hundreil  Holiliers,  inasmuch  as  the  castles  were  constructed 
"(plnnk  five  inches  thick,  nine  feet  hiffh,  and  braced  arounil 
Ihii'k  plank  studded  with  port  holes.  Our  people  burnt  two, 
iwerring  the  third  for  a  retri-at.  Marching  8  or  8  leagues 
further,  they  dJM'overed  nothing  but  a  few  huts,  which  they 
Willi  not  surprize  as  they  were  discovered.  They  returned, 
having  killed  only  one  or  two  Indians,  taken  some  women  and 
'hililren  prisoners  and  burnt  some  corn.  Meanwhile,  we  were 
■•iTiKwl  that  Penewlti,  oneof  the  oldest  nnd  most  experienced 
IndlanK  in  the  country,  and  who.  In  the  Hist  conspiracy,  had 
f'^M  the  most  dangerous  counsel,  to  wit :  that  tliey  should  wait 
'"il  [lot  attack  the  Dutch  until  nil  Kuspiclnn  had  been  lulled, 
Wd  then  divide  theniselves  equally  through  the  houaes  of  the 
(-Vinlans  and  slaughter  all  of  them  in  one  night;  was  secretly 
^■KliiK  war  against  us  with  his  trilie  who  killed  some  of  our 
f*"pleand  set  ftre  to  the  houses.  It  was,  therefore,  resolved  to 
'"'"I  thither  a  troop  of  one  hundreil  and  twenty  men,  tlie 
"withersi  In  their  fjinupiiny.  the  English,  under  Sergeant  Major 
''*''  der  Hyl  I  who,  a  few  days  previously,  had  offered  his  ser- 
^''Wftnd  was  accepted],  the  old  soldiers  under  Peter  Cock,  all 
*<*niiuftnded  by  Mr.  La  Montdgne.  to  proceed  hence  in  three 
'*^litii,  land  in  Scout's  Bay  on  Lung  Island,  march  towards 
•l'*iiiKlpde.  where  there  is  an  English  Colonledependent  onus. 
™'DPwho  had  been  sent  forward  in  advance,  dexterously  killeil 
*"  Indian  who  was  out  as  a  spy.  r(ur  force  formed  themselves 
'dIo  two  divisions.  Van  der  Hll.  with  fourteen  English  towards 
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the  smallest  and  Eigiity  men  towards  the  largeBt  village,  named 
Alatsepe;  both  were  very  8UC(*e8ful,  killing  about  one  hundred 
and  twenty  men;  one  man  of  ours  remaineil  on  the  fieid  and 
three  were  wounded. 

Dur  forces  being  returneil  from  this  expedition.  Captain  van 
der  Hi  I  was  dispateheil  to  Stantford  to  get  some  information 
there  of  the  Indians.  He  reported  that  the  guide  who  had 
fi>rmerly  served  us  and  had  gone  astray  in  the  night,  was  now 
in  great  dager  of  his  life  from  the  Indians,  of  whom  there  were 
about  five  hundred  together,  and  offered  to  lead  us  there  to 
l)rove  that  the.  former  mis<-hance  was  not  his  fault.  One  hun- 
drinl  and  thirty  men  were  aeeonlingly  dispatched  under  the 
eforesaid  lien'  van  der  Hil  and  Ensign  Hendrick  van  Dyck.  They 
emimrkeil  in  thrt»e  yaclits,  landeil  at  Greenwich,  where  they 
were  obligeii  to  pass  the  night  by  reason  of  the  great  Snow 
and  Storm ;  in  the  morning  they  marched  N.  W.  up  over  Stony 

• 

Hills,  over  which  some  were  obliged  to  creep.  In  the  evening, 
alKuit  eight  o'clock,  they  came  within  a  league  of  the  Indians, 
and  inasmuch  as  they  should  have  arriveii  too  early  and  had 
to  cri>ss  two  Rivers,  one  of  two  hundreil  feet  wide  and  three 
det^p,  and  that  the  men  could  not  afterwards  rest  in  consequence 
of  the  iH>ld,  it  wtis  determineil  to  remain  there  until  ab<mt  ten 
o'cliK'k,  i>niers  having  l>een  given  as  to  the  mode  to  be  observed 
in  attacking  the  Indiiuis,  the  men  marched  forward  towards 
the  huts,  which  were  set  up  in  three  rows,  street  fashion,  each 
eighty  patvs  in  length,  in  a  low  recess  of  the  mountain,  afford- 
injir  i*ompiete  shelter  from  the  N.  W.  wind.  The  moon  was 
then  at  the  full  and  threw  a  strong  light  against  the  mountain. 
M>  that  manv  winters'  davs  were  not  clearer  than  it  then  was. 
ihi  arriving,  the  enemy  wen*  found  on  the  alert  and  on  their 
iTuarxl,  M»  that  our  ^HH^ple  determineil  to  charge  and  surround 
tho  luit>,  >woi\l  in  hand.  The  Indians  behaved  like  soldiers, 
depIo>tH)  in  small  l^nds,  S4.>  that  we  had  in  a  short  time  one 
do;ul  .-iud  twelve  woundtxi.  They  weiv  likewise  so  hard  pressed 
th,Ht  It  WMS  iuijH^ssilde  for  one  to  esoa^^.  In  a  brief  space  of 
:::ijo,  o:io  hundnsi  and  eighty  werv  c^>UDte^i  dead  outside  tlie 
ho\iM*>>  l^rt»>»'ntly  none  durst  come  forth,  ke^^ping  themselves 
u:Tl;:n  tho  houi^'^  discharging  arrows  through  the  holes. 
ri-t'  \*t  :it^rai  s^xMug  that  nothing  el?v  was  to  be  done,  reciolved,

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exceeded  five  huodrwl.  Some  say,  full  700,  aiiioDfr  whom  were 
also  3S  Wsppfngera,  oar  God  having  colleeted  together  there 
the  greater  number  of  oar  enemieti,  to  celebrate  one  of  their 
feetivals;  iio  wore  than  eight  men  In  all  eocaped,  of  whom  even 
three  were  •everely  wounded. 

The  Bgbt  ended,  several  firee  were  ballt  in  consequence  of 
the  great  onid;  the  wounded,  fifteen  in  number,  were  dreiwed 
and  sentinels  having  been  posted  liy  the  General,  the  troops 
bivouacked  there  for  the  remainder  of  the  night.  On  the  next 
day,  the  party  set  out  much  refreshed  In  good  order,  so  as  to 
arrive  at  Btantfort  in  tlie  evening.  They,  marched  with  great 
courage  over  that  wearisome  mountain,  God  affording  extra- 
ordinary strenifth  to  the  wounded,  Home  of  whom  were  badly 
hurt ;  and  came  in  the  afternoon  to  Btantfort,  after  a.  march  of 
two  daya  and  one  night,  with  little  rust.  The  Bnglieh  received 
our  iieople  in  a  very  friendly  manner,  atTording  them  every  com- 
fort. In  two  days  they  reached  here.  A  thankagivlng  was  pro- 
claimed on  their  arrival.     [The  ivmatnder  is  n>atMng\. 


A  short  but  faithful  denlaratioie  of  Ike  procedures  of  John  Prints, 
giyvemor  of  the  Swedish  ti-oapn  on  the  South  (or  Delaioarei 
rijier,  in  New  Netherlniulu,  and  of  the  possession  taktn  by  the 
HteedM  an  the  same  rioer,  as  it  was  ascertained,  on  the  1st 
Nooember,   liM5. 

The  truth  as  regards  the  possexslon  of  the  SwmlcB  on  the 
South  river  in  New  Netherluml,  is  an  follown:— 

At  the  f ntrance  of  the  river,  taken  from  its  mouth  three  miles 
upwards,  on  the  east  shore.  Is  a  fort  named  Elsenburgli,  usually 
garrisoned  with  twelve  men  commandtnl  by  a  lieutenant,  hav- 
ing fo«r  gunc,  iron  anil  brasn,  of  twelve  lbs.  iron,  one  pnts-hooft 
which  fort  wa»  not  constructeil  liefore,  but  built  by  the  afore- 
Kaid  John  Prlnti.  n  Hhort  while  after  he  arrived  on  the  afore- 
said river.  By  means  of  this  fort  the  aforesaid  I'rint/  closes 
the  entrance  of  the  river,  so  that  all  veaeels,  either  those  arrived 
froin  hence,  or  other  places,  are  compelle<i  to  cant  their  anchor, 
not  eiceiitinc  those  of  the  noble  company  as  Is  evident  from 
several  yachts  coming  from  the  Manhattans,  whloh,  wishing  tfi 
pnrsne  their  voyage  towards  the  place  of  their  destination 
withont  stopping  often,  were  injured  by  cannon  balls,  and 
were  in  lumiinent  danger  of  losing  come  of  their  crew ;  so  that 
they  must  proceed  with  small  craft   upwards  of  nix  miles  to- 
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wards  the  aforesaid  Printz,  to  obtain  hi8  consent  that  they 
may  sail  higher  up  the  river,  no  matter  whether  they  are  Eng- 
lishmen or  Netherlanders,  without  paying  any  regard  to  their 
commissions. 

Further  up  the  river  about  three  miles,  on  the  west  shore,  on 
a  creek  called  the  Miuquas  creek,  so  named  as  it  runs  near  the 
Minquas  land,  is  another  fort  named  Christina.  This  fort  lies 
about  a  half  mile  in  the  creek,  and  is  nearly  encircled  by  a 
marsh,  except  on  the  north-west  side,  where  it  can  be  ap- 
proached by  land.  At  its  south-west  side  it  touches  the  kill; 
but  although  it  is  actually  in  a  pretty  good  order,  yet  it  might 
be  ma<ie  stronger.  This  fort  has  no  permanent  garrison,  but 
otherwise  it  is  well  provided, and  is  the  principal  place  of  trade, 
in  which  the  commissary  holds  his  residence;  and  here  is  a 
magazine  of  all  sorts  of  goods. 

This  is  the  first  fort  constructed  by  the  Swedes  under  the 
command  of  one  Peter  Minuit,  in  the  year  1638,  although  the 
company  had  then  a  sufficient  garrison  on  the  river,  and  suffi- 
cient fortifications,  men  and  ammunitions  of  war,  and  had  been 
in  possession  of  this  country  more  than  fourteen  years  before 
this  settlement  of  the  Swedes;  which  Peter  Minuit  served  the 
Hon.  Company/  here  as  Director, 

Somewhat  farther  on  the  same  side,  about  two  (Dutch) miles, 
there  are  some  plantations,  which  are  continued  nearly  a  mile; 
but   few  houses  only  are  built, 'and   these  at  considerable  dis- 
tance one  from  the  other.     The  farthest  of  these  is  not  far  from 
Tinnekonk,  which  is  an  island,  and  is  towards  the  river  side, 
secured   by  creeks  and  underwood ;  there  the  governor,  John 
Printz.  keeps  his  residence.     This  is  a  pretty  strong  fort,  con- 
structed by   laying  very  heavy  hemlock,  (greeneii)  logs  the  one 
on  the  other;  but  this  fort,  with  all   its  buildings,  was  burnt 
down  on  the  5th  of  December,  1645.     Farther  on,  at  the  same 
side,  till  you  come  to   the  Schuylkill,  being  about  two  miles, 
there  is  not  a  single  plantation,  neither  at  Tinnekonk,  because 
near  the  river  nothing  is  to  be  met  but  underwood  and  valley 
lands. 

In  regard  to  this  Schuylkill,  these  are  lands  purchased  and 
possessed  by  the  company.  He  employed  the  company's  car- 
l>ent<»r,  and  constructed  there  a  fort  on  a  very  cx>nvenient  spot 
on  an  island  near  the  borders  of  the  kill,  which  is  from  the 
west  side  secured  by  another  creek,  and  from  the  south-east 
and  east  sides  with  underwood  and  valley  lands.  It  lays  about 
the  distance  of  a  gunshot  in  the  kill.  On  the  south  side  of  his 
kill,  on  the  same  island,  beautiful  corn  is  raised.  This  fort 
cannot,  in  any  manner  whatever,  obtain  any  control  on  the 
river,  but  it  has  the  command  over  the  whole  creek,  while  this 
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kill  or  creek  is  the  only  remainiiiK  avenue  for  trade  with  the 
Minqaas,  and  without  this  trade  tlie  river  is  of  little  value. 

At  a  little  diHtance  from  thlM  fort  was  a  creek  to  the  furtheHt 
ditttaut  wood,  which  pla(*e  is  named  KinKessin^  by  the  savagett, 
which  was  before  a  certain  and  invariable  report  for  trade  with 
the  Minquas,  but  which  i8  now  opposed  by  the  Swedes  having 
there  built  a  strong  house.  About  half  a  mile  further  in  the 
woods.  Governor  Printz  constructed  a  mill  on  a  kill  which 
runs  in  the  sea  not  far  to  the  south  of  Matinnekonk,  inn\  ou 
this  kill  a  strong  building  just  by  in  the  path  which  leads  to 
the  Minquas;  and  this  pla(*e  is  calleil  by  the  savages  Kakari- 
konk.  So  that  no  access  to  the  Minquas  is  left  open;  and  he, 
too,  controls  nearly  all  the  trade  of  the  savages  on  the  river, 
as  the  greatest  part  o/  them  go  a  hunting  in  that  neighbour- 
hood, which  they  are  not  able  to  do  without  passing  by  his 
residence. 

In  regard  to  his  force,  it  consists  at  utmost  of  eighty  or  ninety 
men,  freemen  as  well  as  servants,  with  whom  he  must  gar- 
rison all  his  strong  places.  I  shall  not  mention  here  the  forti- 
fications and  possessions  of  the  company,  as  l)eing  sufficiently 
well  known. 

Respecting  the  procedures  of  the  Swedes,  when  on  t  he  2:^1  June. 
1646,  a  shallop  with  a  considerable  cargo  was  dispatched  to  me, 
but  which  was  the  property  of  individuals,  I  gave  orders  to  go 
to  the  Schuylkill  near  the  right,  and  to  wait  there  for  the  Min- 
quas. When  arrived  there,  Jurriaen  Hlancke,  the  triwler  of  the 
sloop,  was  commanded  to  leave  that  spot  at  once,  us  belong- 
ing to  the  crown;  of  which  I  received  notice,  when  I  directly 
went  thither  with  four  men,  to  examine  how  matters  stood. 
When  I  received  there  the  same  notice,  I  requested  that  they 
would  inform  their  governor  that  this  place  had  always  been  a 
trading  place,and  that  thus  he  would  act  with  discretion,  and 
avoid  giving  cause  for  discord  ;  on  which  the  next  day  the  mini- 
Hter  of  the  gospel  was  despatche<l  who  declared  to  me  that  he 
had  orders  that  if  the  bark  was  in  the  Schuylkill,  he  should 
compel  her  to  leave  it.  I  answered  him  that  I  first  must  see  the 
signature  and  seal  of  the  governor,  by  which  he  intended  to 
forbid  the  company  to  trade  with  their  goods  in  any  part  of 
the  river.  I  farther  requeste<l,  that  this  mi<;ht  be  done  with 
discretion,  and  that  the  alliance  lH»tween  their  High  Mighti- 
nesses and  her  Royal  Majesty  might  be  taken  in  consideration; 
while  I  farther  entered  a  protest  against  any  losses  and  hind- 
rances that  might  lx»  the  natural  consequence.  On  which  the 
aforesaid  John  Printz  dispatched  towards  me  the  commissary 
Hendrick  Huygen,  with  two  of  his  officers,  as  Care!  Jansen,  a 
Finn   by   birth,  liis  book-keeper,  and  Gregory  Van  Dyck,  his 
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sergeant  (wacht  meester) ,  a  native  of  the  Hague,  and  demanded 
my  answer  upon  some  articles,  of  which  1  demanded  an  answer — 
1  intended  to  say  a  copy— when  I  would  answer  him  in  writing. 
He  replied,  he  had  no  orders  to  do  ho,  and  that  he  dared  not 
to  do  it.  When  I  did  give  him,  nevertheless,  a  verbal  answer,  to 
avoid  giving  him  any  offence,  I  did  so  in  the  presence,  on  my 
part,  of  Sander  Boyer,8ergeant(wachtmee8ter), Philip  Gh)rneert, 
and  Jurriaen  Blancke,  all  freemen;  and  the  following  were  the 
articles  and  answers  upon  these,  briefly,  as  I  could  not  remem- 
ber the  whole, since  they  were  read  by  them  with  much  haste:— 

"Submission  by  the  Honorable  John  Prlntz,  governor,  in  be- 
half of  the  crown  of  Sweden  on  the  South  river  in  New  Neth- 
erland,  communicated  by  Hendrick  Huygen,  commissary,  a 
native  of  Cleef,  Carel  Jansen,  book-keeper,  by  birth  a  Finn, 
and  Gregory  Van  Dyck,  sergeant  (wacht meester),  a  native  of 
the  Hague,  of  the  following  articles,  in  presence  of  the  above 
named  persons  on  my  side. 

Art.  1  &  2.— On  the  Schuylkill,  in  what  manner  the  pro- 
perty of  it  is  ascertained  and  understood ;  what  are  and  how 
far  are  extended  its  limits? 

Answer.  That  the  acts  relative  to  the  division  of  the  limits, 
are  at  the  Manhattans,  where  he  may  obtain  correct  informa- 
tion. 

Art.  3,  4  &  5. — Query :  If  he  evor  offended  me  or  any  of  mine 
with  words  or  deeds? 

Answer.  That  he  left  me  and  mine  alone;  but  that  he  offended 
the  company  and  afterwards  their  High  Mightinesses— in  so  far- 
it  was  said  to  me  in  his  name,  that  he  would  drive  me  from 
the  kill  by  force. 

Art.  6  &  7— That  the  Governor  had  sent  for  the  Minquas  at 
the  expense  of  the  crown,  and  that  when  they  arrived,  I  lured 
them  from  the  Schuylkill. 

Answer.  That  the  Sachem  was  last  spring  with  me,  and  that 
I  defrayed  his  expenses,  and  made  a  contract  with  him  tha^  as 
Hoon  as  I  received  some  goods,  either  I  would  send  him  directly 
a  messenger,  or  that  I  would  come  down,  if  I  received  any  in- 
formation. 

Art.  8.— That  1  compelled  by  force  Jurriaen  Blaiick  to  sail 
up  and  fasten  his  bark  to  the  bridge. 

Answer.  That  he  commanded  him  to  sail  up,  but  that  he 
knows  not  of  any  comi)ulsion. 

Art.  9.— That  I  took  up  arms  without  any  just  cause,  and 
that  I  have  answered  upon  his  interdict,  that  I  would  remain 
there  and  should  see  who  would  be  so  daring  as  to  drive  me 
away. 

Answer.   That  1  \uiu\o  no  use  of  any  arms,  much  less  shewed    .

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any  hoHtile  intention  or  cumiuitted  any  act  of  hostility — but 
rather  endeavoured  to  prevent  it  without  betraying  the  privi- 
leges of  their  High  Mightine88eK/' 

The  affair  did  not  remain  at  rest  in  thin  manner,  but  lie  sent 
on  the  Ist  July  following  warning  to  Blanoke,  of  which  the 
following  is  a  copy:— 

"My  Good  Priknu   Blanckk:  I  liave  received   again  com- 
plaints of  several  of  Her  Majesty's  inhabitants,  how  that  thou 
art  com|)elled  with  tiiy  bark  contrary  to  the  letter  of  thy  com- 
mission  to   remain    there,    under   the  pretext   that    thou   art 
obliged   to  do  so   by  Andries   Hudde,  who  takes  care  of   the 
interests  and  disposes  of  the  lands  of  their  High  Mightinesses 
as  commissioned  by  them.     So  is  it,  that  I  friendly  admonish 
you,  as  soon  as  you  shall  have  been  )nforme<l  of  these  contents, 
that  yon  directly  leave  that  spot;  as  your  commission  implies, 
with  your  trading  vessel  in  the  Schuylkill,  seek  the  spot  where 
usually  the  sloops  are  accustomed  to  trade — which  shall  not  be 
prohibited;  neither  do  I  desire  that  my  subjects  shall   iye  ad- 
mitted  there,  from  respect  and  friendship  for  the  commander 
and  his  commissions  as  long  as  you  are  remaining  and  trading 
in  the  Schuylkill,  or  that  they  would  obstruct  your  interests. 
But  if  you  should  act  against  these  my  orders,  and  despise  my 
warning,  which  you  are  in  duty  bound  to  obey,  so  shall  your 
bark  with  its  whole  cargo,  in  conformity  with  the  order  of  her 
Royal  Majesty,  as  it  is  strongly  exiiressed  in  her  Majesty's  order 
— be  confiscated :  of  which  you  may  be  fully  persuade<l,  in  case 
that  you  act  against  my  orders.     Done  at  Tinnekonk,  20  June, 

1646. 

(Signet!)  JOHN  PRTNTZ." 

On  this  warning  Jurriaen  Hlancke  departe<l  from  thence,  but 
by  no  means  by  my  orders,  but  through  fear  that  his  bark  and 
goods  lailen  in  it  might  be  confiscated,  as  he  was  a  private 
person,  to  whom  it  would  1h?  a  very  difficult  task  to  ol)tain  its 
recovery — more  so,  as  it  was  not  in  my  power  to  f^ive  him  any 
security,  since  I  was  entirely  ignorant  of  the  cause  of  contest 
lx»tween  the  company  and  the  Swedes. 

C  immediately  informed  the  Director  General  Kieft  of  tliis 
event — viz.  on  the  12th  July;  so  too  1  communicated  to  him 
how  the  trade  with  the  Minquas  might  b<»  continue*!,  as  it  was 
the  plan  of  the  aforesai<l  IVintz  and  his  associates  to  deprive 
the  company  and  its  colonists  of  this  benefit  by  all  means. 

While  in  the  mean  time  I  was  conimanded  by  a  letter  of  the 
director-general  to  enquire  about  certain  minerals  in  this 
country;  so  I  went  for  thispurpo.se  to  Sankikans,  and  trie<l 
8- Vol.  V. 
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to  penetrate  to  the  ^reat  falls,  where  if  the  samples  might  be 
credited  there  was  a  great  hope  of  success.  Now  it  happened, 
that  wiien  I  would  pass  tlie  first  fall,  a  sachem,  named  Wirake- 
hen,  stopped  me  and  asked  where  1  would  go?  I  answered  bim 
that  I  intended  to  go  upward.  He  replied,  that  this  was  not 
periiiitted»  and  that  he  wished  to  know  why  I  came  hither — 
what  was  my  object?  He  informed  me  at  last,  after  various 
discourses,  that  the  Swedish  Governor  told  one  Meerkedt, 
a  sachem  residing  near  Tinnekonk,  that  we  had  an  intention 
to  build  a  house  near  the  great  falls,  and  that  in  the  vessels 
which  were  to  btj  expected.  250  men  would  arrive — which  would 
be  sent  hither  from  the  Manhattans — and  would  kill  all  tlie 
savages  below  on  the  river ;  and  that  this  fort  was  to  be  gar- 
risoned in  the  house  which  we  intended  to  build  up  the  river, 
and  would  prevent  the  savages  residing  up  the  river  to  come 
to  their  assistance,  so  that  no  more  should  be  able  to  e8cai>e; 
and  in  proof  of  all  this  it  was  stated  that  we  would  first  come 
up  in  a  small  vessel  to  visit  and  explore  the  spot,  and  that  we 
would  kill  two  savages  to  obtain  by  it  some  pretext,  but  that 
he,  Printz,  would  never  permit  it.  and  would  certainly  expel 
us  from  the  river;  and  although  I  employed  different  means 
to  succeed  in  coming  up  to  the  falls,  yet  I  was  stopped  every 
time,  and  always  with  the  same  objection,  so  that  I  was  com- 
pelled at  length  to  give  it  up. 

And  as  on  the  7th  September  following  a  letter  was  delivered 
me  in  which  I  was  imperiously  commanded  to  purchase  some 
land  from  the  savages,  which  was  situated  on  the  west  shore 
about  a  mile  distant  from  Fort  Nassau  to  the  north,  so  I  took 
possession  of  that  spot  on  the  8th  following,  and  erected  on  it 
the  arms  of  the  company,  and,  as  the  proprietor  was  not  at 
home,  1  was  obliged  to  delay  the  conclusion  of  the  purchase 
till  the  25th  of  the  same  month.  After  the  purchase  was  ac- 
complished, the  original  proprietor  went  with  me  to  the  spot 
and  assisted  in  fixing  the  arms  of  the  company  to  a  pole,  which 
was  fixed  in  the  ground  on  the  limits.  Shortly  after  this, 
several  freemen  made  preparations  to  build  on  this  newly, 
acquired  possession,  about  which  time  the  Swedish  Commissary 
Huygen  carried  our  arms,  which  I  had  affixed,  with  him  down 
on  the  8th  of  October,  which  as  he  said  he  had  taken  by  order 
of  his  governor ;  on  which  a  considerable  altercation  took  place, 
and  among  others,  about  the  great  abuse  committed  by  his  ser- 
geant, [irac.hivietsier)  and  other  Sweedes  on  the  80th  September 
last,  against  all  good  order  and  decency,  and  after  the  guard 
was  already  on  duty — when  I  kept  him  for  sometime  in  the 
guard -house  besides  a  sevjere  reproof,  and  demanded  of  his 
governor  to  correct  and  punish  him,  so  that  it  might  evidently 
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Mppear,  ttuit  he  had  no  ahare  whatever  in  nur)i  n.  violent 
outntge,  or,  if  itluiilar  exc«8Deii  were  again  ranewiHt,  1  wouM 
directly  Inflict  punishment  hx  utmally  Id  done  on  similar  tur- 
bulent pentonf. 

On  which  event  u  protect,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy, 
wHH  delivered  on  the  lOth  of  tin.-  following  month  by  order  of 
the  aforenaid  Jolin  l^intz,  ThruiiK')  *'"'>  <>'  hii  freemen,  Oloff 
Stiiie  and  Moens  Floni :

Ad  ]  wafl  ol>lige<]  to  go  up  the  river  on  the  next  day  to  take 
'OR  of  some  veri'  urgent  buxincKx,  I  wax  informed  at  my  return 
'hat  the  Swedish  (tovemor  limi  forbidden  hix  subjects  to  enter 
into  any  transactions  with  our  t>eople  which  ix  often  Dut  In 
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practice  by  professed  enemies,  but  uever  was  adopted  by  allies 
the  one  against  the  other ;  and  as  I  then  was  farther  informed 
that  the  Swede  found  fault  with  me  because  I  did  not  send  him 
an  answer  to  his  protest,  I  wrote  the  following  protest,  which 
I  sent  him  on  the  23d  of  October,  by  the  sergeant  iwacht 
ineester)  Sander  Boyer  and  two  soldiers,  viz.  Davit  Davitsen 
and  Jacob  Hendricksen  : — 

"  To  the  noble  governor  De  Heer  John  Printz— 

Sir  Govkrxor  !  On  the  evening  of  the  16th  inst.  stilo  novo, 
was  delivered  to  me  by  an  act  by  Oloflf  Stille  and  Moens  Flom, 
dated  on  the  30th  September,  stilo  veteri,  by  which  your 
Honour  warns  me  to  desist  from  any  injuries  which  I  should 
have  done  or  committed  against  the  lands  of  her  Royal 
Majesty  of  Sweden,  which  however  remain  yet  unknown  to 
me  till  this  moment;  and  if  your  Honour  had  condescended  to 
explain  wherein  these  consisted,  I  should  not  have  hesitated 
to  alter  my  course,  if  your  Honour's  insinuations  had  been 
correct,  as  I  am  entirely  ignorant  that  1  have  left  undone 
jtnything  which  might  have  a  tendency  to  the  preserva- 
tion of  our  mutual  intercourse,  much  less  that  I  should 
have  committed  any  act  of  gross  violence.  I  purchased  the 
land  not  in  a  clandestine-  manner,  neither  unjustly,  except 
that  your  Honour  calls  that  a  clandestine  manner  which  is 
not  performed  with  your  Honour's  knowledge.  I  purchased 
it  from  the  real  owner.  If  he  sold  that  land  previously  to  your 
Honour,  then  he  imposed  upon  me  shamefully.  The  place 
which  we  possess,  we  possess  in  deed,  in  just  property,  per- 
haps before  the  name  of  the  South  river  was  heard  of  in 
Swedt?n.  I  cannot  say„  certainly  1  am  ignorant,  if  my  lord 
and  master  has  l)een  unjustly  informed — only  that  I  explained 
to  him  the  whole  transaction  in  truth  and  justice,  and  so  I 
will  continue  to  do  by  the  first  opportunity  that  1  may  obtain 
and  transmit  to  hini  your  act  with  this  my  answer  upon  it, 
to  be  further  informed  by  him  what  he  may  think  proper  to 
command,  and  what  1  shall  be  obliged  to  execute;  and  whereas 
your  commissary  c.oming  down  on  the  8th  instant,  had  taken 
off  tiic  arms  which  I  hung  up  on  the  purchased  lands,  tearing 
them  down  in-  an  insolent  an(i  hostile  manner  with  these 
rlircatening  words— "that  although  it  had  been  the  colours  of 
the  Prince  of  Orange  that  were  hoisted  there,  he  would  have 
thrown  these  too  under  his  feet ;"  besides  many  bloody  men- 
aces, which  have  been  reported  to  me  from  time  to  time,  which 
can  have  no  other  tendency  than  to  cause  great  calamities; 
and  whereas  this  not  only  concerns  my  nation  and  masters,  but 
is  an  infringment  on  the  authority  of  their  High   Mightinesses 
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Ibe  8tate«  Creneral,  aud  tliat  o(  hU  Highness  the  Prince  of 
Orauge,  nad  ho  loo  of  tliat  noble  Dirootur,  which  is  Insnited 
by  it— so  iit  it,  that  I  am  compelled  uguiuHt  my  will  to  send 
your  Honour  this  answer,  by  which  1  iiiust  prottiet  Ijefore  Ctod 
and  the  whole  world;  as  also  I  protest  by  ihiH  that  I  am  In- 
nocent of  all  the  diBiuit«rH,  difBcultioH,  Im^snt,  liiul  what  furtbor 
might  fellow  from  theeo  procedureH,  or  which  might  originate 
from  them,  hot  that  to  the  contrary  I  performed  every  thing, 
and  endeavoured  to  employ  all  means,  by  which  a  good  corres- 
pondence and  mutual  huniiony  might  be  promoted — bo  as  i 
deem  myiielf  obliged  to  do,  in  so  far  as  my  honour  and  uath 
Mhall  permit  it— and  I  will  confide  that  it  in  your  Honour^  In- 
tention to  act  in  the  Hauio  luannei^at  least  from  the  considera- 
tion that  we  who  are  Christiana  will  not  place  ourselves  as  a 
stumbling-block  or  laughing-stock  to  those  savage  heathens, 
which  I  trust,  that  shall  remain  su,  as  it  is  by  your  afTeotion- 
ate  friend

On  the  South  river  in  New  Netherlands.  October  SSd,  limj." 

When  the  sergeant  return<Hl.  he  reported -^ that  us  soon  as  he 
Brrived  at  the  governor's  who  stood  l>efore  his  door,  he  wished 
him  a  good  morning,  and  said  further  1  bring  you  a  greeting 
from  the  Oommifwary  Hnddc,  who  sends  you  this  act  in  answer 
to  youro;  when  lie,  John  Printz.  took  it  from  his  hand,  and 
threw  it  towanls  one  of  his  attendants,  who  stood  near  him 
!«»ying—" there  take  care  of  it."  The  otliir  picked  it  up  from 
the  ground,  and  took  care  of  it.  Tlie  governor  then  de- 
parte<l  to  meet  some  Englishmen  Just  arrived  from  New  Eug- 
Innii ;  after  some  Interval  the  sergeant  askeil  to  see  the  governor 
to  obtain  an  niiswer;  but  notwithstAnding  he  came  there  in 
the  dischargH  of  his  duty,  lie  iievertbeless  was  thrown  out  of 
floors,  thf  governor  taking  a  gun  in  his  liand  from  the  wall  to 
nhoot  him  as  he  iniagineil,  liut    was  preventetl   from  leavinff 

And  whereas  the  nf[>reHniil  (governor  John  Prints  leaves 
nothing  iintrie<l  tu  render  us  Husi>ected,  as  well  among  the 
HHvnges  as  among  the  Christiaus—  yea  often  is  conniving  when 
the  subject  of  the  company,  as  well  freemen  as  servants,  when 
arriving  at  the  place  where  he  resides,  are  in  a  most  unreason* 
able  manner  abused  so  that  they  are  often,  on  returning  home, 
l>loo<ly  and  bruised — so  many  examples  are  at  hand  for  a  similar 
treatment  by  the  savages— and  more  particularly  si>  from  the 
Armewsick  savages  who  endeavoured  to  surprise  us  on  the  ISth 
May,  1647,  at  noon,  although  it  was  rendered  void  by  God's 
luercj-  and  correct  informations,  aud  through  a  misundertnnding 
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aiuoiigHt  them— and  as  he  openly  declares  that  the  company 
has  no  right  whatever  on  this  river,  and  that  he  purchased  the 
land  in  l>ehalf  of  the  crown  of  Sweden ;  so  as  to  the  Minquas 
land,  that  the  company  could  not  trust  on  their  old  uninter- 
rupted possession— ^/ia/  the  deml  was  the  oldest  possessor  of  hell 
but  that  he  sometimes  admitted  a  younger  one — so  as  he  openly 
declared  at  his  own  table  on  the  3d  June,  1647,  in  my  presence 
and  that  of  luy  wife,  with  many  other  equally  vulgar  ex- 
pressions serving  and  intended  for  the  same  purpose;  but — 
and  what  is  worse — he  made  it  openly  manifest  by  stubborn 
deeds— more  particularly  by  enclosing  the  river,  so  that  no 
vessel  can  enter  it  on  any  account  except  with  his  previous 
consent,  notwithstanding  tliey  may  have  been  provided  with 
the  most  respectable  commissions,  by  which  doing  he  not  only 
greatly  injures  the  freemen,  but  retards  their  journey,  to  their 
great  loss.  He  farther  in  this  manner  shamefully  villifies  their 
High  Mightinesses  by  denying  them  tlieir  due  respect — despis- 
ing and  treating  as  frivolous  and  insignificant  the  commissions 
in  virtue  of  their  High  Mightinesses'  plentitude  of  power, 
granted  in  their  name  by  their  Director  General  to  the  freemen. 
And  whereas  these  freemen  have  repeatedly  complained  to  me, 
yet  it  was  not  in  my  power  to  afford  them  any  relief,  except — 
what  I  often  did — by  renewing  my  remonstrances;  so  is  it  at 
last,  that  several  freemen,  lying  here  at  anchor,  came  to  me 
on  the  29th  July  last, and  humbly  solicited  that  I  would  prepare 
and  present  in  their  behalf  a  request  to  the  Director  General, 
Peter  Stuyvesant,  petitioning  relief  from  the  hindrances  which 
they  uiet  with.  This  I  effected  and  transmitted  the  petition  ; 
when,  on  the  15th  of  August,  was  delivered  to  me  a  protest  of 
the  aforesaid  Peter  Stuyvesant  on  the  same  transaction,  which 
1  delivered  on  the  17th  instant  to  Governor  Printz,  and  received 
for  answer,  that  he  would  answer  him  in  writing.  As  I 
obtained  by  his  letter  permission  to  come  thither,  so  I  went 
and  arrived  on  the  7th  of  December  at  Manhattans,  where  I 
delivered  to  the  aforesaid  director  the  written  answer  of 
Governor  Printz. 

It  happened  in  the  mean  time,  during  this  winter,  in  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  that  on  the  evening  of  the  3d  of  April, 
l()48,  a  vessel  arrived  from  below,  with  a  schooer  sail,  without 
colours,  so  that  T  was  doubtful,  as  not  knowing  from  where 
it  came  or  what  it  was:  whereon  1  ordered  a  gun  to  be  fired 
over  it,  but  it  pursued  its  course.  I  ordered  a  gun  to  \ye  fire<l 
the  second  time,  but  it  was  not  more  minded  than  at  the 
first  time — whereon  I  despatched  directly  eight  men  in  its  pur- 
suit; !>ut  as  the  wind  was  fair,  and  the  weather  very  hazy,  and 
besides  very  dark, they  could  not  reach  it ;  but  after  two  or  three 
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dsys,  diHcovered  ttint  it  was  the  Sw^iab  bark  which  agaiii 
dwcendinif  tlie  river,  I  usked  the  skipper  by  what  cause  he 
panned  the  tort  with  h  ilonrgetehoten  atengel,  without  ehowiag 
his  colours,  by  which  it  wifcht  be  Icnown  who  hie  master  w^ui, 
thouKb  he  had  ttie  colours  witli  liiiii,  as  wan  evident  since  tliey 
vere  now  flying;  he  answered  very  conteiuptuously,  Uiat  if 
be  had  known  that  tills  would  have  come  in  consideration,  he 
would  not  bave  done  it  now,  but  tliat  he  sliould  certainly  do 
DO  la  future,  if  it  was  to  irritate  and  asa  luark  of  li is  contempt 
—on  which  I  delivered  to  him  tlie  following  net  for  bU  Gov- 
ernor, of  which  this  is  a  copy. 

"Noble  and  valiant  John  FrinU:— 

Whereas  your  shallop  on  the  3d  instaift.  towards  pveninjt, 
sailed  by  the  fort,  and  contrary  to  custom  hatli  lowered  liis 
colours  before  it  arrived  near  Fort  Nassau,  and  passed  without 
shewing  his  colours,  by  which  it  ooulil  be  ascertained  who 
was  his  master,  contrary  to  our  arrangements,  which  j'Oii 
approved,  viz.  that  our  vessels  coming  in  the  river,  are  u> 
stop  near  the  forts,  even  when  it  is  sulBciently  known  from 
where  tbey  come,  so  that  neither  your  Kubjects  nor  ours  might 
be  expoiMMl  to  uiiy  mUhtiip :  while  it  was  to  tw  feared  that  other- 
wise, under  this  cover,  one  or  other  foreign  nation,  to  our 
great  injury,  might  pass  by.  Wherefore  I  can  not  withhold 
my  deep  surprine  with  what  object  in  view  your  Honour  per- 
mitted this  vessel  to  pass  by  the  fort  under  such  a  ilisguise. 
As  far  as  1  can  jndge,  and  considering  what  in  sui^h  case  might 
and  ought  to  be  done  agniast  others  arriving  here  without 
orders,  it  is  certainly  not  the  right  course  to  cultivate  a  good 
understanding  between  neighliours,  but  It  rather  prodaceti 
mfsunderstHndiug,  which  I  could  not  liave  ej[[)ecte(l  to  have 
met  with.  I  will  in  future  in  a  similar  case  nut  neglect  what 
oiy  duty,  to  maintaia  the  due  respect  towards  their  High 
Hightinesses  and  the  Prince  of  Orange,  and  the  rights  and 
iiiiiaunities  of  my  lords  and  musters,  requires  of  me;  wherefore 
I  wirnestly  solicit,  that  your  Honour  shall  prevent  it  in  future 
— UK  by  a  contrary  conduct  1  should  i>e  compelled,  whenever 
auy  difficulties  from  it  might  arise  in  Iiehalf  of  my  own  innot'eace 
to  enter  my  protest— more  so,  as  the  skipiier,  Cluert  Hiiygea, 
hiid  the  effrontery  to  ImaHt,  that  he  only  iictetl  so  to  insult  me, 
and  that  he  should  regret  it  if  he  did  otherwise  iu  the  future.

Dooe  in  Fort  Nassau,  I3th  April. 

As   I  was  informed  during  the  whole  winter  that  the  Swedes 
brought   logihet  a   large   quantity  of   logs  {greenet,  and    that 
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already  a  {{real  number  has  been  carried  to  the  Schuylkill, 
which  made  me  apprehend,  that  the  governor  had  an  inteution 
to  construct  some  buldings  near  the  place  where  the  vessels 
are  now  usually  laying?  at  anchor;  and  as  these  trading  as 
before  had  been  driven  Irom  Kinsessing,  and  we  cannot  other- 
wise approach  the  large  woods  to  trade  with  the  Minquas,  by 
which  consequently  this  tnlde  being  lost  to  us,  the  possession  of 
this  river,  as  I  well  observed  l>efore,  would  deserve  very  little 
consideration;  wherefore  I  dared  not  to  withhold  this  commu- 
nication, more  so  as  1  had  no  orders  with  regard  to  its  preser- 
vation, so  that  I  now  wait  for  the  orders,  what  to  do  in  case 
the  Swede  might  build, and  again  might  take  possession  of  some 
yet  unoccupied  places,  in  which  case  I  should  humbly  propose 
to  take  possession  of  the  tract  of  land  nearest  to  him  in  the 
name  of  the  company.  It  happened  now  that  on  the  fourth  of 
the  same  month,  some  of  the  sachems  came  to  me  from  the 
savages  of  Passayonk,  who  asked  me  why  I  did  not  build  on 
the  Schuylkill;  that  the  Swedes  had  already  there  some 
buildings  constructed.  On  which  i  made  an  inquiry  about  it 
the  next  day,  and  receiving  correct  information  with  regard 
to  the  anticipation  by  the  Swede,  and  particularly  so  with 
regard  to  some  places  of  the  highest  importance:  I  directly 
prepared  myself  to  build  near  the  place,  and  went  thither  on 
the  27th  next,  with  the  most  necessary  timber,  calling  then 
without  delay  for  the  sachems,  and  stated  to  them  that 
at  present  I  came  with  the  intention  to  build  on  that  spot 
which  they  had  granted  me.  On  which  they  sent  an  errand 
to  the  Swedes,  who  lived  there  already,  and  commanded  hiin 
to  depart  from  thence,  insinuating  that  they  had  taken  pos- 
session of  that  spot  in  a  clandestine  way,  and  that  against 
their  will,  and  that  they  had  made  a  cession  for  the  present 
to  me;  that  1  too  should  build  there  on  which  two  of  the 
princii)al  sachems,  as  Maarte-Hoock  and  Wissemenets,  planted 
there  with  their  own  hands  the  colours  of  the  Prince  of  Orange, 
and  ordered  that  1  should  fire  a  gun  three  times,  as  a  mark 
that  I  had  taken  po8s*=ssion. 

This  was  effected,  and  then  we  raised  the  house  in  the  ])re- 
sence  of  the  chiefs.  Towards  evening  the  Swedish  commissary 
arrived  there  with  seven  or  eight  men,  and  asked  me  with 
whose  permission  or  order  I  did  raise  that  building.  I  answered, 
by  orders  of  my  masters,  and  with  the  previous  consent  of  the 
savages;  then  pausing  a  little,  he  asked  me  further,  if  I  had  it 
in  my  power  to  sliow  an  act,  that  I  did  so  by  order  of  my 
master,  and  not  on  letters  of  80»ne  freemen? 

I  answered  yes;  that  1  was  ready  to  produce  it,  after  he 
should  have  delivered  me  an  act,  by  whose  orders  he  made  such 
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a  ilemand.  Ja  the  meaatiiue,  the  eacheiuB  said  to  Mendrick 
Hiiygenand  hiacouipany,  that  tliey  ttliould  ^I'antus  that  tract 
of  land,  and  that  we  would  settlu  there:  and  asked  by  whose 
ordera  they  {Swedes)  did  erect  buildingH  there? — if  it  was  not 
enough,  tbat  they  were  already  In  poHseHaion  of  Matenoekonk, 
the  Schuylkill,  KinseBHlng,  Kakaiil<en,  Upland,  and  other  places 
postieMsed  by  the  Swedes,  all  which  tliey  had  stolen  from  theiu7 
that  Mennewlt  now  about  eleven  years  pa«t,  had  no  more  than 
fix  small  tracts  of  land  upon  Paghaghacklng,  purchased  to 
plant  there  some  tobacco,  of  which  the  natives,  in  gratitude, 
should  enjoy  the  half  of  the  prtnluce.  If  they,  coining  to  them 
(pointing  at  the  Swedes]  should  be  permited  when  purchasing  a 
tract  of  land,  to  take  the  next  adjoining  to  it.  as  the  Swedes 
had  done  here  on  the  river,  and  yet  continued  todo,  that  they 
were  greatly  surprised,  indeed,  that  they  (the  Swedes),  would 
prescribe  laws  to  them,  who  were  the  original  and  natural 
proprietors,  of  the  land  even  as  if  they  might  not  do  with  their 
own  what  they  wished  ;  that  they  (the  Swedes),  arrived  only 
lately  on  the  river;  and  had  taken  already  so  much  land  from 
them,  which  they  actually  settled,  while  we,  pointing  at 
us,  never  had  tnken  from  any  land,  although  we  hail  dwelt 
here  and  conversed  with  them  luore  tliau  thirty  years. 

Thus  I  continued  the  cnitnnenced  work,  surrounding  the 
house  with  palisedeK.  l*ccauKe  the  Swedes  had  destroyed  before 
the  house  which  the  company  poiwepseil  on  the  Schuylkill,  and 
built  a  fort  in  its  place,  and  they  might  do  perhaps  the 
same  here.  While  we  thus  were  at  work  arrives  Moens  Klingo, 
lieutenant  at  the  fort  on  the  Schuylkill,  with  twenty-four  men 
fully  arnie<l,  with  nhai^red  muskets,  and  l)earing  maces,  march- 
ing in  ranks.  He  asked  if  we  intendeil  to  finish  that  work,  and 
if  we  would  proceeti  with  it?  To  which  I  answered,  what 
was  coinmence<l  must  be  finished  too.  Upon  which  he  com- 
manded that  his  men  should  lay  down  their  muskets,  and  that 
«-ach  of  them  should  take  his  axe  in  his  hand,  and  cut  down 
••very  tree  whii'h  stood  around  or  near  the  himse.  destroying 
even  the  fruit  trees  which  I  had  plante<l  there. 

On  which  arrive<l  here  on  thc>  Tth  of  June  the  honourable 
committee  of  the  meinbers  of  the  liigh  council,  I..  Van  Dinck- 
lagen  second,  and  the  honourable  La  Montague,  to  which 
honourable  men  the  principal  chiefs  and  original  proprietors 
matle  on  the  tenth  of  the  same  month  a  public  transfer  of  the 
Hchuylkill,  and  sanctioned  the  fonner  purchase  to  Arviit 
Corrit,  before  commissary  on  the  same  Schnykill  and  all  the 
adjoinlnir  lands;  of  all  which  their  honours  took  a  public 
and  lawful  possesninn. 

After  which  said   honourable  committee  with   n  l>ecnming 
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suite,  sailed  to  Tinnekonck,  and  were  received  tliere  by  the 
coiiimissary  Uuy^n  and  Lieutenant  Passegay,  who  left  them 
about  half  an  hour  in  the  open  air, and  constant  rain  ;  and  after 
they  were  admitted  to  an  audience,  delivered  among  others 
their  solemn  protest  against  the  aforesaid  Printz  against  his 
illei;al  possession  of  the  Schuylkill,  on  which  he  promised  to 
answer  before  their  departure. 

And  as  some  freemen  holicit'ed  that  they  might  be  permitted 
to  build,  so  were  by  their  honours  assigned  the  different  spots 
to  them  on  which  they  might  settle.  Upon  this  one  Hans 
Jacobsen  made  on  the  second  July  next  a  beginning  to  settle 
himself  on  the  Schuylkill,  which  was  prevented  by  the  Swedes, 
the  son  of  the  governor  Printz  being  commanded  to  exceute 
this  exploit,  who  tried  to  compel  the  aforesaid  Hans  to  break 
down  what  he  had  already  raised,  and  when  the  aforesaid  Hans 
declined  to  do  so,  he  did  it  himself  and  burnt  the  whole,  with 
the  following  menaces  '*that  if  he  there  came  again  and  dared 
to  build,  he  would  carry  off  with  him  a  good  drubbing." 

No  better  fate  waited  one  Thomas  Braes,  who  went  thither 
on  the  sixth  instant,  to  settle  himself  at  New  Holm,  a  certain 
place  to  which  they  had  given  this  name.  He  was  there  scarce 
three  hours,  when  the  Swedes  under  the  command  of  one  Gre- 
gory Van  Dyck,  sergeant  [tvachtmeester),  arrived  there,  and 
pulled  down  as  before  in  similar  cases  was  put  in  practice, 
all  that  had  been  raised  by  him,  with  a  warning  that  he 
should  directly  retreat,  or  they  would  beat  him  off.  In  this 
situation  affairs  remained  for  that  time. 

While  I  in  the  mean  tiine  was  commanded  to  come  to  the 
Manhattans,  I  went  thither,  and  arrived  there  on  the  eighth 
day  of  September  when  there  I  made  my  report  of  the  situation 
of  the  South  river,  and  delivered  further  in  writing  what  in 
my  opinion  was  necessary  and  practicable.  At  this  time  notice 
was  received  by  land,  that  the  Swede  had  placed  a  house  just 
before  the  fort  Beavers  Rheede,  by  which  the  access  to  the  fort 
WHS  entirely  barricaded.  As  the  winter  season  was  approaching, 
I  returned  again  on  the  5th  of  October,  with  a  few  freemen, 
to  whom  were  delivered  letters  patent,  to  settle  and  build  on 
the  Schuylkill  with  whom  being  arrived  on  the  18th  October 
in  the  South  river  of  New  Netherland,  I  was  directly  informed 
that  the  Swede  placed  his  best  hope  on  the  country  of  the 
Minquas  against  the  bargain  concluded  by  us.  Wherefore,  to 
prevent  similar  frivolous  pretensions,  and  to  shew  that  the 
contract  was  by  no  means  broken  by  the  honourable  commit- 
tee, 1  sent  the  following  note  to  Hendrick  Huygens,  which 
he  might  deliver  to  his  governor: —

pects that  Biiull&r  conduct  Hhall  be  holden  from  both  Bides;

his  Busplcionu,  bo  I  considered  it  my  duty  to  send  you  this  note 
in  my  defence,  confident  that  on  thiu  point  your  Roveraor  will 
alter  his  mind.  And  whereae  our  freeuien  are  permitted  to 
follow  and  promote  their  private  conoerns,  ko  is  it  that  luean- 
while  one  uf  Swedish  offlcerH  named  Petter  Jo(^hemB,in  contempt 
of  us,  tore  by  uiifht  the  pati-uidoes  from  tlie  fort  Rheede  with 
violence  asunder,  broke  them  all  in  this  manner  in  pieces,  and 
making  use  of  the  greatest  violence,  as  well  in  words  as  deeds, 
whereon  they  renewed  tlielr  labours,  so  that  tbe  whole  was 
flnisfaed  on  the4tli  of  November  which  then  for  the  second  time 
was  torn  down  by  the  Swedes,  who  broke  with  in«at  violence 
every  picee  of  timlier— of  which  proceedings  J  transmitted  a 
f4ilthfu1  account  to  the  dlrecitor  general.  And  whereas  I  do 
not  poseese  any  other  arms  but  paper  against  similar  proce- 
dures. NO  did  1  iteem  It  necesHary  to  send  the  inclosed  protest 
to  his  Honor  John  Printz.

*'  Whereas  by  order  and  commission  of  our  director  general  P. 
Stuyvesant,  Synien  Koet,  Peter  HarmeuMn,  and  Corneliusa 
Mauntser  were  authorlr.ed  to  build  on  the  Mast-makers  corner, 
CO  is  it,  that  i^ymen  Koet,  in  virtue  of  this  commlsHion,  made  a 
liei;inning  on  the  4tl)  of  November  to  raise  a  house  on  the 
MnMt'Uiakers  corner,  which  was  forbidden  him  at  that  time 
by  your  deputies ;  yet,  notwithstanding  all  his  entreaties,  open 
force  was  UHed  by  yonr  suhjects  to  destroy  his  work.  The 
Intercession  of  the  persons  qualEfled  by  our  lords  and  maNters 
with  the  superintendence  of  this  colony  were  utterly  in  vuin. 
So  too  was  tlief  r  remonstrance,  that  allies  as  we  are  ought  not 
to  meet  one  another  with  force  and  violence,  but  on  the  con- 
trary act  together  in  harmony  as  good  and  true  confederates, 
leaving,  if  some  dispute»  did  arise,  their  decision  to  our 
saiireme  sovereign,  by  which  amicable  conduct  the  undersigned 
Ik  willing  to  leave  the  fiolnt  in  dispute  as  it  now  is,  till  he 
shall  receive  further  ortlers. 

~  When  with  the  rising  enn  they  were  warned  that  a  committee 
bad  arrived  wliich  consisted  ol  Alexander   Boyer   and  Adrian 
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van  Tienhoven,  a  warninjr  was  given  to  double  the  exertions, 
lie  wing  and  chopping  till  the  whole  was  ruined,  under  the 
most  contemptible  and  shameless  expressions  on  all  them  who 
endeavoured  to  obey  the  orders  of  their  masters.  Proceedings, 
indeed,  which  can  have  no  other  tendency  than  to  foster 
mutual  rancor  and  enmity,  being  far  remote  from  good  neigh- 
bourship, which  we  in  every  event  endeavoured  to  cultivate, 
and  carefully  avoided  what  might  give  offence,  although  more 
than  once  our  most  kind  dispositions  were  in  a  sinister  and 
malicious  manner  interpreted. 

"On  all  which  insolences  and  marks  of  disrespect  shewn  to 
a  legal  commission,  invested  with  authority  of  their  High 
Mightinesses,  and  his  highness  he  Prince  of  Oramre,  as  well  as 
that  of  our  lords  mayors,  with  an  open  breach  of  harmony  and 
friendship,  we  are  now  compelled  to  protest,  before  God  and 
the  world,  that  we  are  innocent  of  all  the  difficulties  which 
might  arise  from  similar  procedures,  and  openly  declare,  that 
we  from  our  side  aimed  at  nothing  else  than  what  might  be 
conducive  to  preserve  a  good  friendship,  and  in  behalf  of  which 
we  are  yet  willing  to  oblige  ourselves,  as  we  intend  to  remain 
your  afTcKstionate  friend.

A  DECLARATION    SHEWING    THE    ILLEGALITY    AND 
UNLAWPULL  PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  PATENT  OF 

MARYLAND. 


1649. 
In  the  yeare  1607,  divers  preceding  discoveryes  haveing  con- 
firmed an  opinion  that  the  Countrie  of  Virginia  was  fitt  for 
plantation,  it  pleased  God  to  affect  the  minds  of  verie  manie 
worth iely  disposed  noblemen,  gentlemen,  and  others,  to  con- 
ceave  it  as  a  matter  of  great  religion  and  honor  to  undertake 
The  worke  of  perfecting  a  Christian  plantation  in  those  parts; 
whereupon  King  James  was  pleased  to  become  the  first  founder 
of  this  noble  work,  and  by  his  Letters  Patents  from  time  to 
time  renewed  and  enlarged,  granted  all  ample  privileges  & 
iniiiiunties  both  to  those  that  mannaged  the  business  in 
('England  and  to  those  that  went  to  inhabite  there:  Which 
gave  soe  great  an  incouragement  that  50  Earles  and  Barons 
ir)0  Knights  and  600  gentlemen  and  merchants  of  primest  ranke 
became  incorporated  and  were  originally  named  in  the  I^etters 
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Pattenta  by  the  name  of  The  Ooiuptiny  of  Virginia,  being  a 
greater  union  of  nobles  and  coniuioait  than  ever  concurred  In 
that  klngdoiue  to  Buuli  an  undertaking.  But  neverthelesee 
partly  by  the  natural!  difflcultyeu  incident  to  all  new  planta- 
tiontt,  but  chiefly  through  the  unnatnrall  and  faulty  iuipedl- 
nients  arising  by  thecrooee  agitations  of  two  ponerfull  factions 
in  the  Coiiipany,  the  worke  went  heavely  on  tor  the  flrst  13 
yearex,  appuaring  desperat  in  the  severall  ill  suucesHes  thereof. 
Anil  though  afterwards  Some  what  advanced  and  prosi>erouij, 
yett  in  the  yearo  1631,  hy  the  fatall  blow  of  h  masHaker,  it  was 
almost  shattert^d  to  pieces  and  brought  to  u  calamitous  condi- 
tion ;  which  occ-asion,  the  contrarie  faction  presently  tooke 
hold  of,  in  soe  much  that  they  exceedingly  scandalized  action, 
and  cared  not  to  cast  an  aspersion  on  the  couutrie  and  on  ihe 
whole  manageni' by  that  affaire;  and  then  strongly  possessed 
and  advised  the  then  Kinge  against  the  forme  of  the  Coui- 
panyes  government  as  consisting  of  an  excessive  nnml>er  of 
Couneellora  and  a  confused  popularity,  ejt  being  a  nurse  of 
parliamentary  spirts  and  obnoxious  to  nionarchicall  governiu'. 
Hereupon  an  order  was  made  the  8"'OctiOl>er  1633  at  theCounsell 
Table,  whereby  the  Conipiiuy  were  moved  to  give  their  asiients 
forsurrending  their  Patent  and  altering  their  forme  of  tn>vern- 
ment,  and  a  new  one  was  proposed  wherein  the  right  and  in- ' 
terests  of  all  men  Hhould  be  presserved,  w'''  order  the  Company 
not  submitting  unto,  a  Ijuo  Warranto  was  directed  fur  the 
calling  in  of  their  Pattent  and  an  advantaue  l>eing  taken  upon 
their  niiBplea<)ing,tlie  Pattent  wax  condemned  in  Trinity  Terme 
following  but  for  nianie  yeares  after  noe  judgment  entered, 
ami  to  this  time  not  vaeateil  upon  the  Record  of  the  Office  of 
the  Rolls,  whereby  runue  that  souKht  the  overthrow  of  the  Lord 
Baltimore's  pattent  for  Maryland  in  the  lieginning  of  the  parln- 
iiient  in  Anno  1640  tooke  out  the  Vlrt;lnia  Pattent  againe  under 
the  Broaii  Seale  of  England  ;  therefore  tlumght  by  prime  law- 
verH  now  to  be  unt^uestionably  in  force,  and  that  of  Marylan<l 
inconsistent  and  void.  Thus  in  l>rei[e  wan  ttie  late  Company 
ilixs'ilved  and  a  c'nuission  given  to  divers  I^ords  and  otherw 
for  present  direi^tion  and  ordering  the  alTaires  of  Virginia,  unci 
that  they  shonhl  advise  touching  a  better  forme  of  government 
for  Bilvaneintc  &  establishing  the  Colony.  Then  issiieil  al>u 
peverall  proclamations  and  severall  orders  of  the  ('otinM<l) 
Table,  w""  great  assliurances  under  the  Broad  Seule  and  Privy 
Seale  that  all  men  w"  the  Adventurers  and  Plnnters  whi)uid 
l)e  a.-'shured  that  theire  rights  and  interests  shouhl  l)e conserved 
ami  eul&rgenl,  onely  alteration  made  in  point  of  governiiienl : 
but  both  that-ccVmisKion  and  the  renewing  of  the  ('oiiipaiiyes 
charter  expired,  and  all   thoxe  jiniceeilingM  were  ileliiyed    l>y 
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reason  of  the  death  of  King  James,  w^**  then  suddenly  ensued. 
The  principal  1  8<;ope  of  that  C6iui8sion  was,  that  they  should 
found  a  better  forme  of  goverment  for  tlie  Plantations  advance- 
ment, and  therein  was  especially  promised  the  conservation  of 
every  man's  right:  intentions  worthy  the  wisdome  of  poe  great 
a  Prince.  But  nothinge  was  done  by  those  Commissioners 
touch inge  either  of  those  ends, nor  by  whose  prosecution  these 
things  happined,  who  having  attained  theire  private  ends  of 
spleene  and  profit,  upon  the  changes  and  revolutions  of  enshuing 
times,  deserted  the  interest  of  the  Colony  and  left  her  weltring 
in  her  bloud,  unsupplied  w**»  ^munition  and  amies  in  the 
heate  of  a  difficult  warr  with  the  Indians,  the  burthen  and 
charge  whereof  was  onely  undergon  by  the  remayning  planters, 
who  thus  forsaken  by  her  former  friends,  were  constrained  both 
to  fight  and  worke  for  their  lives  and  subsistance,  and  thereby 
preserved  the  Colony  from  desertion,  and  at  last  restored  her 
to  peace  and  plentie.  And  then  about  the  yeare  1633  the  Lord 
Baltimore  pretending,  though  not  truelie  that  the  greatest 
part  <»f  the  countrie  was  unplanted,  procureil  that  the  afore- 
said judgement  soe  longe  delayed  was  entered,  and  obtayned  a 
Patent  for  that  parte  now  called  Maryland  w*^**  hee  hath  since 
held  with  a  few  people  and  small  adventurers,  debarring  those 
to  whome  it  justlie  belonged, from  planting  it,  destroying  and 
ruynating  those  formerlie  seated  under  Virginia  at  the  lie  of 
Kent,  and  interdicting  traide  w*^  the  Indians  for  furrs,  dis- 
covered and  begun  by  them,  w*'**  since  by  that  meanes  is  enjoyed 
i)y  the  Sweeds  and  Dutch  and  doth  bring  them  in  yearely  manie 
thousand  pounds,  which  trade  mought  have  bin  solie  in  the  Eng- 
lish nations  hands,  had  not  the  Lord  of  Baltimore  interdicted 
it,  seased  all  vessells  and  displanted  theire  plantations:  w^*^ 
Sweeds  and  Dutch  doe  trade  for  great  quantities  of  gunns, 
powder,  and  shot  w'''  our  Indians,  to  the  totall  indangering 
this  (Colony  if  not  timely  prevented.  Such  a  grounde  worke 
had  the  Pattent  of  Maryland  upon  the  rightes  and  labors  of 
others  &  as  unreasonable  have  been  the  whole  proceedings  & 
management  of  theire  Colony  and  interests:  at  theire  first 
arrivall  surprizing  and  confiscating  many  vessells  w***  the  goods 
of  divers  that  they  found  trading  w"*  the  natives  under  the 
comissions  of  Virginia  &  professing  an  establishment  of  the 
Romish  relligion  onely,  they  suppressed  the  poore  protestants 
amongst  them,  and  carried  on  the  whole  frame  of  theire  gov- 
ernment in  the  Lord  Proprietors  name,  all  their  proceedings 
judicature,  tryalls  and  warrants  in  his  name, power  &  dignity 
and  from  him  onely;  not  the  least  mention  of  a  King  in  all 
their  government,  to  that  purrpose  forcidly  imposing  oathes 
of  fidelity  &  to  mainetaine  hisregall  jurisdictions  and  proroga- 
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tivcw  Sc  doiuinion,  to  protect  cheilly  the  Uouiuue  Catholiehe 
relipiiun  In  the  free  exercise  thereor;  and  all  done  by  yearelle 
luHtruetlons  froiu  him  out  o1  HagiiuHl,  as  ir  hoe  had  been  abeo- 
liite  l>rJnoe  and  King.  By  all  whidi  it  in  eaitily  evident  that 
the  pattent  of  Maryland  wan  jrrounded  onnoefcocxl  foundation, 
the  King  beeing  iniHinfonuetl,  when  In  noe  thlUK^  luore  deeply 
MDd  directlye  could  the  honour  anil  justice  of  his  throne  tie 
ivncemed  then  in  conferming  and  congeminK  the  interst  oF  wje 
Ijreat  a  conjuncture  of  nobles,  knight«  and  i^ntlemen,  iind 
iiitrruhantit  of  prfniest  ranck,  who  eoe  piously  atid  worthily 
adventured  theire  moneys  and  expended  theing  estates  and 
(laines,  whose  rights  and  intereBts  though  theire  Pattent  were 
fttlled  in  tor  the  time,  yett  had  received  the  most  solemi}  d«>- 
elaratioDS  of  assliurances  under  the  Broad  Seale  and  I'rivy  ■ 
Slgnette,  orders  of  Counsell,  letters  to  the  Colony  anil  by 
generall  proclamation  there,  here  and  In  England,  ttiat  it  were 
Impioas  to  thtncke  that  either  the  then  Kinge  or  Klngo  James, 
being  rlghtlie  informed,  would  ever  have  granted  such  a  pattent 
u  this  of  Maryland  is,  lieing  nere  two  tlitrd  parts  of  the  better 
territory  of  Virginia,  and  as  noe  way  consistent  w''  equity  and 
the  honor  and  publique  fuitli  of  the  kingdomu,  soe  was  no 
wnie  in  th<«  abfolute  dud  regall  powers  asshunied  and  ei:ecut«d 
by  lihu,  agreeable  to  the  late  Monarcliicall  Oovel-nment  or  the 
pfvsent  antlioritie  of  the  Commune- Wealth  of  Kngland,  and 
most  injurious  to  the  riglitK  and  interests  nt  the  noble  Adven- 
lurers  and  the  paineful  and  inditaticable  planters  who  had  sue 
longe  eonservHd  her  from  totall  mine. 

A  i^horte  and  successive  narration  of  the  mosle  of  the  afforc- 
naiil  puiilique  ussurances  followeR,  viz'. 

1.  First  by  an  ordar  of  the  Counsell  8  Octob.  IU23  (before  ihe 
Liiw  WarrantBl  brought  to  aruie  the  niindes  of  the  adventurers 
uiil  Planters  against  any  mistaken  feare  and  ap  [ire  liens  ion,  as 
if  their  estates  should  receive  prejudice. 

3.  And  whereas  tlie  Lonls  of  the  Counsell  were  informed  that 
the  intended  change  of  the  government  had  Itegntt  agenerall 
illseouragementamonsrthe  Adventurers.  notW'stanuintr  snndrie 
other  declarations  made  at  the  Boanl  viva  vooe,  ami  that  former 
nvt  at  Counwll,  their  Loi'i"  were  pleaseil  by  an  order  of  the  iO^ 
fh-tob.  Iflait  to  declare  atraine  that  there  was  no  other  Intention, 
but  itnely  and  meerelie  the  reforming  and  change  of  y*  pressent 
government  and  that  no  man  should  receive  any  prejudice 
but  have  his  estate  fullle  and  whollie  confermed.  and  if  in 
any  thlnge  it  were  found  defective,  better  to  be  secured. 
Which  orders  by  their  I^""  nMnmand  was  sent  over  and  pub- 
llnhed  in  Virginia  Hnd  theire  Oenerall  Assembly,  for  eucour- 
agenient  of  the  Plantera 
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1624.  3.  Kinge  Jaines  was  allso  pleased  to  expresse  the  same 
in  his  comlssion  to  sundry  of  his  owne  Privy  Counsel]  and 
other  Comissioners  for  the  time  being  for  the  affayres  of 
Virginia  15^^  July  1624  that  his  intention  was  to  alter  the 
Letters  Patents  as  to  the  forme  of  government,  but  w'*'  preser- 
vation of  the  interests  of  every  Adventurer  and  Planter. 

1G24.  4.  And  the  like  declaration  of  the  Kings  intention 
was  expressed  in  the  comlssion  under  the  Broad  Seale  then 
sent  to  8^  Francis  Wyatt  and  the  Counsel!  then  appoynted  by 
his  Ma^*"  to  governe  and  direct  the  affaires  and  people  in  Vir- 
ginia; and  the  like  hath  bin  inserted  in  all  King  Charles 
couiissions  that  have  bin  given  to  all  the  Governors  of  Vir- 
ginia  that  have  been  since  that  time  to  this  present.  Neither 
was  there  anv  alteration  of  the  orders  and  instructions  formerly 
given  by  the  Com  puny  for  the  government  of  the  Colony  but 
rather  a  confermation  and  approbation  of  them,  that  they 
stand  in  force  to  this  dale;  soe  that  in  no  point  were  they  ever 
taxed  for  misgovernmeut. 

1625.  5.  Alsoe  then  King  Charles  by  his  Proclamation  13"* 
May  anno  1^  declared  that  his  alme  was  onely  to  reduce  the 
government  into  such  a  right  course  as  might  best  agree  w^ 
the  forme  held  in  the  rest  of  his  monarchy,  and  not  intended 
to  impeach  the  interest  of  any  Adventurer  or  Planter. 

1625.  6.  The  Lords  of  the  Counsell  by  their  lett**r8  dated 
Octob.  24''*  1625,  signify  that  the  Kings  pleasure  was  to  perserve 
every  mans  perticuler  right  and  the  Planters  to  enjoye  theire 
former  priviledges,  w**»  addition  of  other  requisite  immunities, 
encouraging  also  the  Plaiit-ers  to  discoveryes  by  sea  and  land 
and  to  i>erfect  the  trade  of  furrs.  Which  letter  according  to 
their  Lopp"  comand  therein  expressed,  was  published  in  V^ir- 
ginia  for  their  encouragment. 

1628.  7.  The  King  also  for  the  encouragement  of  the  Planters 
by  his  royal  letters  12**  Septemb.  1628  was  pleased  to  promise 
thereby  to  renew  and  conferme  unto  the  Colony,  under  the 
C/reat  Seale  of  England,  theire  lands  and  priviledges  formerly 
granted  them. 

16:J4.  8.  And  when  the  General!  Assembly  consisting  of  the 
(Tovernor,  Counsell  and  Burgesses  of  the  whole  Colony  com- 
l)Iained  to  the  Lords  of  the  Counsell  of  the  interruption  of  theire 
trade  by  the  Lord  Baltimore's  Deputyes,  their  Lordshi[>es  were 
pleased  by  theire  letters  of  the  22*''  July  1634,  to  signifie  that 
he  Plantation  of  Viginia  should  enjoy  theire  estates  and  trades 
with  the  same  freedomes  &  priviledges  a  they  did  before  there- 
calling  of  their  pattent. 

By  all  which  it  appear  that  howsoever  the  government  could 
not  !)e  reduced    from    that   ])opular  forme   of  the  Company  in 
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England  but  by revocution of  the  Patentitoelfe;  yett  in  respect 
of  both  the  Kings  declsrationB  luid  tlie  Lordx  order,  the  Ad- 
venturers &  Planters  uf  VirginiH,  ax  to  theire  rights  nnd 
[iriviled^^  according  to  the  rule  of  equitLe,  remaine  in  the 
same  condition  aa  it  noe  xui^h  judgment  had  bin  given. 

Obj :  Bat  they  often  aiiswere  hereuiuto  tu  this  effect,  thoui;ii 
not  true ly  neither :— That  the  Lord  Baltimore  Patent  tiikcH 
Id  noe  part  that  the  Virginians  had  then  planted,  and  Hoe  the 
interest  of  all  men  is  preserve<i,  und  that  Maryland  is  noe  other 
than  as  a  pertlculerplantation,  as  tlie  Couipauyused  to  grant 
to  divers  Adventurers  and  Plantars,  and  that  the  Kinge  might 
doe  as  much  as  the  Company  while  they  stood. 

And' 1.  Wee  repHe  that  the  Adventurers  and  Plant«rs  were 
eaconraged  to  expend  their  estate))  in  Moe  vast  a  proportion 
and  to  hazard  theire  lives  in  all  extreuiityes,  allwayes  accom- 
panying new  beginnings,  In  hope  that  theire  Bhares  upon  y' 
division  of  the  landx  Ibeing  300  inileH  along  the  seasliore  and 
into  the  land  from  sea  to  seal  would  recoinpence  tlioiu  and 
theire  heires.  Thix  interest  by  this  Patent  of  the  Lord  of 
Baltiniores,  comprehending  two  degrees  w**"  is  six  score  miles 
is  wholly  takxn  from  them,  imd  scarce  is  their  any  roume  for 
any  Adventurers  to  take' up  any  land  due  unto  them, 

2*'  All  adventurers  of  the  Company  were  Tenants  in  .'oin- 
luou  to  all  the  land  which  was  not  aetuliy  devided  and  wtt 
out,  and  theire  claime  cannot  justly  be  wipt  out  thus:  and 
yett  theire  interests  sayed  to  be  reserved. 

3"'  Thut  tlie  Lord  of  Baltimore  might  have  as  large  a  propor- 
tion of  laud  as  ever  was  trranted  to  anv  iiy  the  Company:  but 
wee  thincke  agreeing  to  reason  that  hee  should  people  it,  and 
either  showe  his  right  to  it  by  the  adventure  of  people  sent 
over  to  plant  it;  w*  was  by  the  Company  appoynted  to  bee  SO 
acres  to  evrie  person  transported  thither,  or  elx  to  have  soe 
manie  shares  of  land  as  hee  can  slinwe  right  to.  by  the  ad- 
venture of  money  in  the  old  stocke.  Otherwise  how  un- 
reasonable  is  it  he  should  possesx  two  third  partes  of  tlie 
Bay  of  Virginia,  w*'  male  truely  be  sayd  to  be  as  bin  iik  the 
Kingdome  of  England  &  Scotland  and  yet  now  in  seventeen 
yeareB,  have  not  nioreiuen  there,  except  such  as  have  gone  from 
Virginia,  then  can  or  doe  plant  tliree  or  lower  hundred  aeres, 
and  those  rheifly  imploye<l  in  tobacco,  and  the  great  name  qf 
Maryland  is  in  effect  mode  but  a  ru<-torle  for  trade,  a  nursery 
of  Jesuites,  and  a  harre  to  keepe  off  other  planters  from  the 
best  and  teroperatest  partes  of  the  conntrey,  w''  being  further 
remote  from  the  Bea,  and  more  northward,  are  thought  some 
what  healthfnller  tlmn  the  lower  parts  of  Virginia, 
»— Vol-  V. 
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4ihiy  ^yee  say  that  after  wee  hail  discovered  &  brought  the 
liiiliiins  of  those  partes  of  Maryland  to  a  trade  of  eorne  and 
bever,  by  vertue  of  the  Kin^  instrnctions  under  the  Broad 
Seale  w">  expence  of  our  bloud  and  estat^^,  and  exercised  an- 
nual I  entercourse  w'**  them  above  eight  and  twentie  yeares, 
how  can  it  be  said  that  our  interests  are  preserveti,  when  wee 
are  interdicted  the  trade,  our  vessells  &  goods  seized,  our 
persons  imprisoned  and  men  slaine,  and  the  whole  trade  as- 
sumed only  to  the  Lord  Baltimores  use. 

5'>  Wee  clearely  claime  right  by  possession,  having  planted 
the  Isle  of  Kent  almost  three  yeares  before  ever  the  name  Mary- 
land was  heard  of,  &  Burgesses  for  that  place  setting  in  the 
Assemblyes  of  Virginia;  whereby  it  is  evident  that  the  Lord  of 
Baltimores  suggestion  to  the  King  that  those  parts  were  uncul- 
tivated and  unplanted,  unlesse  by  barbarous  people  not  having 
knowledge  of  God,  was  a  misinformation,  and  by  it  that  patent 
appeares  illegally  gotten.  And  if  the  Lord  of  Baltimore  takes 
awaie  those  lands  (who  have  also  purchased  the  interest  of  the 
natives,  a  right  not  inconsiderable)  and  seize  theire  goods,  and 
that  in  an  hostile  manner,  as  hee  hath  done.  How  can  it  be 
said  those  mens  rights  and  interests  are  preserved  they  being 
the  first  discoverers  of  that  Hand  by  vertue  of  the  Kings  C6m- 
ission  and  planted  there  under  the  government  of  Virginia, 
oa  the  confidence  they  apprehended  from  the  former  asshur- 
ances,  and  their  begann  in' great  parte  the  trade  of  furres,  w^^ 
is  now  usurped  by  the  Dutch  &  Swedes,  the  Lord  Baltimore 
not  Ix'eing  able  to  manage  it  himselfe. 

How  unjust  an  intrusion  then  will  the  Lord  of  Baltimores 
patent  appeare,  w*''*  over  throwes  the  interest  of  soe  many 
noblemen,  gentlemen,  and  poo  re  planters(for  the  Company  of 
Virginia  were  of  a  nature  diversified  from  other  companyes), 
w^  if  it  had  not  l)een  founded  on  soe  good  grounds,  yett  theire 
zeale  and  pious  indeavors  to  propagate  the  true  Christian  re- 
lligion,  to  enlarge  the  English  Dominions  and  to  encrease  the 
trade  and  strength  of  shipping  and  considerably  the  customes, 
doth  deserve  justice  w^''  addition  of  a  reward  for  soe  hon"*  and 
good  intentions. 
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RepnteidatioH  of  New  Nelhtriaiul,  iiHTegnnln  Hh  jMcatioti,  Pro- 
dueliveness  nud  J'uvr  Conditiuii. 
Among  all  the  en terp rising  iieupie  in  ttiu  world,  wlio  ijieArcli 
for  foreign  countries,  nHvignble  wHtura  Hud  tT«de,  tbonu  who 
bear  the  n&uie  of  KetberliuiUerH  will  very  eiisily  be  nble  to  bold 
tlieir  ranic  among  the  TureiuoHt,  um  in  xullifiently  linuwii  to  nil 
thow  who  have  iu  any  witM.-  Kniuteil  the  thrvKholtl  of  hii<tory. 
It  will,  in  like  uiHDner,  be  iiliio  conQrme<l  by  uur  folluwing 
Relntion,  tor  fu  the  yt*r  of  CbriHt  IWH,  wtu*  the  Country,  of 
which  we  now  proiiOM!  to  epeuk,  ttrHt  foiiii<l  iinil  tlistiovered  ut 
the  exiMmse  of  the  Genernl  Bust  India  Cuiu|)iuiy— though 
directtag  tlieir  hiui  mid  design  el-<ewbere— by  the  fhip  de  Haloe 
Matte,  whereof  Henry  Hudiioii  wus  master  and  factor.  It  was 
afterwards  named  New  Netlieriand  by  our  people,  and  tliat 
Tery  justly,  for  It  was  Ariit  diwuvered,  itnil  taken  poE-setiHion 
of.  by  Netherlanders  and  at  their  expen^e,  ho  that  even  at 
the  present  day,  the  nativ«N  of  the  country  (who  are  so 
old  an  to  remember  the  event)  testify,  that  on  seeing  the 
Dateh  ships  on  their  first  ct>tiiitig  heix-,  they  knew  not  wliat  to 
make  o(  them,  and  could  not  comprehend,  whetht>r  Ihcv  fame 
down  from  Heaven  or  whether  they  were  Devlin.  Mouie  among 
them,  on  its  Brat  approach,  even  Imagined  it  to  be  a  finh,  or 
Mime  sea  monster  bo  that  a  strange  riiuior  concerning  it  flew 
throughout  the  whole  country.  Wi!  have  heanl  the  IndianM 
alMo  frequently  say,  that  they  knew  of  no  other  world  or 
|>eople  previouH  to  the  arrival  uf  the  Netherlanders  here.  For 
those  reasons,  therefore,  and  on  account  of  the  similarity  of 
Climate,  Situation  and  fertilitv,  this  place  is  rightly  callM 
Nkw  NKTHtCKLAiTD.  It  iH  sttuaie  along  the  North  Coact  of 
North  America,  in  latitude  of  SH,  3a,  40.  41,  42  degrees,  Ihere- 
aboats.  It  is  bounded  on  the  North  East  fide  by  New  Rnghuicl, 
on  the  Soutli  West  by  Virginia ;  the  coast  trendM  mostly  South 
WeHt  and  North  East,  and  is  wuHlicd  by  the  Ooean;  on  the 
Sorih  runs  the  river  of  Cana<la,  a  great  way  off  in  the  interior ; 
tbe  North  West  side  is  partly  still  unknown. 

The  land  Itself  Is  fertile,  and  capable  of  being  entirely  culti- 
TMed  by  an  abundance  of  ixHiple,  were  it  judieioui'ly  divided 
'xwrrllng  to  clrcumstanreii.  Tbe  climate  here  is  pleaHant,  and 
■"Ore  temperate  than  in  Nethirhnid.  The  winds  nre  changeable 
wfl  blow  from  all  points,  buf  generally  from  the  Mouth  west 
"n-l  North  west:  The  siinnner  furnishes  the  (Irst  of  these,  the 
*luterthe  Utter,  which  sometimes  blows  sharply,  but  it  is. 
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nevertheless,  the  preservation  of  the  country,  in  regard  to  the 
public  health;  for,  being  very  bracing  and  pure,  it  drives  all 
damps  and  superfluous  moisture  very  far  from  the  land,  or 
exhausts  itself.  The  Coast  is  generally  clean  and  sandy;  The 
Foreland  doubles  or  is  broken  into  Islands.  To  the  east  of 
the  North  River  lies  Long  Ii^land,  about  40  If'.agues  in  length, 
forming  a  fine  wide  river  which  opens  into  the  Ocean  at  each 
extremity  and  affords  a  very  convenient  passage  inside,  along 
the  shores,  without  mucli  risk  from  the  8ea,  on  account  of  the 
great  abundance  of  safe  bays  and  other  anchorage  grounds;  so 
that  vessels  can  securly  sail  through  it;  both  Eastward  and 
Westward,  even  in  winter.  There  are  several  inlets  along  the 
south  coast,  before  reaching  the  South  River,  but  they  are 
mostly  muddy  and  sandy  nevertlieless,  with  proper  experience, 
they  could  be  made  use  of.  Inside  these  again,  are  large  bays 
and  valleys,  but  the  bays  are  for  the  most  part  shallow.  On 
the  Sea  side  the  land  is  commonly  sandy  or  compact  (singel- 
achtich),  not  very  high,  yet  tolerably  fertile,  so  that  it  is  for 
the  most  part  covered  with  handsome  trees. 

The  country  generally  is  in  many  places  hilly,  with  some 
high  Mountains,  likewise  many  very  fine  Flats  and  Maize  lands 
together  with  extensive  Valleys,  some  of  which  are  salt,  others 
again  are  fresh;  all  very  good  Meadows.  With  the  exception 
of  the  Mazie  lands,  flats  and  valleys,  which  have  few  or  nu 
trees  and  could  with  little  labor  be  converted  into  good  tillage 
land,  the  soil  is  commonly  covered  with  all  sorts  of  timber 
standing,  however,  without  order  as  in  other  wildernesses 

The  seasons  here  are  about  the  same  as  in  Netherland,  but 
the  summer  is  warmer  and  begins  more  suddenly ;  the  winter 
is  cold,  and  far  in  the  interior,  or  towards  the  most  northern 
part,  colder  than  in  Netherland;  'tis  likewise  subject  to  a 
great  deal  of  Snow  which  also  remains  a  long  time,  far  in  the 
interior  however,  fully  3,  4  and  5  months  on  the  ground ;  but 
near  the  Sea  coast  it  is  quickly  dissolved  by  the  Southerly 
wind;  moreover,  Thunder,  Lightning,  Rain,  heavy  showers. 
Hail,  Snow,  Rime,  Dew,  Frost,  and  such  like  are  the  same 
here  as  in  Netherland.  except  that  in  summer  'tis  subject  to 
more  sudden  tornadoes. 

The  soil  is  flt  and  adapted  to  the  bearing  of  all  kinds  both 
of  Winter  and  Summer  crops,  and  that  with  less  labor  and 
tilling  than  in  Netherland.  It  produces  several  kinds  of 
timber,  suitable  for  the  construction  of  houses  and  ships,  be 
they  large  or  small,  consisting  of  various  sorts  of  oak,  to  wit:— 
Post  oak,  smooth  white  bark,  rough  white  bark,  grey  bark, 
bla<'k  bark  and  still  another  sort,  which,  by  reason  of  its  soft- 
ness, is  called  butter  oak;  (5)  but  it  is  the  poorest  of  all,  and 
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not  very  valuable.  The  othern,  if  cultivateil  uh  iu  Netherlanil, 
wonid  be  a§  good  att  any  Flemlxh  or  Brabant  oaks;  various 
fortB  of  Nut  timber,  such  a«  oil  nut,  large  and  Hiuall;  hick- 
ory, also  lar{j(t>  and  small.  This  timber  is  very  abundant  here, 
and  much  used  as  firewood,  for  whii-h  it  is  also  right  well 
adapted ;  Chestnuts,  as  In  Netheriand,  but  tliey  grow  wild  with- 
out re^larity ;  three  sorts  ol  Beechec ,  such  as  the  water  beech, 
common  beech  and  hedge  beech,  ax-bandle  wood,  two  sorts  of 
canoe  wood,  ash,  birch,  plue,  lathwood,  /mfier^*  or  wild  cedar, 
linden,  alder,  willow,  thorn,  elder,  with  divers  other  species 
adapted  to  uiany  purposes,  but  the  namt«  thereof  are  unknown 
to  us;  we  will  gladly  submit  tbeui  to  carpenters  for  further 
examinations. 

The  frul^  which  the  country  naturally  produces  consist 
chiefly  of  acorns,  some  of  them  very  sweet,  nuts  of  various 
sorts,  chestnuts,  beechnuts,  but  not  many,  mulberrys,  plums, 
medlars,  wild  cherries  and  black-currants,  i^osebfrries,  abun- 
dance of  hacel  nuts,  small  apples,  a  great  abundance  of  straw- 
tierries  throughout  the  entire  country  with  considerable  other 
fruits  and  roots,  of  which  the  Indians  make  use.  There  are 
also  quantities  of  bill-berries  or  blue  berries  together  with 
ground  nuts  and  artichokes.  Almost  the  whole  country,  us 
well  the  forests  as  the  maize  lands  and  flats,  is  full  of  vines, 
liut  principally— as  it  they  had  \teen  planted  there— around 
HHil  along  tbe  banks  of  the  brooks,  streams  and  riverx  which 
course  and  flow  in  abundance  very  couvenipntly  and  agreeably 
all  through  the  land.  The  grapes  are  of  many  varieties;  some 
white,  eoiue  blue,  some  very  tleshy  and  flt  only  to  make  raisins 
uf;  some  again  are  Juicy,  s<ime  vi;ry  large,  others  on  the  con- 
trary small ;  their  juice  is  pleasant  and  some  of  It  white,  like 
French  or  Khenish  Wine;  that  of  others,  again,  a  very  deep 
r«*l,  like  Tent;  some  even  paler;  the  vines  run  far  up  the 
treeeand  are  shaded  by  their  leaves,  so  that  the  grapes  are  slow 
in  ripening  and  u  little  sour,  but  were  cultivation  and  know- 
Iftlge  applle<l  here,  doubtless  as  fine  Wines  would  then  be 
■uiule  as  in  any  other  wine  growing  countries.  As  for  the  rest, 
I'll  fruits  which  will  gi-tiw  in  Netherland  will  also  thrive  in 
Sew  Netherland,  without  re(|uiring  as  much  care  as  must  be 
Bivpn  to  the  former.  All  garden  fruits  succeed  likewise  very 
•*ll  Ihere,  but  are  drier,  sweeter  and  better  flavored  than  in 
^*theriand.  As  a  prool  of  thin,  we  may. properly  instance 
"oelons  and  citrons  or  watermelons,  which  readily  grow,  in 
^'cw  Netherland,  In  the  fields,  If  the  briars  and  wee<ls  l>e  only 
''Bpttrom  them,  whereas  in  Netherland  they  require  particular 
attention  iu  gardens,  either  from  amateurs  or  those  who  raise 
them  for  profit,  and  yet  are  not  near  as  perfect  nor  ax  palatable 
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as  they  usually  are  in  New  Netherland.  All  kinds  of  puu 
kins,  or  such  like,  p^row  there  much  drier,  sweeter,  more  d< 
eious,  and  of  better  flavor,  which  is  caused  by  the  tempera 
ness  and  pleasantness  of  the  climate. 

The  domestic  cattle  are  (6)  here  in  size  and  other  raspects  ab< 
the  same  as  in  Netherland,  but  the  English  cows  and  sw 
thrive  and  feed  best;  yea,  appear  to  be  better  suited  to  t 
country  than  those  from  Holland;  they  require  also  1 
trouble,  expense  and  attention,  for  it  is  not  necessary  to  Ic 
so  much  after  the  inferior  stock,  such  as  swine  in  winter;  k 
if  done  in  some  sort,  whenever  there  is  deep  snow,  'twill 
so  much  the  better.  Milch  cows,  also,  are  much  less  trou 
than  in  Holland,  for,  most  of  the  time,  or  when  necessity  ' 
mands,  a  little  hay  is  only  occasionally  thrown  to  them. 

The  wild  animals  here  consist  principally  of  lions,  but  tl 
are  few;  bears,  of  which  there  are  many;  elks;  a  g^reat  numi 
of  deer,  some  of  which  are  entirely  white  and  others  who 
black,  but  the  latter  are  very  rare.  The  Indians  say  that  1 
white  deer  have  a  f^reat  retinue  of  other  deer,  by  which  tl 
are  highly  esteemed,  beloved  and  honored,  and  that  it  is  qu 
the  contrary  with  regard  to  those  that  are  black. 

There  are,  besides,  divers  other  large  animals  in  the  inter 
but  they  are  unknown  to  Christians ;  also,  wolves, but  dangerc 
only  to  small  cattle;  likewise  beavers,  otters,  fishers,  ca 
mounts,  foxes,  raccoons,  minks,  hares,  musk  rats  about 
large  as  cats,  martens  and  squirrels,  some  of  which  can  e\ 
fly;  there  are,  besides,  woodchucks  and  divers  other  sm 
animals,  but  for  the  most  part,  as  we  are  informed,  unkno' 
to  the  Christians. 

The  country  is  in  no  wise  deprived  of  its  sliare  of  birds,  ] 
there  are  found  great  numbers  of  birds  of  prey,  such  as:  t 
varieties  of  Eagles,  Bome  they  name  white  heads,  which  ha 
a  white  head,  white  tail  and  and  white  striking  feathers:  t 
others  are  the  common.  Also,  Hawks,  Sakers, Sparrowhawl 
Duck-hawks  (steencrytei'S),  Chicken-hawks  and  various  uth 
sorts,  all  birds  of  prey,  and  capable  of  being  trained  and  ue 
for  falconry,  though  some  of  them  differ  somewhat  in  sha 
from  those  in  Netherland.  Here  is,also,  a  bird  of  a  whit^  col 
with  a  head  like  a  cat's,  and  body  like  a  big  owl.  We  kn< 
no  name  for  it  in  Dutch.  In  France  they  call  it  Grand  dv 
and  it  is  held  in  high  estimation.  The  other  land  birds  cons 
mostly  of  Turkeys,  the  same  as  in  Netherland,  but  wild,  ai 
best  and  plentiest  in  winter;  also  various  sorts  of  partridge 
some  smaller,  some  larger,  than  in  Netherland;  Plover,  wo 
and  water  Snipe,  Pheasants,  Heath-hens,  also  Cranes,  Heroi 
Bitterns,    multitudes    of    Pigeons    closely    resembling    wo< 
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pigeODa,but  a  little siaaller;  likewise, Quails, Merlin!<.TIiriiKheti, 
Sandplpern.  but  differing  in  some  reaiiepts  from  the  Dutch 
Bpeciex.  There  are  also  other  stuall  birds,  some  of  which  sitig, 
but  the  nuiueD  of  moat  of  them  are  unknown  to  us,  and  would 
also  take  too  long  to  eiiuiuerute. 

DifTerent  sorts  of  water  fowl  likewise  are  found  there,  which 
are  all  very  (rood  and  flt  to  eut;  such  us  ^wuns,  similar  to  those 
iu  Netherluiid,  and  fully  us  lar^;  three  species  of  Geese,  to 
wit,  (frey  Keese,  which  are  the  lartjest  and  best;  (7)  Brant  geese, 
and  White  heads;  Ducks  of  various  Gorts;  Widiteons,  Dlvert<, 
CootH,  iSpoonbilU,  and  several  other  kindx,  but  not  so  numeouh 
as  the  foregoing. 

The  River  Fish  here  is  almost  the  sauie  iu<  in  Netherland, 
and  coneiete  of  Salmon,  Sturgeon,  Stripedbaes,  Drum-fish, 
Shad,  Carp,  Perch,  Pike,  Trout,  Roach,  Bull-heads,  Suckers, 
Sun-flsh,  Eels,  Nine-eyes  or  lampreys,  but  much  more  iibund- 
ant  and  larger  than  in  *NetherlaDd  ;  there  are  various  other 
aperies  of  flsh,  of  which  we  know  uot  thx  names. 

In  the  salt  water  are  found  cod-fish,  shell-flsh,  weak-flsh,  her- 
ring, mackerel,  thorn  backs,  rtouniiers,  plaice,  sheepB-hea<lNi^ee»- 
brasenui,  black-fish,  stiarkH  {zeehondtn).  lamyiis,  and  divers 
others,  totruther  with  lobsteri^,  crabs,  concks,  froiu  which  the 
Indians  make  white  and  block  wuinpum.  abundance  of  oysters 
and  muscles,  with  many  other  similar  sorts  of  shell  Hsli  re- 
eemblini;  each  other,  with  the  names  of  which  we  are  iiot  ac- 
qoaiut^d.     There  are,  also  both  sea  and  land  ti>rloiHe8. 

The  venom<ius  reptiles  found  there,  consist  chiefly  of  adders 
And  lizards,  but  they  do  little  or  no  harm;  there  are  various  sorts 
of  snakes,  but  not  dangerous;  if  they  possibly  can,  they  retreat 
before  people  (else  they  are  usually  killed)  encept  the  rattle- 
snake which  bus  a  rattle  on  the  tail,  wherewith  it  makes  a 
very  loud  noise  whenever  it  is  angry,  or  intends  to  bite;  it 
grows  a  joint  longerevery  year.  This  snake  is  very  malignant 
Knd  not  inclined  to  retreat  before  a  man  or  any  other  creature 
Whoever  is  bit  by  one  runs  great  risk  of  his  life,  if  not  imme- 
iliately  attended  to;  but  the  beat  of  it  is,  they  are  not  numer- 
oas;  and  the  true  Serptntaria  grows  spontaneously  here,  which 
i»  very  highly  prized  by  the  Indians,  as  l>eiug  an  unfailing 
pure. 

The  Medicinal  plants  liisnovered  up  to  the  present  time  in  New 
Netherland,  after  a  little  search,  are,  principally,  a.°  far  as  they 
have  come  to  our  knowledge,  Capelli  veneris  (Maidenhair), 
H'^iolnpendria  (Hounds  tongue),  Angelica  (Belly-ache  root), 
Polypodinm  (Pern),  Verbascum  album  (white  Mullein)  Cal<xfi» 
XMTdntiii  Pfl  3f«rfe  (Moccasin  planti,  Atriplex  horteH»is  vel 
narina  (garden  or  marine  Orachi,    ChoiHum  turtites  ituwer 
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Mustard),  CalaintC6  aromaticus  (Sweet  Hag),  Sassafrax  (Sjissa- 
fras),  Rhus  virginiarum  (Sumach),  Ranunculus  (Crowfoot), 
Plantago  (Plantain).  Bursa  pastori^  (Shepherd's  purse),  Malva 
(Mallow),  Origanum  (Marjoram),  Geranium  (Crane's  bill), 
Althea  (Marsh  mallows),  Cineroton  pseudodavhne^^pice  bush), 
Viola  (Violet),  Irias  (Blue  Has:),  Indigo  sylvestris  (wild  In- 
digo),  Slgillum  salomonis(8o\oiQon*s  seal).  Sanguis  draconium 
(Dragons  blood),  Consolida  (ComfrejO*  Millefolium  (Milfoil), 
several  special  of  Fern,  various  wild  lilies.  Agrimony  (wild 
Leek),  Cai^duus  ^enadtYt^  (Blessed  Thistle),  Serpentaria  (Snake- 
root),  Indian  figs,  which  grow  on  the  leaves.  Tarragon  (Worm- 
wood), and  numerous  other  plants  and  flowers:  but  as  we  are 
not  skilled  in  those  things,  we  cannot  say  much  about  them. 
Nevertheless  we  doubt  not  but  amateurs  would  be  able  to  find 
there  divers  simples  of  great  and  varied  virtues  in  which  we 
have  confidence, principally  because  the  Indians  can  cure  very 
severe  and  dangerous  wounds  and  sores  by  roots,  leaves  and 
other  trifles. 

It  is  certain  that  the  Indigo  Sylvestris  grows  spontaneously 
here  without  any  human  aid  or  cultivation.  Without  doubt 
were  there  people  and  were  attentiop  turned  to  it,  it  could  be 
easily  raised ;  at  least  the  other  species  would  grow  very  well 
here,  and  yield  a  good  profit.  We  have  seen  proof  of  this  in 
the  Colonie  of  Rensselaerswyck,  but  it  was  sown  entirely  too 
late  and  upon  a  barren  rock  where  there  was  little  earth; 
though  it  came  well  up,  but  in  consequence  of  the  drought 
turned  all  yellow, withered  and  was  neglected.  Notwithstand- 
ing, it  is  evident  that,  were  it  well  managed,  it  could  perfectly 
succeed.  Planting  of  madder  would  also  undoubtedly  thrive 
well,  even  better  than  in  Zealand,  in  regard  of  the  lands  and 
other  circumstances. 

Various  minerals  have  also  been  discovered  here,  both  acci- 
dentally and  by  trifling  search ;  some  experiments  have  been 
made  on  these,  according  to  the  limited  means  of  this  country, 
and  they  have  been  found  good.  Attempts  have  been  made 
several  times  to  send  specimens  of  them  to  Fatherland ;  oni*.e 
by  Arent  van  Corenss,  by  way  of  New  Haven  and  England; 
but  the  ship  foundered,  and  no  tidings  of  it  were  ever  received. 
Director  William  Kieft  again  had  several  specimens  afterwards 
with  him  in  the  ship  the  Princess,  but  they  were,  also,  lost 
with  him.  The  mountains  and  mines,  however,  remain,  and 
can  easily  be  found  again  whenever  there  is  any  disposition 
to  incur  the  trouble  and  expense. 

They  have  already  progressed  so  far  in  New  England  that 
they  cast  iron  pots,  cannon,  shot  and  similar  articles  from  the 
mineral  they  have  there;  and  we  believe  that  here  it  only  re- 
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q)ifr«8  A  coiuiuencpuient,  (ur  we  have,  luiii  there  are  found  in 
New  Netherland  two  sorts  of  iU(U-cai<ite,  white  and  yellow; 
niiUM  of  qulekBJlver,  of  gold,  Hilver,  copiier,  iron,  black  lead 
Hud  hard  coal,  and  tbere  in  little  doubt  but  tin  and  lead  are, 
also,  to  be  found  there;  but  who  will  look  for  them,  or  who 
'will  make  any  use  of  theui,  av  l<ini;  aa  there  is  not  a  larger 
number  of  people. 

Fuller's  earth  ix,  aUo,  found  here  in  abundance;  likewise 
bole,  and  white,  red,  yellow,  blue,  gray  and  black  clay,  whieh 
is  very  solid  and  greasy,  and  would  be  suitable  for  many  pur- 
poses, together  with  earth  for  lirick  and  tiles.  Here  are  also 
mountain  crystal,  glass  like  that  in  MuKL-ovy,  great  abundance 
of  green  serpentin'',  grey  hearthstone,  Hlate,  brown  grind  stone, 
flint,  pebbles,  paving  stones,  lartce  quAntitien  of  every  sort  of 
quarry  stone  suitable  for  the  manufactory  of  millstones  and  for 
thecoustructionof  allsortxof  buildings.  Here  also  are  plume- 
alum  and  divers  other  mordants,  which  might  be  applirahte 
to  the  service  of  wan.  There  are  also  various  descriptions  of 
d fee  here,  bat  the  Christians  are  not  experienced  iu  them, 
though  they  are  seen  daily  on  the  Indians  who  are  conversant 
iFitht  and  also  make  use  of  them,  to  paint  themselves  of  <livers 
colors.  Were  it  not  for  lack  of  explorers,  they  could  be  easily 
discovered  and  einployeil. 


Qftiie  Americau-H,  or  Natives;  their  Appeai-nunf,  ncpiipntion  arid 
Food. 
The  natives  are  generally  well  limbed,  slender  around  the 
waist,  broad  shouldered;  all  having  black  hair  ami  brown 
eye-s;  they  are  very  nimble  and  swift  of  pace,  well  adapted  to 
travel  on  foot  and  to  carry  heavy  burdens;  they  are  dirty  and 
slovenly  in  all  their  habits;  make  light  of  all  sorts  of  hardships, 
being  by  nature  and  from  youth  upward  accustomed  thereunto. 
They  resemble  Brazilians  in  color,  or  are  as  tawny  as  those 
people  who  sometimes  r:tmble  through  Netberlami  and  are 
rnlied  (gipsies.  Cfenerally,  thenieu  have  very  littteor  no  beard, 
M>nie  even  pluck  it  out;  the.v  use  very  few  words,  which  they 
previously  weii  consider.  Naturally  tbey  are  quite  modest, 
without  guile,  and  inexperienced,  but  in  their  way  haughty 
enough,  ready  and  quick  witted  to  comprehend  or  lenni,  be  it 
good  or  bad,  whatever  they  are  most  inclinetl  to.  As  soldiers 
tbey  are  far  from  being  honorable,  but  perfidious  and  accom- 
plish all  their  designs  by  treachery ;  they  also  use  many  strata- 
gems to  deceive  their  enemies  and  execute  by  night  almost  all 
their  plans  that  are  in  any  way  haKardous.  The  thirst  for  re- 
venge seems  innate  in  theiu;  they  are  very  pertinacious  In  self 
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defence,  when  they  cannot  escape;  which,  under  other  circum- 
stances, they  like  to  do;  and  they  make  little  of  death,  when 
it  is  inevitable,  and  despise  all  tortures  that  can  be  inflicted 
on   them  at   the  stake,    exhibiting  no  faintheartedness,    but 
generally  singing  until    they  are  dead.     They  also  know  right 
well   how   to  cure  wounds  and   hurts,  or    inveterate  sores  and 
injuries,    by   means   of  herbs  and    roots   indigenous    to   the 
country,  and  which  are  known  to  them.     The  clothing  as  well 
of  men  as  of  women  consists  of  a  piece  of  duffels,  or  of  deer- 
skin leather  or  elk  hide  around  the  body,  to  cover  their  naked- 
ness.    Some   have  a  bearskin  of  which  they  make  doublets; 
others  again,  coats  of  the  skins  of  raccoons,  wild  cats,  wolves, 
dogs,  fishers,    squirrels,  beavers  and  the  like;   and  the}'  even 
have  made  themselves  some  of  turkey's  feathers:   now  they 
make  use  for  the  most  part  of  duffels  cloth  which  they  obtain 
in   trade  from  the  Christians;  they  make  their  stockings  and 
shoes  of  deerskins  or  elk  hides,  some  even  have  shoes  of  corn 
husks  whereof  they  also  make  sacks.     Their  money  consists  of 
white  and  black  Wampum  which  they  themselves  manufacture; 
their  measure  and  value  is  the  hand  or  fathom,  and   if  it   be 
corn   that  is  to  be  measured,  'tis  done  by  the  denotas  which 
are  bags  of  their  own   making.     Their  ornaments  consist  of 
scoring  their  bodies,  or  painting  them  of  various  colors,  some- 
times entirely  black,  they  are  in  mourning;  but  mostly  the 
face.     They  twine  both  white  and  black  wampum  around  their 
heads;  formerly  they  were  not  wont  to  cover  these,  but  now 
they  are  beginning  to  wear  bonnets  or  caps,  which  they  pur- 
chase from   the  Christians:  they  wear  Wampum  in  the  ears 
around  the  neck  and  around  the  waist,  and  thus  in  their  way 
are  mighty  fine.    They  have  also  long  deers-hair  which  is  <fyed 
red,    whereof  they  make  ringlets  to   encircle  the  head;  and 
other  fine   hair  of  the  same   color,  which  hangs, around  the 
necK    in   braids,  whereof  they  are  very  vain.     They  frequently 
smear  their  skin  and  hair  with  all  sorts  of  grease.    Almost  all 
of  them  can  swim;  they  themselves  construct  the  boats  they 
use,  which   are  of  two  sorts;  some,  of  entire  trees  excavated 
with   Are,  axes  and  adzes;  the  Christians  call  these  Canoes; 
others,  again,  called  also  canoes,  are  made  of  bark,  and  in  these 
they  can  move  very  rapidly. 

Traces,  and  nothing  more,  of  the  institution  of  marriage  can 
be  perceived  among  them.  The  man  and  woman  unite  together 
without  any  special  ceremony,  except  that  the  former,  by 
agreement  previously  made  with  the  latter,  presents  her  with 
some  wampum  or  cloth,  which  he  frequently  takes  back  on 
separating,  if  this  occur  any  ways  soon.  Both  men  and  women 
are  excessively  unchaste  and  lascivious,  without  the  least  par- 
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tide  of  shame;  and'  that  in  the  reason  that  the  men  bo  fre- 
<iut>ntly  chance  their  wiveo  and  the  women  their  husbands. 
They  hoive,  usually,  but  one  wife;  sometimes  even  two  or  three, 
but  this  moBtly  obtains  among  the  chiefs.  They  liave  also 
among  them  diderent  ranks  of  ptsuple,  sueh  as  noble  and  Ig- 
noble. The  men  are  ifenerally  lazy  and  wiil  not  worli  until 
they  become  old  and  of  no  consideration;  then  they  uitike 
spoons  and  wooden  bowls,  traps,  nets,  and  various  other  such 
triHei;  in  other  respects,  they  do  nothing  but  fish,  hunt  and 
go  to  war.  The  wouien  must  perform  tile  remainder  of  the 
labor,  Hueh  as  planting  corn,  cuttuig  and  hauling  firewood, 
cooklns,  attending  the  children,  und  whatever  else  has  to  be 
done.  Their  dwellings  are  constructed  of  hickory  i>o1pb  set  in 
the  ground  and  bent  Ixiw  fashion,  like  arches,  and  then  eover>H) 
with  bark  which  they  peel  in  quantities  for  that  puri>ui-e. 
Some,  but  principally  the  chief's  houses,  have,  inside,  (>ortra{ts 
and  pictures  somewhat  rudely  carved.  When  fishing  and 
bunting,  they  He  under  the  blue  sky,  or  tittle  Lietter.  Tbey 
do  not  remain  long  in  one  place,  but  remove  several  times  a 
year  and  repair,  according  to  tiie  season,  to  wherever  food  ap- 
pears to  them,  beforehand,  best  and  easiest  to  be  obtainetl. 

They  are  divided  into  various  trills  and  languages.  Kach 
trilie  usually  dwells  together,  and  there  is  one  among  them 
who  Is  chief;  but  he  does  not  possess  much  power  or  distinc- 
tion except  in  their  dfinces  and  in  time  of  war.  Some  have 
scareely  any  know]e<lge  of  God;  others  very  little.  Neverthe- 
less they  relate  very  strange  fables  of  the  Deity.  In  general 
they  have  a  great  dreaii  of  tlie  Devil,  who  gives  them  wonder- 
ful trouble;  some  converse  freely  on  the  subject  and  allow 
themselves  to  be  strangely  imposed  upon  by  him;  but  their 
devils  they  say,  wiil  not  have  anything  to  do  with  the  Dutih. 
Scareely  a  word  is  heard  here  of  any  ghost  or  such  like. 
OfTerlngs  are  sometimes  made  to  them,  hut  with  little  ceremony. 
They  Iwlieve  also,  in  an  Immortality  of  the  soul;  have,  like- 
wise, some  knowle<tgeor  tlie  8un,  Moon  and  Stars,  many  of 
which  they  even  know  liow  to  name;  they  are  inissabte  judges 
of  the  weather.  There  is  scareely  any  law  or  justice  among 
them,  except  sometimes  in  war  matters,  and  then  very  little. 
The  next  of  kin  is  the  avenger;  the  youngest  are  the  most 
daring,  who  mostly  do  as  they  like.  Their  weapons  used  to  l>e 
a  war  club  and  tlie  bow  and  arrow,  which  they  know  how  to 
use  with  wonderful  skill.  Now,those  residing  near,or  trading 
considerably  with  the  Christians,  make  use  of  firelocks  and 
hatchets,  which  they  obtain  in  iiarter.  They  are  excessively 
fond  of  guns:  spare  no  expense  on  theiu,  and  are  so  exijert 
with  them  that,  iu  this  respect  they  excel  many  Christians. 
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Their  fare,  or  food,  is  poor  and  gross,  for  they  drink  water, 
having  no  other  beverage;  they  eat  the  flesh  of  all  sorts  of 
game  that  tlie  country  supplies  even  badgers,  dogs,  eagles,  and 
similar  trash,  which  Christians  in  no  way  regard;  these  they 
took  and  use  uncleansed  and  undress^ed.  Moreover,  all  sorts 
of  tish  likewise,  snakes,  frogs,  and  such  like,  which  they 
usually  cook  with  the  offals  and  entrails.  They  know,  also, 
how  to  preserve  fish  and  meat  for  the  winter  in  order  then  to 
cook  them  with  Indian  meal.  They  make  their  bread,  but  of 
very  indifferent  quality,  of  maize,  which  they  also  cook  whole, 
or  broken  in  wooden  mortars.  The  women  likewise  i>erform 
this  labor  and  make  a  pap  or  porridge,  called  by  some,  Sapsis^ 
by  others.  Duundare,  which  is  their  daily  food;  they  mix  this, 
also,  thoroughly,  with  little  beam,  of  different  colors,  raised 
by  themselves;  this  is  esteemed  by  them  rather  as  a  dainty, 
than  as  a  daily  dish. 


By  Whom  I^ew  Netherland  was  First  Occupied^  and  how  far  Ha 

Boundaries  Extend, 

That  New  Netherland  was  first  discovered, owned  and  settled 
by  Netherlands,  has  already  been  stated ;  but  inasmuch  as  con- 
siderable dispute  has  arisen  on  this  point;  not  only  with  the 
Swedes,  who  have  little  pretense,  but  principally  with  the 
English,  who  have  already  usurped  and  settled  a  great  portion 
thereof;  'twill  be,  therefore,  necessary  to  treat  of  each  in  par- 
ticular somewhat  more  precisely  and  at  large.  But  inasmuch 
as  divers  ingenious  persons  have  treated  of  this  matter  in  its 
length  and  hreadth,  and  as  those  pretensions  are  absurd  and 
require  but  few  arcruments.  we  shall  dispose  thereof  as  briefly 
as  is  in  any.  wise  possible. 

After  their  High  Mightinesses,  the  Lords  States  General, 
were  pleased,  in  the  year  XVPand  twenty-two,  to  include  this 
Province  within  the  Charter  of  the  West  India  Company,  the 
latter  considered  it  necessary  to  take  complete  possession  of 
this  naturally  beautiful  and  noble  Province;  this,  indeed,  did 
follow  in  course  of  time,  but  according  as  circumstances  per- 
mitted, as  in  all  beginnings;  for  since  the  year  of  our  Lord 
XVP  and  twenty-three,  four  forts  have  been  built  there  by  order 
of  the  Lords  Majors,  one  on  the  south  point  of  ManhattauB 
island,  at  the  junction  of  the  East  and  North  rivers,  and  named 
New  Amsterdam,  where  the  staple  right  of  New  Netherland 
is  designed  to  be.  Another,  called  Orange,  is  in  the  Colonies 
Renselaerswyck, thirty-six  leagues  higher  up  on  the  west  side  of 
the  last  named  river,  three  leagues  below  the  Kahoos,  or  great 
falls  of  the  Mohawk  kill;  but  there  never  has   been,  as  yet. 
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any  difference  wiih  foreigners  about  that  (North)  river.  Un 
the  South  river  HtAOdB  fort  Nassau,  and  on  the  Preah  river, 
the  Oood  Hopff.  In  tliese  (our  forts  tliere  has  always  been 
Dome  ^rrisoD  from  the  beginniufir  to  tlie  preseut  time,  though 
just  now  they  are  all  in  a  very  poor  condition,  twth  as  regards 
themselves  and  the  garrison. 

These  forts,  as  well  north  and  south,  were  located  not  only 
to  close  and  command  the  said  rivers,  but  as  far  as  property 
by  Dceupation  extended,  to  possess  as  well  all  the  lands  com- 
prehended between  them  ns  round  about  them,  and  on  the 
opposite  side  of  the  river;  to  (lecture  them  the  Hon.  Company's 
own,  and  to  guard  them  against  all  nations  whether  foreign  or 
Indigenous,  that  would  attempt  to  seize  the  saine  against  its 
-will  and  consent.  Nevertheless,  this  has  been  but  principally 
ou  the  North  east  sideof  New  Netherland,  in  no  wise  regarded 
or  respected  by  the  English  residing  to  the  Eastward;  for  not- 
withstanding sufficient  possession  was  already  taken  by  the 
erection  and  garrisoning  of  fort  Oood  Hope,  and  no  neglect 
to  warn  them  occasionally  has  occurred,  in  order  to  make 
known  our  right,  and  to  protest  against  thum  for  usurpation, 
torix  and  violence,  yet  have  they,  disregarding  all  tins,  seized 
and  occupied,  and  still  retain,  the  largest  and  best  part  of  New 
Netherland,  to  wit :  East  of  the  North  river,  beginning  at  Cape 
Cod. named  in  IGOOhyourown  |>eople  New  Holland,  (whereof 
also,  possession  wan  taken.  If  we  are  correctly  Informed,  by  the 
erection  of  their  High  Mightinesses  ariiit^)  down  to  within  six 
leagues  of  the  North  river;  for  the  English  have  now  a  village 
oalle<]  Btanfort,  from  which  place  a  man  can  reach  the  North 
river  an<l  return  home  on  a  summer's  day,  accorlng  to  the 
knowle<lge  acqulreil  of  the  Indian  paths.  Again,  the  English 
of  New  Haven  have  a  trading  post  situate  to  the  East  or  South 
east  of  Magdalen  island,  at  no  greater  distance  than  six  leagues 
from  the  North  river;  for  that  island  lies  on  the  East  side  of 
the  North  river,  33;  leagues  al)ove  Fort  Amsterdam;  and  the 
Trading  post  is  established  with  no  other  ile.iiijn  than  to  attract 
i)r  wholly  to  destroy  the  entire  trade  of  the  North  river,  where 
it  now  passes  down  entirely  free.  They,  moreover,  made  re- 
lieated  efforts  eight  or  nine  years  ago.  to  purchase  a  large  tract 
of  land  from  the  Indians,  as  we  understood  from  the  latter: 
this  would  have  been  rather  with  a  view  to  attact  the  trade 
than  anything  else,  for  it  was  situate  on  the  east  side,  not  more 
than  three  or  four  li-agues  from  the  Colonic  of  Renselaerswyck, 

These  people  will  now  accuse  us  of  this  and  similar  tilings, 
all  under  the  pretence  of  an  excessively  scrupulous  conscience, 
notwithstanding  King  James,  of  most  glorious  memory,  incor- 
porated  the  Vii^lnla  Companies,  with  a  condition  that   they 
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liiufit  remain  apart  from  each  other  oue  bandred  miles, accord io^ 
to  our  reckoning.  They  are  willing  to  avail  themselves  of  this 
^rant,  but  in  uo  wise  to  comply  with  the  terms  stipulated  in 
the  patent. 

Ail  the  islands,  bays,  harbors,  rivers,  kills  and  places,  even  a 
great  way  on  the  other  side  of  New  Holland  or  Cape  Cod,  have 
Dutch  names,  which  were  given  them,  long  before  they  had  any 
others,  by  our  Dutch  navigators  and  traders  when  they  first 
began  to  discover  and  trade  to  those  parts.  The  English 
themselves  are  well  aware  of  this,  but  so  long  as  they  can 
manatre  it,  and  things  get  along  to  their  liking,  they  will  not 
admit  the  fact;  for  those  of  the  Fresh  river  desired  to  enter 
into  au  arrangement,  and  to  pay  a  yearly  acknowledgement, 
or  to  purchase  the  fee.  This,  indeed  is  a  proof  positive,  that 
the  right  is  well  known  to  them,  and  they,  themselves,  had 
nothing  in  conscience  against  it,  though  they  now  from  time 
to  time,  have  forged  and  invented  many  things  to  serve  them 
for  a  screen  or  fence,  or  indeed  as  a  pretext  for  delay. 

In  like  manner  those  of  Rhode  Island,  when  they  were  at 
variance  with  those  of  the  Bay,  solicited  leave  to  take  shelter 
under  the  Dutch,  and  to  be  subject  to  them ;  there  are  proofs 
and  documents  in  abundance,  with  the  Secretary  or  Directors 
of  the  Company,  of  ail  these  things,  and  of  what  we  shall 
relate  in  the  following  pages. 

In  short  'tis  thus  far  with  the  English,  that  they  are  very 
willing  to  recognize  the  Net  her  landers,  and  make  use  of  them 
as  a  cloak  in  time  of  need,  but  again  when  this  is  past,  they 
regard  them  not  and  make  fools  of  them.  This  proceeds  en- 
tirely from  having  neglected  to  people  the  country,  or  to  speak 
plainer  and  more  correctly,  from  a  desire  through  motives  of 
selfishness,  to  scrape  all  the  fat  into  one  or  two  pots  and  there* 
fore  to  continue  trade,  and  neglect  population. 

Long  Island,  which  is  a  crown  of  the  province  by  reason  of  its 
great  advantage  of  excellent  bays  and  harbors,  as  well  as  con- 
venient and  fertile  lands,  they  have  also  entirely  usurped,  ex- 
cept Breukelen  and  Amersfoort,  two  Dutch  villages  of  little 
moment  on  the  West  end ;  and  some  English  settlements,  such 
as  Gravesend,  Greenwich,  Mespat,  whence  the  people  were 
driven  away  in  the  War  and  which  was  afterwards  confiscated 
hy  Director  Kieft.  but  the  proprietor  appealed  and  so  it  yet 
remains,  and  there  are  very  few  people  in  the  place  now. 
Flushing,  which  is  a  handsome  village  and  tolerably  stocked 
with  cattle;  the  fourth  and  last  is  Heemstee,  which  is  superior 
to  all  the  rest,  for  it  is  very  rich  in  cattle. 

But  now,  since  we  have  entered  on  the  subject  of  Long  Island, 
we  shall   treat  of  it  somewhat  more  at  length,   because  the 
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Engimh  greatly  lianker  after  it.  The  OeeHn  on  the  South,  &nd 
tbe  East  river  on  the  north  Hide  Curtu  this  Island, wlilch,  as  ire 
have  already  remarked,  ie  a  crown  of  New  Netherland,  oa 
account  of  its  convenient  po^itioa.  itti  suitable  harbors,  and 
anchorage  gronndf.  The  Kast  river,  which  separates  it  from 
Manhattans  Island  as  far  as  the  Hellicate,  is  tolerably  wide 
and  convenient.  Our  freemen  resiiled  on  that  Island  down  from 
the  very  tlrst,  according  as  clrcuiiistanctiH  permitted.  In  the 
rear  1640,  a  Bcotchman  came  to  Director  Kieft  with  an  English 
eoui mission, and  claimed  this  Island  :  but  his  pretension  was  not- 
lunch  respected ;  be  therefore  again  departed  without  having 
accomplished  any  thing  except  Imposing  on  the  lower  clusseB. 
Afterwards  Director  Kieft  broke  up  and  scattered  the  EnifliKh 
who  were  desirous  to  settle  at  Oyster  bay,  and  thus  it  remained 
fur  a  while  at  that  time. 

In  the  year  1047,  a  Bcotchman  came  here  who  called  himself 
Captain  Forester,  and  claimed  that  Island  for  the  Dowager  of 
Starlingh,  whose  governor  he  represented  himself  to  he.  He 
had  a  oimmisslon  dated  in  tbe  XVIII'*'  year  of  King  James, 
bat  it  was  not  tiigned  by  his  Uajesty  nor  any  one  else.  De- 
pendent from  it  was  an  old  Keal  that  could  not  be  deciphered. 
His  commission  include*!  the  entire  Island,  with  tlve  leni;ues 
uonnd  l>otli  mainland  and  inlandH.  He  hail  also  power  of 
attorney  from  Maria,  Dowager  of  Stearliiig,  nnd  that  wa^  nil; 
nevertheless,  the  man  was  very  conHeiguentiiil,  and  said  on  his 
(ItBt  arrival,  that  he  came  here  to  see  Governor  Stuyvesant's 
i^omiuission,  and.  if  it  was  better  than  his.  he  would  give  way 
lohiin;  if  not,  the  other  must  yield.  To  bo  brief,  the  Dirit-tor 
'oak  a  copy  of  the  papers,  and  sent  the  man  over  in  the  Hhip, 
<heVaJcA:»nter,-buthedid  not  reach  Holland,  for  having  toucheil 
M  England  he  left  the  vesitel  there,  and  never  troubled  the 
I'aiitain.  The  English  liave  since  t-tlked  loudly  of  it, and  gave 
"ntihat  he  had  returned  to  Boston,  lint  he  had  not  l)cen  seen. 
"  is  to  ]>e  feared,  were  he  to  come  now.  that  something  nuto- 
^»n|  might  really  happen,  wherefore  it  would  be  very  wise  to 
hasten  the  redress  of  New  Netherland. 

Of  the  Fresh  River. 
Sometime  after  the  completion  on  tlie  Fresh  Eiver  of  Fort 
fiood  Hope;  which  was  begnn  in  the  year  1833,  an  Enfttlsh 
""■hooner  arrived  there,  but  Jacob  van  Curler,  the  Company's 
''onuuissary.  protesteil  against  It  by  order  of  the  Director 
Woutervan  Twiller;  yet  notwithstandine  this  protest,  they 
cAUie  there  ahont  a  year  or  two  afterwards  with  some  fundlies, 
whereupon  another  protest  was  served  on  them;  but  it  was  very 
evident  that   these  people  cared  very  little  for  it,  for  notwlth- 
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standing  repeated  protests  to  the  contrary,  they  finally  invaded 
and  usurped  the  entire  Fresh  river,  and  finally  sunk  so  low  in 
shame lessness  as  to  have  seized  in  the  year  1640,  the  Compauy*s 
lands  around  the  fort.  And  when  this  was  protested  against, 
they  paid  no  attention  to  it.  They  have  proceeded  even  further, 
and  have  severely  beaten  the  Company^s  people  with  sticks 
and  clubs,  and  when  the  latter  were  on  their  land  for  the  pur- 
pose of  working,  forcibly  threw  their  plow  and  other  imple- 
ments in  the  river  and  impounded  the  horses.  The  same  thing 
'occurred  repeatedly  afterwards,  and  they  also  took  up  the  hogs 
and  cows  belonging  to  the  Fort,  and  even  frequently  sold  some 
of  them,  for  damages  as  they  say.  Protests  have  been  made 
against  all  these  acts  and  each  of  them  in  particular,  bat  they 
were  mocked  at;  sundry  very  severe  letters  were  written  to 
their  Governors  in  Latin  on  this  subject,  minute  or  copy 
whereof  remains  with  th?  Company's  officers,  who  can  furnish 
a  fuller  account  of  this  affair;  but  all  opposition  was  vain; 
for  they  having  now  a  smack  of  the  excellency  and  convenience 
of  this  river,  and  remarking  the  difference  between  the  land 
there  and  that  more  easterly,  will  not  consent  to  go  back,  nor 
easily  submit  to  their  High  Mightinesses*  protection  unless 
respectfully  invited  thereunto,  which  it  was  desirable  might 
have  happened  from  the  first. 


Of  the  Dutch  Title  to  the  Fresh  River, 

In  the  beginning,  before  the  English  were  ever  spoken  of, 
our  people,  as  we  find  it  written,  first  carefully  explored  and 
discovered  the  northern  parts  of  New  Netherland  and  some 
distance  on  the  other  side  of  Cape  Cod.  And  even  planted  an 
ensign  on,  and  took  possession  of  Cape  Cod.  Anno  1614,  our 
traders  not  only  trafflcked  at  the  Fresh  river,  but  had  also 
ascended  it  before  any  English  people  had  ever  dreamed  of 
coming  there;  the  latter  arrived  there  for  the  first  time  in  the 
year  1636,  after  our  Fort  Good  Hope  had  been  a  long  time  in 
existence,  and  almost  all  the  land  on  both  sides  of  the  river 
had  been  bought  by  our  people  from  the  Indians,  which  pur- 
chase took  place  principally  in  the  year  1633;  and  Kievits 
hook  was  purchased  at  that  time  also  by  one  Hans  Eencluys, 
an  officer  of  the  Company.  The  States*  arms  were  also  affixed 
at  this  Hook  to  a  tree  in  token  or  possession,  but  the  English, 
who  still  occiipy  the  Fresh  river,  threw  them  down,  and  en- 
graved a  fool's  fac^  in  their  stead.  Whether  this  was  done  by 
authority  or  not,  we  can  not  say ;  such  is  probable,  and  no 
other  than  an  affirmative  opinion  can  be  entertained;  this 
much   has  come   to  pnss— they    have   been   informed   of  it   in 
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nrlons  letters,  which  uever  produoed  any  result;  but  they 
have  la  addition,  contra  Jtu  gentium  per/aa  et  n^fag,  InTiideti 
the  whole,  becauBe,  aa  they  nay,  the  lanil  lay  nuocenpled  and 
wute,  whioh  wkb  none  of  their  busineu,  and,  besides,  was  not 
true;  for  on  the  river  a  fort  had  been  already  erected,  which 
Nntinned  to  be  occupied  by  a  t;arrlBon.  Adjoining  the  fort,  wan 
Also  a  neat  bouwery  belonging  to  the  Dutch  or  the  CompHiiy ; 
and  most  of  the  land  was  purchatied  and  owned.  Their  High 
If  ightlnesaes'  aruia  were  set  uj]  at  KlevltR  hooli,  which  i«  at  the 
mouth  of  therIver,BO  that  everything  potwlble  wan  done  except 
that  the  country  was  not  wholly  occupied,  and  the  Englinh 
would  have  it  so:  foraooth,  ax  if  these  people,  who  now  by 
means  of  their  (greater  nuiu1>erB  do  ax  they  pleaue,  were  at  liberty 
todlctatethe  law  to  our  nation  within  itsown  purchased  lands 
tud  limits,  and  to  order  how  and  in  what  milliner  it  must  settle 
the  country,  and  if  it  do  not  happen  to  suit  exactly  their  desire 
UK)  pleasure,  then  thpy  are  at  liberty  to  invade  and  appropriate 
oar  waters,  lauds  and  jurisdiotion. 


<^  the  Rt>clei^>«rgh,  bg  the  Enjilish  called  New  naram;  atul  of 
other  Placen  of  minor  importance. 

All  the  villages  settled  by  the  English  from  New  Holland  or 
Cape  Cod  unto  Stamford,  within  the  Dutch  limitH,  amount  to 
about  thirty,  and  may  be  estimated  at  nearly  five  tlioui<Hiid 
penoDS  capable  of  bearing  arms;  their  cuttle  includliit;  ouwk 
snd  horses,  are  computed  at  thirty  thousand  ;  their  goats  imd 
bom  cannot  be  stated;  it  ia  Impossible  to  ascertain  preciM^lv 
•wthtbe  one  and  the  other,  for  there  are  divers  places  which 
wonot  well  be  put  down  as  villages  and  yet  are  beginningH  of 
'twill.  Among  the  whole  of  these,  the  Rodenbergli  or  New 
Haven  is  the  principal;  it  has  a  r-rovernor.  contains  aliont 
"'irtwn  hundre<l  and  forty  families,  and  is  a  province  or 
"'^Uiber  of  New  England,  there  being  four  In  all. 

'^iu  place  was  begun  eleven  yearH  ago,  in  the  year  16,S8,  and 
'hey  have  wince  hived  further  out  and  formed  MiKord,  Strat- 
''"d,  Stamford,   and  the  Trnding  House  already  referreil  to. 

tllrector  Kieft  hathcauseil  divers  protests,  both  in  T.atin  nnd 
"'W  languages,  to  he  served  on  these  people,  commanding 
thsDi  by  virtue  of  hie  commissi oun,  in  the  name  of  the  Lords 
*''*te»  General,  hfa  Serene  Hlghess  of  Orange,  and  the  Honorable 
Directors  of  the  Incorporated  West  India  Company,  to  desist 
from  their  proceedings  and  iisnr|iations.  and  in  rnse  nf  refUHiil. 
warning  them  thereby  that  sutlcfactiou  should  be  required  of 
IIK-VOL.   V. 
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them,  8ome  time  or  dther,  according:  &s  circumstances  might 
allow;  but  it  was  knoctcing  at  a  deaf  man*s  door,  for  they  did 
not  heed  it,  nor  give  it  any  attention ;  but,  on  the  contrary, 
had  recourse  to  several  subterfuges,  circumstances,  false  pre- 
tences and  sophistical  arguments,  to  give  a  color  to  their 
actions,  and  to  cast  a  doubt  and  impeach  our  lawful  claim  and 
valid  title  to  the  premises.  General  Stuyvesant  hath  also  had 
repeated  difference  with  them  on  this  subject,  but  it  remains 
ill  statu  quo.  The  farthest  that  they  have  ever  been  willing 
to  come  is,  to  declare  that  the  matter  could  never  be  arranged 
in  this  country,  and  that  they  were  content  and  very  desirous 
that  their  High  Mightinesses  should  arrange  it  with  their 
Sovereigns,  and  as  this  is  very  necessarv,  inasmuch  as  the  En- 
glish already  opcupy  and  have  seized  nearly  the  half  of  New 
Netherland,  which  hereafter  can  well  be  of  great  importance, 
so  it  is  earnestly  to  be  desired,  that  their  High  Mightinesses 
would  please  to  press  this  matter,  before  it  proceed  farther, 
and  the  breach  become  irreparable. 

We  should  now  pass  from  this  a  the  South  river,  by  the 
English  called  Delaware  bay,  with  a  view  first  to  describe  the 
boundaries  in  this  way,  consecutively ;  but  we  cannot  omit,  in 
passing,  to  say  that  there  was  here,  both  in  Director  Kieft^s 
time  and  in  that  of  General  Stuyvesant*  a  certain  Englishman 
who  called  himself  SirEduard  Ploeyden,and  styled  himself  Earl 
Palatine  of  New  Albion;  he  represented  and  claimed  that  the 
country  from  the  west  side  of  the  North  river  unto  Virginia, 
was  his,  by  grant  from  King  James  of  England,  but  he  said  he 
dj4  not  wish  to  create  any  difficulty  with  the  Dutch,  though 
he  was  very  much  piqued  at  John  Prins,  the  Swedish  Governor 
at  the  South  river,  on  account  of  some  affronts  he  had  received 
from  him,  which  are  too  long  to  relate;  he  added  that  he, 
at  a  proper  opportunity,  should  meet  that  gentleman,  and  take 
possession  of  the  river.  In  fine,  according  to  the  English 
reckoning,  it  comes  to  this:  Nothing  remains  for  their  High 
Mightinesses*  subjects;  one  must  have  thus  far,  and  another 
must  have  so  far,  so  that  between  themselves  they  never  fall 
short. 


Of  the  South  River  and  the  Boundaries  there  about. 

As  we  are  now  about  to  speak  of  the  South  river, and  the  most 
Southerly  part  of  New  Netherland,  we  shall  begin  from  the 
commencement,  though  others  have  also  treated  fully  of  it,  and 
shall  state  every  thing,  at  the  same  time,  as  briefly  as  possible. 
The  boundaries,  according  to   our  experience,  extend  at  this 
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place  to  Cape  Hinlupen,  four  leaguee  south  of  Cape  Coruelius, 
ia  the  latitude  of  thirty-eight  degrees.  The  coaet  trends  on 
ui  average  Weat,  South  West  and  Westerly,  and  though  this 
Cape  Hinlopeu  1h  not  much  esteemed,  yet  it  ought  to  be  taken 
int<>  consideration  as  being  favorably  situated,  not  only  as  re- 
regards  the  convenience  of  the  country,  but  also  as  relates  to  the 
trade  with  the  Indlautt  on  the  South  river,  to  Hecure  whic;h 
the  English  and  Swedes  are  making  great  efforts,  we  shall 
presently  show.  Were  the  boundaries  liere  settled,  they  would 
»ll  be  properly,  and  without  any  further  trouble,  deprived  of 
it,  and  thus  the  enjoyment  of  the  produce  both  of  the  earth 
and  of  the  trade,  would  remain  with  their  Hig^  Uightiuesses' 
■QbjectH. 


Of  the  South  Bay  and  South  Jtiver. 
The  South  bay  and  South  river,  by  many  called  the  second 
great  river  of  New  Netherland,  Is  situated  in  lutitudti  S6  degrees 
13  minutes;  it  hiu<  two  heail  lands  or  capes;  the  most  northerly 
is  called  Cape  May,  the.  most  Houtherly,  Cape  CorneliuK,  and 
the  i»ay  itself  was  nameil  New  Port-Muy  but  tlie  present  time, 
Godyn's  Bay.  These  usnies  were  given  to  the  places  al>out  the 
lime  of  the  first  discovery,  iK-fore  they  hud  any  others.  The 
itiscovery  itself  was  made  at  tliesame  time  as  that  of  the  North 
river,  by  the  same  ship  and  crew,  who  entereil  the  South  bay 
before  they  arrived  at  the  North  bay,  as  is  all  to  be  read  iu 
its  length  and  breath  Johannes  De  Laet's  Nieuwe  Welt. 

In  the  year  168.S,  at  the  same  time  that  fort«  were  erected  on 
Ihe  North  and  Presh  rivers,  Fort  Nassau  wiis  erected  upon 
thin  river,  which,  in  eommon  conversation,  is  called  the  South 
ri»er,  Imt  it  wuh  the  first  of  tlie  four,  and  for  the  same  purpose 
anil  object  a-w  the  others,  as  hereiniiefore  related.  The  fort 
■tantlH  on  the  East  shore  fifteen  leagues  up  the  river.  Yet  It 
*oulii  have  done  as  well  on  the  West  bank.  The  bay  trends 
newly  North  and  South  ;  it  iscalle<l  New  I'ort-May.  or  Godyn's 
'*)':  it  is  nine  leagues  long  tjefore  coming  to  the  river,  and 
"ii  leagues  wide,  so  tliat  one  sliore  cannot  be  seen  from 
'he  other.  It  in  somewhat  dangerous  for  inexperienced  per- 
"*"«,  on  account  of  some  bars;  otherwise,  there  is  water 
♦■nouiti,  for  those  acquainted!  with  the  courses.  This  bay  and 
"^'fir  are  compareil  to  the  river  Amazon,  by  connoisseurs;  to 
"It,  ijy  thone  who  have  seen  both.  In  general,  It  is  considered 
hy «TCry  person  one  of  the  fltieKt,  best  and  pleasantest  rivers 
'"  Ihp  world,  on  account  of  its  own  ami  other  attendant  con- 
alienees.     Fourteen  streams  How  into  this  river,  the  smallest 
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of  them  navigable  for  two  or  three  leagues,  and  every  where, 
on  both  sides  are  pretty  goods  flats  in  great  abundance.  Two 
leagues  from  Cape  Cornelius,  on  the  West  Si<le  of  the  entrance, 
lies  a  certan  kill  which  might  well  be  called  an  ordinary  river, 
or  stream,  for  it  is  wide,  navigable  far  up,  and  has  a  fine 
roadstead  for  ships  of  all  dimensions.  There  is  no  other  in  the 
entire  hay  equB.1  to  it  for  goodness  and  convenience.  The 
direct  channel,  in  sailing  up,  runs  close  by  it.  This  place  is 
called  the  Whore  Kill.  What  this  name  is  derived  from,  we 
know  not.  This  much  is  certain,  that  this  place  was  taken  up 
and  eolomzed  by  Nether  landers  years  before  any  English  or 
Swedes  came  there.  The  States*  arms  were  also  set  up  at  this 
place  in  copper;  but  as  they  were  thrown  down  by  some  inso- 
lent Indians,  the  Commissary  there  resented  it  very  strongly  and 
demanded  the  head  of  the  offender.  The  Indians,  knowing 
nothing;  better,  brought  a  head,  saying  it  was  that  of  the  trans- 
gressor, and  herewith  it  was  thought  the  affair  was  arranged ; 
but  sometime  afterwards,  whilst  our  people  were  wholly  uncon- 
scious of  the  design,  and  engaged  in  their  field  labor,  the  In 
dians  came,  in  the  guise  of  friendship  and,  distributing  them- 
selves all  around,  according  to  the  number  of  the  Dutch,  over- 
powered and  murdered  them.  In  this  way  was  this  Colony 
again  reduced  to  nought,  hoWbeit  sealed  with  bloo<l  and  pur- 
chased dearly  enough. 

There  is  another  creek  on  the  East  side,  called  Hogs  creek, 
three  leagues  below  the  mouth  of  the  river.  Some  English 
people  had  settled  there,  but  were  driven  away  by  Director 
Kieft,  who  protested  against  them,  having  been,  in  some  degree 
assisted  by  the  Swedes.  They  agreed  together  to  keep  out  the 
English. 

The  Swedish  Governor,  thinking  his  opportunity  now  come, 
had  a  fort,  called  Elseuburgh,  erected  at  this  place,  and  took 
great  liberties  wMth  every  one,  even  with  the  Company's 
yachts,  or  such  as  would  go  up  the  South  river;  for  l^efore 
this  fort  must  they  all  strike,  none  excepted,  and  two  men  are 
here  sent  on  board  in  order  to  ascertain  whence  the  yachts  or 
ships  come.  It  is  nothing  less  than  searching;  it  will  probably 
terminate  in  that.  What  right  these  people  have  to  do  so. 
we  know  not ;  we  cannot  comprehend  how  servants  of  others 
powers,  as  they  represent  the.mselves%  but  by  what  commission 
is  not  known  here,  make  themselves  so  much  masters,  and 
assume  authority,  over  land  and  property  belonging  to  and 
possessed  by  others  and  sealed  with  their  blood,  independent 
of  the  Charter. 

The  Minquas  Kill   is  the  fiiPt   up   the  river,  and    there   the 
Swedes  have  built  Fort  Christina.     This  place  is  conveniently 
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■ItnateU,  for  lurge  vetwels  can  lie  riitht  aRaiiiBt  the  bank,  to 
load  and  unload.  Aiuoagst  the  rest,  in  >\.  pliice  up  tbe  river 
called  Schuylkill,  u  fine  iiavifrable  Htrenui  which  also  was  here- 
tofore, in  possession  of  the  Netherlanilers;  but  what  Is  its 
ronditlon?  The  BwetleH  nnw  have  it  also  mostly  under  their 
control.  There  are  iiioreovtn'  several  beuutiful  and  pleasant 
islands  and  other  places,  heretofore  also  in  tbe  occupation  of 
the  Netber landers,  ami  htill  bearing  the  names  tliey  Rave,  and 
various  other  c I  re uiu stances,  which  afford  sufflcieut  and  con- 
clusive evidence  that  the  river  belongs  to  the  Netherhinders 
and  not  to  the  SweiieH.  Their  beginnings  can  of  themselves  con- 
vict them ;  for  one  Minuewlts,who  hud  previously  been  Director 
at  the  Uanhatans  for  the  West  India  Company,  came  to  this 
river  eleven  years  ago— in  tbe  year  lfl38— with  the  ship  de 
KalmersUutei  and  the  yacht  de  Vogelprf/p,  representing  ou  the 
contrary,  bo  Che  Netherlanders  who  resided  at  the  river  on  behalf 
of  the  Company  and  of  Mr.  Van  der  Nederhorst,  he  was  on  a 
voyage  to  the  West  Indies,  and  that  he  wished  first  to  transact 
business  there  in  passing  and  to  take  in  a  supply  nf  wood  and 
water,  when  he  should  depart.  A  while  afterwards  some  of  our 
people  returu«<l  thither  and  still  found  them  there;  but  then 
they  already  had  prepared  u  little  garden  of  Kalad,  pot  herbs 
and  Huch  like.  Our  people  wondered  at  this;  inquireil  what 
it  meant,  and  if  they  intended  to  remain  there?  They  offered 
<livers  reasons  and  subterfuges  in  explanation;  nevtrtheless, 
HDUie  presumed  that  ttuch  wiis  their  clesrgn.  The  third  time, 
'twas  clearly  seen  liy  the  building  of  a  fort,  what  tlieir  design 
and  intention  were.  Director  Kieft,  on  obtaining  information 
of  tlie  matter,  protested,  but  in  vain.  It  was  their  determi- 
nation not  depart  thence,  as  a  sequel  of  the  matter  clearly  and 
plainly  showed.  As  a  proof  of  thin,  the  arms  of  their  High 
Mightinesses,  were  erected  above  Machiliachansio.at  the  Banki- 
kan».  by  order  of  Dire<-tor  Klert,  In  token  tln.t  the  river  with 
all  the  adjoininir countries aud  circumjacent  laiidii  and  su(>erfi- 
cies  were  under  the  control  and  In  the  possession  of  their  High 
Mightinesses.  But  whnt  fruit  ilid  that  bear,  save  lasting  scorti 
and  decreased  respect?  For  tlie  Swe<ies  with  insulTerable  inso- 
len(«,  have  thrown  them  down  and  so  'tis  allowed  to  remain: 
and  'til  considered,  especially  iiy  the  fJovernor,  a  brilliant 
achievement.  'Tis  true  that  several  protests  were  made  l>oth 
against thisand  other  matters  that  occurred,  hut  they  produc- 
ed as  little  effect  as  the  flight  of  a  crow  overhemi,  and  it  is  to 
lie  feared  that  if  thin  Governor  had  an  adequate  force,  there 
would  have  been  luore  luad  freaks  with  him  than  with  the 
English  or  any  of  their  Governors.  And  this  is,  in  brief,  the 
case  of  the  Swedes ;  the  Company's  i)lficerw  ought  to  be  able  to 
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make  a  pertinent  report  on  the  subject,  a«  they  have  in  their 
possession  all  the  papers  and  documents,  to  which  and  to  the 
journals,  we  refer. 

The  English  have  also  sought  at  divers  times  and   places  to 
annex  this  river,  being  as  they  say,  the  nearest  to  it;  but  they 
have  been    prevented  hitherto  in  this,  by  divers  protests*  and 
also   by  their  being  expelled    by  force,  well   knowing  that  if 
they  but  once  hapi^en  to  settle  there,  the  river  would  be  lost 
or  cause  considerable  trouble;   for  they  would  swarm  to  it  in 
great   numbers.     It  is  currently  reported  here  every  day,  and 
we  are  informed  that  the  English  will  soon  repair  thither  with 
several  families.     *Tis  to  be  borne  in  mind,  that  if  these  people 
come  to  settle  there,  they  will  so  rapidly  spread   themselves 
over  every  place,  that  shortly  neither  Dutch  nor  Swedes  will 
have  much  to  say  there;  at  least,  there  will  be  a  risk  of  losing 
the  river,  in  whole  or  in  part,  if  some  particular  precaution 
be  not  taken;   and  this,  then  would   be  the  fruit  of  want  of 
population;  yet  with  all,  the  Directors  of  the  Company  have 
not  to  this  day  paid  any  attention  or  regard,  worth  mentioning, 
to  the  matter.     Though  it  has   been  communicated   to  them 
fully  and  by  divers  letters,  they  have  been  a  serious  obstruction 
and  an  impediment;    for  it  fares  with  this  as  with  the  rest— 
Greed  hath  befooled  Wisdom;  for  the  report  now  prevails  that 
the  English  will  build  a  village  and  trading  house  there,  and 
in  truth,  if  they  begin,  there  is  no  one  here  on  the  part  of  the 
Company  who  can  prevent  them,  or  apparently  offer  them  much 
opposition.     And  not  longer  ago  than  last  year,  divers  freemen, 
among  whom  were  even  some  of  ourselves,  and  all  of  whom 
without  exception  had  or  could  have  good  employers  in  Father- 
land, requested   liberty  to  make  a  settlement  there;  to  wit,  a 
trading  house,  some   bouweries  and  plantations,  on  condition 
and   provided  some  suitable  Freedoms  and   Exemptions  were 
granted ;  but  this  the  General  refused,  saying,  he  could  not  do 
it  as  ho  had  no  order  nor  instructions  to  that  effect  from  the 
Hon^'*'   Lords  Majors;  but   If  they  chose  to  make  a  beginning 
there,  without   Freedoms  or  such  like,  that  could   in  some  re- 
siwct   be  done.     And  when  we  represented   to  his  Honor  that 
such  were  offered  us  by  the  neighbors  all   round,  if  we  would 
only  declare  our  willingness  to  acknowledge  ourselves  members 
of  their  government,  and  that  this  place  ran  a  thousand  dangers 
from  the  Swedes  and  English ;  his  Honor  replied,  that  he  well 
knew  it,  and  that  it  was  as  we  represented,  whereof  in  fact  he^ 
was  fully  aware.     Reason  was  on  our  side,  but  the  instmetionsa 
he  hfu\  from  his  superiors  were  such  that  he  could  not  jnstif}"" 
it   before  them.     Now  we  are  blind   in  these  matters,  but  on€* 
of  two  things  must   l)e  true;  either  it  must  be  the  fault  of 
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Director  or  of  the  Company,  or  of  both.  Whicliitoever  be  the 
Mae,  the  one  shifts  the  blame  on  the  other,  anil  between  theui, 
■II  runs  to  ruin.  Strangers  poBseas  the  land  and  fare  right 
"(■11,  and  mock  ue  if  we  say  any  thing.  They  enjoy  free  Prl- 
Tlletcea  and  Exemptione,  and  the  like  of  which,  were  our 
NetherlanderH  to  poaeees,  they  would  (with  God'a  help,  with- 
out which  we  can  do  nothing)  doubtless  flourish  as  well  as. 
If  Dot  )>etter,  than  tbe  English.  Therefore,  tlie  Company,  or 
■ts  servants,  hare  been,  up  to  this  time,  the  obstruiition  and 
tte  cause  that  the  country  does  not  make  greater  progress. 
It  is  not  to  be  eipect«d  that  'twill  fare  any  better,  but  much 
*orMe  whilst  it  is  under  their  control,  suoh  Is  their  greediness 
■0*3  misgovernment ;  hut  the  right  time  to  treat  of  this  matter 
^  Uot  yet  arrived. 


Of  the  Convenience  and  Sxcellence  of  the  Waters. 

Having  treated  of  the  situation  of  the  land  and  its  boundaries, 
^<1  having  spoken,  consequently,  of  tbe  location  of  the  rivers, 
it  ^111  not  be  foreign  to  our  purpose  to  add  a  word  respecting 
the  goodness  and  convenience  of  the  waters,  which  are  salt, 
b'aekish  and  fresh,  according  to  their  locality.  There  are,  in 
^O'W  Netherland.  four  principal  rivers;  the  most  southerly  is 
^owimonly  t-ailed  the  South  rivkr,  the  bay  before  entering 
tile  river,  Godyn's  bay;  the  river  is  so  named  not  because  Its 
wot-ge  south,  but  because  it  is  the  most  southerly  river  of  New 
^^tbertand.  It  is  immediately  south  of  another,  which  is 
*'*0  the  principal  and  best  an  regards  trade  and  population 
'"(1  is  called  Rio  MoNTANJBs,  on  account  of  some  mountains, 
"''  Uaiiritius'  river.comonly  the  Ndbth  BivKR,becase  its  course 
'"  Uiainty,  and  for  a  great  distance,  towards  tbe  north. 
'^^  third  is  the  East  Rivbr,  so  nanie<l  because  it  stretches 
^6t  from  the  Manatlians.  This  is  esteemed  by  many  not  a 
''*'er  but  a  bay,  l>ecause  'tis  very  wide  in  some  places,  andopenv 
**  'Juth  ends  into  the  sea.  We,  however,  consider  it  a  river, 
*"<!    it   is   (reneraliy   so    reckoned.     The  fourth  is    the    Fkksh 

'^"ER,  because  its  water  is  for  the  most  i>art,  fresh,  more 
***  than  that  of  the  others.  In  addition  to  these  rivers, 
■here  are  still  many  and  various  bays,  harbors  and  inlets,  very 
***»Venient  and  useful,  some  of  which  fully  deserve  the  name  of 
^ere.  There  is  also  abundance  of  lakes,  some  large,  sonie 
^•^ll,  besides  navigable  kills,  which  are  very  like  rivers,  and 
'"ttltltudesof   creeks  very  useful  for  navigating  over  all    parts 

the  country,  as  the  Map  of  New  Netherland  will  demonstrate 
**  Us.  There  are,  besides,  many  and  various  waterfalls  and 
*'*ams  adapted  for  the  erection  of  all  sorts  of  mills  for  man's 
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use,  luid  innumerable  small  rivulets  and  brooks  throughout 
the  whole  land,  as  arteries  through  a  body;  the  water  of  ail  is 
fresh,  except  of  some  few  at  the  sea  side  which  are  salt  and 
fresh,  or  brackish,  all  very  good  drink  for  wild  and  domestic 
animals;  discharging  their  surplus  waters  into  tlie  rivers  or 
into  the  sea.  In  addition  to  all  these,  there  are  fountains  and 
springs,  innumerable,  every  where  throughout  the  country, 
even  at  places  where  they  would  not  be  expected,  as  on  cliffs 
and  rocks,  from  which  they  burst  forth  like  water  spouts;  and 
some  are  of  such  a  nature  that  they  are  worthy  attention,  not 
only  because  they  are  all,  except  those  in  the  thickets,  very 
clear  and  pure,  but  many  have  this  peculiarity,  that  in  tlie 
winter  they  smoke  from  heat,  and  in  summer  are  so  cool  that 
even  in  the  hottest  part  of  the  season  the  hand  can,  with  diflBl- 
culty,  tolerate  them  on  account  of  the  cold.  And  this  circum- 
stance renders  them  very  pleasant  for  the  service  of  man  and 
beast,  by  whom  they  can  be  used  without  danger;  for  should 
any  one  drink  thereof,  it  does  bim  no  harm,  even  though  it 
be  very  warm  weather.  This  much  being  stated  regarding  the 
property,  convenience,  goodness  and  fertility  of  this  province, 
in  which  resi)ect8  it  need  not  yield,  iis  far  as  our  limited  ex- 
perience extends,  to  any  province  in  Europe;  and  as  relates  to 
trade,  wherein  Europe,  and  especially  Netherland,  excels,  this 
province  not  only  lies  very  convenient  and  suitable  for  it,  but 
were  there  only  population,  would  be  found  to  have  exported 
more  commodities  by  and  of  itself  to  other  countries  than  it 
needed  to  import  from  elsewhere.  These  being  considered, 
'twill  be  very  little  labor  for  the  intelligent  to  estimate  and  to 
compute  exactly  what  importance  this  naturally  noble  province 
is  to  the  Netherland  nation,  what  service  it  might  hereafter 
be  to  it,  and  what  refuge  it  would  be  for  all  the  needy  in  Ne- 
tiierland,  as  well  of  high  and  middle  as  of  low  degree,  for  it  is 
much  easier  for  people  of  industrv  toobtain  a  living  here  than 
ill  Netherland.  We  cannot  sufficiently  thank  the  Fountain 
of  all  (TOodnesK  for  having  conducted  us  into  so  good,  so  fertile 
and  so  wholesome  a  land,  which  we,  however,  did  not  deserve, 
on  account  of  our  manifold  sins  exceedingly  increased  by  us 
every  day  in  this  country.  We  are  also  beholden,  in  the 
highest  degree,  to  the  Indians,  who  not  only  surrendered  this 
rich  and  fertile  country,  and  for  a  trifle  made  it  over  to  us, 
but  did,  over  and  above,  also  enrich  us  w^ith  their  valuable 
and  mutual  trade,  so  that  there  is  none  in  New  Netherland,  or 
trading  to  that  country,  but  is  under  obligation  thereby. 
Great  is  our  shame  now,  and  fortunate  should  we  be  did  we 
duly  acknowledge  this  benefit,  and  in  return  for  what  the  In- 
dians had  shared  with  us  of  their  substance,  endeavor,  as  much 
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as  in  OB  lay,  to  divide  with  tlieiu  the  Uood  Eternal.     It  in  to  be 
feared  that  for  thix  injury  they  will  utand  up  Against  uh  at  the 
last  day.     Lorii  of  Ho^ts!  forgi^'e  us  that  wo  have  not  hitherto 
comported  oureelves  butter  in  thiti  luatter;   hut  gritut  an  tlie 
lueanN  and  direct  our  lieurte  that  we  in  future  duly  acquit  our- 
Heivett  herein  unto  the  milvation  of  our  own  and  their  BoulB,  and 
the  (jlorifyinK  of  Thy  Holy  niLiiif>,  for  Clirlst  hia  ttake,  AuES. 
'TU  respectfully  submitted  that  the  trouble  which  will  at- 
tend the  atljuatiuent  of  the  bouiidarieH,  and  the  expenses  to  be 
incurred  at   first    for   the    inc^rfutiit  of   the   population  of   this 
country  ought  to  be  dix regarded,  and  it  ought  to  be  borne  in 
mind  that  beginnings  are  difficult  and  that  sowing  would  ■>e 
irksome  where  men  are  not  comforted  by  renping.     We  trust 
aud  are  confident  that  your  High  Mightinesxep'  very  great  e.v- 
periencewill  accomplJHli  this  l>etter  than  wenreable  to  anggest; 
but  it  may  probably  appear  strange  to  your  High  Mightines^B 
and  some  other  friends  before  whom  this  may  come,  that  we 
fpeak  so  highly  as  we  do,  and  an  we  know  to  be  true,  of  this 
place,  and   yet  complain  of  its   indigence  and   poverty  and 
beseecli  help,  assistance,  redress,  cliniinution  of  burdens,  popu- 
lation and  other  similar   benetits  fur  it,  and  xhow  that  it  is  in 
a  [)oor  and  ruinous  condition;  yen,  so  low.  that  unless  it  re- 
ivive  especial  aid  and    uiisititanoe  it    will  utterly  fall  away  and 
Im  ruled    by   foreigneni.     It  becomes  ilierefore  incumbent  to 
point  out  the  true  reason  and  cuuse  why  New  Netherland  is  in 
its  present  low  condition,  which  we  shall  do  us  correctly,  min- 
utely and  truthfully  as  will  be  in  any  wise  possible,  according 
til  the  facts  us  we  have  seen,  found   and  heard  them;  but  as 
tliia  relation    not  only  will  call  forth  and  experience  niucii  op- 
ixwition  and  reproach,  as  it  will  greatly   excite    many   against 
it,  we  therefore  most  humbly  pray  your  High  Mightinesses  and 
ill  well    wishers  whom  this  may  reach,  not  to  allow  the  truth 
'o >'ield  to  fiilsehoods,  previously   trumDed  Up   and    invented: 
'id   not  to    admit    any  evidence  against  it,  except  of  such  im- 
P''Hial  persona  aa  have  not  eitiier  <lire<-tlvor  indirectly  been  in- 
jurlously  afTectHl  l>y.nor  had  a  liand.in  the  ruin  of  New  Nether- 
linil,  no'r  are  otherwise  un.ler  obligation  to  it. ,  And  with  this 
*>WvHtion.   we   proceed  to  the    reasons  and  sole  cause  of  the 
•''"'li  which  we  truly,  though  briefly  and  indistinctly  set  forth 
'nthe  beginning  of  our  petition  to  your  High  Mightinesses. 


*¥  Ihe  Reasons  and  Causes  of  the  Qreat  Decay  uf  Netr  Nethfr- 

Aswp   Rhnll   treat    of   the    reasons   and  cause  by  which   New 
-Vlierlsnd  has  been  reduced   to  its  present  low  aud   i 
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condition,  so  we  consider  it  necessary  first  to  enumerate  them 
separately;  and,  in  accordance  with  our  daily  experience  au  far 
as  our  knowledge  extends,  we  here  assert  in  one  word,  and 
none  better  offers,  that  the  cause  is  bad  government  with  its 
attendants  and  consequences.  With  our  best  light  we  cannot 
perceive  any  other  than  this  to  be  the  sole  and  true  foundation 
stone  of  the  decay  and  ruin  in  New  Netherland.  This  govern- 
ment from  which  so  much  abuse  proceeds,  is  twofold;  to  wit, 
in  Fatherland  by  the  Company,  and  in  this  Country.  We 
shall  first  briefly  proceed  to  point  out  some  orders  and  mis- 
takes of  Fatherland,  and  afterwards  pass  to  the  others,  and 
see  how  they  have  here  grown  up  and  waxed  strong. 

In  the  infancy  of  this  country,  the  Directors  adopted  wrong 
plans  and  in  our  opinion  looked  more  to  their  own  profit  than 
to  the  country*s  welfare,  and  trusted  more  to  interested  than 
to  sound  advice.  This  is  evident  from  the  unnecessary  expenses 
incurred  from  time  to  time;the  heavy  acounts  from  New  Nether- 
land ;  the  taking  up  Colonies  mostly  by  Directors ;  their  carrying 
on  commerce,  to  which  end  trade  has  been  regulated,  and 
finally  from  not  colonizing  the  country.  It  seemed  at  first  as 
if  the  Company  did  intend  to  settle  this  place  with  its  own 
servants,  which  must  be  a  great  mistake;  for  so  soon  as  their 
tim^  was  up,  they  returned  home  carrying  with  them  nothing 
except  a  trifie  in  tlieir  purse,  and,  for  the  country,  the  bad  re- 
putation of  great  hunger,  &c.  Meanwhile  there  was  no  profit 
but  heavy  monthly  bills,  as  the  accounts  from  New  Netherland 
will  testify. 

Had  the  Hon****  West  India  Company  attended  in  the  begin- 
ning to  population,  instead  of  incurring  great  expense  for  things 
uiiaecessary,  which  might  be  attended  to  at  more  favorable 
times,  and  then  could  also  be  better  done,  the  New  Netherland 
account  would  not  be  so  large  as  it  is  now;  first  by  the  con- 
struction of  the  ship  Nieuw  Neerlantt  at  an  excessive  expense; 
of  three  costly  mills,  by  making  brick,  burning  tar,  manufac- 
turing aslies, salt, and  similar  undertakings,  which  through  bad 
management  and  calculation,  came  wholly  to  little  or  nothing, 
notwithstandittg  the  excessive  expenditure.  Had  this  been 
applied  to  colonizing  the  country,  and  transporting  cattle, 
the  place  might  now  be  of  considerable  importance. 

This  country  and  its  position  are  much  better  and  more 
convenient  than  that  occupied  l)y  the  English,  and  had  not 
self  interest  and  private  speculation  been  attended  to, assuredly, 
the  North  of  England  would  not  have  outstripped  us  so  much. 

Had  the  first  Exemptions  been  honestly  carried  out,  according 
to  their  tenor  and  not  with  particular  views,  the  friends  of 
New  Netherland  would  certainly  have  made  greater  exertions 
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to  briuft  oat  aettlere  &ud  to  take  up  land.  The  other  claueee 
which  were  introduced,  have  always  discouraged  indiriduale 
and  kept  them  down,  so  that  thoHcof  them  who  bad  any  skill, 
on  becoming  aware  of  the  Tacts,  dare  venture  nothing.  It  I» 
very  true  that  the  Company  hath  brought  over  some  person*), 
but  it  did  not  persevere,  ho  that  little  advantage  followed;  it 
had,  also,  do  protier  commencement,  for  'twas  done  as  If  with- 
out any  plaD. 

It  is  impossible  to  relate  and  pertinently  to  describe,  iu 
what  and  how  many  instani-es  the  Company  hath  injured  and 
uiistrueted  this  country.  It  was  unwilliag  that  our  nation 
hliould  take  up  land,  as  appears  from  the  ease  of  Jacob  Wal- 
lugen  and  his  aseociatee,  at  the  Freeh  river  and  now  recently 
HHregardti  the  South  river, and  in  the  meanwhile  have  foreignen) 
fatrnded  there.nothing  has  been  done  eicept  a  prohibition  and 
protest  against  It.  Notliing  else  could  well  be  done,  for  the 
Carrisonsare  notoentout  completeagreeably  to  the  Exemption, 
w  that  the  fault  of  New  Netherland's  low  condition  lien  as 
much  at  the  door  of  Fatherland,  as  of  thit)  place;  yea,  the 
»ed  of  the  war  was,  according  to  Director  Kleft,  first  sown  In 
Fatherland,  for  he  said  that  he  had  eKprcHS  order  to  exact  the 
contribution  from  the  Indiann;  this  would  have  been  very 
good,  bad  the  country  been  peopled,  but  in  this  instance  it 
«ae  premature. 

Trade,  without  which  when  lawful,  no  country  prospers,  hiia 
tlKO  fallen  off  tto  much  in  consequence  of  the  Company's  acts, 
that  It  IN  without  a  parallel,  and  more  slavish  than  free,  owing 
to  high  duties  and  alt  the  inspections  and  trouble  that  accom- 
pany it.  We  highly  approve  of  inspection  according  to  the 
orders  given  by  the  Company  to  its  officers,  and  so  far  as  'tis 
done  to  check  smugglers,  who  have  ruined  the  country, and  now 
pi  out  from  all  parts:  but  it  ought,  nevertheless,  be  executed 
vlthout  partiality,  which  is  not  always  the  case.  The  duty  Is 
h'Kh;  of  inspection  and  seizures  there  is  no  lack,  and  thus 
lawrul  trade  Is  turned  aside,  except  some  little  which  in  carried 
on  only  pro  forma,  in  order  to  push  smuggling  under  this 
■■I'wli.  Meanwhile  the  Christians  are  treated  almost  like  In- 
(linnn  in  the  purchase  lit  necessaries  which  they  cannot  do 
"Ithuut;  this  causes  great  complaint,  distress  and  poverty. 
Thog,  for  example:— the  merchants  sell  their  dry  goods,  which 
^■^  subject  to  little  loss,  at  a  hundred  per  cent  advance,  and 
'battreely,aceording  as  there  is  a  demand  Tor.or  scarcity  of  this 
''fthst  article;  petty  traders  who  bring  sniat)  lots  and  others 
"ho  speculate,  Imy  up  those  goods  from  the  merchanis,  and 
*ll  (hem  again  to  the  common  people  who  cannot  do  without 
'lieiu,  often  at  another  advance  of  t-ent  per  cent,  more  or  lees, 
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according  as  they  are  pursuaded  or  disposed.  More  is  taken 
on  liquors  wliich  are  subject  to  considerable  leakage,  and  tJiose 
who  purchase  sucli  from  them,  pursue  a  course  similar  to  that 
stated  of  the  dry  goods,  and  generally  with  so  mucii  shrewd- 
ness, that  the  goods  are  disposed  by  the  first,  second  and  third 
hands,  at  an  advance  of  one  and  two  hundred,  and  more  per 
cent.  It  would  be  impossible  for  us  to  enumerate  all  the 
X^ractices  that  are  had  recourse  to,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting 
self  or  individual  interest;  whilst  little  thought  is  bestowed 
on  introducing  people  into  the  country.  We  intended  to  be 
silent.  But  tlie  people  liave,  moreover,  l>een  driven  away  by 
harsh  and  unwarrantable  proceedings;  their  Honors,  however, 
autliorized  tiiis,  for  they  instructe<l  Director  Kieft  to  pick  out 
faults  where  none  existed,  and  to  consider  a  partial,  as  a  com- 
plete error  and  so  forth.  It  has  also  l>een  seen  how  the  letters 
of  the  Eight  Men  have  l>een  treated,  und  the  result;  besides 
many  additional  orders  and  instructions  which  are  not  known 
to  us,  and  are  alike  ruinous;  but  laying  this  aside  tor  the  pre- 
sent, with  a  word  now  and  again  by  way  of  remark,  let  us- 
proceed  to  examine  liow  their  servants,  and  the  Directors  and 
their  friends,  have  fattened  here  from  time  to  time,  having 
played  with  their  employers  and  the  people  as  the  cat  plays 
with  the  mouse.  It  would,  indeed,  be  very  easy  to  give  an 
account  of  their  management  and  course  from  the  beginning, 
but  as  the  most  of  us  were  not  liere  at  that  time,  and  conse- 
quently not  eye  witnesses,  and  as  it  was  long  ago  and  has 
partially  escaped  recollection,  and  did  not  seem  to  us  so  bad 
as  afterwards  when  land  was  granted  free,  and  the  freemen 
began  to  increase,  we  shall  therefore  pass  over  the  beginning, 
and  let  Mr.  Lubbert  van  Dinglagen,  Vice-Goveruor  of  New 
Netherland,  describe  the  administration  of  Director  Wouter 
van  Twiller,  with  which  he  is  known  to  be  conversant,  and 
treat  only  of  the  two  last  sad  and  senseless  extravat^ances — 
we  would  say,  admininstrations— of  Director  Kieft,  which  is 
now  in  truth  past,  but  its  evil  consequences  remain;  and  of 
Director  Stuyvesant,  which  still  stands,  if  that  can  be  said  to 
stand  which  lies  completely  prostrate. 

The  Directors  in  this  country  being  at  a  distance  from  their 
masters,  looked  close  to  their  own  advantage.  They  have  al- 
ways known  how  to  manage  their  own  affairs  handsomely, 
with  little  loss  to  themselves, yet  under  plausible  pretexts,  such 
as  public  interest,  &c.  They  have  also  comported  themselves 
just  as  if  they  were  Sovereigns  of  the  country,  as  they  would 
have  it,  so  must  it  always  be,  and  as  they  desired  it,  so  it  was. 
"Tlie  Board  of  Managers,"  say  they,  '*are.  indeed,  masters  in 
Fatherland,  but  we  are  masters  in  this  land.     As  they  decide, 
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BO  'twill  gu;  there  is  uo  appeal."    And  it  has  not  been  ditBcult 
tor  tliem  hitherto  to  put  this  in  practice;  for  the  people  were 
few,  and  the  majority  of  these  very  simple  and  uii Informed; 
tbey,   moreover,  bad   buHineHH  with  the  Directors  every  day, 
snd  If  there  were  any    men  of  intelligence    among  them  who 
could  walk  on  their  own  feet,  efTortp  were  made  to  conciliate 
these.     It  wait  impoatiible  at  first  fully  to  comprehend   their 
policy,   which    was  always  artful   and    insidioUB,    especially  as 
it  wax  HO  often  successfu]   in  this  respect,  and  had  sometimes 
quite  a  long  duration.     Director  Kief  t  himself  tiaid,  and  allowed 
otbera  to  repeat  it.  that  in  this  country  he  was  Sovereign  and 
the  same  as  the  Prince  in  Netherlnnd.     He  was  told  bo  re- 
peatedly here,  and  never  made  nny  particular  objection  to  it. 
The  refusal  of  appeal  rind  other  such  acts,  prove  it  so  conrlu- 
dively,  that.  In  our  opinion,  it  does  not  require  any  further 
evidence.     The  preBent  Director  does,  altio.  the  same  thing,  for 
be  too  was  quite  at  home  In  refusing  appeals.     He  also  quotes 
rii;ht  re'idily  this  maiiiii,  "The  Prince  1b  above  the  taw,"  and 
upplies   it   to  his  own   case  with   so   much   arrogance,  .\s  to 
make  even  himself  ashamefl.  .  These  Directors,  then,  having 
the   power  In    their  own   hands,  could   do,  anil   did  whatever 
they   chose,  according   to   their   good   will   and    pleaaure,  and 
whatever  wan,  must  l>e  right,  bp<muse  it  was  agreeable  to  them. 
Tis  well    known  that   those  who  arrogate   to  theniHelves,  and 
«):ercir«  power,  for   tlie   pur|iofie  of   isiiuing  ouch  coniuiands  R!< 
thp>'  pleaw,  frequently  coiiniiand  ai»l  reiiuire  uiore  than  they 
really  ought  i  and  whether  it  be  pro[)er  or  not,  there  are  always 
»oiue  iK>rson  there  to  praise  it;  some  through  n  desire  to  wit- 
ness and  al>et  evil;  others,  from  fear;  and  thus  do  people  Still 
TOiitinue  to  complain,  witli  .Ian  Vergas,  i/e  ulementfa  flucig,  of 
tlie  clemency  the  Duke.     But  Ihat  we  mny  give  no  one  reason 
tOBiispect  that  we  blow  too  hard,  'twill  he  proper  to  Illustrate 
llie  plow  of   Director  Kifff  "s  udminiKtratlon,  and    the  govern- 
ment of   Director  Stuyvi'Kiint  ;i  little   before  our   departure  by 
"f*"*  examplen,  but  we  wdlingly  iidniit.  tliiit  it  will  not  be  In 
"I"  power  fully   '"    relate    nil   the    particulars,    an   they  weie 
'ransiicted  so  secretly,  and   with  fo  much  duplicity  and  guile, 
""  iliall,    however,    expose   nome  of  them    iii'cording  to  our 
"''ility,  and  let  an  opinion  lie  formed  of   the  I.hm  by  his  pjiw. 
C'astiug  our  eye,  then,  over  Director  Kieft's  administrnlion, 
"6  Pouie  Brst  to  the  Church,  anil  we  shall  speak  after  that,  of 
'lie  public  property,  both  eeelesiastlcal  and  civil.      But  as  tliiw 
'"an  \i  HOW  dead,  and   some  of  his  proceedings  and  acts  ari' 
'"*ly  discuHKeil  by  Joehem  Pieterss  Cuyter  and  Cornells  Molyn, 
"'■  sliall  dispose  of  this  point  as  curtly  ns  we  possibly  can. 
I'revlous  to  Director  Kieft'B  bringing  unnecessary  war  upon 
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the  country,  his  principal  aim  and  object  were  to  take  good 
care  of  himself,  and  to  leave  behind  him  a  great  name,  but 
without  any  expense  either  to  himself  or  the  Company;  foi 
he  has  never  yet  done  anything  remarkable  for  the  country  b> 
which  it  was  improved.  With  that  view  he  considered  the 
erection  of  a  Church  very  necessary,  being  a  public  work,  the 
rather  as  it  was  in  contemplation  at  that  time  to  build  a  place 
of  worship  in  Renselaerswyck.  Bearing  this  in  mind,  he  com- 
municated his  views  to  the  church  wardens,  of  whom  he  him- 
self was  one,  who  readily  approved  of  and  praised  the  project. 
The  place  where  it  should  stand  was  then  discussed.  The 
Director  wished  and  insisted  that  it  should  be  located  in  the 
fort,  where  it  was  erected  in  spite  of  the  others.  And  truly, 
the  location  is  as  suitable  as  a  fifth  wheel  to  a  coach;  for, 
besides  being  small,  the  fort  lies  on  a  point,  which  would  be 
of  more  importance  in  case  of  population;  the  Church,  which 
ought  to  be  owned  by  the  people  who  defrayed  the  expense  of 
its  construction,  intercepts  and  turns  aside  the  Southeast 
wind  from  the  gristmill  which  stands  in  that  vicinity,  and 
this  is  also  one  of  the  causes  why  a  scarcity  of  bread  prevaile 
frequently  in  summer  for  want  of  grinding.  But  this  is  not 
the  sole  cause;  for  the  mill  is  neglected,  and  having  been  leaky 
most  of  the  time,  it  has  become  decayed  and  somewhat  rotteo 
so  that  it  cannot  now  work  with  any  more  than  two  arms,  and 
has  gone  on  thus  for  all  of  five  years.  But  returning  to  the 
Church  from  which  the  gristmill  has  for  the  moment  diverted 
us;  the  Director  concluded,  then  to  have  one  built  and  on 
the  spot  which  he  perferred.  He  lacked  money ;  and  where 
was  this  to  be  got?  It  happened,  about  this  time,  that  Ever- 
ardus  Bogardus,  the  clergyman,  gave  in  marriage  u  daughter, 
by  his  first  wife.  The  Director  thought  this  a  good  time  for 
his  purpose,  and  set  to  Avork  after  the  fourth  or  fifth  drink; 
and  he  himself  setting  a  liberal  example,  let  the  wedding  guestu 
sign  whatever  they  were  disposed  to  give  towards  the  Church. 
Each,  then,  with  a  light  head,  subscribed  away  at  a  handsome 
rate,  one  competing  with  the  other;  and  although  some  heartily 
repented  it  when  their  senses  came  back,  they  were  obliired 
nevertheless,  to  pay;  nothing  could  avail  aganist  it.  The 
Church,  then,  was  located  in  the  fort,  in  opposition  to  every 
one's  opinion.  The  honor  and  ownership  of  that  work  must 
be  inferred  from  the  inscription,  which,  in  our  opinion,  is  some- 
what ambiguous,  and  reads  thus:  Anno,  1642.  Willem  Kikft, 
DiRKCTKUR  Gkxkrakl,  hecft  de  f/emeente  desen  temple  doen 
bouwen.  But,  laying  that  aside,  the  people  nevertheless,  paid 
for  the  church. 
It  is  now  our  time  to  speak  of  the  church  property,  and  tc 
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do  the  trath  no  violent,  we  are  nut  aware  that  thera  ever  has 
bewi  any,  or  tliat  the  church  hath  aoy,  revenue,  evcept  what 
i)  ^ven  to  it.  Neither  the  Company  uor  th?  Director  ever 
took  the  least  pains  or  trouble  to  obtain  or  provide  any. 

The  plate  has  been  a  lone  tiiue  passed  around  for  a  Couimon 
nebool  which  has  been  built  with  words;  for,  as  yet,  the  flrst 
none  is  nut  laid;  some  materials  have  only  t>een  provided. 
However,  the  luouiey  given  for  the  purpose  hath  all  diaap- 
peareil  and  is  mostly  spent,  so  that  it  falls  somewhat  short; 
•uul  nothiug  permanent  has  yet  been  effected  for  this  purpose. 

The  Poor,  who,  howpver,  are  best  provided  tor,  having 
nothing  except  what  is  collected  in  the  Church  in  addition  tu 
a  faw  flne«  and  voluntary  offerings  from  the  Inhabitants;  but  a 
conalderable  portion  of  the  money  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Com- 
ply, who  took  it,  from  time  to  time,  and  retained  it.  They 
h»»e  long  promlBAil  fo  pay  interest,  but  notwithstanding  all 
th&t  was  done  In  the  matted  neither  principal  nor  interext  can 
be  obtained  from  them. 

There  is  occasionally,  a  flying  report  of  an  hospital,  and  of 
uylaius  for  orphans  and  fur  old  men,  &>■.,  but  as  yet  not  a 
■'Kn  of  an  attempt,  order  or  regulation  has  been  made  about 
'belli.  From  all  thene,  then,  it  is  sufficiently  apparent,  that 
•Mri^ly  any  prO[ier  pare  or  diligence  has  been  used  by  the 
Company  or  its  officers,  for  any  ei'dlesiastical  property;  and, 
u  far  as  can  lie  ascertained,  nothing  in  the  least  lias  \>epa 
ilone  from  the  beginning  to  the  present  time,  but  on  the  con- 
trary, every  care  and  pains  have  been  taken  to  attach  minions 
doBely.  or  to  make  new  ones,  as  we  shall  hereafter  show  In 
i'"  own  time,  and  now  proceed  and  see,  what  have  been  the 
public  resources  of  the  government  up  to  the  time  of  our  de- 
Pvtute,  so  that  it  may  be  manifest  what  pains  and  diligence 
•he  Directors  have  used   and  exercised  in  this  particular. 

There  was  not  indeed  at  lirst,  in  Director  Kieft's  aitmiois- 
''aiion,  so  favorable  an  opportunity  as  since,  because  the 
''"tiwon  the  i>pltries  were  collecteil  in  Fatherland,  anil  the 
'fWinen  bad  not  yet  granted  any  exRisf,  but  after  the  public 
■^'ttDiity  — we  mean  the  rash  war — was  brought  on  ns,  the 
''"ties  on  the  peltries  i>egaii  to  i>o  collected  in  this  country  and 
*"  effort  was  made  to  impose  a  l>eer  excise,  about  which  a  con- 
'ereiife  was  had  witli  tlw  Eight  men,  then  chosen  Trom  among 
'be  i>eople.  who  did  not  un'ilerstand  it :  but  requested  to  know 
''^  what  manoei*  and  on  what  footing  it  would  be  established 
Wd  how  long  it  was  to  continue.  Director  Kieft  promised 
'bat  it  should  continue  only  until  the  arrival  of  a  Company's 
■h'p,  anew  Director,  or  until  Ihecud  of  the  war.  And  though 
*•!  nearly  doubted  this,  and   it  was  not  agreed   lo,  yet  lie  in- 
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troduced  it  by  force.  The  beer  belonging  to  the  brewers  who 
would  not  consent  to  an  excise,  was  distributed  among  the 
soldiers  as  a  prize,  and  so  it  has  continued ;  but  it  has  produced 
great  strife  and  discontent;  for  from  that  time  forward  the 
Director  endeavored  to  divide  the  country,  and  to  establish  a 
faction;  those  who  were  on  his  si^de  could  not  do  amiss,  how- 
ever i)adly  they  behaved;  these  who  were  opposed  to  him  were 
always  wrong,  however  well  they  acted,  and  the  order  to  con- 
sider half  an  error  as  a  whole  one,  was  then  strictly  enforced. 
So  great  was  the  Director's  jealousy  that  he  could  not  without 
suspicion  suffer  disinterested  persons  to  visit  his  partizans. 

After  the  war  had  been  terminated  according  to  the  Direc- 
tor's own  statement,  though  in  our  opinion  it  will  never  be 
finished  until  the  country  be  peopled,  every  one  hoped  that 
this  excise  would  cease;  but  Director  Kieft  postponed  that 
until  the  arrival  of  a  new  Director,  who  was  very  anxiously 
wished  for,  and  finally  appeared;  but  like  the  crowning  of 
Rehoboam ;  for,  instead  of  abolishing  the  beer  e:(cise,  his  first 
jict  was  to  superadd  thereto  a  wine  excise  and  other  intolerable 
burdens;  so  that  some  of  the  Commonalty,  as  they  then  had  no 
advocate,  were  themselves  under  the  necessity  of  remonstrating, 
but  instead  of  the  relief  they  expected,  th^y  received  a  some- 
what sharp  reprimand  from  the  Director,  and  subsequently 
obtained  a  written  answer  which,  as  was  his  custom,  he  had 
couched  in  so  lengthy  and  so  diffuse  a  style,  that  poor  humble 
people,  such  as  are  here,  must  inevitably  commit  mistakes  re- 
garding it.  And  thus  have  further  attempts  been  made  from 
time  to  time  to  im]:)oso  new  taxes  and  burthens.  In  fine,  it  is 
so  managed  that  a  considerable  sum  was  received  in  Director 
Kieft's  time,  as  well  from  duties  as  from  other  sources  which 
are  estimated  to  amount,  one  year  with  another,  to  16,000  guild- 
ers, exclusive  of  the  customs  paid  in  Fatherland,  which  must 
indeed  be  also  collected  from  the  poor  people  here. for  the  goods 
are  afterwards  sold,  and  are  now  intolerably  dear.  The  reve- 
nue reached  a  somewhat  higher  sum  in  Director  Stuyvesant's 
time.  It  is  estimated  that  about  80,000  guilders  are  now  drawn 
from  the  people,  yearly,  in  duties, confiscations, excise,  &c;  and 
yet  it  is  not  fair,  that  the  more  one  has  the  more  he  will  have. 
It  was  however,  allowable,  that  as  much  as  possible  should  be 
contributed  when  it  was  to  be  employed  for  the  public  good; 
and  inasmuch  as  it  was  promised  and  enacted,  in  all  placards, 
that  all  the  money  was  to  be  employed  for  commendable  and 
necessary  public  works,  let  us  now  examine  for  a  moment  what 
laudable  public  works  there  are  in  this  country,  and  what 
fruits  all  the  donations  and  contributions  have  hitherto  borne. 
But  in  order  not  to  commit  any  error  in  this  matter,  we  must 
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not  be  un<Wrstooil  to  jiu-luile  the  goods  ami  eReutHor  ttie  Hon'^ 
Company,  an<*  which  are  its  |>roi>orty,  for  whatever  belungH 
particularly  lo  any  |>er«oii,  never  was  puhlic;  and  the  Coiu- 
puoy's  pro|>erty  io  thin  country  including  fortx,  cannon,  aiii' 
iuuuition,fartu-buUHeK,\vare-houscti,dwolling'hout*eti.bulldinKB, 
horxeii,  cattle,  veiwelt),  and  wliutever  else  may  be,  potiHibly 
■luouut  to  between  60,000  and  70.000  guilders.  And  it  is  very 
[irohable  that  the  d<il)tii  HeainHt  it  artt  xoiucwhat  more.  But 
laying  thi»  abide,  we  shull  turn  uur  attention  to  the  public 
property,  and  see  how  tlie  money  haH  from  time  tu  time  l)eeu 
riuployeil  according  to  th«  placardB.  If  we  are  correctly  in- 
formed, and  liave  fully  luveHtlgated  and  examined  all  these,  we 
raiinot  ascertain  or  fliid  tliat  any  thing— we  uay  any  thing— big 
or  littt«.  worth  mentioning,  was  done,  built  or  constructed, 
during  Director  Kieft's  mhuini  strati  on.  in  which  the  people 
were  concerned  or  had  any  interest,  except  the  Church,  of  which 
we  have  already  spotcen.  Yen,  so  much  negligence  and  careless- 
ness  prevailed  in  the  matter,  that  nothing  was  proposed,  un- 
dertaken or  done  with  even  an  ostensible  appearance  of  satis- 
lying  the  people;  <>ti  the  contrary,  wlmt«ver  was  contributed 
by  the  Coiuinonalty  was  absorl>ed  among  the  Company's  prop- 
erty; and  the  etle<-ts  and  means  even  of  the  latter,  both  in  one 
platv  and  the  other,  have  been  squandered  for  the  purpose  of 
luaking  friends,  seruring  witnesses,  and  In  order  lo  get  rid  of 
arcufiers  on  the  subject  of  the  waging  of  the  war.  Even  tlie 
S*Kroes,  which  were  obtained  with  Tamanderc,  were  sold  for 
porli  and  |>eas;  something  wonderful  was  to  l>e  (lerformed 
"itb  this,  but  they  juRt  dripiied  through  the  Rnger.->.  There 
iiT*  yet  sundry  other  Negroes  In  this  country,  some  of  whom 
liave  been  manumitted  on  account  of  their  long  service;  but 
'heirphildren  continue  cliives,  contrary  to  all  public  law,  that 
^ny  one  horn  of  a  free  <;hristian  mother  should,  notwithtttand- 
'"Bi  be  a  slave  and  obliged  so  to  remain.  It  is  Impossible  for 
""lo  relate  every  thing  Hiat  has  oi-curred.  Whoever  did  not 
"""ent  and  applaud  was  watched  and  when  opportunity  ofTered 
***  rB[iieml)ered.  We  now  submit  to  all  intelligent  imtsomh 
*hftt  fruit  this  hnn  borne,  and  what  a  way  thiH  was  to  obtain 
•t''*!  testimony.  Man  is  by  nature  covetous,  and  he  iMe8i>ecially 
*"  "■bo  is  needy.  Hut  we  shall  give  some  few  instances  of  this 
"hen  we  treat  of  Director  Kieft'smlministration  in  particular. 
*nil  now  to  proceed  to  that  of  Director  Stuyvesant,  and  to  see 
""St  has  been  its  course  here,  up  to  the  time  of  our  departure. 
^r.  Stuyvesant  has  been,  almost  the  whole  of  the  time  from 
'''' flrgtcondng  toour  leaving,  buHV  bnihlhig,  laying  masonry. 
WnMructing,  breaking  up,  refitting  and  so  forth;  but  gener- 
n-VoL.  V. 
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ally  on  the  Company's  account  ami    little  to  their  advantage, 
for  on  »ome  things  more  is  expended  tlian  they  are  worth ;  how- 
ever he  at  first  put  tlie  ohurch  in  order,  which  had  c«)me  into 
his  hands  in  very  bad  repair,  and  shortly  afterwards  constructed 
a  wooden  wharf,  eacli  of  which   is  of  firreat  use  and   very  con- 
venient ;  but  subsequent  to  this  we  know  of  nothing  either  done 
or  made,  that  is  entitled  to  the  name  of   public  work.     Noth- 
withstanding,  the  receipts  have  been  usfflcienMy  ample,  as  is 
eviileut  from  the  yearly  account;  yet, like  dropsical  people, the 
cry  was  still  incessantly  for  more.    As  a  consequence,  great  dis- 
content arose  in  a  short  time  every  where,  not  only  among  the 
burghers,  who  had  very  little  to  say,  but  also  even  among  the 
Company's  officers, so  that  divers  protests  passed  between  them 
on  account  of  the  expense  and  waste  consequent  on  unnecessary 
councillors,  officers,  servants  and  so  fortli,  entirely  unknown  to 
the  Majores,  and  by  reason  of  llie  appropriation  and  employ- 
ment, for   private   purposes,  of  funds  and    means  which  were 
raised  from  the  public;  but  all  in  vain;  little  or  no  improve- 
ment followed.     And  the  more  i>eople  tried  to  aid,  restore  and 
mend  matters,  the  worse  has  it  been;  for.  swayed   by  pride,  a 
determination  entirely  contrary  was  adopted,  as  if  it  were  a 
disgrace  to  follow  advice,  and  as  if  every  thing  shoul'^  proceed 
from  one  head.     The  fruits  of  this  conduct  can  speak  and  tes- 
tify of  themselves.     People  have  been  here  now  so   long,  and 
would  beat  every  bush;  yet  not  a  thing  had  been  done  concern- 
ing weights  and  measures  or  the  like,  previous  to  the  25?*  July, 
of  the  year  1649,  at  which  time  the  people  were  notified   that 
an  order  on  the  subject  would   be  issued   the  ensuing  August, 
which  the  Fiscal  would   then  enforce— this  was  as  much  as  to 
say;    "Water   the   pigeons."     Much   discontent   and    division 
also   frequently  prevail    among  the   people   in    regard    to   the 
weights  and  measures;  and  as  these  were  never  stamped,  there 
can  be  no  uniformity.     The  belief  likewise  obtains,  that  some 
whose  consciences  are  large,  have  two  sets  of  them,  but  we  can- 
not affirm  the  f»u*t.     The  Company's  grain  measures  has  always 
been  suspected  but  who  dares  «ay  so?    The  payment  in  Wam- 
pum,  which  is  the  currency  here,  htis  never  been  placed   on  a 
sure  footing,  although  the  Select  men  requested  it,  and  showed 
how  it  could  be  done,  and  added  conclusive  reasons  in  support 
thereof.     But  it  has  always  iyeen  misconceived  and  distasteful. 
And  when  any  thing  was  said    to   the    Director  on    the^e  and 
similar  subjects,  more  than  pleased  him,  a  great  deal  of  ill  and 
spiteful  language  was  received :  even  those  wlio  were  officially 
brought  to  speak  with  him  of  such   tilings,  if  he  were  not   in 
good  humor,  were  berated  as  rascals,  bear  skinners,  &c. 
The  Fort   under  which   people  will    take  shelter,  and   from 
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>hicb,  it  HceTuii,  all  authority  proceeds,  Uph  like  il  uiole-bilt 
uraruiii.  It  (lueH  not  contuin  u  dingle  gun-carria^,  and  there 
is  not  a  pfwe  ot  cannon  on  a  xujtable  frame,  or  on  a  sound 
platform.  It  waa  procluiiued,  at  Urat,  that  it  should  be  re- 
pilred,  (tonetructed  with  five  bastions,  and  be  made  a  first  class 
fort.  The  Select  uien  were  also  asked  for  money  tor  the  pur- 
pone;  but  they  excused  themselves  on  the  plea  that  the  people 
were  very  [loor.  Every  one  was  also  Kreatly  dissatlsfleil,  and 
feareii  that  the  Director  would  be  uiorb  harsh  and  severe,  could 
b«  once  rely  on  his  fort.  It  remains  stic-kiriK  betweeu  these. 
He  will,  doubtless,  contrive  by  various  ciruuiustances  to  throw 
tlie  blame  oq  the  Commonalty,  who  are  innocent,  although 
tlie  Director  desirett  to  have  tlie  money  from  them,  and  pre- 
tended to  have  an  order  to  that  effect  from  their  High  Mighti- 
atmrs;  for  had  ho  applied  to  that  object  one  fourth  of  the 
inoQey  which  was  collectefl  in  hitt  time  from  the  Commonalty, 
itwoidd,  certainly,  not  have  fallen  short,  as  the  wine  excise 
<  Imposed  expressly  for  that  purpose.  But  so  it  was;  a 
vn  was  sought  to  shear  the  sheep  before  the  wool 
b^  thrown.  ThuK.  in  regard  to  public  workK,  there  is  little 
ilifferenre  between  Director  Kieft  and  Director  Stuyvesant;  for 
ilter  the  erection  of  the  (.'hiirch,  the  former  became  negligent 
Ud  jijBtituted  personal  iictiou  against  whomsoever  he  had  a 
prrjuilii'e.  The  latter  has  had  much  better  and  more  iippor- 
'UQltipH  to  assist  the  people  tliaii  his  predecessor;  for  he  had 
"^  war.  He  differs  froiti  liim  also  beinp  iiiore  active  and  ma- 
llesant  in  looking  up  causes  of  prosecution  against  his  Inno- 
^nt  opponents,  than  ever  his  predecessor  ha<l  been. 


Tltf  Adminwtration  of  Uirentnr  Kieft  in  Particular. 

'^nffirient  has  been  said  relative  to  what  Director  Kieft  hath 
ooDe  In  civil  and  eceleeiastical  matters;  fthether  buildings, 
'*WurpeH  or  revenues.  It  remains  for  us  to  visit  the  Council 
'haiiiber  and  bring  out  some  specimens,  according  to  our  pro- 
""'*.    Herein  we  shall  aho  rtudv  conciseness. 

The  Council  consisted,  tlien,  of  Director  Kieft  and  Monsieur 
^MnntaTigie;  the  Director  had  two  votes  and  Mr.  La  Mon- 
["'■Kleone;  and  yet  it  was  a  high  crime  to  ai>peHl  from  their 
JWgiiietits.  Cornells  van  der  Hooykens  sat  with  them  as 
''""Til,  and  Ornelis  via  Thienhoven  as  Secretary.  And, 
"lereover,  whenever  anytliinn  extraordinary  cauie  up,  the  Di- 
'^torhad  a  few  addiltonal  invited,  accordin;;  to  his  pleasure; 
'"*•»  were  mostly  officers  of  the  Company.  Tliis,  however, 
''*l>|)ened  bnt  sehloiii.  yet  it  pn^diiceil  dissatisfaction.  Neither 
"i*  Twelve  men  nor  the  Kight  after  then],  hud  voice  or  opinion 
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in  cases  l>erore  the  court;  they  were  chosen  in  view  of  the  war 
and  Honie  other  occurrences,  in  order  to  serve  as  a  cloak  and  a 
catspaw.     In   other  respects,  they   were  of  no  consideration, 
and  little  ret^rarded  when  they  proposed  anything  in  opposition 
to  the  views  of  the  Director,  wlio  imagined  himself,  or  would 
fain  persuade  others,    that  lie  was  Sovereign  and  that  it  was 
al)8olutely  in   his  power  to  do,  or  to  permit,  everything;  and 
he  heeded  little  that  the  safety  of  tlie  People  was  the  supreme 
law,  as  was  olearily  manifest  in  the  war;  although  an  effort  was 
nuule  by   subterfuge^  and   piles  of  certificates  and   petitions, 
to  shove  the  resf>on8ibility  on  others,  when  the  spit  was  turned 
into  the  ashes.     But  this  was  done,  because  things  went  too  far, 
and  every  one  laid  the  damage  and  bloodshed  at  his  door.     La 
Montangie  said   that  he  protested  against  it,  but  that  he  was 
mixed  up  with  it  against  his  will  and  to  his  deep  regret;  and 
afterwards,  when  it  did  take  place,  that  he  pretended  to  assist 
to  the  best  of   his  ability.     Secretary  Cornelis  van  Tienhoven 
also  says,  he   had   scarcely  any  hand    in  it,  and   that  he   had 
done  nothing  in  the  premises  except  by  the  express  order  of 
the  Director;  but   this  was   not    believed,  for   there  are  some 
who   lieard    La   Montangie   say,  that  had   not  the  Secretary 
brought  a  false  report,  tlie  affair  would  have  never  happencnl. 
There  are  also  some  others  who  know  it,  and  almost  every  one 
Ixilieves  it     to   be  so,   and  indeed    it  seems  very   likely.     No 
confidence  was  placed  in  Fiscal  Vah  dcr  Hooykens  in  conse- 
quence of   his   drinking,  in  which   all    his   science  consisted; 
neither  liad  he  any  experience  in  this  country,  and  at  the  com- 
mencement, frequently  cursed   the  war  as  l)eing  against  his 
will,  so  that   the  responsibility  remains  and    must   rest  with 
the   Director  and  Secretary  Tienhoven.     To  the   Director  was 
intrusted  the  supreme  authority;   did  any  one  advise  him  to 
the  country's  ruin,  he  must  not  follow  such  advice,  and  after- 
wards endeavor  to  throw  the  blame  off  his  shoulders  on  people 
who  will  excuse  themselves  although  they  are,  in  our  opinicm, 
not  whollv  blameless.     We  believe  the  war  to  have  been  caused 
by  the  exaction  of  the  contribution,  for   which   the  Director 
said  he  had  the  order  of  the  Majores,  and  by  his  own  imprudent 
expeditions,   which  manifesttnl   themselves  chiefly  in  the  mys- 
terious toast;  but  there  are  friends  whom  this  closely  concerns 
and   who    have  already   undertaken    it.      We  shall    leave    the 
matter    to  them,  and    give  a   few  specimens  of   his  aspirations 
after  sovereignty, «)mitting  several  others  for  the  sake  of  brevity. 
At  this  point  we  are  met  by  one  Franciscus  Douthy,  an  En- 
glish clergyman    hern,  and   one  Arnold  us  van  Hardenbergh,  a 
fn^  merchant,  also  (»f   this   plnce:    but    as  this  will    probably 
come  before  your  High  Mightinesses  in  full  session,  in  the  cases 
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lo  which  they  appear,  wcKhull  ^ive  incrfly  »  hiiuiiiiary  of  them. 
TIiIh  L-lergyiuan,  Frtmcitit^uK  Douthy,  came  to  New  tliiglaud  at 
tbe  i'oiuiu«nceuient  or  the  troubleu  fn  Eiiiflnnd,  iii  order  to  es- 
eaiit:  them,  and  found  that  he  had  gut  out  of  tlie  frjiiig  pan 
into  the  fire.  He  betook  hiuEelf,  in  conoeiiuence,  under  tlie 
prot«<Ttion  of  the  Nether  Ian  ilerFi,  in  order  lliut  he  may.  atword- 
ing  to  the  Dutch  reform  at  ion,  enjoy  freedom  of  i^nscienee, 
which  he  unexpectedly  miHsed  in  New  England;  and  the  I>i- 
reotor  granted  and  conveyed  to  him  nn  abtiolute  patent,  witli 
manorial  privileges.  He  addtxl  some  families  now  to  hiu  nvX- 
tleiuent,  iu  the  course  of  one  year;  but  the  war  breal<ing  out, 
they  were  all  driven  off  their  lands,  with  the  losNof  tome  peo- 
ple, and  the  destruction  of  many  cattle,  ot  uhnoet  nil  their 
houses,  and  whatever  they  had;  they  returned  a  while  after 
that,  and  having  conHumed  more  than  they  iinew  how  to  ob- 
tain, they  came  to  tite  Manathans,  whither  all  tlie  refugees  at 
that  rime  Hed,  and  Masler  Douthy  was  minister  there.  After 
the  fiame  of  war  had  die<1  away,  and  peace  had  been  conclu. 
<led  in  such  a  manner,  however,  that  no  one  had  .much  reli- 
ance on  it,  some  returned  again  to  their  land.  The  Director 
would  fain  see  this  man  mi  hack  to  his  land,  in  order  that 
•■very  thing  should  have  the  a|i|>earance  of  being  arranged,  but 
OH  iteace  was  doubtful,  and  Master  Doulhy  had  no  means  to 
begin  with,  be  wns  not  in  a  hurry;  he  went,  however,  some- 
time after,  and  resided  therp  half  a  yeiir.  but  he  again  removed, 
as  it  was  seized  ;  for  in  the  Iioi>e  thiit  umip  others  would  estah- 
li»h  a  village  there,  a  suit  was  instituted  iif-ainst  the  Minister, 
and  carried  so  far,  that  the  land  wn.s  i-onflHcated.  Master 
Douthy  finding  himself  ug{;rieved, appealed  from  the  judgment. 
The  Director  answered,  there  was  no  iippcul  from  his  decision 
wrhich  must  lie  final,  and  in  i-onsequence  of  his  remark,  sen- 
teni^ed  the  Minister  tn  be  imprisoned  for  the  spai-e  of  24  hours, 
and  then  )>uy  2.'>  iiuiklers.  We  have  always  considered  this  art 
tyrannical,  and  regards)  it  as  an  Instaiife  of  sovereignty.  Ar- 
nold us  van  Hardenbergii's  ease  resembles  this  very  nuich  Iti  its 
result,  for  uft*^  Seger  Theuiiisse  ha{l  lieen  murdered  by  the  In- 
dians, at  the  Beeregiit.  and  the  yacht  had  returned  to  the 
Manathans,  the  Director  and  ('oiineil  ap[iointed  Arnoldus  van 
Hanlenliergh  and  two  others,  curators  of  the  estate,  and  the 
yacht  WHS  Bearctie<l.  And  in  il  was  found  some  property  which 
had  not  lieen  enteretl,  wherefore  thn  Fiscal  summoned  the  cura- 
tors into  court,  and  claimed  that  the  proiwrty  was  forfeited  to 
the  Company.  The  curators  niiposed  it,  and  gave  Hardenbergh 
charge  of  the  suit,  who  after  some  [iroceedings,  was  cast.  As 
he  now  found  himself  aggrieved  us  agent  f<tr  the  nenernl  own- 
ers, he  appealed   to   such   judges  us   the  owners  would  eie<-t. 
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Director,  but  was  obliged  to  let  many  things  take  their  course 
and  submit  to  them,  to  wliich,  he  afterwards  declared,  he  had 
great  objection  Ijecaase  they  were  unjust,  but  he  saw  no  other 
way  to  secure  peace;  for  the  Director  himself  said,  in  Council, 
that  he  would  treat  him  worse  than  Wouter  van  Twiller  had 
ever  done,  if  he  would  not  obey  his  wishes.  This  man  is  then 
overruled.  Let  us  now  proceed  further.  Monsieur  La  Mon- 
tangle  had  been  in  the  Council  in  K left's  time,  and  was  then, 
by  many,  greatly  suspected;  he  hath  no  commission  from 
Fatherland ;  was,  also,  driven  off  his  land  by  the  war;  is  deeply 
in  the  Company's  debt,  and  is,  therefore,  under  the  necessity 
of  dissembling;  but  it  is  sufficiently  notorious  and  has  been 
heard  from  himself,  that  he  was  not  pleased  with,  and  disap- 
proved of  that  a<lministration.  Brian  Muysou  [Nuton],  Ilea- 
tenant  of  the  soldiers  comes  next.  This  man  dreads  the  Di- 
rector, and  honors  him  as  his  Iteuefaetor;  besides  being  very 
ignorant  and  inexperienced  in  the  law,  he  is  totally  unac- 
quainted with  our  Dutch  language,  so  that  he  is  entirely  un- 
qualificKl  to  reply  to  the  elaborately  written  opinions,  except 
that  he  indeed  must  and  will  say  Yes.  Adrian  Keyser,  the 
Commissary,  who  came  here  as  Secretary,  is  also  sometimes 
admitt'Cd  to  the  Council.  This  man  hath  not  forgotten  much 
law,  but  says,  himself,  that  he  lets  God's  water  run  over  God's 
field.  This  man,  then,  can  say  nothing,  and  dare  not  say  any- 
thing; for  so  much  devolves  on  him  that  it  is  l)e8t  that  he 
keep  quiet.  The  Captains  of  the  ships  have  also  a  vote  in  the 
Council  when  they  are  ashore,  such  as  Jelmer  Tomas  and 
Pan  I  us  I^naertse,  who  was  appointed  Naval  agent  on  his  flrst 
arriving  here,  and  has  always  hail  a  seat  in  the  Council,  but 
he  is,  now  a  freeman.  Every  one  can  easily  imagine  the  amount 
of  knowledge  these  men,  who  have  spent  all  their  lives  at  sea 
and  have  been  brought  up  to  ship  business,  possess  of  matters 
of  law  and  of  husbandmen's  disputes;  besides  which  the  Director 
keei)s  them  so  dependent  that  they  dare  not  speak,  as  will 
appear  from  this  circumstance  at  C^univao,  before  the  Director 
ever  saw  New  Netberland.  As  they  were  discoursing  about 
the  value  of  Caracks,  the  Director  himself  said  to  the  ministers 
and  others;  '*Domine  Johannes,!  thought  1  had  brought  honest 
skippers  with  me,  but  1  find  that  I  have  brought  a  pack  of 
thieves."  And  this  was  said  of  these  gentlemen  Councillors, 
hut  principally  of  the  Naval  officer,  for  Captain  Jelmer  was 
mostly  all  the  time  at  sea.  But  they  let  it  pass  unnoticed, 
a  sign  that  they  were  dependent;  they  <lid  not  fare  the  worse 
for  it,  however,  for  Paulus  Ijcnaertse  hath  l)ut  trifling  wages 
and  yet  has  built  a  better  dwelling-house  here  than  any  other 
person.     How  this  is  done,  is  too  deep  for  us;  for  though    the 
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Director  is  awam  uf  t  lifitn  thitit-ti,  lie  TitiverthelexH  observeit 
■ilenue  when  Pauluv  Lennertt^ti  lieginn  tu  icet  eicited,  whicli  lig 
'ould  not  suffer  from  uny  other  person ;  Hnd  this  gives  rise  to 
<liv«rs  unfavorable  sunuiHes.  Tooomplute  the  beofh  of  Justice, 
Iliere  still  remnin  the  Secretary  and  the  Fiscal  Uendrick  van 
I>yck,  who  has  been  formerly  liere  as  EnsiKn.  Director  Stuy. 
fesaiit  excluded  bitn  twenty-nine  uionths  from  the  Council 
board,  for  the  reason,  anions  others,  as  his  Honor  stated  that 
be  eaunot  keep  a  secret,  hut  divul^ces  whatever  is  done  there- 
He  also  frequently  declared  that  he  was  a  villain,  a  scoundrel, 
«  thief.  4c.  And  all  this  is  well  known  to  the  Fiscal,  but  he 
darw  not  adopt  the  rl^ht  course  in  the  inatt«r,  and.  in  our 
opinion,  'tis  not  advisable  for  him  to  do  bo;  for  he  is  a  man 
'Holly  Intolerable  alike  in  words  and  deeds.  What  shall  we 
■a>-  of  one  whose  head  is  a  trouble  to  him  and  whose  screw  is 
tooae,  especially  when  it  is  surrounded  by  a  little  sap  in  the 
"ood.  which  is  no  rare  occurrenne,  as  he  is  master  at  home. 
Coi-nelis  van  Thienhoven,  the  Secretary,  comes  neit.  A  Kreat 
de&l  might  be  said  of  this  man ;  more  even  than  we  are  able  to 
fet  forth.  For  brevity's  sake,  liowever,  we  »liall  select  here 
Mill  there  ft  few  traits.  He  is  crafty,  subtle,  intelligent,  sharp- 
*ltt4^  — ^ood  gifts  when  properly  applied.  He  is  one  of  those 
who  have  lieen  longest  in  this  country;  is  thoroui;hly  ac- 
quainted with  every  circumstance  relating  both  to  the  Chris- 
tians and  the  Indians.  With  the  Indians  even,he  has  run  about 
like  an  Indian  with  Ittle  covering  and  a  patch  before  liiui 
through  lust  for  the  prostitutes  to  whom  he  has  ever  l)een 
eiceNsivciy  addicted,  an<l  with  whom  he  hits  had  so  much  ii<- 
fercourso,  that  no  puiushnieiit  nor  menaces  of  the  Director  can 
drive  him  from  them.  He  is  a  great  adept  at  dissimulation, 
and  even  when  laughing,  intends  to  bite,  and  professes  the 
wannest  friendship  where  he  hates  the  deepest.  To  ereryune 
who  ban  buslnesH  with  him— and  there  is  scarcely  one  but  has 
—he  gives  a  fftvoral>le  reply,  jiromises  assistance  and  assists 
r<carcely  anybody,  or  leads  them  continually  ofT  on  some  course 
or  the  other  except  the  Minister's  friends.  In  his  words  and 
acts  he  is  loose,  false,  deceitful  ;uid  given  to  lyinj;;  pro<ligal 
of  promises  «nd  when  it  conies  to  performance,  noUxiy  is  home. 
The  origin  of  the  war  was  attributed,  principally,  to  him  and 
some  of  his  friends.  The  Dircftor  was  led  astray  by  his  false 
r«portB  and  lies,  and  this  is  the  opinion  and  declaration  of 
both  reliable  Indians  anil  Christians,  fiow  if  the  Voice  of  the 
People  be  af^cnrdiiii;  to  the  maslin,  the  Voice  of  Ood.  of  this 
man  hardly  any  good  can,  with  truth,  he  sai<l  and  no  evil 
concealed.  With  the  exception  of  the  Director  and  his  Party. 
the  whole  country  cries  out  ugaiust  him,  as  a  villain,  a  uiur- 
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derer  and  a  traitor,  and  that  lie  must  quit  the  country  or 
there  will  not  be  any  peace  with  the  Indians.  Director  Stuy- 
vesant  was,  at  first  and  also  afterwards,  well  infprmed  to  this; 
who,  nevertheless,  retained  hiiu  in  oflflce,  and  gave  him  so 
much  latitude  that  everything  follows  his  behest  more  than 
if  he  were  President;  yea,  who  even  says,  that  he  is  well  con- 
tent to  employ  him  ;  but  that  stone  is  still  rolling.  We  are 
convinced  and  do  believe,  that  he  misleads  the  General  in 
many  res(>ects,  and  causes  him  to  do  much  evil  that  otherwise 
would  not  be  committed.  In  a  word,  he  is  a  proximate  cause 
of  his  ruin  and  of  the  country's  difficulty;  but,  it  seems,  the 
Director  can  not,  or  will  not  see  it.  For,  when  some  persons 
represented  the  matter  to  him,  'twas  of  no  avail;  but  an  effort 
was  made  to  palliate  it,  and  so  to  manage  that  no  one  in 
Fatherland,  where  the  truth  may  be  freely  spoken,  could  molest 
him  for  the  purpose  of  getting  at  the  truth,  wliich  is  by  no 
means  their  object.  The  attributes,  then,  of  the  members  of  the 
Council  having  been  fixed,  It  is  easy  to  conjecture  that  the 
Court  people  stood  by  each  other  for  the  purpose  of  upholdin^^ 
the  imaginary  So\-ereignty.  And  in  order  to  gloze  over  that 
matter  altogether.  Nine  men  were  chosen  as  representatives  of 
the  entire  Commonalty,  and  it  was  in  the  commissions  and  in- 
struction declared,  that  what  these  men  did,  should  be  the 
act  of  the  whole  people;  as  it,  indeed,  was  when  it  accorded 
with  the  Director's  opinion  and  views,  for  they  represent  the 
entire  people.  But  when  it  happened  otherwise,  then  they 
were  Boobies,  usurers,  rebels,  and  such  like.  But,  to  under- 
stand this  properly,  'twill  be  best  to  briefly  state,  in  chronc 
logical  order,  every  occurrence  here  during  his  administration 
and  how  unjustly  those  have  been  treated  who  have  sought 
the  good  of  the  country. 

His  first  arrival— for  we  speak  not  here  of  what  passed  on  the 
voyage— was  peacock  like,  with  great  state  and  pomposity;  the 
report  that  his  Honor  wished  to  remain  here  only  three  years 
and  other  boasts  induced  some  to  think  that  he  would  not  act 
the  father.  The  word  Myn  Hkbr  Gknkrakl  and  such  like 
titles,\vere  never  known  here  before.  He  was  busy  almost  every 
day  issuing  proclamations  of  various  sorts,  most  of  which  were 
Ut'ver  observed  and  have  long  since  died,  the  wine  excise  ex- 
cepted, for  that  was  a  source  of  profit.  The  proceedings  against 
the  Eight  men, particularly  against  Jochem  Pieterss  Cuyter  and 
Cornel  is  Molyn,  occurred  also  in  the  beginning,  and  the  Direc- 
tor manifested  so  much  partiality  therein, that  he  afforded  many 
an  opportunity  of  judging  of  his  character  and  its  nature,  but 
little  to  his  advantage;  for  every  one  clearly  saw  and  remarked 
that  Director  Kieft  had  more  favor  and  aid  and  counsel  in  his 
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HUlt  than  his  adverBar.v,»ii<l  that  onn  director  wag  the  advocate 
of  the  other,  ae  Director  StuyvesaDt's  own  wordu  iiuportetl  and 
tiiKDJfied  when  lieHaid;  "These  Boorixh  bruteK  would  hereafter 
endeavor  to  kno<;k  iiie  over  aliio,  but  I  xhall  now  manage  it  lo 
that  thVy  will  have  their  bellieti  full  iii  alt  time  tocouie." 
And  how  it  wa«  uianaRe<l  the  result  uf  the  unit  can  textify,  (or 
they  must  pay  flneu  and  were  cruelly  baiiinhed,  and  in  order 
that  nothing  shoiiUl  be  wanting,  when  ('ornella  Molyii  pleaded 
for  grace  until  intellitp^iice  of  the  result  of  liih  appeal  in  Fath- 
(•rliind  cbould  be  received,  he  wati  tlireateued.  ab  Uolyn  who  In 
H  living  man  hath  himself  declared,  tn  these  or  similar  wordu'.— 
"  Had  I  knowu,  Molyn,  that  you  would  have  divulged  our  eeu- 
tence,  or  broug-ht  it  before  their  High  Mightinesses,  1  should 
have  had  you  hanged  forthwith  on  the  highest  tree  in  New 
Netlierland. ''  Now  as  this  oecarred  before  two  paira  of  eyes, it 
cannot  be  denied  ;  it  may  nut  be  true, but  what  is  remarkable.it 
is  mi  (-onfinned  by  similar  caseK  as  not  to  admit  of  a  doubt ;  for 
it  once  came  to  pass  in  the  Minister's  bouse,  after  their  de- 
parture, when  the  Consistory  had  met  there  and  wa«  risen, 
that  one  Arnoldus  van  Herdenberuh  related  the  proci^edingN 
relative  to  Seger  Theunisse,  and  how  he  had  appealed  an  eura- 
tor.  from  the  judgment,  whereupon  the  Director,  who  had  sat 
there  as  an  Elder,  took  up  the  word  and  answered  :  "People 
may  think  of  appealing  during  my  time— should  any  one  do 
so,  1  would  have  hiui  made  a  foot  shorter,  pack  the  plecefl  oH 
to  Holland  and  let  him  appeal  in  that  way."  O  cruel  words! 
what  more  could  a  Sovereign  do?  And  all  this  is  still  further 
oonfirmeil.  for  alter  Jochem  Pieterss  Cuyter  and  Gomelie  Molyn 
went  to  Fatherland  to  prosecute  their  appeal,  and  letters  were 
rcM'eived  here  from  them,  and  it  was  rumored  that  they  were 
maintained  or  would  be  successful,  the  Director,  si>eaking  of 
J^K-hem  Pieterss  Cuyter  and  Cornells  Molyn.  o|)enly  declared 
at  vnrions  times  and  on  many  occacionf,  both  in  presence  of 
iDhabitiintsaud  stnngerfl,that  "Even  tho' they  return  and  bring 
a  States'  order  they  would  be  no  Iwtter  off  than  they  were;  I 
fliould  imme<1iately  send  tbem  back,  unlesK  their  liigh  Mighti. 
iifHejis summon  me."  His  Honor  has  always  maintained  that  no 
npiieal  lay,or  could  He  from  tliis  country, and  that  he  was  num. 
cjently  able  to  prove  it.  An<l  when  some  would  not  believe 
it, especially  fn  cases  against  the  Com[>Hny  or  its  chief  officers, 
a  gruat  many  ertrartw  from  divers  authorities  were  quoted,  not 
much  to  the  point  however.  In  the  lieglnning.  also,  when  Di- 
rector Kiett  wiirt  still  here,  the  English  Clergyman  requested 
pemiisxion  to  depart  to  the  Islands  or  to  Netherland.  a^'  he 
had  lived  and  labored  a  long  while  without  proper  maiute- 
nance.  and  as  hlit  land  was  now  conflseated ;  but  he  al  ways  re 
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ceiveil  an  unfavorable  answer  and  was  threateneti  with  this 
and  that.  Finally,  it  came  to  pass  tliat  he  may  depart  on  con- 
dition of  promising  under  his  hand  that,  wherever  he  sliould 
go,  he  would  not  mention,  nor  complain  of  the  manner  he  was 
treated  iiere  in  New  Netherland  by  Director  Kieft  or  Stuyves- 
ant.  Tills  the  man  liimself  declares.  Mr.  Dinklagenand  Com- 
mander Looper,  who  were  then  members  of  the  Council,  also 
vouch  for  its  truth.  If  the  Directors  can  now  justify  it  to  tlieir 
own  consciences,  'tis  a  wonder  what  they  will  then  do  with 
such  certificates;  and  mary  other  things  of  a  similar  character 
have  occurred,  but  verv  secretly. 

At  first,  the  Hon**'*"  Director  also  began  to  condemn  very  se- 
verely the  contraband  trade,  which  indeed  was  a  very  com- 
mendable act,  were  the  law  passed  and  enforced;  but  he  would 
himself  do  what  he  forbade  to  others,  and  this  the  people  will 
not  understand.  His  Honor  said  and  openly  maintained,  that 
it  was  lawful  for  him  on  the  Company's  account  to  nell  pow- 
der, lead  and  guns  to  the  Indians,  but  for  no  one  else;  that  he 
would  have  a  resolution  passed  to  that  effect  and  even  com- 
mence the  work.  What  the  purport  of  the  resolution  is,  we 
know  not;  but  the  character  of  the  action  is  notorious  to  every 
inhabitant,  for  through  his  employes  the  Director  hath  pub- 
licly carried  on  trade  with  the  Indians;  and  he  hath  deprived 
freemen  of  one  or  two  guns  which  they  had  brought  with  them 
forlheir  own  use  and  amusement;  for  some  of  which  he  paid 
what  he  thought  proper  for  others  nothing;  Hnd  then  sold 
them  to  the  Indians.  But  this  could  amount  to  nothing,  and 
had  little  effect;  some  other  course  must  be  adopted.  And 
with  this  view,one  Gerrit  Vastrick,a  trader,  was  authorize<l  to 
bring  with  him  a  case  of  guns,  as  is  ascertained,  in  order,  as 
it  was  reported,  to  supply  the  Indians  with  a  sparing  hand. 
The  transaction  with  this  case  was  so  public  that  not  a  man 
at  the  Manhatans  but  knew  of  it,  and  people  had  plenty  to  do, 
to  quiet  the  public;  every  one  made  his  own  comment,  for  it 
was  remarked  that  the  vessel,  as  others  indeed  before  it,  had 
not  been  inspected,  and  it  was  presumed  that  a  great  quantity 
of  jruns,  powder,  and  lead  were  on  board  the  ship  for  the  Gov- 
ernor, but  as  the  first  did  not  succeed  very  well,  nothing  was 
said  respecting  the  remainder.  But  this  might  have  passed  off 
did  not  every  one  remark  what  an  excuse  and  justification  the 
Director's  doing  so  afforded  to  all  others, both  the  skipper  and 
rnulcr,  who  had  early  information  of  it  and  now  were  reported 
to  have  brought  out  guns  to  a  large  amount.  And  greater 
credit  was  attached  to  this, as  they  proceeded  to  the  right  place 
and  the  returns  they  realized,  though  dumb,  speak.  This  cre- 
ated   inexpressible  dissatisfaction  among  the  common   people. 
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and  flven  anionf;  the  other  ulII(?ers,tiiKl  had  uot  thti  peO[)lt!  Inioii 
both  perBuudei]  and  restrained,  DomethitiK  ueriouB  luiifht  have 
beeD  the  conwqiieuce.  It  is  also  added ;— "The  DirtH^tor  in  in, 
"and  carries  on,  all  norta  of  businews  all  over  the  country,  for 
"  he  hath  various  stores  of  Iuh  own ;  he  in  a  hrewer.  hath  bouw- 
"eries,  is  part  owner  of  tihips,  a  merchant  and  trader  both  in 
■'  lawful  and  contraband  articles."  The  Direct-or,  however,  dli*- 
regardH  what  is  said,  and  exhihitK  the  Couipuiiy's  order  for  so 
doint;,  ad<ling  that  he  should  receive  by  the  VaickeJiiei  a  sup- 
ply of  powder  and  lead  for. thin  purpuM.  In  flne>  be  who  for- 
biiU  the  trade  r«  others  on  pain  of  death,  will  carry  It  un  hlni- 
»eir,  both  covertly  and  publicly,  and  desires,  contrary  to  all 
sound  principles,  that  his  t>xaniple  shall  not  he  followed.  And 
if  others  hapen  to  follow  It,  which  indeed  in  too  often  secretly 
the  case,  then  away  with  such  people  to  the  gnllowH.  This 
have  we  witnessetl  In  the  case  of  Jacob  Ryutgenii  and  Jacob  van 
Scheruierhoren,  who  were  capitally  proBecut«d  for  thlsoffeuce. 
and  a  i^reat  deal  of  difliculty  waH  experienced  before  they  could 
be  got  off,  and  even  then  they  were  banished  us  felons  and  their 
property  was  confiscated.  By  the  repeated  interposition  of  sev- 
eral worthy  citizens,  the  banishment  was  revoked,  but  the 
property  whiph  was  somewhat  considerable,  they  bein(f  iiii- 
l>orters,  remained  confiscated. 

We  eannot  refrain  from  Tn[ating  here  what  happened  to  one 
Joost  Theuniss:  Backer,  as  he  has  complained  to  us  thut  bis 
<-ase  was  one  of  gross  injustice,  which  it  indeed  is.  For  the 
man,  beinp  an  honest  Burjther  here,  of  muni  repute,  though 
moderate  means,  vian  thrust  into  prison,  snU  charges  rakecl  up 
ugainst  hiiu  from  every  hole  anil  corner,  on  the  information  of 
oneof  theCompany's-iervants,  who  according  to  the  statement 
of  the  General  and  Council,  hwl  richly  merited  the  gal  lows 
three  times,  and  for  whom  even  a  new  one  hnil  been  erect«d, 
which,  however,  he  ha<l  out  of  mercy,  escaped  i  flnally.  not  a 
dhudow  of  a  charge  l>eing  established,  the  accused  was  liberat- 
t>d,  after  13  days  imprlM>iiinent,  on  trivinK-''ut1l<'i<'nt  liail.  If  the 
Fiscal  should  find  anythinir,  be  is  to  inslilnle  his  action,  but 
rn  this  time  nothing  has  lieen  done.  .\  considerable  time 
having  elapse<l,  we,  as  organ  of  the  Coninionalty,  resiiectf'iDy 
(lemandeil,  at  his  request,  as  his  hail  was  iuiportunate,  that 
the  man  should  have  his  trial  and  Ih;  |iun1slie<l  acconiiiiK  to 
his  deserts,  if  he  were  guilty,  if  not,  that  he  be  clisclmrged. 
But  It  availed  nothing,  for  we  received  injurious  language, 
and  the  Fiscal  was  iillowed  to  vomit  forth  whatever  came  into 
■lis  mouth,  an<l  the  man  became  the  sul>ject  every  where  of  dis- 
like, and  WHS  alinsed  as  ii  biilcons  monster.  Hid  he  |)etition 
for  anything,  even   if    it  were   just,  lie   rt^-eived    coarse,  angry 
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abuse;  his  petition  was  not  received,  and  justice  was  denied 
him.  These  thin^^s  cause  great  dissatisfaction,  and  excit<^ 
tlioughts  of  abandoning  the  country.  Pieter  van  der  Linden 
fared  no  better,  but  he  waK  not  imprisoned,  though  many  were, 
the  most  of  whom  are  frightened,  and  would  not  speak  if  they 
dare.  Now  as  the  Company  its^elf  carries  on  the  forbidden 
trade,  the  people  think  that  it  is  no  sin  for  them  too  to  pro- 
secute it,  if  they  can  do  so  with  impunity.  And  this  gives  rise 
to  an  incredible  amount  of  smuggling  and  fraud.  It  does  not 
appear  to  prevail  this  year  cut  much  as  usual.  The  publica- 
tion of  a  placard  offering  freedom  and  protection  here  to  those 
liable  to  civil  or  criminal  prosecution  in  New  England,  hath 
also  greatly  embittered  the  minds  of  the  English,  and  it  wuh 
considered  to  be  by  every  one  of  evil  consequence.  Mr  Stuy- 
vesant's  promptness  at  confiscating,  causes  also  great  discon- 
tent among  the  inhabitants.  Scarce  a  ship  comes  in,  or  near 
this  place,  that  he  does  not  look  on  as  a  prize,  unless  it  be  the 
property  of  friends.  Great  pretensions  will  lie,  set  up  on  this 
subject,  though  with  slender  profit.  Their  merits  we  shall 
not  question ;  but  confiscation  hath  made  so  much  noise  in  New 
Netherland,  that  none  of  those  in  any  way  in  bad  odor,  con- 
siders his  property  secure.  Were  the  noise  thereof  confined 
exclusively  to  the  country,  it  were  well;  but  he  has  spread  it 
himself,  throughout  the  neighboring  English,  both  north  and 
south,  even  to  the  West  Indies  and  Caribl>ee  Islands;  every- 
where there  is  such  evil  report,  that  not  a  ship  dare  venture 
here  from  those  parts.  Worthy  and  reliable  people  who  come 
thence  here  by  way  of  Boston,  and  others  tniding  hence  to 
Boston,  assure  us  that  more  than  25  ships  would  come  annu- 
ally here  from  the  Islands,  were  they  not  afraid  of  confisca- 
tion. This  refers  only  to  these  places;  the  same  report  files  all 
over,  and  carries  similar  terror,  so  that  this  Vulture  is  sorely 
destructive  of  the  prosperity  of  New  Netherland  ;lt  diverts  trade 
and  renders  the  people  discontented;  for  other  plaices,  not  so 
convenient  as  this, have  more  shipping.  All  permanent  inhabi- 
tants, whether  merchant,  burgher,  farmer,  planter,  working 
man  or  servant,  suffer  great  damage  in  consequence;  for  were 
there  plenty  of  shipping  here,  everything  would  be  cheaper,  and 
necessaries  more  easily  obtained  than  now;  whether  goods  or 
articles  which  the  people  themselves  get  through  God's  bless- 
ing, out  of  the  earth,  or  otherwise  raise,  they  would  meet  a 
more  ready  and  a  more  profitable  demand.  People  and  pri- 
vileges create  trade.  New  England  and  Virginia  especially, 
afford  a  clear  example  that  this  policy  causes  prosperity.  Now 
all  the  debts  and  claims  are  called  in  which  Director  Keift 
left   uncollected,  and  which   were  due  for  the  most  part  by

poor  and  liiipuvcHshed  people,  wlio  commenced  with  iiuihing 
sn<l  who  loBt  their  sftvio)^  iu  the  war,  by  which  ihey  were 
(-uiiipellMl  to  ahuudoii  their  hounee,  luiidij,  catt'.e,  and  uther 
means;  and  when  they  pleaded,  that  they  were  unable  to  pay 
—that  tliey  had  lost  tlieir  all  by  the  wur;  that  Miuiter  would 
pleaxe  uDly  to  have  patience— they  were  repulsed,  and  the  re- 
Holutiuii  thereupon  adopted  and  indeed  put  into  execution,  to 
the  elTei't,  that  those  who  do  not  discharge  tlie  claims  of  the 
company,  must  pay  the  intereKt,  not  withstand  in  i;  the  debts 
w«re  incurred  in  and  by  the  war,  and  the  people  are  unable  to 
pay  either  principal  or  interest.  ARain.  he  will  not  pay  the 
{ast  debts  whieli  1>irector  Kieft  hath  left  behind  on  Company's 
account,  whether  consintinff  of  earned  monthly  wages,  delivered 
grain,  or  any  other  lawfully  proved  iiabllitieti;  and  when  we 
object  to  this,  that  it  Is  identically  the  same,  people  growl 
and  will  hare  it  so.  We  have  by  petition  and  remonstrance 
HI  tar  succeeded,  that  the  collection  of  the  debtx  is  postponed 
for  a  t<me. 

In  addition,  the  Company's  IhikI  Ik  ko  burdened,  taxed  and 
kept  down  that  Ihe  inhabitanln  ni-e  unable  to  eonipete  with 
their  neighbors  of  Virginia  or  Now  England,  or  to  nmlertakn 
anything.  It  ui>i>earH,  and  all  the  inhabitants  of  ?tew  Nether- 
land,  as  lar  as  out-  knowledge  extends,  believe,  that  the  Direc- 
tora  In  Holland  pay  no  lieed  or  attention  to  New  Netherland, 
etcopt  when  tu>metliing  Ih  to  be  received  Ironi  it,  which  is  a 
wason  that  lews  is  receive<l  by  them.  The  extreme  diMtresH  of 
*ar  which  has  prevailed  here,  clearly  lieiiionHtrates  that  they 
"ever  inquired  whether  New  Netherland  sank  or  swam;  for 
'hen  applicHtlou  wai>  made  to  them  in  hucIi  emergency  for  aid 
^nil  aHsistance,  whicli  tliey  were  Lmuud  l>y  houiir  and  l>y  prum- 
'w  according  to  tb<'  Exemptiunx  to  furnish,  unasked,  tbey 
nfvvFMtempted  to  do  anything  in  the  caHe  at  their  own  ex- 
panse. We  let  the  exi>enKe  go.  They  never  c-nused  any  good 
nnler  or  regulation  to  iip  adopted  in  tlie  uij^tter,  althoueb  such 
had  been  beneficently  ordered  and  recomuiende<l  by  your  High 
"'Khtinessee.  They  never  even  uuthorized  an  investigation  to 
•*  msde  into  the  caurieH  and  true  origin  of  the  war,  or  at- 
'"upteil  to  punish  those  who  had  ranlily  [■onuuenced  it.  Hence 
""  little  suspicion  attschea  to  their  order  coucen)lng  it;  'tis 
'*'^in,at  least,  that  tlieir  offlcers  were  chosen  more  from  favor 
'>0d  friendship,  than  from  merit;  this  does  not  improve  their 
■"*ir»,  but  it  is  for  the  most  part  the  stockholders'  damage 
*"''  Jobs.  Many  of  the  others  doubtless  understood  tlieir  de- 
•'(fns.  In  nne,tliey  fall  far  too  uliort  in  the  protection  they  owe 
"•^Muntry,  for  it  bears  no  resemblance  to  it.  Yet  tliey  know 
'"^ii  bow  to  increase  Ihe  public  burdens,  for  in  the  instances 
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in  the  Exemptious,  lu  which  they  promise  not  to  exceed  5  per 
cent,  they  now  exact  16.  *Ti8  an  old  saying,  he  scrapes  a  ^ood 
deal  who  scrapes  half,  but  it  does  not  reach  that  far.  The 
excuses  and  evasions  they  have  recourse  to, as  regards  merchan- 
dise, smuggling,  &c.,  which  time  has  taught  them  in  order  to 
give  a  coloring  to  their  acts,  are  of  no  value  nor  consideration, 
for  there  is  notliing  In  them  to  be  refuted;  but  too  much  of 
this.  Meanwhile,  we  shall  be  ready  to  do  8o,if  necessity  require. 
There  are  more  of  these  and  innumerable  other  iiupositions 
which  we  cannot  detail,  though  tending  to  the  damage,  injury 
and  ruin  of  the  Country.  When  the  inhabitants  or  we  go  to 
the  Director  or  other  of  the  Company's  officers,  and  represent 
tiie  prosperity  of  our  neighbors,  and  complain  of  our  own  deso- 
late and  ruinous  condition,  we  get  no  other  answer  from  them 
that  they  efTectually  see  and  observe  it,  but  cannot,  nevertheless, 
redress  it;  for  they  obey  and  must  adhere  to  the  Company's 
orders,  and  if  we  have  anything  to  say,  we  must  petition  their 
masters,  the  Company,  or  your  High  Mightinesses,  which  we 
also  have  considered,  in  truth  and  in  deed  to  be  necessary. 
It  is  now  more  than  a  year  since  the  select  men  concluded  and 
considered  it  proper  to  send  a  deputation  to  your  High  Mighti- 
nesses. Tlie  Director  approved  it,  and  not  only  assented  to  it, 
but  strongly  urged  it  also.  It  was  well  advanced  in  the  mill, 
so  that  already  mention  began  to  be  made  of  a  delegate,  bnt, 
however,  nothing  came  of  it.  For  this  reason:  When  a  com- 
mencement was  about  to  be  made,  the  Director  Required  that 
the  proceedings  should  be  according  to  his  pleasure,  and  to 
this  some,  who  perceived  the  object,  would  not  consent;  the 
affair  went  to  sleep  in  consequence.  In  addition  to  this,  the 
English,  on  whom  reliance  had  l)een  placed,  and  who  were  as- 
sociated in  this  business,  withdrew  from  it  at  the  time  when 
the  affair  began  to  be  more  urgent, and  Nine  men  were  changed 
the  following  year,  when  Mr.  Stuyvesant  again  urged  the  mat- 
ter strongly, declared  that  he  had  already  written  to  inform  the 
Company  that  some  persons  were  about  to  come  over.  After 
the  election,  then,  and  before  the  new  incumbents  were  sworn, 
it  was  verl)ally,  or  orally  resolved  and  concluded,  that  the  dep- 
utation should  be  proceeded  with,  whatever  the  consequences. 
Some  time  elasped  before  the  Nine  men  were  sworn  in  anew, 
on  account  of  some  enlargement  of  the  commission,  which  yras 
at  last  issued,  recorded  and  signed;  but  we  have  never  been 
able  to  obtain  an  authentic  transcript  of  it,  though  the  Di- 
rector frequently  promised  it  to  us,  and  we  have  frequently  ap- 
plied for  it. 

As  people  had  long  waited  in  vain  for  the  action  of  the  Com- 
pany which,  from   time  to  time,  promised    improvement   but 
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made  thingx  wonte,  the  Select  men  adopted  u  resolution  to  dele- 
gate some  persons ;  thlx  they  nent  to  the  Director  unil  requeBt«d 
penniseion  to  speuk  to  the  Coiuiuonalty  od  the  subject;  but 
their  proposition  wkh  not  well  received  uud  n  very  lou);  pontil 
was  annexed  to  their  written  petition  to  the  effect  that  they 
ma»t  act  conjointly  wi(li,and  Culluw  the  order  of  the  Director, 
with  many  other  things  which  scarcely  accorded  with  our  de- 
t\gu,  and  were,  In  our  opinion,  iuipracttruhle.  For  various 
reasons,  which  we  have  set  forth  in  writing,  we  considered  It 
ioeipedieiit  to  act  coujoiiitly,  but  we  offered  iiltt  Honor,  if  be 
would  permit  us  to  proceed,  we  should  not  send  anything  to 
Fatherland  without  furnishing  htm  a  copy  of  it;  we  should 
be  very  glad  if  be  could  then,  vindicate  liimself,  but  to  follow 
his  directions  in  this  matter  seemed  to  us  not  to  be  Toiiuded 
In  T<>ason,  but  was  in  direct  opposition  to  the  welfare  of  the 
country.  Besides,  we  had  never  promised  nor  agree<l  to  do  so, 
ud  were  bound  by  oitU  to  seek  the  prosperity  of  the  country. 
u  we  have  always  been  disposed  to  do,  according  to  the  best 
of  oar  knowlfidge. 

It  Is  stated  in  the  postil  above  luentloned,  if  we  read  it 
oright.  that  we  shall  Inquire  liow  far  the  people  would  co- 
D|«rate  with  us  in  this  iiusiuesH.  and  how  the  expense  ethoiilii 
bertefrayed,  but  the  Director  explained  it  differently  fniiu 
what  we  understood  it.  Now,  as  the  Dlret'tor  would  not  con- 
Tene  the  Gomiuoualty,  ah  we  propoxed.  nor  allow  uk  to  do  so, 
wewent  around  from  house  to  house,  aud  spoke  to  the  people. 
Prom  this  time  forward  the  General  burned  with  rage,  and  in 
ourupinion  has  never  lieen  efTectually  appeased  sini-e,  althouKh 
"■e  were  not  aware  but  that  weliad  olwyed  his  order  in  the  pre- 
"ilBes.  However,  it  was<'onclude<l  that  the  Nine  Men  should  not 
«t  in  fonjunetion  wLth  him,  nor  follow  his  directions  in  what 
*PI>rrtRlned  to  the  matter.and  that  excitetl  In  his  breast  a  bitter 
^nd  irreconcilable  hatred  agiiiiist  them  all,  but  principally 
"Ksinet  those  whom  he  presumed  were  the  chief  ortgjnutors  of 
"'  And  although  tliese  |>frsonH  had  always  l)een  his  i;oo<l  and 
fhfriBhed  friends,  and  he  haileveu  ushort  time Ijefore,  esteemed 
<li«ui  the  honestest,  most  I'apable.  moiit  intelligent  and  most 
'irtuons  of  tlie  country,  vet  as  soon  as  they  did  not  follow  hin 
*i"h«)>.  they  were  this  and  that,  some  of  them  rascals,  liars. 
'Pbels,  usurers;  in  a  word,  linngiiit;  was  almost  too  nood  for 
'hem.  Heretofore,  the  exi>editinK  the  deputation  had  lieen 
Wnieatly  pressed  :  now,  it  was  time  enout;h  six  months  hence, 
'nd  ft  xheet  of  paper  coutd  contain  all  that  was  proper  or 
"'"esgary  to  l>e  stateil.  V'ariiiur'  ri'ports  were  also  set  afloat 
"nonfT  the  |>eople,  and  an  effort  was  made,  principally  thrnuKh 
la— Vol.  V. 
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the  Eiipflish,  to  nullify  the  Board  of  Nine  men:  but  all  of  thet 
underhand  intrigueH  were  discovered,  and  when  it  wa^  pei 
ceived  tliat  this  labor  would  be  vain,  an  attempt  was  made  t 
create  a  diveruion  by  instituting  personal  actions  against  bow 
who  were  considered  the  bell-wethers.  Accusations  were  mad 
against  them  and  they  were  prosecuted  by  the  Fiscal  and  tfa 
other  subordinate  officers,  who  made  theju  out  to  be  about  th 
biggest  villains  in  the  country,,  where  they  had  shortly  befoi 
l>een  recognized  as  the  best  of  persons  and  most  des^rvin 
children.  To  accomplish  that,  an  opportunity  now  offere 
which  (to  use  the  Director*s  own  words)  was  as  precious  to  hit 
as  his  own  life.  In  the  beginning  of  the  year  1649,  we  clearl 
saw  and  perceived  that  not  only  should  we  have  considerabi 
to  do  as  regarded  the  delegation,  but  that  we  should  wit 
difficulty  accomplish  it;  we  therefore  considered  itneoessarx*  t 
make  out  a  series  of  memoranda  in  order  to  draw  up  a  pro|)e 
Journal  from  them,  when  occasion  a  I  lowed.  This  task  devolve 
on  one  Adriabn  Van  der  Donck  who,  according  to  a  resolu 
tion  which  was  adopted  at  the  same  time,  Avas  lodged  in 
room  in  one  Michiel  Janss*  house.  One  <lay  Avhen  Van  dc 
Donck  was  abroad,  the  General  seized  this  rough  draft  wit 
his  own  hand,  placed  V^an  der  Donck  the  day  following  unde 
arrest,  convened  the  Supreme  Council,  accused  him  of  havin 
cx)mmitted  Crimen  lesae  Majestatis,  and  took  the  matter  s 
seriously  that  scarcely  anything  was  to  be  done— either  th 
delegation  must  be  a  joint  one,  and  then  it  remained  still  t 
be  arranged— or  sufficient  cause  of  action  was  furnished  by  th 
Journal,  as  the  gentleman  designated  the  rough  notes  frou 
which  the  Journal  was  to  l)e  prepared;  **for,  said  he,  *'it  con 
tains  gross  slanders  against  their  High  Mightinesses.'*  An< 
when  we  would  explain  it,  and  requested  the  draft  in  order  t< 
correct  it,  as  the  writer  would  not  insist  upon  it,  but  admitted 
he  was  fully  aware  that  there  were  mistakes  in  it,  in  conse 
quence  of  hurry  and  similar  causes.as  he  had  a  great  deal  tod< 
antl  the  most  part  of  it  was  not  revised ;  our  petition  was  de 
signated  a  libel,  unworthy  of  any  answer,  tlie  writer  of  whit  I 
would  be  punished  as  an  example  to  others.  In  fine,  we  couh 
not,  in  any  way,  manage  to  make  it  right.  Vander  DoncI 
was  forbad  the  Council  and  our  Sessions  also,  and  we  wer 
notified  officially  of  the  circumstance;  yet  he  could  not  get  i 
release  from  his  oath,  and  in  order  to  cut  off  the  proper  mean 
of  proof,  a  i)rohibitory  notice  was  issued  to  the  effect  that  m 
testimony  nor  other  document  should  be  valid,  except  tho« 
written  by  the  Secretary.  This  was  of  no  service  to  any  per 
son,  and  it  was  a  general  complaint  that  no  business  could  b 
got  forward.     Director  Kieft  did  the  self-same  thing  when  h 
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wait  apitrelienDive  that  coiupluiiits  would  be  got  up  agaiost 
biiu.  And  this  Im  their  usual  course,  to  do  everythlntc  they 
fan  think  of  to  uphold  their  acts.  Those  who  were  ofBoially 
obliged  to  take  a  part  In  public  affaira  and  lUd  ho,  were  fortu- 
lute  if  tbej'  acted  in  accordaDce  with  the  OeneruPB  will  and 
pleasure;  If  they  did  not,  they  were  prosecuted  and  Hued,  lo- 
nui!eratc<],  );uarded  hy  nokliers,  ho  that  no  person  might  speak 
to  theiii,  angrily  abused  as  all  Horts  of  dangerous  monsters, 
thraatened  ti  be  taught  thia  and  tliat,  and  everything  wan 
ilone,  and  rei-ourHe  had  to  every  expedient  that  could  be  iu- 
v<!iit«d  or  ripped  up  againat  theuj.  We  Runnot  dwell  long  on 
this,  but  refer  to  the  Journal  kept  of  it,  and  to  the  writing 
which  the  Director  hiiueelf  will  furniflh.  Tour  High  MIghti- 
nesnw,  and  anoh  other  friends  as  happeT^  to  see  it,  can  eavtly 
iatet,  from  the  preceding  relation,  what  trouble  and  labor  we 
hitve  had  on  our  shoulders  with  which  we  would  have  most 
*llliDgIy  dispensed,  had  it  not  been  for  the  love  of  the  country 
U(l  of  the  truth,  whii-h,  as  far  as  we  know,  hath  long  lain  in 
til-'  (trave.  The  trouliie  and  difficulty,  though  wanting  no 
■dilitioD.  have  not  wearied  us,  or  rather,  will  not  be  to  us  so 
pfU  a  source  of  grief  itn  is  the  sorrowful  condition  of  New 
^Mherland,  now  lyintf  at  its  last  gasp.  But  we  hope  and 
tfnit  that  our  affliction  and  tho  suffering  of  the  inhabitantn 
"111  iieople  of  the  country,  will  excite  cominiaeration  In  your 
Higb  Mightinesses,  in  order  that-New  Netherland  may  rejoice. 


Ill  What  Manner  New  Neihfi/m/it  should  be.  Believed. 

Alrhoiifth  we  are  siatiHfled  and  fully  iiware,  that,  as  respects 
Piiliii.' reform!^,  we  are  but  uh  chilili-en.  anil  that  your  High 
^iKhlineHsew  nre  fully  comifetent  in  the  case,  yet  we  beseech 
yuu  To  purdon  and  excuse  us,  if  we,  iii'cording  to  our  humble 
i^inoeption  thereof,  ninkea  few  suggeHt ions  In  addition  to  what 
*'''  liavp  already  considered,  in  our  ivetition  to  your  High 
%htiuesses,  lo  l)e  nei^essary. 

'ii  i>Dr  opinion  this  country  will  never  (tourish  under  the 
non'*  Company's  government;  on  tbe  contrary  'twill  waHte 
*''il  decay  in  itself,  unless  the  ('ompany  be.  in  consequeni-e, 
f^'oniied.  It  would,  thirefc)rc.  he  better  juid  more  advanta- 
KWi"  for  the  country  and  tliemwelves  wer^  they  rid  of  il  and 
"Wreienant  of  their  property  Iransportwi  hence. 

To  K|)eak  sjieciBcally  I  care  ouf^lit  to  l>e  taken  of  the  puhlic 
property,  both  ecclesiantieal  and  civil,  which  in  the  l>eginning 
'"'illy  bespareilordippensed  with.  It  isdoubtful  but  Divine 
"ffxhip   muHt   be  entirely  inlcrinitted    in   eonse<|uence  of   the 
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Clerjaryiiian's  departure,  and  the  Ooiiipany*s  iDability.     There 
ought  to  be  also  a  Public  school   provided  with  at   least  two 
good  teachern,  so  that  the  youth,  in  so  wild  a  country,  where 
there  are  so  many  dissolute   people,  may,  first   of  all,  be  well 
instructed  and  indoctrinated  not  only  in  reading  and  writhig, 
but  also   in   the  knowledge  and    fear  of   the  Lord.     Now,  the 
school  is  kept  very  irregularly,  by  this  one  or   that,  according 
to  his  fancy,  as  long  as  he  thinks  proper.     There  ought  to  be, 
likewise.  Asylums  for  aged   men,  for  orphans,  and  siuiilar  in- 
stitutions.    The  clergyiuan  who  now  returns  home,  could  givt* 
fuller  information  on   the  subjec^t.     Tne  country  must  also  l)e 
provided  with  moral,  honorable  and  intelligent  rulers  who  are 
not  very  indigent   nor  yet  very  covetous.     A  covetous    ruler 
makes  poor  subjects,  and    the  mode  in  which   the  country  is 
now  governed,  is  a  great  affliction  and  not  to  be  tolerated ;  for 
no  one  is  unmoIeste<l  nor  secure  in  his  property  any  longer  than 
the  Director  pleases,  who  is  generally  very  prone  to  confiscation. 
And  though  men  act  fairly  and  give  him  his  due,  yet  it  is  nec- 
essary still  to  continue  to  please  him  if  one  would  have  quiet- 
ness.    Good  population  should  follow  good  government,  as  we 
have  demonstrated,  according  to  our  ability  in  our   petition. 
And  although  free  passages  and   the  fitting  out  of  ships,  were 
such  requisite,  would,  at  first,  cause  expense,  yet  when  the  re- 
sult is  considere<l,  such  an  outlay  would  be  immeasurably  well 
employed, if  farmers  and  laborers  with  other  people  in  straight- 
ened circumstances,  of  whom  Fatherland   has  plenty  to  spare, 
were  by  that  means  introduced  with  what  little  they  may  have, 
into  the  country.     We  hope  it  would   theu  prosper,  especially 
had  it  what  we  consider  to  be  the  mother  of  population,  good 
Privileges  and  Exemptions,  which  could  encourage  the  inhabi- 
tant; attract   navigation  and   profitable  trade,  and    with  the 
pleasantness,  convenience,  salubrity  and  productiveness  of  the 
country.allure  everyone  hither.     If  a  Boundary  were  added  in 
the   protection,  to    what   has    been    already   done,    then    with 
(xod's  help  everything  would,   in  human  probal)ility,   go  well, 
antl  New  Netherland  coiild  be,  in  a  short  time,  a  brave  place, 
able,  also  to  be  of  service  to   the    Netherland   State,  to  richly 
repay  expended  outlays  and  to  thank  her  benefactors. 

High  and  Mighty  Lords!  We  have  taken  the  libertv  to  write 
this  Reuionst ranee,  and  to  submit  the  case  as  we  have  done, 
through  love  of  the  truth,  and  because  we  have  felt  bound  to 
do  so  by  our  oath  and  conscience.  It  is  true  that  all  of  us, 
either  together  or  individually,  have  not  seen,  heard  or  had  a 
knowledge  of  the  entire  contents  in  every  particular;  neverthe- 
less it  contains  nt>thing  l>ut  what  some  among  us  well  know 
to  be  true  and  credil)le.     We  all    know  the  greatest   part  of  it 
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to  be  truth;  aouie  are  iiojuninteil  with  the  remaioder  of  It^ 
Olid  bave  also  beard  it  from  trustworthy  [lereaii)',  and  siaoerely 
believe  it  to  be  wholly  true.  We  hope  your  High  MightiDMem 
will  punlunour  preiHUiuptiuu, ami  beinduifceiit  toourplatnneM 
of  Dtyie.  coiupoHitiou  and  method.  In  codcIuhIod,  we  commit 
your  High  UtftlitiiieBeet)'  pentotiB,  deliberatioo  and  meaaureii 
witb  jour  people  Lioth  at  home  >iD<i  abroad,  together  with  all 
rritndB  of  New  Netberlacd,  to  the  merciful  guidance  and  pro- 
tection of  the  Most  High,  wliom  we  eupplioate  to  grant  proB- 
peritf  to  yonr  High  MlghtiimHaea  lu  time  and  eternity.  Amen.

7"  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords,  the  Lordx  Htales  General  qf  the 
i'nited  Nelhertanils. 
HiUH  ASD  MiSHHTY  LORDS !  The  Delegates  from  New  Neth- 
Tland  represent  with  due  res|>ect  that  they  <IeIiverMl  into  the 
A™euil)ly  here,  on  the  13''  October,  IMO.  a  certain  |>etition  and 
i^uitntHsion,  setting  forth  the  sober  and  utterly  ruinous  con- 
dilliinof  New  Netheriand;  and,  moreover,  have  i-ommunicated 
<(■  (tie  committee  divers  other  tiapers,  togother  with  a  perfect 
i"»Ii  o(  the  conntry,  and  its  xitiiation,  tus  well  hh  some  namplea 
of  the  fruits  and  peltrieH  produced  there;  also,  furnished  full 
rerbg]  Information  on  every  suliJHCt  in  particular;  performed. 
UltBwini",  all  the  diitieti  tlipy  could  remember,  according  to  the 
^iwctlonn  and  instructionx  of  their  principals  in  New  Kether- 
'Wd.  in  order  to  obtain  thorough  redrei<s.  Whereupon  some 
of  llii-  Board  of  DlrcctorH  were  inclined  to  act  inconsiderately. 
*■  ia  their  nsual   custom,  and    to  criminute  and   countermine 
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what  the  petitioners  iiave  done,  accusing  t]iem  of  bein^  un- 
worthy of  all  credit,  demanding  unseasonably  further  proof  of 
matters,  in  order,  as  the  petitioners  cannot  but  apprehend, 
thus,  by  controversy,  to  delay  and  protract  the  good  work. 

Independent  of  the  petitioners  and  their  constituentn  l^eing 
public,  and  for  the  country*s  interests,  sworn  individuals,  who 
therefore  in  such  case  deserve  full  credit,  their  proofs  are  as 
palpable  as  the  sun  at  clear  noon,  inasmuch  as  they  have 
asi^erted,  that  disorder  and  an  insufferable  government,  with 
their  consequences,  in  conjunction  with  the  covetousness  of 
some  individuals,  are  the  sole  cause  and  parent  of  all  that  ruin 
and  mischief,  as  the  injurious  fruits  thereof  amply  testify, 
because  He^aven  has  not  visited  New  Netherland  with  any 
extraordinary,  unavoidable  calamities,  except  such  as  have 
originated  with  the  Company  and  its  ageints.  Again,  that 
country  is  more  favored  and  better  situated  than  New  England  ; 
the  Dutch  also  commenced  planting  their  respective  lands  many 
years  before  the  English,  yet,  notwithstanding.  New  England 
is  populous,  rich,  prosperous,  driving  an  immense  trade  and 
commerce  almost  with  the  entire  universe;  yea,  is  flourishing, 
whilst  New  Netherland,  on  the  contrary,  is  a  desert,  usurped 
on  the  east  side  by  the  English,  and  on  the  southwest  side  by 
the  Swedes,  despite  of  first  possession  taken  by  this  StAte ;  and 
Is, moreover,  impoverlshed,harrassed and  afflicted;  yea, reduced 
to  utter  ruin  by  the  aforesaid  bad  government.  Pending  the 
war, remonstrances  and  complaints  against  it  were  addressed, in 
abundance,  both  verbally  and  in  writing  to  the  Amsterdam 
Chamber  of  the  XIX.  Finally,  when  hope  and  help  there  was 
none, the  matter  was  communicated  to  your  High  Mightinesses. 
The  entire  country  hath  long  felt  the  evil  effects  of  the  war; 
and  felt  it  the  more  through  the  danger  of  Indian  revenge ;  and 
it  will  continue  to  experience  it,  until  those  in  that  country  who 
are  responsible  for  the  mischiefs,  and  were  instructed  and  sworn 
by  your  High  Mightinesses  to  correct  the  evil  by  strict  justice* 
are  recalled  home;  until  Cornelis  van  Tienhoven,  Secretary  of 
New  Netherland,  now  here  at  Hague,  also  a  chief  cause  of  the 
ruin  las  is  to  be  seen  by  the  copy  of  a  petition  hereunto 
annexed),  be  removed  out  of  the  country,  and  until  population 
be  encouraged,  of  which  there  is  little  appearance,  unless  your 
High  Mightinesses  will  please  to  assume  the  supervision  and 
protection  of  the  country  absolutely  to  yourselves, and  to  favor 
it  with  a  good  civil  government,  composed  of  those  interested 
in  thtM»ountry;  unalterable  Privileges  and  Exemptions  together 
with  a  settlement  of  the  boundaries,  which  is  very  necessary 
for  the  country  and  its  peace.  Such  is,  also,  very  just;  for  it 
was  taken  possession  of   from  Cape  Hinlopen    to  Staten  Hook 
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or  Cape  Co<l,  by  your  High  MightineHHes*  subjectB  and  thin 
8tHte,  in  the  yeur  1601),  before  any  English  or  Swedes  had 
thought  of  coming  thither. 

Wherefore  we,  tlie  petitioners,  in  our  quality  aforesaid,  have 
recourse  to  your  High  Might niesses,  humbly  praying  and 
urgently  beHeeching,  as  the  Spring  is  at  hand,  and  the  season 
for  preparation  daily  approaches,  and  the  Delegates  are  here 
at  heavy  expense,  that  the  affairs  of  New  Netherland  and  its 
Redress  be  favorably  considered,  and  that  it  be  provisionally 
encouraged  by  the  enactment,  at  an  early  day,  of  a  good  ordi- 
nance. 

To  the  end  that  the  worthy  patriots  and  the  well  meaning 
people  in  that  country  may  no  longer  be  frustrated  in  their 
hope,  but  entirely  relieved  and  released  from  oppression  and 
slavery;  and  that  this  State  may  not  be  wholly  dispossessed  of 
that  fine  country,  which  alone  is  of  greater  extent  than  the 
Seventeen  Dutch  Provinces,  and  which,  in  the  hour  of  need, 
will  be  found  a  strong  arm,  by  the  assistance  it  will  render  in 
people  and  provisions:  for  after  population  shall  have  in- 
creased, your  High  Mightinesses  will  c/irry  on  a  ver>'  large 
trade  from  the  one  to  the  other  of  your  own  countries— hinc 
inde  et  inde  hinc— without  any  save  your  High  Mightinesses* 
having  control  or  authority  over  it.     Which  doing,  etc.

The  States  General  of  the  United  Netherlands  have,  after 
previous  deliberation,  placed  this  Remonstrance  in  the  hands 
of  the  Lords  Aertsbergen  and  the  Qthers,  their  High  Might- 
inesBses'  Deputies  for  the  West  India  Company^s  affairs,  to 
investigate  and  examine  it ;  to  extract  the  important  points 
therefrom,  and  report  on  tlie  whole.

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SECRETARY  VAN  TIENHOVEN'S  OBSERVATION  ON 
THE  BOUNDARY  AND  COLONIZATION  OF  NEW 

NETHERLAND. 

Obsercatiofuf  on  the  Settlement  of  the  Boundary,  and  on  the  Col- 
onization  of  New  Netherland,     Ftimished  22*  Febmary^  1650. 

The  settlement  of  the  boundary  is  highly  necessary,  in  ord»^r 
to  avoid,  in  future,  all  difficulties  with  those  of  New  England 
and  Virginia;  it  will  also  promote  the  quiet  of  the  Dutrh 
Nation  in  New  Netlierland,  as  many  would  be  thereby  en- 
couraged to  undertake  Colonies,  Bouweries  and  Plantationt^, 
in  that  country. 

This  settlement  of  the  boundary  was,  in  my  opinion,  not 
easy  to  be  obtained  before  the  present  time,  in  consequence  of 
the  troubles  in  England ;  the  rather,  as  those  of  Virginia 
declare  for  Charles  the  Second,  and  those  of  New  England  for 
the  Parliamenl. 

In  order  then  to  block  the  further  progress  of  the  English,  I 
would  suggest  'under  correction),  that  we  should  provisionally 
set  about  hitching  on  to  ^ew  Netherland  the  most  distant 
lands  lying  between  the  Dutch  Nation  and  the  English,  which 
are  yet  vacant  and  in  no  one's  possession,  by  the  occupation 
thereof  in  manner  hereinafter  described. 

1st.  Having  l>een  plainly  tricked  by  the  English  out  of  the 
Fresh  River,  notwithstanding  a  block  house,  called  the  Hope, 
had  l)een  erec^ted  21  leagues  up  the  river,  in  the  year  1633,  long 
before  the  English  had  been  there,— a  sign  of  first  and  earliest 
possession— nothing  could,  at  first,  be  done  in  that  quarter, 
except  to  repair  said  house,  the  Hope,  and  keep  it  as  heretofore 
occupied  by  a  suitable  garrison, for  the  purpose  of  maintaining 
prior  possession  of  the  most  remote  boundary. 

2nd.  The  village  of  Greenwich  belonging  to  their  High 
Mightinesses',  being  the  furthest  place  where  the  Director 
and  Council  exercise  authority,  in  the  name  of  their  High 
Mightinesses  the  State  General  and  of  the  West  India  Com- 
pany, is  separated  from  the  English  village  Stamford,  by  a  small 
stream  :  so  that  the  English  along  the  nmin  north  coast  cannot 
approach  nearer  New  Netherland,  without  being  obliged  to 
settle  between  (Treenwich  ar\d  New  Amsterdam,  where  there  is 
an  interval  of  about  seven  leagues  of  country:  And  to  prevent 
that,  Director  Stuyvesant  purchased  these  lands  last  summer 
from  the  native  and  right  owners  thereof,  and  paid  for  them, 
on  account  of  the  West  India  Company. 

3il.   For  the  security  of  the  beautiful  North  river,  on  which 
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New  AtuHtordam  iitiitidii,it  wuuld  nut  beuuwiae  to  take  poBHUs- 
Hiuu  ttrst  of  the  Ituit  Bituut«  oij  the  west  ImuiIc  of  tlie  Biuit  river, 
between  Ureenwich  aucl  New  AuiHtertlHiu,  eBtablUhiiitc  villi^ceit 
bnuwerieu  and  ploutatious  there;  this  done,  there  need  l>e  no 
dread  of  the  further  progretiti  of  the  EugliHh  on  that  uide,  and 
the  North  river,  wheni!e  most  of  tlie  peltries  are  brought  down, 
would  also  be  protecteii.  Tlie  Nortli  river  is  about  eight 
leagues  west  of  the  Kant  river  at  Ureenwich. 

4th.  Long  Island  which  extends  In  length  from  the  heightit 
op[H>Bit«  Staten  l>>laDd,  U  waxhed  on  the  south  side  by  tlie 
tireat  Ocean,  on  the  north  by  the  East  river,  which  divides  it 
from  New  Amsterdam  and  the  utoreuientioned  lands.  It  in 
fall  thirty 'leagues  long  from  the  west  to  northeastern  point, 
Aud  at  the  west  end  2,  and  further  eastward  4,  8,  13  and  16 
leu|{uee  broad.  It  is  the  levelest  and  finest  soil  In  New  Nether- 
land  :  very  well  adapted  for  agriculture  and  the  rearing  of  all 
■arts  of  cattle,  furnitilied  with  beautiful  valleyK,  navigable 
harbors,  rivers  ami  bays,  the  chief  of  which  are  Hempstead 
bay,  Martin  (ierritsen's  bay.  Oyster  bay,  the  Crouiuieftouw, 
being  a  considerable  inland  sea  I  whose  shores  are  Inhabitvd  by 
Indians),  and  in  which  are  various  other  fair  and  fertile 
blands.  The  greatest  part  of  the  Wampum,  fur  which  the 
turn  are  traded,  is  manufactured  there  by  Natives. 

The  English  of  the  Colony  of  New  Haven  settled  two  villages 
Kt  the  bight  of  the  nforesnid  inland  sea.  about  thrtie  leagues 
[rom  the  EaHt  point  of  said  Inland ;  one  trailed  Souttiampton, 
eontainliiif  about  10  (^3-13  houses,  [the  otherj  iSouthold,  about 
W  houses. 
The  undernamed  towns  are  planted  on  caid  Inland,  and  are 

ill  under  the  jurisdii-t ion  of  their  High  MlghtlueHsei'  the  I^ords 

Mtates  General  of  the  United  Netherlands,  viz. 
HeiiisteFde,  Uravesend,  Flushing,  Aniersfoort,  and  Breukelen, 

■ith  divers  Imuweries  anil  plantations. 
The  further  progress  of  the  English  ou  long  Island  would,

First,  by  purchasing  from  the  natives  the  lands  situate  ou 
tilt!  tast  point  nf  Long  Island,  not  already  bitught ;  that  done, 
''I'tHking  posst'stiion  of  the  East  point  which  Ik  alK>ut  three 
'ftigues  from  Southampton,  and  by  securing  its  lx>ssessioii.  at 
Bnt  hy  a  Redoubt  ami  a  small  garrison, ur  settling  it  l>y  means 
"^  ^  Colonie.  The  west  |ioint  of  the  aforesaid  sea  ))eing  taken 
["'■session  of  in  like  nmnner,  the  villages  of  Southamptim  and 
Sonthold  would  l>e  shut  in:  after  this  Is  apcomplisheil.  SIketeu 
Hsoliy   Oj-ster   liay  and   Martin   fierritsen's  l>ay  must  alfo   be 
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taken  possession  of.  The  whole  of  Long  island  would  be  thereby 
secured  to  New  Netherlands  and  the  design  of  the  English  in 
regard  to  the  domination  of  said  convenient  harbors,  be  ren- 
dered fruitless  and  null. 

The  South  river,  situate  thirty  leagues  south  of  the  Great 
Bay  of  the  North  river,  as  computed  along  the  coast,  has  been 
possessed  and  frequented  by  the  Dutch  more  than  twenty-eight 
years  before  any  foreign  nation  had  been  there.  Ten  years  ago 
the  Swedes  lined  said  river  with  four  forts,  and,  by  meant) 
thereof,  endeavor  to  seize  on  the  entire  river. 

The  further  progress  of  the  Swedes,  could  be  prevented  and 
neutralized  by  planting  a  Colonie  at  Swanendttel,  otherwise 
called  the  Whorekill,  on  the  west  side  of  the  Bay;  another  on 
the  e€ist  side;  and  on  the  west  bank, at  the  Company *8  Redoubt, 
named  Beversreede,  about  seven  leagues  above  Fort  Christina. 
This  being  dune,  the  Swedes  could  not  take  up  any  more  land, 
either  above  or  below,  nor  extend  their  pretended  jurisdiction 
any  farther. 

No  difference  has  arisen  between  the  Dutch  and  the  English 
of  Virginia  on  the  subject  of  boundary,  because  they  have  not 
owned  what  we.  Nether  landers,  possess.  However,  it  would 
not  be  impolitic  to  determine  the  boundary  between  Virginia 
and  New  Netherland  so  that  all  future  misunderstandings  and 
differences  on  this  head  may  l>e  prevented. 

The  settlement  of  the  boundary  can  never  be  effected,  except 
by  sending  out  working  people  and  disbursing  money  necessary 
for  such  work ;  and  in  order  to  encourage  those  who  are  able  to 
make  disbursements,  firm  and  permanent  privileges  should  be 
granted,  consistent  with  the  right  accruing  from  the  charter 
granted  to  the  West  India  Company. 

For  the  conveyance  of  farmers  and  their  families, and  of  handi- 
craftsmen, are  required : 

A  large  tty-boat  of  200  lasts,  which  would  be  chartered  for 
the  voyage  out,  for  fL.  6000. 

A  vessel  of  200  lasts,  would    probably  carry  over  250  persons, 
.  exclusive  of  the  ship's  crew ;  they  would  require  for  food, for  the 
voyage,  each  at  least  80  guilders,  fl.  7  to  500. 

Every  250  farmers  would  require  a  superintendent. 

A  clergyman;  or,  in  his  place  provisionally  a  Comforter  of 
the  sick,  who  could  also  act  as  schoolmaster. 

A  surgeon,  provided  with  medicines. 

A  bhu*ksmith,  who  is  conversant  with  the  treatment  of  horses 
and  cattle. 

Three  or  four  house-ettrf)enters,  who  can  lay  brick. 

One  cooper. 

One  wheelwright. 
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Other  tradesmen,  ^u<■l)  ni'  tuilorr<  nnO  Hlioeiuakoni,  Toilow 
wltb  time. 

A  uec-wwary  supply  of  mutiftioiifi  of  war,  for  tlip  ilefeoce  of 
thn  ('oloiiiBt«,  [u  cam:  of  iiiitiuiKlerHtaiKliriK  will)  the  iiiitiveK.

The  Directors  deput*<l  by  the  West  India  Company  do  not 
deem  it  expedient  to  conjointly  advise  your  High  AlightineMies 
in  the  present  instance  ou  the  affairs  of  New  Netherhind.  and 
the  places  thereunto  t><>longing,inai<nmch  autlie  t<U|ierintendeDce 
thereof  has  hitherto  been  wltb  tlie  ('lmml»T  at  Amsterilam, 
which  also  speclAlly  declnren  itx  opinion  thereupon,  ax  to  the 
manner  that  superintendence  ought  to  \te  directed  in  future  for 
the  Kreatest  advantage.  The  other  Ohanibera  have  merely  re- 
queste)!  copv  thereof.to  Im  comniunicitled  to  their  constltuentii, 
with  the  undenitAndlng.however.that  the  aforesaid  Amsterdam 
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Chamber  shall,  meanwhile,  remain  and  continue  invested  with 
the  aforesaid  superintendence,  and  provisionally  put  in  prac- 
tice, as  far  as  possible,  Xhe  foilowiutr  advice:— 

Provisional  Plan  for  the  Trade,  Colonization  and.  advantage  of 
New  Netherlands  and  of  tJie  Island  of  CuiaqaOj  Bonayro  and 
Aruba,  dependent  on  the  said  government 

Which  places  have  been  managed  exclusively  by  the  Chain l>er 
of  Amsterdam  from  the  year  1645  up  to  the  dat«  hereof,  although 
it  was  resolved  in  the  Assembly  of  the  XIX.,  on  the  (J'**  July  (if 
the  same  year,  that  they  should  bt*  under  the  superintendence 
of  the  Chambers  in  common.  With  this  view,  an  estimate  was 
computed  of  the  expense  of  Director  Stuyvesant's  outfit,  which 
was  divided  according  to  the  quota  to  be  furnished  by  each 
Chandler  respectively,  la  the  meantime,  the  Chamber  at  Am- 
sterdam undertook  to  fit  out  at  its  own  cost  two  ships,  namely 
the  Princesse  and  Qroote  Qerrit.  Afterwards,  however,  in  Oc- 
tober following, at  the  meeting  of  the  XIX.,  in  Zealand, it  hap- 
pened that  some  Chambers  found  it  difficult  to  share  the  ex- 
()enses,  and  thus  this  superintendence  has  remained  exclusively 
to  this  date  with  the  Chamber  at  Amsterdam. 

Again,  the  Committee  of  the  Amsterdam  ChamlM^r  considered 
'twould  be  better  that  those  countries  should  remain  bound  to 
all  the  Chambers  in  common,  but  as  trailing  to  these  piaceu  in 
rotation  could  not  convenit^ntly  be  carried  into  execution,  the 
Commissioners,  subject  to  a  better  decision,  were  of  opinion, 
that  it  would  be  best,  that  the  outfitting  should  remain  with 
the  Amsterdam  Chamber,  and  be  done  through  its  commis- 
sioners, to  be  appointed  for  that  purpose,  to  whom  likewise 
all  returns  must  be  consigned  under  bond  that  they  l)e  responsi- 
ble to  tlie  respective  Chambers,  to  appropriate  to  each  its  con- 
tinsrent  proportion. 

Now,  in  order  to  be  able  properly  to  provide  good  order  and 
necessaries  for  those  coasts,  and  to  supply  them  with  troops 
for  the  defence  of  the  four  forts  in  New  Netherland  and  one  at 
(Juravao,  we  consider  that  the  garrisoning  of  the  first  four  re- 
quires 100  men  under  the  command  of  sub-offlcers,  as  the  coun- 
try is  at  peace;  12  soldiers  only  need  be  sent  to  the  last  place 
imder  a  commander  at  low  wages. 

To  carry  out  the  above,  we  judge  the  sum  of  fl 

to  l)e  necessary.  As  the  respective  (chambers  might  consider 
this  amount  burdensome,  it  must  be  decided  whether  it  shall 
be  raised  on  interest  at  4  per  cent.  ple<lging  for  both  principal 
and  interest  all  the  efTects  and  returns  coming  thence,  together 
with  the  whole  Territory  still  belonging  to  the  Company,  and 
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nut  conveyed  to  ColuniHtHi   niid  eHi)eeial]y  th«  litlaDd  of   Mnii- 
hataiiii. 

As  the  IslfuidH  of  Cumfao,  Bonaire  and  Arulw  liave  been 
found  for  many  yean  to  be 'only  a  burden  tu  the  Company,  not 
nroducing  nny  profit,  tte,  buve,  tberefure,  considered  whetlit-r 
it  would  not  be  well  to  requent  penuission  uf  tlie  Supreme  gov- 
ernment to  give  up  said  Islands;  but  If  sueh  were  not  [ea«ible. 
'twould,  in  our  opinion,  be  l)eiit,  to  [lermit  every  one  to  estab- 
liHh  Colonies  on  «ald  [idand,  (u  distribute  and  concede  the  laud 
free  of  rent,  and  to  allow  all  to  out  Logwood  on  paying  a  duty 

of  tl :  that  every  one.  no  matter  of  what  nation, 

fliall  be  at  liberty  to  brini;  from  naid    Icland.  an  many  horsen 
and  a»  much  Milt  a.s  he  may  think  proj^r  on  payment  of  duty, 

namely,  for  the  horses  tl per  head ;  and  for  each 

laul  of  Halt  tl ;  provided  neitlier  hontes  nor  salt 

be  eoiiveyed  to  any  other  place  tlian  New  Netherlaud. 

Ah  for  the  laHt  mentioned  country,  we  connider  little  or  no 
chantre  necessary  tu  regard  to  Colonists  who  have  planted  Col- 
oniex  there  already,  but  to  |)eruilt  them  to  enjoy  tlie  Freedoms 

granted  on  the in  the  year  1680. 

Hut  HH  thotte  Colonists  formerly  i'<iitipliiine<l  that  they  were 
not  allowed  tt)export  the  products  of  their  lands  for  theirown 
l>eneflt  beyond  the  territory  of  New  Netherlanil,  they  were  |>ei-- 
luitted  to  export  such  pruduee  in  their  own  rhips  to  Brazil,  on 
condition  tliat  they  should  not  return  thence  to  New  Nether- 
laud. iigain  with  any  Hraztlian  products. 

This !<bou Id  in  our  opinion  beenlarpred  :  so  tlial  said  Trader:^ 
im  disposing  of  their  produce  tuid  crops  in  any  of  the  Com - 
pany's  districts,  shall  lie  privileged  to  come  back  with  their 
iliips  and  returns  to  tlie  jilace  whence  tliey  failed,  on  condition 
of  paying  the  duties  to  lie  imposed  tliereon. 

Also,  that  the  Inimbitauts  of  New  Netherland  shall  be  at 
'">«rty  to  pureliase  Nenroes  wherpwiH'Ver  they  may  think  mv- 
'■SHHry,  ex(«pt  the  eoast  of  Uuiuea,  and  bring  them  into  New 
'''*^therland  to  work  on  their  IxMiwprles,  on  payment  of  a  dniy 

"'    tl l»T  heiul. 

\Ve  should  Hl>ove  all  things  consider  it  necessary  to  provide 
^''•■3's  iind  means;  we  are  of  opinion  that  permission  shouhl  be 
^^■lalned  from  the  Magistrates  of  some  I'rovinces  and  Cities,  to 
''^Ke  from  the  alms-hiiuses  or  orphan  asylums  mt  P.  400  lioys 
"<»vi  K>rls  of  10.  ;2,  tu  16  years  of  age,  with  their  consent,  how- 
'^^''•^r,  and  that  their  passage  and  board  could  l>p  procured  for 
"-  •'So  or  60  per  head.  With  that  recognition  a  large  ship  might 
'"*  chartered,  suitable  for  the  conveyance  of  horses  and  salt  from

Parliament,  or  of  existing  Powers,  in  consequence  of  violent 
interruptions  in  the  government  of  England,  we  should  not 
deem  it  unwise  to  empower  the  Director  to  agree  provisionally, 
with  our  neighbors  the  English  on  some  line  of  Boundary,  for 
which  they  themselves  have  made  overtures,  subject  to  the 
approbation  of  each  of  the  principals. 
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Informotifrn  relative  to  taking  up  land  in  Nejo  Netherlands    in 
the  form  of  Colonies  or  private  bouwries.     Delivered  in  hy 
Secretary/  van  Tienhoven,  on  the  4'*  of  March,  1860. 

If  any  one  be  disposed  to  l)egin  either  by  himself  or  others, 
Colonies,  Bouweries  or  Plantations  in  New  Netherland,  which 
lies  in  the  latitude  of  one  and  forty  degrees  and  a  half,  he  shall 
first  have  to  inform  himself  fully  of  the  situation  of  the  lands 
lying  on  the  rivers,  havens  and  bays,  in  order  thus  to  select 
the  most  suitable,  and  particularly  the  most  convenient 
grounds:  It  is  therefore  to  l>e  borne  in  mind,  that  the  lands  in 
New  Nt^therland  are  not  all  level  and  flat,  and  adapted  to 
raising  of  grain,  inasmuch,  as  they  arf»,  with  the  exception 
of  some  few  fiats,  generally  covered  with  timber,  in  divers 
places  also  with  large  and  small  stones. 

In  order,  then  first  to  descriln*  those  lands  which  are  actually 
the  most  convenient  and  the  best  outrht  to  be  occupied  the 
earliest,  where  and  how  located.  T  shall  enumerate  the  following 
places,  and  commend  the  remainder  to  the  consideration  of 
proprietors  of  this  country. 
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I  begin  then  Ht  the  iiioet  etwterly  corner  of  LoDg  iBluid, 
k>etug  a  point  Mitigate  on  the  Muiii  Ocean,  inclotiing  within, 
'^WMitward,  a  large  Inland  isea,  adorned  with  divera  fair  havens 
x«.nd  bays,  HI  for  all  8ort«  of  craft ;  thin  point  la  entirely  covered 
^Mrith  trees,  without  any  DiitK,  and  is  soiuewhat  hilly  and  stony, 
'^^ery  oonvenleiit  for  cod  UHliing,  which  la  moat  suocesBrully 
^«>llowikd  by  the  natives  durluK  the  i^neon. 

This  |>olnt  In  also  well  adapted  to  secure  the  trade  of  the 
X  ndlaue  In  Wauipuni  (the  mine  of  New  Netherland),  since  in 
'■-ft-  ud  about  the  aliovenientloiied  sea  and  the  Islands  therein 
^^Ituatfl,  lie  the  oookteH  whereof  Wampum  ia  made,  from  whltrh 
CJb  rent  profit  rould  be  realUed  by  those  who  would  plant  a 
^:s^)lonle  or  hamlet  at  the  aforesaid  Point  for  the  cultivation  of 
"V^lie  land,  for  raising  all  sorts  of  cattle,  for  fishing  and  tlie 
"^^wampnm  trade. 

It  would  be  neceesary  in  such  case,  to  settle  on  the  aforesaid 
%  ind  some  persons  thoroughly  convenuint  with  agriculture, 
*-*-nii  others  with  the  fiwhery. 

fijfgletbap,  so  called  from  the  great  abundance  of  fine  and 

*  ^  elicate  oysters  which  lire  found  there,  is  about  a  short  leattne 

**-  *roMti,  or  in  width  at  the  mouth ;  deep  and  navigable,  without 

^^^  ither  rocks  or  eandn.  rnuH  inland   nearly  west,  and  divides 

■  "t«elf  into  two  rivers,  which  are  broad  and  clear,  on  which  He 

*^<iriie   fine   maize   lauds,  formerly   i-uttivuted   by   the   Indians, 

^<niie  of  which  are  still  worked :  they  could  be  had  for  a  trifle. 

^STiiii  land    is  situate  on  such  beautiful    bay  and  rivers,   that  It 

•■"■iHild,  at   little  i-ost,   lie  oouverted    into  (food  farma,  fit  for  the 

Tiloiigh;  there  are  here,  alxn,  some  fint'  liay'Valleye. 

Mnrlia  Derrltxon' n  hay,  or  JUartintiehouck,  is  much  deeper 
And  wider  than  Oyi%ter  luiy.  and  runx  westward  in,  divides  into 
three  rivern,  two  of  which  are  navijrahlei  the  smailent  stream 
Pims  up  in  front  of  the  Indian  village,  called  Uartinoehuuck, 
wiiere  they  hive  thoir  plantations.  This  trilie  is  not  strong 
and  cunoints  of  about  %  families.  Tliere  were  fonneriy  in  and 
al>nut  this  bay,  great  numlH'rs  of  Indian  Plantations,  which 
now  He  waste  and  vacant.  Thla  land  ia  mostly  level,  and  of 
Koo<l  (juallty,  well  a<iHpted  for  grain  and  rearing  of  all  aort 
cif  cattle;  on  the  rivent  are  iiumerouK  valleys  of  sweet  and  salt 
mewlows ;  all  aorta  of  river  tlah  are  niao  ['aught  there. 

Hr/iotWn  bay,  nn  the  East  rivtr,  is  also  very  open  and  nnvt- 
gable.  with  one  river  runulrtg  into  it;  on  said  river  also  fine 
niai7^  lands,  level  and  not  atony,  with  right  l)eiLUtiful  vallevfi. 
Beyond  aaid  river  Is  a  very  convenient  hook  of  land,  some- 
what large,  encirclwl  hv  a  large  valley  and  river,  where  all  de- 
scriptions of  cattle  can  be  reared  and  fed.  such  iroiivenienee 
being  a  great  ac<-oinniodation  for  the  settlers,    who  otherwise 
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muet   Bearrh   for  their  oaltle  frequently  several   days  in   the 
bush. 

The  country  on  the  East  river  between  Greenwich  and  the 
island  Manhattans,  is  for  the  most  part  covered  with  trees, 
but  yet  flat  and  suitable  land,  with  numerous  streams  and 
valleys,  right  good  soil  for  grain,  together  with  fresii  hay,  aud 
meadow  lands. 

Wieguaeskefikt  on  the  North  river,  five  leagues  above  New 
Amsterdam,  is  very  good  and  suitable  land  for  agriculture,  very 
extensive  maize  land,  on  which  the  Indians  have  planted — 
proceeding  from  the  shore  and  inland  *ti8  flat  and  mostly  level, 
well  watered  by  small  streams  and  running  springs.  It  lies 
between  the  East  and  North  rivers  and  is  situate  between  a 
rivulet  of  Sintinck  and  Armonck. 

In  the  Bay  of  the  North  river,  about  two  leagues  from  Sandy 
Hook,  lies  an  inlet  or  small  bay;  on  the  south  shore  of  said 
bay,  called  Neyswesitick,  there  are  .also  right  good  maize  lands 
which  liave  not  been  cultivated  by  the  natives  for  a  long  time. 
This  district  is  well  adapted  for  raising  and  feeding  all.  sorts 
of  cattle,  and  is  esteemed  by  many  not  ill  adapted  for  flsheries; 
a  good  trade  in  furs  could  also  be  carried  on  there,  and  ^tis 
likewise  accessible  to  all  large  vessels  coming  from  sea,  which 
are  often  obliged  to  lie  to  or  anchor  behind  Sandy  Hook,  either 
in  consequence  of  contrary  winds,  or  for  want  of  a  pilot. 

The  district  inhabited  by  a  nation  called  Raritangs,  is  situ- 
ate on  a  fresh  water  river,  that  flows  through  the  centre  of  the" 
low  land  which  the  Indians  cultivated.  This  vac^int  territory 
lies  between  two  high  mountains,  far  distant  the  one  from  the 
other.  It  is  the  handsomest  and  pleasantest  country  that  man 
can  behold,  and  furnished  the  Indians  with  abundance  of  maize, 
beans,  pumpkins,  and  other  fruits.  This  district  was  aban- 
doned by  the  natives  for  two  reasons;  the  first  and  principal 
is,  that  finding  themselves  unable  to  resist  the  Southern  In- 
dians, they  migrated  further  inland;  the  second,  because  this 
country  was  flooded  every  spring  like  Renselaer^s  colonie,  fre- 
quently spoiling  and  destroying  their  supplies  of  maize  which 
were  stored  in  holes  under  ground. 

Throufjh  this  valley  pass  large  numbers  of  all  sorts  of  tribes, 
oil  their  way  north  or  east:  this  land  is  therefore  not  only 
adapted  for  raising  grain  and  rearing  all  description  of  cattle, 
but  alst)  very  convenient  for  trade  with  the  Indians. 

On  both  sides  of  the  South  bay  and  South  river  also  lie  some 
handsome  lands,  not  only  suitable,  but  very  convenient  for  ag- 
riculture and  trade. 

T  have  already  stated  where  tlie  first  Colonists  should, in  my 
opinion,  settle,  regard   being  hml   to  the  convenience  of  those 
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lands  in  the  possession  of  which  other  nHtioiis  being  antici- 
pated, they  would  not  k>e  able  to  extend  their  pretended  limits 
further,  and  great  peace  and  security  would  be  afforded  to  the 
inhabitants.  I  shall  here  further  state  the  tiuie  when  those  eiui- 
i  gmting  hence,  to  and  arriving  in  New  Netherland  will  take  up 
\  land,  and  how  each  will  afterwards  earn  a  liviui;  and  settle 
1  in  the  most  economical  manner  according  to  the  fashion  of  the 
I         country. 

Boors  and  others  who  are  obligeil  to  work  at  first  in  Colonies 
,  ouKht  to  sail  from  this  country  in  the  fore  part  or  latter  part 
of  winter  in  order  to  arrive  with  (iod*shelp  in  New  Netherland 
early  in  the  Spring,  in  March,  or  at  latest  in  April,  so  as  to  be 
able  to  plant,  during  that  summer,  garden  vegetables,  maize 
andbeans,and  moreover  employ  the  whole  summer  in  clearing 
land  and  building  cottages,  as  I  shall  hereafter  desc^ribe. 

All  then  who  arrive  in   New  Netherland  must  immediately 
set  about  preparing  the  soil,  so  as  to  be  able,  if   possible  to 
plant  some  winter  c:rain,and  to  proceed  the  next  winter  to  cut 
and  clear  the  timber.     The  trees  are  usually  felled    from   the 
stump.cat  up  and  burnt  in  the  field, unless  such  as  are  suitable 
for  building,  for  palisades,  posts  and  rails,  which  must  be  pre- 
pared during  the  wint-er,  so  as  to  be  set  up  in  the  spring  on  the 
new  made  land  which  is  intended  to  be  sown,  in  order  that  the 
pattle  may  not  in  any  wise  injure  the  crops.     In  most  lands  is 
found  a  certain  root   called   red   Wortel,  which  must   before 
ploughing,  be  extirpated  with  a  hoe,  expressly  made  for  that 
purpose.     This  being  dune  in   the  winter,  some  plough  right 
around   the  stumps,  should    time  or  circumstances  not  allow 
these  to   be  removed ;  others  plant   tobacco,  mai/e  and   beans, 
at  first.     The  soil  even  thus  becomes  verv  mellow,  and  thev  sow 
winter  irrain  the  next  fall.   From  tobacco,  can  be  realized  some 
of  the  expenses  incurred   in  clearing  the  land.     The  maize  and 
Cleans  help  to.  support  both  men  and  cattle.   The  farmer  having 
thus  l)egun,  must  endeavor,  every  year,  to  clear  as   much  new 
land  as  he   possibly  can,  and  sow  it  with  such  seed  as   he  con- 
siders most  suitable. 

It  is  not  necessary  that  the  husbandman  should  take  up  much 
stock  in  the  beginning,  since  clearing  land  and  other  necessary 
lal>or  do  not  permit  him  to  save  much  hay  and  to  build  barns 
for  stabling.  One  pair  of  draft  horses  or  a  yoke  of  oxen  only  is 
necessary,  to  ride  the  planks  for  buildings,  or  palisades  or  rails 
fro;n  the  land  to  the  place  where  they  are  to  !)e  set. 

The  farmer  can  get  all  sorts  of  cattle  in  the  course  of  the  s(»c- 
ond  summer,  when  he  will  have  more  leisure  to  cut  and  bring 
home  hay,  also  to  build  houses  and  barns  for  men  and  cattle. 
I&-V0L.  V. 
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Of  the  Building  of  Houses  at  First, 

Before  l)eginniii^  to  biiild/twill  above  all  thintrR  be neceosary 
to  select  a  well  locateil  8pof,  either  on  souie  river  or  bay,  8iiit- 
able  for  the  settlement  of  a  village  or  hamlet.  Thiy  is  pre- 
viously properly  surveyed  and  divided  into  lots,  with  good 
streets  according  to  the  situation  of  the  place.  This  hamlet 
can  be  fenced  all  around  with  high  palisades  or  long  lH>ard8 
and  closed  with  gat«s,  which  is  advantageous  in  case  of  attack 
by  the  natives,  who  heretofore  used  to  exhibit  their  insolence 
in  new  plantations. 

Outside  the  village  or  hamlet,  other  land  must  be  laid  out 
which  can  in  general  be  fenced  and  prepared  at  the  most  trifling 
expense. 

Those  in  New  Netherland  and  especially  in  New  England, 
who  have  no  means  to  build  farm-houses  at  first  according  to 
their  wishes,  dig  a  square  pit  in  the  ground, cellar  fashion,  six 
or  seven  feet  deep,  as  long  and  as  broad  as  they  think  proper, 
case  the  earth  inside  all  round  the  wall  with  timber,  which 
they  line  with  the  bark  of  trees  or  something  else  to  prevent 
the  caving  in  of  the  earth;  floor  this  cellar  with  plank  and 
wainscot  it  overhead  for  a  ceiling,  raise  a  rout  of  spars  clear  up 
and  cover  the  spar  with  bark  or  green  sods,  so  that  they  can 
live  dry  and  warm  in  these  houses  with  their  entire  families 
for  two,  three  and  four  years,  it  lieing  understood  that  parti- 
tions are  run  through  those  cellars  which  are  adapted  to  the 
size  of  the  family.  The  wealthy  and  principal  men  in  New 
England,  in  the  beginning  of  the  Colonies,  commenced  their 
first  dwelling-houses  in  this  fashion  for  two  reasons;  first,  in 
order  not  to  waste  time  building  and  not  to  want  food  the  next 
season:  secondly,  in  order  not  to  discourage  poorer  laboring 
people  whom  they  brought  over  in  numbers  from  Fatherland. 
In  the  course  of  three  @/  four  years,  when  the  country  l>H;ame 
adapted  to  agriculture,  they  built  themselves  handsome  houses, 
spending  on  them  several  thousands. 

After  the  houses  are  built  in  the  above  described  manner,  or 
otherwise  according  to  each  person's  means  and  fancy, gardens 
are  made  and  planted  in  season  with  all  sorts  of  pot-herbs, 
principally  parsnips,  carrots  and  cabbage,  which  bring  great 
plenty  ino  the  husbandman's  dwelling.  The  maize  can  serve 
as  bread  for  men,  and  food  for  cattle. 

The  hogs,  after  having  picked  up  their  food  for  some  months 
in  the  woods,  are  crammed  with  corn  in  the  fall ;  when  fat  they 
are  killed  and  furnish  a  very  hard  and  clean  pork;  a  good  ar- 
ticle for  the  husbandman  who  gradually  and  in  time  begins  to 
purchase  horses  and  cows  with    I  he  produce  of  his  grain  and 
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e  of  bis  liotcHi  and  luetead  uf  a,  cellnr  u«  uformuud, 
buildx  goixl  rariu-hou'ite!!  and  tiarns. 

Of  the  Necessary  Cattle. 

The  curtle  »ew«Bary  in  a  Colonie  or  private  bouwery  in  New 
Jtetherland,  are  good  luaree  aiidHoiiud  stallioax. 

Yoke  oxeu  for  the  plough,  Inaeiiiuoh  a«  in  new  landu,  full  of 
*-oot8,  oxen  Ko  forward  steoclily  under  the  plough,  and  horwii 
^tand  Htill,  or  with  a  start  break  the  hiirneHH  in  pfrces. 

Milch  cowH  of  kindly  disposition,  and  good  bullp.sheep,  sowh, 
^tc.  Fowls  are  well  adapted  to  bouwerlex. 

Thexe  cattle  are  abundant  In  New  Netberland,  and  especi- 
ally in  New  England,  and  to  be  had  at  a  reasonable  price,  ex- 
«3ept  sheep,  which  the  English  do  not  sell,  and  are  rare  in  New 
^2Ietberland.

It  is  to  he  ohst'rt'e<l  that  in  a  Holonie  <«ch  farmer  has  to  lie- 
provided  by  his  landlord  with  at  least  one  yoke  of  oxen  or  with 
two  mares  in  their  8tead,  two  (;ows,  one  or  two  hows,  for  the 
purpoite  of  increase,  the  use  of  the  farm  and  the  sup|>ort  of  his 

If  the  above  cattle  uinltiply  In  the  course  of  time  with  God's 
lile«>ing,  the  liouweries  can  he  fully  pitocked  with  necessary  cat- 
tle, and  new  bouwerics  set  off  with  the  remainder,  as  is  the 
practice  in  Renselaer's  Culonli*  and  other  places,  and  so  on  (fc 
worn,  so  as  to  lay  out  no  monej-  for  wtock. 

All  tariuUig  implements  necesyary  for  the  land  must  l)e  also 
procured,  ex<«pt  wagon  and  [ilough  which  can  be  luaile  there. 

And  as  it  is  found  by  eii>eriencp  in  New  Netherland. that  far- 
mers can  with  dlfBculty  obtain  from  the  soil  enough  to  provide 
rhemselves  with  newwnary  victual;"  and  support,  those  who 
purp'Bw   planting  Colonies,  must   supply  their   farmers  and 
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families  witli  necessary  food  for  at  least  two  or  three  years,  if 
not  altogether,  it  must  be  done  at  least  in  part. 

Necessary  Supplies  for  the  Farmer. 

if  no  wheat  or  rye  can  be  had  for  bread, maize  can  be  alwavs 
hail  in  season  from  the  Indians  at  a  rea8«>iiable  price.  The 
skepol  costs  ordinarily  10  fo;  15  stivers  when  bought  from  the 
Indians. 

Beef,  Vinegar, 

Pork,  Peas  and 

Butter  or  oil  instead  ;  Beans. 

Salad  oil  and  vinegar  are  not  easy  to  be  had  in  that  country 
except  at  an  excessively  high  price  from  the  Dutch  traders. 

All  this  being  arrange<i  it  must  be  noted  what  description  of 
IK'Ople  are  best  adapted  for  agriculture  in  New  Netherland, 
and  to  perform  the  most  service  and  return  the  most  profit  in 
the  beginning. 

First,  a  jierson  is  necessary  to  superintend  the  workinginen; 
he  ought  to  Ije  acquainted  with  farming. 

Industrious  country  people, conversant  with  the  working  and 
cultivation  of   and,  and  possessing  a  knowledge  of  cattle. 

It  would  not  be  unprofitable  to  add  to  these  some  Highland 
boors  from  the  Veluwe,  Guliek,  Cleef  and  Berg. 

Northerners  are  a  people  adapted  to  cutting  down  trees  and 
clearing  land,  inasmuch  as  they  are  very  laborious  and  accus- 
tomed to  work  in  the  woods. 

Northerners  can  do  almost  anything:  some  can  build  much, 
others  a  little,  and  construct  gmall  craft  which  they  call  yawls. 

Carpenters  who  can  lay  brick. 

Smiths  conversant  with  heavy  work,  curing  cattle  and  pro- 
vided with  suitable  medicines. 

One  or  more  surgeons,  according  to  the  number  of  the  people, 
with  a  chest  well  supplied  with  all  sorts  of  drugs. 

One  or  more  coopers. 

A  clergyman,  comforter  of  the  sick,  or  Drecentor  who  could 
also  act  AS  schoolmaster. 

A  wheelwright. 

All  other  tradesmen  would  follow  in  time;  the  above  men- 
tioned mechanics  are  the  most  necessary  al  first.  In  order  to 
promote  population  through  such  and  other  means,  the  peo- 
ple must  be  provided  with  Freedoms  and  Privileges  so  as  to 
induce  them  to  quit  their  Fatherland,  and  emigrate  with  their 
families  bevond  the  sea  to  this  far  distant  New  Netherland. 
And  as  poor  |>eople  have  no  means  to  defray  the  cost  of  pan- 
sage  and  other  expenses,  it  were  desirable  that  wealthy  indi- 
viduals would  expend  some  capital,  to  people  this  country,  or 
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1  ike  the  English  o(  New  Eii|{laiul,  nt  thi>lr  own  expenne  remove 
t'-heiuselvea  with  fundK  and  a  larice  body  of  workinfc  luen,  and 
Eirovide  thoRe  without  lueHiiH  with  land,  dwelling,  oattle,  toola 
i^uid  Detwesary  support;  uiul  tliat,  uutM  ttiey  could  deriye  the 
■nei-'eBsarT  maintenance  from  the  foil  uiiil  the  iocreaee  of  cattle, 
^Mlter  whiL'h  time  they  would  be  able  to  pay  yuirly  a,  reiunnable 
cjuit-rent  to  their  lordB  nnd  tiniatem  from  the  effects  i):  their 
Kx>8»eiuiion. 

By  the  popalatlon  and  cultivation  of  the  aforeeaJd  lands  those 
'^'rho  will  have  diHburse«l  fundH  for  ttie  removal  of  the  laboring 
^^■laHDes,  the  purcliiiM  of  <-Attle  and  all  other  expenses,  would,  . 
i  n  pro{«Bn  of  some  yearn,  after  God  liad  bleased  the  tillage  and 
'S:-he  increase  of  the  cattle,  derive  a  eonsiderHble  revenue  Ingrain, 
^jeef,  i>ork,  butter  and  tobacco,  which  form  at  first  the  earliest 
■T-etums.  and  in  time  can  be  iinprove<l  by  Industry,  sueh  as  mak- 
ft  ng  pot  and  pearl  ashes,  clapboards,  knees  for  ship  building, 
k&taved,  all  sorts  ot  pine  and  oak  plank,  iiinsts  for  large  ships, 
^*quare  tiiulKir  anil  af>h  and  hickory  plnnks  In  which  a  staple 
'^rMle  could  be  estalilished.  The  tlnifiJHh  of  New  England  put 
'fchis  ill  prwtice,  an  is  tu  be  Been,  after  the  land  had  been  flrMt 
*jrouKht  to  proi>er  condition ;  they  seil  their  proviHiuns  at  tlie 
C.'arrit>ean  l)i|iindt<,  slaves  at  Mailelra  and  the  Canaries,  niHsts 
'^Mid  tinh  in  Spain  and  Portugal  iind  l>rin)(  in  returnell  sortsuf 
•ronimodities ;  so  mucli  of  tlie>w)  returns  as  they  do  not  connume, 
*area|;aiu  distributed  by  them  tlirouifliontali  the  islands  known 
4nd  inhabited  in  the  Northern  part  of  Amerii-iL  Thus,  through 
the  variety  of  the  returns  which  of  neceticity  were  receiveil,  a 
prontabl"  trade  is  already  established  in  New  England,  which 
<*an  also  l*e  right  well  cet  on  foot  by  the  Netherlanders,  if  the 
Iiopulation  of  the  cnnntry  were  promoted. 

The  following  is  tlie  mode  pursued  by  the  West  India  (Com- 
pany in  the  first  planting  of  Kuuweries:  • 

The  Company,  at  their  own  cost  ami  in  tlieir  own  ships  con- 
veyeil  severul  lioiirn  to  New  Netlierland,  and  gavi^  these  the  fol- 
tuwing  terms:— 

The  farmer,  beiiif;  c<>nveye<1  witli  liis  family  over  sea  to  New 
Xetherland,  was  ^frnuted  l)y  the  Com|>iiny  (or  the  term  of  six 
years  a  Bouwerie,  which  was  partly  cleared,  and  a  good  part 
of  which  was  fit  for  the  plough. 

The  Company  fiirnisheil  the  farmer  a  house,  burn,  farming 
iiiipleinents  and  tooin,  togetlier  with  four  horses,  four  cowa_ 
sheep  and  pigs  in  proportion,  tlie  usufruct  and  enjoyment  of 
which  the  husbandman  (hould  have  during  the  six  yean^.  iind 
on  the  expiration  thereof,  return  the  nuuil>er  of  cattle  he  re- 
ceived.    The  entire  increase  remained  with    tlie  farmer.     The 
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farmer  was  bound  to  pay  yearly  one  hundred  guilders  and 
eighty  pounds  of  butter  rent  for  the  cleared  land  and  Douwerie. 

The  country  people  who  obtained  the  above  mentioned  con- 
ditions all  prospered  during  their  residence  on  the  Company *8 
lands. 

Afterwards  the  cattle  belonging  to  the  Company  in  New 
Netherlaud  were  distributed  for  some  years  among  those  who 
had  no  means  to  purchase  stock. 

The  risk  of  tlie  cattle  dying  is  shared  in  common,  and  after 
the  exx)iration  of  the  contract  the  Company  receives,  if  the  cat- 
tle live,  the  number  the  husbandman  first  received,  and  the 
increase  which  is  over,  is  divided  half  and  half;  by  these  means 
many  people  have  obtained  stock  and,  even  to  this  day,  the 
Company  have  still  considerable  cattle  among  the  Colonists 
wlio  make  use  on  the  above  conditions  of  the  horses  in  cultivat- 
ing the  farm;  the  cows  serve  for  the  increase  of  the  stock  and 
for  the  support  of  the  family.  The  foregoing  is  what  is  nec*- 
essary  to  be  communicated  at  present  respecting  the  establish- 
ment of  one  or  more  Colonies  and  relative  to  supplies.  What 
regards  the  government  and  preservation  >of  such  Colonies  and 
what  persons  ought  to  be  in  authority  there  and  who  these 
ought  to  be,  I  leave  to  the  wise  and  prudent  consideration  of 
your  noble  High  Mightinesses.  Meanwhile  I  pray  the  Crea- 
tor of  Heaven  and  Earth  to  endow  your  High  Mightinesses 
with  the  Spirit  of  grace  and  wisdom,  so  that  all  your  High 
Mightinesses'  deliberations  may  tend  to  the  advantage  of  the 
Country  and  its  Inhabitants,

Provisional  Order  respecting  the  Government,  Prtaeivation 
and  Peopling  of  New  Netherland, 

Messrs.  van  Aertzbargen  and  the  other  your  High  Might- 
nesses'  Committee  on  West  India  affairs,  having  been  for  some 
months  in  conference  with  the  Directors  delegated  by  the 
ChamLrfr  at  Aiusterdam  and  other  of  the  West  India  Com- 
pany, on  uiatters  brought  before  your  High  Mightinesses,  both 
by  the  Delegates  from  New  Nether  land  and  the  Directors  there, 
from  and  on  behalf  of  the  people,  in  divers  written  and  verbal 
remonstrances  and  memorials,  have  at  the  request  of  the  Di- 
rectors of  the  Amsterdam  Chamber,  consented  to  pass  over 
divers  matters  contained  in  the  Grkat  Rkmonstrance  of  the 
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people.  &nd  to  apply  Iht^iiixelveM  to  tlie  priiicipiil  points,  on  the 

expruss  uesurBnce  from  ttie  aforeeaid  Directors  that  they  would 

r«iTive  all   just  and   ruxpectful    rvpreseii  tat  lone.      And    to  this 

^iiit.  having  ioqulred   iutu  tlie  eytitoiu  of  ijoverninent  hitherto 

■Uaiutained  in  New  Netherlaiid,  the  heavy  burthens  which  tlie 

Oornpany  bath  in  eonneqiience  borne,  and  the  siuall  profit  de-

taxes,   the  prevention  of   dangers  and   general   ruin  similar   to 

what  has  been  bitterly  «-xperienceil  Tor  a  few  years ;  and  further, 

for    tlie   eftectual    removal  of   all    sorts  of    evils   and    troubles 

which  have  l>een  elaborately  submittal  to  your  High  Mighti- 

iieSBcs:     And  in  order  that  the  complaints  of  the  Nation'ssub- 

jetts  now   heard  and    examined    for  the  space  of  five   months, 

may  be  deferre^l  no  longer  by    conferences  and  objections,   but 

remedied  by  good  ivsoliitions. 

We  would,  therefore,  be  of  opinion  that  your  High  Might- 
iiiesaes  do,  wltli  the  advii-eand  rommuni.-ation  of  Hie  Directors 
now  summoned  from  all  the  Cliaiiiljers  of  the  West  India  Com- 
pany.the  major  part  of  wlioiu  are  in  attendence,  permit  the  de- 
legates from  New  Netlierlnnd  to  return  this  senKOn,  to  encourage 
and  aniniat«  all  the  inhabitants  there  sedulously  to  attend  to 
the  cultivation  of  the  soil  and  to  the  iinprovement,seeHrity  and 
increase  of  the  populution  within  tlieir  limits.  Aud  accord- 
ingly tlint  the  offer  respecting  the  conveyance  of  passengers  and 
fannen  which  they  made.oiiglit  to  be  speedily  accepted  and  e»- 
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ecuted;  and,  further  that  this  Provisional  Order  be  enacted 
and  also  furnished  theui. 

1.— First,  Whereas  their  Hi^h  MlKhtinesses  have  received 
the  stranfsre  and  unexpected  intelligence  that  contributions 
have  been  demande<l  from  the  Aborigines  of  the  country 
and,  such,  having  been  refused,  that  the  late  Director  Kieft, 
under  pretense  that  the  people  so  demanded  by  petition,  signed 
however,  by  merely  three  persons,  had  waged  against  those 
Aborigines  an  unnecessjtry,  bloody  and  ruinous  war,  the  in- 
stigators whereof  have  not  been  duly  inquired  after,  or  pun- 
ished, the  Director  and  Council  shall  in  future  be  careful 
that  [no  war]  be  undertaken  against  the  Aborigines  of  the 
country  or  neighbors  of  New  Netherland,  without  their  Hi^h 
Mightinesses*  knowledge.  And  in  case  any  misunderstanding 
and  trouble  may  arise  between  or  with  said  Aborigines  or 
neighbors,  all  possible  means  shall  be  made  use  of  to  remove 
the  same,  before  matters  come  to  extremities,  and  advice  shall 
be  sent  at  once  to  their  High  Mightinesses  of  what  might 
transpire  in  the  premises. 

2.— Secondly,  Jan  Jansen  Damen  and  Abraham  Planck, having 
presented  the  petition,  whereupon  the  war  was  commence<l, 
shall  be  sent  to  their  High  Mightinesses,  that  information  may 
be  obtained  from  them  from  what  occurred,  and  who  had  in- 
duced them  to  present  the  aforesaid  petition. 

8.— Thirdly,  that  those  who  contrary  to  express  orders  and 
prohil>ition,  liave  undertaken  to  sell  and  barter  articles  of 
contraband,  such  as  guns,  pistols,  powder  and  lead  to  the 
Aborigines,  and  thus  exposed  themselves,  with  all  those  who 
actually  reside,  or  hereafter  may  come  to  New  Netherland,  to 
the  imminent  danger  of  being  suddenly  attacked,  massacred 
and  driven  off,  shall  be  punished  for  tho  excesses  herein  com- 
mitted, especially  for  what  occurred  during  the  war,  when 
subjects  of  this  State  dared  to  strengthen  their  enemies  by  tho 
sale  of  prohibited  articles  of  contraband.  And  whereas  this 
evil  has  now  reached  that  stage  that  the  trade  in  the  aforesaid 
contraband  goods  cannot  easily  l>e  cut  short  or  forbidden, 
without  evident  danger  of  new  war  and  trouble  between  the 
subjects  of  this  State  and  the  .Vborigines,  the  Council  of  New 
Netherland  shall  be  notified.  an<l  ordered  to  take  care  that 
none  of  the  aforesaid  articles  of  contraband  shall  be  hereafter 
traded  and  sold  either  by  colonists  or  other  inhabitants,  except 
with  its  knowledge  and  bv  its  order,  the  guns  to  be  charged 
at  fi  guilders,  the  pistols  at  4  guilders,  the  pound  of  powder  at 
six  stivers,  all  for  the  benefit  of  tin*  public  interest  there;  so 
as   in    time,  when  it   can,  in  their  opinion,  be   safely  done,  to 
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furbid  th«  tr&tle  ulti>|^tlier  under  lieuvy  pt-iiuIticB  to  be  there- 
uiiio  tMi(ict«d. 

4  —Fourthly,  whertsHX  thttir  High  MiKhthieiuiea  loHm  tliut

in provided  with  uecewary  iiiunitionH  of  war,  the  liouses  and 
court,  yardH  built  «itlier  within  tlie  walle  or  at  a  ehcrt  distance 
tiround  them,  without,  however.  liii(>eding  the  defence  whieh 
luuHt  be  made  therefrom;  cuusing  tliii  inhaliitantti  to  dwell  so 
close  and  compact  together,  that  they  be  able  to  help,  aid  iind 
defend  each  other. 

(I.— New  Netherlund  lieing  at  present  provided  with  only  one

P«troon»  of  Colonies  remaining  at  lllierty  lo  improve  their  own 
landii  lis  they  think  proper,  they  Iwing  likewise  obligetl  to  set- 
tle their  cohiitfsts  in  tbe  form  of  villages. 

H.  —The  ('ouneil  siiai!  also  provid<'  fur  the  estHl>lislimenl  and 
continuance  of  a  good  trade  and  romiiierce  in  jirovisions  and 
other  conimotlitles  Ijetwii^n  -New  Netlierliind  ari<l  the  national 
fort!!  in  Brazil  iN^rmitting  the  merchants  to  lake  in  all  sorts  of 
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wares  there,  and  to  bring:  back  whatever  they  ishall  dc^eiii  pro- 
per. 

9. —The  propositions  as  tliey  are  drawn  shall  be  aiupiified  foi 
the  i*elief  of  the  Directors  of  the  Anisterdaui  Chamljer  and  th( 
increase  of  the  public  revenue,  without  enibarrasin)^  the  Stiit4 
or  West  India  Company,  in  such  wise  that  instead  of  20,0(M 
guilders  or  thereabouts,  which  the  Amsterdam  Chamber  nov 
draws  annually,  it  shall  be  able  to  derive  ilfty  thousand  guild 
ers  and  by  degrees  increase  further  to  the  essential  advantagi 
of  the  worthy  stockholders,  and  totlmtend,  the  Supreme  Coun 
cil  shall  be  written  to  and  instructed  to  have  the  Colonists,  oi 
their  Patroons,  and  the  people  of  New  Netherland  convoked 
and  to  endeavor  to  induce  them  to  consent  to,  assume  and  beai 
the  aforesaid  charges,  causing  them  to  collect  and  manage  th( 
funds  and  to  pay  the  taxes  in  such  proportion  as  they  shul 
themselves  enact. 

10. — The  rtquest  for  Freedoms  and  Exemptions  shall  be  mon 
fully  examined,  with  the  considerations  moved  thereupon. 

11.— The  Council,  of  New  Netherland  shall  consist  of  a  Pr€>»i- 
dent  or  Director;  a  Vice  Director  and  of  three  Councillors,  on* 
of  whom  shall  l>e  appointed  on  the  part  of  their  High  Mighti- 
nesses and  the  West  India  Company,and  the  other  two  selecte<j 
from  the  inhabitants  of  that  country. 

12. — For  which  purpose  the  Director  and  Council  shall  be

those  of  the  West  India  Company.  These  two  elected  Couucil- 
lors  shall  serve  four  consecutive  years,  but  on  the  expiration 
of  the  aforesaid  four  years,  one  of  the  two  may  by  lot  continue 
two  years  more  and  the  other  retire  in  order  to  prapent  two 
others  in  future,  biennially,  by  a  new  nomination,  in  manner 
as  aforesaid. 

K^. — The  Advocate- fiscal  shall  have  both  seat  and  vote  in  said 
Council  in  matters  not  appertaining  to  his  office. 

14. — Petrus  Stnyvesant,  the  present  Dire<*tor.  shall  be  in- 
structed to  return  home  and  report. 

15.  —  And  a  suitable  person  conversant  with  Agricultural  mat- 
ters and  the  nature  of  soils,  shall  be  forthwith  despatched  and 
sent  by  the  first  opportunity  to  New  Netherland  to  take  charge 
of  the  lands  situated  on  both  sides  of  the  Great  North  river, 
extending  southerly  to  the  South  river,  and  northerly  to  the 
Fresh  river,  with  instructions  based  on  the  Considerations  ex-

The  Directors  of  the  Ini^irporattHl  Wedt  India  Company  of 
tilt'  Clianiber  at  Amsterdam,  having  (KHumunication  of  tht! 
annexed  writing,  ami  lieinif  orderetl  to  submit  their  opinion 
tlnreim,  state,  under  correetion,  a*  their  <-onelusion  on  the 
first,— That  they  most    rest>ectfully    request  to  know  how.  and 
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by  what  means  it  appears  to  tlieir  High  MightinessoH  that  the 
war  against  the  Indians  was  uiiilertaken  solely  on  the  petition 
of  three  persons,  et>peoiall\  as  they  the  Directors  are  otherwise 
informed,  as  can  be  seen  from  a  certain  report  sent  over  by 
the  hite  Director. 

2.  —This  article  relates  to  the  statement  in  the  first. 

3.— The  trade  in  arti(;les  of  contraband  has  been  always  for- 
bidden; and  we  cannot  consider  it  wise  to  give  private  persons, 
yet,  so  mucli  latitude.  But  if  some  of  the  aforesaid  wares 
must,  however,  to  avoid  ottence,  be  sold  with  a  sparing  hand, 
such  shall  be  permitted  by  the  Director  and  Council,  with 
knowledge  of  circumstances  and  only  when  necessary.  This 
small  charge  is  also  wholly  unnecessary,  inasmuch  as  the  In- 
dians will  readily  purchiise  guns  in  the  spring  (a .  120  guil- 
ders, and  a  pound  of  powder,  @.  10  or  12  guilders. 

6. — Those  of  the  Colonie  Rensslaers-Wyck  must  pay  their 
own  clergyman,  and  are  busy  inquiring  for  a  person.  New 
Amsterdam  is  provided,  and  none  is  yet  provided  in  the  out- 
lying places. 

8. —This  point  is  fully  treated  in  the  Freedoms. 

9. —The  purport  of  this  article  ought  to  be  made  clearer  in 
order  to  render  it  intelligible. 

In  all  cases  we  cannot  understand  how  the  inhabitants  can 
be  brought  to  bear  the  expenses,  inasmuch  as  it  is  already 
stated  that  they  complain  about  a  small  impost  on  beer  and 
wine,  which  is,  however,  paid  only  by  the  tapsters. 

10.— The  subject  of  the  Freedoms  forms  a  particular  report, 
which  will  be  approved  by  us  when  the  copy  thereof  is  ready. 

11. — The  Council  ought  to  remain  constituted  as  lately 
enacted  by  the  Assembly  of  the  XIX. ;  it  can  then  be  conceded, 
for  the  satisfaction  of  the  people,  that  two  of  their  number 
shall  be  adjohied  to  the  aforesaid  Council,  to  be  selected  by 
the  Company  here  from  a  nomination  of  a  triple  number  to  be 
previously  made  by  the  aforesaid  Commonalty.

and  not  to  overcharge  them  for  passage  moneys  and  board. 

The  aforesaid  freemen  shall  be  accepted  according  to  the  order 
of  their  application,  so  that  whoever  comes  first  shall  be  ac- 
commodated first,  without  any  difference;  and  should  it  occur 
that  more  persons  present  themselves  than  can  be  conveyed  In 
the  ship  or  ships  lying  ready  to  sail,  those  remaining  shall  be 
preferred  in  the  next  succeeding  vessel;  with  this  understand- 
in&r,  however,  that  it  shall  be  done  forthwith  and  without  any 
delay  in  case  those  remaining  over  be  in  such  number  that,  with 
their  passage  money  and  board,  a  ship  can  be  freighted  and 
their  maintenance  provided  on  the  voyage. 

On  the  arrival  of  the  aforesaid  persons  in  New  Netherland, 
they  shall  be  allowed  and  granted  the  privilege  of  choosing 
and  taking  up,  under  quit  rent  or  as  a  fief,  such  parcels  of  land 
as  they  shall  in  any  way  be  able  to  cultivate  for  the  production 
of  all  sorts  of  fruits  and  crops  of  those  peurts,  on  condition  that 
they  shall  be  bound  to  commence  the  same  within  the  year,  on 
pain  of  being  again  deprived  of  said  lands. 

Said    persons  shall  enjoy  Exemption  from  Tenths  of   all  the 

aforesaid  fruits  and  crops  for  the  term  of years,  and 

thenceforth  one  additional   year's  Exemption   for  every  legiti- 
mate cliild  they  shall  convey  thither  or  get  there. 

And  should  any  among  the  aforesaid  persons  have  an  in- 
clination to  pasture  animals,  horses  or  cattle,  and  to  support 
themselves  in  that  way,  they  shall  be  shown  clean  and  good 
pasture  lands,  as  far  as  circumstances  will  in  any  wise  admit. 

And  they  shall  be  at  liberty,  gratuitously,  to  cut  and  draw, 
and  to  cause  to  be  cut  and  drawn,  from  the  public  forests  as 
ninch  firewood,  and  as  much  timber  as  they  shall  require  for 
the  construction  of  houses  and  vessels. 
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And  tbey  sball  rIm>  enjoy  freedom  u[  liuiiting  and  Ueliiiig  in 
~Um  [tublin  woods  luid  utrvaius,  subject  to  th*;  iv|{ulatiuni4  to 
be  uuulo  therein  by  tite  Director  and  Council. 

Aod  If  any  oue  be  diapubcd  to.  Hittle  on  a  K[K>t  not  as  yet  tbe 
property  of  the  Company  but  beloiit;[ng  to  the  nutiveit  uC  the 
country,  lie  Khali  be  obliged  to  Hatitity  them  for  tlie  soil,  whit;h 
cuu  be  effected  very  reasonably  and  for  a  few  tritlee,  in  preseiiiie 
of  HOme  person  reprexeiitiiig  the  Company. 

Whoever  will  desire  to  erect,  U8  I'litroun,  a  Colonie  In  New 
Ketherland,  shall  be  also  at  liberty  to  do  so,  and  for  that  pur- 
posB  to  look  out,  either  hlmiielf  or  by  otlipni,  according  to  clr- 
eumatuncesj  on  condition  that  he  declare  that  be  will  under- 
take to  plant  therein  witliin  the  xpaee  of  four  years,  after  giv- 
inK  notice  to  any  of  the  Coiu|iany's  Chaniliers  here,  or  to  the 
Coiuuiander  or  Council  there,  a  Colonie  of  one  hundred  souls 
above  fifteen  years  old,  one-fourth  part  thereof  within  the  year, 
and  to  ship  hence,  within  three  years  after  sending  out  of  the 
first,  making.  In  all,  four  yeari),  the  balance  to  the  full  aiuount 
of  one  hundred  persons,  on  pain  of  losing,  bv  notorious  neglect. 
th«<  freedoms  obtained.  But  he  shall  t>e  advised  that  the  Com- 
pany reserves  unto  itself  the  island  of  the  Manhattes. 

And  from  the  first  moment  that  ho  shuU  have  sjgnitied  tlte 
places  where  lie  Intends  to  plant  Lis  Colonie,  ho  shall  l>e  pre- 
ferred Iwfore  all  others  In  the  free  possession  of  such  lands  as 
be  shall  have  selected  there;  but  in  case  such  placet)  shall  not 
be  afterwards  agreeable,  or  a  niistake  occur  in  the  choice  of  the 
ground,  another  opportunity  shall  be  granted  to  make  a- second 
selection  upon  Kemonstrance  having  been  previously  presenti-d 
to  the  Director  and  Council. 

And  Patroons  shall  lie  ut  liberty,  through  their  agents,  at  the 
place  where  they  intend  to  plant  their  Colonies,  to  extend 
their  limits  four  leagues  along  the  coant,  or  on  one  side  of  a 
navigable  river,  or  two  leagues  along  lioth  siiles  of  one  river, 
and  as  tnr  inland  aa  the  ciri-uniHtanrcs  of  the  occupants  will 
permit;  which  circumstances  shall  be  considered  by,  and  be  at 
till!  discretion  of,  the  Director  and  Council  there ;  but  no  re- 
gards the  lands  situate  without  the  boundsof  the  Colonies,  the 
Patroons  shall  not  beentitle<l  to  claim  any  authority  there- 
upon, on  one  pretense  or  the  other,  but  remain  contented  with 
the  lands  pointed  out  to  them,  leaving  the  disposal  of  the  ad- 
ditlonnt  lands  at  the  Company's  distiretion,  either  to  grant  them 
to  other  Patroons  or  to  lie  possessed  and  cnltiviiteil  by  private 
Colonisto,  In  which  case  the  Patroons  of  the  respii-tive  Colo- 
nies, or  Indivldaal  occupants  shall  lie  bound  to  observe  goml 
neighborhood,  and  to  afford  eiu-ti  other  tm<  outdrift  and  Issue 
14— Vol.  V. 
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at  the  nearest  place  aud  smallest  expense,  appealing,  at  all 
times,  in  eiise  of  difference,  to  the  decision  of  the  Director  and 
Council  to  i>e  appointed  for  the  time  being  by  the  Company. 

All  the  lands  situate  withi-n  the  limits  aforesaid,  together 
with  all  the  fruits,  superficies,  minerals,  rivers  and  fountains 
thereof,  shall  the  Patroons  possess  forever  in  properity,  with 
high,  middle  and  low  jurisdiction,  hunting,  fishing,  fowling 
and  milling,  the  lands  remaining  allodial;  but  the  jurisdiction 
be  held  as  a  i)erpetual  hereditary  fief,  fealitV  and  homage  for 
which,  when  it  tievolves,  shall  be  renewed  to  the  Company  by 
a  pair  of  iron  gauntlets,  redeemable  with  twenty  guilders  within 
a  year  and  six  weeks. 

And  sliould  any  one  in  course  of  time  happen  to  prosper  in 
his  Colonic  to  the  degree  that  he  would  come  to  plant  one  or 
more  towns,  he  shall  be  authorized  to  appoint  officers  and 
magistrates  therein,  and  make  use  of  the  title  of  his  Colonie 
according  to  the  pleasure  and  quality  of  the  persons,  all,  how- 
ever, with  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  the  Assembly  of  the 
XIX. 

Venia  testandi,  or  patent  to  authorize  the  disposal  of  the 
aforesaid  feudal  estate  by  will,  shall  also  be  granted  to  all  Pa- 
troons who  request  it.  • 

The  Patroons  shall  also  be  at  liberty  to  make  use  of  all  ad- 
jacent lands,  rivers  and  woods  of  any  use  to  them,  until  the 
same  be  alloted  by  this  Company  to  other  Patroons  or  indi- 
viduals. 

Whoever  shall  send  colonists  over  shall  furnish  them  with 
proper  instructions,  in  order  that  they  may  be  ruled  and  gov- 
ernetl  both  in  police  and  justice,  conformably  to  the  manner 
of  government  in  use  here,  which  instructions  they  shall  pre- 
viously submit  to,  and  cause  to  be  approved  by,  the  Assembly 
of  the  XIX..  on  pain  of  forfeiting  their  obtained  right  and  jur- 
isdiction. 

The  Patroons  and  Colonists  wishing  to  prosecute  traile,  and 
to  send,  for  that  purpose,  any  cargoes  by  tlie  Company's  Ships, 
shall  pay  thereupon  the  same  duties  as  other  private  merchants; 
but  as  regards  the  necessaries  for  the  Colonists,  and  implements 
necessary  for  agriculture,  they  may  be  conveyed  over  for  a  trifling 
gratuity,  or  even  for  nothing,  at  the  discretion  of  the  BoarU 
of  Directors. 

i^ut  in  case  it  be  not  convenient,  or  suitable  for  the  Com- 
pany to  s^nd  any  ships,  or  if  there  be  no  room  in  the  sailing 
vessels,  then  the  Patroons,  and  also  all  other  private  persons, 
shall  beat  liberty,  after  having  previously  communicated  their 
intention  to  the  Company,  and  obtained  its  written  consent,  to 
send  thither  their  own  ships  or  yachts,  provided  that  in  goings 
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or  retumliig,  tliey  du  not  dlverice  from  tbeir  ordinary  course; 
and  give  tlie  Coiiipany  security  to  tluit  elTect,  and  take  an  oa- 
itistant  aloiiff  to  be  boarded  at  the  expense  of  the  PatroonH  or 
of  the  private  iudividuale,  and  to  b«  paid  liiu  monthly  wages 
by  the  Company;  on  pain,  if  actlug  contrary,  of  forfeiting  their 
obtained  right  and  title  to  tite  Colonic. 

And  whereas  it  in  the  Company's  iiitentlun  to  i^ulonize  the 
iHlanil  of  the  Manliattes  Unit,  the  staple  of  all  produce  and  wares 
accruiui;  on  the  Sortli  river  and  the  country  thereabout,  sliall 
\te  provisionally  there,  before  they  can  be  B©nt  further,  with 
the  exception  of  those  which  are  naturally  ueeleiui  there,  or 
faunot  be  brought  thither  without  HOrious  damage  to  the  own- 
ers: in  which  case,  the  owners  thereof,  bhatl  be  obliged  to  give 
timely  notic-e  in  writing  of  i-uch  ineonveriience,  to  the  Com- 
pany here,  or  to  the  Direi-tor  and  Council  there,  in  order  that 
the  same  may  l>e  remedied  art  to  the  cireumstanceH  of  the  ciii=e 
shall  appertain. 

All  Patroons,  <-oloniHtH  and  inliabitants  of  New  Netherlaiid, 
Hliall  be  at  liberty  to  sail  to,  ami  trade  along  the  entire  coast 
from  Florida  unto  Newfoundland,  provided  they  return  with 
all  the  goods  they  obtain  in  barter,  llrHt  to  the  island  of  the 
MaiiliatteH,  and  pay  Ave  i>er  ci'nt  duty  to  the  ('ompany,  in 
order,  if  [tossible,  to  be  nent  thence  to  ibe  aforesaid  i^ounlries 
after  proper  inventory  of  all  the  ciirKii. 

Said    I'atroons,  colonists  mid    jnhubitantH,  sliall    be  also   .-it 

liberty  to  trade  their  KO"ds  obtained  there,  everywhere  on  the 

coast  of   New  Netherland  and  parts   eircumjaeent   thereunto. 

'or  all  sorts  of  mercliandise  to  l>e  met  with  there,  riondltluned 

that  such  traders  shall  l>e  oblii»>d  to  bring  to  the  ii>land  of  the 

Alanhattes,  if  it  lie  any  wise  possible,  all  the  goods  that  they 

H-iil  l)t>  iible  to  procure,  in  order  that  Company's  dues  may  be 

I'aid,  and  further  that  said  goods  bt^  sent  by  the  ships  hither, 

Vv-ith   the  knowledge  of   the  Director  and  Council,  or  of   their 

•tj^nts;  or  if   they  come   to  his  country,  without  such  having 

*»een    done,    that    they    l)e   diwcliarged,    with    the   Company's 

^nowleilge,  under   [iniper  inventory  and    i)ayTiieiit  of   the  duty 

■•.^■crued  thereon,  on  paiu  of   forfeiting  said  goods  or   the  value 

*^  fcereof . 

The  company  pnuiiisen  that  it  will  not  take  from  the  ^'ervicc 
'"•f  the  Patroons  any  colonists,  whether  man  or  woman,  son  or 
^lunphter,  man  servant  or  maid  servant;  anrl  should  any  desire 
t lie  same,  that  it  will  not  receive  mucli  less  t>ermit  them  to 
'^ave  the  service  of  their  I'atroon  for  that  of  another,  except 
V»y  previously  written  consent  of  their  Patroon ;  and  this  during 
Such  term  of  years  as  they  are  bound  to  their  Patroons;  at  the 
«ipirutiou  whereof  the  i'atroous  shall  be  at  llbertj'  to  cause 
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the  colonists,  who  may  \>e  unwilling  to  continae  In  their 
service,  to  be  brought  hither,  to  be  then  for  the  first  time 
restored  to  their  freedom :  and  should  any  colonists  run  away 
to  another  Patroon,  or  resume  his  freedom  in  violation  of  his 
contract,  the  Company  also  promises  to  have  him  as  far  as 
lies  in  its  power,  surrendered  into  the  hands  of  his  Patroon  or 
his  Commissary,  to  be  there  proceeded  against  according  to 
the  circumstances  of  the  c^se,  agreeably  to  the  practice  and 
uses    of  this  country. 

An  appeal  shall  lie.  conformably  to  the  custom  of  these  coun. 
tries,  to  the  Company's  Director  and  Council  in  New  Nether- 
land,  or  to  such  government  as  shall  be  established  there,  from 
all  definitive  judgments  pronounced  by  the  courts  of  the  Pa- 
troons,  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  guilders,  or  such  as 
attach  infamy;  and,  also,  from  all  judgments,  in  criminal  cases 
on  ordinary  prosecutions. 

Whosoever,  whether  Colonists  of  Patroons  for  their  Pa- 
troons,  or  Freemen  for  themselves, or  other  individuals  for  their 
masters,  shall  discover  shores,  bays  or  other  places  suitable  for 
fisheries,  or  for  the  erection  of  salt-ponds,  may  take  possession 
thereof  and  work  them  as  their  own  absolute  property  to  the 
exclusion  of  all  others.  And  the  Patroons  of  Colonists  are  al- 
lowed tQ  send  ships  along  the  Coast  of  New  Netheriand  for  the 
fishing  of  cod,  and  to  procee<l  with  their  catch  directly  to  Italy 
or  other  neutral  countries,  on  condition  of  paying  the  Company 
in  such  case  six  guilders  per  l4ist  duty;  and  should  they  touch 
here  with  their  cargo,  they  shall  be  free  [to  continue  their 
voyage]  but  they  shall  not  under  pretext  of  this,  or  the  Com- 
pany's consent  carry  any  other  wares  to  Italy  on  pain  of  arbi. 
trary  punishment,  the  Cotnpany  remaining  at  liberty  to  place 
a  supercargo  on  board  of  each  ship. 

The  aforesaid  ("olonists  and  free  men  shall  also  be  at  liberty 
to  export  and  ronvey  all  the  products  and  crops  of  the  country 
in  their  own,  or  in  chartered  ships  free  of  duty,  to  Brazil  and 
other  places  situate  in  the  West  India  Company's  territory, 
the  coast  of  (iJ-uinea  excepted. 

But  they  shall  be  bound  to  pay  the  same  duties  as  the  in- 
habitants of  this  country  on  the  returns  which  they  will 
obtain  for  them  in  trade  and  import  into  New  Netheriand  or 
here;  but  on  Neg-'^es  t>»ey  shall  not  pay  more  than  30  guilders 
per  head. 

And  in  case  it  happen  that  the  ships  of  the  aforesaid 
Colonists  and  Freemen  should  in  going  or  returning  overpower 
any  Portuguese  prizes,  they  shall  be  obliged  to  convey  them 
forthwith  either  to  Brazil,  or  New  Netheriand.  or  to  this 
country,  in  order  to  receive  the  benefit  thereof  and  that  they 
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be  declartKl  gootl  prtzea,  on  duoIi  duty  hh  iit  puid  by  other  iii- 
habitanU  of  this  country. 

And  In  case  any  of  the  ColonislH  xhould  by  hia  industry  ami 
diligence  hap]>en  to  discover  iiny  minerals,  iirecious  HtoneK, 
Crystals,  marble  or  eui^h  like,  at»u.  any  pearl  flithery,  the  saiu» 
•tliall  remain  the  projierty  of  the  Patroon  or  Patroona  of  all 
Kiich  Colonle,  on  condition  of  allowing^  the  flnder  such  reward 
•U!  the  Patroons  stioll  have,  beforehand,  stipulated  with  such 
OoloDist  by  contract:  anil  the  Patroons  uhall  be  exempt  from 
*^ll  9uch  rttco^ition  to  the  Company  for  the  term  of  eight 
years,  and  |>ay  for  bringing  them  hither  only  two  per  cent. : 
*»iid  aft«r  the  expiration  of  the  aforesaid  eight  years,  for  duty 
n.Dd  freifcht,  the  eighth  part  of  what  they  may  be  worth  in 
tliisconntrj-. 

The  Company  will  request  the  High  and  Mighty  I^ords  States 
<~:ieneral  of  the  Unlte<l  Netherland  to  take  ali  Patroons,  colonists 
a.tid  inhabitants,  whether  free  or  bond,  under  thalr  prot«ction 
i  n  like  manner  as  the  Company,  as  far  as  It  lies  'n  its  power,  is 
*l«ing;  and  accordingly  promises  to  assist  in  defending  as  fur 
«*  It  will  be  able,  with  the  force  it  hath  there,  the  aforesaid 
X^atroons,  eiilonists  and  others  against  all  foreign  war  and 
'V'iolence.  on  condition  that  said  persons  shall,  on  such  occur- 
*"ence  properly  defend  themselves;  for  whicli  purpose  every 
Xiaale  person  going  over  there  shall  be  obliged  to  provide  liiiu- 
*^^lf  at  his  own  expense  with  a  flreloclt  or  luusket  of  the  usual 

The  Patroons  and  Colonists,  uliall  also,  particularly  endeavor 
^■Ti  devise,  in  the  speediest  iiminier,  some  means  among  them- 
*»*=lTeB  whereby  they  will  l>e  able  to  support  a  Clergyman  ami 
^^«hool -master,  that  the  service  of  God  and  zeal  for  religion 
*(iay  not  grow  cool  acuongthem;  and  they  shall  provide  at 
1  rst  for  A  comforter  of  the  sick  there. 

The  Company  reserves  unto  itself  all  great  and  small  tithes. 
**-ll  waifs  and  estrays,  the  right  of  establishing  mints,  highways 
**->id.  forts,  declaring  war  and  making  peace,  all  wildernesspK, 
(slanting  citiex,  towns  and  chun^hes,  and  all  according  to  the 
"^liarter  and  under  the  supreme  sovereign  rule  of  the  High  and 
^Jighty  Lords  States  General  of  the  United  Netherlands;  and 
*  hat,  saving  unchanged  arid  undiiuinisheil  whatever  is  hereto- 
*"«>re  granted  to  the  Patroons  in  the  nmtter  of  high,  middle  ami 
1«3W  jurisdiction. 

Accordingly,  the  Company  shall  npfioint  and  keep  therf  ii 
Ijirector,  competent  councillors,  ofBcers  and  other  niinisterN  "  f 
jnstioe,  for  the  protection  of  the  good,  and  the  punishment  of 
the  wicked ;  which  governor  and  council,  now,  or  hereafter  to 
be,  ap|>olnted   by  the  Oomi>any,  shall   take  cognisance,  In  the 
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first  instance,  of  affairs  appertaining  to  the  freedom,  digniiity, 
domain,  finance  and  rights  of  the  General  West  India  Company: 
of  the  complaints  whicli  any  one,  as  well  strangers,  neighbors 
of  the  aforesaid  countries  as  inhabitants  thereof,  may  make  in 
cases  of  privilege,  innovation  or  disuetude  of  customs,  uses, 
statutes  or  descents;  with  power  to  declare  the  same  corrupt 
and  to  abrogate  them  as  vicious,  if  such  should  \)e  found  equit- 
able; of  matters  appertaining  to  minor  children,  widows,  or- 
phans and  other  unfortunate  persons  who  complain  first  to  the 
C/Ouncil  in  order  to  obtain  justice:  of  all  contracts  or  obliga- 
tionb:  holding  prerogative  jurisdiction,  of  personal  property, 
possession  of  benefices,  fiefs,  of  crimen  lesee  majestatis,  of  reli- 
gion, and  of  criminal  cases  and  excesses  being  prescribed  and 
unchallenged  ;  and  may  by  prevention  receive  all  persons  to  be 
purged  of  matters  brought  in  accusation  against  them  there, 
and  generally  take  cognizance  of.  and  administer  law  and  jus- 
tiee  in  every  case  affecting  the  dignity  of  .the  Company, 

Thus  done  by  the  Committee  of  the  General    Incorporated 
West  India  Com[)any  in    the  Hague  the    .     .     .     . 

The  States  General  of  the  [Tnited  Netherlands  having  seen 
and  considered  the  preceding  Freedoms  and  Exemptions,  have 
approved  and  ratified,  as  their  High  Mightinesses  do  hereby 
approve  and  ratify  the  same.  Requiring  and  ordering  the  Direc- 
tor and  Council  of  New  Netherland  to  regulate  and  conduct 
themselves  agreeably  thereunto.  Done  at  the  Assembly  of  the* 
aforesaid  States  General,  etc. 


TRANSLATION  OF  NEWS  FROM  NEW  ENGLAND,  IdoO. 


The  Governor  of  New  Netherland  has  been  rec«ive<l  and  treated^ 
like  a  Prince  wherever  he  passed;  for  which  he  expressed  him- 
self very  grateful.  On  arriving  at  the  Court  of  the  New  Eng- 
land Commissioners,  he  meant  that  the  matters  in  disputed 
should  be  discussed  and  debated  there;  wherefore  his  HonoC 
submitted  divers  charges  and  grievances.

their  report,  and  it  wa8  brought  to  ttie  ears  of  the  Oovernorr 
he  made  a  great  complaint  against  his  two' chosen  agents,  cry. 
ing  out:  Tve  been  betrayed;  I've  been  betrfiyedl  Which  hear^ 
ing,  some  of  the  Englisli  who  were  waiting  outside,  supposed 
that  lie  had  run  mad,  and  were  disposed  to  go  and  fetch  peo- 
ple to  tiehim«  It  seems  he  never  imagined  that  such  hard  pills 
would  be  given  him  to  digest.  New  England  is  thoroughly 
united  with  the  Dutch  Governor  to  her  satisfaction  and  is  well 
content  with  him ;  speaks  of  him  in  terms  of  great  praise, especi- 
ally because  he  is  so  liberal  and  hath  allowed  himself  to  be  en- 
trapped by  her  courtesy  and  hath  conceded  Greenwich.  Valid, 
perfect  copies, and  verification  of  the  whole  have  been  made  and 
the  Governor  with  his  two  Commissioners  hath  subscribed  the 
entire  negotiation.  But  as  regards  the  surrender  of  Greenwich 
and  the  other  limits  concluded  upon,  he  hath  voted  and  signed  as 
Governor,  subject,  however,  to  the  approbation  of  his  Council* 
under  promise  to  persuade  them  thereunto  as  much  as  possible. 
Finally  'tis  resolved  to  send  the  aforesaid  Treaty  to  the 
West  India  Company,  the  States  and  the  Parliament,  in  order 
that  it  may  be  ratified  as  early  as  possible. 


Extract  of  the  resolutions  of  New  England  translated  from  the 

English, 

Know  all  men  by  these  [)resents,    that  the  ship  St  Beninio, 

commanded  by  Mr.  Wilhelm  Westenhuysen,  came  to  trade,  and 

was  about  three  years  ago  taken  out  of  the  harbor  of  New 

Haven,  which   is  a  part  of  New   England,  granted   by  patent 

from  the  King  of  England,  received  by  the  English  and  actually 

settled  by  them,  and  no  part  of  New  Netherland.     So  that  on 

what  pretense  or  by  what  order  the  above  mentioned  seizure 

was   made,  we  the   Commissioners  of  the  United    Colonies  of 

New  England    leave  to   the  consideration  of  each  and   every, 

before  whom   the  matter  may  come  in  suit;    the  Governor  of 

New  Netherland  acknowledging  that  such  was  not  done  under 

pretence  of  having  a  claim  to  that  place.     Dated  at  Hartford, 

the  23'^  of  September,  1G50,  Augustan  style.

11.  The  inhabitants  and  subje^itH  of  the  aforesaid  Republic 
Of  England,  and  of  the  States  (Teneral  of  the  United  Nettier- 
landB,  shall  sail  and  trade  to  the  Oarribee  iHlands  and  to  Vir- 
ginia, free  and  unmolested,  in  the  same  umnner  as  they  haVM 
hitherto  resorted  to  and  traded  with  thene  places,  without  luiy 
distinction  tut  to  whether  those  iHlandN  and  places  were  first  or 
last  occupied  or  possessed  by  the  inhabitants  and  subjects  of  tbe 
aforesaid  Republic,  or  of  the  UnitttI  Netherlands,  any  prohibi- 
tion published  or  promulgatecl  to  the  contniry  notwithstaDdinir. 

13.  And  with  a  view  in  like  manner,  to  maintain  friendship, 
peace  and  good  neighborhood  iMttween  both  the  Nations  afore- 
said on  the  Continent  of  North  America,  a  just,  certain  and 
immovable  Boundary  line  there  shall  be  settled  and  determined 
a«  soon  as  possible.

— And  as  for  their  tradeing  to  any  of  the  English  plant-ations 
it  is  forbidden  by  the  late  Act  for  Enerease  of  the  Navigation 
of  this  Nation,  from  which  wee  thinke  not  fit  to  recede. 

12.  To  the  Twelfth  wee  say  that  the  English  were  the  First 
Planters  of  the  Northerne  flrme  land  of  America,  and  have 
plantations  there  from  the  Southermost  part  of  Virginia  in 
thirtie  seven  degrees  of  North  latitude,  to  Newfoundland  in 
Fiftie  two  degrees;  and  not  knowing  of  any  plantation  of  the 
Nt^therlanders  there,  save  a  small  number  up  in  Hudson*8 
River,  we  thinke  it  not  necessary  at  present  to  settle  the  limits, 
which  may  be  done  hereafter  in  convenient  tyme. 

These  things  wee  have  thought  fit  to  exhibits  to  yo'  Excel- 
lencies, upon  those  things  you  propounded  in  yo'  paper  of 
Thirtie  six  articles.  What  remaynes  further  to  be  offered  on 
your  part  for  consumatitig  the  treaty  shall  in  convenient  tyhie 
be  alsoe  exhibited  to  yo'  Excellencies.

Although  these 
exhibit,  as  yet,  every  inclination  to  continue  good  neighborly 
correspondence  and  commerce  with  us,  we  nevertheless,  doubt 
not  but  your  High  Mightinesses  will,  in  your  customary  pro- 
found wisdom, conclude  how  extremely  necessary  it  is,  that  those 
boundaries  l>e  settled  once  for  all,  to  the  end  that  our  nation 
already  inhabiting  those  parts,  may  remain  assured  of  life  and 
proi>erty  and  many  people  be  induced  thereby,  in  consequence 
of  such  security,  to  remove  thither.  And  whereas,  it  is  the 
opinion  of  every  person  conversant  with  the  subejct,  that  this 
country  can  in  few  years,  derive  from  New  Netherland  many 
necessaries  of  use  here,  which  we  omit  so  as  not  to  trouble 
your  High  Mightinesses  with  prolixity,  we  therefore,  finally, 
once  more  humbly  pray  and  l^eseech,  what  is  hereinbefore  stat^, 
and  that  the  premises  may  be  commended  to  Mess"  the  extra- 
ordinary ambassadors,  agreeble  to  the  draft  of  the  division  of 
the  boundary  hereunto  annexed.

Description  of  the  Boundaries  of  Neto  Netherland, 

Nkw  Netherland,  lying  in  the  Northern  part  of  America, 
in  Latitude  411  deg^rees  north  of  the  Equator,  was  frequented 
by  the  subjects  of  the  United  Provinces  long  before  the  High 
and  Mifjhty  Lords  States  General  had  granted  the  West  India 
Company  a  Charter  not  only  further  to  explore  and  trade  at 
that  quarter  and  Coast,  as  was  done  by  individuals  l>efore  the 
Charter,  but  to  take  possession,  to  inhabit  and,  as  circum- 
stances permitted,  to  people  the  country. 

Immediately  after  obtaining  the  Charter, the  Hon**"^  Directors 
sent  divers  ships  to  New  Netherland  with  people  and  cattle, 
which  people,  l>eing  for  the  most  part  servants  of  the  aforesaid 
Company,  purchased  many  and  various  lands;  among  otherst 
ON  the  North  (alias  Maurice)  river,  8tatcn  island,  Pavonia, 
H<)l)0()(^ken,  Nut  Island  and  the  Island  of  Manhattans  with 
many  other  lands  thereabouts;  on  which  Island  of  Manhattans 
was  built  Fort  Amsterdam  and  subsequently  the  City  of  Am- 
Ktordam.  A  vpry  extensive  tract  of  country  was  also  purchased 
from  the  Natives,  being  Mahikanders,  36  leagues  up  the  North 
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river,  where  Fort  Orange  was  founded  on  behalf  of  the  Com- 
piuiy,  and  afterwards  tbe  Colonie  of  Kenseleartiwyk. 

Froiii  the  Southern  Indians  a  larKe  tract  of  land,  called  8  wan - 
endaalywas  purchased  on  the  West  Shore  of  the  South  bay,  not 
far  from  HIndlopen,  and  taken  possession  of  by  the  build ini; 
of  aBUiall  fort,  where  28  men  were,  one  dtiy,  treacherously  mur- 
dered by  the  Indians.  On  the  East  bank  of  the  South  river  is 
built  Fort  Nassiiu,  and  on  the  West  bank,  the  Redoubt  Bev- 
ersreede,  situate  at  the  Schuylkill.  These  above  described 
lands,  forts  and  rivers  were  taken  possession  of,  inhabited, 
built,  traded  at  and  frequented  on  the  account  of  the  above- 
mentioned  Company,  and  the  same  is  continued  up  to  this 
date. 

In  the  year  1688,  Wolter  van  T wilier,  at  the  time  Director  in 
New  Netherland,  purchased  the  territory  called  Conittekock, 
situate  on  the  Fresli  River  of  New  Netherland,  long  before  any 
other  Christian  Nation  had  been  there.  Van  Twiller,  imme- 
diately after  the  sale,  payment  and  conveyance,  caused  pos- 
session to  be  taken  of  that  land,  and  there  for  the  account  of 
the  Company  had  Fort  Hope  built,  which  is  continually  to 
this  date  occupied  by  a  garrison  who  also  made  a  bouwerie 
there  and  cultivated  the  soil. 

This  aforesaid  land,  called  by  the  Natives  Conittekock,  lies 
about  20  to  21  leagues  up  the  river,  l)eing  situate  in  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Chief  Sequeen.whicli  Chief  or  Sakima  wjis,  in  his 
time.  Lord  and  right  owner  of  the  entire  river  and  the  lands 
thereabouts.  But  inasmuch  ns  n  difficulty  arose  between  the 
Chief  of  the  Pequatoos,  named  Mejintioni  and  the  Sequeen, 
Tes[>eeting  the  Juriwliction  and  propriety  of  said  river,  these 
Sakamas  or  Chiefs  agreeil  to  meet  and  fight  in  the  field,  each 
with  his  entire  force,  on  condition  tliat  whoso  remained  con- 
queror should,  himself  and  his  successors  Ih^  and  remain  for- 
ever, Jjord  and  right  owner  of  said  Fresh  river.  After  three 
Keveral  pitehed  battles,  Meantinomy,  Chief  of  tlie  IVquatoos, 
remained  the  victor,  and  the  Sequeen,  ^^o  l)eaten  am!  dcr«';<te(l 
that  he  is  become  subject  to  the  Pequatoos,  with  whose  ron- 
aent  he  and  his  remaining  people  repaired  under  the  protection 
of  the  Dutch,and  for  greater  security,  the  Sequeen  and  his  tril)e 
on  the  Conitte  Cock,  went  to  dwell  close  by  Fort  Hope,  which 
is  also  expressly  conditioned  in  the  purchase  of  Conitte  kock, 
as  can  be  proved  by  Sonquassen  the  son  of  the  late  Sequeen, 
who  is  still  living. 

This  land  Conittekock  was  purchased  from  the  Pequatoos, 
as  conquerors,  with  the  free  will  and  cons«»nt  of  the  S<'queen, 
who  as  well  as  Meantinomy  aforesaid  lawfully  conceded  all 
the  right  he  possessed,  to   the  Company,  so   that  the  Hon*^

The  limits  of  New  Netlierland,  as  claimed  then,  would  be 
from  Cape  Hindlopen,  on  tlio  south,  to  Cape  Cod,  on  the  east, 
including  therein  Long  Ishmd  situate  ri^lit  in  front  of  ^'ew 
Motherland,  whence  it  is  separated  by  an  arm  of  the  sea,  called 
the  iilast  River,  which  begins  at  CJoney  Island,  iu  the  Nortli 
bay  of  North  river,  and  runs  again  in  the  sea  at  the  eiustward, 
near  Fisher's  Island,  opposite  the  Pequatoos  river,  togetlier 
with  all  other  bays, rivers  and  islands  situate  westward  of  Caije 
Cod,  and  especially  the  island  named  Quetenis,  lying  in  Sloop 
bay,  which  was  purchased, paid  for  and  taken  possession  of  in 
the  year  lOiJT,  on  the  Company's  account.  These  lands  afore- 
said, were  esteemed  the  boundaries  of  old,  and  because  the 
difficulties  under  which  the  Hon'*"'  Company  has  labored  of 
late  years  have  not  allowed  it  to  occupy  the  aforesiiid  pretended 
limits,  the  English  of  AJoston  and  Plymouth,  in  New  Nether- 
land,  situate  one  hundred  leagues  from  the  Manhatans  or  New 
Amsterdam,  did,  contrary  to  every  law  of  nations,  come  some 
few  years  ago  inside  the  boundary  and  Fort  Hope,  on  the 
Fresh  river.against  numerous  notifications  and  protests,  as  far 
as  Greenwich, situate  about  eight  leagues  from  New  Amsterdam, 
and  have  plante<l  on  the  usurped  lands  divers  towns,  villages 
and  hamlets,  thus  retaining  the  Company's  land  by  force  and 
violence.  Not  content  with  that,  the  said  English  have  formed 
on  Long  Island,  two  little  villages  called  Southold  and  South- 
ampton, although  their  High  Mightinesses'  subjects  had  long 
before  ta,ken  possession  of  that  island,  »nd  founded  thereon 
divers  towns  and  hamlets,  with  many  boweries  and  ])lantations 
These  villages  and  hamlets  are  named  Amersfoort,  Vlissingen, 
Heemstede,  Gravesande,  lireuckelen,  Mispaechtand  Gauwanes 
&c.,  so  that  Long  Island  rightfully  lielongs,  both  by  first  pur- 
chase, possession  and  ancient  resort,  to  the  Dutch  nation  and 
not  to  the  English. 

In  order  then  to  establish  a  good, firm  and  irrefragable  bound- 
ary with  our  neighbors,  the  English  of  New  England ;  and  as 
their  High  Mightineses' subjects  will  not  be  able  to  retain  pre- 
tended jurisdiction  over  the  lands  aforesaid  ;  and  in  order  to 
somewhat  gratify,  as  far  as  is  possible  and  reasonable,  the 
neighbors  of  New  England,  so  as  to  live  in  future  with  them, 
in  North  America,  in  peace  and  good  neighborhood,  I  subjoin 
Home  suggestions  respecting  the  division  of  the  boundary  in 
that  eountrv. 

First:  I  insist  that  the  boundary  of  New  Netherland  along 
the  sea  coast,  should  l)e  calculated  from  the  South  bay,  be- 
ginning at   Capo   Hindlopen,  and    inchidinir  tin*   South    river, 
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unto  Godyn*H  point  being  the  South  liook  of  the  North  bay,or 
beginning  of  the  North  river,  extending  from  said  North  bay 
30  leagues  southward  along  the  coast  unto  Cape  Hindlopen. 

It  is  to  be  marked  that  the  English  never  inhabited  nor  pur- 
chased, much  less  took  possession  of,  any  land  south  of  the 
North  bay  or  Godyn's  point  to  Cape  Hin^dlopen,  so  that  in 
this  quarter  there  is  no  dispute  between  our  nation  and  those 
of  New  England,  nor  with  those  of  Virginia,  who  lie  south 
*  of,  and  are  in  good  terms  with  them;  there  is,  therefore,  no 
trouble  on  that  side  with  those  of  Virginia,  inasmuch  as  they 
never  committed  any  usurpation  on  the  Dutch  bounds. 

From  Godyn's,  or  Sandy  Hook  eastward  along  Long  Island 
30  leagues  in  length  along  the  great  Ocean,  unto  the  east  end 
thereof,  which  lies  right  opposite  Fisher's  Island  and  the  Pe- 
quatoos  river;  from  this  river,  both  outside  and  inside  Long 
Inland  through  the  East  river,  the  limits  of  New  Netherland 
mi^ht  be  computed,  should  they  be  arranged  in  a  friendly 
manner,  in  which  case  over  60  leagues  of  country  from  Cape 
Cod  westward  to  the  Pequatoos  river,  for  many  years  included 
within  the  Hon^'^  Company's  limits,  are  left  to  our  neighbors, 
H>  that  from  Amsterdam  along  the  East  river  inside, would  re- 
main not  more  than  30  leagues,  wherein  must  be  included  Long 
Island  and  the  islands  thereunto  belonging  situate  in  the 
Cromme  gouw,  Fishers'  Island  and  all  others  lyings  in  the 
East  river,  such  as  the  Archeppela,  and  those  between  New 
Haiveii  and  Stamfort. 

Here  'tis  to  be  further  observed,  that  long  before  the  Entriish 
came  to  dwell  l)eyond  the  river  Pequato,  the  Dutch  nation, 
by  Director  Kieft,  caused  possession  to  be  taken  of  the  lands 
situate  on  said  river,  both  on  the  mainland  and  on  Long  Island, 
by  the  setting  up  of  the  arms  of  their  High  Mightinesses  the 
Lords  States  General,  which  arms  were  at  divers  places  torn 
down  by  one  Lieutenant  Houst,  and  the  lands  contrary  to  all 
rij^ht  and  protest, afterwards  taken  up  by  the  English,  in  which 
district  they  have  founded  numy  villages  and  hamlets,  so  that 
they  have  enroached  on  the  lands  as  far  as  Petucquapoch, 
otherwise  called  Greenwich,  in  such  wise  that  there  is  not 
more  than  eight  leagues  distance  between  that  place  and  New 
Aiiisterdain,  whereby  of  90  leagues  to  the  East,  the  Dutch  at 
pn»sent  peaceably  occupy  no  more  than  8. 

'T would,  therefore,  be  fair  and  honorable  that  the  West 
India  Company  should  possess  the  lands  and  bounds  from  the 
river  Pequato  Fokets,  or  at  least  from  the  East  bank  of  the 
Fresh  river,  which  was  long  since  taken  possession  of,  and  has 
l>een  <)ccuj)ied  by  a  fort  and  garrison  from  the  year  1633  t<» 
this  day. 
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But    in   ease    any  discussioii    ariso    resi)ectiii^   tlie    towns    ol" 

Herttoort  and  New  Haven,   with  the  viUaj^es  and  hamlets  on 

them   depending,  which   towns  and   viHages   lie  weBtward  of 

Fort   Hope  and   the   Fresh  river,  as  far  as  Greenwich,  these 

plax^es  should  be  left  their  laws  and  magistrates,  only  swearing 

a.llegiance  and  fidelity  and   paying  the  Company,  as  Patroons, 

Kuch  acknowledgment  as  may  be  agreed  on,  whether  Tenths 

43r  other  Royalties. 

8hoald,  however  the  abovenamed  towns  and  villages,  not 
cronseut  to  come  under  the  obedience  of  the  States  General,  and 
of  the  Company,  'twould,  for  the  sake  of  the  peace  of  both 
nations,  not  be  unwise  to  agree,  if  possible,  to  the  following 
Houndary : 

From  Cape  Hindloopen  along  the  sea  coast  unto  Godyn's 
point,  and  thence  proceeding  along  the  Mainland  inside  Long 
Island,  through  unto  Stamfort,  which  isseperated  from  Green- 
vrich  by  a  little  river;  and  the  islands  thereunto  belonging,  to- 
gether with  Long  Island,  must  remain  entirely  with  the  Dutch ; 
because,  as  before  stated,  they  were  taken  possession  of  and 
inhabited  long  before  the  English  came  to  lodge  thereon;  the 
two  little  villages  of  Southampton  and  Southold  must,  in  such 
case,  repair  and  pass  under  this  State. 

The  Company  might  agree  that  Fort  Hope  and  the  Fresh 
river  lands,  be  held  as  a  Manor,  on  condition  that  the  Flat 
which  extends  east  from  the  hill  to  the  river  should  belong  to 
and  remain  forever  for  the  use  of  the  house  the  Hope,  as  the 
land  already  does,  having  been  obtained  by  lawful  purchase 
and  conveyance  from  the  Natives  and  right  owners  . 

In  like  manner,  should   the   Fresh  river   happen   to  fall  to 

the  English  on  the  settlement  of  the  Boundary,  care  ought  to 

be  taken    that  all  vessels,  whether  large  or  small,  should   be 

free   to  sail  up  and   down  said   river  to    Fort   Hope  and    tra<le 

there,  without  let  or  hindrance  or  being  subject  to  search  or 

inspection;  also,  be  free  from  all  tolls  and  imposts,  which  it 

is  to  be  apprehended  the  English  would  establish, the  rather  as 

1  hey  have  built  a  stone  Redoubt  at  the  mouth  of  the  river;  hut 

here  it  is  to  be   understood,  that   none   other  than  those   who 

would  con)e  there  commissioned  by  the  Director  in  New  Neth- 

<»rland  or  by  .Mess"  the  Managers   from    Fatherland,  should  l)e 

«*.\enipt  from  the  burdens  aforesaid. 

This  is  what  I  have  have  been  able  to  propose  for  the  service 
r>f  the  Hon^,  the  Company,  touching  the  Boundary.  I  pray 
CtoiI,  that  the  wished  for  linjits  of  New  Netherland  may  be  once 
nettled,  so  that  trade  may  improve,  and  the  farmer  cultivate 
Ills  fields  with  pleasure.

Well  founded  title  claimed  by  the  West  India  Company  to  the 
territory  now  called  New  Netherland, situate  in  the  Northern 
part  of  America,  in  latitude  38  to  41}  degrees. 


Memoir  respecting  the  well  established  boundaries  and  jurisdic- 
tion claimed  by  the  Incorporated  West  India  Company ,  in  Tit'- 
lite  of  its  Charter  J  over  the  territories  situate  in  the  Northern 
part  of  America,  in  latitude  from  38  to  41}  degrees. 

Whi(^h  lands  they  have  many  years  since  i)ossessed,  according 
to  the  description  hereunto  annexed,  No.  2,  before  any  other 
nations  had  come  thereabout  or  discovered  them;  but  on  the 
favorable  accounts  received  here  from  those  parts,  the  En|^li»ii 
sent  some  ships  and  people  thither, whom  they  settled  to  the 
Southward  of  us.  That  country  they  named  Virpfinia,  In  like 
manner  they,  also,  have  planted  Colonies  to  the  North  c.f  us, 
which  country  they  c.all  New  Enprland,  whither  they  conveye<l 
so  many  people  that  they  in  a  short  time  greatly  outnumbereil 
our  nation.  Becoming  presumptious  in  consequence,  they  be- 
gan to  enroach  on  our  limits,and  invaded  many  lands  contrary 
to  our  formal  interdicts  and  protests,  so  that  at  the  North  this 
Nation  did  not  hesitate  to  make  themselves  masters  of  the 
greater  part  of  the  Fresh  river,  notwithstanding  we  liad  thert* 
erected  a  trading  house  and  fort  called  the  Hope,  which  we,  like, 
wise,  occupied  and  garrisoned.  Regard  less  hereof,  the  English, 
on  their  side,  have  proceeded  to*  extend  their  Colonies  over 
many  of  our  lands  purchased  from  the  Indians,  and  would  have 
done  their  best  to  usurp  the  largest  and  finest  portion  of  our 
territory. 

Had  not  the  Managers  concluded  to  order  their  Director  to 
prevent  either  by  force  or  by  friendly  agreement  as  far  as  possi- 
ble, any  farther  enroachment. 

The  consequence  thereof,  that  he  presented  himself  in  tlie 
year  1050,  at  an  Assembly  of  the  Colonies, holden  at  Hertfoort, 
on  the  Fresh  river,  where  in  divers  conferences  and  negotia- 
tions it  was  so  far  mutually  arranged  and  agreed  upon,  that 
from  that  hour  forward  neither  should  encroach  on  the  other, 
and  this  Treaty  should  be  considered  a  Provisional  Boundary* 
subject  to  the  approbation  of  their  respective  principals,  as  is 
to  bo  seen  by  the  despatch  of  Petrus  Stuyvesant,  Director  of 
New  Netherland, dated  20*''  November,  1650.  Although  we  hei-e- 
in  find  ourselves  considerably  aggrieved,  'for  the  reasons  al>ove 
set  forth,  whereunto  we  might  with  great  justice  and  here  *w- 
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pecinlly  in  case  hoBtilitiea  were  roiiimeriuucl  In  Christendom 
at^aioBt  the  Ent^lisli,  as  the  English  Nation  ii)  that  country 
lu&lceBuchdemonatrationeas  if  they  meant  tosupriseoar  lands 
there  by  force,having  already  not  only  forbidden  all  trade,  cor- 
respondence &ndtransi>ort  of  pruvibioiia  to  ouri'olouiee,  but  also 
endeavored  by  evil  practices  to  seduce  llie  in  habitants  (uiostly 
EnKlish  by  birth)  of  divers  vlllai;eB  under  obedience  and  sworn 
fidelity  to  their  High  MiRhtineBses  ami  tlie  Company,  to  throw 
off  these  obligations  as  being  of  no  fori*,  and  tliat  on  a  false 
suppusition  and  unfounded  calumny;  y«t,  In  the  hope  that  a 
ileHireable  peace  iuif;ht  be  concluded  between  this  State  and 
the  present  (coven  I  went  of  England,  said  Directors  are  of  opin- 
ion that  'tis  highly  necessary  that  the  ambassadors  gone  to 
England,be  Instructeil  to  coiuinend  this  boundary  to  the  actual 
government  of  England,  so  that  the  same  may  be  confirmed 
agreeably  to  the  Description  aforesaid.  But  duly  considering 
that  nation  cannot  l>e  easily  reuioved  from  the  lands  of  i¥hich 
they  have,  for  so  long  a  time  been  in  usurped  possession,  and 
that  it  were  unwise  in  the  Company,  unless  driven  thereto  by 
extreme  nocesslty.to  come  to  contention  or  hoHtilitics  with  tliat 
nation,  inasmuch  iks  tlu-y  arti  itiuch  stronger  in  point  or  iinui- 
hers  than  our  people,  the  Direi'tors  thereof,  regardless  of  our 
well-founded  pretentioni>,  would  deem  it  moro  nec-essary  to 
ugree  with  that  nation  even  lo  the  extent  of  ascenting  to  the 
Provisional  Boundary  i<oncluded  by  our  Director  with  them 
at  the  Meeting  of  the  Colonies  nt  Hertfiiort,  in  the  year  l&!)0,an  It 
is  to  be  seen  by  the  despatch  datwi  2(!"'  NovemlKT,  from  which 
It  can  be  noted,  that  the  only  condition  mutually  agreed  to, 
is,  that  they  will  no  longer  eniToai-h  on  eaph  other;  this  was 
HI  stated  on  account  of  the  straits  our  nation  find  themselves 
'«»  at  present  in  that  country. 

Neither  can  wa  omit  on  this  occasion  to  remark  the  great 
''■iportnnce  to  the  Comiiionalty  and  subject  of  those  countries, 
'-*f  tlie  trade  to  the  Barbadoes,  ami  other  circumjacent  places, 
*''liiph  trade  was  prosecuted  by  our  nation  many  years  ago  willi 
B'»-eat  profit,  until  the  English  by  direction  and  order  of  its 
r**-esent  government,  went  thither  with  a  powerful  fleet,  an.l 
'*^><luce<l  those  Islands  i>artly  by  force  anil  [>artly  on  terms,  anii 
'~*^Jitrary  to  capitulations  and  promises,  would  oblige  the  in- 
•^ *».l)itantfl  there  not  to  trivde  with  any,  except  themselves.  Ail 
'^  *iich  is  in  direct  opposition  to  the  conditions  agreed  upon  as 
'^'t'oreuij,  which  plainly  R<>t  forth  that  those  inhabitAnts  shall 
'•«  at  liberty  to  trade  with  all  nations  and  particularly  with 
'^^n,  as  they  also  try  to  do,  up  to  this  time  with  all  the  ships 
*hst  arrive  there  from  these  parts,  whenever  no  English  ships 
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iirct  oil  tho  coftHt,  or  our  cruizers  happen  forcibly  to  keep    the 
KiiM:llHh  HliipH  ill  check. 

\V()  coiiHidor  it  (under  correction)  unnecessary  to  represent  at 
any  lon^th  wliat  richoH  can  yearly  be  introduced  herefrom  those 
countrioM,  and  what  prosperity  tliis  trade  liatii  conferred  on 
tho  inliabitantH  of  these  parts,  which  might  still  further  in- 
croaso  hertuiftor,tho  importance  of  this  matter  being  submitted 
to  tlu>  Lords  of  tlio  Supromo  government  in  divers  lengthy  re- 
monstrances, so  that  we  had  rather  refer  thereto  than  to  pro- 
loutf  tills  alTair  by  tedious  repetitions. 

Wo  shall  presume  to  add  only  this  one  word— that,  iu  the 
opinion  of  those  who  claim  to  possess  full  knowledge  of  the 
subjoct,  this  trade  is  so  important  that  the  riches  and  pros- 
perity it  will  bring  to  this  country  would  equal  the  treasures 
yi»arly  rtvelved  from  the  East  Indies,  and  the  Directors  con- 
siMpuMitly  pUnlge  themselves, to  represent  this  matter  iu  a  short 
time,  in  a  true  light, not  doubting,  but  so  important  a  subject 
will  Ih«  otmsidertHi  by  their  High  Mightinesses  iu  the  Instruo* 
lion  tv)  be  given  to  Mess'*  the  Ambassadors.

Finally,  a  discussion  ensued   respecting  the  formation  of  a 
DClgtaborly  union  in  form  of  a  league  or  guarantee  against  the 
olteusfveiaBOlenceand  arrogance  of  the  Barbarians  and  Nativos, 
whereUDto  they  appeared  to  us  disposed.     But  att  the  English 
nation  is  so  much  stronger  than   ours   in  these  parts,  I  pro- 
posed   that  the  Commissioners   in   uuch  extremity,    whether 
defensive  or  offensive,  ought  to  bring  a  double  number  at  least 
to  our  single  quota.     To  which  they  replied,  (hat  tliey  tlieu 
ought  to  have  a  double  vote  in  declaring;  the  lawfulness  of  the 
defence,    or  otTence;    this    their    High  Migbtiiiessses  anil    tha 
Company  might  consider  disreputable.     Its  conclusion   was 
therefore  postponed    until    the  opinion   of  the   principals  on 
both  sides  be  received.     This  it  strilies  me  would  be  a  neeil- 
ful  and  desirable  matter  for  this  State  and  the  only  means  to 
reduce  the  Insolence  of  the  Mohawks,  and  to  prevent   tlie  In- 
dians attempting  anything  against  either  the  one  or  the  other 
Nation.aud  at  once  prevent  all  further  invasion  and  usiirimtlon 
ou  the  lands  situated  within  this  jurisdiction,  which  I  have 
considered  necessary  to  communicate  to  ynur  Honors,  awaiting 
your  advice  thereon.

SiK:  lu  answer  and  reply  to  their  High  Mightinesses'  letter 
and  Resolution  of  the  29^  September,  respecting  the  Boundary 
iietween  the  Englisii  and  those  of  this  State  in  New  Netherland, 
they  will  be  hereby  respectfully  informed  that  among  the  docu- 
inents  relating  to  this  matter  we  have  found  no  other  Instruc- 
tion than  the  Memoir  numbered  1,  touching  the  Limits  and 
Jurisdiction  claimed  there;  a  Description  of  the  Limits  there. 
No.  2,  and  two  Extracts  of  letters  written  by  Director  Stuy- 
vesandt,the  first  of  the  2d^^  November,  1650,  and  the  other  of  the 
27^''  July  last;  with  a  figurative  Map  of  the  situation  of  these 
("ountries.  And  howbeit  we  have  clearly  understood  from  the 
aforesaid  Map  and  Memoir,  the  intentions  of  Mess"  the  Directors, 
regarding  the  pretended  Limits;  yet  as  regards  the  Title  and 
right  thereunto,  we  do  not  with  respect  find  ourselves  so  well 
provided  with  the  irrefragable  reasons  and  arguments  which 
are  requisite  in  dealing  with  such  a  Nation  as  this,  and  in 
such  a  matter,  consisting  entirely  of  facts;  the  first  occupa- 
tion and  possession  as  well  as  the  purchase  of  the  grounds  and 
lands  being  merely  in  general  presupposed,  but  nothing  in 
the  world  has  reached  us  in  support  either  of  the  one  or  the 
other.  Yet,  according  to  the  lett^er  even  of  Director  Stuyve- 
sandt,  the  English  there  made  of  this  objection  to  him :  That 
their  High  Mightinesses*  subjects  in  those  parts,  had  not  any 
patent  from  them,  nor  any  proof  of  purchase.  Wherefore  we 
have  taken  the  trouble  not  only  further  to  inform  ourselves 
by  those  who  may  have  fuller  knowledge  of  this  matter  but  to 
look  up  attentively  the  descriptions  by  the  English  themselves, 
jn  order  to  learn  therefrom  what  we  consider  applicable  to  our 
purpose.  Y'et  we  cannot  in  all  this,  satisfy  ourselves  as  to  the 
unsoundness  of  the  position  of  those  on  this  side  who  allege 
not  only  the  right  of  purchase  but  also  of  notorious  prior  pos- 
session in  divers  parts,  as  we  are  informed  by  them.  Having 
also  been  unable  to  learn  aught  of  any  Provisional  agreement 
concluded  at  Hartford  in  the  year  1650,*  mentioned  in  Stuyve- 
sandt's  first  letter  above  referred  to,  or  to  find  any  other  proof 
thereof  among  the  papers  than  the  mere  mention  of  it,  when 
an  authentic  extract,  or  something  similar,  a  matter  of  such 
importance  ought  to  be  exhibited;  and,  moreover,  having  ob- 
served in  the  answer  which  the  Lords  of  the  Council  gave 
heretofore  to  the  12***  of  the  86  articles,  that  they  seem  entirely

parts;  nay,  they  waive  deflnine  the  Buiiiidary  entirely  as  of 
no  consideration ;  and  liavinc  seen  from  the  letters  uforeeaid  or ' 
the  abore  mentioned  Btuyvetiandt,  Drst,  that  he  is  of  opinion 
that  the  Englisli  cannot  be  removed  from  what  they  occupy, 
and  that  they  are  in  possession  as  the  etronicest,  they  having 
f^rawled  within  eight  leagUL's  of  the  ManhuttanB  and  the  !Nortb 
River;  and  secondly,  that  he  in  everywhere  of  opinion  that  we 
ought  to  hold  what  we  liave,  though  at  the  loss  of  what  Is 
already  taken  away,  in  order  to  excliiile  the  English  at  least 
(rum  the  district  lying  between  the  aforesaid  North  and  SoDtb 
Rivers,  presupposing  that  by  far  the  best  lands  are  to  Im  found 
there:  and  that  be  appears  convinced  that  nothing  final  will 
ever  be  concluded  here  in  Europe  between  the  two  States  re- 
«pectinK  the  Boundary,  without  the  conxent  of  those  English 
who  are  on  the  ground ;  we  also  being  ot  this  last  opinion— 
that  the  most  we  have  to  expeet  here  will  be  a  reference  to 
%ht>  Governor  and  Council  there  for  information,  whilst  ac- 
■«ording  t-o  the  nature  anil  interest  of  this  government,  we 
^MTinot  see  that  they  will  engage  in  it  otherwise  as  principals, 
•nnd  that  by  Huch  reference  with  writing  hither  and  thither  so 
xnucli  time  is  lost ;  we  have,  under  correction,  considered  it  our 
■vluty  respectfully  to  subinit  to  tlieir  High  Mightinesses,  whether 
~*hey  wonld  not  be  oT  opinion  that  we  should  so  direct  this 
"■natter,  that  authority  )«  sent  from  both  governments  to  the 
■Governors  aforesaid  to  i-onie  mutually  to  iin  agreement  in  that 
■•country  in  the  best  and  most  friendly  manner,  subject  to  the 
-approval  and  ratification  of  both  governments.  Hereupon  we 
■»=hall  expect  their  High  Mightinesses'  orders  by  the  first  oppor- 
tunity, having  meanwhile  prepared  the  inclosed  Memorandum 
■•n  tirder,  at  the  firBt  Conference,  to  expose  our  intention  and 
in  respect  to  the  alternHtive,  to  forward  the  work  according  to 
"fchelr  High  Mightine'<i«s'  good  intention  and  subsequent  reso* 
J  utions.  We  remain.

Whereas  in  like  manner  by 
the  first  of  the  Articles  of 
Peace,  &c.,  it  has  been  agreed 
and  provided  that  there 
should  be  a  firm  and  in  viol - 
able  peace,  a  sincere,  more 
close  and  intimate  connection, 
confederation  and  union  be- 
tween the  two  republics,  and 
the  countries,  provinces  and 
cities  under  their  respective 
jurisdiction,  together  with  the 
people  and  inhabitants  of  the 
same,  without  distinction  of 
place. 

And  by  the  second,  that  each 
party  should  henceforth  ab- 
stain from  all  injuries,  plun- 
der] ngs,  depredations  and 
wrongs,  whether  by  land,  by 
sea,  or  by  fresh  waters, 
throughout  all  their  respective 
lands,  provinces,  dominatiouH; 
places  and  governments,  what- 
soever. 

And  by  good  authority  it  has 
become  known  to  our  States 
General  that  on  the  continent 
of  North  America  a  firm 
friendship  and  sincere  confed- 
eration are  not  so  observed  l>e- 
tween  the  subjects  of  the  two 
republics  there  resident,  but 
that  they  do  not  altogether 
abstain  from  injuries  and 
wrongs. 

And  whereas  in  a  conven- 
tion at  Hartford  in  the  year 
1650  between  the  Directors  and 
Councillors  of  each  nation,  it 
was,  by  a  provisional  decision, 
agreed  to  follow  this  rule:

what  they  had  done  in  the  matter  of  the  Boundary  in  New 
Netherland,  between  the  subjects  of  this  Stat«  and  those  of 
England.  Which  being  considered,  it  is  resolved  and  con- 
cluded, that  copy  of  said  letter  and  appendix  be  sent  to  the 
presiding  Chami;)er  of  the  West  India  Company, at  Zealand, and 
to  that  of  Amsterdam,  requesting  and  requiring  them  to  com- 
municate their  opinions  and  advice  thereupon  at  the  earliest 
period  together  with  pertinent  information  on  all  the  pointa 
more  fully  set  forth  in  that  letter. 


MEMOIR  OP  THE  ENGLISH  ENCROACHMENTS  ON  NEW 

NETHERLAND. 


Memoir,  drauni  up  from  divers  letters,  papers  and  documents 
comprising  the  situation  of  New  Netherland,  who  its  first  dis- 
coverers and  possessors  were,  together  zoith  the  unreasonable 
and  violent  as^irpations  committed  by  the  English  there  on  the 
lands  lying  within  the  limits  of  the  Incorporated  West  India 
Company,     Appendix:,  received  2  January,  1656. 

New  Netherland  is  situate  on  the  north  coast  of  America, 
ill  latitude  38  to  41^  degrees  or  thereabouts  along  the  coast,  be- 
ing bounded  on  the  Northeast  by  the  countries  now  called  New 
England,  and  on  the  Southwest  by  Virginia. 

This  district  or  country,  which  is  right  good  and  salubrioas, 
was  first  discovered  and  found,  in  the  year  1609,  by  the  Nether- 
landers,  as  its  name  imports,  at  their  own  cost  by  means  of  one 
Hendrick  Hudson,  Skipper  and  Merchant,  in  the  ship  Halve 
Maene  sailing  in  the  service  of  the  incorporated  East  India  Com- 
pany; for  the  natives  or  Indians  on  his  first  arriving  there, 
regarded  the  ship  with  mighty  wonder  and  looked  ui)on  it  as 
a  sea  monster,  declaring  that  such  a  ship  or  people  had  ne^er 
l»efore  been  there. 

That  this  country  was  first  of  all  discovered  and  found  out 
by  Nether  landers,  appears  also  from  the  fact  that  all  the  islands 
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bays,  harbors, rivers  nnd  placex,  even  a  great  way  on  either  side 
of  Cai»e  Cod,  calle<l  by  our  people  Heir  Holland,  hare  Dutcli 
natues  which  were  ([Iven  by  Dutch  navigators  and  traders. 

In  tlie  year  IBIO,  i«im«  merchauts  again  sunt  a  ship  thither 
from  this  country  and  obtained  arterwards  Troui  the  High  and 
UiKlity  Lords  States  General  a  grant  to  resort  and  trade  ei- 
clusively  to  those  parts,  to  which  end  they,  likewise,ia  the  year 
1615,bnilt  on  the  Korth  Biver.about  the  Manhattane,a  redoubt 
or  little  fort,  wherein  was  left  a  Hiuall  garrison,  itoine  people 
usually  reuininlng  there  to  carry  un  trade  with  the  MativeH 
or  Indians.  This  was  continued  and  maintained  until  their 
Hiph  Mightinesses  did,  in  the  year  1623,  include  tliis  country 
of  New  Bether land  In  the  Charter  of  the  West  India  Company, 
Tliis  Province  of  New  Netherland  was,  then,  immediately 
occupied  and  taken  possession  of  by  the  said  Company,  as  cir- 
cumstances permitted,  as  is  the  cukc  In  all  new  undertakings. 
For  which  puri>i>Ke  they  causeil  to  be  built  there,  since  the  year 
162'],  four  forts,  to  wit:  two  on  the  North  River,  namely,  Aiu- 
Ht«rdam  and  Orange,  one  on  the  South  River,  called  Nassouw, 
and  the  last  on  the  Fresh  River  called  the  Hope.  From  the 
twginningagarrison  bus  l>een  always  stationed  and  maiutulned 
in  all  these  forts. 

The  aforesaid  Company  hiul  creeted  these  forts  both  South- 
ward and  Northward,  not  only  for  the  purpose  of  closing  and 
appropriating  the  aforesaid  rivers,  but  likewise  the  lands 
nround  them  and  within  their  liorders,  (being  then  about  sixty 
leiigiies  along  the  coast)  and  on  the  other  side  of  the  rivers  so 
fiiras  title  by  occupation  tends  to  possession,  to  declare  as  their 
own  and  to  preserve  them  ag.iinst  all  foreign  or  domestic  na- 
tions who  would  endeavor  to  usurp  tlie  same  contrary  to  the 
CTompany's  will  and  pleasure. 

And  for  greater  quiet  and  security  and  in  order  lawfully  to 
*>onfirTU  their  possession,  the  Company  caused  their  servants  to 
't:ttirchase  from  the  Natives  there,  many  and  divers  lands  situ- 
**.teil  on  various  places,  the  deeds  and  conveyances  whereof  re- 
*«iiiin  with  the  Directors  In  New  Netherland;  Boundary  post-s 
■^^■pre  erected  thereupon  and  to  these  were  afflied  the  arms  of 
'*'  lielr  High  Mightinesses  In  order  to  notify  other  nations  com- 
S  tig  there,  that  the  country  is  owned  and  pos.sessed. 

The  subsequent  circiiniKtanceaof  the  country  alone  prevented 
t  he  occupation  by  forts  of  the  rivers  of  Pequatoos  focket  and 
^farlnkanslck  otherwise  called  Sloops  Bay,  these  being  situate 
*  liis  side  of  Cape  Cod. 

Which  circumstances  lieing  |>erceived  by  the  English  of  New 
X*lyiiioath  in  New  England,  they  began  to  build  some  leagues 
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above  the  Company's  fort,  tlie  Hope,  a  trading  house  of  whi«b 
one  Master  Priiisen  was  the  first  commander. 

Woiiter  van  T wilier,  the  Company's  Director  duly  protested 
against  this  in  the  year  1635,  and  admonished  the  said  Prinsen 
to  remove  without  the  Company's  possessed  jurisdiction,  who, 
refusing,  placed  himself  on  the  defensive.  This  Prinsen  re- 
mained in  possession,  though  unlawfully,  because  the  Com- 
pany's servants  were  not  authorized  to  show  any  hostility  to 
the  English. 

The  latter  becoming  bold  from  time  to  time  in  their  country, 
increasing  in  numbers  in  consequence  of  the  troubles  in  Eng- 
land, encroached  towards  the  west  below  Cape  Cod  on  the 
Dutch  limits,  absorbing  Rhode  Island,  Blocx  Island,  Martin's 
Vineyard,  Sloops  Bay,  howbeit,  possession  had  been  taken  of 
it.  in  the  year  1686,  for  the  Company  by  one  Abraham  Pieters- 
sen  of  Haerlem  on  the  Island  Quetenis  situate  in  front  of  said 
bay,  and  Pequatoos  river  which  they  pretend  to  have  conquered 
by  force  of  arms  from  the  natives,  inasmuch  as  they  have  wholly 
subjugated  that  Nation. 

The  English  not  satisfied  with  the  foregoing  usurpations, 
though  situate  within  the  New  Netherland  limits,  coutinue<l 
these  improper  proceedings,  and  have,  contrary  to  the  law  of 
nations  (inasmuch  as  all  the  lands  thereabouts  were  purcha^^ed 
by  the  Company's  servants) and  against  a  multitude  of  protests, 
founded  a  comely  city,  called  Hartford,  about  a  gunshot  from 
Fort  Hope  on  the  Fresh  River,  together  with  divers  other 
towns  and  hamlets. 

The  English  afterwards  perceiving  no  consequence  or  obstruc- 
Tion  to  follow  those  protests,  went  on  and  six  leagues  to  the 
westward  built  a  handsome  city  called  New  Haven  with  some 
villages  and  hamlets.  Divers  protests  were  made  against  this, 
as  aforesaid. 

Long  Island  which  is  encompassed  Southwardly  by  the  (ireat 
Ocean  and  Northwardly  by  the  East  River,  and  is  aljout  ao 
leagues  in  length,  was,  before  the  English  had  any  pretension, 
or  ever  made  any  claim  to  it,  taken  possession  of  by  the  Dutch 
by  planting  the  villages  of  Amersfoort.  Heemstede,  Flushing. 
Gravesend  and  Breuckelen  with  a  goodly  number  of  bouweries 
and  plantations,  the  inhabitants  whereof  are  all  subjects  and 
vassals  of  their  High  Mightnesses  and  of  the  Company. 

Noth withstanding  which  the  English  of  New  Haven  (cAlle<l 
Rodenbergh  by  the  Dutch  of  olden  times)  have  planted  on  the 
East  end  of  Long  Island  two  little  villages  named  Southamp- 
ton and  Southold. 

[In  like  manner]  in  the  Krommegou  which  Is  an  inland  sea 
in  Long  Island,  have  they  usurped  what  is  called  Garniiets  I?- 
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Iftnd,  whloh  belongH  to  Lnnt;  IhIildiI,  and  liea  very  convenient 
(ur  tbe  Cod  Fishery. 

The  Coiupany  remarking  that  no  benefit  wan  derived  from 
protests,  but  that  the  English  proceeded  boldly  and  contliiu- 
ously  in  their  unrighteous  usurpations  there,  wrote,  in  order 
to  stay  further  enerouchiuent,  to  their  Director  Stuyvesant 
whom  they  authorized  to  agree  on  a  Provisional  Boundary 
vith  the  Ent^lish.  He  accordingly  repaired  to  a  certain  meet- 
ing of  CoiumisBluiiers  suuimoned  by  the  English  at  Hartford, 
where  they  mutually  agreed  and  concluded  on  a  Provisional 
Boundary  subject  to  the  ratlBcation  of  the  principals  on  both 
sides,  as  can  be  more  fully  seen  by  the  letter  dated  26  Novem- 
ber IS50,  of  the  aforesaid  Director  with  whom  the  agreement 
thereof  remains. 

Tet  the  aforesaid  Englisli  caunot  respect  this  Provisional 
Boun<Iary  whicli  was  concluded  at  such  a  sacrifice  and  to  such 
pre judiceof  the  Coiiipany's established  right, obtained  by  prior 
{Mssession  and  purchase  of  the  lands,  as  already  stated;  tor 
noma  time  afterward, and  now  lately,  they  have  not  hesitated  to 
commit  fresh  usurpation  on  the  lands  situate  within  the  afore- 
said Provisional  Boundary,  purchased  from  the  natives  or 
owner  and  paid  for  by  the  said  Director  some  years  before,  as 
can  be  8een  by  his  letti-r  dated  the  27'^  July,  10.54.  All  which 
insufferable  usurpations  by  neighbors  and  allies,  are  in  every 
part  violation  of  the  law  of  nations,  and  consequently  ought 
not  and  cannot  be  longer  endured,  iinlcHs  by  wantonly  iilian- 
doning  and  giving  up  this  Noble  Province  of  New  Netherliind, 
which  is  of  such  Rreat  imporfiince  to  this  State.  As  sueb 
abandonment  would  be  liiuiily  dJHreputable  to  this  country 
and  detrimental  to  its  inbiiiiitanti',  we  will  trust  that  their 
High  Mightinesses  will  maintain  the  I'oinpany  in  their  good 
right,  and  moreover  tnke  cure  that  a,  mutual  Hnundary  between 
tile  nations  in  those  parts  shall  at  once  be  concluded  and  de- 
tcrmineil.  The  sooner  this  is  efTected  the  better,  ere  the 
rupture  Ijecome  irremediable. 

In  this  manner,  then  have  the  English  by  unrighteous  u.-^iir- 
pHtions,  made  tiiemseives  master  of  all  the  beforementii  iied 
placei4.  and  especially  of  the  lieautiful  Fresh  river.  They  well 
knew  that  the  Company  had  not  only  ratified  the  (lossession 
of  the  aforesaid  river  by  the  construction  of  its  fort  and  some 
iMmweries  besides,  but  that  it  had,  particularly  in  the  year 
[113,  purchased  from  tbe  natives  and  proprietors  many  lands 
thereabout,  which  were  accordingly  conveyed  to  it,  long  before 
the  coming  thither  of  any  English,  who  first  arrived  there  in 
the  year  llim 

Neither  is  it  unknown  to  tliew  thiit  the  Company  did,  alx>ut 
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the  same  time,  caase  to  be  i^urchafied  by  oue  Hans  van  der 
Sluys,  a  certain  place  called  Kivitshoeck,  as  their  High  Might- 
inesses 'arms  were  affixed  to  a  tree  at  that  place,  in  token 
of  possession;  the  English  not  only  pulled  them  down  but 
even  carved  a  buffoon's  face  in  their  stead,  in  gross  contempt 
and  disrespect  of  their  High  Mightinesses;  and  although  satis- 
faction was  repeatedly  demanded  for  this,  nought  has  resultetl 
or  could  be  obtained.  Subsequently,  and  about  the  time  the 
troubles  between  the  King  and  his  Parliament  broke  out  in 
England  in  acts  of  hostility,  the  English  who  have  so  unlaw- 
fully usurped  the  aforesaid  Fresh  river,  made  an  offer  to  the 
CompaiT>''s  servants  in  those  parts  to  pay  a  yearly  acknowh<1- 
gment  or  buy  them  out.  for  which  purpose  they  also  sent  hither 
one  Mr.  Hugh  Peters,  a  minister  at  Salem,  whom  they  empow- 
ered and  authorized  to  agree  with  the  Company  about  this 
matter;  which,  indeed  is  a  sure  sign  and  proof  that  they  are 
conscious  of  occupying  not  their  own,  but  the  Company's  law- 
ful lands. 

In  like  maner,  did  the  English  usurpers  of  Rhode  Islaml. 
when  at  loggerheads  with  those  of  the  Bay,  also  apply. to  the 
Company's  servants  there  to  permit  them  to  hide,  and  even  to 
settle  among  the  Dutch,  of  all  which,  the  pieces  and  docu- 
ments remain  with   the   Directors  of  New  Netherland. 

But  since  the  change  occurred  in  the  government  of  Eng- 
land, they  have,  in  order  to  gloze  over  their  actions,  had  re- 
course to  divers  subterfuges,  circumstances,  forge<l  pretenses 
and  false  arguments,  to  obscure  and  overthrow  the  Company's 
lawful  claims  and  just  right,  so  that  the  Company's  servants 
have  had  various  difTerences  with  them  on  this  head,  and  (before 
the  Provisional  Boundary  was  concluded) ,  the  most  the  English 
could  be  brought  to,  was  to  declare  that  the  matter  could  not 
be  arranged  in  that  country,  and  that  they  were  fully  content, 
and  wished  that  their  High  Mightinesses  should  settle  the 
difference  with  their  Sovereign  here.

'e'^ntplare.buton  honrda  Dutch  ship.  So  Stuyvesant  rtetaiueil 
tb«  gwrison,  and  transported  most  of  them  to  Manhatans, 
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whereby  we  were  greatly  reduced  in  streni^th  and  endangered, 
and  not  even  knowing  as  yet  that  Fort  Casiniir  had  so  suddenly 
fallen  into  the  enemy*s  hands,  we  had  sent  thither  ia  the  mean- 
time nine  or  ten  of  our  best  men  to  strengthen  the  garrison. 
This  detachment,  when  they  had  crossed  Christina  creek  be- 
times in  the  morning,  found  the  Dutch  posted  there  who  im 
mediately  attacked  them;  fifty  or  sixty  men  strong,  Und  sum- 
moned them  to  surrender;  but  they  put  themselves  in  posture 
of  defence  and  after  a  skirmish  with  the  Dutch,  were  all  taken 
prisoners,  e^^cept  two,  who  retreated  to  the  boat,  and  were  sev- 
eral times  fired  upon  by  the  enemy,  but  without  being  slain  or 
wounded.  Upon  this  we  fired  upon  the  Dutch  from  the  sconce, 
with  a  great  gun,  whereupon  they  retired  into  the  woods,  and 
afterwards  treated  harshly  and  cruelly  such  of  our  people  lis 
fell  into  their  hands. 

The  same  day  the  factor  Elsvii  was  sent  down  from  Fort  Chris- 
tina to  Stuyvesant  to  demand  an  explanation  of  his  conduct, 
and  to  dissuade  him  from  further  hostilities,  as  we  could  not  be 
persuaded  that  he  seriously  purposed  to  disturb  us  in  the  law- 
ful dominions  of  his  Royal  Majesty  and  our  principals.  But 
as  Stuyvesant  had  so  cheaply  obtained  possession  of  Fort  Casi- 
mir,  whither  we  had  sent  our  best  soldiers, thus  depriving  our- 
selves in  a  great  measure  both  of  men  and  munitions,  he  would 
give  Elsvii  no  satisfaction,  but  claimed  the  whole  river  and 
all  our  territory,  and  had  well  nigh  detained  Elsvii  as  a  spy. 
When  we  learned  this  we  collected  all  the  people  we  could  for 
the  d«?fence  of  Fort  Christina,  and  laboured  with  all  our  might 
by  night  and  by  day,  in  strengthening  the  ramparts,  and  filling: 
gabions.  The  next  day,  being  September  2d,  the  Dutch  shewed 
themselves  in  considerable  strength  on  the  opposite  bank  of 
Christina  creek,  but  attempted  no  hostile  operations.  On  the 
morning  of  the  3d,  they  hoisted  their  Mag  on  our  shallop,  which 
lay  drawn  upon  the  beach,  and  appeared  to  be  about  establish- 
ing themselves  in  a  neighboring  house.  We  therefore  sent  over 
Lieutenant  Sven  Hiiok,  with  a  drummer,  to  demand  what  they 
purposed,  for  what  cause  they  posted  themselves  there,  and  for 
what  we  should  hold  them.  When  he  had  nearly  crossed  the 
creek,  he  asked  them  from  the  boat,  whether  he  might  freely  go 
to  them?  They  answered  yes;  and  whether,  after  discharging 
his  commission,  he  might  freely  return?  to  which  also  they  an- 
swered, yes,'as  we  could  all  plainly  hear  in  Fort  Christina, 
and  can  bear  witness  accordingly.  So  the  drummer  rowed  the 
boat  to  the  shore,  without  beat  of  drum,  because  the  lieuten- 
ant already  had  their  parol,  and  knowing  nocauseof  hostility, 
he  supposed  thiscereuumy  to  be  unnecessary.  Thoy  then  both 
went  on  shore,  and  an  oflRcer  met   them,  and  conducted  them 
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«ojue  distance  to  a  house,  where  the  ecemy  had  already  taken 
up  a  posltioii.  The  Dutch  then  ttent  our  lieuteuant  dowti  to 
Stuyveeaut.  'pretending  that  he  was  a  spy,  and  Stuyvesant  ar- 
rested him  and  threw  liim  into  the  ship's  hold,  but  Capt. 
Frldr.  Kiinisb  detained  the  drummer  and  hia  drum  in  his  own 
custody,  and  thiia  they  treated  our  messengerB,  contrary  to  the 
laws  and  customs  ut  all  civilized  nations. 

By  the  4th  they  hiul  ptnutetl  gabioiio  about  the  house  on  the 
opposite  banli  ot  Christina  creek,  and  afterwards  threw  up  a 
battery  under  cover  of  them,  and  entrenched  tliemselves  there. 
Borne  of  our  people  interpreted  all  this  as  indicating  tlie  pur- 
pose of  the  Dutch  to  iie  to  claim  and  hold  all  our  territory  up 
to  the  creek,  and  to  construct  a  fort  thet«,  not  yet  lielieving 
that  they  would,  in  contempt  of  public  peace,  and  without  any 
known  cause,  commence  hoetilities  against  us,  until  they  had 
Bet  up  some  claim,  or  promulgated  some  protest  against  us, 
whereas  up  to  this  time  we  had  received  from  them  neither  mes- 
saKe  nor  letter  assigning  any  manner  of  caiire  or  complaint. 

On  the  Sth,  the  Dutch  ships  went  np  to  Third  Hook  (U-idie 
Hoecki,  where  they  landed  their  men,  who  then  passed  over  to 
Tfmlter  Island, and  thence  over  the  great  falls  inloorefaliet),  and 
«o  inveBte<i  Fort  Chrintina  on  all  sides.  Tliey  brought  their 
tihips  into  the  mouth  of  the  creek,  and  planted  their  great  guns 
on  the  western  side  of  the  fort,  and  when  we  burnt  a  little 
powder  in  a  couple  of  pieces  to  scare  them,  they  tired  several 
shots  over  onr  heads  from  Thnlier  island,  where  they  had  taken 
post  in  a  house,  and  announced  to  us,  that  they  had  taken  up 
n  position  on  tlie  west  side,  by  regular  volleys.  Wc  continued 
to  prepare  ourselves  to  make  the  best  defence  which  our  strength 
would  allow,  if  we  should  l>e  attacked,  for  we  were  not  yet  sat- 
isfied what  the  Dutch  Intended :  hut  in  a  short  time  un  Indian 
came  in  to  us  with  a  letter  from  Stuyvesant,  in  which  he  arro- 
gantly claimed  the  whole  river,  iind  required  iiie  and  all  the 
Swedes  either  to  evacuate  the  country,  or  to  remain  there 
under  Dut-ch  protection,  threatening  with  the  ei>ni^e<)uenccs  in 
ca*«  of  refusal.  Hereto  1  nnswen-d  briefly,  by  letter,  that  1 
would  reply  to  this  extraordinary  ilemand  Ity  H|>ecinl  messen- 
gers, and  sent  him  my  answer  by  the  same  Indian.  We  then 
held  a  general  council  of  war.  as  to  what  sliould  l>e  ilone,  if  the 
0ut4-h  assaulted  us  by  ttorni  or  hatt«ry  and  it  was  determined 
that  we  should  in  any  case  maintain  the  ilefensive,  ami  make 
the  l«eBt  resistance  we  could,  hut  should  not  commence  or  pro- 
voke hostilities,  on  account  ot  our  weakness  and  want  of  sup- 
plies: that  we  should  wait  until  they  tired  upon  us.  or  liefron 
to  Btorni  the  works,  and  tlien  flefend  ourselves  as  long  as  we 
1«— Vou  V. 
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could,  and   leave  the  consequence  to  be  redressed   by  our  gra- 
cious superiors.  ' 

The  Dutch  now  began  to  encroach  upon  us  more,  and  more 
every  day.  They  killed  our  cattle,  goats,  swine  and  poultry, 
broke  open  houses,  pillaged  the  people  without  the  sconce  of 
their  property,  and  higher  up  the  river  they  plundered  many, 
and  stripped  them  to  the  skin.  At  New  Gottenberg  they 
robV>ed  Mr.  Papegoija's  wife  of  all  she  had,  with  many  others, 
who  had  collected  their  property  together  there.  They  con- 
tinued to  advance  their  approaches  to  Fort  Christina  (which 
was  a  small  and  feeble  work  and  lay  upon  low  ground,  and 
could  be  commanded  from  the  surrounding  heights),  and  threw 
up  two  batteries  besides  those  on  the  opposite  bank  and  on 
Timber  Island,  and  hoisted  their  flags  on  all  of  them,  as  well 
as  on  our  ship  in  Fish  Creek,  all  which  hostile  acts,  injuries 
and  insults  we  were,  to  our  g^at  mortification,  compelled  to 
witness  and  suffer,  being  unable  to  resist  them  by  reason  of 
our  want  of  men  and  powder,  whereof  our  supply  scarcely 
suflReed  for  a  single  round  tor  our  guns.  Notwithstanding  all 
this,  we  still  trusted  that  they  would  at  length  be  persuaded 
to  hear  reason,  and  accordingly  on  the  7th  we  sent  messengers 
down  to  Stuyvesant  at  Fort  Casimir,  with  a  written  commission, 
whereby  we  sought  to  dissuade  him  from  further  hostilities, 
protesting  against  his  invasion  and  disturbance  of  our  pro|H9r 
territory  without  cause  assigned,  or  declaration  denying  as 
far  as  they  could,  our  right  of  possession  in  the  river;  also 
suggesting  to  him  the  jealousies  between  our  respective  sover- 
eigns, and  other  consequencies  of  great  moment  which  would 
ensue;  that  we  were  determined  to  defend  our  rights  to  the 
utmost  of  our  strength,  and  that  he  must  answer  for  all  con- 
sequences, and  finally  required  him  to  cease  hostilities  and  to 
retire  with  his  people  from  Port  Christina. 

But  all  this  availed  nothing  with  him,  and  on.  the  contrary 
he  persisted  in  his  claim  to  the  whole  river,  and  would  listen 
to  no  terms  of  accommodation,  declaring  that  such  were  his 
orders,  and  that  those  who  had  given  them  might  answer  for 
the  consequences.  Ho  then  wrote  lue  a  letter  on  the  9th,  in 
which  he  anticipates  all  terms  of  accomodation,  will  not  allow 
that  we  have  any  rights  to  the  said  river,  seeks  to  i*efute  our 
arguments,  and  styles  our  possession  a  usurpation,  and  so  in- 
terprets every  point  to  his  own  advantage. 

As  we  still  determined  to  maintain  our  own  defence, and  abide 
the  result,  the  enemy  continued  to  carry  on  their  approaches 
day  and  night,  and  with  our  little  force  of  about  thirty  men 
we  could  make  no  sorties,  or  prevent  liim  from  gaining  posi- 
tions from  which  he  could  command  the  sc^mce  so  completely. 


dia 
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that  ther«  was  not  a  Hpot  on  the  ramparts  where  a  man  ooiild 
Htand  in  security, &nd  as  he  now  daily  advanced  his  works.and 
MuiuiiioDed  us  to  capitulate,  with  threats  of  giving  no  quarter, 
our  men  proposed  to  us  to  go  out  and  try  to  bring  Stujvesant 
to  reason,  both  on  account  of  our  want  of  supplies,  and  the 
advan(<«d  condition  of  the  euemy's  worlis,  and  especially  be- 
cause our  pruvlsions  were  scanty  and  would  soon  bo  exhausted. 
Keoidee  our  few  and  hastily  collected  people  were  getting  worn 
out,  partly  sick,  and  partly  111  disposed,  and  some  had  de- 
serted. From  these  considerationH.  and  the  fear  of  a  mutiny, 
it  was  agreed,  that  I  and  Elsvii  should  go  out  the  next  day 
and  bold  a  parley  with  Stuyvesant,  and  endeavour  to  restrain 
him  from  forcible  ui'ensures.  and  to  bring  hint  to  reason.  We 
accordingly  went  out  for  this  purpose  on  tho  18th, and  Stuyve- 
snnt  and  Nicatlus  de  Rylle  met  us  lietwecn  the  sconce  and  their 
most  advanced  work.  We  solemnly  protestetl  aguiDBt  his  pro- 
cedure and  bis  hostile  conduct,  and  replied  verlwilly  to  his  last 
mentioned  letter,  conHrnied  our  title  with  the  liest  arguments 
we  could,  and  held  a  long  discussion  with  them;  but  all  this 
produced  no  iuipresslon  upon  tlieiu,  and  th'^y  mahititined  their 
Urst  ppround,  anil  insisted  upon  the  surrender  of  Fort  Christina 
and  the  whole  river;  to  which  wh  replied  that  we  would  defend 
ourselves  and  resist  them  to  the  last, clearly  sliowing  them  that 
they  were  unjustly  invading  our  possession,  anil  declaring 
that  we  would  appeal  to  our  government  to  redress  our  wrongs, 
and  protect  our  rights  tlius  forcibly  trenched  upon,  and  so  we 
went  back  to  the  sconce,  eihortwl  our  men  to  n  manly  ilefence, 
«nd  encourageil  them  as  well  as  we  were  able. 

Ah  soon  as  the  Dutch  had  nearly  coniplete<l  their  works,  they 
Ijranglit  the  guns  of  nil  their  butteries  to  bear  upon  us,  and 
«in  the  14th  instant  formally  summoned  Fort  (Christina,  with 
liHrsh  menaces,  liy  a  drummer  and  a  messenger,  to  capitulate 
"Within  twenty-tour  hours.  We  then  assembled  ngeneral  council 
«^r  the  whole  garrison,  and  it  was  found  to  lie  tlieir  unanimous 
^U|iln(on,that  inasmuch  as  we  had  not  sufficient  strength  for  our 
«lefence  (the  Dutch  having  completeil  tlieir  works  against  the 
•si-once,  and  neither  the  scoiu-e  nor  the  garrison  being  able  to 
Inland  an  assault),  and  wen-  in  want  of  both  |iowder  and  otliir 
•  iiunitlons.  and  hud  no  liope  of  relief,  therefore  they  were  all  of 
'ipinion,  that  we  should  make  tlie  best  terms  we  could  obtain 
with  the  Dutch  ;  all  which  may  be  seen  by  the  documents.  So 
tlie  next  <lay  we  announced  to  the  enemy,  that  we  would  con- 
wider  their  summons  within  the  time  pre8crii)ed.  and  being  now 
reduced, hy  our  want  of  supplies  and  weak  condition,  to  yield 
to  the  violence  practised  upon  us,  we  concluded  a  capitulation 
with  Stuyvesant,  as  may  he   found  l)y  the  original  among  th>« 
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documents,  and  surrendered  Fort  Christina,  to  him  on  the  15th 
instant,  stipulating  that  the  guns  and  all  the  effects  belonging 
to  the  crown  or  the  compeuiy  should  be  restored  by  the  Dutch 
according  to  the  inventory,  upon  demand,  and  reserving  the 
restitution  of  our  sovereign's  rights  in  time  and  manner  fitting; 
providing  also,  that  the  Dutch  should  freely  transport  to 
Sweden  both  us,  and  as  many  Swedes  as  chose  to  accompany 
us.  for  we  held  it  better  that  the  people  should  be  restored 
to  their  Fatherland's  service  than  to  leave  them  there  in 
misery,  without  the  necessaries  of  life,  in  which  case  they 
would  have  entered  the  service  of  the  Dutch  or  English,  and 
never  again  advantaged  their  country. 


AMBASSADOR  NIEUPOORT  TO  THE  STATES  GENERAL. 


Westminster,  the  last  day  of  the  year  1655. 

High  and  Mighty  Lords: 

My  Lords:  I  saw  a  letter  a  few  days  since  which  was  written 
in  Plymouth  the  22**  instant, stating  that  three  Dutch  ships, com- 
ing on  private  account  from  New  Netherland,  were  obliged  by 
stress  of  weather  to  run  into  that  port, and  that  in  them  arrived 
Mr.  John  Risen  with  several  Swedish  soldiers,  who  report  that 
three  forts  and  whatever  they  possessed  thereabouts  had  been 
seized  by  the  Dutch  in  those  parts;  that  the  savages  or  Indians 
had,  at  the  same  time,  made  a  descent  on  the  Dutch  Colonies, 
but  were  repulsed, and  that  they  killed  only  about  80  Dutchmen 
and  burnt  some  few  mean  farm-houses.  The  aforesaid  Risen 
had  given  out  that  it  is  his  intention  to  apply  to  the  Swedish 
Ambassador  here,  but  has  not  yet  made  his  appearance.  Those 
three  ships  which  art;  homeward  bound,  will  be  able  to  give 
the  most  correct  information  of  what  has  occurred.  Letters 
have  also  ben  received  from  the  city  announcing  the  arrival  of 
a  frigate  called  the  Namptwich,  which,  with  a  man-of-war 
named  the  Assurance,  had  after  conveying  some  merchantmen 
as  far  as  the  Latitude  of  the  river  of  Lisbon,  captured  three 
French  ships-of-war  coming  from  the  bay  of  Cascais.  The 
Nainptwich  frigate  being  the  best  sailor,  engaged  the  flagship 
of  30  guns,  commanded  by  CoUaert,  who,  previous  to  this,  had 
been  in  the  service  of  the  King  of  Spain,  at  Dunkirk ;  and  the 
Ass^irance,  not  being  as  good  a  sailor  as  the  other  two  French 
ships,  and  knowing  that  the  other  frigate  would  have  a  diffi- 
cult task,  came  to  its  assistance,  whereupon  CoUaert  being  un- 
willing to  surrender,  the  English  sunk  the  ship,  but  he  and  6 
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or  7  men  were  saved  Hud  brout^hl  tu  Plyiuuuth.  The  sbip  the 
AMuraitce  havinK  lost  her  bowsprit  and  foreiuastr  went  luto 
Lisbon  for  repairs.  The  above  entcageiiieat  took  place  before 
the  publication  of  the  Treaty,  and  consequently  betore  the  ceo- 
sation  of  bostllities.  A  man-of-war  of  10  guns,  commanded  by 
one  Captain  Turner,  under  a  conjiuission  from  the  Duke  of 
York,  was  brought  into  the  same  harbor  by  one  of  the  rrlgates 
belouKlnK  to  tbie  State.  Witli  these  eiceptionx  we  liave  not 
received  any  news  here  from  eea  since  my  last  despatuh.  The 
Thelogiaus  who  were  appointed  to  give  their  opinion  on  the 
propoMls  submitted  by  Manasseh  Ben  Israel  regarding  the 
JewB,  and  had  not  yet  spoken  at  the  previous  conference,  pro- 
nounced their  opinion  on  Tuesday  last,  and,  as  I  am  lafonned, 
were,  for  the  most  part,  In  favor  of  the  Jews  t>etng  admitted  as 
Merchants,  but  considered  the  public  toleration  of  their  Byna- 
gogae  to  be  of  grave  oonseqnence.  I  cannot  learn  that  any- 
thing is  ns  yet  decided,  as  tbs  Lord  Protector,  having  heard 
the  opinion  of  others,  does  not  yet  think  proper  to  let  Ills  own 
be  known. 

In  a  church  of  which  Mr.  John  Simpson  was  formerly  the 
Pastor,  one  Cornet  Day  did.  a  short  time  since,  in  the  prexence 
of  a  numtier  of  i>eople  who  were  assembled  to  liear  the  sermon, 
nscend  tlie  puliiit,  and  read  to  the  Congregation  a  very  aborii- 
inable  pasquinade  against  the  Governiuent,  which  he  attacked 
with  the.bitterest  expressions  that  can  bethought  of;  theabove- 
name«i  Simpson  afterwardw  climl^ed  into  the  pulpit  and  read  a 
teit,  and  directed  the  whole  of  bin  sermon  according  to  the  pon- 
tents  of  the  pasquinade  already  reail  by  the  former;  lie  was 
thereui>on  arrested,  but  the  otlit^r  is  not  to  be  found,  he 
and  Mr.  Feach  were  formerly  detained  a  long  time  prisoners 
in  Windsor  Castle,  he  was  liberated  on  his  promising  to  re- 

The  fleet  was  got  in  readiness  here  with  the  greatest  dispatch, 
and  many  are  of  opinion  tliiit  General  Blake  might  easily  put 
to  sea  with  the  largest  of  the  shipt^  in  a  few  weeks. 

Wherewith  concludinj;.  I  sliall  at  the  end  of  the  year  wish 
from  the  bottom  of  my  heart  your  High  Mightinesi^s'  laudable 
government,  in  the  beginning  of  the  New  Year,  all  i>roeperity, 
and  ever  be  and  remain.

AMBASSADOR  NIEUPOORT  TO  THE  STATES 

GENERAL. 

Westminster,  7  January,  1G50. 
High  and  Mighty  Lorda: 

My  Lords:  A  certain  merchant  here  in  London,  attending 
to  the  business  of  the  West  India  Company,  communicated  to 
me,  a  few  days  ago,  a  letter  from  Mr.  Stuyvesandt,  Director- 
General  of  New  Netherland,  handed  to  him  by  Mr.  Johan  Ris- 
ing, late  Governor  for  the  Crown  of  Sweden,  on  the  South 
River  of  New  Netherland  aforesaid,  wherein  the  abovenamed 
Stuyvesandt  writes  that  he  had,  on  the  express  order  and  in- 
structions of  the  Directors  of  the  Incorporated  West  India 
Company,  lately  reduced  the  said  South  River,  under  that  Com- 
pany's obedience,  with  a  formal  Capitulation,  whereby  it  was 
stipulated  tliat  the  skipper  with  whom  the  abovenamed  Johan 
Rising  and  the  factor  Henrick  Elswyck,  should  sail,  was  in- 
structed to  land  in  France  or  in  England,  and  that  Director- 
General  Stuyvesandt  was  to  loan  or  furnish  the  former  exohangm 
for  the  sum  of  three  hundred  pounds  Flemish,  for  the  prose- 
cution of  his  voyage,  &c.,  which  the  abovenamed  Rising  com- 
ing here  to  London  from  Plymouth,  at  once  demanded  from 
the  said  merchant. 

No  news  has  been  received  here  from  sea  since  my  last,  from 
any  quarter,  nor  from  Scotland  nor  Ireland,  and  nothing  worth 
mentioning  has  occurred  since  Christmas  day.  Vioe-Admiral 
de  Ruyter  is  highly  praised  for  having  befriended  the  ships  of 
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tbianatlou,  nnil  so  valiantly  attacked  the  futiiuieB  of  ilII  Cbrtst- 
endoiu.  The  Lord  Protector  with  the  Council  held  a  tipeclal 
day  of  Fainting  and  ThankBgiviiig  on  the  day  before  yeiiterday, 
and  I  aiuanHured  thataiwut  forty  Oi-Bt-claiiHHhipii  will  be  ready 
for  sea  within  a  month,  aiuocg  which  will  be  the  lartce  frigate 
the  Naaeby  au,A  the  Hbip  Keaulution,  each  carrying  over  eighty 
gunsand  flveliundred  iiieu,  1  am  informed  that  tie neral  Blake 
will  go  in  tbe  first,  and  Vice-Admiral  Lawson  In  thi<  eeconil; 
Major  Bourne  itt  to  be  employed  aa  Kear-Adniiral  of  the  afore- 
said tieet.  I  am,  moreover,  informed  by  reliable  authority, 
tiiat  full  fourteen  or  fifteen  good  shlpit  are  gone  quietly  from 
time  to  time,  some  before  itoiiie  aJ'terwards,  to  tbe  Went  Indies 
with  all  sortD  of  t)toreij,  ho  that  they  hope  to  have  their  fleet  in 
those  parts  nufSciently  i-einfurced  to  make  head  against  any 
hostile  deuionstration.  1  iim  told  that  a  hundred  and  twenty 
cavalry,  selected  from  all  the  i-eKhuents  of  horM,  entered  the 
ciiy  on  the  day  before  yesterday,  who  are  to  serve  under  a  cor- 
net, as  a  mounted  guard  to  the  Lord  Protector;  they  are  all 
disciplined  men,  who  have  served  at  leastseven  years,  ami  each 
of  them,  as  I'm  Informed,  is  allowed  a  servant  and  fonr  shill- 
ings sterlinga  day.  The  Lieutenant  of  tbe  fornier  tmdy  guard 
conKleting  of  forty  periioriH,  mostly  gentlemen,  Is  appointed 
Captain  of  the  corps.  The  Majors  General  in  the  resr>ectlve 
Provinces,  continue  according  to  tbeir  Instructions,  to  provide 
against  new  disturbajiccH,  whereby  many  have  been  brought 
into  great  difficulties.  Nothing  further  has  been  done  respect- 
ing the  proposals  of  tbe  Jews.

A.MSTKRDA.M,  this  U  Jiinuiiry,  1GD6. 
Higli  and  Mighty  Lortis: 

We  yesterday  received  your  HIbIi  Mightinesses'  letter  of  0'" 
instant  with  tbe  accompanying  extract  of  Ambassador  Nieu- 
poort'e  despatch  datetl  llie  cSl  December  last.  In  answer  there- 
unto we  state,  that  in  the  month  of  May, 1034,  one  John  Ryssen 
who  represented  himself  as  being  commissioned  by  the  Crown 
of  Sweden,  nrrived,  with  a  certain  ship  and  some  people,  in 
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the  New  Netherlaud  province  of  the  Incorporated  West  India 
Company  of  this  country;  and  there,  contrary  to  the  law  of 
nations,  made  himself  master  of  the  aforesaid  Company's  for- 
tress  named  Casimier, situate  on  the  South  river,  and  thus  dis* 
possessed  us  of  a  place  which  we  had  occupied  for  many  years 
in  peace  and  quietness.  Being  advised  thereof  by  the  Di- 
rector-General, we  chartered  the  ship  the  Weieg  last  year  from 
the  Worshipful  Burgomasters  of  this  city,  and  sent  off  some 
soldiers  in  her  to  recover  the  aforesaid  fort  from  the  said  Jan 
Rysen,  and  to  bring  it  under  the  Company's  obedience.  This 
being  accomplished,  he  resolved  to  repair  hither  with  some 
people,  and  embarked  on  board  one  of  the  three  ships,  which 
having  sailed  from  New  Netherland,  first  ran  into  Plymouth 
in  England  by  contrary  winds,  and  now  have  arrived  in  the 
Texel.  The  papers  and  documents  were  handed  us,  for  the  first 
time,  to-day,  so  that  we  have  not  yet  had  an  opportunity  to 
examine  them.  Notwithstanding,  we  could  not  omit  advising 
your  High  Mightinesses  of  what  precedes  in  order  that  pursuant 
to  your  request,  the  earliest  information  may  be  furnished :  yet 
we  offer  to  be  prepared  to  submit  to  your  High  Mightinesses 
a  full  report  of  what  has  occurred,  should  you  consider  it  nec- 
essary.    Wherewith, 

High  and  Mighty  Lords,  we  shall  pray  God  Almighty  for 
the  continual  welfare  of  your  High  Mightinesses'  prosperous 
government,  and  remain.

CEDING  LETTER. 

Saturday,  the  16'"  January,  1656. 

Received  a  letter  from  the  Directors  of  the  West  India  Com- 
pany, Chamber  at  Amsterdam, dated  the  18*'*  instant,  in  answer 
to  their  High  Mightinesses'  despatch  of  the  6*'*  instant,  and 
consequently  information  relative  to  the  expulsion  of  some 
Swedish  soldiers  from  New  Netherland.  Which  being  con- 
sidered, the  Provinces  have  requested  copy  of  said  letter,  and 
the  same  is  hereby  granted  them. 
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CHAMBER  AT  AMSTERDAM  TO  THE  STATES  GENERAL.

High  and  Mighty  Lords: 

In  oar  provlelonal  answer  of  the  IS"  of  this  current  month 
to  your  High  Mli^htlnftiseB  despatch  of  the  8"  instant  concerning 
the  Swedeu  who  have  arrived  from  New  Netherland,  we  offered 
to  rurnish  a  further  Report  of  what  occurred  there,  which  we 
have  since  had  prepared  with  the  proper  verifications;  and 
have  resolved  to  transmit  herewitli  to  your  High  Mightinesees 
with  an  huuible  requext,  that  on  considering  them,  the  circuni- 
atancea  of  the  case,  and  the  reasons  thereunto  appertaining, 
yon  wilt  please  not  to  take  it  ill  of  the  Company,  that  it  had 
so  far  regarded  the  honor  of  this  State  as  to  evince  at  some 
resentment  at  the  several  afTronts,  injuries  and  damages  per- 
petrated'against  us  by  the  Swedes  in  the  aforesaid  district, and 
that  we  have  provided,  aa  far  as  it  lay  in  our  power,  that  the 
unheard  of  and  hostile  usurpations  of  that  nation  be  afTo^ded 
no  new  occasion  to  attempt,  unhindereil  and  at  their  pleasure, 
Kimilar  inTafionsof  the  Company's  posseKsions,  as  dally  ejt- 
[lerlence  hath  cuflicietitly  taught.  We  further  pray  your  High 
Mtghtinesxes  to  allow  yournelvefi  to  lie  persuiided  ti)  grant  the 
Company  the  needful  assiBtance,  so  that  thin  noble  Province 
which  hath  l>egi;n  to  prosper  right  well  in  trade  and  agricul- 
ture, and  would,  under  other  cicum stances,  be  very  useful,  and 
serve  even  as  a  granary  to  this  Stat*,  may  not  come  to  dcony, 
and  thus  lie  only  a  burthen  which  otherwise  would  be  a  means 
of  such  notable  profit.  Wherewith  praying  fioil  Almighty  to 
lie  pleased  to  bless  your  High  Mightinesses'  jiersons  and  gov-

Deduction  or  Clear  and  precise  Account  of  the  Condition  of  the 
South  river  situated  in  New  Netherlands  and  of  the  wntteinly 
proceedings  of  the  Swedes  there:  presented  to  the  High  and 
Mighty  Lords  States  General  of  the  United  Netherlands.  Be- 
ceioed  2S^'^  January,  1650. 

The  Incorporated  West  India  Company  of  this  country  took 
possession,  in  the  year  1620,  among  other  places  of  the  South 
river  situated  in  New  Netherland,  and  there  erected  or  caused 
to  be  built,  two  posts  or  fortresses;  the  one  and  the  largest 
called  Nassau,  16  leagues  up  the  river  on  the  east  bunk,  being 
their  southern  frontier;  and  the  other  named  Bevers  reede, 
down  the  river  on  the  west  bank,  about  the  lands  of  the  Schuyl- 
kil;  a  place  wonderfully  convenient  and  so  called  on  account 
of  the  Beaver  trade  which  was  prosecuted  there  to  a  consider- 
able amount  with  the  natives  and  Indians. 

The  Company  also  bought,  or  caused  to  be  bought  from  the 
natives  and  owners,  about  the  same  time,  many  lands,  in  order 
thus  to  be  able,  as  first  discoverers  and  possessors,  to  settle  this 
river  more  peaceably,  quietly  and  with  greater  right. 

This  South  River  was  deemed  the  finest  of  all  North  America, 
being  wide,  deep  and  navigable,  also  greatly  abounding  in  fish, 
especially  in  plenty  of  sturgeon, from  the  roe  of  which  cavier  in 
vast  quantity  can  be  manufactured.  The  soil  hereabouts,  and 
on  both  sides  of  said  river,  is  very  fertile  and  the  most  part  of 
it  exceedingly  well  adapted  for  tillage  and  grain;  it  also  pro- 
duces various  descriptions  of  fruits.  Thousands  of  Beavers  can 
be  bought  here  and  around  the  Schuylkil,  or  Bevers  reede,  the 
Company's  constructed  Redoubt,  which  are  brought  down  in 
great  abundance  by  the  Southern  Indians  (called  Minquas)  and 
the  Black  Indians;  so  that  this  river  has  been  always  held  in 
great  esteem  and  repute  by  the  Company  and  its  Agents,  on 
account  of  its  fitness  and  great  convenience  both  for  Trade  and 
Agriculture.  This  River  had  been  for  many  years  in  the  peace- 
able and  quiet  possession  of  the  Company  until,  at  length,  a 
certain  person  named  Pieter  Minuyt,  forgetful  of  the  benefits 
conferred  on  him  by  the  Company,  whose  Director  he  had  beeu 
in  New  Netherland,  cast  his  eye  upon  it.  But  not  knowing 
under  what  pretence  to  go  there,  he  proceeded  to  Sweden  and 
having  as  'twas  asserted,  obtained  a  Commission  from  that 
Crown,  transported  himself  thence  forthwith  to  the  South  river 
with  one  or  two  ships  and  some  Swedes,  the  most  of  whom  were 
banditti,  were  in  the  year  1638,and  consequently  full  twelve  years 
after  the  Company  had  come  there,  he  had  a  fort  erected  called 
Christina,  about  five  @  six  leagues  below  the  Company's  fort 
Nassau,  notwithstanding  as  first  discoverers  and   possessors  of 
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the  aforeeaid  river,  tbe  liittvr  liud  caused  Uh  twrvants  to  protevt 
repeatedly  against  them:  as  appears  by  divers  letters  of  their 
Director  Willeui  Kieft,  extracts  wbereof  are  hereunto  annexed 
under  No  1. 

The  land  naiued  the  Schuylkll,  w)iere,as  already  uientioued, 
fort  Bevert)  reede  stands,  was  purchased  (roiu  the  right  owuerH 
and  principal  Indians  in  the  year  16Sif,  by  Arenl  C^orsscn,  the 
Company's  Servant,  and  conveyed  to  theCompauy,  whieh  cou- 
veyanoe  the  aToresaid  Indian  Cbiers  did  also,  in  the  year  1M8, 
renew  and  coufinu.  a«  can  be  seen  by  the  Deed  and  conveyance 
annexed  N°  2.  Tlie  Swedes,  notwithstanding,  have  erected  a 
fort  on  these  grounds  and  streams  so  Indlsp  itably  l>elon|!iii|;  to 
the  Company,  namely,  on  the  point  of  the  Schuylliil  aforesaid, 
by  iheiu  called  Klevlt's  liooti.  i<nd  moreover  built  there  also  a 
trading  bouse  rffirht  in  front  of  the  gate  of  the  Company's  fort- 
ress Bevert)  reede.  not  a  rod  from  the  gate,  whereby  our  i>eople 
were  whol  ly  shut  out  frOHi  the  sight  of  the  road,  so  as  the  bet- 
ter to  deprive  tl)«  Company  of  the  Beaver  trade,  whereunto 
they  directed  all  their  efforts,  and  so  ruined  the  trade,  that  it 
iias  l>e<;oiiie  unproHtable  to  the  Company,  to  its  serioiin  damage 
and  loHs.  And  although  the  Coiupaiiy  ha<l,  on  aoeourtt  of  these 
intolerable  and  insniferable  proeeeilings.snfHcient  cause  to  drive 
the  Sw«le8  thenco,  which  nnild  then  have  l>een  easily  effected, 
yet  neglecting  no  to  do  for  peiire  sake  and  in  order  tii  obviate 
any  trouble  between  both  iiatinn»<.  It  only  proteste<l.  as  tiefore. 

The  Swedes,  d  isr^ganling  al  1  our  protests,  have  iibuKeil,  s<!OfTe<l 
and  arrogantly  treale<l  this  forl>earanRe  on  the  part  of  the  Com- 
pany's Servants;  for.  having  ere<!ted  a  third  fort,  nanie<l  KIs- 
borgh.  on  tbe  eastern  bank  of  tbe  river,  they  l)eeanie  so  insolent, 
that  they  not  only  overhauled  there  the  sloops  and  )>oatH  pro- 
vided with  the  Company's  comiiiission  and  obctructeil  them 
on  their  voyage,  but  even,  under  preteni-e  of  inspei-Iion,  took 
therefrom  the  best  [skins]  to  the  serious  damnge  of  the  t>eopte 
and  the  gross  contempt  of  this  BtHt«and  of  the  Company,  who, 
by  virtue  of  flrst  diseoverv.  bad  so  righteously  possessed  iin<i 
owned  thin  river;  anil  John  Prints,  tlie  Swedisli  Governor  did 
not  hetiitate  repeatedly  to  say.  that  the  aforesaid  little  fort 
ElMl>orgb  was  place<i  there  for  the  purpose  of  shutting  up  the 

The  Swedes,  who  were  daily  increasing  in  numbers  and 
arrogance,  have  not  only  charged  their  people  not  to  trade 
with  the  Company's  settlers  nor  to  [lay  theui  their  debts,  but 
also  strictly  forbade  our  settlers  aforesaid  to  make  any  iKin- 
weries,  pIant£,tions  or  gardens  bet^'een  their  trading  house  and 
the  Company's  fort  Severs  ree<ie,  though  it  was  many  years 
before  the  arrival  of  the  Swedes  there,    Com]>any'»  own  and 
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indisputable  laud,  purchased  from  the  natives  and  right  owners, 
and  by  Deed  conveyed  to  the  Oouipaiiy  as  aforesaid.  Which, not- 
withstanding, their  intolerable  insolence  became  so  excetfsive, 
that  contrary  to  all  public  law,  they  by  force  broke  down  and 
wholly  destroyed  the  houses,  plantations  and  gardens  already 
erected  and  made  on  the  aforesaid  Company^s  own  land,  to  the 
further  contempt  of  this  State  and  Company,  and  to  the  serious 
injury  and  damage  of  those  who,  as  subjects,  had  repaired  and 
settled  there  under  their  High  Mightinesses*  and  the  Company's 
protection;  as  more  fully  appears  by  divers  papers  and  docu- 
ments received  from  New  Netherland,  and  among  the  rest  by  a 
certain  Remonstrance  presented  there  by  the  said  subjects  to 
Petrus  Stuyvesant,  the  Company's  Director;  copy  whereof  is 
annexed,  N*  3. 

It  is  sufficiently  apparent  from  all  these  unheard  of  and  in- 
sufferable proceeding,  that  their  intention  was  thus  to  dis- 
possess and  unseat  the  Company  from  the  entire  river.  Where- 
fore, Director  Stuyvesant  was  under  the  necessity  of  proceeding 
thither  in  person  in  the  year  1651,  for  the  preservation  and 
protection  of  the  Company's  right  and  jurisdiction,  and  for 
the  maintenance  of  its  inhabitants;  where  being  arrived,  he, 
by  letters  and  messengers  made  known  and  causeil  to  be  com- 
municated to  Johan  Printz,  the  Swedish  Governor,  the  right 
the  Company  had,  by  virtue  of  first  discovery  and  taken  pos- 
session, generally  to  the  aforesaid  river,  conflrmeil  and  rendered 
indisputable  by  the  purchase  of  divers  lands,  including  the 
Schuylkil  district,  which  purchase  and  conveyance  was  effected 
many  years  before  the  coiuing  there  of  the  Swedes,  as  is  to  be 
proved  by  deeds  and  conveyances;  requesting  him,  therefore, 
to  show  in  like  manner  by  similar  evidence,  what  lands  there 
had  been  pur3hased  by  him  or  his,  and  were,  consequently, 
conveyed   to  them  by  the  natives  and  proprietors. 

The  result  was  only  a  simple  writins:,  wherein  the  aforesaid 
Governor  designated  the  Swedish  limits  wide  and  broad 
enough;  but  without  any  Justification  or  proper  proof;  having 
recourse  to  the  subterfuge  that  the  deeds  of  the  purchase  and 
conveyance  of  the  acquired  lands  there,  were  not  at  hand,  but 
in  the  Chancery  at  Stockholm,  where,  he  said,  he  had  indeed 
seen  them. 

Twas  shortly  after  made  manifest,  that  these  subterfuges  were 
destitute  of  truth,  for  said  Governor  then  for  the  first  time 
trie<i  to  buy  from  a  certain  Sachem  or  Indian  chief,  named 
Waspangzewan,  such  lands  as  he  already  occupied,  and  insisted 
were  included  within  his  limits.  Whereunto  the  said  Indian 
chief  not  being  willing,  refused  because,  as  he  said,  the  Swedes 
had   so  long  occupied  the  aforesaid  his  lands,  partly  against 
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his  will  And  by  forc«,  without  having  ever  given  biin  the  least 
iwUaf ftction ;  as  oaid  ohief  had  hiuigelf,  in  prsBence  or  diveni 
respeotable  peraonB  declared  both  verbally  and  la  writing  to 
Director  Stuyvesuot;  to  whom  he  Chen  presented  and  in  dne 
form  conveyed  for  the  Company,  as  a  perpetual  and  hereditary 
poseeaaion,  hie  lands  afore^iaid,  with  their  kllU  aud  Huperncies. 
HO  unJuHtly  and  forcibly  oceupied  by  the  Hwedee, situate  both  on 
the  east  and  west  ehoree,  and  on  the  eaet  Hbore  beiflnning  from 
the  Naricon  creek,  extending  in  a  westerly  direction  down  the 
river  uato  Uaetsingsiutc,  and  on  the  went  shore  be^lnnine  from 
a  certain  creek  called  ^eckatoeslng,  extending  from  the  river 
westward  uuto  Settoen  soune,  otherwise  called  the  Mliiqu&as 
kill,  where  the  Swedish  furt  Uhrlstina  stands.  All  which  can 
lie  more  fully  and  clearly  seen  in  the  aforesaid  written  declara- 
tion, and  In  the  deed  and  eunveynnce  of  said  lauds;  authentic 
copy  whereof  is  annexed  hereunto,  N°  4. 

Notwithstanding  all  this,  and  for  still  further  peace  and  se- 
curity, the  said  Director  Stuyvesant  nent  for  all  the  other  In- 
diaa  chiefs  yet  dwellintt  ntfout  the  aforesaid  river,  and  who 
were  owners  of  the  lauds  situate  thereabouts,  and  in  presence 
of  divers  persons,  according  to  their  annexed  written  declarn- 
tlon  No.  5,  proposeil  to  tiieni  some  questions;  aiiiong  the  rest  lie 
Pivere  times  distinctly  and  in  express  terms,  hud  the  question 
put  to  them,  Whether  they  had  t>ver  sold  or  given  any  lands 
there  to  the  Swedeti,  as  thet«  alleged?  All  of  whom  thereupon 
nuauimously  and  jiositively  answered,  No;  only  the  ground 
on  which  the  Swedish  fort  (Jhrlstina  stood,  and  a  certain  gar- 
den to  plant  tobacoo.  Declaring  further,  that  they  gave  ihe 
Company  all  the  land,  from  the  hforesaid  fort  Christina  down 
to  Boointjes  hook,  being  some  leagues,  to  do  therewith  as  It 
pleased.  Politely  thaukin^r  them  therefor,  Ihe  Maid  Director 
preferred  making  them  satiNfaction  and  a  pf'esent  in  return, 
which  they  also  have  especially  and  as  sutisfaction  accepted, as 
may  be  seen  by  the  dee<lfl  thereof.  exe<-nted  in  due  form  un<ler 
the  signature  of  their  own  hands;  copy  of  which  is  hereunto 
annexed,  N*  C. 

This  being  thus  done  for  the  prevention  of  further  trouble 
and  for  the  removal  of  all  possible  pretexts  the  Swedes  might 
set  up.  Director  Stuyvesant  found  it  necessary  for  the  greater 
Hcurity  of  the  Com[)any's  jurisdiction  and  the  protctioii  of  iis 
people  to  build  another  fort  on  the  said  river,  and  to  ruze  fort 
Nassau,  which  lay  too  high  up  and  at  too  inconvenient  a  dis- 
tance. And  selecting  for  that  purpose  a  tolerably  suitable 
spot  on  the  Company's  own  land,  conveyed  by  deed  as  aforesaid, 
about  a  league  from  theBwedtsli  fort  Christina,  and  naving 
completed    the  fort    which  he  called  Casimir,  and  provided

it  with  a  tr&i*ri8on  and  inanitions  of  war,  according  to  circum- 
stances, the  aforesaid  Director  before  his  departure,  had  divers 
verl)al  conferences  with  Johan  Printz,  the  Swedish  Governor, 
and  they  mutually  promised  not  to  commit  any  hostile  or  vex- 
atious acts  against  one  another,  but  to  maintain  together  all 
neighborly  friendship  and  correspondence  as  good  friends  and 
allies  are  bound  to  do. 

Afterwards,  this  Swedish  Governor  being  gone,  and  the 
affairs  of  the  Swedes  there  going  to  dcHjay,  in  consequence  of 
not  having  received  any  assistance,  those  who  were  still  re- 
main] ncr  in  these  parts  caused  application  to  be  made  to  Di- 
rector Stuyvesant  that  the  Company  would  protect  and  take 
them  under  its  care  and  guardianship,  offer ing  for  that  pur- 
pose to  behave  as  inhabitants  and  subjects  of  this  State;  as 
is  to  be  seen  by  the  annexed  extract, of  said  Director's  despatch, 
dated  6^  October,  1053,  N*  7.  And  although  many  would  have 
seized  that  opportunity  thus  to  be  rid  of  them,  and  to  be 
master  of  those  who,  by  force  and  contrary  to  re|>eated  pro- 
tests, had  settled  there,  and  at  whose  hands,  they  had  in  ad- 
dition, suffered  so  many  affronts,  injuries  and  losses,  yet  such 
was  not  done,  but  the  said  Director  even  did  not  want  and 
was  unwilling  to  accept  this  their  offer  of  removing  under 
the  Company's  oiiedience,  merely  in  order  to  prevent  and  ob- 
viate all  difficulties  and  complaint  which  might  be  made  and 
put  forth  in  this  country  about  the  matter. 

This  civility  and  i)eaceable  proceeding  done  with  so  good  and 
upriglit  a  meaning  and  intention, met  with  a  very  ill  return ;  for 
afterward  in  the  month  of  May  of  the  year  1654, came  a  Swedish 
ship  full  of  people  into  the  aforesaid  South  river,  with  a  new 
Governor  who,  contrary  to  all  right  and  reason,  forcibly  made 
themselves  masters  of  the  Company's  newly  erected  fort  Casi- 
mir, stripped  the  Company's  people  and  soldiers,  who  were  but 
few  in  number,  of  their  arms  and  thrust  them  forth  and  obliged 
and  forced  tlie  free  men  to  take  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the 
Swedish  Governor,  as  they  were  not  resolved  to  leave  all  their 
property  there;  as  further  is  to  be  seen  by  the  copy  of  the  col- 
lected affidavits  thereof  made,  and  by  the  annexed  extracts  of 
the  letters  of  Director  Stuyvesant  and  Gerrit  Bicker,  late  com- 
mandant of  said  fort  Casimir,  N"  8. 

Making  themselves  in  this  wise,  wholly  masters  of  that  fine 
and  navigable  river,  to  which  they  never  had  any  pretention 
nor  right,  inasmuch  as  the  Company  had,  before  the  arrival 
of  any  Christian  Nation  there,  taken  and  caused  to  be  taken 
possession  thereof  full  12  years  l>efoTe  the  coming  of  the  Swedes; 
which  possession  was  further  confirmed  and  rendered  indispu- 
table by  prior  and    legal   purchase  of  many  and   divers   lands 
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made  over  to  tfaeiu  by  proper  deeds  and  conreranoeB,  as  already 
(ufflciently  proved;  bo  that  the  Swedes  caoDot  JustiTy  this 
fttroeioiiB  and  uDheard  of  action  by  any  just  pretext  of  appear- 
ance Id  the  world,  ae  the  uew  Swedluh  Govaraor  also  eeenis 
RulHclently  to  admit  iu  his  letter  which  he  wrote  on.  this 
Nabject  to  Director  Stuy  vesaat ;  tor  lie  says,  that  this  is  a  mat- 
ter of  greater  importsiiiM  thau  will  t>e  able  to  be  adjusted  by 
«ervants  who  as  lie  obnerves— and  this  is  to  be  remarliMl — must 
only  o)>ey  orders;  excusing  this  hie  improper  prooeediiiffs  by 
the  comuiBQda  whicli  he  had  hereunto  received  from  the  Crown 
of  Sweden ;  as  Is  to  be  H«ien  by  tht>  annexed  extract  of  said  tetter 

The  Director  General  of  New  Netherland  (who  was,  nt  flnit, 
greatly  pained  by  this  affair,  as  he  received  nothinitbut  threuts 
hi  reply  to  bis  friendly  demand  for  restitution),  found  it  ex- 
pedient to  resent  this  wrone  last  year,  on  receipt.of  the  rein- 
forcement sent  hence.  And  thereupon  departed  with  his  sup- 
plementary (nrce  for  the  South  river,  and  with  God's  help 
reduced,  without  bloodshed,  the  aforesaid  fort  Casimir  again 
under  the  obe<lience  of  this  State  and  Company,  on  the  11*' 
^pteiiiljer,  1825,  itccording  to  the  annexed  Capitulation,  N°  10, 

And  us  the  Governor  of  Fort  Christina,  named  John  Itising, 
■o  unjnstly  flli^lied  the  possession  of  the  aforesaid  fort  in  the 
yeiir  1034,from  thisStateand  the Company,aH  already  narrnteil, 
and  as  notliing  was  to  beexpectwl  but  that  he  wouhl  undertake 
II  KiliiilBr  attempt  after  the  departure  of  the  aforesaid  Director- 
Generul,  the  latter,  therefore,  sujnmoned  the  aforesaid  Fort 
Christina.Kud  obtaiueil  possession  thereof  in  like  manner,  with- 
out any  blaodshe<l,  on  the  35'''  of  the  same  month,  according 
tn  the  capitulation  hereunto  anuexeil.  N"  11. 

And  though  the  aforesaid  ai'tion,  according  to  the  law  of 
nations  and  for  divers  reasons,  could  be  maintained  and  de- 
fended, the  Company,  nevertheless,  in  order  to  show  and  to 
declare  before  all  the  world  that  It  does  uot  seek  enmitv  with 
anyone,  nor  ask  aught  lielongiug  to  another,  but  only  endeavors 
to  maintain  and  defend  its  own.  allowed  on  the  same  day  an 
olTer  in  writing  to  l>e  inad<-,  to  restore  the  said  surrendered 
Fort  Christina  to  the  saiil  .Tohn  Rising  on  honortible  and 
reasonable  con<lit>ons  to  be  sworn  to  and  solemnly  fulHlled  by 
him  and  his  officers  as  Aiifcuts  on  the  behalf  of  her  Royal  Mn- 
iesty  of  flwedeii  on  the  one  pitrt,  and  the  Director- General 
and  Council,  an  Agents  of  this  State  and  the  Company,  on  the 
other.  But  this  offer  was  rejected  by  said  John  Rising,  on 
pretence  that  the  matter  was  not  within  Ills  attribute,  and 
he  preferred  to  adhere  to  the  Capitulation  which  had  been 
conclnded.

Eoctracts  of  divers  letters  written  by  Willem  Kieft,  late  Director 
in  New  Netherlands  to  the  Managers  of  the  Incorporated  West 
India  Company j  Chamber  at  Amsterdam,  oi2^: — 

Of  a  letter  dated  28'*  April,  1638. 

The  assistant  of  Fort  Nassau  writes,  that  Minuyt  was  at  the 
South  river,  and  had  sent  his  sloop  above  thfi  fort.  He  would, 
afterwards,  again  go  up,  which  our  people  prevented.  And 
Peter  Mey  sailed  down  aboard  of  him,  demanding  to  see  his 
commission  which  he  refused  to  exhibit, saying  he  will  build  a 
fort  there,  and  his  Queen  had  as  much  right  there  as  the  Com- 
pany. I  have  sent  Jan  Jansen,  the  Commissary  of  the  fort 
thither  and  instructed  him,  in  ease  Minuyt  should  attempt 
anything  to  cur  prejudice  to  protest  against  him  in  due  form. 
I  hourly  exp*ect  news  from  there. 

Of  a  letter  dated  81  July,  1638. 

Minuyt  erected  a  fort  on  the  south  River  five  leagues  from 
ours;  attracted  all  the  peltries  to  himself  by  means  of  liberal 
gifts;  departed  thence  with  his  two  attendant  ships,  leaving 
24  men  in  the  fort  pro-  r"-^"^ — ;--  vided  with  all  sorts  of 
goods  and  provisions;  had  ^  '^^  posts  set  up  with  these 
letters.  Jan  Jansen,  the^»*^-5»  Commissary  at  Port 
Nassau  had  protested  by  my  orders,  to  which  he  gave  an 
answer,  copy  whereof  is  annexed  hereunto.  We  subsequently 
sent  from  this  place  thither  a  draught  of  a  protest  which  was 
read  to  him,  whereunto  he  would  not  answer.  This  proceed- 
ing is  highly  prejudicial  to  the  Company,  etc. 

Of  copy  of  <i  certain  letter,  without  date. 

In  regard  to  the  South  River,  affairs  remain  in  the  same 
position  as  last  year.  Trade  there  is  of  small  amount,  because 
the  Swede,  by  underselling,  had  depressed,  and  continues  still 
to  keep  down  the  market;  to  behold  this  contentedly,  to  be 
thus  hectored,  deprived  of  the  trade  and  robbed  of  our  land,  is 
a  vast  annoyance,  &". 

Of  a  letter  dated  2  October,  16.39. 

Fort  Nassau  in  th?  South  River  is  a  heavy  charge  to  the 
Company ;  both  on  account  of  the  strong  garrison  and  the 
sloop.  We  see  no  means  of  lessening  it  on  account  of  the 
Swedes  who  have  settled  five  leagues  from  there,  within  our 
jurisdiction,  though  they  well  know  that  the  mouth  of  the 
river  is  sealetl  with  our  blood,  and  that  possession  has  been 
taken  of  it,    above  and   below.    Since  their  arrival  there,    we 
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hare  fallea  short  full  80.000  Id  the  trade,  and  still  dally  Buffer 
tbrough  their  iu«aDs.  Should  they  move  off,  which  they  iuu«t 
MOD  do,  if  Dot  reinforced,  we  will  never  consent  to.  If  we  ore 
ttroug  enough  to  prevent,  the  settlement  of  any  one  within  our 
lltuitB,  which  ought  to  have  been  the  cam  in  this  instance. 
Of  a  hUer  dated  the  /ant  of  May,  1640. 

The  Swedes  of  the  South  River  were  resolved  to  move  off  anil 

to  come  here.     On  the  day  before  their  departure  a  ship  arrived 

with  a  reinforcement;  they  have  greatly  Injured,  and   still  do 

hanu  to  the  Company:  the  trade  is  wholly  ruined,  etc. 

Of  a  Utttr  dated  the  15"  October,  1640. 

The  Swedes  on  the  South  River  were  last  spring  reinforced 
with  a  sbiptO'Dil  fresh  settlers  and  goods.  Otherwise  they  were 
entirely  agreed  to  come  over  here  with  our  people,  &c. 

We  shall  treat  the  Swedes  with  all  civility, although  they  are 
beginning  to  exhibit  much  hostility,  such  as  forolbly  sailing 
up  past  our  fort,  trading,  threatening  to  run  off  with  our 
sloop,  and  so  forth.

lanilH,  for  some  v'oads,  which  were  not  fully  paid  us,  but  as  we 
^re  now  fully  saiiaHed  therein,  therefore  we,  the  above  named 
Sachems,  do  hereby  fully  and  irrevocably  convey  and  cede  the 
same,  cimflrniiag  the  aforesaid  sale,  and  are  ready  on  ull  occa- 
sions to  maintain, and  defend  against  all  pretension  and  clulm 
to  be  set  up  to  It  by  whomsoever,  etc..  Thus  done  and  in 
testimony  of  the  truth  signed  by  us  natives  in  the  presence  of 
the  uniter-named  witnessess.  Done  in  fort  Bevers  reede  in 
the  South  river  of  New  Nether  land.  Signed,  marked  in  this 
uianner,  thereby  written :

Extract  of  a  certain  letter  loritten  from  the  South  River  of  New 
Netherlands  by  Adrioen  van  Tienhoven  to  Mr.  Petriis  Stuures- 
ant,  Director-General  of  New  Netherlands  dated  Fort  Bemrs 
reede  9**  November ,  1648. 

'Twere  desirable  that  your  Honor  had  once  resolved  to  come 
here  in  person,  to  look  once  into  the  condition  of  this  river, 
for  the  Indians  do  here  whatever  they  please.  The  House  they 
erected  at  Fort  Bevers  reede  is  the  greatest  insult  in  the  world 
that  can  be  ofTered  to  the  Director  of  the  General  Incorporated 
West  India  Company,  it  lias  been  i>laced  about  12  @  13  feet 
from  our  palisades,  and  thereby  shut  us  out  from  sight  of  the 
water  or  kill.  Secondly  they  have  occupied  all  the  land  about 
us,  whereupon  they  have  this  year  [)lanted  maize;  so  that  we, 
at  present,  have  not,  adjoining  the  fort,  as  much  land  as  will 
this  year  make  a  little  garden ;  *tis  a  shame  for  them  to  act 
thus.  I  trust,  Sir,  you  will  provide  against  it.  Symon  Root 
hath  begun  to  build  his  house,  but  'tis  again  thrown  down 
under  foot  by  violence  and  force,  etc. 
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lb  (ft*  Valiant  Mr.  PtUr  Stuyvetant,  JHrttctvr-General  o/  Jfaw 
Ifetherland,  Curasao  and  dependeneieg  thtreqf.  etc, 

T)ie  uDderiuuned  good  vaeaalB  and  BubjectH,  resldinf;  unOer 
the  sovereignty  of  their  UlghtfiitituieB  tlie  Lords  Estates  C^eneral 
of  the  United  Netherlund,  the  Netlier lands,  the  ptitroonship  or 
the  General  Incorporated  We^t  India  Company,  and  tlie  fcav- 
emuient  of  the  honorable  and  valiant  DInH-tor-GeuerH]  I'ttt-r 
Stuyvemaadt,  on  the  iHland  AhrumiiuB  In  the  Siliuylkil,  in  the 
Suuth  River  of  New  Netherland  ;  humbly  repK^sent— Wherean. 
in  the  month  of  March  lant  we,  by  liumhie  ]>etltlon  have  set 
forth  to  your  Honor  the  tosi^s  we  have  sulTered  by  tlie  proeeed- 
ioipi  of  the  Swe<1ei>,  on  whfdi  petitiona  your  Honor  did  not 
■craple,  at  great  trouble  tu  repair  thither  for  the  relief  of  us 
four  faithful  subjects,  which  affection  and  ai^  it  were  fatherly 
care,  we  thankfully  acknowledge.  But  though  we  with  full 
mntldence  asflura  ourselvei<  of  l)eing  able  to  dwell  here  on  this 
South  river  aforesaid  with  greater  aei!nHi,y  (n  future,  to  main* 
ttiin  our  families  by  our  industry  and  diligence,  yet  we  are, 
iiHverthelt^s,  up  to  this  day,  liy  ofien  force  and  general  violence 
obstructed  In  your  honored  couiniiNijIon,  cliieliy  (coming  to  ]>»r- 
ticnlar  facls}  :-  - 

I,  the  unilernigiied  Synioii  Root,  most  humbly  request  due 
Indemnity  (or  iucurre<l  loxses  and  damages;  tlrst,  fur  tlie  o[>- 
imsition  the  Swedes  olTei'ed  to  my  building  at  Wigquakoln;;  in 
the  year  184";  tnaxmuch  as  the  throwing  down  tlie  Hon'"''  (Uiiu- 
txiny'f)  arms,  and  tbn  d<wtrue|.ion  of  the  building  erectetl  by 
Oummissary  AndrieH  Hudde.  rendered  it  snfilclently  apparent, 
that  further  occupation  there  would  be  prevenfeii  by  them. 

In  like  maner  also,  in  the  year  1U4!I.  Lieutenant  Sveii  Bchoete 
Hud  tiis  asnistantR,  by  forpe  <ir  anus,  reganlless  of  friendly  re- 
monstrances anil  legal  protests,  utterly  ruined,  broke  In  |>iM-es 
and  entirely  annihilated  tliti  house  brought  to  the  Uastemaeek- 
ersliook,or  wltich  tlie  foundation  thnberu  were  laid  and  the  ties 

In  like  manner,  1,  Coriielis  Mourisen,  have  Ixvn  iifmid  tn 
settle,  according  to  lawful  coiiiinission,  iiuthority  and  detnl,  on 
my  designate*!  place  w(!St  of  the  Mas tein neck ers  hook. 

Also,  in  June  of  the  year  1(M1),  Governor  John  Print/,  with 
his  force,  hath  seiited  by  violence  the  sloop  called  ttiu  Zecpaerl, 
belonging  to  me  Juriaen  Planck,  end  [>revenle<l  my  voyngc. 

On  the  last  of  Deceuilier,  In  the  year  IIMT.  the  aforesjiid  John 
Prints,  did  in  like  manner,  with  force  and  violenr<>,  sei7.e  me, 
Jan  Oeraet,  with  my  l)oat  called  the  Hiraf.m.  visited  the  yacht, 
and  handletl  thegoodsin  an  unchrlstinnliki!  iininner  and  to  the 
great  loss  and  damage  of  me  Jan  tieraet,  turned  them  upsld  c 
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down;  took  out  my  munitions  of  war,  which  eousisted  of  about 
60  lbs.  of  powder  and  aix  guns,  but  on  my  promising  to  use 
them  only  when  obliged,  returned  me  some  powder,  about  47 
lbs.  and  three  guns;  the  remainder  he  kept  for  himself. 

Pursuing  the  violence  aforesaid ;  Commissary  Hudde  did,  in 
the  year  1651,  on  the  equitable  petition  of  the  inhabitants  of 
Fort  Bevers  rede,  namely,  Cornells  Mourissen.Symon  Root  and 
Philip  Jansen,  allow  and  point  out  at  a  certain  place  behind 
Fort  Bevers  rede,  a  small  piece  of  ground  to  i^Jaut  some  garden 
stutr  in,  which  being  approved  by  us,  was  utterly  and  at  once 
destroyed  by  an  express  sent  down,  by  Mr.  John  Printz,and  the 
fence  for  the  preservation  of  the  seed  publicly  burnt. 

In  like  manner,  did  we,  Peter  Cornelissen  and  Reynier 
Dominicus  about  the  middle  of  April,  on  the  showing  of  the 
abovenamed  Commissary,  make  preparation  to  build  on  the 
above  mentioned  Island  Harommuny,west  of  the  Swede^s  plan- 
tation, and  laid  the  ground  timbers  and  set  up  the  ties,  which 
are  destroyed ;  yea,  all  the  entire  work  was  cut  up  into  fire- 
wood. 

In  the  same  way,  we  Sander  Leendertsen  also  had  land 
granted  to  us  by  express  command  and  order  of  the  Director- 
General  Peter  Stuyvesant  on  the  aforesaid  Island  of  Aharom 
muny,  with  Abraham  Staets  and  Gerrit  Hendricksen;  the  land 
was  measured  by  the  said  Conmissary  on  the  22*"*  May, to  which 
I  Sander  Leendertsen  hav«  brought  my  clapboards;  but  the 
building  was  forcibly  prevented  about  the  24'*^  May,  by  the 
Swedish  Governor's  DeiJuties,H  end  rick  Huygen  and  Jan  Pape- 
gay,  fully  armed. 

For  which  force  and  hindrance  of  our  necessary  business, 
resorted  to  by  the  Swedes,  do  we,  both  inhabitants  and  sloop 
traders,  hereby  complain  to  your  Honor  and  demand  due  rep- 
aration for  the  same,  and  each  for  his  suffered  damages  done 
him.  In  like  manner,  we  also  complain  to  your  Honor,  for 
inasmuch  as  we,  the  aforesaid  Symon  Root  and  Cornells 
Mourisen,  have  been  refused  payment  by  the  Swedish  subjects, 
on  the  ground  that,  being  subjects,  they  need  not  to  pay  us. 
In  like  manner,  we  also  declare  that  the  Swedish  subjects  have 
stated  to  us,  that  they  have  been  forbidden  by  their  Governor, 
John  Prints,  to  trade  in  any  way  with  us,  which,  also,  was 
manifest  on  divers  voyages.  We,  the  undersigned  do  declare 
all  what  is  above  written  to  be  true  and  truthful,  and  if  nec- 
essary will  confirm  the  same  by  solemn  oath  before  all  courts 
and  judges.  In  testimony  of  the  truth  we  have  signed  this  in 
presence  of  the  under  named  witnesses.  Done  in  Fort  Bevers 
rede,  the  10^''  July,  1051.  Was  signed  S  R,  the  mark  of  Symon 
Root,    Cornelis    Mourisen    bont,  Pieter  Cornelissen,  Jeuriaen 
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Pluiick,  I'lillii'  JuiiHsnn,  Jiui  Oerard;  and  Sander  Qovertseii.

a  certain  little  Kill,  named  Neckatoensingh,  extending  west- 
erly from  the  riviT  unto  Sittoensneiic  otherwise  call etl  the  Min- 
quaa.s  Kill,  where  fort  Christina  standn;  all  whieh  landH  with 
their  kills  and  superflcieH  both  un  the  vrext  and  on  tlie  euat 
Hhoreti,  have  always  been  the  property  of,  and  stlil  belong  to 
him  Wappingiewnii,  as  lie  declares  and  offers  to  prove  by  the 
Natives;  also  not u'lthstandiug  partly  occupied  on  the  west  side 
by  the  Swedes  ami  without  his,the  owner's  knowledge  or  con- 
Mint,  partly  ^ett1ed,  although  never  purchased,  nor  attempte<1 
to  be  bought,  except  now  fi  or  fl  days  ago,  since  we  landed  and 
liegan  to  build  here.  Which  aforesaid  lands  he,  the  Sachem 
now  was  not  inclined  to  Hell  nor  to  convey  to  the  Swedish  Gov- 
ernor because  said  Governor  withont  acknowledging  him  a« 
proprietor,  had  taken  the  liinil  and  hud,  against  his,  the  Sa- 
ohem's  will,  and  without  asking  t>ermiHsinn,  nettled  it  In  part 
without  offering  him  any  untisfaction:  hut  being  more  favor- 
able  to  the  much  respected  Genentl,  the  great  Sachem  of  the 
Manhattans,  he  is  willing  to  present  him  the  land  and  The 
property  thereof,  as  his  frlendH  Mattalioorn,  Aquahoorn.  Pem- 
••natla  and  Sfnquees  had  done  with  their  lands,  caileii  Tami- 
rongh ;    whieli,  also,    the  aforesaid    Sncheni    Wnppangzewau 
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effectually  and  indeed  hath  perfomied  in  the  presence  of  all 
of  us,  giving  and  conveying,  by  solemn  shaking  of  the  hand 
(hanttdstinge)  and  signature,  to  the  resi>ecttKl  Mr.  Petrus  Stuy- 
vesant,  his  lands  aforesaid,  with  all  right  and  title  thereof; 
accordingly  substituting  In  your  presence  the  aforesaid  gen- 
tleman in  his  real  and  actual  possession  by  a  free  donation 
and  gift,  in  further  assurance  promising  before  us  all,  the  afore- 
said donation  and  free  gift  at  all  times  for  him  and  for  his 
successors,  to  uphold  as  valid  and  to  maintain  against  all 
gainsay  and  contradiction,  and,  according  to  the  deed,  that  he 
will  not  transport  nor  sell  to  any  other  Nation  the  lands  afore- 
said ;  in  further  assurance,  in  order  to  prevent  all  misunder- 
standing thereof,  he  offers  to  go  himself  in  person  and  to  point 
out  to  those  whom  the  General  may  be  pleased  to  order,  where 
the  aforesaid  lands  lie;  where  they  begin  and  how  far  they 
extend;  all  which  we,  the  subscribers,  do  certify  to  have  been, 
in  the  presence  of  us  all,  before  the  respected  General,  spoken, 
executed,  given  and  conveyed  by  the  aforesaid  Sachem  Wapp- 
inghzewan,  without  any  persuasion,  guile  or  craft;  and  as 
further  security  by  the  Sachem  himself  confirmed  by  the  sub- 
joined mark  affixed  by  his  own  hand,  at  Tamecongh  this  30 
July,  1$51.     Lower  stood  :

We,  the  subscribers,  all  of  competent  age,  namely,  Wilhelmus 
Grasmeer,  V.  D.  M.,  Cornelia  de  Potter,  merchant,  Isaack 
Allerton  of  Suffolk,  merchant,  Brian  Neuton,  Captain-lieu- 
tenant, George  Baxt-er,  P^usign,  Istiack  de  foreest,  select  man, 
do  hereby  certify  and  declare  on  the  requisition  of  the  Noble, 
Valiant  and  Honorable  Petrus  Stuy vesant.  Director-General  of 
Curasao,  New  Netherland,  that  on  Saturday,  being  the  9^  of 
July,  new  style,  of  this  current  year  1651,  in  our  presence  and 
view,  before    the  said  General,  in  their  proper  persons,  freely 
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eame  and  appeikred  with  other  natives,  inhAbitaotB  of  New 
Ketherland,  three,  so  named  SaeheuiB  or  Chleft*,  by  name  Mat- 
tehoorn,  'Pementttta  and  Siiiquetii,  who  fn  our  preeettoe,  on 
the  propositions  submitted  to  them  by  the  General,  through 
the  Interpreter  Sander  Boyer,  In  presence  of  the  undernamed 
witnesses,  all  of  whoto  are  well  versed  In  the  language  of  the 
Indians  on  this  river;  namely,  Andrlee  Uudde,  (-ommissari'i 
RoelolT  de  Hoes,  Jan  Andriesx,  and  Pieter  Uarmensen,all  four 
free  Inhabitants  and  traders  on  the  river,  residing  at  Fort 
Nassau,  have  answered  substantially  as  follows  and,  after  the 
same  was  read,  conflnued  It  by  solemn  shaking  of  the  hands 
of  the  Oeneral  and  of  us  the  undprsl^oied. 

First,  the  said  General  caused  the  Interpreter  to  ask  namely 
Hatthehoom,  Feuienattha  arid  Si  iiquesaen,  whether  they  were 
Chiefs  and  Proprietors  of  the  lands  situate  on  tlie  west  side  of 
this  river  at  present  partly  incorporated  and  settled  by  the 
Swede?  Whereunto,  Hatthehoorn  In  the  name  of  all,  answer 
that  they  were  icreat  Chiefs  and  Proprietors  of  the  lands,  both 
by  ownership  and  by  descent  and  appointment  of  Minqnaas 
and  Blver  Indians;  wherefore  they  had  power  tu  sell  and  make 
over  the  lands;  and  what  they  did,  that  should  lie  done  and 
remain. 

Secondly,  it  bein^  proposed  and  aukeil  by  the  Oeneral,  through 
tbe  Intrepreter,  what  and  how  luuch  land  the  Swedes  had 
bought  from  the  Sachems  or  Chiefs  on  this  river? 

Uattahoorn,  the  Sachem,  answered  by  askinir  another  ques- 
tion. 

Why  was  not  the  Sachem  of  the  Swedes  present  that  they  might 
anlc  hiuiself,  and  hear  him?  The  <~ienerars  reply  was,  that 
being  invited,  he  was  apparently  unwilling  to  come. 

The  Chief  Mattehoorn  answered,  secondly— that  all  Nations 
coming  to  the  river  were  welcome  tu  them,  and  that  they  sold 
their  land  indiscriminately  to  tlie  first  who  asked  It 

Thirdly,  the  Chief  Mattehoorn  declared  that  the  Dut«h  na- 
tion have  i>eeu  the  earliest  <?omers  and  discoverers  of  the  river, 
who  also,  Brst  of  all,  settled  thereon  among  them,  and  that 
th«y  have  always  maintained  good  friendship  and  commerce 
with  the  Dutch ;  adding  thereunto  an  account  of  presents  which 
were  exchanged  between  them  nnd  the  Dutch  Nation.  As  a 
further  evidence  and  declaration,  he  also  added,  that  one 
Cornells  with  one  eye,  or  a  film  on  his  eye,  was  the  first  who, 
cominft  here,  made  his  dwelling  on  the  river,. 

N.  B.  The  aforesaid  did  not  fully  answer  the  proposition 
of  the  General,  who  then,  through  his  int^nn""^*^"'"-  reiwateii 
and  renewed  the  riuestlon  in  the  followliiK  manner;  that  it 
was  neither  his  nor  his  nation's  custom  to  buy  or  occupy  nuy 
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lands  which  were  rightfully  bought  and  occupied  by  any  of  the 
nation ;  he,  therefore,  requested,  before  proceeding  to  purchase 
any  more  lands,  first  to  know  what  lands  the  Swede  had  bought, 
and  of  whom,  and  what  lands  were  now  free,  and  who  were 
the  right  owners.  The  question  thus  put,  the  Sachem  Matte- 
hoorn  made  the  following  declaration:  That  when  Minuit, 
came  to  the  country  with  a  ship,  he  lay  before  the  Minquaa» 
kill,  where  he  the  Sachem  then  had  a  house  and  lived;  that 
Miuuyt  then  presented  him  with  and  gave  him  a  kettle  and 
other  trifles,  requesting  of  him,  as  much  land  as  Minuyt  could 
set  a  house  on,  and  a  plantation  included  between  6  trees, 
which  he,  the  Sachem,  sold  him,  and  Dtfinuyt  promised  him 
half  the  tobacco  that  would  grow  on  the  plantation,  although 
it  was  never  given  to  him.  He  declared  further  that  neither  the 
Swedes  nor  any  other  nation  had  bought  lands  of  them  a» 
right  owners  except  the  patch  on  which  Fort  Christina  stood 
and  that  all  the  other  houses  of  the  Swedes,  built  at  Tinne- 
conhg,  Hingeesingh  in  the  Schuylkil,  and  at  other  places  were 
set  up  there  against  the  will  and  consent  of  the  Indians,  and 
that  neither  they,  nor  any  other  natives  had  received  anything 
therefor. 

But  that  the  present  Swedish  Governor  had  3  @  4  years  ago, 
bought  from  the  Mantas  Indian  named  Siscohoka,  still  living, 
and  from  Mechekyralames,  now  dead,  some  land  on  the  west 
shore  and  set  his  fence  thereupon, to  wit, from  Wychquahoyngh, 
named,  by  our  people  Creveceur,  unto  about,  Mechechasou,  of 
which  lands  they  were  not  Chiefs  nor  Propriev^ors,  but  one 
Kyckesycken,  in  our  tongue  Live  Turkey.  It  is  confirmed  by 
the  aforesaid  Sachem's  declaration,  that  the  land  which  the 
Swede  at  present  occupies,  was  bought  neither  by  him  nor  by 
any  other  Nation,  except  where  Fort  Christina  stands  and  the 
Schuylkil,  heretofore  conveyed  to  Arent  Corssen. 

The  General  further  asked  through  the  Interpreter  whether 
they, the  Sachems  were, then, right  owners  of  that  land  at  i  Tv^s- 
ent  occupied  by  the  Swede  on  the  west  shore,  and  further  w«*ht- 
ward  to  the  Bay  or  mouth  of  the  river,  and  whether  they  will 
sell  the  aforesaid  land  that  still  remains  unsold.  The  answer 
of  the  aforesaid  Sachems  was:  If  we  sell  the  Great  Sachem  of 
the  Manhattans  the  land  from  the  Schuylkil  down  to  the  Bay, 
where  then  will  the  houses  of  the  Swedes  remain?  Will  the  Sa- 
chem of  the  Swedes,  then,  not  do  us  harm,  on  that  account,  or 
put  us  ill  prison  or  beat  us;  thus  making,  through  fear,  some 
scruple  to  sell  the  intermediate  lands  occupied  by  the  Swede. 
Whereupon  the  General  made  answer,  that  they  need  ex|>ect 
little  or  no  difficulty  therefrom,  inasmuch  as  the  Schuylkil 
lands  were  given  and  conveyed  17  (a)  18  years  ago  to  Arent  Cors- 
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■en,  which  deed  he,  the  BacheiD  did  renew  and  ooDflrm  hi  the 
;ean  1048,  and  ag&la  conDrnied,  bo  that  there  was  no  qaestlou 
OD  this  head.  Therefore  the  aforesaid  Sachems  were  again  jn- 
fornied  by  the  General,  that  he  voB  not  disposed  to  make  any 
trouble  nor  to  buy  any  lands  that  were  purchased  by  the  Swede 
or  any  other nation,butwhat  were  free  and  unsold.  UcFtliere- 
fore,  had  the  question  once  more  put  to  them,  whether  the 
lands  from  the  west  point  of  the  Minquoas  Kill  down  to  the 
Bay  or  the  mouth  of  the  river  were  free  and  unsolil,  and  would 
they  sell  them  to  the  General  ?  To  which  the  Saoheiu  answernd : 
Why,  Saobem,  do  you  ask  that  question  so  often?  We  told  you 
the  lands  are  not  sold  to  any  person. 

After  a  little  consultation  together,  the  three  Sschems  afore- 
said rose  op,  to  wit:— Mattelioom,F^nienattaan(l  binquesz,an<l 
Pemenatta  spoke,  sayine:  The  Bwe<1e  builds  and  plants,  indeed, 
on  oar  lands,  without  buying  them  or  asking  us,  Wherefore 
should  we  refuse  you.  Great  Sachem,  the  land?  We  will  rather 
present  than  sell  the  Great  Sachem  the  land,  so  that,  should 
the  Swedes  again  pull  down  the  Duti^h  houses  and  dr[v%  away 
the  people,  you  may  not  think  ill  of  us,  and  we  luay  not  draw 
down  your  displeasure;  which  the  General  linvinK  promised 
and  consented,  they  presented  him  the  afores^iid  land,  and  the 
Sachems  gave  liiiii  and  the  reuiaininif  bystanders  the  hand,  in 
sign  of  eonveyance  and  free  gift;  to  wit— the  land  from  the 
west  point  of  the  Mlnquaas  Kill,  wiiure  Fort  Uhristlna  stands, 
called  in  their  language  Supeskongli,  unto  ijoompgens  hook, 
in  their  language  called  Neuwsings.  And  Petiienattu,  the  pre- 
sent and  ceding  proprietor,  stipulates  that  whenever  anything 
is  the  matter  with  his  gun,  it  shall  tie  repaired  for  nothing, 
and  when  he  come  empty  among  our  people,  they  shall  remem- 
ber [to  give]  him  some  maize,  and  again  a  token  of  friendship. 
This  we,  undersigned,  declare  substantially  thus  occurred  be- 
fore UK,  and  by  the  Interpreter  Sander  Hover,  present  with  four 
others  versed  in  the  Indian  tongue,  who  roiilirm  the  same,  lie- 
ing  reiuly,  when  necessary  and  on  beiuK  I'pquired,  to  ratify  this 
on  oath.  Thus  done  at  Fort  Nassau,  on  the  South  river  of

Extract  of  the  letter  of  Qerrit  Bicker,  Commandant  of  Fort  Com- 
mier  to  Petrus  Stuj/vesant,  Director  General  in  New  Nether- 
.  land,  unthout  date  and  signature. 

Yesterday,  the  1^  June,  your  Honor's  very  welcome  letter 
was  handed  to  me  by  Lourens  Hansen,  to  which  this  shall  serve 
as  answer. 

On  the  last  of  May,  I  descried  a  sail,  but  not  knowing  what 
it  was,  sent  Adriaen  van  Tienhoven  in  company  with  some  free 
men  to  ascertain  the  particulars;  who  unexpectedly  returned 
hither  on  the  next  day  about  two  hours  l>efore  the  ship,  with 
intelligence,  that  she  was  a  Swedish  vessel  full  of  people  with 
a  new  Governor,  and  that  he  will  have  this  place  and  fort,  as 
it  stood  on  fcround  belonging  to  the  Crown,  as  they  ,al Iege<l ; 
about  an  hour  after  this  news,  came  Captain  Swan  Schote  with 
the  ship's  boat  and  about  twenty  soldiers,  who  on  coming  up, 
I  welcomed  as  friends,  judging  that  if  he  wished  to  attempt 
anything,  he  would  at  least  give  notice.  But  on  the  contrary, 
he  made  his  men  come  quickly  in  with  him,  and  at  the  point 
of  the  sword,  demanded  the  surrender  of  the  river  and  of  the 
fort.  Though  1  complained,  I  could,  with  difficulty  obtain 
resi)ite  enough  to  send  two  Deputies  on  board  to  demand  of 
the  Governor  his  commission  and  a  little  time  for  consultation ; 
but  before  the  messengers  had  got  on  board,  two  shotted  guns 
were  ftred  over  the  fort,  as  a  signal;  whereupon  the  people  im- 
mediately were  deprived  of  their  side  arms,  and  aim  was  taken 
to  fire  at  them,  because  they  did  not  surrender  their  pieces 
which  were  immediately  torn  from  their  shoulders;  and  the 
guns  at  the  bastions  were  forthwith  manned;  the  messengers 
rotiirninir,  brought  word  that  he  would  not  give  an  hour's  de- 
lay, and  that  he  had  his  commission  on  board  the  ship  and 
that  we  should  soon  see  its  bullets;  and  the  soldiers  were  forth- 
with driven  out  the  fort  and  their  property  detained  as  well  aa 
mine,  and  I  could  scarcely  induce  him,  by  prayer,  not  to  be 
turned  out  nailed  with  his  wife  and  children;  and  all  the  pro- 
perty in  this  fort  w^is  confiscated  by  them;  yea,  the  very  grain, 
Mnd  thev  have  hardly  left  me  enough  to  live  with,  etc. 
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The  Governor  avserte  that  Her  MAjeHty  of  Sweden  hath  per- 
niiiMiioD  from  thvir  Ht(;h  Hightinessee  to  tuke  prompt  possession 
of  this  river. 


Extract  of  the  letter  mrUtwi  by  the  Hon"'  Peter  Stuyvesant,  JH- 
rector  General  in  New  Netkerlattd,  to  the  Directors  of  the  Weal 
India  Company,  Chamber  at  Amnterdam.  Dated  37"  July 
1654. 

A  s])ip  arrived  last  Hay,  In  the  Soiitli  River  of  New  Nether- 
land,  said  to  belong  to  the  crown  of  Sweden,  with  some  [Con- 
siderable reinforcements;  about,  as  js  In  stated,  three  hundred 
souls,  with  a  new  Governor,  who  lyin^  in  front  of  our  Fort 
Casimier  Bred  two  @  three  guns  as  a  salute.  Whereupon  SO 
@  80  armed  soldiers  landed  from  thu  ship  and  were  duly 
welcomed  on  shore,  in  front  of  the  gate  of  the  fort  by  our 
Commandaut  there,  named  Gerrit  Bi<!ker;  thereupon  conducted 
through  the  gate,  which  itood  open,  Into  the  fort,  where 
being  come,  they  Immediately  divided  themselves,  dome  to 
the  liastions  or  bulwarks  of  the  fort,  others  overjiowered  the 
few  men  belonging  to  the  Company,  being  at  the  tiuic  10  or  12 
soldiers,  and  in  thip  manner  made  themselvea  masters  of  the 
fort.  Seven  or  eight  of  the  Company's  soldiers  havf  come 
hither  with  Adrloen  van  Tienhoven.  The  remainder,  with 
Commandant  Bicker  and  almost  all  the  freemen,  have  remained 
there,  and  taken  the  oath  of  fidelity  to  the  new  Sweedish 
Governor. 

The  fuller  details  of  this  scandalous  surrender  of  the  above- 
iiientioned  fort,  and  the  tnilh  thereof,  your  Flonorscan  deduce 
from  the  annei:eil  I'upics  of  depositions  uiul  unsigned  letter  of 
the  above  named  Bicker  in  answer  to  mine,  which  we  have  re- 
ceived overland,  etc.

Before  me,  Cornelifl  van  Ruyven,  admitted  Reercfary  in  the 
service  of  the  West  India  Company,  in  New  ^elhe^land.  iip- 
jieiired  Adriaen  van  Tienhoven,  aRtsl  31  years,  a  native  of 
Br^uckelen,  late  Clerk  at  the  Court  of  Justiee  of  the  South 
river,  who  at  the  requisition  of  Cornelis  van  Tienhoven,  Fis- 
cal, in  presence  of  and  l)efore  the  Hon"'  Nirasius  de  Sille,  ilrst 
Councillor  of  New  Netherland,  testifies  and  declares,  in  place 
and  on  promise  of  a  solemn  oath,  if  necessary,  that  It  is  true 
and  truthful  that  by  him,  the  deponent,  and  other  inhitbitants 
as  well  belonging  to  Fort  Casimier  as  freemen  thereabout,  was 
seen  on  the  evening  of  Saturday,  being  the  30'''  May,  a  ship. 
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without  knowing  whether  it  was  Dutch  or  Eug^lish,  or  of  other 
nation.  Whereupon  Commandant  Gerrit  Bicker  hoisted  the 
Prince's  flag  on  baid  fort  and  commanded  this  deponent  ac- 
companied by  four  freemen,  namely,  Egbert  Gerritse,  Cornel  is 
Teunisse,  Cornel  is  Mauri  tz  and  Peter  Harmans  to  proceed  to 
the  ship  aforesaid,  in  order  to  ascertain  whence  she  came. 
And  on  Sunday  forenoon,  about  8  o'clock,  he,  the  deponent, 
with  the  four  freemen,  returned  ashore  reporting  that  she  was 
a  Swedish  ship, having  on  board  a  new  Governor  of  the  Swedes, 
and  many  other  people;  also,  that  the  Swedes  intended  to  sur- 
prize and  capture  said  Fort  Casimier  for  the  (>rown  of  Sweden. 
Thereupon,  all  the  freemen  and  the  Hon***^  Company's  servants 
addressed  themselves  to  Commandant  Bicker,  and  requeste<l 
him  to  give  orders  for  defending  the  place.  To  which  Bicker 
answered:  What  should  I  do?  there  is  no  powder.  Heneitlier 
gave  nor  issued  any  order,  and  about  eleven  o'clock  in  the 
forneoon,  the  Swe^les  landed  armed,  to  the  number  of  about 
30  men,  whereupon  Bicker  went  to  meet  them,  saluting  and 
welcoming  them  and  led  them  into  the  fort,  of  which  they  imme- 
diately took  possession,  stripping  the  soldiers  of  all  their  arras 
including  their  side  arms.  He,  the  deponent,  seeing  that  Com- 
mandant Bicker  stood  still,  not  once  demanding  or  asking  for 
their  Commission  or  order  for  such  proceeding,  turned  to  the 
Captain  of  the  Swedes,  named  Swens  Schoote,  and  inquired  of 
him,  where  his  Commission  or  order  was?  To  which  he,  de- 
ponent, received  for  answer:  I  have  nothing  to  do  with  you; 
let  your  commander  speak.  Further,  he,  the  deponent,  asked 
Gerrit  Bicker  there  present,  whether  he  may  not  go  aboard 
to  see  whether  he  might  not  get  a  sight  of  the  Governor  John 
Rysingh's  Commission  or  order;  which  Bicker  allowed  him  to 
do.  Thereupon  went  he,  the  deponent,  iiccompanied  by  Peter 
Ebel,  Burgher  Serjeant,  on  board  and  requested  of  the  new 
Swedish  Governor  copy  of  any  Commission  or  order  he  might 
have  to  take  forcible  posession  of  Fort  Casimier,  situate  in  the 
South  river  of  New  Netherland,  and  the  lands  l)elonging  to  the 
llQjjbie  West  India  Company.  Whereunto  he  received  for 
answer  from  the  Swedish  Governor,  that  he  did  so  by  ordera 
from  Her  Majesty  in  Sweden,  who  said  lie,  had  sent  Ambassadors 
to  their  High  Mightinesses,  to  ascertain  whether  their  Hi^h 
Mightinesses  had  given  orders  and  instructions  to  build  Port 
Cjisimier  on  this  pl«ce,  and  to  usurp  the  bounds  of  the  terri- 
tory l>elonging  to  the  Crown;  whereunto,  as  the  Governor 
stated,  their  High  Mightinesses  had  answered,  that  Her  Majesty 
must  inquire  of  the  Hon***^  West  India  Company  about  it;  the 
Directors  of  which  had  also  given  for  answer,  that  they  had 
not   issued    any  orders  for  overstepping  the  Swedish  boand8» 
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much  iMfi  for  the  erection  of  Fort  Ou«[iuier;  and  thut  they  had 
further  told  the  Swedltih  AuibttHsndors:  If  our  people  are  In 
your  way  tfaere,drive  them  off.  Thereupon,  the  Goveruor  aliip- 
ped  hEm,  deponent,  on  the  breast,  and  tiuid  :  Go,  tell  your  dov- 
emor  that.

Before  nie,  Cornelin  van  Ruyven,  Ht-pretiiry  of  New  Nether- 
land  rei'iding  in  Fort  Anidterdnni  in  New  Netherlatid.  appeared 
the  worthy  Peter  El>el,  of  Meckelenbiircli,  freemiin,  aged  about 
-to  years,  who  on  thi- requisition  nf  ri)rnpliH  van  Tienhoven, 
Fiscal  of  New  Netherland.  iu  prt-sence  luid  iieforo  the  Hon"' 
Mr.  NicHHlusdeHille,  fIrHt  Councillor,  testllier)  iind  dec;lareN  in 
place  and  on  prouilwr  of  a  Kolenin  oath,  if  Tiepesnary,  that  it  Ik 
true  and  certain  that  by  him  thi^  deponent  and  other  inhabit- 
ants l>otli  of  Fort  Cahimier  iiinl  freenii'ii  thereuliout  was  iie»ii 
on  Saturday  eveninu,  beinc  tlie  W-  of  May,  ii  «hip  without 
knowing  .whether  Khe  wan  Kutcli.

l>le,  also  that  theSweilex  intcndeil  to  !<urpri/.e  and  eiipture  the 
aforesaid  Fort  Casinder  for  the  Crown  of  Sweden.  Tlit-reu]ion 
all  the  freemen  and  the  Hon''''  t'ompany'nHervantis  orat  lea!<t,  a 
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majority  of  tbem  (he,  the  deponent,  especially,  being  Sergeant 
of  the  burghers) ,  addressed  themselves  to  the  Commandant  and 
requested  that  he  would  give  orders  for  defence.  To  which 
Bicker  answered :  What  should  I  do?  He  did  not  give  nor 
issue  any  order ;  the  deponent  requested  the  Commandant  to 
allow  the  gates  to  be  locke<1,  which  he  did  not.  About  eleven 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  the  Swedes,  with  about  80  men  armed, 
landed  from  on  board  the  ship  which  fired  shotted  guns  over 
the  fort.  Although  advised  of  the  designs  of  the  Swedes,  and 
seeing  the  armed  soldiers  land  with  a  Captain  and  Lieutenant, 
the  Commandant,  without  giving  any  orders  to  the  soldiers 
nor  directing  them  to  see  to  their  arms,  nor  providing  them 
with  powder,  which  he  said  he  had  not,  went  out  of  the  fort 
to  welcome,  receive  and  conduct  the  Swedes  into  the  fort,  of 
which  they  immediately  took  i  ossession  of  and  disarmed  the 
soldiers  to  such  a  degree  that  they  could  not  retain  their  side 
arms.  Tiiis  being  accomplished,  the  beforenamed  Command- 
ant Bicker  commanded  Adriaen  van  Tienhoven,  and  requested 
this  deponent,  to  go  to  the  Swedish  ship  and  the  newly  arrived 
Swedish  Cxovernor  to  inquire  and  ask  the  reasons,  and  by  what 
authority  his  men  forcibly  took  possession  of,  and  invaderl 
'  Port  Casimier,  situate  on  the  South  river  of  New  Netherland, 
for  and  in  the  name  of  the  Crown  of  Sweden.  The  Swedish 
Governor,  whose  name  is  John  Rysingh,  answered  that  he  did 
so  by  authority  of  her  Majesty  in  Sweden,  who,  he  also  stated, 
had  sent  Ambassadors  to  their  High  Mightinesses  to  ascertain 
if  their  Hi^h  Mightinesses  had  authorized  and  ordered  to  lo- 
cate Fort  Casimier  at  this  place,  and  to  encroach  on  the  limits 
of  territory  l>elonging  to  the  Crown.  To  which  as  the  Governor 
alleged,  their  High  Mightinesses  answered,  No.  Also,  that  her 
Majesty  had  addressed  the  West  India  Company,  whose  Direc- 
tors had  given  for  answer,  that  they  had  not  autiiorized  the  en- 
croachment on  the  Swedish  limits,  much  less  the  building  of 
Fort  Casimier  in  the  South  river,  and  that  they  had  further 
told  the  Swedish  Ambassadors:  If  our  people  are  in  your  way 
there,  drive  them  oflf.  Moreover,  the  Governor,  thereupon, 
slapped  Adriaen  van  Tienhoven  on  the  breast  with  his  hand 
and  said  :  Go  your  way  and  tell  your  Governor  that.  Adriaen 
van  Tienlioven  and  he,  the  deponent,  coming  ashore,  found 
the  fort  occupied,  Swedish  sentinels  by  the  guns  on  the  walls, 
without  whose  permission  they  could  not  enter  the  fort.  This, 
the  deponent  declares  to  he  true  and  certain,  offering  to  verify 
the  same  !>y  an  oath  if  iieceshary  and  when  required.

As  this  is  a  matter  of 
greater  consequence  than  can  \ye  decided  among  Servants,  who 
must  only  obey  orders,  the  Sovereigns  on  both  sides  have  to 
settle  this  matter  among  themselves,  and  agree  among  them- 
selves about  it,  etc.

Capitulation  and  Conditions  on  which  Fort  Casimier  is  surreal' 
dered  into  the  hands  of  the  Hon^ble  Director  Petrus  Stupvesant 
by  the  Commandant  Stven  Schuts. 

First.  The  Commandant  shall,  whenever  he  pleases  and  has 
an  opportunity  by  ttie  arrival  of  Royal  or  private  ships,  be  at 
liberty  to  remove  from  this  Fort  Casimier,  the  guns  belonging 
to  the  Crown,  both  large  and  small,  consisting,  according^  to 
the  return  of  the  Commandant,  of  four  iron  14  pounders  and 
five  guns  for  canister  shot  {schroot  stuvken)  ;  to  wit,  four  small 
and  one  large. 

Secondly.  As  a  body  guard  to  the  Commandant,  twelve  men 
fully  accoutred  and  with  the  Royal  Ensign  shall  march  out  of 
the  fort,  the  remainder  only  with  their  side  arms;  on  condition 
that  the  guns  and  muskets  belonging  to  the  Crown,  shall  be 
and  remam  at  the  disposal  of  the  Commandant,  to  remove  or 
have  them  removed  from  the  fort,  whenever  the  Commandant 
shall  have  an  opportunity. 

Thirdly.  All  his  private  movables  shall  be  delivered  un- 
damaged to  the  Commandant,  to  take  away  with  him,  or  to 
have  them  removed  whenever  he  pleases,  together  with  the 
property  of  all  the  officers.

Which  being  considered,  it  is  resolved  and  concluded  to  ex- 
amine further  the  information  on  the  same  subject,  heretofore 
sent  in  by  the  Directors  of  the  West  India  Company  of  this 
country  to  their  High  Mightinesses,  in  order  when  such  is  ex- 
amined, furtlier  resolution  may  be  adopted  in  the  matter  afore- 
said, as  shall  be  deeuied  proper.

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forreiteouH  eet  forth  iu  tlie  aforetmid  Meiuurial,  to  be  pleiwtHl  10 
Mmaao,  for  the  retli'wis  of  bucIi  iude<:eiit  proceedings  of  the  Hfure- 
Aaid  West  Indltk  CouipaDy  of  this  conutry,  Huch  prompt  order 
^u  equity,  JutAIce  and  mutual  frlendiihEii  betweeo  both  KtitloiiK 
cftnd  the  Importance  of  the  matter  itiieir,  demand.

5.— And  whilst  tlie  government  of  Amsterdam  hath  im  in- 
tention to  exteint  any  authority  or  power  abroad,  but  merely 
•Uvlgiin  to  promote  commerce,  which  is  the  soul  of  tlilKCity,  m> 
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it  will  be  content  to  make  over  and  convey  everything  of  the 
(./Onipany  uforeBaid,  in  case  their  High  Mightuesses  and  the 
Company  aforesaid  be  inclined  to  reimburse,  within  the  first 
ten  years,  to  the  City  of  Amsterdam,  the  moneys  disbarsed 
with  simple  interest  at  5  percent  yearly,  on  condition  that  the 
said  Com[)any,  in  such  case,  remain  bound  to  make  (cood  to 
tlie  Colonists  the  Agreement  heretofore  drawn  up  and  hereunto 
annexed.

I>ruft  of  Conditions  to  be  offered  to  those  who  may  he  setU  as 
C oh  mists  to  New  Nttherland,     Received  12  August,  165ft. 

1.— The  Colonists  should  go  thither  in  suitable  ships  with 
their  families,  requisite  household  furniture  and  additional 
necessaries;  for  whicli  puri)ose  license  shall  be  applied  for  and 
obtained  from  the  Amsterdam  Chamber  of  the  West  India 
Company. 

The  City  of  Amsterdam  may  make  the  liest  agreement  it  can 
with  the  skippers  for  the  transportation  of  both  people  and 
goods. 

8.— Said  City  is  to  advance  the  passage  money,  on  condition 
that  it  be  hereafter  repaid  to  the  City  in  manner  hereinafter 
mentioned. 

4.  —To  the  end  that  the  said  Colonists  may  gain  their  liveli- 
hood there  safely,  honestly  and  prosperously,  the  City  aforesaid 
doth  iH^forehand  guarantee  as  follows: 

5.— First.  Said  (.-ity  shall  provide  and  assign  a  fruitful  soil 
in  a  healthy  and  temperate  climate,  watered  by  and  situated 
upon  a  fresh  water  river  which  can  be  navigated  by  large  ships; 
for  which  purpose  an  agreement  shall  be  previously  made 
with  the  West  India  Company  for  a  place  at  its  disposal  and 
to  which  no  other  persons  have  any  claim. 

r».  — Here  the  City  shall  lay  out  a  proi>er  piece  of  land  on  a 
river  sivle  for  a  safe  habitation  and  residence  of  the  Colonists, 
and  fortify  it  with  a  ditch  without  and  a  wall  within;  and 
divide  the  inclosed  land  into  streets,a  market  and  lots  suitable 
for  the  use  as  well  of  traders  and  mechanics  as  of  farmers;  and 
all  this  at  the  expense  of  the  city. 

7.— The  City  of  Amsterdam  shall  send  thither  a  proper  i>er- 
soii  for  Schoolmaster,  who  shall  also  read  the  Holy  Scriptures 
and  si*t  the  Psalms. 
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8.— The  Citf  of  Amf<terdaiii  shall  proviHionally  and  until  fur- 
ther opportunity  provide  the  salary  of  said  School  master. 

9. — And  to  the  eud  that  the  Coloiiifta  Koiug  thitlier,  may  be 
provided  with  all  proper  iiefessariea.as  far  as  pobeible,the  City 
of  Amsterdam  shall  (urniHli  them  for  unuyear  with  clothiiitic  and 
all  sorts  of  seed  grbiri:  aad,  moreover,  shall  build,  in  the  plac« 
aforesaid,  a  large  mai^azine  or  warehouse,  wherein  it  shall  keep 
ull  Borts  bf  hrth^es,  both  fur  cloth  inland  the  KubHi^tencn  of  the 
people  nnd  supply  them  with  all  sorts  of  seed  grain;  it  shall, 
likewise,  keep  a  factor  there,  who  shall  furnish  everythinir 
neceMwry  for  clothing,  housekeeping  and  farming,  and  sell 
these  at  the  same  prices  they  are  sold  here,  the  CoiupHny's  cus- 
tom excepted. 

10.  — Concerning  the  Company's  eiiotoni,  the  City  shall  agree 
therefore  as  favorably  as  possible  and  especially  that  the  duty 
to  be  paid  in  New  Netherlantl,  shall  be  employed  in  building 
nnd  maintaining  public  works  by  those  thereunto  to  be  au 
thorized  by  the  West  India  Company  and  the  City. 

II.— The  said  fortified  place  allotted  for  the  residence  of  the 
Colonists  whether  palled  a  city  or  town,  shall  l>e  regulated  In 
matters  of  Police  ami  the  administration  o(  justice  in  tliesanie 
iiinnner  an  here  in  Amsterdam,  whereof  the  practice  and  cus- 
tom, particularly  In  re^rd  to  deKi«ntH,  shall  be  ndhere<l  to. 

12.— They  shall  flrst  have  one  Schixit  or  otllcer  as  the  head  of 
Justice,  instructed  as  is  the  custom  here. 

13.— The  Schout  shall  be  appointed  in  the  name  of  their  High 
Miiclitinesses  and  the  West  India  Company,  by  the  Deputies  of 
Amsteniam,  who,  for  this  purpose  shall  give  authority  to  the 
Director  by  a  power  of  Attorney. 

14.^They  shall,  moreover,  have  three  Burgomasters,  who 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  common  Burghers,  from  the  liimcst- 
est,  fittest  and  richest. 

15.— And  Ave  or  seven  Scheiiens, 
the  Burifhers  shall  nominate  a  <lou 
the  Director,  by  power  of  attorney, 
may  make  an  election  from  them. 

16.  —On  the  increase  of  the  city  or  town  to  two  liundred  fam*- 
lies  or  upwards,  these  shall  choose  a  Common  iJotincil  of  XXI 
persons, who  shall  meet  with  the  Burgomasters, and  resi)lve  tn- 
ficether  on  all  matters  relating  to  the  <;ity  government ;  hut  this 
Common  Council,  once  instituted,  shall  thereafter  have  powt-r, 
in  case  of  the  death  of  one  or  more  of  its  iiiemlwrs,  to  fill  va- 
cancies by  a  new  election,  unanimously,  or  by  plurnlity,  of 
Totes;  in  like  manner  the  said  Common  Council  shall  iLoiiually 
choose  the  Burgomasters  in  manner  as  afuresaiii,  and  also  have

17.— The  8che[>en.s  shall  give  judgments  for  all  sums  under 
one  hundred  guilders;  but  in  caKes  exceeding  one  hundred 
guilders,  the  party  aggrieveii  shall  be  allowed  an  appeal  to  the 
Director- General  and  Council  of  New  Netherland. 

18.  —Said  Schei>en8  shall  also  pronounce  sentence  in  all  crim- 
inal cases,  but  an  api>eal  therefrom  shall  l>e  provisionally  al- 
lowe<l. 

19. — The  City  of  Amsterdam  shall  agree  with  a  smith,  u 
wh(»elwright  and  a  carpenter  to  go  and  live  there  for  the  <*on- 
venience  and  service  of  the  Colonists. 

20. — The  City  of  Amsterdam  aforesaid,  shall  divide  all  the 
lands  round  about  said  town  or  city,  into  suitable  fields  for 
plough  land,  pasture  and  meadow  land,  laid  out  on  proper 
roads  for  going  to,  and  coming  from,  them. 

21.— Every  i>erson  who  will  follow  farming  shall  have  in  free, 
fast  and  durable  property,  as  many  morgens,  as  well  of  plough 
land  as  of  piisture  and  meadow,  as  he  and  his  family  will  be 
able  to  improve,  and  will  require  for  grazing,  be  it  20  (ti  30  or 
more  morgens;  provided  all  such  lands  which  will  be  given  and 
conveyeti  in  fee  to  each  of  the  Colonists,  shall  by  them  in  two 
years  from  the  conveyance,  be  brought  under  cultivation,  ou 
penalty  of  the  same  being  taken  froui  them  and  given  to  others. 

22-  —  Each  of  the  Colonists  shall  settle  and  use  his  land  freely, 
without  paying  poundage,  horn  money  or  salt  money,  for  ten 
years,  reckoning  from  the  year  in  which  the  land  is  first  sown 
or  ptistured;  which  ten  yetirs  being  expired,  they  shall  not  be 
taxed  higher  than  those  who  are  taxed  lowest  in  any  other  dis- 
trict under  the  government  of  the  Directors  of  the  West  India 
Company,  in  New  Netherland.  They  shall,  also,  l)e  exempt 
from  tenths  for  the  term  of  twenty  years  reckoning  from  the 
year  in  which  the  lands  will  be  first  sown;  and  on  the  expira- 
tion of  said  20  years,  the  tenths  shall  then  \ye  paid  to  the  City 
of  Amsterdam;  with  the  understanding  always,  that  half  of 
these  tenths  shall  be  expended  for  the  support  of  the  pub  Mr 
works  and  of  the  persons  employed  in  the  public  service  there. 
In  like  manner,  also,  whenever  any  poundage  or  other  t^ixes 
sliall  be  paid.themoney  shall  be  employed  in  constructing  uub- 
lie  works  and  keeping  them  in  repair,  and  in  defraying  the 
salaries  of  persons  in  service  in  that  country. 

2:J.--Tho  City  of  Amsterdam  should  make  arrangements  that 
ships  shall  be  continually  and  consecutively  sent  from  Holland 
to  loa<l  and  bring  over  grain,  seed,  timber,  and  all  other  pro- 
duce most  ))rofi table  to  the  Colonists,  who  shall,  in  like  man-

ner,  be  at  liberty  to  charter  private  vessels,  provided  tliey  lie 
coDfligaed  to  tlie  City  of  Aiusterdam. 

24. -T Wherefore,  the  City  of  Amsterdam  shall  have  proper 
storehouseB  here  for  the  storage  of  the  grain  and  other  prop> 
erty  of  the  Colonists,  to  be  sold  for  the  benefit  of  the  same,  and 
shall  return  the  proceeds  thereof  in  such  articles  as  the  owners 
shall  direct,  deducting  only  two  per  cent  for  commission,  and 
ouetenth  of  the  net  proceeds  in  payment  of  the  disbursements 
made  by  the  said  City  for  the  freight  and  passage  of  the  i>ersons 
and  goods  of  the  Colonists;  and  that  until  the  aforesaid  dis- 
bursements are  refunded  and  no  longer. 

25. — The  Colonists  in  New  Netherland  shall  be  at  liberty  to 
take  out  of  the  City's  warehouse  whatever  they  may  require, 
at  the  fixed  price,  provided  the  account  thereof  be  transmitted 
inrlth  the  Colonists*  goods,  in  order  to  be  deducted  therefrom. 

26.— The  Colonists  may,  for  building  houses  and  vensels  and 
carrying  on  trade,  cut  as  much  timber  as  they  think  fit,  with- 
out  paying  anything  therefor,  not  only  in  the  nearest  and  most 
convenient  forests,  but  also  in  any  other  plm^es  situate  in  the 
district,  and  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Company  in  New 
Netherland,  and  not  alrady  granted  to  and  owned  by  any  priv- 
ate i)erson,  provide<l  they  subukit  to  the  regulation  in  that  be- 
half made,  or  hereafter  to  be  made,  as  in  Article  28. 

27. — The  Burgomasters  of  Amsterdam  as  founders  and  Pa- 
troons,  and  as  possessors  of  the  jurisdiction,  shall  appoint  the 
secretary,  messenger,  and  other  inferior  oflficers. 

28.  —Hunting  in  the  woods  and  fishing  in  all  the  waters  and 
rivers,  not  heretofore  owne<l  by  other  persons,  sliall  be  free  to 
each  of  the  Colonists,  under  certain  regulations  to  be  made  re- 
specting them,  by  authority  of  the  Company,  or  their  High 
Mightinesses. 

29.— The  City  of  Amsterdam  shall  provide  lor  the  transporta- 
tion of  all  tools  and  farming  implements, free  and  without  pay- 
ing any  duty. 

30. — And  in  regard  to  articles  which  are  sent  as  merchandise, 
they  shall  pay  to  the  Directors  of  the  West  India  C'ompany,  as 
iiuty,  according  to  the  specification  in  the  subjoined

Which  goods  may  then,  he  l;.d.-ii  wiili  tile  (V>mpain-s  know- 
ledge, in  any  vessel  or  vi'ss<'ls  the  siifd  City  will  lie  aide  to  ob- 
tain. 
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If  the  City  of  Amsterdam  Bhall  Bhip  any  p^oods  or  freight  in 
any  vessel  ffoing  to  New  Netherlands  it  shall  submit  to  the  same 
regulations  as  others. 

But  if  the  City  of  Amsterdam  shall  send  away  its  own,  or 
any  chartered  ship,  laden  only  with  its  own  goods,  it  shall 
send  that  ship  or  ships  directly  to  its  own  city,  town  or  Colonie, 
provided  that  all  the  goods  put  on  board  be  opened  in  the 
City's  warehouse  there  in  the  presence  of  some  person  be- 
longing to  the  Company  appointed  for  that  purpose,  to  whom 
also  the  letters  and  commission  from  the  Company  shall  be 
delivered. 

In  like  manner  all  wares,  produce  or  merchandise  imported 
from  the  City's  Colonie  must  be  brought  whole  into  the  City 
here  and  opened  in  the  City's  warehouse  in  the  presence  of  a 
person  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Company,  and  the 
duties  due  to  the  Country  and  the  Company  must  be  paid 
thereon.

^tnorabte.  Worshipful,  Wise  and  Prudent  Gentlemen  : 
My  last  to  your  Honors  was  dated  the  26"'  December,lS56,and 
M  written  from  the  Texel,  when  1  went  to  sea  and  set  sail 
1  tbe  ship  Prins  Maurits,  Mr.  Dirck  Cornetiss"  honingb,  and 
IB  Bbips  £eer  and  Qetdersche  Blom,  wliicli  performed  the  office 
'.  Admiral,  as  the  above  mentioned  vessel  wns  greatly  clogged, 
id  it  was  discovered,  also  thut  neither  the  skipper,  pilot  nor 
ly  superior  officer  belonging  to  the  ship,  had  ever  been  in 
■w  Netherland,  or  frequented  its  coast.  But  indlRerent  luek 
illowed  this  arrangement,  for  in  the  night  of  the  SB"  of  the 
tiue  uioath,  these  throe  ships,  overtaken  by  bad  weather  or 
■torm  was  wparated  from  each  other;  they  from  ours  and 
e  from  theirs.  We  afterwards,  experienced  now  an<l  then, 
I  vers  inconveniences,  from  the  sails,  which  were  blown  out  of 
10  bolts,  from  the  shot,  which  rolled  out  of  f he curriages,  and 
om  the  breaking  and  shippintrof  the  sea.  which  rushed  so  heav- 
jr  and  impetuously  over  the  deck  as  to  make  a  large  crack  or 
18- Vol.  V. 
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vent  in  a  certain  great  beam  called  the  fisiier ;  six  or  seven  of  the 
crew  went  very  near  being  swept  overboard  at  once  by  a  sea, 
which, however, happily  flowed  by.  As  the  ship  was  a  bad  sailer, 
the  southern  course  was  chosen.  Having  reached  as  far  as  the 
22**  degree  of  North  latitude  on  the  17'**  of  February,  the  course 
was  changed  in  order  to  expedite  our  voyaere,  and.  land  was 
descried  a  little  south  of  Cape  Romaine,  whence  we  sailed  for- 
ward and  sometimes  saw  some  low  land,  which  created  a  hope 
that  we  should  arrive  with  the  above  named  ship  in  a  few  days 
at  the  Manhattes.  The  Lord  God  not  vouchsafing  this,  through 
the  ignorance  of  the  skipper,  pilot  and  other  of  the  ship's 
officers,  about  eleven  o'clock  on  the  night  of  the  S'**  of  March, 
after  we  had  sailed  that  day  ip  26,  18  and  16  fathoms  of  water, 
although  the  skipper,  pursuant  to  my  customary  warning,  had 
promised,  not  an  hour  before,  to  take  good  care  and  not  to 
spare  the  lead,  and  that  he  should  quickly  cast  anchor  and 
then  come  into  the  cabin,  to  report  or  communicate  the  matter, 
yet  the  men  unexpectedly  called  out  eight  and  nine  fathoms. 
Wishing,  thereupon,  to  tack,  and  the  ship  refusing  she  im- 
mediately struck,  and  so  shoved,  which  she  afterwards  con- 
tinued to  do  harder  and  harder,  so  that  we  were  not  a  moment 
certain  whether  we  should  leave  there  alive  or  perish.  After 
passing  through  most  of  the  darkness  of  that  night  in  the 
greatest  anxiety  and  fear  we  found  ourselves,  at  day- break, 
about  a  gunshot  from  the  shore,  but  being  between  the  shoals 
and  the  strand  in  such  a  bad  position,  and  ignorant  whether 
this  place  was  south  or  north  of  the  Manhattes,  it  was  unan- 
imouslv  resolved,  first  to  save  our  lives  and  then  to  exert 
every  nerve  to  save  as  much  as  we  possibly  could.  Accord-* 
iugly  on  the  O"*  of  March,  in  severe,  bitter  and  freezing  weather, 
with  drifting  ice,  after  great  trouble,  through  dangerous 
breakers  in  a  very  leaky  boat,  with  considerable  water  in  it, 
we  succeeded  in  reaching  the  shore  on  a  broken  spit  or  fore- 
land, on  which  neither  bush  nor  grass  grew,  nor  was  any  tree 
or  fire- wood  to  be  found.  On  the  third  day  we,  for  the  first 
time,  saw  and  spoke  some  Indians,  who  informed  us  that  it 
was  the  foreland  of  Long  Island,  and  that  the  place  was  called 
Secoutagh.  Meanwhile,  the  ship  getting  nearer  the  shore  we. 
from  time  to  time,  unloaded  and  saved  all  the  dry  articles. 
Having  met  and  experience<l  this  misfortune,  I  sent  an  Indian 
with  advice  thereof,  to  General  Stuyvesant,  who  immediately 
sent  us  a  small  sloop  and  came, himself, on  the  second  day  after, 
to  us  at  the  above  mentioned  place,  which  lies  about  twenty 
leagues  north  of  the  Manhattes.  On  the  other,  or  land,  sidt* 
of  said  place,  a  small  opening  or  inlet  to  a  river  has  been  dis- 
covered, which  a  small  sloop  can  ent«r;  but  most  of  thego<>ds 
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were  brought  over  load  to  the  other  Hide  tu  be  loaded  on  tlie 
river!  Working,  with  great  labor  and  industry,  I  have  dis- 
charged moat  all  of  the  good^  as  far  ax  it  was  possible,  and 
brought  them  to  the  above  iMined  place;  but  before  tliey  could 
ail  be  got  out  the  ship  stove  into  a  thousand  spllntersand  piecep. 
But  to  transport  the  wood  work  from  the  above  named  place 
hither,  is  not  worth  the  freiglit  and  eipenee;  l>eHideH,  the  stone, 
tiles,  lime,  coals,  etc,  are  lost  and  washed  away.  The  other 
remaining  goods  are,  aoconling  to  speei  Heat  ion,  put  on  board 
nine  craft, both  yachts  and  scliooners,  with  a  perfect  account  of 
what  goods  are  shtpi>ed  in  each, be  conveyed  to  the  Manhattes, 
where,  being  come,  1  have  twen  obliged,  and  have  rec^olved,  for 
the  proseoution  of  the  voyage,  to  hire  the  ship  the  Vergulth 
Aever,  agrees  by  to  the  charter  partly  thereof,and  have  agreed  to 
pay  three  thonsand  guilders, Holland  currency,  for  tiie  freight; 
whereby  the  expenses  here  will  l>e  somewhat  increased.  To  meet 
this,  I  shall  be  obliged  to  make  use  of  some  of  the  cargoes,  as 
these  oouimand  a  higher  price  here,  such  an  duffels,  (a^.  3j  and 
(■i).  4  gt.  the  ell;  the  linen,  11)  to  »0  stivers  the  ell,  and  others 
in  proportion.  But  on  the  other  hand  the  freight  of  the  slilp 
Priiis  Maurits,  for  the  term  of  four  or  Ave  months,  with  tlie 
monthly  wages  and  vietuitllngof  thewaman,  would  not  amount 
to  less.  I  am,  fiod  knows,  most  sorry  that  this  misfortune 
should  just  now  overtake  me  and  all  the  rest,  in  the  Hrst  shli) 
proceeding  thither,  and  superadd,  moreover,  such  labor  and 
inconvenience  that,  I  fear,  we  shall  yet  pay  dear  for  it.  In 
the  meantime,  I  trust  and  will  not  doubt  that  Almighty  <ii»I 
will  bless  and  prosi>er  the  well  begun  affair  of  the  Colonii- 
which  appears  considerable. 

In  regard  to  the  season  of  dispatching  ships  for  the  winter. 
'tis  better  that  they  l>e  ready,  and.  if  i)os»ible,  sail  in  the  last 
of  September  or  beginning  of  Octot^er,  so  as  to  be  here  in  Decem- 
ber, or  by  the  middle  of  that  month,  when  It  is  still  fair,  mild 
and  ordinarily  good  weather,  as  good  prepnrntionH  can  then 
be  timely  made  for  whatever  is  necessary  to  \w  done  in  the  win- 
ter, so  that  everything  may  lie  seasonably  ready  in  the  spring' 
The  latter  part  of  the  winter  has  been  severe,  and,  u))  to  April, 
the  weather  has  lieen  cold,  rough  and  disagreeable.  The  most 
of  that  time  Is  now  lost,  but  had  we  arrived  all  safely,  I  could 
not,  at  the  south  be  10  or  14  days  more  forward,  as  the  shit)s, 
the  Qeldtrache  Blom  and  the  Beer,  which  arrived  some  1(1  days 
aft«r,  would  have  taken  all  the  month  of  April  ere  they  could 
be  nnloaded  and  the  goods  again  transhipped;  but  by  contin- 
ual, steady,  vigorous  and  nnceasing  exertions,  we  have  now 
brouirht  things  so  far  (hat  the  ship  the  Barer  is  now  fully  laden. 
Your  Honors  will  pleAse.ln  future.tu  nliserve,  above  all  things. 
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that  one  of  the  officers  of  the  ships  coming  hither,  whether 
skipper  or  pilot,  be  somewhat  conversant  with  tills  coast,  or 
hath  sailed  hither;  many  sucl\  are  now  to  be  found  and  easy 
to  be  got.  It  will  also  be  most  necessary,  if  not  already  done, 
that  I  be  immediately  provided  with  some  suitable  little  ves- 
sels, to  wit:  ohe  or  two  prams,  which  are  here  called,  also, 
scows  or  champanSj  a  good  row  boat,  a  sloop  of  nine  or  ten 
lasts  and  a  schooner.  The  boat  is  more  required;  without  it 
much  cannot  be  accomplished  here. 

As  stone  and  tiles  are  most  necessary,  please  to  supply  again, 
hereafter,  at  pleasure,  materials  of  which  I  am  now  stripped 
by  this  misfortune;  also,  smiths*  coals,  grindstones,  which  have 
remained  in  the  ship;  as  I  expect  to  be  able  to  get  suitable  tim- 
ber here  as  well  as  lime,  they  need  not  be  sent. 

I  understand  that  pork,  beef,  peas,  etc.,  are  to  be  had  cheaper 
here  than  they  can  be  sent  from  Holland,-  to  wit :  beef  and  pork 
at  4  and  5  stivers  the  pound;  peas,  three  or  3j  guilders  the 
skepel,  payable  in  merchandize,  such  as  duffels,  linen,  etc,  at 
aforesaid  prices.  And  such  cargoes  are  of  use  for  the  purchase 
of  cattle ;  therefore,  please  remember  to  send  some  of  these  ar- 
tides  continually;  as  the  cargoes  are  estimated  in  the  purchase 
of  beef  and  pork,  these  cannot  cost  above  two  or  three  and  a 
half  stivers  the  pound,  or  thereabout,  a  little  more  or  less,  m*- 
cording  to  circumstances,  so  that  many  expenses,  with  some 
freight  and  risk,  can  be  saved. 

The  ship  Bever  is  now  ready  to  sail  with  us  to  the  South 
River.  God  grant  we  may  arrive  there  spee<lily  and  in  safety. 
It  will  be  ne(fessary  that  a  proper  warehouse  be  got  ready 
yonder,  and  set  up,  and  being  again  taken  tt>  pieces,  be  sent, 
with  its  appurtenances,  by  the  first  opportunity,  as.  here  with- 
out materials,  good  tools  and  carpenters,  none  of  those  sent 
over  as  servants  being  al)le  to  make  anything  good  or  suitable, 
it  will  be  a  long  and  tedious  job.  I  shall  require  also,  a  pro- 
per young  man  who  is  somewhat  ready  and  apt  at  the  pen,  to 
serve  me  as  clerk  or  secretary,  and  to  write  down  and  enter  the 
<laily  occurring  events,  and,  moreover,  to  copy  what  may  be 
found  necessary. 

In  like  manner,  should  more  ships  and  people  come  here,  it 
will  fall  somewhat  heavy  on  Commissary  Teynevelt,  a«  he  is 
already  pretty  well  advanced  in  years,  and  about  sixty  years  of 
age. 

Should  a  person  suited  for  the  office  of  Schout  oflfer  himself, 
))Iease  make  no  delay  in  the  matter,  as,  when  more  people  come 
here,  such  an  officer  cannot  be  well  dispensed  with  among  new 
and  rough  people. 

I  also   fully  hojMJ,  and    have  placed   my  entire  reliance  on  a 
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elflrgjiuan  couiiat;  over  in  the  fintt  8lii|>,  no  that  all  our  work 
mfty  begin  in  the  fear  of  (iocl.Aud  obtuiii  the  bleaeiDgof  the  Al- 
mlKhty;  thikt  those  tli&t  have  little  kiiowleUKe  or  light  may 
not  become  backiiliderB;  &nd  those  who  are  xtill  weak  in  the 
faith  may  be  further  strengthened.  A  learned  and  aged  mail 
who  hath  good  gifts  and  Is  well  aoqoaiiited  and  conversant 
with  chureh  govemiuent,  would  be  uf  much  ii§e  there.  This 
tthoald  not  be  deferred,  as  It  is  a  scan'lal  not  to  hare  either 
Churvh  or  Minister  there,  whenever  any  of  tlii>  neighboring 
peopleand  even  those  who  Intend  to  nettle,  come.  1.  therefore, 
request  that  thia  may  be  taken  into  the  greatest  conBlderatlon, 
with  an  effort  to  accomplish  It  most  speedily. 

I  learn  and  understand  here  nothing  but  what  is  good  of  the 
lands  on  the  South  river.  The  original  deeds  of  purchase  are 
here  and  were  offered  to  be  delivered  to  me,  but  for  greater  se- 
curity I  have  determined  that  they  should  remain  here  in  the 
Secretary's  office  until  further  order,  taking  only  authentie 
copies  thereof,  which  are  here  inclosed,  to  wit :  N°  1  is  one  pre- 
paratory to  the  purchase  of  the  land;  N'  2  is  the  deed  of  it.  I 
also  send  a  deed  conveying  Port  Casiniyr,  now  New  Amstel,  and 
all  the  lands  thereunto  belonging.  Herewith  in  u,  He<-ond,  or 
other,  donation  dee<l  or  conveyani^e  of  some  prosente^l  hinds 
situate  on  the  east  bank,  as  well  as  of  a  portion  of  land  on  west 
side,  whereof  nu  deed  has  as  yet  lieen  given  by  General  Stny- 
vesaot,  because  he  hath  no  siteolal  instruction  retrm'iling  It 
from  the  Directors;  this  they  can  do  on  some  future  oci-asiun. 

There  being  other  good  lands  which,  I  undersnind,  are  use. 
ful  to  the  Cotonle,  I  shall,  from  time  tu  time,  write  over  about 
them  and  {ibout  other  circumstances.  There  are  a  great  many 
people  here  who  request  permission  to  go  to  the  thiutli  river 
on  the  conditions  grante<l  by  the  city.  I  told  them  they  could 
communicate  their  desire  to  me  in  a  written  application  when 
1  should  arrive  at  that  place,  and  I  should  then  make  every 
effort  to  accomodate  them  as  much  as  posxible,  but  I  shall  bear 
in  mind  to  include  therein  as  many  conditions,  for  the  ease  of 
uy  priuclpals,  as  can  he  benellcial  and  pro]M>r. 

In  order  to  prevent  disturbances,  it  will  also  be  neceswiry 
that  the  soldiers  be  placeil  on  a  certain  allowance  for  rationH, 
payable  to  them  in  kind  or  in  cash  weekly  or  monthly.  1  have 
notlce<1  that  such  Is  pi-ovisionally  llxed  at  sixty  guihlers  a  year, 
but  it  must  be  expected  that  your  honors  will,  moreover,  bt- 
pleased  to  direct  the  time  when  it  shall  commence  and  be  ob- 
served. In  my  opinion,  the  sum  of  sixty  guilders  In  too  little, 
and  I  think,  under  correction,  that  it  ml(;ht  beralseil  to  thirty 
stivers  per  week,  which  would  amount  to  seventy-eight  guild-

ers.     But  your  honors  will  please  to  dispose  hereof  as  you  will 
think  proper;  and  I  shall  pray  God, 

Honorable,  Worshipful,  Wise  and  Prudent  Gentlemen ! 
to  bless  your  administration  and  to  keep  your  persons  in  con- 
tinual health  and  prosperity.

VICE-DIRECTOR   ALRICKS   TO   THE    BURGOMASTERS 

OF  AMSTERDAM. 

Fort  New  Amstel,  T^  May,  A**  1657. 

High  Worshipful,  Most  Wise  and  Prudent  Lords: 

My  Lords:  As  you  have  been  pleased  to  employ,  and,  by 
(M)mmission  and  otherwise  to  cummaud  me  to  repair  to  the 
8outh  river,  there  to  perform  my  bounden  duty  to  your  Col- 
onie  to  that  end  I  embarked  on  the  21'^  December,  of  last  year, 
in  the  ship  Prins  Maurits,  with  one  hundred  and  thirteen  souls 
including  Colonists,  free  mechanics,  soldiers  and  attendants, 
together  with  sixteen  mat rosses,  in  all  129  souls,  and  proceeded 
with  them  on  the  proposed  voyage,  and  after  some  storm  and 
other  obstacles,  reached,  on  the  8^**  of  March,  the  vicinity  of  the 
Manhattes,  and  was  in  daily  expectation  of  arriving  there. 
But  the  Lord  God  did  not  vouchsafe  this,  for,  through  ignor- 
ance of  the  skipper  and  pilot  who  were  never  on  this  coast,  and 
of  other  officers  of  the  ship,  having  neared  the  shore  in  the  even- 
ing, she  immediately  grounded,  and  so  shove<l,  which  continued 
afterwards  harder  and  harder,  that  we  were  not  for  a  moment, 
sure  of  our  lives,  and  seing  no  escape  in  the  morning,  we  unani- 
mously resolved  to  save  ourselves  on  a  broken  coast,  which  we, 
some  days  later  understood  to  be  Long  Island, and  then  brought 
the  ship  as  close  to  the  beach  as  was  possible,  saved,  with  the 
greatest  labor,  most  of  the  goods  These  we  brought  over  the 
broken  coast  to  a  little  river  and,  whilst  there,  sent  for  nine 
several  sloops,  in  order  to  transport  in  them  whatever  was 
saved,  to  be  put  on  board  another  vessel.  An  agreement  was 
made  to  this  effect,  as  by  the  Charter  party,  with  the  skipper 
of  the  Bever,  when  at  the  Manhattes  or  New  Amsterdam.  I 
have  about  50  persons  more,  who  arrived  with  other  ships,  and 
in  order  to  go  to  the  Colonic,  have  also  taken  up  with  the  ship 
Bever,  which,  having  completed  her  cargo,  set  sail,  on  the  16*** 
of  April,  fronx  the  harbor  of  New  Amsterdam,  and  arrived  in 
the- Colonic  «nd  at  Fort  New  Amstel  on  the  21"'  ditto,  where  I 
have  been  put  in  possession  agreeably  to  the  deed  of  convevance 
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executed  for  lue  by  tliu  Director-Oenernl  in  Fort  !New  Aiu8t«r- 
<laiu.  Authenticutetl  and  other  copies  of  this  deed  were  sent 
by  tlie  ships  Sever  unil  Oet^erst  Blom  to  the  Direptore  at  Am- 
sterdHiu. 

The  situation  and  quality  of  the  lands  on  the  South  river 
art!  good  &nd  highly  ooiisidered,  the  rather,  as  1  perceire,  that 
(livers  other  families,  from  various  places,  eviuce  an  Inclloa- 
tioii,atid  request  i>eriuisHion  to  remove  or  to  uettle  on  the  above 
named  river  ou  the  (craiiteil  conditions.  Wheu  I  was  at  the 
Manhattea  1  promised  to  accommodate  us  many  as  was  possible 
of  them,  after  I  had  reached  the  South  river,  and  if  they  then 
would  oorutuunicate  their  request  attain  and  in  writintT'  I  shall 
remember  to  add  such  suitable  conditions  thereto,  nay,  as  much 
as  poHslble  shall  be  then  done  hs  will  save  your  Honors  from 
any  dlBbursemeats  for  such  as  couie  hitber. 

Further,  1  have  granted  to  the  Colonists  and  tree  mechanics 
here,  on  their  request,  24  or  3*i  lots  for  house  nud  garilen,  each 
lot  about  30  feet  front  and  180  feet  deep;  the  CoJonists  and 
some  freemen  are  zealously  at  work;  the  aforesaid  plac«s  are 
mostly  all  fenced,  and  prepared  for  gardens,  even  whilst  busy 
planting,  for  which  it  its  now  the  season.  As  soon  as  the  gar- 
dens are  finished,  and  the  people  are  somewhat  under  pover, 
they  will  look  nt  the  lands,  a  jKirtion  of  which  will  be  granted 
and  conveyed  to  each,  then,  by  lot.  Here  is  still  a  good  deal 
of  floe  land  lying  waste  for  want  of  people,  who,  with  whatever 
appertains  thereto,  will,  I  hoi>e,  lie  sent  out  liy  the  Hrst  oppor- 
tunity. As  I  Hnd  now.  at  flrst.  a  great  tli>al  of  one  Kort  and 
another  to  do,  I  have  not,  as  yet,  hail  tinie  to  infonu  myself  of 
divers  circumstances.  Kot  one  carpenter  Iia^  been  vent  out  in 
service  with  us.  1  could  not  save  any  stone  or  lime  or  smith's 
poals,  liecause  the  ship,  after  she  was  almost  discharged,  went 
into  a  thousand  splinters  and  pieces.  And,  as  there  was  si-arcely 
any  storehouse,  I  havo  lieeu  ol)lige<l  to  Hx  something  tent  fash- 
ion, t<^preserve  the  goods  which,  in  such  n  manner  or  with 
such  (leering,  are  not  sulHciently  protecti^l  from  rain,  rotting, 
4c.  Therefore,  necessaries  are  required  to  lie  sent  hither  for 
a  large  storehouse;  also  suitable  boats  anil  a  Minister,  all 
which  are  of  the  greatest  necessity.  As  there  was  no  [mwder- 
house  here,  1  have  had  a  cellar  constructed  under  the  walls,  so 
that  the  powder  may  1>6  preserved  in  a  sure  place  which  is  be- 
yond danger.  Meanwhile,  the  ship  Heeer  has  lieen  discharged 
within  her  ten  alloweil  days.  The  soldiers,  with  the  Haptain 
and  Lieutenant,  marched  overlimd  because  tliere  was  no  ri>om 
in  the  Bevfr,  aboveuientioned,  to  allow  of  their  coniing  by 
water.     The  ship  experieni'ing  contrary  wind,  the  soldiers,  on 
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that  account,  started  somewhat  later  from  the  Manhattes,  and 
therefore  arrived  at  the  fort  six   davs  after  me. 

The  fort  is  nearly  falling,  especially  in  front  of  the  beach, 
this  will  have  to  be  repaireil,  which  will  be  done  in  its  own 
time. 

Little  is  thought  here  of  the  inhabitants  or  natives,  and 
other  neighbors,  and  we  shall  be  sufficiently  cautious  toward 
them, not  to  give  them  the  least  occasion  to  be  dissatisfied, but 
use  every  exertion  to  treat  them  with  all  friendship  and  kind- 
ness, in  order  to  maintain,  as  occasion  shall  require,  all  good 
alliance. 

Moreover,  I  shall,  as  in  duty  bound,  so  acquit  myself  in  my 
station  that  you  shall  be  satisfied  and  cont-ent.  Herewith, 
abbreviating,  I  shall,  on  the  earliest  occasion  furnish  fuller 
information  of  what  relates  to  this  Colonic,  accordins:  to  further 
experience.  I  shall  also  transmit  a  little  map  of  this  District, 
especially  of  its  extent,  with  the  condition  and  extent  of  the 
buildings  in  this  fort;  likewise  a  perfect  little  sketch  of  this 
fortification.  To  this  purpose,  I  must  receive  the  assistance 
of  a  land  surveyor.  With  my  dutiful  respects,  I  pray  Al- 
mighty God,  Honorable,  Right  Worshipful,  Most  Wise  and 
Very  Prudent  Gentlemen,  to  bless  your  government  and  to 
grant  you,  personally,  continual  health  and  prosperity. 
Right  Worshipful.

VICE-DIRECTOR  ALRICKS  TO  THE  COMMISSIONERS 
OF  THE  COLONIE  ON  THE  DELAWARE. 


Fort  Nkw  Amstkl,  on  the  South  River,  8^"  May,  1657. 

Honorable,   Worshipful ^   Wise  and  Rigid  Prudent  GentUmen: 

My  last  was  on  the  13*^  of  April,  since  which,  the  ship  Bever 
being  loaded,  I  embarked  in  her  on  the  lO^**  April,  and  pro- 
cee<led  from  the  road-stead  in  front  of  the  Manhattes  to  Fort 
Casimir  in  the  South  river  where  he  arrived  on  the  25"*  ditto, 
God  be  praised,  with  about  125  souls, followed  on  the  !•*  May  by 
38  soldiers,  with  whom  were  some  freemen,  who  traveled  over 
land  with  the  Captain  and  Lieutenant.  On  the  day  of  my  ar- 
rival I  took  possession  of  the  fort,  the  keys  of  which  were  de- 
livered me  by  the  Vice-Director  Jaquet,  and  the  place  vacated, 
aj^reoably  to  the  deed   conveyed  to  me  at  the  Manhattes  by  the 
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Hon""  Mr. Stuyvesant, Director- Genem I  o(Kijw  Netherla»d,etc., 
wheruof  I  have  triMieuiitt«d  an  untheat  ic  u»py.  But  tbe  forii  Hoa- 
tfons  an<l  all  the  building  are  in  a  very  ruinous  condition, 
whereby  from  the  want  of  a  Btora-houHe.etc.,  I  now  find  luyHelf 
considerably  eiubarrasHod.  In  order  to  unload  the  goods,  I  more- 
over, put  up  a  t«iit,  but  in  consequence  of  unsettled  and  rainy 
weather,  have  l>een  obliged  to  arrange  matters  here  as  well  hk 
I  can,  not  as  I  would.  The  house  is  covered  with  oak  shingles 
which  are  bo  shrunk,  drawn  up,  and  in  part  rotten,  that 
scarcely  a  dry  spot  iran  ije  found  wlien  It  raina.  And  as  tliere 
was  no  place  for  the  powder,  and  only  from  eight  to  ten  kegs 
la  the  house,  I  have  thought  it  best  to  have  a  powder-house 
constructed  under  the  southeASt  bastion  of  the  fort  for  the 
greater  security  of  at>out  86  or  40  kegs.  In  addition  to  this, 
I   unloaded   and  dtspatolied   the  ship  Sever   in   the  quickest 

To  each  of  the  Colonists  and  free  tradesinea  I  showed  and 
oonveved  in  fee  a  lot  30  feet  in  breadth  and  about  ISO  in  depth, 
which  was  soon  fenued  or  encircled  with  palisades.  The  greatest 
portion  of  them  are  prepared  for  gartlens,  which,  for  the  most 
part,are  already  planted, and  uni  now  bmiy  providing  each  with 
some  sort  of  lodging  in  order  to  get  under  cover.  So  quick  as 
that  is  doni>,  I  shall  look  out  for  land,  ho  ait  to  distribute  a, 
portion  to  each  by  lot.  And  as  I  have  been  wholly  deprived 
of  materials  sucii  as  stone,  tiles  and  lime  for  the  mason;  Hf.m, 
wood-work  and  carpenters;  coals  and  other  necessaries  for  the 
smitli,  1  most  humbly  request  your  Honors  to  i>e  pleased  to  tiike 
some  trouble  to  send  out  a  storehouse  or  necessary  materialR 
for  such;  should  the  freight  be  nx)  higli,  1  shall  endeavor  to 
get  boardH,  Imt  these  will  nut  be  what  such  work  demanilH; 
tlicy  will  be  badly  sawed,  and  not  ensity  had. 

Of  the  efTccts  and  property  belonging  tu  tlie  Company  1  have 
taken  the  shot  and  amuniton,  hirnitar f{trey7uigoederen),  with 
some  necessary  cattle  which  I  cannot  do  without,  for  hauling 
palisades  and  other  tinil>er  absolutely  required  for  the  repairs 
of  tbe  fort ;  tliis  and  the  :;un  i-arriu^s  and  platforms  are  in  a 
most  ruinous  condition,  and  the  building  greatly  nut  of  order ; 
these  and  much  other  work  are  in  great  ne«-d  of  improvement 
and  repair.  The  property  made  over  is  s[>ecifled  according  to 
inventory  as  to  l>e  seen  annexd. 

The  land  here  is  good  and  fertile,  and  Iwtterand  finer  in  the 
vicinity.  If  one,  two  or  more  hundred  men  additional  are  sent 
here,  lie  pleased  to  consider  whether  it  would  not  lie  wise,  first 
of  all,  to  secure  all  the  lands  at  present  lying  within  tlie  Com- 
pany's jurisdiction,  or  clahnnl  and  heretofon-  occnpieil,  or  to 
be  occupied  by  it,  on  l>oth  sides  of  the  Houth  river,  sons  to  pre-

vent  many  claims  or  questions  which  may  beset  up  thereto  by 
private  persons  in  consequence  of  some  riglit  ownership  through 
individual  purchase,  gift  or  other  privilege. 

Regarding  the  people  who  are  sent  hither  by  your  Honors* 
permission,  I  think  it  would  be  wise  that  the  most  or  greater 
portion  of  those  forwarded  should  be  males,  inasmuch  as  Rtrong 
and  working  people  are,  in  the  first  instance,  the  most  ser- 
viceable in  these  parts,  and  can  do  more  than  those  who  are 
weakly. 

And  as  some  freemen,  who  do  not  apply  themselves  to  farm- 
ing, and  the  soldiers,  most  of  whom,  in  addition  to  their  wives 
and  children,  have  brought  over  servant  girls  for  their  house- 
work, are  importunate,  yea,  would  draw  right  plentifully  from 
the  store;  whilst  from  many  of  them,  in  my  opinion,  but  little 
is  to  be  expected  in  return;  and  whenever  proper  reasons  are 
objected  to  such  a  course,  they  become  very  touchy  and  make 
a  great  uproar,  and  unreasonably  say,  that  they  have  been 
brouirlit  hither  and  cannot  get  what  They  require  and  therefore 
suffer  from  want,  &c. ;  and  the  soldiers,  in  like  manner,  are 
mostly  dissatisfied,  although  good  rations' have  hitherto,  been 
issued  to  them  and  their  wives,  and  will  insist  on  them  for 
their  servant  maids  and  children,  have  the  goodness,  there- 
fore, not  to  postpone  stating  how  many  rations,  or  for  what 
amount  of  money  they  are  entitled  to  draw,  annually,  from  the 
storo,  or  when  their  fixed  or  apportioned  board  money  shall 
anually  commence  here.  This,  by  no  means,  ought  to  be  in 
force  any  longer  than  the  end  of  the  year  from  the  date  of  their 
sailing.  This,  also,  ought  be  the  case  with  all  Colonists  and 
tradesmen,  if  your  Honors  have  no  objection,  but  the  Colonists 
ought  to  be  allowed  12  months  after  their  arrival. 

In  regard  to  the  Bay  of  this  river,  wiiich  is  about  five  leagues 
wide  and  nine  long,  as  strange  skippers  or  pilots,  who  are  ig- 
norant of,  or  unacquainted  with  it,  will  find  this  somewhat 
sorious  iniismuch  as  there  are  many  sand -banks,  shoals,  and 
fiats  which  extend  to  a  considerable  distance.  I  have  conferred 
with  some  seafaring  people  on  the  subject,  in  order  to  ascertain 
by  what  means  those  obstructions  could  be  remedied,  or  man- 
a*je(l  so  as  to  insure  the  greatest  safety  or  least  danger.  It  was 
agreed  that  it  would  be  of  use  to  lay  five  or  six  buoys  there; 
to  sound  the  shoals  in  the  most  exact  manner,  and  then  to  write 
a  description  thereof  for  general  information.  Your  honors 
will  please  to  consider  of  this  in  such  manner  as  may  be  found 
proper.  There  is  a  very  good  land  at  the  mouth  of  the  bay, 
where  some  people  might  be  settled,  to  the  number  of  one  hun- 
dred, or  at  least  eighty,  men.  If  many  persons  were  sent  here 
in  a  short  time,  then  a  sloop  might  also  sail  hither  and  thither. 
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to  drive  some  trtult,  und,  lueHnwliile,  to  look  out  at  Heu  tor 
urrivluK  veMels  aod  tbeu  to  pilot  or  briiitc  tlieiu  iu. 

1  find,  likewise,  that  the  greater  the  fuimigratlou  hither  the 
tjreuter  1b  the  iiuportatloii  ut  nil  tuirtK  of  merchandize, especially 
of  btroDiE  liquors,  such  us  bntudies  aud  distilled  waters,  ax 
there  is  do  impost  thereupon  when  retailed  by  tapsters,  tavern- 
keepers  or  others.  The  t-onsequence  is,  that  many,  for  the  sake 
«(  the  proBt,  8e«k  to  sell  them,  nud  do  itell  them  to  the  In- 
(liaiiH  who,  by  druDkenness,  become  very  rude  aud  quarrelsome 
and  disorderly.  Should  your  Honors  make  any  objection  to 
puitlntf  Home  impost  on  this  trade  for  the  removal  of  such  evils 
I  shall,  ueverthelesa,  meanwhile,  thiuk  of  and  try  to  introduce 
other  means,  according  to  circumstances,  tor  the  prevention 
thereof. 

As  many  persuiis  repair  hither  for  purpoEea  of  agriculture, 
and  also  for  building  huts  or  houses,  some  cart>enter8'  tools 
are  required,  of  which  each  family  hath  great  need,  such  as 
hand-saws,  adzes,  axes,  augers,  etc.  nails,  Xo  wit,  double  and 
HJngle  medium,  two  inch  nails,  wainscot  nails,  the  latter  most, 
and  three  times  us  many  as  of  the  others,  for  clapboards,  which 
are  used  here  inst«ad  of  tiles  for  covering  roofs;  iron  and  cop- 
ter potH  and  kettles,  also,  arti  in  much  demand  here  The  ag- 
ricultural implements  ought,  by  all  means,  be  of  the  strong- 
est and  be«t  kind,  not  llnble  to  break,  or  to  become  loose  by 
use,  namelj',  hoes,  axeti,  s|iades,  shovels,  etc.  lUm.  We  have 
Fn«at  need  of  10  or  1300  IIhi.  of  sheet  lead,  3  or  3  grindstones,  and 
ilIso  a  bundle  of  steel,  together  with  all  sorts  of  measures, 
^ket>eIs  and  small  measures,  quarter  casks,  and  some  of  less  di- 
iiiensions, which  Corss  JanHS,snys  were  not  put  on  board;  quart 
measures,  etc..  and  small  weights,  few  of  which  were  brought 
here  and  are  dlfllcuU  to  be  had. 

Please,  also,  not  to  forget  sending  some  reams  of  paper. 

Also,  when  sending,  do  not,  by  any  means,  forget,  if  conven- 
ient, or  when  forwarding  cargoes,  to  let  us  have  J'ork  somewhat 
jilentifully,  in  order  to  be  able  to  buy  up  here,  on  the  heel 
terms,  in  season, or  at  the  fitting  time,all  sorts  of  necessary  pro- 
vision, which  can  be  purchased  here  cheap,  as  already  stated; 
and  as  Salt  in  this  pace  is  worth  atiout  3  <^  31  guilders,  of  this 
currency,  the  skei>el,  and  sometimes  a  little  more,  which,  being 
)>aid,  for  in  goods,  I  estimate  would  stand  in  about  half  in 
Holland  currency,  1  should  like  much  to  huve  a  supply  of  ii 
especially  for  curing  Ireef.  pork,  &c.,  wlilch  I  shall  attempt  by 
the  next  opportunity  if  you  have  no  objections;  unless  it  Ije 
previously  found  requisite,  inasmu<'h  as  it  is  profitable  and 
most  useful,  to  purrhase  rue  or  two  hundred  deer  for  the  veni- 
hon  thereof  on  commission.     These,  iis  1    am  informed,  are  to 
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be  had,  at  most,  for  three  guilders  and  less,  because  they  are 
shot  by  thousands  here  every  year.  The  carcass  of  each  deer 
might  weigh,  one  with  another,  in  meat,  at  least  60  and  70,  80 
and  9^^,  and  sometimes  even  100  lbs.,  which,  again,  is  to  be  paid 
for  in  goods;  that  amounts  to  only  half  in  Holland  currency, 
as  I  shall  be  able,  with  full  certainty,  to  advise  you  by  the 
next  opportunity,  after  further  experience  and  final  purchase. 

The  two  seins  which  were  sent  in  the  Primt  Maurits  are 
almost  spoiled  and  in  part  rotten,  as  tbe  ship  made  consider- 
able water  when  it  was  stranded,  and  previous  to  its  being 
discharged, whereby  the  nets  got  wet;  therefore,  please  furnish 
us  with  others,  by  the  first  opportunity,  as  they  are  very  neces- 
sary and  useful  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  rations  and  pro- 
visions go  further. 

Herewith  ending,  I  shall  pray  God,  Honorable,  Worshipful, 
Wise  and  Right  Prudent  Gentlemen,  to  bless  your  administra- 
tion,   and  to  preserve   yourselves  in    lasting   prosperity   and 

health.

Fuyck,  in  the  sum  of  9  thousand  gl.  in  heavy  silver  money, 
which  aforesaid  sum  of  Nine  thousand  gl.  at  the  interest 
thereof  at  three  and  a  half  per  cent,  per  annum,  we  promise  to 
repay  precisely  12  m.  after  date  hereof  the  above  named  Mar- 
jXJireta,  daughter  of  Ghysbert  Cornelissen  Fuyck. or  the  bearer 
hereof,  in  heavy  silver  money  (the  patacoon  at  50  stiv.and 
the  ducatoon  at  63  stivers), and  that  under  pledge  of  this  city's 
means  and  revenue, being  specially  authorized  thereunto  by  re- 
solution of  the  9'**  March  past,  adopted  by  the  Right  Worship- 
ful Burgomasters  and  Common  Council  of  this  city,  without 
the  above  named  Commissioners  and  Directors  being  hereafter 
in  auN  wise  holden  or  responsible  therefor,  either  in  their  per* 
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Kins  or  property.  Id  teetimooy  of  ttie  truth  wliereof.the  above 
naiued  OoinmieBioaere  and  Directors  have  eiKoed  this,  the  8'' 
of  Hay,  XVI  hundred  und  fltty  seven,  In  AmBterdaiu.

Honorable,  Worshipful,  Wi»e,  Right  Prudent  Gentlemen  : 

My  last  to  yoar  Honors  was  dated  tho  8"  instant,  wherennto 
1  refer,  nevertheless,  I  am  under  the  necessity  to  repeat  here, 
and  a^in  herein  respectfullj'  to  request  you  to  he  pleased, 
should  you  not  have  already  sent  out  the  materials  netessary 
for  a  Buitahle  warehouse,  as  well  two  carpenters  at  least,  who, 
without  whom  we  cannot  get  alon^c,  and  the  requisite  boat 
and  clergyman,  no  longer  to  postpone  forwarding  them,  for, 
in  couHe(]uence  of  the  heavy  rain  thnt  frequently  falls  here  in 
great  quantities,  which  will  leak  throuyli  any  old  sails,  there 
Is  imminent  danger  that  wlmtever  is  dry  or  susceptible  of  dam- 
age, will  lie  spoiled. 

As  an  apology  for,  or  in  place  of  a  storehouse,  we  have  only 
a  sort  of  but  made  of  props  and  boards,  and  covered  with  old 
nails,  which  I,  through  great  necessity,  was  obliged  to  take 
from  the  late  skipper  of  the  J'rins  MauTits,  on  condition  of 
paying  for  them,  and  he  would  give  short  credit.  1  have 
therefore  secured  this,  as  I  must  close  iit  once  with  him;  'lis 
a  large  topmaetsail  a  pretty  fair  pifco,  and  a  mainsail,  toler- 
ablv  tight.  I  had  them  valued  by  I'liulus  Tieenders,  Burgo- 
master, in  New  Amsterdam,  and  OlaeK  Willemsz,  skipper  of 
Bter,  who  estimated  them  at  10  and  11  stivers  the  ell,  amount- 
ing together  to  three  hundred  and  Corty-Bix  guilders  of  this 
currency,  which  is  30,  or  more  per  eeiit.  lighter  than  Hollitnd 
currency.  In  exchange  for  this  is  delivere<l  to  him  whertrwith 
to  support  his  people  from  the  1"  to  tite  IS"*  of  April,  since  the 
loss  of  the  ship  and  since  tho  goods  were  put  again  on  hoard 
a  small  sloop  and  sent  to  the  Manhattes;  this  was  for  15  men 
estimated  at  least  at  7  stivers  per  day  anil  after  that,  again  at 
the  Manhattes,  was  delivered  out  of  the  ship  liever  what  is 
specified  in  the  annexed  account,  the  amount  whereof  is  >iy 
guess  at  my  valuation ;  it  can  be  again  valued  there,  inasmuch 
as  the  price  or  what  the  provisions  cost.  Is  not  mentioned  in 
the  invoice;  they  can  then  be  olTset  against  one  another. 
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Again,  the  skipper,  in  consequence  of  the  misfortune  that  has 
overtaken  us, is  inclined  to  refuse  justifying  the  bills  of  lading. 
In  reasonable  fairness  and  under  the  circumstances,  all  is  or 
should  be  considered, since,  in  such  misfortune  or  mishap,much 
went  entirely  to  loss.  There  occured  not  only  much  leakage  in 
the  liquors,  but  on  shore  much  was  stolen  in  the  discharging, 
&c. ;  and  how  was  it  kept  or  preserved  during  the  night?  The 
sentinels  crawled  under, drew  out  in  tubs  what  was  found  suffi- 
cient. Some  of  the  dry  goods,  entirely  scattered  about,  were 
wet  and  injured  by  the  quantity  of  water  in  the  ship,  and  the 
skipper  could  not  resolve  on  cutting  a  hole  in  the  vessel  to  let 
the  water  run  out;  and,  moreover,  one  thing  or  the  other  was 
wholly  carried  away  and  lost;  amongst  the  rest,  a  barrel  of 
hams, smoked  beef  and  tongues, a  box  with  side  arms {sedarmen) 
and  a  flag.  I  would  have  willingly  bought  his  flag  and  have 
Oflfered  to  pay  him  for  it,  but  he  will  not  give  up  nor  surrender 
it;  some  tubs  of  bullets,  whole  pikes,  two  newly  made  tackles, 
some  Spanish  wine  and  oil,  also,  other  goods  such  as  fans, 
muds,  sieves,  skepels  and  other  small  measures,  have  been 
thrown  overboard  and  drifted  away,  few  uf  which  were  re- 
covered, and  only  about  some  dozen  muds;  some  of  these,  again, 
broken  or  stove  into  pieces  by  being  thrown  overboard,  were 
swept  away.  1  have  therefore  resolved,  by  advice,  to  have  his 
goods  seized,  which  have  been  saved  and  brought  to  the  Man- 
hattes,  in  order  to  bring  him  to  reason,  because,  also,  he  has 
not  consented  to  give  me  receipts  for  the  provisions  he  applied 
for  there,  and  which  were  delivered  from  the  ship,  de  Beer: 
but  I  have  let  it  be  known  that  he  may  take  his  goods  on  giv- 
ing security,  and  dispose  of  them  to  his  benefit,  according  to 
his  pleasure.  The  matter  can  be  better  disposed  of  in  this 
countr}-,  where  all  the  circumstances  of  the  loss  and  misfor- 
tune are  best  known  and  understood,  than  elsewhere,  and 
'twas  done  principally  with  this  view;  whether,  the  proprietors 
decide  on  setting  up  any  claim  against  the  above  named  skip- 
per, or  be  willing  to  acquiesce,  I  expect  their  pleasure  by  re- 
ceipt. 

In  regard  to  the  rations,  these  are  issued  according  to  the  an- 
nexed table  determined  on  here,  except  that  flsh  is  also  uSe<l,in 
order  to  make  the  provisions  go  fartlier.  The  rations  cannot 
well  be  issued  otherwise  than  equally  among  the  Colonists,  free 
handicrafts, men  and  soldiers,in  order  to  prevent  disputes  and 
dissatisfaction,  which  are  of  no  use  here.  It  is  also  to  be  con- 
sidered that  there  are  many  who  have  heavy  families, for  all  ser- 
geants and  corporals  have  brought  over  maid  servants  with 
them;  provisions  must,  of  necessity,  be  issued  both  for  their 
wives  and  themselves, and  for  their  maids  and  children.    At  the 
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lowest  calculfttloa.a  soldier  who  earns  twelve  guilderttii  iiioiitli 
receives  In  weekly  ratioua  for  hiuitHilf  one.  liiit  wile  one,  iuitl 
the  maid  and  child  both  one;  In  all,  three  ratioiitj;  and  in  four 
weeks  twelve,  which,  in  a  year  of  63  weeks,  each  rutioii  at 
least  at  30  stivers,  amounts,  for  nuch  iimrried  [wople,  to  334 
guilders  yearly,  exciuaive  of  iluHy  neceasarieK,  sufli  an  Btix-k- 
iuKS,  shoes,  shirts,  clothing,  etc.;  thia  will  still  run  on  and 
ought  to  be  continued  until  further  orders,  bo  as  to  avoid  at 
the  outset  much  umbrage,  and  I  expect  the  diminution,  or 
angrnentation  In  value  thereof,  and  at  wjiat  price  each  species 
Hhttll  be  obarged ;  alsb,  especially  the  flrgt  cost  of  all  the  goodii, 
how  and  at  what  prices  shall  tliette  be  charged  tu  the  people, 
When  the  cost  of  all  the  goods  Is  specified  or  marked,  about 
SO  per  cent,  should,  in  my  opinion,  be  added  for  advances, 
risk,  waste,  freight,  labor  and  other  expenses  of  packing,  etc. 
But  the  provltiions  can  hardly  bear  this,  and  ought  to  be  put 
down  lower,  with  the  full  understanding:  that  all  be  done  under 
limitation  and  order  as  your  HonorH  have  alreitdy  made,  or 
shall,  aa  a  general  basis  or  measure,  still  further  decide  on. 

81ni%  my  preneding  letters  I  have  made  some  enquiry,  and 
taken  some  Information  respecting  the  country  and  its  advan- 
tages, also  regarding  the  situation  of  this  Fort,  and  the  cir- 
cumjacent lands.  I  have,  accordingly,  comprised  in  a  little 
uiap  the  location  of  Port  New  Anistel  and  the  adjoining  terri- 
tory belonging  thereunto;  altto  of  Fort  CliriHtimi.  now  culled 
Altona;  and  in  like  manner,  shown,  generally,  how  near  it  is 
U>  Virginia  or  the  English  river,  which  can  be  reached  In  two 
days,  or  even  less.  On  this  road  or  way,  'tis  also  said,  is  a 
good  and  rich  Iron  mine,  and  if  so,  I  shall,  iit  the  earliest 
inumont,  have  a  sample  brought  in.  'Tis  situate  or  coiitnine<! 
in  H  certain  mountain  near  whic}!  Is  a  cataract  or  waterfall, 
on  H  river  that  runs  past  and  close  by  the  place,  and  is  adapted 
to  the  turning  of  mills.  This  river  likewise,  affords  facilities 
for  bringing  away  such  substance  in  a  boat,  as  can  lie  further 
seen  in  the  rough  sketch  of  the  above  mentioned  map  annexed 
hereunto. 

I  have,  also,  drawn  np  a  plan  of  a  city,  as  is  to  l>e  seen  in 
the  accompanying  sketch ;  the  circumstances  and  situation  of 
the  spot  are  not  very  much  unsnited  or  ill-adapted  for  such 
forti U cation,  inasmuch  as  the  [>lace  where  the  ditches  of  the 
city  are  to  run,  and  the  two  harbors  are,  but  particulrly  one. 
in  some  sense,  and  apparently  suited  thereto  by  nature,  save 
that  in  a  matt«r  of  such  importani-e  there  tire  still  umny  con- 
sidtnrations.  and  nothing  will  ponKlbly  be  effected  without  In- 
conveniences arising  aeninst  it.  I  am  convinced  that  the  first 
harbor.by  clearing  it,  could  lif  so  made  that  a  large  ship  could 
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sail  into  and  be  discharged  and  loaded  in  it;  by  this  accouiuior 
dation  the  ships  would  be  protected  against,  and  prepared  for, 
the  drifting  of  ice,  which  sometimes  here,  of  a  winter's  day, flows 
in  such  masses  that  no  ship,  lying  in  the.  river  could  without 
danger,  withstand  it ;  add  to  this  that  they  could  then  be  loaded 
and  unloaded  with  greater  convenience.  I  shall  willingly  await 
other  considerations  and  opinions  thereupon,  should  the  mat- 
ter come,  in  any  wise,  under  deliberation. 

No  one  here  is  very  conversant  with  engineering  on  whose  sur- 
vey and  judgment  reliance  could,  or  dare,  be  placed  in  a  mat- 
ter of  such  great  importance.  I  was  obliged  to  have  laid  out, 
as  best  I  could,  the  house  lots  and  gardens  by  a  man  who  pos- 
sesses some  trifling  knowledge  of  land  surveying.  The  people 
were  anxious  and  craving  to  be  under  a  roof,  in  order  to  do 
something  for  their  own  support,  which  unusually  is  willing 
labor, for  had  they  gone  immediately  inland, they  would  have 
to  go  and  settle  more  apart  or  separated,  at  their  own  risk 
and  to  the  general  insecurity,  and  could  never  be  brought  to 
dwell  within  (the  town)  near  each  other.  And  I  think  it  ought 
to  be  the  rule  not  to  give  land  to  any  person  unless  he  reside 
here  himself,  or  is  domiciled,  and  have  kept  or  was  keeping  a 
man  and  arms,  inasmuch  as  His  of  primary*  necessity  to  estab- 
lish a  capital,  where  a  goodly  number  of  i-nhabitants  live  to- 
gether c'lnd  in  good  order. 

The  condition  of  the  land  on  the  other  si(|e  of  this  river  is 
likewise  good  and  fertile;  nor  is  it  bad  policy  to  begin  a 
hamlet  or  vilage  there,  were  it  right  opposite  this  place  or 
nearly  ho  in  order  to  completely  defend  this  river  thereby, 
which  theae  lands  and  places  deserve;  neither  can  it  do  any 
harm  at  first  to  keep  a  strict  watch  here  and  there,  so  as  to 
ascertain  somewhat  the  intentions  or  actions  of  the  Swedes. 
There  are  many  here  thoroughly  conversant  with  the  circum- 
stances of  this  place,  and  they  are  trying  to  keep  the  claim  of 
the  Crown  alive;  that  is  not  of  much  moment,  but  neither 
ought  it  to  be  taken  too  little  into  account. 

I  have  also  made  one  drawing  of  Fort  New  Amstel,  but  it 
is  somewhat  handsomely  sketched ;  the  walls  are  not  nearly 
half  so  good  as  they  appear  on  paper,  and  it  threatens  to  fall 
down  where  there  is  much  superstructure  l)efore  it  can  be 
rebuilt  or  repaired.  It  is, moreover,  small, so  that  it  would  af 
ford  but  poor  accommodation  for  the  Captain  and  Lieutenant, 
which,  however,  it  has  not  yet  done  for  want  of  materials  and 
carpenters.  Each,  in  particular,  has  already  a  somewhat  large 
family  and  movables.  Wherefore,  when  at  the  Manhattes  each 
of  them,  knowing  the  condition  and  smallness  of  the  fort,  did 
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hire  a  proper  hoase  which  they  occupy  aud  need.     For  these 
reasons  none  can  or  will,  as  yet,  watch  in  the  fort. 

The  storehouse  in  the  fort  is  much  too  small ;  and  when  a 
more  suitable  one  is  built  it  will  only  make  the  space  narrower 
or  more  limited,  but  the  preservation  of  the  goods  is  most  im- 
portant. The  people  must  be  secured  thereby,  aud  also  by 
their  own  good  care  and  attention.  I  have,  therefore,  made 
a  sketch  of  the  fort  and  also  of  its  proximate  dimensions,  so 
as  to  ascertain  them  and  to  order  everything  proportionally; 
if  it  come  to  this,  1  shall  duly  consider  what  course  to  take 
for  the  disposition  and  arrangement  thereof. 

The  Colonists, free  mechanics, civil  servants,  with  the  freemen 
who  were  here  before  our  arrival,  and  some  few  who  have  come 
and  settled  here  since,  may  amount,  altogether,  to  about  sixty 
men  capable  of  bearing  arms.  They  shall  and  will  be  placed 
under  burgher  officers  to  keep  watch  and  ward,  agreeably  to 
the  conditions  which  are  thereunto  enacted ;  this  is  of  use  for 
the  security  and  strength  of  this  Colonie. 

The  gun  carriages,  and  whatever  belongs  to  them,  are  bad 
and  luostly  all  unserviceable;  if  new  ones  be  made, the  sun  and 
heat  will  immediately  dry  them  up,  and  cause  them  to  split 
and  warp  (verspaken),  unless  tarred,  they  will  be,  in  a  short 
time,  rendered  wholly  useless.  Therefore,  a  stock  of  five  or  six 
tons  of  tar  ought  to  be  sent  hither. 

In  like  manner,  for  private  houses  on  25  new  lots,  on  each 
of  which  a  small  building  has  been,  or  will  hereafter  be  erected. 
Though  country  fashion  and  make,  they  require  a  quantity 
of  nails,  especially  double  and  single  ones,  a  good  many  spikes 
and  not  a  few  wainscot  nails,  inasmuch  as  a  great  number  of 
these  are  used  for  clapboard! ng,  or  roofing  the  houses  with 
wood. 

Mr.  Jan  Oosting,  the  Surgeon,  hath  given  in  this  annexed 
memorandum  of  necessary  medicines,  which,  he  says,  will  not 
amount  to  much.  He  request^*  that  they  be  sent  out  by  the 
4»arliest  opportunity. 

Herewith  I  also  send  a  list  of  the  tobacco  and  peltries,  etc., 
shipped  on  board  the  Beoer  whenever  it  sails  hence  to  the 
Manhattes;  also,  what  is  likewise  sent  hence  in  another  yacht 

<*alled  the As  a  beginning,  something,  *twill  be 

ween,  is  to  be  done  here;  already  some  persons  have  traded  a 
large  quantity;  this  trade,  most  probably,  will  experience  a 
considerable  augmentation  and  improvement,  so  that  it  would 
not  \ye  surprising  if  a  large  quantity  of  peltries  will  be  sent 
over  as  a  return  cargo  in  the  first  coming  ships. 

And  as   there  are   many  trood    kinds  of   timber   here,  it   is  a 
30-Voi>.  V. 
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matter  of  consideration  whether  the  Inhabitants  will  not  find 
herein,  in  course  of  time,  a  source  of  advantage  and  profit, 
moreover,  as  it  supplies,  with  tobacco,  loading,  for  the  arriving 
ships.  And  I  have  heard  that  some  Swedes  have  expressed  a 
willingness  to  cut  masts  on  condition  of  paying  reasonable 
freight  thereon.  I  shall  talk  with  them  on  this  subject  more 
fully  and  finally  on  the  next  opportunity. 

In  order  that  this  Beaver  country  may  be  better  remembered, 
I  also  send  with  this  a  beaver  skin,  which,  in  my  opinion,  is 
somewhat  of  a  curiosity. 

Herewith  ending  I  will  pray  God,  Honorable,  Worthy,  Wise 
and  Prudent  Gentlemen,  to  bless  your  Honors'  government, 
and  to  preserve  your  Honors*  persons  in  continual  health.

ONIE  ON  THE  DELAWARE. 

4«'  July,  lft57. 
The  Burgomasters  have  informed  the  council  that  the  Direc- 
tors of  the  Colonic  in  New  Netherland  still  require  to  boirow 
from  the  Orphan  Chamber  full  6,000  gl.,  for  the  advancement 
of  said  Colonic  on  the  credit  of  the  city,  as  was  done  on  the 
11*''  November,  1650,  in  regard  to  the  sum  of  25,000  gl.,  and 
whereas  10,000  gl.,  were  afterwards  borrowed  from  the  Orphan 
Chamber  on  the  15***  January,  1657,  and  36,000  on  the  O^**  March 
following,  without  tlieclaui?e  pledging  the  property  of  the  city ; 
they  request  the  opinion  of  the  Council  whether  it  were  not 
tacitly  understood  that  the  means  and  effects  of  this  city  were 
bound  for  the  said  10,000  and  36,000.  Which,  being  considered 
the  Council  consent  to  the  required  loan  of  6,000  gl.,  and  re- 
solve that  the  revenue  and  property  of  this  city  shall  be  pledged 
as  well  for  the  10,000  gl.,  borrowed  on  the  15'*»  January  last,  as 
for  the  36,000  gl.  raised  on  the  0*^  of  March,  the  same  as  was^ 
voted  on  the  11'''  November,  A®  1656,  in  regard  to  the  25,000  gl. 
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EVERT    PIETBRSEN,  SCHOOLMASTER.  TO    THE    COM- 
MISSIONERS OF  THE  COLONIE  ON  THE 
DELAWARE. 

Exract  from  the  letter  of  Evert  Pieterson,  Comforter  of  the  Sick  attd 
Schoolmaster  in  the  Colonie  established  by  this  city,  Amsterdam 
on  the  South  River,  in  New  Nelherlaiid,  dated  W'  August,  1657. 
We  arrived  here  at  the  South  river,  on  the  25"'  April,  anil 
found  2C  familius  there,  mostly  Swedes,  not  more  tliaii  6  or  U 
families  belongiug  to  our  nation.  I  find  the  lau'i  here  right 
^ood  aud  well  timbered.  I  have  been  full  5  ur  G  hours  in  the 
interior  In  tlie  woods,  und  found  flue  oak  and  hickory  trees: 
alM),  excellent  land  for  tlllnge,  and  haw  luaiiy  plants  trrowluK, 
except  uettles,  all  very  ^oud.  i-o  that  the  land  producei)  what- 
ever it  can,  but  of  theljest  kind;  I  therefore  tlrmiy  helieve  were 
we  to  have  1  or  3  thousjuid  hearty  fanners  we  t>houhl  reap  an 
i-xcelleiit  crop  here,  where,  therefore,  nothing  \a  wantinir  liut 
people.  Wharves  are  iilreiiily  laid  out  here  iind  almost  built; 
land  is  also  i;iven  out  already,  and  every  elTort  made  to  get  the 
winter  grain  in  the  ground.  Your  IIoiiorN  are  also  informeil 
that  there  in  i>oniifderable  bliu-k  walnut  timlx-r  liem  to  make 
gun-stocks  with;  you  can  have  enquiries  made  of  thcguiixmiths 
what  it  is  worth,  and  whether  they  purciinsp  by  the  fMck  or 
foot,  and  how  long  the  pieces  muHt  lie,  and  then  calculate  the 
proflt  to  bo  made  on  il.  It  costs  only  the  labor,  and  makc^> 
good  ballaRt,  for  a  great  deal  of  it  Ik  worked  up  at  home.  I 
airea<ly  begin  to  keep  school,  and  liuvo  IH  children,  etc.

My  last  letters  lo  you  wcrcdate.1  the  i:("' April  and  «'■'  ■.\n,\  W- 
i-f  May,  and  were  sent  by  thei^hips,  Htfi;  (VcWe/w  hlom  and 
Itvcer.  1  hope. they  have  all  got  cafe  U>  hand,  and  refer  therc- 
nnto.  1  had  requested  therein  a  ki<>o]i  and  a  .-x'Ow  or  chaiiip- 
mau    row-boat,  yacht  ami  gallioi,  liiu    leurn  tl)at  a    row-liniit 
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and  galliot  are  coming  and  sent  by  the  Wueg,  which  is  looked 
for  with  great  impatience.     But  the  scow   and  yacht  of  8  or 

0  lasts  are  also  very  necessary  here. 

I  expect  that  a  large  quantity  of  material,  such  as  bricks 
{st€€7ie7i),  tiles,  smiths*  coals,  etc.,  will  be  sent  out;  they  are 
much  needed  here,  as  we  have  not  a  solitary  brick  in  store  to 
repair  an  oven  which  is  in  ruin/  We  have  here  only  a  little 
oven  which  is  unsuitable,  and  cannot  last  longer.  Two  more 
must  therefore  be  built,  wherefore  I  expect  what  thereunto 
belongeth  as  well  as  other  nec<>ssary  materials. 

Provisions,  generally,  are  verj*  scarce,  and  the  arrival  of  the 
ship,  the  Waeg,  is  anxiously  looked  for;  otherwise,  we  shall  be 
in  great  distress.  I  have  already  had  200  lbs.  of  English  pork 
purchased  at  the  Manhattes,  payable  in  Duffles,  at  4  guilders 
the  ell. 

And,  as  I  was  somewhat  apprehensive,  and  moreover  greatly 
afraid,  that  no  warehouse  would  be  sent  over  early,  which  is 
the  cause  of  greater  inconvenience  and  injury  than  can  be  ex- 
pressed, I  have  therefore  been  obliged  to  conclude,  and  have 
deemed  it  proper  to  have  a  storehouse  built.  But  as  we  have 
no  brick  here,  and  as  it  must  be  constructed  entirely  of  wrood, 
and  there  is  no  room  in  the  fort  to  set  up  coarse  and  rough 
work, and  of  great  dimensions,  I  have  had  it  located  on  one  side 
and  under  the  fort  for  protection  of  the  work, 56  feet  long  and 
25  feet  wide,  0  high,  with  a  ceiling,  but  I  cannot  get  any 
suitable  carpenters;  consequently,  it  makes  little  progress. 
Notwithstanding,  I  do  all  I  can.  Your  Honors  will  please 
not  to  omit  sending  out  3  or  4  of  the  i)est  carpenters  who  are 
well  versed  in  their  work.  They  are  the  cheapest,  inasmuch 
as  they  save  time,  and  the  work  is  better  made  and  faster. 
They  will  have  steady  employment  here,  as  there  is  considerable 
to  be  made  and  repaired.  Three  or  four  carpenters  only  came 
over  among  the  freemen ;  one  of  them  is  sometimes  sick  or 
ailing;  the  other  will  not  work;  the  third  demands  something 
better,  jind  so  forth,  so  that  it  is  a  very  troublesome  and  diffi- 
cult matter. 

Further  more,  as  a  secretary  or  clerk  was  necessary  for  the 
dispatch   of   law  suits  and  occurring  differences   or  questions, 

1  have  been  obliged  provisionally  to  engage  Andries  Hudde, 
who  also  understands  somewhat  of  surveying,  in  which  he  can 
likewise  be,  in  some  degree,  useful;  and,  as  he  hath  filled  the 
same  oflfice  for  the  ccuiipany.  and  is  here  domiciled,  settled  and 
also  licensed,  I  have  agreed  with  him  for  80  guilders,  this 
currency,  a  month,  payable  here,  with  rations.  Such  was  the 
salary  and  board  received  l>f*fore  by  him,  he  also  provisional! v 
l)*»rf()riiiing  the  duties  of  Deputy  SherifT(for  which  office  he  was 
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proposed  aod  recouiiueuded  by  t.lie  Ueputii^H  of  the  Coiuiuon- 
atty)  lor  the  avails  or  etiioluiuenU  thereof,  without  ha v in);  any 
other  perquisite  in  respect  thereco,  all  subject  to  your  Hod- 
ora'  approval,  or  until  another  bo  sent  out. 

Ab  relates  to  the  deed  Klren  me  of  laodB  for  yoar  Houors* 
Colooie  here.  It  la  only  from  Booiutjee  hook  to  Christina  kill, 
inulnding  also  many  inferior  tracts,  of  which  there  are  several 
better  here,  both  in  the  Bay  and  on  the  river.  And  it  were 
moat  proper,  when  this  establielied  Colonie  shall  beconiu  suc- 
ceHafal,  as  Is  to  be  hoped,  that  the  whole  alioiild  be  placed 
under  one  head  of  governuieat.  But  ati  soon  as  only  five  or  six 
hundred  are  here  in  one  place,they  niunt  be  located  and  spread 
farther  apart,  as  there  is  still  here  much  excellent  and  fine 
land,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  and  belonging  to  the  Company. 
Besides,  there  are  also  many  Netherlanders  and  other  inhabit- 
ants here  who,  with  the  consent  and  permlssioii  of  the  govern- 
ment, have  purchased  and  possess  deeds  of  some  luilea  or  many 
thousand  morgena,  of  land,  whicli  could  be  obtained  easily  for 
a  trifie  or  very  little.  And  I  think  It  would  be  of  advantage 
to  acquire,  by  degrees,  as  much  as  possible  of  it,  because  oroa- 
sions  ufteii  present  themnelves  to  me  to  pntvent  any  of  them 
hypothecating  their  right  or  property  to  the  English  or  other 
nations.  But  what  the  Company  owns  on  the  South  river 
lunst  be  wholly  nnder  your  Honors'  authority. 

I  have  understood  here  that  the  General  proposex  to  send  a 
Vice-Director  to  Fort  Altoiia,  and  is  offering  favorable  terms 
in  order  to  plant  a  Colonie  tliere.  Time  will  determine  what 
progress  it  will  have. 

Being  hitherto  obliged  to  furnish  and  supply  the  ration.s  of 
the  soldiers,  unit  also  of  their  wives  and  children,  a  large 
consumption  was  the  consequence.  Add  to  this,  that  a  great 
deal  of  dry  provisions  were  injured  and  ruined  by  water  in 
consequence  of  the  wreck  of  the  ship.  We  are  now  approaching 
the  end,  and  are  longing  for  the  arrival  of  the  Hhip  Waeg,  with 
the  galliot,  to  which  nil  eyes  are  beginning  to  be  turned,  both 
for  those  without  who  intend  to  repair  hither,  as  for  the 
enconragment  of  the  insiders;  because  already  many  difHcuities 
are  created  by  reason  of  the  war  which,  It  Is  reported,  exists 
tietween  the  Crown  of  France  and  us,  wherefore  'tis  feareil 
that  the  ship  or  ships  may  l>e  late  in  coming,  and  this  might 
then  cause  inconvenience  h^re. 

I  trust,  as  I  observe  from  the  letter,  that  the  Wa^g  will 
supply  and  bring  over  everything  that  is  most  nec<'ssai-y.  Be- 
sides I  am  here  in  want  of  all  sortsnf  measureKuntl  ofwhatever 
appertains  thereunto,BO  that  I  am  inconvenienced  on  itll  sidex. 
Cors   .Tausen,  the   steward,  hath    gone   nway    and    broken    bin 
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troth ;  he  is,  therefore,  outlawed,  his  wages  confiscated  for  the 
profit  of  the  State,  and  himself  banished  for  three  times  seven 
years  from  this  southern  Colon ie. 

Be  pleased  from  time  to  time  to  let  the  prices  of  all  goods, 
provisions,  iron  ware,  and  all  other  necessaries  whatsoever 
which  are  sent  here,  be  written  out  witli  the  invoices. 

When  receiving  and  sending  people,  please  to  observe  that  the 
most  of  those  drawn  and  sent,  be  conversant  with  farming  and 
accustomed  to  work,  so  that  everything  may  be  more  eipjertly 
done  and  more  speedily  finished. 

I  have  already  stated  that  there  is  a  very  fine  and  excellent 
country  called  the  Whorekill,  abounding  very  much  in  wild 
animals,  birds,  fish,  etc.,  and  tlie  land  is  so  good  and  fertile 
that  the  like  is  nowhere  to  be  found.  It  lies  at  the  entrance 
of  the  Bay  about  two  leagues  up  from  Cape  Hinlopen.  I  shall 
send  a  draft  of  it  by  the  next  opportunity.  Please  to  keep  It 
recommended ;  the  place  can  be  conveniently  visited  with  a 
yacht  of  8  or  10  lasts  but  some  people  must  be  there  for  security. 
This  can  be  regularly  done  or  set  about  in  course  of  time  after 
numbers  are  sent  and  have  arrived  here  and  more  of  the  place 
is  taken  up. 

And  whereat  considerable  provisions  and  liqaors  are  being 
forced  here  at  excessive  prices  by  private  individuals,  as  well 
retailers  as  tavernkeepers  and  tapsters,  and  as  there  is  neither 
baker  nor  brewer  here,  and  thin  drink  makes  hungry  bellies 
which  recoil  on  the  store,  and  as  working  people  must  some- 
times take  a  drink  of  beer  or  wine  to  comfort  their  hearts,  I  re- 
solved, with  the  advice  of  the  Municipal  government,  and  on 
the  representation  of  those  authorized  by  the  Commonalt)*, 
that  the  tapsters  and  tavernkeepers  should  not  retail  the  can 
of  Maiihattaix  beer  for  mor«  than  nine  stivers  which  they  used  to 
sell  for  fifteen,  and  the  wine  iu  proportion,  to  the  end  that  the 
articles  of  food  which  are  scarce  here,  and  sometimes  not  to  be 
had,  and  which  are  imported,  such  as  wheaten  flour,  English 
loaves  or  bread,  butter,  rice,  etc.,  when  not  abundant  here» 
may  be  also  regulatd  at  a  reasonable  price,  for  the  good,  relief 
and  advantage  of  all  the  inhabitants  and  settlers.  This  is  a 
new  l)eginning, delicate  in  all  or  many  respects, and  accompanied 
by  many  difficulties;  but  hitherto  everything  has  come  on  well 
and  in  good  onler;  every  possible  effort  will  be  made  to  continue 
so;  the  people  are  well,  and  well  disposed,  but  the  soldiers  are 
MiflRciently  inclined  to  be  troublesome  and  importunate. 

It  also  sometimes  occurs  to  me,  I  know  not  wherefore,  that 
a  certain  person  who  is  bound  esiiecially  to  promote  peace  and 
quiet,  seeks  to  cause  disturbance  by  himself,  or  by  others,  in 
my  absence.    I  thought  this  was  best  met  by  civility  and  reason; 
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and  I  avoid,  as  luuch  as  possible,  to  afford  any  man  tlie  least 
cause  of  dissatisfaction.  If  it  iiappen  tliat  any  one  should  fur- 
nish any  food  for  misconstruction,  please  to  rellect  and  fully  to 
believe  that  such  person  can  well  be  spared  from  this  place. 

By  the  ship  de  Meulen  has  arrived  your  Honors*  most  wel- 
come letter,  dated  10'''  April,  which  reached  me  for  the  first 
time  on  the  last  day  of  July.  1  have  been  much  pleased  to 
learn  by  it  that  the  ship  de  Waeg  was  taking  in  a  cargo,  to- 
gether with  a  schooner  and  several  families  of  Colonists  and 
free  tradesmen,  etc. ,  also  provisions,  goods  and  materials,  and 
aClerg}anan;  this  affords  me  pleasure.  They  were  then  to 
leave  for  this  place  in  about  15  or  IG  days  after  the  above  date, 
but  nothing  has  yet  been  heard  of  them  up  to  this  day.  I  have, 
also,  word  from  the  Manhattes  that  no  news  of  them  had  been 
received  there  up  to  the  &^  Instant.  I  have  understood  that  the 
Waisg  was  to  go  there  first;  His  somewhat  out  of  the  way,  and 
injurious  to  this  place.  The  Bay  of  this  river  is  shallow  Uicht) , 
and  such  appropriation  ought  to  be  made  to  render  it  safer 
and  better  for  incoming  ships  that  operations  may  be  com- 
menced without  delay;  this  would  bring  a  greater  resort,  com- 

» 

merce  and  improvement  to  this  place, not  only  from  thence  but 
also  from  neighboring  Colonies. 

The  amount  of  your  Honors*  disbursements  is  large  at  first; 
the  thing  is  here  for  which  and  to  which  all  was  done,  and 
what  is  still  of  much  greater  importance, the  result  thereof,  and 
what  is  to  be  expected  from  it  remain  yet  unknown.  Were  a 
vigorous  policy  soon  or  now  immediately  adopted  and  put  in 
force,  it  will  in  my  opinion,  afford  proof  that  such  vigor  was 
not  employed  in  vain,  and  without  foundation. 

I  have  seen  the  proposal  respecting  the  loading  of  the  ship 
the  Waeg,  I  should  willingly  see  it  sail  to  its  destination  from 
this  place,  with  a  full  cargo,  and  not  from  the  Manhattes. 
Since  I  have  received  your  Honors'  letters  I  have  endeavored 
to  encourage  some  persons  to  bring  some  timber  together  to 
freight  it.  A  sort  of  beginning  has  been  made.  I  fear  they  will 
be  distressed  for  want  of  hands.  It  would  be  highly  gratifying 
to  me  should  the  first  of  the  ships  belonging  to  the  city  ar- 
rive there  direct  with  a  return  cargo  of  timl>er  from  this  place. 
I  am  very  anxious  for  that,  and  if  it  will  succeed  in  the  brief 
time  that  is  allowed,  I  dare  assure  your  Honors  at  least  of  an- 
other ship  load  or  perhaps  two  in  the  spring,  unless,  as  already 
observed,  we  come  to  want  hands  to  do  the  work  here,  whieli, 
indeed,  is  heavy  work. 

As  provisions  are  now  rapidly  consuuied  and  run  low,  I  liave 
been  obliged  to  discover  means  whereby  I  may,  as  best   I  can. 
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provide   some  stock   of  supplien.     I  shall  write  more  fully  on 
this  subject  in  my  next. 

Should  one  or  two  brickmakers  offer  to  come  hither  in  service 
or  else  as  free  men,  there  is  a  good  opportunity  for  them;  please 
engage  them,  and  let  them  come  over  in  the  one  capacity  or 
other,  at  pleasure.  I  have,  up  to  this  time,  issued  such  reason- 
able and  necessary  rations  as  circumstances,  in  any  wise  per- 
mitted, but  it  has  been  impossible  to  excuse  the  distribution 
to  soldiers*  wives,  their  maids  and  children;  to  wit,  the  women 
the  same  as  the  men,  and  the  maids  with  the  children,  each 
half  a  ration,  as  is  to  be  seen  in  the  annexed  list.  In  course 
of  time  it  will  be  requisite  to  send  out  some  wax,  green  or  red, 
as  may  l>e  proper,  with  a  seal  for  this  place. 

Herewith  ending,  I  shall  pray  God,  Honorable,  Worshipful, 
Wise  and  Right  Prudent  Gentlemen,  to  bless  your  administra- 
tion, and  to  preserve  your  Honors'  persons  in  continual  health.

Resolved 
whereas  it  was  not  the  Council's  intention  to  foster  said 
Colonie  by  excessive  andemiless  expenditure,  that  Mess"  Tulp, 
Cornelis  de  Graeff  Lord  of  South  Polsbroeok,  Witsen  Valckenier, 
Van  Hoorn  and  Burgh  be  commissioned  and  requested  to  con- 
sider and  examine  said  matters  maturely  and  to  report  their 
conclusion  and  opinion  accordingly. 
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RESOLUTIONS  GRANTING  FURTHER  AID  TO  THE

IS"*  October,  1657. 

The  Committee  appointed  on  the  7*^  September  last  to  ex- 
amine the  application  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Colonie  in 
New  Netherland  to  be  supplied  with  16,000  gl.  for  the  equip- 
ment and  dispatch  of  a  ship  have  this  day  reported :  '  That 
the  Commissioners  of  the  Colonie  had  informed  them  that  they 
meant  henceforth  to  promote  the  work  with  a  yearly  outfit, 
and  as  they  should  require  only  16  @.  20  thousand  gl.  for  each 
venture,  not  doubting  but  the  good  fruits  of  the  planting  this 
Colonie  would  manifest  themselves  in  a  short  time  sooner  or 
later ;  the  Committee  of  this  Council  as  their  opinion,  therefore, 
consider,  inasmuch  as  such  subsidy  is  moderate,  and  would  still 
further  diminish  in  course  of  time,  that  the  required  subsidy 
ought  to  be  continued  and  grants  said  Commissioners,  by 
reason  of  the  notorious  appearances  of  increase  in  the  Colonie. 

Which  report  being  heard,  the  Committee  is  thanked  for  the 
trouble  they  have  taken,  and  it  is  accordingly  resolved  that  for 
thisonoe,  the  require^  16  .thousand  guilders  shall  be  granted, 
and  for  the  raising  thereof  the  revenue,  means  and  eflfects  of  this 
city,  shall  be  bound,  as  has  heretofore  l>een  done,  the  council 
rererving  to  itself,  to  determine,  then,  in  regard  to  the  future. 

ir**  April.  1058. 

The  application  of  the  Commissioners  or  Directors  of  the 
Colonie  in  New  Netherland  to  be  supplied  with  a  sum  of  20 
thousand  gl.  for  the  fitting  out  of  a  hhip  to  be  sent  thither  with 
a  number  of  persons  who  offer  to  go  there,  for  the  advancement 
of  said  Colonie,  having  been  submitted  by  Mess"  the  Burgo- 
masters to  the  Council. 

It  is,  after  deliberation  remarked  that  the  reasons  and  motives 
which  led  to  the  prosecution  of  said  Colonie,  still  continue, 
and  from  time  to  time  afford  more  probable  tokens  of  a  good 
result;  audit  is  therefore  resolved  that  the  above  named  Com- 
missioners shall  be  allowed  the  required  20  thousand  gl.  for  the 
next  outfit,  on  like  negotiation  and  pledge,  as  is  expressed  in 
the  resolution  adopted  on  the  13*'*  October,  1657.

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VICE-DIRECTOR    ALRICKS    TO    THE    COMMISSIONERS 
OP  THE  COLONIE  ON  THE  DELAWARE  RIVER.     . 


Honorable,  Worshipful,   Wise,  Pnident  Gentlemen: 

My  last  to  your  Honors  was  dated  the  26^  of  June,  and  went 
with  the  ship  the  Vergulde  Sonne,  Adolff  Wyngaert,  skipper, 
whose  departure,  notwithstanding  he  was  detained  a  consider- 
able time  repairing  and  fixing,  in  consequence  of  his  disabled 
condition  when  he  arrived,  was  delayed  over  14  days  longer  by 
unfavorable  wind  and  weather.  I  hope,  nevertheless,  thilt 
the  above  named  ship  will  have  safely  arrived  in  due  season, 
which  God  grant.     I  long  to  hear  it. 

1. — The  provisions  brought  over,  from  time  to  time,  by  the 
arriving  vessels,  are  becoming  very  scarce,  through  great  con- 
sumption, let  alone  the  fact  that  in  the  transmitting  of  them, 
what  was  required  for  the  soldiers  and  civil  officers  was  little 
thought  of. 

Your  Honors  had  heretofore  ordered  that  Beeckman  should 
be  employed  in  the  purchasing  of  provisions  at  the  Manhattans. 

He  is  now  pla«;ed  at,  or  in  Port  Altona,  as  Vice- Director. 

2. — In  regard  to  the  salt  which  your  honors  suppose  is  quite 
plenty  at  the  Manhattans,  that  is  a  mistake.     We  have  only 
a   hogshead   and   a  cask,  and   can   hardly   get    any   there  for 
money.     A  skepel  of  salt,  *tis  said,  costs  a  beaver  there,  which 
is  12  gl.,  more  or  less,  this  currency,  so  that  we  shall  be  sorely 
distressed    in    consqeuence.     Hardly  a  cup  of  salt  can   be  had 
for  extraordinary  occasions;  this  causes  great  discontent  and 
uproar.     In  well  regulated  places,  it  does  happen,  that  scarcity 
and  want,  of  one  part  or  the  other,  occurs;  much  more   is  this 
the  case   in  a  far   distant  and    newly   begun  Colonic,    which, 
at  least,  ought  to  be  provided  for  one  year  with  whatever  is 
not  produced  as  yet  in  this  country,  or  procured  through  others 
and   can    be  brought   from   the  neighboring   places.     In  other 
products  which  grow  here,  we  may  have   bad  years  by  a  short 
crop,  the  worm  and  other  ill-luck.  eTcessive drought,  continual 
rain,  severe  sickness,  etc'.,  for  it  has  already  occurred  here  that 
the  worm  has  appeared  in  va^t  quantities  and  seriously  injureti 
the   crops  and  gardens:  much  grain  has    been  ruined    by  long 
rains,  and  in  consequence  of  severe  and  general  sickness,  scarcely 
600  skepels  have   been  saved,  where  900  have   been  sown.     Rye 
is  worth  here  at  least  nine  guilders   the  sack,   which  is   equal 
to  334   guilders   the   last.     White   peas   7}  or   8   gl.    the   sack. 
Little  or  no  butter  is   to  be  had  here;  cheese,  less;  and  when- 
ever any  one   is  alx)ut  going  on  a   journey,  he  can   hardly  jjet 
anything  more  than  dry  bread, or  he  must  carry  along  a  pot  or

kettle  to  cook  some  food.  This,  frequently,  tirae  does  not 
permit.  Therefore,  once  more,  as  a  reminder  or  repetition,  it 
were  well  that  some  rye-meal,  groats  and  cheese,  etc*.,  were 
sent  in  all  the  ships. 

3. — I  have  appointed  Mr.  Hinojossa  to  go  to  the  Manhattann ; 
I  shall,  by  this  occasion,  demand  the  original  deeds  of  this 
place ;  also,  learn,  what  is  to  be  done  for  the  purchase  of  the 
land  at  the  Whorekill,  and  speak  about  the  price  of  8  or  10 
cat.tle,  including  2  horses  which  were  received  with  the  fort, 
but  never  sent  for  and  were  given  out  on  halves  to  the  Swedes. 
Therefore,  as  horses  are  necessarily  required  here  for  agricul- 
ture, means  should  be  devised  and  the  opportunity  of  vessels 
seized,  to  obtain  a  good  supply  of  horses  and  salt  from  tha.t 
place. 

4. — The  buoys  will,  on  the  earliest  opportunity,  be  laid  down, 
as  soon  as  possible,  in  the  most  suitable  parts  of  the  Bay;  but 
stones  are  wanting,  which  will  be  looked  up  and  prepared  for 
the  purpose. 

In  regard  to  the  fort,  'tis,  with  whatever  is  on,  or  in  it,  in  a 
great  state  of  decay.     I  cannot  any  longer  postpone  its  removal 
but  have  been  obliged   for  the  storage  and  delivery  of  goods, 
and  for  a  residence  of  the  Commissary,  to  resolve  on  buildiiig* 
a  house  of  plank,  about  50  feet  in  length   and  20   in   brnndth ; 
also,  I  caused   to  be  repaired  i  of  the  house  in   which    I  have 
been  lodging  very  uncomfortably,  the  greater  part  whereof  i» 
still  so  leaky,that  it  is  with  the  greatest  difficulty  any  thing- 
can  be  kept  dry.     The  rest  remains  still  unfinished,  until    we 
receive  more  brick,  lime  and   tiles,  which  are  much   wanting- 
here.     I  have  also  had   a  new  guard-house  built,  and  a  new 
bakery,  30  feet  long  and  20  wide;  the  lower  story  9,  and  the  sec- 
ond 6H^^t  high;  half  of  it  remains  still  unroofed  for  want  of 
tiles.     We  shall  be  obliged  to  pull  down  and  rebuild  the  sold- 
iers* barracks  immediately,  and  afterwards  the  fortification  it- 
self, a  considerable  part  of  which  is  washed  away  outside  on  the 
river;  therefore,  no  change  of  site  can  be  made  here  in  regard 
of  the  building  that  has  l>een   done,  and,  since  it  is  the   fir8t 
place   where  posession  was  taken  in  your  Honoris  behalf,  it 
must  remain  the  oldest  and   lowest,  as  the  alteration  entailn, 
besides,  much  labor,  time  and  expense.     I  shall  therefore  let  It 
stand,  and  not  attempt  the  least  change  of  site  in  this  case. 

The  ship  de  Meulen  has, God  be  praised, safely  arrived  on  the 
27'"  ult%  after  a  voyage  of  13  weeks,  and  experiencing  great  want 
of  water,  to  such  a  degree,  that  for  some  days  it  was  impossible 
to  cook.  The  i)eople  suffered  considerably  from  sickness,  and 
10  or  1 1  die<l.  When  the  vessel  reached  this  vicinity,  with  much 
<r()iitrary  wind,  it  was  obliged  to  seek  a  port,  and  on  arriving 
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hi^re,  caused  us  a  threat  deal  of,  joy,  althoutcli  >t  brought  luany 
luoutha  without  brlngfnjc  with  tlieiii  a  mite  of  any  sort  of  pro- 
viiilon8,and  the  season  beiug  now  advanced,  beaverK  or  peltries 
can,  with  dlfflt^ulty  be  bartered.  DutHes,  also,  are  scarce, 
though  In  demand,  particularly  ut  this  time,  and  uven  con- 
Ktantly. 

5. — I  had  expected,  at  leaht,  the  supply  of  some  provisions, 
such  as  rye-flour,  Rroats  and  some  cheese.  The  galliot  must 
also  be  provisioned ;  tliere  Is  a  set  of  insolent  fellows  on  board 
her,  who  when  she  is  laid  up,  will  not  lay  a  hand  to  work;  if 
there  be  anything  to  do,  and  there  Is  never  any  want  of  work 
here,  they  will  not  stir  for  less  than  riz  duller  or  3  Kuildera  a 
ilay.  Carpeuters, niuHOOB  and  others  mechanics  earn  4  guilders; 
thiH  amounts  to  considerable  in  extensive  works,  but  it  Is,  on 
the  other  hand,  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  countiy  currency 
is  also  very  high,  and  that  an  ell  of  duffles  costs  4  Builders  in 
v&mpum. 

8.— There  Is  no  reason  or  plea  for  declining  or  refusiut;  to 
Hupply  the  oid  or  first  Inhabitants  from  the  store  for  their 
money.  There  is  no  merchant's  store  here,  nor  scarcely  any 
one  that  hath  provisions  for  sale  for  the  diiily  supply  of  the  in- 
liubitAntx :  nay,  not  even  bread,  although  there  are  over  GOO 
8<>ul«  in  this  place.  Whoever  has  anything  will  not  sell  It, 
and  whoso  has  not,  cannot.  Thintrs  hero  are  in  their  infancy, 
and  demand  time.  Many  who  come  hither  are  as  poor  as 
wuriiis,  and  lazy  wlthnl.  and  will  not  work,  unless  comt>elled 
by  necessity.  ThisgivPK  greiit  umbrage,  and  to  keep  a)  I  mutters 
ftralght  affords  plenty  of  iH'<'ii[nition. 

In  regard  to  the  timber,  which  yon  nrf  ^u^pri^ed,  has  been 
sent  henctas  freight,  wlmevei-  hasiiiivthiiig  here  to  load  ought 
not  to  be  repulse<l  l)ut  eucouruKed,  iind  rucIi  is  necessary  here; 
if  things  are  to  buccetKl.  we  must  operal*'  in  that  woy.  I'liere- 
fore,  I  shall  much  rather  animate  the  pcfjple  lo  labor  than 
(liiicouratre  them.  It  is  not  to  lie  wondered  at.  if  the  work, 
at  first,  !«  not  so  |)erfect  and  |)rofltable.  I'ructiee  reiKlcrs  the 
people  more  ex|>ert,and  'tis  better  to  do  something  good  tbiui 
to  Ite  employed  uselescly  or  unprofltably.  The  timber  was 
sent  that  labor  may  be  supported.  Thnngli  at  preent  ills- 
creiSited  and  brought  into  disrcpute.it  will  soiin  surmount  thf 
difficaltf  when  improve<l,  and  faults  or  accidents  lire  remedied 
«r  removed.  That  the  ship  should  have  arrivoil  sooner  hom.-. 
10  or  13  days  were  eiiiploywl  in  Inking  the  tinilipr  in  ;  it  hiy  on 
the  bank  alonglde  the  vesnel  und  tlie  ci-ew  undertook  to  tinul 
an<l  load  it  for  200  gl.,  or  thereabouts;  It  was  the  finest 
weather  that  could  be  expected,  so  that  it  can  easily  be  deter- 
mined whether  this  could  lie  effi'cted  sjHiner,  in  half  the  time. 
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It  ought  not  to  be  laid  to  my  charge  if  others  wasted  the 
time  at  the  Manhattans  and  on  the  voyage.  I  shall  faithfully 
study  the  interest  of  the  city»  but  I  am  not  responsible  for  de- 
lays caused  by  others.  In  like  manner,  the  snip  de  Sonne  took 
a  month,  or  a  little  more,  to  load,  in  consequence  of  having 
oeen  in  a  damaged  and  bad  condition  and  requiring  consider- 
able time  to  be  caulked.  About  130  iron  bolts  were  made  and 
used  in  her  repairs,  exclusive  of  spikes,  &c.  Though  the  heavy 
freights  absorb  all  the  profit  of  the  timber,  yet  it  is  better 
that  the  people,  who  are  inclined  to  be  industrious*  should  be 
accommodated,  although  they  derive  no  profit,  than  that  they 
be  deprived  of  the  smallest  opportunity  to  send  off  their  goods, 
for  which  no  manner  of  reason  can  be  given. 

The  wise  resolution  which  has  been  adopted  to  annex  to  this 
place  the  Whorekill  and  the  country  from  Boomtiens  hook  to 
Cape  Hinloopen  is  advantageous  and  excellent.  It  will  be  no 
sooner  purchased  than  I  shall  hasten  the  conveyance,  and  take 
immediate  possession,  of  it;  but  send  then  in  the  spring  or  in 
the  ships  sailing  in  December,  a  good  number  of  strong  and 
hard  working  men.  Should  they  not  be  forthcoming  so  speedily 
or  promptly  at  the  time,  they  can  be  supplied  by  boys  of  15, 
16  or  17  years  and  over,  bearing  in  mind,  particularly  that 
tbey  be  robust.  Whatever  is  to  be  accomplished  here  must  l>e 
expected  from  labor.  I  sliall  take  care  to  build  a  redoubt  or 
stronghold  in  the  most  favorable  position,  but  I  desire  much 
to  have  a  small  vessel  also',  similar  to  a  Wiering  galliot  of  10 
or  12  Icists.  We  are  not  yet  'in  a  condition  to  build  such  a 
craft  here:  one  thing  is  wanting  and  then  another  and  the 
work  does  not  progress.  The  slowness  and  interruption  are 
most  injurious  and  damaging. 

Resort  to  New  England  and  Virginia:  Every  prudence  shall 
\>e  made  use  of  in  this  regard;  I  know  it  is  required,  and  I 
shall,  with  all  circumspection,  observe  whatever  the  service 
and  necesHity  here  will  happen  to  demand. 

7.— The  fruits  or  products  thereof  by  cultivation  here: 
Whatever  is  possible  is  done  in  this  matter.  But  a  j^oung  or 
unwilling  horse  must  first  be  taught  and  broke  in,  so  that  he 
may  be  fit  for  the  bridle  or  for  draft.  It  is  even  so  here  for 
most  part  with  the  people,  and  also  with  the  soil  which  has 
first  to  be  cleared  of  small  and  large  trees  and  other  brush* 
wood, then  broken  up,  as  opportunity  offers,and  ploughed  and 
sf)wed  in  due  course;  then  the  whole  remains  to  be  fenced  and 
so  ordered,  that  wild  and  domestic  animals  may  not  destroy 
or  trample  the  crops  or  render  all  the  labor  fruitless. 

The   children    nent    over   from    the    Almshouse  have   safely 
arrived  and  were  in  sufficient  request,  so  that  all  are  bound  out 
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with  one  &nd  tbe  other;  the  oldest  for  3  yeorx,  the  others,  uiio 
the  majur  portion,  for  8  years,  and  the  youngest  for  i  yearp. 
eamlDg  40,  60,  and  60  guilders  during  tbe  above  period,  and  nt 
the  end  of  tlie  term  will  be  Btted  out  In  the  eame  uianner  a8 
tney  axe  at  present ;  the  conditions  are  no  worse,  but  rather  bet- 
ter than  were  prescribed  in  the  form  tran8mi*,t«d.  Please  to 
continue  Mnding  Otberti  from  time  to  time;  but,  it  poEnibte, 
none  ouftht  to  come  less  than  IS  years  of  a^e  and  some  what 
stroQg.as  little  proBt  is  to  be  expected  here  without  labor:  but 
from  people  with  large  families  gr  many  Nmall  children,  little 
is  to  be  expected.  When  the  men  die  they  do  not  leave  a  sti- 
ver behind.  The  public  must  provide  the  cofBn,  pay  all  the 
debts  and  feed  or  maintain,  those  who  survive. 

8.— ^Respecting  the  stoop  to  be  built  here:  No  person  ever 
came  over  acquainted  with  such  businesH  and  willing  or  able 
to  work  at  it.  We  havts  no  sawyers;  one  articled  smith,  little 
iron  and  coals  for  heavy  work;  free  smiths  are  extraordinarily 
scarce,  and  it  is  not  advisable  to  get  much  work  done  by 
them;  sails,  ropes  and  man^  other  indispensable  necessaries 
are  long  expected  from  time  to  time  before  anything  can  Ix^ 
finished. 

9. — The  materials  are  arrivml  but  no  tiles,  quantities  of 
which  are  much  needed  here.  Tlie  brick-maker  is  dead.  Iron 
padlocks,  scythes,  sickles,  thatchers'  knives,  adzes,  saws, 
crosscut- saws,  picks,  iron  pots  and  kettles,  6,000  tbs  of  iron, 
smiths' coals,  fire-hrick,  lime,  steel  and  powder  are  required; 
therefore,  please  make  some  room  for  them  when  fending,  alMv 
for  two-inch  nails,  were  it  100  tho'isand,  but  5,  6,  7,  8  and  fl 
inch,  not  until  demamleil,  an  there  is  but  little  heavy  bulidiuK 
here  as  yet.  Do  not  furi^ei  plenty  of  carpenters'  tools,  mostly 
hand  saws,  crosscut -saws,  adzes,  augers,  etc*. 

10. — In  regard  to  contraband  goods:  I  could  not  help  whnt 
happened  in  the  previous  matters  for  reasons  which  you  will 
please  to  consider,  but  since  there  is  a  change  in  that  service, 
I  shall  see  that  proper  attention  be  paid  in  future.  Respecting 
what  came  in  di  Waeg,  on  seeing  and  noticing  that  the  goods 
were  of  that  description,  I  had  them  removed  to  the  store  and 
after  they  had  remained  there  some  monthx,  was  requented  to 
take  them  on  the  city's  account,  at  the  original  cost  in  Hol- 
land. This  was  refused  and  not  listened  to;  wherefore,  at 
last,  the  case  was  opened  and  found  to  contain  flve-and-thirty 
guns,  which  I  seised  and  delivered  to  the  Ensign  of  the  Burgher 
crops  for  distribution  among  the  men  coming  over  who  are 
under  the  Company'^  jurlMlictlon  and  not  provided  with  imy 
arms,  which  was  done.  If  any  perwon  prefer  any  claim  to 
th^m.  It   should   he  proved    IWore   the  Sheriff  or    Fiscal,  who

will  then  he  obliged  to  protect  the  public  rii^ht;  and  in  my 
opinion,  under  existing  ciroumBtances,  nothing  further  ought 
to  be  done  in  this  matter,  for  the  reason  that,  first :  I  do  not 
desire  to  dig  up  any  old  questions  or  disputes;  and,  secondly . 
because  on  account  of  the  small  profit  realized  in  this  trade, 
there  will  be  no  inducement  to  trafSc  in  such  goods  any  more. 
Besides,  he  is  not  the  man  who  hath  originated  it;  'twas 
brought  on  him  by  friends  who  believed  that  they  could  pass 
unobserved  under  his  cloak,  which  now,  most  assuredly,  tiiey 
have  missed.  Were  any  further  trouble  to  arise  therefrom,  it 
would  be  to  the  prejudice  of  the  person  and  a  scandal  and 
annoyance  to  him  where  he  resides;  this  would  be  of  no  service 
to  us;  peace  and  quiet  are  of  much  more  benefit  to  us. 

11.— ^In  respect  to  the  Swedish  nation  and  their  lands,  Vrhich 
are  now  partly  vacant  and  partly  occupied  and  cultivated  by 
them :  There  are  two  parcels  of  the  best  land  on  the  river  on 
the  west  bank,  the  first  of  which  is  above  Marietiens  hook 
about  two  leagues  along  the  river  and  4  leagues  into  the  in- 
terior ;  the  second,  on  a  guess,  about  8  leagues  along  the  same, 
including  Schuylkil,  Passajonck,  Quinsessingh,  right  excellent 
land,  the  grants  or  deeds  whereof,  signed  in  original  by  Queen 
Christina,  I  have  seen;  they  remain  here.  I  believe  the  pro- 
prietors, as  they  style  themselves,  or  those  who  hold  the  ground 
briefs,  wpuld  willingly  dispose  of  them  for  a  trifle,  according 
to  their  value  and  worth.  In  like  manner,  there  are  some  old 
inhabitants  here,  sworn  subjects  of  this  Province,  who,  in 
the  years  1652  and  1G58,  purchased  with  the  consent  of  the 
General,  from  the  Indian  nation,  about  two  leagues  on  the  east 
bank  of  this  river,  just  above  old  Fort  Nassau,  and  then  a  sec- 
ond tract  of  5V  leagues  along  this  river,  with  convenient  kills, 
woods  and  fine  land,  which  it  would  albo  be  well  to  obtain  ;  but 
I  can  easily  understand  that  this  title  is  not  perfectly  clear, and 
could  alone  be  considered  as  pretenses  or  claims;  first,  although 
the  Company  hath  full  authority  over  what  the  Swedes  possess, 
and  also  shows  the  people  that  it  will  use  it  for  its  own  ad- 
vantage, which  the  General  considers  to  be  the  most  expedient, 
nevertheless,  by  withdrawing  the  letters  of  donation,  the  claim 
from  wifhout  would  cease,  and  the  propriety  or  pretended 
title  would  be  extinguished  by  a  conveyance  to  be  executed  in 
addition  to  their  to  be  surrendered  deeds. 

Respecting  the  Dutch,  the  case  is:  In  the  troubles, when  the 
Swedes  came  here,  they  were  permitted  to  purchase  in  order 
to  prevent  the  above  mentioned  lands  being  sold  by  the  Indians 
or  natives  to  the  Swedish  nation.  But  your  Honors  will  b*» 
better  able  to  understand  the  whole  matter  by  the  grant  and 
deed,  whereof  I  shall  endeavor  to  ootain  copies,  which  I  will 
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traasmit.  Meanwhile  1  should  not  be  surprised  were  men 
here  to  get  some  sort  of  lien  on  the  above  mentioned  pretended 
proprietors;  that  is,  to  advance  to  them,  if  they  should  desire 
it,  some  money  or  merchandise,  to  wit,  on  a  league  of  country 
or  thereabouts,  50,  60  or  70  guilders  at  most,  which,  in  Holland 
currency,  is  50,  60  or  70  ells  of  Osnaburgh  black  linen;  this  is 
sold  at  15,  16,  18,  and  even  easily  for  20  stivers,  on  condition 
that  they  pledge  their  deeds  and  patents  in  return,  by  which 
means  soiue  title  may  be  obtained,  and  any  conveyance,  mortgage 
or  other  incumbrance  thereon  to  the  English  may  be  prevented. 
What  is  further  to  be  considered  in  the  premises,  your  Honors 
can,  in  due  season,  hereafter  determine. 

What  relates  to  the  admitting  or  permitting  the  English 
nation :  No  steps  shall  be  taken  to  the  prejudice  of  our  own 
interests. 

12. — The  cattle  purchased  here  and  distributed  among  the 
Oolonists  on  halves :  The  reason  is  this ;  None  of  the  Colonists 
wanted  any  of  them  entirely  at  their  own  risk;  first,  because 
winter  was  approaching,  and  they  were  unprovided  with  hay 
or  forage;  secondly,  because  the  land,  being  wild  and  full  of 
trees,  the  cattle  ea>tily  strayed  away  or  got  lost,  and  might  be 
killed  by  the  Indians;  thirdly,  they  objected  and  could  not 
agree,  under  such  insecurity  or  risk,  to,  emharrass  themselves 
with  their  share  or  half,  especially  as  the  cattle  from  Virgi- 
nia are  accustomed,  for  the  most  part,  to  run  wild  and  are 
hard  to  be  managed. 

Notwithstanding  all  this,  I  was  obliged  to  buy  in  the  cattle, 
for  had  not  such  l)een  done,  no  person  would  ever  be  willing 
to  bring  an  animal  or  anything  for  Hale  here. 

13.— For  the  city  I  have  considered,  were  these  to  be  given 
on  credit  and  people  to  have  a  perfect  title  to  them,  then  much 
traffic  and  changing  thereof  would  follow,  to  the  great  pre- 
judice of  the  Company,  and  whenever  a  man  comes  to  hang 
his  head,  becomes  sick  or  unable  to  work,  then  there  is  not  a 
penny  to  the  good,  and  everything  must  be  remitted,  and  in 
addition,  women  and  many  little  children,  are  to  be  supported. 
'Tis,  as  yet,  somewhat  too  soon  to  send  many  women  and  a 
iiiultitudeof  little  children  here;  it  will  be  more  advisable  and 
safer  when  crops  are  gathered  and  abundance  prevails,  and 
everything  is  cheaper;  therefore  the  people  ought  not  to  be  so 
much  trusted,  and  consequently  less  loss  would  accrue.  The 
season  now  being  bad,  rainy  and  unhealthy,  rye  is  held  at  4 
guilders  the  skepel ;  but  the  usual  price  here  is  3  gl.,  and  I 
have  never  bought  it  for  less.  1  wish  I  could  get  it  now  for 
that,  which  is  324  gl.  the  last. 
21-VOL.  V. 
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14. — The  Virginia  trade  might  be  easily  cultivated,  were 
there  plenty  of  goods  here ;  and  when  brought  a  little  into 
shape,  reputation  or  rank,  there  will  be  private  persons 
enough  to  lay  hold  of  it,  to  whom  it  can  be  given  up  and  left. 

As  to  what  concerns  souie  fugitives  who  came  with  two  boats 
from  Virginia,  and  were  stranded  on  Cape  Hinlopen,  there 
was  nothing  secret  in  the  matter,  which  was  simply  thus: 
They  have  been  here  one,  two  or  three  months,  and  on  further 
inquiry,  mostly  left  this  place  for  the  Manhattans  and  the 
north,  except  one  whom  I  arrested  and  sent  back. 

15.— But,  meanwhile,  I  perceive  they  have  an  eye  to  land 
lying  on  this  side  the  Virginia  river;  it  will  now  be  included 
in  the  district  between  this  place  and  Cape  Hinlopen,  to  pre- 
vent which  the  largest  number  of  people  possible  ought  to  be 
sent  out,  but  provisions  ought  particularly  be  sent  with  them 
until  circumstances  here  shall  be  in  a  somewhat  batter  and 
more  favorable  condition. 

What  has  been  granted  to  Mr.  Alexander  Hinojossa  o^i  his 
Petition  for  some  brick,  shall  be  transcribed  according  to  order. 

Jan  Barents,  late  chief  boatswain  on  board  the  Prins  Maurits 
now  deceased;  I  had  given  him  a  certificate  that  he  was  em- 
ployed here,  in  order  that  he  may  receive  his  wages  on  his  de- 
parture in  the  de  Waeg,  but  it  was  not  my  intention  that  he 
should  receive  such  pay  on  board  the  ship.  In  future  I  shall 
so  enlarge  on  it  as  to  prevent  such  persons  receiving  more  than 
of  right  belongs  to  them  and  they  have  earned.  He  was  an 
industrious  and  diligent  man,  who  endeavored  to  act  faith- 
fully by  those  whom  he  served. 

One  of  the  miners  that  came  over  is  sick,  which  already  dis- 
courages the  other.  I  shall  endeavor  to  cheer  him  up,  and  in 
time,  also,  supply  him  with  what  they -and  1  desire,  and  may 
be  consistent  with  the  public  and  city*8  good. 

I  have  received  the  police  and  law  books  which  were  sent  out 
consisting  of  2  parts,  and  a  duplicate  of  each;  they  will  be  a 
great  convenience  to  us  and  we  shall  make  use  of  them;  but 
[not]  the  by-laws  of  the  city,  at  the  end  of  which  the  customs 
of  Antwerp  are  annexed  and  printed,  whereof  mention  was  fre- 
quently made  in  the  despatch. 

16.— Of  the  acount:  I  greatly  wish  that  the  Commissary  had 
more  experience  and  time.  He  has  some  excuse  from  his  ill- 
ness, which  lasted  full  8m.  during  that  period  he  lay  flat  and 
was  often  very  low.  This  has  caused  much  more  work  to  accu- 
mulate, besides  the  impossibility  he  is.  under  of  attending* 
to  everything.  'Tis  very  easy  to  require  from  one,  alone,  what 
would  supply  Ave  with  plenty  of  work.  I  have  repeatedly  writ- 
ten for  a  clerk  or  book  keeper ;  Itemy  for  a  secretary  and  echout. 
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without  any  result;  not  a  word  liave  I  rei^eiv«<l  in  answer.  1 
etuplofeoiue  now,  provisionally,  but  without  wages;  not  much 
is  asked,  therefore  please  tn  proviJe  particularly  what  Is  re- 
quired. There  are  about  GOO  souls  here  now;  among  these 
nre  many  rou|[h  people  who  furnish  plenty  of  work;  scarcely 
an  hour  passes  without  having  talk,  or  trouble  with  one  or 
the  other  of  them;  aild  to  thiK,  so  much  to  be  dune,  to  bv 
thought  of  and  arrangeil  or  to  be  written,  that  but  little  time 
remains  for  me  to  do  the  work  of  another  person ;  yet  that 
now  In  his  sickness  even  consumee  time,  and,  meanwhile,  work 
increases  and  accumulates  for  him,  which  please  also  to  consider 
and  to  make  further  dispoHitlon  therein.  There  is  no  baker 
here,  so  that  all  the  bread  to  be  delivered  to  the  Coloniecomes 
mostly  to  the  store;  and  there  Ih  but  a  small  supply  of  grain 
and  flour,  and  a  poor  pliice  to  store  it.  I  therefore,  allow 
another  frame  house  to  be  built,  ilO  feet  wide  and  36  feet  Iunk; 
the  first  story  10  feet,  the  2^  of  7  feet  with  a  roof  which  requires 
some  thousand  tiles.  Kesides  this,  many  erected  houses,  the 
store  or  dwellings  for  the  Couiniissary,  guard-house,  barrai-ks, 
bakehouse,  etc.,  and  ji  of  my  own  dwelliiiK  are  not  yet  tiled, 
which  !  have  anxiously  desired  and  endeavi)red  to  iiceomplinh. 
Pleiiiy  of  brick  and  lime,  uuieh  irou  work,  iron  and  coals- 
ought  to  lie  sent  out. 

Doetie  Jacobs,  daughter  or  Geertruyt  Draems.  whom  the 
skipper  is  authorized  to  take  over  with  him,  is.  accordin);  to 
sui-h  authoriy,  at  the  orders  of  said  skipper.  But  I  shall 
hardly  be  paid  by  Jeuriaen  Symens,  who  brought  her  over, 
for  the  passage  uioney  and  the  year'H  provisions,  ic,  delivered 
from  the  store :  he  is  frequently  sick  and  unable  to  work ;  thus 
people  become  impoverished  fast.  Therefore,  send  only,  for  the 
most  part,  men  or  servants,  or  young,  growing,  strong  people. 
When  these  die,  w<^  do  not  Inherit  heavy  burthens  and  main- 
tenance with  a  small  estate. 

William  van  RaJienlMirK,  who  came  over  as  Surgeon, puts  forth 
sundry  claims  against  people  whom  he  attended  on  the  pas- 
sa^fe,  iniLsmuch  as  hiii  wages  did  not  run  at  the  time  and  on 
the  voyage,  and  he  used  his  own  provisions.  Ttiore  were  on 
board  the  ship  considerable  sickness,  accidents,  and  hardshi[> 
in  consequence  of  a  tedious  voyage.  One  hundred  souls  re- 
quired at  least  a  hogshead  or  two  of  Preiii-h  wine  and  one  of 
biandy,  and  a  tub  of  prunes  had  also  t^i  lie  furnished  for  re- 
freshment and  comfort  to  tnose  sick  of  scurvy  and  sufTering 
from  other  troubles,  through  the  protracred  voyage;  for,from 
want  thereof,  the  people  become  so  low  that  death  followed, 
which  is  a  pretty  serious  matt<"r.  Here,  on  shor.-.  I  see  clearly 
that  the  poor,  weak,  sick,  or   indigent,  sometimes    have   need 
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necessarily  of  this  and  that  to  support  them,  which  one  cannot 
easily,  or  will  not,  refuse;  though  it  be  sometimes  but  a  spoon- 
ful, frequently  repeated,  it  amounts  to  more  tlti&n  is  supposed. 
The  barber  also  speaks  of  a  house  which  Master  Jan  occupied 
being  too  small  for  him;  he  hath  a  wife,  servant  and  child  or 
ifhildren  also.  If  he  hire,  as  he  says,  at  the  eipense  of  the  city, 
he  shall  be  obliged  to  show  a  paper  to  that  eflfect.  People's 
words,  or  what  they  verbally  produced  for  their  own  profit, 
4^annot  be  accepted. 

Francis  Gunde  owes  22  gl.  to  Styntie  Jacobs  in  the  Princenhoff 
or  to  the  wife  of  the  man  servant  in  the  Princenhoff,  It  will 
he  entered  and  charged  to  his  account. 

I  might  enlarge  this  further,  but  time  does  not  permit,  and 
the  sloop  is  ready  to  sail  for  the  Manhattans.  I  must,  there- 
fore, abreviate,  wherewith  concluding,  I  shall  pray  God,

19^"  October,  1658. 
The  Burgomasters  have  HUlimitted  to  the  Council, and  shown 
by  account,  that  the  returns  brought  hither  from  the  South 
river  of  New  Netherland,  have  not  produced  so  much  as  would 
meet  the  expenses  incurred,  but  have  fallen  short  about  7,000 
guilders.  And  upon  deliberation,  it  is  ajyreed  that  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  New  Netherland  Colouie  shall  borrow  a  like 
sum  of  7,000  gl.  from  the  Orphan  Chamber,  at  interest  to  de- 
fray with  it  the  remaining  oxi)enses:  and  'tis,  moreover,  re- 
solved to  request  the  commission  Mess'"  Cornelis  de  GraefT, 
Baron  of  South  Polsbroock,  Nicolaes  van  Loon,  and  Cornelis 
Geelvinck  to  c'onsider  in  what  manner  the  aforesaid  Colonic 
can  be  advanced  at  les.s  cost  than  heretofore, and  report  thereon 
to  the  Council. 
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3ii">  Dec-ember,  1058. 
The  ooinmltt«e  uppointeil  by  resolution  of  the  Common 
Council  OD  the  Iff''  of  Octobnr  lant  to  consider  In  what  manner 
the  New  Netherlan<i  Colonic  chu  be  improved  at  a  leas  expense 
tliHD  heretofori;,  and  to  submit  their  opinion  thereupon  to  the 
Council,  having,  agreeably  to  said  comukission,  exnuiiucd  and 
considered  the  Conditions  whicli  were  offered  on  behalf  of  this 
city  to  all  those  who  will  proceed  to  >~ew  Nctherland  as 
Colonists,  and  heard  the  sut^Kestionn  of  the  Com missi oners 
and  Directors  of  the  aforesaid  Colonic  thereon,  have  reported 
as  their  opinion  that  tlie  followiuK  alterations  ouicht  to  l>e 
umde  in  the  aforestiid  Condilionn: 

First ;  That  the  ninth  article,  imposing  entirely  too  (treat  a 
burthen  on  the  city,  ought  to  be  expunged  and  so  communi- 
cated to  the  Director  of  the  above  named  Colonie  In  New 
Netherland  with  orders  that  Jw  shall  have  to  dlstribnte  the 
provisions  mmainlnif  in  store  there  only  to  thot<e  who  have  re- 
luoveil  thither  heretofore,  which  being  done,  he  will  have  to 
ilispotie  of  what  is  found  on' hand  in  said  store  to  the  liCHt 
|>OBsible  advantage. 

That  the  exemption  from  tenths.mentioiied  in  tlie  2^  article 
ought  prenerally  to  expire  with  the  year  1078,  without  making; 
any  difference  Iwtween  those  to  whom  tlie  lands  were  granted, 
early  or  late  with  an  exception,  liowever,  in  regard  of  such  >ih 
shall  have  brought  their  lands  under  cultivation  liefore  tlie 
year  1058,  in  whose  favor  tlie  aforesaid  privilege  should  not 
continue  longer  than  XX.  years,  and  consequently  expire  so 
much  hooner,  than  the  year  187«,  as  tliey  shall  have  cleared 
their  lands  before  the  year  UiS)*.  Also,  that  the  exemption 
from  poundage,  horn  and  tMilt  money,  ought,  regarding  all 
indiscriminately, not  to  continue  any  longer  than  the  year  liiliK, 
when  such  taxes  fhall  be  then  imposed  by  the  Director,  »•■- 
otrding  as  the  inclosed  lands  arc  situated  near  or  at  a  distance. 
That  the  23^  article  ought  to  l>e  erased,  and  jn  lieu  thereof  It 
ought  to  l>e  enacted,  that  the  Colonists  shall  l>e  obliged  to  ad- 
dress and  consign  to  this  city  or  its  Couuilisf loners,  all  the 
merchandise  which  they  will  Keiid  thence,  fn  order  to  lie  di^<- 
pose<l  of  and  converted  into  cash  to  the  l)cst  oilvanta^  of  the 
owners,  as  Is  granted.  That  in  jiliice  of  the  35'"  article,  it  ought 
to  l>e  conditioned  that  the  goodn  which  the  city  may  have  in 
]t«  store  there,  shall  be  delivered  to  t|ie  Colonists  requiring 
them  for  casb,  or  its  equivalent,  calculated  at  as  low  a  jirice 
as  wilt  be  reasonable,  without  the  city  being  obliged  to  keeji 
the  store  continually  stocked. 

Aud.  ftnally.that  further  iirrangeiuent  ought  to  lie  nmde  with 
the  West  India  Company  rei.i)ecting  tiie  regulation  mentioned 
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in  the  33*  article,  to  the  end  that  it  may  be  modified  in  favor 
of  the  city. 

Which,  being  considered,  the  Council  agreed  to  the  report  of 
the  committee,  and  accordingly  resolve  and  conclude,  that  the 
above  enumerated  changes  shall  be  made,  yet  in  such  a  manner 
that  what  has  been  promised  to  those  who  have  already  pro- 
ceeded to  New  Netherland  shall  be  performed;  and  the  gentle- 
men of  the  committee  are  thanked  for  their  trouble. 


REMONSTRANCE  RESPECTING  THE  COLONIE  ON  THE 

DELAWARE  RIVER. 


Remonstrance  presented  on  the to  the  Right  Worship- 
ful the  Burgomasters  and  Regents  of  the  City  of  Amsterdam, 

The  Commissioners  and  Directors  appointed  and  intrustf^d 
with  the  management  of  your  Worships'  Colonic  in  New  Neth- 
erland, having  seen  the  modifteation  and  alteration  your  Wor- 
ships have  been  pleased  to  make  in  the  public  conditions 
oflfered  to  all  who  might  go  to  the  said  Colonic  in  New  Neth- 
erland, have  remarked  therein  still  something  which,  under 
correction,  they  think  ought  to  be  changed;  and  namely: 

In  the  23*'  and  24**  Articles, 

which  by  this  change,  remain  the  22**  and  23^  articles,  whereby 
the  Colonists  and  other  freemen  without  distinction, are  bound 
to  address  and  consign  to  this  city  all  products  and  merchan- 
dise that  they  will  send  thence, to  be  by  its  Commissioners  dis- 
posed of  and  converted  into  cash  for  the  best  a<lvantage  of  the 
owners,  and  the  proceeds  thereof  remitted  back  in  such  goods 
as  the  owners  shall  order,  etc. 

This  has  the  appearance  of  great  slavery  and  restriction,  very 
offensive  to  the  people,  and  therefore  we  have  been  willing  re- 
spectfully to  submit  to  your  Worships  whether,  for  the  a<l- 
vancement  of  population  and  agriculture  a  distinction  ought 
not  to  be  made,  and  the  rule  be  applied  alone  to  those  who  ar(» 
found  in  debt  to  the  city,  in  order,  when  such  debts  are  dis. 
charged  either  by  the  consigmnent  of  their  property  here,  or  to 
the  Director  in  that  country,  they  may  be  at  liberty  to  send  and 
consign  their  agricultural  products,  salted  and  dried  fish,  to- 
gether with  whatever  is  to  be  obtained  there  by  industry,  to 
such  persons  as  they  please,  not  only  here  in  this  city, but  also 
to  other  countries,  such  as  Spain,  Italy,  the  Caribbee  islands, 
etc., and  such  principally, because  we  understand  that  the  West 
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India  CoaipaDy  are  resolved  to  grant  the  like  proviBloDally  to 
their  inbabitante  in  New  Netlierlaud  (under  bucIi  conditions 
as  may  be  Been  in  tlie  preceding  extract),  suob  freedom  and 
liberty  being  considered  ttie  only  means  to  encourage  the  peo- 
ple to  the  onltlvation  of  the  soil  and  to  make  them  inore  In- 
dastrioas,  whereby  the  lands  may  be  neoet>8ariiy  Improved;  by 
this  means  alec  will  the  city  obtain  much  honor  In  the  pay- 
ment of  ItsdieburnementB.  becattae  every  one  will  strive,  by  tlie 
discharge  of  bis  debt,  to  arrive  at  that  freedom  and  liberty, 
whereas,  on  the  contrary,  by  refusing  it,  all  will  eventually 
leave  that  place  for  the  M&nhattans  in  the  Company's  district 

Jn  the  80"  Article. 
which  is  now  the  2V\  enumerating  the  beneBts  to  be  enjoyed 
by  those  who  dist^ver  minerals,  crystals,  precious  stones,  etc. 
In  cose  this  article  must  be  understood  according  to  the  letter 
and  as  it  reads,  viz*.,  that  one-10"'  part  of  such  discovered  min- 
erals must  be  paid  to  the  Company,  we  are  of  opinion  that  It 
had  better  be  wholly  omitted  here,  when  it  can  be  again  In- 
serted In  the  general  conditions  having  relation  to  this  par- 
ticular. In  which  place  your  Worslilps  may  then  insert  such 
tantttm  for  this  city,  In  addition  to  what  the  discoverers  must 
pay  to  the  Company,  as  you  will  think  proper. 


lO"  March.  1659, 
On  the  Remonstrance  of  the  Directors  of  the  city's  Oolooie  in 
New  Nether  land,  recorded  In  Muniment  Register  B.,  fol.  2S,  re- 
•'l>ectiug  the  encouragiiient  of  said  Colon  Je,  submitted  by  Mess", 
the  Burgomasters,  to  the  Council,  it  is  resolved  and  concluded 
that  article  ....  concerning  the  bringing  over  all  the 
r)roducts  of  said  Colonies  to  this  city, shall  be  ampliOed  in  man- 
ner as  follows: 

That  the  Colonists  who  will  have  paid  the  city  their  board 
nnd  passage  money,  and  discharged  their  other  debts,  shall  be 
at  liberty  to  bring  into  such  harbors  and  kingdomH  an  they  con- 
sider shall  be  for  their  greatest  advantage,  their  warps,  [iro- 
duct,  or  merchandise  raised  in  the  Colonie,  except  beavers  and 
other  peltries;  also,  all  other  wares  and  goods,  under  what- 
ever naiue,  which  shall  l>e  destined  for  Netherland,  the  east 
or   the  north,  and  Ibey  Nliall    be  bound   to  bring  them  to  this 
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city,  to  pay  the  public  and  the  Company's  duty  thereon,  and 
generally  to  conduct  themselves  precisely  agreeably  to  the  re- 
gulation granted  by  the  Company  to  the  inhabitants  of  New 
Netherland. 

Accordingly,  authorizing  the  aforesaid  Directors  to  alter  the 
articles  conflicting  herewith, and  to  arrange  them  conformably 
to  what  precedes.  It  is  moreover,  also  resolved  and  concluded 
that  the  article  respecting  the  discoveries  of  minerals, marbles, 
precious  stones,  etc., shall  be  wholly  erased  and  expunged,  and 
said  Directors  are  likewise  authorized  to  agree  with  said  dis- 
coverers for  the  best  advantage  of  the  city. 


COMMISSIONERS    OF    THE    COLONIE  ON    THE    DELA- 
WARE RIVER  TO  VICE  DIRECTOR  ALRICK8. 

Dated  at  Amsterdam,  the  22^  April,  1650. 
Honorable,  &c. 

In  our  last,  dated  the  13^  February,  1059,  dispatched  by  the 
private  trader  de  TVow,  proceeding  to  the  Manhattans,duplieate 
whereof  is  inclosed,  we  have  advised  you  of  the  cause  of  our 
neglecting  to  answer  divers  letters  and  papers  received  by  the 
ship  de  Sonne;  and  though  they  are  now  taken  up,  yet  the 
sudden  and  altogether  unexpected  departure  of  this  vessel 
hath  allowed  us  no  time  to  do  so  as  requisite  and  point  by 
point.  We,  therefore,  have  undertaken  to  answer  the  afore- 
said letters  only  generally,  and  in  some  of  their  principal 
points,  without  confining  ourselves  to  any  order,  as  you  will 
be  able  to  perceive  from  what  follows: 

It  aflforded  us  pleasure  to  learn  the  good  disposition  evinced 
by  the  Governor  of  Virginia  to  encourage  and  establish  trade 
between  both  nations,  and  consequently  cannot  do  otherwise 
than  recommend  the  promotion  thereof,  particularly,  to  you. 
But  as  that  Governor  is  not  absolu^^  master,  but  de))endent 
on  the  Lord  Protector  and  his  government  here  in  Europe, 
you  must  proceed  in  the  matter  with  such  circumspection  and 
prudence,  that  you  there  will  avoid  any  embarrassment,  and 
consequently,  this  city,  any  loss  and  damage. 

It  is  not  strange  that  the  provisions  in  the  store  there  are 
scanty  since  scarcely  any  went  over, for  in  truth  it  had  much  to 
bear  seeing  that  agriculture  is  progressing  so  slowly,  not  so 
much,  we  believe,  on  account  of  the  building  of  houses  and 
the  general  sickness  which  hath  i)revailed  there,  as  from  the 
absence  of  all  regularity  in  the  cultivation  of  the  lands,  or 
from  the  people  not  having  been  constrained  thereunto.  This 
might  well  have  come  to  pass,  the  rather  as  some  of  them  were 
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giving  oat  that  tbey  would  iiot  put  their  hand  to  anything 
dnrioK  the  Ble«at>U  yeur,  as  tliey  railed  the  year  when  tlw^y 
were  provisioned  but  report  to  the  Htore.  Sucli  persoasBhould 
really  have  been  focred  to  work,  by  cloBe-fiatedneM;  lor  though 
the  previously  offered  Conditions  are  herein  uouched  in  geaeral 
tenns  and  unconditionally,  yet  living  eiperipntw  ought  to  have 
laagbt  you  what  this  Rtate  of  things  required,  and,  conxe- 
quently,  you  ought  not  to  have  allowed  the  good  intention  ol 
this  city  to  have  been  abused  In  thU  wIm.  In  order,  then,  to 
prevent  the  recurrence  thereof  iiereafter,  the  city  hath  reftolved 
to  expunge  the  whole  of  the  B"  article  from  tlie  said  f'lm- 
ditions,  and,  furthermore,  to  make  sut^h  alterations  therein 
aii  you  will  l>e  able  to  learn  from  the  copJeiH  anueied.  Every 
person,  instead,  Ih  now  permitted,  for  the  discharge  of  bis  in- 
debtedness to  this  city,  and  for  the  greater  encouragement  of 
agriculture,  to  send  his  crops,  etc.,  to  such  countries  and 
parts  an  ho  will  think  proper.  As  to  the  provisions  and  eloth- 
ing  which  may  be  found  remaining  in  the  store,  on  the 
annulling  of  the  previous  order,  you  are  recommended  to  dis- 
pose of  all  them  for  the  greatest  advantage  of  the  city,  so  ni:d 
in  such  manner  as  shall  be  found  expedient. 

We  are  much  pleased  to  learn  the  improvement  of  the  charcli 
and  congregation  and  approve  the  purchase  of  the  house  in 
which  service  wait  performed, but  not  the  assessment  and  deduc- 
tion preseribed  there  for  all  real  estate  {riu/le  goetleren),  inns, 
much  as  we  have  resolved  that,  agreeiibly  to  the  i)r!ictife  in 
this  country,  the  40"  penny  shall  l>e  dedui^ted  from  all  volun- 
tary sales  of  real  estate,  and  the  HC-"  Irom  those  by  execution, 
and  therefore  only  \  per  cent,  and  no  more,  for  the  Secretary, 
Ijesides  his  fees  for  writing  and  dispatch.  This,  we  understatid, 
is  also  the  practice  in  the  government  of  the  Manhattans.  Ah 
to  what  further  relates  to  the  invention  of  such  burdens  on 
the  commonalty,  you  are  ordered  and  instructed  in  future, 
not.  to  resort  to  sueh  proceeding  without  onr  knowledge, 
unleKS  the  most  imperative  and  extreme  necessity  in  this  regard, 
admit  of  any  delay. 

The  bold  undertaking  of  the  SwedlKh  Parson  to  preach  in 
the  Colonie  there  without  permission  does  not  greatly  please 
w«.  And  as  we  will  assuredly,  that,  as  yet,  no  other  reliKi<m 
bnt  the  Keformeil  can  nor  may  be  tolerated  tliere.so  you  mu^t. 
by  proper  means,  put  an  end  to  or  prevent  such  presumption  on 
the  part  of  other  secretaries. 

The  required  materials  of  tiles,  brick,  lime,  coals  ami  inm 
work,  together  with  the  powder  and  the  little  hell  necessiirj 
for  the  church  there:  al.to  fhn  brewer's  kettle  for  Hendrick 
Kip.  will   lie  sent  you    by  the  tlrst  oppc>rtunity ;   and  as  thi' 
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freight  and  other  charges  amount  to  considerable,  whatever  of 
sucli  wares  may  be  sold  there,  must,  henceforth,  be  sold  at  an 
advance  of  50  per  cent,  which  must  also  be  the  case  with  the 
clothing.  And  this  not  only  to  the  soldiers,  as  we  had  indi- 
cated to  you  in  ours  of  the  7***  of  December,  1667,  but  also  to 
the  freemen,  as  we  find  that  we  otherwise  shall  suffer  loss,  as 
you  correctly  apprehended. 

The  timber  received  in  the  de  Vergulde  Sonne,  like  that  pre- 
viously sent,  is  found  to  be  so  indifferent  that  half  the  ship's 
freight  could  not  be  realized  from  it  at  public  sale.  The  net  re- 
turn from  it  amounted  to  only  11.  1,678.9.8.  Therefore,  that  so 
much  should  be  due  the  city  by  tlie  shippers,  who,  we  dare 
«ay,  have  suffered  loss  already  hereby,  we  shall  not  argue, 
but,  meanwhile,  it  all  falls  on  this  city,  which,  truly,  is  not 
thereby  encouraged.  Therefore,  you  are  hereby  again  admon- 
ished and  ordered,  in  case  there  be  no  heavier  oak  or  hickory 
to  be  had  there,  to  suspend  sending  any  in  future,  unless  the 
ships  chartered  by  the  city  must  otherwise  leave  that  place  or 
the  Manhattans  without  a  cargo;  you  have,  then,  to  regulate 
yourself  accordingly. 

We  approve  of  the  purchase  of  the  lots  and  plantations ;  also, 
of  preparing  and  building  a  store,  barracks  for  the  soldiers* 
bakery,  guard-house,  watch-house  for  the  burgher  corps,  etc., 
but  as  the  expenses  incurred  by  such  buildings  and  public  works 
must  be  met  by  the  city,  so,  indeed  circumspection  ought  to  be 
used  herein  and  economy  studied  as  much  as  possible;  for  it  is 
yet  too  premature  to  attend  to  the  ornamenting  of  such  and 
other  public  works,  and  to  neglect  what  is  most  essential,  such 
as  the  pushing  forward  the  cultivation  of  the  soil,  which  is  the 
principal,  yea,  the  sole  object  wherefore  this  city  hath  estab- 
lised  this  Colonie.  This,  then,  certainly  ought  to  have  the  first 
place,  in  order  to  confirm  and  improve  the  good  opinion  this 
city  entertained  thereof  when  it,  too  imperceptibly,  suffered 
isueh  general  charges  and  expenses.  Such,  thon,  ought  to  be 
introduced  and  practised.  We,  on  our  side, will  not  fail,  hence- 
forth, to  direct  our  attention,  as  far  as  possible, to  the  sending 
thither  of  a  larger  number  of  Boors  conversant  with  agricul- 
ture. 

On  examining  the  draft  sent  over  of  a  deed  of  lots  which 
have  been  conceded  yonder,  we  find  omitted  the  bond  whereby 
the  grantees  of  such  lots  oblige  themselves  to  build  on  it  with- 
in t'  We  have,  therefore,  resolved  that  the  aforesaid  draft 
shall  be  amplified  by  the  following  clause,  namely:  That  he, 
to  wit,  the  grantee  of  such  lot,  or  his  assigns,  are  bound  and 
held  to  build,  or  cause  building  to  be  erected,  on  the  lot  or 
lots  within  G  months  from   this  time,  assuredly  to   make  a  be- 
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Kianing  thereof,  on  paiu  of  forteitini;  tht)  aforestiid  or  lots,  and 
payiug'  in  ftddltiou,  &  fine  of  ^.'i  guilders,  together  with  becoiu- 
ing  subject  to  all  bucIi  public  charges  and  duties  as  are  already 
or  may  herea(t«r  be  impo«ed.  With  this  aiuplitti^atlon,  we 
thus  approve  of  that  draft,  au  we  also  approve  of  tlie  method 
you  use  in  the  issuing  of  pravislous  and  other  articles  to  the 
Holdiers  and  Colonists, debitinK  them  therefor  in  their  accounts 
At  the  B&me  price  as  they  sell  at  the  Manhattans.  This  plan 
must  be  followed  and  observed  under  Kimiliar  circumstances, 
in  or<)er  to  keep  pace,  as  fur  us  possible,  with  that  place. 

We  readily  believe  that  there  are  still  many  inhabitants  there 
who  earnestly  solicit  the  privilege  of  having  some  cattle,  on 
the  previous  plan  and  condition  of  half  the  Increase.  As  we 
fear,  by  that  arrangement,  such  contractors  will  shear  the 
Rheep,  and  this  city  the  hogs,  you  ought  to  have  truly  and 
fully  mentioned  what  reasons  induced  you  to  contravene  our 
orders  in  this  matter,  as  stated  in  ours  of  the  V"  June,  1(158; 
theu  possibly,  we  should  have  been  t>etter  pleased  and  more 
HStisfled.  We  must  now  wait  patiently  for  these  reasons  as 
well  as  for  the  conditlonti  on  which  those  cattle  are  given  out 
on  half  the  increase;  namely,  how  long  and  until  what  time 
are  the  young  calves  left  with  the  mother,  and  when  are  they 
delivered  to  the  city  and  what  further  conditions  are  added. 
Otherwise,  we  cannot  judge  of  this  matter,  and  consequently 
cannot  yet  fully  comprehend  the  proposal  you  have  submitted, 
nlthoueh  we  have  had  it  under  consideration. 

We  have  all  been  pleased  with  the  formula  of  the  oath  takeu 
by  those  persons  who  arrive  yonder,  and  with  the  placards  and 
the  publication  of  a  day  of  Thanksgiving,  and  accordingly 
hereby  approve  thereof.  We,  in  like  manner,  on  the  foregoing 
<^nditions,  approve  of  the  granting  of  some  land  situate  near 
Christina  kill  to  Jan  Paul  Jucquet,  in  lieu  of  ctrtaiu  41  mor- 
gens  which  he  then  suri-endered  to  the  city. 

We  do  not  now  consider  strange,  Imt  deem  Important,  the 
reasons  Rubmitte<l  by  you  in  favor  of  the  appeal  lying  to  the 
Director  and  Council  there  from  juilgnients  pronounced  between 
tl.  IM  and  fl.  (100.  and,  tlierefore.  tiiow  only  exceeding  H.  000, 
maybe  taken  in  appeal  lief  ore  the  Ilireetov  and  Council  of 
^ew  Netherland.  We  shall  accordingly  fori'go  our  si)e<'ula- 
tiouH  on  this  subject,  in  order  to  see  by  what  means  it  could 
l>e  luore  fitly  and  certainly  obtained  and  elaborated  here.  In 
like  umnner,  we  judue  It  pri>iier  that  Schn'^nx  there  shall  not 
'  Ite  at  liberty  to  grant  any  iMccution  unknown  to  the  Director, 
for  this  reason— In  order  to  lie  able  to  consider  liefiireiiand,  and 
above  all  things  to  preservi-  the  interest  of  this  city ;  this  prac- 
tice must  therefore  l>e  observed. 
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We  have  been  particularly  pheased  to  ieam  that  everything 
is  going  on  peaceably  and  hariuonioasly  there,  and  that  there 
is  great  appearance  of  the  Colonic  flourishing  more  and  more 
in  future.  That  such  may  continue,  we  must  continually  con-  / 
sider  by  what  means  its  prosperity  is  to  be  promoted,  and  the 
consequent  advantage  of  this  city  discovered,  which  will  not 
then  fail  in  its  duty,  being  even  at  present  already  busy  in 
devising  means  whereby  cargoes  might  be  sent  thither,  and 
consequently  trade  and  commerce  attracted.  I  shall  advise  you 
in  due  season  of  the  resuJt  thereof. 

We  have  sold,  at  a  reasonable  price,  the  20  tubs  of  tobacco 
sent  hither  on   account  of  one  Captain  Thomas  Stegge;  they 

have  rendered   net   the  sum  of  fl ,  as  is  to 

be  seen  by  the  account  annexed.  In  case  a  like  number  of  tubs 
had  been  sent,  as  we  were  advised,  we  should  have  proceeded 
here  with  the  purchase  of  the  required  Dogger  and  its  ap- 
purtenances, and,  without  doubt,  sent  them  on  herewith.  We 
shall  still  expect  the  remainder  of  the  tobacco,  unless  said 
Captain  Stegge  had  changed  his  mind,  and  accordingly  advised 
us  to  the  contrary,  when  we  shall  ex^^end  the  said  received 
moneys  here,  or  else  remit  them  in  such  manner  as  he  shall 
direct. 

We  will  not  question  that  the  order  and  method  adopt^nl  by 
you  in  regard  to  the  issuing  of  the  rations  both  to  the  soldiers 
and  Colonists,  have  given  much  trouble;  but  as  those  to  the 
(volonists,  which  are  the  principal,  have  now  ceased,  we  cannot 
think  that  the  Commissaries,  unless  a  clerk  or  book-keeper, 
are  required  there,  so  that  we  shall  look  for,  by  the  first  oppor- 
tunity thence  not  only  the  copy  of  monthly  wages  and  Colon- 
ists' books,  with  the  rolls  of  judgments  and  resolutions  which 
have  been  passed  during  your  time,  but  also  and  especially  a 
pertinent  statement  and  account  of  your  administration  in 
that  country.  Herein,  particularly  there  must  not  be  any 
neglect  or  evasion,  as  it  would  avail  nothing  with  us,  and 
consequently  would  not  l)e  favorably  interpreted  or  explained. 
We  will  hope  that  you  will  endeavor  to  prevent  it. 

Thus  much  briefly  and  as  far  as  time  hath  permitted,  in 
answer  to  your  private  and  general  letter  received.  Since  then, 
and  now  recently,  we  have  indirectly  heard  that  there  is  a 
tjrejit  probability  of  minerals  being  viiscovered  in  New  Nether- 
land,  and  even  some  copper  ore  which  has  come  from  hence, 
has  also  been  shown  to  us.  In  order,  then,  to  inquire  further 
about  it,  we  have  examined  Claes  de  Ruyt«r,  an  old  and  expe 
rienced  inhabitant  of  that  country,  from  whom  we  have  learned 
thus  much,  that  the  reported  copper  mine  does  not  lie  on  the 
South  river,  but  that  a  crystal  mountain  was  situate  l>etween 
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that  Colonie  and  the  Manhattane,  whereof  ho  himaelF  had 
t)roii|;ht  diven  piecei^  and  speciiuenij;  furthermore  that  the  ac- 
IcDowledged  gold  luine  was  apparently  tberp,  for  be,  liaviug 
kept  house  soiue  time  with  the  ludiaus  living  hiKti  up  th« 
^ver  and  about  Buchoiu'ii  country,  had  understood  From  them 
that  quicksilver  wae  to  be  found  there.  Of  the  truth  oC  thia 
matter  we  can  say  iiotb[ng,  but  this  Is  generully  believed  for 
H  certainty,  tbai  minerals  are  to  be  liad  tliere.  You  are  tbere- 
fore  hereby  recommended  to  inquire  precisely  into  the  matter 
there,  and,  if  possible,  to  employ  for  that  purpose  the  afore- 
said de  Rhyter,  who  is  returning  to  New  Netherland  in  order 
that  you  may  be  able  to  ascertain  the  truth  of  the  report.  In 
Hucb  case,  you  are  not  to  neglect  Hendtof;  us  speclmene  both 
of  the  one  and  of  the  other,  to  be  testtid  here  wliicli  we  shall 
then,  at  the  proper  time,  anxiously  eipect. 

The  reason  that  30"'  article,  relatinj;  to  the  discoverer  of  such 
minerals,  is  now  omitted  In  tbe  accompanying  copies  and  con- 
ditions Is,  because  there  is  a  contract  between  this  city  and  tbe 
company,  whereby  the  latter  alone  is  benefited,  so  that  thecity 
must  enter  into  a  further  contract  with  such  discoverers  of  min- 
erals in  their  district  there,  namely,  to  pay,  over  and  above  the 
10  per  cent,  to  the  company  at  least,  one  20"'  part  of  the  net 
proceeds  thereof  to  the  city,  or  as  much  more  as  chall  lie  agreed 
on  for  its  advantage.  We  have  judged  it  necessary  to  preadvii<e 
you  hereof  in  this  letter,  to  the  end  that  it  may  be  hencefor- 
ward put  in  force  when  oci'asion  present. 

Tuu  will  learn  from  the  accompanying  list  what  families  or 
free  people  are  goingoveriit  iiresciit,  whom  we  havecoiisented, 
at  their  request,  to  send  out  in  advance  by  one  of  these  shii>s 
named  de  Sever,  which  is  gning  to  Sew  Aniaterdaiu,  as  their 
circumstanes  did  not  penult  them  to  wait  any  longer.

Having  understood  here  that  some  delinquents  and  fugitives 
from  this  place  are  harbored  and  skulking  within  your  juris- 
dl'^tion,  domain  or  district,  we  have  therefore  resolved  by  this, 
our  letter,  to  make  declaration  and  give  notice  who  those  [>er- 
sons  are,  and  how  named,  to  wit;  Huns  RoelofT,  of  Stockholm, 
Andrie«  Thomasen,    of  Jutland    in    Denmark,    Cornelis  Jur- 
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riaensen,  of  Winseren,  Sweden,  Jacob  Jansen,  of  Antwerp,  Jan 
Hinger,  of  Utrecht^and  E^ert  Brants,  of  Ainersfort,  all  soldiers 
who  have  enlisted  in  suoh  service  for  a  considerable  time- 
Some  of  them  have  deserted  from  here  without  a  pass,  in  con- 
sequence of  bad  conduct,  others  through  rebellion  and  wicic^d 
disobedience.  And,  being  informed  that  they  are  skulking 
within  your  Honor's  jurisdiction,  we  were  unwilling  to  neglect 
to  greet  your  Honor  herewith  by  the  bearer  of  this  letter,  and 
also  respectfully  to  request,  for  the  maintenance  of  justice, 
that  those  persons,  as  well  as  all  such  who,  to  get  rid  of  the 
payment  of  their  debts  have  absconded  from  hence'  whom  we 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  make  further  known,  may,  at  our 
expense,  be  sent  back,  as  we  have  heretofore  done  by  the  Gov- 
ernor of  Virginia,  on  his  Excellency's  request,  who  hath  also 
promised  to  reciprocate;  for  which  reason  we  trust  that  equity 
and  the  policy  proper  to  maintain  neighborly  friendship,  have 
a  place  in  your  Honor's  breast,  and  that  your  Honor  will  con- 
descend to  grant  us  this  request.  We  further  ask,  in  order 
to  prevent  such  desertion,  that  henceforth  none  of  our  nation 
maybe  permitted  to  come  from  this  place  within  your  Honor's 
jurisdiction,  except  such  as  can  exhibit  a  passport  or  free  leave 
under  our  hand;  on  this,  our  special  friendship  and  the  service 
of  this  State  depend,  and  we  shall  reciprocate  in  like  manner, 
and  eren  much  farther;  desiring  your  Honor  will  please  to 
allow  us  to  receive  a  note  in  answer  to  this.  Awaiting  which, 
we  remain,  after  suitable  compliments  and  commendation  unto 
God's  protection,

Sir,  Hess",  the  Burgomasters  and  Regents  of  the  city  ot  Am- 
•rtlani,  having  resolved  and  concluded  to  plant  e  Colonie  in 
•w  Netherland  on  the  Soutli  river,  and  having  appointed 
•  lumlssioners  and  directors  in  your  city  for  the  advaucement 
oreof,  in  order  that  everything  requisite  should  be  regulated 
the  most  suitable  manner,  the  ship  the  Prins  Maurits  was- 
i^Mrdingly  first  dispatfheil  with  about  33  Colonists  as  free 
Kdirrafts  men,  among  whom  were  nouie  few  workmen  and 
tsie  future  servantmen,  but  the  major  part  were  trades  peo- 
3,  who  did  not  learn  their  tra<le  very  well  and  ran  away  from 
83— Vol.  V. 
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their  masters  too  early  in  cousqeuence  of  their  own  vieiousiiei»8. 
There  were,  also,  47  soldiers  and  10  civil  servants,  with  76  wo- 
men, children  and  maid  servants. 

Some  others  followed  in  de  Waeg,  de  Sonne  and  de  Afeul€7i, 
but  of  no  good  repute;  scarcely  three  good  farmers  were  to  be 
found  among  the  whole  lot.  The  total  that  came  over  amount- 
ed to  about  187  tradesmen  and  servants;  70  soldiers  and  civil 
servants,  the  crew  of  the  sloop  included,  in  addition  to  about 
300  women  and  children  and  the  maid  servants  of  the  married 
freemen,  soldiers,  etc.,  and  who  alone  came  here  single  women. 

From  time  to  time  I  requested  and  recommended  successively, 
in  divers  letters,  that  only  men  and  stout,  growing  farm  ser- 
vants be  sent  out,  and  many  women  and  children,  be  omitted 
for  the  present,  as  agriculture  could  not  be  advancd  without 
good  farmers  and  strong,  laboring  men. 

After  the  loss  and  wreck  of  the  ship  Prins  JfauritSf  the  goods, 
by  extraordinary  labor,  were  mostly  saved  and  brought  hither, 
possession  having  been  taken  of  this  plac«. 

I  also  found  the  government  to  consist  of  a  Military  Council 
over  the  soldiers  who  were  here  of  ol<l ;  the  ancient  inhabitants 
being  about  12  @.  13  families,  whose  disputes  or  difTerences  were 
decided  by  the  Commander  and  two  persons  as  6che|>ens  and 
one  Secretary  thereunto  authorize<l  by  the  General  on  behalf 
of  the  West  India  Company,  whom  I  informed,  at  the  time, 
that  this  place  had  come  under  other  masters,  to  whose  orders 
they  had  to  submit,  whereupon  they  allej^ed  that  although 
such  was  flow  the  case,  yet  they  expected,  nevertheless,  that 
they  might  be  permitted,  according  to  the  Conditions  offereil, 
to  continue  under  municipal  government,  as  was  ordained  on 
l>ehalf  of  the  Company  and  the  Dire<'tor  General.  They  were 
allowed  to  continue  in  order  to  decide  all  differences  which 
might  arise  between  burgher  and  burgher,  or  freemen  and  in- 
habitants. 

As  for  the  rest,  the  Council  and  I  disposed  of  all  public 
affairs  and  whatever  concerned  the  military  and  militia;  ques- 
tions between  the  servants  of  the  city,  such  as  civil  officers 
and  freemen,  misunderstandings  arising  among  and  received 
from  the  schepen  or  burgher  [court]  until  the  arrival  of  the 
ship  de  Waeg,  when  7  common  Councilman  and  from  them 
three  new  schepens  were  chosen  also,  another  Secretary  and 
Bchout. 

Two  Elders  and  two  Deacons. 

But  before,  and  immediately  on,  my  coming,  lots  or  grounds 
were  distributed  and  shown  to  every  one,  in  order  to  their  being 
regularly  built  on  and  fenced. 

And  before  I  had  been  a  month  here,  I  proposed  to  all  those 
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inclined  to  a^toultare  to  look  up  land  tlinintwIveH  for  their 
Mitlefaotion,  whicti  ttiey  did.  Moreover  I  allowed  to  be  measured 
oat  to  every  one  so  mucti  land  as  lie  required  and  marked,  as 
Uaorefully  appears  by  the  written  record  sent  to  the  gentlemen 
At  home. 

Farther  more,  1  found  here  few  or  nohouHes;  therefore,  since 
ckll  goods  were  to  be  eeonred  against  the  rain  and  from  being 
"fcaken  away,  I  had  first  built  a  large  store,  26  @.  27  feet  wide, 
^4  feet  long,  the  first  story  10  feet  high  with  a  loft  under  the 
w-oof  above,  for  a  dwelling,  a  storehouse  and  other  necessary 
vaonvenieuce^.  And  as  the  fort  was  small  where  the  married 
Soldiers  with  their  wives  and  ohiidr«>n  were  not  well  sheltered 
«»,nd  would  not  live,  I  had  erected,  right  under  the  fort,  a  long 
Vmrrack.  IS  to  IT  feet  wide  and  190  feet  in  length,  the  room  P 
Ceet  high,  aud  covered  with  reed,  also,  divided  into  II  co|iart- 
Knents;  likewise,  inside  the  fort,  a  guard-houne  t(I  feet  wide,  30 
T'«et  long,  covered  with  boards.  Afterwards,  in  the  square,  a 
Kiakehouse  of  about  18  feet  wide,  31  (^,  32  feet  long  and  the  first 
astory  10.  and  the  second  T  feet  high,  with  a  garret  under  the 
■-oof  which  WHS  covered  with  borrowed  tiles.  I  had.  also,  one- 
'V:hlrd  of  my  dwelling  raised  and  im])roved  with  a  square  loft 
<:overed  with  tiles  in  order  to  ite  lodged  somewhat  dry.  As  a 
dwelling  for  the  commissary  for  the  (listriliiition  of  the  tatiims, 
1  built  a  bouse  of  square  timber  21  f™5-  22  feet  wide,  50  feet  long, 
'^he  ftory  ^>out  6  feet  high  ami  earret,  the  roof  covered  witit 
t.>oardH  for  want  of  tiles.  Moreover  outside  the  fort,  I  had  re- 
K:>alred,  according  to  the  exigencies,  tlie  Clergyman's  house  and 
't:hat  of  the  smith,  [tern:  had  a  burgher  watch-house  bnill  of 
lo^;  it  is  about  20  feet  square,  the  lirst  story  !),  llie  2d  8  feet, 
^uitl  covered  with  tiles.  Other  public  lots  were,  likewise,  set 
».»(r  in  the  square,  so  that  this  settleiiient  is  now  pretty  well 
looking  and  convenient;  with  110  houses  built,  which  at  first, 
•afforded  plenty  of  employment,  the  rather,  ns  not  many  brought 
Either  money  or  means  with  them,  for  which  reason  they  were 
^^bliged  to  perform  heavier  work  almost  alone  an<l  with  but 
X  ittle  assistance. 

Ueanwhile,  agriculture  was  not  neglected,  but  attended  to 
*%^  much  as  possible,  according  iis  cirinimstances  permitted. 
^3ut,  on  the  other  hand,  there  can m  a  general  sickness,  atteiuled 
Vfcy  burning  fevers,  etc.,  which  sorely  fatigued  and  oppressd 
%.'he  people,  and  made  them  groan.  In  <-onsequence,  house- 
^^nilding  for  the  commencement  of  a  city,  and  the  tillage  of 
"tlie  land  for  a  suitable  harvest  of  grain,  went  forward  but 
'K^koorly,  and  uot  so  much  progress  followed  as  was  desirable. 
The  second  year  was  so  wet  and  unseasonable  that  hanily 
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which  a  multitude  of  new  cases  of  sickness  a^ain  broke  oat 
with  such  severity,  that  nearly  the  tenth  part  of  the  people 
lingered  and  lived  in  misery,  under  continual  sickness,  feyers 
and  lano-ours.  Fully  more  than  100  person  perished  in  conne- 
quence,  and  a  great  many  cattle  were  lost.  Hy  this  means, 
most  of  the  labor  was  at  a  standstill ;  this  gave  rise  to  scarcity 
and  dearth ;  most  of  what  the  people  had  saved  was  spent  in 
their  poverty,  whereupon  a  severe,  hard  and  long  winter  fol- 
lowed. 

This  summer,  or  the  third  year,  1  undertook  a  granary  or 
barn  and  a  new  stable  for  the  cattle ;  also  to  have  the  lands 
fenced,  because  the  people  were  without  means,  and  could  not 
accomplish  this  of  themselves.  I  began  it-on  an  advance,  and 
allowed  between  400  and  500  rods  of  fence  to  be  made;  Item, 
enlarged  by  one-half  the  church  or  place  where  service  was  per- 
formed on  Sundays.  Some  considerable  victuals  were  given  on 
this  occasion,  for,  where  everything  is  done  voluntarily  or  by 
free  labor  here,  one  must  attend  to,  run  after  and  keep  all 
things  in  view  where  many  works  are  meanwhile  going  on  for 
the  improvement  of  this  place,  and  whatever  agriculture  de- 
mands. But  as  the  people  can  effect  but  little  herein,  and  are 
unaccustomed  to  farming,  and  new  lands  here  require  such 
immense  labor,  and,  as  those  who  have  no  assistance,  mast  do 
the  work  themselves,  l>eing  unable  to  pay  servants  or  laborers; 
wages,  as  these  are  very  high  here,  they,  as  yet,  can  ill  or  im- 
perfectly get  along,  for  they  do  not  well  understand  the  work, 
and  have  the  misfortune  of  one  or  two  month's  sickness.  All 
this  puts  many  in  arrears. 

Now  it  comes  again  to  pass  that  the  English  of  Maryland, 
above  Virginia,  whereof  Lord  Balthus  Moor,  residing  in  old 
England,  is  Governor,  lay  claim-  to  this  place  and  say  it  ap- 
pertains to  his  district.  The  above  named  Ijord  B.  Moor  hath 
written,  or  given  sharp  and  strict  orders  here  upon  to  M' 
Josias  Feudal,  who  governs  Maryland  in  his  absence,  to  make 
a  minute  inquiry  and  examination  respecting  the  bounda- 
ries and  jurisdiction  of  his  district  in  these  countries,  to 
give  notiec  thereof,  to  summon,  and  now  to  employ  further 
means  according  to  his  power  and  the  conjuncture  of  affairs. 
This  is  public  here  at  present,  and  causes  much  uncertainty 
and  trouble  among  the  people.  Almost  everything  is,  as  a 
consequence,  at  a  stand,  and  every  one  is  trying  to  remove 
and  escape;  and  although,  in  my  opinion,  this  is  not  so  serious, 
yet  it  is  seized  on  as  a  pretext  by  many  lazy  and  idle  people, 
none  of  whom  have  any  prospect  of  ever  being  able  to  pay. 
On  this  account,  they  pretend  that  they  ought^sti  11  continue  to 
be  supported  from  the  store,  which  is  unadvisable  and  would 
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beendlem;  theyaasert  thftt  such  xhoulil  bemul  imagine  [would 
b«J  done,  by  the  English,  because,  m  ttiey  report,  better  Innd 
and  Abaodtwoe  of  etoek  are  to  be  bad  there;  also,  3,000  or  3,500 
lbs.  of  tobacco  per  tuiauiu  can  be  earned  eichisive  of  bourd, 
which  might  etuily  be  proiui§ed,  becuuse  the  EiigliHh  harvebt 
is  yet  to  be  eaved,  but  they  are  few  to  give  it,  the  Engliuh 
being,  as  yet,  aaaiBted  by  each  other,  which,  in  these  troubled. 
It  is  hard  to  remedy  here,  since,  in  consequence  of  more  eiteu- 
slve  settleuieut,  we  have  few  people  here. 

Diren  letters  h<ivs  been  written  and  applications  made  from 
liere  that  provieions  may  be  oontlnued  to  be  sent,  as  but  small 
Htore  bap  been  laid  in  either  by  the  old  inhabitants  or  new 
vomers,  in  cooBequence  of  bad  years  and  much  Hlckness. 

The  ship  de  Meuien  oaiae  up  late  lant  autumn  with  100  souls 
"without  a  handful  of  provisions.  It  was  impoHMlble  to  proceed 
to  the  north  and  south,  and  nothinK  could  be  had  from  the 
Ifanhattans  in  the  fall  and  before  the  frost,  as  winter  set  In 
«n  us  snddonly  and  early. 

The  Gominl  Ml  oners  and  Directors  considered  bo  much  build- 
ing very  strange  and  unnecessary,  but  no  work  was  done  but 
~what  wasesBentiBl.anil  If  work  cannot  be  furnbhed  iti  this  place 
liy  the  city  to  some  35  or  more,  a  day,  then  they  c-annot  live  hero. 
If  saeh  be  stopped,  'twill  cause  many  to  go  idle  who  must  seek 
«-iup)ayuient  in  one  or  other  neighboring  place  in  order  to  earn 
Their  living,  as  now  happens  whenever  any  remove  to  the  Eng- 
lish and  even  to    the  Manliattnns. 

It  almost  seems  as  if  those  of  the  South  and  North  are  jeal- 
«>ue  and  dread  thi8*plac<>  becoming  great  and  floiirishing.  To 
prevent  this  happy  event,  1  believe  much  it>  done  to  excite  pre- 
judice against  it  and  to  depreciate  usto  foiitent  dissentions  anil 
to  enti<!e  people  away.  For  field  labor  liere  being  too  severe 
lor  divers  free  handicrafts  people,  such  an  various  Horts  of  wea- 
'vers,  tailors,  shoemakers,  button-makers,  etc.,  and  they  being 
unwilling  to  work  at  it,  and  the  city  having  nothing  for  thenj 
to  do  and  they  having  no  provisions,  easily  found  a  pretext 
■or  loaflng  about;  for  in  consequence  of  lazineMi,  they  never 
prosper,  and  no  (laymenl  is  to  be  expected  from  them. 

The  enlargement  of  this  Colonie  has  been  attended  to  acconl- 
fng  to  order;  besides  that,  a  new  fortiflcation  and  settlement 
-were  made  at  the  Whore  or  Sickoneysincks  kill,  which  have 
tieen  daily  visited.  It  was  therefore,  ex[>ected  that  aship  would 
have  arrived  in  the  spring;  It  l)elng  now  lat«  in  the  year,  and 
none  expected,  great  discouragement  has  ensued  And  to  thi)', 
the  malie  ci-op,  etc.,  is  now  injure<l  by  the  Indians,  and  in  this 
■nanner  the  hospital  Is  robbed  and  bresid  taken  out  of  the  mouth 
which  we,  from  weakess,  cannot  prevent. 
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The  West  India  Coiiipaay  are  also  enlarging:  their  condition 
to  the  inhabited  places,  with  full  exemptions  from  board  and 
passage  money.  The  number  of  croakers  is  thereby  increased 
to  the  disparagement  of  this  place.  I  yet  hope,  on  that  ac- 
count, that  a  good  ship  is  at  hand  to  arrive  from  day  to  day. 
Should  it  happen  otherwise,  it  is  impossible  to  keep  this  place 
up;  it  will  daily  decline  and  be  placed  in  greater  danger.  It 
is  considered  necessary  and  proper  to  point  all  this  out,  re- 
spectfully, to  your  Honor  in  order  to  prevent  any  more  damage, 
and  so  to  direct  the  management  of  this  Colony  that  no  bad, 
but  the  best  course  may  be  adopted. 

These  lands  and  conveniencies  are  many  and  important,  were 
they  somewhat  assisted. 

Here, consequently,  it  would  be  highly  necessary  to  demand  2 
or  8  persons  as  councillors,  or  of  superior  rank  with  officers 
annexed,  as  may  be  deemed  most  expedient,  in  order  to  est-ab- 
lish  everything  regularly  and  on  a  good  basis. 

This  Colony  is  in  length,  alon^  the  Bay,  about  9  leagues, 
and  on  the  river  7;  inland,  it  is  tolerably  deep,  the  next  place 
being  about  a  days'  journey  off.  The  expense  will  not  be  in- 
curred in  vain,  but  richly  repaid  here;  therefore,  I  humbly 
pray  that  this  place  may  be  protected.  It  will  bring  honor  and 
profit  if  well  supported,  perhaps  before  it  is  supposed  or  ex- 
p<H;ted;  this  State  is  not  worse,  but  tolerably  well,  and  much 
better  than  it  was  although  a  little  scum  still  gets  on  the  sur- 
face; it  is  gradually  improving  once  more;  I  recommend  it  to 
the  patronage  of  all,  which  I  fully  expect. 

In  respect  to  the  3  persons  sent  as  Councillors,  the  first  hath 
asked  for  and  obtained  his  discharge;  the  third,  who  was 
Commissary,  is  dead,  and  his  place  still  vacant.  The  second 
should  command  at  the  Sickoneysincks  kill,  in  order  to  estab- 
lish possession  and  government  firmly  there.  But,  as  things 
appear  to  be  somewhat  struggling  here,  I  propose  that  he,  M' 
Hinoyossa,  shall  return  home  in  the  spring  to  make  a  verbal 
report  on  everything,  and,  as  letters  cannot  be  answered  so 
readily  he,  on  his  arrival,  will  be  able  to  give  information  and 
satisfaction  on  every  point.  Finally,  I  shall  pray  God  to  bless 
your  Honor's  government  and  to  preserve  your  Honor  in  con- 
tinual health  and  prosperity,  remaining.

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  XIX.  IN  REGARD  TO  NEW 

NETHERLAND. 


ExtrcuAs  from  the  Minutes,  or  Resolutions  of  the  Assembly  of  the 
XIX,,  of  the  West  India  Company,  holden,  at  Amsterdam, 
from  the  21*  August  to  the  22"*'  September,  1«59,  so  far  as  they 
relate  to  New  Netherland. 

MoA'DAY,  the  25'"  August,  1659. 

Dom*  Pmelius,  Cop  a  groen  and  Van  Noort,  clergymen  enter, 
who  represented  that  the  Venerable  Classis  at  present  met  in 
this  city,  had  deputed  to  greet  this  Assembly  and  to  inform  it: 

1.— First.  That  they  had  learned  that  various  sects  were 
residing  in  New  Netherland,  namely,  divers  Quakers  at  the  Bed 
Hill  or  Rhode  Island,  and  a  number  of  Lutherans  at  New  Amster- 
dam and  the  South  river,  wlio  were  propa^irating  their  doctrine 
there,  requesting  that  provision  be  made  therein,  and  their 
conventicles  prevented. 

2.— Secondly.  As,  according  to  letters  from  the  brethren  in 
New  Netherland,  some  Dutch  and  Emjlish  clergymen  were  re- 
quired there,  they  wish  and  request  that  this  ARsemi)ly,  in 
«up(>ort  thereof,  may  adopt  a  favorable  resolution,  and  i>rovide 
the  place  with  more  Ministers. 

3.— Thirdly.  As  three  clergymen  have  died  some  time  since 
in  Guinea,  and  in  the  meantime  the  congregation  are  without 
any,  they  submit  and  propose  to  this  Assembly,  in  order  to 
proceed  more  assurdly  therein  and  to  provide  the  congrega- 
tion there  always,  as  far  as  possible, with  one  clergyman, whet- 
her a  second  ought  not  l)e  sent  thither  in  addition  to  the  mini- 
ster who  sailed  in  the  last  ship. 

4. — Fourthly.  They  demand  payment  of  the  arrears  of  the 
salary  earned  by  /)"'  Polheminb,  at  present  a  minister  in  New 
Netherland;  also,  that  Reverend  Asstetten's  widow,  who  has 
been  referred  to  this  Assembly  by  the  Zealand  CHiamber  may 
l)e  paid  what  is  due.  Which  being  considered,  and  question 
being  put,  it  is  resolved  and  concluded,  and  told  to  the  afore- 
said I)"',  who,  being  without,  were  again  invited  in,  namely, 
that  the  first  and  second  parts  of  their  aforesaid  i)roposals  and 
request  concerne<l  the  presiding  CJhainber  of  Amsterdam,  whose 
delegates  being  at   present  at  this  meeting,  had  undertaken  to 
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communicate  the  same  to  their  principals,  that  proper  order 
may  be  taken  .thereon.  But  what  regard  the  third  division  of 
their  request,  viz., the  despatching  a  second  preacher  to  Guinea, 
that  this  Assembly  considers  one  Minister  enough  for  that 
place  as  there  is  but  a  small  congregation  there,  and  those 
from  the  surrounding  forts  and  places  came  to  church  to  El 
Mina,  and  att^end  divine  service  there.  Fourthly,  the  minister, 
Polhemius,  in  regard  to  his  petition,  is  referred  to  the  presiding 
Chamber  of  Amsterdam,  to  make  due  disposition  thereof.  And 
the  widow  Asstetten's  petition,  consisting,  in  fact,  of  three 
parts,  etc. 

Wednesday,  a''*  Sept',  1669. 

The  first  point  for  consideration,  whereupon  many  delibera- 
tions have  been  now  for  some  time  had,  but  no  conclusion  come 
to  by  the  different  members  is  resumed,  in  order  to  finally  bring 
the  respective  chambers  to  closer  connection,  good  correspon- 
dence and  union,  the  result  of  which  will  evidently  be  their 
complete  restoration  and  preservation,  the  present  deputies 
from  all  the  chambers  representing  the  Assembly  of  the  XIX., 
resolved  and  enacted. 

l.~  First  and  foremost,  each  chamber,  etc. 

7. — And  in  regard  to  the  New  Netherland,  where  the  Amster- 
dam chamber,  and  the  Wild  Coast,  where  the  Zealand  Cham- 
ber has  each  already  its  Colonies,  the  other  Chambers  re- 
spectively will  be  at  liberty  (the  resolutions  heretofore  adopted 
thereupon,  remaining  in  full  force)  to  plant  their  Colonies  also 
in  those  parts  in  suitable  places,  having  no  proprietors,  and  to 
allow  other  persons  to  come  into  their  Colonies,  all  with  previ- 
ous notification,  knowledge  and  approbation  of  the  Assembly 
of  the  XIX.. and  upon  an  equal  footing, order  and  proper  regula- 
tion, not  conflicting  with  the  already  established  Colonies  of 
Amsterdam  and  Zealand,  on  the  planting  of  which  Colonies, be- 
longing to  said  respective  chambers  in  those  places  and  coasts, 
the  expenses  to  be  incurred  and  assumed  as  a  common  charge, 
in  order  that  the  repartition  of  the  Companys'  receipts,  here- 
inbefore more  fully  specified,  shall  be  made  in  the  same  manner, 
as  it  will  be  put  into  practice  on  the  behalf  of  the  Chambers 
of  Amsterdam  and  Zealand,  by  virtue  of  this  resolution^  and 
the  profits  accruing  therefrom  for  the  common  advantage. 

8.— What  relates  to  the  general  trade  on  the  Coast  of  Guinea, 
etc. 
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PROTEST  OF  THE  VIOEDIRECTOR  AND  COUNCIL  OF 
NEW  AMSTEL  AGAINST  COLONEL  UTIE. 

COLONBL  Nathaniel  Utik:  Whereas  you  appeared  yester- 
day afternoon,  at  your  request,  in  our  Council,  and  there  read 
and  exhibited  a  certain  Instruction,  which  you  stated  was  done 
l)y  order  of  M'  Josias  Fendel,  Lieutenant  of  the  Lord  Balta- 
luoor,  but  without  day  or  date,  or  place  where  written,  being 
signed  by  Philip  Calvert,  Secretary,  concerning  our  settlement 
on  Delaware  bay,  or  tiiis  Colony  here. 

In  whicli  said  instruction,  it  is  simply  stated  and  alleged  that 
this  place  is  situate  in  the  aforesaid  Lord  Baltimoor*s  Province, 
and  that,  therefore,  this  Government  should  depart  hence  with 
its  people  as  soon  as  you  had  given  notice  hereof.  Moreover, 
you  insisted  that  all  the  lands,  between  thirty-eight  and  forty 
degrees  east  and  west  from  sea  to  sea,  belonged  to  the  above 
named  Lord  Baltimoors,'  Governor  at  Maryland,  and  what- 
ever was  in  dispute  concerning  this,  had  lately  been  settled 
and  arranged  in  Old  England. 

Narrating  the  whole  only,  without  producing  any  required 
proofs,  or  sending  them  to  us,  as  we  should  have  been  pleased 
to  have  your  proposals  in  writing,  in  order  to  prevent  further 
m  i  su  nderstAnd  i  ng. 

You  further  make  known,  with  words  of  greater  weight,  to 
wit,  that,  incase  our  delaying  to  depart  tmmediately,  you  will 
l)e'  guiltless  of  the  vast  quantity  of  innocent  blood  that  may 
then  he  shed  on  this  account. 

Unexpected  and  strange  to  us  are  these  proceedings  and  treat- 
ment on  the  part  of  Christian  brethren  and  neighbors,  with 
whom  we  never  sought,  and  still  do  not  seek  anything  else 
than  to  maintain  good  friendship,  and  to  whom  we  have  never 
given  any  cause  of  offence. 

We  therefore,  again  request  the  proof  alreiidy  required  from 
you,  or  some  extract  serving:  as  verification  of  your  chief  asser- 
tion, of  property  and  boundary  of  the  lands,  whether  they  were

the  excellent  founder  of  that  Province.  — I>r.  0'<'aUaghan. 
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conquered  by  stron^r  force  or  obtained  by  title  of  purchase  or 
gift;  also,  what  disposition  has  been  made  by  the  Parliament 
in  Old  England  lately,  or  a  short  time  since,  for  your  princi- 
pars  advantage  or  right  herein. 

We  offer  to  exhibit  to  you  this  instant,  such  right  as  we  have 
received  for  the  possession  of  this  place,  both  by  grant  from 
their  High  Mightinesses,  the  Lords  States  General  of  the  United 
Netherlands,  and  by  lawful  conveyance  or  deed  from  the  West 
India  Company,  in  consequence  of  fair  purchase  and  payment. 

But  if  any  misunderstanding  arise  in  the  propositions  of  one 
or  of  the  other,  let  the  difference  be  referred  to  the  Supreme 
authority,  such  as  the  Parliament  and  the  High  and  Mighty 
Lords  States-General ;  otherwise,  as  we  are  new  comers  in  these 
parts,  and  the  circumstances  of  this  case,  or  what  may  be  in 
the  Archives  and  elsewhere  concerning  it, are  not  known  to  us, 
we  refer  ourselves  to  the  opposite  proofs  to  be  produced  by  the 
General  of  New  Netherland,  under  whom  we  resort. 

Further;  the  second  part  of  your  Honor's  instruction  con- 
tinues, that  you  are  to  offer  to  some  people  and  inhabitants 
here,  favorable  terms  of  agreement  for  planting  and  for  trade 
with  those  of  Maryland,  with  promise  of  protection  and  larger 
freedom,  which  already  has,  in  some  measure,  been  made  here 
to  those  bound  by  oath  io  their  Lords,  masters,  and  to  others 
who  owe  considerable  sums,  and  who,  seduced  by  such  ofTers, 
are  wavering,  abandon  their  commenced  work  and  oppor- 
tunity, get  into  arrears  and  run  away.  They  thus  become  ruined 
and  their  masters  are  cheated  out  of  what  is  owing  to  them. 
Wherefore  we  are  under  the  necessity  of  protesting,  as  we  do 
hereby  protest,  against  you  and  your  principals  for  all  dam- 
ages, injuries  and  losses  already  incurred  and  still  to  be  suf- 
fered, in  order  to  recover  the  same  at  one  time  or  another,  ac- 
cordingly as  shall  be  deemed  expedient. 

For  the  continuance  of  peace  and  quietness  between  the  sub- 
jects of  the  Republic  of  England  and  their  High  Mightinesses, 
the  Lords  States-General,  we  refer  to  the  articles  of  peace  treat- 
ies of  alliance,  made  and  concluded  on  the  S'**  April,  in  the 
year  1664,  obligatory,  on  all  governments,  whether  in  America 
or  in  Europe,  whereby  they  were  all  ordered  and  commanded 
not  to  inflict,  the  one  or  the  other, any  hostility,  injury  or  daiA- 
age,  as  more  fully  appears  by  article  16. 

We  trust,  nevertheless,  that  You  will  please  to  take  all  the 
premises  into  consideration  and  proceed  no  otherwise  than  as 
equity  and  justice  require.  We  declare  that  we  are  in  no  wise 
inclined  to  commit  the  least  injustice,  but  are  very  willing  to 
second,  or  to  yield  to  those  who  have  the  best  right.  We  refer 
whatever  exceeds,  goes  beyond,  or  is  opposed  to,  this  and  all 
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tinr«aBonableproposalH  to  theHUproiue{;ov«rniuent,  or  elxe  pro- 
test agHinst  hII  duiuages,  as  above. 

It  is,  alBO.  proposed  that,  in  order  to  obtain  a  further  answer 
hAreunto,  tlie  Oeneral  shall  be  ezpreesly  written  to;  wherefore 
the  Colonel  has  allowed  and  {^runted  the  time  at  least  of  three 
weekH,  or  thereabouts,  In  order  that  a  rescript  or  answer  may 
be  received.

VICE-DIRECTOR  ALRICKS  TO  THE  COMMISSIONERS 
OF  THE  COLONIE  ON  THE  DELAWARE  RIVER. 

Uoitorabh,   Worshipful,  Wise.  Most  I'rudent: 

ThisBervesonlyas  aeoverof  the  inclosed  duplicates  of  letters 
written  and  lately  sent  you  and  the  Worshipful  Burgomaster 
de  Graeff.  Since  then,  after  long  and  previous  threatening, 
the  troubles  which  the  English  are  fomenting,  unjustly  and 
without  reason,  have  o%'crtaken  ua.  They  will  not  listen  to, 
nor  make  use  of,  any  reasons,  making  only  a  verbal  statement 
and  delivering  an  instmi-tion,  instead  of  credential  and  com- 
iQisslon.  without  date  or  place  of  execution,  all  which  Is  ob- 
Bcnre.  I  therefore,  could  do  nothing  more  than  k'^'s  i  written 
answer  with  protests  to  Colonel  Nathaniel  Utie.  delegate  from 
Josias  Fendel,  Lieutenant  of  Baltamoor,  who  in  Governor  of 
Maryland,  the  S"*  part  of  Virginia,  which  lies  off  the  Englit-h 
river  and  adjoins  ub;  they  can  come  here  from  the  nearest 
point  in  a  day  or  a  day  and  ii  Imlf.  As  they  do  not  Buhmit 
nor  will  employ  any  reations,  so  we  are  obliged  to  listen  to  and 
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see  what  is  intolerable.  They  insist  that  we  shall  move  off,  or 
submit  to  them  immediately,  or  at  furthest,  within  three  weeks. 
Here  are  only  14  @  15  soldiers  half  of  whom  are  sick  and  unfit 
for  service;  the  remainder  are  at  Whorekill.  The  burf^hers 
will  hardly  leave  their  houses  and  property  and  defend  the 
fort;  everything  is  at  a  stand;  it  is  dangerous  for  people  to 
begin  anything  or  to  invest  means  or  labor  in  a  place  not  free, 
and  to  which  others  lay  claim.  I  may  now,  consequently, 
admit,  in  tlie  face  of  all  these  obstacles  which  are  occurring 
from  year  to  year,  that  I  find  myself  unfortunate.  Mr.  Bleeek- 
man,  Vice-Diector,  residing  at  Altona,  on  the  part  of  the 
Hon***®  West  India  Company,  and  I  have  sent  post  after  post  to 
the  Manhattans.  But  as  the  Indians  have,  again  killed  three 
or  four  Dutchmen,  no  person  can  go  through ;  one  messenger, 
who  was  eight  days  out,  returned  without  accomplishing  his 
purpose.  We  have  no  vessel ;  the  sloop  went  to  the  Manhattans 
before  the  arrival  of  the  English;  the  boat  is  unfit  to  go  to 
sea;  we  lack  even  powder,  for  which  1  wrote  over  a  year  and 
a  day  ago;  but  it  is  long  and  somewhat  late  in  being  sent. 
We  shall  do  our  best,  according  to  time  and  ciroumstanoes, 
hoping  that  God  Almighty  will  give  a  favorable  issue.  To  his 
graciout^  protection  I  commend  your  Honors,  and  remain.

VICE-DIRECTOR  ALRICKS  TO  BURGOMASTER  DE 

GRAAFF. 

il(nii)nihle  and  Most  Wornhipful  Sir: 

The  first  and  last  letter  sent  you  yesterday,  was  by  a  ship, 
the  name  of  which  I  do  not  know,  that  was  to  sail  from  the 
Manhattans  in  a  few  Days.  I  forgot,  I  think, through  haste  to 
state  the  number  of  houses  here;  there  are  110  in  this  plaoe» 
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Hud  16  (^.  17  mure  uii  liiud  baluiigini;  to  our  riHtloo,  and  13  (<i,. 
14  belonglug  to  the  Swedes.  In  that  lett«r  1  bad  aIbo  stAted 
that  8  @.  3  qualified  persona  are  needed  who,it  may  readily  be 
Bui>pased,  can  find  some  employiaeut  here.  I  have  therefore 
drawn  up  a  briet  plan  ait  to  the  eervicen  you  luight  expect  from 
them.  According  to  uiy  opinion,  under  correction,  they  might 
be  empioyeil,  at  flrst,  as  ordinary  Councillors  to  deliberatu  and 
to  molve  on  all  matters  whatsoever,  except  such  law  euitp,  dif- 
ferences and  contests  occurring  between  Burgher  and  Burgher, 
an  the  Bcht-pens  decide.  They  miffht  also  conjointly  have 
ehar^  of  the  chamber  of  accounts  and  the  office  of  Surrogate 
(Weetmeenlersahap) ,  for  which  there  la  plenty  of  business  here 
already;  also  what  appertains  to  public  bulldinfi:0  and  rortifl- 
cation.  Besides  that,  the  flrst,  ae  Commissary,  should  have  the 
~  particular  superintendence  of  all  receipts  and  delivery  or  sale  of 
goodH.  provisions,  Htores,  ammunition  and  materials  for  build- 
inir  of  fortlflcatione.  The  second,  as  CoinuilHAary  of  merchau- 
dise,  for  which  the  profits  of  a  capital  of  one  hundred  thousand 
Kiiildera  over  and  above  the  ordinary  interest,  might  serve  an  a 
fnnd  to  defray  all  charges  and  expHnsea  here,  the  capital  re- 
maining; intact.  The  third  miglit  act  as  general  book-keeper,  to 
record  everything,  to  arrange  the  books  with  what  depends 
thereon— these  three  jwrsons  conjointly  remaining  bound  to  send, 
from  time  to  time, to  the  principals  nt  home,  [coples]of  all  doc- 
uments executed  here,  whether  resolutions,  contracts,  land  pat- 
eutu,  minutes  or  pleadingx  In  suits  at  law  and  other  differences 
or  disputes.  Judgments,  etc.,  without  any  exception.  With 
consent  of  those  yonder  the  duties  of  Bchout,  Secretary,  and 
ftl»o,  indee<l.  of  CommlKsary,  of  or  over  agriculture:  might  be 
transferred  to  the  alwve  mimiHl  persons,  to  witness  and  sup- 
erintend, moreover,  all  business  fippertaiiilng  to  this  state  or 
city.  In  such  wise.the  proprietors  would  re(-ei%'e  entire  and  tn 
full,  and  clearly  know,  what  pasiics  here,  so  as  to  deliberate 
and  to  give  orders  on  all  tliines  with  more  certainty.  More- 
over, were  you  to  be  pleased  to  establisli  more  speedlty  nnd 
Nnsuretily,  a  well  t>egun  project.  I  think  under  correction,  1  hut 
ai  or  95  families,  of  goo<l  agriculturists  aixl  farmers,  well  uv- 
iiuainted  and  conversant  with  the  keeping  of  cattle  and  what- 
ever is  connected  therewith,  might  each  he  offerwl,  in  the  first 
place,  TO  or  40  cows  (more  or  less,  aceoniing  to  circumstances, 
mostly  milch  cows,  the  remainder  somewhat  younger,  and 
iither  cattle  on  halves  for  the  term  of  4  or  G  \~ears.  on  condi- 
tion that,  on  the  expiration  of  such  time  those  of  the  cattle 
furnished  that  have  died,  strayed  or  been  lost,  be  first  made 
good  by  the  proprietor  from  the  best  and  oldest  of  the  increase; 
the  remainder  of  the  Increase  then  to  be  divided,  half  for  the 
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proprietor  and  half  for  the  farmer,  unless  10  to  12  lbs.  of 
butter  could  be  annually  got  from  each  milch  cow  for  the  be- 
hoof or  profit  of  the  proprietor,  or,  if  better  conditions  could 
be  obtained,  it  would  be  well  that  they  should  take  effect  on 
the  increase  of  the  cattle,  which  would  cause  an  abundance  of 
milk  and  butter  at  a  cheap  rate.  Hereunto,  each  person  should 
be  allowed  two  hundred  morgens  of  land  or  more.  The  purchase 
and  expense  of  a  thousand  head  of  cattle  to  be  brought  here, 
demand  40  @,  50  thousand  guilders  at  most,  in  merchandise, 
consisting  of  broad  Duffels, grey  Osnaburg  linen,  a  part  bleach- 
ed; also,  broad  Flemish  linen  and  such  like  articles,  brandy 
and  distilled  liquors  in  ankers  and  half  aums,  stockings, 
shoes,  shirtii  and  some  woolens  of  divers  sorts.  What  are  most 
in  demand  here  are  Duffels,  grey  Osnaburgs  and  strong  liquors, 
and  then,  from  time  to,  time,  there  ought  to  be  sent  with  all 
the  ships,  of  which  two  at  least  should  arrive  every  year,  25 
good  farmers,  who  can  till  the  land.  Clearing  land  furnishes 
considerable  employment  here;  ploughing,  sowing,  mowing 
and  thrashing  require  strong  people,  accustomed  to  labor, most 
of  whom  should,  as  tar  as  possible,  be  men. 

Having  written  thus  far  as  a  supplement  to  my  former  letter, 
dated  16^**  August,  the  hitherto  long  dreaded  and  apprehended 
triennial  misfortune  occurred  on  the  8*^  instant  namely,  the 
dissatisfaction  that  the  English  foment  unlawfully  and  un- 
reasonably, even  without  having  or  not  wishing  to  give,  any 
reasons.  I  have,  therefore,  delivered  to  the  Deputy  in  answer 
to  their  unfounded  pretence  and  proposal,  a  written  Protest, 
which  is  transmitted  herewith.  We  have  been,  hitherto,  un- 
fortunate on  account  of  the  contentions  which  have  annually 
occurred  here.  I  have  sent  off  messenger  after  messenger  to  the 
Manhattans  overland,  but  no  one  can  get  through  as  the  In- 
dians there  have  again  killed  four  Dutchmen.  A  messenger, 
who  had  been  out  eight  days,  returns  without  executing  his 
business.  When  the  English  came,  the  sloop  was  at  the  Man- 
hattans, where  she  still  remains,  so  that  we  have  been  ob- 
liged to  charter  expressly  a  private  vessel  that  came  thenoe  the 
day  before  yesterday,  to  send  a  letter,  with  the  annexed  docu- 
ments, to  the  General.  I  expect  that  asssistance  will  specnlily 
arrive,  which  God  grant,  to  whose  gracious  protection  1  com- 
mend your  Honor,  I  remain,

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VINDICATION  OP  THE  DUTCH  TITLE  TO  THE  DELA- 
WARE. 

Declaration  and.  Manifest  delivered  by  inay  of  a  Speech  to  the 
Hojiorable  Qovertuir  aiul  Coundt  of  the  Fronince  of  Maryland, 
Ckeaapeak  bay,  from  the  Honorable  Govemoj -Oeneral  and 
Council  of  the  I'roeiitce  of  New  Nelherland. 
Obeerrint;,  flrst  and  roremottt,  the  original  riRht  and  tit1« 
the  eubjectB  of  the  High  and  Mighty  the  States -Oeneral  of  the 
United  Provlncee,  under  the  proprietary  of  the  Lords  of  the 
West  India  Ooinpany  of  Auibterdaiii,  in  Holland,  posseew  to 
the  Province  ot  New  Netherland,  wliich  etrftcheth  iteeif  along 
the  ^eat  Ocean,  from  38  to  about  42  degreef,  and  thence  (in- 
oluding  all  rivers,  ielands  and  Main  continent)  northerly  up 
into  the  river  of  Canada,  having  on  the  west  tiide  Virginia  and 
now  Maryland,  upon  the  great  Bay  of  Chesapeake,  and  on  the 
east.  New  England;  to  wit,  that  their  right  and  title  to  that 
part  of  the  newly  found  world  of  America,  partly,  come  down 
to  them,  first  from  the  King  of  Spain,  being  at  the  time  hix 
lubjects  or  vassals,  ah  the  fii-st  discoverer  and  founder  of  that 
New  World,  who  in  those  daya,  after  war  had  l>een  waged  and 
peacti  eonclnded,  did  renounce  and  give  over  unto  the  Unitttd 
Republic  of  the  Seven  Provinces  aforesaid,  all  his  right  and 
title  in  such  countries  and  dominion  as  they  have, In  process  of 
time,  conquered  and  settled  in  Europe,  America  and  elsewhere, 
wherefore  the  aliove  safd  Province  of  New  Netherland,  the 
islands  of  Curasao  and  Brazil  became,  in  this  regard,  the  true, 
proper  inheritance  of  the  Dutch  nation  in  those  partn. 

Secondly.  As  for  the  question  generally:  The  Fi-eneh,  hy 
one  Jehan  de  Verazzano,  a  Florentine,  were,  in  the  year  of  our 
Ijonl  God  Almighty  l.'i34,the  second  followers  and  diticoverei's 
in  the  northern  parts  of  thii'  America.  Then  came  first  the 
English  and  Dut^h  in  like  manner,  an<l  took  possession  of  the 
parts  we  are  now  in;  for  since  the  year  1G06  or  IIIOT  to  about  18or 
30,the  English  established  only  this  Colony  of  Virginia, by  dis- 
tinct patent,  from  34  to  about  38,  the  Dutch  the  Manhattans,  from 
38  to  42,  and  New  England  from  43  to  45  degrees;  the  French, 
beaten  in  Florida,  retain  Canada;  Spain,  the  WesI  Indies  or 
Mexico ;  Portugal,  Brazil.  And  thus  Is  the  New  World  divide<l 
among  the  Christian  Princes  of  Europe,  by  communication 
of  each  others'  Ambassadors,  lo  That  effect,  mutually  agreed 
Dpon.  For  which  reasim  King  James,  of  England,  did  ex- 
pressly will,  command  and  require  that  the  Colony  or  Province 
ot  Virginia  and   the  Province  of   New  England  should    remain 
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asunder  and  not  meet  together  within  the  dUtauce  and  spaoe 
of  about  a  hundred  leagues,  which  was  allotted  for  the  Dutoh 
plantations,  then  called  by  the  General  name  of  Manhattans, 
after  the  name  of  the  Indians,  who  first  inhabited  the  same. 
And  hero  'tis  to  be  noted  that  they  commit  a  grave  mistake 
who  will  confine  the  general  name  of  Manhattans  aforesaid  to 
the  particular  city,  which  is  only  built  on  a  little  island;  as 
alrea<ly  stated,  it  signifies,  the  whole  country  and  Province,  or 
at  least  the  same  particular  place  in  the  Province :  As,  for 
example,  it  is  frequent,  with  many  still  at  this  day,  to  say— to 
go  to  the  Manhattans,  or  to  come  from  the  Manhattans  when 
they  mean  the  whole  Province,  as  they  do  by  the  name  of 
Virginia  or  Maryland,  for  the  particular  town  itself  is  never 
named  the  Manhattans,  but  New  Amsterdam. 

And  in  regard  to  the  South  river,  or  as  it   is  chilled  by  the 
English,  Delaware  bay,  in  particular:    The  said  river  was,  in 
the  primitive   time,  likewise  pos^ssed,  and  a  Colonie  planted 
on  the  western  shore  vrithin  the  south  cape,  called  the  Whoro- 
kill  oven  unto  this  day.     The  Dutch  had  erected  their  Statev 
arms  and  a  little  fort  there  and  everywhere  in  their  countr>% 
but  were,  after  some  time,  all   slain  and  murdered   by  the  In- 
dians; so  that  the  possession  of  this  river,  from  the  very  first, 
was  in  its  infancy  sealed  with  the  blood  of  a  great  many  souls. 
Afterwards,  in  the  year  1623,  Fort  Nassau  was  built  about  15 
leagues  up  the  river  on  the  eastern  shore,  besides  many  other 
places  in  process  of  time,  by  the  Dutch,  and  the  Dutch  Swedes 
settled  here  and  there  until  the  Governor-General  and  Council 
of  New   Netherland    thought   good  to  remove  the  said   Port 
Nassau,  in  the  year  1650,  down  the  river  back  again,  and  there 
fix  a  town  or  village,  as  it  is  at   this  day,  withe  ut  any  man, 
from  Maryland  or  Virginia,  ever   making  protest   or   pretence 
against  it.     We  say,  furthermore,  that   we  have  the  propriety 
and  just  right  and  title  of  the  whole  river  and  of  all  our  above 
said  Province,  lawfully  obtained  and  legally  bought  from  the 
Indians,  the  native    proprietors,  especially   the  western  side, 
which  we  maintain  we  have  purchased,  from  time  to   time,  to 
this  date,  landward  into  the  west  as  far  as,  and  much  farther 
than,  our  line  and  limits  are  as  yet  extended  and  seated.     By 
virtue  of  all  which,  and  the  right  and  title  above  mentioned, 
we  have,  as  is  ]3ublicly  known  to  this  day,  always  maintained 
and  defended, and  will  forever  defend  the  said  river, against  all 
usurpers  and  obstructors. 

Thirdly.  From  that  primitive  time  aforesaid  have  the  Dutch 
nation  in  the  Province  of  New  Netherland,  and  the  English 
nation  in  the  Province  of  Virginia  and  Maryland  uforesald 
every  here  maintained  friendly  and  neigh  Ixiring  correspondence 
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together,  and  even,  which  ix  very  proper  to  be  noted,  in  thu 
Iniit  open  war,  without  any  pretence,  hijury  or  molei^tation 
one  agKinat  the  other;  until  upon  the  eiicbth  day  of  September, 
this  current  year,  1039,  Colonel  Nathaniel  Utie  came  to  our 
aforesBid  South  river  |by  the  English  called  Delaware  bay), 
into  the  town  and  Fort  New  Amutel,  erected,  no  stated,  in  the 
year  IflSO,  and  without  any  npeciat  commioBion  or  lawful  au- 
thority exhibited  from  any  State,  Prince,  Parliament  or  Gov- 
crniueut.  only  by  a  piece  of  paper  and  cartable  in  the  form  of 
HU  instruction  from  Philip  Calvert,  Secretary,  written  without 
year  or  day,  or  no  name  or  place,  neither  Hifrned  nor  sealed  by 
nny  StiLte, Prince, Parliament  or  Uovernment,  in  n  commanding 
luuniier  required,  iii  a  strange  way,  that  the  place  and  country 
Hhould  be  delivered  up  to  the  Province  of  Mary  land, as  heaaith, 
for  my  Lord  Balthimore,  going  from  house  to  house  to  draw 
and  eeducc  the  inhabitants  Into  a  revolt  against  their  right, 
lawful  Lords,  Sovereigns.  Governor  and  Province,  threatening, 
in  case  of  no  imme<liate  voluntary  submituiion  and  obedience, 
to  come  again  and  bring  the  people  thereunto  by  force  of  arms, 
Are  and  fword,  whereunto  he  saith  a  great  company  of  multi- 
tude were  expressly  kept  in  reudinesH.  Nav.  that  the  whole 
Province  of  Maryland  would  rise  and  (Mime  to  redu<^  them,  and 
that  they  then  should  be  plundereil  and  their  liouses  taken 
from  them,  and  so  forth.  Against  such  action  and  insulting 
and  illegal  proceeilings  the  Deputy  Governor  and  magistrates 
of  the  aforesaid  river  and  Colonic  have  protested  and  answereti 
under  the  signature  of  their  own  hands,  dated  the  9"'  of  Sep- 
leml>er,  1658,  lar^t  past,  insinuating  that  the  further  occupation 
of  that  great  business  of  consequence  did  belong  and  must  be 
referred  to  the  Honorable  Oovernor- General  and  Council  of 
the  whole  Province  of- New  Nelherland.  of  whom  an  answer 
might  be  expected  within  three  weeks'  time.  Who.after  having 
furnished  aid  and  aHsistan<'e  to  their  subjects  in  the  aforesaid 
river,  have  sent  us  the  underwritten  AiubasBadors  and  messen- 
gers with  all  si>eed  thither  to  you, the  Honorable  Governor  and 
Councit,  Assembly,  or  whom  It  in  any  way  may  concern.  Id 
tiie  Province  of  Maryland  in  Chesapeake  bay,  to  declare  and 
make  known  by  power  and  authority  of  our  commission, 
whereof  we  herewith  deliver  a  duplicate: 

FirKt.  That  the  aforesaid  injurious  acts  are  done  not  only 
-tigainst  the  law  of  nations,  neighlioriy  friendship  and  common 
«qiiity,  but  also  directly  contrary  to  the  amity,  confederacy 
<ind  peace,  made  and  conclude*]  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1654, 
between  the  two  nations  of  the  Re|iublic  of  England  and  the 
Republic  of  the  United  Provinces  and  their  subjects  all  over 
33-Vou  V. 
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the  world  (viz).,  Articles  2,  3,  5,  G,  I),  10  are  16,  whereby  we 
proclaim  that  the  said  amity  and  peace  are  disturbed  and  in- 
terrupted by  the  i»aid  Nathaniel  Utie  or  his  principals  of  the 
Province  of  Maryland,  against  the  Province  of  New  Netherland 
aforesaid,  and  therefore  protest,  and  in  virtue  of  the  above 
said  W^  article  of  peace  and  amity,  demand  justice  and  satih- 
faction  for  all  those  wrongs  and  damages  the  Province  of  New 
Netherland  and  their  subjects  have  already  by  the  aforesaid 
injurious  proceedings,  suffered,  or  hereafter  may  come  to  suffer : 

Secondly.  We  demand  that  all  the  Dutch  and  Swedish 
pcMtple,  subjects,  runaways  and  fugitives,  who  from  time  to 
time,  especially  this  present  year  (for  the  most  part,  deeply 
indebted  or  delinquents),  are  come  over  and  are  skulking  in 
this  Province  of  Maryland,  be  sent  back  to  our  South  river  and 
Colonic,  as  'tis  strongly  susi)ected  that,  incited  by  the  above 
said  odious  and  injurious  design, they  are  thereunto  encouraged 
from  hand  to  hand.  Declaring  that  the  Honorable  Governor- 
General  and  Council  of  New  Netherland  are  in  readiness  to  do 
the  like  by  sending  back  to  Maryland  all  the  runaways  and 
fugitives  who  may  come  into  their  jurisdiction  and  govern- 
ment aforesaid;  with  notice,  in  case  of  refusals,  that,  according 
to  the  law  of  retaliation,  the  Honorable  Governor-General  and 
Council  of  New  Netherland  aforesaid  hold  themselves  eon- 
strained,  necessitated  and  excused  to  publish  free  liberty, 
access  and  recess  to  all  planters,  servants,  negroes,  fugitives 
and  runaways  who,  from  time  to  time,  may  come  out  of  th<» 
jurisdiction  of  Maryland  into  the  jurisdiction  of  New  Nether- 
land, aforesaid. 

And  (to  say  something,  by  way  of  remark,  to  the  suppose<i 
claim  or  pretence  of  my  Lord  Balthimore's  patent  unto  our 
aforesaid  South  river  or  Delaware  bay,)  we  utterly  disown, 
reject  and  deny,  that  any  power  and  authority  (except  peace 
breakers  and  those  who  act  as  public  enemies,  who  rest  only 
upon  their  strength  and  self-will)  may  or  can  legally  come  to 
reduce  to  subjugate  tlie  subjects  in  said  river  from  their  right 
lawful  Lords  and  proprietors,  who  have  been  forty  years  un- 
deniable justly  and  lawfully  possessed  and  settled  as  above  said, 
whilst,  on  the  contrary,  Lorti  Halthamore*s  patent  is  of  no 
longer  standing  and  settlement  than  about  24  or  27  years,  and 
does  not  contain  any  particular  expression  or  si>ecial  title  to 
take  that  river  of  Delaware  bay  from  the  Dutch ;  nay,  not  so 
much  as  Sir.  Eduard  Ploetsen,  in  former  time,  would  make  us 
believe  he  had,  when  it  was  afterwards  proved  and  found  out 
that  he  had  only  subretively  and  fraudulently  obtained  some- 
thing to  that  purpose  whieh  was  invalid.  And,  assuming  that 
the  said  Lord  Baltamore  or  any  other  person  hath  any  seeming- 
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title  to  the  afoKsaid  rivt-r  or  Delawure  buy,  then  hl8  l.ordabi[), 
accord i ugly  to  the  30*^  article  of  the  peace  and  confederacy, 
should  have  repaired  before  the  18"  of  May,  1643,  to  the  Hon- 
orable CommiBBionera  appointed  by  botli  States  for  the  deter- 
mination of  sudi  and  the  like  difTercneeH  aH  luieht  have  arisen 
or  occurred  between  the  two  nationit  in  distant  parts  of  the . 
world  between  the  year  lUll  aud  the  18"  of  Uuy,  10321  after  the 
expiration  of  which  tiue,  it  is  in  plain  tenue  iiroliibiti^d  and 
proclaimed  that  then  no  farther  olaiiiia  ehould  be  uliuitteil, 
which  ie  to  be  obeyed.  To  prove  the  true  meaning  and  inter- 
pretation of  the  aforesaid  thirtieth  article  by  two  palpable  ex- 
amples and  by  evidence  of  your  own  creation  and  chiefest  au- 
tbority,the  Kepiiblic  of  BuKland,we  say— that  when  New  Kng- 
tand.  In  former  dayti,  claimeil,  on  its  eidf,  also  some  interest 
in  our  limits,  and  the  Lord  Protector'^  fhips  in  open  war  were 
■ent  hltlier  to  subdue  the  aforesaid  Province  of  New  Nether- 
land,  the  latter  renounced  and  abandoned  ttieir  de.si^  when 
peace  was  concluded,  and  went  agninst  the  French ;  no  that  the 
right  and  title  the  Dutch  nation  have  unto  their  Province  of 
.New  Netherland  aforesaid,  xtiind  ever  since,  to  this  day  and  for- 
ever, more  and  more  coiiliruietl  and  ratified.  But,  furHMuuch 
as  mention  and  question  are  now  made  of  i>ur  western  llniiti-, 
and  we  have  thereipon  preceived  and  Ktixiiected  that  the  Kay 
of  Chesapeake,  in  the  uppermost  part  thereof,  winds  so  much 
to  the  northeast  and  runn  into  our  line  al)out  SafBafrax  and 
BIk  rivers,  we  therefore  lay  also  claim  to  those  parts  until,  by 
due  examination  hereafter,  the  truth  licreof  may  1m;  found  out 
nr  agreed  and  (fettled  amongst  us  otherwise. 

Lastly  and  finally,  to  conclude;  The  Honorable  Oovernor- 
General  and  Council  of  New  Netheilaiid  aforesaid,  do  declare 
and  notify  that  as  they,  on  their  side,  have  never  intended  any 
wrong  or  offence  to  the  Province  of  Virginia.or  now  Maryland, 
in  the  Bay  of  Chesapeake,  so  tliey  desire  to  continue  still  there 
with  all  neighl>orly  aiuity,  confederacy  and  friendship,  savint; 
<ir  providing  only  that  justice  and  satisfaction  be  given  as 
Ijere  ill  before  stated.  Propounding  further,  by  way  of  advice. 
to  prevent  further  mischief,  that  three  reasonable  persons  on 
oaeh  side,  may  be  appointeii  out  of  eai'h  Province  aforesaid. 
lo  meet  a  certain  day  and  time  al>ont  lialf  way  l)etween  the 
Bay  of  Chesapeake,  and  the  aforesidd  Sonlh  river  or  Delaware 
bay, at  a  certain  hill  where  the  heads  of  Sassafrnx  and  of  another 
river  which  flows  into  our  river,  come  almost  close  together, 
with  foil  power  and  commiftsion  there  to  settle  the  bounds  and 
limits  between  the  aforesaid  Province  of  Maryland  forever,  if 
possible,  otherwi^.e  to  refer  any  difference  that  may  exist  in 
case  of  disagreement,  to  the  Lords  Proprietors  or  sovereigns  in 
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Kuroi)e,  on  both  «iiles;  but,  in  the  meanwhile,  all  further 
liostility  and  infraction  on  each  other  to  cease  and  determine; 
so  that  the  Honorable  Govern  or- General  and  Council  of  New 
Netherland  being  hereof  assured,  further  charges  and  damages 
excused,  juay  call  their  soldiers  home  who  are  kept  there  only 
to  defend  their  Province  and  Colonic  aforesaid,  and  a  fair 
correspondence  may  be,  on  both  sides,  maintained,  as  hath 
heretofore  always  been  the  case  up  to  the  present  time.  If 
this  be  refused  and  not  accepted,  we  do  proclaim  our  innocence 
and  ignorance  to  all  the  world,  and  do  protest,  generally, 
against  all  wrongs,  injuries,  costs  and  damages  already  sus- 
tained and  suffered,  or  as  yet  to  be  suffered  and  sustained; 
declaring  and  manifesting  that  we  are,  and  then  shall  be, 
necessitated  and  forced  [to  proceed],  by  way  of  retort  and  re- 
l^risal,  according  to  the  24**'  article  of  the  peace,  in  order  to 
preserve  and  maintain  our  right  and  propriety  to  our  aforesaid 
South  river  Colonic,  or  Delaware  bay,  and  our  subjects  lives, 
liberties  and  estates, as  God,  iu  our  just  cause,  shall  strengthen 
and  enable  us.  Desiring  this  may  be  recorded  and  notified  unto 
all  whom  it  in  any  way  may  concern,  with  the  true  meaning 
and  tenor  thereof,  and  that  a  speedy  answer  and  dispatch  may 
be  given  to  us  in  writing  from  you,  the  Honorable  Governor 
and  Council  of  tlm  Province  of  Maryland  to  be  returned  to  our 
Honorable  Governor-General  and  Council  of  the  Province  of 
New  Netherland,  and  recorded  in  like  manner. 

And  so  wishing  God  Almighty  to  conduct  both  your  Honors 
to  all  prudent  results,  so  that  we  may  live  neighborly  together 
in  this  wilderness,  to  the  advancement  of  God's  glory  and  of 
the  kingdom  of  Heaven  amongst  the  Heathen,  and  not  to 
the  destruction  of  ea<?h  other's  Christian  blood,  whereby  the 
Heathen  and  barbarous  Indians  are  strengthened,  but  rather 
that  we  may  conclude  a  league  of  love  and  alliance*  together 
and  against  them.

II— Whereas    our  well   beloved    aiid    right   trusty   subject, 

Crcilius  Calvbrt,  Baron   of  Baltimork,  in  our    kingdom  of 

Jrelandf  sou  and  heir  of  Georgk  Calvkrt,  knight,  late  Baron 

^>f  Baltihorb,  in  our  said  kindoiu  of  Ireland^  treading  in  the 

«teps  of  his  father,  being  animated  with  a  laudable  and  pious 

seal  for  extending  the  Christian  religion^  and  also  the  territories 

«f  our  empire,  hath  humbly  besought  leave  of  us  that  he  may 

transport  by  his  own  industry  and  expense,  a  numerous  Colony 

^>f  the  English  nation,  to  a  certain  region  hereinafter  described, 

^n  a  country  hitherto  uncultivated,  in   the  parts  of  ^mer/ca, 

<^uid  partly  occupied   by  savages,  having  no  knowledge  of  the 

divine    Being,  and   that  all   that  region,    with   some  certain

low  Baron  of  Baltimore,  his  heirs  and  assigns  all   that  part 
if  the    Peninsula,  or  Chersonesey  lying  in  the  parts  of  Amen'ra 
-ween  the  ocean  on   the  east,  and    the  Bay  of  Chesapeake  on 
r.he  west;  divided  from  the  residue  thereof  by  a  right  line  drawn 
^roiu  the  promontory,    or   head -land,    calleil  Watkin^s   Point,

belonging  to  the  region  or  islands  aforesaid,  and  all   the  soil, 
plains,  woods,    mountains,  marshes,    lakes,    rivers,    bays   and 
straits,  situate,  or  being  within  the  metes,  bounds  and  limits 
aforesaid,  with   the   fishings  of  every  kind  of  fish,  as  well   of 
whales,  sturgeons,  or  other  royal   fish,  as  of  other  fish  in  the 
sea,  bays,  straits,  or  rivers,  within  the  premises,  and  the  fish 
there  taken:  and  moreover,  all   veins,  mines  and   quarries,  as

V. — And  Wk  do  by  these  presents,  for  us,  our  heirs  and  suc- 
cessors, MAKE,  CREATE,  and  CONSTITUTE  HIM,  the  now  Baron 
of  Baltimore,  and  his  heirs,  the  true  and  absolute  lords 
and  Proprietaries  of  the  region  aforesaid,  and  of  all  other 
the  premises  (except  the  before  excepted) ,  saving  always,  the 
faith  and  allegiance  and  sovereign  dominion  due  to  us,  our 
heirs  and  successors.

ftOVERNOR  A.NB  COUNCIL  OF  MARYLAND  TO  THE 
DIRECTOR,  &c.,  OF  NEW  NETHERLAND. 

Honorable  Grntluhen  :  We  liave  received  your  letters  of 
credence  by  the  hands  of  Mess"  Augustine  Heerman  and  Re- 
volved Waldron,  your  Ambassadors,  wherein,  as  we  find  many 
eipreseions  of  love  and  aniil.v,  we  accoinpt  ourselves  obliged 
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to  return  you  renl  tliauks  hi  unfolding  tlie  cause  which  as  it 
seems,  hath  been  the  reason  of  your  astonishment,  and,  as  the 
matter  shall  permit,  give  you  that  satisfaction  which,  with  rea- 
son, you  can  expect,  and  which  we  likewise  shall  expect  from 
you  in  the  rendering  to  us  as  substitutes  of  the  Right  Honor- 
able Cecilius,  Lord  Baron  of  Baltemore,  Lord  Proprietary  of 
this  Province,  &c.,  that  part  of  his  Lordship's  Province  lying 
in  Delaware  bay,  to  us  entrusted,  and  by  you,  as  it  seems,  in- 
juriously seated  in  prejudice  to  his  Lordship's  just  right  and 
title. 

For  answer,  therefore,  unto  your  demands,  by  your  said 
agents  made,  we  say  that  Colonel  Nathaniel  Utie  was  by  us, 
in  pursuance  of  a  command  from  the  Right  Honorable  Lord 
Proprietary,  ordered  to  make  his  repair  to  a  certain  people 
seated  upon  Delaware  bay,  within  the  40th  degree  of  northerly 
latitude  from  the  equinoctial  line,  to  let  them  know  that  they 
were  residing  within  our  jurisdiction  without  our  knowledge, 
much  less  our  license,  without  grant  of  land  from,  or  oath  of 
fidelity  to  his  Lordship  taken,  both  which  are  expressly  by  his 
conditions  of  plantation  and  laws  to  all  comers  here  to  inhabit, 
conditioned  and  enjoined;  and,  further,  to  offer  unto  them 
such  conditions  in  case  they  intended  there  to  stay,  as  we  our- 
selves enjoy.  But  in  case  of  refusal  and  abode  there  made,  to 
let  them  know  we  should  use  lawful  means  to  reduce  them  to 
that  obedience  which  all  people  within  the  degree  aforesaid 
are  bound  to  yield  unto  us  intrusted  within  this  Province  by 
the  Right  Honorable  Lord  Baltemore,  sole  and  absolute  liOrd 
and  Proprietary  of  the  same,  by  patent  under  the  great  seal  of 
England,  bearing  date  20*"  of  June,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
God  1635,  and  since  by  act  of  Parliament  confirmed  (a  copy 
whereof  we  have  shown  to  your  said  Ambassadors).  And  since 
you,  by  your  writing  as  well  by  your  Ambassadors,  do  insinuate 
that  the  said  Colony  in  Delaware  bay  is  seated  there  by  and 
under  your  command,  we  do  protest,  as  well  against  them  and 
you,  as  against  all  other  persons,  either  principals  or  abettors 
in  the  said  intrusion  upon  our  bounds  and  confines,  in  order 
all  damages  and  costs  in  duetime,  and  by  all  lawful  means  to 
recover  which  we  either  have  experienced,  or  shall  at  any  time 
hereafter  sustain,  as  well  as  the  place  so  seated  within  our 
bounds  and  limits,  and  unjustly  by  you  retained. 

The  original  right  of  the  Kings  of  England  to  this  country 
and  territory  must  be  our  endeavor  to  maintain,  not  our  dis- 
course to  controvert,  or  in  the  least  our  attempt  to  yield  up,  as 
being  that  which  we  can  neither  accept  from  any  other  power 
nor  surrender  to  any  other  authority,  without  the  consent  of 
our  Suf)reiiie  Magistracy,  their  successors  in  tlie  government  of 
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Engtftnd, though  we  cannot  but  remind  you  that  is  no  diffit^ult 
matter  to  tiliow  tlie  utt«r  nullity  ot  your  pretended  title  to  that 
part  of  this  Province  where  those  people  live,  who  are  now,  if 
at  all,  for  the  first  time  owned  by  the  High  and  Mighty  States, 
to  bo  seated  in  Delaware  bay.by  their  order  and  authority.and 
that  yQur  patent  (if  you  have  any)  fronk  the  States- General  of 
the  United  Provinces,  is  invalid,  void  and  of  no  effect. 

And  as  to  those  instructions  by  ue  delivered  to  the  said 
Colonel  Nathaniel  Utie,  so  much  insisted  on  by  you,  we  say: 
they  are  such  as  every  person  inhabitant  of  this  Province, 
ought  to  take  notice  ot  as  being  subsorilied  by  the  Becretary  of 
this  Province,  and  to  no  other  did  we  give  tlieiu  or  he  make 
use  of  tlieiu.  Neither  can  we  believe  the  High  and  Mighty 
Slales-General,  Ac,  do  think  or  will  now  own  those  people  iit 
Delaware  bay  to  l>e  there  touted  by  their  authority,>Hince  thfy 
have  heretofore  protested  to  the  Supreme  authority  then  in 
England,  not  to  own  their  intrusion  upon  their  territories  and 
doniialons.  As  to  indebted  persons,  if  any  be  here  that  are  to 
you  engaged,  our  courts  are  open  and  our  justice  speedy,  and 
denie  to  none  that  shall  demand  it  uf  ub,  which  we  think  is 
as  much  as  can,  in  reason.be  expected, nn<l  the  self  same  course 
we  take  and  the  only  remedy  we  afforde  tootir  neighbor  Colony 
of  Virginia  and  our  fellow  subje<-tR  and  brethern  of  Kn^lnnd. 
Thus  hoping  that  you  will  seriously  weigh  the  eonsequeiices  of 
your  actions,  we  rest  in  ei:pe<-tlon  of  such  a  conipliancc.  as  the 
style  you  give  yourselves  imports  having  taught  us  to  subscribe

JOURNAL  OF  THE  DUTCH    EMBASSY   TO   MARYLAND. 

Jofirtial  kept  b}f  Augustine  Heermans  during  hix  Bmbnsitil  front 
the  Right  Honorable  the  Director-Oenerat,  Petrua  Slut/cexiiitt 
and  the  Supreme  CoumHt  of  New  Ifetherlnnd,  the  lion"'  U-r- 
ernor-General  and  Coun<nl  of  Maryland,  ioif.hitig  the  prthn- 
rioru  set  up  6y  Colonel  yathaniel  Utie  to  the  South  rioer. 
165».     Septenilwr  80",  Tuesday.     Set  out  on  our  journey  fr 

New  Amstel   about   noou,  iicouipanled    liy  Resolved    Wiililron 
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and  our  attached  soldiers  and  guides,  and  after  traveling  about 
an  hour,  arrived  at  a  small  creek  which  comes  from  the  huntinic 
country.  Our  course,  as  "we  computed,  was  W.  N.  W*  About 
four  miles  and  a  half  further  came  to  a  little  creek  or  run  of 
water,  which  we  suppose  flows  from  Jaeger^ 8  (the  Uunter^s). 
Our  course  was  due  west,  and,  having  traveled  about  three 
miles  further,  came  to  another  run  of  water  flowing  south- 
wards, where  we  must  encamp  for  the  night,  as  the  Indians 
wouid  not  proceed  any  farther.  Nothing  occurred  on  the  way 
except  hearing  a  shot  flred  to  the  north  of  us,  which  the  In- 
dians doubted  not  was  by  an  Englishman.  Whereupon  w« 
fired  3  shots,  to  see  if  we  should  be  answered,  but  observed 
nothing. 

October  1"S  Wednes<lay.  In  the  morning,  before  sunrise, 
proceeded  on  our  course  W.  by  S.,  and  so  directly  South  again, 
crossed  two  little  runs  of  water,  branches,  as  we  surmised,  of 
the  South  river,  and  some  dry  thickets.  The  country  after- 
wards became  li illy,  and  again  low;  about  9  o*cIock,  came  to 
the  first  stream  that,  the  Indians  said,  flowed  into  the  Bay 
of  Virginia,  where  we  breakfasted ;  we  computed  it  to  be  akK>ut 
5  leagues  from  New  Amstel.  This  stream  the  Indians  stated, 
is  called,  in  tlieir  tongue,  Cimamus,  which  signifies  Hare  river, 
because  the  whole  of  this  point  {hoeck)  is  so  named. 

From  this  spring  wo  proceeded  S.  W.  and  W.  8.  W.  straight 
across  the  woods,  without  a  path,  and  about  1  league  or  some- 
what more,  struck,  as  was  presumed,  the  same  kill;  following 
it  alon^  to  where  the  tide  comes  up,  we  found  the  boat  which 
the  Indians  mentioned,  hauled  on  shore,  and  almost  entirely 
dried  up. 

We  embarked  and  dismissed  our  4  guides,  but  Sander  Poeyer, 
with  his  Indian,  accompanied  us;  shortly  after  we  pushed  off, 
the  boat  became  half  full  of  water,  whereupon  we  were  obliged 
to  land  and  turn  the  boat  upside  down;  we  caulked  the  seams 
somewhat  with  old  linen,  our  people  having  left  behind  them 
the  tow  which  had  been  given  them  for  that  purpose,  and  thus 
made  it  a  little  tighter,  but  one  was  obliged  to  sit  continually 
and  bail  out  the  water. 

In  that  way,  we  came  with  the  same  tide  a  good  league  and 
a  half  down  Elk  river,  and  found  ourselves  at  its  east  branch, 
where  we  built  a  fire  in  the  woods,  and  proceded  with  the  night 
ebb  on  our  Journey  with  great  labor,  as  the  boat  was  very  leaky 
and  we  had  heither  rudder  nor  oar,  but  merely  paddle  [paga- 
yen) . 

October  2**, Thursday.  Having  paddled  down  Elk  river  almost 
the  whole  of  the  night,  came  about  8  o'clock  to  Sassafras  river, 
where   we  stopped  during  that  tide  at on  the 
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plaDtatloD  of  one  Mr.  Juliii  Tiinifr.  Here  we  found  Abraham 
the  Fin,  a  soldier  wtio  liail  run  nwny  froiik  Christina  witli  a 
Dutch  woman,  and  whom  the  liuiit^r  l>rouKht  hither.  We 
ofTered  liim  t\w  Ueiieral's  pardon,  In  cn-ie  he  would  mturn  to 
New  Ametel  within  (1  months,  and  ithoutd  lie  then  be  unwilling 
to  reHide  at  that  [ilace,  he  would  be  at  liiwrty  to  go  to  the 
Manhattans.  The  woman  accepted  these  conditiong,  havjnii;  3 
moDtbe  more  to  Herve,  when  she  would  return.  But  the 
foldier  raised  many  objectionii.  We  prevailed,  however,  so  far 
<ni  him,  that  he  made  us  a  pair  of  oew  onrs.  We  set  Sander 
Poeyer  uu  shore  here  to  otitain  information,  but  we  could  not 
leurn  anything,  as  the  only  residents  there  were  some  Swedes 
and  Finns,  who  had  run  away  iti  the  time  of  Qovernor  Prina 
Having  thus  had  a  little  rest,  and  the  tide  being  favorable,  we 
proitecute<l  our  conrBe;  we  had  onlypushe<l  ofT  from  the  shore, 
when  the  aforewiid  Abraham  followed  us  with  one  Marcus,  Che 
Finn, in  a  oanoe,  and  would  not  let  us  pass.as  they  claimed  the 
boat,  and,  notwithstandiiig  we  assured  them  that  they  should 
have  the  t>oat  on  our  return,  they  forcibly  held  on  to  us,  and 
this  Marcus  drew  a  pocket-pistol  and  threatened  to  Are  if  we. 
would  not  Btop,  They  hiul,  besides,  two  snaphaunee;  we 
Anally  got  rid  of  them  with  a  great  deal  ado.  On  leaving  the 
river  we  heani  a  heavy  flriiig  on  Colonel  Utie'H   inland,  other 

wise  called wliich  we  presumed  must  have  pro- 

cet^ed  from  SO  or  60  men:  it  was  mingled  with  mnsic.  This 
lasted  until  night,  so  that  we  conjectured  tliey  were  making 
ready  to  go  to  the  south  river.  On  looking  around  for  infor- 
mation, we  accidentally  found  an  infant  plantation  on  our 
road,  where  people  hail  come  and  were  busv  cutting  ilown. 
timber  for  a  iiouse,  but  the  car|>enter,  who  was  one  of  my  ac- 
<|uaintanceH,  knew  not  what  the  Arinf;  meant,  unless  it  might 
jKiasibly  be  some  feasting  or  frolic.  He  Invited  us,  it  l>eing 
late,  to  remain  with  him  through  the  night,  as  there  was  not 
another  house  on  the  way  between  this  nnd  Kent  island,  i>ut 
we  proceeded  on  our  course  and  got  2  leagues  farther.  We 
would  have  glailly  <)ispntche<l  an  Indian  could  we  have  got 
:ine,  to  carry  intelligence  to  New  Amstel  and  to  return  to  the 
Swedes  with  the  boat,  l)ut  we  feared  to  l>e  detaine<1,  so  that 
we  had  no  doul>t  but  Sander  Poeyer  would  have  done  his  duty 
on  that  occasion. 

This  Sassafraz  river  rises  close  by  our  creek,  which  empties 
near  Reedylsland.  There  leonly  ahigli  hill  i>etween  the  two, 
whence  both  atre.ims  are  equally  vlaihie.  From  that  place  the 
woman  aald  she  came  ilown  with  tlie  hunter.  I  understood 
that  ships  could  sail   up  us  far  as  this  river,  but  no  further, 
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because  it  is  then  shallow  and  navigable  only  for  sloopn, 
especially  Elk  river,  which  is  quite  shallow. 

October  3*,  Friday.  We  rowed  forward  during  the  tide  of 
that  night  and  day  until  opposite  Pools  island  which  we  esti- 
mate to  be miles   from  Sassafras  river.     It  lies  on 

the  west  sliore,  and  we  passed  with  our  leaky  boat  along  the 
east  shore,  observing  nothing  on  the  way  except  that  there 
was  no  fresh  water  to  l>e  found  far  beyond  here  and  Kent  island. 
We  arrived,  towards  evening,  at  the  north  end  of  Kent  island, 
where, meeting  a  strong  flood  tide  against  us, and  being  fatigued, 

we  took   up  our  quarters  with  Captain Wikx, 

who  resides  on  the  point  and  is  one  of  the  3  magistrates  of 
that  island.  Getting  into  discounse  with  him,  we  could  learn 
nothing  of  any  general  design  that  the  English  might  have, 
up  to  this  time,  of  invading  the  South  river,  but  he  had  un- 
derstood that  it  belonged  to  Maryland,  and  they  were  bound, 
by  engagement,  to  aid  in  maintaining  my  Lord  Balthamore's 
patent,  or  right  and  title.  We  replied,  on  the  contrary  and 
said,  we  should  be  able  to  prove  that  the  river  belonged  to 
us  of  old  and  to  no  one  else,  and  whoever  should  wish  to  have 
it,  must,  by  force  of  arms  wrest  it  from  us:  but  that  we,  in 
the  meantime,  were  prepared,  and  that  100  soldiers  had  already 
arrived  and  fully  100  more  were  expectetl,  to  defend  the  river 
to  the  last  man.  But  we  hoped  that  the  English,  with  whom 
we  had  lived  so  long  in  neighborly  frendship,  would  not  try 
to  get  another  man's  land  and  right,  and  thereby  commence 
an  open  war,  etc.  From  tiiis  conversation,  he  turned  to  cer- 
tain news  he  had  heard  from  Mr.  Bateman,  which  Mr.  Wright, 
the  Indian  Interpreter,  had  brought  down  to  Accomacq,  from 
above  the  Bay,  that  in  regard  to  the  war  which  the  Indians 
and  the  English  were  at  present  waging  against  one  another, 
the  former  acknowledge  that  they  were  incited  by  the  Dut<*h 
of  the  Whorekill  to  murder  the  English,  and  that  it  happened 
in  the  following  manner.  A  certain  Indian  met  a  Dutchman 
in  the  Whorekill  and  told  him  that  he  intended  to  kill  a 
Dutchman  because  his  father  had  l^een  formerly  slain  by  one. 
Whereunto  the  Dutchman  answered,  that  his  father  had  been 
killed  by  an  Englishman  and  not  by  a  Dutchman,and  therefore 
that  lie  should  revenge  himself  on  one  of  the  latter.  There- 
upon the  Indian  went  off  and  slew  an  Englishman,  and  in  this 
way  the  war  commenced.  It  was  suspected  that  the  Dutch 
had  not  only  secretly  fomented  it,  but  had  furnished  the  In- 
dians with  powder  and  ball  and  guns,  with  which  they  were 
most  abundantly  supplied,  a  circumstance  that  the  English 
took  very  ill.  At  first  denying,  then  extenuating  the  case,  I 
inquired  the  name  of  the  Dutchman  who  had  given  the  Indian 
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•ach  coniiHel;  but  lie  miawered,  he  liid  not  know;  in  such 
matters  no  witneBeeB  were  called  publicly,  but  in  eecret,  m 
that  he  could  not  be  persuaded  to  the  L-oritrary. 

We  further  iaquired  (or  a  tioiit  to  convey  ub  tlieucB  to  thu 
Oovernor  and  back,  ax  our  little  skllT  could  not  be  used  nay 
longer,  and  was.  also  too  small.  He  offered  us  his  own,  but 
inquired  what  security  he  should  have  that  he  would  gret  the 
boat  hack  or  be  paid  for  It,  ns  he  bad  frequently  ixtrore  l>een 
deceived  in  that  luauiier.  To  which  we  state<l,  that  we  couhl 
not  give  him  any  other  security  than  our  wor<l  credent  lain, 
nnd  that  we  should  draw  Tor  security  and  payment  on  Mr. 
Brown,  who,  we  presmued.  was  arrived  with  his  ketch  at  8ea- 
vorn.  And  bo  we  agreed  at  20  lbs.  of  tobacco  i>er  day  (or  the 
boAt,  and  20  lbs.  tobacco  for  one  man  to  accompany  us, 
which  waa  the  lowest  terms  we  coutd  af;ree  on.  Otherwise 
we  should  have  been  greatly  perplexed,  as  we  could  not  learn 

o(  any  other  opportunity  here.     We  found  here '» 

wife,  who  aaM  she  had  come  away  with  her  husband's  consent. 
as  he  Intended  to  follow  her;  but  when  we  offered  her  pardon 
if  she  were  willini;  to  return  with  us.  Captain  Wiki  complaJne<i 
that  she  waa  so  laiy  that  she  did  not  earn  her  salt;  whereupon 
we  observed,  that  it  was  t:^a!<y  to  infer  from  this,  that  she  had 
run  away  froiu  tiie  South  river  through  luzinetts  and  unwill- 
ingness to  work. 

October  4*  We  sailed  or  rowed  over  the  Seavorn  to  see  if  Mr. 
Brown  had  arrived  there  and  would  accept  the  draft,  but  he 
had  not  come.  Captain  Wics  wislied  to  Imige  uk  that  night 
as  Colonel  Dtie's  who  we  understood,  was  at  his  plantation 
at  Seavorn,  but  we  declined,  saying  that  we  believed  lie  was 
above  on  his  iuland.  as  then'  had  been  so  uiucli  firing,  and  so 
we   took  up  our  quarters,  it    lieing  dark,  at    the  house  uf  Mr. 

father-in-law  of  Uodtfried  Harmer,  the  Indian 

trader,  who,  only  a  few  days  tiefore,  had  gone  ii|i  to  his  plan- 
tation; but  his  wife  and  child  were  at  home.  We  gave  the  for- 
mer to  understand  that  our  nation  attriiHite<i  great  lilanie  to 
fiiwltfried  for  enticing  and  transporting  our  fugitives  from  N.'W 
Aiustel,  and  that  he  would,  therefore,  do  well  to  get  the  I'lin- 
nways  back  there.  Whereupon  his  father-in-law  and  mother- 
in-law  excused  him,  saying  that  they  had  come,  from  time 
lo  time,  to  him,  and  had  eaten  lihn  so  bare  that  he  would 
scarce  have  food  enough  (or  himseK  for  the  winter,  and  tlint 
lie  could  not  get  the  people  to  return  nor  could  he  refuse  tlieni 
a  night's  lodging,  with  many  other  excuses  and  complaints 
that  tlie  majority  of  the  people  they  had  seen,  and  even  a  jioor 
old  man,  with  his  wife  and  child,  whom  they  liad  receiveii  in 
the  greatest  misery,  were  utterly  idle  and  lazy,  and  not  worth 
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their  food;  nay,  that  they  were  too  lazy  to  wash  their  owu' 
spoons  and  the  plates  which  they  ate  off.  We  again  took 
occasion  to  answer,  that  it  was  evident  enough  from  this,  that 
the  people  had  not  run  away  an  account  of  the  badness  of  the 
place,  nor  on  account  of  ill-treatment,  but  because  they  had 
neglected,  at  the  time,  to  do  anything  for  a  living  and  had 
come  to  Virginia  to  gain  the  bread  of  idleness.  But  it  was  re- 
plied with  all  that,  many  had  died  of  hunger,  and  the  people 
had  been  refused  bread  for  money,  etc.  To  this  we  again  re- 
plie<],  that  this  could  not  be  supposed  to  be  true.  Nevertheless, 
even  had  they  suffered  any  wrong,  they  must  complain  to  the 
General  and  Council  of  New  Netherland  and  not  run  to  a 
strange  nation.  To  which  they  made  answer,  that  the  Director 
in  the  South  river  had  refused  and  prevented  their  passage; 
with  many  other  debates,  too  long  to  be  here  stated,  the  sub- 
stance whereof  was  finally  im  follows:  That  the  General  aud 
("ouncil  of  New  Netherland  should  publish  a  general  pardon 
so  that  each  may  reestablish  himself,  and  that  the  condition 
of  the  (Colonic  be  redressed,  and  that  those  who  will  not  remain 
there  but  wish  to  go  to  the  Manhattans,  he  conveyed  thither. 
The  old  man,  who  is  a  farmer  and  husbandman,  promiscHl 
to  accompany  us  back  to  the  Manhattans,  but  not  to  remain 
in  the  Colonic,  which  was  allowed  him.  We  understood,  also 
that  there  were  many  in  Seavorn  who  hired  themselves  and 
their  children  as  servants.  Werequeste<l  that  they  be  notified 
to  return. 

October  5:  Sunday.     Rising  early  in  the  morning,  gave  a 

-^h^r  o-  <lraft  on  Mr.  Brown  to  pay  Captain  Josias  Wicks, 

account  of  General  Stuyvesant,  in  New  Netheland, 
HO  much  of  his  goods  for  the  hire  or  use  of  the  boat,  to  the 
value  of  20  lbs.  of  tobacco,  and  for  one  man  to  accompany  us, 
also  20  lb8.  of  tobacco,  the  amount  whereof  should  be  stated 
on  our  return,  and  reimbursed  in  beavers  or  other  articles  at 
the  ManhattauB.  But  this  was  not  sufficient  for  Captain 
\Vi(;kH;  he  made  us  sign  an  obligation  that  we  should  deliver 
his  boat  safe  at  hin  house,  pay  therefor  1500  lbs.  of  tobacco,at 
Seavorn  or  Kent,  or  make  it  good  in  brandy  at  the  Manhat- 
taits.  Being  thus  agreed,  we  received  intelligence  that  Colonel 
Utie  was  at  home  at  his  plantation,  and  Captain  Wicks  im- 
portuned us  to  pay  him  a  visit.  But  we  answered  that  we 
dare  not  lose  the  opportunity  of  wind  and  weather,  and  that 
our  message  to  the  Governor  required  dispatch,  and  therefore 
(/olonel  Utie  must  excuse  us  from  visiting  him.  As  it  was 
Sunday,  it  would  too  probably  retard  and  detain  us,  for  whicli 
we  could  not  answer,  and  thus,  with  such  like  excuses  we  set 
forth    on  onr   journey,    with  a  fair  breeze  and    fine  weather. 
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which  brought  ue  towarde  evening  lu  May  Bitlii^ipily'ti  pluuta' 
tioD  Rt  tb«  CUDb,  estiiuttted  to  be  .  .  mites  from  tiuavuru. 
W«  did  not  observe  tmy  public  pKiwrationn  agaiiittt  tlie  Soulb 
river. 

October  G  :  Monday.  Kcacheil  Pntaien  river  towardaeveu- 
Hepteuib^r^.  *"&  w'l^re  our  people  requoBteil  a  aigbt'e  lotlg- 
iitg  at  Mr.  Coeri^y'ii.  Hu  welcomed  us  politely, 
l>eiiig  one  ot  the  Council  wjtli  whom  we  had  divers  friendly 
conversations,  and  observed  tlmt  Colouel  Utie  had  been  hu- 
thorlied  to  state  at  the  Coliiaie  oC  New  Aiustel  that  itwas  Heatnl 
within  their  limits,  and  should  therefore  ijubuilt  to  them,  but 
not  to  £0  to  wortc  with  such  meiiaceit;  and  he  wau  not  well 
pleased  that,  on  that  account,  100  eoldierc,  as  we  stated,  hml 
gone  thither,  for  whose  sakeH  we  are  the  more  urged  to  hasten 
our  journey.  We  also  learned  that  uiy  L^rd  Balthamoor's  pat- 
ent dated  only  for  some  time  in  the  year  16^,  to  which  we 
answered  that  our  patent  was  isued  fti)l  40  years.  Where- 
upon they  claimed  to  derive  theirs  originally  from  Sir  Wall^'r 
Raleigh  since  the  year  1584,  and  we,  im  the  other  lian<l,  take 
our  origin,  as  vassals  and  subjects,  from  the  King  of  Siiain, 
then  the  flrtit  finder  and  founder  of  ail  America.  Thus  con- 
cluded we  our  conversation,  witli  the  hope,  which  we  mutually 
expressed,  that  this  matter  might  be  settleil  and  mljusted 
without  bloodshed.

Reaching 
the  afterniHni,  we  sent  two  of 
approach  and  that  we 
1*  respects,  retgnesting  passage 
I,  with  whom  we  proposed  to 
),  and  after  imlutation  we  in- 


formed him  that  we  hati  been  sent  from  the  Goveriior-General 
and  Councilor  New  Netherland  to  the  Governor  and  Council 
of  Maryland  on  weighty  affairs,  requesting  lii in. therefore,  with 
all  s|>eed,  to  be  pleased  to  send  intelligence  thereof  to  the  Gov 
ernor,  who  lived.  .  .  .  English  miles  fiirther  up,  and  to 
recommend  that  we  have  an  early  audience  and  dispatch.  We 
then  took  our  leave,<'rosBed  the  creek  and  arrived  at  Mr.  Symon 
Overtee's,  to  whom  we  were  very  welcome  guestn. 
October  8:  Weilnesday.  Mr.  Overwe  having  invited  the 
Sebttrmber  38.  Secretary,  Mr,  Philip  Calvert,  to  dine,  he  came, 
being  tho  next  ne igli bo r, early  in  tlie  forenoon  to 
visit  us,  whom  we  again  requesteii,  in  Mr.  Over^.ee's  prewnce, 
to  Inform  Governor  fTendal,  hh  early  as  possible,  of  our  coming. 
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ISO  that  we  may  have  an   auilieace    and  be   dismissed  without 
delay,  as   the  business  was  of   great   consequenee,  and    caused 
daily  Kreat  expenses  not  only  as  regards  ourselves  individually, 
who  had,  in  addition,  at  our  cost,  a  boat  with  a  man  at  40  lbs. 
of  tobacco  per  day,  but  principally  in  regard   to  the  military 
and  other   preparations  and   expenses,  which    were  expressly 
awaiting  our  return  with  over  100  soldiers  who  had  come  from 
the  Manhattans.     Thereupon   he    promised    to  do    his   utmost 
hut  that  nothing  could  be  effected  before  the  next  court,  which 
was  to  meet  on    .     .     of  October.     We  then  conversed   about 
New   Netherland   apd  Virginia,  and   the  conveniences  of  both 
being  considered,  he  wished  Maryland   may  be  so  fortunate  as 
to  have  cities  and  villages  like  the  Manhattans.  And  hereabouts, 
we  gave  him  to  understand  that  Manhattans  signified  the  entire 
country,  having  preserved  the  ancient  name  of  the  Indian  na- 
tion among  whom  the  Dutch  had   first   settled.     And    in  this 
way  proceeded  to  the  boundaries,  when  he  said  that  the  Mary- 
land  patent   extended   along   the    sea   from  38   to  40  degrees, 
wherein   Delaware   bay  was  also   included,  and    so    across    to 
Pamans  island  and  thence  to  the  source  of  Potomax  river.     To 
which  we   observed,  that   the   38"*  to    the  40'*'  degree   must    be 
understood  [to  apply]  only   to  the  upper   part  of  Cheseapeak 
bay,  and  that  then  the  Colony  of  Virginia  extended   from  the 
lower   part  of   the  said    bay  to   the  sea.     To   this   he  replied  . 
Not  so;  and  that  it  was  expressly  stipulated  that  they  should 
extend   unto  New    England,  whereupon  we   inquired  :  If   they 
wish  to  touch  New  England,  where  would  New  Netherland  lie 
in  that  case?     Ho  answered  :     He  knew  not.     And  we  said,  that 
therefore,  we,  both  of  us,  well  knew  that  such  was  a  mistake; 
that  our  people  were  in  possession  of  New  Netherland  and  had 
settled  on  that  place  several  years  before  Lord  Balthamoor  had 
obtained    his    patent;  further   alleging,  among   other   things, 
that  Sir  Edm.  Ploy  ten  liad,  in  former  times,  set  up  a  claim  to 
Delaware  bay,  and  that,  therefore,  one  claim  must  be  as  good 
as  the  other.     Whereunto  he  replied   that  Ployten  had  had  no 
commission,  and    lay    in   jail    in  England  on   account   of  his 
debts,  relating  that  he  had   solicited  a  patent  for  Nomtm  Al- 
bium   from   the  King,  but    it  was  refused    him,  and    he  there- 
upon applied    to   the  Viceroy  of  Ireland,  from  whom  he  had 
obtained    a   patent,    but   it   was  of   no  value.     Hereupon   we 
confounded  him  by  his  own  words,  and  said,  that   it  was  not 
certain  whether  my  Lord  Balthamoor's  claim  to  Delaware  bay, 
should  he  have  any,  was  not  obtained   by  falsehood  and   mis- 
representation, since   it  was   very  probable   that   the    King  of 
England  would  not  have  done  anything  against  us,  as  he  once 
hail  knowledge  of,  and  consented  to,  the  Dutch  plantation  of 
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Hew  rietherland,  and  had  moet  expri«tily  ordered  and  coin- 
luaoded  those  ut  Virginia  and  New  England,  as  we  should 
prore  by  their  own  Englieh  authorities,  not  to  approach  within 
one  hundred  leatcuee  of  each  otiier.  It  was,  therefore,  clear 
RDd  evident,  if  their  patent  set  forth  that  ttiey  could  go  as  far 
as  New  England,  that  it  wna  fraudulently  obtained  and  of  no 
valoe  whatsoever.

us  to  dinner  on  Sunday. 

Octolier  '{,  Buturday.     Ajiain,  nothing  special  hae  occurred. 
We  are  impatiently  waiting  for  the  tiovt-rnor's  answer. 

October  y,  Sunday.  Accompanied  Mr.  Overzee  to  Secretary 
Calvert's  to  dinner,  where  Hi.  Dougherty,  the  Minister,  ucci-  • 
(lently  called.  After  the  cloth  was  reuiovt;d,  tullced  about  his 
charts  or  maps  of  the  country,  of  which  lie  liiid  on  the  table  two 
tliat  were  engraved  nnd  one  in  manuscript.  One  was  printed  at 
AinBlerdani,  by  direction  of  Captain  Smith,  tlie  flrst  discoverer 
of  the  Great  bay  of  Chesapeake,  or  Virginia;  the  second  ap- 
peared also  to  be  printed  at  AmstBrdam,  the  time  of  Lord 
Balthaiiioor's  patent;  welcnew  not  by  whom  or  where  the  man- 
uscript one  was  drawn.  All  differed,  one  from  the  other.  He 
-wished  to  prove  from  them  the  extent  of  Lord  Balthaiiioor's 
boundaries  but  we,  on  the  contrary,  cliowed  and  maintained 
that  if  Chesapeake  bay  ran,  above,  so  crooked  towards  the 
northeast, they  would  come  so  far  witliin  our  line.  To  this.he 
naked  how  could  that  t>e,  for  the  English  first  discovered  and 
[>OBsessed  all  these  parts.  Thereunto,  we  answered,  that  the 
Dutch  were  three  ^earsearlicr  in  our  parts  than  they  in  Itieire. 
To  which  he  replied,  that  they  took  their  l>eKinnlng  from  Sir 
Wnlter  Raleigli;  and  we  said  wh  derive  our  origin  from  ttie 
King  of  Spain.  But,  he  retort<Hl,  you  were  not  yet  a  free  and 
independent  nation.  Ho  wuh  then  told  that  the  KIhr  of  Spain 
wns,  at  the  time  of  the  discovery  of  America,  our  King,  and 
we  were  as  much  his  vassals  and  subjects  as  they  were  the 
Hiibjects  of  their  King  or  Republic  of  England,  but  aferwards, 
when  we  were  obliged  to  take  up  arms,and  achieve  our  lil>erty, 
the  King  of  Spain  conveyed  over  and  to  iia,  in  full  propriety, 
by  lawful  rlgtit  and  title  all  lilsown  anil  other  conquered

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Ifuids  in  Europe  andAiiierica.  To  this,  he  haid  that  the  King 
of  iSpain  was,  indeed,  in  the  West  Indies,  but  not  so  far  to  the 
north,  and  that  the  Engli^!ih  were  the  first  discoverers.  And 
we  again  observed  that  the  contrary  could  be  proved  from 
Spanish  journals  and  chronicles,  and  also  that  even  the  French 
had,  in  the  year  1524,  l>een  before  them  in  these  parts.  Lastly^ 
being  half  angry,  he  demanded  whether  the  English  had  not 
been  the  first  in  Delaware  bay,  for  it  obtained  its  name  from 
them.  And  we  answered.  No;  that  the  Dutch  had  been  the 
first  in  the  river,  long  before  Lord  Delaware  ever  came  to  Vir- 
ginia, and  we  again  asked:  What  right  had  the  Kings  of 
Spain,  France  or  England,  more  than  the  Hollanders  or  the 
Dutch,  to  the  New  World— America?  But  these  and  such  like 
discourses,  running  higher  and  higher,  were  left  off;  he  said 
he  had  invited  us  as  a  welcome  to  the  country,  and  thence  for- 
ward we  conversed  on  other  subjects,  and  parted  from  one  an- 
other with  expressions  of  friendship. 

October^,  Monday.     Nothing  occurred. 

October  ^^,  Tuesday.  This  being  Court  day  at  Potuxent,  and 
Mr.  Overzee  going  thither,  we  deemed  it  advisable  to  have  a 
request  only  presented  to  [the  Court]  for  audience  and  a  place 
of  reception,  copy  whereof  is  hereunto  annexed. 

October  V,  Wednesday.  In  the  evening,  about  sunset,  we 
received  in  answer,  an  invitation  written  by  Philip  Calvert,  in 
the  name  and  on  the  behalf  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  that 
we  should  have  an  audience  at  the  house  of  Mr.  Bateuian, 
sending  with  this  view,  two  horses  to  convey  us  there. 

October  Y» Thursday.  We  took  our  departure  in  the  morning 
from  Mr.  Overzee's  for  Mr.  Bateman's,  at  Pot uxent, being al>out 
18  or  20  English  miles,  and  about  between  3  and  4  o'clock,  in 
the  afternoon,  arrived  Governor  Josiah  ffendall  with  Philip 
Calvert  and  Councillors  William  Stone,  Thomas  Qerrard, 
Nathaniel  Utye,  Edward  Loyd,  Luke  Barber,  Baker  Broukx, 
who,  after  having  welcomed  us,  and,  aft^r  we  had  complimented 
them  on  the  part  of  our  Director-General  and  Council  of  New 
Netherland,  thanked  us  cordially;  and  dinner  l:>eing  ready,  the 
Governor  said  he  would  give  us  an  audience  after  he  had  dined. 
And,  sitting  down  to  table,  they  place<l  me  beside  the  Gov- 
ernor on  his  left  hand;  on  his  right  sat  Philip  Calvert,  the 
Secretary,  next  to  him  Resolved  Waldron,  and  so  on  the  other 
members  of  the  Council  around  the  table.  During  the  dinner 
a  varied  conversation  was  held. 

The  cloth  having  been  removed,  we  were  invited  to  the  au- 
dience, and  after  we  had  again  presented  the  friendly,  neigh- 
borly respect^  and  compliments  of  the  Honorable  Director- 
General  and  Council  of  New  Netherland.  we  delivered   in  the 
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first  place  oar  letters  of  credence  wliicli  tli«  tiov«rnor  openiug 
aod  seein?  that  they  were  written  in  dutch,  had  Ur.  Uverzee 
called  to  tranelate  them.  Mc&nwtiile,  their  Hubstance  being 
Btat«d,  ws  proceeded  to  deliver  our  (t|>eech  in  Eu|;IiHh,  by  way 
of  Declaration  and  Uanifeet,  which  for  thif  purpose,  we  had 
prerionaly  committed  to  puper.  In  order  that  no  miEtake  may 
be  hereafter  pleaded  in  the  one  or  the  other,  we  i^ave  the  Sec- 
retary the  orlgina),  with  the  request  that  lie  would  be  pleased 
to  collate  It  with  us,  and  we  distinctly  and  clearly  read  the 
(Inplicate  whish  we  moreover  delivered  under  the  seal  of  our 
commissloa,  declaring,  when  we  had  finished,  that  was  all  we 
had  to  say,  and  to  propose,  at  that  time,  on  the  part  and  inth« 
name  of  the  Di recto r-Ueneral  and  Council,  eubscribinK  the 
same  with  our  own  hand.  In  the  presence  of  all;  and  we  ex- 
changed the  duplicate  for  the  original,  and  the  original  again 
for  the  copy,  which  we  returned, iind  left  them  the  other. 

We  i>erceived  a  great  change,  for  soiue  of  the  Council,  an  It 
seems,  had  no  correct  knowledge  of  what  passed;  and  the 
Oovemor,  In  answer,  Inquired  whether  his  letter,  which  lie 
J>a<)  sent  apart  froui,  or  by  Colonel  Utie,  hud  not  been  shown 
to  the  Governor-General  of  the  Manhattans;  We  replied,  No; 
liis  Honor  ha<l  not' seen  any  letter,  hut  that  we  had.  Indeed, 
understoml,  at  the  Soutli  river,  that  Mr.  Alricks  had  received 
IV  private  lettsr  in  answer  to  his,  but  without  day  or  dote,  or 
place   where    written,    whereof  the   General  did  not  take   any 

Whereupon  the  Governor  made  answer,  that  he  had  nothing 
to  do  with  the  government  of  the  Manhattann,  bur  with  the 
(Governor  and  people  who  had  lately  seated  themselves  within 
his  limits  In  Delaware  luiy.  to  whom  they  had  sent  Colouel 
Utie;  not  that  he  slionid  have  communicated  his  instruc- 
tion which  had  been  given  him  for  liis  guidance  and  vindica- 
tion only,  OS  we  were  not  obliged  to  deliver  our  iustnu'tioii 
to  them.  To  thi«  we  replied,  that  the  Governor  and  people 
in  the  South  river  were  not  a  separate  but  subaltei-n  iind  depen- 
dent governiLent,  and  simply  Deputy  Governor  and  uienitwrs 
of  New  Netherlund,  so  that  wliat<>ver  was  presented  and  given 
to  them  in  the  matter  of  chief  jurisdiction  etr.,  did  not  affect 
them  but  the  General  and  Council,  and  consequently,  the  whole 
State  of  New  Netherland.  and  the  Lords  proprietors  thereof; 
vea,  the  sovereignty  of  their  High  Mlghtines-iCK  Whereuntohe 
ai^in  rejoined. that  they  did  not  know  nor  understand  any  let- 
ter than  that  the  Governor  in  Delaware  deri veil  liiscomniinsiou 
from  the  city  of  Amsterdam,  and  had  conio  with  his  people  to 
nettle  there  as  a  separate  government.  To  which  we  again  ans- 
wereil,No;butthat  the  city  of  Amsterdam  owned  the  place  as  a 
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t'tiitmii*   fiiitl    piirtifiil:ii'   distrirt   of    New    Netherland,    ^hich 
wiit)  ^l  III  liar,  111  iiiaiiticr  ainl  stylt*,  ti>  their  count  ie£:  iu  Vir^uia 
oi*  Mar>laiicl,  ami  \\t>  had  more  Mich  (.^oloiiies  planted  iu  Nev 
Mc-I  h«>rlaiiil,  ho  that  whatever  injury  was  done  to  tlj<*   Colonif 
at  .N«*w  .\lll^tel,  wa.s,  1  Kt\ .  inflicted  t»n  the  entire  State  of  Xew 
Nfihdi'laiid.      MeaiiwhiU*,  i'olonel    Nathaniel     Utie    began   to

The  Uiixmittr  Mihmitted  to  the  i^ouneik among  other  things. 
that  we  had  eome  >\ithont  a>kin^  pn"»i>er  |»enuission,  which 
t\donel  I'ty  might  have  given  and  >iirnifie«k  To  whh'h  we 
an»»wer«sl    that    we    wen*  not   aiHinainttnl    with   the  state   and 
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form  of  tlieir  goveruiuent,  but  thnt  wu  kIiouIiI  In  future  tvi^u- 
late  ourselvcB  acconling  to  Huch  riistoiii  nit  may  lie  iileosini;  to 
them  to  establish  on  i^urli  passage.  Hereupon,  Colonel  Utie 
besso  agBiiu  to  exelaiiu,  Haying  that  we  oii^'it  to  have  firxt  m- 
co^ized  him  und  gone  to  hiH  island,  and  inquired  if  we  sliuuld 
be  permitted  to  proceed  fitrtlier,  adding  in  so  many  woi-ds  tliut. 
had  he  met  ui",  or  hud  lie  known  of  our  cuiuini;,  he  would  huvB 
detained  us  there,  und  not  al  lowed  uh  to  go  on.  But  one  of  the 
Council  Hortene<l  that  expression  >iy  Kiiyiug  that  we  xhould  hiive 
tieen  furnished  with  a  [fetter  boat  and  nccoiuiuodation,  for  we 
had  stated  that  we  hud  coiue  down  in  a  Hriiall,  leaky  boat,  ami 
diired  not  venture  from  the  shore.  But  we  readily  diiseoyered 
that,  had  we  not  done  our  lie.st  to  avoid  Colonel  Utie  on  the 
■way,  lie  would  at  once  endeavored  to  prevent  our  design. 

At  length,  after  some  debate,  we  were  invited  to  withdraw 
and.  after  a  short  deliberation,  were  recalled  and  informed 
that  they  had  ax^ted  by  Bpccial  order  and  command  of  Ixird 
Baltimoor,  whose  right  and  jurisdiction  they  are  sworn  to 
maintain,  and  that  they  would  exbiliit  Lord  Bultiiiioor's 
patent  on  the  morrow,  until  when  they  should  defer  any 
further  public  bu^dness,  and  pass  the  remainder  of  tin;  evening 
over  a  gliiHH  of  wine,  proniisinyr,  on  our  n^quett,  to  disniisn  us 
tiy  next  Saturday. 

Meanwhile,  we  proceeded  to  engage  one  and  another  of  tlifiii, 
from  tiiue  to  time,  lu  private  con verwit ion,  und  at  one  lime 
to  dispose  theui  to  u  friendly  course,  and  to  have  the  <-liiim 
they  set  up  to  our  limits  and  ive  to  theirs,  dM-ideil  by  coniniis- 
Hioneri;  ill  order  to  avoid  further  mischief  and  blooiished;  ut 
nnother,  to  agree  to  an  intimate  correspoiideui'U  iind  confi'cle- 
ratlon  for  renlproeal  trailo  and  intercourse.  We  foiinil  liie 
uiaiorily  of  them  favorably  in(dLni:-<l  to  this  view,  but  y<:t,tlie)- 
(fftve  it  to  1«!  understocl  thut  it  w;ls  not  in  their  power,  and 
hwl  MO  other  commission  than  to  defeii<l  Lord  lialtimoor's 
lawful  patent.  This  they  were  dL^posMl  to  do,  however,  with 
all  possible  and  justifiable  prudence. 

I  hod  also  a  private  conversation  ou  that  point  with  the 
(Jovemor,  who  declared  that  lie  would  prefer  to  continue  in 
peace  and  quietness  than  to  live  In  hostility  and  war. 

October  V-  Friday  morning.  After  breakfast,  the  Governor 
and  Conncil  lahi  Ifeforeus  Lord  Kaltliamoor's  patent,  and  read 
to  U8  the  article  reH[iecting  his  jurisiliction.  We  rcquesteil  a 
ropy  thereof,  when  we  should  answer  it.  Wo  Kcn:  then  allowed 
to  make  an  extract  of  it  ourselves.  Meanwhile,  the  (iovernor 
and  Cooiicil  went  to  hold  their  Court  al  the  next  town,  whilst 
we  in  the  meantime,  read  and  reread  tlio  above  uientioned 
patent,  extracting  the  point  respeeting  the  boundary,  to  wliicli 
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we  drew  up  on  paper  a  written  refutation.  For  we  found  tha 
It  was  set  fortb  in  the  preamble  that  Lord  Balthamoor  had 
applied  to  and  petitioned  ti  is  Majesty  for  a  tract  of  country 
in  America,  which  was  neither  cultivated  nor  planted,  but  only 
inhabited,  as  yet,  by  barbarous  Indians.  In  answer  whereunto 
we  maintained  that  our  South  river,  called,  of  old,  Nassaw 
river,  had  been  long  before  occupied,  appropriated  and  par- 
chased  by  us  in  virtue  of  a  commission  and  grant  of  their  High 
Mightinesses  the  Lords  States-General  of  the  United  Nether- 
lands, and  therefore  that  it  was  his  Royal  Majesty's  intention 
and  justice  not  to  have  given  away  and  granted  that  part  of 
a  country  which  had  been  previously  taken  possession  of  and 
settled  by  the  subjects  of  their  High  Mightinesses  the  Lords 
States-General,  as  already  declared  and  demonstrated,  and  that 
Lord  Balthamoor*s  patent  was  invalid  where  it  makes  mention 
of  Delaware  bay,  or  any  part  thereof,  as  well  as  in  various 
other  respects  and  particulars.  We  requested  a  note  might  be 
made  of  this.  The  Governor  and  Council  returning  in  the 
afternoon,  and  supper  being  over,  we  delivered  the  above 
mentioned  answer  in  writing,  having  read  the  same  aloud. 
Whereupon  we  perceived  another  change,  and  the  Governor 
made  his  defence:  That,  on  the  contrary,  our  assertion  and 
action  were  invalid,  for  the  aforesaid  patent  was  granted  by 
the  King,  with  full  knowledge  and  understanding  of  the  case, 
that  Delaware  bay  should  remain  and  belong  to  the  English, 
and  demanded  a  view  of  our  patent  to  New  Netherland.  We 
answered  that  we  had  it  not  to  show  them,  much  less  had  we 
come  for  that  purpose,  but  only  to  prepare  a  way  for  a  future 
meeting  of  deputies  on  both  sides,  then  to  dispose  chiefly  of  that 
point,  agreeably  to  our  advice  contained  in  ^ur  declaration. 
The  Governor  thereupon  made  answer  that  they  then  ought 
not  to  have  exhibited  their  patent,  from  which  we  concluded 
that  they  regretted  having  discovered  and  exposed  themselves 
HO  far,  saying  if  that  part  of  the  patent  was  invalid,  or  if  they 
yielded  it,  the  entire  patent  would  then  become  void.  We  re- 
plied to  that;  we  would  not  make  any  further  observation  on 
that  article,  except  so  far  as  it  concerned  us,  and  they  set  up  a 
claim  to  our  limits.  Whereupon  the  Governor  rejoined:  That 
Col.Clayborn  had  heretofore  set  up  the  same  exception  against 
Lord  Balthamoor  in  regard  to  the  Island  of  Kent,  of  which 
said  Col.  Clayborn  held  that  he  had  taken  actual  possession 
l)efore  the  aforesaid  patent  had  been  granted,  but  that  it  did 
not  avail,  and  fared  badly  with  him,  so  that  he  was  obliged  to 
beg  his  life  from  Lord  Balthemoor.  To  this  we  answered  that 
this  was  a  different  case;  that  we  were  not  subjects  of  England, 
but  a  fr(H?,  sovereign  people  belonging  to  the  Dutch  natli^n. 
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who,  AS  we  had  alruady  declared,  had  us  much  right  to  take 
poBHession  of  any  laodB  in  Aiuerica  as  any  other  nation.  And 
with  this  and  such  like  debates,  was  th«  meeting  adjourned 
for  the  night. 

October  Y>  Baturday.  The  Governor  and  Council  being  met 
In  order  to  our  diamiKsal,  they  afiain  demanded  the  exhibition 
of  the  patent  we  liad  to  the  South  river.  W«  gave  theiu  for 
answer,  that  we  had  not  brougiit  it  with  us,  but  referred  that 
point  to  future  Co uuuisHi oners  on  both  uidee,  and  we  a^aiu 
witlidrew.  They  drew  up  tlieir  answer,  which  they  read  to  uu 
who  were  called  in  for  that  purpoee. 

Hereupon  we  asked  tlieir  Honors  whether  this  writing  con- 
tained all  they  had  to  dispatch  by  us.  To  this,  they  deulared> 
they  had  nothing  else;  but  tliat  they  persisted  therein.  We, 
.  then,  again  inquired,  how  we  were  to  act  in  the  matter  of  our 
military,  wlietlier  allfurtlier  hostility  and  encroachment  should 
cease,  and  we  might  safely  send  back  garrisons  and  soidioni,  or 
-whether  we  must  let  them  continue  there.  To  this  they  answered 
that  we  must  please  ourselves  in  that  matter,  and  they  would 
art  as  they  thought  t>est.  Whereuntu  wo  replied,  that  we  should 
in  that  case  remain  on  our  defensive,  ax  we  had  declared 
wild  protested,  and  that  we  hopeil,  nevertlieless,  that  they 
would  not  begullty  ofany  clandestineatta»!kand  treachery.asls 
usual  in  pobllc  and  open  war,  hut  according  to  the  custom 
ill  neigliborly  and  public  [leacc  and  alliance  lietweeii  nations, 
first  give  notice  and  warning  that  friendship  is  at  an  end.  To 
which  they  rejoined:  that  they  should  act  therein  a^  would 
l>e  most  advisable.  We  further  inqulre<l,  what  was  to  t>e  the 
understand  In  i;  on  the  subiect  of  our  fugitives,  and  received  for 
answer,  that  they  should  by  law,  oblige  such  as  were  in  debt, 
to  pay,  but  they  did  not  mean  to  send  them  back,  inasmuch  m 
they  considered  the  iieople  In  Delaware  bay  to  be  under  their 
Jurisdiction,  and  consequently  were  not  fugitives  from  the  Gen- 
eral and  Council  of  the  Manhattans.  Whereupon  we  replied 
that  we  too  would  adhere  to  the  lex  taliouis.  In  order  to  act 
in  like  manner  towards  their  fugitives.  And  thus  teruiinate<l 
our  meeting  and  bnsinpss. 

The  Governor  also  nsked  what  Dutch  Sweiles  nieant-why  we 
named  them  so  in  our  Declaration  r  And  we  answered,  t>ecause 
the  greatest  number  of  them  were  partners  of  Dutchmen  and 
rormerly  resorted  under  the  Hon""  Comijany's  jurisdiction, 
and  had  been  heretofore  connived  at.  until  they  l>egiin  to  ))e 
BO  insolent  In  the  river  as  not  to  hesitate  loreildy  to  seiie,  in  a 
treacherous  manner,  on  Fort  New  Amstel,  prevoiisly  Cassiniier 
whereby  the  General  and  Council  of  New  Netberlaud  were  com- 
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pelled  and  oblij^d   to  clear  and   purg^e  the  river,  ouoe  for  all, 
of  such  dit^honest  and  hypocritical  friends. 

October  ^^,  Sunday  morning.  Again,  having  breakfasted* 
their  Honors'  answer,  fairly  written  out  by  the  Secretary,  was 
placed  in  our  hands,  and  so  took  a  most  friendly  leave, as  we  could 
not  but  perceive,  that  were  it  in  their  power  they  would  will- 
ingly incline  to  a  friendly  agreement,  but  that  they  must  first 
have  authority  to  that  effect  from  Lord  Balthamoor,  or  other- 
wise wait  for  such  order  as  he  may  send  respecting  it  this 
summer;  for  I  so  understood,  in  private  conversation,  from 
the  Secretary,  Philip  Calvert,  who  is  Lord  Balthamoor's  half- 
brother,  that  they  expected  something  to  this  purpose  though 
they  knew  not  what;  for  Lord  Balthamoor  had  last  year,  or- 
dered them  to  inform  him  what  they  had  done  with  the  peo- 
ple of  Delaware  bay,  to  which  they  had  answered,  that  they 
could  not  yet  write  anything  as  to  the  effect,  but  that  they  in- 
teiHled  to  do  so  and  so. 

We  had,  likewise,  some  private  conversation  on  the  subject 
of  establishing  mutual  trade  and  commerce,  overland  between 
Maryliuid  and  Delaware  bay,  which,  I  assured  him,  could  easily 
be  carried  on,  as  soon  as  this  question  was  terminated  and 
the  limits  on  both  sides  adjusted.  I  recommende<l  him  to 
notify  his  brother  thereof,  in  order  to  engage  him  therein  in 
all  reasonableness,  for  not  only  his  Province  in  general,  but 
himself  in  particular,  would  be  most  essentially  benefited  by 
such  trade,  fo  that  an  effort  might  then  be  made  to  establish 
an  easy  passage  by  land  for  mutual  intercourse. 

He  also  particularly  inquired  about  the  Hill,  which  we  had 
proposed  in  our  declaration  for  a  neutral  meeting,  where  the 
Sassafrax  river,  in  Virginia,  and  the  creek  which  enters  the 
South  river  behind  Reedy  island,  seem  to  take  their  rise;  and 
we  are  to  institute  and  make  further  inquiry  respecting  that 
Hill  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 

Finally,  we  returned  together  from  Patuxen  river  to  St 
Mary's,  to  our  quarters  at  Master  Simon  Overzee's. 

October  {3,  Monday.  Nothing  particular  occuried,  exc<»pt 
preparing  to  dispatch  Resolved  Waldron  to  the  South  riviM* 
and  the  Manhattans. 

Octol)er  ^},  Tuesday.  Sent  off  Resolved  Waldron  on  his  re- 
turn, overland,  with  the  reports,  papers  and  documents  re- 
specting our  negotiations,  and  I  set  out  for  Virginia  to  ascer- 
tain the  opinions  of  the  Governor  and  othern  there  concerning 
this  matter,  and  thus  to  create  some  diversion  between  them 
both;  also,  to  clear  ourselves,  at  the  same  time,  of  the  slander 
which  some  y)eople  seek  to  attach  to  us,  that  we  had  excited 
the  Indians  to  massacre  the  English  at  Accomac. 
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God  ^raut  that  the  whole  may  redound  to  the  glory  of  Ui.s 
name  and  the  general  advantage  and  safety  of  us  all,  and  that 
"we  may  be  directed  by  His  Divine  Majesty.     Amen.

MESSRS.  HEERMANS  AND  WALDRON  TO  DIRECTOR 

STUYVESANT. 


Dated  H  October,  1669,  At  St.  Mary's,  in  Maryland. 
Might  Honorable^  Wise,  Prudent,  the  Honorable  Peti'us  Stuyves- 
ant  Director- General  and  the  Supreme  Council  of  New  Neth- 
erland. 

Mbssisurs:  We  repaired,  in  obedience  to  our  commisKion, 
from  the  South  river  to  Virginia,  with  as  much  dispatch  as 
possible,  but  we  could  not  accomplish  the  business  nor  get  it 
it  disposed  of  sooner. 

Your  Honors  will  learn  from  the  annexed  journal  the  tran- 
sactions from  day  to  day,  and  from  the  duplicate  of  the  ad- 
joined Manifest  and  Declaration,  what  we  net  forth,  notified 
and  protested,  on  your  part  to  the  Governor  and  Council 
assembled  in  Council,  as  well  as  the  opinion  we  submitted  and 
communicated  to  them.  Hereupon  they  however,  have  not 
been  willing  to  do  anything  final,  as  your  Honors  can  see  from 
their  answer  inclosed  herein,  the  substance  whereof  cannot  be 
considered  anything  else  than  simply  the  justification  of  what 
Colonel  Nathaniel  Utie  did  in  New  Amstel;  that  it  was  done 
by  their  autliority,  and  that  they  still  adhere  thereto,  so  far  as 
being  commanded  thereunto  by  their  Lord  Balthamoor,  inde- 
pendent of  whom  they  cannot  do  anytiiing,niuch  less  act  in  the 
matter  of  his  patent  and  boundary,  and  therefore  the  business 
is  to  be  left  standing.  The  Declaration  and  Manifest  which 
we  drew  up  and  presented,  shows  on  what  basis  we  placed  our 
rase.  W^e  doubt  not  but  it  will  meet  with  your  approbation, 
and  that  you  will  seasonably  prepare  whatever  is  to  serve 
thereunto  hereafter,  for  if  we  will  retain  what  we  have,all  the 
allegations  we  submitted  to  them  must  be  punctually  proved, 
whereof  1  shall  give  your  Honors  a  fuller  account  when  I  return 
home.  Meanwhile,  I  find  the  public  service  and  your  Honors' 
reputation  require  that  I  i)roceed  hence  to  V^irginia  to  the 
Governor  there,  to  coujmunicate  the  state  of  affairs  in  your 
Honors'  name,  and  to  inform  and  prevail  so  far  on  him,  in 
opposition  to  tlie  action  of  Maryland,  if   he  will  not  take  our 
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part,  that  he  will  not  oppose  U8,  but  if  it  cannot  be  otherwise, 
that  he  at  least  will  remain  neutral  and  our  confederated  friend. 
And,  at  the  same  time  to  inquire  into  the  state  and  circum- 
stances of  Lord  Baltimore  in  Ensland,  and  how  the  boundary 
can  best  be  effected.  My  opinion  is  that,  possibly,  it  would  not 
be  unwise  for  the  Directors,  who  have  cause  enough  to  do  so, to 
depute  one  of  their  Board  to  Lord  Baltimore  to  see  whether 
an  agreement  could  not  be  made  quietly  with  him.  But,  first 
of  all,  the  South  river  and  the  Virginias,  with  the  lands  and 
kills  between  both  ought  to  be  laid  down  on  an  exact  scale  as 
to  longitude  and  latitude,  in  a  perfect  map,  that  the  extent  of 
country  on  both  sides  may  be  correctly  seen,  and  the  work 
afterwards  proceeded  with,  for  some  maps  which  the  English 
have  here  are  utterly  imperfect  and  prejudicial  to  us.  The 
sooner  this  is  done,  the  better  before  Balt-amoor  whispers  in 
the  ears  of  the  States  of  England,  and  thus  make  the  matter 
much  more  difficult.  Meanwhile,  the  places  and  forts  in  the 
South  river  ought  not  to  remain  without  considerable  force, 
through  fear  of  a  sudden  invfiU}ion«  for  which  I  observe,  ae  yet, 
no  preparation  or  disposition;  but  a  sleeping  enemy  is  not  to 
be  trusted. 

Thus  far  I  found  myself  obliged  to  notify  your  Honors,  pro- 
visionally. -  I  shall  further  use  my  utmost  diligence  to  examine 
and  understand,  as  well  as  possible,  whatever  will  in  any  wise 
relate  to  your  Honors*  reputation,  and  the  greatest  profit 
and  advantage  of  the  Hon'''*  the  West  India  Company,  and 
commending  your  Honors  to  God*8  Holy  care  and  protection.

The  Burgomasters  have  submitted  to  the  Council  that,  pur- 
suant to  its  resolution  adopted  on  the  30^''  of  last  September, 
they  had  conferred  with  the  Directors  of  the  West  India  Com- 
pany, in  order  to  surrender  on  equitable  terms  to  that  com- 
pany the  Colonie  which  this  city  undertook  to  plant  in  New 
Netherland,  but  no  agreement  could  l)e  concluded  thereupon, 
as  yet,  and  that,  meanwhile,  the  city  is  dunned  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  interest  which  is  due  on  the  moneys  borrowed  on 
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interest  on  acoount  of  thitt  city,  for  the  proniotlon  of  »aid 
Colonie,  as  well  as  of  some  bills  of  eichaoge  drawo  on  this  city 
for  account  of  that  Oolonie,  amountini;,  first  for  the  payiueot 
of  lat«ro8t  and  eiohaugu  to  the  sum  of  about  13,000  gl.,  to 
meet  which  sum,  no  luoueyu  can  l^e  found,  except  by  borrowing. 
Which  beiofc  considered,  the  city  consents  to  the  negotiation 
of  the  aforesaid  lll,O0D,gl.  and  Coruelis  de  CrrafT,  Baron  of  South 
Polsbroeck,  Sleur  NIcIioIhs  Tulp,  Sieur  Giles  Valckenier,  Mr. 
Henrick  Hooft,  Mr.  Peter  Clock,  and  Conrad  Burgh  are  ap- 
pointed, in  default  of  the  aforesaid  agreement  to  call  on  the 
West  India  Company,  (which,  however,  shall  not  be  insisted 
on),  to  consult  in  what  manner  the  city  can  best  t>e  released 
from  the  brfrden  of  the  aforesaid  Colonie.

Jan  Teunissen,  carpenter,  declares  that  he  applied  to  Mr. 
van  Ruyven  for  employment  as  a  soldier,  who  answered  him 
thereto:  If  you  be  a  soldier,  you  must  stand  sentry,  and  there- 
fore cannot  earn  much;  you  should  prefer  coming  to  the  Man- 
hattans as  freeman,  in  order  to  be  employe<l  as  carpenter  by 
private  persons  or  even  by  Mr.  Stuyvesant,  and  as  such  had 
only  to  ask  wages;  whereunto  he  replied  that  he  did  not  know 
what  to  ask ;  further,  that  Mr,  van  Ruyven  had  recommended 
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hitu  to  draw  liis  wife'i  pay,  and  wlien  he  cuiiie  to  the  Manhat- 
tans be  ebould  not  be  sent  back  here  again,  thereunto  takirii; 
dowD  his  promise,  under  oath,  that  he  should  not  depart  out 
of  the  Province  of  New  Netlierland  before  this  Colonii:  or  the 
city  of  Amsterdam  were  paid.

Gestlkmen:— I  cannot  forbear,  by  this  occasiou,  tuilutin^ 
you  and  offering  you  my  humble  service.  I  hope  your  Honors 
will  b.^  disposed  to  accept  it,  on  my  Petition  by  the  ship  the 
SoUf  etc.,  as  I  have  been  admitted  subject  to  your  Honors* 
approbation,  Schout  and  Councillor  in  the  stead  of  the  late 
Commissary  Rynevelt,  whose  place«  as.  Commissary,  I  have 
filled,  since  his  death,  to  the  26*'*  November,  1659,  only  for  want 
of  others,  as  1  have  never  been  inclined  to  continue  in  such 
employ,  as  your  Honors  will  have  fully  seen  per  my  last.  1 
have,  also,  verbally  told  the  Director  that  I  was  not  willing: 
to  do  so,  whereupon  he  answerd  me,  I  shall  think  of  it.  This 
is  all  that  is  to  Ije  exiiected  whenever  anything  is  asked  of  him. 
Some  time  afterwards,  1  allowed  Dominie  Welius  to  request  it. 
He  gave  for  answer :  When  his  house  is  built :  which  he  plainly 
saw  could  hardly  be  done  in  a  year  for  want  of  workmen,  »nd 
because  of  the  size  of  that  house,  which  is  at  present,  aliout 
finished,  so  that  now  I  am  heard  by  my  Petition  and  discharge 
for  the  term  of  3  months.  Thereupon,  Cornelis  van  Gezel  hath 
taken  charge  of  the  store  by  inventory,  but  I  have  nothing  to 
say  to  the  specifying  of  the  3  months,  but  can  well  consider 
that  men,  on  the  expiration  of  3  months,  will  not  retract  and 
restore  me  therein  and  again  make  an  inventory  of  the  store. 
It  appears  to  be  a  trick  to  hold  me  bound  to  it,  and  also  in 
regard  that  he  hath  placed  his  nephew  therein,  to  which  Mr. 
d'Hinojossa  is  somewhat  opposed  l)ecause  they  are  too  nearly 
related,  and  for  other  reasons  thereto  adduced. 

What  now  appertains  to  the  books  or  accounts:  'tis  now, by 
the  hard  driving  of  Mr.  Hinojossa,  resolved  that  they  shall  lie 
prepared,  but  1  still  fear  nothing  will  come  of  it,  for  the  Di- 
rector, as  I  hear,  has  to  your  Honors  thrown  the  blame  on  us, 
and  that  they  cannot,  therefore,  be  ready.  But  I  wonder  much 
that  so  clever  a  man,  who  appears  to  be  so  exp?rt  at  book-keep- 
ing, should  have  recourse  to  such  pitiful  excuses  before  so  wise 
a  board  as  your  Honors.  I  should  fear  being  severly  reproved 
therefor. 

On  this  subject  I  have  submitted  a  proposal  to  him  through 
Mr.  Hinojossa,  viz.  :  that  the  accounts,  or  what  the  iieoplc*- 
have  received  both  in  provisions  and  merchandise,  in  the  year 
1657,  were  delivered  by  him  through  the  aforesaid  Rynevelt; 
now  what  appertains  to  the  year  '58  is  also  ready,  the  same  at* 
'57,  so  that  his  Honor,  if  he  have  any  desire,  can  easily  go  on^ 
and    I  offer  to  subjoin    1659  also,  before  he  wants  it,  or  forfeit 
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100  gnildera.  To  this  he  made  answer:  What  I  have  is  mere 
eblld's  work;  wherein  hia  Honor  spoke  vorrectly,  (or  he  treats 
the  Cuiuiii ieaeary  as  a  mere  child  und  would  never  make  hiui 
wiMHr,  withboldiiig  hiscoiumiwioii  and  iristruutjon.  He  bim- 
ueir  kept  the  bookii  of  monthly  waKve,  whereof  he  will  iiouHt 
Bonie  niitht  or  momiiiR,  )>iit  I  truit  'twill  meet  with  very  little 
oousideratfon  from  yuu,  for,  when  the  Comiuissury  knew  what 
hU  offleu  was,  it  made  liim  frequently  sad,  askioi;  Mr.  Alric-ks 
Tor  his  instruction,  to  which,  In  [my]  presence,  he  (cave  (or 
answer:  My  order  ia  your  instruction.  Whereui>on  Joiikh' 
Rynevelt  was  obliged  to  apply  (or  it  further  off,  and  his  in- 
struction (ollowed  by  the  Son,  but  things  were  tbeii  brought 
in  a  train,  as  already  stated,  so  that  nothing  then  remained  to 
be  done,  and  shortly  after  he  died,  after  having  accomplished 
hlH  time  here  honestly  and  piously,  constantly  endeavoring 
honorably  to  advance  the  public  iuterestsof  the  city;  but  the 
iiood  man  has  been  always  put  otT  by  IiIk  guo<lntKKH,  so  that  In) 
had  nothing  either  here  or  there.

arhat  General  Stuyvesant  hath  sent  on  credit,  notwithst:ui<lli]if 
:bere  must  be  a  considerable  sum.  in  additi.tn.  There's  mill 
n  store  ^onie  shirts,  women's  hose,  and  some  balex  of  coarsd 
:]oth,  with  a  parcel  of  hats  and  shoes;  the  iieft  wares  are  dis- 
jursed  for  provisions  procure<l  in  theSrinHe  many  of  which  were 
told  l>y  me  for  Wampum  on  tbe  Director's  or<1er  in  small  qimn- 
:itiee.so  that  the  store  might  well  lie  called  a  crooery.  The  pro- 
*«ecls  I  carried  every  week  to  bic  bouse  or  he  gave  orders  on 
Q»,  which,  at  the  end.  amounteil  to  so  much  that  1  Bomettmei* 
nnxt  disburse  4  or  S  hundred  guilders  of  my  own, which  I  could 
tot  <i'>  any  longer,  it  tending  to  tbe  injury  of  thoee  whose 
CotxlK  I  had  on  hand,  which  gave  me  more  and  more  an  aver- 
tioii  to  the  store.

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Derer  been  willing  to  t&ke  any  jostifieation  apon  myself,  f(^* 
iliren  reaAoni^,  sach  as  the  leakiness  of  the  store  in  the  forC^ 
the  detaching  the  store  from  our  dwelling,  and  the  like; 
although  he  hath,  ap  to  this  time,  kept  me  againut  my  will, 
have  asked  hini  what  wage«  I  shoald  hare  for  my  past  timi 
or  at  last  to  give  me  a  certificate  that  I  had  served  so  long;  h 
refused  it,  but  I  rely,  herein,  on  your  Honors*  discretion ;

Sir:  With  due  resi^ect  and  reverence  have  I  hereby  taken  th^^ 
liberty  to   greet  you    through   bounden  duty  of  gratitude  tCJ^ 
devote  to  you  all  the  days  of  my  life.   I  hope  you  will  not  con-- 
Mider  the  insignificance  of  my  person,  but  excuse  the  previouH^ 
mid  present  lx)ldne88  of  so  freely  writing  to  your  Honor. 

Much  lieing  the  case,  I  cannot  neglect  hereby  to  communciat^' 
iiiy  promotion ;  about  a  year  and  a  half  after  my  departure  froin> 
Patria,  with,  your  Honor's  favorable  recommendation,  I  bav€^ 
l)een  appointed  Sehout  here,  subject  to  the  approbation  of  th^ 
Hon''**  the  Principal8;  previously  I  have  taken  care  of  theston^ 
iiH  flerk,  and,  after  J.   Rynvelt's  death,  as  Commissary,   from. 
which  I  have  now  requested  to  bedischaregd,  as  I  have,  though. 
unworthy,  been  recently  made  Second  Councillor  with  Jonoker' 
Alexanderd*  Hinojossa,  first  Councillor  and  Captain  Lieutenants 
of  the  Military  here,  who   intends  to  go  over  in  the  spring^  U^ 
represent  this  miserable  place,  (iod  help  it.     The  Military  wer9 
few  when  the  English  came  down  upon  us,  as  your  Honor  wilL 
lia<  e  fully  seen  by  the  papers  in  the  case  transmitted ;  the  store? 
is  empty  and  repaired,  the  most  being  distributed  among  th9 
p«H)ple;  but  much  unnecessary  expense  is  incurred  which  might 
have  l>een  sjiared,  and  the  honor  of  the  city,  which  is  here  now 
HO  scandalously  cried  down,  might  have  been  preserved,  and 
one  debt  after  the  other  have  been  remitted;  even  the  property 
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of  the  orpb&ns,  incluBiTe,  bath  been  retalued,  bo  that  the  cou- 
tinnal  oraving  for  and  recommendation  to  send  over  the  bookt>, 
l8  not  strange;  this  should  now  be  oommenced,but  I  believe  all 
agnin  will  remain  in  arrears.  The  Director  will  apparently 
lay  the  blame,  as  bt>  daily  does,  on  the  death  of  the  Coiumissary, 
and  now  on  me,  but  1  can  in  no  wise  excuse  hiiu,  Inasmuch  an 
the  late  CommieRBrybelnR  held  in  little  eetoem  by  the  Director, 
the  latter  withheld  hie  commliiiiion,  and,  on  being  applied  to 
for  it,  said  :  My  order  Is  your  inbtruction ;  kept  the  liooks  of 
monthly  wages  himBcIf,  sent  orders  only  with  a  boy  to  have 
from  the  store  whatever  he  pleased,  so  that  said  Commissary 
complained  thereof  to  his  superiors,  who  liai'e  sent  hiiu  u  com- 
miesloD  conformable  to  that  the  Director  had  belonging  to  him. 
Nothing  but  a  Journal  in  kept  In  the  store;  what  came  in  waH 
by  the  Director  received,  traded,  etc. ;  'twas  not  for  us  to  know 
whether  'twas  for  the  city  or  on  his  Honor's  private  account; 
therefore,  we  could  not  return  t.o  him  except  what  we  have 
given  to  the  people;  how  he  hath  means  to  balance  the  credit 
with  the  debit,  he  himself  must  know,  for  he  hath  bought  all 
those  dear  enough.  Thus,  al^u).  we  cannot,  muku  out  that 
special  vindication,  for  neither  Kynevelt  nor  1  have  ever  issued 
any  goods  by  measure  or  weight;  all  was  done  by  guess.  1  am 
grieved  to  be  obliged  to  put  such  things  to  paper,  as  fiill 
young  in  this  office,  I  have  been  the  city's  unworthy  servant: 
but  it  pains  me  that  everything  has  been  done  ho  inconsider- 
ately, whereby  so  noble  a  city,  whereof  all  the  world  boutiti^, 
hath  been  slandered  both  lit?re  nnd  in  furounding  places. 

Secondly,  if  things  l>ncome  worse,  I,  iodtvidually,  am  ruined 
for  1  have  re<^eived  here  some  goods  front  my  brother,  all 
which  1  have  laid  out  in  the  house,  horses  and  mules  {iiiueleit) 
which  cost  me  full  4  @  U  thousand  guilders,  Holland  currency; 
besides  that  I  am  also  married;  yet,  I  hope  that  there  Right 
Worshipful  Honors  will  not  allow  the  work  to  stick;  I  trust 
Ur.  Hlnojossa's  proposals  will  serve  in  this  matter  to  redress 
everything  at  trilling  cost. 

I  shall  herewith  conclude,  recommending  myself  to  your 
good  favor.  1  dare  not  proceed  farther  herein,  for  all  that  I 
am  well  acquainted  with  ii  history  of  this  pluoe.  1  refer  to 
Mr.  HinojOHSa,  who  again  yesterday  told  and  requested  me  to 
commiinclate  to  your  Honor  his  coming;  he  will  then  briiig 
everytliing  clear  enough  on  the  carpet.  Herewith  I  commend 
yuur  Honor  to  the  mercy  and  protection  of  the  Most  HiRb 
God,  and  remain  your  ol*edlent  humble  servant.

Ho  nor  able  f  Wise,  Right  Fi-udenU  Most  Worshipfal,  the  Commis- 
itioners  and  Directors  appointed  oter  the  Colonic,  on  the  behalf 
of  the  liUfht  Worshipful  Burgomasters  of  the  City  of  Affister- 
dam. 

Right  Worshipful  Gbntlbmbn:  My  last  to  you  was  of 
the  18'*'  August  by  way  of  Manhattans,  under  cover  of  the 
Director-General,  which  1  hope  shall  have  been  dulj*  handed 
to  you.  1  should  now  transmit  the  copy  herewith,  but  the 
sudtlen  departure  of  the  sloop  does  not  permit  it.  Wheth*»r 
this  be  in  order  to  deprive  me  of  the  opportunity  of  writinj^ 
thereby  or  wherefore  it  is,  I  shall  pass  over,  but  with  difficulty 
have  I  been  able  to  obtain  this.  I  shall  therefore  only  cursorily 
relate  the  contents,  which  is  the  low  condition  of  tlieColonie, 
and  how  that  occurred;  also  its  renewed  progress,  and  what 
concerns  this  river,  and  can  be  procured  from  it,  and  the  trade 
which  is  to  be  carried  on  and  had  here;  but  1  refer  myself 
especially  to  my  verbal  representation,  at<  L  for  certain  weighty 
reasons,  do  not  trust  to  writing  over  nor  to  the  pen,  but  prefer 
verbal  communication,  except  that  I  shall  feed  each  soul  ac- 
cording to  this  inclosed  list,  and  hope  to  give  you  verbal  ex- 
planation, so  as  to  recover  moneys  disbursed  with  interest 
thereof,  less  than  7  @.  8,  and  that  your  Honors  'Colon ie  shall 
l>e  full  of  people  and  cattle,  and  shall  then  flourish,  through 
the  mercy  of  God.  Man  employs  means,  but  God  must  bless 
them,  otherwise  are  they  lost.  The  Colonists  to  be  delivered 
here— a  thousand  souls— who  will  work  the  land  with  plenty  of 
<-attl»»,  and  support  all  the  servants  five  years,  the  freight  or 
passage  money  of  the  Colonists,  or  else  the  expense  of  the 
people  and  crew  of  the  ship,  also  for  a  term  of  five  years;  then 
shall  the  Colonic  be  considerable  enough  and  peopled,  and  the 
city  relieved  of  disbursement, such  as  maintaining  8ervant«,and 
receive  something  yearly.  All  this  shall  1  perform,  by  God's 
help,  with  one  hundred  thousand  guilders,  and  I  shall  each 
time  give  security  for  the  moneys  I  shall  receive,  until  your 
Honors  have  obtained,  to  your  satisfaction,  the  handwriting 
of  each    invidual,  that  he  hath   had   the  promised  rations  ac- 
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oordlDK  to  agreement,  and  besides  what  they  tinve  done,  together 
with  the  declaration  of  the  overseers  that  ft  la  so;  all  this 
withoDt  prejudice  to  the  Director,  simply  In  qunlity  as  Com- 
missary Captain  and  C'ouiiunior,  and  that  Hhall  be  without 
stipulation  of  wages,  but  ehall  submit  to  the  profound  dis- 
cretion of  your  Honors,  according  to  merits  and  your  Honors' 
favor  with  gratitude  and  thanks,  whereof  I  have  already  re- 
quested and  still  crave,  so  as  by  your  order  to  be  sent  for  In 
the  spring.  But  since  my  last,  so  much  change  has  taken 
place  here,  that  I  think  it  to  be  very  proper  to  depart  sooner, 
wherefore  I  have  asked  the  Director's  permission  to  go  In 
January,  by  way  of  VirglulsL,  to  Holland,  simply  giving  him 
as  a  reason  for  my  departure,  to  acquaint  your  HonorH  with 
the  low  condition  of  this  pluc-e.  Thereupon  answered,  llrst: 
I  cannot  spare  you  from  here:  sei'ondly,  before  I  allow  you  to 
leave,  my  accounts  must  be  arranged.  Then,  on  the  Bmt  point, 
I  said:    Bhould  I  happen  to  die,  you  would  have  to  spare  uie. 

I  inquired,  when  would  the  books  be  ready?  He  answered  Hie 
the  first  of  Uarch,  and  that  1  might  go  then.  But  I  expect 
that  if  I  do  not  leave,  csceitt  with  his  penniwinn,  1  shall  wait 

II  long  time.  Therefore,  I  shall  iinxlnnKly  look  for  your  Honors' 
<irdere;  also  the  sending  for  the  galiot.  which  is  running  I*- 
hind— I  say  running  liehind,  ])artly  because  the  freights  do  not 
(my  the  eipeoses,  wages  and  Itoard  of  the  skipper  and  t-rew, 
saying  nothing  of  the  wear  and  tear  of  tlie  galiot,  sails,  &c. 
But,  more  than  this,  tlie  little  freight  which  it  produces  is 
likewise  wholly  wasted  here,  and  also  the  exchanges  and  what 
the  one  hath  paid  the  other,  the  freight  moneys  of  the  ship, 
tlte  Giilde  8071,  and  thousands  which  his  Honor  owes  liere,  so 
that  my  heart  almost  l)reaks  when  I  reflect  on  and  consider 
everything,  liesides  my  individual  loss,  which  Is  considerable, 
as  well  as  that  of  other  inhabitants.  I  shall  then  eTcn  draw 
up  what  is  due  here,  what  lieconsiders  to  tie  publlo  debts,  that 
is.  what  I  know,  exclusive  of  what  I  do  not  know.  Please 
not  to  interpret  me  unfavorably,  lieeanse  I  am  bound  by  Ooil 
and  the  Lords  1  serve,  to  do  it.  And  even  nowadays,  all  that 
he  can  gripe  and  catch, is  he  inclined  tor,  provided  'tis  only  to 
ho  had  on  credit,  so  that,  in  presence  of  fierrlt  van  Swerliigen 
and  Cornells  van  Qey^l  his  nephew,  whom  lie  hath  now  ap- 
pointed Commissary,  I  lately  said:  I  have  offered  opposi- 
tion enough.but  what  his  Honiir  wills  that  will  he  do.  Now 
he.  Van  Oezel,  hath  investe<1  his  means  In  clap  boards:  he 
means  to  keep  the  weather  nut  of  the  store,  but  what  does 
that  avail?  'Tis  too  late;  the  little  ham  is  all  eaten,  the  store 
1b  empty,  so  the  Director  rf^uests  goods  and  provisions  from 
the  Director-Qeueral;  whereupon  I  said.    Sir.  how  will  you 
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pay  for  them?  Turning  hiuiBelf  arouml  in  his  bed,  though 
Bick  he  wa8,  he  answered :  Why  do  you  trouble  yourself  about 
that;  you  ar^  altogether  too  thick  headed!  It  appears,  if  Iuk 
Honor  can  get  a  thing,  he  thinks  very  little  about  restitution. 
He  long8  much  for  a  ship,  but  1  should  be  sorry  to  see  it,  h» 
'twould  be  all  wasted.  This  shall  serve  for  oonolusion,  that 
the  Regents  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam  should  not  allow  the 
past  to  stop  so  noble  a  work,  but  consider  the  reward  they 
have  to  expect  from  God  and  the  thanks  from  man,  and  not  t<» 
look  to  the  expense  of  my  little  plan.  Btit  I  trust  that  pre- 
viouH  disbursements  which  are,  as  it  were  gone,  will  be  hereby 
recovered,  and  I  think  that  God  presents  this  means,  in  or- 
der that  so  noble  a  project  should  not  be  smothered  in  the^ 
birth,  as  such  tender  and  new  beginnings  cannot  be  as  much ; 
be  pleased  to  take  this,  my  boldness,  in  good  part,  and  consider 
that  I  am  driven  thereto  for  the  improvement  of  my  house, 
and  secondly, t)y  the  duty  I  owe  my  Ix>rds  and  masters.  H€*re- 
with  shall  I  commend  myself  to  your  Honors'  good  favor,  and 
pray  God  the  Lord  that  hiH  Almightiness  may  bless  your  ad > 
ministration,  so  that  we  may  live  peaceably  and  quietly  under 
it,  in  all  godliness  and  uprightness.  Amen! 
Honorable,  Wise,  Right  Prudent,  Right  Honorable, 
I  am  and  remain.

VICE-DIRECTOR  ALRICK8  TO  THE  COMMISSIONERS 
OF  THE  COLONIB  ON  THE  DELAWARE  RIVER. 


HoNORABLR,  WiSK,  Ri(j(HT  Prudknt:  This  will  serve  to 
cover  the  duplicates  of  the  letters  transmitted  heretofore  on 
the  20*"  September,  under  the  inclosed  previous  envelope  to 
the  Manhattans,  to  advise  you  of  the  troubles  which  the  English 
endeavor  t^  foment  against  us,  as  the  ships  had  sailed  and 
those  duplicates  came  back  as  may  be  seen  by  said  envelope, 
and  also  by  the  annexed  papers,  viz:  the  summons  of  the  En- 
glish, the  answer,  insinuation  and  protest  against  it,  wliich 
we  returned. 

Whereupon  we  received  the  assistance  for  which  we  and  also 
Mr.  Willem  Beeck man,  vice- Director  over  the  Company *s  limits 
in  this  river,  made  application  to  the  Director- General  and 
Council,  under  the  command  of  the  Commissioners,  Secretary 
van  Ruyven  and  Capt>ain  Martin  Kryger,  who,  after  exhibiting 
their  letter  of  credence  and  commission,  dispatched  two  dele- 
gates, Jonk'  Augustinus  Hermans  and  Resolvert  Waldron,  to 
Maryland, to  the  English  Governor, named  Josias  Fendel,  whose 
Vindic4ition  is  to  be  seen  annexed.  From  the  one  and  the  other, 
An  opinion  can  be  formed  of  our  condition,  which,  in  truth, 
is  very  low,  for  we  now  are  subject  to  one  and  another  draw- 
back continually,  from  the  beginning  and  undertaking  of  tliis 
Colonic,  so  that  we  are  in  need  at  once  of  an  entirely  new 
heart,  and  of  people  adapted  for  agriculture,  such  as  we  have 
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had  heretofore  for  the  most  part;  besides, the  pretensions  wliich 
the  Eof^lish  put  forth  to  this  river  and  territory  ought,  aliove 
all  things,  be  removed,  in  such  wise  as  the  Uon**^  West  India 
Company  shall  find  most  advantageous  to  themselves  and  to 
the  peace  and  quiet  of  the  lands,  for,  otherwise,  no  man,  will 
be  willing  or  can  remain  here,  much  less  will  any  person  come 
hither,  but,  on  the  contrary,  private  interested  persons,  who 
have  employed  and  invested  their  means  here  in  houses  and 
lands,  will  claim  indemnity  for  losses  caused  by  the  pretensions 
of  the  English,  so  that,  in  uncertainty,  such  conjectures  have 
arisen  in  the  minds  of  all  t&nd  every  one,  that  'tis  unknown 
how  or  what  at  last  will  come  of  it.  Meanwhile,  they  accuse 
ttie  city  and  proprietors,  for,  say  they,  a  quiet  and  peaceable 
country,  to  which  no  man  hath  a  right,  was  promised  them, 
which  damage  not  only  is  considerable,  simply  for  each  indi- 
vidual, but  is  of  still  more  importance  for  the  city  it8elf,by  the 
retrogresion  and  stoppage  which  the  Colonie  in  general  suffers, 
exclusive  of  the  costs  already  incurred  for  expenses,  repairing 
and  strengthening  this  fortress  since  the  commenement  of  the 
troubles  with  the  English,  amounting  to  over  three  thousand 
guilders,  on  which  amount,  as  well  as  for  the  maintenance  of 
more  military,  inasmuch  as  we  are  obliged  and  necessitated  to 
enlist  as  many  as  possible  of  the  Colonists  to  strengthen  and 
preserve  this  fort,  the  city's  credit  is  burthened  more  and 
more.  We  therefore  wish,  as  has  frequently  been  requested 
that  the  required  stores  may  be  sent  over,  which  we  all  along 
have  expected,  and  are  still  daily  expecting.  Should  they  not 
arrive  in  the  spring, we  shall  be  obliged  to  allow  everything  to 
take  its  course;  nevertheless,  in  order  to  prevent  that,  it  is  re- 
solved and  concluded  to  depute  Mr.  Hinojossa  next  spring  to 
your  Honors  for  the  purpose  of  demonstrating  the  causes  of 
the  low  condition  of  the  Colonie,  viz:  first,  the  want  of  in- 
dustrious people  who  understand  agriculture,  and  superabun- 
dance of  lazy,  idle  and  all-devouring  men,  who  know  no  more 
about  work  and  farming  than  women  and  children;  who  are 
only  good  to  eat  and  drink,  and  pertinaciously  insist  that  a 
year's  support  was  promised  them;  secondly,  the  intemperate 
air  and  heavy  rains,  which  have  caused  a  poor  crop  of  all  the 
means  of  support  for  men,  and  of  forage  for  cattle,  and  conse- 
<iueiitly  great  scarcity  and  loss  both  in  the  one  and  the  other; 
thirdly,  unhealthiness,  sickness,  disease,  violent  and  pestilen- 
tial fevers  and  other  tedious  disorders  which  have  continued 
every  year,  whereof  many  have  died.  The  proclaiuation  of 
days  of  fasting  and  prayer  on  this  account,  observecl  from  time 
to  time,  and  the  lists  of  the  dead  also  sent  over,  are  proofs 
thereof.     All  the  inhabitants  of  New  Netherland  are  visited 
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with  thoae  plAgaes.but  iioue  however  so  severely  ub  our  people, 
which  also,  nevertheless  continue,  for,  at  present,  those  here 
tkre  still,  for  the  moat  pHrt  toriiienteO,  as  1  myself  hHve  been; 
1  um  DOW  conHued  to  luy  bed  between  2  nnd  3  luonihs,  &od  bo 
severely  attacked  by  tertian  ague,  that  nothing  lew  than  death 
has  been  expected  every  other  day,  ami  all  things  are  directed 
accordingly;  but  now,  thank  God,  I  begin  to  be  somewhat 
better,  so  that  at  present  1  begin  again  to  l<^uve  the  bed  (or  a 
little  while,  which  inconveniences  have  consequently  been  pro< 
■luctive  of  more  trouble  to  us,  than  to  other  old  inhahitante, 
who  apparently  have  tieun  better  able  to  withstand  a  bad  time, 
for,  by  the  aforesaiil  occurrences,  has  this  Colouie  like  a  tender 
plant,  been  crushed  and  down*trodden;  fourthly,  agriculture, 
which  was  iDanifesting  a  favorable  beginning,  is  all  at  once 
thrown  into  a  heap  by  the  impending  and  all-destroying  Eug- 
lish  war.  Fifthly,  aud  lastly,  the  uiieaelnese  and  dread  cre- 
ate)t,  by  the  aforesaid  impending  war,  uuiong  us  iiud  the 
i»ruiuon  people,  oik  being  stripped  of  their  property,  aud,  on 
the  other  hand,  the  offer  ot  good  conditions  made  thetu  by  the 
English  whenever  they  would  come  and  dwell  among  them; 
add  to  this,  their  being  enticeil  and  protected  by  those  of  the 
Hatdiattans,  have  bet-u  the  cause  that  many  among  them  have 
removed  hither  aud  thither.  It  was  hoped  that  this  dread 
vould  have  been  dispelled  by  the  arrival  of  tlie  reinforcement 
with  the  Commissioners,  Secretary  Cornelis  van  Ruyven  and 
Captain  Uarten  Kryger,  whereas  they  have  caused  as  much 
greater  disquietude, as  by  the  annexed  declarations  can  l>e  seen, 
and  is  transparent.  All  which,  with  many  other  things,  will 
lie  verbally  demonstrated  to  your  Honors  more  clearly  and  fully 
by  Mr.  Hinojossa,and  also  how  and  what  is  serviceable  for  the 
iniproveuient  in  this  Colonic  in  order  to  develope  the  consti- 
tution and  circumstances  of  these  laiKls,  and  to  that  end.  help 
to  concert  and  to  point  out  the  means  for  the  best  advantage 
and  profit  of  the  city. 

Concerning  tlie  accounts ;  As  Commissary  Ryuevelt  and  his 
Huccessor,  Gerrlt  van  Sweringen,  have  l>een  unfit  to  make  out 
proper  accounts,  and  I,  myself,  have  cimtinually  so  many  occu- 
piitions,  that  it  Is  imposnlble  for  lue  to  devote  niy  time  thereto, 
they,  therefore,  are  not  ready,  as  they  ought  to  l)e.  Wherefore 
I  pray  your  Honors  to  entertain  the  reasons  and  all  things 
duly  to  consider.  Nevertheless,  we  hope,  with  Hod's  help,  to 
transmit  theui  in  the  spring  by -Mr.  Hinojossa  in  such  form  as 
will  be  poeslble,not  doubting  but  your  Honors  will  ex[wrience 
contentment  and  satisfaction  therein.  Previous  letters  had 
promised  the  sending  of  assistance  of  servants,  and  the  last,  a 
ship  with  divers  stores,  such  as  iron,  coals,  brick,  lime,  iiowder, 
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inanded  yesterday  by  this  Hooreii  in  order  to  cite  and  oblige 
Captaiu  Jan  Jacob  to  pay,  who  gave  me  for  answer  that  he 
should  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Council, and  if  he  were  then  con- 
demned to  pay,  he  should  again  put  the  gaiiot  under  airent. 
Hereupon  I  consulted  with  Mr.  Stuyvesant,  who  answered  nie, 
that  I  should  pay  it  and  release  the  security,  which  I  consider' 
ed  inexpedient  and  said  that  I  had  trouble  enough  for  myself 
and  my  people,  that  1  must  disburse  so  much  in  victuals  and 
drink,  that  I  already  had  my  bellyfull,  but  if  they  will  mort- 
gage the  gaiiot  and  draw  exchange  and  make  contracts,  they 
must  be  responsible  for  it;  that^s  their  affair,  for  which  I  aui 
not  responsible;  and  what  I  do  I  shall  vindicate  to  my  superi- 
ors. Of  all  the  fine  cargeos  sent  by  the  ship  the  Weage  and  by 
the  gaiiot  and  the  Son  and  the  Jf€ul€n,it  may  be  said :  'Tis  im- 
possible that  they  are  lost;  I  firmly  believe  not  a  particle  re- 
mains and  still  always  in  poverty,  so  that  things  are  in  a  low 
condition  here  at  present,  as  you  may  suppose. 

What  regards  the  building  carried  on  there,  'tis  of  little  ex- 
pense; the  first  winter  I  remained  there,  I  made  application 
for  my  crew  to  be  allowed  to  assist  the  carpenters,  in  putting 
the  Director's  house  under  cover.  1  gave  36  days  with  my  car- 
penter and  pilot;  he  promised  to  pay  me  as  much  as  lie  had 
given  one  baes  Joost,  but  when  the  work  and  also  the  church 
and  guard-house  were  finished ;  he  put  me  off  and  paid  me  in 
sweet  words;  but  he  hath  paid  my  carpenter  and  pilot. 

Respecting  my  discharge  when  my  three  years  are  expircnl,  J 
have  written  to  you,  gentlemen,  before  this,  is  to  be  pleased 
to  see  and  send  a  good  and  suitable  skipper  in  my  place,  if  the 
gaiiot  is  to  remain  longer  in  this  countrv,  as  I  intend,  with 
the  help  of  God  to  return  home  next  summer.  I  should  not 
desire  to  do  so  were  it  here  as  in  other  places,  for  i  am  always 
ready  and  willing  to  serve  you  even  during  my  whole  life; 
but  when  I  arrive  home,  I  shall  make  such  report  as  will  pre- 
vent any  expression  of  displeasure  against  me.  The  death  of 
Kverardus  Welius,  our  Minister, who  piously  rested  in  the  Lord 
on  the  9''*  instant,  has  caused  deep  sorrow  here  and  especially 
among  the  virtuous,  who  now  are  almost  disconsolate. 

Also,  Cornel  is  Harpersen  de  Jager  was  likewise  buried  here 
at  the  Manhattans  on  the  20^^  instant,  so  that  almost  all  the 
people  are  dead,  run  away,  or  banished,  and  very  little  hope 
is  remaining,  and  there  is  every  appearance  of  that  little  being 
less. 

Herewith  ending,  I  pray  God,  the  Lord  for  your  Honors, that 
He  may  be  pleased  your  Honors,  collectively,  in  health  to 
spare  unto  salvation.     Amen.

Whereupon  Dirctor-General  Stuyvesant  in  order  to  prevent, 
any  further  usurpations, and,  as  much  as  possible,  amicably  to 
hinder  the  same,  has  been  obliged  to  agree  in  the  year  1656,  <»n 
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A  boundary  I i do  with  tboeeof  New  Biigland,  which  has  been  ap- 
proved by  their  Hlffh  Uightiu«istiM,  without  any  further  remilt 
in  England, although  the  AmlxusadorH  of  thu  State  there  beiiii;, 
OD  reoeivfng  inetructlODs  to  that  effect,  Itave  requested  it,  and 
received,  for  answer,  that  the  goveniiueiit  there  had  no  know- 
ledge of  the  matter  aud  had  received  no  uotlt'e  thereof  tnnn 
>lew  EoKland. 

In  like  manner,  that  the  English  nation  in  now  xeekini;  to 
disposaess  the  Company  of  tlie  North  river  and  to  invHile  itK

Whereunto  shall  be  a^ljoiiied  the  ImsinesB  of  the  South  river 
or  New  AiuMtel,  to  which  CBciliiiH  Calvert,  Baron  of  Balti- 
more, is  laying  claim,  regardless,  nevertheless,  that  the  |i1hci» 
has  been  so  many  years  In  the  posMession  of  the  Company,wltli- 
out  the  aforesafd  Baron  of  Baltimore  having  hail  any  knowl- 
edge of  It  or  laid  any  claim  thereto.

G^rfTLBMKN:  I  hope  that  my  last  sent  you  per  the  sblps 
M'leiman  and  Vergulde  Beoer,  together  with  a  large  package 
of  books  and  letters  by  the  nhip  rio-ntekoe,  bas  safely  coiue  to 
band.  I  had  then  written  thHt  I  doubted  not  my  dixcbarge 
did  come  by  the  ship  Vergulde  Otter,b\it  upto  this  time  I  have 
not  bad  intelligence  thereof,  therefore  was  I  fully  resolved  to 
fPturn  io  the  ship  Eykeuboum,  having  appoint«d  In  my  place 
one  David  Jochemsen,  residing  here  at  the  Manbattnns,  sub- 
ject to  tbe  approval  of  Mr.  d'HinoJossa.  The  last  time  I  was 
in  the  South  river,  1  informed  Mr.  d'Hinojossn  thereof;  he 
gave  for  answer  that  he  could  not  well  do  it,  but  he  waa  ei- 
pectlng  news  by  the  llrst  ships  bow  it  wa«  to  fare  with  the 
South  river,  and  that  he  hoped  to  receive  early  informatioQ 
either  by  Virginia  or  the  first  chip  coming  from  Fatherland, 
and  that  we  must  bdve  patience  until  then.  Whereunto  we 
made  answer,  I  and  my  pilot,  we  have  excee<le<l  the  three  years 
by  three  months,  and  the  crew  were  the  whole  time  growling 
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and  murdering, .  and  swearinK  by  Death  and  the  Devil,  and  in- 
sisting; on  their  discharge,  so  that  the  two  who  have  now  come 
over,  have  re:)uested  their  discharge,  and  others  their  accounts 
for  the  three  years  which  have  expired,  exclusive  of  myself  and 
the  pilot,  and  also  a  list  which  1  have  sent  over  to  my  wife  of 
what  I  had  furnished  the  sailors,  as  appears  by  their  account, 
I  doubt  not  your  Honors  will  pay  the  wife  what  she  really  re- 
quires; the  rest  to  friends.  1  shall  request  your  Honors  to 
grant  me  my  petition ;  that  is,  what  I  have  so  often  written  to 
you  about, to  order  another  in  my  place;  one  will  leave  here  to 
request  it  of  your  Honors ;  my  opinion  is,  David  Jochemsen, 
named  as  above,  is  a  proper  man. 

The  galiot  is  now  again  chartered  for  six  months  to  Mr. 
Comelis  Willet,  to  go  with  him  to  Virginia,  and  on  her  return 
thence,  to  Curasao.  I  should  send  over  the  charter  party,  *  tis 
not  as  yet  clear  but  it  will  earn  2,500  guilders  in  the  space  of  six 
months.  In  my  opinion,  I  had  rather  send  her  at  Christmas 
to  Fatherland,  had  I  had  her  hauled  a  shore,  but  I  have 
nothing  to  say  as  to  that ;  and  when  the  time  is  all  expired, 
not  a  stiver  is  to  the  good ;  all  at  once,  'tis  bread  all  forgotten, 
meanwhile,  am  1  always  out  of  i>ocket  for  pitch  and  tar  and 
sail  cloth,  and  sail  making,  which  your  Honors  will  not  be  sur- 
prised  at  when  once  you  see  my  account.  The  galiot  hath  now 
been  in  the  Hon****  West  India  Company's  service  over  8  months 
at  500  guilders  per  month, whereof  not  a  doit,  I  understand,  is 
forth-coming.  I  have  asked  the  Dire(*tor  and  Supreme  Council 
whether  I  could  not  get  as  much  as  was  to  be  disbursed  or 
still  to  l)e  paid  for  the  galiot  and  necessaries.  Was  answered 
Yes,  but  if  for  disbursements  prior  to  her  entering  into  their 
service  they  will  pay  nothing. 

What  regards  the  danger  which  we  in  the  river  run  from  the 
English  ships  on  the  lookout  in  Virginia:  good  security  is 
given  as  far  as  the  galiot  is  concerned  but  not  for  our  monthly 
wages,  although  Mr.  d'Hinojossa  has  promiseil  that  our  wages 
should  be  paid  to  a  stiver,  in  case  the  galiot  happened  to  be 
overhauled  by  the  English. 

In  respect  to  the  South  river :  Were  there  a  tolerably  healthy 
population  and  a  reasonable  harvest,  and  a  parcel  of  good 
farmers,  it  would  still  prosper,  and  the  people  who  still  )*e- 
main  there  would  again  begin  to  pluck  up  fr^sh  courage. 

At  present  the  Indians  keep  themselves  very  quiet;  I  hope 
'tis  now  almost  entirely  over  with  them,  for  this  place,  the 
Manhattans,  is  quite  rich  of  people,  and  there  are,  at  present, 
fully  over  three  hundred  and  fifty  houses,  so  that  it  begins  to 
l)e  a  brave  place,  and  divers  brave  villages  are  rising  up  which 
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^re  bailt  In  good  order.     Uay  God,  the  Loril,  eraiit   it  imiy  sc 
ooDtlDoe  to  improve. 

Breaking  oO,  I  pray  God,  the  l.oni,  for  your  Honors'  lieiiltl 
ajid  prosperity  unto  salvation.     Aineii.

Ta  the  High  and  Mighty  I/inls,  UtaCeK-deneral  nj  the  Unitml 

Netherlimiln: 
The  Directors  or  tlie  Gtmerul  liicor|>oruteil  West  India  Coiii- 
po&y,  rep  resent  inK  tlte  Aweiubly  or  tlit>  XIX.,  ruHjiectrulIy  Htati- 
tbat  they,  as  well  a«  thone  of  tht>  atoresalU  ('oiupaiiy  at  tlj<' 
Ctiaiuber  of  AuiBterdam  in  partlrulur,  liave  lieretofore  fr>'- 
gaently  represented  to  your  High  MightiiieHneH  tliat  the  Eii- 
gliHli  nation  bordering  at  tlie  North  side  uii  your  laiidx  of  Ni'w 
Netherland,  has  for  luaay  yeartt  liwti  tryinu  iiiul  endeavoring, 
by  unseemly  practk-ex  and  niean^  on  unfounded  preteni-en,  ti- 
invatle  our  lands  and  Jurisdictions  there. 

Yea,  has  proKreweil  bo  far  in  them,  that  of  tlie  three  chief 
rivers  which  lie  within  the  limits  of  New  Netherlaud.  viz'.  The 
South  river.  North  river  and  Fresh  river,  it  hatl.  hy  such 
usurpations,  made  itself  eonipleto  iiiHfter  of  the  last  naimil : 
Also  of  a  portion  of  Lour  Island,  lyin^  oti  the  East  enil.  all 
contrary  to  a  multitude  of  protects. 

And  tliat  such  nation,  in  tliese,  it«  innufferahle  proceeding.-. 
seems  to  have  been  backed  by  the  English  government  here,  m* 
that  greater  and  more  hostile  attempts  and  designs  on  itx  pHrt 
were  afterwards  the  consequence,  for  some  had  tried,  by  siiiii^- 
t«r  means  and  oi>en  practices,  to  debauch  your  High  Uighti- 
nenses  and  the  Company's  Inhabitants  there,  and  to  seduce 
theiu  from  the  oath  and  obedience  they  owed  thexaiue:  all 
which,  and  how  it  happened  front  the  beginning  down,  can  In- 
seen  in  the  accompanying  De<1ii<-tioit  and  the  apiienclicef  therc- 
,  unto  appertaining.  And  iilthouich  the  Directors  hail  hopeil 
that,  on  the  discovery  and  expCKure  <if  hucIi  iinrighteons  and 
hostile  designs,  that  nation,  a^  if  overwhelmed  by  Kliame, 
would  have  henceforth  abstained  from  Its  so  unjust  usurpation 
of  the  Company's  land  and  jurisdiction; 

Yet  they  find  that.slill  recently  and  namely  laxt  year.l«5!t.  it 
has  endeavored   to  settle  on  the  North  river,  with  a  view  to

dispossess  and  thrust  the  Company  in  time  therefrom,  or  at 
least  to  draw  off  and  destroy  the  Beaver  trade.  And  howbeit 
the  Company's  officers  in  that  country  have  opposed  this,  and 
plainly  and  fully  proved  tlie  want  of  foundation  on  the  part 
of  the  English  in  this  instance,  and  consequently  clearly  re- 
futed their  frivolous  exception*  evasions  and  pretences,  as  is 
also  to  be  seen  by  the  aforesaid  Deduction;  nevertheless,  they 
have  learneil  by  the  last  accounts  from  New  Netherland,  that 
the  English  neighbors  from  the  North  adhere  to  their  design 
to  settle,  willingly  or  unwillingly,  and  to  form  a  Colonie  on 
the  aforesaid  North  river. 

Another  and  aggravated  difficulty  has,  in  addition,  arisen 
from  the  English  neighbors  situated  at  the  South  between 
Virginia  and  the  South  river,  in  a  place  called  Merrilaut,  who 
had  presumed,  at  the  latter  part  of  the  last  year,  to  summon, 
by  fire  and  sword,  not  only  the  fortress  named  New  Amstel, 
lying  on  the  aforesaid  South  river,  and  where  the  Worshipful 
government  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam  hath  established  and  in- 
cluded its  Colonie,  but,  and  of  a  consequence  also,  the  entire 
South  river,  and  that  in  virtue  of  a  certain  patent  or  grant 
given  and  accorded  to  a  certain  Baron  Baltimore,  by  Charle« 
the  first,  King  of  England,  of  illustrious  memory; 

Notwithsta,nding  it  appears,  from  the  aforesaid  pat-ent  itself, 
that  'twas  obtained  and  procured  from  his  Royal  Majesty  on 
fraudulent  representations:  namely,  that  the  lands  were  not, 
at  the  time,  in  the  possession  of  any  one,  the  contrary  whereof, 
'tis  conclusively  proved,  was  done  by  the^Dutch  nation,  which 
hath  taken  possession  of  the  aforesaid  river  many  years  before 
the  said  patent  was  obtained ;  as  can  also  be  «een  in  the  afore- 
mentioned Deduction. 

So  that  the  Company  is  menaced  and  in  danger  of  being 
utterly  ousted  and  expelled  from  its  so  justly  possessed  New 
Netherland  Province  in  that  American  country^  on  both  sides; 
namely,  by  the  English  on  the  North  and  South,  who  out- 
number our  people  there:  whereby  this  State  and  its  loyal  in- 
habitants are  about  to  lose  the  benefits,  advantages  and  profits, 
which,  in  respect  of  divers  conveniencies  they  now  possess  and 
daily  expect  more  and  more  to  enjoy  (to  avoid  prolixity  these 
are  here  omitted,  having  been,  heretofore,  frequently  demon- 
strated) :  the  aforesaid  Province  being  already  brought  to  such 
a  posture  that  it  not  only  can  subsist  ot  itself  but  is  beginning 
to  produce  reasonable  fruits  and  revenue;  so  that,  with  God*s 
lielp,  it  will,  in  a  few  years,  reimburse,  especially  if  what  is 
usurped  l^e  restored  and  peaceable  possession  l)e  then  permitted, 
the  expenses  incurred  in  the  settlement  and  advancement  there- 
of, which  amount  to  far  beyond  ten  tons  of  gold. 
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Wherefore  the  Directors  have  coneid^red  it  their  duty. hereby, 
humbly  to  request  you,  High  and  Mighty,  to  be  pluased,  on 
this  ocoMiOD,  to  commiiwion  ttnd  instruct  the  AuibasBadons 
now  about  to  proeeed  to  Entclnnd,  not  only  to  coiuploln  of  all 
such  unseemly  and  lioatlle  procedingu,  but,  and  particularly, 
alHO,  further  seriously  to  urge,  request  and  intreat  liis  Uajesty 
the  King  of  England: 

First— That  Baron  Baltimore,  who  resides  in  England,  may 
dmJHt  froru  hie  unfounded  pretensionid  and  consequently  leave 
our  [leople  yonder  untuolested. 

And  at  least  allow  this  matter  to  remain  in  utatu  until  Com- 
miseiouere  on  both  sides  should  there  make  and  agree  upon  a 
boundary  between  Merrilant  and  New  Netberland. 

Secondly — That  his  Majesty  may  resolve  and  order  that  the 
Preitli  river  and  the  lands  on  both  sides  thereof,  together  with 
a  part  of  Long  laland,  unjustly  usurped  from  the  Comt>auy  l>y 
the  English  of  the  North,  may  be  again  restored  to  it,  and  con- 
nequently  that  the  English,  who  have  sett1e<l  there  and  are 
wllliag  to  remain,  shall  be  bound  to  comport  themselves  like 
the  other  your  High  Mightinesses  and  the  Company')'  vtcesals 
and  subjects  there,  ftc. 

And  thirdly — That  a  boundary  line  between  the  said  Northern 
English  and  the  Company  Iw  then  made  and  concluded,  as 
iMtiiig  the  only  means  to  preclude  and  prevent  their  invasionii 
Mnd  usurpations  in  future. 

And  as  the  Company  will  hereby,  In  all  appearance,  arrive 
ut  a  peaceable  posseHslon,  and  the  result  will  tend  to  the  great 
peare  of  both  nations  In  those  parts,  we  cannot  (with  submis- 
sion) doubt  but  you,  High  and  Mighty,  will  make  such  goo<l 
order  in  the  premises  and  cause  such  aid  to  lie  contributed  as 
the  Importance  of  the  case  and  your  wisdom  shall  dictate. 

We  shan  only  add,  on  this  occasion,  as  King  Charles  the 
First,  of  Illustrious  memory,  the  father  of  his  present  Royal 
Majesty  liath  pleased,  on  the  most  humble  petition  of  the 
We»t  India  Company,  to  declare  and  cnnseiit  that  Its  ships, 
whether  equipped  for  commerce  or  war,  lioth  in  the  voyage 
out  and  home,  shall  have  and  enjoy,  without  any  molestation 
hindrance  and  obstacle,  free  ingresK  and  egress  in  an<l  for  all 
his  Majesty's  harbors,  roadsteads  and  creeks,  as  is  more  fully 
Id  be  seen  by  his  act  of  consent  given  at  Whitehall  on  the  S*^ 
September,  1627,  copy  whereof  is  hereunto  annexed;  that  your 
High  Mightinesses  will  please  to  instruct  and  commission  the 
Ambassadors  to  procure  from  his  Majesty  the  confirmation 
and  renewal  of  the  act  of  conwnt  aforesaid,  so  that  the  Com- 
pany may,  on  all  occasions  make  use  of  it  according  to  circum- 
staDoes.     Which  doing,  tee. 
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DEDUCTION,  OR  BRIEF  AND  CLEAR  ACCOUNT  OP 
THE  SITUATION  OF  NEW  NETUERLAND;  WHO 
HAVE  BEEN  ITS  FIRST  DISCOVERERS  AND  POSS- 
ESSORS, TOGETHER  WITH  THE  UNSEEMLY  AND 
HOSTILE  USURPATION  COMMITTED  BY  THE  EN- 
GLISH NEIGHBORS  ON  THE  LANDS  LYING  THERE 
WITHIN  THE  LIMITS  OF  THE  INCORPORATED 
WEST  INDIA  COMPANY. 


Nkw  Nbthkrland  18  situated  on  the  north  coast  of  America, 
in  latitude  38  to  41A  decrees,  or  thereabouts,  along  the  coast*, 
being  bounded  on  the  Northeast  by  the  countries  now  called 
New  England,  and  on  the  Southwest,  Virginia. 

This  district  or  country,  which  is  right  fruitful,  good  and 
salubrious,  was  first  discovered  and  found  in  the  3'ear  1609,  by 
the  Nether  landers,  as  its  name  imports,  at  their  own  cost,  by 
means  of  one  Hendrick  Hudson,  skipper  and  merchant,  in  the 
ship  the  Halve  Maene  sailing  in  the  service  of  the  incorporatec* 
East  India  Company;  for  the  natives  or  Indians,  on  his  first 
coming  there,  regarded  the  ship  with  miglity  wonder  and  looked 
upon  it  as  a  sea  monst«r,  declaring  that  such  a  ship  or  people 
had  never  been  there. 

The  discovery  of  this  country  by  Netherlanders  is  further 
confirmed  by  the  fact  that  all  the  islands,  bays,  harbors,  rivers, 
kills  and  places,  even  a  great  way  on  either  side  of  Cape  Cod, 
called  by  our  people  New  Holland,  have  Dutch  names,  which 
were  given  by  Dutch  navigators  and  traders. 

In  the  year  following  this  discovery,  namely  in  1610,  some 
merchants  again  sent  a  ship  thither  from  this  country,  and 
obtained  afterwards  from  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  States- 
General  a  grant  to  reyort  and  trade  exclusively  to  these  parts, 
as  appears  by  the  co[)y  hereunto  annexed  under  letter  A.,  to 
which  end  they  likewise,  in  the  year  1G15,  built  on  the  North 
river,  about  the  Island  Manhattans,  a  redoubt  or  little  fort, 
wherein  was  left  a  small  garrison,  some  people  usually  re- 
maining there  to  carry  on  trade  with  the  Natives  or  Indians. 
This  was  continued  and  maintained  until  their  High  Mighti- 
nesses did,  in  the  year  1022,  include  this  country  of  New  Neth- 
erland  in  the  charter  of  the  West  India  Company. 

This  Province  of  New  Netherland  wtis  then  immediately 
occupied  and  taken  possession  of  by  the  said  Company,  ac- 
conli ng  as  circumstances  permitted,  iis  in  the  case  in  all  new 
undertakings.     For   which    purpose   they   caused   to  \\e   built 
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there,  since  the  year  1623,  four  forts,  to  wit:  two  on  the  North 
river  namely  Amsterdam  and  Orange;  one  on  the  South  river, 
ealled  Nassaw,  and  the  last  on  the  Fresh  river,  called  The 
Hope.  From  the  beginning,  a  garrison  has  been  always  sta- 
tioned and  maintained  in  all  these  forts. 

The  Company  had  erectetl  these  forts  both  Southward  and 
Northward,  not  only  with  a  view  to  close  and  appropriate  the 
aforesaid  rivers,  but  likewise  as  far  as  title  by  occupation  tends, 
the  lands  around  them  and  within  their  borders  (being  then 
about  sixty  leagues  along  the  coast)  and  on  the  other  side  of 
the  rivers,  to  possess,  to  declare  as  their  own  and  to  preserve 
against  all  foreign  or  domestic  nations,  who  will  endeavor  to 
usurp  the  same,  contrary  to  the  Company*s  will  and  pleasure. 

And  for  greater  quiet  and  security,  and,  in  order  more  law- 
fully to  confirm  their  possession,  the  Company  caused  their 
servants  to  purchase  from  the  nations  there,  as  can  be  seen  by 
divers  resolutions,  deeds  and  conveyances,  many  and  divers 
lands  situated  in  various  places  within  their  aforesaid  limits, 
whereon  boundary  posts  were  erecte<l,  to  which  their  High 
Mightinesses'  anns  were  affixed,  in  order  to  notify  other  nations 
coming  there  that  the  country  was  owned  and  possesscKl. 

The  subsequent  circumstances  of  the  Company  alone  pre- 
vented the  occupation,  by  forts,  of  the  River  Pequatosfocket. 
Narikansick,  otherwise  called  Sloop's  Bay,  which  are  situate 
behind  Cape  Cod. 

Which  circumstances  being  observetl  by  the  Enjjlish  of  New 
Plymouth,  in  New  England,  they  began  to  build,  some  leagues 
alx>ve  the  Company's  fort  The  Hope,  a  trading-house  of  which 
one  Master  Pinsen  was  the  first  coiumander. 

Wouter  van  Twiller,  the  Company's  Director,  duly  protested 
against  this  in  the  year  1635,  and  admonished  the  said  Pinsen 
to  remove  without  tlie  Company's  possessetl  iiirisdiction,  who, 
refusing, placed  himself  on  the  defensive.  This  Pinsen  remained, 
though  unlawfully  in  possession,  because  the  Company's  ser- 
vants were  not  authorized  to  show  any  hostility  to  the  English. 

The  latter,  becoming  bold,  from  time  to  time,  on  account  of 
the  increase  of  numbers  in  their  country,  in  consequence  of 
the  troubles  in  England,  encroacheil  Westerly  below  Cape  Cod, 
on  the  Dutch  limits,  absorbing  Rhode  Island.  Block  Island, 
Martin's  Vineyard,  Sloop's  Bay,  howbeit  possession  had  been 
taken  thereof,  for  the  Company,  in  the  year  1630,  by  one  Abra- 
ham Pieterss,  of  Haerlem,  on  the  Island  of  Queteurs,  situate 
in  front  of  said  bay,  and  Pequators  river,  which  they  pretend 
to  have  conquered  by  force  of  arms  from  the  natives,  inasmuch 
as  they  have  wholly  subjugated  that  nation. 

The   English,    not   satistleil    with  the  foregoing  usurpations 
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within  the  Uinits  of  New  Netherland,  continued  these  iiL- 
proper  proceedings,  and  have,  contrary  to  tlie  law  of  natious 
(inasmuch  as  all  the  lands  thereabouts  were  purchased  by  the 
Company*s  servants)and  agrainsta  multitude  of  protests, found- 
ed a  comely  city,  called  Hartford,  about  a  gunshot  from  Fort 
Hope,  oa  the  Fresh  river,  together  with  divers  other  towns 
and  hamlets. 

The  English,afterward8  perceiving  no  consequence  or  obstruc- 
tion to  follow  those  protests,  went  on  in  their  unseemly  usurp- 
ations and  built,  six  leagues  to  the  Westward,  a  handsome  city 
called  New  Haven,  witli  some  villages  and  hamlets.  Divers 
pfotests  were  made  against  this,  as  aforesaid. 

IjQQg  Island,  which  is  encompassed  Southwardly  by  the  Qreat 
ocean  aad  Northwardly  by  the  E&Bt  river,  is  about  30  leagues 
in  length,  «OMi  was,  before  the  English  had  any  pretension  or 
ever  made  any  elaim  to  it,  taken  possession  of  by  the  Dut^h 
in  the  name  of  tlM»  Company,  by  planting  the  villages  of 
Amersfoort,  Heemsltde»  Flushing,  Gravesend  and  Breuokelen, 
with  a  goodly  number  of  bouweries  and  plantations,  the  in- 
habitants thereof  being  all  subjects  and  vassals  of  their  High 
Mightinesses  and  of  the  ComipMAy. 

Notwithstanding  which,  thal^  Island  has  not  remained  free 
from  such  unseemly  usurpers,  for  Uie  English  of  New  Haven 
(called  Rodenbergh  by  the  Dutch  of  oldtm  times)  have  planted, 
on  the  east  end  of  Long  Island,  two  litlid  villages  named 
Southampton  and  Southold. 

In  like  manner,  in  the  Kromme  Gouw,  which  is  an  inland 
sea  in  liong  Island, have  they  usurped  what  is  called  Ctaornart's 
Island  belonging  to  Long  Island,  and  lying  very  convsnuent 
for  the  cotl  and  other  fishery. 

Yea,  this  usurpation  is  intermixed  with  the  greatest  con- 
tempt and  contumely  in  the  world;  for  though  'twas  known 
to  the  English  that  the  Company  had  caiise<1  to  be  purchased 
all  the  lands  on  Long  Island  which  were  belonging  to  a  certain 
Chief  or  Sachem  named  Pensauits,  and  though  their  High 
Mightinesses'  arms  were,  in  token  of  possession,  afnxed  there 
to  a  certain  tree,  yet  that  nation  hath  not  only  thrown  down 
the  aforesaid  arms  but  carved  a  fool's  face  in  the  place  thereof 
to  the  gross  disparagement  of  their  High  Mightinesses. 

Whose  subjects  then  have  been  forced  also  to  submit  to  many 
injuries  and  affronts  from  that  nation,  both  in  their  persons 
and  property,  as  also  appears,  among  other  matters,  from  a 
certain  appendix  annexed  under  letter  B. 

And  although,  for  all  such  indecorous  proceedings,  satisfac- 
tion has  been,  divers  times,  demanded  by  letter,  yet  hath  none 
resulted  nor  can  be  any  obtained. 
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In  this  wise,  then,  have  th«  Enfflitb,  by  nnrigfaleoait  aran*>' 
tio&,iaadetheuiKlTmuut«r«or&ll  the beforeuientioDcd  pla/ee* 
and  particul&rlf  of  tbe  beautiful  Fresh  riTer,  uotwitbrtAndiog 
they  well  knew  mud  vere  «ware  that  the  Couipaoy  hail  not 
only  ratified  the  poawwion  of  the  aforesaid  river  by  the  cod- 
structioit  of  its  fortrns  and  MMue  Itoaweries  besides,  but  that 
it  had  pnrchai«d,  long  before  th«ir  coniiaK,  from  the  natives 
and  proprietors,  many  lands  thereabouts,  which  were,  acoorii- 
iQ|[ly,  conveyed  to  it. 

This  oan  also  be  suUeiently  proved  by  wtiat  those  of  >'ew 
England,  the  usurpers  of  the  aforesaid  Fresh  river,  have  done 
at  the  time  the  troablee  betwwa  KlngCbarks  1.,  of  illustrious 
memory,  and  liis  Parllaineat  had  burst  furth  in  England  to 
acts  of  hostility ;  vii'.  offering  to  pay  to  the  Company's  officers 
there  an  annual  aeknowledgeiueni,  or  to  conclude  a  bargain 
with  them;  alto,  to  this  end,  sending  hither,  in  the  year  IMI. 
one  ICr.  Hugh  Pet«r,  a  Minister  at  Baleiu,  with  instruction 
an  1  autltonty  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  Company 
ou  that  Hubjert,  both  which  cau,  also  in  souie  wise,  lie  seeu 
from  the  copy  of  the  letter  of  credence  and  ot  the  written  pm- 
tmsltion  hereunto  aunened  under  Letter  C. 

In  like  nianaer,  also,  did  the  Kbo<le  Iitlaud  iiMurpen:,  wlieii 
at  loggerheads  with  tlioiie  of  The  Bay,  apply  lo  the  Coiupaiiy'is 
otBoers  In  those  parts  to  tieniiit  them  tii  coiue  and  hide  aiimiig 
the  Dutch:  all  which  can  more  dearly  and  fully  lie  proved  and 
confirmed  by  tiie  itapers  and  documents  remaining  with  the 
OouipnnyH'  officers  in  New  Neiherland. 

But  hince  the  unfavorable  change  in  the  government  of  Kii- 
ffland,  that  nation,  in  order  to  gioze  over  itc  doingK  ynnilfr, 
bath  had  recourse  to  divers  HUbterfuges,  circuiiistaucea,  for^is) 
pretences  and  false  arguiiientt)  to  olwcure  ami  overthrow  the 
Company's  lawful  (■laimit  and  just  riccht;  afterwards,  from 
time  to  time,  proceeding  persiHtently  and  even  lioldly  in  thiK 
their  so  unrighteoux  usurpation  on  the  CoiupHiiy's  lauilb  iind 
Jurisdiction,  unto  the  palpable  injury  of  thiH  State  and  Coin- 
pany. 

Neither  did  they  rest  satisfied  with  thiH  intolerable  usiir|in- 
tioD,  for  it  apptmrs  their  cupidity  was  extending  further,  when 
some  of  that  natloo  endeavored,  by  Hiuicter  means  and  o|)en 
practioea,  to  dispossesfi  and  drive  the  Oomiwuy  wholly  from 
that  country  of  America,  or  at  least  to  bring  its  subjects  there 
nnder  their  government.  These  iiieniix  consisted  in  del>auehiiig 
und  inciting  them,  and  endeavoring  to  neduce  tliem  from  the 
oath  they  have  taken  and  by  whirh  they  were  liound  to  the 
Company;  as  is  sufficiently  apparent,  among  the  rest.  Iiy  a 
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certain   8e<litiou8  and   mutinous   letter  written   by  one  John 
Onderhill,  copy  whereof  is  annexed  under  Letter  D. 

Whereupon  it  followed,  on  the  9^  March,  1655,  when  the 
difficulties  here  between  England  and  Netherland  had  long 
\)ee\i  adjusted,  that  some  seditious  Englishmen,  among  whom 
were  George  Baxter  and  James  Huybert,  inhabitants  of  this 
State  and  under  the  Company,  did,  in  the  town  of  Oravesend, 
on  Long  Island,  publicly,  and  before  all  the  world,  declare 
themselves  subjects  of  the  Government  or  Republic  of  England, 
to  that  end  setting  up  its  arms  there;  as  can  l)e  seen  by  the 
annexed  copy  under  Letter  E. 

Notwithstanding  these  mutinous  subjects  knew,  for  a  cer- 
tainty, that  the  State  or  Government  of  England  had  not  a 
shadow  of  claim  in  the  world  to  this  village  of  Gravesend, 
which  was  lying,  with  Heemstede,  Amersfort,  Breuokelen, 
Flushing  and  some  others  on  Long  Island;  as  can  be  clearly 
enough  seen  by  the  supplicatory  and  humble  letters  which  the 
aforesaid  English  and  Magistrates  of  the  villages  ^foresaid, 
and  particularly  Gravesend  and  Heemstede.  have,  from  time  to 
time,  addressed  to  the  Directors  of  the  West  India  Company, 
Chamber  at  Amsterdam,  as  their  Lords  and  Patroons,  whereof 
some  copies  are  annexed  under  I^etter  F.  ' 

And  although  this  attempt  did  abort  through  the  foresight 
of  the  Company^s  officers, yet  that  nation  did  not  long  lie  still, 
but,  us  was  their  custom,  continued  to  encroach  on  and  in  our 
binds  and  jurisiiiction,  and,  among  others,  on  the  aforesaid 
Long  Island,  which  although  protested  iigainst,yet  have  those 
who  had  squatted  there  dared  to  give  a  very  strange  and  serious 
answer  (which  whs  not  the  first  time)  ;  iiscan  be  seen  from  the 
two  copies  of  Protest  and  Answer  annexed  under  Ixjtter  G. 

By  these  strange  and  unheard-of  proceedings  of  the  English, 
the  Company's  officers  in  that  country  were  greatly  embar- 
rassed, being  apprehensive  that  such  insufferable  action  and 
boldness  might  be  encouraged;  wherefore  they  then  have 
communciated  these  things,  from  time  to  time  to  the  neigh- 
boring Governors  of  New  England,  by  way  of  complaint,  and 
besought  them  that  such  hostile  action  and  insufferable  usur- 
pation l>e  not  countenanced,  but  rather  opposed,  by  them  kb 
good  neighbors  and  allies  were  bound  and  holden  to  do. 

Whereupon  many  excuses  were  made,  but  not  such  as  coulil 
remove  the  presumption  to  the  cx)ntrary :  which  was  more  con- 
firmed and  strengthened  when  advice  was  received  that  they 
had  sent  thence,  by  way  of  Boston,  to  Old  England,  one  James 
Grover,  one  of  George  Baxter  and  James  Huybert*B  accoom- 
]»licer;,  and  the  very  man  who  had  set  up  the  arms  of  the  Re- 
public of  England  in  the  village  of  Gravesend. 
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Which  JaiueaGrover  ttfterwardH  came  there,  in  the  year  1607, 
brlngtng  with  liiui  n  letter  from  the  preteoded  Protector. 
OllverCroiuwell,  addrestied  to  the  Ed|;UbU  InhabitaQts of  Lurk 
IbIhucI,  which  he  afterwarda  preKented  to  the  Ma^atrateH  of 
the  villaKe  of  Qraveaend,  beloiipriiig,  as  alraady  Htated,  to 
the Coiui>any'it  jurlHdictiou,  to  be  opeuecl  and  read:  as  Ib  to  be 
tteeii  by  two  cupitM  of  letters  written  by  the  Company's  officers 
there  and  annexed  under  Letter  H.  This  could  not  tend  to 
any  other  |)ur)>OHe  than  tu  dissuatle  and  HOduce  the  inhabitant)) 
of  this  State  and  Company  from  the  obedience  and  oath  tbey 
had  taken  and  were  owing  to  the  aaine. 

Prom  this  mode  of  procee<!inK,  it  clearly  appears  that  tiuch 
usurpers  and  mutineers  were  backed  up  and  encouraged  even 
by  the   English   home  government. 

Whlcli  support  and  encouragement  then  buvesoconnt^naDCMl 
and  emboldened  those  of  New  England,  that  notwithstanding 
they  dispossessed  and  shoved  tlie  company  from  the  entire  Fresit 
river,  as  also  from  the  Eastern  part  of  Iiung  liilaQd,yet,not  sat- 
i^fled  with  that,  tbey  have  cast  their  eyes  on  the  North  river, 
in  the  neighborhood  of  n  place  culled  Wapping's  kill,  situate 
Iwtween  Forts  Ainstordiun  and  Orange,  with  a  view  todispossess 
the  Company,  in  time,  of  it;  nay,  at  least  to  draw  olT  the 
iK-aver  trade.  Hut  not  being  well  able  to  eflTect  their  purpose 
u'iiliout  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  the  Company's  officers, 
they  requested  of  them  tree  passage,  under  color  of  planting  a 
('olonie  there,  maintaining  that  it  couid  not  be  refused  them, 
in  regard,  particularly  (as  they  say),  that  the  aforesaid  selected 
place,  according  to  u  certain  patent  granted  by  the  illustrious 
King  Charles].,  was  within  the  resort  of  Massachusetts  Colony. 
And.  although  It  bit  oliJecte<l  thereto  and  clearly  and  plainly 
shown  that,  even  athnittlng  such  i>atent  to  have  l)een  grant«d, 
it  could  not  take  uway  the  power  and  untliority  of  the  High 
and  Mighty  LordK  HtatcB-Oeneral  of  the  Free  United  Nether- 
lands, whose  sulijei'ts  tirst  diseoverwl  that  («juntry  of  America, 
and  ]>articularly  the  North  river,  and  also  had  taken  poseession 
thereof  afterwards,  under  cbarl^-r  from  theirHigh  Mightinesses, 
as  heretofore  set  forth,  being  long  before  the  illustrious  King 
<;harles'  father  succeed ei I  to  tla- kingdom,  which  first  happene<l 
in  the  year  1H25.  Xotwithstanding  this,  we  learn  by  the  Inst 
despatches  received  fiom  New  Netherland  that  that  nation  at 
the  .North  still  remain  dispos<>d,  with  or  without  consent,  to 
(diint  a  Oolonie  on  the  North  river  aforesaid. 

About  the  same  time  and  in  the  latter  part  of  the  aforesaid 
year  IIWIP,  newsarrive*!  here  that  some  other  Englishmen  in  the 
South,  from  a  place  called  the  Province  of  Merrilnnt,  Bitnat« 
37— Vol.  V. 
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ill  Chesapeak  bay,  between  the  South  river  aud  Virginia,  liave 
had  the  presuinption  to  demand,  by  fire  and  sword,  not  only 
the  fortress  called  New  Aiiistel,  lying  on  the  aforesaid  South 
river,  where  the  worshipful  government  of  the  city  of  Amster- 
dam have  established  and  include<l  their  Oolonie,but,and  of  a 
consequence,  also  the  aforesaid  entire  river,  with  bold  jiiid 
intolerable  menaces,  founding  their  right  on  a  certain  patnit 
or  grant  which  the  illustrious  King  Charles  I.  had  nlso  given 
to  Cecilius  Calvert,  Baron  of  Baltimore,  who  is  residing  here 
in  Old  England. 

This  unheard  of  and  hostile  mode  of  summons  took  the 
Company's  officers  there  greatly  by  surprise,  having  never  ex- 
pected any  pretence  or  claim  from  that  quarter,  which  also 
could  not  be  put  forth  with  any  sort  of  foundation,  it  being  a 
place  within  the  resort  of  the  Province  of  New  Netherland, 
the  possession  of  this  South  river,  being  itself  sealed  with  the 
blood  of  their  High  Mightinesses*  subjects;  for  the  Company 
having,  in  its  infancy,  planteil  a  Colonic  called  the  Whorekill, 
and  erected  a  small  fort  there  on  the  west  side  of  the  bay, 
within  the  South  Cape,  they  were  all  in  course  of  some  time, 
murdered  and  slain  by  the  Indians. 

And  afterwards,  in  the  year  162B,  as  hereinbefore  stated,  the 
West  India  Company  caused  Fort  Nassau  to  be  erected  16  (m  16 
leagues  up  the  river  on  the  east  bank  (which  was  maintained 
with  a  constant  garrison  until  the  year  1650,  when  it  was  re- 
move<l  thence,  and  the  river  downwards  on  the  west  bank  wiif 
included  where  the  fortress  New  Amstel  is  now  standing)  ;  in 
like  manner,  also,  some  time  after,  downwards  on  the  west 
bank  a  redoubt,  called  Rivers,  or  Be  vers  rede,  was  erected  on 
the  Schuylkill;  by  that  means,  having  purchased  from  the  na- 
tives many  and  divers  lands,  in  order  to  hold  the  possession 
with  quieter  conscience,  the  Company  meant,  as  it  doth  stii) 
mean,  to  have  its  possession  in  that  quarter  so  strengthemHl, 
that  its  right  thereto  is  incontrovertible. 

In  order,  then,  to  maintain  that  right,  as  much  as  possible, 
against  such  evil-minded  neighbors,  the  Companys'  officers 
were  not  only  obliged,  at  a  great  expense,  to  secure  the  pos- 
session of  said  Fort  New  Amstel,  with  a  force  of  70  and  more 
soldiers,  but  they  have  also  for  peace  sake,  to  prevent  further 
mischief,  resolved  on  an  Fjiiibassy  to  the  Governor  and  Council 
of  Merrihmt,  to  dissuade  and  deter  them,  if  possible  from  their  so 
unrighteous  design, and  accordingly  to  furnish  them  a  cle^ir  and 
I)recise  explanation  of  the  incoiitrovertable  right  their  Hi>;h 
Mightinesses  and  the  Com[>any  were  having  to  the  said  river, 
with  further  offer,  irrefragably  and  forever  to  f^x  the  boundary 
between  the  Province  of  Merrilant  and   New  Netherland,  by 
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Ooiuiiiissi oners  to  be  appoinietl  on  both  sides,  or  else,  in  case  of 
disagreement, to  refer  tlie  matter  to  the  respective  Sovereiin^s  in 
Europe:  and  if  all  this  were  refused, generally  to  protest  against 
all  damages,  costs  and  losses  which  already  had  'been  suffered, 
and  would  still  accrue,as  can  be  seen  in  its  length  and  breadth, 
in  the  copy  of  the  Declaration  or  Manifest,  politely  drawn  up 
by  the  aforesaid  Ambassadors,  and  delivered  over  to  the  said 
Governor  and  Council  of  Merrilant,  annexed  under  Letter  L 

And  such  Embtissy  and  explanation  of  matters,  in  like  man- 
ner, ought  to  have  made  them,  when  sufficiently  convinced  to 
desist  from  their  design,  as  less  stubl>om  and  more  peaceable 
neighbors  would  have  done;  yet  have  they  continued  i>ersistent 
in  their  previous  claim,  vizS  that  the  fortress  and  (Jolonie  of 
New  Amst^l,  and,  of  a  consequence,  the  entire  South  river, 
was  lying  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Province  of  Merrilant, 
according  to  the  pretended  patent  or  charter  grante<i  to  the 
above  named  Baron  Balthasar  More. 

After  which,  also,  did  the  aforesaid  Baron  now  recently, 
and  namely,  on  the  vii^  June,  1600,  send  unto  the  Directors  of 
the  Incorporated  West  India  Company  at  Amsterdam,  a  trans- 
lation of  the  aforesaid  patent  or  grant,  in  confirmation  of  the 
claim  put  forth  by  him  and  his  in  that  quarter,  and  accordingly 
demanding  submission  and  obedience  of  the  aforesaid  place  and 
inhabitants  of  New  Amstel,  or,  in  case  of  refusal,  protesting 
against  said  Company  and  declaring  that  he,  at  a  more  con- 
venient time,  shall  and  will  reduce  the  aforesaid  Coloiiie  under 
his  authority  and  obedience. 

Which  came  upon  the  Directors  with  so  much  the  greater 
surprise,  as  it  can  be  cleary  proved  even  by  the  aforesaid  [latent 
or  grant, that  their  High  Mightinesses  and  the  Companys'  sub- 
jects have  been  the  first  possessors  of  the  South  river,  for  the 
date  of  the  aforesaid  patent  is  June,  1632. 

And  that  it  was  obtained  on  fraudulent  or  at  least  on  ignor- 
ant pretences,  for  the  aforesaid  patent  states,  among  other 
things,  in  substance :  That  the  Baron  of  Baltimore  was  petition- 
ing his  Royal  Majesty  for  t>erniission  to  transport, at  his  own  ex- 
pense a  considerable  Colony  of  the  English  nation  to  a  country 
or  territory  in  the  hitherto  uncultivated  and  unplanted  parts 
of  America, although  inhabited  in  some  parts  thereof  by  certain 
savage  people,  possessing  no  knowledge  of  Altnighty  God. 

Ergo^  not  in  a  place  whi<»li,  was  already  possesse<l,  planted 
and  cultivated,  by  other  fr(»e  nations  and  (Christians,  beinj; 
subjects  of  their  High  Mightinesses,  the  l^ords  State  General. 
on  a  charter  thereto  sjiecially  grante<l,  and  that  so  many  years 
before,  Jis  already  so  clearly  and  conclusively  demonstrated. 
King  Charles  the  First,  of  illustrious  memory,  being  likewise 
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in  Chesapeak  bay,  between  the  South  river  aiul  Virginia,  liave 
liad  the  presumption  to  demand,  by  fire  and  sword,  not  only 
the  fortress  called  New  Amstel,  lying  on  the  aforesaid  South 
river,  where  the  worshipful  government  of  the  city  of  Auist»*r- 
dam  have  established  and  included  their  Colonic,  but, and  of  a 
consequence,  also  the  aforesaid  entire  river,  with  bold  iiiul 
intolerable  menaces,  founding  their  right  on  a  certain  pati'iit 
or  grant  which  the  illustrious  King  Charles  I.  had  also  given 
to  Cecil! us  Calvert,  Baron  of  Baltimore,  who  is  residing  here 
in  Old  England. 

This  unheard  of  and  hostile  mode  of  summons  took  the 
Company's  officers  there  greatly  by  surprise,  having  never  ex- 
pected any  pretence  or  claim  from  that  quarter,  which  al^io 
could  not  be  put  forth  with  any  sort  of  foundation,  it  being  a

And  afterwards,  in  the  year  1623,  as  hereinbefore  stated,  the 
West  India  Company  caused  Fort  Nassau  to  be  erected  15  (a)  16 
leagues  up  the  river  on  the  east  bank,  (which  was  maintained 
with  a  constant  garrison  until  the  year  1660,  when  it  was  re- 
moved thence,  and  the  river  downwards  on  the  west  bank  way 
inc^luded  where  the  fortress  New  Amstel  is  now  standing) ;  in 
like  manner,  also,  some  time  after,  downwards  on  the  vn^t 
bank  a  redoubt,  called  Rivers,  or  Bevers  rKle,  was  erected  on 
the  Schuylkill;  by  that  means,  having  purchased  from  the  na- 
tives many  and  divers  lands,  in  order  to  hold  the  possession 
with  quieter  conscience,  the  Company  meant,  as  it  doth  still 
mean,  to  have  its  possession  in  that  quarter  so  streng^hencnl, 
that  its  right  thereto  is  incontrovertible. 

In  order,  then,  to  maintain  that  right,  as  much  as  possible, 
against  such  evil-minded  neighbors,  the  Companys*  officers 
were  not  only  obliged,  at  a  great  expense,  to  secure  the  pos- 
session of  said  Fort  New  Amstel,  with  a  force  of  70  and  more 
soldiers,  but  they  have  also  for  peace  sake,  to  prevent  further 
mischief,  resolved  on  an  Embassy  to  the  Governor  and  Council 
of  Merrilant,to  dissuade  and  deter  them,  if  possible  from  their  w> 
unrighteous  design, and  accordingly  to  furnish  them  a  clear  and 
precise  explanation  of  the  incontrovertable  right  their  Hi>;h 
Mightinesses  and  the  Company  were  having  to  the  said  river, 
with  further  offer,  irrefragably  and  forever  to  fix  the  boundary 
between  the  Province  of  Merrilant  and    New  Netherland,  by 
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CtiiumisHloDera  tt>  be  appulniM)  on  both  sldes.or  else,  in  cast)  of 
diita£r««!iiienl,to  refer  the  iiiutt«r  to  the  reupective  SorereinDB  In 
.  Europe:  and  If  nil  thU  were  refused,  Kenerally  to  protect  againpt 
a)l  dajiiuses,  costs  and  losees  whioh  already  hud  'been  sufTered, 
and  wonid  still  accrue.as  can  be  seen  In  itti  lenf;th  and  breadth, 
in  the  copy  of  tbe  Declaration  or  Manifest,  politely  drawn  ui> 
by  the  aforesaid  Ambassadors,  and  delivered  over  to  tbe  siiid 
Governor  and  Council!  of  Meirilant,  annexed  under  Letter  1. 

And  such  Embusny  and  explanation  of  luatterH,  in  Eilce  man- 
ner, ou);lit  to  have  made  tlieiii.  when  suRlciently  convinced  to 
desist  from  their  deHign,  as  less  stubl)om  and  more  |>eaceable 
neifthborH  would  have  ilone;  yet  have  they  continued  (Mrsisteut 
in  their  previous  claim,  viz',  that  the  fortretw  and  (Jolonie  of 
New  Amstel,  and,  of  a  connequence,  (lie  entirv  Bontli  river, 
was  lying  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Provinite  of  Merrilant, 
accurdinx  to  the  pretended  patent  or  charter  granted  to  the 
atKive  named  Baron  Balthasar  More. 

After  which,  also,  did  the  aforesaid  Baron  now  recently, 
nud  namely,  on  the  rll**  June,  1660,  t«nd  unto  the  Directom  of 
the  l!icorporate<l  West  India  Company  at  Aiuaterdani,  a  trans 
lation  of  the  aforesaid  patent  or  grant,  in  conflrmation  of  tlie 
claim  put  forth  by  him  and  liis  in  that  quarter,  and  accordingty 
demanding  submission  and  obedience  of  the  aforesaid  placeand 
inhabitants  of  New  Amatel,  or,  in  case  of  refusal,  protesting 
against  iiaid  Company  and  declaring  that  he,  at  a  more  con- 
venient time,  shall  and  will  reduce  the  aforesaid  Coionie  under 
Ilia  authority  and  obedience. 

Which  came  upon  ihe  Directors  witli  so  much  the  greater 
Nurprise,  us  it  can  t>e  cleary  prove<l  even  by  the  aforesaid  patent 
or  grant, that  their  High  MightinesseH  ami  the  CompanyK'  sub- 
jects have  been  the  flrst  poaaesaonj  of  the  South  river,  for  the 
date  of  the  aforesaid  patent  ia  June,  1833. 

And  that  it  waH  obtained  on  fraudulent  or  at  least  on  ignor. 
ant  jiretences,  for  the  aforesaid  patent  states,  among  other 
thingx.in  wihstanc*':  That  the  Baron  of  Baltimore  was  petition- 
ing hilt  Royal  Majesty  for  [wrmission  to  traneport,at  his  own  ex- 
pen»ie  a  considerable  Colony  of  the  English  nation  to  a  country 
or  territory  in  the  hitherto  uncultivated  and  unplanted  (larfs 
of  AmericA, although  inliabited  in  some  partK  thereof  liy  certain 
savage  people,  posaessing  no  linowledge  of  Almiglity  Clod. 

Ergo,  not  in  i\  place  which,  was  already  posaeased,  planted 
and  cultivated,  by  other  free  nationa  and  ChriHtians,  being 
subjects  of  their  High  Miglitineasea,  the  IiOr<ls  State  flenerul, 
on  a  charter  thereto  specially  grante<1,  and  that  so  many  years 
before,  as  already  so  clearly  and  conclualvely  demonatrated. 
King  Charles  tlie  First,  of  illustrious  memory,  being  likewi)<e 
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«if  too  generous  and  too  just  a  nature  to  give  away  and  present 
to  his  subjects,  lands  and  places  already  possessed  and  gov- 
erened  by  other  free  nations  and  his  allies,  and  over  whirh 
consequently,  no  disposition  in  the  world  appertained  or  be- 
longed to  him. 

Unless  such  be  claimed,  on  the  ground  that  the  Elnglish  na- 
tion have  had  a  settlement  prior  to  and  before  the  Nether- 
landers,  about  that  part  of  America,  to  wit,  in  Virginia. 

If  that  have  weight,  the  Dutch  nation  must,  we  think,  be 
altogether  preferred,  being  considered,  as  in  former  times, 
namely  vassals  and  subjects  of  the  King  of  Spain,  first  finder 
and  founder  of  this  new  American  world,  who  by  the  conclu- 
sion of  the  peace,  hath  made  over  to  the  Unit^  Netherland 
Province,  all  his  right  and  title  to  such  country  and  domains 
as  they  should  conquer, in  process  of  time  in  Europe,  America, 
etc. 

The  French  having  been  the  second  followers  and  discoverer? 
of  this  Northern  part  of  America,  who  are  come  there  in  the 
year  1524. 

ft 

The  English  came  there,  for  the  first  time,  many  years  after. 

But  deeming  such  claim  and  forced  argument  unnecessary, 
they  are  of  opinion  (with  submission)  that  they  have  deduced 
and*proved  clearly  and  plainly  enough  that  their  High  Mighti- 
nesses and  the  West  India  Company *8  subjects  have  been  the 
first  discoverers  and  possessors,  not  only  of  the  South  river, 
but  also  of  the  North  river  and  Fresh  river,  all  lying  within 
the  limits  of  New  Netherland  as  hereinbefore  laid  down  and 
(1  esc  rilled. 

Therefore,  the  Directors  cannot  doubt  but  their  High  Mighti- 
nesses will  maintain  the  Company, and  cause  it  to  be  supported 
in  its  so  righteous  possession,  and  will  accordingly  exert  every 
means,  and  have  the  same  employed,  that,  on  the  one  side, 
the  English  of  the  South,  namely  the  Baron  Baltimore,  may 
desist  and  cease  from  his  unjust  pretension  to  the  fortress  or 
CU)lonie  of  New  Amstel  and  the  South  river,  and  on  the  other, 
that  those  of  the  north,  or  New  England  be  prevented  and 
hindered,  not  only  from  settling  and  taking  possession  of  the 
Xorth  river,  but,  and  chiefly  be  constrained  to  restore  the 
entire  Fresh  river  and  lands  lying  on  both  sides  thereof,  to- 
gether, also,  with  a  part  of  Long  Island,  all  by  them  both 
forcibly  and  unrighteously  usurped,  so  that  the  Company  may 
Anally  succeed  in  reaping  the  fruits  and  benefits  promised,  if 
it  he  left  in  peaceable  possession  of  its  New  Netherland  con- 
cpiests  that  stand  the  Company  in  so  dear,  having  cost  it  many 
tons  of  gold  before  they  were  brought  to  such  a  state.

HON*^:  We  have  thought  proper  herewith  to  send  to  your 
Uiiniirs  the  unnexed  extract  of  our  resolutions,  adopted  on  tlic 
petition  of  those  of  the  Weet  Indiu  Coinpaiiiy  of  these  pHrtn, 
with  and  t^esides  the  papers  thereunto  appertaining,  and  to 
the  end  as  In  the  resolution  Ket  forth.  Wherewith  eudhi^, 
dec,  at  the  Hague,  S"  Noveuilier,  1000.

After  delilMration,  it  iHrettolved  and  conc^luded  that  thegentlt'- 
luen  appointed  by  reitolution  of  the  U"  Noveiut>er,  uf  last  year, 
and  of  the  a."!"  August  last,  a  Couimittee  for  tlie  alTairtt  of  tin- 
New  Netherland  Odloiiit^  xhnll  be  exhorted  and  requeuted  to 
1>ring  their  bubinesH  to  a  ulone  at  the  earliest  period  and  to  re- 
I>ort  tlieir  consideration  and  advice;  and  whereas  some  pay- 
nieute  regarding  said  Colonie  are  no  ]ireiMing  an  not  to  admit 
of  any  delay,  it  is  coiiHeuted  that  a  sum  of  six  tliousand 
guilders  tihall.  meanwhile,  be  disbursed  by  this  city  to  be  em- 
ployed for  the  aforesaid  urf^rent  payiuentH. 


6*  January,  1661. 
Mess'',  the  Commit>si oners,  by  previous  resolution  of  this 
Council  appointed  for  the  affairs  uf  this  city's  Colonic  in  New 
Netherland,  have  reported  that,  although  they  had  not  yi-t 
been  able  to  render  a  positive  opinion  on  its  afTairs,  yet  thi-y 
could  not  abstain  from  representing:  to  the  Council  that  thi- 
reputation  of  the  eity  meanwhile  deiuandeti  that  the  Directoi-s 
«>f  tliat  Colonie  be  provided  witii  funds  tor  the  L>ayment  of  thn 
acttrued  interest  on  thb  loan  negotiated  by  them,  with  the  a()- 
proval  of  this  Council;  also  for  the  Batisfaction  of  the  (>eo|>l^ 
who  haveeerved  the  city  there,  and  haventready  long  solicitnl 
their  pay;  whereunto  is  required  a  sum  of  fifteen  thousand 
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Fourthly.    The  Company  is  interested  in  the  prosperous 
population  and  maintenance  of  your  Worships*  [Colonic,] 
which,  in  case  of  rupture  with  the  En^^lish  or  Swedes,  luufft 
abide  the  first  brunt  and  be  a  wall  unto  those  of  the  North, 
although  they  willingly  admit  that  the  communication 
with  the  Virginian  English  hath  brought  the  Colonie,  up 
to  this  time,  no  loss  but  profit. 
Finally.     The  commissioners  are  of  opinion  that  the  duty  on 
the  merchandise  which  goes  to  New  Netherland,  amounting  to 
14^,  \2i  and  8]  percent,  if  not  entirely  taken  off,  as  far  aa  your 
Worships  are  concerneil,  ought  at  least  be  somewhat  dimin- 
ished ;  certainly,  if  the  merchants  sending  their  wares  to  New 
Netherland  are  allowed  to  agree  at  a  less  price, such  also  ought 
to  be  the  cause  with  your  Worhips,  who,  in  all  instances, 
ought  to  be  placed  on  a  level  with  those  of  New  Amsterdam. 


RESOLUTION  OF  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE 

CITY  OF  AMSTERDAM. 


0  March,  1661. 

The  Commissioners  appointed  by  resolution  of  the  Council 
of  the  8^  November,  to  consider  (in  default  of  any  agreement 
being  concluded  with  the  West  India  Company,  pursuant  to 
the  previous  resolution  of  the  30^  September,  of  said  year,  to 
surrender  to  said  Company, on  reasonable  conditions,  the  Colo- 
nic undertaken  to  be  planted  in  New  Netherland  by  this  city, 
which  agreement  of  the  Council,  nevertheless,  resolves  shall 
be  insists  on)  in  what  manner  the  city  would  \ye  most  suitably 
freed  from  the  burthen  of  the  aforesaid  Colonic,  a  Memorial 
of  the  Director  of  the  aforesaid  Colonic,  tending  to  the  main- 
tenance of  the  same  by  disbursing  a  small  sum  of  money,  bein^; 
also  by  resolution  of  the  25'''  of  August,  A*  1660,  placed  in  the 
liands  of  the  said  Commissioners: 

Have  reported  that,  in  pursuance  and  fulfillment  of  the 
aforesaid  resolutions,  after  having  perceived  that  there  was 
no  appearance  of  any  negotiation  being  concluded  with  the 
West  India  Company  or  the  conveyance  of  the  aforesaid  Colo- 
nic, according  to  the  intent  of  this  Council,  they  set  about 
inquiring,  first*  What  the  principal  causes  were  that  the 
Colonic  aforesaid  did  not  increase  according  to  the  design  of 
this  city?  secondly:  In  what  manner  could  a  remedy  be  ap- 
plied? and,  lastly,  drew  up  a  sketch  of  the  means  which,  after 
provisicm  is  first  made  for  those  obstacles,  should  l)e  employed 
to  redress  the  Colonic,  and  what  sum  of  money  would  be  re- 
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qaired,  once  for  all,  for  that  redress,  so  that  the  Colonie  in 
future  may  be  able  to  support  itself, and  the  city  in  time  expect 
the  fruits  thereof. 

In  regard  to  the  first:  The  8ai<l  Commissioners  say,  that 
thay  are  informed  by  those  who  have  l>een  in  the  service  of  the 
city  there  and  returned  hither,  that  the  late  Director  did  not 
at  tlie  first  start  apply  himself  to  the  work  with  sufficient 
diligence  and  dexterity,  especially  to  the  promotion  of  agri- 
ulture,  so  that  the  Colonists,  not  being  able  to  gain  their  sub- 
sistence, did  mostly  run  away. 

Which  running  away  was  further  caused  by  the  difference 
that  arose  between  Director-General  Btuyvesandt  and  the  of- 
ficers of  the  city's  Colonic,  both  in  the  matter  of  jurisdiction 
and  otherwise,  whereby  also  the  remaining  ("olonists  were  ren- 
dered unsettled. 

Moreover,  the  Colonists  find  it  t>eculiarly  onerous  that  they 
are  obliged  to  repair  before  the  Director- General  and  Council 
of  ^ew  Netberland  in  cases  of  appeal,  where  the  amount  ex- 
ceeds one  hundred  guilders,  and  that  no  efficient  police  can  lye 
maintained, because  an  appeal  is  permitted  in  criminal  matters. 
It  is  also  highly  injurious  to  tbe  Colonie,  that,  according 
to  the  80^  article  of  the  Conditions,  the  goods  of  private  per- 
sons which  the  city  happens,  to  send  over  on  freight,  together 
with  the  goods  belonging  to  the  city,  laden  in  a  common  ship, 
cannot  be  conveyed  direct  to  the  aforesaid  Colonie,  but  muht 
first  be  discharge<l  and  opened  at  New  Amsterdam,  or  some 
other  place  belonging  to  the  Company. 

And  great  disputes  have  arisen  in  consequence  of  the  Com- 
panys*  servants  claiming  the  money  arising  from  the  privilege 
of  anchoring  in  the  South  river  in  front  of  the  city's  Colonie. 
Against  th(*  aforesaid  mismanagement,  the  Commissioners 
say,  that  it  was  provisionally  supplied  with  another  person, 
who, with  great  zeal, is  endeavoring  to  promote  the  recstablish- 
ment  of  the  Colonie. 

And  they  are  of  opinion  that  the  aforesaid  difference  about 
jurisdiction  could  be  remedied  l)y  the  Company  holding  their 
Director  to  his  duty  and  sliarply  interdicting  him  from  under- 
taking anything  contrary  to  the  right  of  the  city's  Colonie, 
instructing  him,  on  the  contrary, 'to  favor  everywhere  the  pro- 
motion thereof,  and  to  live  on  good  understanding  with  its 
officers,  to  which  effect,  on  complaint  made  to  the  aforesaid 
Company  in  this  particular,  very  earnest  letters  have  alreatly 
Ijeen  sent  off  to  said  Director. 

Against  the  oppressiveness  of  the  appeal  a  provision  could  also 
be  made,  as  the  Company  consented  that  the  Schepeiis  of  tlie 
^foresaid  Colonie  shall  henceforth  pronounce  judgment  in  civil 
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actions  unto  600  {?!.,  Holland  currency, and  in  all  criminal  cases 
indifferently.     LiltewiMe,  against  the  injustice  of  the  aforedaid 
tiO^  article,  that   the  Company  allows  the  contents  thereof  to 
be  taken  out  of  the  conditions;  and,  as  to  the  31**  article, 
nothing  more  was  allowed    than  that,  whenever  the  city  is 
sending  off  its  own  or  a  chartered  ship,  loaded  solely  with  the 
city's  own  goods,  such  ship  may  proceed  directly  to  the  city's 
Colonic.     This  was  auit>lifled  and  changed,  so  that  all  ships 
whicli  the  city  happens  to  send  to  its  Colonic,  whether  they  be 
laden  with  goods  belonging  to  the  city  or  to  private  individu- 
alb,  together  with  all  other  private  ships  which  are  allowed  and 
permitted  by  the  city  to  trade  and  frequent  the  Colonie  afore- 
said,shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed  direct  to  said  Colonie  without' 
first  touching  at  New  Amsterdam  or  any  other  of  the  Com- 
pany's places, and  are,  therefore. so  far  released  from  the  observ- 
ance of  the  rule,  remaining  nevertheless,  subject  to  the  same 
rule  in  all  other  points,  such  as,  namely,  that  the  goods  and 
ships  aforesaid  to  be  loaded  shall, as  before, be  brought  into  the 
Company*s  warehouse  here,  for  inspection  and  to  be  marked 
with  the  city's  and  Company's  marks,  by  some  |)er8on  on  the 
part  of  the  Company,  in  the  presence  of  the  Committee  of  the 
city;  and,moreover,  that  the  duty  thereupon  be  paid,  agreeably 
to  the  tariff;  also  that,  on  the  arrival  of  the  ship  in  the  city's 
Colonie  in  New  Netherland,  the  cargo  shall  again  be  opened 
in  a  wareliouse  in  the  presence  of  some  person  to  lie  appointed 
for  that  purpose  by  the  Company  and  on  behalf  of  the  city. 

Likewise  that  the  differences  and  difficulties  arising  on  oc- 
casion of  the  privilege  of  anchorin^%  together  with  all  others 
that  may  in  future  again  happen  between  the  respective  officers, 
through  propinquity,  could  be  removed  and  avoided  whenever 
the  Company  shall  conclu<le  to  make  over  to  the  city  the 
lands  on  the  east  side  of  the  Houth  river,  as  far  as  the  city's 
district  extends  at  present  on  the  west  side,  all  such  jurisdic- 
tion and  rights  as  said  city  hath  heretofore  obtained  on  the 
aforesaid  west  side,  and  the  limits  of  the  Colonie  shall  be  ex- 
ttMided  northwanls  up  to  Upland  Kil;  as  the  Directors  of  the 
(Mianibei  here  already  accorded  and  agreed  to  bring  the  two 
-fiforcsaid  points  before  the  Assembly  of  the  XIX.,  and  to  help 
to  procure  the  approbation  of  the  States-General  thereto.  And 
as  regards  the  third,  communication  was  sent  on  behalf  of  the 
aforementioned  Commisioners  to  the  aforesaid  Directors  who 
had  given  to  understand  thereupon,  that  whenever  the  afore- 
said Colonie  was  maintained  by  the  city,  and  serious  arrange- 
ment was  made  for  {K)pulating  it  by  conveying  people  thither, 
tiie  Company  would  not  throw  any  difficulties  in  the  way  of 
the  extension  of  the  limits  aforesaid. 
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The  Bboveinentioned  ComiuleaionerK  (Mineiiler  the  meanB  where 
hy  the  GolODie  aforesaid  might  be  redreiwed,  to  be  thew: 

.Vamelr:  That  the  military  who  are  In  the  fiervlce  and  paf 
i»r  the  city  t>e  dlBcharged,  lenviiid:  tiie  ColonlBte  to  proride  for 
lUelr  own  defence,  wliereunto  'tis  conuidered  tliat  they  will  be 
competent,  Hpeclally  when  they  shall  be  reinforced  with  people, 
which  point  will  be  hereafter  treated  of;  whereunto  the  military 
inJRht  be  induced  to  coiiperate,  without  pay,  by  dietrbuting 
liiiidH  umuni;  them  for  their  own  support,  under  bond  to  serve 
the  Colonle  as  soldiers  In  time  of  need.and  in  that  case  to  draw 
[lay. 

Further,  for  populating  the  Colonic,  that  a  ((oodly  number  of 
free  people  be gratuitouxly  conveyed  over,  with  their  necessary 
'  bu^ncage,  by  the  city,  and  nothing  more  should  be  disbursed 
except  a  piece  of  land  for  them  to  support  themselves  on,  as 
has  been  the  practice  of  the  Company  for  many  years  with  good 
micijew,  and  now  plenty  of  people  are  to  be  found  who  would 
very  willingly  repair  thither. 

And  for  the  greater  advancement  of  fanning,  it  wonld  besides, 
be  well  to  engage  provisionally,  3.1  or  30  farm  servants  from 
Westphalia  or  Oelderland,  who  are  willing  and  accustomed  to 
wnrk,  together  with  some  boys.nnd  pay  them  boar<l  and  wages, 
at  the  experiiie  of  the  Colonic,  on  t^nditlon  that  the  product 
i>f  iheir  labor  shall  in  return  l>e  eiijoyptl  by  the  Colonic. 

That  the  civil  servants  who  are  drawing  pay  be  reduced  to 
<Ls  few  in  number,  and  as  small  an  amount  nf  wageo  an  In  any 
wise  possible,  so  that  there  be  retained  in  service  only:

Nothing  is  set  down  for  the  salaries  of  the  civil  servants, 
nor  yet  for  the  wages  of  the  farm  servants  and  boys,  nor  for 
their  board,  as  they  should  be  engaged  or  continued  on  condi- 
tion that  they  shall  so  improve  the  aforesaid  cargoes  and  other 
effects  of  the  Colonic  there,  and  likewise  the  cultivation  of  the 
soil,  that  from  the  proceeds  of  those  cargoes  and  what  shall  be 
obtained  from  time  to  time  for  them,  together  with  the  pro- 
duce of  the  lands  which  will  be  cultivated  by  the  aforesaid  farm 
servants  and  boys,  their  salaries  or  wages, and  their  board  shall 
\)e  abundantly  provided;  on  which  condition  the  principal  of 
the  oflBcers  offer  their  services,  provided  that  2  months*  wages 
be  advanced  to  thos«  only  who  are  to  be  taken  up  new. 

Neither  is  anything  set  down  for  the  board  on  the  voyage  of 
the  aforesaid  free  people,  farm  servants  and  boys, estimated  at  6 
stivers  a  day  each  for  about  2  months ;  nor  for  the  aforesaid  2 
months*  wages  in  hand,  as  it  was  calculated  that  the  profits 
which  the  aforesaid  ship  will  realize  on  the  outward  and  chiefly 
on  the  homeward  voyage,  with  the  outward  freight  of  private 
merchandise,  will  be  more  than  equivalent  to  the  aforesaid 
board  and  monthly  wages  in  hand. 

So  that,  in  all  cases,  no  more  than  the  above  24,628  guilders 
will  be  required,  once  for  all,  for  the  redress  of  the  Coloniev 
which  sum  should  l)e  the  less  burdensome  seeing  that  whenever 
it  would  be  concluded  to  abandon  the  Colonie  on  payment  of 
the  already  disbursed  monthly  payments,  &c.,  a  considerable 
sum  which  the  city  would  be  then  owing  must  be  furnisheil; 
that  debt  will,  in  case  the  aforesaid  24,628  guilders  are  appro- 
be  priated,  refunded  by  the  Colonie  it^ielf. 

Further,  the  Commissioners  are  of  opinion,  if  this  Council 
resblve  to  maintain  the  Colonie,  that  it  will  be  highly  ad- 
vantageous for  the  redress  and  promotion  thereof,  that  the 
city  admit  some  private  individuals  to  a  share  of  one-half  the 
Colonie,  without  those  persons,  liowever,  being  liable  for  any 
of  the  expenses  which  have  been  heretofore  incurred,  but  only 
for  what  is  hereafter  necessary  for  its  redress  and  continuation^ 
and  therefore  to  participate  in  half  the  gains;  with  this  un- 
derstanding, that  the  private  persons  to  be  admitted  as  afore- 
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t«aid,  Hliould  be  allowed  with  tbe  Dinmtora  on  bebalf  of  thla 
city  to  be  appointed  for  the  loauagtuient  of  the  Colonle,  tbe 
niHuaKement  and  eupervUion  with  an  equal  number  of  votes 
as  the  Directora,  provided  that  tlie  city  Directors  should  preside 
and,  in  esee  of  an  equality  of  voT-es,  one  Commissioner  be  ap- 
pointed, on  the  behalf  of  the  c-lty,  to  help  to  arrange  the 
difference;  for,  beyond  all  doulit,  the  work  would  be  attended 
to  with  more  zeal  and  attsfduity  by  private  peniong  who  are  in. 
l«reHted,  and  euo.h  nUo  would  redound  to  tbe  advantage  of  the 
elty. 

And  then,  within  the  time  expressed  In  the  condition,  tbe 
tentsare  tobe  looked  for;  and  tbeOolonie  being  again  brought 
into  shape,  it  Is  to  be  axpented  that  the  people  who  have  gone 
away  and  are  impoverished  willreturnthlther.and  become  able, 
with  the  prosxwrity  of  the  Colonle,  to  repay  the  city  what  ba« 
l>een  disbursed  lor  them.  In  addition  to  this,  tbe  probability 
in,  that  conBlderable  gain  would  accrue-from  the  aonvenlence 
of  oertain  creeks  which  have  been  discovered  penetrating  Into 
the  interior  of  the  country,  and  are  navigable  for  small  boats 
to  within  a  quarter  of  iin  hour's  dlntance  of  the  district  of 
the  English,  with  whom  a  great  trade  can  be  carried  on  from' 
this  side,  as  those  who  bare  been  there  have  found  to  their 
great  profit;  and  this,  excluuive  of  the  great  prosperity  which 
this  city  would  consequently  derive  In  general  from  the  frequent 
navigation  and  commerce  to  this  Colonle. 

Which  being  considered,  it  is  reMolved  and  concluded  to 
maintain  and  continue  said  Colonic  on  the  footing  proposed  by 
the  aforesaid  Commissioners,  who  are  thanked  for  tbe  trouble 
they  have  taken.

Ueyntte  Willeius,  wife  of  John  Barentsen,  late  freenmn   In 
this  city's  Colonie  In  New  Netherland  and  there  deceaved,  ap- 
peared and  delivered  to  the  meeting  a  certain  writt«n  inventory. 
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acte,and  obligation,  whereby  Hans  Block,  gunner  iu  the  service 
of  the  aforesaid  city*B  Colonie,  acknowledges  to  have  purchased 
such  property  as  is  therein  specified,  and  was  left  by  her  de- 
ceased husband, amounting, althogetiier,  to  about  nine  hundred 
and  eighty  guilders,  he  promising  thereby  to  make  payment 
in  beavers  or  other  returns,  or  else  in  default  thereof,  to  allow 
the  same  to  Ix)  paid  here  out  of  his  wages;  and  as  she  had 
receive<l  hereupon,  after  long  waiting,  only  800  guilders,  she 
requested  our  aid,  in  order  that  she  may  make  use  of  the 
alternative,  namely,  that  the  balance,  which  is  now  about  tix 
hundred  and  eighty  guilders,  may  be  paid  her  from  his  wages. 
Whereupon  the  account  of  the  said  Hans  Block,  as  entered 
in  the  book  of  monthly  wages  last  received  thence,  being  ex- 
amined it,  is  found  that  nearly  that  sum  is  due  him  there,  yet 
as  not  the  slightest  entry  to  above  effect  is  found  and  he  con- 
sequently might  since  that  time  have  taken  up  and  received 
his  wages  there  in  whole  or  in  part;  it  is  accordingly  re8olve<l. 
after  question  being  put,  to  decline  the  payment  in  this  inst^ncrc' 
for  the  present,  and  until  she  exhibit  to  us  an  original  settle 
ment  of  account  of  Hans  Block's  monthly  wages  earned  and  due, 
together  with  an  assignment  or  power  of  attorney  executed 
from  him  to  her  as  is  customary  or  certainly  ought  to  be  the 
practice.

oule:  Their  Worfihipe  have, upon  mature  deliberatiuu, resolved, 
flrst :  To  employ  all  possiblti  diligence  for  tlie  removal  of  wiid 
iimbarrasBmentB,the  chief  of  which  have  already  I>een  put  out  of 
the  way,  namely,  that  henceforth  the  SchepeuH  of  the  aforesaid 
Colouie  sliall  pronounce  and  decree  judffiuent  in  civil  suits  Iu 
six  hundred  guilders  Holland  currency,  and  In  alt  criuiinat 
eaeefl  indifferently,  without  appeal  or  reprieve,  iusteadof  hav- 
ing, as  heretofore,  api>cals  from  tlieir  judgmentii  amounting  to 
above  one  hundred  guilders,  allowed  to  the  Director-tieueral 
and  Council  ot  New  Netberland  at  vast  eipenw,  trouble  and 
lOKK  of  time  to  the  Oolonlats,  and,  in  all  criminal  eat*e«,  to  the 
hinderance  ot  maintaining  good  police.  Likewise,  that  all 
Nliips  which  this  city  happens  lo  send  to  itK  Cnlonie,  whether 
freighted  with  city  proi>erty  or  goods  of  Individuals;  also,  nil 
other  ships  of  private  persons  permitted  by  said  city  tofretjuent 
and  trade  to  the  aforesaid  Colonie,  shall  l>e  at  liberty  to  pro- 
ceMi  directly  hence  to  the  aliove  nientloneil  Colonie,  without 
touching  at  New  Amsterdam  or  any  other  i>r  the  West  India 
Company'B  places,  which  could  not  heretofort^  be  done,  to  the 
manifest  injury  of  that  Colonie.  That,  further,  for  the  relief 
of  Bald  Colonie,  their  Worships  have  resolved  to  dismiss  the 
military  who  are  there  iu  the  service  and  pay  of  the  aforesaid 
city,  anil  to  reduce  the  pulilic  officers  who  receive  salaries,  to 
as  small  a  nun]l>ei-  and  as  low  wages  as  is  in  any  wise  poxsililc.

soil;  and,  ftnally.  as  regards  the  money  means,  auiounting  to 
aiiout  25,000  gl.,  the  aforesaid  Burgomasters  and  XXXVl. 
Councillors  have  resolveil,  once  tor  all,  to  the  end  that  the 
atlvanoement  of  their  Colonic  In)  encouraged  with  more  real,  to 
adjoin  to  tliem  some  private  merchants  to  take  an  Intrest  tor 
one-half  In  this  Colonie,  on  such  rights  and  conditions  as  the 
Bnrgoniasters  aforesaid  have  agreed  upon  with  the  Directors 
of  the  West  India  Company,  which  also  are  approved  by  tlieir 
Hitrh  Hlghtinesses,  without  however,  such  private  individuals 
being  responsible  for  any  of  the  e^iiwnhes  which  have  heretofnre 
been  incnrreil,  but  in  sucli  manner  that  they  shall  contributt' 
only  one-halt  of  what  is  henceforth  necessary  for  the  contiiiu 
ance  of  the  Colonie  aforesaid,  and  in  retnrn  shall  enjoy  one- 
half  of  all  the  profits;  also  possess,  together  with  the  Directors 
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eveuts,  that  no  appeal  in  crimi- 
nal cases  shall  be  permitted;

DIRECTOR  STUYVESANT  TO  THE  MAGISTRATES  OP 

NEW  AMSTEL. 


Honorable,  Prudent,  Most  Disci  eet  Qentlemen: 

We  received  yesterday  evening  your  letter,  from  which  we 
learned  with  anxiety  the  murder  of  a  Dutchman  and  the 
burning  of  a  house  near  the  Portress  of  New  Amstel,  and  the 
consequent  justifiable  apprehension  of  the  inhabitants, and  also 
the  request  of  Mr.d'Hinojossa  to  send  a  reinforcement  of  12  men 
at  the  city's  expense;  this  request  has  already  been  granted  by 
IIS.  Hut,  regarding  the  passage  thither  of  the  tritiing  assist- 
aiifc  deiiiaiided.  whether  it  is  to  be  sent  by  land  or  outside 
around;  if  over  land,  'tis  an  obiection  that  so  small  a  number 
might  very  eanily  be  overpowered  and  massacred  on  the  march 
hy  the  Indians,  if  these  \ye  inclined  to  war;  round  about  by  sea 
would  take  a  very  long  time,  and  so  small  a  number  could 
not  essentially  serve  and  defend  both  places,  New  Amstel  and 
Altonae.  Having  I)e8ide8,  considered  Mr.  Beeckman*s  advice  and 
the  verbal  report  of  the  bearer  of  the  letter,  we  are  inclined  to 
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hope  that  the  trouble  may  pass  over;  nay,  that  it  is  not  so 
bad  and  dangerous  as  the  inhabitants  of  New  Amstel  appre- 
hend. We  have,  therefore,  concluded  first  to  dispatch  this 
with  speed  by  the  bearer  of  yours  and  Claes  Jansen  Ruyter,the 
Interpreter,  the  latter  of  whom  we  have  expressly  commanded 
to  make  all  possible  speed  and  haste,  and  take  precise  infor- 
mation from  all  the  Indians  as  to  the  continuance  of  the  matter 
demonstrated  on;  if  anything  be  learned,  to  return  hither, 
<dto  cito.  In  this  case,  the  required  assistance,  and,  according 
to  the  circumstances  of  his  report,  a  greater  number  will  be 
tient  to  your  Honors.  If  he  learn  nothing  of  consequence  or 
no  news,  he  is  directed  to  proceed  onward  and  to  hand  these 
to  your  Honors  in  person,  and  to  bring  back  speedily  your 
opinion. 

Wherewith,  ending,  for  the  present,  we  shall,  after  greeting, 
4)ommend  you  all  together  to  Gbd*8  care  and  protection.

Honorable,  Wise,  Prudent,  and  Right  Worshipful: 

After  our  last  was  closed,  and  the  skipper  had  departed  about 
noon  yesterday,  with  the  letters,  we  received  late  in  the  evening 
the  annexed  from  Director  d'Hinojossa,  which  we  deem  necessary 
to  communicate  to  yon  and  through  you  to  the  Commissioners 
of  the  city*s  Colonie,  in  order  that  you  and  they,  according  to 
your  far  seeing  judgment,  may  adopt  such  regulation  for  the 
better  seeurity  of  this  far  distant  place,  as  your  good  and  wise 
Council  may  devise.  From  the  annexed  copy  of  the  letter 
speedily  dispatched  in  answer  to  the  first,  your  Honors  can 
partly  deduce  how  the  matter  was  viewed  by  us;  things  must 
improve  by  time.  Meanwhile,  we  shall  not  fail  to  look  to  the 
secnrity  of  both  the  one  and  the  other  place,  and  to  contribute 
thereto  as  far  as  present  circumstances  |>eriiiit  us.  Therefore 
yoar  Honors  and  the  Commissioners  may  be  assured, should  any 
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eoUi&ion  occur  or  happen  there  or  elsewhere,  we  fihoald  find 
onrselves  forthwith  in  want  of  good  powder.  Our  supply 
consists  of  only  about  2500  @.  3,000  pounds  in  all;  but  as  the 
greater  part  of  it  is  some  years  old  and  has  lain  too  long,  we 
could  not  rely  on  it  in  time  of  need.  We  therefore  will  re- 
spectfully request  your  Honors  to  send  over  a  good  quantity 
by  the  first  opportunity,  and  annually  afterwards,  in  order  to 
have  a  supply.of  good  powder  constantly  on  hand,  to  the  extent 
of  5  ®.  600  pounds,  in  which  case  we  should, from  time  to  time» 
have  the  old  powder  sent  back  in  order  to  be  made  over  again. 
We  are  much  at  a  loss  for  drums  and  skins  for  drum -heads, 
in  consequence  of  being  obliged  to  supply  the  out-lsring  villager 
with  them  at  their  request;  none  can  be  obtained  here,  as  they 
are  not  imported  by  private  persons.  We  therefore  request 
your  Honors  to  provide  us  with  some  next  spring.  Wliere- 
with,  hastily  ending,  we  shall,  after  hearty  greeting,  commend 
your  Honors  to  the  care  and  protection  of  God,  and  remain.

Greeting:— Having  taken  into  our  princely  consideracon 
and  provided  for  the  gencrall  state  and  condicon  of  the  Trade 
Navigation  and  Forraigne  commerce  of  our  severall  kingdomes 
and  dominions,  Wee  arc  not  without  a  perticuler  eye  and  re- 
gard to  the   many  Colonies   and  Forraigne  Plantacons    which 
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iiuve  beene  setied  und  carried  on  by  the  Cuuiissions  and  en- 
couragements of  our  Royal  predecessors:  Wee  have  thought 
fitt  therefore  to  drawe  those  our  distant  dominions  and  the  sev- 
eral I  interests  and  governments  thereof  into  a  nearer  prospect 
and  consultacon,  having  to  our  abundant  satisfacc6n  observed 
that  the  Industrie  and  adventures  of  our  good  subjects  w^**  the 
supplies  and  assistances  w^**  have  beene  drawne  from  hence, 
have  verie  much  enlarged  the  power  growth  and  improvementes 
thereof,  they  being  now  becoiue  a  greate  and  numerous  peo-

And  wee  doe  hereby  require  ali  and 
everie  o'  Goveruo'"  or  any  other  person  or  persons  that  by  vertue 
of  any  coiuission  or  graunt  from  us  or  any  of  our  royall  prede- 
cesso"   doth   doe   or    shall   eiercise  any  power  jurisdiceon  or 
authority  upon  any  of  our  said  Forraigne  Plan tao6ns, and  ail 
and  every  our  officers  and   ministers  whatsoever  and  all  mer- 
chants planters  masters  of  shipps  mariners  and  all  other  our 
loveing  subjects  who  shall  receive  any  summons  order  or  other

1. — You  shall  iiiforuie  yourselves  by  the  best  wayes  and  lueaneK 
you  cau  of  the  state  and  condicon  of  all  Forraifj^ne  Plant^icons 
and  by  what  comissions  or  authorities  they  are  and  have  been 
governed  and  disposed  of;  and  are  to  procure  either  from  surh 
persons  as  have  any  ^raunts  thereof  from  the  Crown,  or  from 
the  records  themselves,  the  copies  of  all  such  c^misslons  or 
grannts  to  be  transcribed  and  registered  in  a  booke  provided 
for  that  purpose,  that  you  may  be  the  better  able  to  understand 
judge  and  administer  such  affaires,  as  by  yo'  comission  and  in- 
strnoo^ns  are  in  trusted  to  yo'  care  and  managem^ 

2. — You  shall  forthwith  write  letters  to  evrie  of  our  Governo" 
for  the  tiiue  being  of  all  our  English  P1antac6ns  and  to  evrie 
such  person  or  persons  who  by  any  Letters  Pattents  from  us 
or  any  of  our  predecesso"  doe  claime  or  exercise  a  right  of  gov- 
emem*^  in  any  of  the  said  plantao6ns;  in  w*"*  Ires  you  are  to 
informe  them  of  our  gratious  care  and  provision  in  their  be- 
halfe  both  in  erecting  a  gen'all  Councill  of  Trade  wherein  their 
coDcernm**  are  mingled  and  provided  for  with  the  rest  of  our 
dominions  and  especially  this  p'ticular  Councell  W''  is  ap- 
plyed  only  to  the  inspecc6n  care  and  conduct  of  Porraigne 
Plantacdns. 

.  3. — You  are  in  the  said  letters  to  require  the  said  Governo" 
and  persons  above  mecdned,  to  send  unto  you  in  writeing  w^*" 
the  advice  of  the  Councell  of  evrie  of  the  said  plantacdns  respec- 
tively, perticuler  and  exact  accompt  of  the  state  of  Their  af- 
faires; of  the  nature  and  constitac6n,  of  their  lawes  and  gov- 
emm*  and  in  what  model  I  and  frame  they  move  and  are  dis- 
posed ;  what  numbers  of  men ;  what  fortifications  and  other 
strengths  and  defences  are  upon  the  place,  and  how  furnished 
and  provided  for. 

4.— You  are  to  order  and  settle  such  a  continuall  correspon- 
dencie  that  you  may  be  able,  as  often  as  you  are  required 
thereunto,  to  give  up  to  us  an  accompt  of  the  Governm'  of  each 
coionie;  of  their  complaints,  their  wants,  their  abundance  of 
their  several!  growths  and  comodities  of  every  shipp  tradeing 
there  and  its  ladeing  and  whither  consigned  and  what  the  pro- 
ceeds of  that  place  have  been  in  the  late  yeares;  that  thereby 
the  intrinsiok  value  and  the  true  condicon  of  each  part  and  of 
the  whole  may  be  thoroughly  understood ;  whereby  a  more 
steady  judgem^  and  bal lance  may  be  made  for  the  better  order- 
ing and  disposing  of  trade  &  of  the  proceede  and  improvem**  of 
the  PlantacOos;  that  soeeach  place  within  it  selfe,  and  all  of 
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them  being  collected  into  one  viewe  and  managein*  here,  may 
be  regulated  and  ordered  upon  common  and  equall  ground^ 
principles. 

0.  — You  are  to  appiie  yourselves  to  all  prudentiall  lueanes 
for  the  rendering  those  dominions  useful  1  to  England,  and 
England  helpfull  to  them,  and  for  the  bringing  the  several! 
(yolonies  and  Plantacons,  within  themselves,  into  a  more  cer- 
taine  civill  and  uniforme  of  governm'  and  for  the  better  order- 
ing and  distributeing  of  publique  justice  among  them. 

C.  —Your  are  to  enquire  diligently  into  the  severall  govemni** 
and  Councells  of  Colonies  Plantacons  and  distant  Dominions, 
belonging  to  other  Princes  or  States  and  to  examine  by  what 
conduct  and  policies  they  governe  or  benefit  them ;  and  you 
are  to  consult  and  provide  that  if  such  councells  be  good  whol- 
Kome  and  practicable  they  may  be  applied  to  the  use  of  our 
Plantacons;  or  if  they  tend  or  were  designed  to  the  prejudice 
or  disadvantage  thereof  or  of  any  of  our  subjects  or  of  trade  or 
comerce,  how  then  they  may  be  ballanced  or  turned  back  upon 
them. 

7.  —  You  are  to  call  to  yo'  assistance  from  time  to  time  as 
often  as  the  matter  in  considerac6n  shall  require  any  well  ei- 
perienced  persons,  whether  merchants,  planters,  seamen,  arti- 
ficers, &c. 

8. —You  are  to  take  especiall  care  and  enquire  into  the  strict 
execucon  of  the  late  Act  of  Parliament  entituled  An  Act  for  the 
encouragem^  &  increasing  of  Shipping  and  Navigac6n,  that  as 
much  as  in  you  lyes  none  of  those  good  ends  and  purposes  may 
be  disappointed  for  W*  the  said  Act  was  intended  and  designed. 

9. — You  are  to  take  into  yo""  consideracAn  how  our  several 
Plantac6ns  may  be  best  supplied  with  servants,  that  neither 
our  CoUonies,  especially  such  as  are  imediately  under  our 
coniissionF,  may  be  unprovided  in  so  essentiall  an  assistance, 
nor  any  of  our  good  subjects  may  be  forced  or  inticed  awaj' 
by  any  unlawful  or  indirect  way;  and  that  such,  as  are  willing 
to  be  transported  thither  to  seeke  better  fortunes  than  they 
<'an  meete  with  at  home,  may  be  encouraged  thereunto;  and 
how  such  a  course  may  be  legally  settled  for  the  future  that 
vagrantes  and  others  who  remaine  here  noxious  and  unprofi- 
table, may  be  soe  transplanted  to  the  general  1  advantage  of  the 
publique  as  well  as  the  particuler  commoditie  of  our  Forraigne 
Pantaciins. 

10.— You  are  most  es()ecially  to  take  an  efTectuall  care  of  the 
propogacAn  of  the  Gospell  in  the  severall  Forraigne  Planti- 
c^nSyby  provideing  that  there  be  good  encouragement  sett  led  for 
the  invitac6n  and  maintenance  of  lerned  and  orthodox  minis- 
ters,  and  by  sending  strict  orders  and  injunccdns  for  the  regula- 
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ting  and  reforming  the  debaucheries  of  planters  and  servants, 
whose  111  example  doth  bring  scandal  1  upon  Christianitic,  and 
deterr  such  as  yet  are  not  admitted  thereunto,  from  affecting 
or  esteeming  it.  And  you  are  to  consider  how  such  of  the  Na- 
tives or  such  as  are  purchased  by  you  from  other  parts  to  l>e 
servants  or  slaves  may  be  best  invite<]  to  the  Ctiristian  Faith, 
and  be  made  capable  of  being  baptized  thereunto;  it  being  to 
the  hono'of  our  Crowne  and  of  the  Protestant  Religion  that  ail 
persons  in  any  of  our  Dominions  should  be  taught  the  know- 
ledge of  God,  and   be  made  acquainted  with   the  misteries  of 

Salvation. 

11. —You  are  lastly  required  and  impowered  to  advise  order 

settle  and  dispose  of  all  matters  relating  to  the  good  governnm^ 

improvement  and  management  of  our  Forraigne  Plantacons  or 

any  of  them,  with  your  utmost  skill  direccdn  and   prudence. 

And  in  all  cases  wherein  you  shall  judge  that  further  powers 

and   assistants  shall   be  necessary,  you  are  to  addresse  your 

selves  to  us  [or]  our  Privy   Councili  for  our  further   pleasure 

resolucdn  and  direcc6ns  therein.

TO  SETTLERS  IN  NEW  NETHERLANDS. 


Thk  States  Gknkrall  op  thk  United  PRoviNCEa 

To  all  whom  these  p'sentes  shall  8€»e  or  h^nrd  read,  doe  make 
knowne;  that  wee  have  condiscended  and  i>ermitted  as  wee  doe 
by  these  condiscend  &  permitt  all  Christian  people  of  tender 
conscience  in  England  or  elsewhere,  oppressed,  full  lil>erty  to 
erect  a  Colony  in  the  West  Indies  between  New  England  and 
Virginea  in  America,  now  within  the  jjrisdiction  of  Peter 
Stivazent  the  States  General's  Governor  for  the  West  India 
Company  on  the  conditions  and  priviledges  graunt^d  by  the 
(yonniiittoes  of  the  respective  chambers  representing  the  As- 
sembly of  the  XIX.  doe  therefore  order  charge  and  command 
all  Mild  every  one  whom  these  may  concerne,  that   they  shall 
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not  in  any  wise  hinder  the  said  people  nor  any  of  them  or  any 
whom  they  shall  or  might  send  with  knowledge  of  the  said 
Company;  bit  contrary  wise  ufTord  unto  any  and  all  of  them 
all  favorable  helpe  and  assistance,  where  it  shall  be  needfull;

Tht,  Copie  of  the  Conditimnf  d'  Primledges  graunted  by  the  West 

Iiidia  Company  uiUo  all  such  people  that  shall  he  disposed  to 

take  up  their  abodt  iu  those  pat  ts  vizt  in  the  New  Net/iei  lands. 

The  West  India  Company  being  assembled  do  graunt  and 
<*ondisceud  unto  all  such  people  as  above  mentioned  of  what 
nation  soever,  fifteen  leagues  of  land  in  breadth  along  the  sea 
i^ide  and  as  farr  in  depth  in  the  Continent  as  any  plantation 
hath  or  may  bee  setled  in  the  New  Netherlands,  with  juris- 
diction of  all  bays  and  rivers  comprehended  within  the  bounds 
a))ove  mentioned. 

The  free  propriety  forever  of  the  said  Colony  with  the  ap- 
purtenances and  dependencys  of  the  same  &  with  power  to  dis*

Wherkas  by  a  late  Act  of  Parliament  entitled  an  act  for  en- 
couraging and  increasing  of  Shipping  &  Navigation,  all  forraiu 
Trade  is  prohibited  to  any  of  his  Ma"*^  Plantations  &  all  those 
of  his  Ma''«'  subjects  that  sayle  unto  any  of  them  are  required 
to  give  security  to  returne  w'*  their  lading  for  England.  Ireland, 
Principality  of  Wales,  or  Towne  of  Berwicke  upon  Tweed,  as 
in  the  said  act  is  expressed,  w**  strict  command  unto  the  Gov- 
ernors of  y*  said  Plantations  to  see  y  same  performed  accord- 
ingly, w**  great  penalties  upon  such  Governors  as  connive  or 
neglect  putting  y*  said  act  in  execution,  who  are  enjoined  also 
to  take  oath  that  y*  said  Act  be  punctually  observed.  Yet, 
bt^ing  informed  by  Masters  of  Ships  and  others  trading  to  Vir- 
ginia, Maryland,  and  other  his  Ma''*'^  Plantations,  of  many 
neglects  or  rather  contempts  of  his  Ma^**^  commands  or  y*  true 
observance  to  the  said  Act,  (which  so  highly  concerns  y'  in- 
crease of  shipping  and  y*  regular  trade  of  his  Ma*'"  Plantations, 
together  w***  his  revenue  that  proceeds  from  thence  (through  the 
dayly  practices  &  designes  sett  on  foote  by  trading  into  forrain 
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parts  from  Vir^cinia,  Mariland  and  other  his  Ma^'~  Plantations, 
both  by    land   and   sea  as   well  unto   \*   Monados  and  other 
Plantations  of  y^  Hollanders,  as  unto  Spaiue  Veuice,&  Holland, 
occasioned  through  the  neglect  of  those  Governors  in  not  takinc^ 
a  view  of  all  forrain  built  ships  which  come  into  their  Planta- 
tions whether  they  have  a  Certificate  ot  their  being  made  free

Upon  complaint  now  made  to  this  Council  1  by  the  Farmers 
of  His   Ma*'  Customs,  of  greate  abuses  comitted  and  done  as 
well  by  the  Inhitants  and  Planters  on,  as  by  the  Masters,  mari- 
ners, and  traders,  of  Virginia,  New  England,  Maryland,  Long 
Island  &c.  Vho  under  pretence  of  furnishing  some  of  those 
plantacons  &  other  his  M*'  dominions,  doe  both   by  land  and 
water  carry  and   convey  greate  quantities  of  tobacco  to  the 
Dutch,  whose  plantacons  are  contiguous,  the  custome  whereof 
could  amount  to  tenne  thousand  pounds  per  annum  or  upwards, 
thereby  eluding  the  fate  Act  of  Navigac6n  and  defrauding  His 
Ma"^     For  redress  whereof  they  prayed  the  advice  and  assis- 
tance of  this  Council!.

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your  Colonle  on  tlie  South  river,  in  New  Netherlaud,  and  to 
request  of  us  information  on,  a  certain  petition  presented  to 
your  Worships  by  Cornells  van  Gesel,  who  styles  hiuiself  heir 
under  benefit  of  inventory  of  Jacob  Alricks,  deceased,  late 
Director  of  your  Worships*  Colonie  aforesaid,  wherein  he  re- 
quests, first:  That  you  would  be  pleased  tog^rant  him  Justice, 
or  letters  of  protection  against  the  present  Director,  Alexander 
d'Hinojossa,  whereby  your  Worships  should  instruct  said  d'Hi- 
nojossa,  not  only  not  to  do  him,  the  petitioner,  any  wrong  or 
injury,  whereof  the  petitioner  greatly  complains,  but  even,  to 
restore  him  the  petitioner,  what  said  Director,  d'Hinojossa, 
as  the  petitioner  alleges,  hath  appropriated  to  himself  out  of 
the  aforesaid  Jacob  Alrick*8  estate,  together  with  the  books  and 
papers  remaining  with  him  and  relating  to  the  estate  aforesaid, 
in  order  to  form  therefrom  not  only  perfect  statement  and  in- 
ventory, but  also  a  correct  account,  to  the  satisfaction  of  your 
Worships  and  of  the  other  creditors  of  the  aforesaid  Jacob 
Al  ricks. 

Secx>ndly.  The  petitioner, as  he  alleges  having  been  employed 
there  in  various  offices,  and  especially  some  time  as  Secretary^ 
that  your  Worships  may  be  plea^ed  to  determine  his  remunera- 
tion according  to  your  pleasure. 

The  one  and  the  other  appearing  more  fully  in  the  petition 
aforesaid  delivered  unto  your  Worships. 

We  a,re  of  opinion,  under  correction,  that  no  disposition  can 
well  be  made  of  the  first  point  until  your  Worships*  Director 
d*Hinojo8sa,  be  heard,  the  rather,  as  he  represents  j^our  Wor- 
ships there,  and  should  not,  in  our  opinion  be  citable  {con- 
venible)^  in  c&se  of  opposition  before  any  other  but  you.  More- 
over, your  Worships  will  please  to  observe,  from  his  letters  of 
the  28**  of  April,  lO"*  &  H^*'  May,  and  from  others  of  an  earlier 
date,  written  from  New  Am8tel,that  Mr.  Petrus  Stuy  vesant,the 
Director-General  of  the  Incorporated  West  IndialCompany  there 
residing,  hath  taken  the  aforesaid  books,  accounts  and  other 
effects, and  given  them  to  the  petitioner's  wife  tor  safe  keeping; 
so  that  your  Worships  Director,  d'Hinojossa,  as  he  advises 
us,  has  thereby  been  prevented  making  out  divers  accounts, 
as  he  ought  to  do,  requesting  at  the  same  time  permission  to 
come  over,  in  order  to  report  to  your  Worships  the  state  and 
condition  of  the  Colonie,  which  we,  in  our  humble  judgment, 
do,  divers  reasons,  consider  useful  in  the  highest  degree,  on 
condition  that  he  bring  with  him  the  books  in  question;  also 
that  General  Stuyvesant  ought  to  be  written  to  seriously,  as 
otherwise  he  may  interpose  some  difficulty  to  the  production' 
of  the  aforesaid  books. 

In  regard  to  the  2"**  point,  as  the  petitioner  hath  exhibited 
no  pai>ers,  not  only  of  relevancy,  but  even  in  any  wise  apper-

taining  to  tlie  first,  it  is  fair  that  he,  in  his  capacity  as  heir, 
under  benefit  of  inventory  of  the  late  Director  Alricks,  should 
first  give  your  Worships  satisfaction  for  the  moneys  intrusted 
to  him  before  he  can  claim  anything  from  you,  to  which  time 
he  should  also  remain  in  statu  quOf  unless,  on  account  of  the 
petitioner's  straightened  circumstances;  of  liis  staying  here 
without  his  family,  at  great  expence,  and  of  the  season  for 
going  to  New  Netherland  being  probably  past  before  d*Hino- 
jossa  arrives  here,  your  Worships  will  be  pleased  to  order 
otherwise,  whereunto  we  fully  submit  ourselves  in  the  premises. 

Wherewith  we  trust  we  have  obeyed  your  Worships'  apostil. 
We  find  ourselves  under  the  necessity,  officially,  of  making 
known  to  you,  with  due  respect,  that  since  the  commencement 
of  tins  Colonic,  we  have  borrowed  on  interest  by  your  Wor- 
ships' order  from  the  Orphan  Chamber  and  some  private  indi- 
viduals, a  sum  of  fi.  132, 000, at  3]  per  cent  per  annum,  amount- 
ing to  the  sum  of  fl.  4,G20  of  interest,  and  that  to  our  sorrow, 
we  have  not  as  yet  receive<l  any,  or  but  few,  considerable  re- 
turns therefrom, out  of  which  the  above  mentioned  interest  can 
be  realized,  so  that,  in  order  to  satisfy  the  worthy  people,  the 
above  sum  must  be  yearly  raised  on  your  Worships'  account. 
We,  therefore,  would  respectfully  submit  if  it  would  not  be 
best  to  order  the  aforesaid  principal  and  accrued  interest  to 
be  paid ;  or,  in  ease  you  would  prefer  to  continue  them,  to  pro- 
vide a  fund  to  meet  the  aforesaid  interest;  otherwise'tis  hardly 
possible  for  the  aforesaid  Colonic  to  exist;  and  the  partners 
whom  your  Worships  will  please  to  admit  into  the  above  men- 
tioned Colonic  will  be  thereby  the  rather  encouraged,  where, 
unto  it  would  be  possible  and  useful  to  have  printed  a  Perti- 
nent Description  of  the  South  river  with  the  Conditions,  which 
apparently  ought  here  and  there  be  somewhat  modified ;  where  • 
unto  your  Worships  can,  if  you  please,  direct  attention. 

Your  Worships  will  also  please  give  orders  about  maintaining 
possession  of  Ciconicing  or  Whorekill,  inasmuch  as  by  the  dis- 
charge of  the  soldiers,  it  runs  the  risk  of  being  occupied  by 
the  English,  since  it  is  a  very  fertile  and  well  prepared  land, 
and  lies  on  the  sea  at  the  mouth  of  the  river. 

Wherefore  and  for  various  other  reasons,  which  your  Wor- 
ships' Director,  d'Hino jossa,  sets  forth  in  the  letters  communi- 
cated to  you,  with  which,  therefore,  we  need  not  now  detain 
you,  we  consider  it  proper  to  permit  him  to  return  in  order 
that  your  Worships,  being  at  once  thoroughly  informed,  may 
be  able  to  resolve  for  the  further  maint-enance  of  the  Colonic.

RESOLUTION  OF  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OP  THE 

CITY  OF  AMSTERDAM. 


23<i  February,  1663. 
The  Burgomasters  have  proposed  to  the  Council  that  they 
have  reoeived  advices  from  the  Colouie  of  thu  city  in  New 
Netherlands  that  the  redress  of  matters  there  ^a»  already  ad- 
vanced after  such  a  manner  that  ere  long  returns  of  the  expenses 
incurred  may  be  expected  thence.  But  in  order  the  better  to 
forward  the  prosperity  of  that  Colonic,  'twas  demanded  that 
it  should  hav^e  less  connection  with  the  West  India  Compai  y, 
and  that  it  be  provided  with  a  greater  extent  of  jurisdiction 
and  authority,  also  with  some  means  in  money.  Which  being 
deliberated  on,  Mess"  HenrickDirckz  Spiegel,  Cornells de Oraff, 
Baron  of  South  Polsbroeck,  D""  Joan  Blaeu, Cornells  Geelvinck, 
Nicolaes  van  Loon  and  D**  Frans  Reaell.  were  appointed  a 
Committee  to  consider,  acording  to  the  information  received 
from  the  Directors  of  the  Colonic  aforesaid,  in  what  manner 
said  Colonic  can  most  properly  be  separat-ed  from  tlie  connec- 
tion with  said  Company,  and  be  provided  with  luore  extensive 
jurisdiction  and  authority,  also  with  some  menns  in  money  at 
the  least  cost  to  this  city,  and  to  report  their  opinions  and 
advice  thereupon. 


SOME  THOUGHTS  ON  THE  COLONIE   AT   THE  SOUTH 

RIVER  IN  NEW  NETHERLAND. 


First.  Why  the  city  of  Amsterdam  ought  not  only  to  on- 
tinue,  but  with  great  vigor,  advance  it. 

'Tis  known  to  every  one  and  beyond  contra^llction  that  «!' 
trade  is  from  time  to  time  falling  off  in  our  country,  also  tlji^ 
there  is  nothing  in  view  from  which  any  improvement  is  to  ••*' 
expected;  and  this  not  ocx?urring.  'tis  also  beyond  dispute*  tlu«^ 
the  ruin  of  the  State,  but  principally  of  Amsterdam,  is  in  tim** 
to  be  thence  apprehended, since  it  exists  by  tra<le  only.  When<^ 
this  diversion  of  trade  procee<ls  is  notorious :  it  principally  pr*'' 
ceeds  from  the  great  jealousy  which  our  prosperity  hasexcit**! 
among  all  the  Potentates  of  Europe, ani^  therefore  every  possil>J^ 
obstacle  has  been  thrown  in  our  way  by  Frainv,  England, Swe<i<*" 
and  Denmark.  This  is  so  notorious  that  I  think,  in  onl-er  t«» 
avoid  prolixity,  it  is  unnecessary  to  be  minute.  The  8«»conJ 
cause  whereby  trade  has  been  divertcl  not  only  by  the  afore- 
said King<loms,  but  by  the  Hanse  Towns  which  bloom  wbiM 
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we  are  decaying,  is  the  excessive  rate  of  the  convoys  both  ou  the 
outgoing  and  incoming  goods.  But  on  the  former  'tis  to  be 
considered,  since  all  the  Potentates  of  Europe  embarrass  our 
trade,  how  much  profit  is  to  be  expected  from  New  Netheriaud, 
where  if  it  were  peopled  no  one  can  embarrass  us,  it  being 
beyond  contradiction  the  finest  country  in  the  world ;  where 
everything  can  be  produced  that  is  grown  in  Fran(*e  or  the 
BAitieiOosten),  and  wliich  can  in  course  of  time  be  a.s  great  a.-* 
both  those  Kingdoms  together.  The  English  afTord  us  an  in- 
stance  of  the  worthiness  of  New  Netherland,  which  from  their 
Colony  alone  already  sends  200  vessels,  both  large  and  small, 
to  the  Islands.  There  is  now  as  good  an  opportunity  as  ever 
can  <»frer  for  increasing  the  population  with  numbers  of  men, 
mechanics,  &c.,  from  home  and  from  Germany,  Norway,  tlie 
East,  Westphalia  and  those  countries  which  have  been  ruined 
within  two  years  by  hard  times,  but  principally  by  the  perse- 
cution to  which  those  of  Tlie  Faith  througliout  the  entire  of 
France,  also  the  Wuldenses,  have  been  subjected ;  wherefore 
some  families  from  around  Rochelle  are  already  making  applica- 
tion to  remove  with  some  farmers  to  New  Netherland  at  their 
own  expense,  were  the  settlement  only  secure,  in  order  to  be  Ix'' 
yond  apprehension  of  the  Indians.  These  exi)enses  for  a  settle- 
ment of  50  men  need  not  continue  longer  than  until  there  be  an 
abundance  of  Colonists,  which  will  be  the  case  in  a  year  or  two 
were  the  matter  taken  zealously  in  hand ;  and  in  a  very  few  years 
the  trade  to  New  Netherland  from  Amsterdam  alone  will  be 
very  considerable  were  nobody  to  be  a<lmitted  but  those  who 
*PPb';  ^^^^  trade  will  come  not  only  from  the  city's  Colonie 
but  from  the  English  who  ofTer,if  we  will  trade  with  them,  to 
make  a  little  slit  in  the  door,  whereby  we  can  reach  them  over- 
land without  having  recourse  to  the  passage  by  sea,  lest  trade 
irlth  them  may  be  forbidden  by  the  Kingdom  of  England,  which 
^ill  not  allow  us  that  in  their  Colony.  Now  whereas  every 
^•onsiderable  sum  employed  by  the  city,  is  expended  with  re- 
l^ard  to  its  advantage  or  profit,  they  think  such  is  hereinbefore 
^aflleiently  proved  by  good  argument.  No  money  can  l>e  more 
^Msfutly  disbursed  than  for  this  Colonie,  and  that  will  cer- 
tainly be  only  a  matter  of  a  loan.     For  calculating 

The  grt^  diisoharge  which  will  in  a  short   time  take  place 
from  the  alms-housee,  of  boys  to  be  sent  thither; 

Secondly.    That  the  Toll  from  the  beavers  may  possibly  be 
i-eoeive<l  there; 

Thirdly.  The  Tenths  and  capitation  tax  of  some  Swedes  who 
How  pay  it,  and  which  is  surrenderee!  by  the  Company; 

Fourthly.  The  Tenths  and   capitation  tax  of  the  Colonists 
who  will  now  go  thither; 
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Fifthly.  The  Trarle,  if  they  wiah  to  retain  it,  whereanto  the 
city  will  obtain  partners  enough,  if  it  please;  but  'tis  well  to 
understand  thut  the  founding  of  such  a  Colonie  can  only  be 
undertaken  by  the  combined  efforts  of  the  city  and  country,  and 
not  by  individuals. 

Now,  to  effect  this  with  good  success,  'tis  necessary  that  a 
sufBoient  fund  be  assigned  to  the  Commissioners,  whereof  they 
might  dispose  under  the  supervision  and  with  communication  of 
the  Right  Worshipful  Burgomastertr ;  or  'tis  certain  that  the  Col- 
ociie  of  the  South  river  is  nigh  fallen  to  ruin,  because  what  lias 
been  needed  for  each  equipage,  has  dragged  along  in  the  Council 
a  very  long  time  before  any  resolution  was  adopted  thereupon, 
wherefore  the  ships  took  their  departure,  the  suitable  season 
was  lost  and  meanwhile  the  beginnings,  for  want  of  being  con- 
tinued, have  come  to  naught;  and,  although  there  is  no  doubt 
of  the  good  foresight  of  the  members  of  the  Council   for  the 
above  named   fund,  yet  shall  we  respectfully  submit  a  plan, 
whereby  we  are  of  opinion  it  will   iye  accomplished  with  the 
least  onerousness.     Let  them  please  to  allow  the  said  Commis- 
sioners,  instead  of  the  Treasurer,  to  manage  the  English  post 
establishment  and  employ  the  profits  thereof;  also,  if  the  post^ 
hence  to  Paris  be  successful ;  likewise,  as  the  Antwerp,  Cuelei& 
and  Hamburgh  messengers  do  not  travel  any  more,  2  or  8  mem — 
bert  having  died  in  each  oflQce,  instead  of  appointing  any  nev^^ 
ones,  to  employ  the  places  of  those  who  are  deceased  to  th^^ 
profit  of  this  Colonie;  but  as  the  income  from  this  source  i^» 
slow,  and  there  will  l>e  considerable  dlBburaenients  in prof}*pti3^^ 
therefore  your  honors  will  please  to  assist,  according  as  fund^ 
shall  be  necessary,  in  the  negotiation  of  so  much;  then,  I  thinks  - 
the  city  will  apparently  never  again  be  applied  to  for  mone^^r 
for  this  purpose,  but,  on  the  contrary,  I  hope,  repay  it   in  ^^^ 
few  years.

On  the  le"*  February,  1663, 
the  Company  consented  that 
instead  of  all  the  goods  from 
here  to  the  city's  Colonie  in 
New  Netherland  and  thence 
hither,  being  at  present  ac- 
cording to  agreement,  subject 
to  the  iu8i>ection  of  one  of  the 
Company's  Deputies,  a  Com- 
missary may  hereafter  be  ap- 
pointed on  the  part  of  the  city 
who  shall  inspect  the  same  in- 
stead of  a  Deputy  of  the  Com- 
pany, and  take  the  oath  of 
fidelity  to  the  Company.

l6  also  heard  the  report  of  tlie  Committ-ee  appointed  the 22Dd 
February  last  to  consider  in  what  way  the  city's  Colonie  in  New 
Netherland  can  bent  L»e  benefitted,  statiniTf  in  substance,  that 
having  heard  the  opinions  of  the  Directors  of  the  aforesaid 
Colonie  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Council  and  registered 
in  Muniment  Register  D.,  folio  89,  they  cannot  think  other 
wise  than  that,  if  ^aid  Colonie  be  properly  sustained  for  a  few 
years,  it  would,by  the  increase  of  inhabitants,  furnish  great  trade 
to  this  city,  as  the  land  was  foiiiid  to  produce  almost  all  the 
articles  which  must  at  present  be  brought  fmSa  the  Baltic 
{Oostzee), 

That  the  aforesaid  proper  support  could  be  furnished  were  a 
sufficient  sum  of  3  @.  4  tons  of  gold  laid  aside  to  enable  such 
equipage  and. other  necessaries  as  the  good  of  the  service  may 
demand,  to  be  annually  supplied  at  proper  seasons,  from  the 
income  thereof,  without  being  obliged  to  apply  over  and  over 
again  to  this  Council  for  permission  and  subsidy  therefor;  since 
it  appears  sufficiently  clear  and  apparent  that  the  slow  pro> 
gress  of  said  Colonie  arose  from  the  tedious  deliberations  on 
the  state  and  provision  of  the  aforesaid  subsidy,  whereby  the  sea- 
son for  the  departure  of  the  ships  was  frequently  lost;  as  well 
as  from  the  scarcity  of  those  subsidies  which  frequently  could 
not  suffice  for  providing  so  many  necessaries  as  are  always  de- 
manded in  the  first  beginnings  of  a  Colonie. 

And  whereas  it  is,  first  of  all,  necessary  to  have  less  com- 
munion (gemeeiischap)  with  those  of  the  West  India  Company, 
that  the  Comiuittee,  therefore,  pursuant  to  their  commission, 
had  negotiated  with  the  Directors  and  obtained  from  them, 
among  other  things,  first:  a  pertinent  boundary  line  of  the  dis- 
trict belonging  to  the  Colonie  aforesaid ;  also,  that  the  Sche- 
pens  there  might  execute  judgments  for  the  Hum  of  fi.  600,  instead 
of  fl.  100,  without  any  appeal  lying  to  the  Director -General 
and  Council  of  New  ^Netherland,  except  for  a  higher  sum; 
likewise,  that  the  goods  going  to,  and  coming  from  the  Colonie, 
should  be  inspected  henceforth  only  by  one  Commissary  to  be 
appointed  thereunto  by  this  city  instead  of  a  Deputy  of  said 
Company;  as  more  fully  appears  by  the  agreement  in  writing, 
enregistered  in  Muniment  Rej?ister  D.,  folio  91. 

With  which  Condition  the  Committee  were  of  opinion  that 
the  advancement  of  the  aforesaid  Colonie  would  be  greatly  fa- 
cilitated. 
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Which  being  considered,  and  the  Council  approving  highly 
of  the  above  mentioned  advice  of  the  Coniiuittee,  and  hereby 
thanking  theui  for  the  trouble  they  have  talcen»  it  is  resolved 
and  concluded  that  assistance  shall  l>e  continued  to  the  afore- 
said Colonie;  also,  that  a  suitable  sum  of  money  shall  be  bur- 
rowed, to  be  advanced  by  the  Burgomasters  to  the  Directorb, 
from  time  to  time,  in  such  sums  as  they  shall  need  for  outfits 
and  other  necessaries.  And  forasmuch  as  they  aforesaid  sum  or 
fund  itself  is  concerned,  the  computation  thereof  is  postponed 
until  the  next  meeting  of  this  Council.

Whereas  the  computation  of  the  fund  for  the  promotion  of 
the  city's  Colonie  in  New  Netherland  has  been  postponed  fri»ni 
the  tenth  instant  on  account  of  the  thinness  of  the  meeting, 
to  the  next  Council  day,  and  the  Burgomasters  saw  that  no 
g^reater  number  is  in  attendance  to-day,  their  Worships  hav<» 
therefore  only  proposed  whether,  in  the  meanwhile,  a  subsidy  <>f 
25"  guild,  could  not  be  resolved  and  agreed  to, it  being  urgently 
demanded  for  the  dispatch  of  the  present  equipment  for  the 
Colonie;  also,  that  Mr.  Cornelis  deGraeflf  Lord  of  South  Pols- 
l>roeck,  be  again  requested  and  commissioned  with  the  Com- 
missioners appointed  for  the  aflfairs  of  the  aforesaid  Cohmi**, 
to  resume  the  conference  with  the  Directors  of  the  West  India 
Company,  in  order  to  see  whether  their  Honors  could  not,  for 
the  good  of  the  aforesaid  T-olonie,  agree  to  the  contents  of  a 
certain  draft  of  Conditions  submitted  the  Council,  and  here 
inserted  veihatim: 

In  case  the  Worshipful  Council  resolve  vigorously  to  promote 
the  settlement  of  the  City's  Colonie  on  the  South  river  wi' 
then,  under  correction,  are  of  opinion  that  their  Worships 
uiight  and  ought  to  stipulate  with  the  W^est  India  Company 
not  only  that  no  appeal  should  lie  to  the  Manhattans,  but  also 
that  the  duties  should  be  payable  not  to  the  Company,  but  t<» 
the  city  for  the  relief  of  its  to  be  incurred  expenses,  at  the  same 
ra.te  as  was  paid  at  the  Manhattans,  so  as  not  to  undermine 
this  Colonie,  it  being  note<lJ  ike  wise,  that  the  city  will  occupy 
Fort  Cliristina  with  its  garrison  and  will  relieve  the  Company 
therefrom. 

Which  points  being  taken  into  eonsideration,  a  provisional 
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8ubsicly  of  25"  guild., i8  consented  to  for  the  end  aforesaid ;  und 
the  al)ove  named  Lord  of  Polsbroeclc  is  appointed  anew  witli 
the  aforesaid  Coiuniissioners,  to  see  and  try.  on  resauiing^  their 
conference  witli  tlie  Directors  of  tlie  West  India  Company, 
whether  their  Honors  could  not  tigree  to  and  a(l|irove  the  afore* 
said  Conditions,  reporting  the  result. 


RESOLUTIONS  OF  THE  DIRECTORS  OP  THE  WEST  IN 
DIA  COMPANY,  CHAMBER  AT   AMSTERDAM. 


Friday,  13**  July,  lG6a 
Tlie  coniniittee  appointed  at  the  meeting  yesterday  to  confer 
with  the  city*8  ('onimissioners  respecting  New  Netherland,  hav- 
ing reported  that,  they  being  negotiating  with  tlie  gentlemen 
aforesaid,  the  latter  had  communicated  a  written  extract  from 
their  resolutions.to  the  effect  that  half  the  duty  of  thi8  Oolonie 
be  ceded  to  the  city,  and,  furthermore,  that  the  appeals  from 
their  Colon ie  to  the  Director  and  Council  of  New  Netherland 
be  at)oli8he(l,  or  else  that  in  the  crises  from  their  Colon le^  which, 
by  ap(>eiil,  devolve  on  the  Director  and  Council,an  appeal  may 
lie  to  the  Supreme  Court  here:  The  whole  matter  being  con- 
sidered, it  is  re8olve<i  to  place  the  aforesaid  written  extract  in 
the  hands  of  the  Committee  on  New  Netherland,  for  immediate 
examination  and  report. 

Monday,  80^  July,  166;k 
The  Committee  on  Now  Netherland,  having  made  a  re|x>rt 
on  the  Memoir  of  the  city's  Commissioners,  dated  12'**  of  July, 
which  WHS  submitted  to  the  meeting  on  the  18*^  next  ensuing, 
the  opinon  of  the  aforesaid  Committee  is  heard, and  everything 
being  duly  examined,  *tis  unanimously  resolved  and  concluded 
that  the  followin^j:  shall  be  furnishecl  as  an  answer: 

The  Directors  of  the  Incorporate<l  West  India  Company, 
Cliamber  at  Amsterdam,  having  seen  and  examined  the  Memoir 
of  Mess"  the  (Commissioners  and  Diectorsof  this  city  upon  their 
Colonic  in  New  Netherland,  dated  the  IS'**  instant,  consisting 
of  two  points,  first:  That  in  place  as  at  present,  according  to 
the  Company's  order  and  the  Conditions  enacted  with  the 
Right  Worshipful  Burgomasters  of  this  city,  all  the  New  Ne- 
therland duties  and  convoys  must  be  paid  to  the  Company,  the 
aforesaid  Directors  resigning  a  porton  thereof,  are  willinir  to 
grant  and  concede  the  same  to  the  city  aforesaid,  for  reasons 
set  forth  in  the  aforesaid  Memoir,  that  the  said  city  may  hence- 
forth absolutely  receive  and  administer  the  convoys  and  duties 
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of  all  8ueh  goodn  as  will  l>e  w»rit  hence  (iirwt  to  th«  South  river 
in  New  Netherlands  provided  that  the  aforesaid  city  keep  a 
pro|>er  account  of  the  receipt  and  administration  thereof,  and 
pay  one  half  of  the  clear  proceeds  to  the  Company,  and  they 
may  retain  the  other  half  for  themselves;  wiflk  express  restric- 
tion tliat  the  aforesaid  other  half  shall  be  employed  for  the  ad- 
vantage and  greater  security  of  their  (J<»lonie,in  erecting  and  re- 
pairing public  works,  maintaining  their  officers  and  such  like 
things,  with  otTer  to  prove  the  same  at  all  times. 

Secondly.  That,  from  judgments  pronounce<l  by  the  Director 
and  Council  of  New  Netherland.  in  matters  devolved  on  them 
by  appeal  from  the  aforesaid  city*8  Colonie,  according  to  the 
iigreement,  an  appeal  may,  if  nec^essary,  be  allowed  to  the 
Supreme  Court  of  this  country. 

The  above  nameil  Directors,  having  taken  all  the  aforesaid 
into  consideration,  and  especially  weighed  on  one  hand  the 
reasons  advanced  by  the  aforesaid  Commissioners  and  Directors, 
nnd,  on  the  other  hand,  the  constitution  of  the  charter,  orders 
and  rules  eiiaicteil  by  their  High  Mightinesses  for  the  Company ; 
in  order  to  at^qiiiesce  in  the  aforesaid  request  in  favor  of  the 
uforesahl  city's  (Jolonie,  as  far  as  it  may  in  no  wise  prejudice 
the  Company,  they  have  resolved,  on  the  first,  to  request  the 
nforenameil  Commissioners  and  Directors  to  excuse  the  Com- 
pany, so  far  as  relates  to  their  request,  for  the  receipt  and  ad- 
ministration of  the  duty  and  convoys;  but,  nevertheless,  the 
Company  grants  and  consents  chat  one-half  the  clear  proceeds 
of  the  convoys  and  duty  from  all  the  gooils  to  be  sent  direct 
from  hence  to  the  aforesaid  city's  Colonie  in  New  Netherland, 
shall  be  recwiveci  by  the  aforesaid  city  for  the  term  of  eight 
consecutive  years,  so  that  the  receipt  and  administration  of 
the  duty  and  conv<»ys  aforesaid  shall  efTectually  remain,  as 
hitherto,  without  any  change  be  made  hereby  therein,  but  the 
half  of  the  net  procee*ls  shall  lie  paid  by  the  Company  to  the 
city  aforesaid,  to  be  expended  and  employed  as  requested  in 
the  aforesaid  Memoir,  all  with  this  understanding,  that  the 
alK)ve  mentione<l  Commissioners  shall  also  punctually  observe 
an<l  execute  all  the  foregoing  agreements  and  consents, especially 
what  has  l)een  by  the  Directors  resolved  on  the  IS***  of  February 
last,  on  the  first  point  of  their  petition,  regard  l)eing  had,  on 
one  side,  to  the  evil  consequences  which  might  arise  in  other 
of  the  Company's  districts:  and  on  the  other  hand,  the  im- 
possibility whicli  exists  thnt  judgments  pronounced  in  their 
High  Mightinesses'  name  by  a  judge  of  the  highest  resort, 
should  be  subject  to  correction  and  alteration  by  a  Provincial 
Court,  in  direc^t  contravention  to  divers  of  their  High  Mighti- 
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nesses"  resolutions,  of  theinselves  in  contradictorio.    adopted 
heretofore  in  cases  which  occurred  in  that  district. 

Friday,  3"*  August,  1663. 
The  Connuittee  on  New  Netherland  having  been  in  further 
conference  with  the  Commissioners  of  the  city's  Colonie  on  the 
Memoir  of  the  30"'  ultimo,  and  having  afterwards  presenteil  to 
the  meeting  the  Memoir  hereinafter  inserted,  it  is  in  said  report 
resolved  hereby  to  authorize  the  Committee  on  New  Netherland 
to  make  such  further  arrangement  with  the  city's  Commission- 
ers as  shall  l>e  found  most  advantageous  to  tlie  Company. 

Memoir  of  the  city^n  Commissioners  oil  New  Netherland, 

The  Commissioners  and  directors  over  this  city's  Colonie  in 
New  Netherland  having  seen  and  examined  the  written  answer 
of  tlie  Directors  of  the  West  India  Company  to  a  certain  Memoir 
to  them  delivered  on  the  12'*'  July  last,  containing  two  different 
points,  namely,  lirst,  that   the  city  may  be  allowed   to  rcfceive 
the  duties  and  convoys  of  goods  and  merchandise  going  hence 
<Urect  to  the  South  river  of  New  Netherland.  on  condition  of 
paying  one-lialf  the  net  proceeds  thereof  to  the  said  Company; 
and  secondly,  that  from  the  judgments  pronounced  by  the  Di- 
rector General  and  Council  of  New  Netlierland  in  cases  devolved 
on  them  by  appeal  from  said  city's  Colonie,  an  appeal  may  also 
lie  to  the  Supreme  C-ourt  here;  have  observed  by  the  aforesaid 
written  answer,  on  the  first  point,  that  the  said  Company  does  in 
fact  concede  to  the  city  the  half  of  the  aforesaid  duty  and  convoy 
for  the  term  of  8  years,  but  that  the  same  must  be  collecte<l  by 
the  aforesaid  Company  which  accordingly  would  have  to  pay 
over  the  half  to  the  city;  this  being  taken  into  consideration 
by  the  Commissioners,  who  have  principally  observed  that  the 
nature  of  the  case  is  such  that  the  city  up  to  this  time  hath  re- 
served this  trade  not  for.  private  individuals  but  exclusively  for 
herself,  their  Honors  therefore  think  that  the  Company,  wishing 
to  avoid  double  trouble,  requires  only  to  be  paid,  so  long  as 
the  trade  is  carried  on  directly  ainl  immediately  by  the  city, the 
half  of  the  net  proceeds  of  the  duty  and  convoy  to  which  such 
goods  and  merhandise  as  the  city  will  send  thither,  are  subject ; 
furthermore,  have  no  objection  to  the  Company  receiving  the 
duties  and  convoys  on  the  gootls  which  will  be  sent  thither  by 
private  individuals,  provided   the  city  shall    be  empowere<l  to 
appoint,  in    the  Company's  oflBce.  a   person  who   shall   there 
receive  for  it  the  half  of  those  duties  and  convoys. 

In  regard  to  the  2""*  point:  Of  the  appeals.  As  the  Com- 
pany makes  so  many  objections,  this  point  will  be  given  up, 
and  as  the  planting  of  this  Colonie  hath  already  cost  the  city 
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considerable,  and  tlie  latter  therefore  deserves  to  be  encouraged 
in  order,  with  more  power  and  zeal  than  heretofore,  to  advance 
the  work,  which  will  still  require  many  thousands,  the  Com- 
missioners are  of  opinion  that  the  time  is  now  come  when  the 
city  must  provide  for  its  relief, to  the  end  that  it  may  enjoy  the 
effect  of  the  ("onditions  which  she  entered  into  with  the  West 
India  Company  and  have  l>een  approved  by  their  High  Mi^hti- 
.  nesses,  vizt.  :  That  the  toll  or  duty,  by  whichever  name  it  goes, 
that  is  paid  in  the  city's  Colonie  on  the  South  river  may  be 
expended  now  by  the  city  in  the  construction  and  maintaining 
of  the  public  works,  as  expressly  directed  by  the  8***  article  of 
the  printed  Conditions  and  is  verbally  also  more  fully  ex- 
pressed.  The  Commissioners  and  Directors, above  named, there- 
fore doubt  not  but  the  Company  will  now  consent  hereunto, 
at  least  if  it  desire  to  see  so  good  a  work  zealously  taken  in 
hand  and  advanced,  both  for  the  greater  security  of  its  interests 
there  and  for  the  advantage  of  this  State  in  general ;  in  which 
case  the  tolls  aforesaid  might  be  received  both  by  those  who 
will  be  appointed  there  by  the  Company  and  by  the  city,  in 
order  to  obtain  more  certain  information  that  they  were  em- 
ployed no  otherwise  than  in  the  construction  and  preparation, 
of  the  public  works,  which  shall  at  all  time  be  proved;  the 
811  rpl us  thereof  shall  be  paid  back  to  the  Company,  as  the  city 
is  not  requiring  it  for  herself. 

And  whereas  great  complaints  have  been  frequently  made  by 
the  Commissioners  of  the  colonists  running  away  from  the  city's 
(/olonie,  which  necessarily  tends  to  injure  the  city's  interests 
in  that  quarter;  they  are,  therefore,  of  opinion  that,  in  order 
to  obviate  all  distrusts  between  officers  on  both  sides  there,  it 
would  be  very  advanta$2:eou»  that  said  Company  should  ex- 
pressly order  its  officers  not  to  harbor  any  persons  coming  from 
the  city's  Colonie,  unless  provided  with  proi>er  passports,  other- 
wise to  send  them  back  on  demand,  said  Conuuisssioners  under- 
taking to  reciprocate  and  act  in  the  same  way  in  case  any  one 
should  come  over  in  the  same  manner  from  the  Company  V  dis- 
trict. 

Done  at  the  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  and  Directors 
aforesaid,  in  Amsterdam,  2°**  August,  106;i. 

Thursday,  O'**  August,  lees. 

The  Commissioners  of  New  Netherland  being,  pursuant  to 
their  resolution  of  the  3'*'  instant,  in  further  conference  with 
tlie  Commissioners  and  Directors  of  the  city's  district  on  the 
hk>uth  river,  and  having  made  a  report  thereof,  after  hearing 
their  opinions  and  the  additional  Memoir  of  the  aforesaid  city's 
Commissioners  of  the  3^   instant,  it   is  resolved   to  acquiesce 
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therein  and  it  is  liereby  <'oiiMMito<i   to,  and  further  to  request 
the  Company,  having  laid  aside  diverH  and  weighty  motives  to 
the  contrary,  zealoasiy  to  encourage  the  advancement  of  tlie 
aforesaid  Colonie  in  the  ht>ee<1lest  manner. 
Agrees  with  the  regiKter  of  the  aforetiaid  ret«olutionH,

REPORT  ON  THE  COLONIE  ON  THE  DEAWARE  RIVER. 


Report  of  the  Commisidoiiens  a  fid  IHreviors  over  this  city's  Coh- 
niein  NmoNetherlaudtothe  Right  \VorHhipfui,th€  Burtjn- 
magtmn,  submdUtd  the  10<*  AugttH,  1663. 

Yoar  Worships  have  lieen  heretofore  iuforttMNl  that  the  (])oui- 
missioners  and  Directors  had,  by  their  own  experience  and 
knowledge,  seen  and  perceived  tiie  obstruction  aim}  d*uiage  in- 
flicted on  the  Colonie  in  New  Ni^therland,  especially  in  the 
matter  of  judicata le,  and  that  accordiugly  to  obviate  it  hmi 
obtained  from  the  West  India  Company  not  only  thai  th^^re 
should  be  no  appeal  in  criminal  ca.sc^,  but  that  the  sum  to  l)e 
decided  by  the  <leirrec  of  the  Schepens  of  the  eiiy*s  Colonie 
should,  inste*id  of  KX)  truilderh,  l>e  advanced  to  tf60  icuiiders, 
Hollands;  also,  that  to  the  city  should  be  surrendered  aadreu- 
veyed  the  whole  of  the  South  river,  from  the  sea  upwards  so 
far  iis  the  said  river  extends,  and  on  the  North  side  three  leagues 
from  the  river's  bunk  landward  in,  and  on  the  South  side  hs 
far  as  the  land  extends  in  that  direction  to  the  English  Colonie; 
and  as  the  Worshipful  Council  of  this  city  did,  afterwards,  on 
the  IG*"  March,  of  this  year,  request  and  appoint  Mr.  Cornells  de 
Graef,  Lord  of  South  Polsbrocck.  with  an<l  besides  the  Com- 
missioners aforesaid,  to  agree,  if  possible,  by  further  conference 
with  the  West  India,  (.'ompany,  not  only  to  abolisli  ap]:>eal8  in 
toto,  but  also,  that  henceforth  the  city  should  receive  the  duty 
on  the  goods  and  merchandise  going  hence  direct  to  the  South 
river,  for  the  defraying  of  the  expenses  which  are  to  be  incurred ; 
and  as  the  said  business  has  now  finally  been  concluded  with 
the  West  India  Company  aforesaid,  therefore,  not  only  an  ex- 
planation hereof  will  now  be  given,  but  also  this  supplemen- 
tary report  is  respectfully  submitted  to  your  Worships  of  the 
state  of  the  city's  affairs  there,  and  by  what  means  they  can  be 
maintained  and  advanced. 

First.  Concerning  the  abrogation  of  tlic  appeal,  and  that 
accordingly  from  the  judgment   [pronounced]  by  the  Director 
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and  Council  of  New  Netherland  in  matters  devolved  by  appeal, 
there  shall  lie  an  appeal  to  the  Schepens  of  this  city  or  to  the 
Supreme  Court  in  tliis  country;  It  has  been  considered  by  the 
Company,  to  that  end  applying  auiple  reasons  wherefore  it 
could  not  he  done;  the  same  was  then  abandoned,  as  we  were 
not  able  to  perceive  how  the  city  or  its  inhabitants  could  hereby, 
certainly  not  for  the  present,  be  prejudiced,  as  cases  exceeding 
600  guilders  will  be  of  verv  rare  occurrence  there. 

Concerning  the  2*^  point ;  The  aforesaid  Company  has  granted 
to  the  city,  for  the  term  of  eight  years,  the  net  half  of  the  re- 
ceipts of  the  duty  and  convoy  of  goods  going  hence  direct  to 
the  South  river,  and  that  for  the  building  and  maintaining 
its  public  works  and  supporting  the  officers  there;  accordingly 
only  half  of  (he  duty  and  convoy  of  the  goods  and  merchandise 
which  are  sent  on  behalf  of  the  city  is  paid  to  the  Company, 
at  whose  office  shall,  furthermore,  be  received  the  duty  and 
convoy  of  the  goods  which  will  be  shipped  thither  by  private 
l>ersQiJS,  but  the  city,  in  order  to  be  served  faithfully  and  l>e- 
tinies,  shall  be  empowered  to  appoint  a  person  there  who  shall 
receive  the  half  thereof  on  its  account. 

Having,  moreover,  obtained  from  the  said  Company,  for  a 
like  number  of  years,  the  toll  or  duty  which  is  paid  in  New 
Netherland  both  on  beavers  and  other  peltries  and  Virginia  or 
Maryland  tobacco,  whereof  the  last  pays  80  stivers  and  the  first 
101  guilders  per  100  export  duty  (including  the  4  stivers  per 
beaver)  and  whatever  additional  might  be  paid  on  other  and 
all  such  returns,  likewise  for  the  erection  and  maintaining  of 
public  works;  which  is  consequently  of  such  consideration  as 
will  hereinafter  be  more  fully  submitted. 

And  as  the  city's Colonie  hasalso  heretofore  been  grievously 
injured  by  the  running  away  of  its  colonists,  said  Company 
hath,  on  the  request  presented  by  the  Commissaries  aforesaid 
on  this  occasion,  also  promised  to  introduce  strict  order  to  the 
end  that  no  persons  coming  from  the  city's  Colonie  to  the  Man- 
hattans without  a  proper  passport,  shall  l>e  harbored  there  but 
sent  back  again,  which  shall  also  be  done  reciprocally  by  The 
city,  in  order  thus  to  obviate  and  remove  all  troubles  between 
the  governments  on  either  side. 

This  being  thus  transacted  with  the  West  India  Company  at 
farther.conference,  we  shall  now  proceed  to  the  state  or  condi- 
tion of  the  Colonie  itself,  and  by  what  means  it  could  lie  main- 
tained and  advanced. 

Concerning  the  state  or  condition  of  the  Colonie  itself,  that 
being  considered  as  it  will  be  conveyed  to  the  city,  nauuely  the 
entire  river,  ashereinl^eforespecifle*!,  itisfound  that  the  Swedes, 
Fins  and  other  nations  have  made  and  erected  there  110  good 
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bouweries,  stocked  with  about  2,000  cow8  and  oxen,  90  horMes, 
80  sheep  and  several  thousand  swine. 

The  lands  being  particularly  productive  and  adapted  both 
for  tillage  and  pasture,  having  exceedingly  fruitful  valleys, 
which  being  drained  at  a  small  expense,  then  return  90  0  40 
fold  for  what's  sown,  besides  producing  two  crops  a  year,  are 
therefore,  not  only  suitable  for  wheat  and  all  sorts  of  grain,  as 
experience  hath  already  abundantly  shown,  but  also  for  hemp 
and  flax;  and  rice  will  also  thrive  and  grow  there  particularly 
well,  the  low  grounds  being  thereto  well  adapted.  A  proof 
of  this  shall  then  be  taken  by  the  first  opportunity;  also  of 
French  prunes  and  other  fruits.  Thus,  people  only  must  be 
sant  there,  who  are  laborious  and  skilled  in  farming.  No  Hol- 
landers but  other  foreign  nations  must  be  employed  and  at- 
tracted for  this  purpose,  the  Swedes  and  Fins  (who  are  already 
there  in  reasonable  numbers)  being  among  others,  hereunto 
particularly  fitted,  and  of  whom  many  families  or  households 
are  from  time  to  time  expected,  as  they  have  been  notified  by 
their  countrymen  in  the  aforesaid  Colonie  of  the  good  oppor- 
tunity there.  Already  some  families  of  them  have  come  from 
Sweden  to  the  number  of  H*3  souls,  who  only  are  waiting  for  the 
departure  of  a  ship  thither.  On  this  occasion  some  cattle  must 
be  given  to  them  there  by  the  city  on  half  the  increase,  to  pro- 
mote the  cultivation  of  the  soil ;  they  will  be  bound  t-o  restore 
these  cattle  with  half  their  increase  in  about  4  or  5  years  at 
most,  whereby  not  only  agriculture  will  be  promoted  in  the 
most  economical  way,  bjt  the  city  will  also  be  thereby  benefited. 
And  concerning  the  passsage  money  which,  together  with  a 
few  farming  implements,  the  city  is  advancing  them  only  in 
form  of  a  loan,  the  same  shall  be  made  good  in  the  space  of  l\ 
years  from  the  produce  of  the  land  they  shall  happen  to  realize 
there,  and  especially  in  wheat  to  be  calculated  at  only  80  stivers 
the  skepel;  thus,  the  city  will  not  suffer  any  loss  from  this. 
but  be  well  repaid  its  accrued  interest. 

And,  as  agriculture  is  of  very  great  importance  to  this  city,  no 
less  so  is  the  trade  which  can  be  very  conveniently  carried  on 
there  not  only  with  the  natives  of  the  country,  but  also  and  prin- 
cipally with  the  neighboring  English  of  Merriland,  whooccupy 
themselves  chiefly  with  the  planting  of  tobacco,  and  are  greatly 
inclined  to  such  trade,  on  acxsount  of  the  suitableness  and  con- 
venience of  the  places  and  kills  which  run  in  both  directions 
none  being  more  than  a  half  hour's  distance  from  the  other.  On 
one  of  these,  at  our  side,  called  Apoquemnn's  kill,  a  stone  house 
in  form  of  a  redoubt  ought  to  be  built,  in  order  to  carry  on 
trade  there  more  conveniently,  as  we  cannot  btit  conclude  from 
the  reports  of  Director  d'Hinojossa,  and  also  from  the  circum- 
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stances  that  this  trade  of  tobacco  might  be  carried  on  with  gceat 
advantage  for  the  city,  for  which  reason  it  ought,  in  our  opinion, 
make  an  experiment  in  the  case,  and,  accordingly,  in  the  first 
place  now,  such  a  cargo  as  is  suitable  for  that  purpose  ought 
to  be  sent  thither,  amounting  to  12  @.  15,000  gl.,  not  doubting 
but  the  city  will  derive  a  handsome  profit  therefrom. 

This  trade  being  of  so  much  the  more  importance,  inasmuch 
as  the  country  produce  of  the  Colonic  might  hereby  be  sold 
off  and  consumed,  and  especially  the  barley  and  buckwheat, 
froia  which  the  city  or  individuals  there  might  brew  strong 
*  beer,  which  is  much  sought  for  by  the  English,  who  do  not 
manufacture  any,  and  therefore  can  be  sold  with  great  profit 
for  tobacco. 

So  that  from  both  these,  namely  agriculture  and  trade,  the 
expenses  will  be  sufficiently  met,  as  these  consist  there  only  in 
the  construction  and  maintenance  of  the  public  works  and 
city's  officers;  on  account  of  the  taking  up  and  occupying  the 
entfre  river,  the  number  must  now  be  increased  by  15  (^.  16 
soldiers  which  are  considered  sufficient  to  the  necessary  settle- 
ment and  defence  of  this  place. 

Against  this  is  to  be  estimated  the  toll  and  duty  which,  by 
the  opening  of  the  trade  in  beaver  and  other  peltries  with  the 
Indians,  might  be  realized  at  the  South  river;  this  is  said  to 
have  annually  been  10,000  skins,  being  10^  per  cent  with  4 
stivers  quit-rent;  thus,  it  should  annually 
amount  to fl.  6,000.00.00 

And  from  the  tobacco,  which  pays  a  duty  of  IJ  fl. 
per   100;    in  case  only  1,000   tabs  were  exported 
yearly  by  private  individuals,  which  will  doubt- 
less be  done  in  time,  that  would  amount  yearly 
(each  tub  being  estimated  at  400  lbs.)  to  ...     .      6,000.00.00 
Exclusive  of  the  profits  to  l)e  derived  from  2  @.  8  breweries  which 
the  city  possesses  there  already,  and  from  which  great  profit  can 
be  realized. 

As  also  from  the  city's  cattle  to  he  given  out  on  halves,  as 
&lx>ve. 

Item,  in  time,  likewise,  from  the  lO**';  some  of  the  Swedish 
bouweries  there  are  already  over  two  years  in  arrear,  and  these 
Arrears  must  therefore  lie  paid  to  the  city. 

Yet,  as  provision  must  he  made  here  for  the  expenses  of  the 
passage  and  board  of  thecoloniKtswho  will  happen  to  go  thither 
(and  the  greater  the  number  of  these  from  time  to  time,  the 
sooner  will  the  city  reap  the  fruits  thereof),  it  will  therefore 
l>e  necessary  to  find  means  thereunto,  and  that  merely  for  the 
space  of  8  years  and  no  longer  in  order  vigorously  to  promote 
33— Vol.  V. 
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HO  good  a  work,  which,  we  are  of  opiuiou,  under  ooirecitioiie 
will  tHud  to  the  best  advantage  of  the  State  in  general  and  thlB 
city  in  particular,  believing  that  it  will  then  be  8o  far  advan- 
ceii,  that  such  |>a88age  money  will  be  able  to  be  derived  from 
the  revenue  of  the  Colon ie  itself. 

And  as  your  wondiips  have  beeninfonued  on  the  14^  ult'that 
Director  Alexander  d^Hinojoasa  was  to  sailhenoe  for  the  South 
river  with  100  i*oloni8t8,  including  «S2  Finns,  and  that  in  addi- 
tion such  cargoes  were  to  be  sent  as  were  required  at  firat  as  an 
ex|>erinkent  of  the  Merriland  trade,  the  Commissionem  above 
mentioned  have  iHtnsidered  it  their  duty  to  hereby  to  remind 
your  Worships  thereof,  as  it  cannot  admit  of  any  further  delay 
incase  theseasi>n  of  the  year  is  to  be  taken  advantage  of.  Yo.ir 
Worships  are,  therefore,  requester)  to  giveorders  to  theend  that 
this  money  for  the  aforesaid  Merriland  trade  may  be  placed  in 
our  handB  to  enable  us  to  purchase  the  necessary  merchandise 
therewith,  and  in  case  your  Worships  may  not  be  disposed  to 
the  whole  of  this^and  consequently  be  pleased  to  participate  only 
in  half.  Ite  the  sauke  more  or  less,  or  indeed,  in  none  of  it,  in 
such  cirtMimstancvs  the  (Commissioners  offer  to  make  up  the  re- 
quisite sum.  or  else  to  have  the  whole  put  on  board,  by  whom 
then,  furthermore,  a  ship  will  be  looked  up,  in  which  will  then 
Ite  most  si>eeilily  dispatched  the  aforesaid  cargo  and  people,  for 
the  payment  of  whose  passage  they  have  still  some  of  the  cityV 
money  on  hand.

Lord  of  South  Polsbroeck,  being  ap- 
jH^inttHi  by  pi\»viou>  resolution  of  the  16* of  March  laat,  with  the 
l\Muniissioucrs  and  Direi'tons  of  this  city's  Oolonie  in  New 
Ncthciiand.  to  ivsuuie  tlie  confert-mv  with  the  Directors  of  the 
West  Imlia  i\>inpanny.  f<ir  the  purpo^ie  of  obtaining  from  said 
Company,  for  the  U^hoof  of  theaforesiiid  Colonie,  theCouditioDh 
iHMitaiueil  in  theafort»sjiid  i\^iumissioners'  resolution,  hath  sum- 
marily rt»portetl  the  result  of  the  aforesaid  conference,  and  re- 
ferreii  more  fully  to  the  written  report  this  day  delivered  to 
Mes^^^  the  Hur^uuasters.  in  the  name  of  said  Commissioners, 
setting  forth  what  was  i*t>nseute«i  and  agreed  toby  the  aforemen- 
tioneil  Directors  in  the  aforesaid  conference,  alsotheactaal  con- 
dition of  the  said  Oolonie  and  what  is  thought  necessary  for 
the  promotion  and  advanta^  thorei^f :  which  written  Report, 
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as  recorded  in  Muiiiuient  Register,  D.,  fol.  108,  being  read  nnd 
considereci,  it  is  resolved  and  con(;lude<l  to  send  a  cargo  of  mer- 
chandise to  the  value  of  twelve  or  iif teen  thousand  guilders,  to 
the  aforesaid  Colonic,  to  be  trailed  then^  as  an  experiment, 
namely,  half  on  account  of  the  city  and  the  other  half  on  ac- 
count of  said  Commissioners  and  Directors;  whereunto  the  city 
and  the  Commissioners  shall  each  furnish  half  the  sum,  and  in 
return  each  shall  participate  in  half  the  profits  and  loss  accru- 
ing on  the  aforesaid  cargoes.  And  it  is  further  recommended 
by  the  Council  that  not  only  Swedes  and  Finns  but  also  people 
of  other  nations  should  be  accepted  as  colonists  to  be  sent  over. 


FURTHER  PROPOSAL  RESPECTING  THE  COLONIE  ON 

THE  DELAWARE  RIVER. 


Draft  of  Proposal  of  the  Commissiofiera  atul  Directors  for  the 
management  of  the  South  river  in  New  Netherlanii^  submitted 
to  the  Right  Worshipful  the  Burgomasters  of  this  city  of  Am- 
sterdam, the  2:r«'  October,  A""  1663. 

The  Commissioners  and  Directors  having  considereil  that  a 
suitable  ship  ought  to  be  sent  this  year,  and  before  the  frost, 
to  the  South  river,  not  only  with  a  goodly  number  of  farmers, 
l>esides  the  implements  required  for  agricultural  purpose,  but 
also  with  some  cargoes  and  goods  for  the  continuance  and  pro- 
motion both  of  agriculture  and  trade,  together  likewise  with 
a  good  quantity  of  ammunition  and  materials  to  bring  and 
tnaintuin  that  place  in  a  proper  state  of  defence,  and  having  ac- 
cord ingl}' submitted  their  speculations  as  to  theexpenses  which 
should  be  incurred  for  this  outfit  and  what  dei>end8  thereon, 
are  of  opinion,  under  correction,  that  besides  other  things  there 
would  be  required  for  thaf  purpose,  viz*: 

The  passage  and  board  of  the  farmers  to  be  conveyed  over; 
item,  the  amount  of  their  implements,  also  ammunition  and 
materials  and  what  depends  thereon,  about  the  sum  of  13  (W>. 
14,000  guilders. 

For  cargoes  and  goods  both  for  the  trade  with  the  Merri landers 
and  the  Ind inns, together  about  3o  0i  36,000  guilders. 

In  addition  to  this,  it  will  l>e  necesswry,  according  to  the  re- 
f>ort  of  Director  Alexander  d'Hinojossa,  to  send  thither  imme- 
diately 50  negroes  who  are  particularly  adapteil  to  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  valleys,  which  are  found  exceedingly  fertile,  as  can 
expressly  be  seen  by  the  letters  last  received,  and  for  other  heavy 
work ;  also  for  the  advancement  of  agriculture,  which  we,  too 
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eaii  appreheud ;  wherefore  we,  under  correction,  are  of  opinion 
that  a  coutract  ou«ht  to  be  entered  into  with  the  Weet  India 
< -oinpany  here  for  the  delivery  ot  8ueh  a  number;  we  think  they 
<*an  be  obtained  for  2iiO  guilders  each,  or  thereabout,  which,  in 
snvh  case,  wouhl  be  for  50  negroes  !1.  11,500. 

Voiir  Worships  must  likewitje  be  informed  that,  on  the  last 
two  outfits,  both  in  the  passage  money  of  the  persons  going 
<»ver  as  in  freight  and  averages  of  the  goods  sent  with  them, 
tliere  was  a  deficit  of  about  8,000  gl.,as  far  as  can  be  most  eor- 
rt'ctly  ascertained.. 

And  although  all  this  amounts,  for  this  turn,  to  a  large  sum, 
yet  the  Commissioners  and  Directors  aforenamed  are  and  remain 
of  opinion,  after  iiaving  thoroughly  examined  and  investigated 
the  nature  and  qualities  of  these  outlandish  Colonies, tliat  the 
outlay  which  now  and  hereafter  must  be  incurred,  will,  with 
(iod's  blessing,  be  in  its  time  abundantly  repaid. 

And  to  show  their  sincerity  in  this  their  opinion,  the  Com- 
missioners do  hereby  offer  to  share  one  half  the  expense  which 
will  be  incurred  after  this,  in  the  advancement  of  the  Colohie. 
Heginning,  accordingly,  from  now  forward,  and  with  this  pro- 
jected  venture,  fully  understanding  that  they  will  then  also 
bliare,  they  and  their  heirs,  in  half  of  all  the  effects  and  rights 
which  the  city  already  possesses  in  that  country,  of  what  na- 
ture soever  the  same  may  be;  on  the  other  hand,  they,  the  Com- 
missioners aforesaid,  will  share  not  only  the  half  of  the  above 
8,000  tx\'y  but  also  such  debts  as  shall  be  paid  in  that  country  on 
account  of  the  city;  in  this  case,  the  profit  and  loss  in  the  farm- 
ing, etc.,  which  after   this  time,  will  arise,  shall   be  divided 
and  charged  half  and  half,  as  the  nature  and  equity  of  the  mat- 
ter will  tlien  determine. 

And,  although  your  Worships  have  participated  the  last  time 
only  for  |th  part  in  the  cargoes  for  thecouimon  trade,  and  here 
would  be  willing  to  participate  only  for  a  like  quarter  in  the 
purchase  of  the  required  cargoes  now  to  be  sent;  nevertheless, 
whenever  your  Worships  may  afterwards  so  resolve,  you  will 
be  always  hereafter  at  liberty  to  enter  for  the  half  in  this  trade 
and  venture,  in  order  to  have,  in  this  way,  an  equal  share  in 
<verytliint;. 

And  as  it  has  been  heretofore  noticed  that  some  members  of 
your  Worshipful  Council  have  entertained  a  different  opinion 
respecting  the  founding  and  progress  of  this  Colonie,  yea  even 
now  perhaps  not  enough  will  be  hereby  effected,  and  your  Wor- 
ships accordingly  may  resolve  to  appoint  a  committee  the  better 
to  be  informed  by  us  of  everything,  we  therefore  intend  to  be 
able  to  give  them  such  an  explanation  of  things  as  shall  be 
perfectly  satisfactory. 
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Only  respectfully  request! ug,  as  time  is  passing  and  the  work 
is  of  so  much  importance  as  not  to  admit  well  of  delay,  that 
your  Worships  would  be  pleased  to  allow  your  resolution  hereon 
to  reach  us  as  speedily  as  possible,  and  especially  that  regarding 
the  slaves,  for  procuring  which  the  West  India  Company  here 
has  a  ship  ready  topsail,  but  before  her  departure,  which  will 
take  place  in  4  @.  5  days,  a  contract  must  be  made  with  the 
Company  for  the  delivery  of  the  said  50  head,  or  else  another 
entire  year  will  have  been  lost,  which  would  tend  to  the  serious 
disadvantage  of  agriculture  in  that  country,  as  your  Worships 
will  be  able  yourselves  to  perceive  from  what  precedes,  whose 
resolution  hereupon  then  we  shall  expect  immediately.  Mean- 
while remaining,  &c. 


RESOLUTION  OP  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE 

CITY  OF  AMSTERDAM. 


24"'  October,  1663. 

The  Burgomasters  have  submitted  to  the  Council  some  pro- 
posals of  the  Commissioners  and  Directors  of  the  city*sColonie 
in  New  Netherland,  respecting  its  maintenance  and  advancement 
and  what  to  that  end  should  at  present  be  taken  by  the  hand 
and  put  in  operation;  according  to  the  aforesaid  proposal  con- 
tained in  writing  and  enregistereil  in  Muniment  Register,  I)., 
fol.  148. 

Which  being  considered,  Mr.  Jorjs Backer,  Mr.  PeterCloec^k, 
Dr.  .loan  Blaeu,  Cornells  Geelviuck  and  Gerard  Hasselaar  are 
requested  and  appointed  to  hear  the  aforesaid  Commissioner  and 
Directors  further  touching  said  proposal,  and  to  examine  the 
same  and  to  report  their  opinion  and  advice  thereupon  at  the 
earliest  moment. 

26^»>  October,  1663. 

Heard  the  report  and  advice  of  the  Committee  of  this  Council, 
which  pursuant  and  for  the  fulfillment  of  its  resolution,  dated 
the  24'**  instant,  had  further  heard  the  Commissioners  and  Di- 
rectors of  this  city's  Colonie  in  New  Netherland,  and  after- 
wards examined  and  weighed  some  proposals  touching  the 
maintenance  and  advancement  of  said  Colonie,  and  what  ought 
at  present  be  undertaken  and  put  in  operation  for  that  pur- 
pose according  to  said  Proposals  submitted  in  writing  and  en- 
registered  in  Muniment  Book,  D.,  fol.  148. 

Which  lieing considered  it  is  resolved  and  concluded  that  the 
above  mentioned-Commissioners  and  Directors  of  the  aforesaid 
Colonie  shall  according  to  their  proposed  offer,  share  for  one- 
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half  in  the  expenses  which  will  henceforth  be  incarred  in  the 
planting  of  said  Colouie  from  this  time  forward  and  in  the 
project-ed  adventure,  also  that  they,  the  Commissioners  and 
Directors,  bhall,  for  themselves  and  ttieir  heirs,  participate  for 
one-half  in  all  the  effects  and  rights  which  the  city  already 
posesses  and  may  hereafter  obtain  in  that  quarter,  of  what  nature 
soever  they  may  be ;  therefore  they  the  Commissioners  and  Di- 
rectors, shall  also  bear  the  half  in  the  sum  of  eight  thousand 
guilders  which  are  deficient  on  the  two  last  ventures  to  the  afore- 
said Colonic,  both  in  passage  money  of  the  colonists  that  went 
over  and  in  freight  and  average  sent  with  them,  and  in  all 
<lebts  that  will  be  paid  in  New  Netherland  on  the  part  of  this 
city.  And  this  on  condition  that  all  the  Tenths,  together  with 
all  profits  and  losses  which  will  hereafter  accrue  in  farming 
and  otherwise,  shall  l>e  shared  and  borne  half  and  half;  the 
agreement  with  Director  d*Hinojossa  respecting  the  farming 
on  tiie  behalf  of  this  city  remaining  valid. 

But  so  far  as  regards  the  cargoes  of  merchandise  to  be  now 
sent  thither  to  l>e  traded,  it  is  understood  that  the  city  shall 
have  only  one-fourth  share  therein,  the  remaining  three- fourths 
being  for  the  account  of  the  Comnkissioners  and  Directors;  on 
condition,  nevertheless,  that  the  city  shall  l>e  at  liberty,  if,  de- 
siring it  to  participate  for  one-half  in  the  cargoes  which  hereafter 
shall  be  sent  to  the  Colonic  aforesaid.  And  the  Burgomasters 
are  further  authorized  to  borrow  on  interest  through  the  medium 
of  said  Commissioners  and  Directors,  the  moneys  at  present  re- 
<iuired  both  for  the  passage  of  the  new  colonists  and  for  other 
necessaries  and  for  the  pucchase  of  slaves  and  the  cargoes  of 
goods  to  be  sent  off,  &c.,  according  to  the  foregoing  Proposals 
and  as  far  as  the  share  of  this  city  amounts  to.  And  the  Com- 
missioners are  thanked  for  the  trouble  they  have  taken. 


REMONSTRANCK  OP  THE  WEST  INDIA  COMPANY. 


7'o  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  States-Oeneral: 

The  Directors  of  the  General  incorporated  West  India  Com- 
pany respectfully  remonstrate  against  the  unreasonable  and  un- 
justifiable proceedings  of  the  English  in  America,  who  not  only 

have  forcibly  settled  themselves  on  many  districts  first  discovered 
and  taken  into  possession  by  the  Company,  as  appeared  by  the 
tokens  thereof  which  had  been  specially  set  up,  and  had  still 
l)een  standing  at  the  time  of  this  forcibly  entrj'of  the  English, 
but  also  invaded  sev»*ral  places  which  had  been  brought  under 
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<;ultivation,  and  where  towns  and  villages  had  been  organized 
under  their  own  governments  in  the  name  of  your  High  Mighti- 
nesses. As  a  ground  for  their  unrighteous  conduct,  they  per- 
verted merely  vague  patents  from  the  King  of  Great  Britain, 
i^nveying  to  them  (as  was  reasonable)  those  lands  which  were 
not  occupied  by  others.  The  Co^npany  not  being  able,  as  they 
were  taken  by  surprise,  to  prevent  these  proceedings,  in  every 
instance  at  first  attempted  means  of  reconciliation  tmfore  re- 
course would  be  had  to  force.  For  this  end,  they  used,  from 
time  to  time,  many  efforts  to  procure  a  settled  boundary  line 
between  the  possessions  of  the  two  nations,  agreed  upon  either 
here  in  America  or  else  in  Europe,  believing  that  by  this  means 
aH  future  difficulties  might  be  preventeil  and  requesting  the 
aid  and  influence  of  your  High  Mightinesses  for  the  attainment 
of  that  end.  The  Company  advanced  so  far  in  the  matter  in 
America,  that,  in  the  year  Sixteen  hundred  and  fifty,  there  was 
«*stab1ished  at  Hartford  a  Provisional  boundary  line,  subject 
to  the  approbation  of  the  supreuke  governments  on  both  sides, 
and  your  High  Mightinesses  insisted,  through  your  Ambassadors 
in  England,  either  that  «  boundary  might  be  *^oncluded  on 
here,  or  that  the  one  of  Hartford  might  l>e  approved,  or  else 
that  some  persons  in  America  might  be  authorized  on  both  sides 
to  draw  up  a  Boundary  line.  Still,  this  had  no  infiuence  In 
favorably  disposing  the  English  towards  this  object,  but  it 
appeared  evident  that  they  were  moving  onwards  in  their  pro- 
ceedings, in  order,  as  it  seems,  being  elated  by  their  first  success- 
ful commencement,  to  make  themselves,  ri*rht«ouslyorunright- 
<»ou8ly,  of  the  whole  Province,  to  turn  the  Company  out  of 
the  cities,  towns  and  entire  country ;  and  to  reduce  all  New  Neth- 
erland  under  England,  to  the  humiliation  of  yourHigh  Mighti- 
nesses, to  the  great  injury  of  the  commerce  of  this  State,  to 
the  incalculable  loss  of  the  Company  and  the  ruin  of  many  in- 
habitants in  those  parts.  For,  passing  by  the  previous  violences, 
of  which  a  full  account  has  been  given  in  Remonstrances  here- 
tofore presented  to  your  High  Mightinesses,  they  sent,  on  the 
twenty-seventhand  twenty -eighth  of  July,  one  Captain  Talcott, 
with  sixteen  or  eighteen  men  on  horseback  to  the  town  name<i 
Oostdorp,  under  your  High  Mightinesses*  authority  and  govern- 
ment, who,  on  his  arrival,  absolved  the  inhabitants  from  the 
oath  of  allegiance  taken  to  the  government  there,  displaced  the 
Magistrates  appointed  by  the  Company,  appointed  others  in 
their  stead,  and  thus  made  themselves  masters  of  the  town. 
Not  content  with  that,  but  proceeding  in  this  unheardof  course, 
the  same  Captain  Talcott,  on  the  twenty-fourth  of  December, 
Bent  to  the  town  of  Gravesend,  under  your  High  Mightinesses' 
authority,  one  James  Crisp,  to  read  an  address  to  the  inhabi-

taut8  toiriduce  them,  like  those  of  Oostdorp  to  acts  of  sedition, 
and  thas  bring  them  under  tlie  British  government.  The  in- 
tention was  to  proceed,  for  tlie  like  object,  to  Flushing,  Heem- 
stede  and  Uustdorp  aud  the  village  of  Oravesend,  all  being 
places  under  your  High  Mighthinesses.  This  was  prevented  by 
the  arrest  in  Gravesend  of  the  aforesaid  person  in  very  season, 
for,  on  the  twenty-fourth  of  December,  in  the  evening,  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  English,  on  horse-back  and  on  foot,  came  into  the 
town, surrounded  the  dwelling  of  Lieutenant  Stil well,  demanded 
him  dead  or  alive,  broke  into  the  house  and  committed  much 
violence.  The  Company,  in  consideration  of  the  close  alliance 
between  the  Crown  of  Great  Britain  and  the  States-General, 
have  not  dared  to  offer  any  opposition,  until  the  matter  be  first 
communicated  to  your  High  Mightinesses,  and  your  assistance 
and  direction  be  invoked,  which  the  Directors  aforesaid  hereby 
request.  Praying,  moreover,  that  your  High  Mightinesses,  in 
consideration  of  the  unrighteous  acts  of  violence  committed  by 
the  English  against  the  Company,  would  be  pleased  to  adopt 
the  most  suitable  and  effectual  tueasures  in  the  case. 


RESOLUTION  OP  THE  STATES- GENERAL.

Read  at  the  njeeting  the  RemonMrance  of  the  att'Cnding  Di- 
rectors of  the  West  India  Company,  of  these  parts,  respecting 
the  boundary  in  New  Nether  land,  and  the  wrong  done  them 
by  the  English  nation.

I.  Such  members  of  the  said  (Company  as  may  be  inclineil 
to  settle  a  Colonic  in  New  Netherland,  shall  be  permitted  to 
send  in  the  ships  of  this  Company  goin^r  thither,  three  or  four 
persons  to  inspect  the  situation  of  the  country,  provided  that 
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they  with  the  officers  andship^s  copipany,  swear  to  the  artiole^ 
so  far  as  they  relate  to  them,  and  t>ay  for  provisions  and  for 
Passage,  t^oing  and  coming,  six  stivers  per  diem;  and  such  hh 
desire  to  eat  in  the  cabin,  twelve  stiver.^  and  to  be  subordinate) 
and  give  assistance  like  others,  in  cases  offensive  and  defensive; 
and  if  any  ships  be  taken  from  the  enemy,  they  shall  receive, 
pro  rata,  their  proportions  witli  the  ship^s  company,  each  atr- 
cording  to  his  quality;  that  is  to  say,  the  colonists  eating  out 
of  the  oabin  shall  be  rated  with  the  sailors,  and  those  who  eat 
in  the  cabin  with  tliose  of  the  Company's  servants  who  eat  at 
table  and  receive  the  lowest  wages. 

II.  Though,  in  this  respect,  shall  be  preferred  such  persons 
as  have  first  appeared  and  desired  the  same  from  the  Company. 

III.  All  suchshall  be  acknowledged  Patroons  of  New  Nether - 
land  who  shall,  within  the  space  of  four  years  next  after  they 
have  given  notice  to  any  of  the  Chambers  of  the  Company  here, 
or  to  the  Commander  or  Council  there,  undertake  to  plant  a 
Colonie  there  of  fifty  souls,  upwards  of  fifteen  years  old :  one 
fourth  part  within  one  year,  and  within  three  years  after  tlu^ 
sending  of  the  first,  making  together  four  yeai's,  the  remainder, 
to  the  full  number  of  fifty  persons,  to  be  shipped  from  hence, 
on  pain,  in  case  of  wilful  neglect,  of  being  deprived  of  the  pri- 
vileges obtained;  but  it  is  to  L>e  observed  that  the  Company 
reserve  the  Island  of  the  Manhattes  to  themselves. 

IV.  They  shall,  from  the  time  they  make  known  the  situation 
of  the  places  where  they  propose  to  settle  Colonies,  have  the 
preference  to  all  others  of  the  absolute  proi>erty  of  such  lands 
as  they  have  therechosen;  but  in  case  the  situation  should  not 
afterwards  please  them,  or  they  should  have  been  mistaken  as 
to  the  quality  of  the  land,  they  may,  after  remonstrating  con- 
cerning the  same  to  the  Commander  and  C^ouucfl  there,  be  at 
liberty  tx)  choose  another  place. 

V.  The  Patroons,  by  virtue  of  their  power,  shall  and  may 
be  permitted,  at  such  places  as  they  shall  settle  their  Colonies, 
to  extend  their  limits  for  leagues  along  the  shore,  that  is,  on 
one  side  of  a  navigable  river,  or  two  leagues  on  each  side  of  a 
river,  and  so  far  into  the  country  as  tluj  situation  of  the  oc- 
cupiers will  permit;  provided  and  conditioned  that  the  (yoni- 
pany  keep  to  them  selves  the  lands  lyingand  remaining  between 
the  limits  of  Colonies,  to  dispose  thereof,  when  and  at  such  tiuio 
as  they  shall  think  proper,  in  such  manner  that  no  person  shall 
be  allowed  to  come  within  seven  or  eight  leaguesof  them  with- 
out their  consent,  unless  the  situation  of  tlie  land  thereabout 
be  such  that  the  Commander  and  Council,  for  good  reasons, 
should  oriler  otherwise;  always  observing  that  the  first  occu- 
piersare  not  to  be  prejudiced  in  the  right  they  have  obtained. 
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other  than,  unless  the  service  of  the  Company  shoa  Id  require  ft, 
for  the  buiUHn^  of  fortiflcHtions,  or  somethinj>^  of  that  t»ort; 
tlie  couitiiand  of  e^ich  bay,  rivor  or  island,  of  the  first  i>ettied 
Colonie,  remaining,  moreover,  under  the  supreme  jurisdiction 
of  their  High  Mightinesses  the  States-(i)Fcneral  and  the  Company: 
hut  tliat  on  the  next  Colonies  being  settled  on  the  same  river 
or  island,  they  may,  in  conjunction  with  the  first,  appoint  one 
or  more  Deputies  in  order  to  consider  what  may  t>e  necessary 
for  the  prosperity  of  the  Colonies  on  the  said  river  and  island. 

VI.  They  shall  forever  possess  and  enjoy  all  the  lands  lying 
within  the  aforesaid  limits,  together  with  the  fruits,  rights, 
minerals,  rivers  «ind  fountains  thereof;  as  also  the  chief  com- 
mand and  lower  jurisdictions,  fishing,  fowling  and  grinding,  to 
the  exclusion  of  all  others,  to  be  holden  from  the  Company  as 
perpetual  inheritance,  without  it  ever  devolving  again  to 
the  Company,  and  in  case  it  should  devolve,  to  be  redeemed 
and  repossessed  with  twenty  gruilders  per  Colonic,  to  be  paid 
to  this  Company,  at  the  Chamber  here  or  to  their  Commander 
there,  within  a  year  and  six  weeks  after  the  same  occurs,  each 
;it  the  Chamber  where  he  originally  sailed  from;  and  further, 
no  )>er8on  or  persons  whatsoever  shall  l>e  privileged  to  fish  and 
hunt  but  the  Patroons  and  such  as  they  shall  pennit.  And 
in  case  any  one  should  in  time  prosper  so  much  as  to  found 
one  or  moi-e  cities,  he  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  estab- 
lish officers  and  magistrates  there,  and  to  make  use  of  the  ti- 
tle of  his  Colonic,  according  to  his  pleasure  and  to  the  quality 
of  the  person. 

VII.  There  shall  likewise  be  granted  to  all  Patroons  who 
shall  desire  the  same,  venia  testandi,  or  liberty  to  dispose  of 
their  aforesaid  heritage  by  testament. 

VIII.  The  Patroons  may,  if  they  think  proper,  make  use  of 
all  lands,  rivers  and  woods  lying  contiguous  to  them,  for  and 
during  so   long  a  time  as  this  Company  shall  grant  them  to 
other  Patroons  or  private  persons. 

IX.  Those  who  shall  send  persons  over  to  settle  Colonies, 
shall  furnish  them  with  proper  instructions  in  order  that  they 
may  be  ruled  and  governed  comformably  to  the  rule  of  govern- 
ment made,  or  to  Iw  made,  by  the  Board  of  the  Nineteen,  as 
well  in  the  political  as  in  the  judicial  government:  which  they 
shall  be  obliged  first  to  lay  before  the  Directors  of  the  respec- 
tive Chambers. 

X.  The  Patroons  and  colonists  shall  be  privileged  to  send 
their  people  and  efTects  thither,  in  ships  belonging  to  the  Com- 
pany, provided  they  take  the  oath,  and  pay  to  the  Company 
for  bringing  over  the  people,  as  mentioned  in  the  first  article 
and  for  freight  of  the  goods,  Hvv  per  cent,  ready  money,  to  be

reokoned  on  the  prime  costs  of  the  goods  here,  in  which  is,  how- 
ever, uotto  l>e  included  such  cattle  and  implements  as  are  neces- 
sary for  the  cultivation  and  the  improvement  of  the  land,  which 
the  Company  are  to  carry  over  without  any  reward,  if  there  is 
room  in  their  ships.  But  the  Patroons  shall,  at  their  own  ex- 
l>ense,  provide  and  make  places  for  them,  together  with  every- 
thing necessary  for  the  support  of  the  cattle. 

XL  In  case  it  should  not  suit  the  Company  to  send  any  ships, 
or  there  should  be  no  room  in  those  sailing  thither,  then  the 
Kaid  Patroons,  after  having  communicated  their  intentions,  and 
after  having  obtaineil  consent  from  the  Company  in  writing, 
may  send  their  own  ships  or  vessels  thither;  provided  that,  in 
going  or  coming,  they  go  not  out  of  their  ordinary  course,  giving 
security  to  the  Company  for  the  same  and  taking  on  board  an 
assistant,  to  bevictuale<l  by  the  Patroon,  and  paid  his  monthly 
wages  by  the  Company,  on  pain,  for  doing  the  contrary,  of  for- 
feiting all  right  and  prope«*ty  they  have  obtained  to  the  Colonie. 

XII.  Inasmuch  as  it  is  intended  to  people  the  Island  of  the 
Manhattes  first,  all  fruits  and  wares  that  are  produced  oh  the 
lands  situate  on  the  North  river,  and  lying  thereabout,  shall, 
for  the  present,  be  brought  there  before  being  sent  elsw here,  ex- 
cepting such  as  are,  from  their  nature,  unnecessary  there,  or 
fiuch  as  cannot,  without  great  loss  to  the  owner  thereof,  be 
brought  there,  in  which  case  the  owners  thereof  shall  be  ob- 
liged to  give  timely  notice  in  writingof  the  difficulty  attending 
the  same  to  the  Company  here,  or  the  Commander  and  Council 
there,  that  the  same  may  be  remedied  as  the  necessity  thereof 
shall  be  found  to  require. 

XIII.  All  the  Patroons  of  Colonies  in  New  Netherland,  and 
of  Colonies  on  the  Island  of  Manhattes  shall  be  at  liberty  to 
sail  and  traffic  all  along  the  coast,  from  Florida  to  Terra  Neuf, 
provided  that  they  do  again  return  with  all  such  goods  as  they 
shall  get  in  trade  to  the  Island  of  Manhattes,  and  pay  five  per 
cent  duty  to  the  Company,  in  order,  if  possible,  that,  after 
tlie  necessary  inventory  of  the  goods  shipped  betaken,  the  same 
may  be  sent  hither.  And  if  it  should*  so  happen  that  they 
could  not  return,  by  contrary  streams  or  otherwise,  they  shall, 
in  such  case  not  be  permitted  to  bring  such  goods  to  any  other 
place  but  to  these  dominions,  in  order  that,  under  the  inspection 
of  the  Directors  of  the  place  where  they  may  arrive,  they  may 
be  unladen,  an  inventory  thereof  made,  and  the  aforesaid  duty 
of  five  per  cent  paid  to  the  Company  here,  on  pain,  if  they  do 
the  contrary,  of  the  forfeiture  of  their  goods  so  trafficked  for, 
or  the  real  value  thereof. 

XIV.  In  case  the  ships  of  the  Patroons,  in  going  to.  or  coming 
from,  or  sailing  on  the  coast  from  Florida  to  Terra  Neuf,  and 
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no  further,  without  our  grant,  should  overpower  any  prUee 
ot  the  eueuiy,  they  shall  be  obliged  to  bring,  or  cause  or  be 
brought,  such  prize  to  the  Chamber  of  the  place  froui  whence 
they  sailed  out,  in  order  to  be  rewarded  by  it;  the  Company 
shall  keep  the  one-third  part  tiiereof,  and  the  remaining  two- 
thirds  shall  belong  to  them,  in  consideration  of  the  cost  and 
risk  they  have  been  at,  all  according  to  tha  orders  of  the  Com- 
pany. 

XV.  It  shall  be  also  free  tor  the  aforesaid  Patroons  to  traffic 
and  trade  all  along  the  coast  of  New  Netherland  and  piacen 
circumjacent,  with  sucii  goods  as  are  consumed  there,  and  re- 
ceive in  return  for  theiu  all  sorts  of  merchandise  that  may  be 
had  there,  except  t>eaver8,  otters,  minks,  and  all  sorts  of  peltr>'. 
which  trade  the  Company  reserve  to  themselves.  But  the  same 
shall  be  permitted  at  such  places  where  the  Company  have  no 
factories,  conditioned  that  such  traders  shall  beobliged  to  bring 
all  the  peltry  they  can  procure  to  the  Island  of  Manhattes,  iii 
case  it  may  be,  at  any  rate,  practicable,  and  there  deliver  to 
the  Director,  to  be  by  him  shipped  hither  with  the  ships  and 
goods;  orjf  they  should  come  here  without  going  there,  then 
to  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Company  that  a  proper  account 
thereof  may  be  taken,  in  order  that  they  may  pay  to  the  Com- 
pany one  guilder  for  each  merchantable  beaver  and  otter  skin; 
the  property,  risk  and  all  other  charges  remaining  on  account 
of  the  Patroons  or  owners. 

XVI.  All  coarse  wares  that  the  Colonists  of  the  Patroons  there 
shall  consume,  such  as  pitch,  tar,  weed-ashes,  wood,  grain,  fish, 
lalt,  hearthstone  and  such  like  things  shall  be  conveyed  in  the 
Companys'  ships,  at  the  rate  of  eighteen  guilders  per  last;  four 
thousand  weight  to  be  accounted  a  last,  and  the  CompanyV 
ships*  crew  shall  beobliged  to  wheel  and  bring  the  salt  on  board, 
whereof  ten  lasts  make  a  hundred.  And,  in  case  of  the  want 
of  ships,  or  room  in  the  ships,  they  may  order  it  over,  at  their 
own  cost,  in  ships  of  their  own,  and  enjoy  in  these  dominions 
such  liberties  and  benefits  as  the  Company  have  granted;  but. 
in  either  case,  they  shall  be  obliged  to  pay,  over  and  above  the 
duty  of  five  per  cent,  eighteen  guilders  foreach  hundred  of  salt 
that  is  carried  over  in  the  Company's  ship. 

XVII.  Forall  wares  which  are  not  mentioned  in  theforegoing 
article,  and  which  are  not  caried  by  the  last,  there  shall  be 
paid  one  dollar  for  each  hundred  pounds  weight;  and  for  wines, 
brandies,  verjuice  and  vinegar,  there  shall  be  paid  eighteen 
guilders  per  cask. 

XVIII.  The  Company  promises  the  colonists  of  the  Patroons 
that  they  shall  be  free  from  customs,  taxes,  excise,  impK>sts  or 
any  other  contributions  for  the  space  of  ten  years;  and  after 
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the  expiration  of  the  said  ten  years,  at  the  highest,  suoh  cus- 
toms as  the  goods  pay  here  for  the  present. 

XIX.  They  will  not  take  from  the  service  of  the  Patroons 
any  of  their  colonists,  either  man  or  woman,  son  or  daughter, 
man-servant  or  maid  servant ;  and,  though  any  of  these  sliould 
desire  the  same,  they  will  not  rec>eive  them,  much  less  permit 
them  to  leave  their  Patroons,  and  enter  into  the  service  of 
another,  unless  on  consent  obtained  from  their  Patroons  in 
writing,  and  this  for  and  during  so  many  years  as  they  are 
bound  to  their  Patroons;  after  the  expiration  whereof,  it  sliall 
be  in  the  power  of  the  Patroons  to  send  thither  all  such  colo- 
nists as  will  not  continue  in  their  service,  who  until  then  shall 
not  enjoy  their  liberty.  And  any.colonista  who  shall  leave  the 
service  of  his  Patroon,  and  enter  into  the  service  of  another, 
or  shall,  contrary  to  his  contract,  leave  his  service,  we  promise 
to  do  everything  in  our  power  to  apprehend  and  deliver  the 
same  into  the  hands  of  his  Patroon  or  attorney,  that  he  mav 
be  proceeded  against  according  to  the  customs  of  this  country, 
as  occasion  may  require. 

XX.  From  all  judgments  given  by  the  Courts  of  the  Patroons 
for  upwards  of  fifty  guilders,  there  may  be  an  appeal  to  the  Com- 
pany's Commander  and  Council  in  New  Netherland. 

XXI.  In  regard  to  such  private  persons  as  on  their  own  ac- 
count, or  others  in  the  service  of  their  masters  here  (not  en- 
Joying  the  same  privileges  as  the  Patroons),  shall  be  inclined 
to  go  thither  and  settle,  they  shall,  with  the  approbation  of 
the  Director  and  Council  there,  be  at  liberty  to  take  up  and 
take  possession  of  as  mach  land  as  they  shall  be  able  properly 
to  improve,  and  shall  enjoy  the  same  in  full  property  either  for 
themselves  or  masters. 

XXII.  They  shall  have  fro?'  liberty  of  hunting  and  fowling, 
as  well  by  water  as  by  land,  generally,  and  in  i)ublicand  private 
woodsand  rivers  about  their  Colonies,  according  to  the  orders  of 
the  Director  and  Council. 

XXIII.  Whosoever,  whether  colonists  of  Patroons  for  their 
Patroons,  or  free  persons  for  themselves,  or  others  for  their  ni.'is- 
ters,  shall  discover  any  shores,  bays' or  other  fit  places  for  enact- 
ing fisheries,  or  the  making  of  salt  ponds,  the}'  may  take  posses- 
sion thereof,  and  begin  to  work  on  them,  as  their  own  absolute 
property,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  others.  And  it  is  consented 
to  that  the  Patroons  of  colonists  may  send  ships  along  the 
coast  of  New  Netherland,  on  the  cod  fishery,  and  with  the  fish 
they  catch,  trade  to  Italy  or  other  neutral  countries,  paying  in 
such  cases  to  the  Company  a  duty  of  six  guilders  per  last;  and 
if  they  should  come  with  their  lading  hither,  they  shall  be  at 
liberty  to  proceed  to  Italy,  though  they  shall  not,  under  pre- 
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text  of  this  consent,  or  leave  froiu  the  Company,  carry  any 
goods  there,  on  pain  of  arbitrary  punishment,  and  it  remliinin;? 
in  the  breast  of  the  Company  to  put  a8upercar|^}oni>oard  each 
ship,  as  in  the  eleventli  article. 

XXIV.  In  case  any  of  the  colonists  should,  by  his  industry 
and  diligence,  discover  any  minerals,  precious  stones^  crystals, 
marbles  or  such  like,  or  any  pearl  fishery,  the  same  shall  be 
and  remain  the  proi)erty  of  the  Patroon  or  Patroous  of  such 
Colonie,  giving  and  ordering  the  discoverer  such  premium  as 
the  Patroon  shall  beforehand  have  stipulated  witli  such  eolo- 
nints  by  cx>ntract.  And  the  Patroons  shall  be  exempted  from 
the  payment  of  duty  to  the  Company  for  the  term  of  eight 
years,  and  pay  only  for  freight,  to  bring  them  over,  two  per 
cent,  and  after  the  expiration  of  the  aforesaid  eight  years,  for 
duty  and  freight,  the  one-eighth  part  of  what  the  same  may  be 
worth. 

XXV.  The  Company  will  take  all  the  colonists,  as  well  free 
as  those  that  are  in  service,  under  their  protection,  and  them 
defend  against  all  foreign  and  domestic  wars  aud  powers,  with 
the  forces  they  have  there,  as  much  as  lies  in  their  power. 

XXVI.  Whosoever  shall  settle  any  Colonie  out  of  the  limits 
of  the  Manhattes  Island,  shall  be  obliged  to  satisfy  the  Indians 
for  the  land  they  shall  settle  upon,  and  they  may  extend  or 
enlarge  the  limitsof  their  Colonies  if  they  settle  a  proportiDnatt' 
number  of  colonists  thereon. 

XXVII.  The  Patroons  and  colonists  shall  in  particular,  and 
in  the  speediest  manner,  endeavor  to  find  out  ways  and  me>aiis 
whereby  they  may  support  a  Minister  and  Schoolmaster,  that 
thus  the  service  of  God  and  zeal  for  religion  may  not  g:row 
cool  and  be  neglected  among  them,  and  they  shall,  for  the  first, 
procure  a  Comforter  of  the  sick  there. 

XX  VI 1 1.  The  Colonies  that  shall  happen  to  lie  on  the  re- 
spective rivers  or  islands  (that  is  to  say,  each  river  or  island 
for  itself),  shall  l>e  at  liberty  to  appoint  a  Deputy,  who  shall 
give  information  to  the  Commander  and  Council  of  that  W*^st- 
ern  quarter,  of  all  things  relating  to  his  Colonie,  and  further 
matters  relating  thereto,  of  which  Deputies  there  shall  be  one 
altered»or  changed  in  every  two  years;  and  all  Colonies  shall 
be  obliged,  at  least  once  in  every  twelve  months,  to  make  exact 
report  of  their  condition  and  of  the  lands  thereabout  to  the 
Commander  and  Council  there,  in  order  to  be  transmitted  hither. 

XXIX.  The  colonists  shall  not  be  permitted  to  make  any 
woolen  linen  or  cotton  cloth,  nor  weave  any  other  stuffs  there, 
on  pain  of  being  banished,  and  as  perjun^rs,  to  l>e  arbitrarily 
punished. 

XXX.  The  Company  will  use  their  endeavors  to  supply  the 
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ooioniBts  with  an  many  Blacks  as  they  conveuiently  can,  on  the 
conditions  hereafter  to  be  made,  in  such  manner,  however,  that 
they  shall  be  bound  to  do  it  for  a  longer  time  than  they  shall 
think  proper. 

XXXL  The  Company  promise  to  finish  the  fort  on  the  Island 
of  the  Manhattes,  and  to  put  it  in  a  i>ostureof  defence  without 
delay. 


RESOLUTION  OF  THE  STATES  GENERAL. 

Monday,  21'^  January,  1664. 
Read  to  the  Assembly  a  certain  Remonstrance  of  the  Di ret*. torn 
of  the  General  Incorporated  West  India  Company  of  this  coun- 
try, the  Commisbi oners  of  the  Colonic  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam 
in  New  Netherland,  and  the  Deputies  from  the  General  Assembly 
(landls  vei'gaderinge)  in  New  Netherland,  containing  a  contin- 
uance of  the  complaints  against  the  unlawful  proceedings  to 
which  the  English  have,  for  some  time  since,  had  recourse  against 
them,  praying  that  provision  be  made  in  their  premises;  Which 
being  consideretl,  it  is  resolved  and  concluded  that  the  aforesaid 
liemonstrance  l>e  placed  in  the  hands  of  Mess"  Huygensand  other 
their  High  Mightinesses*  Deputies  for  the  alTairs  of  the  West 
India  Company,  to  inspect,  examine  and  investigate  the  retroacta, 
verbally  to  hear  and  listt^n  to  the  Petitioners  or  their  Attorneys, 
and  among  the  rest.  Jolian  Tayspil,  Commissioner  and  Direc- 
tor of  the  Colonic  which  the  city  of  Amsterdam  hath  planted 
on  the  South  river  in  New  Netherland  aforesaid,  and  to  report 
thereupon. 


RESOLUTION  OF  THE  STATES  GENERAL. 


Wkdnksday.  2:j'  January,  1664. 
Heard  the  report  of  Mess"  Huygen«  and  other  their  High 
Mightinesses*  Deputies  for  the  afTairs  of  the  West  India  Com- 
pany, having,  pursuant  to  their  reHolutions  of  the  *4^^  Decem- 
ber last  and  the  21'^  inst.,  iuKpected  and  examined  the  iterated 
Remonstrances  of  the  Directors  of  the  aforesaid  West  India 
Company,  the  Commissioners  of  the  Colonic  of  the  city  of 
Amsterdam,  in  New  Netherland,  and  the  Deputies  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  in  New  Netherland,  containing  a  continuation 
of  the  complaints  respectingthe unlawful  proceedings  t^»  which 
the  English  there  have,  for  some  time  past,  had  recourse :  praying 
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that  provision  may  be  made  iu  the  premises;  aliio,  that  tke 
retroacta  be  examined,  the  Remonstrants,  or  their  Attomeys, 
Hiid,  among  the  re8t,  John  Tayspil,  Commissioner  and  Director 
ot  the  Colonie  planted  L>y  tlie  city  of  Amsterdam  on  the  South 
river,  in  New  Netherlands  be  verbally  heard.  Which,  beingcon- 
Hidered,  it  is  resolved  and  concluded,  that  the  Ambassador  to  be 
Hoon  sent  to  reside  at  the  Court  of  the  King:  of  Great  Britain, 
Hhall  inter  alia  be  given  iu  command,  there  to  urge  and  insist, 
with  all  earnestness  and  zeal,  on  the  determination  of  the 
boundary  line  l>etween  tlie  English  and  the  said  West  India 
CJoiupany  in  New  Netherland,  for  the  prevention  of  alltroabies 
nnd  alienations  which  otiierwise  are  to  be  apprehended. 

Secondly.  In  respect  to  the  subjects  of  tlie  State,  and  in  order 
to  retain  them  meanwliile  in  obedience,  that  an  act  under  the 
<irt*at  Seal  shall  be  granted  to  the  West  India  Company,  con- 
taining and  defining  the  limits  of  New  Netherland.  provlifionaly, 
agreeably  to  the  provisional  Boundarydetenuined  between  both 
governments  in  the  year  1650,  and  approved  and  ratified  by 
their  High  Mightinesses  on  the  23*  February,  1656,  until  further 
negotiation  with  the  said  King,  saving  and  without  prejudice 
"to  the  right  which  the  aforesaid  West  India  Company  claims 
i>\  virtue  of  its  charter  and  subsequent  discovery  and  possession 
of  New  Netherland.  to  the  Fresh  river  and  other  places  situate 
there  without  the  limits  aforesaid. 

Thirdly.  Thutalltht?  towns  and  places  lying  within  the  limits 
;if.>re.said,  shall  bo  written  to;  both  those  which  have  already 
l)e  taken  themselvesunder  the  authority  of  the  English,  and  such 
as  have  been  notified  so  to  do;  tiiat  the  former  shall  return 
under  the  obedience  of  their  High  Mightinesses,  and  the  latter 
remain  under  it,  on  pain  of  incurring  their  High  Mightinesses* 
indignation,  and  of  i>eing  punished  as  they,  according  to  the 
exigencies  of  afTairs,  shall  find  fitting. 

Fourthly.  That  the  aforesaid  unlawful  proceed ing<«  shall  be 
t-oinniwiicated  to  the  King  by  letter,  with  a  serious  request 
That  his  Majesty  may  be  graciously  pleased  to  issue  orders  in 
America  at  tlie  earliest  moment,  for  the  immediate  restoration 
of  the  towns  and  places  in  New  Netherland  invaded  by  his  sub- 
jocts,  within  the  aforesaid  limits,  and  for  the  cessation  of  all 
farther  usurpations;  also,  that  they  regulate  themselves  precisely 
according  to  the  aforementioned  provisional  Boundary,  until 
jis  above,  a  pertinent  Boundary  shall  be  concluded  and  de- 
termined on  for  those  parts  betw^een  his  Majesty  and  their  High 
Mightinesses. 
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ORDER  CONCERNING  THE  DIVISION  OF  BOUNDARIES 

IN  NEW  NETERLAND. 


The  States- General  of  the  United  Netherlands,  To  all  who 
«1ih11  hear  or  see  these,  Health :— Be  it  known,  Whereas,  for  divers 
and  weifchty  reasons.  We  thought  proper,  in  the  year  1621,  to 
erect  and  establish,  in  our  country,  a  company  called  the  West 
India  Company,  through  the  same  alone,  and  to  the  exclusion 
of  all  others,  to  resort  and  trade  to  the  coasts  and  countries 
of  Africa,  from  the  Tropic  of  Cancer  to  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope, 
and  the  Countries  of  America,  or  the  West  Indies,  from  the 
south  end  of  Ttrra  Noxa  through  the  Straights  of  Magellan 
and  La  Maire,  or  other  passages  and  straits  situate  there- 
about, unto  the  Strait  of  Angan,  as  well  on  the  North  as  South 
sea,  and  all  islands  lying  on  the  one  and  the  other  side  and 
betwixt  both,  and  extending  to  the  Australian  or  southern 
countries,  and  lying  between  both  Meridians,  including,  in  the 
east,  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  and  in  the  west,  the  east  end  of 
New  Guinea.  Granting,  by  the  second  article  of  the  Charter 
of  the  d^  of  June,  1621,  given  to  them  under  Our  great  seal, 
further  and  more  particularly,  that  they,  in  Our  name  and  by 
Our  authority,  may,  within  the  aforesaid  limits,  make  and 
conclude  contracts,  treaties  and  alliances  with  the  Princes  and 
Natives  of  the  countries  contained  therein,  erect  fortresses  and 
strongholds  there,  appoint,  remove  and  dismiss  Governors, 
soldiers  and  officers  of  justice  necessary  for  all  other  requisite 
services,  for  the  conservation  of  the  places,  the  maintenance  of 
good  order,  police  and  justice,  together  with  the  promotion  of 
trade,  and  others  in  their  placets  to  appoint,  according  as  the 
same  shall  be  found  proper,  and  especially  as  it  may  best  pro- 
mote the  peopling  of  fruitful  and  uninhabited  countries;  and 
the  aforesaid  company  having,  from  the  beginning,  by  virtue 
of  the  aforesaid  charter,  in  conformity  with  Our  sincere  Inten- 
tion, established  their  population  and  colonists  on  the  coast 
of  America,  in  the  country  called  New  Netherland,  notwith- 
standing which  some  persons  evil  disposed  towards  our  State 
and  the  said  company,  entleavor  to  misrepresent  Our  good  an<l 
honest  meaning,  as  the  same  is  contained  in  the  said  charter, 
as  if  We  had  privileged  the  said  company  only  to  trade  within 
the  said  limits,  and  not  to  colonize  nor  to  plant  settlements, 
iior  take  possession  of  lands,  calling  the  company's  right  thereto 
in  question. 

Wherefore  We.  being  desirous  to  assure  all,  each,  and  every 
one  whom  it  mfty  concern,  of  our  intention  in  the  aforesaid 
3»— Vou  V. 
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Octroy,  hereby  dwlare  Our  meauiiug  well  ami  truly  to  have 
been  and  »tiU  to  be,  that  the aforeKaid  (*oui|>an y  was  and  is  still 
empowered  to  establish  c*x>loule8  aud  HettlemeiitH  on  lands  uu* 
oeeupie<l  by  others,  within  the  1  i mi t8  aforesaid,  and  particularly 
that  the  name  Ifor  the  preservation  of  the  rlKht  which  ili.*- 
volvtjd  on  tlieiii  in  virtue  of  the  aforesaiil  charter,  by  diucovfry 
and  occupation  of  theFn'bh  river  and  other  places  in  New  ^eth- 
erland,  situated  more  easterly,  even  unto  Ca|>e  Cod,  and  from 
Oai»e  HinIopenan<llifteen  leagues  further  Houth,  along  the  coast) 
could,  by  virtue  of  the  aforesaid  gran teil  Charter  provisionally, 
and  until  further  agreement  on  a  settled  Boundary  between  tho 
King  of  Great  Britain  and  Us,  adjust  their  limit  coufonnably 
to  the  provisional  division  and  Boundary  concluded  InAmericH 
between  both  governments  in  the  year  1G50,  and  ratified  by  V» 
on  the  22'  February,  K^riG.  which  shaU  be  as  follows,  to  wit: 
On  the  main  land  from  the  west  side  of  Greenwich  bay,  beint^ 
about  four  miles  from  Stamford,  and  also  to  run  inland  in  h 
northerly  direction  twenty  miles,  provided  it  approach  not 
within  ten  miles  of  the  North  river.  And  further  on  Lou;; 
Island,  from  the  west  side  of  Oyster  bay,  inastraight  linesoutli 
unto  the  sea,  remaining  by  provision  and  in  conformity  as  be- 
fore, the  east  part  of  the  aforesaid  island  to  the  Rni^lish,  an<l 
tin?  West  side  to  the  West  India  Company  and  the  inhabitantK 
of  this  country. 

Wherefore,  We  request  all  Emperors,  Kings,  RepublicN 
Princes, Potentates,  Friendsand  Alliesof  thisState^  orNeutraK 
to  allow  the  aforesaid  West  India  (yompany  to  enjoy  and  potw(*f<ti 
the  aforesaid  limits  in  i)eace  and  <]uietness,  which  We  shall 
fre(Oy  reciprocate  towards  them  on  suitable  occasions.  We 
further  expressly  and  strictly  <rharge  and  command  all,  each, 
and  every  person  in  Our  service,  an<l  under  Our  obedience,  aii<l 
especially  the  inhabitants  within  the  aforesaid  limitspunctusH)' 
and  precisely  to  regulate  themselves  jiccording  to  the  tenor  <>• 
this.  Our  actef  without  opposition  or  acting  or  allowing  others 
to  act  contrary  thereto,  on  pain  of  incurring  Our  highest  iU' 
dignation  and  displeasure,  and  being,  consequently,  punish*^^ 
as  contraveners  of  Our  commands,  according  as  the  exi|?encv 
of  alTairs  shall  demand.

Honorable t   WMe^  Pi-udeiU  and  Right  Hoiiorahle: 

We  find  uiianswereil  by  us  your  Honors*  letters,  the  first  dated 
as**  of  June  of  last  year,  sent  with  the  goods  shipped  on  board  th«» 
Vergulde  Star  wherein  nothing  further  remains  to  be  answered 
than  that  the  few  goods  t hat  vesse i  contained  on  t tie  Company *s 
account,  according  to  the  invoice,  were  duly  received.  To  our 
great  inconvenience,  and  tlie  greater  disaccommodation  of  the 
ahuost  bare  and  nake<l  soldiers,  we  have  seen  nothing  of  tlie 
cloths  and  stuffs  fromCura4;ao  for  theclothing  of  thisgarrison, 
which  were  exi>ected  according  to  advice. 

Secondly.  We  received  from  the  South  river,  on  the  22*  De- 
cember last,  your  Honors'  letter  by  tlie  ship  tlie  l^armerlamlcr 
Kerch ,  dated  11*  September,  wherein  you  have  been  please<l  to 
communicate  to  us  tlie  conveyance  of  that  river  to  the  Worshipf' 
government  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam.  The  condition  of  tne 
conveyance,  viz.,  that  no  one  is  to  l»e  at  liberty  to  trade  then^ 
for  the  future,  hath  excited  no  little  commotion  among  tht* 
inhabitants  of  this  city,  an<I  no  less  as  we  afterwards  were  in- 
formed, among  the  people  there,  both  Dutch  and  Swedes,  who 
have  lived  in  those  parts  a  great  many  years.  God  grant  that 
no  further  troubles  and  commotion  result  therefrom,  for  reasons 
submitted  to  your  Honors  more  fully  and  circumstantially  in 
our  long  despatch  date<l  23*  of  August,  and  forwarded  by  tho 
ship  Rooseboom.  The  present  embarrassing  position  in  which 
we  and  these  good  people  are  placed,  does  not  in  any  wise  per- 
mit us  to  indulge  in  any  discussion,  pro  or  con,,  about  the 
matter,  but  to  commend  the  r'^sult  to  the  most  gracious  God, 
heartily  praying  that  it  may  turnout  well.  Your  Honors' order 
for  the  conveyance  and  cession  of  that  river  has  been  punctually 
followed  and  obeyecl,  certainly,  as  faras  the  winter  season  hath 
permitted;  and  whatever  deficiency  may  have  occurred  on  ac- 
count of  the  winter,  was  without  fail  made  good  at  the  proper 
time. 

Shortly  after  this  we  received  your  Honors'  favor  of  the  27" 
September,  dispatched  by  the  ship  Statt/n,  which  contains,  for 
the  most  part,  what  you  had  recommended  in  the  foregoing 
one  respecting  the  conveyance  of  the  South  river;  but  is  extended 
somewhat  further  by  your  Honors'  speculations  o«  the  com- 
plaints of  some  Netherland  merchants  already,  as  we  are  informed 
from  another  quarter,  referred  to  your  Honors  and  which  were 
to  have  l)een  referred  here  also,  in  case  matters  of  greater  impor- 
tance, the  total  ruin  of  this  your  Honors'  Province  and  so  many 
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hundred  families.  <lid  not  supervene.  That  al»o  in  the  reason, 
then,  of  our  postponing,  for  the  present  time,  any  answer  to 
your  Honors'  letter;  wherefore  we  do  not  anticipate  nor  appre- 
liend  the  least  dissatisfaction  from  the  Right  Worshipful  gov- 
ernment of  the  city.  Deferrinj^^,  then,  this  and  many  other 
matters  of  minor  concernment  to  a  more  favorable  time  and 
opportunity,  we  shall,  to  be  brief,  come,  in  process  of  time,  to 
your  Honors*,  however  acceptable,  still  to  us  critical,  letters 
of  the  W^  and  30*"  Octol>er  of  last  year,  received  some  8  (a\,  10 
(hiys  ago  by  the  ship  8t,  IHeter,  utter  having  premised  stmie 
short  but  needful  information  relative  to  the  continuance  of 
the  proceedings  and  encroachments  of  the  English  on  this  yonr 
Honors'  Province. 

In  our  last,  by  the  ship  8L  Jacob,  duplicate  wiiereof  accom- 
panies this,  we  have  stated  and  plainly  shown,  among  other 
things,  that  although  we  should  cede  Westchester  and  the  Eng- 
lish towns  on  Long  Island  to  the  Colony  of  Hartford,  it  woald 
not  satisfy  the  latter.  The  proof  and  efTect  thereof  manifested 
themselves  shortly  after  the  dispatch  of  our  letter;  for,  some 
English  both  from  the  East  end  of  Long  Island  and  from  Graves- 
end,  did  secretly  cross  over  the  North  river  to  the  Newesings, 
lying  behind  liensselaers  hook,  and  there  endeavored  to  par- 
chase  a  tract  of  land,  which  they  did  afterwards,  contrary  in 
our  express  command,  buy  from  the  natives,  according  to  the 
declarations  of  themselves  and  of  some  Indians,  with  the  firm  de- 
termination of  settling  there,  contrary  to  our  will  and  pleasure, 
also  notwithstanding  the  most  and  best  of  the  land  had  been 
bouglit  and  paid  for  by  us  over  10  (a.,  12  years  ago,  as  appears 
by  the  authentic  deeds  thereof  in  existence.  What  we  have 
done  in  opposition  to  those  encroachments,  your  Honors  can 
learn  from  the  Appendix,  N** .  .  ,  and  further  perceive  what  an 
unfair  demand  the  Indians  shortly  after  made  against  us  for  a 
parcel  of  land  remaining  yet  unsold.  Some  blankets  and  cloths 
had  been  given  them  formerly  on  that  account,  on  condition 
that  they  should  not  sell  any  land  here  to  others  than  your 
Honors*  servants,  which  they  promised,  as  appears  by  their 
signatures  made  in  Court  in  presence  of  divers  witnesses.  The 
aforesaid  Appendix  [contains]  the  declaration  they  made  and 
their  subsequent  demand.  If  your  Honors  correctly  consider 
these,  you  will  be  able  to  understand  and  i>erceive  froiikthem 
that  it  is  impossible  for  us  to  buy  and  pay  for  those  still  un- 
purchased lands,  unless  there  be  sent  for  that  pur(>06e  nearly 
a  <'argo  of  goods,  assorted  as  they  ask,  amounting  to  the  sum 
of  about  fl.  4,000  for  so  small  a  parcel  of  land,  the  l>est  of  which 
has  l>eenalrea<ly  bought  and  paid  for.  Hence,  then,  is  to  be  in- 
f(MnHl,  in  addition  to  other  injurious  consequences,  how  wickedly 
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the  barbariaiiH  are  stirred  up  agaiiitst  uh  and  what  iujurious 
practices  have  been  resorted  to  by  our  neighbors  to  ou8t  your 
Honors  and  your  good  subjects  from  tliis  their  conquest. 

If  your  Honors  will  further  please  to  allow  your  eyes  to  run 
over  the  Appendix  N"  4,  which  is  a  daily  record,  witti  the  ad- 
dition of  a  Deduction  and  Remonstrance  of  tlie  Dutch  towns 
on  Long  Island,  and  the  proofs  thereunto  belonging,  against 
the  conduct  of  one  Captain  John  Scliot,  President,  as  he  styles 
himself  or  allows  himself  to  be  styled,  of  the  rebellious  troop  of 
over  150  horse  and  foot,  your  Honors  will  be  able  clearly  to  con- 
clude that,  not  content  with  the  English  towns  on  Long  Island 
only,  but  coveting  all  Long  Island,  yea  the  entire  province  of  New 
Netherland,  their  intolerable  menaces  ha ve  no  other  object  than 
to  get  our  blood  and  that  of  our  people  up,  and  in  a  manner  to 
drive  us  to  some  immediate  opi)osition  and  resistance,  or  to  have 
but  one  of  their  men  wounded,  imprisoned  or  in  any  way  i  1 1  treat- 
ed, in  order  therefrom  to  create  a  pretext  to  fall  with  larger  fon*e 
on  our  people,  to  plunder  and  despoil  them  of  all  their  property ; 
all  which  more  fully  appears  from  the  aforesaid  daily  record  and 
papers  annexed  thereunto.  We  judge  a  duplicate  account  thereof 
to  be  unnecessary,  and  shal  1  once  more  merely  request  and  beseech 
your  Honors  to  be  pleased  to  take  into  serious  consideration 
what  your  faithful  servants  have  so  repeatedly  in  many  and 
divers  letters,  for  a  great  number  of  years,  but  esi>ecially  last 
year,  by  the  Roofscbojm  and  Bontekoe,  remonstrated,  advise<K 
requested  and  prayed  on  this  subject,  and  not  only  your  Honors' 
faithful  subjects,  but  also  your  loyal  subjects,  now  again  make 
known  and  request  to  wit:  Prompt  and  immediate  settlement 
of  the  Boundary,  or  effectual  and  immediate  reinforcement  of 
ships  and  men,  of  such  quality  and  quantity  as  your  Honors, 
in  your  more  clear-sighted  judgment,  will  deem  proper,  sufli- 
cient  and  fit  to  oppose  the  neighbors'  threatening  force.  Othei  - 
wise  we  shall  once  more  hold  and  declare  ourselves,  before  your 
Honorsandall  whom  it  may  concern,  blameless  and  guiitlessof 
all  farther  damage,  mischief  and  losses  consequent  hereupon, 
if  we,  your  Honors*  faithful  and  obedient  servants,  are  not. 
upon  such  reiterated  remonstrances,  letters  and  petitions,  season- 
ably seconded  and  advised  how  we  are  to  govern  and  comport 
ouselves,  in  this  critical  conjuncture,  against  such  violent  usurp- 
ers. Up  to  the  present  time.  God  l>e  praised,  not  a  drop  of 
blood  has  been  8he<l,  but  little  damage  done,  and  we  have  not 
been  deprived  of  anything,  nor  lost  a  foot  of  ground  which  jiii 
equal  force  cannot  recover  and  retrieve,  if  no  worse  mishap  be 
apprehended  or  looked  for.  And  this,  then,  alone  was  and  is 
utill  the  chief  reason  why  we  have  exhibited  so  much  patience 
In  the  matter,  certainly  until  we  should  hear  and  understand 
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from  your  honors  what  assistance  we  have  to  hope  and  expect 
under  God,  from  your  Honors,  or  on  your  sol  [citation  from  their 
High  Mightinesses.  We  are  sorely  perplexed  by  your  Honors* 
two  last  letters  received  by  the  ship  St.  Pieter,  first,  in  regard 
to  not  answering  our  previous  letter,  transmitted  by  the  ships 
Panntrlander  Kerch  and  Byckeboofn,  under  date  14'"  May,  nor 
The  last,  dated  28^*  August,  sent  by  the  ship  Roosehoomy  both 
iluly  rei'eived  as  your  last  intimates,  your  Honors  excusing  your 
not  answering  them  and  deferring  doing  so  to  the  next  oppor- 
tunity, on  account  of  the  want  of  time.  This  grieves  and  per- 
plexes us,  yea,  makes  us  almost  despair  of  any  aid  or  assist- 
ance, and  renders  us  utterly  hopeless,  the  rather  as  the  ship 
Parmerlander  Ke/ck,  by  which  your  Honors,  yourselves,  say 
the  necesssary  settlement  of  the  Boundary  has  been  so  repeatedly 
recommended,  had  arived  home  about  14  @  15  weelcs  before  the 
dispatch  of  your  last,  as  appears  by  your  Honors*  letter  bear- 
ing date  27^"  September,  received  by  the  ship  Statyn,  And,  in 
regard  to  our  very  long  letter  dated  the  23'*  August,  which 
went  hence  by  the  Rooseboom,  it  is  to  be  inferred,  from  a  pri- 
vate letter  dated  23"*  November,  written  by  a  member  of  your 
Honors'  Board  to  the  General  by  the  ship  SL  Pieter,  in  an- 
swer to  his;  also,  from  the  report  of  the  passsengers  who  have 
arrived,  that  the  ships  Roosehoom  and  Gulden  Arent  had  reach- 
i'd  home  about  7  weeks  before  the  8t.  Pieter  had  sailed.  Dur- 
ing that  time  some  reinforcement,  were  it  but  25,  30  @  40 
men,  assuredly  some  supplies  of  necessary  goods  and  muni- 
tions of  war  might  have  been  prepared  and  sent ;  at  least  one 
letter  of  advice  and  council  been  dispatched  as  to  how  your 
Honors'  faithful,  forsaken  and  almost  hopeless  servants  and 
subjects  should  govern  themselves  in  this  so  perilous  a  con- 
juncture, and  whether,  they  had  to  expect  any  aid,  assistance 
and  consolation  to  animate  and  encourage  them.  Yea,  your 
Honors  certainly  intimate,  by  your  own  expressions,  dated  11^ 
November,  by  way  of  the  South  river»  per  the  Parmerl<inder 
K^ivrk,  viz:  After  the  conclusion  of  the  peace  between  this 
State  and  England  had  prevented  the  English  executing,  by 
force  of  arms,  their  design  as  to  the  conquest  of  New  Nether- 
land,  which  had  been  disclosed  for  some  years  past,  we  could 
for  a  long  time  perceive  that  they  have  resorted  to  other  means, 
such  as  creeping  in,  from  which  they  were  cut  oflf  by  the  afore- 
wiid  peace,  &c.  ;  as  well  as  by  the  language  which  follows,  be- 
sides many  other  expressions  that  your  Honors,  in  addition 
to  our  so  repeated  remonstrances,  solicitations  and  informations, 
have  had  sufficient  time  and  notification  regarding  the  threats 
against  us,  and  what  we  had  certainly  to  expect  from  that 
quarter,  and  on  that  account  alone  was  it  sufficiently  requisite 
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and  necessary  to  sencl  some  relief  to  anxious  and  almost  des- 
pairing subjects,  and  some  advice  to  your  Honors*  faithful 
servants,  whereupon  to  depend  or  whereby  to  re^ulat^  them- 
«eives. 

Of  no  less  importance  and  anxiety  as  your  Honors*  advice 
and  postscript  regarding  the  secret  expedition  fitted  out  in 
Sweden  under  the  command  of  the  Swedish  Vice- Admiral,  Hen- 
drick  Gerritsen,  a  person  well  aquainted  with  the  coast  of  New 
Netherland,  inasmuch  as  he  wasemployetl  herein  the  year  1641 
with  the  ship  NeptunU  from  Curasao.  And  from  this  considera- 
tion, the  more  important  is  it  that  what  your  Honors  recom- 
mend and  order  us  about  the  delivery  of  the  Company's  cannon 
which  consists  of  only  2  (^  3  small  pieces  capable  of  doing  but 
trifling  execution,  should  be  carefully  attended  to  on  the  South 
river;  and  that  the  warning  of  the  city's  servants  circulated 
4ill  around  both  by  land  and  water  on  the  first  fair  weather, 
but  we  are  fearful  it  will  avail  but  little  if  matters  turn  out 
as  your  Honors  advise;  viz.,  that  there  is  a  Swedish  ship  of  32 
guns  and  another  of  8  (<i>  10,  manned,  in  addition  to  the  custo- 
mary crew,  by  200  and  more  soldiers  who  wore  taken  on  board 
in  passing  the  Sound.  If  this  be  as  your  Honors  represent, 
"tis  to  l)e  feared  that  the  city's  servants  and  colonists  there 
will  offer  but  feeble  resistance  to  that  force,  augmented  by  the 
8we<les  and  Fins  heretofore  settled  there  and  recently  arrived 
ill  the  Purmerlander  Kerch,  who,  we  are  informed,  number, 
ill  all,  about  200,  at  least  180  able  bodied  and  resolute  Carls; 
when  the  latter  are  reinforced  by  the  other  200  and  the  usual 
<"Tew  of  the  ships,  ber^ause  we  are  already  informed,  to  our 
M>rrow,  of  some  new  troubles,  and  dissatisfaction  between  the 
city's  servants  and  the  old  colonists,  which  we,  for  reasons, 
omit  particularizing.  From  the  aforesaid  and  many  other  cir- 
i'umstances  'tis  greatly  to  be  feared,  in  case  both  those  ships 
have  adesign  on,  or  hereafter  aim  at,  that  river,  that  the  Hon^« 
<,'<mipany  will  be  dispossessed  of  that  fertile  part  of  New  Ne- 
therland, and  the  Worship"  Regents  frustrated  in  the  expenses 
they  have  incurred,  which  may  the  All  merciful  God  forfend. 
In  case  the  unexpected  attack  be  undertaken  and  the  worst 
happen,  we  run  the  more  danger  of  our  malignant  neighbors  of 
the  North  being  the  earlier  and  more  encouraged  to  commence 
their  intended  machinations  against  us  from  the  other  side, 
esteeming  uswhollysh at  out  from,  and  abandoned  by,  all  help 
from  Fatherland,  which  the  l>e8t  affected  are  apprehensive  of  and 
others  have  sufficiently  belled  around  inthe  worst  way.  Yea,  ex- 
cites in  ourselves  a  strange  emotion  that  your  Honors  and  the 
Worshipful  ComiiiiHsioners  over  the  city's  Colonic  have  had 
such  long  and  particular  knowledge  and  information  of  this 
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meditated  expedition,  and  did  not,  conjointly,  immediately  and 
instantly  request  and  apply  to  tlie  Lords  of  the  Admiralty, 
residing  at  Amsterdam,  for  a  man-of-war,  suffioientiy  powerful 
and  fit  to  counteract  so  ruinous  a  design ;  the  rather  as  we  have 
heretofore,  on  this  and  similar  occasions,  frequently  observe 
and  clearly  shown  to  your  Honors:  Whosoever  is  master  of  the 
river  by  water  is,  consequently,  or  soon  will  be,  master  of  it^ 
weak  fort  and  garrison.  Your  Honors  have  an  instance  of  this 
in  your  own  vigorous  expedition  in  the  year  1655,  in  the  ship 
Waeghj  when  we  were  recommended  and  ordered  to  recover  pos- 
session of  the  river;  40  soldiers  were  put  on  board  that  ship» 
carrying  84  guns,  the  ordinary  crew  of  which  numbered  be- 
tween 50  and  60  seamen;  about  150  @  160  militia  were  added 
and  distributed  among  3  @  4  smaller  craft.  The  object  was 
accomplished  without  bloodshed,  and  the  subject  is  here  referred 
to  merely  in  proof  of  the  proposition :  Whoso  is  majster  of  the 
river  by  water,  is  easily  master  of  the  fort,  unless  its  garrison 
is  seasonably  supported  and  relieved  by  an  equal  naval  force. 
This  country  affords  no  means  for  this;  and  consequently  it  is  to 
be  apprehended  and  feared,  should  the  said  Swedish  ships  couie 
there  and  encounter  nothing  but  the  almost  crumbling  fort, 
that  the  warning  already  given  and  still  shortly  to  be  repeated, 
will  avail  them  but  little:  which  may  God  forbid. 

From  what  is  thus  far  stated,  your  Honors  will  pleane  to 
observe  how  miserably  we  are  situated  here.  If  we  are  to  be 
surprised  on  the  South  river  by  the  Swede,  according  to  your 
Honors'  notice;  troubled  on  Long  Island  by  malignant  neigh- 
bors and  English  vassals,  and  on  the  other  side  by  the  barba- 
rous Indians:  between  three  stools  one  falls  to  the  ground,  as 
the  proverb  has  it.  In  regard  to  the  first  warning  your  Honors 
gave  us  to  be  on  our  guard,  we  tiiankfully  acknowledge  and 
shall  attend  to  it  as  much  as  is  in  our  power.  As  Regards  the 
other  advices  and  recommendations,  in  your  Honors'  despatch, 
dated  27^''  September,  received  by  the  ship  Statyn—t\\B.t  the 
lines  and  places  allotted  to  your  Honors  by  the  Provisional 
Boundary  concluded  at  Hartford,  must  be  maintained,  and  all 
undue  u8uri>ations  and  encroachments  of  the  English  neigh- 
bors resisted,  and  that  the  barbarous  Indians,  of  whom  your 
Honors  write  in  your  last  received  by  the  ^t.  Pieter,  must  now 
be  utterly  rooted  out;  you  omit  sending,  on  our  so  oft  repeated 
requests,  any  reinforcements  of  men,  ammunition,  or  other 
necessaries  for  clothing.  This  we  again  earnestly  demand  may 
be  done  without  any  delay  or  postponement. 

We  forgot,  in  the  regular  order,  what  ought  to  have  been 
remarked,  and  appears  more  fully  under  an  NB.  at  the  end  of 
Appendix  No  4.     Among  other  observations,  John  Schot  stated 
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and  Baid :  ''That  only  one  way  and  lueunH  reujahied  open  to  pur 
a  stop  to  the  commencement  of  the  English  claims  on  Loii;if 
Island,  viz.,  to  see  and  come  to  an  agreement,  as  soon  as  posni- 
ble,  with  the  Duke  of  Yorlc,  inasmuch  as  he  knew,  for  certain, 
that  his  Majesty  had  granted  that  Island  to  his  Royal  Highness^ 
and  that  some  had  informed  the  aforesaid  Duke  that  said  Is- 
land could  produce  yearly  several  thousand  pounds  sterling,** 
etc.  This  statement  of  his  corroborates  acertain  letter  in  form 
of  commission,  written  in  favor  of  the  aforesaid  Schot  to  those 
of  Long  Island,  copy  wfiereof  being  handed  tons,  I  liave  thought 
'  it  necessary  to  annex  it  to  the  Appendix,  N**  5. 

If  your  Honors  will  please  to  read  this  through  and  further 
to  compare  it  with  the  above  Narrative,  you  will  be  able  to  per- 
ceive, to  your  full  regret,  that  not  only  Long  Island  but  also 
the  islands  adjacent,  whereof  Manhattans  and  Staten  Island 
are  the  nearest,  have  been  fully  given  away  by  England's  Ma- 
jesty, and  that  he  has  ordered  them  to  be  fortified  in  his  name, 
NB.  for  the  security  of  his  subjects  and  to  prevent  the  inter- 
dicted trade,  which,  to  thediminutionof  his  Majesty's  revenue, 
this  place  carried  on  in  Barbadoes  and  Virginia  tobacco,  the 
execution  and  enforcing  whereof  is  deferred  to  the  pleasure  of 
his  Majesty's  brother,  the  Duke  of  York. 

Right  Honorable  Gentlemen.  If  such  palpable  t>roofs  cannot 
move  you  to  remedy  and  remove  such  pretences  by  effecting  to 
that  end,  a  settlement  of  the  Boundary  for  the  comfort  and 
relief  of  so  many  hundred  affliet<ed  families,  the  good  people 
will  finally  be  obliged  to  submit,  if  not  to  loss  of  life  and  pro- 
perty, at  least  to  be  stripped  of  their  lands,  cattle  and  movables, 
if  they  refuse  to  become  subject  to  the  English  government,  as 
is  more  fully  to  be  seen  from  the  Appendices,  to  which,  for 
brevity  sake,  we  refer;  and  thus  ending,  we  shall  commend  your 
Honors,  after  cordial  greeting,  to  God's  care  and  protcetion; 
and  remain.

To 
all  to  whom  these  presents  shall  come  Greeting.  Know  ye  that 
we  for  divers  good  Causes  and  Considerations  us  thereunto 
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luoviug  Have  of  our  especial  lirace,  Certain  knowledge  and 
mere  inotiori  Given  and  Granted  and  by  these  presents  for  us 
Our  heirn  and  Successors  Do  Give  and  Grant  unto  our  Dearest 
Brother  James  Duke  of  York  his  Heirs  and  Assigns  All  that 
part  of  tliemaine  Land  of  New  England  beginning  at  aocrtain 
place  called  or  known  by  the  name  of  St  Croix  next  adjoining 
to  New  Scotiiiiid  in  America  and  from  thence  extending  along 
the  Sea  Coast  unto  a  certain  place  called  Petuaquine  or  Pema- 
quid  and  ho  up  the  River  thereof  to  the  furthest  head  of  the 
same  as  it  tendetli  Northwards  and  extending  from  thenoe  to 
the  River  Kinebequi  and  so  Upwards  by  the  Shortest  oourse  to 
the  River  Canada  Northward  And  also  all  that  Island  or  Is- 
lands commonly  calle<l  by  the  several  name  or  names  of  Mato- 
wacksor  Long  Island  situate  lying  and  being  towards  the  West  of 
Cape  Cod  and  the  Narrowhigansetts  abutting  upon  the  main

vice Yield iii^r  and  renderina:.  And  tlie  said  James  Duke  qf 
York  doth  for  himself  hisHeirsand  Assigns  covenant  and  pro- 
mise to  yield  and  render  unto  us  our  Heirs  and  Successors  of 
and  for  the  same  yearly  and*  every  year  forty  Beaver  skins  when 
they  shall  be  demanded  or  within  ninety  days  after.     And  We 
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<lo  further  of  our  special  Grace  certain  knowledge  and  mere 
motion  for  us  our  Heirs  and  Successors  Give  and  Grant  unto 
our  said  Dearest  Brother  James  Duke  of  York  his  Heirs,  De- 
puties, Agents,  Commissioners  and  Assigns  by  these  presents  full 
and  absolute  power  and  authority  to  correct,  punish,  pardon, 
govern  and  rule  all  such  the  subjects  of  us  Our  Heirs  and  Suc- 
cessors who  may  from  time  to  time  adventure  themselves  into 
any  the  parts  or  places  aforesaid  or  that  shall  or  do  at  anytime 
hereafter  inhabit  within  the  same  according  to  such  Laws, 
Orders,  Ordinances,  Directions  and  Instruments  as  by  our  said 
Dearest  Brother  or  his  Assigns  shall  be  established  And  in  de- 
feet  thereof  in  cases  of  necessity  according  to  the  good  discretions 
of  his  Deputies,  Commissioners,  OflBcers  or  Assigns  respectively 
as  well  in  all  causes  and  matters  Capital  and  Criminal  as  civil 
lM>th  n.arine  and  others.

Dearest  Brother  his  Heirs  and  Assigns  by  these  presents  from 
time  to  time  to  nominate,  make,  constitute,  ordain  and  confirm 
by  such  name  or  names  stile  or  stiles  as  to  him  or  them  shall 
seem  good  and  likewise  to  revoke,  discharge,  change  and  alter 
lis  well  all  and  singular  Governors,  Officers  and  Ministers  wliich 
hereafter  shall  be  by  him  or  them  thought  fit  and  needful  to 
l>e  made  or  used  within  the  aforesaid  parts  and  Islands.

And  lastly  Our  will  and 
pleasure  is  and  We  do  hereby  declare  and  grant  that  these  Our 
Letters  Patents  or  the  enrolment  thereof  shall  be  good  and 
effectual  in  the  Law  to  all  intents  and  purposes  whatsoever  not- 
withstanding the  not  reciting  or  mentioning  of  the  Premises 
or  any  part  therof  or  the  meets  or  Bounds  thereof  or  of  any  for- 
mer or  other  Letters  Patenti*  or  (irants  heretofore  made  or 
granted  of  the  Premises  or  of  any  part  thereof  by  Us  or  of  any 
of  Our  progenitors  unto  any  other  Person  or  Persons  whatso- 
ever Bodies  Politic  or  Corporate  or  any  Act,  Law  or  other  re- 
straint incertaintyor  imperfection  whatsoever  to  the  Contrary 
in  any  wise  notwithstanding  although  express  mention  of  the 
true  yearly  value  or  certainty  of  the  pemises  or  any  of  them  or 
of  any  other  gifts  or  grants  by  Us  or  by  any  of  Our  progenitors 
or  predecessors  heretofore  made  to  the  said  James  Duke  of 
York  in  these  presents  is  not  made  or  any  statute,  act,  ordi- 
nance, provision,  proclamation  or  restriction  heretofore  had, 
nia<ie,  enacted,  ordained  or  provided  or  any  other  matter  cause 
or  thing  whatsoever  to  the  contrary  thereof  in  any  wise  Not- 
withstanding. In  Witness  whereof  We  have  caused  these  Our 
Letters  to  be  made  Patents,  Witness  Ourselves  at  Westminster 
the  twelfth  day  of  March  in  the  Sixteenth  Year  of  Our  Reign

0.  — You  shall  make  diligent  enquiry  what  Letters  Patents 
have  at  any  ty me  been  granted  by  our  Grandfather  KingJaiues, 
our  Father  of  blessed  memory  or  our  selfe,  of  any  lands  in  any 
of  y*  Colonies  there  to  perticular  persons  and  to  there  owne 
pertieular  benefit,  and  how  the  lands  soe  granted  to  them  are 
possessed  and  cultivated ;  to  the  end  that  if  they  have  not  per- 
hued  y" intention  of  the  said  grants,  wee  may  avoyde  tlie  same: 
it  being  our  purpose  not  only  for  the  future  to  grant  noe  such 
grants  of  more  lands  than  the  person  to  whome  the  same  is 
granted  can  in  due  time  cultivate  and  plant,  but  legally  to 
avoid  and  repeale  such  grants  which  prove  so  prejudicial!  and 
inconvenient  to  our  subjects  there  and  to  our  service  in  hin- 
iierinj?  the  Plantation. 

7.  —You  shal  1  informe  yourselves  in  that  and  the  other  Colonies 
what  iron  workes  are  already  erected  there  and  what  conven- 
iences thej*e  are  to  erect  others  in  convenient  places,  what  the 
oare  is,  and  whether  the  iron  and  Steele  there  bee  of  good  tem- 
per for  shipps  and  such  uses,  whether  y*  timber  of  those  parts 
i)e  good  for  that  purpose  &  growes  neare  the  sea  where  proper 
ilocks  may  be  made  that  soe  upon  a  true  representation  to  us 
thereof  wee  shall  take  such  further  resolution  as  may  bee  fitt 
for  our  service  and  for  the  advancement  of  those  our  Planta- 
tions. 

8. — You  shall  informe  ^'ourselves  in  that  and  y*  other  Pro- 
vinces, wliether  there  have  been  at  any  time  or  yet  are,  any 
mines  of  (told  or  Silver  discovered  &  workinge  there,  and  what 
hath  arisen  from  thence;  to  the  end  that  wee  may  receive  an  ac- 
compt  of  the  f\ftli  part  thereof,  which  by  their  Charter  is  re- 
served to  us.

1.- -Though  the  maineend  and  drift  of  yo'employm'is  to  in- 
forme  yourseiveH  and  us  of  the  true  and  whole  state  of  those 
severall  Colonies  and  by  iasinuateinc^  yourselves  by  all  kind 
and  dextrous  carriage  into  the  good  opinion  of  y'  principall 
persons  there,  that  soe  you  may  (after  a  full  observation  of  the 
humor  and  interest  both  of  those  in  governm^  and  those  of  the 
be^t  quality  out  of  governm^  and,  generally,  of  the  people  them- 
selves) lead  and  dispose  them  to  desire  to  renew  their  Char- 
ters and  to  make  such  alterations  as  willappeare  necessary  for 
thnir  owne  benefit:— Yet  you  may  informe  all  men  that  a  great 
end  of  your  designe  is  the  possessing  Long  Island,  and  reduce- 
ing  that  people  to  an  entyre  submission  and  obedience  to  us  & 
our  govemement,  now  vested  by  our  grant  and  Commission  in 
our  Brother  the  Duke  of  York,  and  by  raising  forts  or  any 
other  way  you  shall  judge  most  convenient  or  necessary  soe 
to  secure  that  whole  trade  to  our  subjects,  that  the  Dutch 
may  noe  longer  ingrosse  and  exercise  that  trade  which  they 
have  wrongfully  possesssed  themselves  of;  that  whole  territory 
being  in  our  possession  before  they,  as  private  persons  and 
without  any  authority  from  their  superiors  and  against  y*  lawe 
of  Nations  and  the  good  intelligence  and  allyance  between  us 
and  their  superiors,  invaded  and  have  since  wrongfully  obteyn- 
ed  the  same,  to  the  prejudice  of  our  Crowne  and  Dignity,  and 
therefore  ought  in  justice  to  be  resumed  by  us,  except  they  will 
eiityrely  submitt  to  our  government  and  live  there  as  our  good 
t$ubje<*ts  under  it;  and  in  that  case  you  shall  lett  them  knowe 
both  by  private  significations  and  treatyes  or  by  any  publicke 
Heelaration  sett  out  by  you  in  our  name, — That  wee  will  take 
them  into  our  protection,  and  that  they  shall  continue  to  enjoy 
H,\\  their  possessions  (Forts  only  excepted)  and  the  same  freedome 
i  n  trade  with  our  other  good  subjects  in  those  parts.  And  as  you 
will  need  the  assistance  of  our  other  colonies  towards  this  reduc- 
tion, soe  wee  conceave  they  will  all  for  their  owne  interest  l>e 
ready  to  engage  with  you  herein. 

j^— This  being  the  case,  and  the  prosecation  of  that  designe 
84— Vol.  V. 
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beios:  not  abtH>lutely  in  yourowue  power  in  respect  of  wind  and 
weather,  wee  leava  it  entirely  to  your  dlscretioD  whether  you 
choose  to  goe  first  upon  Long  Island,  which  seems  most  reason- 
able to  design  in  respeot  of  the  troops  you  carry  or  to  New 
England,  resolveing  to  approve  of  what  you  doe  in  thatpertic- 
ular,  lett  the  suecesse  be  what  it  will,  and  if  it  please  God 
yon  have  the  sueeessewee  hone  for  upon  Long  Island,  you  will 
improve  the  consideration  of  the  benefit  thereof  to  all  the  Colo- 
nies, and  how  much  happier  they  are  by  our  care  in  the  re- 
moveing  such  ill  neighbours  from  them,  at  our  owne  cost  and 
charges. 

3.— Yo.i  are  tousegreat  di  11  igence together  in  thecareful  and 
exact  perusal  1  of  the  first  and  second  Charter,  granted  by  our 
Royal  1  Father  for  the  undertaking  and  settling  those  plantations 
and  any  other  Charters  which  have  been  granted  to  anypertii*- 
ular  Colonies  by  our  father  and  ourselfe,  or  the  late  usurping 
powers :  to  the  end  that  upon  the  full  consideration  thereof,  & 
if  any  difficultys  arise  upon  doubtful  1  or  contradictory  ezpn*s- 
sions,  you  may  eyther  by  resorting  to  our  Council  1  at  La  we  in 
some  points,  and  to  our  Secretary  of  State  in  other,  receavefull 
and  cleare  information  &  directions,  and  you  must  bee  the 
more  conversant  and  fully  informed  of  all  contained  in  th«> 
said  Charters  (of  which  you  ought  to  carry  authen tick  CoppyeH 
with  you)  because  y"  ground  and  foundation  of  j-our  employ- 
ment is  the  exact  observation  of  the  Charters  and  reduoeing  to 
that  rule  whatsoever  hath  swerved  from  it.  Besides  you  will 
thereby  observe  all  those  clauses  in  the  severall  Charters  which 
are  either  too  short  and  restrained  &  the  enlargeing  thereof 
vould  be  for  the  publick  lienefitof  the  plan tacdn ;  orsuch  other 
inconvenient  ones,  as  for  our  dignity  and  authority  should  Ih» 
altered  by  a  fcenerall  consent  and  desire.  Amongst  which  it 
were  to  be  wished  tlutt  y* several  1  Go vernours should  hold  their 
places  three  or  five  yearesand  that  before  the  middleof  the  last 
yeare  three  names  should  be  sent  over  and  presented  to  us. 
that  oneof  them  might  be  chosen  by  us  for  the  nextGovernoiir 
which  we  should  as  well  approve  and  would  l>e  more  easily 
consented  to,  then  the  remitting  the  entyre  choice  to  us. 

4. — Yon  are  with  the  like  dilligence  and  care  to  persue  th«> 
collection  of  the  lawes  published  in  those  Colonies  during  the 
late  usurping  Government,  or  at  anj*  tyme  before  or  since;  to 
the  end  that  upon  examination  thereof  you  umy  discerne  liotli 
the  indecent  expressions  and  material  I  and  important  points 
and  determinations  in  them,  which  are  contrary  to  our  dignity 
and  to  the  lawes  and  customes  of  this  realme,  and  to  the  justice 
thereof;  all  which  they  have  obliged  thenjselves  to  canc^ll  and 
repeale;  and  if  the  same  bee  not  already  done,  you  are  in  the 
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first  place  to  cause  it  to  be  done,  especially  *tnd  perticularly 
that  the  oaths  enjoy  tied  by  the  several  1  Charters  be  taken,  and 
tde  administration  of  justice  be  i^erformed  in  our  name. 

5.— Since  the  great  and  princi  pall  ends  of  ail  those  who  first  en - 
Imaged  themselves  in  those  Plantacons  in  which  the}'  have  spent 
much  tyme  and  money,  was  liberty  of  eoncience,  and  the  same 
is  expressly  provided  for  in  the  first  and  subsequent  Charters 
as  they  could  desire  to  be  done,  and  the  observation  and  preserva- 
tion thereof  is  our  very  hearty  purpose  and  determination:  Tou 
are  to  bee  very  careful  1  amongst  yourselves  and  with  all  persons 
who  have  any  relation  to,  or  dependanee  upon  any  of  you. that 
nothing  be  haid  or  done,  from  or  by  which  the  people  there 
may  thinkeor  imagine  that  there  is  anypar{)ose  in  us  to  make 
any  alteration  in  the  Church  Qovernment  or  to  introduce  any 
other  forme  of  worshipp  among  them  then  what  they  have 
chosen:  all  our  exception  in  that  particular  being  that  they 
doe  in  truth  deny  that  liberty  of  conscience  to  each  other,  which 
is  equally  provided  for  and  granted  to  every  one  of  them  by 
their  charter:  all  which  you  will  find  wee  have  more  at  large 
taken  notice  of  in  our  letter  of  the  28^  June  16(52,  acoppy  where- 
of is  delivered  to  you,  and  of  which  you  shall  in  due  season, 
and  when  you  are  well  acquainte<l  with  them, dextrously- take 
notice,  and  presse  the  execution  and  observac6n  of  the  same, 
according  to  the  Charter.  And  that  you  may  not  give  any 
nmbrageor  jealousy  to  them  in  matters  of  religion,  asif  you  were 
at  least  enimyes  to  formes  observed  amongst  them,  you  shall  ilo 
well  to  frequent  their  churches  and  to  be  present  at  their  devo- 
tion, though  wee  doe  suppose  and  think  it  very  fitt  that  you 
carry  with  you  some  learned  and  discreet  Chaplaine, orthodox  in 
his  judgement  and  practice,  who  in  your  owne  familyes  will  reade 
the  Booke  of  Common  Prayer  &iierforme  your  devotion  accord- 
ing to  y*"  forme  established  in  the  Church  of  Bni>land,  excepting 
only  in  wearing  the  surplesse  which  haveing  never  bin  seen  in 
those  countryes,  may  conveniently  l>e  forborn  att  this  tyme,  when 
the  principal  I  busynesse  is  by  all  good  expedients,  to  unite  and 
reconcile  persons  of  very  different  judgements  and  practice  in  all 
things,  at  least  which  concerne  the  peace  &  prosperity  of  those 
people  and  their  joint  submission  and  obedience  to  us  and  our 
l^vernment. 

6. — Since  it  is  very  notorious  that  there  are  not  on ly  very  trreat 
factions  and  aniniosityes  in  one  Colony  against  theother,  but  in 
one  and  y*  same  Colony  betweene  persons  of  diflTerent  opinions 
in  religion  so  that  it  is  very  probable  all  discontented  persons 
-will  make  application  to  you  according  to  their  severall  humours 
and  interest;  it  will  concerne  yon  to  be  very  wary  in  your  con- 
versation, that  being  sent  as  persons  equal  to  determine  eontro- 
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yersyes  amongst  tliem,  you  may  not  bee  thought  to  enclyue  to  a 
party,  or  to  bee  yoiirBelves  engaged  in  their  pasBiona^ind  appetite* 
and  you  must  principally  guard  yourselves  against  two  sorts  of 
people  (til  1  upon  theseverall  inforiuationa  you  shall  receive,  and 
by  your  own  observation  and  experience  you  can  uiake  some  jndg. 
ment  of  their  sincerity)  that  is  not  to  seeme  too  forward  in 
concurring  with  theiu  in  whatsoever  they  propose.  The  first 
Is,  they  that  pretend  to  have  a  great  prejudice  against  the  forme 
of  Religion  tliere  professed,  and  as  great  a  zeale  for  the  estab- 
lishing the  Booke  of  Common  Prayer,  and  it  may  bee  the 
Episcopacy  itselfe,  and  the  whole  discipline  of  the  Church  of 
England. 

The  second  is,  they  who  wi  llappeare  sol iciteous  to  advance  our 
proffit  and  to  settle  a  present  revenue  upon  theCrowue  which 
they  will  suppose  may  bee  looked  upon  as  such  an  unquestion- 
able instance  of  their  affection  to  us  and  our  servi^se,  that  it 
will  give  them  credit  and  advantage  in  all  their  pretences. 

To  the  first  of  these,  after  you  have  used  them  with  kindnesse 
and  encouragement  to  bee  present  when  they  please  at  your 
private  devotions,  you  shall  let  them  know  that  you  have  noe 
order  from  us  (for  many  of  those  overtures  may  be  made  only 
for  discovery  of  your  intenti<»n8)to  make  the  least  attempt,  or 
to  encourage  alti^ration  in  the  way  they  profTesse  of  religion; 
for  though  nobody  can  doubt  but  that  wea  could  looke  upon 
it  as  the  g^reatest  blessing  God  Almighty*  can  conferre  upon  us 
in  this  World  that  Hee  would  reduce  all  our  8ubj€»cts  in  all 
our  domains  to  one  faith  and  one  way  of  worship  with  us;  yet 
wee  could  not  imagine  it  probable  that  a  confederate  number 
of  persons,  who  seperated  themselves  from  their owne  countrey 
and  the  religion  established,  principally  if  not  only  that  they 
might  enjoy  another  way  of  worship,  presented  or  declared 
unto  them  by  theire  owne  consciences,  could  in  soe  short  a 
tymebe  willing  to  returne  to  that  forme  of  service  they  had  for- 
^iaken ;  and  therefore  that  wee  had  been  soe  farre  from  giveing 
you  any  direction  to  promote  or  countenance  any  alteration  in 
the  religion  practised  there,  that  you  have  expresse  order  to 
the  contrary.  But  if  they  only  insisted  upon  the  liberty  granted 
them  by  their  Charter,  and  that  they  would  v>rovide  peaceably 
ror  the  exercise  of  their  religion  in  the  forme  they  best  liked, 
without  troubling  or  reproaching  those  who  dissent  fromtheiu, 
and  only  desire  that  This  libertie  of  conscience  might  produce 
iioe  prejudice  to  them  in  their  civtll  interests  or  relation  to  the 
Government :— You  may  lett  them  know  that  it  is  no  more  than 
what  wee  have  already  recommended  to  the  Gtovernour  and 
(^ouncill  by  our  former  letters,  and  wherein  you  will  doe  them 
all  the  offices  within  your  power.     , 
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Butt  even  in  this  point  wee  conceive  you  should  proceed  very 
warily  and  not  enter  upon  it,  till  you  have  made  soiue  pro- 
greasa  in  your  lesse  difficult  busynesse;  and  indeed  you  should 
rather  advise  those  who  seeine  to  bee  serious  and  hearty  in 
that  desire  that  they  cause  it  to  be  first  proposed  and  sett  on 
foot  in  the  General  1  Assembly  that  shall  bee  called,  then  any 
way  touched  upon,  before  the  present  Governour  &  Councill. 
and  promise  them  your  utmost  assistance  there,  in  the  promot- 
ing any  thing  for  their  ease  which  will  not  evidently  disturlnt 
the  peace  of  the  countrey. 

To  the  second  sort  of  people  which  will  be  active  in  many 
projects  for  our  proffit  and  benefitt,  you  must  not  beeforwardH 
too  much,  since  most  overtures  of  that  kind  are  but  ayrey  im 
aginations,  &  cannot  bee  put  in  practise  by  our  owne  imediate 
power  and  authority,  without  manifest  violation  of  their  Char- 
ter which  wee  resolve  to  keep  observe  and  maintaine. 

Upon  those  discourses  therefore  you  shall  declare  that  you 
have  no  direc6n  to  make  any  attempt  of  that  kind,  without 
there  appeare  a  good  &  voluntary  inclination  to  that  purpose 
in  the  General!  Assembly,  which  probably  may  find  it  con- 
venient to  make  some  newe  desires  and  proposicons  to  us  for 
their  benefitt  and  in  lieu  thereof  may  make  some  grants  and 
concessions  to  us;  and  in  truth  it  will  not  be  rationall  for  you 
to  appeare  solicitous  to  make  an^*  change  in  the  matters  of  Re- 
ligion, or  to  make  any  attempt  to  bring  any  change  to  that 
people,  except  both  arise  amongst  themselves  in  the  Gen''  As- 
sembly and  then  you  shall  give  such  countenance  to  it  as  3'ou 
shall  judge  necessary  for  our  service. 

7. — You  shall  as  soon  as  you  are  arriveu  and  have  delivered 
our  letters  to  the  Govemour  and  Councill  presse  them  that  a 
General  Assembly  may  be  convened  as  soon  as  may  be  according 
to  our  letter  to  them. 

And  because  much  of  the  good  wee  expected  from  your  journey 
depends  upon  the  wisdome  and  fidelity  of  that  Assembly,  you 
0hall  use  your  utmost  endeavors  privately,  and  bv  those  means 
which  are  most  proper  and  .without  offence,  to  gett  men  of  the 
best  reputation  and  most  peaceably  inclined,  to  be  chosen  into 
that  Assembly,  and  then  according  to  the  interest  and  credit 
you  have, give  them  all  advice  and  encouragem*  to  promote  our 
service,  and  then  you  shall  informe  them  of  the  great  afTection 
wee  have  for  them,  and  that  wee  looke  upon  them  with  the 
same  fatherly  care  as  if  they  lived  in  the  centre  of  eyther  of 
our  kingdomes. 

You  shall  shew  them  the  coppy  of  tht  letter  and  addresse 
made  to  us  by  the  Governour  and  Councill  after  our  happy 
retaroe  into  England,  and  of  our  answer  to  that  addresse,  at* 
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likewise  what  wee  have  now  writ  to  y'^Goveruour  and  Ooancill 
there;  all  which  wee  directed  you  to  communicate,  to  the  end 
that  wee  may  receive  their  advice  and  information  how  wee 
may  advance  the  happy ness  of  that  our  people.  And  in  order 
hereunto  you  are  ready  to  conferre  with  them  upon  ali  pertic- 
ulurs  relateing  to  your  nefi^otiatiou  or  to  the  end  thereof  and 
Kot^  }ou  are  to  behave  yourselves  towards  them  as  you  find  may 
most  conduce  to  the  end  of  your  employment. 

^j.— Besides  the  generall  disposeiuK  that  people  to  an  entyre 
submission  and  obedience  to  our  ^overnm^  which  is  their  owne 
greatest  security  in  respect  of  their  neighbors  and  leadings  them 
to  a  desire  to  renew  their  Charters,  which  in  many  respects 
ought  to  bee  desired  b^*  them;  tiiere  are  two  points  wee  could 
heartily  wish  should  be  gained  upon  them. 

The  ilrst  that  wee  may  have  (as  wee  expressed  before)  the 
nomination  of  the  Governour,  or  approbation. 

The  other,  tha.i  the  Militia  should  bee  putt  under  an  officer 
nominated  or  recomiuended  bvus;  and  it  may  bee,  if  they  will 
consider  their  charter,  they  will  not  find  that  they  have  in 
truth,  the  disposall  of  their  owne  Militia  as  they  ima«^ine. 

But  liow  to  approach  to  those  two  points  wee  cannot  tell, 
butt  must  leave  it  to  your  skill  &  dexterity,  after  you  have  enough 
i'oriversed  with  them  and  know  the  principal  leading  men  of 
the  several  1  party es.  In  the  meane  tyme  wee  should  looke 
upon  it  as  a  good  omen  if  them  might  see  soe  wrought  upon  nt 
y*"  General  1  Assembly  as  that  Coll  Nicolls  might  bee  chosen  by 
themselves  for  their  present  Governour  and  CoUonell  Cartwright 
for  their  Major  Genenill. 

All  designes  of  proffit  for  the  present  seeme  unseasonble  and 
iiuiv  possibly  obstruct  the  more  necessary  designe  upon  their 
obedience  and  loyalty,  if  they  shall  apprehend  that  it  cost  them 
money;  soe  that  it  should  not  be  affected  farther  (except  the 
(iencrall  Ar<sembly  appeare  to  have  other  frankness  then  wee 
can  reasonably  expect)  then  to  settle  some  annuall  tribute  of 
y''  growth  of  that  country,  as  masts,  corne,  and  fish,  to  bee  pre- 
sented to  us,  as  was  intimated  by  the  two  messengers  employed 
hither,  to  bee  their  purpose  to  doe. 

9. —In,  the  last  place.  Wee  doe  enjoyne  &  command  you,  afl 
you  will  answer  to  the  contrary,  to  live  with  entyre  confidence 
and  kindness  in  and  towards  each  other,  which  can  only  support 
the  credit  and  reputation  of  your  trust  &  employment.  That 
you  constantly  communicate  togetlier  whateyther  of  you  hath 
collected  upon  private  intercourses  or  information  from  pertlc- 
uler  persons,  and  that  thereupon  in  all  your  Couneills  you  ac- 
<luies8P  with  the  judgement  of  the  major  part(except  it  beeex- 
prcssely  contrary  to  our  Instructions,  and  in  which   wee  hava 
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not  left  you  h  latitude  to  doe  according  to  your  discretion)  and 
pursue  it  accordingly,  and  that  you  are  not  transported  by  any 
private  consideration  of  proffit  or  friendship  to  swerve  from 
the  right  rule  of  advanceing  our  service.  And  wee  shall  be 
more  sensible  of  any  error  of  this  kind,  then  of  any  other  mis- 
fortune that  may  bring  inconvenienced  to  our  service  in  your 
employment. 

Our  other  Instructions  for  your  proceedings  in  the  severall 
Colonies  you  shall  communicate  as  you  see  cause,  and  hh  you 
eut«r  upon  the  severall  perticulars,  as  at  your  first  audience 
yoa  shall  doe  well  to  tell  them  that  instead  of  entertaining  them 
of  any  discourse  of  your  owne.  you  will  deliver  them  the  copy 
of  your  first  Instructions,  and  shall  deliver  it  them  accord ingy.

< COMMISSION  TO  COLL.  NICOLL8  &  OTHERS  TO  VISIT 
THE  COLONIES  AND  DETERMINE  COMPLAINTS. 


Charles  the  Second  by  the  Qrace  of  God  King  of  England 
Scotland  France  and  Ireland,  Defender  of  the  Faith,  &c  To* 
Jill  to  whome  these  presents  shall  come  Grbkting.  Whereas 
wee  have  received  severall  Addresses  from  our  subjects  of  severall 
Collonies  in  New  England,  all  full  of  duty  and  affection,  and 
ifxpressions  of  loyalty  and  allegiance  to  us,  with  their  humble 
desires  that  wee  would  renew  their  severall  Charters  and  re- 
ceive them  into  our  favourable  opinion  and  protection,  &  severall 
of  our  Colonies  there  and  other  our  loveing  subjects  have  like- 
wise complayned  of  differences  and  disputes  arisen  upon  th6 
lymmitts  and  bounds  of  their  severall  Charters  and  Jurisdic- 
tions, whereby  unneighbourly  and  unbrotherly  contentions  have 
and  may  arise,  to  the  dammage  and  discredit  of  the  English 
interests,  and  that  all  our  good  subjects  resideing  there  and  being 
planters  within  the  severall  Colonies  doenotenjoy  the  libertyes 
and  priviledges  granted  to  them  by  our  severall  Charters  upon 
ronfidence  and  assurance  of  which  they  transported  themselves 
and  their  Estates  into  those  parts.  And  wee  having  received 
some  addresses  from  the  Greate  Men  &  Natives  of  those  Coun- 
tryes,  in  which  they  complaine  of  breach  of  faith  and  of  acts  of 
violence  and  Injustice  which  they  have  been  foree<l  to  undergoe 
from  our  subjects,  whereby  not  only  our  governement  is  tra- 
duced,  but  the  reputation  and  credit  of  Christian    Religion 
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brought  into  prejudice  and  reproacii  with  the  Gentiles  ft  in- 
habitants of  those  countries  who  know  not  God,  the  redaction 
of  whome  to  the  true  knowledge  and  feare  of  God,  is  the  most 
worthy  and  glorious  end  of  all  those  Plantations.  Upon  all 
which  motives  and  as  an  evidence  and  manifestation  of  our 
fatherly  affection  towards  all  our  subjects  in  those  severali  Colo- 
nies of  New  Englaud  (that  is  to  say)  of  the  Massachusetts, 
Conecticot,  New  Plymouth,  Road  Island  and  the  Providence 
plantation,  and  all  other  plantacdns  within  that  tract  of  land 
kuowne  under  the  appellation  of  New  England.  And  to  the 
end  that  wee  may  bee  truly  informed  of  the  state  and  condition 
of  our  good  subjects  there,  that  soe  wee  may  the  better  know 
how  to  contribute  to  the  further  improvement  of  their  happy- 
nesse  and  prosperity :  Know  yes  thbrbforb  that  wee  repose- 
ing  especial  1  trust  and  confidence  in  the  fidelity  wisdome  and 
circumspection  of  our  trusty  and  wellbeloved  Ooll.  Richard  Ni- 
colls,  S'  Robert  Carre  Kn^  George  Cartwright  Esq' and  Samuel! 
Maverick  Esq**  of  our  especiall  grace,  certaine  knowledge  and 
meer  motion  have  made  ordained  constituted  and  appointcnl, 
and  by  these  presents  doe  make  ordayne,constitut<e  and/ippoint 
the  said  Coil.  Richard  Nicolls,  Sir  Robert  Carre,  George  Cart- 
wright  and  Samuel  1  Maverick  our  Commissioners.  And  Dor 
hereby  give  and  grant  unto  them  or  any  three  or  two  of  them, 
or  of  y*  survivors  of  them  (of  whom  wee  will  the  said  Coll. 
Richard  NicoUsduring  his  life  shall  beealwayes  one,  and  upon 
equal  division  of  opinions  to  have  y*'  casting  and  decisive  voyce) 
in  our  name  to  visite  all  and  every  the  severali  Colonies  afore- 
said and  also  full  power  and  authority  to  heare  &  receive  and 
to  examine  and  determine  all  complaints  and  appeals  in  all  cases 
and  matters  as  well  military  as  criminall  and  civill,  and  pro- 
ceed in  all  things  for  the  provideing  for  and  settling  the  peace 
and  security  of  the  said  country,  according*to  their  good  and 
sound  discretion,  and  to  such  instructions  as  they  or  the  sur- 
vivors of  them  have  or  shall  from  tyme  to  tyme  receive  from  us 
in  that  behalfe,  and  from  tyme  to  tyme  as  they  shall  find  ex- 
pedient to  certify  us  or  our  Privy  Council  of  their  actings  and 
proceedings  touching  the  premises.  And  for  the  doing  thereof 
or  any  other  matter  or  thing  relateing  thereunto,  these  present8 
or  the  inrol lenient  thereof  shall  be  unto  them  and  every  of 
them  a  sufficient  warrant  and  discharge  in  that  behalfe.  In 
WiTNESSK  whereof  wee  have  caused  these  our  letters  to  be  made 
Patents.  Witnesse  Ourselfe  at  Westminster  the  25""  day  of 
April  in  the  sixteenth  yeare  of  our  Reign.

Nation  soever,  will  upon  Knowledge  of  this  Proclamation, 
Acknowledge  and  testify  themselves  to  submit  to  his  Maties 
Qovernmn^as  his  good  Subjects  ought  to  do,  shall  be  protected 
by  his  Maties  Laws  and  Justice,  and  peaceably  enjoy  whatso- 
ever God*8  Blessing  and  their  own  honest  Industry  have  fur- 
nished them  with,  and  all  other  privileges  with  his  Maties 
English  Subjects,  We  have  caused  this  to  be  published  that  we 
might  prevent  all  Inconvenienoies  to  others  if  it  were  possible. 
However  to  clear  ourselves  from  the  Charge  of  all  those  Misery 8, 
that  any  way  may  befall  such  as  live  here,  and  will  notcu;know- 
ledge  his  Mat'y  for  their  Sovereign,  whom  God  preserve.

CHARLES  II.  TO  THE  GOVERNORS  OF  NEW  ENGLAND. 


Extract  from  the  letter  sent  by  his  Majesty  of  England  to  the  Gov- 
ernment  of  New  England,  beginning: 

"Charles  Rkx: 

"Trusty  and  well  beloved,  we  greet  you  well.     Having  taken 
very  much  to  heart  the  welfare,  &e."    Subscribed: 

Given  at  our  Court,  at  Whitehall,  the  23"*  April,  1664,  in  the 
XVl***  year  of  our  reign. 
Beneath  was: 

By  his  Majesty's  order. 

(Signed),  HENRY  BENNBT. 
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That  we  Inay  protect  our.  subjects  of  our  several  plantations 
from  the  invasions  of  their  neighbors  and  provide  that  no  sub- 
jects of  our  neighbor  nations,  how  allied  soever  with  us,  may 
possess  themselves  of  any  lands  or  rivers  within  our  territories 
and  dominions,  as  we  are  informed  the  Dutch  have  lately  done 
to  the  prejudice  of  our  good  subjects  of  those  our  plantations 
and  to  the  obstructions  of  trade,  which,  in  time,  may  prove 
very  mischievous  to  our  good  subjects  there. 

And,  therefore,  we  cannot  but  be  confident  that  when  our 
Commissioners  have  imparted  unto  you  our  pleasure  in  this 
particular  and  the  benefit  and  advantage  which,  with  God*s 
blessing,  must  accrue  to  yourselves  from  the  same  besides  the 
preventing  many  growing  inconveniences  to  your  peace  and 
prosperity,  you  will  join  and  assist  them  vigorously  in  recover- 
ing our  right  in  those  places  now  possessed  by  the  Dutch  and 
reducing  them  to  an  entire  obedience  and  submission  to  our 
government.  In  which  case  onr  desire  and  pleasure  is  that 
they  should  be  treated  as  neighbors  and  fellow  subjects,  and 
enjoy,  quietly,  what  they  are  possessed  of  by  their  honest  in- 
dustry. 


RESIDENT  APPLEBOOM  TO  THE  STATES-f^ENERAL. 


Dated  at  the  Hague  the  19^  June,  Anno  1664. 

Whereas  the  undersigned  Resident  of  his  Royal  Majesty  of 
Sweden,  since  he  had  tho  honor  to  appear  at  your  High  Mighti- 
nesses' Assembly,  hath  several  weeks  ago  requested  a  conference 
with  your  High  Mightinesses'  Deputies  which  was  granted  to 
him  siiortly  afterwards,  and  th<»  same  was  postponed  from  time 
To  time,  and  howbeit  he  hatii  learned  by  private  visits  that 
an  answer  shall  be  given  him  before  he,  the  Resident,  hath 
explained  himself  insuchconferenceeoncerning  what  was  given 
him  exclusively  in  command,  said  Resident,  in  order  to  consume 
the  least  time,  hereby  will  make  known  to  your  High  Mighti- 
nesses the  contents  of  what  he  hath  had  to  submit  at  such  mn- 
ference,  respectfully  requesting  that  your  High  Mightinesses 
may  be  graciously  pleased  to  pay  attention  thereunto,  and  to 
allow  him,  the  Resident,  to  be  furnished  with  a  wished  for 
answer  and  declaration  thereupon,  as  your  High  Mightinesses, 
in  your  profound  wisdom,  shall  deem  most  suitable  for  the 
maintenance  of  just  friendship  and  correspondence  between 
i>oth  States.

To  the  Committee  of  the  States- Genera  I: 

NOBLK  AND  Mighty  Lords:  The  credentials  of  his  Royal 
Majesty,  luy  most  onerous  Lord,  delivered  to  their  High  Might- 
iuesses  on  the  26^  of  May,  have  sufficiently  assured  their  High 
Mightinesses  that  his  Royal  Majesty  hath  nothing  more  at  heart 
that  to  meditate  on  the  old  and  reliable  friendship  and  alliance^ 
which  existed  continously  between  his  Royal  Majesty's  aucestont 
and  their  High  Mightinesses  for  nearly  time  immemorial,  aud 
that  consequently  his  Royal  Majesty  hath  an  ezoeedinj?  great 
desire  to  cultivate  mutual  confidence  and  correspondence,  and, 
on  the  other  hand,  with  the  consent  of  both  sides,  to  remove 
all  whatever  might  be  found  hindersome  and  injurious  there- 
to. 

P  And  whereas,  in  regard  to  the  so  called  Elucidation  of 
the  lately  concluded  Treaty  of  Elbing,  divers  incongruities, 
obscurities,  difficulties,  contradictions  and  impossibilities  now 
and  then  have  manifested  themselves,  which  give  a  shock  to 
the  ancient  friendship  in  sundry  instances,  his  Royal  Majesty 
hath  instructed  me  to  hold  a  conference  thereapon  with  their 
High  Mightinesses  or  with  you.  Noble  Mighty,  in  their  name, 
to  remove  all  such  obstacles  to  friendship,  and  with  conjoined 
hands  to  lift  up  what^  through  the  iniquity  of  the  times,  may 
be  wrongly  introduced.  Imiiiediately  on  proposing  the  Eluci- 
dation in  the  year  1660,  serious  debates  arose  thereon  between 
the  Royal  Couimissioners  and  their  High  Mightinesses*  Minis- 
ters, and  the  difficulties  and  inconveniences  contained  in  the 
aforesaid  Elucidation  were  pointed  out  to  their  High  Might- 
inesses' Ambassadors,  but  as  the  said  Ambassadors,  at  that 
time,  alleged  the  precise  orders  whi'^h  they  had  on  the  subject, 
promising  to  make  a  report/ of  the  objections,  and  held  out  a 
hope  that  this  State  would  perceive  their  justice,  and  that 
everything  would  be  redressed,  therefore,  fully  confiding  in 
justice  and  such  like  promises  at  the  time,  we  would  not  in- 
terrupt the  negotiations  of  friendship  on  that  account,  nor 
insist  on  these  objections,  but  did  proceed  to  the  conclusion  of 
the  negotiation.  Experience  afterwards  demonstrated  the  injury 
done  by  the  Elucidation  to  the  maintenance  of  friendship.  His 
Royal  Majestv,  in  orrler  to  obviate  such  obutacles,  hath  appointed 
Commissioners  to  treat  thereof  with  Mr.  Heinsius,  their  High 
Mightinesses'  Resident. 

Who,  after  holding  some  conferences  excused  himself,  when 
his  Most  Illustrious  Majesty  most  graciously  instructed  me  to 
resume  here  the  conference  thereupon,  and  by  the  production 
of  pregnant  reasons,  to  invite  their  High  Mightinesses  to  revoke 
and  rescind  the  aforesaid  obscure,  offensive  and  in  many  places 
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impracticable  ante  of  Elucidation,  whereunto  it  is  hoped  their 
High  Mightinesses  will  not  ofTer  any  objection. 

2f*  Respecting  the  second  point:  Their  High  Mightinesses  are 
now  again,  as  they  have  heretofore  been,  requested  to  pay  the 
subsidy  promts  d  by  the  treaty  of  the  year  1640.  True,  indeed, 
it  is  that  said  treaty  was  directed  principally  against  Denmark, 
but  that  article  has  been  extended  by  the  late  treaty  of  Elbingh. 
against  all  others,  and  his  Royal  Majesty  having  lieen  since  at- 
tacked by  the  Muscovite,  the  Emperor, Denmark  and  Branden- 
burgh,  the  promised  subsidies  ii  ust  also  lie  regulated  and  mul- 
tiplied by  the  number  of  enemies. 

8**  The  third  point  opposes  the  Dutch  iSound  dues  {Veylgelt), 
which,  being  imposed  on  Baltic  wares  and  trade,  mostly  op- 
pressing the  kingdom  of  Sweden,  their  High  Mightinesses  were 
requested  to  abolish  the  same,  as  it  was  not  fair  that  one  ally 
should  l>e  thus  indirectly  aggrieved  by  the  other. 

4*  Furthermore,  I  hereby  hold,  as  renewed,  the  request  of  good 
and  prompt  expedition,  reparation  and  satisfacrtion  in  the  com- 
plaints heretofore  so  frequently  made,  and  again  repeated  in 
regard  to  the  Royal  Swedish  American  and  African  Company 
and  the  matter  of  the  Orootjan,  &c.  Confident  that  their  High 
Mightinesses  will  at  once  issue  orders  for  the  removal  of  all 
such  like  unfriendly  acts.

Read  to  the  Assembly  a  certain  Memorial  of  Mr.  Appleboom, 
resident  of  the  King  of    Sweden,  and  a  r-ertain  other   writing 
exhibited  with  it  an<l    addressed  to  Mess"  Huygens  and  other 
their  High  Mightinesses'   Deputies  for  the  affairs  of  Sweden, 
setting  forth,  in  substant^e,  the  points  whereupon  he  desires  a 
conference  with  them,  according  to  the  foregoing  resolution  of 
the  committee  {resolutie  commissoriael;  the  first,  res|)eeting  the 
Elucidation  of  the  lately  concluded  Elhing  treaty;  the  second, 
the  p^ment  of  the  subsidies  promised  by  the  treaty  of  the  year 
1640;  the  third,  the  Dutch  Sound  dues  {veylgelt);  the  fourth, 
and  last,  the  reparation  and  satisfnction  of  the  complaints  here- 
tofore made  in  regard  to  the  Royal  Swedish  Auiorican  and  Afri- 
can Company.     Which,  being  considered,  it  is  resolved  and  con 
eluded   that  the  retroacta  in  the  aforesaid  respective  affairs  bo 
looked  up  by  the  Agent  de  Heyde,  and  when  afterwards  written 
out,  shall  be  handed  to  the  said  Deputiesof  their  High  Mighti- 
nesses, to  be  used  in  the  aforesaid  conference  according  to  cir- 
nmstanc^s. 
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The  undersigned  Resident  of  his  Royal  Majesty  of  Sweden  hatb 
many  years  ago,  and  namely  on  the  22°*  March, of  the  year  165Q, 
by  express  command  of  his  Royal  Majesty,  made  known  to  your 
High  Mightinesses  that  those  of  the  West  India  Company  of 
this  country  had,  the  year  before,  attacked  unexpectedly  and 
with  force  of  arms,  the  Swedish  Colony  planted  on  the  South 
river  of  Florida,  in  America,  sacked  their  forts,  expelled  their 
inhabitants  and  thus  thoroughly  stripped  the  Swedish  Company 
of  their  district,  which  they  had  purchased  on  the  aforesaid  South 
river  from  the  natives  and  right  owners  of  the  country,  and  pos- 
sessed optimo  jure  et  titulo  several  years  in  peace.  Which  infor- 
mation and  complaints  have  not  been  followed,  as  they  ought, 
in  justice,  to  have  indeed  been. by  any  satisfaction  or  redre88,at 
that  time  nor  since,  nor  up  to  this  moment;  therefore,  the  afore- 
said Resident  doth  now,  on  further  instructions  from  his  most 
excellent  Royal  Majesty,  hereby  renew  his  previous  complaints, 
and  consequently  amicably  requests  your  High  Mightinesses  to 
be  graciously  pleased  to  order  the  aforesaid  West  India  Com- 
pany to  restore  the  aforesaid  wrested  lands  to  the  Swedish  Com- 
pany in  tegrum,  and  reimburse  it  all  losses  and  damages  it  has 
BufTered,  and  that  so  much  more  and  the  speedier,  lest  his  Royal 
Majesty's  subjects  may  experience  still  further  prejudice  in  their 
rights  and  properties,  as  it  was  understood  from  that  side  that 
the  said.  West  India  Company  of  this  country  were  themselves 
now  questioned  by  others  in  those  parts. 

As  this  will  be  conformable  to  equity  and  mutual  friendship 
and  alliance,  so  doth  his  Royal  Majesty  indubitably  exp>ect  it 
from  3'our  High  Mightinesses. 

Furthermore,  the  aforesaid  Resident  doth  also  request  a  speedy 
a.nd  desirable  answer  on  the  points  by  him  now  recently  handed 
in  to  your  High  Mightinesses*  Deputies,  and  whereupon  the> 
without  doubt,  will  make  a  report  to  your  High  Mightinesses* 
Assembly.

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FURTHER  MEMORIAL  DELIVERED  BY  HIS  SWEDISH 
MAJESTY'S  RESIDENT,  TO  THEIR  HIGH  MIGHTI- 
NESSE8,  IN  SUPPORT  OF  THE  GOOD  AND  COMPLETE 
RIGHT  OF  THE  SWEDISH  CROWN  AND  ITS  SUBJECTS 
TO  NOVA  SUECIA  IN  AMERICA. 


Sanimarily  to  deduce  the  said  right,  agreeably  to  the  said 
Resident's  Memorials  of  the22'''>  March,  1656,  and  27^  June,  1664, 
the  fact  is,  that  the  district  of  Nova  Suecia,  lying  on  the  west 
of  the  South  river  of  Florida,  in  AuieHca,  was  not  taken,  pur- 
chased nor  bought  from  any  Netherlanders  or  Hollanders,  to 
whom  it  never  hath  belonged;  but  from  the  Indians  themselves, 
whose  property  it  was,  and  at  a  time  when  it  still  lay  wild,  vacant 
and  waste,  and  uninhabited  by  any  European  nation.  Which 
Indians,  as  the  right  owners  of  that  country,  delivered  up  and 
conveyed  the  same  to  the  Crowne  of  Sweden  and  its  subjects  after 
due  purchase  and  treaty,  and  fixed  and  established  the  limits 
thereof  by  erecting  the  Swedish  arms,  as  the  same  appears  by  the 
thereon  executed  documents  and  acts  signed  and  ratified  by  the 
true  owners  and  proprietors  of  those  lands,  who,  though  Indians, 
have  among  themselves  their  form  of  government,  justice  and 
policy,  whereby  they,  after  their  manner, retain  each  his  own; 
and  they  l)eing  master  and  lord  of  their  own  country  have,  also, 
consequently,  the  power  to  sell  and  alienate  the  same  as  they 
think  proper.  The  Crown  of  Sweden  having  acquired,  then, 
the  aforesaid  country  by  good  title,  its  possession  thereof  has, 
therefore,  been  lawful,  without  affording  the  West  India  Com- 
pany here  any  pretext  for  saying  that  it  has  been  injured;  the 
intention  having  never  been  to  disturb  the  same  in  its  property. 

It  appears  by  the  publislied  maps  of  New  Netherland,  that  the 
«ifore8aid  West  India  Company  are  in  possession,  on  the  South 
Tiver^fifteen  leagues  up,  of  a  fort  called  Na8sau,which  fort  will 
not  be  calle<l  in  question  here,  it  lying  on  the  opposite,or  eastern 
bank  of  the  river.  The  West  India  ('ompany  may  deduce  their 
right  thereform,  but  said  fort  can,  by  no  means,  give  them  any 
jurisdiction  over  Nova  Suecia,  which  is  altogetlur  separated 
from  New  Netherland  by  the  aforesaid  river,  and  lies  on  the 
ivest  side  thereof,  where  the  Oown  of  Sweden  caused  For 
Ohristina  to  be  built,  which  was  the  first  fortification  erected 
there  after  the  acquisition  of  that  district,  where  the  Ro^'al 
Swedish  Governor  has  always  duly  maintained  the  respect  and 
jurisdiction  of  the  Crown  of  Sweden,  and  even  preserve<l  good 
understanding  and  neighborhood  with  the  Hoi  hinders  on  the 
JJortii  river,  in  order  the  better  to  exclude,  by  united  action, 
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the  South  river  will  not  be  left  unmolested,  'but  will  be  after- 
wards invaded  by  theui,  and  the  rather,  because  this  nation  in 
that  country  is  possessed  of  one  particular  idea,  absolately 
maintaining  that,  in  such  case  (which,  God  foref end),  they  would 
soon  be  forgotten,  because  the  Colonic  is  esteemed  of  little  value 
by  the  Worshipful  Regents,  as  is  very  eipressly  stated  by  Director 
Alexander  d^Hinojossain  his  letters  last  received,  the  summary 
whereof  has  been  comiu undated  some  days  ago  to  your  Worships. 

This  imminent  danger  being  then  so  much  apprehended,  the 
Commissioners  are,  under  correction,  of  opinion,  that  this 
city  should  principally  be  interested,  not  only  on  account  of 
the  trade  which  is  carried  on  from  this  place  to  that  conquest 
in  general,  but  specially  of  its  Colonic  on  the  South  river,  which 
finally  is  exhibiting,  after  such  a  great  expense,  so  favorable 
an  appearance.  It  being  alleged,  and  this  hope  being  held  out 
in  reference  to  the  fertility  of  the  soil,  which  is  capable  of  pro- 
ducing all  sorts  of  Baltic  commodities  and  other  foreign  pro- 
ductions, that  at  least  10,000  «kepels  of  wheat  were  to  be  expected 
here  from  thence  within  two  years,  after  which  it  will  increase 
and  improve  more  and  more  every  year,  and  therefore  will  re- 
alize an  annual  profit  of  several  thousands,  which  can  also  be 
seen  from  the  aforesaid  summary  of  the  Director's  letters. 

And,  as  we  are  informed,  that  the  Directors  of  the  West  India 
Company  have  already  requested  your  Worships'  favorable  re- 
commendation to  your  Deputies  at  the  Hague,  to  the  end  that 
the}'  be  maintained  against  such  designs  of  the  English  on  that 
country,  and  assisted  by  at  least  one  ship  of  war  and  a  good 
number  of  soldiers,  the  Commissioners,  out  of  respect  for  the 
interest  which  your  Worships  have  in  common  therein,  con- 
sidered it  their  duty  hereby  to  second  the  aforesaid  Company, 
and  accordingly  respectfully  to  request  your  Worships  so  to 
direct  this  matter,  that  so  trifling  an  aid  may  be  granted  by  the 
State,  in  order  to  prevent  suoli  inimical  designs,  and  conse- 
quentlv  to  preserve  a  conquest  of  such  appearance.

India  Company  respecting  the  applications  made  to  the  State 
on  behalf  of  that  Company,  to  be  assisted  against  the  violence 
to  which  the  Englisii  have  had  re<'Ourse  on  the  coast  of  Africa  and 
^Iso  threatened  New  Netherlaud  with.  Which  Memorial  con- 
tains likewise  a  request  for  letters  to  Mess'%  the  Deputies  from 
this  city,  to  the  end  that  tlie  Company  aforesaid  may  most 
speedily  obtain  the  Holland  contingent  of  sixty  thousand  guil- 
lers,  voted  in  the  year  1656,  for  the  security  of  tlie  castle  del 
Mina  and  the  coast  of  Guinea,  and  that  from  the  moneys  now 
lat4^1y  appropriated  for  naval  affairs.  The  aforesaid  Commis- 
lioners  having  in  like  manner  considered  the  contents  of  a 
similar  Memorial  of  the  Counuissioners  for  superintending  the 
^uth  river  of  New  Netherland,  to  the  effect  that  the  above 
nentioned  assistance,  for  the  protection  of  the  countries  there 
ind  preaervation  of  this  city*s  Colonie,  may  be  facilitated  and 
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granted  according  to  both  the  aforesaid  Memorials enregistered 
in  the  Muniment  Register,  E.,  fol.  1,  et  seq.  Which  beingcon- 
sidered,  it  is  resolved  and  concluded  that  on  the  part  of  this 
city  all  assistance  and  good  offices  shall  be  contribute,  to  the 
end  that  the  aforesaid  Company  be  aided  with  the  ships  and 
soldiers  required,  to  serve  as  a  convoy  of  the  said  Company *8 
ships;  also  for  the  garrisoning  and  preservation  of  the  forts  and 
places  belonging  to  this  State  in  Guinea  and  further  coast  of 
Africa ;  for  the  reinforcement  of  New  Netherland  and  resistance 
of  the  violence  .designed  against  the  countries  there.  In  this 
wise,  however,  that  said  ships  of  war  and  soldiers  be  not  em- 
ployed in  the  recapture  of  Cape  Verd,  or  whatever  else  might 
have  been  taken  by  the  English  on  coast  aforesaid,  nor  in  any 
other  oflfensive  acts.  In  like  manner  Mess'*  the  Deputies  will 
please  facilitate  and  further  the  payment  to  the  Company  o\ 
the  aF>ove mentioned  quota  of  Holland,  in  the  said  60,000  gl.  in 
order  to  its  being  employe<l  both  in  the  transportation  of  the 
aforesaid  soldiers  and  in  the  purchase  of  ammunition  of  war 
and  other  necessaries.

those  of  the  West  India  Company  of  this  country;  also  that  the 
Swedish  American  Company  be  reintegrated  in  a  certain  Swedish 
Colonie,  having  occupied  the  South  river  of  Florida,  in  America, 
whence  they  were  driven  hy  those  of  said  West  India  Company 
of  this  country.  Which  being  considered,  it  is  resolved  and 
concluded  that  Resident  Appelboom  was,  on  the  aforesaid,  first 
informed  in  a  verbal  conference  with  Mr.  Van  Braeckel  and 
other  their  High  Mightinesses'  Deputies  for  the  affairs  of  Sweden, 
and  afterwards  by  written  answer,  thwt  their  High  Might inesse^i 
wereready.and  had  also  fully  authorized  their  Deputies  to  trviii 
and  conclude  amicably  upon  the  aforesaid  African  and  Guinea 
differences  with  his  Majesty  or  those  authorized  by  him.  And, 
regarding  the  second  point,  as  their  High  Mightinesses  wilU 
have  need  of  further  information  as  to  the  allege<l  violence  com — 
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iiiitted  by  those  of  the  West  India  of  these  parts  on  the  Swedish 
nation  in  America,  at  the  South  river  of  Florida  or  elsewhere; 
that,  therefore,  Mr.  Appelboom's  Memorial  mentioning  it,  shall 
be  sent  to  the  Presiding  Chamber  of  the  said  West  India  Com- 
pany of  this  country,  in  order  that  it  may  communicate  infor- 
mation thereupon,  to  the  end  that,  on  receipt  of  such  informa- 
tion, and  the  same  being  seen  by  the  Assembly,  further  resolu- 
tion be  taken  thereupon  as  to  the  exigency  of  affairs  may  apper- 
tain.

My  Lords:  Your  1^'  Lre  unsigned  of  jj  J  August  together  with 
that  of  this  day  signed  according  to  form  being  the  1"'  of  Sept. 
have  been  isafely  delivered  into  o*^  hands  by  yo'  Deputien,  unto 
which  we  shall  say :  That  the  rights  of  his  Ma''*"  of  England  unto 
any  people  of  America  hereabout  amongst  the  rest  unto  the 
Colouys  of  Virginia,  Maryland,  or  others  in  New  England  whether 
disputable  or  not  is  that  w*^**  for  the  present  we  have  no  design 
to  debate  upon,  but  that  his  Ma^**  hath  an  undi&putable  right 
to  all  the  Lands  in  the  North  parts  of  America  is  that  w*"  the 
Kings  of  France  and  Spain  will  disallow  as  we  absolutely  do 
by  vertue  of  aComission  given  to  us  by  My  Lords  the  high  and 
mighty  States  Gen*"  to  be  Governo"^  Gen*"  over  New  Holland, 
the  Isles  of  Ourayo  Houweries  Aruba  w*"  their  appurtences  & 
dependencies  bearing  date  26**'  of  July,  lG46:asalso  by  vertue  of  a 
Grant  &Coiuiyon  given  bymys**  L**"  of  high  and  mighty  States 
Gen""  to  the  West  India  Company  in  the  year  1621 :  w^^'as  much 
power  and  as  Authenitique  as  his  s'*  Ma*'* of  England  hath  given 
or  can  give  to  any  Colony  in  America  as  more  fully  a{>pears  by 
the  Patent  and  Comission  of  the  s*  Lords  the  States  Gen*"  by 
them  signed  registered  and  Sealed  w"*  their  Great  Seal  w**  were 
showed  to  your  Deputy's  Coll  George  Cartwright,  Cap*  Robert

ac6n  viz' :    That  the  right  and  Title  of  his  Ma***  of  Great  Britain 
to  these  parts  of  America  is  unquestionable,  is  absolutely  to- 
be  denyed.     More  over  it's  without  dispute  &  Acknowledged 
by  all  the  World  that  our  Predeces60"  by  vertue  of  theC6mission

of  the  South  riverlnsomuch  that  by  vertue  of  the  above  s**  CAm- 
ission  from  the  High  and  Mighty  States  General  given  topsons 
Interested   as   afores**  and  others   These  provinces  have  l>een 
Governed  and  consequently  enjoyed  as  also  in  regard  to  their 
first  Discovery  uninterrupteil   possession  an<l  purchase  of  the 
Lands  of  the  princes  Natives  of  the  Country  and  other  private 
persons  (though  GentileK)we  make  no  doubt  that  if  his  s**  Mat** 
of  Great  Britain  were  well  informed  of  these  passages  he  would 
be  too  judicious  to  Grant  such  an  Order,  principally  in  a  time 
when  there  is  so  straight  a  Friendship  and  Confederacy  between 
ours**  Lords  and  Superio'"  to  trouble  us  in  the  demanding  and 
Summon  of  the  places  and  Fortresses  w*'*'  were  put  into  our 
handsaw*"  order  to  Maintain  them  in  the  name  of  the  said  Lords 
the  States  Gener*"  as  was  made  to  appear  to  yo'Deputys  under 
the  N  ames  and  Seal  of  the  s**  H  igh  and  Mighty  States  Gen»"  Date<l 
28"*  July  1646;    Besides  what  hath  been  mentioned  there  is  little 
probability  that  his  s'*  Ma***  of  England  regarding  the  Articles 
of  peace  as  printed  and  were  recomended  to  us  to  observe  seri- 
ously and  exactly  (by  a  Lre  written  to  us  by  our  s**  Lords  the 
States  Gen**')  and  to  cause  them  to  be  Observed  religiously  in 
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thiti  Country,  woiul  i^iveOrdei'  touchini^sodaij^eroiisa  Desigtie 
l>eing  also  so  apparent  that  none  other  than  my  s**  Lords  the 
States  Gen*"  have  any  riglit  to  these  provinces  and  consequently 
ought  to  Coinand  and  Maintain  their  Subjects,  and  in  their 
absence  We  the  Governor  Gen'"  are  obliged  to  maintain  tlieir 
rights  and  to  repel  and  take  revt^nge  of  all  threatenings  Injus- 
tice Attempts  or  any  force  whatsoever  that  shall  l>e  Comitted 
against  their  faithful  Subjects  and  Inhabitants  it  being  a  very 
considerable  tiling  to  affront  so  mighty  a  State,  although  it 
were  not  against  an  Ally  and  (confederate.  Consequently,  if 
his  sl^  Ma*'*"  (as  it's  fitt)were  well  informed  of  all  that  could  be 
spoken  upon  this  subjects  he  would  not  approve  of  what  ex  < 
pressions  were  menconed  in  your  Lre  which  are,  That  you  are 
Cdmanded  by  his  Ma'*^  to  demand  in  his  name  such  places  and 
Fortresses  as  are  in  the  possession  of  the  Dutch  undermy  Gov- 
ernm'  w***  as  it  appears  by  my  Comissioa  before  menconed  was 
given  me  by  my  Lords  the  High  and  Mighty  States  Gen*"  and 
there  is  less  ground  in  the  express  demand  of  my  Governmt 
since  all  the  World  knows  that  about  three  years  agow  some 
English  Frigotts  being  on  the  Coast  of  Afric4iupon  a  pretended 
06mission  they  did  demand  certain  places  under  the  Governm' 
of  our  6**  Lords  the  States  (yen*"  as  Cape  Vert,  river  of  Gambo 
and  all  other  places  in  Guynyto  them  belonging  Upon  w**"  our 
s'*  Lords  the  States  Gen»"  by  vertue  of  the  Articles  of  peace, 
having  made  ap|)ear  the  s*  Attempts  to  his  Ma"*  of  England, 
they  rec'*  a  favorable  Answer  his  Ma"®  disallowing  all  such  acts 
of  Hostility  as  might  have  been  done,  and  besides  gave  order 
that  restitution  sho'd  be  made,  to  the  East  India  Company  of 
whatsoever  had  been  pillaged  in  the  s'*  river  of  Gambo,  and 
likev/ise  restored  them  to  their  Trade;  Which makc^us  think 
it  necessary  that  a  more  express  order  should  appear  unto  us, 
as  a  sufficient  Warrant  for  ustowards  my  Lords  the  High  and 
Mighty  States  Gen»"  since  by  vertue  of  our  s**  Comission  We  do 
in  those  provinces  represent  them  as  belonging  to  them  and 
not  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  except  his  s**  Ma"«  upon  1  letter 
Grounds  make  it  appear  to  our  s*  Lords  the  States  Gen'"  against 
w*'''  they  may  defend  themselves,  as  they  shall  think  fitt.  To 
Conclude  we  cannot  but  declare  unto  you  though  the  Govern' 
and  Com''  of  his  Ma"«  hath  divers  .times  quarrelled  with  us 
about  the  Bounds  of  the  Jurisdiccun  of  the  High  and  Mighty 
the  States  Gen»"  in  these  Ptes,  yet  they  never  questioneil  their 
Jurisdiction  itself.  On  the  Contrary  in  the  year  1050,  at  Hart- 
ford, and  the  last  year  at  Boston,  they  Treated  with  us  upon 
this  sul)ject,  w<^"  is  a  sufficient  proof  that  his  Ma"*  hath  never 
l)e<'n  well  informed  of  the  Equity  of  our  Cause,  Insomuch  as 
we  canot  imagine  in  regard  of  the  Articles  of  peace  between  y 
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Crown  of  England  and  the  States  Geii*^'  (under  whom  there 
are  so  many  Subjects  in  America  as  well  as  Europe) that  his  s^ 
Ma^**  of  Great  Brittain  would  give  aC6mission  to  Molest  and  En- 
damage the  Subjects  of  my  said  Lords  the  States  Gen*"  enpeci ally 
such  as  ever  since  50,  40  and  the  latest.  36  years  have  quietly 
enjoyed  their  Lands,  Countrys,  Forts  &  Inhnritances,  And  less 
y*  his  Subjects  would  Attempt  any  Acts  of  Hostility  or  Vio- 
lence against  them ;  And  in  case  that  you  will  act  by  force  of 
Armes  We  protest  and  declare  in  the  ^ame  of  our  «•*  Jiords  the 
States  Gen'"  before  God  and  men  that  you  will  Act  an  unjust 
Violence  and  a  Breach  of  the  Articles  of  peace  so  solemnly 
Sworn,  agreed  upon,  and  ratifiedby  his  Ma^'*  of  England  and  my 
Lords  the  States  Gen*"  and  the  rather  for  that  to  prevent  the 
Shedding  of  Blood  in  the  Month  of  February  last  we  Treated 
w**"  Cap^  John  Scott  (who  reported  he  had  a  Cdmission  from  his 
8^.  Ma^*^)  touching  the  Limits  of  Long  island  and  concluded  for 
the  space  of  a  year,  that  in  the  meantime  the  Business  might  be 
treated  on  beween  the  King  of  Great  Brittain,  and  my  Lords 
the  High  and  Mighty  States  Gen*"  And  again  at  present  for 
the  hinderanceand  prevenconof  all  Differences  and  the  Spilling 
of  Innocent  Blood  not  only  in  these  parts  but  also  in  Europe 
We  offer  unto  you  a  Treaty  by  our  Deputy  M'  Cornelius  Van 
Rjyven  Secretary  and  Receiver  of  New  Holland,  Cornelius  Steen- 
wick  Burgomasf  M**  Sam"  Megapolensis  Doctor  of  Physick  and 
M*^  James  Cousan  heretofore  Sheriffe.  As  touching  the  threats 
in  your  conclusion  we  have  nothing  to  answer,  only  that  we 
fear  nothing  but  what  God  (who  is  as  just  as  merciful)  shall 
lay  upon  us,  all  things  being  in  his  gracious  disposal,  and  we 
may  as  well  be  preserved  by  him  \v^^  small  Forces,  as  by  a  great 
Army  w*^**  makes  us  to  Wish  you  all  happiness  and  prosperity 
and  recomend  you  to  his  protection

the  King  of  Great  Brittain  and  My  Lords  the  said  States  are  at 
this  hour  agreed  upon  their  Limitts.  This  had  given  us  hope 
(My  Lords)  to  avoid  all  dispute  that  you  would  have  desisted 
from  your  design,  or  at  least  have  given  time  that  we  might  Attend 
an  Answer  from  our  Masters,  from  w*^'*  expectation  we  have  been 
frustrated  by  the  report  of  our  said  Deputys  who  have  assured 
us  by  word  of  mouth  that  you  persist  on  your  Sumons  and  Lre  of 
IJ  August  upon  w*"  we  have  no  other  thing  to  Answer,  but  that 
following  the  Order  of  My  Lords  the  States  Gen""  we  are  obliged 
to  defend  our  place,  however  in  regard  that  we  make  no  doubt 
that  upon  your  Assault  and  our  Defence  there  will  be  a  great 
deal  of  Blood  Spilt,  and  besides  it*s  to  l^e  feared  greater  diffi- 
culty may  arise  hereafter.

to  Transport  all  such  Arms  &  Amunition  as  now  do  belong  to 
them,  or  else  they  shall  be  paid  for  them. 

2.— All  Publique  Houses  shall  continue  for  the  uses,  which 
now  they  are  for. 

«).— All  people  shall  still  continue  free  Denizens  &  enjoy  their 
J^ands,  Houses,  Good  Ships  wheresoever  they  are  within  this 
Country  and  dispose  of  them  as  they  please. 

4.— If  any  Inhabitant  have  a  mind  to  remove  himself  he  shall 
have  a  Year  and  Six  Weeks  from  this  day  to  remove  himself,  Wife, 
Children,  Servant»<,  Goods,  and    to  dispose  of   his  Lands  here. 

5.— If  any  Officer  of  State  or  Publique  Minister  of  State  have 
a  mind  to  go  for  England  they  shall  be  transported  fraught 
free  in  his  Ma^'*^'  Frigotts,  when  these  Friggotts  shall  return 
thither. 

6.— It  is  consented  to,  that  any  People  may  freely  come  from 
the  Netherland  and  plant  in  this  country,  and  y®  Dutch  Vessels 
may  freely  come  hither,  and  any  of  the  Dutch  may  freely  return 
home  or  send  any  sort  of  Merchandise  home  in  Vessels  of  their 
own  Country. 

7. —  All  Ships  from  the  Netherlands  or  any  other  place  and 
Gootls  therein  shall  be  rec**  here  and  Sent  hence  after  the  muuer 
^"^  formerly  they  were  before  our  coming  hither  for  Six  Months 
next  ensuing. 

H.— The  Dutch  here  shall  enjoy  the  liberty  of  their  Consciences 
in  Divine  Worship  and  Church  Discipline.

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9.— No  Dutchman  here,  or  Dutch  ship  here  shall  upon  any 
occasion  be  prest  to  Serve  in  Warr  against  any  Nation  whatever. 

10.— That  the  Townsmen  of  the  Manhatoes  shall  not  have 
any  Soldier  quartered  upon  them  without  being  Satisfy 'd  and 
paid  for  them  by  their  oflficers,  and  at  this  present,  if  the  Fort 
be  not  capable  of  Lodging  all  the  Soldiers  then  the  Burgomaster 
by  his  Officers,  shall  appoint  some  Houses  capable  to  receive 
them. 

11. —The  Dutch  here  shall  Enjoy  their  own  Customs  concern- 
ing their  Inheritances. 

12.— All  Publique  Writings  &  Records  w*'*'  concern  the  In- 
heritances of  any  People  or  the  Reglem^  of  y*"  Church,  or  Poor, 
or  Orphans  shall  be  carefully  kept  by  those  in  whose  hands 
now  they  are,  And  such  Writings  as  particularly  concern  the 
States-Gen'"  may  at  any  time  be  Sent  t^  them. 

18.— No  Judgment  that  hath  passed  any  Judicature  hereshal  1 
be  called  in  Question,  but  if  any  conceive  that  he  hath  not  had 
Justice  done  him,  if  he  apply  himself  to  the  States-Gen*^  the 
other  party  shall  be  bound  to  answer  for  the  supposed  Injury.

18.— If  it  do  Appear  that  the  West  India  Company  of  Amster 
dam  do  really  Owe  any  Sums  of  Money  to  any  persons  here  it  is 
Agreed  that  Recognic6n  and  other  Dutys  payable  by  Ships  going 
for  the  Netherlands  be  continued  for  Six  Months  longer. 

19.  —The  Officers  Military  and  Soldiers,  shall  March  out  with 
their  Arms,  Drums  Beating,  and  Colors  Flying  and  Lighted 
Matches.  And  if  any  of  them  will  Plant  they  shall  have  50 
Acres  of  Land  set  out  for  them,  if  any  of  them  will  serve  any  as 
Servants  they  shall  continue  with  all  Safety,  and  become  ffree 

nizens  afterwards. 
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20.— If  at  any  time  hereaft-er  the  King  of  Great  Brittain,  and 
the  States  of  the  Netherlands  do  Agree  that  this  Place  and 
Country  be  redelivered  into  the  Hands  of  the  said  States,  when- 
soever his  Ma^'«  will  Send  his  Cduiands  to  redeliver  it,  it  shall 
immediately  be  done. 

21. — That  the  Town  of  Manhatans  shall  choose  Deputys  an<l 
those  Deputys  shall  have  free  Voyces  in  all  Publique  Affairs  as 
much  as  any  other  Deputys. 

22. — Those  who  have  any  propriety  in  any  Houses  in  the  Fort 
of  Aurania,  shall  (if  they  please)  Slight  the  Fortifications  there* 
and  then  enjoy  all  their  Houses,  as  all  People  do  where  there  is 
no  Fort. 

23.— If  there  be  any  Soldiers  y'  will  go  into  Holland  if  the 
Company  of  West  India  in  Amsterdam  or  any  private  persons 
hiHNi  will  Transport  them  into  Holland,  then  they  shall  have  a 
safe ftfisport  from  Coll :  Richard  Nicolls  Deputy  Governor  under 
his  Royni^  Highness  and  the  other  Cumiss"  to  Defend  the 
Ships  y«  sh&H  Transport  such  Soldiers  and  all  the  Goods  in 
them  from  any  Surprizall  or  Acts  of  Hostillity  to  be  done  by 
any  of  his  Ma^^  Shipper  Subjects.

INSTRUCTIONS    TO    S^    ROBERT   CARR    FOR  THE  RE- 
DUCING OF  DELAWARE  BAY.  AND  SETTLING  THE 
PEOPLE  THERE  UNDER  HIS  MA""  OBEDIENCE. 


Whkn  you  are  come  near  unto  the  Fort  w***  is  possessed  by 
the  Dutch  you  shall  Send  your  Boat  on  shore  to  Siimon  the 
Governor  and  Inhabitants  to  yield  Obedience  to  his  Ma****  as 
the  Rightful  Sovereign  of  that  tract  of  Land  And  let  him  and 
them  know  that  his  Ma*'**  is  graciously  pleased  that  all  the 
Planters  shall  enjoy  their  Farms,  Houses,  Lands,  Goods  and  Chat- 
tells  w**=  the  same  Privi ledges  and  upon  the  same  termesw**  they 
do  now  possess  them,  Only  that  they  Change  their  Masters, 
whether  they  l>e  the  West  India  Company  or  the  City  of  Am- 
sterdam. To  the  Swedes  you  shall  remonstrate  their  happy 
return  under  a  Monarehicall  Governm*  and  his  Ma**"  goo<l  in- 
clinacon  to  that  Nation  and  to  all  Men  who  shall  comply  w*" 
his  Ma*'**  Rights  and  Title  in  Delaware  w**'out  force  of  armes. 
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That  all  the  Cufiou  Armes  aud  Aiiiunicon  w*""  belongs  to  the 
Governm^  shall  remain  to  hi&  Ma^'. 

That  the  Acts  of  Parliaui^ shall  be  the  Rules  of  Future  Trad- 
ing. 

That  all  People  may  Enjoy  Liberty  of  Conscience. 

That  for  Six  Months  next  ensuing  the  same  Magistrates  shall 
continue  in  their  Offices,  only  that  they  and  all  others  in  Author- 
ity must  take  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  to  his  Ma^^  and  all  pub- 
lique  Acts  be  made  in  his  Ma^*^  name. 

If  you  find  you  c^not  reduce  the  Place  by  Force,  nor  upon 
these  Conditions,  you  may  add  such  as  you  find  necessary  upon 
the  place,  but  if  those  nor  Force  will  prevail.  Then  you  are  to 
dispatch  a  Messenger  to  the  Governor  of  Maryland  with  this 
Lre  to  him  and  request  his  Assistance,  and  of  all  other  English 
who  live  near  the  Dutch  Plantations. 

Your  first  care  (after  the  reducing  of  the  place)  is  to  protect 
the  Inhabitants  from  Injuries  as  well  as  Violence  of  the  Souldiers 
which  will  be  easily  effected,  if  you  Settle  a  Course  for  Weekly 
or  Dayly  Provisions  by  Agreem^  w"*  the  Inhabitants  W^**  shall 
be  Satisfied  to  them  either  out  of  theProfitts  Customs  or  Rents 
belonging  to  their  present  Master,  or  in  case  of  necessity  from 
hence. 

The  Laws  from  the  present  c&not  be  altered  as  to  the  Admin- 
istrac6n  of  Right  and  Justice  between  Partys. 

To  My  Lord  Baltimore's  Soun  you  shall  declare  and  to  all 
the  English  concerned  in  Maryland,  that  his  Ma^'*  hath  at  his 
great  Expense  Sent  his  Ships  and  Souldiers  to  reduce  all  Foraign- 
ers  in  those  parts  to  his  Ma'*^*  01>edience,  and  to  that  purpose 
only  you  are  Employed,  but  the  Reduction  of  the  Place  being 
at  his  Ma"**  Ex  pence,  you  have  Comands  to  keep  possession 
thereof  for  his  Maties  own  behoof  and  right,  and  that  you  are 
ready  to  join  with  the  Govern'  of  Maryland  upon  his  Ma**** 
Interest  in  all  occasions.  And  that  if  My  Lord  Baltimore  doth 
pretend  right  thereunto  by  his  Patent  [which  is  a  doubtful 
Case)  you  are  to  say  that  you  only  keep  possession  till  his  Ma**** 
is  informed  and  satisfied  otherwise.  In  other  things  I  must 
leave  to  your  discreccOn,  and  the  best  Advice  you  can  get  upon 
the  place.

ARTICLES  BETWEEN  COL.  CARTWRIGHT  AND  THE 

NEW  YORK  INDIANS. 


Articles  made  and  agreed  upon  the  24'*  day  of  September  1C64  in 
Fori  Albany  betiveen  Ohgchando,  Shanarage,  Soachoefiighta, 
Sachamackas,  nf  y^  Maques;  Anaweed,  Coiikeeherat,  Tewasser- 
any,  Aschanoondah,  Sackamakas  of  the  Synicks,  on  the  one 
part;  and  Colonell  George  Cartwright,  in  the  behalf  of  Col^nell 
Nicolls  Oovernour  under  his  Royal  Highnesse  the  Duke  of  Yorke 
of  all  his  territoryes  in  America,  on  the  other  part,  as  follow 
cth,  viz*: 

1.  Imprimis.  It  is  agreed  that  the  Indian  Princes  above  named 
and  their  subjects,  shall  have  all  such  wares  and  commodities 
from  the  English  for  the  future,  as  heretofore  they  had  from 
the  Dutch. 

2.  That  if  any  English  Dutch  or  Indian  (under  the  proteccon 
of  the  English)do  any  wrong  injury  or  violence  to  any  of  y*  said 
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Princes  ortheir  subjects  in  any  sort  whatever,  iftheycomplalue 
to  the  Governo'  at  New  Yorke,  or  to  the  Oflftcer  in  Chiefe  at 
Albany,  if  the  person  so  offending  can  be  discovered,  that  per- 
son shall  receive  oiondigne  puuishin'  and  all  duesatisfacdn  shall 
be  given;  and  the  like  shall  be  done  for  all  other  English  Plan- 
tations. 

3.  That  if  any  Indian  belonging  to  any  of  the  Sachiius  afore- 
said do  any  wrong  injury  or  damage  to  the  English,  Dutch,  or 
Indians  under  the  protection  of  the  English,  if  complaint  be

Articles  made  and  agreed  upon  the  24'*  day  of  September  1C64  in 
Fort  Albany  between  OhgchandOy  Shanarage,  Soachoenighta, 
Sachamacka^,  nf  y^  Maques;  Anaweed,  Conkeeherat,  Tewa^ser- 
any,  Aschanoondah,  Sachamakas  of  the  SynickSf  on  the  one 
part;  and  ColoneU  George  Cartwright,  in  the  behalf  of  Colonell 
Nicotic  Qovernotir  under  his  Royal  Highnesse  the  Ihikeof  Yorke 
of  all  hi^  terHtoryes  in  America^  on  the  other  part,  as  follow- 
eth,  ci2*: 

1.  Imprimis.  It  is  agreed  that  the  Indian  Princes  above  named 
and  their  subjects,  shall  have  all  such  wares  and  commodities 
from  the  English  for  the  future,  as  heretofore  they  had  from 
the  Dutch. 

2.  That  if  any  English  Dutch  or  Indian  (under  the  proteccon 
of  the  English)  do  any  wrong  injury  or  violence  to  any  of  y*  said 
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Princes  irt  heir  subjects  in  any  sort  whatever,  if  they  complaine 
to  the  Cxoverno'  at  New  Yorlce,  or  to  the  Officer  in  Chiefe  at 
Albany,  if  the  person  so  offending  can  be  discovered,  that  per- 
son shall  receive  condigne  punishin^  and  all  due  satisfac^n  shall 
be  given;  and  the  like  shall  be  done  for  all  other  English  Plan- 
tations. 

3.  That  if  any  Indian  belonging  to  any  of  the  Sachiuis  afore- 
said do  any  wrong  injury  or  damage  to  the  English,  Dutch,  or 
Indians  under  the  protection  of  the  English,  if  complaint  be 
made  to  y®  Sachims  and  the  person  be  discovered  who  did  the 
injury,  then  the  person  so  offending  shall  be  punished  and  all 
just  satisfaccdn  shall  be  given  to  any  of  His  Ma^**  subjects  in 
any  Colony  or  other  English  Plantacun  in  America. 

4.  The  Indians,  at  Wamping  and  Espachomy  and  all  below 
the  Mauhatans,  as  also  those  that  have  submitted  themselves 
under  the  protecc6n  of  His  Ma^'^  are  included  in  these  Articles 
of  Agreement  and  Peace ; 

In  confirmacun  whereof  the  partyes  above  meno6ned  have 
her  unto  sett  their  hands  the  day  and  years  above  written

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power  not  onely  pf  appropriating  the  prize  to  himselfe,  but 
of  disposing  the  confiscations  of  houses  furmes  and  stock  to 
wlioiu  he  doth  thinke  fitt,  not  converting  tlieiu  to  the  luainte- 
nanceof  thesouldyers,  whose  necessities  there  are  so  great  that 
many  of  tlieni  are  runn  from  him  into  Maryland;  to  which 
inconveniences  M>me  speedy  remedy  must  liee  given.  Besides 
tliat  by  S'  Rol>ert  Carr\s  absence  His  Maj*'*^  comission  cannot 
bee  pursued  in  the  severall  Colonyes  of  New  England,  unless  I 
should  leave  New  Yorke  and  thereby  put  toiiazard  the  Security 
of  all  at  once,  contrary  to  the  opinions  of  Colonel  Cartwright 
M**  Maverick  and  all  the  reasons  which  God  hath  given  me. 
For  wee  doe  concurre  that  wee  came  to  serve  his  Maj^J'  and  not 
our  owne  ends.  The  better  to  explaine  the  autliority  which  S' 
Robert  Carr  doth  usurpe,  I  have  encloseil  the  comission  wee 
gave  him,  and  a  grant  which  hee  hath  made  to  Cap^  Hyde.  I 
do  most  humbly  recoiuend  to  your  consideration  how  few  hands 
we  have  to  justify  what  wee  have  gainM  to  His  Maj*-*^  obed  ience, 
and  no  present  maintenance  either  to  officer  or  souldier,  but 
such  as  1  either  take  upon  cre<iit  or  pay  for  out  of  my  owne 
moneys,  which  I  brought  out  of  England  for  my  private  use 
a,nd  l)enetit. 

By  thisexpresse  sent  with  Capt.  Hyde  it  will  appeare  tliat  I 
had  a  just  confidence  in  my  last  of  the  successe  against  the 
Dutch  in  Dela^irare  bay  wherein  Capt.  Hyde  had  a  considerable 
share  and  is  best  able  to  make  the  narrative,  or  resolve  such 
questions  as  shall  beeofTerM  necessary  to  thesettement  thereof. 

In  discharge  of  my  duty  I  cannot  but  repeat  over  againe  the 
importance  of  employing  merchants  ships  with  a  great  propor- 
tion of  merchandize  suitable  to  the  trade  with  the  Natives  and 
both  English  Dutch  and  Sweedes  inhabitants  of  New  Yorke 
and  Delaware  Bay,  otherwise  His  Maj'^*"  expences  in  reducing 
them  will  not  turne  to  any  acount  only  that  the  Dutch  have 
lost  their  former  trade,  by  which  also  many  thousands  of  His 
Ma'^*"'  subjectes  in  Virginia  Maryland  and  New  England  were 
furnisht  with  necessaryes,  and  will  not  know  how  to  live  with- 
out speedy  care  l>e  taken  from  England.  It  is  a  businesse  of 
great  concerne  to  his  Ma^^  that  some  considerable  merchants 
should  joyne  their  stocks  and  dispatch  ships,  that  they  may 
Arrive  here  in  March  or  April  at  the  furthest.  For  the  los^ 
of  Delaware  falls  upon  the  towne  of  Amsterdam,  who  bought 
the  plantation  from  the  West  Indya  Company  and  being  proud 
and  powerfull  may  probably  joyne  with  the  same  Company 
next  Spring  to  recover  what  they  have  lost  this  Autumne,  which 
is  the  whole  trade  of  Tobacco;  whereat  our  neighbors  of  Mary- 
land are  ill  pleased,  whose  affections  are  much  brib'd  by  their 
trade  with  the  Dutch  and  indeed  in  some  sort  overawed  with  so 
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powerfull  a  neighbour  as  the  towne  of  Auisterdam  would  have 
proved  in  short  time;  which  wastlie  ^reat  motive  of  the  resolu- 
tion to  reduce  Delaware,  thereby  to  assure  this  place  for  h.is  Royal 
Highnesse.  I  take  it  for  granted  that  my  Lord  Baltimore  will 
much  moresollicite  his  Ma^^  to  give  up  Delaware  into  his  LordPi* 
hands  then  hee  was  solicitous  to  take  it  from  the  Dutch,  and 
that  his  Lord'**' will  make  a  faire  pretence  to  it  by  his  pattent: 
Hut  I  hopp  that  His  Ma*'  will  either  looke  upon  his  pattent 
for  CTOveriiour  as  forfeited  by  act  of  Parliament  for  trading  with 
the  Dutch,  or  at  least  so  much  of  his  pattent  as  hath  been  re- 
diicM  at  His  Majesty *s  charge.  All  which  considerations  are 
humbly  submitted  to  His  Ma*'^'  wisedome,  as  also  that  in  case 
(whether  by  invasion  or  insurrection) the  Dutch  may  hereafter 
attempt  to  recover  either  New  Yorke  or  Delaware  from  His 
Ma*-^**  obedience,  that  His  Ma'^  will  enjoyne  all  his  Colonyes 
none  excepted,  under  severe  penaltyes,  to  resist  and  expel  1  all 
such  foreigners  out  ^f  these  His  Majesty*s  territoryes.  The 
very  repute  of  such  a  comand  from  His  Ma'^  will  deterre  the 
Dutch  from  designes  of  that  nature,  or  at  worst  render  them 
ineiTectualL 

With  the  advice  of  Colonel  1  Cartwright  and  M'  Maverick  I 
shall  depute  Capt.  Robert  Needham  to  comand  at  Delaware  Bay, 
till  His  Ma*'^  pleasure  is  further  knowne,  hopelngthat  His  Ma*-^ 
will  approve  of  what  is  done  here,  as  so  many  effects  of  the  loy- 
alty and  obedience  of

structions to  us  given,  have  advised  and  determined  to  endeavour 
to  bring  that  place  and  all  strangers  thereabout  in  ol>edience 
to  His  Majesty,  and  by  these  do  order  and  appoint  that  His 
Ma}^'  frygotts  the  Guinney  and  the  Wlllfam  dpNicolas,  and  all  tte^H 
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souldiers  which  ace  not  in  the  fort,  shall  with  what  speed  they 
conveniently  can,  goe  thither  under  the  comand  of  &'  Robert 
Carr  to  reduce  the  same: — Willing:  and  commanding  all  officers 
at  sea  and  land  and  all  soldyersto  obey  the  said  8'  Robert  Carr 
during  this  expedition.  Ciiven  under  our  hands  and  seals  at  tht^ 
fort  in  New  York  upon  the  Isle  of  Manhatans  the  8*  day  «»f 
September  1604.

WEST  INDIA  COMPANY  TO  THE  STATES-GENERAL. 

9^"  October,  1604. 

The  Directors  of  the  General  Incorporated  West  India  Com- 
pany of  this  country  having  received  your  High  Mightinesst>s' 
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special  letter,  dated  15*"  of  August  last,  to  coiuiuunicate  to  you 
information  respecting  a  certain  Memoir  of  Resident  Appelboom, 
say  in   obedience  thereto  that  they   have  laid  before   you  al- 
ready, in  the  year  1656,  information  on  the  complaints  made  by 
the  i|bove  named  Resident,  on  the  23"^  March  of  that  year,  and  then 
communicated  to  your  High  Mightinesses  that  the  Incorporated 
Went  India  Company  of  this  country  hath,  in  the  year  1626, 
taken  posssesion  of  the  South  river,  situate  in  New  Netherland, 
in  the  Northern  part  of  America,  and  said  possession  having 
been,  with  consent  of  the  natives  of  that  country, peaceably  and 
quietly  continued  until  the  year  1638,  when  some  private  in- 
habitants of  this  State,  forgetting  the  duty  they  owed  their 
Fatherland,  engaged  themselves  to  some  subjects  of  the  Crown 
of  Sweden,  and  thus  combined,  succeeded  in  obtaining  a  com- 
mision  from  the  aforesaid  Crown,  by  virtue  whereof  they  did 
settle  down'  together  on  the  above  mentioned  South  river,  in 
the  nameil  of  a  Swedish  Company,  notwithstanding  divers  pro- 
tests of  the  servants  of  the  aforesaid  West  India  Company, 
which  they  minded  so  little  that  they  not  only  have,  from  time 
to  time,  usurped  more  and  more  land  and  grounds,  purchased 
and  occupieil  for  many  years  by  said  West  India  Company,  but 
usually  comported  themselves    in  such  wise,   that  the  trad^ 
for  the  inhabitants  of  this  State  was  spoiled,  navigation  ob- 
structed and  divers  bouweries  and  plantations  at  once  ruined; 
which  aforesaid  proceedings  of  the  Swedish  Company,  though 
of  themselves  intolerable,  yet  have  those   of  the  West  India 
Company  been  unwilling  to  oppose  by  force,  in  order  to  avoid 
giving  any  occasion  for  difficulties  between  both  nations.     But 
that  was  not  the  intention  of  the  aforesaid  Swedish  Company, 
which,  designing  to  make  it^lf  master  of  the  entire  South  river, 
and  beinsr  emboldened  by  the  patience  and  peaceableness  of  the 
aforesaid  West  India  Company,  did  indeed  dare  to  put  its  scheme

And,  as  it  is 
suiBciently  apparent  thj«r«iioiu  that  no  improper  |NN>eeediugK 
were  resorted  to  by  the  West  iMlia  Company,  it  theref0i<«trQ8tH 
that  your  High  Mightinesses  will  pM«Mive  that  these  compMnlb 
are  renewed  after  a  lapse  of  eight  yf«r»  more,  for  form  sake, 
and  beeaase  tlie  Company  were  seizecl,  justly  or  unjustly,  of 
all  sides,  than  because  it  hath  committed  an  injttfitice,  and 
will  accordingly,  fNwa  the  above  named  grievances  eToiwio  the 
Company,  which,  haTiii|t  ceded  to  the  city  of  Amsterdam  all 
its  right  on  the  South  river^  doth  no  longer  possess  the  place. 
Which  doing,  etc.

AGREEMENT  BETWEEN  SIR  ROBERT  CARR  AJID  THE 
DUTCH  AND  SWEDES  ON  DELAWARE  RIVBR. 


Articles  of  Agreement  between  the  hotw^  Sir  Robert  Carr  Kn  on 
the  behalf e  of  his  Maj*^  of  Great  Britaine,  and  the  Burgomastei  ft 
on  the  behalf  e  of  themselves  and  all  the  Ihitch  and  Swedes  in- 
habiteing  in  Delaware  Bay  and  Delawart  River, 

1. — Tliatall  the  Burgers  and  Planters  will  submitt  themselves 
to  his  Maj^**^'  authority  without  making  any  resistance. 

2. — Tliat  whoever  of  what  nation  soever  doth  submit  to  his 
Maj^*^  authority  shall  be  protected  in  their  Estates  reall  &  per- 
sonal! whatsoever  by  his  Maj'*"  Lawes  and  Justice. 

8.— That  the  present  Magistrates  Khali  be  continued  in  their 
offices  and  JurisdiccCns  to  exercise  their  Civill  power  as  formerly. 

4.— That  if  any  Dutehman  or  other  person  shall  desire  to 
depart  from  this  River,  that  it  shall  be  lawfull  for  him  soe  to 
doe  with  his  goods  within  six  months  after  the  date  of  thef^ 
Articles. 

5.— That  the  Magistrates  and  all  the  Inhabitants  who  are 
included  in  these  articles  shall  take  the  Oathes  of  Allegiance 
to  his  Maj""  and  of  fidelity  to  the  present  Government. 

6.— That  all  people  shall  enjoy  the  liberty  of  their  Conscience 
in  Church  Discipline  as  formerly. 

7.— That  whoever  shall  take  the  Oathes  is  from  that  time  a 
free  Denizen  and  shall  enjoy  all  the  Privileges  of  Trading  into 
any  of  his  Maj^'  Dominions  as  freely  as  any  Englishman,  and 
may  require  a  Certificate  for  soe  doing. 

8.— That  the  Scoute,  the  Burgomasters,  Sheriflfe,  and  other 
inferiour  Magistrates  shall  use  and  exercise  their  Customary 
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special  letter,  dated  16^*"  of  August  last,  to  comiuunieate  to  you 
iuforiuatiou  respecting  a  certain  Memoir  of  Resident  Appelboom, 
say  in  obedience  thereto  that  they  have  laid  before  you  al- 
ready, in  the  year  1656,  information  on  the  oouiplaints  made  by 
the  ^bove  named  Resident,  on  the  22,^  March  of  that  year,  and  then 
communicated  to  your  High  Mightinesses  that  the  Incorporated 
Went  India  Company  of  this  country  hath,  in  the  year  1686, 
taken  posssesion  of  the  South  river,  situate  in  New  Netherland, 
in  the  Northern  part  of  America,  and  said  possession  having 
been,  with  consent  of  the  natives  of  that  country, peaceably  and 
quietly  continued  until  the  year  1638,  when  some  private  in- 
habitants of  this  State,  forgetting  the  duty  they  owed  their 
Fatherland,  engaged  themselves  to  some  subjects  of  the  Crown 
of  Sweden,  and  thus  combined,  succeeded  in  obtaining  a  com-

Capt.  Hugh  Hyde  Bi<q.  and  Capt.  Thomas  Morley,  and  for  di- 
vers other  good  causes  and  considerations  done  and  performed 
by  the  said  Hugh  Hyde  and  Thomas  Morley,  hav  granted  and 
coufirmed  &  by  these  presents  doe  give  grant  and  confirm  unto 
the  aforesaid  Hugh  Hyde  and  Thomas  Morley  their  heyres  and 
jissignes  for  ever  all  that  tract  of  land  vrith  the  appurtenances 
whatsoever  thereunto  belonging  or  appertaining  knowne  or 
1  ailed  by  the  Indyan  name  of  Chipusseu  and  now  called  by 
the  name  of  the  maunour  of  iirimstead,  situated  near  the  head  of 
the  said  River  of  Delaware  in  America.  To  have  and  to  hold  for 
them  and  their  heyres  for  ever,and  also  for  the  said  Hugh  Hyde 
to  have  full  power  for  to  erect  and  establish  a  Court  I^eete  and 
himselfe  to  bee  Lord  of  y*^  same  manno^  &  court,  with  all  rights 
privi ledges  and  profitts  and  freedomes  whatsoever  to  a  Lord  of 
aManno'may  or  can  properly  belong(Royal  mines  excepted)  The 
said  Hugh  Hyde  and  Thomas  Morley  for  theiuselves  their  heyres 
executo"  Administrato*^  and  assignes  doth  promise  covenant  to 
and  with  the  said  S*^  Robert  Carr  Kn'  his  succ«sso'orsuc3e880" 
that  they  for  them  their  heyres  or  assigns  shall  not  act  doe 
suffer  or  permit  to  bee  acted  or  done  anything  contrary  to  the 
customary  lawes  of  this  place  aforesaid.  And  the  said  Hug^h 
Hyde  and  Thomas  Morley  each  one  for  themselves  doe  promise 
covenant  and  agree  to  and  with  the  said  S'  Robert  Carr  Kn* 
that  they  or  either  of  them  their  heyres  or  assignes  shall  and 
will  plant  and  stock  the  said  manno^  or  cause  the  same  to  be 
planted  or  stocked  within  sixyeares  following  the  dateof  these 
presents.  And  the  s**  S'  Robert  Carr  Kn*  doth  further  covenant 
to  and  with  the  said  Hugh  Hyde  and  Thomas  Morley,  that 
hee  the  said  S*"  Robert  Carr  Kn'  will  from  time  to  time  and 
at  all  times  within  the  space  of  six  years  following  the  date 
of  these  premises  make  such  lett,  grant,  assurance  and  assur- 
ances, conveyance  or  conveyances,  pattent  or  pattents  wliatso- 
over  shall  bee  thought  fitt  by  counsel  I  learned  in  the  law;  Pro- 
vided alwayes  notwithstanding  at  their  owne  proi>er  cost  & 
<^harge8,  and  that  the  said  Hugh  Hyde  and  Thomas  Morley 
shall  pay  due  and  true  respects  and  services  unto  His  Ma**** 
Deputy  Governo*^  or  Governo"  which  are  or  shall  be  according 
to  the  law  and  custome  of  the  place  aforesaid.

And  further  it  is  covenante<l 
and  concluded  that  if  the  said  land  be  not  stocked  and  inliabiteil 
in  whole  or  in  part  within  the  space  of  six  yeares,  that  tlien  it 
shall   be  lawfull  for  the  said  S'  Robert  Carr  Kn'  his  succesBo' 
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or  sucoesso"  to  renter  into  the  said  land  or  premises  thus  granted ; 
provided  alwayes  that  His  Ma"*"  royal  I  assent  bee  procured  byy* 
said  Hugh  Hyde  and  Thomas  Morley  to  confirme  these  presents. 
In  witness  whereof  the  partyes  above  mentioned  have  inter- 
changeably sett  their  hands  and  seales  the  day  and  yeare  first 
above  said.

SIR  ROBERT  CARR  TO  COLONEL  NICOLLS. 


Dkllawarr  Fort  Octob  y*  IS^"*  1664 

Hox^^  Sir:  After  along  and troublesom  passage,  pMonged  by 
y  ignorance  of  y*^  pylates  and  sholeness  of  water,  we  arrived  the 
last  day  of  September  att  Dellawarr,  passing  by  y*"  fort  w^^out 
takeing  notice  each  of  the  others,  the  better  to  sattisfie  the 
8weede,who,  notwithstanding  the  Dutches  pswasions  to  y** con- 
trary, were  soone  our  friends.  Afterwards  1  held  a  parley  w*"*  y* 
Dutch  Burgurs  and  Governo*^;  the  Burgurs  &  townesmen  after 
almost  three  days  parley,  consenteii  to  my  demands;  but  y* 
(f  overno'  and  soldiery  altogether  refused  my  pposicdns.  Where- 
uppon  I  landed  my  soldiers  on  Sonday  morning  following  & 
<-6manded  y*  shipps  to  fall  downe  b«»fore  y*  Port  wi^n  muskett 
shott,  w***  directions  to  fire  two  broadesides  ape^ice  uppon  y^ 
Fort,  then  my  Holdi^rs  to  fall  on.  Which  done,  the  soldiers 
neaver  stoping  untill  they  stormed  y*  fort,  and  soe  consequently 
to  plundering:  the  Kcaman,  noe  less  given  to  that  sports,  were 
(juickly  w"'in,  &  have  gotten  good  store  of  l)ooty;  so  that  in 
such  a  noise  and  confusion  noe  worde  of  cdmand  could  be  heard 
for  some  tyme;  but  for  as  many  goods  as  I  could  preserve,  I 
MM  keepe  intire.  The  losse  on  our  part  was  none;  the  Dutch 
hadtenn  wounded  and  :i  killed.  The  fort  is  not  tenable  although 
14  gunns,  and  w'^out  a  greate  charge  w^**  unevitably  must  be 
<^x)>ended  here  willjee  noe  staying,  we  not  being  able  to  keepe 
itt.  Therefore  what  I  have  or  can  gett  shalbee  layed  out  upon 
y  strengthning  of  the  Fort.  \V"'in  these  2  dayes  Ensigne 
Stock  fell  sick  soe  that  I  could  not  send  him  to  you  to  pertic- 
ulerise  all  things,  but  on  his  recovery  I  will  send  him  to  you.

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If  Providence  had  not  8oe  ruled  that  wee  liad  not  come  in  a^ 
we  did,  we  had  been  necessitated  toacquitt  y^  p\aLeie  in  lestsethen 
a  uioneth,  there  being  notliing  to  bee  had,  but  what  must 
be  purohaseil  from  otlier  places  y/^^  traide  of  good  accompt,  of 
w*^  for  >-*  p'sent  wee  liave  to  sattisfie  our  wants.  I  have  already 
sent  into  Merryland  some  Neej?ars  w**"  did  belong  to  y*  late 
Governo'  att  his  plantation  above,  for  beefe,  pork,  corne  and 
salt,  &  for  some  other  small  conveniences,  w^"  this  place  affordetli 
not.  The  cause  of  my  not  sending  all  this  tymeto  gyvenotict^ 
of  our  success  was  tiie  falling  of  y"  Indians  from  their  former 
civillity,  they  abuseing  messengers  that  travell  by  land,  since 
our  arrival  I  here,  though  noe  wayes  incensed  by  us,  but  exa»- 
pirated  by  some  Dutch  and  there  own  inclinaoOns  that  80  of 
them  came  from  >-^  other  side,  where  they  inhabitt,  and  soe  strong^ 
they  are  there  that  noe  Christian  yett  dare  venter  to  plant 
on  that  side;  W"  belonges  to  y*  Duke  of  Yorke.  They  stayed 
here  3  nights;  wee  useil  themcivailly,  they  ptendingthey  here 
came  to  settle,  but  since  are  returned  w^'out  doeing  any  hurte- 
Wee  beg  yo'  endeavou"  to  assist  uss  in  y*^  reconciacAn  of  y*  In- 
dians called  Synekees  at  y*  Fort  Ferrania,  and  y*  Huskchanoes 
here,  they  comeing  and  doeing  vyolence  both  to  heathen  and 
Christian,  and  leave  these  Indians  to  be  blamed  for  itt:  in  s<k' 
much  thatw^^in  lesse  than  6  weekesseverall  murthers  havA  bin 
comitted  and  done  by  those  p^ple  upon  y*  Dutch  and  Sweeties 
here.  Lett  mee  beg  y''  favor  of  you  to  send  Mr.  Allison  and 
Thompson,  the  one  for  y^  reedifying  of  y*  Port,  y*  other  to  fix 
our  amies,  there  being  not  any  but  what  is  broake  or  unfixed. 
Yo'Hono'"  shall  have  a  further  accompt  by  y*next,  until  w**  tyme 
and  ever  after  1  remayne

it  might  be  for  the  reputacon  and  advanc^m^  of  his  Ma*'"  Service 
in  the^  parts.     In  testimony  wherof  we  have  hereunto  set  our 
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H8  one  of  8ub-C6uiissiouer8  for  New  England  whilst  His  Ma*' 
shall  be  in  hostility  with  the  Dutch.  In  proseoution  of  the 
trust  reposed  in  uiee  its  sub-Cuuiissioner  I  am  obliged  to  give 
yow  advertisement  hereof  and  that  yow  will  please  to  give  strict 
order  in  all  your  ports  from  time  to  time  that  seizure  l>e  made 
of  all  and  every  Dutch  ship  vessell  or  goods  belonging  to  the 
States  of  the  Uniteil  Provinces  of  the  Netherlands  their  subjects 
or  inhabitants  within  any  of  their  dominions,  as  also  if  any 
prizes  shall  l>e  brought  into  any  of  your  ports  by  any  persons 
itumissionated  thereunto  by  his  R.  H*  the  Duke  of  Yorke,  that 
yow  will  please  to  cause  the  same  to  be  preserved  entir^  with- 
out iiubezlement,  with  all  their  pafHirs,  bills  of  lading  or  other 
writinges,  untill  such  a  legal  1  prosecution  can  be  made  as  is  di- 
rected by  his  Ma**"  authority  to  the  L**  Commissioners,  and

ARTICLES  BETWEEN  COL.  CARTWRIGHT  AND  THE 

NEW  YORK  INDIANS. 


Articles  made  and  agreed  upon  the  24'*  dap  of  September  IQQA  in 
Fort  Albany  bettveen  Ohgchando,  Shanarage,  Soaohoenighta, 
Sachamackas,  of  if  Maques;  Anaweed,  Conkeeherat,  Tewasser- 
anyt  Aschanoondah,  Sachamakas  of  the  Si/nicks,  on  the  one 
part;  and  Colonell  George  Cartwright,  in  the  behalf  of  Colonell 
Nicolls  Qovernour  under  his  Royal  Hi ghuesse  the  Duke  of  Yorke 
of  all  his  territoryes  in  America^  on  the  other  part,  as  follow 
cthy  viz*: 

1.  Imprimis.  It  is  agreed  that  the  Indian  Princes  above  named 
and  their  subjects,  shall  have  all  such  wares  and  commodities 
from  the  English  for  the  future,  as  heretofore  they  had  from 
the  Dutch. 

2.  That  if  any  English  Dutch  or  Indian  (under  the  protecci'm 
of  the  English)do  any  wrong  injury  or  violence  to  any  of  y*'  said 
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Princes  ir.their  subjects  in  any  sort  whatever,  if  they  complaine 
to  the  Ci^overno'  at  New  Yorke,  or  to  the  Officer  in  Chiefe  at 
Albany,  if  the  person  so  offending  can  be  discovered,  that  per- 
son shall  receive  dbndigne  punishin^  and  all  due  satisfacCn  shall 
be  given;  and  the  like  shall  be  done  for  all  other  English  Plan- 
tations. 

3.  That  if  any  Indian  belonging  to  any  of  the  Sachiuis  afore- 
said do  any  wrong  injury  or  damage  to  the  English,  Dutch,  or 
Indians  under  the  protection  of  the  English,  if  complaint  be 
made  to  y^  Sachims  and  the  person  be  discovered  who  did  the 
injury,  then  the  person  so  offending  shall  be  punished  and  all 
just  satisfaccdn  shall  be  given  to  any  of  His  Ma^'*  subjects  in 
any  Colony  or  other  English  Plantac6n  in  America. 

4.  The  Indians,  at  Wamping  and  Espachomy  and  all  below 
the  Manhatans,  as  also  those  that  have  submitted  themselves 
under  the  proteocdn  of  His  Ma^"  are  inclade<l  in  these  Articles 
of  Agreement  and  Peace ; 

In  confirm acun  whereof  the  partyes  above  menconed  have 
herunto  sett  their  hands  the  day  and  yeare  above  written

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adinitt  that  any  body  els  shall  undertake  to  doe  Justice  over  my 
subjects  or  to  carce  out  their  owne  redresse  as  I  see  their  If.  M\  hate 
undertaken  to  due  by  their  instructioi^s  given  to  the  Commander 
in  Cheife  of  the  fltete  bound  for  Guiny:'  repeating  the  very  words 
of  the  «•*  iustriiction.     Which  being  by  me  answered  in  the  best 
manner  and  forme  with  the  reasons  &  arguments  from  myselfe, 
as  well  according  to  the  Justifieatoir  afores*  &^    His  Ma*^  was 
please<l  further  to  declare  that  he  could  not  understand  the  sd 
words  to  be  any  otherwise  then  afores**  but  yet  that  he  would 
(breaking  off  from  all  other  reasons)  give  this  answere  to  all 
particulars  in  writing,  as  is  said  before,  W"  he  would  suddainly 
send  me.     And  as  to  what  was  insisted  upon  by  nie  concerning 
C'abo  Corso,  his  Ma'-^  said  that  it  was  done  with  his  knowledge 
&  by  his  order,  iis  being  a  business  w*'''  properly  belongs  to  the 
Knglish,  and  that  the  ground  was  theirs,  &  that  they  had  also 
built  upon  the  same,  and  that  the  same  was  afterwards  taken 
from  the  English  by  the  Netherlands  West  India  Conip'  and 
by  them  only  something  more  built  upon  the  same;  ihat  they 
had  not  had  possession  thereof  much  above  four  yeares,  &  tha;| 
the  English  will  justify  and  demonstrate  their  right  to  all  This. 
Whereupon  I  having  replyed  that  this  his  (under  favoure)  was 
not  the  right  way  even  by  His  Maj'"""  owne  wordes  as  above,  to 
cuttout  their  owne  redresse,and  that  also  it  is  directly  contrary 
to  the  treaty  made  &  to  w*"*  His  Maj'>  returned  several  1  reasons 
ugaine  too  long  to   set  down  here.     And  so  His  Maj'-''  declared 
upon  thememoriallafores'*(breakingotT,  asit  were  from  further 
reasons)  that  he  would  answere  it  by  writing.     And  as  to  what 
concernesthe  Remonstrance  of  the  business  of  NewNetherland, 
he  said  also  that  tho8e  lands  belonged  to  his  jurisdiction,  and 
tlmt  they  lay  amongst  the  rest  of  his  other  lands  in  those  partn, 
and  so  have  also  from  the  beginning  bin  occupied  by  the  Eng- 
lish, &  the  Netherlands  nation  were  only  admitted  tocome  live 
and  settle  themselves  there,   without  that  ever  there  was  any 
authority  or  power  given  or  graunted  to  the  Netherlands  West 
India  Comp"  or  any  other.     Whereupon  I  having  also  replyed, 
even  as  of  Cabo  Corso  as  above,  that  the  Netherlands  nation 
having  now  for  50  years  together  had  had  quiet  possession  in 
those  parts,  that  the  same  cannot  nor  ought  not  in  oetjuity  or 
reason,  to  be  taken  from  them,  that  therefore  His  Maj*^  would 
l>leaKe  to  examine  this  matter  rightly  «nd  justly,  &  accordingly 
make  due  redresse  for  the  same;  as  their  H.  M*.  according  to 
his  known  and  renowned   justice  could  expect  noe  lesse.      To 
.fj.ck  }jiiiMaf^  returned  again  as  before  ''  T  shall  cause  an  answere 
of  all  to  be  made  in  writing  tif^  shalbe  suddainly  given  j^ot/," 
Whereupon  I  tooke  an  occasion  to  say  (seeing  that  His  Maj*' 
was  desirous  with  this  to  breake  off  from  this  discourse)  that 
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Tliese  actions  would  turne  to  noe  other  end  but  a  widening  of 
the  breach  betweene  both  Nations,  &  that  it  was  to  be  feared 
further  luischiefes  would  arise  thence.  His  Maj*^  wa«  pleased 
to  fall  into  the  reasons  formerly  by  me  menconed,  saying  that 
this  business  (meaning  the  equippages  under  Opdam  as  well  as 
those  designed  for  Guiny)  was  not  first  begun  by  him,  but  by 
tlie  Netherlanders  (saying*' Hollanders'*)  that  he  ever  had  bin  a 
lover  of  peace,  nor  that  he  yet  desired  a  warre;  yet  nevertheles 
that  he  could  notomittto  defend  andmaintaine  his  subjects  in 
their  rights;  saying  moreover  that  he  could  not  tell  what  more 
to  say  than  toreferre  himselfe  wholely  to  the  answere  promised 
as  above  and  y'  if  their  H.  M*  had  anything  to  desire  further 
of  him,  that  he  would  be  ready  at  all  fimes  to  take  and  receave 
any  papers  they  shall  have  to  offer.  After  w*^**  w***  my  due  com- 
pliment &  promising  to  cause  the  s'*  Justific^itoirto  he  delivered 
to  his  liands,  and  praying  that  it  might  be  by  him  rightly  ap- 
prehended, I  took  my  leave  of  His  Maj*\ 

I  was  once  thinking  to  have  then  and  there  delivered  the  s** 
Justificatoir,  as  it  was,  but  in  regard  that  the  French  transla- 
tion was  pot  yet  come  &  that  there  hath  been  noe  time  to  doe 
It  here,  &  for  that  I  am  promised  the  same  thence  with  the 
tirst,  I  thought  best  to  make  use  of  s^  provisional!  promise; 
assuring  their  H.  M*.  that  I  shall  not  bee  wanting  in  my  endea- 
vors to  execute  their  further  commands  both  as  to  this  and  all 
other  matters. 

H.  M*.  resoluc6n  the  31*"  of  Otob'  last,  these  are  not  only  sent 
by  the  ordinary  Post,  but  also  by  an  expresse,  as  also  (God 
willing)  I  intend  to  send  His  Maj**"  answere  in  writing,  so 
soone  as  I  shall  have  receaved  the  same. 

As  to  the  ordinary  newes,  th«fre  is  at  present  but  litle.  only 
that  the  fleete  under  Prins  Rol)ert  lyes  wind  bound  still  at 
Portsmouth,  from  whence  he  is  fully  resolved  to  sett  sayle  as 
soone  as  the  wind  shall  serve,  in  prosecution  of  his  voyage  not- 
withstanding that  there  is  some  discontent  amongst  the  people 
about  bad  and  decayed  provisions  w*"  his  fleete  is  served  with, 
and  that  also  they  are  not  well  pleased  with  the  service, especially 
those  w**  are  bound  for  Guiny;  but  having  altered  some  of  the 
provisions  and  punished  some  that  were  refactory,  all  is  reduced 
to  good  order  againe.)  I  cannot  therefore,  for  want  of  time, 
enlarge  any  more,  referring  myself  to  their  H.  M".  In*,  wherein 
according  to  order  I  have  sett  downe  the  constitution  of  ship- 
ping here,  and  all  that  depends  thereon.     Herewith  &^

My  Lo*  My  last  unto  yo*^  Lo**  was  of  the  10'^  Instant,  accom- 
panied with  a  triplicate  of  the  Ires  sent  hence  the  7"»  ditobythe 
ordinarv  post  as  well  a^an  by  expresse.  Since  I  have  receaved 
the  duplicates  of  their  H.  M\  Itch  &  resoluc6ns  of  the  24**'  of 
Octob.  taken  upon  the  first  remonstrance  of  the  Directors  of 
the  West  India  Comp*  complayning  of  the  actions  used  by  the 
English  by  the  taking  in  and  making  themselves  masters  of 
New  Netherland ;  w*''*  were  sent  me  only  for  my  informac6n. 
There  was  also  another  duplicate  of  the  Ires  &  resoIuc6n  with 
some  other  papers  of  the  'SV^  of  Octob.  af ores'*  upon  the  said 
complaints;  also  another  duplicate  of  the  Ire  ^  resoluc6n  of 
the  31*"  dito,  with  an  authentycq  copie  in  Dutch  of  the  Just!- 
ficatoir  made,  whereunto  is  annexed  a  copie  in  French  to  \ye 
delivered  to  his  Maj^^. 

In  pursuance  of  the  s"*  last  resolucon  (since  that  His  Maj*' 
had  already  been  spoken  of  this  afifaire,  as  1  wrote  in  my  s**  Iri- 
of  the  7*"  instant,)  having  desired  Audience  with  His  Maj*J^  (w** 
was  appointed  yesterday  in  the  evening  about  4  of  the  clocke) 
I  did  againe  at  my  introduction  make  a  repeticon  of  my  former 
arguments  at  my  last  audience  w^"  were chiefefly  concerning  the 
taking  of  Cabo  Corso  and  New  Netherland  and  to  desire  redresw* 
for  the  same,  as  also  repeating  the  amicable  treasonable  offerh 
made  on  the  part  of  their  H.  M*  towards  the  reparacon  and  satis- 
faction of  the  damages  pretended  by  the  Knglish  forasmuch  as 
they  may  be  found  to  be  just  and  reasonable;  in  which  tliey 
have  endeavored  to  come  up  to  HisMa'Mn  all  respects,  so  farre 
as  in  reason  can  be  expected  of  them,  for  tlie  conservacon  of  the 
good  amity  and  correspondence  and  the  due  observance  of  the 
last  treaty  made.  W^  their  H.  M"  ever  willremayne  by,  as  they 
have  sufliciently  made  it  appeare;  and  that  their  H.  M"  being 
informed  that  His  Maj'-'  seemed  to  have  taken  some  discontent 
concerning  some  words  sett  downe  in  the  Instructions  given  to 
the  Comander  in  Chiefe  of  the  ships  designed  for  Guiny,  as  if 
the  same  should  have  bin  contrary  to  the  s**  treaty,  that  notwith- 
standing all  this  had  bin  fully  answered  by  me,  in  confidence 
that  thereby  satisfaction  might  Ije  taken,  that  yet  nevertheles 
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His  Maj'-^  beyond  all  expectation  did  eeeme  to  remayne  by  bib 
former  opinion;  tbat  therefore  their  H.  M"  had  thought  fitt  to 
make  a  concept  of  a  Justificatoir  to  be  delivered  to  his  Maj^^ 
not  doubting  but  that  his  Maj^^  would  have  given  place  to  and 
take  satisfaction  from  the  h**  reasons  according  to  his   usual  1 
discretion.     And  after  that  the  contents  of  the  s^  Justiflcatoir 
was  by  me  verbally  deduced,  and  having  added  what  els  was 
needful   (at'  the  same  time  delivering  over  the  same  w^"   then 
was  also  by  His  Maj*'  accepted)  he  said  as  followeth: — "I  know 
^*very  well  what  satisfaction  could'hither  to  ever  be  obtained 
''there  and  what  hath   bin  otferd  towards  the  same,  but  the 
''effects  thereof  could   never  yet   be  seene;   yet  they  declare 
they  will  stand  by  the  Treaty,  and   yet  they  doe  quite  con- 
trary, as  by  given  orders  w^**  are  repugnant  to  the  same,  as 
I   have  said  before,  &  shalbe   more  clearly  demonstrated  by 
"my  answere  w*'^   I  have  ordered  to  be  drawne  up  in   writing 
'*and  w*"^  shall  in  a  few  dayes  be  delivered  unto  you.     In  the 
mean  time  *tis  observed  that  still  more  and  more  shipping 
are  making  ready  to  putt  to  sea,  so  soone  as  the  wind  shall 
serve.     But  be  it  nowne  that  if  they  doe,  that  my  fleete  shfiil 
not  stay  at  home,  nor  thence"  (speaking  of  the  ships  bound 
for  Guiny.)     All  w^**  being  by  me  answered  with  such  fitt  reasons 
as  were  fitting,  His  Ma^^  did  somewhat  eagerly  &  interrupting 
me  ot  my  discourse,  say,  "I  cannot  make  any  other  inter  pretac/)n 
"of  the  words  in  the  orders  afores*  than  what  1  have  formerly 
''said'' (falling  upon  the  discourse  of  the  Netherlands  equipages) 
"viz*.  1  could  have  also  have  brought  a  greater  number  of  ships 
"to  sea  (naming  40  saile)  if  that  1  would   have  followed    the 
"desires  of  the  people;  but  I  have  bin  willing  to  shew  myhelfe 
"  inclinable  to  peace  in  all  respects."    To  W**  I  having  againe  re- 
plyed  in  due  forme,  and   having  laid  before  His  Ma'^  the  sai<l 
eflfeets  of  the  senister  rencounters  w'''*  are  to  be  feared  and  the 
bad  consequences  thereof  w^'  ought  with  all  care  and  circum- 
spection to  l>e  prevented,  to  avoid  all  further  breaches  betweene 
both  nations:  His  Maj'-'^  was  pleased  toreturne  againe  as  before  >, 
that  he  was  not  the  occasion  thereof,  as  not  having  first  l>eguii 
this  worke.     And  forasmuch  as  I  i^erceive  that  all  former  reasons 
of  discontent  were  repeated,  ex  abrupto,  as  it  were,    &  that  all 
the  arguments    I  alleadged    there  against,  seemed  to  have   do 
place,  I  did  once  more  assure  His  Maj'J^  of  their  H.  M*.  special i 
&  intire  inclination    for  the  continuance  of  tlie  mutuall  good 
correspondence,  w'*   since  the   reducement  and    establishm*  of 
this  State  hath  ever,  and  without  any  interruption,  betweene 
both    Nations    bin    maintayned,    and    whereof  also    the    good 
fruit  on  both  sides  have   abundantly    hitherto    bin   enjoyed: 
(w^^  matter  I  did  extend  to  the  most  highest  praise  of  the  Eng- 
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lish  Nation;  and  that  therefore  and  for  many  other  reasous, 
all  poi^Hible  niean»<  ought  to  used,  whereby  the  differences  be- 
tweene  both  nationu  might  be  removed  and  all  further  breaches 
prevent-ed ;  whereunto  an  His  Maj*^  is  praye<l  most  earnestly 
to  contribute  all  on  his  parte  that  so  their  H.  M"  also  are  ab- 
solutely encline<l  to  declare  their  good  inclination  towards  the 
same.  To  w^"  His  Maj*^  (as  seeming  to  make  some  diversion 
of  discourse)  said  that  he  knew  not  what  to  say  more  here- 
unto then  what'  he  had  said  before,  &  that  he  had  caused  his 
answere  to  be  drawne  up  fn  writing  w*"**  should  be  sent  me  in  a 
few  dayes,  and  that  if  in  case  their  H.  M*.  had  anything  to  pro- 
pound to  him,  that  he  would  l)e  allwaise  ready  to  heare  them. 
Whereupon  I  perceiving  that  His  Maj^' seemed  willing  to  leave 
off  from  all  other  discourse,  I  did.  after  due  compliment  and 
4?arnest  reoomniendac6ns  that  His  Ma*^  wouW  please  to  appre- 
hend all  things  rightly,  take  my  leave  of  His  Maj'>. 

There  were  many  other  discourses  repeated  there  w*^  still 
tended  to  the  same  effect  as  I  have  wrote  formerly  w***  therefore 
I  shall  omitt  to  sett  downe  here,  but  His  Maj'^  still  seemed  to 
remayne  dissatisfy ed  in  so  much  that  I  could  not  perceave  that 
His  Maj^^was  pleased  to  take  any  content  in  all  whatwassaid, 
but  in  generall  referred  all  to  the  answere  W^  is  to  be  given  me 
ill  writing.     Herewith  &".

Att  a  gen"  meeting  of  Deputies  from  y*  several  1  Plantacons 
<»f  this  Colony  it  was  agreed  y'  a  letter  should  be  p'pared  and 
sent  to  informe  Yo^  Hono'  of  y*"  great  wrong  and  injury  this 
Colony  have  suffered  from  y*  Dutch  at  Delaware  Bay,  about 
14  yeares  agoe,  being  violently  repulsed  w'**  great  damage  out 
of  theire  just  purchase  and  possession  there;  for  we  had  pur- 
<*ha8ed  a  great  tract  of  land  on  y*one  and  y'^  other  side  of  y*  Bay 
or  River  and  a  plantacon  begun  by  sundry  psons,  &  a  trading 
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hojse  set  up;  w*'''  y"  Dutch  pillaged  and  burnt  and  8oe  wholly 
destroid  y*"  designe  at  y*  tyiue.  Two  or  3  yeareH  afterwards  a 
new  attempt  wan  made  and  a  vensell  sent,  w****  was  then  alsoe 
stopt  at  the  Manhatoes,  and  sundry  of  y^  principall  psons  im- 
prisoned by  the  Dutch  Govern'  soe  y*  nothin^i^  y*  way  hath  ever 
bin  attempte<I  since,  although  y*  Indians  of  whome  we  pur- 
cliase<1  y"  land,  doe  still  owne  our  right  &  much  desire  y*  coming 
of  the  English.  But  thus  much  only  to  acquaint  Yo'Hono'  w^  is 
further  intended,  upon  a  further  search  of  o'  records,  to  be  im- 
proved by  Yo*^  Hono*^  as  yo'  wis^lom  shall  think  fit;  humbly 
desirin*;  alsoe  that  o'  just  clainie  to  y*  pmisses,  W*  more  fully 
psecuted,  may  be  admitted.

sterdam—to  cultivate  the  land  in  company  for  our  mutual  profit 
should  this  be  more  advantageous  to  Your  Hono'  and  mor\ 
st^rviceable  for  the  South  river   than  that  I  should  now  quit.

COLONEL  GEORGE  CARTWRIGHT  TO  THE  SECRETARY 

OP  STATE. 


Sir:— I  am  heartily  Borry  that  1  cannot  give  you  a  further 
account  of  His  Majesties  affaires  iiere.  then  what   I  hope  you 
have  received  by  Capain  Hugh  Hyde  from  Coll.  Nicolls.     Sinc-e 
all  the  plantations  both  of  the  Dutch  and  Swedes  upon  the  South 
River  were  reduced  under  the  obedience  of  His  Majestie  in  Octo- 
ber last,  Mr.  Maverick  and  my  set fe  have  had  nothing  to  doe  but 
observe  His  Majesties  commands  in  visiting  the  English  Colo- 
nies; but  we  have  not  had  power  to  doe  anything;  for  together 
he  and  I  cannot  act  without  a  third  man  though  each  of  Uh, 
single,  may  act  with  Colonel  1  Nicholls;  but  he  is  detained  at 
New  York  with  the  affaires  of  his  government,  and  S'  Robert 
Carre  cannot  be  perswaded  to  1  ?ave  Delaware  as  yet.     And  if 
they  should  not  be  spared   from  their  governments  the  next 
spring  (w*^*'  I  fear  they  cannot)  we  shall  be  in  a  great  straight. 
We  shall  soon  have  spent  that  little  which  His  Majestie  hath 
.allowed  us,  and  as  to  my  own  particular  I  have  neither  credit 
here  to  take  up  money  nor  an  estate  in  England  to  repay  it  with. 
If  the  Dutch  will  doe  anything  to  regain  those  places  w**  we 
have  taken  from  them,  it  is  much  more  probable  that  they  will 
attempt  it   in  the  spring  then   this  winter.     The  probability 
that  they  may  do  so,  will   be  an  argument  strong  enough  to 
make  that  seeiu  reasonable,  w***  I  fear.     Our  greatest  work  lyes 
in  this  jurisdiction,  which  is  800  miles  from  ^ew  York,  and 
Delaware  above  100  miles  away  beyond  that,  w***  is  too  great 
a  distance  for  any  to  be  at  from  their  charge  in  time  of  danger. 

Sir.  it  is  my  duty  to  acquaint  you  with  this  and  to  acquiesse 
in  what  shall  be  returned  to,  Sir,

Capt  BrkkdonVs  Janu  :  25**  1664. 

Sir:  T  have  delivered  your  letters  to  Mr.  George  Tyle,  the 
master  of  the  Successe,  who  is  this  day  jjrone  to  Nantasquet.     T 
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have  written  by  him  toB'  Henry  Bennet  and  M' Maverick  to  luy 
Ix>rd  Chancellor.     The  day  before  I  gott  hither  Oapt.  Breedon 
had  sent  you  Boiue  letters  brought  by  Mr.  Winder  and  Captain 
Sfarlet,  out  of  England,  W"  the  Dep.  Governor  and  the  Major 
Gen''  ^refused  to  send.     Of  the  messenger  that  went  we  have  not 
yet   heard,   though  he   went   from  hence  December  18*".     The 
Pilotts  who  went  with  us  to  the  Manhattans  are  none  of  them 
iHiyd:  2  of  them  have  received  some  fay r  words,  but  Coles,  (who 
mine  from  Piscatoque  witli  Cap.   Hill)  an  absolute  denyall, 
l>ecaus  he   was  not   pressed  by  their  autliority:  to  whom,  (in 
Ills  great  necessity,  having   lately  lost  his  vessell  by  storm)  I 
have  payed  j^lO,  upon  the  aeount  of  being  pilott,  I  hear  that 
Major  Gen"  Leveret  hath  received  £9i  from  the  country  for  the 
charges  he  was  at  in  entertaining  you  at  Boston,  and  the  coun- 
try is  made  to  believe  that  we  have  put  them  to  ^300  charge 
already,  &  that  we  en  tend  to  exact  12^  for  every  acre  of  land, 
and  ^8000  a  year  besides,  and  to  abridge  them  of  their  greatest 
priviledges,  liberty  of  their  consciences,  and  many  such;  w""  M' 
Maverick  heard  of  amongit  his  friends  in  every  place  where  he 
hath  been  in  this  jurisdiction.     They  have  admitted  for  freemen 
three  or  four  men  who  ard  not  members  of  tlieir  Church,  that 
by  it  they  might  evade  the  King^s  letter  in  that  i>oynt.     Their* 
underhand  dealing  to  get  petitions  made  to  themselves  for  mayn- 
taining  the  government  as  it  is  at  present  established,  and  their 
private  soliciting  for  voyces  against  the  next  election,  give  me 
just  cans  to  l>e  jealous  of  their  loyalty.     But  till  you  or  S' 
Robert  Carre  come  here  can  be  nothing  done.     This  day  Cap* 
Hudson  and  others  here  in  Boston  petitioned  to  us  to  write  to 
the  Governor  of  Road  iHlaiuI ;  w**  we  have  done;  and  by  their 
messenger  venture  this,  W'  perchance  from  thence  or  by  Con- 
necticote  may  find  a  passiige.     They  lay  claim  to  some  land  in 
the  Narraganset  country,  and  have  set  up  a  hous.     Those  be- 
longing to  Road  Island  liave  pulTd  it  down,  as  they  did  once 
liefore,  and  one  of  tliese  men  told  us  that  if  we  did  not  deter- 
mine it  next  spring,  he  verily  thought  it  would  cost  much  blood 
l>efore  next  summer  was  ended. 

If  this  letter  speed  well  and  meet  not  with  a  frozen  passii^^e. 
I  hope  it  may  prevayl  with  you  to  come  to  Road  Island,  as 
early  as  the  season  of  the  year  will  permitt,  where  we  shall 
havp  much  businesse,  as  to  i>e  here  in  a  convenient  time  before 
the  Generall  Assembly;  and  after  that  we  may,  with  the  least 
inconvenience  goe  into  the  Eastern  parts  to  determine  the  limits 
of  those  Patents.  M'  Maverick  and  mvselfe  are  both  of  the 
opinion  that  this  will  be  the  best  way  for  the  doing  of  tliat 
w*  we  are  entrusted  with,  and  therediest  way  to  dispatch  that 
w«"  we  can  doe. 
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It  is  iiioBt.  rational!  that  you  may  be  better  spared  from  New 
York  )jefore  May,  then  after;  for  if  the  Datch  should  have  any 
designe  either  to  regain  or  to  devti^t  that  place,  they  cannot 
well  be  exi>ected  sooner  then  May;  or  if  they  should  have  no 
such  desine,  w*"*  1  verily  beleeve,  yet  prudence  should  provide 
for  the  worst,  by  taking  the  probablest  way.  Unless  you  come 
yourself,  1  pray  you  to  send  with  8"^  Robert  Carr  all  those  papers 
that  may  be  used  by  us ;  the  copyes  of  the  patents  &c. 

This  day  we  have  certain  newes  that  the  Indians  upon  Nan- 
tucquet  Isle,  murdered  and  pillaged  the  Saylers  belonging  to  a 
bark  w*^**  was  by  storm  driven  upon  it;  but  fearing  it  may  be 
stale  newes  before  this  may  come  to  your  hands, going  with  so 
great  uncertainties  I  will  trouble  you  no  farther  but  to  wish 
you  all  pros{>erity  and  rest,  sir

KING  CHARLES  II/S  ORDER  TO  SEIZE  ALL  DUTCH 

SHIPS. 


Charlbs  R. 

Trusty  and  well  beloved,  Wee  greet  you  well.  Although  Wee 
cannot  doubt  but  that  upon  the  knowledge  you  have  of  the 
many  wrongs  and  injuryes  which  we  and  our  subjects  have 
suffered  from  those  of  the  United  Provinces  and  the  constant 
evill  mind  they  have  born  to  the  wellfare  and  pro8|>erity  of 
our  plantations  abroad,  you  have  been  soe  carefull  of  thow» 
under  your  command  or  care  as  to  put  them  into  a  more  then 
ordinary  posture  of  defence;  yet  because  the  indignities,  spoyles 
and  affronts  they  have  done  us  have  encreased  lately  to  such  a 
height  as  leave  Us  (after  soe  many  demands  and  frequent  in- 
stances made  by  us  unto  the  States  Generall  for  satisfaction) 
without  hope  of  other  redresse  or  reparacon  then  what  wee  can 
acquire  by  the  law  of  amies;  which  they  have  soe  notoriouply 
begun  upon  us  on  the  coast  of  Guiiuiy,  De  Ruither  being  sent 
thither  with  twelve  shipps  of  warre  to  destroy  all  our  interest 
in  those  parts,  and  (as  Wee  have  cause  to  suspect)  in  hisreturne 
to  invade  all  our  shipping  hee  can  meet  with  and  assault  our 
Islands  and  Plantac/uis  in  New  England  and  all  other  our 
Plantacons  and  Colonies.  And  understanding  further  that  a 
considerable  number  of  private  men  of  Warre  are  now  preparing 
in  Holland  to  bee  sent  towards  our  s**  Plantacons,  to  seize  and 
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doe  all  the  violence  they  oau  there;  Wee  have  thought  fit,  out 
of  our  princely  care  and  regard  to  the  safety  of  that  and  thot^ 
other  places  soe  remote  from  U8,  to  require  you  to  use  all  pos- 
sible diligence  for  their  security,  by  causing  forts  tO  l)ee  built 
in  all  necessary  places,  &  by  all  other  means  which  you  shall 
find  most  expedient:  and  because  some  skillful  persons  hert*^ 
have  represented  to  us  the  necessity  of  merchants  shipps  to 
bee  haled  near  theshoare  and  fasts  carried  to  the  shoare  from 
whence  forts  and  small  shot  may  easily  defend  them,  and 
likewise  that  all  such  shipps  which  shall  come  thence  bee 
enjoyned  to  sayle  in  conHiderable  numbers  for  their  common 
security  and  that  then  and  even  during  their  stay  there  it  will 
bee  fit  some  of  the  most  experienced  Officers  have  aothority 
given  them  to  command  the  rest;  Wee  have  thought  fit  here- 
by to  authorize  and  impower  you  to  doe  therein  what  ao- 
cording  to  this  or  any  other  emergencies  shall  appear  to  you 
to  l)ee  most  for  the  safety  of  our  Islands  and  navigacdn  of  our 
merchants.  Further,  that  in  other  matters  relating  to  the  Juris- 
dioc6ns  of  our  most  dear  brother  the  Duke  of  Yorke  our  High 
Admirall  &%  you  observe  such  ordersand  direcconsas  you  shall 
from  time  to  time  receive  from  him,  whom  Wee  have  comn.is- 
sionated  to  grant  letters  of  Marque  and  general  1  Reprizall  agaill^t 
the  shipps  goods  and  subjects  of  the  States  of  the  United  l*n»- 
vinces;  conformable  to  winch  our  will  and  pleasure  is  that  you 
take  and  seize  the  shipps  vessells  and  goods  belonging  to  the 
K*  States  or  any  their  subjects  or  inhabitants  within  any  their 
territories,  and  to  bring  the  same  to  judgement  and  condemnacoii 
according  to  the  course  of  the  Admiralty,  and  Laws  of  Naouns. 
And  these  our  letters  that  you  comuiuuicate  to  all  our  For- 
reigne  Plantac^nsnextadjjicentto  you,  by  sending  copies  to  the 
resi)ective  GFovernours  thereof,  to  whom  wee  have  also  written 
to  the  same  efTeot,  our  pleasure  being  that  with  all  care  and 
appiicacon  possible,  they  arme  themselves  against  the  dangers 
which  threaten  them  in  this  conjuncture  from  such  an  enemy, 
and  proceed  according  to  these  our  dire<*con8  and  such  as  tlipy 
shall  receive  from  our  »'*  most  deare  brother.  Assuring  them 
and  all  our  loving  subjects  on  those  parts,  that  Wee  shall  not 
be  wanting  on  our  part  on  all  occasions  to  help  and  succour 
them  to  the  utmost  of  our  power  and  to  contribute  all  possible 
means  for  the  security  and  improvement  of  their  trade  and 
C6merce  in  all  our  Plantacons.  And  soe  wee  bid  you  farewell.

i^olute  Power  is  given  and  Granted  to  h^is  Royal  Highness  or 
his  Deputys  to  Constitute  Appoint  Revoke  and  Discharge  all 
OflQcers  both  Civill  and  Military,  as  also  to  Alter  and  Change 
h11  Names  and  Styles  Forms  or  Ceremonies  of  Governm'  To 
the  end  that  his  Ma^'  Royal  Pleasure  may  be  Observed,  And

Yorke,  under  the  name  or  names  Style  or  Styles  of  Scout  Bur- 
gomasters and  Chepens.  As  also  that  for  the  future  Admin-

Right  Hon***':  I  should  be  very  sorry  to  give  y'  L'*»'.the  least 
oause  of  ofTeuce  for  aay  neglect  of  mine;  I  could  not  foresee 
nor  prevent  the  losse  of  my  letters  in  the  Ellas.  The  Martin 
carried  the  full  accounts  to  my  Lord  Chancellour  and  M'  Cov- 
entry of  all  matters  contained  in  mine  to  yo'  h^^  except  onely 
those  inclosed  papers  the  original  Is  whereof  were  then  remitted 
to  y'  LP  wherein  yo'  L'*  will  finde  by  w'  degrees  and  steps  the 
business  of  the  surrender  was  managed,  how  farre  I  was  single 
in  the  treaty,  and  the  conclusion  thereof  managed  by  the  Com- 
niiissioners  appointed.  The  reason  why  those  of  Boston  and 
Conecticot  were  joined  in  the  treaty  was  because  those  two 
Colonies  should  hold  themselves  the  more  engagefl  with  us,  if 
the  Dutch  had  beene  over  confident  of  their  strength,  and  if  upon 
their  conclusions  I  c6mitted  an  errourin  consenting,  I  hope  it  is 
very  pardonable.  Since  the  Guyny  fregatt  I  have  wrote  one 
more  to  yo*"  L**p,  but,  in  earnest,  the  uucertaine  conveyances  of 
letters,  first  from  hence  to  Virginia  or  Boston  and  thence  by 
strange  hands  into  Englapd,  gives  me  much  discouragement. 
This  runnsthe  same  adventure,  for  we  have  had  no  ship  or  the 
least  supplies  directly  out  of  England,  since  the  surrender, 
which  hath  brought  the  souldiers  and  planters  into  very  great 
wants  of  mean  necessaries:  though  I  will  still  have  hopes  that 
a  place  of  this  importance  will  fall  into  due  consideration 
with  His  Ma*'  and  R.  H'.  I  hope  the  first  ship  of  supplies  will 
be  accompanied  with  His  Ma**^*  commands  also  relating  to 
Delaware:  'tis  pitty  that  place  should  be  neglected,  for  the 
trade  will  be  quite  lost,  and  all  the  planters  upon  the  River 
goe  naked  if  not  supplyed.  At  present  all  their  provisions 
and  maintenance  for  a  foot  Company  are  sent  upon  my  ac- 
compt;  Sir  R.  Carr  was  persuaded  in  the  beginning  of  Feb- 
ruary, to  remove  thence,  and  hath  ever  since  followed  His  Ma"^ 
Comission,  whereof,  and  of  the  whole  transactions  in  the. Colo- 
nies an  accompt  is  sent  to  y'  L**p  by  Coll.  Cartwright,  who  I 
suppose  may  be  now  at  sea.  I  have,  according  to  His  Ma*'** 
coinand  sent  a  copy  of  his  Ma**"  letter  to  each  Colony;  they 
have  much  lesse  cause  to  apprehend  De  Ruyter  than  the  pri- 
vateers, and  this  place  doth  not  apprehend  either  or  both ;  for 
we  have  no  ships  to  loose,  no  goods  to  plunder  but.  a  ragged 
sort  of  a  fort  put  into  the  besi  posture  of  defence  possible,  well 
fined  with  cannon,  no  want  of  ammuniiion  for  ihe  present, 
and  as  may  souldiers  as  will  not  loose  His  Ma*^"  interest  but 
with  their  owne  lives.

Provided  always  that  due  Entry  and  Certificate  be  made  and 
given  of  all  such  Goods  Liquors  or  Peltry,  which  from  time  to 
time  shall  be  Transported  to  or  from  this  Port  and  Delaware 
River.

COLONEL  NICOLLS  TO  THE  DUKE  OF  YORK. 

[FfagmeJiL]  i  must  now  descend  to  the  particular  occasion 
of  giving  Your  R' H' this  trouble,  wherein  My  L*  Berkely  and  S^ 
G.  Cart^rettare  concernd,  who,  (I  know  also^wiW  be  so  \\isl\.o 
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mee  as  to  have  iiiee  excused  for  manifesting  eleerly  my  kno wledgt^ 
to  Your  R'  H".  About  10  dales  past  Cap:  BoUen  shews  mee  a 
letter  from  my  L*  Berkeley  and  S'  G.  Carterett  and  therewith 
a  grant  from  Your  R'  H'  to  tiiem  for  all  the  lands  to  the  West 
of  the  Hudsons  River  as  more  fully  may  appeare  in  the  said 
graunt,  wherein  is  comprehended  all  the  improveable  part  of 
Y'our  R'  H'  his  Pat  tent  and  capable  to  receive  twenty  times 
more  people  than  Long  Island  and  all  the  remaining  Tracts  in 
Y'our  R'  H"  his  patent  in  respect  not  onely  to  the  quantity  of 
the  Land  but  to  the  sea  Coast  and  Delaware  River  the  Fertility 
of  the  soyle  the  neighbourhood  to  Hudsons  River,  and  lastly 
the  faire  hopes  of  Rich  mines,  to  the  utter  discouragement  of 
any  that  shall  desire  to  live  under  Your  R'  H"  his  protection. 
In  short,I  hold  myself  obliged  to  give  Your  R'  H'  this  account 
upon  certaine  knowledge  having  exactly  considered  and  pre- 
ferred the  advance  of  Your  R'  H"  his  reputation  and  interest 
in  those  parts  above  all  considerations  or  obligations  whatsoever, 
and  for  my  boldness  I  can  at  last  but  begg  pardon.  Neither 
can  I  suppose  that  My  Lord  Berkeley  or  Sir  G. Carterett  know 
how  prejudiciall  such  agraunt  would  prove  to  YourR  H%  but 
I  must  charge  it  upon  Cap'  Scott  who  was  borne  toworke  mis- 
cheife  as  farre  as  hee  is  credited  or  his  parts  serve  him.  This 
Scot  (it  seeems)  aim*d  at  the  same  patent  which  Your  R'  H' 
hath,  and  hath  since  given  words  out  that  hee  had  injury  done 
him  by  YourR.  H*  whereupon  he  contrived  and  betrayed  my  1/ 
Berkeley  and  Sir  G.  Carterett  into  a  designe  (contrary  to  their 
knowledge)  of  ruining  all  the  hopes  of  increase  in  this  Your 
R.  H'  his  territory,  which  hee  hath  fully  com  pleats,  unless 
Your  R'  H"  take  farther  order  herein.  Upon  this  tract  of  land 
several  new  purchases  are  made  from  the  Indians  since  my  com- 
ing, and  three  Townes  beginning ;  I  ^^ave  it  the  name  of  Albania, 
lying  to  the  west  of  Hudsons  River,  and  to  long  Island  the  name 
of  Yorkesh'  as  to  this  place  the  name  of  N.  Yorke  to  compre- 
hend all  the  titles  of  Your  R'  H*.  Farre  be  it  from  mee  to  ag- 
gravate any  thing  beyond  the  bounds  of  a  faithful  1  servant,  for 
when  it  may  conduce  most  to  Your  R.  H.  his  service,  I  shall 
as  freely  surrender  up  all  parts  to  Your  R.  H'  his  pleasure  as 
it  becomes  me  to  doe.  I  presume  farther  to  propose  a  better 
and  a  more  entire  tract  of  Land  worthy  of  great  consideration  to 
My  L**  Berkeley  and  Sir  G.  Carterett,  which  is  that  part  of  Del- 
aware River,  which  isreduct  from  the  Dutch,  if  it  is  not  already 
disposed,  if  soe  than  that  my  L**  B.  &  S*^  G.  C.  may  have  a 
hundred  thousand  acres  all  along  the  sea  coast,  which  is  a  most 
noble  Tract  of  land,  but  it  will  cost  them  20,000*»»  before  it  will 
yield  a  penny,  and  their  childrens  children  may  reap  the  profitt. 
great  have  beene  the  abuses  of  false  reports,  whereof  I  am  now 
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fully  satisfied,  and  yet  I  hope  to  render  a  satisfactory  account 
to  Your  R.  H'  by  word  of  mouth,  when  it  shall  please  Your 
R.  H"  togivemee  Liberty,  and  that  your  affaires  heereare  upon 
such  a  foundation  as  will  not  be  shaken  by  ujy  absence  for  the 
present  so  it  is  that  every  short  reuiovall  of  mine  produces  ill 
Effects,  and  inplaine  words  theTowne  &  Country  cry  out  they 
will  leave  their  dwellings  if  they  can  not  stay  mee  from  going 
to  Boston,  such  are  their  apprehensions  of  a  I>ut«h  invasion. 


COLONEL  NICOLLS  TO  LORD  ARLINGTON. 


April  the  9'^  [1666.]     New  Yorkk. 

My  Lord:  After  a  long  expectation  of  His  Ma**«*  further  direc- 
tions towards  the  settlement  of  Delaware  River  for  which  1  heare 
not  of  any  patent  yet  graunted,  till  w***  time  it  must  and  hath 
remained  under  my  care  and  to  my  great  charge  with  all  the 
inconveniences  which  usually  attend  on  the  want  of  necessaryes 
to  souldjers  &the  little  probability  of  paying  the  arrears  to  all 
the  poore  officers  and  souldy"  in  this  expedition,  after  the  full 
performance  of  the  worke  to  which  they  were  imployed,  unlesse 
His  Ma^  will  most  gratiously  looke  up  [on]  us  as  men  devoted 
to  act  &  suffer  whatever  is  possible  for  his  service,  in  which 
wee  have  now  spent  two  full  yeares.  This  expresse  will  come 
to  your  Lo>**  hands  by  M'  Stocke,  to  whom,  as  rec6mended 
first  by  your  selfe,  1  gave  a  colours,  &  next  for  hisownemeritts 
I  have  made  himComissary,  in  both  which  capacityes  liee  hath 
served  His  Ma"*  faithfully  &  prudently;  to  whose  report  I  may 
referre  your  Lop  and  shorten  my  discourse  of  the  scituation  & 
interest  of  that  River,  well  knowing  that  my  Lord  Baltimore 
can  never  make  good  his  pretences  within  twenty  miles  of  any 
part  of  the  River  by  the  lines  mentioned  in  his  patent:  and 
that  His  LoP  may  not  mislead  His  Ma"*  with  many  and  faire 
wordes,.  I  take  the  boldness  to  offer  that  in  all  patents  where 
the  variation  of  the  compasse  in  point  of  latitude  is  not  ex- 
press a  reall  and  strict  difference  may  be  justly  argued  and 
proov'd  to  the  variation  of  a  degreed  a  halfe  in  these  parts  from 
England.  My  Lord  it  hath  pleased  His  Royall  Highnesse  to 
grant  by  indenture  to  my  Lord  Berkeley  and  8*"  George  Carteret 
(amongst  other  tracts  of  inevitable  prejudice  to  this  Colony) 
all  the  East  side  of  Delaware  River.  My  humble  conception 
&certaine  knowledge  directs  me  to  informe  Yo'Lo^  that  by  the 
unskillfullnesse  of  the  informers  the  West  side  of  Delaware  River 
now  seated  withSweeds,  Finns,  and  Dutch,  issocrusb'd  between 
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the  Lord  Baltimore's  Pateut  on  y"  West  side,  and  the  Lord 
Berkeley's  indenture  on  the  East,  tbat  the  present  inhabitants 
cannot  possibly  subsist  in  so  narrow  a  compasse.  In  discharge 
of  my  duty  to  His  Ma***  I  cannot  but  informe  Yop  Lo*  that  if 
some  course  bee  not  taken  to  rectify  these  great  mistakes,  New 
Yorke,  Delaware  and  the  Lord  Berkeley's  interest  will  destroy 
each  other;  but  if  His  Ma**"  &  His  Royall  Highnesse  shall  thinke 
Att  to  graunt  to  the  Lord  Berkeley  S*"  George  Carteret  and  their 
associates  all  that  tract  of  laud  to  the  West  side  and  East  side 
of  Delaware  River  which  was  recovered  to  His  Ma****  dominions 
from  the  hands  of  the  Burgomasters  of  Amsterdam  which  w&» 
twenty  miles  distance  from  each  side  of  the  River,  I  make  no 
doubt  but  that  all  interests  will  bee  fully  preserved,  and  both 
planters  and  trade  flourish  in  that  &  this  Colony. 

My  Lord  as  to  the  generall  interest  of  this  His  Royal  1  High- 
nesse  his  Colony,  I  have  wrote  to  His  Royal  Highuesse,  my 
Lord  Chancellor  and  M^  Coventry ;  yet  in  regard  the  inhabitants 
(at  least  three  parts  of  foure)  being  Dutch,  (though  now  his 
Ma'*^  subjects  as  native  English)  have  beene  seat^ed  here  divers 
yeares  as  a  factory,  and  their  estates  as  well  as  relations  inter- 
woven with  their  correspondents  and  friends  in  HoHand,  ua- 
lesse  His  Ma*'^  pleaseth  to  graunt  them  some  extraordinary 
Infranchisement,  the  sudden  interruption  of  their  factory  w^** 
Holland  will  absolutely  destroy  all  the  present  inhabitants, 
who>  (setting  aside  the  innate  love  to  their  country  in  this 
time  of  warre  after  so  sudden  a  change)  will  prove  better  subjects 
then  wee  have  found  in  some  of  the  other  Colonyes,  and  with 
a  moderate  permission  both  for  time  and  trade,  will  support 
this  government  better  than  can  be  reasonably  expected  from 
new  comers  of  o'  owne  nation,  who  at  first  (as  we  find  by  ex- 
perience) are  blowne  up  with  large  designes,  but  not  knowing 
the  knacke  of  trading  here  to  differ  from  most  other  places, 
they  meet  with  discouragements  and  stay  not  to  become  wiser. 
My  Lord  by  these  enclosed  papers  the  copyes  of  our  transactions 
at  Boston,  the  orginalls  whereof  were  sent  and  taken  with 
Colonell  Georj<e  Cartwright,  His  Ma****  will  read  the  sophistry 
of  the  Massachusetts,  untill  such  time  asweedid  presse  them  to 
a  positive  obedience,  and  then  they  do  unmaske  themselves. 
Wee  did  parcell  out  His  Ma***"  instructions  to  gainc  one  point 
after  another  from  them,  &  did  deliver  them  in  writing,  with 
a  promise  from  them  to  cause  the  whole  to  be  printed  for  the 
information  of  the  people;  but  they  neither  have  or  will  publish 
any  parts  of  the  whole,  except  their  furious  Proclamation. 
They  &  all  the  other  Colonies  are  at  a  stand  to  see  what  reproofe 
His  Ma*'"  will  send  over,  for  we  heard  that  Colonell  Cartwright 
was  put  n  shore  in  Spaine  and  I  hope  hath  beene  so  happy  as 
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to  fcive  Hi8  Ma^*  a  particular  verbal  account,  for  hee  is  well 
able  to  make  an  exact  relation,  Sir  Robert  Carr  is  now  here 
and  transmitts  divers  other  papers,  of  later  transactions,  to 
Yo*^  LoP.  M*"  Mavericke  is  still  at  Boston  with  some  few  of  his 
old  friends^  Though  Sir  Robert  Carr  for  private  ends  did  not 
answer  the  just  expectation  from  him,  yet  hee  hath  upon  better 
consideration  served  His  Ma**^  in  following  his  c6mission  ever 
since  to  the  best  of  his  skill  and  faculties;  wherelbf  Colonell 
Cartwright  hath  had  experience. 

I  dare  not  presume  to  find  out  a  way  to  bringe  downe  the 
pride  of  the  Massachusetts,  because  the  matter  is  long  since 
before  His  Ma^*^  yet  to  mee  it  is  evident  that  the  scituation  of  this 
place  (with  the  premises  thereunto  relating  considered)  will 
withdraw  in  short  time  most  of  their  trade  hither,  where  I  have 
begun  to  sett  up  a  schoole  of  better  religion  &  obedience  to 
God  &  the  King,  from  which  small  beginnings  a  reformation 
may  proceed,  if  it  shall  please  God  to  blesse  my  endeavo". 

My  Lord  I  most  heartily  begg  yo^  favo'  that  a  speedy  con- 
sideration bee  taken  of  the  necessityes  both  of  the  sou  Id"  and 
countrey.  For  myselfe  I  am  utterly  ruin'd  in  my  small  estate 
and  creditt,  &,  which  is  worse,  without  very  great  supplyes 
shall  not  bee  able  to  secure  or  make  an  honest  defence  of  His 
Ma^***  interest,  should  wee  bee  attack 't  by  a  forain  force.  In 
which  case  I  tookesomuch  tryall  the  lastyeare,  of  ourneighbo" 
of  Conecticott,  that  I  cannot  depend  upon  any  better  hands 
than  those  few  which  I  brought  with  mee,  who  are  also  dis- 
perse into  foure  garrisons,  the  nearest  is  a  hundred  miles  dis- 
tant from  the  center,  the  second  a  hundred  and  fifty  miles, 
the  furthest  two  hundred  &  fifty  miles.  My  ignorance  made 
mee  bold  to  undertake  so  great  a  charge,  which  will  become 
a  much  wiser  man  and  of  a  more  plentifull  fortune.  To  this 
discourse  I  shall  onelyadde  that  the  Comissioners  have  neither 
money  nor  creditt  left  to  follow  the  trust  reposed  in  them, 
from  place  to  place,  but  now  ride  at  anchor  till  the  storme  of 
their  necessities  is  blowne  over  by  His  Ma****  favourable  supply. 

My  Lord  I  heare  that  the  Privateers  of  Jamaica  have  taken 
severall  islands  from  the  Dutch,  which  are  open  and  not  de- 
fensible places,  and  afforded  them  good  store  of  booty,  but  they 
have  left  a  piece  of  service  of  the  greatest  consequence  and  diflQ- 
culty,  which  is  Curazaw,  and  if  His  Ma****  should  not  cause  that 
place  to  bee  taken,  the  thorne  will  bee  still  left  in  the  foot  of 
all  those  Leward  Islands,  which  may,  by  His  Ma****  positive 
order  either  to  my  Lord  Willoughby  or  the  Governo'  of  Jamaica, 
be  remoov'd.  To  that  Island  ail  the  neproea  from  Guinny  are 
brought,  and  sold  to  the  Genoveses  who  are  facto"  for  the 
Spanish  Merchants.     Were  >-*  Dutch  driven  from  thence,  their 
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trade  in  Guinny  would  not  bee  halfe  so  considerable  as  it  i8» 
and  the  Spanyards  would  soone  court  the  Royall  Company 
with  pieces  of  Eig^ht. 

I  hope  Yo'  LoP  will  give,  a  favourable  interpretation  to  my 
good  meaning  for  the  informations  of  some  may  bee  byassed

That  the  Souldiers  (so  farr  as  conveniently  they  may)  be 
Lodged  in  the  Forte  &  keep  y*  Stockadoes  up  in  defence. 

That  the  Civill  Governm^  in  the  respective  Plantations  be 
continued  till  further  order. 

That  to  prevent  all  Abuses  or  Opposio6ns  in  Civill  Magistrates 
so  often  as  Complaint  is  luade  the  C6mis8ion  Officer  Cap  Carre 
shall  call  the  Scout  w^"  Hans  Block,  Israel  Holme  Peter  Rambo 
Peter  Cock  Peter  Aldrick  or  any  two  of  them  as  Councellors 
to  Advise  here  and  determyn  by  the  major  Vote  what  is  just 
Equitable  &  Necessary  in  y'  case  or  cases  in  question.  That 
the  same  Persons  also  or  any  two  or  more  of  them  be  called  to 
Advise  and  direct  what  is  best  to  be  done  iu  all  cases  of  diffi- 
culty w^  may  arise  from  the  Indians,  and  to  give  their  Counci  11 
&  Ord*^  for  the  Arming  of  the  several  Plantacdns  and  Planters 
who  must  obey  &  Attend  ther  SAmons  upon  such  Occasion. 

That  Two  Thirdsat  least  of  the  Souldiers  remayn constantly 
in  or  about  New  Castle  at  all  howres. 

That  the  Fynes  for  Premmires  &  Light  Oflfences  be  executed 
w*''  moderac6n,  though  it  is  also  necessary  that  ill  Men  be  pun- 
ished in  exemplary  mftner. 

That  the  C6mission  Officer  Cap^  Carr  in  the  Determinacdn  of 
the  Chief  Civill  Affairs  whereunto  the  Temporary  foremenconed 
Councellors  are  ordained  shall  have  a  Casting  Voice  where 
votes  are  Equal]. 

That  the  New  Appointed  Councellors  are  to  take  the  Oath 
to  his  Royal  Highness. 

That  the  Laws  of  the  Governm^  Establisht  by  his  Royal  High- 
ness be  Showed  and  frequently  Cdmunicated  tothesaidCouncel- 
orsand  all  others.

You 
are  therefore  by  these  presents  authorized  to  Convene  as  many 
of  those  persons  who  are  joined  w''^  you  in  Comission  for  the 
Management  of  the  Civill  Affaires  and  with  their  Advice  to 
give  all  necessary  Rules  and  Orders  for  the  good  Governmen' 
both  of  Christians  and  Indians  And  because  both  those  Murth' 
and  the  restraining  of  the  Indians  from  Liquors  will  fall  into 
Deliberation  what  you  shall  upon  discourse  w^  the  Indians 
Conclude  to  be  best  for  those  PlantacSns  must  be  remitted  hither 
and  shall  be  Confirmed  as  if  we  had  been  present  at  the  tran-

Upon  serious  and  due  consideration  had  of  the  Insurrection 
began  by  the  Long  Finne  at  Dela  Ware  who  gave  himself  out 
to  be  son  of  Connigsmarke  a  Swedish  General,  &  the  dangerous 
consequence  thereof    It  is  adjudged  that  the  said  Long  Finne 
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deserves  to  dye  for  the  same,  yet  in  regard  that  many  others 
being  concerned  with  hiui  in  that  insurrection  might  be  involved 
in  the  premmire  if  the  rigor  of  the  law  should  be  extended,  & 
amongst  them  divers  simple  &  ignorant  people:  It  is  thought 
fitt  &  Ordered  that  the  said  Long  Finne  shall  be  publickly  and 
severely  whipt  &  Stigmatized  or  branded  in  the  face  with  the 
Letter  (R)  with  an  Inscription  written  in  great  Letters  and  put 
upon  his  Breast  That  he  received  that  punishm*  for  attempting 
Rebellion,  after  which  that  he  be  Secured  untill  he  can  be  Sent 
&  Sold  to  the  Barbadoes  or  some  other  of  those  remote  plan- 
tations. 

That  the  Cheifest  of  his  Complices  &  those  concerned  with 
him  most  do  forfeit  to  his  Ma'^  y*"  one-half  of  their  Goods  and 
Chattels,  and  that  a  smaller  Mulct  or  Fine  be  imposed  on  the 
rest  that  were  drawn  in  &  followed  him,  the  which  shall  be 
left  to  the  discretion  of  y^  Cdmissioners  who  shall  be  appointed 
to  make  enquiry  into  and  Examine  the  same.

Lastly  y'  you  Stimon  the  Com"  &  w'*"  them  consult  y*  best 
way  to  discover  the  Assassines,  A  then  to  proceed  to  a  demand 
or  forceing  the  Indians  to  deliver  up  the  parties,  that  so  they 
may  be  brought  to  Condigne  Punishm^ 

I  have  only  this  to  add  that  you  be  careful  on  all  occasions 
to  give  me  Advertisement  of  your  Proceedings  &  how'  the  Com- 
plexion of  Affairs  stand  with  you,  that  so  I  may  apply  a  timely 
Assistance  if  need  require,  &  so  I  C6mend  you  to  the  protection 
of  Almighty  God,  &  Assure  you  y'  I  am  Tour  Loving  Friend.

compliancee  to  the  Petition  and  request  of  the  Inhabitants,

2. — That  no  Sloop  or  Vessell  from  this  or  any  other  place 
coming  to  Traflfiqueor  Trade  there  be  permitted  to  go  up  the 
River  above  the  Town,  W"  hath  of  late  been  only  so  tolerated, 
for  that  it  will  probably  be  the  ruin  of  y*  Place  if  continued,  all 
Trade  deserting  them.  (3).  &  those  y' go  up,  receiving  ready 
paym'  in  Peltry  or  Corn,  for  their  Liquors  W**  they  Sell  by 
retail  with  y*  small  Measure,  or  for  their  petty  Wares  the  In- 
habitants can  neither  be  paid  for  what  formerly  hath  been  due 
to  them,  nor  shall  be  capable  of  getting  aLivelyhood  hereafter. 

4— That  the  Distilling  of  Strong  Liquors  out  of  Corn,  being 
y*  cause  of  a  great  Consumption  of  y*  Grain,  as  also  of  the 
Debauchery  and  Idleness  of  the  Inhitants,  from  whence  inevi- 
tably will  follow  their  Poverty,  be  absolutely  prohibited  or 
restrained.

Town  or  Towns  intended  to  be  Erected  for  their  mutual  Defence, 
to  w**»  they  ^hall  be  nearest  related. 

And  for  the  future  it's  expected  before  any  Grant  be  absolutely 
made  there  by  the  Officers  that  the  Desires  of  all  such  Persons 
who  are  willing  to  take  up  Land,  together  w***  the  Quantity 
thereof  be  first  Transmitted  to  the  Governor  here,  who  as  he 
shall  see  cause  will  issue  forth  an  Order  io  the  Surveyor  there 
to  make  a  Survey  thereof,  the  w***  being  Certified  they  may  have 
Patents  of  Confirmation  for  the  same,  In  the  mean  time  the 
Officers  are  to  give  Encouragem'  to  any  such  persons  who  shall 
make  applications  unto  them  for  Land,  who  may  withall  be 
acquainted  with  this  Order. 

8. — To  the  8'**  It  is  Consented  unto,  that  those  Orders  mado 
at  the  time  of  the  Tryal  of  the  Long  Finn  at  Newcastle  do  stand 
good  &  the  Officers  there  are  to  cause  them  to  be  put  in  execu- 
tion, but  withall  they  are  to  return  hither  a  Duplicate  there- 
of, whereby  it  may  the  better  be  Adjudged  how  long  time  they 
may  be  practicable. 

0. — To  the  9"*  about  Clearing  y*  way  between  Newcastle,  & 
W  Angustin  Herman's  Plantao6u,  if  those  of  Maryland  are 
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willing  to  do  their  part,  the  Officers  at  Newcastle  are  hereby 
euipower*d  to  enjoin  the  Inhabitants  at  Delaware  likewise  to 
cflear  their  proportion. 

10.— The  10***  Proposal  is  found  very  convenient,  it  beiufj?  Con- 
sonant to  y*  Laws  of  the  Governm'  w*'''  in  that  ca^e  ought  to 
be  attended,  &  the  Officers  there  are  authorized  to  see  it  put  in 
practice. 

11.  —As  1.0  the  ll^**  concerning  the  Mill,  as  also  one  pair  of  Mill 
stones  not  used,  but  lying  in  y«  Mud  or  Water,  It  is  Order 'd  y* 
care  be  taken  for  the  Letting  out  the  s*^  Mill  for  the  best  Ad- 
vantage to  some  person  who  will  undertake  the  same,  &  that 
the  Proffitt  thereof  be  reserved  for  the  Publick,  dr  for  the  Mill 
Stones  not  used,  they  are  to  be  taken  up  and  preserved  till 
further  Order. 

12.— To  the  12»»'  for  Selling  Liquors  or  Strong  Drink  to  y*  In- 
dians it's  left  to  y*  discretion  of  y*  Officers  there  to  do  therein 
as  shall  be  thought  most  convenient. 

18.— To  the  13"»  It  is  left  to  the  care  of  Cap'  Carr,  &  the  rest 
of  the  Officers  in  Newcastle  to  see  y*  the  Materialls  in  the  Fort 
be  preserved  in  the  best  m&ner  they  shall  think  fitt,  who  have 
likewise  liberty  to  dispose  of  such  of  them  towards  the  Erecting 
of  the  New  Fort  or  Block-house  as  there  shall  be  occasion. 

14. — Lastly  as  to  the  Tenure  of  the  Land  at  Delaware*,  it  is 
to  be  held  in  free  &  comon  Soccage  as  his  Royal  Highness  by 
his  Ma****  Patent  holds  all  his  Territories  in  America,  that  is 
to  say  according  to  the  Custom  of  the  Manner  of  East  Green- 
wich, only  w'**  this  Provisoe  that  they  likewise  pay  the  Quit 
Rents,  reserved  in  their  several  Patents,  as  an  Acknowledffem' 
to  his  Royal  Highness.

The  occasion  of  the  present  Meeting  is  the  Letter  brought  from 
M'  Toms,  by  Peter  Alricks  about  the  murder  of  two  Christians 
(Dutchmen)  killed  by  some  Indians  at  the  Island  Matiniconk 
in  Delaware  river. 
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Peter  Alricks  being:  present  relat.e8  to  the  truth  of  the  Mur- 
der, upon  which  he  in  Examined,  He  Saith,  the  whole  Nation 
ot  the  Indians  of  whom  these  Murderers  are,  consists  of  about  50, 
or  60  persons.  All  the  Mischeifs  committed  in  Delaware  these 
7  Years  by  Murder  and  otherwise,  are  said  to  be  done  by  them. 

The  Indians  their  Confederates  (as  it's  supposed  they  will 
be  if  a  Warr  follow)  with  this  Nation  of  the  Murderers  may  be 
about  a  Thousand  Persons  besides  Women  and  Children. 

The  Names  of  the  Two  Murderers,  are  Tashiowycam  and 
Wywaannattamo. 

Peter  Alricks  Declares  that  two  of  the  Saggamores  of  the.  Na- 
tion of  the  Murderers,  promised  their  best  Assistance  to  bring 
in  the  Murderers,  or  procure  them  to  be  knookt  ith'  head,  if  it 
might  be  Allowed  by  y*  Governor. 

Many  other  Indians  that  he  met  upon  the  road  did  very  much 
disallow  the  Murder,  and  were  very  sorry  for  it,  and  offered 
their  Assistance  against  them  likewise,  ouly  the  difficulty  was, 
that  there  were  Seven  of  these  Indians,  Men  of  the  same  Stock, 
that  if  the  two  shou'd  be  seized,  the  other  Five  wou'U  seek  to 
be  revenged.  So  it  was  unsafe. 

Divers  other  Discourses  between  him  and  the  Indians  he  re- 
lated as  to  this  matter.  The  proposal  to  have  the  murderers 
destroy^  was  to  cause  a  Ihinticoy  to  be  held,  and  in  the  midst 
of  their  mirth,  that  then  one  shou'd  be  hired  to  knock  them 
ith*  head.  This  by  the  Sachem.  Peter  Alricks  saith,  the  proper 
Time  to  set  upon  this  Nation  of  the  Murderers  is  within  a  Month 
from  this  Time,  for  after  that  theyM  break  off  their  keeping  To- 
gether in  a  Town,  &goa  hunting  so  be  separated  and  not  to  be 
found,  but  now  the  Danger  is  of  their  Destroying  the  Com  and 
Cattle  of  y*  Christians.  The  occasion  of  the  murder  is  said  to 
be  that  Tashiowycans  Sister  dying,  he  exprest  great  Grief  for 
it  and  said  the  Manetto  hath  kilTd  my  Sister,  &l  will  go  and 
kill  the  Christians,  so  taking  another  w^**  him  he  went  and  ex- 
ecuted this  Barbarous  Fact.

SOME  RESOLVES  AB»  THE  LATE  MURTHER  OF  2 
CHRISTIANS  AT  MDTINICONCK  BY  THE 

INDIANS. 


At  a  Council  held  at  Fort  James  in  New  York  by  the  Governor 
of  these  his  Royal  Highness  his  Territories  and  the  Ooremor 
of  New  Jersey  the  25**  day  of  September  1671. 

Upon  Cousideration  had  of  the  Barbarous  Murder  c«mitt*Hi 
i»y  some  Indians  on  the  East  side  of  the  Delaware  River  upon 
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8  Christians  at  Matiniconck  Island,  It  is  luutaally  resolved 
and  concluded  on  ns  follows. 

That  Thomas  Lewis  now  bound  with  his  Sloop  for  Newcastle 
in  Delaware  River  be  stay'd  from  his  intended  voyage  for  the 
space  of  8  or  4  days,  when  W  Peter  Alricks  and  M'  Henry 
Courturier  will  be  ready  to  go  w***  him.  That  in  y*  meantime 
some  Gen*"  instruccdns  be  drawn  up  for  them  to  take  along  w^ 
thein  in  order  to  y*  manageni^  of  AfTairs  there  in  this  p'sent 
Juncture  of  time. 

The  Govern^  of  New  Jersey  Ss  Cap*  James  Carteret  (then  also 
present)  being  desired  that  they  wou*d  give  Order  for  a  Gen"** 
Assembly  to  be  calTn  in  y*  Governm*  (according  their  Consti- 
tution upon  all  Emergent  Occasions)  so  as  to  have  an  Ago*  of 
their  Strength,  &  to  know  their  readiness  if  occasion  shou'd 
require,  and  how  farr  they  will  be  willing  to  contribute  to- 
wards the  Prosecution  of  a  Warr  p g*  the  Indians ;  They  very 
readily  gave  their  Consent  thereunto,  and  promise  to  do  it  w'** 
all  Expedition. 

That  a  General  and  frequent  Correspondence  be  kept  between 
the  2  Govemm^  upon  all  occasions,  more  particularly  at  this 
present  time,  and  that  nothing  be  done  In  this  Business  about 
the  l^osecution  of  the  Indians  without  a  mutual  Advice  and 
Consent  of  both  the  Governors,  unless  upon  some  extraordinary 
opportunity  w*"*  may  present,  where  some  advantage  against  the 
En>my  may  suddenly  be  taken  before  notice  can  be  given.  That 
in  the  meantime  Henry  the  Loaper  who  brought  M''  Tom's 
Letter  from  Delaware  about  the  murther,  be  forthwith  dis- 
patcht  back  thither  again,  with  an  Answer  thereunto.

M'  Tom  :  I  rec*»  yo'  Lre  of  y»  IS**'  Sept'  1671 :  by  Heudrick  Loaper, 
wherein  you  give  me  an  A  ceo*  of  the  Barbarous  Murder  of  2 
<^hri8tian8  on  Mantinicock  Island  by  the  NeighlK)ur  Indians, 
I  must  confess  I  was  much  startled  at  the  Narrative,  &  the 
rather  in  regard  Cap*  Carr  had  given  me  lately  so  full  an  As- 
surance, that  all  things  between  you  and  the  Indians  were  so 
firmly  Settled,  that  there  was  hardly  any  room  left  for  any 
Distrust  or  Jealousy  of  them,  betwixt  you  and  them,  much  less 
that  so  suddenly  after  they  should  break  out  into  these  unheard 
of  Cruelties  and  villanous  Murthers,  which  as  their  Crimes  have 
no  Parrelel,  so  I  am  assured  the  Vengeance  of  God  will  never 
forsake  us  till  we  avenge  the  Blood  of  y*  In6cent  on  y*  Contri- 
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vers  Heads;  Had  my  Directions  been  bravely  and  vigorously 
followed  by  you  in  the  last  sad  accident,  1  doubt  not  but  it 
wou*d  have  prevented  this,  &  pray  God  this  Sin  be  not  laid 
now  to  your  char^.  I  shall  by  this  conveyance  transmitt  but 
little  to  you  in  regard  I  know  not  how  and  when  it  may  arrive 
you,  but  I  reserve  my  more  ample  Instruc6ns,  w^^  I  will  Send 
by  Peter  Alrick,  who  to-morrow  will  imbarque  in  Tom  the 
Irishman;  However  if  this  arrives  you  first,  I  wou^d  have  you 
to  pretermitt  no  Time,  but  to  l)ethink  how  a  Warr  may  be  pro- 
secuted on  these  Villained;  And  in  regard  it  will  require  some- 
time, till  all  Things  be  brought  in  order  to  the  best  Advantage 
of  compassing  our  Design,  I  think  it  requisite  that  all  the 
Frontier  scattering  Plantacons  be  ordered  imediately  to  thrash 
out  or  remove  all  their  Corne,  as  likewise  their  Cattle,  that  so 
they  may  receive  the  less  damage  by  the  effects  of  the  Warr  w*^ 
will  ensue;  Next  that  none  (on  pain  of  Death)  presume  to 
Sell  any  Powder,  Shot,  or  Strong  Waters  to  the  Indians,  and 
that  in  the  mean  time  you  carry  (if  practicable)  a  seeming  Com- 
placency with  that  Nation  by  either  Treaty  or  Trafiok,  that  so 
they  may  have  the  less  mistrust  of  our  intended  Designes,  but 
if  it  can  be  so  contrived  that  that  Nation  will  either  Deliver 
up  the  Murtherers  to  you  or  their  Heads,  you  have  then  liberty 
to  Assure  that  Nation  of  no  Disturbance  tilll  am  acquainted 
therewith.  The  Governor  of  New  Jersey  and  Cap*  James  Car- 
teret are  acquainted  with  all  our  Resolutions,  who  this  day 
repairs  from  hence  to  his  own  Governm*  to  Settle  all  Things 
in  Order  to  the  bring  those  Vi Haines  to  Condign  Punishm^ 
He  is  very  hearty  and  zealous  in  that  Affair,  and  I  am  assured 
we  may  depend  on  a  handsome  and  considerable  supply  and 
assistance  from  him ;  I  charge  you  let  me  hear  from  you  on  all 
immergent  Occasions,  &  bethink  yourselves  of  prosecuting  a 
Warr,  and  therefore  make  the  best  preparations  in  order  to  it ; 
If  a  good  Work  were  thrown  about  Matinicock  House,  &  that 
stregthned  w^**  a  considerable  Guard,  it  wouM  be  an  admirable 
Frontier,  &  from  thence  we  might  proceede  to  an  Execution 
when  all  things  are  in  readiness  thereto;  I  am  sorry  to  hear 
Cap^  Carr  is  so  ill  as  you  relate  him,  I  hope  he  may  in  some 
reasonable  time  recover  Strength  enough  to  follow  this  Affair 
w***  if  at  this  time  I  had  not  so  many  different  and  consider- 
able Affaires  to  dispatch  you  shouM  not  have  received  a  Letter 
from  me,  but  my  own  Person.  I  have  nothing  more  at  present 
to  Jidd  but  to  assure  you  that  I  am  your  very  affectionate 
Friend.

Cap^  Carr  :  M'  Tom  has  render M  your  sick  condition  bo  to  me 
tiiat  I  was  dishearted  to  direct  my  L*^  to  you  w*^  I  last  sent  for 
fear  it  should  not  have  found  you  in  this  World;  However 
having  promised  to  write  to  you  hy  Tom  the  Irishman,  I  shall 
now  cancell  that  Obligation ;  By  the  Express  I  retum'd  I  gave  a 
full  and  satisfactory  Answer  to  that  Letter  M'  Tom-  sent  me 
concerning  the  barbarous  Murder  of  those  2  poor  Christians,  & 
though  I  promised  to  send  you  by  this  fuller  Instructions,  yet 
I  did  not  apprehend  I  should  be  so  copious  in  that  letter,  as  at 
last  it  prov'd,  &  therefore  [having  advised  yr^^  the  Duplicate 
(w<">  I  send  you  here  enclosed)  I  find  little  Additions  to  be  a£Qxt ; 
And  therefore  till  I  receive  fresher  Information  from  you,  you 
may  guide  yourselves  by  those  rules  I  then  prescribed.  But  in 
regard  it  will  be  impossible  for  me  &  the  Council  at  this  distance 
to  direct  you  punctually  in  this  Affair  how  you  shall  steer  yo* 
Course,  we  must  therefore  reserve  that  to  yo*  prudent  Managery 
In  w^^  I  wou'd  have  you  always  to  take  deliberate  Advise  from 
the  C6missaries  before  you  put  in  practice  any  of  your  intended 
Designs,  .and  be  sure  on  all  occasions  to  advertise  me  of  your 
Motions.  Let  not  the  people  flatter  themselves  w^  any  hopes 
of  an  Accomodation  in  patching  up  a  present  peace,  for  the 
perfidious  dealing  of  the  former  Sachems,  has  now  sufficiently 
Awaken*d  a*  English  Hono*  (w***  I  hope  will  never  be  sullyed) 
to  bring  them  to  a  full  Satisfaction  for  that  Christian  Blood 
so  lately  spilt. 

The  Govern'  of  New  Jersey  is  stept  into  the  Work,  And  in 
order  thereto  has  now  called  an  Assembly,  the  good  effects 
whereof  by  the  next  you  shall  more  largly  understand,  in  the 
meantime  omit  no  opportunity,  and  if  you  can  find  such  ad- 
vantage on  the  Enemy  as  (in  all  humane  probability)  you  may 
promise  yo'selves  a  good  Success,  In  God*s  name  prosecute  it, 
and  God  bless  you.  We  have  had  an  Indian  or  two  from  those 
parts,  who  declare  y'  that  Nation  is  in  great  apprehension  of 
us,  &  look  on  themselves  as  lost,  they  have  tampered  w'^  some 
other  Nations  to  assist  them  but  have  been  totally  refused. 
My  Service  to  all  o'  Friends.  &  fail  not  to  let  me  hear  from  you. 
To'  affectionate  Friend.

Upon  serious  and  mature  Consideracon  of  what  hath  been 
returned  by  the  OfBcers  of  Delaware  in  Answe'  to  the  late  Orders 
sent  thither,  concerning  the  barbarous  Murder  c6mitted  by  some 
Indians  on  the  East  side  of  that  River  upon  two  Christians 
at  Matiniconck  Island,  it  is  Resolved  and  concluded  upon  as 
follows. 

Inp^'" :  That  fche  present  season  of  the  Year  is  not  a  fitting 
Time  to  Comence  a  Warr  w'**  the  Indians  who  shall  take  part  w** 
the  Murderers,  as  well  for  the  Reasons  given  in  writing  from  the 
Officers  at  Delaware,  as  for  other  causes  debated  in  Council;  so 
that  the  present  intended  Expedition  thither  is  deferred  until 
a  more  convenient  Opportunity.  That  in  the  mean  time  all 
Endeavoures  be  used  by  Persons  in  Authority  in  Delaware  to 
have  the  Murderers  brought  in  either  dead  or  alive,  for  the 
Accomplishing  whereof  if  any  reward  shall  be  proposed  or  pro 
luised  by  the  said  Officers  for  the  bringing  them  in, the  same  shall 
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be  puDCtaally  made  good.  And  for  that  Jt  may  so  liappeu 
that  the  Malefact^'  by  some  Stratagem  or  otherways  may  be 
taken  alive,  a  Odmission  shall  be  forthwith  granted  by  his 
Royal  Highness  Govern'  &  herewith  sent  empowering  and  au- 
thorizing the  Officers  and  Magistrates  who  shall  therein  be 
named  to  bring  them  to  condigne  Punishm*  by  putting  the  s** 
Murderers  to  Death  in  the  most  pubiick  and  Shameful  m&ner, 
that  may  l>e,  so  to  strike  a  Terror  and  Consternation  in  the  rest 
of  the  Indians  who  shall  see  or  hear  of  the  same. 

3.  Whereas  some  Resolutions  and  Orders  have  been  lately  made 
at  Delaware,  of  their  Intentions  to  retire  into  Towns  for  their 
better  safety  and  Security  against  the  Indians  in  ease  of  a  Warr, 
the  »•*  resolutions  are  very  well  approved  of;  And  it  is  Order'd 
that  at  their  best  and  soonest  Convenience  they  be  put  in  Exe- 
«ucon  accordingly. 

4.  The  like  resolution  proposed  as  to  Matinicock,  and  it  being 
a  Frontier  place,  it  is  also  Alowed  and  approved  of,  and  shall 
be  done  at  the  first  convenient  time  and  season. 

5.  It  is  also  Ordered,  that  the  Inhabitants  of  Newcastle,  and 
parts  adjacent  upon  Delaware  river  be  digested  into  several 
Companies  as  the  Towns  and  Number  of  Men  will  permitt; 
And  upon  return  of  the  Names  of  tlie  Officers  that  shall  be 
chosen  amongst  them  to  have  the  Command  of  such  Companies 
they  shall  have  Cdmissions  for  their  respective  Employments 
under  his  Ma***"  Obedience.  In  the  meantime  those  Officers 
that  shall  be  chosen,  are  to  Act  and  proceed  with  Allowances 
till  they  be  confirmed. 

G.  That  every  Person  that  can  bear  Amies  from  16  to  60  years 
of  Age,  be  always  provided  with  a  convenient  proportion  of 
Powder  and  Bullet  fit  for  Service  and  their  mutual  Defence, 
upon  a  Penalty  for  their  Neglect  herein  to  be  imposed  by  the 
Coniission  Officers  in  C6mand  according  to  Law. 

7.  That  the  Quantity  or  proportion  of  Powder  &  Shot,  to  be 
all  judged  competent  for  each  person,  be  at  least  One  Pound  of 
Powder  and  Two  Pound  of  Bullet,.  And  if  the  Inhabitants  in 
the  river  shall  not  be  found  sufficiently  provided  for  with 
Armes,  his  royal  Highness  Governor  is  willing  to  furnish  them 
out  of  the  Magazine  or  Stores,  they  being  Accomptable  &  paying 
for  what  they  shall  receive  to  the  Governor  or  his  Order. 

8.  That  the  Places  where  the  Townships  upon  the  river  shall 
be  kept  be  appointed  and  Agreed  upon  by  the  Schout,  C6m- 
issaryes,  &  the  rest  of  the  Officers  there,  accordingly  to  their 
Proposal  sent,  as  also  where  Block  Houses  and  Places  of  Defence 
shall  be  erected  as  well  in  the  town  as  in  the  river. 

9.  That  all  former  Prohibicons  of  Selling  Powder  &  Amuni- 
tion  to  the  Indians  under  what  penalty  soever^  be  &u%\>eud^^ 
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or  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  OfBcers  as  they  shall  see  occasion 
uutil  further  Order. 

10.  That  no  Corn  or  Provissions  be  transported  oat  of  Dela- 
ware, unles  that  w<">  is  already  on  board,  or  intended  to  be  shipt 
in  the  sloop  of  Thomas  Lewis  (now  in  that  river)  for  the  w**^ 
he  shall  have  a  special  Licence  or  permitt,  until  further  Order. 

11.  That  the  Officers  &.  Magistrates  at  Delaware  be  hereby 
iuipowered  &  authorized  to  treat  w^"  the  Neighbour  Indians  of 
the  Susquehanos  or  others  to  join  together  against  the  Mur- 
derers and  such  as  shall  harbour  theiu  or  take  their  part,  if 
occasion  shall  require,  &  to  promise  them  such  reward  as  they 
shall  think  fit.  Provided  it  be  done  with  great  privacy  and 
caution,  so  that  no  sudden  Jealousy  be  given  to  the  persons 
intended  to  be  prosecuted  or  their  Confederates. 

12.  And  Lastly  that  the  aforerecited  Officers  and  Magistrates 
upon  all  emergent  occasions  do  take  care  by  all  means  that  shall 
present  as  well  as  by  Expresses  to  give  an  Ace'  hither  of  what 
from  Time  to  Time  shall  happen  there  in  relation  to  this  matter 
w^  said  Expresses  and  Messengers  shall  be  well  and  duly  Satis- 

.fled  for  their  pains  and  trouble* 


COMISSION  GIVEN  TO  THE  OFFICERS  AT  DELAWARE 
TO  TRY  AND  PUT  TO  DEATH  THE  INDIAN  MUR- 
THERERS  IF  TAKEN  OR  APPREHENDED. 


Whereas  there  hath  been  lately  committed  a  barbarous  and 
horrid  Murder  upon  the  persons  of  2  Christians  at  Matiniconck 
Island  in  Delaware  River  by  two  Indians  well  known  in  those 
parts,  for  the  which  they  have  deserved  Death,  &  since  several 
ways  and  meanes  have  been  &  still  are  Ordered  to  be  endeavored 
for  the  apprehending  &  taking  the  said  Murderers  alive  (if  pos- 
sible) the  which  may  suddenly  happen,  &  it  being  not  thought 
safe  to  keep  them  in  prison  so  long  till  notice  thereof  be  given 
hither,  but  rather  that  speedy  Justice  and  Execution  be  done 
upon  them;  I  have  therefore  by  and  with  the  Advice  of  my 
Councel  thought  fit  to  Authorize  and  appoint,  &  by  these  pre- 
sent do  Authorize  &  appoint  the  present  Officers  and  Magis- 
trates in  Newcastle  and  Delaware  River,  or  any  four  of  them  to 
be  a  special  Court  of  Oyer  &  Terminer,  to  Call  the  s*  Malefactors 
before  them,  &  if  by  proof  or  Confession  they  shall  be  found 
guilty,  that  they  receive  the  Sentence  of  Death,  forthwith  to 
be  put  in  Execution,  And  for  what  they  or  any  four  of  them 
shall  lawfully  Act  and  do  in  prosecution  of  this  my  Cdmission; 
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this  shall  be  to  them  or  any  of  them  a  sufficient  Warrant  & 
Discharge.

Fort  James  the  10'*'  November  1671. 
Cap*  Carr  :  The  backwardness  of  the  Inhabitants  in  Delaware, 
has  put  a  stop  to  the  forwardness  of  those  in  New  Jersey  ^^ho 
were  ready  with  a  handsome  party  to  have  stept  in  the  Work 
to  bring  the  Murderers  to  Condign  punishment.  And  truly  I 
was  much  ashamed  to  see  such  an  Infant  Plantation  to  out 
strip  us,  who  should  have  been  rather  an  Example  to  others 
then  to  follow  them,  especially  having  the  Countenance  of  a 
Garrison  to  boote,  &  you  the  principal  Officer,  what  Acco*  I 
shall  give  to  his  Royal  Highness  of  this  Remissness  I  know  not, 
other,  but  to  lay  the  blame  where  it  justly  is  due;  For  you  to 
receive  the  Duke*s  pay  constantly,  &  the  Appearance  of  Soldiers. 
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and  to  let  the  Fort  run  so  universally  to  decay,  ^  not  employ- 
inio^  them  in  the  Reparacons  when  they  did  no  Duty,  is  but  just 
a  perfect  Eleut-Charge  to  the  Duke;  For  it  is  not  reasonable 
that  his  Royal  H'  should  be  at  y'  Char^^e  only  to  Allow  you 
Sallary,  &  Soldiers,  and  no  Fruits  appear  of  their  Labour  & 
Industry;  Tis  otherwise  so  at  Albany,  which  Garrison  in  no 
respect  exceeds  yo"  and  yet  Salisbury  with  his  Men  have  made 
shift  to  refortify  that  place  very  secure ;  Besides  the  Inhabitants 
not  so  much  as  digested  into  any  Military  Form,  nor  half  of  them 
Armed,  though  you  have  had  anually  Monitors  of  the  Murthers 
c6mitted  on  your  Inhabitants;  Believe  me,  this  Remissness 
will  one  day  be  calTd  upon,  and  how  you  will  Answer  it  you 
best  know,  though  I  fear.  % 

What  hath  now  been  concluded  on  will  be  brought  to  you 
by  Peter  Alrick,to  which  I  expect  a  punctual  compliance  at  your 
peril.  I  intend  early  in  the  Spring  to  be  with  you,  by  which 
time  I  hope  you  will  contrive  it  so  that  the  Murderers  may  be 
brought  in  dead  or  alive,  and  likewise  ihe  former  Murderers  of 
the  Women  &  Children  at  the  Parde  Hook,  something  must  l>e 
done  considerably  to  wipe  off  that  Stain  of  yo'  Remissness,  or 
I  c4not  now  determine  what  Penalties  may  ensue.  I  have  both 
formerly  and  now  transmitted  all  the  Insolency  of  the  Indians 
to  his  Royal  Highnesse,  whose  Answ'  I  expect,  till  when  I  say 
no  more  on  that  Subject.     1  am

About  11  days  since  that  M'  A 1  rick  came  from  New  Yorke 
the  Indians  desire  to  speak  w^**  us  once  more  concerning  the 
Murtherers,  whereupon  they  Sent  for  me  to  Peter  Rambers, 
where  coming  they  faithfully  promised  within  the  time  of  six 
days  to  bring  in  the'Murtberers  dead  or  alive,  whereupon  they 
sent  out  two  Indians  to  the  Stoutest  to  bring  him  in,  not 
doubting  easily  to  take  the  other,  he  being  an  Indian  of  little 
Courage;  but  the  least  Indian  getting  knowledge  of  the  design 
of  the  Sachems  ran  to  Advise  his  Fellow,  &  advised  him  to  run, 
or  else  they  shou'd  be  both  killed;  who  Answered  him  he  was 
not  ready  but  in  the  Morning  wou'd  go  with  him  to  the  Magues, 
advised  him  to  go  to  the  next  House  for  fear  of  saspitidn,  which 
he  did,  and  the  two  Indians  coming  to  his  House  at  Night, 
the  one  being  his  great  Friend,  he  asked  him  if  he  wou*d  kill 
him  who  Answered  no;  But  the  Sachems  have  Ordered  you  to 
dye,  whereupon  he  demanded  what  his  Brothers  said,  who 
Answered  they  say  the  like;  Then  he  holding  his  hands  before 
his  Eyes  said  Kill  me:  whereupon  this  Indian  that  comes  with 
Cockee  shot  him  with  two  Bullets  in  the  Breast,  &  gave  him 
two  or  three  Cutts  w'^  a  Bill  on  the  head,  &  brought  him  downe 
to  Wickakee  from  whence  we  shall  carry  him  tomorrow  to  New- 
castle, there  to  hang  him  in  Chains;  for  which  we  gave  to  the 
Sachems  five  Match  Coats,  w"**  M'  Aldrick  paid  then,  when  the 
other  Indian  heard  the  Shott  in  the  night  naked  as  he  was  lie  ran 
into  the  Woods,  But  this  Sachem  promised  to  bring  the  other 
alive;  for  which  we  have  promised  them  three  Match  Coats. 
The  Indians  brought  a  great  many  of  their  Youug  men  with 
them,  &  there  before  us  they  openly  told  them,  that  now  they 
saw  a  Begin ing,  &  all  that  did  the  like  should  be  Served  in 
the  same  nuiner.  They  promisM  l^efore  them  &  us,  y*  if  any  other 
Murther  were  comitted  by  the  Indians  upon  the  Christians,  y* 
they  wou'd  bring  the  Murderers  to  us:  How  to  believe  this 
we  know  not,  but  the  Sachems  seem  to  desire  no  Warr,  We 
liave  promised  them  y*  yo'  Hono""  will  be  over  in  the  Spring,  & 
y*  when  yo'  Hono"^  comes,  yo*^  Honor  will  bring  over  Thirty  or 
Forty  Horse  w^  they  need  not  fear,  for  y'  yo'  Hono*"  will  not 
trouble  them  if  they  hold  the  Peace,  but  enter  into  a  Treaty 
w***  them.  The  Stoppage  of  the  letter  caused  y*  yo'  Hon'  had  not 
Tidings  by  Tho"  Lewis.  I  shall  not  now  give  yo'  Honor  any 
further  trouble  at  present,  untill  further  Occurences  but  remain

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We  have  promised  the  Indians  that  come  over  with  these 
Letters  each  a  Match  Coat,  &  a  Cleat  Cloath,  w*''^  we  desire  yo'

was  unwillintrto  go  over  in  this  Juncture  of  time  not  knowing 
how  the  Young  Men  of  tlie  Indians  stood  effected ;  He  always 
living  by  the  Christians ;  Therefore  we  sent  one  of  the  greatest 
sachems  (by  name  Colecocum)  to  secure  him  and  the  Letters.

Fort  James  y  22  of  December  1671. 

M'  Tom  :  The  welcome  News  of  y"  succes  of  the  Indian  Affair 
in  y'  Parts  came  safely  to  my  hands  by  Cokee  by  whom  I  return 
this,  &  withal  not  only  my  approbation  in  what  you  w***  y*  Com- 
issarys  have  Acted,  but  likewise  my  Thanks  to  you  all  for 
pushing  of  it  to  that  issue,  w***  if  not  vigorously  |)erformed 
wou'd  have  rendered  the  remedy  more  hazardous,  if  not  des- 
perate. I  very  well  like  your  resolution  of  hanging  up  the 
Villians  body  in  Chains  and  I  doubt  not  but  the  Novelty  of  it 
may  produce  good  Effects  to  restrain  y*'  Exorbitancys  of  any 
Indians  from  }**  like  attempts.  'Tis  more  than  probable  y"  if  j** 
Blow  were  now  a  litle  followed  (whilst  y*^  Savages  labour  under 
great  fear)  That  the  Murtherers  that  comitted  that  horrid  act 
at  Parde  Hooke  might  taste  the  same  fate  w***  him  you  have 
designed  to  hang  in  Chains;  &  therefore  if  y**  Villains  can  be 
heard  of,  make  y"  like  Challenge  of  them  to  y'^  Sagamores  you 
did  for  y«  last,  but  this  must  be  whilst  y**  fame  of  the  last  Action 
continues  fresh,  otherwise  I  fear  it  may  prove  fruitless.  If  y' 
other  Villain  be  delivered  to  you  alive,  let  him  suffer  in  y^ 
most  Exemplary  way  that  may  be,  leaving  y*  maner  &  place  to 
yo'^self :  And  pray  let  me  hear  from  you.  In  y*  Spring  I  propose 
to  See  you,  but  shall  find  a  way  to  Advertise  you  timely  before 
hand.

their  Plunder  I  had  imediate  opportunity  of  transinittiog  to 
his  Royal  Highness  by  a  Ship  then  bound  away  for  London,

That  in  the  Towne  especially 
you  make  your  Guard  as  Strong  as  you  can,  and  keep  a  strict 
Watch,  and  if  any  Enemy  comes  to  Demand  the  Place  that  yoa 
first  Desire  to  know  their  Authority  and  commission,  and  how 
it  comes  to  Pass  those  of  Maryland  should  now  make  such  an 
Invasion  after  so   long  quiet  Possession  of  those  Parts  by  his 
Royal   Highness  his  Deputys,  under  his  Maj***  Obedience  and 
by  other  Nations  before  that  several  Years  before  the  date  of

The  Deputies  from  the  South  river  entering  and  delivering 
their  credentials,  further  declaring  their  submission  to  the 
sovereignty  of  their  High  Mightiness  the  Lords  States-General 
of  the  United  Netherlands  and  his  Serene  Highness,  the  Prince 
of  Orange,  with  requests  that  they  may  be  granted  and  allowed 
some  privileges,  handing  in,  too  that  effect,  some  articles  which, 
being  taken  into  consideration,  it  is  ordered  as  follows: 
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First.  The  Petitionen*  are  allowed,  until  further  order  from 
our  Lords  Principals,  free  trade  and  commerce  with  Christinns 
and  Indians,  the  same  as  given  and  granted  to  all  other  inhabi. 
tants. 

2*^  A  person  shall  be  appoints  Commandant  over  the  South 
river  who  shall  be  authorized  to  enlist  10  @.  12  men  on  our 
account,  and  furthermore,  to  summon  every  sixth  man  from 
among  the  inhabitants  of  that  river,  and  to  order  a  fort  to  be 
built  in  the  most  suitable  place,  such  as  the  Commandant  shal 
judge  necessary  for  the  defence  of  said  river. 

3**  The  Commandant  shall  appoint  a  person  to  collect  all 
debts  due  the  English  government,  report  whereof  being  made 
to  the  Hon****  Governor,  further  order  shall  be  issued   thereon. 

4*''  The  Petitioners  are  allowed  Freedom  of  Conscience. 

5th  rpjjp  Hon****  Governor  shall,  at  the  proper  time,  make  due 
disposition  of  the  valley  adjoining  the  place. 

6"*  The  Swedes  and  Fins  residing  there  on  the  South  river 
shall  enjoy  the  same  privileges  as  will  be  granted  to  all  other 
subjects  of  this  government. 

7'*^  In  compensation  and  consideration  of  the  excessive  ex- 
penses which  the  inhabitants  of  the  South  river  shall  have  to 
incur  in  erecting  the  fort,  they  are  hereby  granted  and  allowed 
exemption  from  all  rent  charges  and  excise  on  Wine,  Beer  and 
distilled  liquors  which  will  be  (consumed  on  the  South  river 
until  the  month  of  May  in  the  year  1676. 

Qth  Those  of  the  English  nation  shall  enjoy  the  same  privileges 
as  will  l3e  granted  to  all  other  inhabitants  of  this  government, 
provided  they  take  the  oath  of  allegiance. 

9^  All  inhabitants  of  the  South  river  shall  have  and  hold 
all  their  houses,  lands  and  goods  lawfully  belonging  to  theiu. 

And  in  case  any  persons  now  resideing  in  Maryland  have 
taken  up  any  lands  in  the  South  river,  and  obtained  legal  deeds 
therefor,  such  persons  shall  be  permitted  within  the  time  of 
three  months  from  date  hereof  to  apply  to  the  Governor  here 
and  obtain  confirmation  of  their  patents,  and  in  like  manner 
they  shall  be  obliged  to  settle  down  under  this  government, 
and  take  oath  of  allegiance,  on  pain  of  forfeiting  their  lands 
iiforesaid.     Ady  as  above.

One  Court  of  Justice  for  New  Amstel,  to  which  provisionally 
shall  resort  the  inhabitants  dwelling  on  the  east  and  west  banks 
of  Kristina  kill  unto  Boom  ties  Hook,  with  those  of  Apoquena- 
mins  kill  inclusive. 

One  Court  of  Justice  for  the  inhabitants  of  Upland,  to  which 
{provisionally  shall  resort  the  inhabitants  both  on  the  East  and 
West  banks  of  Kristina  kill  and  upwards  unto  the  head  of  the 
river. 

One  Court  of  Justice  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  Whorekill, 
to  which  shall  provisionally  resort  the  inhabitants  both  on  the 
East  and  West  sides  of  Cape  Hinloopen,  unto  Boomties  Hook 
aforesaid. 

And  all  the  aforesaid  inhabitants  are  hereby  required  and 
directed  to  deliver  the  nomination  to  the  Commandant  or 
Schout  Peter  A 1  rigs,  to  be  then  transmitted  to  us  by  the  first 
opportunity,  when  a  selection  shall  be  made  therefrom  and 
sent  to  each  of  them.     Dated  as  above.

The  Honorable  Council  of  War  ocer  a  squadron  of  ships  now  at 
anchor  in  Uiulson's  river  in  New  Netherlands  for  and  in  the 
name  of  their  High  Mightiness  the  States- General  of  the  United 
Netherlands^  and  his  Serene  Highness  the  Prince  of  Orange. 

To  all  who  shall  see  or  hear  these.  Greeting: 

WHBREAe  it  is  necessary  to  appoint  a  fit  and  able  person  as 
Governor  General  to  hold  the  supreme  command  over  this  con- 
q.iest  of  Netherlands  with  all  its  appendencies  and  dependencies, 
beginning  at  Cape  Hinlopen,  or  the  south  side  of  Delaware 
bay,  and  fifteen  luiles  more  southerly,  including  said  bay  and 
South  river  as  they  were  formerly  possessed  by  the  Directors 
of  the  city  of  Amsterdam,  and  aft-er  by  the  English  government, 
in  the  name  and  on  the  behalf  of  the  Duke  of  York ;  and  further 
from  the  said  Cape  Hinlopen  along  the  Great  Ocean  to  the  east 
end  of  Long  Island  and  Shelter  Island;  and  thence  westward 
to  the  middle  of  the  channel,  cal1e<l  the  Sound,  to  a  town  called 
Greenwich,  on  the  main,  and  so  to  run  landward  in,  northerly; 
provided  that  such  line  shall  not  come  within  ten  miles  of  the 
North  river,  conformable  to  the  provisional  settlement  of  the 
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boundary  made  in  1650  and  afterwards  ratified  by  the  States 
General,  February  23,  1656,  and  January  28,  1664;  with  all  the 
lands,  islands,  rivers,  lakes,  kills,  creeks,  fresh  and  salt  waters, 
fortresses,  cities,  towns,  and  plantations  therein  comprehended. 
Wherefore,  being:  suflBciently  assured  of  the  capacity  of  Anthony 
Colve,  Captain  of  a  company  of  Duch  Infantry  in  the  service  of 
their  High  Mightinesses  the  States-General  of  the  XJnit'ed  Ne- 
therlands and  his  Serene  Highness  the  Prince  of  Orange,  &c, 
by  virtue  of  our  commission  granted  us  by  their  before  men- 
tioned  High  Mightinesses  and  His  Serene  Highness,  we  have 
appointed,  commissioned  and  qualified,  as  we  do  by  these  pre- 
sents commission  and  qualify  the  said  Captain  Anthony  Colve 
to  be  Governor  General  of  this  country  and  the  forts  thereunto 
belonging,  with  all  the  appendencies  and  depend ienoes  thereof, 
to  govern,  rule  and  protect  them  from  all  invlksions  of  enemies, 
as  he,  to  the  best  of  his  ability  shall  judge  most  necessary. 
We  therefore  charge  all  high  and  low  oflBcers,  justices,  magis- 
trates and  other  commanders,  soldiers,  burgers  and  all  the  in- 
habitants of  this  country,  to  acknowledge,  honor,  respect  and 
obey  said  Anthony  Colve  as  their  Governor- General,  for  such 
we  have  judged  necessary  for  the  service  of  the  country.     All 
subject  to  the  approbation  of  our  principals.

Wherkas,  it  is  necessary  to  dispatch  a  fit  and  proper  person 
as  Commander  and  Sellout  on  the  South  river  in  New  Nether- 
land, lately  called  Delaware,  beginning  from  Cape  Henlopen  and 
so  far  more  southerly  as  the  same  was  heretofore  possessed  and 
settled  at  the  time  of  the  previous  Dutch  government ;  we  there- 
fore, on   the  good   report  to  us  given  of  the  person  of  Peter 
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Alrififhs,  late  Ensign  and  Commissary  there  in  the  time  of  the 
Dutch  government  aforesaid,  have  commissioned,  qualified  and 
appointed,  and  do  here  by  •commission,  qualify  and  appoint  him, 
Peter  Alrighs,  Commander  and  Schoui  of  said  river,  in  order 
us  Commander  and  sohout,  under  the  supreme  command  and 
authority  as  aforesaid,  the  said  river  and  its  inhabitants  both 
on  the  east  and  west  banks  to  govern,  rule  and  against  all 
hostile  invasions  to  protect,  as  he  shall  find  consistent  with  the 
bebt  means  in  his  power  for  the  public  service.  Hereby  ordering 
and  commanding  all  oflBcers,  justices,  magistrates,  burghers  and 
inhabitants  there,  the  above  named  Peter  Alrighs  as  their  Com- 
mander and  Schout,  under  the  supreme  authority  lis  aforesaid, 
to  honor,  respect  and  obey ;  for  such  we  have  judged  necessary 
for  the  public  service.

•  Whereas,  Andries  Draeyer,  the  Commandant  of  Fort  Nassau^ 
will  stand  in  need  of  some  money  for  the  support  of  that  Fort 
and  its  garrison,  therefore  have  I  considered  it  necessary  to  pro- 
vide him  with  credit  there;  and  you  are  hereby  required  to 
furnish  the  above  named  Commander  on  his  order  whatever  he 
shall  need  for  that  purpose,  until  otherwise  directed,  and  not 
fail  every  three  months  to  transmit  to  me  proper  account  of 
the  same.

Instruction  for  Peter  Aldrickx,  Svhout  and  Commander  at  the 

South  river. 

1. — The  pure,  true  Christian  religion,  according  to  the  Synod 
of  Dort,  shall  be  taught  and  maintained  in  every  proper  manner, 
without  suffering  anything  to  be  attempted  contrary  thereunto 
by  any  other  sectaries. 

2. — He  is  earnestly  recommended  to  keep  his  men  in  good 
order  and  strictly  within  the  Fort  all  night. 

3. — He  shall  keep  up  good  correspondence  with  the  Commis. 
saries  of  the  South  river. 

4. — He  shall  keep  the  Natives  and  Indieois  as  much  as  possible 
devoted  to  him  and  render  by  all  means  in  his  power  the  Dutch 
government  agreeable  to  them. 

5.— In  issuing  the  rations  he  shall  regulate  himself  by  the 
following: 

For  each  man,  a  week,  6  lbs  of  beef  or  3^  lbs  of  pork;  6  lbs 
of  bread ;  i  lb.  of  butter,  or  2  stivers  Hollands  instead. 
}  barrel  small  beer  for  seven  men. 
1  skelpel  of  peas  a  man,  a  month,  in  addition. 
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6.— In  resrard  to  the  office  of  Schout,  he  shall  conduct  himself 
tlierein  according  to  the  instruction  which  shall  be  sent  him 
to  that  effect. 

7. — Furthermore,  he  shall  have  to  regulate  himself  agreeably 
to  any  additional  orders  and  instructions  which  will  be  trans- 
mitted to  him  from  time  to  time. 

8. —He  shall  not  fail  on  all  occasions  to  report  what  passes 
there,  and  when  necessary  to  send  a  boat  express  for  that  par- 
pose.

Provisional  Itistmction  for  the  ScJiout  and  Magistraies, 

Art.  1. — The  Sheriff  and  Magistrates  shall,  each  in  his 
<iuality,  take  care  that  the  Reformed  Christian  Religion  be 
maintained  in  conformity  to  the  Synod  of  Dordrecht  without 
permitting  any  other  sects  attempting  anything  contrary  there- 
to. 

2. — The  Sheriff  shall  be  present,  as  often  as  possible,  at  all 
the  meetiugps  &Dd  preside  over  the  same;  but  should  he  act  for 
himself  as  party,  or  in  behalf  of  the  rights  of  the  Lords  Patroons 
or  of  Justice,  he  shall,  in  such  case  rise  from  his  seat  and  leave 
the  Bench  and  in  that  event  he  shall  not  have  any  advisory 
much  less  a  concluding  vote,  but  the  oldest  Schepen  shall,  then, 
preside  in  his  place. 

JJ. — All  cases  relating  to  the  Police,  security  and  Peace  of  the 
Inhabitants;  also  to  Justice  between  man  and  man,  shall  be 
finally  determined  by  the  Magistrates  of  each  of  the  aforesaid 
villages,  to  the  amount  of,  and  under,  sixty  florins,  Beaver, 
without  appeal :  In  case  the  sum  be  larger  the  aggrieved  party 
may  appeal  to  the  meeting  of  the  Sheriff  and  Councillors  del- 
egated from  the  villages  subject  to  his  jurisdiction,  for  which 
purpose  one  person  shall  be  annually  appointed  from  each 
village  who  shall  assemble  in  the  most  covenient  place  to  be 
fielected  by  them,  and  who  shall  have  power  to  pronounce  final 
judgment  to  the  amount  of  fl.  240  Beavers  and  thereunder.  But 
in  all  cases  exceeding  that  sum  each  one  shall  be  entitled  to  an 
appeal  to  the  Governor-General  and  Council  here. 

4. — In  case  of  inequality  of  votes,  the  minority  shall  submit 
to  the  majority;  But  those  who  are  of  a  contrary  opinion  may 
liave  it  recorded  in  the  minutes  but  not  divulge  it  without  the 
meeting  on  pain  of  arbitrary  correction. 

5.  —  Whenever  any  cases  occur  in  the  meeting  in  which  any 
of  the  Magistrates  are  interested,  such  Magistrate  shall,  in  that 
instance,  rise  and  absent  himself,  as  is  hereinbefore  stated,  in 
the  2^  article,  of  the  Sheriff. 

0.— All  inhabitants  of  the  abovenamed  villages  shall  be  citable 
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before  said  Sheriff  aud  Schepens  or  their  delegated  Councillors 
wlio  shall  hold  their  meetings  and  courts  as  often  as  they  shall 
consider  requisite.  ) 

7. —All  criminal  offences  shall  be  referred  J:o  the  Governor- 
General  and  Council,  on  condition  that  the  Sheriff  be  obliged 
to  apprehend  the  offenders,  to  seize  and  detain  them  and  to 
convey  them  as  prisoners  under  proper  safeguard  to  the  Chief 
Magistrate  with  good  aud  correct  information  for  or  against 
the  offenders. 

8. — Smaller  offences,  such  as  quarrels,  abusive  words,  threats, 
fisticuffs  and  such  like,  are  left  to  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Magis- 
trates of  each  particular  village. 

9.— The  Sheriff  and  Schepens  shall  have  power  to  conclude 
on  some  ordinances  for  the  welfare  and  peace  of  the  inhabitants 
of  their  district,  such  as  laying  out  highways,  setting  off  lands 
and  gardens  and  in  like  manner  what  appertains  to  agriculture 
observance  Of  the  Sabbath,  erecting  churches,  school-houses  or 
similar  public  works.  Item,  against  fighting  and  wrestling  and 
such  petty  offences,  provided  such  ordinances  are  not  contrary 
but  as  far  as  is  possible,  conformable  to  the  Laws  of  our  Father- 
land and  the  Statutes  of  this  Province;  and,  therefore,  all  orders 
of  any  importance  shall,  before  publication,  be  presented  to  the 
Chief  Magistrate  and  his  approval  thereof  requested. 

10. — The  said  Sheriff  and  Schepens  shall  be  bound  strictly  to 
observe  and  cause  to  be  observed  the  Placards  and  Ordinances 
which  shall  be  enacted  and  published  by  the  supreme  authority, 
and  not  suffer  anything  to  be  done  against  them,  but  cause  the 
transgressors  therein  to  be  proceeded  against  according  to  the 
tenor  thereof;  and  further,  promptly  execute  such  orders  as 
the  Governor-General  shall  send  them  from  tiiue  to  time. 

11.— The  Sheriff  and  Schepens  shall  be  also  obliged  to  acknow- 
ledge as  their  Sovereign  Rulers,  their  High  Mightinesses  the 
Lord  States- General  of  the  United  Netherlands  and  his  Serene 
Highness  the  Lord  Prince  of  Orange,  and  to  maintain  their 
sovereign  jurisdiction,  right  and  domain  over  this  country. 

12. — The  selection  of  all  inferior  oflBcers  and  servants  in  the 
employ  of  the  Sheriff  and  of  the  Schepens,  the  Secretary  alone 
excepted,  shall  be  made  and  confirmed  bv  themselves. 

13.— The  Sheriff  shall,  by  himself  or  deputies  execute  all  the 
Magistrates*  judgments  and  not  discharge  any  one  except  by 
advice  of  the  Court ;  he  shall  also  take  good  care  that  the  places 
under  his  charge  shall  be  cleansed  of  all  mobs,  gamblers,  whore- 
houses and  such  like  impurities. 

14. — The  Sheriff  shall  receive  the  half  of  all  civil  fines  accruing 
during  his  term  of  office  together  with  one-third  part  of  what 
belongs  to  the  respective  villages  from  criminal  cases;  but  he 
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shall  neither  directly  nor  indirectly  receive  any  presents  for- 
bidden by  law. 

15.  Towards  the  tiiue  of  election,  the  Sheriff  and  Schepens 
shall  nominate  as  Schepensa  doable  number  of  the  best  qaali- 
fied,  the  honestest,  most  intelligent  and  wealthest  inhabitants, 
exclusively  of  the  Reformed  Christian  Religion  or  at  least  well 
affected  thereunto,  to  be  presented  to  the  Grovcrnor,  who  shall 
then  make  his  election  therefrom  with  continuation  of  some 
of  the  old  ones  in  case  his  Honor  may  deem  it  necessary.

In 
other  respects  nothing  has  transpired  here  since  you  left  worthy 
notice.

of  New  England  beginning  at  a  certaine  place  railed  or  knowne 
by  y*  name  of  S*  Croix  next  adjoyneing  to  New  Scotland  in 
America  and  from  thence  extending  along  y*  sea  Coast  unto 
a  certaine  place  called  Pemaquin  or  Pemaquid  and  soe  up  the 
River  thereof  to  y  furthest  head  of  the  same,  as  it  tendeth 
Northwards  and  extending  from  thence  to  the  River  Kinebequi 
and  soe  upwards  by  y*  shortest  course  to  y**  River  Canada  north- 
wards.

And  y^  said  Eidmund 
Andros  Esq'  to  observe  follow  and  execute  such  orders  and  direc- 
tions as  he  shall  from  time  to  time  receive  from  myselfe.

INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  GOVERNOR  ANDROSS. 


Instruocofis  for  Edm^  Andros  Esif  my  D  QovenV  of  Long 
Island,  New  York  and  my  adja&  territories  in  America, 

1. — You  shall  together  with  these  Instructions  receive  a  copie 
of  His  Ma"  Patent  for  granting  unto  Mee  Long  Island  and  some 
part  of  ye  Continent  adjacent  by  w*^''  you  will  see  how  far  y» 
territory  doth  extend  W**  is  comitte  to  your  chardge;  besides 
such  other  accessions  as  have  been  gained  by  armes  w***  are  not 
agreed  by  Treaty  to  be  surrendered. 

2.— When  you  shalbe  arrived  at  New  Yorke  you  shall  take 
possession  thereof  in  my  name  from  those  Dutch  who  have 
lately  seated  themselves  there  and  are  oblidged  by  y*  .  .  . 
Article  of  His  Ma",  last  Treaty  of  Peace  w'^'y*  States  General  1  of 
United  Provinces  to  surrender  it  in  y«  same  condic^n  that  it 
was  at  y*  time  of  y*  publication  of  y®  said  Treaty. 

3.— Being  possessed  of  New  York  (and  in  vertue  thereof,  of 
y«  territoryes  thereunto  belonging)  you  shall  by  all  possible 
meanes  satisfy  y*  inhabitants,  as  well  Natives  as  Straunsersas 
English  that  your  intention  is  not  to  disturbe*  them  in  their 
possessions,  but  on  y**  contrary  that  yo''  comeing  is  for  their 
proteecAn  and  benefitt,  for  y*  encouragement  of  Planters  and 
Plantations  and  y*  improvement  of  trade  and  comerce,  and  for 
y*  preservacun  of  religion  justice  and  equity  amongst  you. 

4.— And  y*^  better  to  pers^wade  y  inhabitants  of  y*  sincerity 
of  yo*"  intenccnns  herein,  you  are  in  y*  first  place  to  take  care  y* 
a  strict  discipline  be  kept  among  y*  Sold"  and  Oflftcers  und"^  y*. 
Cdmand,  severely  punishing  any  disorderly  or  debauched  pro- 
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ceedings  among  them,  thereby  to  avoyd  all  cause  of  Complaints 
from  y*  InhabitaDts  and  at  y*  same  time  to  invite  y"by  yo'  ex- 
ample to  live  soberly  and  discreetly  in  theire  severall  vooacdus. 

6. — You  are  are  not  to  molest  or  vex  any  person  of  y*  Inhabi- 
tants there  upon  pretence  of  their  haveing  lately  dealt  treacher- 
ously in  assisting  Eveson  or  his  party  in  takeing  y*  Fort  or  in 
giveing  him  intelligence  of  y*  condio6n  thereof,  thereby  to  invite 
him  to  the  attempt  (except  such  person  having  offended  shall 
prove  to  be  an  Englishman,  in  w^*^  case  onely  you  are  to  proceeil 
against 'him  to  y*  forfeiture  of  his  estate,  or  as  y*'  law  shall  deter- 
mine) But  if  you  shall  find  any  of  y*  Dutch  (or  other  forreigners) 
inhabitants  have  been  active  in  y*  matter,  you  shall  take  care  to 
observe  them  more  circumspectly  hereafter,  and  if  they  be  posted 
in  any  place  of  strength  where  the  continuance  of  persons  of 
doubtfull  affections  may  be  dangerous,  you  shall  by  all  lawful! 
means  induce  them  to  remove  to  other  places  as  beneficial!  to 
them  but  less  hazardous  to  y*  publick  safety. 

6.— You  are  to  dispose  of  y*  sold"  und'  yo*"  comand  according 
as  you  judge  fittest  for  y«  security  of  yo'  govern m',  takeing 
special!  care  of  y«  Forts  of  New  York  and  New  Albany  as  being 
places  upon  w*»  (in  a  manner)  wholely  depend  y«  safety  and  trade 
ot  y*  whole  country. 

7— You  shall  give  all  manner  of  encouragement  to  plant^^rs 
of  all  Nations,  but  especially  to  Englishmen,  to  come  and  settle 
und'  Yo'  government  and  you  sliall  assigne  them  lands,  either 
of  the  unplanted  or  of  such  plant-ed  lands  as  shalbe  confiscated 
from  time  to  time,  by  the  crimes  and  convictions  of  the  former 
possessors,  or  shall  escheate  to  Me;  making  this  difference, 
that  such  as  shalbe  settled  in  lands  formerly  planted,  be  obliged 
to  certain  services  (gratis)  for  y*  ease  of  y«  governm*,  beyond 
what  y*  others  are  oblidged  to,  and  if  you  can  reserve  out  of 
y®  confiscated  lands  and  others,  ^afilcient  for  y*  maintenance 
of  y*govememS  you  shall  doe  good  service  in  applying  the  rest 
of  them  to  that  use. 

8.— Your  next  care  must  be  to  settle  y*"  Publique  Paym'*  and 
impositions,  and  the  course  of  justice  for  determining  all 
differences  amongst  the  Inhabitants  and  others  und'  yo""  juris- 
diction. For  y*  Publique  Payments  in  reguard  upon  y*  best 
enquiry  that  can  be  made  here  into  y*  state  of  trade  in  those 
countryes  and  y*  causes  y'  may  have  been  most  efficient  in  y^ 
delay  of  those  improvem**  w**»  it  hath  long  been  hoped  might  be 
made  therein ;  it  seems  necessary  to  make  some  abatem"  in  y" 
customes,  as  well  to  encourage  those  who  are  already  settled 
there, as  to  invite  others  (especially  His  Ma**  subjects)  to  trafficke 
and  inhabitt  w***  you ;  therefore  it  will  be  convenient  that  you 
have  these  Rules  following: 
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Rules  e8ta>bliiihed  for  y*  Custometf  at  New  York. 

Forraigue  goods  imported  to  New  York  are  to  pay  as  follow- 
eth,  viz' 

1.— All  Goods  (except  such  as  are  here  particularly  rated) 
iihipped  iu  Engl^  or  in  any  of  the  English  Plantations  when 
imported  into  New  York,  are  to  pay  Two  p'  Cent  ad  valorem; 
but  if  it  shall  appeare  that  any  ship  came  from  any  other 
country  to  England  w'**  a  cargo  of  goods  and  paying  her  Cus- 
tomes  there,  proceed  thence  for  New  York  w'**  y'  said  cargo,  y*» 
the  goods  of  such  cargo  to  pay  Ten  p'  cent  ad  valorem. 

All  those  goods  goeing  up  Hudson's  River  to  pay  Three  p' 
Cent  ad  valorem  over  and  above  y'  Two  p'  cent  at  iiuportacon 
at  New  York. 

2. — Salt  (except  it  be  for  y*  fishery)  at  importac6n  to  New 
York  to  pay  Three  p'  Cent  ad  valorem  and  nothing  more  at 
goeing  up  y*  River. 

8. — Wines  from  any  Port  to  pay  Ten  shillings  p'  Butt  or  Pipe. 

Brandy  and  other  Spiritts  to  pay  fifteene  shilling^  p'  Hogs- 
head. 

Rum  to  pay  six  shillings  per  Hogshead. 

All  those  liquors  goeing  up  Hudson's  River  to  pay  y*  same 
rates  againe  at  goeing  up  y^  River  as  they  paid  at  comeing  into 
New  York. 

Goods  of  the  Country  comeing  into  New  York  are  to  pay  as 
foUoweth  vi7> 

1.— Beaver  p""  merchandable  skin  to  pay  one  shilling  three 
pence  p'  skin.  All  other  furrs  skius  and  Peltry  to  pay  propor- 
tiouably  to  Beaver. 

3.— Tobacco  of  y*  growth  of  y*  place  if  it  goes  for  England  to 
pay  two  shill.  p'  Hogshead;  but  Tobacco  of  y«  [ilace,  if  it  do 
not  give  bond  to  come  for  Eng^  according  to  y«  Stat,  of  25  Rs. 
Car.  2.  is  to  pay  in  Tobacco,  one  peny  p^  weight. 

8. — All  goods,  both  of  y-  country  and  forreigne  goods  lo  be 
unci'  y*  same  regulacon  and  paym"  in  Delaware  River  as  in 
Hudson's  River. 

Lastly. — These  Rates  to  hold  good  for  three  yeares  to  c6mence 
from  y®  arrivall  and  publication  of  y"  at  New  Y'^ork. 

Provided,  neverthelesse,  y'  all  utensil  Is  such  as  spades,  axes 
plowshares,  shovells,  and  such  like  as  shalbe  necessary  and  im- 
ployed   about  y*  improvem'  of  Plantac6ns  shalbe  exempt  from 
y«  paying  of  three  p'  Cent  ad  valoreiu   at  their  going   up  the 
River. 

In  what  relates  to  other  payments  of  Publique  nature,  such 
as  are  excise,  benefltts  from  a  publique  Weigh-house,  merketts. 
port  duties,  pilotage,  fines,  aineraciam"  &*  or  soe  many  of  them. 
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or  such  like  as  upon  enquiry  you  sliall  find  have  been  used  and 
gathered  by  Coll.  Niehollsand  Coll.  Lovelace,  you  are  by  some 
temporary  ord^  to  continue  for  six  or  twelve  months,  which 
you  may  afterwards  renue  for  6  or  12  months  more  (if  in  y"  in- 
terim you  shall  not  have  receive  ord"  from  me  therein, declareing 
y^  yo*^  intention  is  to  send  to  me ;  but  in  the  mean  time  it  is  of 
necessity  y'  they  continue  their  paym"  and  by  y'  means  it  is 
probable  they  will  more  cheerfully  submitc  to  any  part  w*'' 
shall  seeme  ^reivous  to  y"  whereby  you  will  have  y*  more  time 
to  settle  all  things. 

As  to  y*  course  of  justice  you  are  to  take  care  y'  it  be  admin- 
istered w"»  all  possible  equality  w''>out  regard  to  Dutch  or  English 
in  their  private  concernes,  it  being  my  desire  as  much  as  may 
be,  that  such  as  Jive  under  your  governm^  may  have  as  much 
satisfaci.ion  in  their  condicon  as  U  possible,  and  y'  w"*out.  y 
least  appearance  of  partial lity,  they  may  see  their  just  rights 
preserved  to  y"  inviolably. 

And  as  to  y*  formes  of  Justice,  1  think  it  best  for  you  to  put 
in  execution  such  lawes  rules  and  ord"  as  you  find  have  been 
established  by  Coll.  Nichollsand  Coll.  Lovelace,  and  not  to 
vary  from  them  but  upon  emergent  necessities,  and  y*  advice  of 
yo'  Councell  and  the  gravest  &  experienced  persons  there;  and 
if  any  such  aiterac6n  be  made,  that  it  be  only  temporary  for  a 
yeare,  and  if  it  be  not  confirmed  by  me  within  that  time,  then 
to  be  utterly  voyd  at  y*  end  of  that  yeare  and  of  noe  force  at 
all,  as  if  such  altracOn  or  new  law  never  had  been  p'uiivted.« 
I  therefore  recomend  to  you  to  continue  y*  Courts  of  Justice, 
as  they  have  been  established  and  used  hitherto.  And  as  to  y* 
choice  of  Magistrates  and  Officers  of  Justice,  I  must  referr  >'  to 
yo'  prudence,  w^**  when  j'ou  shalbe  upon  y  place,  will  best 
direct  you  to  those  persons  w"^  have  most  reputac6n  both  for 
their  abilities  and  integrity,  and  for  those  reasons  most  accep- 
table to  y^  Inhabitants.  But  you  are  not  to  make  any  officer 
for  above  one  yeare  or  otherwise  y**  during  pleasure. 

9. — You  shall  not  lett  to  farme  any  part  of  y*  pnblique  impo- 
sitions or  revenue  for  above  one  yeare,  if  it  shalbe  found  fitt  to 
farme  it ;  of  w*'**  as  yett  can  l>e  made  noe  judgment. 

10.— For  your  better  prosecuteing  these  Instrucdns  and  better 
advanceing  y*  good  of  y*  place  &  territory  w****  I  have  comitted 
to  yo''  trust  and  care,  you  shall  chose  to  yo*"  selfe  of  y®  most 
prudent  persons  inhabiting  w^*»in  yo'  govemm^  a  Councell  con- 
sisting of  such  ^  number  as  you  shall  find  convenient,  not  ex- 
ceeding the  number ,of  Ten,  w'"  whom  you  shall  consult  upon, 
all  extraordinary  occasions  relating  to  my  service  and  the  good  of 
y* country;  who  shall  hold  their  respective  places  dureing  my 
4:?— Vol.  V. 
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pleasure,  Tanlera  tbey  shall  forfeit  >-*  same  by  eome  crime  reDdvr- 
In^  them  onworthy  thereoO  w*^  Coancello"  as  all  soe  Magistrates 
and  all  persons  in  places  of  benefitt,  before  they  enter  upon  the 
ezecao6n  of  their  offices,  shall  take  y*  Oath  of  Allegiance  to  His 
Majesty  and  of  that  fidelity  to  m^*  selfe,  as  alsoe  y*  peculiar  to 
his  office. 

11. — You  shall  perm itt  all  persons  of  what  Religion  8oever 
quietly  to  inhabitt  w^in  y*  precincts  of  yo'  Jnrisdioo6n,  w^^out 
g^veing  y"  any  disturbance  or  disquiet  whatsoever,  for  or  by 
reason  of  their  differing  opinions  iu  matter  of  Religion :  Pro- 
vided they  give  noe  disturbance  to  y*  publique  peace,  nor  doe 
molest  or  disquiet  others  in  y*  free  exercize  of  their  religion. 

12. — In  assigneing  lands  to  new  Planters  you  shall  as  nere  t  s 
you  can  observe  the  rules  and  propositions  given  to  planters 
by  those  of  New  England  and  Maryland,  that  soe  at  y*  least 
Planters  may  haveequall  encouragem^  to  plant  w**  yo'  precincts 
as  in  any  other  neighboring  colony,  in  w^  you  are  to  ri^seive 
some  rent  to  Me,  y*  proporcon  whereof  mast  be  left  to  yo'  dis- 
cretion upon  the  place  and  discourse  with  y^  Planters.  And 
you  shall  take  what  care  you  can  to  settle  a  good  correspond 
ence  w'*'  y*  neighboring  English  Plantac6ns  as  well  those  of 
New  England  as  those  of  Maryland. 

13. —You  are  to  send  me  by  the  first  opportunity  a  Map  w**  >• 
exact  description  of  y*  whole  territory  und*"  yo'  governm'  w*  y* 
severall  Plantac6ns  upon  it,  and  also  y*  Fortifications  where 
any  be.  And  you  are  likewise  to  send  Me  a  list  of  all  y*  officers 
eiiiployeil  under  you  in  y*  governm'  together  with  all  publique 
chard ges  and  y*  revenues,  w**"  y^  probability  of  y*  increase  or 
diiiiinacon  thereof  und*"  every  head  or  article  of  yo'  list. 

14.  — You  are  to  take  n'*  best  advice  vou  can,  and  to  transmitt 
an  Account  to  Me  of  y^most  easy  and  speediest  meanes  to  lessen 
y*  chardge  of  y*  governni*  w^'^out  weakening  or  hazarding  it; 
that  Koe  by  degrees  I  may  reape  from  thence  some  advantages, 
in  returne  for  y*  great  expence  and  trouble  I  have  been  at  in 
protecting  that  Colony. 

15. — When  opportunities  shall  offer  themselfe^  (as  I  am  in 
formed  they  frequently  doe)  for  purchaseing  great  tracts  of  land 
for  Me  from  y*  Indians,  for  small  sum^s;  you  being  upon  y 
place  can  best  judge  of  j*  convenience  or  prejudice  may  arise 
to  Me,  either  in  embracing  or  declineinj?  tlios^  opportunities: 
and  therefore  I  referr  y"  particular  wholely  to  yo*"  discretion 
^ih  ye  advice  of  vo"^  CoLincell. 

H).  — In  case  of  your  death  (w''  (rod  forhidd)  my  will  and 
pleiisjre  is,  that  Lieu'  Anthony  Broekholes  shall  succeed  you 
in  v'*'  governiii*  of  New  Yorke  Lonjj:  Island  and  y  rest  of  y*  lands 
und'  yo*^  trust    and  care,   ami  y'  he  put  in  execucon  these   in- 
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struccons  in  y*  same  manner  as  yo'  selfe  mif^ht  or  ought  to  doe.^ 
17.— Lastly;  notwithstanding  any  clause  or  article  in  y«  body 
of  y«  laws  of  New  Yorke,  to  y*  contrary,  All  Warr*  writs, 
eicecutions,  &•  shalbe  continued  to  run  in  y*  Kings  name,  as 
bath  been  practized  by  Coll.

And  whereas  out 
of  y«g6od  opinion  I  conceive  of  you  I  have  thought  fitt  to  con 
stitute  and  appoint  you  to  be  Captaine  of  y*  said  Company  of 
Foot  Soldiers  consisting  of  one  hundred  men  besides  OfHcers. 
These  are  therefore  to  will  and  require  j'ou  to  take  Into  your 
charge  and  c6mand  the  said  Company  as  Captaine  accordingly 
and  duely  to  exercise  the  said  OfRcers  and  soldiers  thereof  in 
armes  and  to  [use]  your  best  care  and  endeavours  to  keep  y™  in 
good  oviV  and  discipline.

Cap*  Cantwkll  I  have  rec**  both  yo"  of  the  30**  Noveuil>er 
and  9'*  of  December,  of  yo'  having  taken  possession  of  the  Fort, 
and  of  the  Magistrates  being  setled  in  Newcastle,  as  also  up 
the  river  and  at  the  Whore  Kill,  being  present  yo'  self  in  the 
several  places, and  am  very  glad  to  hear  y*  ye  people  are  generally 
so  well  Satisfied  w^  the  change  &of  the  likelihoo(i  you  t^ll  me 
of  Newcomers  to  settle  in  those  Parts,  I  thank  you  for  yo'  care 
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ami  diligence  iu  putting  in  execution  my  st^v'  Orders  xis  above, 
&  do  Allow  of  yo*"  Entertaining  a  Man  for  the  Fort,  &  taking 
up  a  Barrel  of  Powder  &  Shot,  as  you  mention;  Tou  may  assure 
the  ^lagistrates  &;  Inhabitants  in  those  Ptirts,  that  continuing 
in  their  Duties,  I  shall  not  be  wanting  in  any  thing  fit  for  me 
in   my  power,  for  their   further  encouragem^  and   protet*tion, 
under  his  Royal  Highnesse  Governm',  which  that  I  may  do  the

■lit  the  time  of  the  Dutch  coming  here  in  July  1673 :  be  estab- 
lished for  the  space  of  Six  Months  or  further  Order.  The  same 
for  Delaware  River  excepting  Peter  Alricks  the  BaylifT,  he  hav- 
ing proffered  himself  to  the  Dutch  at  their  drst  coming,  of  his 
own  Motion  and  Acted  very  violently  (as  their  Chief  Officer) 
ever  since.  The  Constables  and  Overseers  of  Long  Island,  Sta- 
ten  Island,  West  Chester,  and  Parts  Adjacent,  that  were  at  the 
same  time  to  be  restored  in  like  mikner.  All  other  Magistrates 
and  Officers  upon  Long  Island  &c  to  cease.

A  LETTER  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR  TO  CAP  CANTWELL. 


New  York,  March  2V^  1675. 

Cap*  Cantwkll:  Yo"  of  the  20^"  1  rec**  yesterday,  to  which  I 

gave  you  an  Answer  the  same  hour,  by  Cap*  Kregiers  Sloop, 

then  ready  to  Sail,     This  is  by  your  own  Express,     That  I  have 

enquired  into  the  Business  of  After  Cull  &  c&not  find  that  there 
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is  any  more  in  it,  then  an  Indian  drinking  himself  dead,  at  a 
House  near  Raritan's  River,  there  bein)<  three  more  with  him, 
very  rude,  which  frightened  very  much  the  Woman,  her  Children 
&c,  Man  (her  Husband  being  absent  at  Wood  bridge)  nor  did 
they  know  of  the  said  Indians  Death;  who  was  (as  1  am  told) 
found  dead  in  the  Woods  So  that  I  doubt  this  is  rather  a  pre- 
tence, then  a  real  Cause  of  their  -keeping  off,  and  refusing  to 
comply  with  our  jusf  demands,  concerning  the  Murder  of  Doctor 
Rhodes  and  his  Man,     You  have  done  very  well  to  give  Notice 
all  over  the  River,  to  be  upon  their  Guard;  But   think  you 
will  do  well  to  proceed  no  further  against  them  (if  it  may  be 
av(>ide<l)  untill  I  come  when  (I  hope)  we  may  accomodate  all, 
or  take  such  effectual  Courses,  as  shall  be  Advisable  &  fit  to 
bring  them  to  reason;  You  do  not  say  any  thing  of  an  Indian, 
who  I  hear  had  lately  his  Ribbs  broke,  by  an   Inhabitant  in 
the  River,  of  w*'*'  he  dy'd,  which  if  so,  may  be  a  great  cause  of 
their  Present  Actings,  But  if  the  Magistrates  have  done  their 
Parts,  in   Examining  and   doing  Justice  therein,  as  the  case 
might  require,  there  can  be  no  more  expected,  otherwise  if  any 
such  thing  hath  happened,  &  the  Prosecution  neglected,  be 
«ureit  be  done  effectually  without  delay,  though  not  demanded 
by  the  Indians,  or  though  they  should  have  comply *d  before 
this  comes  to  youi     I  thought  to  have  begun  my  Journey  to 
you,  by  this  Time,  but  my  not  being  very  well,  the  Spring  ver>' 
backwards,  the  Kings  ships  not  yet  gone  I  did  think  to  put  off 
my  Journey,  till  the  latter  end  of  the  next  Month,  or  beginiDsr 
of  May,  but  now  as  I  shall  hear  from  you,  shall  hasten  it  ac- 
cordingly, &  do  design  bringing  w^**  me,  about  Forty  or  Fifty 
Men,  &  to  fi:o  by  the  upper  way  to  the  Falls.     I  hope  you  have 
prohibitted  all  niAner  of  Distilling  of  Corne  as  well   as  it's 
TransportacGn,  if  not,  I  pray  that  it  be  done  presently.     T  am

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and  others,  to  be  our  Standing  Counci  11  for  all  the  affairs  that 
concern  the  Navigation,  Commerce  and  Trade  Domestiq  and 
Forraine  of  our  Kingdomes,  And  also  of  all  our  Forraine  Plan- 
tations, (except  Tangier,)  with  Beyerall  powers  and  authorities 
in  the  said  Commission  or  Letters  Patents  mentioned,  as  thereby

SIR  JOHN  WERDEN  TO  GOVERNOR  ANDROS. 


Dated  S»  James's  the  28'»'  day  of  January  167|. 

Sir  By  the  returne  of  Capt,  Salisbury  (whose  stay  here  hath 
proved  much  longer  than  he  expected  or  desired)!  am  to  acknow- 
ledge to  you  the  rec'  of  sev'all  of  yC  letters  and  that  I  shall 
doe  by  answering  every  particular  as  well  as  I  can. 

Yours  of  the  8***  June  last  menc6ns  the  scarcity  of  provisions 
w*^  you  impute  to  the  want  of  salt ;  this  I  hope  wilbe  noe  longer 
soe  in  regard  by  taking  of  the  duty  on  salt  that  hath  now  all 
the  incouragement  tis  capable  of  in  it's  importac6n  to  you. 

Tis  certaine  that  whilest  the  Act  of  Navigacdn  stands  in  the 
way  it  cannot  be  obtained  to  have  ships  trade  directly  from 
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Holland  to  yo'  parts ;  and  indeed  the  other  part  of  yo'  propo8ic6n 
to  have  ships  cleere  at  the  oat  ports  without  being  striotly 
searched  is  soe  much  opposed  by  the  Customers  here  (which  I 
have  found  upon  tryal  and  whose  favorably  report  is  of  necessity 
to  obtain  such  a  permission)  that  I  looke  upon  it  as  wholely 
impracticable;  for  they  will  never  be  parswaded  but  that  many 
prohibited  goods  would  then  pass  uuseene. 

Your  rayseing  the  value  of  p.  f  is  what  I  am  not  able  to  Judge 
of,  but  I  am  told  by  M*^  Belavall  that  he  thinks  they  may  well 
beare  6".  6*.  This  is  his  single  opinion,  but  you  certainely  upon 
the  place  are  the  best  judge,  yet  I  suppose  you  remember  in 
general!  that  the  rayseing  of  any  money  in  a  country  far  above 
its  intrinsicke  value  is  acertaine  way  of  debaseiugthe  Comodi- 
tyesof  that  Country;  and  therefore  a  kind  of  impoverishing  it. 

As  for  Connecticut  Colony  you  maybe  assured  we  shall  enter 
Caveats  to  prevent  y*  passing  to  them  any  New  grants  or  privi- 
ledges  till  His  R-'  H"*  be  heard.  And  this  leads  me  to  take 
notice  to  you  of  yo*"  lat/e  proceedings  w"*  them  (which  is  indeed 
the  main  thing  conteyned  in  this  and  yo'  others  letters  of  the 
28'"  June  last)  and  to  adde  to  what  you  will  see  in  his  Ro"  H' 
letter  somewhat  that  hath  occurred  to  me  on  discourse  w'**  the 
D^  Counc«ll  at  law  touching  the  state  of  that  Case.  On  the 
Dukes  part  you  alledge  that  the  Duke  is  intitled  to  all  that 
the  Dutch  had  in  those  parts  and  that  his  Pattent  doth  expressly 
cont^ine  those  places  claymed  by  you  (I  distinguish  not  his  pat- 
tents  for  the  latter  if  it  did  convey  a  new  right  yett  most  cer- 
tainely it  conveys  not  any  territoryes  but  those  w*'"  he  had 
before)  and  that  the  Pattent  of  Connecticut  is  soe  uncertainely 
bounded  that  it  may  as  well  extend  to  all  as  far  as  Virginia  as 
to  what  they  now  clayme.  On  the  otner  side  it  is  said  to  be 
proved  that  they  had  posMjssion  of  all  or  most  they  now  enjoy 
before  the  Dutch  were  expelled  from  New  Yorke  and  that  their 
Pattent  must  be  understood  to  be  voyd  wholely  if  it  did  not 
entitle  them  to  the  very  bowells  of  their  country  conteyned  in 
that  Pattent  and  w*"*  they  were  actually  in  possession  of  at  the 
passing  thereof.  That  their  Pattent  was  prior  to  the  Dukes 
and  soe  confirmed  in  all  their  possession  the  Duke  at  y'  time 
haveingnoe  pretence  at  all  and  the  latter  Pattent'not  being  of 
force  to  destroy  the  former  and  that  Com"  appoynted  by  the 
King  in  (64)  settled  y*  Boundaryes  by  vertue  of  an  authority 
under  the  Great  Sealo  w*^'*  though  never  confirmed  by  the  Duke 
yett  was  assented  to  by  his  Lieut.  Govern'  who  sure  would  not 
have  yielded  to  it  if  His  R"  H"  right  had  beene  cleere  in  y* 
poynt. 

Epon  the  whole  you  will  see  that  His  Roy"  H"  is  willing 
things  should  rest  as  they  are  at  present  but  he  is  not  soi 
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you  have  revived  this  clayme  because  possibly  some  good  u^e 
may  be  hereafter  made  of  it. 

The  Butch  Ambassador  M'  Van  Beuningen  hath  put  iu  a 
memoriall  into  my  hands  setting  forth  that  some  of  the  Dutch 
oomplaine  you  impose  on  them  the  Oaths  of  Allegiance  and 
Fidelity  and  will  not  declare  as  the  late  Govern''  did  (and  as 
the  article8"of  surrend*^  to  Coll,  NichoUs  he  say  the  import) 
that  they  should  not  be  oblidged  to  beare  armes  against  the 
Hollanders.  He  therefore  prayM  they  might  have  the  Oaths 
in  as  large  a  sence  as  was  agreed  or  els  leave  to  transport  them- 
selves and  estates.  I  have  by  his  R"  H*  approbation  returned 
him  this  answer: — That  I  know  nothing  of  any  such  decla- 
rac6n  und'  the  hand  of  any  preceding  Gov'  and  that  the  only 
article  of  y'  kind  amongst  those  of  the  surrend'  to  Coll.  Nioholls 
(which  I  observe  in  a  copy  with  me)  says  they  shall  not  be 
pressed  to  serre  in  war  ag*'  any  nac6n  whatsoever  w**  doubtless 
was  meant  of  pressing  (as  we  press  seamen)  and  not  to  exempt 
inhabitants  from  l>eareing  their  proporc6n  of  the  charge  in  the 
militia  or  from  con tri butting  all  they  can  to  y*  cdmon  defence 
of  the  Country ;  and  that  whosoever  pleased  might  withdraw 
himselfe  and  his  effects  or  estate  freely  from  thence  when  be 
pleased  paying  his  debts  and  provided  he  hath  not  first  incurred 
the  penal tyes  the  law  inflicts  after  a  legal  1  tryall  for  any 
offence.  And  in  conclusion  I  gave  him  a  copy  of .  two  para- 
graphs in  yo'  letters  (y*  last  of  the  24*'*  October  last)  wherein 
he  sees  all  I  know  of  that  matter.  This  I  suppose  may  give 
satisfaction,  but  if  not,  and  that  he  make  any  farther  inntances, 
I  shall  then  desire  that  the  partyes  may  gett  hither  authentique 
coppyes  of  proc3edings  from  New  Torke,  if  a  reference  to  you 
(by  way  of  review)  be  not  sufficient. 

But  upon  this  occasion  I  think  it  not  unseasonable  (though 
I  believe  it  not  necessary)  to  put  you  in  mind  that  it  is  iiis  R" 
High"  intencOns  to  have  all  persons  whatsoever  treated  with 
all  humanity  &  gentleness  that  can  consist  with  the  honour 
and  safety  of  yo*"  governm*  to  the  end  y'  where  the  laws  doe 
inflict  a  [>unishment  it  may  seeme  rather  for  example  to  de- 
terr  others  from  the  like  crimes,  then  to  affiict  the  party  pun- 
ished, except  where  his  malice  appeares  plainly  to  aggravate 
his  offence. 

I  know  nothing  like  a  project  that  Tme  fonder  of,  then  the 
hoi>es  you  give  me  of  setting  up  a  fishery  at  Long  Island,  w<*  I 
believe  would  be  the  most  acceptable  and  the  most  beneficiall 
improvem*  that  can  be  thousrht  on  as  well  by  the  number  of 
hands  and  shipping  it  will  employ  as  by  the  great  concourse  of 
people  it  may  draw  to  his  H"  H"*  territoryes. 

I   think  I  have  formerly  told   you   the  value  of  the  timber 
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brought  hither  in  tlie  8hip  Castle  frigott;  it  is  £^(H>,  But  at 
the  same  time  the  Duke  paid  of  the  wages  of  the  officers  and 
seamen  in  all  ^^800,  and  I  feare  is  yett  likely  to  pay  for  all  the 
victualing  w*'''  I  guesse  may  be  jf  500.  Soe  as  by  this  Ace*  reckoning 
j^l300  cargo  (besides  what  you  had)  y*  Duke  wilbe  out  of  purse 
^2200  on  this  expedition  for  the  repossessing  New  Yorke :  which 
I  should  be  heartily  glad  to  see  in  a  fayre  way  of  being  reim- 
bursed to  him. 

As  to  yo'  thoughts  of  bounding  the  Dukes  territoryes  North- 
wards by  Canada,  you  will  doubtless  doe  well  to  looke  upon 
them  alwayes  as  being  soe  bounded,  the  Dutch  having  ever 
c*laymed  &  never  lost  the  possession  of  the  same,  and  when  any 
occasion  shalbe  to  take  out  a  New  Pat  tent  (be  it  upon  the 
better  adjusting  the  Boundaryes  with  Connecticut  or  otherwise) 
then  c'lre  wilbe  had  of  fixing  this  northeme  limitt. 

The  like  I  may  say  to  you  as  to  Delaware  Colony,  though  it 
seeme  of  more  necessity  than  the  other,  but  it  wilbe  good  you 
send  us  the  distinct  markes  and  boundaryes  of  those  parts  as 
well  as  any  other  that  you  think  ought  to  be  expressed  in  a 
Pattent  (w*"  you  may  best  doe  by  people  upon  the  place  who 
are  acquainted  therewith)  and  then  we  shall  have  the  encour- 
agem*  (at  least)  of  goeing  bett'  instructed  to  take  out  our  new 
Pattent. 

It  may  possibly  be  of  use  hereafter  and  therefore  I  desire  you 
will  send  as  good  an  ace*  as  you  can,  what  townes  or  territoryes 
on  the  West  side  of  Connecticut  River  were  actually  under  the 
governm*  of  Connecticut  Colony  in  April  1662:  that  being  the 
time  their  Pattent  beares  date. 


SIR  JOHN  WERDEN  TO  GOVERNOR  ANDROS. 


Sir  :  Since  my  last  to  you  when  Capt.  Salisbury  went  hence, 
I  have  rec**  divers  from  you,  y*  freshest  whereof  bears  date  y*  21 
May  last,  and  omitl  ing  those  parts  of  yo'  Ires  w***  are  narratives 
of  y*  proceedings  of  y^  Indians  &''  I  shall  as  nerea^  I  can  answer 
the  rest,  whereto  you  seeme  to  expect  it  from  me. 

But  by  y*  way,  I  may  owne  to  you  y'  forbidding  y*  sale  of  pow- 
der to  any  Indians  except  y*  Maquas  (whose  friendship  w*"  you 
is  necessary  to  be  preserved)  is  very  well  looked  on  here,  since 
though  our  neighbours  Christians  deserve  small  courtesy  from 
ns,  yet  still  theire  being  Christians  makes  it  charity  for  us  not 
to  furnish  theire  enemyes  w'"  y"  opportunityes  or  meanes  to 
hurt  y" 
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I  am  glad  to  heare  y*  Datchiiien  have  willingly  snboiltted 
at  last  and  taken  y^  Oath  of  Allegiance  as  tendered;  and  I  sup- 
posed as  much  before,  for  I  have  never  heard  more  of  y*  matter 
from  y*  Dutch  Ambassad'  since  y*  first  paper  of  w^  I  gave  you 
an  accS 

Both  from  yo'  selfe  and  M'  Dyre  in  Aug^  (75)  or  thereabouts, 
y«  ace'  we  had  of  y*  Customes  and  other  revenue  of  New  Yorke. 
put  us  in  hopes  of  future  advantages  more  y**  I  perceive  are 
like  to  be  confirmed  to  us  when  y**  ace'  comes  stated,  w^  you 
promise  'ere  long.  The  only  comfort  remaineing  is,  y'  if  jr*  pre- 
sent charges  or  losses  be  soe  great  by  retison  of  y*  war  amoug 
yo**  neighbours,  when  y'  is  euded  we  shall  presume  on  better 
things.  But  such  as  it  is,  I  believe  it  will  give  some  satisfacodn 
if  your  Gen"  ace'  (and  M'  Dyre's)  be  constantly  sent  us  once  a 
yeare  at  least;  his  instruccons  ordering  him  to  give  it  in  ac- 
cordingly, or  oftner  if  you  thinke  fitt. 

You  are  desirous  of  his  R"  High"  cdmands  touching  y*  Vice 
Admiralty  in  those  parts,  but  you  doe  not  explaine  in  what 
particulars  you  meane.  If  it  be  as  to  y^  Boundaryes,  I  cannot 
say  more  y°  referr  you  to  those  of  yo'  governm'  it  selfe;  for 
though  His  R"  High'"  be  Admirall  still  of  all  his  Ma"  forreigne 
Plantacons  yett  y'  Pattent  of  Admiralty  I  thinke  is  dated  before 
yo'  govern'  was  in  English  hands;  soe  as  properly  his  R"  High" 
can  derive  noe  authority  in  those  countreys  or  seas, but  accord iug 
to  y*  limitts  of  the  latter  Pattent,  by  w'**  he  holds  y*  same  from 
the  Ci'owne.  And  in  pursuance  of  y'  latter  Pattent  you  have 
doubtlesse  act  in  pursuance  of  your  instrucc6ns  in  as  ample 
luan^r  (haveing  already  y^  Dukes  Gen"  commission)  as  he  him- 
selfe  might  doe  if  he  were  upon  y*  place. 

And  as  for  the  Delaware  Plantacon  I  thinke  I  have  already  told 
you  y'  his  R"  High"  is  not  advised  here  to  Passe  a  Pattent  singly 
for  y';  but  when  there  shalbe  occasion  of  reneuing  or  altering 
his  other  Pattent  for  N.  Y.  (either  for  the  better  asoertaineing 
the  Boundaryes  or  for  any  other  causes)  then  it  wilbe  a  fitt 
season  to  insert  Delaware  into  y*^  same  graunt  and  in  the  interim 
it  wilbe  convenient  y'  you  send  us  y*  proper  boundaryes  thereof 
especially  takeing  care  to  have  y"  large  enough  y'  way,  y*  noe 
other  English  claime  a  right,  and  w'**  respect  to  such  considera- 
c6n8  as    may  make  us  hope  for  most  improvem". 

I  shall  see  by  discourse  w^**  M'  Legge  or  some  other  of  y*  officers 
of  the  Ordenance  what  may  be  done  in  ord""  to  furnish  you  w** 
some  of  those  small  guns  you  mention  of  300  weight  or  there- 
abouts, for  small  boates,  and  now  his  R"  High"  is  pleased  to 
agree  y'  you  buy  such  a  small  vessell  (w"»  a  decke)  as  you  say 
is  needful  I  and  may  be  fitt  both  [for]  river  &  sea,  in  hopes  it 
may  bs  a  countenance  to  you,  and  of  good  use,  especially  against 
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such  Masters  of  Vessel  Is  as  shall  lie  refactory  within  your  Ports. 
But  his  R"  High**  would  have  you  make  y*  charge  thereof  as 
little  as  possible,  viz^  2  or  3  men  at  most,  and  then  upon  occasion 
you  may  clap  in  souldiers  &°  as  is  dayly  used  here  at  Gravesend 
and  else  where  at  many  of  y*  Kings  forts. 

I  have  lett  his  R"  H"  know  of  Capt.  Billopp  desire  to  part 
w*"  his  com"  of  8**  Leiuetenant  under  you ;  but  y*  Duke  is  not 
pleased  to  give  way  unto  it  by  any  means ;  yett  sayth  in  regard 
he  hath  formerly  served  y*  King,  he  would  have  you  let  him 
continue  still  in  y'  employm*  provided  he  demeane  himselfe  as 
he  ought;  but  if  you  find  he  doth  otherwise,  and  y'  you  ^(hould 
judge  it  necessary  to  put  him  out,  y**  y*  Duke  would  have  you 
put  in  Capt:  Salisbury  in  his  roome  and  a  c6mis8ion  will  in 
y^  case  be  sent  to  him  upon  your  notice  hither. 

The  story  you  tell  me  of  a  small  vessel  1  from  fioston  ends 
well  in  regard  you  say  y*  Master  was  bound  to  answer  his  con- 
tempt at  New  Yorke ;  but  M^  Dyre  writes  me  word  of  one  Griffin 
y*  at  Virginia  was  by  his  meanes  bound  to  answer  his  contempt 
(in  y*  like  nature)  in  England,  w«^  putts  us  to  play  an  after  game 
here  (besides  some  other  consideracons  w^**  I  neeii  not  insert) . 
whereas  if  y^  caution  had  been  used  to  make  y^  partyes  answer 
in  N.  Yorke  whensoever  after  a  judiciall  proceeding  in  your 
governm'  they  should  appeale  hither,  it  would  be  farr  easyer 
to  justify  his  R"  High**  rights,  y"  it  is  in  y*  other  case  to  vindi- 
cate y".from  ye  arts  and  wiles  of  seafaring  men. 

You  may  please  to  gett  M'  Dyre  observe  y*  caution  (where 
he  can)  y'  soe  you  may  the  better  preserve  y*  rights  of  your 
Port. 

And  since  I  am  upon  y"  subject  it  is  not  impertinent  to  it  if 
I  adde  thus  much  further  in  relacc^n  to  Sir  George  Carterett's 
Colony  of  New  Jersey,  y'  is,  that  I  have  acquainted  his  R" 
High**  with  what  M*"  Dyre  writes  to  me,  about  his  late  bickering 
w"*  Capt.  Carteret  for  not  letting  a  Present  passe  &*,  and  though 
small  matters  are  hardly  worth  y**  notice  especially  where  Sir 
George  Carterett  himselfe  is  concerne<i ;  (for  whom  the  Duke 
hath  much  esteeme  and  regard)  I  doe  not  find  y^  y^  Duke  is  at 
all  inclined  to  lett  goe  any  part  of  his  prerogative  w*"  you  and 
your  predeoess"  have  all  along  constiintly  asserted  in  his  be- 
halfe ;  and  soe,  though  at  present  in  respect  to  Sir  Geo :  we  soften 
things  all  we  may  not  to  disturbe  his  choller  (for  in  truth  the 
passion  of  his  inferio'  OflBc"  soe  far  infects  him  as  puts  him  on 
demands  w*^  he  hath  noe  colour  of  right  to)  I  verily  believe 
should  his  foot«  chance  to  slip,  those  who  succeed  him  must 
be  content  w*  lesse  civility  y°  we  shew  him  in  y*  point,  since  y* 
point  since  v*  we  should  exercise  v'  just  authority  his  R"  High** 
hath  without  such  reserves  as  though  intended  but  favours  now, 
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may,  if  confirmed,  reboand  too  much  to  y*  prejadioe  of  ytf  Col- 
ony. You  will  reserve  what  I  say  in  y*  paragraph  to  your  selfe, 
ami  lett  M'  Dyre  and  Capt :  Billopp  know  what  relates  to  y*  as 
you  judge  fttt.

John  Moll,  M'  Toppe  Outhout,  M'  Joseph  Chew  and  M'  Derick 
Alberts,  the  justices  of  the  Court  of  Newcastle,  M'  Peter  Cock,  M' 
Peter  Rambo,  M'  Izrael  Holme,  M'  Laes  Andriessen,  &  M' Woole 
Swuin  Justices  of  Upland  Court  and  Delaware  River,  or  any 
seven  or  more  of  you,  whereof  three  at  least  of  each  Court  (and 
the  first  in  Nomination  of  Newcastle,  unless  otherwise  agreed 
among  themselves)  to  preside  to  Meet  at  Newcastle  aforesaid,  as 
soon  as  conveniently  may  be,  A;  be  a  Court  of  Oyer  and  Terminer, 
and  sitt,  one  or  more  Times  during  the  space  of  one  whole  week, 
if  Occasion  require,  for  the  hearing,  trying,  giving  Judgement,  & 
causing  the  same  to  be  put  in  Execution,  according  to  Law  in 
the  Matter  or  Case,  of  the  above  recited  Rape  said  to  be  com- 
mitted by  Ly brant  Johnson  &  Complices  on  the  body  of  Anne 
Jurians  aforesaid.  In  which  Court  the  Sheriff  with  other  his 
Majesties  OflBcers,  are  to  see  or  cause  due  prosecution  to  be 
made  fitting.  Jury  to  be  provided,  the  Prisoners  duly  secured,  & 
produced  to  the  Court,  together  with  all  witness  to  be  ready 
when  caird  for  by  the  Court,  And  the  Judgement  of  the  said 
Court  to  be  put  in  Execution  as  above  according  to  Law.

S' :  I  have  this  Afternoon  rec*  your  Letter  of  the  19'*'  by  Walker, 
and  Sent  by  you  Express,  In  w**  you  give  me  an  Acco'  of  the 
Murder  of  two  Christians,  ab'  the  S^^  of  this  Instant,  about  Mil- 
stone  River,  &  y*  it  shon'd  be  done  by  y*  Brother  of  him  y'  lately 
dy'd  at  After  Cull,  I  think  it  something  strange  y*  at  y*  writing 
of  y  former  Letters  of  y*  14"^  &  16"*  w*"*  I  rec*"  by  M'  Osburn, 
neither  you  nor  the  s^  Osborne  in  his  Journey,  should  have 
heard  nothing  of  it;  This  is  to  let  you  know  y'  the  20*  Instant, 
three  of  the  Nevisans  Sackemakas,  were  here  w***  me,  &  about 
Thirty  of  their  People  w"*  them,  and  did  not  only  Conclude  a 
Peace  w"»  them,  but  they  did  also  Engage,  neither  to  Harbour 
or  have  any  thing  to  dow'^  any  other  Indians  y*shou'd  happen 
to  be  our  enemies,  &  particularly  those  beyond  them  :  Now  upon 
the  Rec'  of  this  last  L"*  of  yo',  I  have  advised  w***  my  Councel, 
and  sent  to  Governo'  Carteret  to  desire  him  to  Send  by  Express, 
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to  the  Indians  to  know  y*  truth  of  y*  Aiurther,  &  if  so,  by  whom, 
the  Manner  &  Cause  w^out  dec!  a  rein  g  any  further  Intent,  A 
give  me  a  present  Answer,  As  also  y*  he  will  give  Order  for 
Horses  for  our  Journey  to  Delaware,  to  be  ready  at  furthest,  the 
last  Instant,  about  w^^  time  I  think  of  Setting  out  from  hence, 
though  I  had  not  intended  till  the  4^^  of  the  next,  &  shall  (as 
afore)  come  by  the  way  of  the  Falls,  when  you  may  Meet,  on 
Tuesday  y^  4^  or  if  you  shall  be  there  sooner,  &  think  good,  may 
come  on  towards,  or  to  Mill  Stone  River  as  you  propose:  In 
the  mean  time  I  think  there  needs  no  further  Order,  but  y^  you 
look  to  yo'selves,  &  give  no  Just  offence,  or  cause  of  Ruspicion  to 
the  Indians ;  But  as  to  James  Sandy  land  (if  you  are  not  sure  of 
his  being  Criminally  guilty)  you  ought  to  have  had  a  Court, 
y^  he  might  might  have  had  a  Legal  Tryal,  &  so  either  be  justly 
detained,  punisht  or  releast ;  Therefore  if  you  have  Time,  let  it 
be  yet  done  before  you  come,  having  had  no  other  meaning,  nor 
il  think)  given  any  other  Dirccdns  in  my  former  Letter;  As 
to  his  being  out  upon  Bale,  if  he  be  not;  Criminal  it  oanot  be 
deny*d  him,  pray  let  their  be  as  little  Noise  or  talk,  of  the  In- 
dian Concerns  in  yo'  parts  as  may  be,   I  am

The  Owners  to 
be  Satisfyed.  The  s**  Horses  to  be  brought  to  Elizabeth  Town.

Evening;  By  whom  I  gave  yon  an  Account  of  a  firm  Peace 
being  Concluded  w^  8  of  the  greatest  Sachemacks  &  their  People 
at  &  beyond  the  Nevisans  who  promised  not  to  be  any  ways 
concerned  or  to  Harbo'  any  other  Indians  particularly  their 
Neighbours  if  they  should  happen  to  be  in  Enmity  w^  us  That 
the  Maques  &  the  Sopus  Indians  had  likewise  this  Spring  re- 
newed the  Peace  w"*  us,  and  y'  I  did  hold  my  Resolution  of 
Setting  out  for  yo'  Parts  (at  furthest)  on  Monday  the  third  of 
May,  &  to  be  at  the  Falls  on  Tuesday,  of  w*^  I  shall  not  fail 
(God  willing)  I  hope  &  do  not  doubt  of  a  good  Success  for  the 
Quiet  &  Settlem*  of  all  those  Parts  &  y^  yo'  former  Messengers 
are  safely  Arrived  to  you  w'**  my  said  Letters,  hearing  from  all 
other  Hands,  y*  the  Indians  are  Quiet  &  busy  on  Planting, 
However  I  thank  you  for  yo*^  great  Care  of  myself,  as  well  as 
for  the  Preservation  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  River,  and  giving 
Notice  for  the  preventing  of  Surprizes,  &  providing  ag^  all 
Events;  And  if  there  shall  be  occasion,  I  shall  not  be  wanting 
in  supplying  you  w"^  all  Things  Necessary;  I  am

LETTER  TO  THE  GOVERNOR  OF  MARYLAND. 


N.  York  October  SI**  1«75. 

S' :  I  writ  to  you  lately  by  a  Ketch  of  this  Place,  giving  yoa 
an  Account  of  my  Return  from  Albany,  and  State  of  Things 
here,  and  of  my  engaging  Maques  and  Sinnekes,  not  any  ways 
to  injure  any  Christians  to  the  Eastward,  and  particularly  in 
your  Parts  Southward,  in  their  Warrs  with  the  Susquehannahs, 
but  others  apprehending  it  would  be  diflQcult  to  Restrain  those 
People,  especially  Young  Men,  when  so  far  abroad,  and  Oppor- 
tunities, I  did  endeavour  to  be  rightly  Informed  of  Things  re* 
latin;;  to  that  Warr,  and  found  that  the  Susquehannahn  being 
reputed  by  the  Macques  of  their  Offspring  that  they  might  be 
brought  to  some  Peace,  or  concorporate  again,  and  so  take 
away  the  occasion  of  those  Mischeifs  or  Inroads,  though  I  find 
still  the  Sinneques  wholly  adverse  to  it ;  desireing  their  Extirpa. 
tion  but  hearing  now  of  Indian  Troubles  w^^  hath  lately  ooca* 
sioned  raiseing  Forces  in  yo'  Parts,  I  have  Sent  this  Bearer  Ex- 
press to  wait  on  you  herewith,  And  if  it  be  by  the  Maques  or  Sin- 
neques again  to  offer  you  my  Service  according  to  my  former  and 
this  Letter,  which  I  hope  and  believe  may  be  effectual,  if  taken 
in  Time,  And  therefore  pray  your  Answer  and  Resolves  as  soon 
as  may  be:  And  if  you  think  good  would  desire  some  from  the 
Susquehannahs  to  come  to  me  as  soon  as  can  be  that  so  I  may 
Order  Matters  accordingly.  We  are  (I  thank  God)  very  quiet, 
not  the  least  Stir  or  Attempt  on  any  Part  of  tha  Governm*, 
However  have  made  all  fitting  Preparation  for  all  Events.  I

ReBolved,  That  M'  Fenwick  having  no  Order,  which  if  he 
had,  ought  to  have  been  brought  first  and  Recorded  here,  is 
not  to  be  received  as  Owner  or  Proprietor  of  any  Land  what- 
soever, in  Delaware,  but  to  be  us*d  civilly  paying  all  Duties  as 
other  his  Maties  Subjects  in  those  Parts,  and  if  he  or  any  of  the 
Persons  that  come  with  him  desire  Land  to  the  Westward,  that 
there  be  Assigned  them  fitting  Proportions  as  to  others,  and 
due  Return  made  of  the  Surveys. 

As  to  any  privi ledge  or  Freedom  of  Customs  or  Trading  on 
the  Ea«t  Shoare  none  to  be  allowed  in  any  Case  to  the  smallest 
Vessel],  Boat,  or  Person. 

The  Magistrates  and  Cheif  Officers  are  to  be  very  careful 
that  there  be  no  Abuse  c6mitt,ed  on  the  Eastern  Shore,  under 
any  Pretence  whatsoever  contrary  to  the  above. 

As  to  Customs  Newcastle  to  Pay  but  as  New  York,  Two  ^ 
Cent :  &c  But  above  the  Towne  or  any  other  Place  on  the  Bay 
or  River,  Except  Whore  Kill  to  Pay  the  Addicdn  of  Three 
Cent :  as  ^  Regulation.

Right  Hon"" 2  I  have  rec*  yo"  of  the  4*'*  past,  of  yo'  Progress 
against  the  Indians,  W^  I  wish  may  have  ended  it,  but  am 
sorry  the  Susquehaunahs  were  concerned,  having  always  (as  the 
Maques  to  this)  had  the  Repute  of  being  perfect  Friends  to 
tlie  Cliristians,  particularly  Maryland,  and  being  OfT-springs  of 
the  Maques,  though  by  the  Sinuekes  engaged  in  Warr,  and  the 
Indians  to  the  Eastward.  So  great  Successes  in  Plymouth  and 
Massachusetts  Colonies,  have  engagred  all  others  their  Neighbo" 
and  endeavouring  by  all  means  of  C6mand  &  Profit  to  engage 
the  Maques,  and  Sent  to  all  other  Parts  as  farr  as  Canada  w*^ 
New  England  think  do  supply  their  said  Enemies,  and  all  our 
Indians  as  farr  as  Delaware  thought  only  to  wait  Opportuni- 
ties, There  only  remains  firm  the  Maques  and  by  their  meanes 
the  Sinnekes  which  are  Seated  are  most  able  to  do  good  or 
Hai-m,  and  too  farr,  and  particularly  the  Sinnekes  if  they  fall 
oflf,  to  be  forced.

Whereas  Hendriok  Jansen  Van  Bremen,  of  Swanyok  or 
Paerden  Hook,  near  Newcastle  in  Delaware  River,  hath  pre- 
ferred n  Petition  unto  me  setting  forth,  that  having  heretofore, 
in  the  Time  of  the  Dutch,  received  great  Damage  in  his  Come, 
by  BkP  W"  Toms  Horses,  by  Reason  of  his  insufficient  Fence; 
It  was  Ordere<l,  that  M*^  Toms  Land  tliere,  should  be  Sold  in 
Vendue,  which  said  Order  being  not  effected.  The  Petitioner 
since  the  Restoration  of  the  English  Government,  took  the  said 
Horses  oflf  his  Land,  and  sent  them  to  M*^  Tom  at  New  Castle, 
desiring  they  might  l>e  kept  from  his  Come;  But  the  Petitioner 
still  sustaining  Damage  without  Relief,  he  acknowledges  that 
in  Passion,  he  rashly  and  unadvisedly,  shot  one  of  the  said 
Horses,  with  small  shot,  whereof  he  not  long  after  dyed  Where- 
upon M'  Tom  Sued  the  Pet  icon'  in  the  Court  of  Newcastle, 
from  the  which  Appealing  to  the  High  Court,  Judgment  past 
against  the  Peticon'  there  for  Six  Hundred  Guild"  to  be  naid 
by  him  to  M'  Tom,  for  his  Horse,  besides  One  Hundred  Guild'* 
Charges;  But  was  neither  calTd,  nor  heard  there;  Wherefore  I 
have  thought  fit,  &  do  hereby  Order,  that  the  said  Hendrick 
Jansen  giving  Security,  by  binding  over  his  Person  and  Estate, 
to  make  good  his  Complaint,  That  Execucon  be  Suspended;

1.— At  your  arrival  in  Delaware  Bay  or  River,  you  are  to  got 
some  fitt  person,  &  either  from  Whorekill  or  Newcastle  to  pass 
to  Maryland,  &  deliver  my  Letter  to  the  Deputy  Governor,  or 
Chief  Officer  there,  &  desire  their  Answ'  &  Dispatch. 

2.— \ou  are  also  to  acquaint  him  w^**  the  great  Inconvenience 
hath  been  found  Eastward,  by  the  Sev'  Nations  of  Indians  join- 
ing, whereby  hath  happened  all  the  late  Mischiefs,  w**"  cou*d  not 
have  been,  if  divided ;  And  great  Service  done  y"  Christians  by 
the  Maques,  &  our  other  Indians  aboVe  Albany;  And  therefore 
desire  their  Resolves  about  the  Suscohdnes,  w*'*'  if  they  will 
not  receive  nor  shew  reasons  to  the  contrary,  I  shall  be  willing 
to  admit  them  within  this  (ioverninent,  rather  than  hazard  their 
being  obliged  to  refuge  w''^  a  Grudge  and  Rancour  in  their 
Hearts  further  off.  if  not  wholly  out  of  our  reach;  But  the 
s**  Siiscohanes,  having  had  Warr  w*''  Maryland,  tho'  now  Peace, 
I  have  delayed  making  any  such  Conclusion,  tho'  apprehend 
equally  advantageous  to  Maryland,  till  I  hear  from  them. 

3. — Having  stayed  three  days  at  St.  Marys  at  most,  w***  w***  to 
Acquaint  the  Deputy  Governor  at  your  first  coming,  (unless 
upon  some  extraordinary  Occasion,  detained  by  him)  you  are 
with  or  without  a  dispatch,  to  repair  back,  &  stay  at  N: 
Castle  till  further  Order.  &  give  lue  an  Ace*  of  your  Journey  & 
Proceedings;  And  so  from  time  to  time  of  all  Transactions, 
during  yo"^  Stay  in  the  River. 

4. — You  are  to  be  very  carefull  to  prevent  all  Interlopers,  or 
paltry  Irregular  Traders,  contrary  to  Law.  and  the  priviledges 
of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  City,  and  New  Castle. 

5. — Y'ou  are  to  keep  due  Accounts  of  all  Things  belonging  to 
the  Customs;  As  also  of  all  other  Publick  Revenues  in  the 
River  and  Bay,  and  to  return  an  Account  thereof,  every  three 
Months,  and  a  General  A  ceo*  of  all,  at  y*  Year's  end,  or  yo^ 
return. 

6. — The  Suscoh^nes  are  to  be  used  friendly,  and  some  of  them 
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(as  many  as  will)  to  come  to  me  in  this  Place,  for  w^^  all  free- 
dom and  furtherance  Letting  them  also  know,  that  it  is  their 
^ood  Hearts,  not  Riches  that  1  mind  or  value  therefore  need 
not  trouble  themselves  for  Presents:  But  you  are  to  let  them 
know,  that  tho*  they  shall  receive  no  harm  from  the  Goverum^ 
I  will  not  now  undertake  to  Secure  them  from  others  where 
they  are;  And  therefore  such  as  shall  not  come  in,, will  do  well 
to  be  vigilant  on  their  Guard  'till  they  can  be  well  Assured.

Sir:  His  Royal  1  High*  liaveing  beene  pleased  to  write  to  you 
himselfe,  leaves  little  of  moment  for  me  to  tell  you  in  retume 
of  yo"  of  y*  !•*  and  S^  Nov*"  last  past;  only  your  Ires  furnish 
mew"*  these  following  particulars  besides  those  touched  by  his 
Roy"  High". 

First,  as  to  y*  gen"  acc^  you  have  sent  to  S^  Allen  Apsley,  I  see 
by  y«  bal lance  thereof  to  ye  l**  October  (76)  His  R"  High"  was  cred- 
itor j5126.  .12.  .7i,  w*'*' gives  some  hopes  y'  y«  Duke  may  in  time 
have  some  returnes  for  his  expences,  since  already  y*  rec^'  come 
to  equall  y*  payments.  But  truly  I  thinke  you  doe  very  wisely 
to  make  M'  Dyre's  paym**  be  as  frequent  as  you  can,  for  though 
he  be  sensible  of  the  error  he  hath  beene  in  by  giveing  creditt 
in  y*  cutomes  (w«*'  he  excuseth  from  former  practice  and  y*  want 
of  ready  money)  soe  probably  would  not  venture  to  do  the  like 
hereafter,  yet  y*  very  practice  of  frequent  reckonings  is  of 
greate  use  to  make  men  just.  But  truly  I  thinke,  both  by  y^ 
manner  of  his  writeing  and  especially  by  y*  respect  he  shewn 
to  you,  M'  Dyre  meanes  very  honestly  to  y*  Duke,  and  therefore 
deserves  your  kindnesse  as  far  as  consists  w^  the  security  of 
the  Revenue.

upon  a  regulao6n  of  matters  in  ^ew  England  w^  His  Ma^  shall 
please  to  take  y'  into  his  eonsideraodn  or  some  other  way,  w^fais 
Roy"  High"  may  without  scruple  thinke  it  convenient  to  in> 
Hist  on  all  those  rights  y*  were  intended  him  by  his  Patent  from 
y*  crowne.     But  as  for  y*  Northerne  Bounds  there  is  noe  ques- 
tion but  they  have  alwayes  beene  esteemed  to  extend  as  far  an 
y*  Lake  (or  River  of  Canada)  and  the  French  have  noe  oonlonr 
to  pretend  right  of  conquest  from  any  of  their  invasions  there, 
unless  they  had  such   possession   before  y*  Dutch  were  settled 
in  Albcmy,  which  I  believe  is  nothing  soe. 

Touching  Delaware  I  have  already  told  you  S'  John  King's

Nevertheless 
if  you  come  for  England  this  next  autumne  we  shall  see  what 
can  be  further  done  to  secure  and  settle  y*  colony,  w**  I  must 
confesse  I  should  be  glad  were  confirmed  in  the  Dukes  possession 
by  a  better  title  y°  this,  w^**  indeed  to  an  ordinary  person  would 
not  be  very  secure. 

I  had  almost  forgott  to  tell  you  that  1  could  give  noe  en- 
couragem^  to  y*  wife  of  M'  Phillips  in  her  desire  to  buy  a  Dutch 
ship  in  hopes  to  make  her  free;  on  y^  contrary  I  diswaded  her 
from  it  all  1  could,  by  reason  of  y«  strict  orders  of  late  pro- 
hibiteing  any  of  those  practices  though  frequent  heretofore.

8*  Court  with  several  Crimes  in  Generall  terms  whereupon  he 
was  committed  to  the  SherifT  of  this  Citty  until  he  should  give 
Security  of  Five  Hundred  Pound  to  prosecute  or  make  good 
his  Charge  against  them  according  to  Law,  which  refusing  or

Gbntlbmbn  :  The  Governo'  having  rec*  yours  of  y*  23"»  of 
April  past  touching  Robert  Hutchinsons  thievery  in  Breaking 
open  and  taking  out  of  Adam  Walles  his  Chest,  Left  by  him  at 
the  s**  Hutchinsons  House  Some  Money  Plate  and  other  Goods 
the  Particulars  whereof  are  therein  inserted  whereupon  having 
Secured  the  person  and  what  cou*d  be  found  upon  search  made 
in  his  House  you  desire  Orders  &  Directions  how  to  proceed 
in  the  matter  by  his  Excellences  Cdmand  (in  Answer  thereunto) 
I  am  to  Acquaint  you  that  the  matter  of  Fact  c6mitted  by 
the  8^  Rob:  Hutchinson  wou^d  not  reach  his  Life  by  the  strict- 
ness of  the  Law,  if  it  were  in  England,  &  the  Dukes  Laws  are 
much  more  Favourable  where  if  you  will  turne  to  the  Capitall 
Lawes,  you  may  be  further  Satisfyde;  besides  the  Chest  (with 
what  was  there  in  being  Left  at  his  House  by  the  Partey)  It*s 
but  a  breach  of  Trust,  though  the  thing  is  aggravated  by  his

Sir  :  I  send  you  here  inclosed  (by  the  Dukes  o6mand)  a  copy 
of  a  IrS  w^  I  rec*'  on  last  Saturday  night  iate  w^^  the  Duke  hath 
seene)  as  alsoe  the  inclosed  from  y^  Duke  for  Lieuten*  Brocholes. 
In  case  you  ( w^  L**  Hyde  and  Co".  Legge  and  w"  else  you  please, 
but  especially  y«  Dukes  Councell  or  other  able  advice  in  Law) 
shall  approve  of  its  being  sent,  and  then  it  is  to  be  dispatched 
away  by  the  first  opportunity.  But  if  you  thinke  it  not  fitt  to 
be  sent,  then  the  Duke  expects  you  should  assooneas  posssible 
send  him  all  yo'  opinions,  w*  is  fitt  for  him  to  doe  in  this  mat- 
ter.  You  may  remember  how  often  you  have  heard  w*  the  con- 
sequences would  be  of  y*  late  releases  to  y*  Quakers  and  S'  Geo. 
Carterett  of  New  Jersey,  viz*  the  certaine  losse  of  the  trade  and 
revenue  of  New  York,  and  (though  at  p'sent  y'  losse  seemes  a 
little  hastened  by  the  oversight  of  the  Offic"  of  the  Customes  or 
scruples  of  y*  Lieuten*  there)  I  believe  you  will  find  y'  incon- 
venience could  not  be  long  prevented.  For  supposeing  it  to  be 
in  y*  Dukes  power  lawfully  to  impose  Customes  for  the  future 
(w***  in  complyance  to  S'  W"  Jones  his  opinion,  I  begin  to  doubt) 
as  not  haveing  any  stronger  reasons  to  believe  it  now  then  those

The  Propositions  of  the  How^  Coll:  Henry  Conrsey  ct  Coll,  Phile- 
mon Lloyd  Commissionate  p  the  R  llori^  Charles  Lord  Baron 
of  Baltimore  &  Proprietary  of  Maryland  in  behalf  of  all  his 
Ma*''  Subjects  in  Virginia  d-  Maryland,  to  the  Nation  of  In- 
dians called  mnodowannes  als  Sinekes,  at  the  Court  Hotise  of 
Albany  Aug'*  the  S  Anno  Domini  1682. 

Brethren  :  Wee  are  come  here  from  the  R*  Hono^**  the  L*  Pro- 
prietary of  Maryland  to  treat  with  the  Macquiss,  the  Oneydes, 
the  Onnondages  &  Cojages  about  the  seA"  mischeifs  done  to  us 
this  last  summer  in  Maryland  &  Virginia  by  some  of  their  In- 
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dians,  bnt  wee  are  very  glad  wee  have  noe  Rueli  thing,  to  say 
to  you.  But  on  the  contrary  do  acknowledge  that  you  haue 
faithfully  kept  and  obserued  the  Peace  made  p  Coll.  Coursey, 
both  towardH  us  and  all  our  ffreind  Indians  and  wee  do  assure 
you  that  wee  look  upon  you  &  esteem  you  as  our  best  friend  for 
that  you  only  kept  your  Indians  at  home  from  joining  with  the 
other  nations  to  do  usany  spolles  or  Mischiefes  for  w***  wee  not 
only  thank  you,  but  do  now  renew  our  former  Peace  made  w*^ 
you  p  Coll.  Coursey,  &  desire  that  the  chain  of  ffriendship  may 
never  rust  or  decay. 

Wee  doe  let  you  know  that  we  hane  seen  the  Propositions 
you  last  made  to  the  Commissaries  of  this  town,  w^''  wee  find 
to  l>e  just  and  gDod,  and  we  do  desire  that  what  Nation  soever 
may  join  together  against  us,  or  glue  us  cause  to  fall  upon 
them,  that  you  will  not  take  part  w^  them,But  that  the  league 
and  peace  made  between  you  and  us,  and  our  fiTriend  Indians 
may  never  be  broken  but  always  kept  fresh  in  our  memories  & 
our  Childrens  after  us. 

3. — In  Case  any  Indian  or  Indians  lining  amongst  you  shall 
for  the  future  murder  any  Christian  or  Christians  in  Maryland 
or  Virginia,  wee  do  expect  that  you  will  cause  him  or  them  to 
be  delivered  up  to  the  L"^  Proprietary,  to  be  dealt  withal  1  accord- 
ing to  the  Christian  Law,  and  in  Case  any  Indian  or  Indians 
shall  kill  any  horses.  Cattle  or  Hoggs,  or  robb  or  steal  anything 
from  us  that  you  cause  satisfaction  to  be  made  to  us  to  the  full 
value  thereof. 

4. —Wee  will  as  yon  haue  hitherto  (so  that  you  for  the  future) 
keep  peace  and  ffriendship  w^  the  Piscataway,  and  all  other 
our  Neighbour  Indians  in  ffriendship  with  us,  both  in  Virginia 
and  Maryland,and  as  you  haue  hitherto  kept  back  the  Indians, 
so  that  you  will  not  for  the  future  suffer  any  of  your  Troops 
to  go  down  into  our  Country  to  disturb  us,  or  the  Piscatoway 
Indian  or  any  other  Indians,  wee  desire  a  Warr  may  not  ensue, 
but  that  notice  may  be  given  thereof,  and  for  that  end  you  or 
any  of  the  great  men  of  your  nation  may  freely  (and  without 
any  fear  or  harm)come  down  to  the  house  of  Jacob  Young  liv- 
ing at  the  head  of  your  Bay  who  shall  haue  order  &  power  given 
him  to  giue  speedy  notice  thereof  to  the  Lord  Proprietary,  so 
that  he  may  come  or  send  Coram"  to  treat  with  you  whereby 
a  right  understanding  may  be  held  betwixt  you  and  us  &  all 
our  Neighbour  Indian  in  ffriendship  with  us,  that  the  Chain 
of  ffriendship  may  be  kept  bright  &  strong,  as  in  this  Govern- 
ment. 

And  now  wee  would  haue  you  take  notice  that  as  this  is  the 
third  time -Wee  haue  taken  this  long  Journey  to  speak  with 
yon,  80  wee  shall  now   Expect  that  your  great  men  make  one 
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Journey  into  the  Borders  of  our  Country  to  the  e^  Jacob  Young's 
house  to  treat  with  the  L**  Proprietary  there,  whereby  he  may  see 
you  &  6peal(  with  you,  and  you  may  hear  the  peace  confirmed 
from  his  own  mouth,  and  when  you  appoint  that  you  can  be 
there  wee  will  pray  his  Lord^  to  meet  you  and  bring  with  him 
some  of  the  Great  men  of  those  Indian  Nations,  for  whom  you 
haue  formerly  made  Peace,  and  that  they  may  renew  dp  strengthen 
their  Peace  themselves.

!•'  — We  are  come  here  with  a  good  heart  to  the  house  of 
Collier  (that  is  the  Governor)  where  wee  usually  meet  to  speak 
and  haue  heard  the  Gentlemen  of  Maryland  Propose,  wee  do 
keep  our  former  Covenant  fast  &  inviolable,  and  if  it  should 
happen  that  any  should  provoke  us  to  turn,  we  shall  not  hearken 
unto  them,  but  shall  hold  fast  the  Covenant  made  w*^  Coll- 
Coursey  as  well  with  the  Christians  of  Maryland  &  Virginia 
as  w'"  their  ffriend  Indians,  especially  the  Piscatoway  or  Cach- 
nawayes,  and  are  very  glad  y*  the  Agents  haue  spoke  ro  friendly 
w'**  us  do  giue  a  Belt  of  Zewant  or  Peak. 

2. — Hearken  well  to  us,  Wee  are  glad  that  all  is  so  well  with 
us,  and  shall  keep  the  covenant  made  formerly  w"*  Coll.  Coursey 
in  Colliers  house  fast  &  inviolable,  and  do  now  renew  &  confirm 
the  same,  including  your  ffreind  Indians  especially  the  Pis- 
catowayes Indians  in  the  Covenant  Chain  with  the  Christians 
of  Maryland  and  Virginia,  and  desire  that  the  Chain  of  the 
Covenant  may  never  be  broken  but  be  kept  clear  &  held  fast 
on  both  sides. 

That  are  some  that  haue  done  mischeifs  in  your  Country  but 
wee  are  not  of  that  number  y*  do  giue  a  Belt  of  16  deep. 

8.~The   Covenant   that  is  now  renewed  shall  not  be  only 
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fresh  in  oar  Memoryes  but  in  the  memories  of  our  childrens  and 
childrens  children  after  us,  we  shall  not  only  forbid  y®  Indians 
of  our  own  nation  but  ail  ludians  of  other  Nations  living 
amongst  us,  to  break  the  Covenant,  or  to  do  any  harm  in  yo^ 
Country,  for  if  any  mischeif  be  done  by  those  Indians  that  live 
amonsrst  us,  it  would  seem  as  done  by  ourselves,  for  they  are 
under  our  Command  &  must  be  Obedient  and  are  also  subject 
unto  us:  Wee  haue  done  now  and  when  wee  do  speak  again 
wee  know  the  place  where  wee  shall  speak  and  do  give  a  Belt 
of  Zewant  or  Peak  16  deep. 

The  agents  afor^sd  caused  the  Interpreters  to  ask  the  Indians 
what  place  they  meant  where  they  shall  speak.  Answ'  here  in 
this  place.

L^  Baron  of  Baltimore  L^  Proprietary  of  Maryland  to  the 
Macg^^  the  Onnondages,  the  Oneydes  &  the  Cajouges  in  behalf 
of  his  Lo^  aforesd  and  all  His  Ma**  Subjects  of  Virginia  (& 
Maryland  in  the  Court  Yard  of  Albany  the  4'*  day  of  August 
An''  1682. 

Wee  are  come  hither  from  the  R*  Hon'*'*  the  L*  Proprietary  of 
Maryland  to  speak  w***  you ;  and  first  wee  are  commanded  to  tell 
you  that  notwithstanding  y"  troops  haue  been  down  in  our  Coun- 
trey  this  last  summer,  and  not  only  killed  &  taken  Prisoners, 
severall  of  the  Piscataway  Indians  our  ITriends  contrary  to  the 
Articles  of  Peace  made  with  you  by  Coll.  Coursey,  but  haue 
likewise  killed  our  Horses,  Cattle  &  Hoggi*,  robbed  our  Houses, 
and  at  last  most  cruelly  killed  some  of  his  Mat'  Christian 
subjects  whereby  we  were  justly  provoked  to  haue  made  a  warr 
upon  you,  and  dispatched  away  our  Troops  into  your  Country 
to  haue  reuenged  the  seuerall  Mischeifs  done  to  us,  yet  o'  L** 
Proprietary  h  great  governo'  did  resolue  to  follow  the  use  & 
Custome  of  Christian  nations,  and  that  wee  should  first  coiue 
here  and  acquaint  their  Sachims  with  it,  and  know  from  you 
whether  you  do  or  will  allow  of  such  their  wicked  Actions 
(wliich  if  you  do)  you  must  not  expect  to  Hue  any  longer  in 
peace  or  enjoy  the  land  in  quiett,  but  that  wee  shall  make  warr 
upon  you  in  your  own  Country,  and  wee  doubt  not  in  a  short 
t)me  to  reduce  you  to  the  same  condic6n  &  want,  as  other  In- 
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dian  Nations  that  haue  broke  tbeir  faiths  with  Chrigtians,  but 
if  you  do  not  allow  their  evill  actions  then  wee  are  willing  to 
hold  &  keep  the  peace  w"*  you,  expect  satisfaction  for  theevills 
done  to  us  according  as  you  haue  promised  in  your  answers  to 
the  proposition  luade  p  Coll.  Coursey  w*^  being  performed  on 
y*  part  wee  are  willing  to  renew  the  former  peace. 

The  Answer  of  the  Macquiss  to  the  propositions  aforesaid  on 

the  Uh  day  of  Aug^  1682. 

Wee  are  come  here  upon  the  message  of  the  agents  of  Mary- 
land and  Virginia  &  are  8orry  wee  were  not  present,  when  you 
made  your  proposalls  Yesterday  to  the  Sinekes,  and  when  they 
gaue  their  answer,  wee  four  nations  are  of  one  mind  as  you 
Christians  are,  wee  haue  heard  and  understood  that  which  you 
haue  proposed  unto  us :  You  haue  spoke  of  warr,  let  not  that 
come  to  pass,  for  our  Indians  haue  been  drunk  in  their' Capacity, 
voyd  of  Understanding  and  out  of  their  sences,  when  they  com- 
mitted that  evill  in  your  country.  And  we  pray  that  the  Mis- 
chiefs done  may  be  t'orgott  &  forgiuen:  fTor  if  it  had  been  done 
to  us,  wee  would  haue  done  the  like,  and  wee  desire  it  may  l\e 
drank  down  like  wine  and  may  not  remain  in  the  heart  and  to 
wipe  off  the  tears  and  blood  that  is  spilt.  Wee  acknowledge 
the  Covenant  made  5  years  ago  with  Coll.  Coursey,  as  also  the 
Government  made  Afterwards  w***  Coll  Kendall,  for  in  our  cove- 
nant w'**  Corleir  they  of  Virginia  &  Maryland  haue  put  in  their 
hands  as  a  3*^  man;  lett  it  not  be  pulled  out  again  do  giue  2 
Belts  of  Peak,  one  for  the  Macquiss  and  one  for  the  Onnon- 
duges 

The  Onneydoes  and  Cajouges  answer  ditto,  to  the  Propositions 

foresaid. 

Wee  are  glad  to  see  the  Agents  of  Maryland  Ap  Virginia  here, 
and  haue  heard  and  understood  that  w*^**  you  said  unto  us,  con- 
cerning the  Evillfi  our  Indians  haue  done  in  your  Country,  de- 
sire that  it  may  be  buried  in  the  earth  under  the  ground,  and 
also  to  remain  ffriends  &  brethren  as  Corleir  is  w^*^  us  &  to  deal 
w^**  us  as  he  doth. 

The  evills  done  by  our  young  Indians  in  your  country  by 
killing  and  plundering  wee  do  notallowof;  its  against  our  will, 
&  are  sorry  for  its  being  rashly  done  by  our  Indians,  desired 
that  the  harm  done  may  be  dugg  into  the  ground,  and  do  wipe 
off  the  tears  and  the  blood;  do  give  two  belts  of  Peak,  one  for 
the  Oneydes,  and  another  for  the  Cayouges. 

The  Agents  spoke  to  the  interpreters  to  ask  them  if  they  had 
done. 
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The  Agents  speak  to  the  Interpreters  to  ask  them  whether 
they  expected  that  these  Belts  would  wipe  off  the  Blood  their 
young  men  had  spilt  in  Maryland. 

Ansvf  That  these  Belts  were  after  the  flashiou  of  a  Pledge  to 
the  Answer  of  what  they  had  spoke  to  us,  w***  was  but  a  bejrin- 
ing  to  what  they  had  further  to  say. 

The  Agents  having  satt  a  long  time  bid  them  (the  Interpre- 
ters) to  moue  the  Indians  to  what  further  they  had  to  say  to 
their  Propositions,  and  withal  1  to  acquaint  them,  that  it  was 
a  matter  of  great  moment,  worth  their  serious  Consideration ; 
Peace  or  Warr  might  depend  upon  it,  and  were  willing  they 
might  take  more  time  to  think  of  itt. 

Ansiif  That  they  will  go  out  by  themselves  and  consider  of 
itt. 

N.  B.  The  four  belts  of  peak  were  not  taken  up,  but  were 
left  lying  upon  the  ground  &  the  Indians  went  away. 

The  .I***  ditto  being  Saturday  at  9  a  clock  in  the  morning  the 
Indians  came  again  in  the  Court  Yard,  and  did  find  the  4  Belts 
of  Peak  lying  in  the  same  place. 

Akus  was  ordered  p  the  Commissaries  to  tell  the  Indians 
General  1  that  they  need  not  be  affray d,  seeing  they  were  upon 
a  Treaty  of  peace,  whereupon  the  Indians  made  a  great  noise 
according  to  their  Custome  &  were  satisfyed. 

Odiaune  the  Speaker  of  the  Macquis  answers. 

That  the  Agents  were  the  occasion  of  putting  a  stop  to  the 
Intentions  yesterday,  and  that  they  had  only  made  preparation 
w"'  the  aforesd  Belts  to  come  to  a  principall  answer  to  their 
proposition. 

The  Agents  ask  whether  the  Belts  are  delivered  upon  that 
Condition  that  they  say,  that  that  w***  is  past  is  without  their 
Consent  or  allowance,  and  in  Order  to  do  a  further  Treaty, 
and  shall  then  take  up  the  Belts. 

Ansvf  Yes  upon  that  condition  only. 

The  Agents  caused  the  Indians  further  to  be  asked,  if  they 
would  proceed  w***  their  Answers. 

The  Indians  answer  that  they  had  nothing  to  sny  but  only 
wayted  for  their  demands. 

The  Agents  second  Proposition, 

fTorasmuoh  as  wee  haue  understood  from  you  this  morning 
that  the  Belts  of  Peak  w***  you  laid  down  yesterday,  were  only 
for  a  beginning,  and  to  beget  a  right  understanding  in  order 
to  our  further  Treaty :  Wee  haue  taken  them  up  and  for  that 
you  told  us  by  your  ans'  yesterday.  That  you  do  not  oounten- 
anoe  or  allow  of  the  Evill  done  to  us  by  your  young  men  but 
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The  third  Proposition  of  the  Agents, 

The  Bevers  which  you  haue  promised  for  the  robbing  and 
plaudriug,  done  in  our  Country  wee  are  content  to  accept,  and 
do  nominate  and  appoint  M'  Richard  Pretty  &  M*^  Johannes 
Windall  our  agents  to  receiue  the  same  for  us  in  Corleirs  house : 
As  for  the  Blood  of  our  people  wee  can  note  easily  permitt  it, 
but  hoping  that  this  may  be  a  warning  to  you«  and  for  that  do 
assure  you  that  the  two  warr  captaines  are  dead,  or  otherwayes 
you  would  haue  delivered  them  up  to  us,  and  by  reason  wee  are 
told  you  are  good  subjects  to  our  King  in  this  government  wee 
will  for  this  time  to  throw  a  cover  over  the  blood  that  hath  been 
spilt,  to  hide  it  from  oureyes,upon  condition  that  for  the  future 
you  keep  your  Indians  out  of  our  Country  for  doing  the  like 
evil  I  to  us  or  any  of  onr  Neighbouring  Indians,  w^**  if  they  at- 
tempt  to  do,  you  must  not  expect  to  see  us  come  here  again,  -but 
that  we  will  uncover  the  blood  that  hath  been  spilt,  and  itt 
shall  appear  as  newly  spilt  upon  the  ground ;  wee  will  fall  upon 
you,  and  wee  doubt  not  but  the  great  and  just  God  will  de- 
liver you  into  our  hands,  who  haue  so  basely  shed  our  blood 
without  a  Cause ;  Do  giue  as  pledge  a  Roll  of  Duffles  to  each 
nation. 

If  any  of  your  Indians  are  gone  into  Virginia  or  Maryland 
against  the  Christians  or  the  Fiscatoway  Indians  or  any  other 
than  our  neighbor  Indians  that  you  forthwith  send  out  mes- 
sengers to  call  them  back  again :  Do  giue  two  fatts  of  Rum  to 
each  Nation. 

Wee  are  told  that  some  Christian  hath  stirred  you  up  to  make 
war  upon  the  Piscatoway  Indians, and  promised  to  deliver  them 
up  to  you :  If  it  be  so  wee  desire  that  you  will  tell  who  they 
are ;    Do  giue  3  Rolls  of  Tobacco  and  some  pipes  to  each  nation. 

Wee  do  renew  the  Peace  for  the  Piscatoway,  &  all  our  iTriend 
Indians  and  on  their  behalf  do  giue  a  Bunett  of  Zewant  or  Peak 
of  50  guilders  to  each  nation. 

The  Cajouges  Answer 

1. — Wee  thank  you  heartily  that  you  haue  covereil  the  blood 
and  that  you  haue  spoke  so  well,  now  it  is  no  easy  thing  to  l>e- 
ginn  a  warr  for  you  could  not  then  cultivate  or  improve  yo' 
land  in  peace,  and  we  shall  take  care  that  on  both  sides  the  sun 
may  shine  over  us  in  peace :    Do  giue  3  Beavers. 

2. —You  hav^told  us  that  the  Blood  is  covered  for  w***  wee 
ttiank  you,  and  do  undertake  to  perform  all  what  you  demand 
of  us,  wee  do  now  take  the  Ax  from  our  people  and  bury  itt  in  the 
ground,  but  if  it  should  accidentally  happen  that  some  of  our 
Indians  might  take  a  hand  or  two  of  Tobaceo  that  a  warr  be 
not  made  for  so  small  an  Occasion,  Do  giue  two  Beavers. 
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3.— Let  the  Chain  wherein  Corleir,  that  is  the  GoV  of  New 
York  &  they  of  Maryland  &  Virginia  &  wee  are  IocIlS  be  kept 
fast  &  inviolable  upon  botli  bides;    Do  giue  2  Beauers. 

4.— You  haue  now  bayd  that  if  any  of  our  Indians  i^ere  out 
fighting  upon  the  Coast  of  Maryland  or  Virginia,  that  wee 
should  fetch  them  back  again.  But  there  hath  been  none  of  our 
troops  of  Cajouges  out  upon  that  Coast  these  two  years  last 
past,  neither  are  there  any  out  now ;  And  are  glad  that  you  haue 
spoke  of  the  Piseatawuy  Indians:    Do  giue  2  Beavers. 

The  Onnondages  Aiutwer. 

1. — Wee  are  glad  &  thank  you  the  gentlemen  heartily-,  that 
they  have  covered  the  blood,  w***  we  haue  shed  in  their  country ; 
Do  giue  2  Be  vers. 

2.— Wee  do  take  the  Piscatoway  Indians,  and  all  your  ffreind 
Indians  fast  in  our  Covenant,  and  do  undertake  to  keep  the 
peace  firmly  w^  your  Indians  as  w^**  yourself, Do  giue  2  Beavers. 

3. — Wee  haue  understood  that  wee  are  to  fetch  back  oar  In- 
dians, that  are  out  a  fighting  upon  the  Coast  of  Maryland  & 
Virginia  wee  engage  to  perform  it,  not  only  to  call  for  them 
home  and  send  them  back  but  shall  take  the  Ax  quite  out  of 
their  hands,  and  not  only  throw  away  the  Ax,  for  then  our 
Children  might  chance  to  see  itt,  but  shall  bury  itt,  that  oar 
posterity  after  us  may  never  see  itt;  Do  giue  a  Belt  of  16  Deep. 

The  Oneydes  Answer. 

1.  —Do  thank  the  Agents  of  Maryland  that  they  haue  covered 
the  Blood;  Do  giue  1  Bever. 

2.— Wee  know  that  wee  must  liue  in  peace  with  the  Christians 
of  Maryland  &  Virginia,  as  also  with  those  ffreind  Indians  W" 
wee  do  enagage  to  perform  &  obserue.  Do  giue  one  Beaver  & 
16. 

3.— Wee  do  make  the  Covenant  Chain  fast  &  clear  like  Gold 
wherein  Corleir  &  they  of  Maryland  &  Virginia  &  wee  are 
linked  &  shall  keep  inviolable.     Do  giue  one  Bever. 

4. — Wee  haue  understood  that  wee  must  call  back  our  troops 
that  are  gone  into  Maryland  or  V^irginia:  There  ai*e  some  of 
our  troops  that  are  gone  into  Maryland,  haue  been  out  since 
spring  upon  your  Coast,  if  any  of  them  should  haue  happened 
to  haue  shed  any  of  your  ffreind  Indians  blood,  what  shall  be 
done  in  that  case,  and  if  any  of  our  troops  of  Indians  are  gone 
out  lately  shall  call  them  back,  and  take  the  Ax  out  of  the 
hands  of  all  our  Indians,  as  well  as  our  Brethren  that  haue 
spoke  now.     Do  giue  2  Bevers. 

loe  the  gentlemen  haue  so  earnestly  enquired  of  us  what 
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Christians  haue  stirred  us  up  to  fight  ag*'  the  Piscatoway  In- 
dians wee  should  uott  haue  told  itt  if  you  had  nott  made  so 
sharp  enquiry ;  wee  do  say  that  about  2  years  ago  a  troop  of 
ten  Oneydes  were  at  the  house  of  Jacob  T oung  who  s**  unto  them, 
what  do  you  here  so  few  in  number,  you  may  get  some  mischief; 
but  go  home  and  fetch  an  army  of  yo*^  people  and  warn  mee  ten 
or  twelve  dayes  before  wee  shall  all  be  at  arms  and  then  de- 
stroy them  and  deliver  them  into  your  hands  for  wee  suffer 
great  damages  by  these  Indians  because  you  make  warr  upon 
them  ill  our  Country,  whereupon  he  presented  us  with  a  Roll 
of  Duff[l]es. 

The  Macquess  Speaks. 

1.— Wee  are  poor  &  haue  not  much  money.  The  Ax  w***  Maj* 
Pinchon  (for  New  England)  and  wee  haue  been  buryed  in  the 
ground  in  this  house,  remaines  so  (&  wee  do  not  look  out  any 
more)  that  way  to  go  a  fighting;  Lett  this  also  be  buryed  in  the 
ground  and  wee  do  humbly  pray  the  Agents  of  Maryland  &  Vir- 
ginia that  the  Blood  may  never  be  seen  any  more. 

The  Macquess  Speaker  acquaints  all  the  Indians  that  Wow- 
ler  (a  Macquess  Indian)  goes  now  to  Maryland  to  be  interpreter 
there,  and  do  desire  of  the  Agents  that  he  may  be  well  used : 
Do  giue  a  Belt  of  Peak  16  deep.

Dear  Sir  The  beginning  of  the  last  month  I  writt  to  you 
and  therein  gave  yon  my  acknowledgem^  for  y'  obi  igeing  M 
of  the  S^^  of  7  ber,  wherein  you  very  kindly  assured  mo  that 
nothing  would  be  concluded  by  the  Councill  without  hearing 
me  or  my  Agents,  and  that  if  I  came  over  in  the  Spring  you 
beleeved  I  should  find  that  business  of  Delaware  undetermined. 
I  hope  (and  by  your  favour  I  p^'sume  to  assure  my  selfe,  that  I 
may  be  heard  in  person  afore  the  Lords  of  the  Councill  will 
proceed  in  a  matter  of  that  concerne  to  my  interest  here,  and, 
y^ch  gives  me  still  the  greater  confidence,  I  shall  have  liberty  to 
appear  in  person  to  make  out  my  right  to  Delaware,  is,  that 
my  father  in  life  time  and  since  his  decease  I  have  petitioned 
His  Royal  Highness  for  a  hearing  of  that  matter ;  but  His  High 
ness  his  greater  affaires  did  not  afford  time  for  it  whilst  I  was 
in  England;  so  that  since  I  sought  for  a  hearing  of  that  busi- 
ness, so  far  as  w^  good  manners  became  me  towards  His 
Highness,  it  would  now  be  somew^  hard  that  in  my  absence  I 
should  be  concluded. 

S*^  it  is  a  matter  of  that  importance  to  me,  that  I  dare  not 
cdmitt.  the  managem^  of  it  to  the  best  Agents  I  can  procure  to 
act  for  me  in  my  absence :  therefore  I  earnestly  recommend  to  y' 
kindness  thai,  you  will  continue  moveing  for  some  time  to  be 
given  me  for  my  appeareing  in  person  at  the  Councill  Board; 
where  I  hope  to  be  the  latter  end  of  May  next,  and  shall  then 
cleer  all  things  so  as  may  fullie  satisfie  the  Lords  of  His  Ma**** 
most  hon**'®  Privy  Council,  of  my  right  to  Delaware,  that  part 
I  meane  w*^**  lyeth  to  the  Southward  of  y*  degree  of  40  Northerly 
latitude.  And  if  my  unkiod  neighbour  W"  Penn  or  his  Agents 
are  able  to  make  out  that  there  were  Dutch  seated  at  Delaware 
afore  my  pattent  for  Mary  I**  was  granted,  (w*^**  will  be  somewh* 
hard  to  prove)  I  will  then  make  it  plainy  appeare  that  such 
Dutch  were  usurpers,  and  were  utterly  disown'd  by  the  States 
of  Holland  Of  this  I  have  undeniable  testimonies  such  as  W 
Penn  will  not  withstand,  and  posuibl}^  I  shall  then  be  able  to 
produce  some  thing  under  Penn's  hand  to  the  same  purpose. 
8'  I  am  so  well  armed  and  provided  with  proofes  of  this  kind, 
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that  I  onely  beg  a  personall  hearing,  and  that  you  will  become 
a  Solicitor  for  me  therein  is  the  favour  and  kindness  I  beg  at 
y'  hands,  W^  I  will  gratefully  owne  as  becomes  one  that  already  is

GERRIT  VAN  SWEERINGEN'S  ACCOUNT  OF  THE 
SETTLING  OP  THE  DUTCH  AND  SWEDES  AT 

THE  DELWAARE. 


l?ie  relation  of  It  Garret  Van  Sweeringen  of  the  City  of  S'  Maries 
concerning  his  knowledge  of  the  seateing  of  Delaware  Bay  and 
Biver  to  y*  Southward  of  the  4(P  Degree  of  Northern  latitude  by 
the  Dutch  and  Swedes  {Viz') 

In  the  yeare  1648,  the  Dutch  haveing  had  bad  successe  in  the 
North  River  from  whence  they  had  bin  driven  by  the  New  Eng- 
land men,  they  resolved  to  looke  towards  the  South,  and  have- 
ing information  of  that  River  other  ways  called  Delaware,  for- 
merly bought  by  oneManheer  Godin  from  the  Indians,  a  sloop 
was  fitted  out  with  some  cargoe  to  trade  with  the  said  Indians 
of  that  river.  They  landed  first  at  a  place  called  by  the  Indians 
Siconescinque  where  they  found  out  a  Creeke  navigable  for 
a  sloop,  as  I  was  informed  by  those  that  had  been  acquainted 
with  these  men  that  landed  there. 

These  men  or  traders  came  a  shoare  wi  th  their  goods,  where 
they  traded  with  the  Indians  &  frequenting  soe  much  with  >** 
Indian  women,  till  they  gott  the  country  dutyes,  otherwise 
called  the  pox,and  soe  they  named  that  place  Whore-Kill,  that 
is  in  England  the  Whores  Creek.  Whereupon  they  returned 
home  and  ventured  againe  a  second  time  with  a  considerable 
Cargoe;  but  reuiembring  (as  I  suppose)  how  they  had  been 
served  at  the  Whore  Kill,  they  went  some  ten  or  twelve  miles 
higher,  where  they  landed  againe  &  traded  with  the  Indians, 
trusting  y*^  Indians,  to  come  into  their  stores  a  shoare,  and 
likewise  aboard  of  their  sloope  drinking  and  debauching  with 
the  Indians  till  they  were  all  at  last  barbarously  murdered  and 
soe  that  place  was  christened  with  their  blood  and  to  this  day 
called  the  Murderers-kill  that  is  Murderers  Creeke. 

About  the  year  1650,  as  neere  as  I  can  guess  they  made  a  third 
voyage  into  the  river  of  Delaware,  and  there  cast  Anchor  qlI  ^ 
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point  neere  the  mouth  of  Delawre  river  called  Bontges  hooke, 
but  iiii8likein<2^  that  place  they  went  higher  up  and  cast  anchor 
at  the  sand  point  now  called  Newcastle;  there  they  perceived 
some  foure  or  five  English  families  were  seated  about  nine 
miles  lower  on  the  East  side  of  the  River  called  Elsingburg, 
which  English  men  were  supposed  to  come  from  Maryland  or 
Virginia. 

There  is  noe  doubt  but  the  Dutch  much  misliking  this,  they 
resolved  to  go  up  the  River  as  high  as  they  could,  and  there 
landed,  setting  up  a  post  with  the  marke  of  the  West  India 
Company  in  this  manner  &  A  P**  ^^  which  marke  they  claime 
their  title  to  that  river.  >f  v  Whereupon  by  oomind  from 
the  Genera]  I  of  the  Manadoes,  they  built  a  fort  on  the  sand 
point  where  they  first  landed  after  their  mishap  in  the  Bay; 
this  fort  being  soe  built  for  their  security  against  the  Indians 
and  Christians,  one  Andrew  Hudde  being  the  chiefe  man,  some 
times  Secretary,  some  times  commandant,  and  at  other  times 
nothing  at  all,  being  according  to  behavior  turn'd  out  and  put 
in  againe,  according  to  pleasure;  which  p'^son  I  knew  very  well, 
and  have  heard  him  and  others  discourse  of  what  had  happened 
and  past  in  his  time. 

In  this  manner  they  lived  a  long  time  without  any  govenn*  till 
neere  the  yeare  1652,  when  the  Sweedes  did  fitt  out  a  fly  boate 
with  considerable  cargoe,  with  another  small  vessell  filled  with 
freemen  and  soldiers  w***  a  Governo'  called  Manheer  Prince  and 
Younker  Papagy,  besides  a  factor  Henric  Heugan  and  Jacob 
Swanson,  who  were  to  trade  with  the  Indians. 

Upon  their  arriveall  in  Delaware  they  askt  leave  of  the  Dutch 
to  refresh  themselves  with  water  to  which  the  Dutch  yielded 
not  imagining  they  had  any  designe  upon  that  place;  but  the 
Sweedes  haveing  got  ashoaremade  y*  Dutch  quitt  their  posses- 
sions and  were  turned  to  their  shift,  as  before.  And  then  the 
Sweedes  with  a  [s]  little  right  as  the  Dutch  had  done  beforo, 
possest  themselves  of  that  River;  they  haveing  thus  lost  the 
South  River,  as  they  had  afore  lost  the  North  River,  the  West 
India  Company  being  very  poore  and  noe  wayes  able  to  en- 
counter the  Sweedes,  they  resolved  upon  a  protest,  which  they 
made  ag^  the  Sweede  for  dispossessing  them  of  their  possessions; 
which  the  Sweede  little  reguarded. 

After  this  the  Company  stated  their  case^  to  the  city  of  Am- 
sterdam; the  Citty  being  full  of  money  doth  resolve  to  assist 
the  said  Company  in  order  to  restore  them  to  their  former 
possessions. 

In  the  yeare  1654  the  Citty  of  Amsterdam  did  cause  a  ship 
to  be  fitted  out  with  thirty  six  greats  gunns,  being  called  the 
Waegh,  and  manned  accordingly,   whereof  was  com&nder  Cap* 
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Koning,  which  said  Cap*  and  other  officers  I  knew  very  well^ 
and  had  relation  of  some  of  theui  what  was  past  at  that  time. 
The  Sweedes  in  the  meane  time,  being  interlopers,  keepea  trade 
with  the  Indians:  the  Governo'  going  to  Sweedeland  left  his 
son  in  law  Papagij  the  government,  and  the  fort  at  the  Sand- 
point  which  they  took  from  the  Dutch  being  very  inconsidera- 
ble, was  enlarged  by  them  and  called  Cassimeirs,  and  another 
fort  builded  five  mile  higher  was  called  Christina. 

The  head  of  Chesepeake  Bay  in  Maryland  was  not  att  that 
time  seated,  and  soe  the  Marylanders  did  not  much  take  notice 
either  of  the  Sweedes  or  Dutch,  they  looking  upon  them 
both  to  be  onely  traders  and  soe  here  to  day  and  gone  to  morrow ; 
there  being  noe  navigac6n  or  road  betwixt  the  head  of  the  Bay 
and  Delaware,  by  which  meanes  the  Marylanders  could  be  in- 
formed of  the  proceedings  of  the  Dutch  and  Sweedes,  Afterwards 
the  Company  repossest  themselves  with  the  assistance  of  that 
frigatt  called  the  Waegh,  which  y**  Citfcy  of  Amsterdam  had 
sent  to  that  purpose. 

In  the  meane  time  arrived  a  ship  from  Sweedland  and  heare- 
ing  the  Dutch  had  got  their  former  possessions,  tooke  a  great 
many  Indians  on  board  theire  ship  upon  the  decke  in  sight  of 
the  Dutch,  and  soe  without  any  hindrance  past  by  the  fort 
Casimer  of  which  the  Dutch  had  possession  and  from  whence 
they  might  have  sunk  the  Sweedes  ship  but  that  they  were 
afraid  of  killing  the  Indians,  then  on  board,  in  that  manner; 
for  both  the  Nations  as  well  Sweedes  as  Dutch  did  strive  on 
both  sides  to  please  and  not  to  disoblige  the  Indians.,  in  con- 
siderac6n  of  the  trade  upon  which  they  wholly  depended. 

TheSweeds  ship  sailed  upas  high  as  Tenacum  hideing  them- 
selves in  a  creeke,  therefore  is  called  to  this  day  the  Schuyl- 
kill in  English  Hideing  Creeke.  The  Sweedes  yeilded  them- 
selves up,  most  of  their  Officers  went  home  except  their  Capt 
and  Lieuten'  Henryc  Heugen  their  factor  and  Heer  Lawrence 
their  priest  ;*  all  which  persons  I  knew  very  well  &  have  had 
several  times  a  full  relation  of  what  was  done  in  those  dayes; 
the  soldiers  remaineing  in  the  country  as  inhabitants  amongst 
the  Dutch  who  together  made  a  considerable  number,  &  soe 
l)ecame  as  it  were  a  Colony  or  a  C6mon  Wealth. 

The  Company  being  soe  indebted  to  the  Citty  of  Amsterdam 
as  to  the  setting  out  of  a  man  of  warr  in  reduceing  the  South 
River  into  theire  possession  againe,  they  were  resolved  to  make 
sale  of  their  said  title  unto  the  said   Citty,   which   likewas 


*  Rkt.  Lawbkkcx  Charles  Lokeniits  came  to  the  Delaware  about  the  jear  1650. 
and  presided  OTer  the  Lutheran  churches  at  Tlnlcum  and  Christina.  He  died  In  1688. 
Memoirs  of  the  HUtnrieal  Society  of  PennMylrania,  111.  pt.  1.  109.  His  life  was  one 
of  considerable  trials  and  troubles :  for  a  record  of  which,  see  Hazard's  Annale  of 
Pmtuylmniit. 
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was  required  from  the  other  side ;  soe  both  parties  were  soon 
agreed,  the  Company  being  rid  of  their  uncertain  title,  did  not 
onelj"  pay  their  debt  but  is  supposed  had  money  to  boote. 

In  fine  the  Citty  of  Amsterdam  were  made  Lords  and  Patrou^ 
of  that  Colony  in  Deleware  River,  whereof  I  my  self e  have  had  a 
p'usal  of  some  papers  concerning  those  matters. 

A  ship  called  the  Prince  Maurice  was  provided  to  fi^>e  to  the 
said  Colony, a  Governo'  and  Councell  appoint«d,and  a  Company 
of  soldiers  consisting  of  about  sixty  men  put  aboard,  and  I  my- 
self was  made  Supra  Cargoe  over  the  said  ship  and  goods,  there 
being  to  the  number  of  one  hundred  and  eighty  souls  aboard  the 
said  ship,  which  sailed  out  of  the  Texell  the  25^^  day  of  Decern- 
ber,  1656;  The  said  passengers  comeing  into  Delaware  in  a  ship 
called  the  Beaver  hired  at  New  Yorke,  after  the  ship  Prince 
Maurice  was  lost.*  This  was  the  25'**  day  of  April  1657,  when 
we  toke  possession  of  the  fort  now  called  Newcastle,  and  the 
soldiers  of  the  West  India  Company  quitt4»d  the  same. 

After  this  Cap'  Criger  being  c6manded  to  goe  for  Mary- 
land, then  called  by  us  Virginia,  upon  the  Isle  of  Kent  the  11*^ 
day  of  September  1657,  he  returned  againe  and  report-ed  that 
the  English  Governo'  was  p'^paring  to  come  over  to  Delaware. 
Whereupon  good  watch  was  kept  and  the  fort  putt  into  re- 
paireand  likewise  the  freemen  of  the  towne  kept  to  their  duty. 
The  English  desisting  from  theire  designe  wee  had  no  repulse 
from  that  side. 

The  Goverho'  and  Ministers  of  State  in  Maryland  comeing  to 
understand  that  the  Dutch  and  Sweedes  encreased  in  Delaware, 
that  they  bgan  to  make  Settlem'  there,  and  that  in  time  it  would 
be  a  hard  matter  to  remove  them  or  make  them  sensible  that 
they  were  within  the  p'cincts  of  Maryland,  which  had  not  been 
much  reguarded  before  by  the  OflBcers  of  Maryland ;  for  in  my 
opinion,  the  considered  the  Dutch  and  Sweedes  onely  as  traders 
not  haveing  any  set  led  go  verm'  or  Governo'  before. 

Now  in  the  yeare  1650  deputyes  were  sent  from  Maryland  to 
the  town  of  New  Anistell,  I  myselfe  being  then  one  of  the 
Councell  and  Comissary  Generall  for  the  Citty  of  Amsterdam 
in  that  place.  The  Deputies  were  Coll:  Nathaniell  Uty,  Maj' 
Samuel  1  Goldsmith  and  M*"  George  Uty,  with  several  persons 
of  note  in  Maryland  Jacob  Young  being  then  Interpreter.  Coll : 
Uty  then  produced  his  letters  of  credence,  signed  (Josias  Fen- 
(lall)  and  the  protest  was  read  and  sig^ned  (Phillip  Calvert) 
wherein  was  sett  forth  (soe  n^ere  as  I  can  remember)  the 
injury  done  to  the  Lord  Balteniore  by  their  unlawfull  and 
forcible  possession  kept  by  them  of    those    partes  in  his  Lo"* 


*  This  yesael  was  wrecked  off  Fire  Island.  L.  1. .  on  the  night  of  8th  March,  1057. 
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Province;  and  that  bin  Lqp  against  his  will  should  be  forct  to 
use  the  eztremety  of  armes,  if  that  parte  of  his  Countrey  was 
not  delivered  up;  some^copyes  of  records  tending  to  his  Lo^' 
purpose  were  produce  1 ;  what  they  were  I  cannot  now  remem- 
ber. Whereupon  the  said  Deputyes  were  dismist  and  upon 
the  same  day  a  rumor  went  all  the  towne  over,  that  Major 
Goldsmith  at  a  house  of  Margarett  Davies  a  scotch  woman  did 
publiquely  proclaim  to  our  inhabitants,  att  least  to  those  that 
were  there  p'^sent,  that  all  land  thenceforth  was  to  be  taken  up 
under  a  Patent  for  my  L**  Baltimore,  and  the  land  taken  up 
already  was  to  be  held  under  him  by  the  same  authority :  which 
was  very  ill  taken  by  us  and  wee  resolved  to  stopp  those  hott 
proceedings;  but  upon  considerations  and  other  reasons  wee 
past  it  by  for  that  time. 

Againe  in  the  yeare  1660  did  appeare  att  Amsterdam  in  Hol- 
land, Cap^  James  Neale,  being  a  person  deputed  from  the  Lord 
Baltimore,  protesting  in  the  name  of  Ctecilius  Baron  of  Balti- 
more in  a  manner  and  forme  as  afore  the  Deputyes  had  done 
att  Delaware. 

The  Company  was  sitting  then  in  the  new  West  India  House 
in  Amsterdam,  where  the  said  James  Neale  did  appeare  and 
protest  by  Notariall  act,  of  the  wrong  done  to  his  Lordship  by 
their  ministers  of  State  in  America,  by  usurpeing  and  unlaw- 
fully possesseing  a  considerable  part  of  his  province  of  Mary- 
land, especially  that  part  which  was  called  by  the  name  of 
Delaware  Bay, demanding  not  onely  the  restourac6n  of  the  said 
territoryes  soe  unjjsily  deteined  with  satisfaction  also  for  the 
injury  his  Lo^  hath  susteiued  thereby.  The  West  India  Com- 
pany returnes  a  proud  answer  sayein^  they  possesse  the  same 
by  general  1  octeroy  granted  to  them  by  the  States  of  Holland, 
that  they  were  resolved  by  vertue  of  the  same  octeroy  to  defend 
their  just  and  lawful!  title,  with  such  meanes  as  God  and 
nature  hath  put  into  their  hands  and  other  circumstances  as 
may  appeare  by  the  same  instrument;  Which  copy  of  prote.st 
was  sent  to  us  att  Delaware.  Whereupon  wee  did  resolve 
to  quit  the  Whorekill  thinking  it  better  to  quitt  that  place 
then  to  run  the  hazard  of  weakening  New  Amstell.  The 
English  then  came  out  of  Maryland,  from  a  part  now  called 
Somersett  County  and  drew  neere  the  Whorekill  tradeing  with 
the  Indians.  Whereupon  it  was  reported  that  the  said  English 
men  began  to  build  and  settle  in  that  parte  of  the  country. 
The  Citty  of  Amsterdam  thereupon  did  send  us  expresse  orders 
to  protest  against  the  said  English  men,  and  in  case  they  would 
not  remove  then  to  conipell  them  by  force  of  arms.  All  this 
while  wee  stood  upon  our  defence  against  Maryland. 

A  Commander  and  sixtene  men  were  sent  to  the  Whorekill  to 
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take  possession  againe,  but  another  resolucun  was  taken  a  short 
time  after  to  oalt  the  said  soldiers  back,  and  soe  the  Whorekill 
was  left  afraine.  The  Oitty  of  Amsterdam  hereby  was  very  much 
discouraged,  and  did  absolutely  incline  to  leave  and  abandon 
the  said  Colony  as  appeared  by  their  writeings  and  scarceness 
of  goods  &  provision  they  did  send  in.  Whereupon  I  myselfe 
was  deputed  for  Holland  for  a  whole  yeare,  residing  there,  to 
remonstrate  y*  condition  of  the  said  Colony,  and  to  encourage 
the  Citty  of  Amsterdam  to  goe  on  with  their  designe;  which  att 
last  they  undertooke  by  new  resolution,  charging  us  strictly  not 
to  omitt  in  makeing  a  division  betweeue  the  English  neighbors 
and  us  to  the  end  they  might  not  receive  any  repulse  from  that 
side,  as  may  appeare  by  their  owne  letters  written  to  the  Governo' 
and  Councell  att  Delaware.  To  which  end  they  ordered  us  to 
build  a  fort  upon  Ritten  Island,*  neare  where  they  did  thinke 
the  division  might  be;  yet  notwithstanding  that  division 
not  to  be  absolutely  conclusive,  but  provisionally;  for  wee  did 
not  intend  to  contest  with  Maryland  about  my  Lord  Baltimore 
his  patent  reaching  to  the  fortieth  degree  of  latitude,  but  at 
randome,  soe  neere  as  wee  could  agree  to  draw  a  line  betweene 
the  two  governments,  wee  being  informed  that  the  Schuil- 
kill  did  lye  under  forty  degrees  farre  above  Delaware  towue. 
I  myselfe  could  never  heare  them  speake  to  what  degree  they 
p''tended,  when  I  was  that  whole  yeare  in  Holland,  neither  did 
any  such  thing  appeare  in  any  of  their  letters;  onely  agree 
with  your  neighbors  in  Maryland,  for  feare  of  opposicdn  from 
that  side.  In  the  yeare  1664  arrived  Coll.  Niclas  set  out  by  his 
Ma"*  whereupon  the  fort  and  country  was  brought  under  sub- 
mission by  B'  Robert  Carr  as  deputed  with  two  shlpps  to  that 
intent.  S'  Rot)ert  Carr  did  protest  often  to  me  that  he  did  not 
come  as  an  enemy  but  as  a  friend,  demanding  onely  in  friend- 
shipp  what  was  y*  Kings  right  in  that  country.  There  was 
taken  from  the  Citty  of  Amsterdam  and  the  inhabitants  there- 
about, one  hundred  sheep  &  thirty  or  forty  horses,  fifty  or  sixty 
cows  and  oxen,  the  number  of  betweene  sixty  and  seventy  ne- 
groes, brewhouse,  stillhouse,  and  all  materialls  there  unto  be- 
longing the  produce  of  the  land  for  that  yeare,  as  come  hay  &* 
were  likewise  seized  by  S-  Robet  Carr  for  the  use  of  the  King 
and  likewise  the  cargoe  that  was  unsold, and  the  bills  for  what 
was  sold.  They  also  gott  in  their  custody,  being  all,  to  the 
value  so  neere  as  I  now  can  remember  of  foure  thousand  pounds 
sterling,  likewise  armes  powder  andshott  in  a  greate  quantity, 
four  and  twenty  greate  gunns  were,  the  greatest  part,  trans-

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ported  to  New  Yorke.  The  Dutch  soldiers  were  taken  prisoners 
&  given  to  the  merchant-man  that  was  there,  iu  recoin pence  of 
hiu  Bervioe,  and  into  Virginia  they  were  transported  to  be  sold, 
as  it  was  credibly  reported  by  Sir  Robert  Carrs  officers  and  other 
persons  there  liveing  in  the  towne.  All  sorts  of  tooles  for  handi- 
craft tradesmen  and  all  plowgeer  and  other  things  to  cultivate 
the  t^round  which  were  in  the  store  in  great  quantity,  as  like- 
wise a  saw  Mill  to  saw  planke  ready  to  sett  up,  and  nine  sea 
bayes  with  their  iron  chaines,  great  quantities  of  pliisicall 
meanes  besides  the  estate  of  Governo''  Debonissa,  and  myselfe, 
except  some  household  stufTe  and  auegroe  I  gott  away  and  some 
other  moveables  Robert  Carr  did  permit  me  to  sell. 

Coll :  Nioklus  understanding  what  S'  Robert  Carr  had  gott 
att  Delaware  tooke  all  againe  from  the  said  Sir  Robert  Carr 
when  the  said  Coll:  came  there  againe  in  p'son  (as  I  was  in- 
formed) being  upon  the  way  for  Maryland. 

There  was  likewise  a  boate  dispatched  to  the  Whorekill  and 
there  plundered  and  tooke  possession  of  all  effects  belonging  to 
the  Citty  of  Amsterdam,  as  alsoe  what  belonged  to  the  Quaking 
Society  of  Plockhoy  to  a  very  naile,  according  to  letter  written 
by  one  of  that  company  to  the  Citty  of  Amsterdam,  in  which 
letter  complaint  was  piade  that  the  Indians  at  the  Whorekill 
had  declared  they  never  sold  the  Dutch  any  land  to  inhabit. 

I  have  omitted  what  past  in  the  yeare  1659  when  several  1  of 
the  Dutch  came  away  from  Delaware  and  sheltered  themselves 
under  the  government  of  Maryland,  some  under  p'tence  that 
they  could  not  gett  their  liveing  there,  and  others  that  we  had 
noe  rite  or  title  to  the  land  wee  inhabited,  as  I  suppose  they 
conjectured  by  the  difference  there  was  betweene  Marylan<l  & 
Delaware.  I  myselfe  went  to  Maryland  to  demand  those  per- 
sons backe  againe  from  the  Lieutenant  General  I  of  that  Province 
and  from  the  Chancello'  Phillip  Calvert,  with  whom  I  spoke. 
but  could  receive  noe  satisfaction  as  to  my  demand.

MBBfD"' — Then  came  before  us  Garratt  Van  Sweeringen  of  tin* 
City  of  S*  Maries  within  this  province  gent  aged  eight  and  forty 
yeares  or  there  abouts,  and  haveing  taken  his  oath  upon  the 
Holy  Evangelist  by  m  in  Councill  to  him  administered,dopom»th 
and  saith  that  what  is  herein  before  conteined  and  deolare<l  to 
be  of  hisowne  knowledge  is  the  truth  of  his  knowledge  and  well 
kuowne  to  him  to  be  in  manner  as  is  set  downe;  and  what  else 
herein  before  conteined  and  declared  to  be  the  report  or  rumor 
of  those  times  was  indeed  received  by  him  as  such,  from  gootl 
credible  and  sufficient  p'sons,  to  be  the  dealelngs  and  transac- 
tions of  those  times  in  manner  and  forme  as  is  herein  before  8c»tt 
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downe ;  to  the  truth  whereof  be  said  Garratt  Van  Sweeringen 
hath  hereunto  set  his  hand  the  day  and  yeare  above  said.

ABSTRACT  OP  PROPOSALS  SUBMITTED  BY  TWO 

IROQUOIS  NATIONS. 


Abstract  of  the  Proposalls  of  the  Onoundages  and  Cayouges 
Sachims  at  New  Yorke  2  August  1684. 

That  the  English  will  protect  them  from  the  French  other- 
wise they  shall  loose  all  the  Beaver  and  hunting. 

That  they  have  put  themselves  and  their  lands  under  the 
Protection  of  the  King,  and  have  given  Susquehanah  River  to 
the  Government  of  Now  York  of  which  they  desire  it  may  be 
a  Branch,  and  under  which  they  will  shelter  themselves  from 
the  French. 

That  Penn*s  people  may  not  settle  under  the  Susquehanah 
River. 

They  have  putt  themselves  under  the  King  and  give  two 
Deer  Skinns  for  the  King  to  write  upon  them,  and  put  a  great 
read  Seale  to  them,  that  they  put  all  their  lands  under  His 
Ma*'  and  no  other  Government  then  New  Yorke. 

They  desire  these  proposalls  may  be  sent  to  the  King  with  a 
Belt  of  Wampum  peeg  and  another  small  Belt  for  the  Duke  of 
York.  And  they  give  Col.  Dungan  a  Beaver  to  send  over  this 
Proposal  I. 

And  my  Lord  Effingham  is  desired  to  take  notice  that  Penn's 
agents  would  haue  bought  the  Susquehanah  River  of  them,  but 
they  would  not,  but  fastned  it  to  the  Government  of  New  York. 

That  being  a  free  people  uniting  themselues  to  the  English, 
it  may  be  in  their  power  to  give  their  land  to  what  Sachim 
they  please.

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FROM  GOV.  DONGAN'S  REPORT— 1684. 


The  three  lower  Countys  of  Pensylvania  have  been  a  depeu- 
deucy  on  this  Place,  &  a  great  many  of  the  Inhabitants  persons 
that  removed  thither  from  this  Gov^rmt  and  I  doe  not  beleive 
it  was  his  Mat^*  intention  to  annex  it  to  Pensylvania  nor  to  have 
it  subject  to  the  same  Laws,  it  being:  the  Kinc^s  own  Land,  the 
doing  whereof  by  M'  Pen  there  has  been  of  great  detriment  to 
this  place  in  hindrlng  the  Tobacco  to  come  hither  as  formerly, 
for  then  there  came  two  shipps  for  one  that  comes  now ;  Beaver 
&  Peltry  taking  up  but  small  Stowage  in  Shipps. 

And  indeed  it  were  in  my  opinion  very  necessary  for  the  ad- 
vantage of  this  Place  and  increase  of  his  Maty*  Revenues  that 
it  were  soe  ordered  that  the  Tobacco  of  these  Countrys  may 
bee  imported  hither  without  paying  there  the  duty  of  one  Peny 
p'  Pound,  and  then  wee  should  not  bee  at  such  streight  for  re- 
turns, their  Trade  would  much  increase  and  this  Place  become 
a  Magazin  for  the  Neighbouring  Provinces,  &  care  taken  that 
the  Tobacco  be  duly  returned  to  England  whereas  now  a  great 
part  of  it  goes  another  way  and  soe  its  very  necessary  that  the 
Collector  of  this  Place  should  be  Collector  of  that  River  for 
the  enumerated  commoditys.  And  wee  will  have  such  regard 
to  the  advantage  of  this  Port  that  weeU  suffer  noe  fraud  to  bee 
committed  there  nor  noe  Tobacco  to  be  exported  but  what  goes 
either  directly  for  England  or  this  place. 

Besides  wee  find  the  contrary  to  l^e  very  inconvenient  in  this 
that  whereas  formerly  the  damnified  Tobacco  which  came  from 
thence  not  fit  for  England  wee  made  up  in  Rolls  &  sent  y^  same 
up  the  River  to  the  Indians  who  in  exchange  gave  in  Beaver  & 
Peltry,  for  want  whereof  his  Mat^*  Revenue  here  is  much  im- 
paired in  as  moch  as  the  Indians  are  therefore  forc't  either  to 
Plant  the  Tobacco  themselves  or  to  goe  where  they  can  be  fur- 
nished with  it,  &  there  carry  their  Beaver  and  Peltry  (they 
being  of  that  tamper  that  they  had  rather  want  clothes  than 
Tobacco)  by  which  means  his  Ma*y  Revenue  sustains  a  double 
loss,  one  in  the  ten  Per  cent  such  Tobacco  pays  Custom  up  the 
River,  &  the  other  in  the  Custom  of  such  Beaver  and  Peltry  as 
the  same  would  produce 

Further  if  Pensylvania  bee  continued  as  by  Charter,  running 
five  degrees  to  the  Westward  it  will  take  in  the  most  of  the 
five  Nations  that  lye  to  the  Westward  of  Albany  and  the  whole 
Beaver  &  Peltry  Trade  of  that  Place,  the  consequence  whereof 
will  bee  the  Depopulation  of  this  Governm*  for  the  people 
mast  follow  the  Trade.  Those  Indians  &  the  people  of  this 
60— Vol.  V. 
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Government  have  been  in  continued  peace  &  amity  one  with 
another  these  fifty  years.  And  those  Indians  aboat  forty  years 
agoe  did  annex  their  Lands  to  this  Governm^  &  have  ever  ^ince 
constantly  renewed  the  same  with  every  Governor  that  has 
been  here  both  in  the  time  of  the  Dutch  &  the  English  and  in 
particular  to  myself  who  have  given  them  largely  in  consid- 
eration of  their  lands  And  I  am  certainly  informed,  that  they 
have  declared  they  will  goe  and  live  on  y^  other  side  of  the  lake 
than  bee  under  any  other  Goverm*  on  this  than  ours.  Endeavors 
have  been  used  (tho  to  noe  purpose)  to  p''suade  some  of  our 
Traders  who  speak  the  language  to  goe  and  live  upon  the  Sus- 
quehannah  River  tho  I  cannot  yet  find  out  by  whom  this  has 
been  made 

The  five  Indian  Nations  are  the  most  war  like  people  in 
America,  &  are  a  bulwark  between  U8&  the  French  &  all  other 
Indians  they  goe  as  far  as  the  South  Sea  the  North- West  Pas- 
sage &  Florida  to  Warr.  New  England  in  their  last  Warr 
with  the  Indians  had  been  ruined,  had  not  S'  Edmund  Andros 
sent  some  of  those  Nations  to  their  assistance  And  indeed  they 
are  soe  considerable  that  all  the  Indians  in  these  parts  of 
America  are  Tributareys  to  them.  I  suffer  noe  Christians  to 
converse  with  them  any  where  but  at  Albany  and  that  not 
without  my  licence. 

Since  I  came  here  the  people  of  Boston  have  sent  them  pre- 
sents in  acnowledgement  of  their  favor  and  friendship.  And 
I  was  forc't  to  go  with  my  Lord  Effingham  to  bury  his  hatchet 
and  theirs  which  is  their  way  of  making  peace. 

I  have  sent  herewith  what  the  Nations  that  conquered  the 
Susque^annas  desired  of  the  King  in  my  Lord  Effinghams  pre- 
sence And  I  beleive  it  to  be  of  dangerous  consquence  if  denyed. 

This  Government  has  always  been  and  still  is  at  a  great  charge 
to  keep  them  peaceable  &  annexed  to  this  Government  which  is 
of  that  moment  that  upon  any  ocasion  I  can  have  three  or  four 
thousand  of  their  men  at  a  call. 

I  cannot  beleive  that  ever  it  was  the  Kings  intention  to  grant 
away  soe  considerable  a  part  of  this  government  which  has 
been  so  long  appropriated  to  it  &  even  the  people  think  it  a« 
a  part  of  themselves  and  would  be  much  troubled  at  a  separa- 
tion from  soe  good  and  ancient  neighbours  that  at  first  of  their 
own  free  wills  became  soe  and  have  ever  since  continued  with 
such  constancy  to  desire  and  maintain  a  mutual  friendship  and 
correspondence  If  therefore  his  Mat'  were  pleased  to  have  a  line 
run  from  41d  and  40m  in  Delaware  River  to  the  Falls  upon  the 
Susquehanna,  and  to  let  M'  Pen  keep  all  below  that  it  would 
be  sufiBcient  for  him  the  bounds  below  it  being  conjectured  to 
contain  more  than  all  England  besides  the  lower  Countys  which 
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is  near  upon   100  miles  from   the  Cape  up  the  River;  And  in 
breadth  more  than  thirty  miles,  as  is  generaly  beleeved 

To  preserve  the  Beaver  &  Peltry  Trade  for  this  and  Albany  and 
to  be  an  encouragement  to  our  Beaver  Hunt-ers  I  denire  I  may 
have  order  to  erect  a  Campagne  Fort  upon  Delaware  in  4ld 
40m ;  another  tipon  the  Susquehanna  where  his  Maf  shall  think 
fit  M'  Pens  bounds  shall  terminate.  And  another  at  Oneigra  near 
the  Great  Lake  in  the  way  where  our  people  goe  a  Beaver  hunt- 
ing or  trading  or  any  where  elsewhere  I  shall  think  convenient 
it  being  very  necessary  for  the  support  of  Trade,  maintaining 
a  correspondence  with  the  further  Indians,  &  in  securing  our 
right  in  the  country  the  French  making  a  pretence  as  far  as  the 
Bay  of  Mexico,  for  which  they  have  no  other  argument  than 
that  they  have  had  possession  this  twenty  years  by  their  fathers 
living  so  long  among  the  Indians.  They  have  fathers  still  among 
the  five  Nations  aforementioned  viz,  the  Maquaes,  the  Sinicaes, 
Cayouges,  Oueides,  and  Onondagues  and  have  converted  many 
of  them  to  the  Christian  Faith  and  doe  their  utmost  to  draw 
them  to  Canada,  to  which  place  there  are  already  6  or  700  re- 
tired and  more  like  to  doe  to  the  Great  prejudice  of  this  Gov- 
ernment if  not  prevented.  I  have  done  my  endeavors  and  have 
gone  so  far  in  it  that  I  have  prevailed  with  the  Indians  to  consent 
to  come  back  from  Canada  on  condition  that  I  procure  for  them 
a  peece  of  Land  called  Serachtague  lying  upon  Hudsons  river 
above  40  miles  above  Albany  and  there  furnish  them  with  Priests

We  Christina  &c.  make  known  that  the  bearer  of  this  Captain 
Jacob  Powelson  with  the  vessel  under  his  command  named 
Fredenburgh,  laden  with  men,  cattle  and  other  things  necessary 
for  the  cultivation  of  the  country,  designs  departing  from  Hol- 
land to  America  or  the  West  Indies  and  there  establishing  him- 
self in  the  country  called  New  Sweden ;  we  therefore  beseech 
respectively  and  amicably  all  monarchs  and  republics  or  their 
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officers  and  servants  to  whom  the  said  captain  may  address 
himself,  and  request  of  them  and  expressly  command  our  own 
sabjects,  to  permit  freely  and  without  obstacle  to  pass,  the 
said  vessel  with  all  the  persons  and  every  other  thing  which 
may  be  on  board  ;  and  according  to  circumstances  to  permit  him 
to  return  to  his  country;  we  promise  to  act  in  like  manner  and 
as  is  becoming  to  others;  our  subjects  must  fulfil  our  express 
will. 

Given  under  our  Royal  seal  and  countersigned  respectively 
with  the  proper  hand  of  our  Guardians  and  administrators  of 
the  Kingdom  of  Sweden— day  and  year  above  written.

North  side  of  the  South  river  and  to  there  found  a  Colony. 
We  announce  to  you  likewise,  that  we  have  accorded  to  them  a 
grant  and  privilege  with  several  other  rights  What  we  exact 
from  you  is,  that  j'ou  place  no  obstacle  to  their  project,  and 
moreover  for  your  own  advantage  and  common  safety  that  you 
be  with  them  upon  good  terms.  Wehav«  also  the  gracious  in- 
tention of  sending  you  from  Gottenburg,  next  spring  if  it  pleases 
God,  one  or  two  vesssels  with  all  sorts  of  provisions;  and  to 
detail  to  you  more  fully  our  views  and  intentions,  according 
to  which  you  will  have  iij  conduct  yourself  in  both  cases.

Make  known— Out  dear  and  faithful  Jost  de  Bogardt  having 
taken  upon  himself  and  having  promised  to  assist  as  much  as 
is  in  his  power,  by  his  direction  and  exertions,  our  subjects  at 
Christina  and  the  people  whom  we  may  send  there  in  future; 
to  employ  all  his  care,  on  the  different  occasions ^which  pre- 
sent for  promoting  our  advantage  and  that  of  the  crown  of 
Sweden,  as  also  to  instruct  us  exactly  on  every  occasion  in 
everything  which  it  is  important  we  should  know;  and  to  ex- 
ecute faithfully  our  orders.  We  secure  to  him,  for  this  service 
with  which  he  is  charged  an  annual  compensation  to  commence 
at  present  of  500  florins  of  the  Empire  or  200  Rix  Dollars  these 
500  florins  or  200  Rix  Dollars,  shall  be  every  year,  fully  and 
without  failure  remitted  to  his  Banker  in  Holland  by  our  Re- 
sident Spiring,  or  other  charged  afTaires  whom  we  may  then 
have  in  Holland.  If  in  future,  we  have  new  proofs  of  the  at- 
tachment Mr.  Jost  de  Bogardt  and  of  his  zeal  to  promote  our 
welfare  and  that  of  our  crown,  we  promise  by  these  presents  to 
augment  his  said  annual  salary  100  florins  of  the  Empire  and 
moreover  according  to  circumstances  to  recompense  him  in  a 
Royal  manner.  Such  is  the  design  of  this  letter.

cultivation  in  the  space  of  ten  years,  in  such  manner  however 
that  they  shall  limit  their  possessions  at  least  to  four  or  five 
German  miles  from  Fort  Christina. 

2d. — But  if  the  country  which  at  first  they  shall  have  chosen 
does  not  suit  them,  they  may  without  any  obstacle  choose 
another;  which  nevertheless  shall  only  be  done  with  our  express 
consent  or  that  of  our  Governor  in  that  country,  to  the  end, 
that  no  person  receive  damage  by  it. 

3d.  —The  possession  of  all  that  they  may  thus  occupy  by  virtue 
of  the  first  or  second  article,  shall  be  guaranteed  to  them  by  our 
ro)-al  authority  and  never  shall  any  thing  be  taken  from  them 
by  us,  either  from  them  or  their  descendants. 

4th.— All  within  their  district,  besides  the  fruit  of  the  surface, 
minerals,  rivers,  springs,  as  well  as  the  woods  and  forests,  the 
fish,  the  chase,  even  that  of  the  birds,  the  establishments  upon 
the  water, the  wind  mills  and  every  other  advantage  and  utility 
which  they  find  established  or  may  be  established,  shall  remain 
for  ever  to  them  and  their  descendants  as  allodial  and  hereditary 
property  &  they  shall  only  pay  to  us  and  to  our  successors,  as  an 
acknowledgment  of  our  sovereignty  per  annum  three  florins  of 
the  empire  for  each  family  established  upon  their  territory. 

5th. — We  grant  in  like  manner  to  them  the  right  of  exercis- 
ing in  their  district  high  and  low  justice,  of  founding  there 
cities  and  villages  and  communities,  with  a  certain  police, 
statutes  and  ordinances,  to  appoint  magistrates  and  officers,  to 
take  the  title  and  arms  of  their  said  colony  or  province;  it 
being  understood  that  they  and  their  descendants  shall  receive 
of  us  and  our  successors  that  jurisdiction  and  those  royal 
rights  as  an  hereditary  fief;  and  that  they  must  conform  them- 
selves in  this  case  to  all  which  concerns  the  ordinary  justice  of 
fiefs. 

6th. — As  in  all  we  reserve  for  us  and  our  successors  to  the 
throne,  sovereignty,  and  what  depends  upon  it:  and  especially 
appeals  to  us  and  our  governors  esablished  by  us,  our  will  is, 
that  the  statutes  and  ordinances  which  they  intend  to  establish, 
should  be  communicated  to  our  said  governor,  and  presented 
for  his  approbation  and  confirmation,  in  order  to  discuss  and 
execute  with  him  all  which  may  most  contribute  to  the  advan- 
tage and  welfare  of  the  whole  country. 

7th.  —As  regards  Religion  we  are  willing  to  permit  that,  besides 
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the  Augsbur^iC  Confession,  the  exercise  of  the  pretended  reformed 
religion  may  be  established  and  observed  in  that  country:  in 
such  manner  however  that  those  who  profess  the  one  or  the  other 
religion,  live  in  peace,  abstaining  from  every  useless  disput-e, 
from  all  scandal  and  from  all  abuse.  The  patrons  of  this  colony 
shall  be  obliged  to  support  at  all  times,  asmany  luinistersand 
schoolmasters,  as  the  number  of  inhabitants  shall  seem  to  re- 
quire; and  to  choose  moreover  for  this  purpose  persons  who 
have  at  heart  the  conversion  of  the  pagan  inhabitants  to  Christi- 
anity. 

8th.— It  is  also  granted  to  the  patrons  to  establish  in  this 
colony  all  sorts  of  industry  and  manufacture,  to  engage  in  all 
commerce  and  trade  in  the  country  and  out  of  it,  as  also  to  go 
with  their  vessels  and  carry  on  trade  with  all  the  coast  of  the 
West  Indies  and  Africa,  belonging  to  potentates  with  whom 
we  are  not  at  war,  as  well  as  in  the  rivers  and  bays  which  be- 
long to  them ;  not  otherwise  nevertheless  than  with  vessels  and 
yachts  which  have  been  built  in  New  Sweden — and  our  desire  is 
for  the  advantage  of  their  expeditions  to  lend  tbem  all  the 
assistance  which  depends  upon  us. 

9th.  — FTor  all  the  merchandize  which  they  shall  cause  to  be 
transported  from  New  Sweden  into  the  countries  of  Europe 
the  depot  shall  be  Gottenburg.  It  shall  not  however  be  re- 
quired of  the  merchants  to  pass  the  sound,  if  they  wish  to  go 
to  some  other  part  of  our  kingdom.  As  to  foreign  ports  which 
do  not  depend  upon  the  crown  of  Sweden,  it  shall  not  be  per- 
mitted to  them  to  enter,  except  in  case  of  absolute  necessity, 
and  in  this  case  they  shall  be  no  less  required  to  repair  to  Got- 
tenburg afterwards,  there  to  shew  the  reasons  which  compelled 
them  to  enter  a  foreign  port,  to  pay  duty  on  the  merchandize 
which  they  shall  have  sold  elsewhere,  and  to  equip  their  vessels 
anew;  and  we  wish  that  all  shall  conduct  themselves  in  such  a 
manner  that  there  accrue  no  damage  to  the  revenue  heretofore 
granted  and  ma<le  to  the  commercial  Company  of  New  Sweden 
to  which  ihey  must  conform  themselves. 

10th. — We  exempt  also  by  these  presents  the  said  patrons  and 
the  colonies  subject  to  them  for  ten  successive  years,  from  all 
impobt,  duty,  excise,  and  every  other  contribution  and  charge, 
whether  real  or  personal,  of  whatever  name.  They  shall  only 
pay  as  is  mentioned  in  the  4th  article,  the  three  florins,  on  the 
goods  and  merchandize  which  shall  be  transported  into  our 
states;  and  if  these  goods  and  merchandize  are  again  exported, 
they  shall  be  then  free  from  the  duties  of  the  custom- house  usual 
in  the  {kingdom;  at  the  same  time  the3^  shall  enjoy  all  the  pri- 
vileges which  we  grant  to  our  other  subjects. 

11th.  —At  the  end  of  ten  years  all  that  has  been  decreed  by  the 
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precediDg  article  with  respect  to  the  customs  of  oar  kingdom 
shall  remain  in  force,  and  at  the  same  time  they  shall  pay  in 
New  Sweden  5  per  cent,  ou  all  goods  which  shall  enter  there  or 
carry  away  &  as  the  expense  for  the  wages  of  officers  necessary 
in  the  country,  for  the  support  of  fortresses  and  other  indispen. 
sable  fortifications  must  be  derived  from  the  Customs;  they 
cannot  refuse  to  assist  for  that  object  by  other  contributions, 
according  to  the  necessity  as  the  time  and  circumstances  shall 
require,  to  the  end  that  we  may  have  greater  reason  to  secure 
to  them  and  their  posterity  tranquillity  and  safety. 

12th.  —We  desire  beside  that  they  shall  take  special  care  that 
it  shall  not  be  permitted  to  any  person  of  the  colony  to  take 
either  man  or  woman,  domestic  or  servant  from  the  service  to 
which  they  are  bound  to  their  master,  nor  to  take  into  their 
service  any  person  who  before  the  time  fixed  by  his  engagement 
has  of  his  own  authority,  left  his  service  without  express  per- 
mission of  his  former  mast-er,  and  on  this  point  the  Governor 
is  specially  authorized  to  support  the  master  in  his  rights. 

13th.— We  permit  &  grant  by  these  presents  to  the  under- writ- 
ten masters  of  vessels  to  send  everywhere  in  the  ocean  for  fish, 
their  vessels  built  in  New  Sweden.  It  is  also  permitted  to  them 
to  conduct  and  sell  the  fish  which  they  shall  have  taken, not  only 
to  all  quarters  of  the  W.  Indies,  but  also  if  convenient  to  them, 
to  all  places  situated  on  the  streights  of  Gibraltar  and  upon 
the  Mediterranean  sea ;  upon  condition, however, that  the  whole 
be  first  duly  declared  and  registered  by  our  agents,  that  the 
customs  be  paid,  and  that  there  be  no  fraud,  and  moreover 
that  they  observe  exactly  all  that  is  directed  in  article  9  in  re- 
spect to  the  depot  of  Gotten  burg. 

14th.  — In  case  any  of  the  said  patrons  or  their  descendants, 
happen  hereafter  to  discover  in  the  country  above  described, 
any  minerals,  precious  stones,  coral,  chrystal,  marble,  a  pearl 
fishery. occasion  for  making  salt  or  other  like  things — those  who 
discover  them  are  at  liberty  to  work  them  with  consent  of  our 
governor;  and  he  shall  enjoy  without  any  charge  during  ten 
years  the  whole  produce  of  the  discovery ;  after  ten  years  have 
passed  he  shall  in  preference  to  all  others  be  maintained  and 
protected  in  said  possession,  with  the  obligation  ro  pay  to  us 
per  year  a  certain  annual  sum  to  be  then  determined. 

15th. — We  take  by  these  presents  the  said  patrons  and  their 
Colony  under  our  own  special  protection,  and  we  are  disposed  to 
defend  them  and  protect  them,  at  all  times,  and  as  much  as  in 
our  power,  against  all  attacks  as  well  as  to  watch  over  their 
interests,  and  to  procure  by  all  means  their  well  being  as  well 
as  that  of  all  our  faithful  subjects. 

16th. — On  the  contrary  they  will  be  held,  they  and  their  de- 
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scendants  nut  to  be  wanting  in  those  things  whioh  they  owe  us 
and  if  we  shall  have  war  with  any  king  or  republic  to  take  as 
much  to  heart  the  interests  of  our  faithful  subjects  aa  their  own, 
to  lend  us  their  assistance  and  co-operate  as  much  as  time  and 
circumstances  will  permit  for  the  preservation  of  our  8tateB,aDd 
of  their  own  prosperity.  We  desire  moreover  that  they  and  their 
posterity  be  always  exempt  from  enrolments  and  from  com- 
pulsory military  service. 

17th. — We  exempt  in  like  manner  the  said  inhabitants  of  New 
Sweden  as  well  as  their  posterity,  from  all  confiscation  of  pro- 
perty; and  we  desire  that  fines,*  whatever  may  be  the  offence 
do  not  amount  to  more  than  100  florins  of  the  Empire  or  40 
Rix  Dollars;  and  we  reserve  to  ourselves  every  other  species  of 
punishment  according  to  the  quality  of  the  offence. 

I8th.—And  as  the  said  patrons  think  of  transporting  into 
said  country  in  a  few  years,  a  more  considerable  number  of  men 
and  beasts,  and  several  other  things  necessary  fur  the  cultiva- 
tion of  the  earth,  the  construction  of  houses  and  the  founding 
a  city,  they  are  permitt^  not  only  for  once,  but  even  several 
times,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  articles,  to  transport  them 
directly  from  Holland,  each  time,  however  with  our  knowledge 
and  special  permission,  more  particularly,  as  always  the  equip- 
ments were  ordinarily  made  at  Gottenburg.  For  more  ample 
confirmation  of  all  this,  we  have  caused  to  be  affixed  to  this 
letter  our  private  seal,  and  we  have  ratified  it  by  our  proper 
signature  and  that  of  our  respective  guardians  and  administra- 
tors of  the  kingdom  of  Sweden.

To  our  beloved  and  Lieges^  greeting — We  make  known  to  you 
especially,  that  Gothard  de  Rhedere,  SieurDe  Horst  and  Vree- 
land  &  his  associates,  a  long  time  since  besought  us  to  give  them 
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a  f^rant  and  privilege  to  found  a  Colony  in  the  country  of  New 
Sweden,  as  is  no  doubt  well  known  to  you ;  however,  that  after 
having  deliberately  weighed  this  businesss,  we  have  caused  to 
be  sent  them,  this  privilege  in  due  form— but  that  it  is  absolutely 
necessary  that  these  persons  should  give  us  for  guaranty,  a 
counter  obligation;  we  have  required  that  the  said  privilege 
with  the  other  original  letters  which  thereto  belong,  be  sent 
you  with  this  injunction,  that  for  guaranty  thereof,  you  require 
of  the  said  persons  a  similar  counter  obligation— we  send  you 
the  form  of  said  obligation.  You  will  do  us  a  favor  by  complet- 
ing it  still  further;  and  moreover,  to  endeavour  that  the  words 
''so  far  as  regards  the  state  of  New  Sweden"  be  excluded  :  more 
especially  as  their  new  obligation,  even  without  that,  signifies 
no  other  thing,  as  their  other  obligations  and  duties  towards 
their  country  remain  in  full  force.  In  case  they  will  not  con- 
sent to  this  arrangement— the  whole  affair  shall  be  submitte<l 
to  your  discretion,  and  you  will  arrange  things  so  that  for  this 
reason,  the  business  be  not  deferred,  and  that  they  lose  neither 
the  time  nor  season ;  but  that  on  the  contrary,  the  vessel  be 
despatched  with  the  greatest  diligence  possible.  We  are  for 
the  rest,  &c  &g.

PLENARY  POWERS  TO  JOHN  PRINTZ,  GOVERNOR  OP 

NEW  SWEDEN. 


Stockholm,  Augst.  16,  1642. 
We  Christina  &c  &c.  Make  known  that  several  of  our  faith- 
ful subject  having  commenced  visiting  the  coasts  of  the  West 
Indies;  and  having  purchased  in  form  and  having  already 
occupied  a  considerable  part  of  that  country  which  they  have 
named  New  Sweden:  in  consequence,  as  their  laudable  pro- 
ject, the  navigation  which  they  have  undertaken,  and  the  cul- 
tivation which  they  are  disposed  to  make,  cannot  but  increase 
and  facilitate  commerce,  to  give  them  more  vigor  and  extent 
not  only  we  have  approved  their  design  and  taken  the  country 
and  its  inhabitants  under  our  royal  protection,  but  again  to 
favor  and  to  strengthen  the  work  which  they  have  oommenoed^ 
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we  have  given  to  the  country  and  inhabitants,  oar  Bubjeets,  a 
Governor,  and  have  named  as  we  do  here,  by  virtue  of  this 
letter  patent,  our  very  faithful  subject,  the  above  named  Lieu- 
tenant  Colonel  of  cavalry,  John  Printz,  for  Governor  of  New 
Sweden— and  also  according  as  he  is  bound  to  us  and  the  crown 
of  Sweden,  he  engages  himself  to  administer  and  govern  said 
country,  and  to  defend  its  inhabitants  against  all  violence  and 
foreign  attachment,  and  to  preserve  above  ail  that  country  in 
safe  and  faithful  hands.  Also  he  must  preserve  amity,  good 
neighbourhood  and  correspondence  with  foreigners,  with  those 
who  depend  upon  his  government,  and  the  natives  of  the  coun- 
try; to  render  justice  without  distinction,  so  that  there  shall 
be  injury  to  no  one — and  if  any  person  behave  himself  grossly, 
he  mubt  punish  him  in  a  convenient  manner  and  as  regards 
the  cultivation  of  the  country,  he  must  in  a  liberal  manner  re- 
gulate and  continue  it,  so  that  the  inhabitants  may  derive  from 
it  their  honest  support,  and  even  that  commerce  may  receive 
from  it  a  sensible  increase — as  to  himself,  he  will  so  conduct 
in  his  government  as  to  be  willing  and  able  faithfully  to  answer 
for  it  before  God,  before  us  and  every  brave  Swede,  regulating 
himself  by  the  instructions  given  to  him. 

For  tliese  causes  we  order  by  these  presents  in  general  and 
particular  all  tho^ie  who  see  them,  and  especially  to  all  the 
colonists  who  are  our  subjects  and  those  of  the  crown  of  Swe- 
den, wiio  are  established  and  live  in  New  Sweden,  to  acknow- 
ledge the  said  John  Printz  in  the  quality  of  our  Governor  in 
the  said  country,  to  obey  him  and  respect  him  in  everything 
which  he  may  order  for  our  greatest  advantage  and  that  of  onr 
kingdom.  Such  is  our  will  and  every  person  must  conform  as 
is  his  duty  and  with  all  his  power.  In  faith  of  which,  &c. 
Given  at  our  Royal  Castle  at  Stockholm,  as  above.

THE  QUEEN'S  ORDER  RELATIVE  TO  THE  SALARY  OF 

GOVERNOR  PRINTZ. 


Stockholm,  Aug.  15,  1642. 
We  Christina,  make  known:   Having  judged  it  suitable  d^  ne- 
cessary to  confide  to  our  trusty  John  Printz, formerly  lieutenant 
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Col.  of  Cavalry,  the  government  of  New  Sweden,  and  the  said 
John  Printz  having  accepted  it  in  good  will:— and  also  having 
in  him  the  greatest  confidence,  that  according  to  his  duties  he 
will  be  duly  faithful  to  us  and  to  thecrown  of  Sweden,  he  will 
seek  to  favor  and  procure  our  advantage  and  that  of  thecrown; 
as  also  that  of  the  Navigation  Company  (who  have  undertaken 
this  navigation,  and  have  bought  the  country)— that  if  there 
was  any  damage  to  fear,  he  will  take  notice  bf  it  in  time,  and 
avert  it  as  far  as  possible;  and  that  moreover,  he  will  watch 
over  all  that  shall  be  commanded,  prescribed  and  confided  in  a 
special  instruction.  In  consideration  thereof,  we  secure  to  him 
an  annual  compensation  and  support  as  long  as  he  shall  remain 
in  said  service.  Twelve  hundred  silver  Dollars;  and  as  long  as 
he  shall  remain  in  the  country  he  shall  draw  regularly  these 
laOO  silver  Dollars  from  the  revenue  which  exists  already,  or 
which  shall  be  regulated  hereafter— and  this  salary  shall  com- 
mence to  be  paid  to  him  from  the  Ist  January  1642.  Our  Coun- 
sellors, of  the  Chamber  and  of  Finance,  our  Treasurers  and  all 
others,  to  whom  it  belongs,  must  regulate  themselves  according 
hereto.

INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  JOHN  PRINTZ.  GOVERNOR  OF 

NEW  SWEDEN. 


Agreeably  to  which  her  majesty  our  very  gracious  Queen, 
wishes  Sr.  John  Printz,  Lieutenant  of  Cavalry,  and  now  ap- 
pointed Governor  of  New  Sweden,  to  regulate  himself  during 
his  voyage  towards  said  country  and  when  he  shall  have  arrived 
there,  &c. 

Stockholm,  Aug.  15,  1643. 

I. 

As  some  subjects  of  her  majestv  &  the  crown  of  Sweden  have 
undertaken  some  time  since  to  visit  the  coasts  of  the  West  In- 
dies, and  as  already  they  have  had  the  good  fortune  of  con- 
quering &i  purchasing  a  considerable  portion  of  territory,  &  of 
there  establishing  commerce,  especially  with  the  deslgp  of  et- 
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tending  the  juriBdictiou  &  sovereignty  of  her  majesty  and  the 
crown  of  Sweden,  and  have  called  that  country '* New  Sweden ;" 
her  majesty,  after  having  examined  &  judged  that  this  voyage 
which  they  had  projected  and  executed,  was  not  only  laudable 
and  reasonable  in  itself,  but  also  that  it  would  attract  more 
respect  to  her  majesty  and  the  crown  of  Sweden,  and  procure 
for  them  in  time,  really  greater  advantage  and  strength — her 
majesty  therefore*  in  order  to  favor  this  enterprise  and  to  aid 
those  who  have  participated  in  it,  has  furnished  them  for  the 
continuation  of  this  important  trade,  and  for  securing  and 
strengthening  the  establishments  already  commenced  in  New 
Sweden,  and  for  the  obtaining  this  laudable  end,  two  vessels 
to  make  the  voyage,  the  one  named  the  Stork,  the  other  the 
Renown,  as  also  several  other  necessary  resources,  under  the 
orders  of  a  Governor,  whom  her  majesty  has  provided  with  full, 
convenient,  and  sufficient  power— has  appointed  to  this  station 
Lieutenant  Colonel  John  Printz,  and  has  judged  proper  to  give 
to  him  the  following  instructions — 

IL 

The  Governor  of  New  Sweden  must  first  and  without  delay, 
as  the  said  vessels  have  already  sailed  for  Gottenburg,  depart 
hence  and  direct  his  course  by  land  in  such  manner,  that  he 
may  be  able  to  arrive  by  the  first  opportunity.  Being  arrived 
at  Gottenburg  he  must,  in  the  best  manner  he  is  able,  and  es- 
pecially agreeably  to  the  special  regulations  which  the  company 
shall  have  been  able  to  make,  aid  them  in  disposing  and  order- 
ing every  thing,  and  as  far  as  regards  him  and  those  under  his 
orders,  to  arrange  things  in  such  a  manner,  that  he  may  be 
able  to  depart  with  the  vessels  and  be  at  sea  in  the  month  of 
September  next. 

in. 

But  before  or  as  soon  as  the  vessels  leave  Gottenburg,  it  is 
necessary  that  the  Governor  with  the  Captains  and  the  persons 
who  usually  form  his  council,  should  deliberate  upon  the  nature 
of  the  wind  and  other  circumstances,  and  decide  whether  to 
direct  his  course  to  the  north  of  Scotland,  or  through  the 
channel  which  separates  France  from  England. 

IV. 

On  the  passage  and  during  all  the  voyage,  he  must  take  care 
that  the  captains  and  crew  discharge  their  duties  at  sea  with 
fidelity  and  exactness,  and  in  all  occurrences  of  any  importance 
and  which  merit  reflection,  he  must  ask  the  advice  and  assist- 
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ance  of  the  above  persons  who  ordinarily  form  the  council  of 
vessels;  and  if  there  passes  anything  worthy  of  remark,  he 
must  note  it,  by  keeping  a  journal  or  oncact  protocol,  and  send 
U8  a  copy  of  it  by  every  opportunity. 

V. 

When  (should  it  please  God),  the  Governor  shall  have  arrived 
at  New  Sweden,  he  should  take  care,  that  the  frontiers  of  the 
country  of  which  our  subjects  have  taken  posssession,  extends 
by  virtue  of  the  contract  with  the  savage  inhabitants  as  legiti- 
mate proprietaries,  from  the  borders  of  the  sea  to  Cape  Uenlo- 
pen,  in  returning  southwest  towards  Godyns  bay  and  then  to- 
wards the  great  South  river  as  far  as  Minquas  kill,  where  is  con- 
structed fort  Christina  and  from  thence  again  towards  South 
river,andthe  whole  to  a  place  which  the  savages  call  Saukikan, 
which  is  at  the  same  time  the  place  where  are  the  last  limits 
of  New  Sweden.  This  district  or  this  extent  of  country,  may 
be  in  length  about  30  German  miles;  but  as  to  the  width  in 
the  interior  of  the  country  it  has  been  stipulated  and  decreed 
in  the  contracts  that  the  subjects  of  her  majesty  and  the  mem- 
bers of  the  navigation  company  may  take  as  much  of  the  country 
as  they  wish. 

VL 

Seeing  that  in  the  year  preceding  (1641),  several  English  fami- 
lies to  the  number  of  .about  60  persons  established  themselves 
and  began  to  build  houses  and  cultivate  the  earth  in  other 
places,  viz:  on  the  Eastern  sideof  said  south  river,  near  a  small 
river  named  Perkens  kill;  the  said  subjects  of  her  majesty 
and  the  members  of  the  company,  have  with  the  intention  of 
attracting  to  them,  the  English,  bought  from  the  savages  who 
inhabited  the  c*ountry,all  the  said  western  part,from  the  mouth 
of  the  great  river  to  Cape  May  and  even  to  another  small  river 
Narratisenks  kill,  the  whole  extending  about  12  German  miles, 
comprising  there  even  Ferkens  kil  1,  above  mentioned.  The  Gov- 
ernor ought  to  maintain  this  contract  of  purcha.se  inviolable,and 
with  force,  and  thus  to  attract  these  English  families  under  the 
authority  and  power  of  her  majesty  the  crown  of  Sweden ;  since, 
according  to  report,  they  show  themselves  sufficiently  disposed, 
bat  it  may  be  imagined  that  they  are  willing  to  submit  them- 
selves as  a  free  people,  to  a  sovereign  who  can  defend  and  pro- 
tect them,  believing  themselves  able  to  increase  in  a  short  time 
to  the  number  of  several  hundreds.  But  although  these  may 
be  reasons  why  the  Governor  seeks  to  subject  the  English  to 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  crown  of  Sweden,  yet  as  her  majesty 
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judges  that  it  will  be  better  and  more  advantageous  for  her,  for 
the  crown,  and  for  those  interested,  to  be  able  to  disembarrass 
themselves  of  it  honestly,  and  for  them  to  leave  the  country, 
her  majesty  leaves  it  to  the  discretion  of  Gov.  Printz  to  endeavor 
to  obtain  this  point,  and  for  it  to  work  under-hand  as  much  as 
possible,  with  good  manners  and  with  success. 

VII. 

It  is  not  now  a  subject  of  doubt,  that  the  Dutch  West  India 
Company,  endeavours  and  wishes  to  appropriate  to  itself,  the 
portion  of  land  where  the  English  are  established,  and  certainly 
also  all  the  eastern  part  of  the  great  South  river;  and  so  much 
the  more  as  their  fort  or  redoubt  Nassau,  which  is  now  occupied 
by  about  20  men,  is  not  very  far  from  the  eastern  side  of  this 
river.  Since  they  make  no  pretentions  to  all  the  western  part 
of  the  said  South  river,  and  consequently  of  all  that  of  which 
our  subjects  are  in  possession— imagining  that  by  their  fort 
Nassau, they  have  acquired  and  reserved  the  possession  of  all  the 
South  river,  and  of  all  the  country  situated  on  both  sides  of  said 
river :  It  is  for  this  reason  that  they  have  protested  ae:ain8t  the 
subjects  of  her  majesty  for  commencing  to  occupy  and  cultivate 
the  earth,  and  as  much  as  possible  they  have  never  been  willing 
to  permit  and  grant  to  our  subjects  to  ascend  the  South  river  be- 
fore their  fort  Nassau ;  consequently,  the  Governor  will  comport 
himself  as  is  agreeable  towards  the  members  of  the  Dutch  West 
India  company,  and  represent  to  them  with  mildness  and  modera- 
tion, that  her  majesty  and  her  subjects  have  only  had  in  thi8 
matter  a  reasonable  «ind  just  intention;  that  is,  that  they  only 
sought  and  that  they  now  only  seek  to  open  a  free  communication 
for  commerce,  that  the  subjects  of  her  majesty  had  bought  indue 
form  from  the  legitimate  proprietors  of  the  soil,  that  which 
they  possessed  ;  and  had  commenced  cultivating  it,  and  that 
thus  they  could  not,  without  the  greatest  injustice,  act  against 
her  majesty  and  her  subjects,  nor  trouble  them  in  their  pos- 
sessions. If  the  said  Dutch  Company,  contrary  to  all  hope, 
show  any  hostile  intentions,  nothing  would  be  more  proper  than 
to  be  upon  guard,  and  to  think  of  the  means  of  repelling  force 
by  force  as  far  as  posssibie,  as  circumstances  will  permit.  As 
we  cannot  here  judge  of  such  things  as  upon  the  spot,  her  ma- 
jesty leaves  to  the  discretion  of  the  Governor,  to  seek  first  to 
remove  these  disagreements  by  mildness  and  representation; 
but  if  that  does  not  succeed,  to  act  with  vigor  so  as  to  cause 
her  Tuajesty  to  be  respected  and  those  interested. and  to  procure 
their  advantajre.  But  if  these  unfortunate  events  do  not  hap- 
pen, as  we  hope, and  the  subjects  of  her  majesty  are  not  troubled 
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in  their  lawful  possessions,  the  Qovernor  must  then  maintain 
amity  and  good  neighborhood  with  the  said  Dutch  at  Fort 
Nassau  and  with  those  who  are  established  higher  up  the  North 
river  at  Manhatan  or  New  Amsterdam ;  and  in  like  manner  with 
the  English  who  inhabit  Virginia,  and  not  to  interfere  with 
that  which  they  actually  possess— especially  because  the  English 
of  the  frontiers  of  Virginia  have  already  commenced  to  procure 
for  the  subjects  of  her  majesty  in  New  Sweden,  all  sorts  of 
necessary  provisions,  fiind  have  even  offered  to  cause  these  to 
come  at  a  reasonable  price— to  supply  our  demand,  whether  of 
cattle  or  of  grain ;  the  Governor  therefore  must  seek  to  continue 
this  correspondence  commenced  with  the  English- leave  to 
commerce  a  free  and  uncontrolled  course,  and  manage  the  in- 
terests and  advantage  of  her  majesty  and  subjects. 

VIIL 

As  to  those  of  the  Dutch  nation  who  have  gone  to  New  Swe- 
den and  are  there  established,  and  under  the  protection  of  her 
majesty  and  the  crown  of  Sweden,  and  who  have  for  comman- 
dant Jost  de  Bogard,  the  Governor  mtffit  after  the  contents  of 
the  grant  and  privilege  which  her  majesty  has  given  to  their 
principal  evidence  all  good  will  and  good  fellowship  to  them 
and  tlieir  governor;  but  at  the  same  time,  must  see  to  it,  that 
on  their  part  they  fulfil  the  conditions  stipulated  in  the  pri- 
vilege which  has  been  granted  to  them,  and  also  obey  the  order 
which  has  been  signified  to  them  this  year;  that  being  estab- 
lished too  near  to  fort  Christina  (as  report  says  that  they  are 
distant  from  it  only  8  miles),  they  must  abandon  said  place 
and  occupy  one  more  distant  from  the  Fort— however,  her  ma- 
jesty leaves  to  the  good  pleasure  of  the  Governor  and  his  local 
knowledge  to  decide,  if  after  notice  taken  of  the  conduct  of 
these  Dutch  and  of  the  situation  of  the  place  which  they  occupy, 
he  ought  to  leave  them  quietly  there,  or^ake  in  this  respect 
the  disposition  and  arrangement  which  hXiay  find  most  useful  - 
and  most  advantageous  to  her  majesty  and  to  the  members  of 
the  Navigation  Company. 

IX. 

The  Governor  will  treat  with  much  humanity  &  mildness  the 
nations  bordering  upon  all  the  other  side,  and  will  see  that 
neither  violence  nor  injustice  is  done  them  by  the  people  of 
her  majesty,  nor  by  those  of  the  aforesaid  subjects;  but  on 
the  contrary,  he  must  labor  on  all  occasions,  that  these  savage 
people  be  instructed  in  the  Christian  religion  and  the  divine 
51— Vol.  V. 
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service,  or  civilized,  well  regulated,  happy,  and  as  such  to  be 
free;  he  must  particularly  dispose  them  to  it  and  endeavor  to 
bring  them  to  believe  that  he  (the  Governor)  and  all  the  people 
under  his  orders  are  not  come  into  the  country  to  do  thsm  any 
evil  or  injustice,  but  rather  to  procure  for  them  that  of  which 
they  have  need  in  order  to  live  reciprocally  in  common  and  to 
sell  and  exchange  provisions  against  other  things  whch  they 
have  and  from  which  they  know  not  how  to  derive  any  profit. 
The  governor  must  therefore  take  card,  that  the  peope  of  her 
majesty  and  those  of  the  company  who  trade  with  the  savages, 
furnish  them  with  the  things  they  require, at  lower  prices  than 
those  they  receive  from  the  Dutch  of  Fort  Nassau,  or  from  the 
English,  their  neighbors:  so  that  they  may  by  this  means,  dis- 
engage them  from  these  people  and  acouRtom  them  more  to  our 
subjects. 

X. 

As  to  the  place  of  residence  of  the  Governor  her  majesty  leaves 
It  to  his  disposal  to  choose  it  according  as  he  may  judge  that 
affairs  may  there  be  continued,  and  that  his  residence  may  there 
be  established  in  the  most  convenient  manner.  The  Governor 
will  choose  a  place  suitable  for  building  a  fortress,  either  at 
Cape  Henlopen,  or  at  that  named  **  James'  Island,'*  or  in  any 
other  favorable  position  which  may  present  itself;  and  before 
any  other  consideration  he  must  particularly  pay  attention  that 
by  such  fortress  the  South  river  may  be  shut,  if  it  is  possible^ 
or  commanded  by  said  fortress ;  likewise,  if  it  can  be  found  with- 
out too  much  trouble,  there  to  trace  a  convenient  port  where 
the  vessels  of  her  majesty  and  of  her  subjects  may  be  in  safety, 
and  even  pass  the  winter  there,  if  necessity  require  it. 

XL 

If  the  Governor  does  not  think  it  necessary  to  make  so  great 
haste  in  fortifying  a  new  place,  and  that  he  can  protect  himself 
with  fort  Christina,  he  ought  so  much  more  seriously  to  hasten 
agriculture,  to  engage  the  people  to  give  themselves  to  it  with 
zeal,  applying  themselves  especially  to  sowing  enough  grain,  so 
that  the  people  under  his  orders  may  derive  from  it  what  i8 
necessary  for  their  support. 

XIL 

Afterwards  he  must  turn  his  attention  to  the  culture  of  To- 
bacco, and  allot  to  it  a  certain  number  of  laborers,  so  that  the 
culture  of  it  may  increase  more  and  more,  that  all  the  vessels 
which  goto  that  country  may  bring  back  a  great  quantity  of  it 
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xin.    - 

In  order  that  the  flooks  of  sheep  and  cattle  may  be  better 
treated  and  more  conveniently  divided,  the  governor  must  prin- 
cipally take  care  to  procure  a  ^ood  race  of  all  the  species;  and 
besides  those  which  shall  be  sent  from  hence,  he  will  cause  to 
be  bought  from  his  neighbors  the  English,  those  of  which  he 
shall  have  most  need — he  will  afterwards  divide  them  among 
those  who  pursue  agriculture  under  such  conditions  and  in  the 
manner  which  he  shall  find  most  favorable  to  those  interested 
with  him. 

XIV. 

Among  other  things  &  before  all  he  must  direct  his  attention 
to  the  sheep,  in  order  to  have  a  good  species,  and  afterwards 
seek  to  establish  as  many  sheepfolds  as  he  can,  so  that  in 
future,  a  considerable  portion  of  good  wool  may  be  sent  here. 

XV. 

He  must  also  endeavor  to  support  in  good  condition,  as  much 
as  possible,  the  trade  in  peltries  with  the  Indians,  to  have  an 
inspection,  and  in  order  to  prevent  all  fraud,  to  sstablish  com- 
missaries, and  so  provide,  that  her  majesty,  her  subjects  and 
those  interested  in  the  company,  may  expect  good  returns  for 
their  cargoes— finally,  he  must  take  good  care,  that  no  person 
whosoever  be  permitted  to  trade  in  peltries  with  the  Indians; 
but  that  this  trade  be  done  in  the  name  and  on  the  account  of 
the  company  by  the  agents  appointed  for  this  purpose. 

XVI. 

As  to  the  advantages  which  the  country  may  procure  in 
future,  time  and  opportunity  will  bring  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
Governor  upon  the  spot,  particularly  as  New  Sweden  has  the 
same  climate  as  Portugal,  it  is  supposed  that  upon  the  sea  coast 
manufactures  of  salt  may  be  established  ;  but  in  case  the  heat 
of  the  sun  is  not  sufficient  to  procure  a  perfect  salt,  they  may 
however  regulate  by  it  the  smallest  quantity  of  salt  water  which 
may  be  eongulated  by  the  fire  without  much  trouble  or  much 
expense.  The  governor  must  moreover  pay  attention  to  it,and 
make  the  trial,  and  if  it  is  possible,  set  to  work  and  execute  it. 

XVII. 

And  as  almost  every  where  in  New-Sweden  they  find  vines  and 
grapes  wild,  and  as  the  climate  appears  suitable  to  the  culture 
of  the  vine  the  Governor  must  pay  attention  to  it,  and  he  will 
be  able  in  a  little  time  to  practice  this  culture  and  all  that  de- 
pends upon  it.

Christina  Greeting  &c 

We  have.  Commander  John  Printz,  received  your  letter  dated 
New  Gotten  burg,  20  Feby  of  this  year,  and  by  it  as  well  as  by 
the  reports  which  have  reached  us,  we  have  been  completely 
informed  of  the  nature  and  actual  condition  of  New  Sweden, 
as  also  respecting  the  progress  of  cultivation,  and  the  construc- 
tion of  dwellings  in  that  country.  Now,  as  all  this  informa- 
tion is  infinitely  agreeable  as  we  have  remarked  with  a  parti- 
cular satisfaction  the  zeal,  skill,  and  activity  with  which  you 
have  filled  your  station  of  Commander  we  assure  you,  that  we 
shall  preserve  you  in  memory,  and  reward  your  zealous  and 
faithful  services  with  all  our  royal  favor.  As  to  your  parti- 
cular request  relative  to  an  augmentation  of  apportionment  and 
also  that  we  would  deign  to  confer  on  you  certain  lands  and 
occupations;  we  wish  to  reflect  upon  the  means  of  arranging 
it  by  some  augmentation  of  salary,  and  if  the  lauds  which  you 
ask  have  not  been  eriveii  away  and  they  are  not  required  for  the 
cavalry  or  soldiers, &  the  business  having  been  examined  in  our 
chamber  of  finance  we  shall  be  well  disposed  to  grant  you  what 
is  just, not  doubting  that  as  you  have  to  the  present  time  mani- 
fested your  zeal  and  fidelity  for  our  service  and  that  of  the 
country,  you  will  continue  to  act  with  the  same  zeal  and  fidelity 
not  regarding  it  too  difficult  and  fatiguing  to  regulate  and  di-

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LETTERS  PATENT  IN  RELATION  TO  THE  STATE  OP 

NEW  SWEDEN. 


Stockholm,  JanaarydO,  164a 
We  Christina  &c.  &c., 

Make  known  that,  although  our  Guardians  and  administra- 
tors of  the  kingdom  and  government,  did  in   1643  decree  and 
assi^rn  for  the  state  and  support  of  the  government  of  New  Swe- 
den, of  the  garrison  under  its  orders,  and  others  in  its  employ, 
two  millions  six  hundred  and    nineteen  Rix  dollars,  to  be  col- 
lected each  year  trom  the  excises  upon  tobacco,  yet  as  it  has 
been  subsequently  found  that  the  said  excises  amounted  ordi- 
narily but  to  one  half  of  the  aforesaid  sum,  we  have  therefore 
judged  it  proper  to  grant,  and  do  permit  and  grant  by  these 
letters  patent,  that  the  Company  of  the  South  may,  for  the 
Stat«  as  aforesaid  of  New  Sweden,  and  for  the  support  and  pay- 
ment of  those  in  their  employ,  retain  and  require  the  third  of 
the  excises  of  our  Crown  upon  all  confiscated  tobacco,  as  also, 
whatever  profit  the  fines,  imposed  for  the  contravention  of  our 
prohibition  against  the  importation  of  tobacco,  have  already 
yielded,  or  which  may  in  the  future  arise  from  the  violation 
and  insidious  eluding  of  our  ordinances  against  the  secret  in- 
troduction of  tobacco  into  our  kingdom  or  our  great  Dutchy  of 
Finland.     And  as  we  have  examined  and  found  that  the  said 
excises  upon  tobacco  have  not  in  1641,  1643,  1643,  1644  and  1645 
been  appropriated  to  the  prescribed  state  of  New  Sweden  accord- 
ing to  the  resolution  aforementioned,  but  that  they  have  been 
employed  for  other  purposes  of  the  Crown  and  especially  for  the 
construction  of  the  Chateau  of  Stockholm,  and  that  in  the  mean- 
time the  state  of  New  Sweden  has  been  supported  by  other  re- 
venues of  the  Company  of  the  South ;  we  will  and  agree  that  the 
said  company  require  and  receive  from  the  Counsellors  of  our 
chamber  of  the  kingdom,  whatever  on  their  account,  the  com- 
pany aforesaid  have  advanced  and  have  not  had  refunded.     In 
case  the  aforesaid  excises  upon  tobacco  and  the  fines  arising  from 
the  secret   introduction  of  tobacco  are  insufficient  to  furnish 
tlie  necessary  sum  for  the  annual  support  of  the  state  of  New 
Sweden,  we  have  decided  and  willed  that  the  deficit  be  made 
up  from  the  other  resources  of  the  Crown;  but  if  the  excises 
upon  confiscated  tobacco  with  the  fines  are  more  than  sufficient 
to  supply  the  amount  required  for  the  support  of  New  Sweden, 
the  overplus  shall  be  returned  and  deposited  in  the  chamber 
of  revenue  of  the  Crown  each  year  an  exact  and  clear  account 
of  it  being  presented   by  the  Book-keepers  of  the  company, 
which  shall  be  deposited  in  our  chamber  of  accounts.     Finally, 
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whereas  the  Company  of  the  South,  in  order  to  facilitate 
and  continue  its  coiuiuerce  in  Neir  Sweden, is  desirous  that  a 
part  of  all  the  manufactures  of  Holland  arriving  at  Gottenburg, 
Hhould  be  transported  to  New  Sweden;  we  have  agreed  and 
resolved  that  such  merchandize  as  Bliali  come  from  Holland 
for  transportation  to  New  Sweden,  and  which  shall  not  be 
landed  in  Sweden  to  be  there  sold,  may  pass  without  paying 
duty,  as  well  as  the  tobacco  and  furs  which  come  into  this 
kingdom  from  New  Sweden.  But  the  tobacco  sent  by  the 
C'ompany  to  Holland  shall  be  subject  to  a  duty  according  to 
the  tariST.  In  consequence  hereof  we  forbid  all  those  who  owe 
to  us  submission  and  obedience, and  particularly  the  treasurers 
of  our  kingdom,  our  counsellors  of  the  Chamber,  and  our  ad- 
ministrator general  of  customs,  and  those  employed  in  our 
Custom-houses,  to  oppose  in  respect  thereto,  let  or  hinderanee 
in  any  manner,  to  the  Company,  In  faith  of  which,  Ac  &e.

Mockorhultey  kyl,  as 
far  as  the  river,  together  with  the  small  island  belonging  there- 
to, viz.  the  island  of  Karinge  and  Kinsessing  comprehending 
also  Passuming,with  all  the  commodities  and  other  accessaries 
which  belong  thereto,  either  upon  the  water  or  land  by  what- 
ever name  called,  not  excepting  whatever  now  is  or  always  has 
appertained  thereto,  or  which  ought  in  right  to  appertain  the 
enjoyment  and  possession  of  which  may  afterwards  be  annexed 
thereto,  by  virtue  of  the  laws  and  a  legal  sentence.  All  of  which 
we  give  to  him  to  possess  forever  as  an  inviolable  property.  Ac- 
cording to  which  let  all  whom  it  may  'concern  regulate  them- 
selves offering  to  the  said  Swen  Schute,  his  wife  and  heirs,  neither 
obstacle  or  hinderanceof  any  kind  whatsoever,  now  or  hereafter.

The  Sheriff  will  therefore 
make  known  to  the  said  Henry  this  resolution,  and  have  him 
sent  immediately  hence  to  the  admiralty.

ORDERS  OP  THE  COLLEGE  OF  COMMERCE  CONCERN- 
ING FREEDOM  OP  TRADE  TO  NEW  SWEDEN. 


Considering  that  the  Country  possessed  in  America  by  the 
Company  of  the  South,  and  to  which  the  name  of  New  Sweden 
has  been  given,  ought  to  be  more  extensively  settled,  and  ren- 
dered secure  by  a  stronger  force,  in  order  to  protect  the  subjects 
and  to  extend  their  Navigation  and  Commercfe,— the  general 
College  of  Commerce,  has  judged  it  good  and  proper  for  the 
present  and  until  it  shall  be  otherwise  ordered,  to  accord  to 
each  one  of  her  majesty's  subjects,  who  will  sail  for  New  Swe- 
den, in  their  own  vessels,  the  liberty  of  trading  upon  th«  River 
of  the  South,  and  in  the  interior  of  the  country,  as  well  with 
the  Savages,  as  with  the  Christians  and  the  C'ompany  itself; 
of  ascending  and  descending  the  said  river  without  paying  any 
longer  duty  or  tax,  on  condition, however  they  pay  an  indemni- 
fication of  two  i>er  cent,  upon  all  merchandize,  according  to  a 
reasonable  valuation.  And  if  they  import  the  merchandize  they 
may  procure  by  trading  in  the  said  river,  upon  Swedish  vessels, 
into  any  part  belonging  to  her  Majesty,  they  can  there  land  and 
sell  the  same  exempt  from  all  duty  and  charge.  But  it  shail 
not  be  permitted  to  foreign  vessels  to  trade  upon  the  said  river 
with  the  Savages  or  with  any  others,  but  with  the  company 
alone. 

In  consideration  of  the  premises  we  declare  that  it  is  per- 
mitted to  all  subjects  of  her  majesty,  to  establish  on  the  lands 
appertaining  to  the  company,  as  many  colonies  as  they  may 
be  able  at  their  own  expense,  to  keep  the  said  lands  and  to 
employ  them  in  plantations  of  tobacco  or  in  any  other  useful 
manner,  during  certain  years,  of  franchise  and  under  good  con- 
ditions. But  anyone  who  haspnrchaseil  from  the siiviiges par- 
ticularly a  portion  of  land,  or  has  had  the  same  from  the  com- 
pany at  a  just  price,  and  has  thereon  established  cultivators, 
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he  shall  possess  the  same  forever  with  all  the  allodial  franchises 
customary  in  this  country ;  with  this  exception,  however,  that 
no  one  shall  establish  himself  in  those  plfices  where  the  Com- 
pany have  reserved  certain  lands  for  culture  as  aforesaid.     It  is 
therefore  certitied  in  the  name  and  on  the  part  of  her  majesty, 
to  all  such  as  would  attempt  in  New  Sweden,  the  trade  or  cultiva- 
tion as  above  described,  either  that  they  shall  be  comprehended 
within  the  company,  in  relation  to  which  a  further  g^ant  will 
be  delivered,  or  that  they  shall  be  maintained  in  the  liberty 
which  has  been  accorded  to  them.     It  is  necessary,  however,  to 
observe  that  if  any  one  demands  possession  of  a  tract  of  land, 
he  can  only  obtain  the  same  according  to  the  orders  of  Govern- 
ment, and  that  he  will  be  required  to  submit  to  all  the  Just 
and  civil  laws  of  the  country.

ORDERS  OF  THE  COLLEGE  OF  COMMERCE  RELATIVE 
TO  THE  SUPERINTENDING  OP  THE  CONSTRUCTION 
OF  VESSELS  IN  NEW  SWEDEN. 


The  general  College  of  Commerce  makes  known  by  these  piv- 
sents,  that  it  has  accepted  the  bearer  of  this  letter,  John  Amund- 
son,  on  the  part  of  the  Company  of  the  South  as  a  Captain  of 
the  navy  who  is  about  to  embark  on  board  a  galliot  belonging 
to  the  Company  for  New  Sweden  there  to  take  command  of  the 
seamen  &e.  His  duty  will  consist  principally  in  performing 
with  zeal  and  fidelity  all  the  duties  that  appertain  to  a  Captain 
of  the  navy  in  endeavouring  to  procure  ever  species  of  advant4ige 
to  the  benefit  of  her  majesty  and  of  the  Company  of  the  South, 
and,  should  he  by  the  grace  of  God,  arrive  in  New  Sweden,  to 
superintend  carefully  the  construction  of  vessels,  in  order  that 
they  be  faithfully  and  diligently  built.  In  addition  to  which  he 
will  execute  suitably  in  the  above  and  all  other  things  (conforma- 
bly to  the  instructions  he  has  received,)  the  orders  of  the  gov- 
ernor. In  consequnce  thereof  he  shall  annually  receive  from 
the  company  such  support  as  his  capacity  of  Captain  will  entitle 
him  to,  and  in  the  future  he  may  count  with  certainty  upon  the 
favor  of  her  majesty  for  recompense,  and  to  obtain  (by  the  pro- 
motion of  the  Company)  a  more  elevated  employment.  We 
therefore  require  as  it  is  proper,  that  the  Governor  receive  the 
said  John  Amundson,  in  the  rank  of  captain  in  the  navy,  and 
duly  support  him  in  the  charge  which  to  him  .is  confided,  and 
promote  him  hereafter  according  as  his  good  conduct  and  the 
course  of  events  shall  render  proper.     In   faith  of  which  we 
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have  ourselves  signed   these  presents  and  have   caused  to  be 
affixed  to  them  the  ordinary  seal  of  the  General  College  of  Com- 
merce.

Christina,  &c.  Healthy  d'c, 

GovKRNOR  John  Printz  :  We  have  learned,  partly  from  your 
letter  to  ourself  and  partly  by  the  relation  of  your  son,  how 
greatly  you  desire  to  return  to  your  country.  We  should  will- 
ingly consent  to  your  desire,  considering  that  after  ho  long  a 
continuance  in  that  country,  we  can  readily  imagine  that  you 
may  become  tired  of  it.  But  in  reflecting  on  the  good  services 
you  have  heretofore  rendered  to  us  and  to  the  crown,  both  we 
and  the  company  would  extremely  regret  your  immediate  depart- 
ure before  we  can  make  the  best  arrangements  in  regard  to  your 
successor,  and  for  the  government  of  the  country;  we,  therefore, 
perceive  with  pleasure  that  your  age,  health  and  happiness  are 
such  as  will  permit  you  to  remain  some  time  longer  until  we 
shall  be  able  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  in  relation  to 
the  said  subjects.  If,  however,  this  should  be  imposing  too 
much  upon  you,  and  our  service  will  be  equally  well  performed 
by  those  whom  you  may  leave  in  the  country.you  are  at  liberty 
to  return  home.  Previous  to  doing  which  you  are,  however,  to 
place  the  affairs  of  the  country  in  such  order  as  that  your  de- 
parture shall  not  cause,  either  to  us  or  to  the  company,  preju- 
dice or  damage.  These  and  other  things  we  have  specifieil  to  the 
Commissary  of  our  College  of  Commerce,  John  Rysing,  whom  we 
have  named  to  assist  you  in  your  operations.  And  as  you  will 
learn  whatever  we  have  judgeil  proper  to  be  observed,  from  the 
memoir  that  we  have  sent  by  the  above  named  Commissary,  we 
have  sufficient  confidence  in  your  ordinary  zeal  and  fidelity  to 
rest  assured  that  you  will  neglect  nothing  of  what  you  conceive 
asefull  to  our  service  and  advantage,  as  well  as  to  those  of  the 
company.  All  this  we  will  remember  with  pleasure,  and  recom- 
pense accordingly  you  and  yours.  Recommending  ourselves 
and  you  to  God,  &c.  &c.

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ORDINANCE  IN  RELATION  TO  THE  COMMERCE   AND 
NAVIGATION  OF  NEW  SWEDEN. 


Given  at  Upsal,  March  16,  1654. 
We  Christina,  &c  make  known  that  it  is  our  royal  will  that 
the  eouu tries,  kingdoms  and  provinces  which  are  under  our 
dominion,  be  cultivated  and  populated  to  as  great  an  extent 
as  is  possible ;  and  the  country*  possessed  by  us  in  the  West  In- 
dies, being  well  adapted  to  tillage,  therefore  in  order  that  those 
of  our  subjects  and  others  who  desire  to  establish  themselves  in. 
the  said  country,  denominated  New  Sweden,  and  who  will  re- 
cognize our  jurisdiction;  or  those  of  our  subjects  who  now  in- 
habit the  said  country  or  the  other  provinces  of  our  dependen- 
cies proposing  to  trade  with  the  country  aforesaid,  may  find 
more  cause  for  encouragement,  and  in  that  manner  the  country 
be  more  improved  and  cultivated,  as  well  in  reference  to  naviga- 
tion as  to  commerce :  We  grant  to  all,  as  we  now  do  by  this 
letter  patent,  the  privileges  and  franchises  as  follows: 

1.  Whoever  shall  purchase  a  portion  of  land,  whether  of  the 
company  or  of  the  natives,  and  shall  recognize,  as  a  subject,  our 
jurisdiction,  be  shall  enjoy  the  land  thus  purchased,  him  and  his 
heirs,  as  a  perpetual  possession,  with  every  allodial  franchise, 
and  with  the  assurance  either  of  being  included  in  the  Company, 
or  of  preserving,  otherwise,  all  the  franchises  hereby  granted  to 
him. 

2.  All  of  our  subjects  who  have  paid  a  duty  in  Sweden  or 
in  the  provinces  under  our  dominion,  shall  be  exempt  from  all 
duties  on  arriving  in  New  Sweden,  and  the  goods  they  may  bring 
with  them,  shall  pay  only  2  per  cent,  and  shall  be  exempt  from  all 
duties  either  in  Sweden  or  in  its  dependencies.  They  shall  be- 
sides have  the  privilege  of  trading  with  the  natives  themselves. 
Let  all  whom  it  may  concern  regulate  themselves  accordingly. 
We  recommend  especially  to  our  Governor  in  New  Sweden  afore- 
said, as  well  as  to  the  custom  house  officers  in  this  kingdom  and 
its  provinces,  not  to  contravene  this  ordinance  in  any  manner, 
now  or  hereafter.

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PRIVILEGES  GRANTED  TO  THE  COMPANY  OF 

AMERICA. 


Given  at  Stockholm,  Dec.  28d,  1654. 

We  Charles  Gustavus  &c,  make  known  that,  whereas  for  many 
jreara  past,  there  have  been  given  and  published  many  and  va- 
rious resolutions  and  ordinances  in  relation  to  the  importation 
and  commerce  of  tobacco  in  this  kingdom,  and  as  particularly 
in  the  past  year,  1653,  it  has  been  resolved  and  decided  to  sup- 
press and  abolish,  the  privileges  granted  to  a  certain  company, 
for  the  monopoly  of  the  said  commerce;  and  thus  to  give  full 
and  entire  liberty  to  any  one  who  may  think  proper  to  carry 
on  the  same;  in  consequence  of  the  divers  complaints  and  in- 
conveniences which  have  resulted  therefrom,  and  particularly 
as  the  tobacco,  considered  in  itself  is  a  merchandize  which  is 
necessary  to  the  comfort  of  no  one ;  and  for  which  each  one  ought 
to  suppress  and  restrain  his  unaccountable  taste ;  and  as  we  have 
just  reason  to  stop  and  forbid,  rather  than  to  permit  and  facili- 
tate the  commerce  and  importation  of  tobacco;  yet,  a  deep 
rooted  custom  having  so  far  spread  itself  that  in  our  kingdom 
the  people  very  generally  purchase  and  make  use  of  the  tobacco; 
it  has  appeared  to  ns,  to  be  dangerous  to  suppress  and  forbid 
entirely  the  importation  of  the  same;  but  we  have  rather  de- 
sired to  devise  means  by  which  to  render  the  commerce  in  it  to 
contribute  to  the  public  good.  In  consequence,  after  having 
examined  carefully  the  importance  of  these  motives  and  reasons, 
we  have  judged  it  proper  to  restrain  the  liberty  granted  here- 
tofore for  the  commerce  in  and  importation  of  tobacco,  accord- 
ing the  same  exclusively  to  the  company  of  America  under 
certain  conditions.— Hoping  that  by  this  means,  not  only  New 
Sweden  will  be  able  to  support  itself  and  prosper,  but  also  that 
our  nation  will  have  greater  opportunity  and  facility  for  ac- 
customing itself  to  the  navigation  and  commerce  of  America, 
and  that  it  will  endeavour  to  improve  itself  in  the  same.  We 
therefore  will,  to  authorize  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance  the  said 
company  to  the  end  aforesaid,  according  to  it  and  its  depen- 
dents thesaid  privilege  with  all  franchiseand  imraunity,8o  that 
no  one  whatever  shall  dare,  much  less  have  the  power,  or  per- 
mission, under  any  pretext  whatever,  to  bring  in  or  to  cause  to 
be  brought  into  the  kingdom,  into  the  Grand  Duchy  of  Finland, 
Carelie,  Kirgersmary,  Gottland,  Holland  and  Jenipstland  any 
portion  of  tobacco,  secretly  or  openly,  either  to  sell  for  his  own 
use;  this  right  being  reserved  solely  to  the  company  of  America 
and  its  dependents.  If  any  one  in  contravention  of  this  ordi- 
6a- Vol.  V. 
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nance,  shall  import  from  the  smallest  quantity  ap  to  20  pounds 
of  the  same,  and  is  detected  therein;  for  the  first  offence  he  shall 
lose  all  the  tobacco  thus  imported  or  which  shall  be  found  in  his 
possession ;  and  pay  in  addition  a  fine  of  40  marks  of  silver ;  for 
the  second  offence, 80  marks, and  for  the  third  double, and  so  on 
for  every  offence.  But  if  any  one  shall  import  any  quantity 
exceeding  20  pounds,  he  shall  pay  a  fine  for  every  such  pound 
20  Runsticks,  of  silver,  and  the  tobacco  so  imported  shall  be 
confiscated  for  the  company  as  aforesaid,agr3eab1y  to  the  privi- 
lege which  has  been  accorded  to  it.  We  order,  therefore,  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  kingdom,  to  the  council  of  commerce,  to  our 
Grand  Governor  of  Stockholm,  to  our  Governors  General,  and 
to  those  of  the  provinces ;  to  our  Administrator  General  of  the 
Customs — to  the  Burgomasters  and  councils  of  cities^  as  well  as 
to  the  inspectors  of  the  frontiers  and  to  all  others  in  employ 
whom  this  may  concern,  to  oversee  attentively  the  execution  of 
the  said  decree;  permitting  no  one  in  any  manner  to  infringe 
the  same;  and  giving  full  aid  to  the  members  of  the  said  com- 
pany,  to  its  servants  and  envoys  in  the  execution  of  this  ordin- 
ance: under  pain  of  incurring  disgrace  with  us.  Accordingly 
let  all  govern  themselves  to  whom  it  appertains.

Bk  it  Known  :  Whereas  there  hath  been  delivered  unto  us,  by 
order  of  the  Directors  of  the  Incorporated  West  Company  at  the 
Chamber  at  Amsterdam,  the  Extract  of  the  Articles  of  Agree- 
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ment  hereafter  set  forth,  made  and  concluded  at  Hartford  in 
Conitticot,  the  nineteenth  of  September,  XVP  and  fifty,  relat- 
ing: AB  well  to  the  Line  of  Division  between  New  Netherland 
and  New  England  as  to  other  matters,  in  the  words  following. 

Extract  of  the  Articles  of  Agreement  made  and  concluded  at 
Hartford,  situate  in  Co'nitticoU  the  19**  September^  1650,  between 
the  Arbitrators  of  the  Hon^  Commissioners  of  the  United  Colo* 
nies  and  Fetrus  Stuyvesant,  Director  of  New  Netherland, 

With  respect  to  the  Boundary  line  between  the  (Jnited  English 
Colonies  and  the  Dutch  Province  of  New  Netherland,  we  agree 
and  conclude  as  follows: 

l.—That  on  Long  Island,  a  line  drawn  from  the  westernmost 
part  of  Oyster  bay,  and  thence  in  a  direct  and  straight  course 
to  the  sea  shore,  shall  be  the  Boundary  between  the  Dutch  and 
English  on  Long  Island ;  the  Eastern  part  for  the  English,  and 
the  western  part  for  the  Dutch. 

2.— The  boundary  on  the  Mainland  shall  begin  on  the  west 
side  of  Greenwich  bay,  being  about  four  miles  from  Stanford, 
and  thence  run  inland  in  a  northerly  course  Twenty  miles,  pro- 
vided it  shall  not  come  within  ten  miles  of  the  North  river; 
after  that  as  it  shall  be  agreed  upon  by  the  two  Governors— 1. 
e. ,  of  the  Dutch  and  New  Haven ;  and  His  agreed  that  the  Dutch 
^hall  not  at  any  time  hereafter  build  any  houses  within  six 
miles  of  the  said  line;  the  inhabitants  of  Greenwich  to  remain 
until  further  order  and  consideration  under  the  government  of 
the  Dutch. 

3. — The  Dutch  shall  hold  and  occupy  the  land  at  Hartford 
which  they  now  actually  possess,  known  by  divers  marks  and 
tokens,  and  all  the  remaining  lands  on  both  sides  of  the  Fresh 
river  to  belong  and  remain  to  the  English  there.  And  it  is  in 
like  manner  agreed  that  the  aforesaid  Boundary  both  on  the 
island  and  mainland  shall  be  observed  and  kept  inviolate  both 
by  the  United  English  Colonies  and  the  Dutch  Nation,  without 
any  further  extension  or  trouble  on  either  side,  until  there  be  a 
final  conclusion  determined  upon  in  Europe,  by  the  mutual  con- 
Rent  of  both  the  States  of  England  and  Holland. 

Respecting  Fugitives. 

It  is  agreed  that  the  same  method  shall  be  observed  between 
the  United  English  Colonies  and  the  Dutch  Nation  in  this  coun- 
try of  New  Netherland,  agreeably  to  the  eighth  Article  ot  the 
confederation  between  the  United  English  Colonies,  in  that  case 
provided. 

Concerning  the  proposition  of  a  closer  union  and  friendship 
between  the  English  and  the  Dutch   Nation  in  thea^  \kQX^%<i 
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especially  against  a  common  enemy :  We  jud|?e  it  to  be  worthy 
of  good  consideration  by  the  United  Colonies,  and  in  like  man- 
ner, desire  it  may  be  communicated  and  recommended  to  them, 
that  a  resolution  therein  may  be  taken  at  the  next  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Commissioners.  And  in  testimony  of  our  unanimous 
consent  to  the  foregoing  several  concLusibns,  have  we  signed 
these  with  our  own  hands,  this  nineteenth  September,  Anno 
XVP  and  fifty.

COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WEST  INDIA  COMPANY  TO  THE 
COMMITTEE  OF  THE  CITY  OF  AMSTERDAM. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Committee  of  the  City  of  Amsterdam  for 
the  affairs  of  the  West  India  Company, 

Honorable  Gentlemen:  The  answers  of  the  Committee  of 
the  Directors  of  the  West  India  Company  in  yesterday's  Con- 
ference to  the  questions  proposed  by  you,  are  in  substance  briefly 
as  follows : 

First.     Concerning  the  acquisition  in  New  Netherland. 

That  as  the  superintendence  of  that  district  is  left  by  the 
respective  Chambers  exclusively  to  the  management  of  the  Di- 
rectors here,  the  occasion  fitly  [)resents  itself  to  attach  and  affix 
that  land  to  this  City. 

That  the  Directors  aforesjiid  will  willingly  undertake  to  com- 
municate  to  the  Regents  here  the  orders  which  might  be  sue- 
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cessiveb'  made  for  the  prosperity  of  the  aforesaid  Country,  and 
to  do  nothing  without  their  knowledge. 

Tliat  the  climate  there  is  very  mild  and  heal  thy,  entirely  agree- 
able to  the  constitutions  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  country,  also 
by  nature  adapted  to  the  production  of  all  sorts  of  Eastern  fruits 
and  crops,  besides  the  conveniency  of  Trade  which  daily  in- 
creases, in  divers  respects,  both  with  the  Natives  of  those  parts 
and  the  neighboring  English. 

Tnat  in  order  to  maintain  the  aforesaid  acquisition  and  to 
reap  the  fruits  thereof  in  their  time,  what  is  particularly,  yea 
solely  required,  is,  that  it  be  properly  peopled. 

That  such  population  cannot  be  sufficiently  promoted  by  the 
Company  on  account  of  its  unfavorable  circumstances,  and  it 
is  consequently  desirable  that  the  government  of  this  City  could 
be  induced  to  expend  annually  for  some  time  a  certain  amount 
of  money  in  the  conveying  over  and  transportation  of  people. 

That  such  people  should  be  provided,  exclusive  of  passage, 
with  one  yearns  support  ^the  voyage  included),  after  which  they 
would  be  in  a  condition  to  maintain  themselves. 

That  the  Company  will  assign  to  such  people  sufficient  and 
suitable  land;  and  in  case  the  Regent-s  of  the  City  conclude 
that  those  people  should  settle  on  the  South  river,  where  the 
soil  is  richest  but  the  population  smallest.  Fort  Casimier  can 
be  placed  provisionally  in  the  hands  of  the  City  for  better  de- 
fence and  security. 

That  the  expenses  to  be  incurred  in  the  transportation  and 
support  of  the  aforesaid  people,  should,  after  the  lapse  of  a 
certain  time,  be  made  good  by  them  in  installments,  or  else 
by  the  payment  annually  of  a  reasonable  tax. 

For  the  payment  whereof,  the  land  assigned  to  each  shall  be 
mortgaged  to  the  City,  and  no  one  shall  be  allowed  to  leave 
the  country  except  on  payment  of  what  he  bad  received. 

That  the  aforesaid  expenses  of  transportation  may  be  provi- 
sionally somewhat  diminished  in  case  it  could  be  resolved  to 
charter  the  ships  hence  thither,  and  on  arriving  there,  to  set 
them  up  for  freight  and  loading,  with  which  they  might  re- 
turn here. 

Secondly.  Concerning  the  improvement  of  the  Company  in 
general. 

Divers  points  on  that  subject  were,  in  the  year  1654,  submitted 
to  the  Supreme  Government  of  this  country,  copy  whereof  is 
hereunto  annexed,  to  the  end  that  your  Honors  may  see  how 
far  existing  circumstances  will  permit  the  undertaking  of  the 
one  or  the  other. 

That  in  addition  to  the  above  mentioned  points,  the  reduction 
of  the  Island  of  St.  James  is  highly  important;  this  can  be  ac-

complished  with  a  very  small  force;  such  is  also  proper,  in 
order  to  bring  the  entire  Coajst  of  Guinea,  again,  under  this 
City. 

It  would  be  equally  advantai^us  that  the  Company  be  re- 
lieved of  the  Train  bands  which  have  served  with  the  Military 
in  Brasil,  and  consequently  that  orders  be  issued  that  the  one 
and  the  other  be  paid  by  the  country. 

Finally  and  lastly,  that  the  respite  provisionally  allowed  by 
the  State  until  the  eighth  day  of  t>heir  Great  Mightinesses*  pre- 
sent term,  may  be  continued  for  some  time,  as  otherwise  the 
Directors  would  be  put  to  such  inconvenience  in  their  admin- 
istration, that  they,  in  the  long  run,  cannot  resist. 

Points  draum  up  by  the  Assembly  of  the  XIX. ,  to  he  submitted  to 
the  Supreme,  Government  of  this  country.     [1654.  ] 

l.—As  the  King  of  Portugal  hath,  by  the  unjust  seizure  of 
the  countries  of  Brasil,  not  only  seriously  diminished  your 
High  Mightnesses'  glory  and  respect,  even  inflicted  on  your 
inhabitants  great  and  incalculable  damage,  your  High  Might- 
inesses are  again  requested  to  consider  of  the  means  whereby 
said  King  could  be  brought  to  reason,  and  especially  to  examine 
what  satisfaction  he  ought  to  give  the  Company. 

2. — In  like  manner,  as  the  State  is  in  arrears  to  the  aforesaid 
Company,  a  considerable  sum  of  money  in  the  matter  aforesaid 
in  unpaid  subsidies,  that  the  said  Company  hath,  on  the  other 
hand,  incurred  great  debts  in  consequence,  your  High  Mighti- 
nesses are,  therefore,  requested  to  issue  orders  that  the  account 
may  once  for  all  be  liquidated,  satisfied  and  paid  on  moderate 
terms. 

8.— Thirdly,  your  High  Mightinesses  are  requested  to  alter 
the  ordinary  letters  of  reprisal  according  to  the  circumstances 
of  the  times,  and  to  the  actual  condition  of  affairs,  in  the  form 
thereof  drawn  up. 

4.— Finally,  your  High  Mightinesses  are  requested  to  grant 
or  allow  to  the  Company  provisionally  or  until  circumstaqces 
shall  be  improved,  the  import  duty  on  all  sugars  and  other 
products  which  »hall  be  brought  hither  by  another  route  from 
Brasil,  in  regard  that  they  are  products  of  the  Company's  dis- 
trict, and  the  Board  of  Admiralty  ought  not  to  derive  any  profit 
from  the  misfortune  that  hath  overtaken  the  Company  there. 
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RESOLUTION  OP  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE 

CITY  OP  AMSTERDAM. 


8^  March,  1656. 

The  Burgomasters  have  also  further  represented,  that  the 
Committee  appointed  and  requested  on  the  12^  of  Pebruary 
last,  to  consider  what  should  be  done  for  the  promotion  of  the 
affairs  in  New  Netherlands  had  first  consulted  thereupon  with 
some  Directors  of  the  West  India  Company  only,  and  secondly 
with  them  in  presence  of  their  Honors,  who  request,  as  some 
of  the  committee  must  leave  the  city  and  as  their  Honors  had 
full  knowledf^  of  the  matter  to  report  thereon  in  their  name, 
and  the  Burgomasters  have  therefore  reported : 

That,  in  brief,  it  had  been  proposed  and  as  it  were  concluded 
in  the  Conference,  that  in  c€use  people  enough  were  sent  from 
this  country  thither,  all  the  products  that  come  at  present  from 
the  Baltic,  masts  inclusive,  could  be  found  and  raised  in  New 
Netherland. 

That  all  the  lands  the  Company  possess  there  had  been  pur- 
chased front  the  Indians  or  Inhabitants,  under  proper  and 
voluntary  conveyance  executed  before  the  Supreme  Magistrates 
there,  according  to  the  Deeds  thereof  remaining  with  them,  so 
that  they  owned  those  lands  ji'u^^o  titulo,  both  as  regards  the 
aforesaid  Indians  and  all  other  circumjacent  Europeans. 

That,  also,  the  administration  of  New  Netherland,  as  far  as 
the  possession  of  the  West  India  Company  and  the  alienation 
thereof  are  concerned,  was,  with  the  knowledge  and  approba- 
tion of  their  High  Mightinesses,  fully  and  especially  assigned, 
to  wit,  by  the  Assembly  of  the  19,  to  the  Chamber  of  Amster- 
dam, which  might  properly  resolve  to  sell  a  parcel  of  land  to 
the  City. 

The  Council  having  heard  the  aforesaid  report  and  judging 
it  highly  expedient  to  promote  the  trade  in  New  Netherland, 
in  the  present  conjucture,  in  order  not  to  be  always  dependent 
exclusively  on  the  Baltic,  authorize  the  Burgomasters  and  Trea- 
surers to  negotiate  with  the  said  Directors  of  this  Chamber  for 
the  purchase  of  a  certain  tract  of  Land  in  New  Netherland 
whereof  the  Company  is  lawfully  possessed  titulo  emptionis,  and 
the  agreement  respecting  the  same  being  made,  to  bring  it  into 
this  Assembly;  further  to  dispose  thereof,  and  to  appoint  Com- 
missioners from  themselves,  to  manage  and  to  improve  that 
country  with  requisite  Colonies  and  whatever  is  demanded  for 
the  encouragement  of  commerce.

Deputies  for  the  affairs  of  the  said  West  India  Company,  to  in- 
spect, examine  and  report  thereupon. 


RATIFICATION  BY  THE  STATES  GENERAL  OF  THE 
CONDITIONS  FOR  THE  COLONY  ON  THE  DEL- 
AWARE RIVER. 


Wednesday  the  16'"  August,  1656. 

Heard  the  report  of  Mess"  Van  der  Capelle  to  Ryssel  and  other 
their  High  Mightinesses'  Deputies  for  the  aflfairs  of  the  West 
India  Company,  having,  pursuant  to  the  resolution  of  the  13'" 
instant,  investigated  and  examined  the  letter  of  the  Committee 
of  Directors  of  the  respective  Chambers  of  the  West  India  Com- 
pany representing  the  Assembly  of  the  Nineteenth  convened  at 
Amsterdam,  dated  the  lO'**  instant,  together  with  some  appen- 
dices in  answer  to  their  High  Mightinesses'  despatch  of  the  r* 
ditto,  and  consequently,  information  and  advice  on  the  Peti- 
tion and  papers  presented  by  the  presiding  Chamber  of  Am- 
sterdam to  their  High  Mightinesses  to  obtain  their  approbation 
and  ratification  of  the  Conditions  entered  into  by  that  Chamber 
with  the  Burgomasters  of  said  City  of  Amsterdam  for  the  plant- 
ing of  Colonies  in  New  Netherland.  Which  l)eiug  considereii, 
their  High  Mightinesses  have  thanked  the  Gentlemen  of  the 
Committee  for  the  trouble  they  have  taken,  and  it  is  further 
Resolved  and  concluded,  hereby  to  approve  and  ratify  the  afore- 
said agreement  or  conditions  entered  into  by  the   abovemen- 
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tioned  Chamber  with  the  Burgomasters  of  Amsterdam,  all  never, 
theless  saving  and  without  prejudice  to  the  right,  jurisdiction 
and  possession  of  the  Colonies  heretofore  given  out  in  the  afore- 
said countries  and  of  the  property  purchased  in  said  district ; 
with  this  understanding  also,  that  whensoever  there  shall  be 
in  that  place  two  hundred  families  or  thereabouts,  a  preacher 
and  consistory  shall  be  installed  there  without  any  expense  to 
the  Company.  And  all  this  saving  also  the  division  of  the  dis- 
tricts which  may  be  made  among  the  respective  Chambers.  It 
is  hereby  recommended  to  the  aforesaid  Chamber  at  Amsterdam 
so  to  moderate  the  public  duties  that  the  population  tb^ir^  luay 
be  encouraged,  and  not  obstructed. 


REPORT  ON  GARRISONING  PORT  CA8IMIR,  ON  THE 

DELAWARE  RIVER. 


Report  exhibited  and  proposed  to  the  Right  Worshipful  the  Bur* 

gornctsters  on  some  points, 

1  November,  1666. 

Whereas,  we  had  noticed  in  the  Instruction  which  your  Wor- 
ships were  pleased  to  draw  up  for  this  Board,  that  you  intended 
to  occupy  Fort  Casimir,  we,  therefore,  for  the  advancement  of 
matters,  have  made  out  an  estimate  and  calculation,  and  con- 
sidered the  number  of  soldiers  necessary  in  our  opinion  for  the 
occupation  aforesaid,  to  be  a  Company  of  60  strong  under  one 
Captain,  Lieutenant  and  Ensign,  &c, ,  in  order  to  impose  thereby 
greater  respect  on  the  natives  and  neighbors  in  those  parts. 

Which  Company  of  Soldiers  would  cost  yearly,  in  wages  and 
rations,  economy  being  studied  as  much  as  possible  herein,  as

To  oflGlcer  the  aforesaid  companies,  one  Martin  Kryger  had 
offered  himself  as  Captain'  and  Alexander  Hinojossa  as  Lieu- 
tenant ;  no  Ensign  satisfactory  to  us  having  come  forward,  we 
recommend  both  those  gentlemen  to  your  Worships  agreeably 
to  your  Instruction,  as  persons  who,  we^trust  on  this  occasion, 
are  capable  of  doing  good  service.  The  first  having  resided 
many  years  in  New  Netherland  and  given  proof  enough  of  his 
qualifications,  and  especially  of  his  knowledge  of  the  country 
and  of  the  South  river,  and  the  other  on  acccount  of  his  long 
service  in  Brazil  and  other  capacities,  having  been  employed 
there  as  Lieutenant  and  Captain-Lieutenant. 

In  case  your  Worships  may  conclude  on  choosing  and  accept- 
ing both  these  persons,  in  aforesaid  quality,  'twill  be  neoocenr}' 
then  to  instruct  them  immediately  to  look  up  soldiers  and,  lest 
the  enlistment  thereof  consume  too  long  a  time,  as  the  season 
is  quickly  passing  and  therefore  cannot  permit  of  it,  we  are  of 
opinion  that  the  drum  ought  to  be  beat  for  them,  in  order  that 
they  may  be  sent  away  by  the  end  of  this  month. 

Also,  that  we  have  warned  and  shall  notify  all  persons  who 
have  had  themselves  registered  as  free  Colonists,  handicrafts- 
men, &c.,  already  amounting  to  a  respectable  number  that  they 
must  be  prepared  and  ready,  by  the  aforesaid  time ;  and  finally. 

That  for  divers  reasons  we  have  thought  it  fit  and  more  pro- 
fitable to  hire  or  freight  a  nhip  of  160  @  170  lasts  burthen  here, 
to  convey  all  the  aforesaid  people  and  their  requisite  necessar- 
ies, to  New  Netherland. 


RESOLUTION  OF  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  AMSTER- 
DAM ON  THE  PRECEDING  REPORT. 


Extract  of  the  Resolutions  of  (he  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 

Amsterdam, 

4  November,  1656. 
The  Burgomasters  have  further  informed  the  Council  that 
their  Worships  had,  in  the  promotion  of  the  New  Netherland 
business,  considered  among  other  things ;    In  what  manner  Fort 
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Casimir,  which  is  situate  on  the  South  river  and  is  conveyed 
to  this  City  by  the  West  India  Company  and  destined  to  be  the 
first  abiding!:  place  of  the  new  Colonists,  should  in  future  be 
guarded  and  defended  against  foreign  attack,  as  the  present 
Garrison  is  to  be  removed  thence  by  said  Company  and  quartered 
in  other  of  their  forts  lying  higher  up  on  said  river,  and  that 
their  Worships  had  principally  taken  into  consideratoh  these 
means,  to  wit:  To  send  oyer  00  to  70  Boors  from  the  Gulick 
country  and  surrounding  neighborhood,  who,  by  the  daily 
quartering  of  soldiers  are  not  much  less  qualified  for  war  than 
they,  in  order  to  mount  guard  on  certain  conditions  and  pen- 
alties, and  to  attend  to  agriculture  the  remainder  of  the  time; 
or,  else,  a  certain  number  of  soldiers  to  garrison  specially  said 
Fort 

Then,  their  Worships  considering  that  these  means  would  be 
a  source  of  more  or  less  expense  to  the  City,  had  resolved  before 
proceeding  therein,  to  request  the  advice  and  orders  of  this 
Council. 

Which  being  considered  and  the  maintaining  of  soldiers  or 
of  those  who  perform  ^uch  duty,  being  adjudged  one  of  the 
most  fundamental  requisites  for  the  security  of  many  embryo 
cities  and  towns. 

It  is  unaoLmously  resolved  and  concluded  hereby  to  request 
and  authorize  the  Burgomasters  to  act  in  the  premises,  as  they 
may  consider  most  advantageous  to  the  projected  Colonies.

Extract  from  th^  Resolutions  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City 

of  Amsterdam. 

11  November^  1656. 
The  Commissioners  appointed  for  the  affairs  of  New  Nether- 
land  are  authorized  by  the  Council  to  borrow  the  sum  of 
Twenty-live  thousand  Guilders,  for  setting  up  the  Colonie  and 
the  purchase  of  divers  goods  required  by  it,  and  to  pledge  for 
Kuc'li  loan  the  revenues,  means  and  effects  of  the  City. 


COMMISSION  OF  CAPTAIN  MARTIN  KRTGER. 

The  Burgomasters  and  Regents  of  the  City  of  Amstelredamme 
l>eing  resolved  to  send  a  Company  of  Soldiers  to  their  Colonie 
in  New  Netherland,  and  therefore  requiring  to  appoint  an  ex- 
perienced and  proper  person  to  command  those  Soldiers  as  Cap- 
tain, the  person  of  Martin  Kryger  was  proposed  as  snch  to  them, 
Make  known  :  That  they,  on  the  good  report  rendered  i.hem 
of  the  fltness,  fidelity  and  experience  of  the  abovenamed  Martin 
Kryger,  have  accepted,  appointed  and  commissioned  him,  do 
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hereby  accept,  appoint  and  commission  him,  as  Captain,  to 
command  the  aforesaid  Company  of  Soldiers,  and  to  employ 
them  in  New  Netherland  aforesaid,  and  wherever  it  shall  be 
necessary  as  he  shall  deem  most  serviceable,  accord  in  (i:  to  the 
letter  of  instructions  and  further  orders  which  their  Worships 
shall  consider  good  and  proper;  wherefore,  we  order  and  com- 
mand all  officers  and  soldiers  belonging  to  the  aforesaid  Com- 
pany to  hold,  acknowledge  and  respect  the  aforesaid  Martin 
Kryger  as  their  Captain,  and,  moreover,  to  obey  all  whatsoever 
he  shall  command  them  on  the  part  of  the  aforesaid  City  for  its 
service,  for  such  is  their  Worships*  pleasure.

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ANSWER  OF  BX-DIRECTOR  BTUYVESANT. 


Answer  qf  the  Hon^  Peter  Stuyvesant,  to  the  Observations  of  the 
West  India  Company  on  hU  Report  on  the  Surrender  of  Hew 
Netherland,  1666. 

To  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  States-Oeneral  of  the  United  Ne- 
therlands, 

High  and  Mighty  Lords:  Peter  Stuyveeant,  late  Director 
in  New  Netherland,  acknowledges,  with  all  possible  thankful- 
ness, that  you,  High  and  Mighty,  have  been  pleased,  by  your 
retiolution  dated  17^  April,  to  grant  your  Petitioner  communi- 
cation of  the  Observations  the  Directors  of  the  Chamber  at  Am- 
sterdam of  the  West  India  Company  have  been  pleased  to  make 
on  his  Report  respecting  the  loss  and  surrender  of  New  Nether- 
land to  the  English,  exhibited  to  you,  High  and  Mighty,  and 
the  aforesaid  Directors  six  months  before.  Although  the  latter 
do  not  contradict  the  statements  in  his  Report  nor  deny  the 
want  of  provisions,  powder  and  other  adduced  causes  why 
and  whereupon  the  loss  and  surrender  followed,  yet  an  attempt 
is  made  in  the  aforesaid  Observations  to  destroy  the  statement, 
though,  in  the  Petitioner's  opinion,  suQciently  proved  by  the 
necessary  documents,  as  if  the  petitioner  and  Council  had  not 
used  due  exertions  to  supply  the  place  with  one  and  the  other. 
For  the  refutation  thereof,  and  for  more  correct  information 
thereupon,  the  Petitioner  finds  himself  under  the  necessity  to 
add  the  following  as  an  Answer  to  the  Remarks  and  Observa- 
tions : 

First,  in  regard  to  the  Observation  on  the  Want  of  provisons. 
The  Directors  say  that,  from  the  fruitfulness  of  the  soil,  it  is 
impossible  for  the  place  to  have  been  short  of  provisions,  since 
none  have  ever  been  sent  hence  thither. 

It  cannot,  nevertheless, be  unknown  to  the  Directors, from  the 
books  of  accounts  sent  over  to  them  every  year,  that  I  have  been 
divers  time  obligated  to  draw,  though  not  from  Holland,  yet 
from  New  England,  any  quantity  the  garrison  required.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  account  books,  this  can  be  proved  by  credible  wit- 
nesses; among  the  rest,  by  the  Commissary  of  provisions  him- 
self. But  if  I  have  been  necessitated  hitherto  frequently  to  do 
this,  as  'tis  said,  yet  can  it  neither  be  denied  nor  gainsaid  that 
New  Netherland  is  so  fertile  that  the  country  in  some  seasons 
hath  exported  provisions  to  other  places,  3'ea,  even  to  Holland. 
But  in  1663,  in  consequence  of  the  Indian  massacre  and  bloody 
war,  and  the  continued  troubles  with  the  English  on  Long  Is- 
land and  other  inconveniences,  the  harvest  was  so  poor  and

scant,  that  we  and  even  thoee  of  the  Colonie  of  New  Ainstel 
were  under  the  necessity  of  sending  to  New  England  for  corn 
and  other  provisions.  Admitting,  however,  that  the  fertility 
of  the  country  was  such  as  never  to  necessitate  us  to  import  pro- 
visions either  from  these  parts  or  from  New  England  but  tiiat 
we  could  always  subsist  within  and  of  ourselves,  and  supply  the 
stores  from  the  inhabitants;  which  abundance,  however,  the 
Province  frequently  could  never  attain,  in  consquence  of  the 
so  numerous  invasions  and  massacres  on  the  part  the  Indians 
within,  and  the  continual  vexation  of  the  neighbors  without; 
yet  the  presupposed  impossibility  of  any  dearth  or  scarcity 
would  not  thenoe  follow,  seeing  that  here  as  elsewhere  the  loss 
and  surrender  of  divers  cities  and  places  have  been  hastened 
through  want  of  provisions. 

But,  continue  the  Directors,  had  a  scarcity  of  provisions  even 
existed,  the  government  did  not  take  sufficient  care  to  victual 
the  place  in  time,  in  which  case  they  must  be  held  to  be  a^ 
culpable  as  if  it  had  been  surrendered  to  the  enemy  fully  pro- 
visioned. Without  paying  any  attention  to  what  the  Petitionei 
hath  provefl  co  the  contrary  in  his  Report,  the  Directors  en- 
deavor to  impute  to  the  government  its  loss  and  neglect. 

First,  say  they,  [  myself  admit  that  the  stores  were  well  sup- 
plied the  entire  summer.  The  Report  delivered  in  does  not  in> 
timate  this  in  such  positive  terms,  but  says;  passably  well,  in 
compariKon  with  previous  years  giving  additional  reasons  why 
they  were  not  better  stocked,  such  as  want  of  credit  and  cash. 
But  admitting  it  to  be  as  the  Directors  presuppose,  yet  it  can- 
not, from  that,  be  concluded,  much  less  proved,  that  I  have 
been  guilty  of  any  of  this  neglect  to  keep  the  atores  as  well 
supplied  as  possible.  The  contrary  was  demonstrated  and 
proved  in  the  Report  by  two  certificates  of  Sergeant  Hermen 
Martens  van  den  Bosch  and  Dirck  I^oten.  Commissary  of  stores, 
both  of  whom  are  in  this  country.  These  witnesses  prove 
that  the  aforesaid  Sergeant  was,  in  the  months  of  May,  June 
and  July,  sent  three  or  four  times  with  goods  and  letters  of 
credit  to  New  England,  to  purchase  provisions  both  for  the 
Island  of  Curasao  and  our  garrison.  The  government  of  the 
city's  Colonie  on  the  South  river  did  also  send  thither  Peter 
Alrioks,  its  Commissary  to  procure  cattle  and  provisions  for 
that  Colonie;  a  palpable  token  and  proof  that  no  supplies, cer- 
tainly not  enough,  were  to  be  obtained  in  New  Netherland. 

Secondly.  The  aforesaid  Directors  say,  the  Petitioner  acknow- 
'  ledges  that  the  scarcity  was  specially  created  by  the  sending 
of  a  lot  of  provisions  by  the  Musch,  and  accuse  him  on  that  ac- 
count of  neglect  and  seeming  imprudence,  inasmuch  as  he  had 
had,  fully  three  weeks  l>efore  the  dispatch  of  the  aforesaid  ves- 
sel, specific  tidings,  of  the  frigates  which  had  ma«tAT«d\\\«\\«»b. 
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The  Report  presented  to  yon,  IlluBtrioas,  High  and  Mighty, 
and  in  the  first  place  to  the  Company,  intimates  on  this  sub- 
ject, not  that  the  scarcity  was  created  solely  and  specifically 
by  the  sending  away  of  a  portion  of  provisions  to  Carayao,  bat 
that  it  was  partially  occasioned  thereby;  presupposing  that 
other  additional  reasons  could  be  adduced,  and  not  the  least 
among  the  rest,  that  about  14  (^  16  days  before  the  arrival  of 
the  frigates,  there  arrived  and  came,  in  the  ship  GHdeon,  be- 
tween 3  and  400  half  starved  Negroes  and  Negresses  who  alone, 
exclusive  of  the  garrison,  required  one  hundred  skepels  of  wheat 
per  week. 

Now,  regarding  the  second  member  of  this  subject;  Presumed 
neglect  and  apparent  imprudence,  because  I  had  allowed  the 
ship  Musch  to  sail  with  some  provisions  to  Curasao ;  inasmuch 
as  I  had  specific  Intel igence  of  the  frigates  three  weeks  before 
the  dispatch  of  tne  aforesaid  vessel,  therefore  ought  I  not  to 
have  stripped  myself  of  any  necessaries.  The  Directors*  letter 
of  the  21"^  April,  to  which  he  appeals,  is  not.  in  any  wise,  an 
excuse  for  so  doing,  since  it  was  not  written  therein  that  the 
frigates  would  not  come  to  surprise  him  [but  to  advise  him,] 
according  to  all  reports  which  were  abroad,  without  assuring 
him  anything;  moreover,  the  Director  and  Council  aforesaid 
most  expressly  write  by  letters  of  the  21'^  April,  that  they  there 
are  for,  a  surety  and  a  certainty,  informed  to  the  contrary,  and 
that  the  Company  was  misinformed. 
High  and  Mighty  Lords: 

The  above  is  either  not  understood  according  to  the  precise 
truth,  or  erroneously  misinterpreted  by  the  Directors.  There- 
fore, afTording  some  semblance  of  neglect  and  want  of  care  do  I 
find  myself  necessitated  to  explain  this  matter  somewhat  more 
circumstantially,  and  to  inform  you,  High  and  Mighty,  of  the 
true  state  of  the  case,  and  to  commit  the  decision  thereupon  to 
your  High  Mightinesses'  more  profound  wisdom. 

First.  What  the  above  mentioned  Directors  advise  us  on  the 
21*'  April  is  copied  in  the  Report  delivered  in,  word  for  word 
from  their  letter,  which  does  not  contain  a  word  about  rumors 
which  were  bruited  abroad,  but  of 

"News  we  receive  from  England,  according  \o  which  his 
Majesty  of  Great  Britain,  who  is  disposed  to  bring  all  his  do. 
minions  under  one  form  of  government,  both  in  Church  and 
State,  hath  taken  care  that  Commissioners  are  at  present  ready 
in  England  to  repair  to  New  England  to  install  Bishops  there 
the  same  as  in  Old  England. " 

And  a  little  farther  on : 

"The  division  of  the  Boundary,  so  long  essayed,  begins  now 
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also  to  assnme  another  aspect,  partly  in  consequence  of  our 
efforts/'  etc. 

We  submit  to  your  Hie:h  Mightinesses*  most  wise  and  discieet 
judf^ent  what  eucourgement,  if  no  assurance  at  least  what 
hope,seryants  residing  so  far  off  can  draw  from  such  and  similar 
expressions.  The  Directors  say  that  they  did  not  assure  us  of 
anything,  bat  merely  advised  us  of  the  reports  that  were  pre- 
valent; the  Director  and  Council  on  the  contrary,  write  most 
ezpresfdy  by  letter  of  the  21''  April,  that  they  are  positively  and 
certainly  advised  otherwise,  and  that  the  Company  was  miKln- 
formed. 

On  examining  and  reading  over  the  copies  of  the  letters  writ- 
ten about  this  time,  in  answer  to  those  of  the  Company,  we  ihid 
no  such  expressions.  *Tis  not  probable,  yea,  'tis  impossible,  that 
we  should  have  positive  and  certain  intelligence  contrary  to 
their  seeing  it  ii  confessed  that  we  received  the  Company's  letter, 
written  on  the 21'*  April,  for  the  first  time,  by  the  ship  Eendracht 
in  the  last  of  July,  about  three  weeks  before  the  arrival  of  the 
English  frigates,  and  I  was  unable  to  answer  this  letter,  and 
consequently  did  not  make  use  of  any  such  language. 

Regarding  what  the  Directors  further  say,  that  I  had  specific 
news  of  the  frigates  full  three  weeks  before  the  dispatch  of  the 
Muschf  with  provision  to  Curasao:  The  preciseness  and  cer- 
tainty of  these  news  can  be  Inferred  from  what  the  Director 
and  Council  first  wrote  to  the  Directors  under  date  10*''  June, 
per  the  ship  Vos,  and  on  the  4"*  of  August  per  the  ship  Trouw; 
the  last  in  answer  to  theirs  of  the  21*^  April,  whereof  the  extract 
reads  word  for  word  as  follows: 

"  We  are  informed  by  the  last  letters  and  advices  from  Old  Eng- 
land, received  at  Boston,  in  New  England,  by  divers  ships, that 
the  affairs  between  our  State  and  the  King  of  England  do  not 
look  altogether  peaceable,  but  api>ear  about  to  terminate  iu  a 
rapture.  If  this  should  be  the  case,  which  God  forfend,  we 
will  not  doubt  but  your  Honors  will  endeavor,  through  the 
Right  Worshipful,  the  Burgomasters  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam, 
and  their  recommendation  and  letters  to  their  High  Mighti- 
nesses, to  have  us  seasonably  and  at  the  earliest  moment,  sec- 
onded by  men  and  ships-of-war.  Without  such  and  effectual 
assistance  (the  power  and  help  of  God  being  unlimited),  'tis 
impossible, according  to  human  calculation,  to  exist  here  against 
such  menacing  and  exasperated  neighbors,  who  exceed  us  in 
numbers  and  strength  more  than  10  to  one,"  &c. 

By  the  ship  TrouWt  which  sailed  about  8  weeks  after  the  ship 
^  VoSj  the  Directors'  last   received  despatch  of  the  21»*  April  was 
answered  on  the  4^  of  August,  as  follows: 
'*  Concerning  the  sequel  of  your  Honors'  letter,  and  your  ex- 
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pressions  that,  according  to  the  news  which  yon  received  from 
Old  Enpcland,  England's  Majesty  is  inclined  to  reduce  all  his 
domiuioiis  to  one  form  of  government  in  Church  and  State, and 
to  that  effect  some  Commissioners  ('twas  divulged  here  that  S 
@  8  frigates  provided  with  men  and   ammunition)  lay  ready  in 
England  to  repair  to  New  England  and  there  to  install  Bishops 
as  in  Old  England ;  and  what  your  Honors  further  conceive  for 
our  encouragement  and  that  of  your  inhabitants,  we  shall  not 
for  the  present  debate,  much  less  gainsay,  but  rather  wish  and 
hope  that  if  it  contribute  as  well  to  the  advantage  of  God's 
church  as  to  ours, it  may  fall  out  according  to  your  advice  and 
meaning.    Mean  while,  we  cannot  omit  communicating  to  your 
Honors  on  this  head  what  we  were  informed  here  about  the 
matter,  partly  to  convey  by  the  annexed  Declaration  N""  X.. 
more  fully  to   be  learned  by  your  Honors  from  the  Skippers 
and  passengers  who  are  going  over,  that  the  design  of  the  afore- 
said frigates  and  soldiers  is  directed  rather  against  Long  Island 
and  this  your  Honors'  conquest,  than  to  reform  New  England." 
When  these  extracts  from  our  answers  are  compared  with 
the  Directors'  letter  of  information,  impartial  people  will  be 
able  to  judge  what  intelligence  they  had  from  Old  England, 
which  lay  so  near  them,  and  we  had,  so  far  from  there,  from 
a  third  and  fourth  hand ;  whence  it  can  leliably  be  inferred  how 
unjust  the  allegation,  that  they  did  advise  us  simply  of  reports 
that  were   prevalent,  but  that  we  very  expressly   write   under 
date  of  the  21"*  April,  that  we  were  positively  and  reliably  ad- 
vised to  the  contrary  and  that  the  Company  was  misinformed. 
The  above  mentioned  Declaration  N<^  X.  was,  according  to  the 
Petitioners'   recollection,  a  verbal  statement  of  one  Thomas 
Willet,  an  Englishman,  of  what  he  had  heard  regarding  the 
English  frigates.     He  contradicted  this  his  declaration  14  (^ 
18  days  after,  not  only  before  the  Director  and  Council, but  in 
presence  of  divers  individuals,  some  of  whom  are  here  and  can 
testify  to  the  fact;  stating  and  roundly  declaring  that  now,  in 
the  last  of  Juh  to  wit,  other  news  had  reached  New  England 
from  Old  England  by  the  last  ships,  viz.  :  that  by  Ambassador 
Gogh's  arrival  in  England,  things  were  greatly  changed;  that 
the  frigates  were  again   unloaded;    that  Commissioners   were 
nominated  and  appointed  to  agree  with  the  said  Ambassador 
about  the  Boudary  between  New  England  and  New  Netherland. 
The  skipper  and   passengers  of  the  ship  EendrachU  arriving 
about  the  same  time,  concurred  for  the  most  part  in  the  above 
accounts,  stating,  among  other  things,  that  they  had  crossed 
the  channel  in  May  last,  and  had  not  heard  of  the  slightest 
difficulty  between  England  and  our  State,  but  that  everything 
was  quiet, and  rested  on  the  hope  of  a  good  agreement.     Divers 
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private  letters,  yea,  even  the  Directors'  above  mentioned  gen- 
eral letter  dated  21*^  April,  received  as  stated  by  the  Eendracht 
in  the  last  of  July,  substantially  and  circumstantially  concurred 
also  in  those  representations.  Therefore  the  first  reports  did  not 
excite  any  apprehension  nor  obtain  credit  with  either  the  Direc- 
tor and  Council  or  any  one  else.  This,  then,  being  shown  not 
by  unger  and  unjust  presumptions,  but  by  the  real  circumstance 
and  truth  of  matters,  the  Petitioner  submits  to  your  High  Mighti- 
nesses* censure  and  judgment  whether  neglect  and  palpable  bad 
care  can  and  ought  to  be  imputed  to  him, because  he  had  per- 
mitted the  little  craft  the  Iftisch  to  sail  and  depart  with  pro- 
visions for  Curasao,  where  they  were  so  much  required;  the 
rather,  when  it  is  known  that  the  Director  and  Council  did, 
on  the  first  reports,  detain  the  aforesaid  little  vessel  more  than 
three  weeks,  fully  laden,  and  did  not  allow  her  to  depart,  as 
is  said  and  can  be  proved,  until  the  first  reports  were  con- 
tradicted and  every  one  had  believed  and  admitted  the  con- 
trary. But  the  Directors  say,  furthermore:  Supposing  that 
the  little  craft  had  sailed,  according  to  his  own  admission  the 
grain  croj)  was  nearly  in  the  barn;  nay,  it  is  certain  that  all  the 
barnd  were  overflowing  with  grain,  so  that  he  had  time  enough, 
on  learning  the  arrival  of  the  frigates,  to  have  the  grain  hauled 
in  and  threshed,  whereby  the  want  of  provisions  within  would 
have  been  prevented,  &c. 

It  is  answered.  That  the  Report  handed  in  by  the  Petitioner 
intimates  that  the  Director  and  Council  interposed  the  less  ob 
jection  to  allowing  the  little  vessel  to  sail  to  Curasao,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  favorable  appearance  of  the  harvest  and  because 
the  grain  was, as  it  were,  between  the  barn  and  the  field.  Every- 
body knows  that  the  climate  of  New  Netherland,  resembling 
nearly  the  climate  of  this  country,  the  harvest  there  is  later  than 
here;  that,  therefore,  the  grain,  being  between  the  field  and 
the  bam,  was  not  all  housed  and  stacked ;  certainly  there  was 
not  the  least  appearance  and  possibility  of  fetching  the  grain 
from  over  the  river  and  bringing  it  in  the  fort.  And  though 
it  had  been  possibly  brought,  which  would  be  in  small  quan- 
tity, assuredly  there  was  no  convenience  in  the  fort  to  house 
and  thresh  the  grain  still  in  the  sheaf.  In  addition  to  all  this, 
the  petitioner  went,  on  invitation,  to  the  Colonic  Rensselaers- 
wyck  and  the  village  of  Beverwyck  by  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Council  a«  shown  by  their  letter  written  on  the  IT***  Au- 
gust and  sent  in  his  absence  to  the  Hon**'*  Directors,  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  some  necessary  orders  there  against  the  in- 
vasions and  massacre  recently  perpetrated  by  the  Northern  In- 
dians. Therefore,  not  being  present  when  positive  intelli- 
54— Vol.  V. 
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gence  of  the  arrival  of  the  English  frigates  was  reoeived  in 
New  Netherland  from  New  England,  the  neglect,  if  any  there 
be,  is  not  to  be  imputed  to  him. 

The  Hon'"*'  Directors  next  add :  The  aforesaid  Director  him- 
self endeavored,  after  the  English  frigates  had  all  arrived,  to 
have  some  cattle  conveyed  thence  to  the  South  ri  ver  under  a 
convoy  of  12  soldiers.  This  information  having  been  sinisterly 
communicated  to  the  Hon.  Directors,  is  denied,and,  therefore, 
unworthy  any  answer.  Nevertheless,  its  falsehood  may  be  in- 
ferred from  the  following: 

Peter  Alrick8,the  city^s  Commissary,  was  sent  as  early  as  May 
to  the  Man  ha  tan  from  the  city's  Colonic  of  New  Amstel  to 
puohase  some  provisions  and  cattle.  These  were  not  to  be  had 
in  New  Netherland;  accordingly,  having  bought  up  in  June 
and  July  a  lot  of  cows,  oxen  and  sheep  in  New  England  and 
on  the  East  end  of  Long  Island,  he  had  in  the  absence  and  be- 
fore the  return  of  the  Petitioner  from  Fort  Orange,  conveyed 
the  greater  portion  of  them  across  the  North  river  from  Long 
Island  to  Neuwesinks,  distant  the  one  from  the  other  about 
3  @  8  leagues,  and  for  the  security  of  the  aforesaid  cattle  put 
them  under  the  care  of  some  farmers  and  farm  servants  and  a 
few  soldiers  from  the  Colonic  of  New  Amstel.  Being  engaged 
shipping  those  which  were  still  at  New  Utrecht,  and  intending 
to  send  and  drive  them  all  together  over  land  to  the  South 
river,  he  was  allowed,  previous  to  my  departure  for  Fort  Orange 
and  l^fore  anything  was  known  of  the  frigates,  a  guard  of  10  ®. 
12  soldiers  to  aid  in  convoying  his  people  and  cattle  and  in 
defending  them  against  the  Neuwesinckse  and  other  Indians. 
Meanwhile,  before  all  the  cattle  had  been  shipped  over,  and  be- 
fore the  said  Alricks  had  obtained  one  of  the  men  he  had  asked 
of  the  Council, the  English  frigates  arrived  and  came  to  anchor 
in  the  bay  laefore  New  Utrecht  on  the,27**»  and  2S^  of  August; 
attacked  the  sloop  in  which  the  transportation  was  effected ; 
took  )>os8es8ion  both  of  the  cattle  already  sent  across  and  of 
those  still  remaining  at  New  Utrecht.  On  this  account,  it  was 
impossible  to  have,  or  allow  any  cattle  to  be,  escorted  by  12 
men, although  said  Alricks  had  requested  it,and  no  such  thing 
was  done. 

But  about  this  matter,  out  of  which  the  petitioner  presumes 
this  sinister  story  hath  taken  its  rise,  the  only  thing  that  is 
true  is,  that  the  aforesaid  Peter  Alricks  did  endeavor,  in  the 
night,  of  29**'  and  80*''  of  August,  to  convey  55  @  00  Negroes  and 
Negresses  overland  to  the  South  river,  because  he  could  not 
procure  any  provisions  or  means  of  support  for  them  in  New 
Amsterdam,  all  supplies  having  been  cut  off.  This,  however, 
was  not  attempted   with  any  escort  of  the  Hon.  Company's 
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soldiers,  but  with  2  <^.  3  of  his  own  or  the  city's  servants,  as 
can  be  seen  by  the  Journal  or  Day-book,  dated  30^^  August. 

Finally,  the  Hon"*'*  Directors  conclude  the  subject  of  the  scar- 
city of  provisions  and  say:  The  want  of  cash  cannot  avail 
here,  inasmuch  as  the  necessity  was  so  great  that  the  farmers 
must  fain  sell  their  grain  on  credit  and  would  also  have  done 
so  had  the  Director-General  and  Council  requested  it,  which 
they  did  not  do. 

Were  Dirck  Loten,  the  Commissary  of  provisions  at  present 
in  Amsterdam,  heard  on  this  point,  he,  with  many  others  will 
be  able  and  neeessitated  to  testify,  that  both  the  Council  in 
the  Petitioner's  absence,  and  the  Petitioner  himself  after  his  re- 
turn, did  cause  the  farmers  on  the  Island  of  Manhattan  to 
thresh  as  much  as  possible  without  intermission,  and  did  not 
request  them  to  do  so  on  credit,  but  for  ready  means,  in  order 
the  better  to  encourage  and  stimulate  them  to  thresh.  But  all 
the  others  on  Long  Island  and  on  the  North  river  being  efTect- 
ually  cut  off  from  us  by  the  arrival  of  the  frigates  and  their 
excursions,  and  the  farmers  being  forbidden  to  furnish  us  any 
supplies  on  pain  of  having  their  property  burnt,  what  the  few 
farmers  on  Manhattans  island  could  thresh  out  was  daily  re- 
quired for  the  scanty  support  of  the  garrison  and  about  three 
hundred  Negroes  who  came  to  be  a  burthen  to  us,  before  the  ar- 
rival of  the  frigates  ;  so  that  on  this  point  neither  time  nor 
opportunity  was  lost. 

And  in  this  matter  of  scarcity  it  remains  still  to  be  considered, 
that  during  the  brief  period  of  the  frigates,  as  already  stated, 
we  were  cut  off  from  all  supplies  in  the  city  of  New  Amsterdam, 
scarcely  any  bread  was  to  be  obtained  of  the  bakers  for  ready 
money,  as  might  be  proved  by  many  and  divers  affidavits  of 
people  who  were  there  at  the  time  and  are  now  in  Holland, 
which  also  obliged  (as  stated)  Peter  Alricks,  the  city's  Commis- 
sary, to  hazard  the  most  part  of  his  Negroes,  who  were  nolens 
volens,  and  at  great  risk,  8  days  before  the  arrival  of  the  frigates, 
sent  off  in  separate  gangs  to  be  dispatched  to  the  South  river  as 
he  could  not  procure,  in  the  city  of  New  Amsterdam,  any  bread 
or  other  provisions  necessary  for  their  scanty  subsistence. 

2.  Regarding  the  second  point. — Want  of  munitions  of  war: 
The  quadrennial  account  exhibited  first  to  the  Company,  after- 
wards to  your  High  Migntinesses'  Assembly,  shows  the  quan- 
tity sent  in  the  last  four  years  ;  how  expended,  and  that  there 
are  not  over  900  lbs.  in  the  fort  ;  scarcely  as  much  in  store  in 
the  city  of  New  Amsterdam,  two-thirds  of  which  was  old, 
spoiled  and  unfit,  as  the  above  rendered  account  of  powder 
aforesaid  proves  ;  therefore,  the  Hon.  Directors  were  not  igno- 
rant of  the  want  nor  gainsaid  it,  but  in  their  Observations  say : 
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First.  That  all  the  requisitions  for  powder  ever  made  by  the 
government  of  New  Netherland,  from  first  to  last,  were  fuHv 
honored  and  received. 

Secondly.  That  Alexander  Hinniosa  of  the  city's  Colonie  on 
the  South  river,  did,  in  July,  1664,  offer  seasonably  enoai^h  all 
his  gunpowder,  consisting  of  more  than  5,000  lbs.,  with  all  nec- 
essaries, himself  and  all  his  people  as  a  reinforcement,  without 
the  aforesaid  Director  and  Council  having  been  willing  to  ac- 
cept the  aforesaid  offer. 

Thirdly.  That  the  Director  himself  did  not  secure  the  gun- 
powder on  board  the  ships  lying  before  the  fort:  therefore  the 
blame  attaches  to  the  aforesaid  Director  and  Council  for  hav- 
ing so  small  a  supply. 

Fourthly.  They  conclude  that,  from  the  refusal  of  the  assis- 
tance, and  further,  because  no  sufficient  requisitions,  this  p\e» 
cannot  exculpate  him  from  the  charge  of  neglect,  and  is  prob- 
ably put  forth  only  as  a  pretext  that  he  had  performed  \m 
bounden  duty. 
Most  Illustrious  High  and  Mighty  Lords. 

What  regards  the  first  and  last  points,  viz.,  whether  all  the 
requisitions  ever  made  by  the  government  of  New  Netherland 
up  to  the  last,  have  been  honored  and  received,  and  whether, 
on  the  contrary,  no  sufficient  requisitions  have  been  made, 
would  appear  as  clear  as  the  sun  at  mid -day,  if  your  High 
Mightinesses'  weighty  occupations  would  permit  the  slightest 
supervision  and  examination  of  the  letters,  warnings,  suppli- 
catory petitions  and  entreaties,  which  may  be  considered  al- 
most innumerable,  that  have  been  sent  to  and  made  on  the  Di- 
rectors by  every  opportunity  offered  by  sailing  vessels;  yea,  also, 
sometimes  by  way  of  Virginia  and  New  England.  But  not  to 
trespass  too  much  on  your  High  Mightinesses*  urgent  occupa- 
tions, I  find  myself  under  necessity,  in  order  solely  to  vindicate 
myself,  and  not  to  accuse  any  one,  to  submit  High  and  Mighty, 
to  your  speculation  and  most  profound  judgment,  only  a  few 
out  of  the  multitude  of  facts. 

In  the  year  1653.  when,  Illustrious  High  and  Mighty,  your 
Republic  had  fallen  into  the  perilous  war  with  Protector  Crom- 
well, and  the  same  calamity  threatened  us  and  all  the  good 
people  of  New  Netherland  with  direst  ruin,  and  our  multitu- 
dinous remonstrances  and  entreaties  seemed  to  have  little  effect 
on  the  Hon**'*  Company,  we  found  ourselves  under  the  necessity 
of  sending  a  personal  delegation  to  the  Hon'*'^  Directors,  to 
which  end  we  deputed  hither  in  the  last  of  June,  by  the  ship 
ElMnghy  Albert  Antony,  Schepen  of  the  city  of  New  Amster- 
dam), through  whom  we  made  urgent  applic^ition  for  assistance 
and   ot4ier   necessaries,  particularly  6  @.  8.000  lbs.  of    powder. 
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3  @.  4  light  frigates,  one  good  gunner  and  some  men.  Being  in- 
formed by  report  that  tiie  ship  Elbingk  had  been  taken  by  tlie 
English  or  sunk,  we  renewed  and  repeated  our  request  on  the 
9^  January,  1654,  in  the  following  words: 

'*  We  have  dwelt  longer  than  we  intended  on  this  subject,  in 
order  to  afford  your  Honors  a  full  and  perfect  understanding  of 
the  perilous  position  in  which  we  and  the  whole  country  are 
placed,  thereby  to  move  you  and  those  to  whom  you  will  be 
pleased  to  communicate  this,  to  a  more  efficient  and  more 
Hpeedy  relief.  If  your  Honors  do  not  forward  this,  and  it  fail 
us  contrary  to  hope,  we  declare  ourselves  before  the  whole 
world  guiltless  of  all  injuries  which  will  befall  us  and  our 
nation  in  this  Province.  We  have  advised  your  Honors  per 
the  ship  Elinngh,  with  what  we  hope,  with  God's  blessing,  to 
defend  our  trust,  viz.,  3@.  4  light  frigates,  3@.  400  good  soldiers 
and  train  bands  only  for  a  year  or  a  year  and  and  a-half, 
fi  @.  8,000  lbs.  powder,  some  hand  and  side  arms,  pioneers' 
tools,  necessary  cargoes  for  clothing  for  the  garrison,  &c, ' ' 

In  order  not  to  fatigue  your  High  Mightinesses,  we  must 
leave  the  Directors  to  prove  whether  these  requiRitions  were 
complied  with,  and  what  was  the  result  of  such  iterated  writ- 
ten and  verbal  entreaties.  As  far  as  the  Petitioner  recollects, 
there  were  scarcely  as  many  hundred  pounds  of  powder  as 
there  were  thousands  in  the  requisition  temperately  made  out 
on  that  occasion;  neither  soldiers  nor  train  bands,  nor  even 
one  frigate.  So  that,  had  the  good  God  alone  not  afforded 
relief  by  the  intervening  peace,  we  should  have  been  then,  as 
now,  utterly  conquered  and  ruined,  for  want  of  the  required 
necessaries.  We  had  then  neither  gunner  nor  artilleryman  to 
attend  to  the  firing,  for  whom,  nevertheless,  we  had  frequently 
applied  and  written,  as  appears  by  the  aforementioned  and 
subsequent  letters,  dated  27*^  July,  1054,  and  the  following  ex- 
tracts : 

*M656.  Dated  12^  November.  In  the  general  letter  H  was  for- 
gotten to  lay  before  your  Honors  the  scarcity  and  great  want  of 
gunpowder,  the  petition  of  all  the  villages  and  Colonies  to  be 
supplied  by  us  with  that  article  for  wampum,  beef,  pork  or 
grain ;  we  have  accommodated  the  people  out  of  your  Honors' 
store  as  much  and  as  long  as  was  possible  and  the  means  in  the 
store  alio  wed.  The  distribution  of  powder  to  the  Commonality, 
in  the  great  necessity  of  last  year,  on  account  of  the  unex- 
pected encounter  with  the  Indians,  together  with  what  was  re- 
quired to  be  given  to  those  barbarians  for  the  ransom  and  re- 
lease of  the  poor  Christian  prisoners,  hath  diminished  our  stock 
to  that  dein^-e,  that  we  find  not  above  two  thousand  weight, 
good  and  bad,  In  store.     The  current  rumors  of  new  troubles 
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render  us  circumspect  in  allowing  the  Commonality  any  more 
powder;  this  occasions  great  complaints,  in  regard  of  which 
we  have  been  desirous  to  request  your  Honors  to  send,  by  the 
first  ships,  a  supply  of  powder  both  for  the  magazine  and  the 
Commonality." 

What  little  result  followtfd  the  above  applications  is  farther 
to  be  deduced  from  the  reiterated  requisition  for  a  supply  of 
gunpowder  made  in  the  following  years.  1657  and  1658,  first*. 

Under  date  13'*'  August,  1657.  *'The  general  complaints  both 
of  the  Burghers  acd  outside  people,  that  they  cannot  beacooui- 
modat^d  with  powder  or  lead  requisite  for  their  household  and 
self-defence,  in  exchange  either  for  wampum  or  agricultural 
produce,  have  rendered  it  necessary  for  us  annually  to  supply 
every  Burgher  keeping  watch  and  ward  in  his  turn  with  two 
pounds  of  powder  for  the  watch,  and  in  addition  to  that,  one 
pound  of  powder  quarterly  for  his  household,  on  paying  for 
the  same.  And,  since  the  magazine  is  hereby  much  decreased 
and  weakened,  we  continue  our  request  that  your  Honors  would 
please  to  supply  us  by  every  opportunity  of  ships,  bearing  in 
mind  that,  as  it  is  an  article  of  contraband,  it  cannot  be  ob- 
taiiTed  in  this  country  either  from  us  or  from  the  Burghers, 
and  that  the  want  of  it  must  cause  an  utter  ruin  of  the  place.** 

On  the  23<*  July,  1658,  the  foregoing  request  for  gunpowder  and 
the  necessity  therefor  were  repeated  and  again  renew€»d  in  al- 
most the  same  words  It  is,  among  other  things,  stated  on 
folio  09  of  the  Book  containing  the  copies  of  letters: 

"  We  have  considereii  it  necessary  to  give  your  Honors  season- 
able notice  hereof,  and,  at  the  same  time,  again  to  request  your 
Honors  to  be  pleased  to  supply  us,  by  every  ship  that  sails, 
with  as  much  powder  and  lead  as  this  and  other  circumstances 
demand,  to  the  end  that  no  mishap  nor  further  damage  may 
be  brought  upon  us  and  your  Honors'  conquest  in  time  of  need. 
Whilst  writing  this  there  is  found  in  store,  including  old  and 
new,  good  and  bad,  about  8,000  lbs.  and  about  1,600  lbs.  of 
musket  balls.*' 

It  would  be  altogether  too  tedious  and  long  to  insert  here  all 
the  annual  petitions  for  powder  which  were  sometimes  re- 
peated two  and  three  times  a  year.  Not  to  trespass  too  much  on 
your  High  Mightinesses'  patience,  this  subject  is  concludo<1 
with  the  following: 

In  the  year  1002,  when  Hartford  Colony  received  its  newly 
obtained  Patent,  wherein,  as  we  were  informed,  the  entire  Pro- 
vince of  New  ^etherland  was  included,  and  therefore  new  en- 
croachments and  invasions  were  apprehended  from  that  quar- 
ter, in  consequence  of  expressed  menaces,  we  represented,  on 
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the  17^  of  September,  the  scarcity  of  powder,  and  made  a  re- 
quest for  5  @  6,000  tbs.  in  the  following  words : 

''Should  any  hostilities  occur  or  happen  here  or  elsewhere, 
we  should  immediately  find  ourselves  at  a  lossfoi  fifood  powder. 
We  have  as  yet  about  2,500  @  3,000  lbs.  altogether  in  store,  but 
as  the  most  part  is  already  some  years  old  and  damp,  we  could 
not,  in  time  of  need,  rely  on  it.  We  shall,  therefore,  humbly 
request  your  Honors  to  let  us  receive  a  good  quantity  by  the 
earliest  opportunity  and  annually  afterwards,  in  order  to  have 
as  much  as  5  (^  6,000  lbs.  of  good  powder  constantly  in  store,  in 
which  case  we  shall  send  the  old  powder  back  to  be  made  over 
again.** 

Herein  then  *tis  to  be  remarked,  first:  that  the  small  quan- 
tity of  powder  being  old  and  musty,  became  less  and  worse  in  the 
two  following  years.  How  few  pounds  of  powder  have  been 
sent  on  such  repeated  applications  I  scarcely  dare  to  state  for 
certain,  in  order  not  to  disgust  any  person,  much  less  deceive 
your  High  Mightinesses.  Certainly,  'tis  to  be  concluded  there- 
from that  all  the  requisitions  which  necessity  dictated,  were 
not  complied  with,  sent  to  us  nor  received.  This  could  be 
demonstrated  and  proved  even  to  a  pound,  if  the  Petitioner 
could  again  obtain  a  copy,  or  get  a  sight,  of  the  account  of 
powder  abovementioned  exhibited  to  and  placed  last  October, 
with  other  documents  and  vouchers,  in  the  hands  of  the  Mess" 
Van  Ommeren  and  the  other,  your  High  Mightinesses*  Deputies. 

Now  in,  regard  to  the  charge  that  the  Director  and  Council 
refused  to  accept  the  offer  ot  more  than  5,000  lbs.  of  powder 
made  by  the  city's  Director,  Alexander  Hinuiossa,  and  neg- 
lected to  secure  the  powder  on  board  the  ships  lying  before  the 
fort.  How  shamefully  and  wrongfully  the  Directors  have  been 
imposed  on  in  this  matter,  may  appear  from  the  following  fticts : 

In  the  year  1663,  the  Director  and  Council  found  themselves 
involved  in  a  very  dangerous  war  with  the  Indian  barbarians. 
An  earnest  application  was  made  on  the  17^  September,  of  the 
previous  year,  1662,  for  5  @  6,000  lbs.  of  good  gunpowder.  A 
quarter  of  this  not  having  been  sent  and  certainly  not  received, 
they  found  themselves  exposed  to  the  great  risk  of  being  en- 
tirely out  of  powder  in  a  short  time,  as,  in  consequence  of  the 
continuance  of  this  ruinous  war,  there  were  not  in  store,  at  the 
opening  of  the  year  1664,  200  lbs.  of  powder  fit  to  be  used  with 
small  arms.  They,  therefore,  in  the  month  of  February,  re- 
quested, from  the  said  Director  Hinniossa,  a  loan  or  the  sale  of 
5  @  600 lbs.,  of  which,  as  can  be  proved,  to  the  best  of  the  Pe- 
titioners recollection,  by  the  account  of  powder  abovemen- 
tioned, not  more  than  200  lbs.  were  sent  in  the  following  April 
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or  last  of  March,  accompanied  by  an  apology  in  writing  for 
not  beiug  able  at  that  time,  to  spare  any  more. 

In  July  following,  the  Director  and  Council  being  informed 
by  one  Thomas  Willit  that  current  reports,  even  in  written 
letters,  had  reached  Boston,  in  New  England,  that  4  frigates 
had  been  fitted  out  in  Old  England  to  conquer  New  Nether- 
land,  they  advised  the  aforesaid  Director  Hinnioisa,  by  the  first 
opportunity,  of  what  had  been  heard,  so  as  to  put  him  on  bis 
guard,  with  a  request,  at  the  same  time,  for  assistance  in  powder. 
The  Petitioner  does  not  know  whether  said  Director  Hinniossa 
sent  an  answer  and  made  an  offer  in  consequence,  and  de- 
clares that  it  was  never  shown  to  him ;  for  the  reports  dying 
away  shortly  after  and  being  (as  already  stated)  contradicted 
by  their  author,  Willet,  himself,  viz:  that  other  news  had 
been  received  by  ships  which  had  arrived  more  recently  in 
New  England  from  Old  England,  to  the  effect  that  in  conse- 
quence of  the  arrival  of  Ambassador  Gough  in  the  latter  country, 
thing^s  had  changed,  the  frigates  were  unloaded  and  the  soldieni 
again  landed;  your  High  Mightinesses'  Petitioner  did  there- 
upon depart,  in  the  beginning  of  August  to  the  ColouieRenssel- 
areswyck,  being  requested  and  required  to  do  so  by  the  Commis- 
saries of  that  place  in  consequence  of  some  new  troubles  which 
broke  out  there  with  the  Indians;  as  is  tQ  be  seen  by  the  letter 
of  the  Director  of  the  Council  dated  the  5^  of  August,  and  the 
letter  of  the  Council  alone,  dated  the  17^**  of  same  month.  And 
the  Petitioner  can  affirm  that  he  had  no  knowledge  of  the  re- 
ceipt of  any  letter  or  of  any  offer  having  been  made  before  his 
departure,  which  was  on  the  Q^^  or  7***  of  said  month. 

Such  being  the  case,  and  the  directors  having  being  incor- 
rectly informed  that  the  offer  of  more  than  5,000  lbs.  of  powder 
and  of  his  person  and  people  had  been  made  by  Director  Hin- 
niossa, Mis  also  an  error  and  an  untruth  that  the  Director  and 
Council  have  refused  to  accept  such  offer,  which  it  is  incum- 
bent on  the  informer  to  prove  either  by  letter  from  the  Peti- 
tioner or,  in  his  absence,  under  the  hands  of  the  Council;  but 
he  will  never  be  able  to  prove  it,  as  it  had  never  been  refused. 
Hence  the  unjust  wrong  to  be  drawn  from  the  above  request  for 
aid;  for,  to  make  application  and  reject  the  invited  offer  are 
contradictions.  'Tis,  therefore,  with  all  due  reverence  and 
submission,  referred  to  your  High  Mightinesses'  most  wise  and 
discreet  judgment  who  are  to  be  censured  and  blamed  in  the 
premises;  your  High  Mightinesses'  Petitioner  and  the  Council 
of  New  Netherland,  or  the  malicious  accuser,  de  Hinniossa  him 
self,  for  the  reason  that  he,  on  receiving  information,  did  not 
send  the  offered  powder  and  all  the  other  necessaries  seasonably 
in  July,  for  which  very  good  and  suitable  opportunities  offered 
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that  month ;  first,  by  the  sloop  belonging  to  one  Dirck  8uiith, 
which  arrived  from  the  South  river  at  the  Manhatans  a  few 
days  before  yoar  Petitioner's  departure  for  the  Colon! e  Kens- 
selaerswyek;  or  by  the  ship  St  Jacob,  which  sailed  from  the 
South  river  in  the  last  of  July  or  beginning  of  August,  and 
arrived  before  the  city  of  New  Amsterdam,  in  the  Petitioner's 
absence,  on  the  13^*^  ditto;  as  appears  by  the  CounciTs  letter 
written  on  the  following  l?^'*  to  the  Directors  and  sent  by  the 
Ver gulden  Arendt, 

After  the  return  of  your  High  Mightinesses'  Petitioner  from 
the  Colonic  Rensselaerswyck,  which  was  on  the  24}^  @>  25**' 
August,  it  was  impossible  to  send  for  the  powder,  as  the  Eng- 
lish frigates  arrived  within  Sandy  Hook  on  the  following  day ; 
impossible  also  to  receive  any,  as  all  the  approaches  by  land 
and  water  were  immediately  blockaded  by  the  English,  who, 
on  the  28**',  captured  the  sloop,  Princes,  employed  by  Peter 
Alricks,  the  city's  Commissary,  to  convey  a  lot  of  purchased 
cows  and  sheep  from  Long  Island  to  the  Neuwesincx,  and  with 
it  also  those  which  had  been  already  sent  across.  Some  of  the 
city's  servants  and  free  colonists  saved  themselves  by  flight. 
A  day  or  a  day  and  a  half  after,  the  Bnglish  took  the  sloop  of 
a  brother  Zealander,  employed  also  by  said  Alricks  to  convey 
and  send  some  of  his  Negroes  overland  to  the  South  river  on 
account  of  want  of  provisions,  so  that  there  was  not  the  slight- 
est appearance  or  opportunity  to  send  or  receive  any  informa- 
tion, much  less  gunpowder.  By  water,  the  river  was  closed; 
by  land,  the  unincumbered  traveler  with  g^eat  difficulty  found 
a  tedious  and  troublesome  passage  over  mountains,  river,  hills, 
creeks  and  swamps.  Prom  this  circumstance  it  is  easily  seen, 
that  'twas  impossible  to  make  any  application  for  and  impos- 
sible to  receive  the  presumed  offered  gunpowder. 

Next,  in  regard  to  the  like  presumption  in  this  matter :  That 
the  Director  and  Council  have  not  secured  the  powder  on  board 
the  ships  lying  before  the  fort,  which  would  have  supplied  any 
existing  want.  On  the  examination  in  this  case,  which  the 
Director  and  Council  caused  to  be  instituted  at  the  earlest  sug- 
gestion, as  to  what  quantity  of  gunpowder  was  on  board  the 
ships,  scarcely  one  thousand  weight  were  to  be  found  in  the 
three  vessels,  viz  :  in  the  ship  the  Gideon,  according  to  the  dec- 
laration of  the  Skipper  himself,  18  @.  14  kegs  of  50  lbs.  forl4@>. 
16  small  iron  guns  (gotelingen)  ;  in  the  flyboat  Eendrachty 
armed  with  10  or  12  small  iron  guns,  7  kegs  of  50  lbs. ;  in  the 
ship  St,  Jacobs  arrived  from  the  South  river  10  @.  32  days  before, 
not  fifty  lbs.,  and  her  pilot  declareil  (the  Skipper  having  died 
at  the  South  river)  that  he  had  repeatedly  asked  Director  Hin- 
niossa  for  two  @.  300  lbs.,  to  be  paid  by  exchange  in  Fatherland 
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or  by  peltries  on  the  spot,  but  could  not  get  a  pound.  Be- 
sides, it  is  a  thing  without  example,  to  strip  ships,  having  so 
small  a  supply,  of  their  ammunition.  The  Director  and  Coun- 
cil must  afterwards  have  subjected  themselves  to  great  com- 
plaint  and  reproach  if  those  vessels  would  have  been  taken  Id 
consequence  of  having  been  stripped  of  so  small  a  quantity 
of  powder.  We  must  again  refer  to  your  High  Mightinesses' 
wise  and  discreet  opinion,  and  submit  to  your  Judgment  what 
neglect  or  want  of  care  has  been  committed  in  this  instance. 

In  the  following  Observation,  the  Directors  say:  Although 
the  Burghers  were  not  strong  enough  to  defend  the  city,  and 
not  willing  to  do  so  through  fear  of  being  plundered,  thefort^ 
and  not  the  city  only,  was  intrusted  to  him;  if  the  Burghers 
were  unwilling  to  fight,  he  was  bound  to  consider  that  a  capi- 
tal fortress,  provided  with  180  brave  soldiers  and  24  pieces  of 
artillery,  as  the  fourth  point  intimates,  ought  not  to  have  been 
surrendered  without  making  some  defence,  but  that  he  was 
b'>und  to  defend  it  to  the  utmost,  and  abandoned  the  Burghers 
rather  than  the  entire  country. 

Illustrious,  High  and  Mighty  Lords,  willingly  will  I  again 
submit  myself  on  this  point  to  your  High  Mightinesses'  judg- 
ment and  censure,  if  the  country  could  be  preserved  by  aban- 
doning the  Burghers  and  defending  the  fortress  which,  in  re- 
gard to  its  condition  and  weakness,  bare  of  such  neoessar}*  re- 
quisites as  powder,  lead,  provisions,  water  and  train  bands, 
and  so  great  a  way  from  assistance,  could  not  be  held  a  week, 
yea,  possibly  three  days;  if  the  Burghers  and  city  wherein  the 
fortress  stood  could  be  protected,  much  less  the  extensive 
country,  whose  good  inhabitants,  long  before  this  time,  neither 
we  nor  our  predecessors  have  ever  been  able  to  defend,  as  we 
ought  and  their  necessity  frequently  demanded  against  the 
threats,  daily  invasions,  encroachments  and  intrusions  of  the 
English. 

Yet  will  I  readily  acknowledge  that  it  is  the  bounden  duty 
of  a  faithful  servant  to  spare  neither  life  nor  limb,  blood  nor 
treasure,  but  to  hazard  all  and  employ  every  means  that  can  l>e 
used,  in  case  he,  by  their  risk  and  loss,  hoped,  expected  or 
looked  forward  to  the  slightest  advantage  for  the  maintenance 
and  preservation  of  the  country  or  of  one  place  in  it.  But 
being,  as  can  be  seen  by  the  above  statement,  destitute  of  such 
necessary  requisites,  without  hope  or  expectation  of  any  assis- 
tance, the  entire  Commonalty  first,  as  proved  by  their  Remon- 
strance dated  —  February,  previously  dispatched  to  the 
Hon**'*  the  Directors,  and  by  their  Petition  and  Protest  exhib- 
ited to  the  Director  and  Council,  proposed  to,  and  afterwards 
obliged  the  Director  and  Council,  in  order  to  prevent  greater 
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loss  and  the  total  ruin  of  the  Burghers,  to  consider  what  was 
best  for  the  preservation  of  the  poor,  despairing  and nearb' de- 
serted Commonalty,  and  most  justifiable  for  us  before  God  and 
your  High  Mightinesses,  in  accordance  with  the  lesson  of  the 
All  wise:  What  King,  about  to  go  to  war  against  another 
King,  doth  not  first  sit  down  and  think  whether  he  be  able 
with  ten  thousand,  to  meet  him  that  with  twenty  thousand 
Cometh  against  him  [Luke,  XIV.)  ;  it  being  evident  that  our 
force  was  inferior  to  that  of  the  approaching  enemy,  conjoined 
with  those  whose  threats,  actual  invasions  and  intrusions  com- 
mitted not  half  a  year  before,  we  were  unable  to  withstand  or 
prevent,  and  they  besides  were  expecting  daily  from  New  Eng- 
land not  only  two  but  fully  10  to  one. 

Regarding  the  capital  condition  of  the  fort;  provided,  as 
*twa8  said,  with  24  pieces  of  artillery  and  with  180  brave  sol- 
diers, in  which  number  must  be  included  those  who  were  left 
at  the  Esopus  and  Fort  Orange.  The  accusation  of  its  rash 
surrender  apparently  seems  to  be  exaggerated.  The  defence 
and  preservation  of  his  honor,  to  be  prized  above  all  the  treas- 
ures of  the  world,  presses  and  forces  your  High  Mightinesses' 
servant,  without  intending  blame  to  any  one,  to  say  and,  if 
necessary,  to  prove, that  the  fort  was,  time  and  again,  declared 
and  adjudged  in  full  council,  to  be  untenable  by  persons  more 
experienced  in  war  than  your  High  Mightinesses'  Petitioner 
(among  others,  by  our  First  Councillor  and  Fiscal,  N  deSille), 
who  is  better  versed  in  offensive  and  defensive  siege  opera- 
tions under  your  High  Mightinesses'  discreet  government  than 
your  humble  servant;  judging  therefrom  that  it  could  be  re- 
duced by  500  men  in  less  than  thrice  24  hours,  which,  accord- 
ing to  the  limited  knowledge  of  your  High  Mightinesses'  ser- 
vant, was,  in  fact,  feasible  for  the  following  reasons: 

First.  The  fort  is  situate  in  an  untenable  place,  where  it 
was  located  on  the  first  discovery  of  New  Netherland,  for  the 
purpose  of  resisting  any  attack  of  the  Barbarins  rather  than 
an  assault  of  European  arms,  having,  within  pistol  shot,  on 
the  North  and  Northeasterly  sides,  higher  ground  than  that 
on  which  it  stands,  so  that,  notwithstanding  the  wall  and 
works  (mvragie)  are  raised  the  highest  on  that  side,  people 
standing  and  walking  on  that  high  ground  can  see  the  soles  of 
the  feet  of  those  on  the  esplanade  and  bastions  of  the  fort, 
where  the  view  is  not  obstructed  by  the  houses  and  church  in 
it,  and  by  the  gabions  on  the  wall. 

Secondly.  The  fort  was  and  is  encompassed  only  by  a  slight 
wall,  2  @.  8  feet  thick,  backed  by  coarse  gravel,  not  above  8,  9 
®.  10  feet  high  in  some  places,  in  others  higher,  according  to  the 
fall  of  the  ground. 
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Thirdly.  It  is,  for  the  most  part,  crowded  all  aronnd  aboat 
with  buildings  better  adapted  for  a  citadel  than  for  defence 
against  an  open  enemy ;  the  houses  are  in  many  places  higher 
than  the  walls  and  bastions  and  render  these  wholly  exposed; 
most  of  thn  houses  also  have  cellars  not  eight  rods  distance 
from  the  walls  of  the  fort,  in  some  places  not  2^8,  and  atone 
point  scarce  a  rod  from  the  wall,  so  that  whoever  is  master  of 
the  city  can  readily  approach,  with  scaling  ladders,  from  the 
aforesaid  houscH  the  wall  of  the  fort,  which  is  unprovided  with 
a  wet  or  dry  ditch;  and  also,  if  need  be,  run  a  mine  from  the 
so  close  adjoining  cellars  and  blow  the  place  up. 

Besides  this,  the  fort  was  and  is  without  either  well  or  cis- 
tern. Previous  to  this  time  it  was  hastily  provided  with  30  (^ 
24  water  barrels  or  pitched  casks  removed  from  the  ships  and 
filled  with  water.  Hence,  then,  'tis  to  be  deduced  how  easy 
'twould  be  to  recover  it  back;  how  difflcult.nay,  impossible  for  us 
to  defend  it.  For,  the  houses,  being  built  of  wood  so  close  under 
the  fort,  they  must  first  be  torn  down,  or  else,  for  want  of  time, 
burnt  to  the  utter  ruin  of  the  Burghers  and  not  without 
danger  to  the  church  in  the  fort,  which  is  roofed  with  shingles; 
the  soldiers'  barracks,  also  built  of  wood,  may  likewise  be  set 
on  fire.  Certainly,  the  ground  outside  being  higher  than  that 
within,  they  can  be  easily  fired,  and  in  that  event,  the  Burghers, 
so  many  women  and  children,  who  between  one  and  IB  years 
old,  amounted  to  fully  12  @  1,300,  would  be  under  the  neces- 
sity of  seeking  their  retreat  and  support  in  the  little^fort,  whose 
plane,  from  wall  to  wall,  is  less  than  150  feet  in  length  and 
breadth,  1  shall  submit  it  to  the  most  wise  and  discreet  judg- 
ment, first  of  you,  Illustrious,  High  and  Mighty,  and  afterwards 
of  all  impartial  men,  what  confusion  would  these  have  caused  in 
case  of  fire  or  storming;  or,  supposing  the  best,  how  long  could 
these  and  the  military,  so  many  Negroes,  both  free  and  slave, 
and  other  additions  coming  in  from  without,  be  supported 
with  so  little  water  and  provisions,  and  further  leave  you  to 
judge  what  result  was  to  be  hoped  or  expected  by  us. 

4.  The  Hon^'"  Directors  8ay,  in  continuation,  that  it  was  im- 
possible for  us  to  know  whether  we  should  not  be  relieved  on  an 
early  day,  and  that  had  we  properly  acquitted  ourselves,  their 
High  Mightinesses  would,  withoutdoubt,  haveordered  the  fleet 
under  Lieiitenant-Adunral  de  Ruyter,  passing  New  Nether- 
land  about  eight  months  after,  to  touch  at  and  relieve  the  plai*e. 

The  latter  part  of  this  point  requires  little  or  no  answer. 
We  did  not  know  that  Lieutenant- Admiral  de  Ruyter  was  sent 
to  Guinea,  and  that  he  was  to  return  along  the  coast.  We  were 
still  more  ignorant  of  their  High  Mightinesses*  Intention  to 
expect  it;  although  we  might  have  been  so  ordered,  it  was  im- 
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possible  for  us  to  obey,  even  if  the  fleet  could  have  reached  us 
in  8  weeks;  had  it  done  so  even  in  8  months,  the  recapture  had 
followed  as  easily  as  the  reduction. 

It  could  certainly  and  sufficiently  be  deduced  from  the  latest 
received  letters,  from  previous  experience  and  neg^lect  to  answer 
such  numerous  Remonstrances,  complaints  and  given  warnings, 
that  no  aid  of  ships,  whereon  alone,  as  I  had  heretofoi*e  re- 
peatedly demonstrated,  the  maintenance  of  New  Netherland 
depended,  was  to  i:>e  expected  or  hoped.  The  despatches  last 
received  gave  us  not  the  slightest  hint,  much  less  promise  of 
assistance  either  in  men,  ships  or  ammunition,  but  rather,  as 
heretofore  frequently  stated,  encouragement  and  hope  of  a  final 
agreement,  by  means  of  a  settlement  of  the  Boundary,  which 
then  began  to  assume  quite  a  different  aspect  to  what  it  form- 
erly had.  Proof — their  despatch  written  from  Amsterdam,  and 
dated  21"  April,  1664,  and  received  by  us  in  the  last  of  July. 

In  regard  to  previous  experience  and  frequently  repeated 
earnest  remonstrances  and  warnings,  it  has  been  already  stated 
that  nothing  resulted  from  the  application  in  the  year  1653  and 
1664,  pending  the  war  with  protector  Cromwell,  when  by  per- 
sonal delegation  and  beseeching  letters,  we  entreated  an  aid  of  3 
<^  4  frigates,  8  @  400  soldiers  and  train-bands.  On  the  21*t 
March,  the  following  year,  1655,  we  have  shown,  as  appears  by 
fol.  120  and  121,  of  the  Letter  Book,  that  whoever  by  water  is 
master  of  the  river  will  be  in  a  short  time  master  by  land  of 
the  feeble  fortress;  in  1656  (folio  151),  assistance  and  support 
were  again  requested,  and  *tis  there  stated  that  it  was  impos- 
sible to  defend  the  country  and  fort  against  any  naval  arma- 
ment except  by  an  equal,  or  nearly  equal  force;  and  again  on 
the  12***  December  of  the  same  year,  that  we  could  not  with- 
stand the  threats  and  encroachments  of  the  English  unless  re- 
inforced by  men  and  ships;  that  otherwise,  it  would  fare  with 
New  Netherland  as  it  did  with  St.  Thomas,  Angola,  Brazil 
and  other  of  the  Hon***'*  Company's  possessions. 

On  the  29^  X**',  1659,  stated  that  an  English  frigaie  of  22  guns 
had  come  on  and  was  annoying  the  coast,  and  had  captured 
two  of  our  traders.  On  that  occasion,  we  requested  a  defensive 
craft  suitable  for  clearing  the  rivers  and  preventing  such  like 
pillages  and  annoyances. 

1661.  Sent  full  advices  that  urgent  solicitations  were  made, 
as  we  were  informed,  in  Old  England,  for  3  (§^  4  frigates  for  the 
reduction  of  New  Netherland;  by  that  opportunity  solicited 
two  or  three  frigates,  and  again  demonstrated  and  earnestly 
protested  that,  otherwise,  it  was  impossible  to  defend  the  place. 

In  the  year  1662  especially,  in  very  lengthy  and  complaining 
letters  dated  the  8^  of  January  and  14**'  May,  and  in  the  sue- 
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ceedinp:  year,  1663,  on  tUe  23*^  August  and  10^  NoYember  (bein^ 
joined  on  the  last  date  by  the  entire  Commonalty),  did  we  rep- 
resent the  danger  and  peril  of  the  country  generally  as  well 
from  the  English  neighbors  as  from  the  Barbarians,  and  most 
humbly  besought  help  in  men  and  ships,  protesting,  at  the  same 
time,  that  the  entire  country  was  lost;  that  the  good  inhabi- 
tants would  be  obliged  to  abandon  it  or  submit  to  another  gov- 
ernment. Time  and  the  result,  particularly  the  not  answering 
this  and  similar  applications,  could  assure,  certainly  might 
probably  convince  us,  that  no  relief  was  to  be  hoped  or  ex- 
pected. Moreover,  'tis  remarkable  in  this  connection  that  the 
Hon*"'*  the  Directors  in  their  despatches  of  the  16*^  and  30^  Oc- 
tober, bf  the  year  1763,  only  9  @  10  months  before  the  English 
frigates  came  in  search  of  us,  expressed  themselves  very  feel- 
ingly in  regard  to  the  intolerable  invasions  and  usurpations  as 
well  of  the  English  as  of  the  Barbarians,  and  advise  and  make 
known  to  us  that  two  ships  were  fitted  out  and  equipped  in 
Sweden  under  Vice- Admiral  Hendrick  Gerritsz.  Zeehelm,  which, 
coming  out  of  the  Sound,  had  taken  dOO  soldiers  on  board,  it 
being  very  apparent,  with  a  design  against  the  South  river  of 
New  Netherland;  proof,  their  own  letters.  Nevertheless,  on 
this  critical  occasion,  not  a  ship  was  sent  to  our  relief,  not- 
withstanding we  had  so  frequently  solicited  and  warned  them 
that  it  w€U)  impossible  for  us,  in  case  of  any  hostile  fleet,  to 
preserve  the  fort,  much  less  the  country.  They  have  a  notorious 
and  palpable  example  and  proof  of  this  in  their  own  expe- 
dition in  the  year  1655,  which  we  were  recommended  and  ordered 
to  execute  with  a  man-of-war  called  the  Waag,  carrying  32  iron 
pounders  and  140  <^  150  men,  including  sailors,  and  soldiers  to 
attack  and  incorporate  all  the  Swedish  Forts  on  the  South 
river,  and  how  quick  the  recommendation  was,  through  God's 
blessing,  executed  in  less  than  12  days,  without  firing  a  shot  or 
striking  a  blow.  From  the  one  and  the  other  the  supposition 
is  sufficiently  conclusive — Whoever  is  master  by  water  is,  in 
short,  master  of  the  forts.  And  if  the  Uon^  gentlemen  had 
thought  well  to  reinforce  us  with  one  or  two  similar  ships  on 
our  and  the  accompanying  warnings,  requests  and  supplicatory 
letters,  and  on  the  Remonstrance  from  the  Commonalty  shortly 
after,  the  said  misfortune  would,  without  doubt,  not  have  over- 
taken us  and  the  good  inhabitants. 

5.  The  last  argument  (continue  the  Directors)  is  indeed  the 
weakest  and  altogether  unworthy  of  consideration  to  wit: 
Even  had  he  been  subjected  to  no  constraint,  nevertheless  the 
Province  would,  by  this  war,  have  been  reduced;  'twas  his 
duty  to  defend  it  until  that  time  had  arrived,  etc  How  far 
this  interpretation  quadrates  with  the  presumption  of   your 
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Hi^h  Mightinesses'  servant,  and  how  far  tlie  Hon*'**^  Directors' 
conclusion  agrees  with  his,  must  be  referred  to  your  illustrious 
High  Mightinesses'  decision.  Our  presupposition  bein^  con- 
ditional, from  the  minor  to  the  major,  that  without  a  rein- 
forcement in  men  and  ships,  so  frequently  asked  but  never  ar- 
rived, we  could  not  oppose  the  attempts  and  acts  of  the  Eng- 
lish neighbors,  who  are  10  to  our  one;  and  if  the  four  afore- 
said frigates  should  not  come,  these  neighbors  would  then  have 
dispossessed  and  jure  belli  driven  us  away.  This  they  had  en- 
deavored to  do  in  time  of  profound  peace  through  the  entire  o*f 
1663  and  in  1664,  up  to  the  very  moment  of  the  arrival  of  the 
frigates. 

What  now  regards  the  conclusion,  wherein  the  Hon^>^  Direc- 
rectors  say  that  the  Governor  and  Council  did  not  take  suffi- 
cient care  of  Staten  Island,  but  abandoning  it,  quitted  the 
Block-house  without  removing  the  cannon;  the  enemy  being 
there  not  a  gun-shot  from  the  fort,  they  were  allowed  to  oc- 
cupy and  nsduce  the  whole  with  50  men  without  firing  a  gun. 

In  explanation  and  for  the  better  understanding  hereof,  it 
ought  to  be  known  that  Staten  Island,  which  is  said  above, 
not  to  be  a  gun-shot  distant,  is  situate  fully  two  leagues  froui 
the  fort.  It  is  inhabited  only  on  the  South  side,  behind  the 
hill,  and  consequently  out  of  sight  of  the  fort,  by  10  @  12  men 
but  so  and  so  able  to  bear  arms,  who,  in  order  to  be  protected 
against  a  sudden  attack  of  the  Savages,  did  about  a  year  ago, 
erect  a  small,  slight  wooden  Block-house,  about  18  @  20  feet 
square,  in  the  center  of  their  houses,  which  were  slightly  con- 
structed of  straw  and  clapboards,  and  borrowed  from  one  Cor- 
nells Steenwyck  a  small  piece  capable  of  discharging  a  one- 
pound  ball,  and  from  the  Director  and  Council  a  little  iron 
swivel ;  its  garrison  consisted  of  6  old  soldiers,  unfit  to  accom- 
pany the  others  against  the  Indians.  The  aforesaid  Block- 
house and  hamlet  stood  within  sight  of  Najeck,  where  the  fri- 
gates lay  at  anchor,  not  a  league  from  the  ships,  and  'twas, 
therefore,  impossible  to  relieve  it  or  to  convey  shot  from  there, 
unless  people  could  face  the  English  with  an  equal  naval  force, 

Secondly.  The  Hon^'*'  Directors  say,  that  whilst  the  enemy 
were  not  yet  in  sight.  Deputies  were  sent  from  the  city  and  fort, 
and  thereby  an  occasion  was  afforded  for  an  offer  that  if  the 
place  were  voluntarily  surrendered,  each  person  should  keep 
his  own ;  the  Burghers,  in  consequence,  behaved  badly. 

The  sending  of  Deputies  was  requested  by  the  Burgomasters, 
who  were  associates  of  the  Director  and  Council  in  such  criti- 
cal circumstances,  according  to  furnished  instructions;  and 
granted  and  deemed  necessary  for  pregnant  reasons,  in  order  to 
ascertain  by  that  means,  the  strength  and  rating  of  the  ships; 
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what  they  were  doing  behind  the  point,withoat  showing  them- 
selves; what  accessions  they  were  daily  receiving,  and  particu- 
larly the  behavior,  in  this  conjuncture,  of  the  inhabitants  of 
of  the  villages  of  Breuckeleu,  Midwout,  Amersfoort  and  N. 
Uytreoht,  through  which  our  delegates  must  pass.  In  regard 
to  the  implied  accusation,  that  the  enemy  was,  by  sending  of 
the  delegation,  afforded  an  occasion  for  making  the  offer  that 
each  one  should  keep  his  own,  it  is  to  be  considered  and  noted 
that  the  Chiefs  of  the  English  frigates,  had,  on  their  first  arrival, 
full  three  days  before,  ere  our  Deputies  were  sent  tliither,  dis- 
patched proclamations  to  the  aforesaid  Dutch  and  other  vil- 
lages, and  therein  promised  and  offered  that  every  one  should 
retain  his  own  and  remain  unmolested,  on  condition  of  volun- 
tary and  quiet  submission  to  England's  Majesty;  threatening 
and  protesting  that,  otherwise  the  misfortunes  of  war  would 
overtake  them.  These  proclamations  and  divers  copies  thereof 
were,  on  the  first  and  second  days,  sent  over  to  the  Manhat- 
ans,  divulged  abroad  among  the  Burghers,  and  submitted  to 
the  Director  and  Council ;  as  appears  clearly  on  the  Journal 
that  was  kept,  and  could  be  abundantly  proved  by  various 
trustworthy  witnesses.  Hence  the  manifest  groundlessness  of 
the  above  presumption,  viz :  that  the  sending  the  deputation 
afforded  an  opportunity  for  making  the  above  proposition. 

Thirdly,  say  the  Directors:  two  frigates  were  allowed  to  pass 
the  fort  without  a  shot  being  fired  at  them;  yea.  Fiscal  de 
Silla  did,  by  order  of  the  Director- General,  forbid  any  firing. 
Your  High  Mightinesses'  servant  is  ignorant  of  what  Fiscal  de 
Silla  bade  or  forbade  the  soldiers,  and  declares  he  neither  for- 
bade, nor  ordered  them  to  fire  or  not  to  fire;  that  leaving  the 
Fiscal  with  about  50  soldiers  in  the  fort,  he  marched  with  the 
remainder,  about  100  men,  out  of  the  fort  into  the  city,  in 
order,  if  the  Ei^ngiish  would  attempt  to  land  here  or  there,  to 
hinder  them  iis  much  as  possible;  that  the  Petitioner  did  not 
command  nor  order  the  gunner  to  fire,  was  owing  to  this  cir- 
cumstance, viz  :  It  had  been  unanimously  agreed  and  resolved 
on  the  Petition  and  Protest  of  the  Burghers,  that  we  should 
not  be  the  first  to  begin  hostilities  and  bloodshed.  This  was 
observed  and  put  into  practice  by  ourselves  heretofore  in  the 
attack  and  conquest  of  the  Swedish  forts  on  the  South  river, 
and  approved  of  at  the  time  by  the  Hon**'*  Directors. 

Fourthly,  say  the  H on '''*  Directors:  Furtherto discourage  the 
Burghers,  the  aforesaid  Director  went  contrary  to  all  reason  to 
the  City  Hall  to  communicate  to  the  mass  of  the  citizens  the 
promises  and  menaces  of  the  English;  that,  therefore,  he  can- 
not be  guiltless  of  the  s [editions]  Remonstrance. 

How  incorrectly  are  the  Hon**'*  the  Directors  again  informed 
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on  this  point,  and  how  K^oesly  him  tliePetitioner'HROintftu  tliti 
City  Hall  been  niieconstrued,  will  appear  at  all  tiiueK  on  hear- 
in  i;  any  impartial  perBOti  who  has  a  knowledge  thereof  and  lit 
in  Amsterdam.  From  the  Journal  which  waskept,  it  Uelearly 
to  be  Been  that  the  Burghers  had  had  BufQcient  knowledm  and 
couiuinnlcation  of  the  menaces  and  proiiiises  of  the  English  <iu 
the  second  day  after  the  arrival  of  the  frigates,  both  from  the 
fanners  of  Long  Island  and  the  scattered  proolaiiiati6n  xeiit  to 
the  Barghertt  ae  well  as  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  aforesaid 
island  fully  S  @  4  days  previous,  as  appearsou  the  Journal  and 
before  your  HlKh  Mifchtinesses'  Petitioner  was  under  the  neces- 
sity of  golne  to  the  City  Hall,  the  oauite  whereof  was  as  Tol- 

We  bad  already,  ii  day  or  two,  heani  that  Commissi  oners 
from  Boston,  HartfonI  and  Plymouth,  in  New  England,  had 
come  with  some  people  to  the  English  Oeneral,  Nicole.  These 
Commissioners,  6  in  number,  two  from  each  Colonj-  aforesaid, 
whether  sent  1)y  Ueneral  Nicols  or  of  their  own  motion,  or  in- 
structed by  their  Principals,  did,  on  the  4"*  September,  come  in 
a  row-boat  with  a  white  flag  to  the  city  whart  in  front  of  the 
public  store,  whence  they  were  Immediately  condacled  to  the 
nearest  tavern,  whither  I  went  with  the  Council  and  two  Bur- 
gomasters to  greet  them.  After  some  compliments  they  de- 
clared they  had  come  to  offer  us  and  nil  the  inhabitants  in  the 
King's  name,  fair  conditions,  and,  in  case  these  were  not  ac- 
cepted, to  eicuBo  themselvef  for  any  mischief  tliat  may  follow, 
it  being  their  business,  an  they  had  l>een  order*<d  by  England's 
Majesty,  and  were  therefore  oliliged  to  assist  tieneral  Nicols. 
It  would  draw  this  to  a  very  great  length,  were  we  to  repeat 
all  the  speeches  aud  answers  which  )>assed.  John  Winthrop,  the 
Governor  of  the  Colony  of  Hartford,  one  of  the  above  nauie<l 
Commissioners,  handed  l)efore  leaving  a,  sealed  letter  which 
your  High  Mightinesses'  Petitioner  took  and  oi>ene<l  after  their 
departure  in  the  Council  Chamlier,  and  read  to  the  Council  i:i 
the  presence  of  the  two  Burgomasters.  It  contained  nothing 
either  in  substance  and  words  eicept  what  was  verbally  pro- 
posed.  A  short  time  afterwards,  the  aforesaid  Burgomasters 
returned  to  the  Council  Chamljer;  rcquecled  copy  of  said  letter 
to  communicate  it  to  theotherniemberf  of  their  Court.  There- 
quest  was  for  reasons  r«fuse<l.  The  i)etiti  oners  departed  greatly  ' 
disgusted  and  dissatisfleil.  When  they  retired.  It  was  resolved 
to  destroy  the  aforesaiil  letter,  in  order  thereby  to  prevent  its 
communication.  Shortlyafterthegreaterportionnf  the  Burgh- 
ers assembled  at  and  around  the  City  Hall;  whether  of  their 
own  accord  or  on  Invitation,  the  Director  and  Council  were 
IMS— Vol.  V. 
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ignorant.     Suddenly  the  work  at  the  setting  of  the  palisades 
on  the  land  side  of  the  city  stopped,  when,  soon  after,  tlireeof 
the  principal  Burghers,  not  belonging  to  the  Government,  pre. 
sented  themselves  at  the  Council  Chamber,  requesting  most 
earnestly,  and  not  without  implied  expressions  of  worse  and  more 
evil  disposed  inclination,  copy  of  the  letter.     No  reasoning, 
not  even  the  excuse  and  exhibition  of  the  destroyed,  and  torn 
letter,  being  listened  to  by  them,  your  High  Mightineeaee*  Pe- 
titioner was,  by  resolution  of  the  Council,  obliged  to  go  the  City 
Hall,  not  as  is  supposed,  to  discourage  the  Burghers,  nor  to  com- 
municate  the  threats  and  promises  of  the  English,  which  was 
unnecessary,  since  they  were  sufficiently  acquainted  with  them, 
both  from  the  previously  sent  proclamation,  or  seemingly  in- 
deed from  the  reports  of  the  Burgomasters,  who  were  present 
in  the  forenoon,  when  the  above  related  conversation  passed 
and  the  sealed  letter  was  delivered  to  the  Petitioner;  but  on 
the  contrary,  to  encourage  and  appease  the  Burghers  and  to 
bring  them  back  to  work.     'Twonld  only  serve  greatly  to  ex- 
tend this  and  to  excite  much  disgust,  were  I  to  detail  here  the 
discourses  which  passed  at  the  City  Hall;  the  disrespectful  re- 
marks  of  several   persons,  that  the  Remonstrances  and  com- 
plaints they  had  maxie  were  not  deemed  worthy  of  any  notice, 
nay,  not  even  of  the  slightest  answer,  which  I  was  obliged  to 
listen  to  and  patiently  to  bear.     All  agreed  in  this :  that  they  re- 
quired a  view  and  copy  of  the  letter;  that  it  was  impossible  to 
defend  the  place,  and,  though  they  might  be  able  to  protect 
themselves  for  one,   8  @  4  days,   yea,   for  as  many  weeks  or 
months,  which  'twas  impossible  to  do;  yet  in  all  that  time  no 
relief  was  to  be  hoped  for  or  expected,  seeing  that,  to  resist  so 
many,  was  nothing  less  than  to  gape  before  an  oven.     Fearing 
that  a  mutiny  might  break  out,  I  returned  back  to  the  Council 
Chamber,  reporting  my  experience,  and,  considering  that  the 
Burghers  had  sufficient  knowledge  through  the  Burgomasters 
of  what  had  l>een  said  or  written,  in  order  to  obviate  further 
mischief  and  to  prevent  all  appearances  of  mutiny,  it  was  re- 
solved to  bring  topcether,  as  well  as  possible,  the  pieces  of  the 
torn  letter.     This  was  done  by  Fiscal  de  Silla;  and   Bayard, 
the  clerk,  who  understood  the  Baglish  language,  made  a  copy 
of  it,  which  he  delivered   to  the  Burgomasters.     Submitting 
further  to  your,  Illustrious,  High  Mightinesses*  most  profound 
and  discreet  sentiment,  whether  anything  is  herein  done  amiss, 
and  whether  your  High  Mightinesses'  Petitioner  can  thence  l)e 
considered  guilty  of  the  Burgomasters'  Remonstrance. 

Finally,  the  Directors  say  and  conclude;  The  foreign  force 
consisted  only  of  four  little  frigates  and  a  few  military,  so  that 
the  garrison  which  marched  out  was  stronger  than  that  which 
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marched  in.  in  ref^ard  to  the  Admiral's  ship,  which  was  the 
Guinea,  it  carried  36  guns,  mostly  twelve- pounders;  the  rest 
eights  and  sixes;  the  Vice- Admiral,  the  Elias,  carried  42  guns 
cm  deck  and  8  in  the  hold;  the  Rear-Admiral,  18  guns,  the 
other,  which  was  a  transport,  14  @  16  guns.  The  statement  that 
the  garrison  which  marched  out  was  stronger  than  the  one  that 
marched  in,  is  an  absolute  falsehood.  Three  effective  com- 
panies— one  the  Governor's,  one  Colonel  Cartwright*s,  one 
Robert  Carr's,  the  smallest  90  @  100  men  strong,  marched  first 
into  the  fort,  and  another  company  was  posted  at  the  city  gates 
and  Town  Hall.  Besides  these  which  came  over  in  the  ships 
from  Old  England,  there  remained  the  New  England  troops 
and  particularly  those  from  the  east  end  of  Long  Island  and 
the  six  English  towns  situate  within  the  borders  of  New  Neth- 
erland,  our  most  bitter  enemies,  who  were  kept  together  at 
The  Ferry  opposite  the  city,  pursuant  to  the  Capitulations, 
because  the  Burghers,  from  previously  expressed  threats  and 
perceptible  attempts,  were  more  apprehensive  of  being  plun- 
dered by  them  than  by  the  others.  Then,  granting  that  the 
frigates  were  as  small,  and  the  number  of  soldiers  as  few  as  the 
Directors  are  pleased  to  think,  it  has  appeared,  from  the  state- 
ment and  declaration  of  the  English  themselves,  at  the  time 
and  subsequently,  that  they  had  brought  with  them  from  Old 
England  over  one  thousand  effective  soldiers  and  sailors  in  the 
aforesaid  four  frigates,  exclusive  of  the  reinforcements  and  ad- 
dition from  New  England,  the  east  end  of  Long  Island  and  the 
English  towns  l>elonging  to  us. 

Amounting,  as  this  force  did,  according  to  the  declaration  of 
many,  to  no  less  a  numt)er  than  the  first,  no  stand  could  be 
made  against  it  by  the  Company's  few  soldiers  without  the  as- 
sistance of  the  Burghers  and  farmers,  although  the  frigates, 
jMiilorsand  soldiers  had  been  half  as  many,  inasmuch  as  the 
Company's  servants  had  no  assistance  nor  relief  to  expect  from 
any  quarter,  whilst,  on  the  contrary,  the  English  reinforced 
from  places  round  about,  as  already  stated  in  our  immediate 
vicinity,  would  be  like  the  heads  of  the  Serpent  Hydra,  have 
grown  more  numerous  the  more  they  were  lop|>ed  off,  from  da} 
to  day.  Furthermore,  it  remains  still  to  be  considered  in  this 
connection,  as  we  have  hereinbefore  stated  time  and  again,  and 
have  shown  by  the  expedition  which  the  Company  sent  against 
tlie  South  river.  Whosoever,  by  ship  or  ships,  is  master  on  the 
river,  will  in  a  short  time  be  master  of  the  fort;  and  of  this 
it  is  remarkable  that  the  Directors  sent  us  in  the  year  1655  a 
ship-of-war  called  the  Waegh,  of  Amsterdam,  carrying  32  @  34 
guns,  00  sailors  and  50  soldiers,  merely  for  that  expedHion;  or- 
dering your  High  Mightinesses'  Petitioner  to  retake,  with  that 
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such  abundance  as  that  of  1664,  when,  according  to  the  decla- 
ration of  the  Director-Qeneral,  made  in  his  letter  written  to  the 
C'liupany  on  the  1(P  of  June,  1664,  even  the  distant  lands  in  and 
around  the  Esopus  which  could  be  mowed  and  sown  iu  the  year 

1663,  only  at  great  peril  and  cost,  on  account  of  the  war,  were 
as  productive  and  wore  as  promising  an  appearance  as  if  they 
had  been  plowed  and  sown  in  the  fall;  and  the  spring  planting 
of  the  year  1664  having  been  blessed  by  God  with  a  fractifjrinfc 
and  abundant  rain, a  good  and  blessed  harvest  was  expected.  The 
aforesaid  Company  trusts  that,  unless  said  Stayvesant  shall 
further  prove  the  aforesaid  scarcity,  your  Uon^  Mightinesses, 
paying  attention  to  the  declaration  heretofore  extracted  from 
the  aforesaid  Stuyvesant^s  letter  will  not  be  satisfied  of  the 
Want  of  provisions,  notwithstanding  he  assume  in  his  favor 
the  badness  of  the  year  1663 ;  because,  in  regard  to  the  crop  of 

1664,  it  must  be  remarked  that  the  Director  and  Council  write 
in  their  letter  of  the  16^  September,  1664,  that  they  allowed  the 
grain  of  the  year  1663  to  be  exported  in  May  and  July  because 
the  new  crop  was  already  harvested ;  therefore,  the  unproduc- 
tiveness of   the  year  1663  hath  occasioned  them  no  scarcity- 
'Tis  true  that  Stnyvesant  produced  a  declaration  of  Commis. 
sary  Loten  and  Herman  Marten,  who  assert  that  the  store  was 
very  poorly  supplied  at  the  time  the  frigates  arrived.     But  this 
is  no  proof  that  there  was  not  a  sufficient  stock  of  provisious 
in   New   Netherland  to  supply  the  store.     This  ought  to  be 
proved,  since  there  can  be  no  question  here  respecting  the  con- 
dition of  the  store,  but  whether  there  had  not  been  provisionft 
enough  to  supply  it  a  little  before,  and  on  the  arrival  of  the 
fri*7atea  in  New  Netherland.     This  can  easily  be  determined 
from   Stuyvesant's  letter  aforesaid.     And  as  provisions   were 
plenty  in  New  Netherland,  the  Director  cannot  reap  any  benefit 
from  any  declaration  respecting  the  condition  of  the  store,  as  it 
could  have  been  sufficiently  well  stocked.     This  will   be  more 
fully  shown  hereafter,  and  the  argument  done  away  with  which 
he  seems  willing  to  make;  that  other  places  in  opulent  coun- 
tries are,  in  fact,  lost  by  scarcity.     That  does  not  apply  to 
what  iR  set  forth  in  the  declarations  aforesaid  respecting  the 
eflforts  which  said  Director  did  have  made  in  New  England  to 
purchase  provisions,  since  the  Company  is  not  aware  of  the 
existence  of  any  necessity  for  sending  to  New  England  for  pro- 
visions, when  it  is  admitted  that  they  were  in  the  course  of 
exportation  at  the  same  moment  from  New  Netherland  in  other 
fthips ;  for,  the  Director  and  Council  declare  in  their  despatch  of 
the  16"»  September,  1664,  that  they  had  permitted  exportation  of 
the  old  grain  in  the  Afiisch  to  Curasao  and  in  the  Oekrtiyfde 
Hert  to  this  country,  whenever  the  new  had  been  all  harvested. 
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The  aforesaid  exportation  of  provisions  was  therefore  injudi- 
cious or  the  result  of  some  speculation,  whereof  the  Company 
is  ignorant;  and  the  aforesaid  declarations  cannot  prove,  in 
the  face  of  such  plain  expressions  in  the  aforesaid  despatch, 
that  those  niessennrers  were  sent  to  New  England  because  pro- 
visions were  not  to  be  had  in  New  Netherland.  Of  still  less 
weight  is  the  statement  that  the  servants  of  the  city  of  Am- 
sterdam have  sent  to  New  England  for  cattle,  inasmuch  as  they 
absolutely  did  so  rather  to  procure  cattle  for  agricultural  pur- 
l>oses  and  not  for  slaughter  and  consumption,  as  is  well  known 
to  the  aforesaid  Stuyvesant,  and  can  be  effectual ly  substanti- 
ated by  the  city's  late  Director,  Alexander  d*Hinjossa,  if  needs  be. 
Proceeding  now,  agreeably  to  the  proposed  arrangement,  to 
show  that  [no]  scarcity  of  provisions  existed  in  the  city  and 
store  (which  alone  is  the  question  here,  inasmuch  as  it  is 
clearer  than  noon-day  that  there  was  no  scarcity  in  the  Pro- 
vince of  New  Netherland),  the  Company  will,  in  order  to  es- 
chew repetitions  and  for  brevity's  sake,  persist  in  the  position 
taken  in  its  previous  Observations;  and  to  expose  the  flimsy  De- 
fence of  the  abovenamed  Stuyvesant,  say,  further,  that  there 
is  not  the  least  foundation  for  what  he  sets  forth  both  gener- 
ally and  particularly  in  his  Defence,  viz.  :  that  he  had  not 
timely  notice  of  the  designs  which  the  English,  and  especially 
the  aforesaid  frigates  might  have  had  against  New  Nether- 
land, and  that  the  Company  had,  on  the  contrary,  as  he  gives 
out,  informed  him,  from  this  place,  that  the  English  had  no 
intention  to  use  violence  against  New  Netherland.  For,  it  is 
true  and  certain  that,  in  order  that  he  might  victual  the  place 
and  fort  of  New  Amsterdam  and  keep  it  victualed,  the  afore- 
said Stuyvesant  was  warned  time  enough  from  here  and  from 
New  England,  of  the  apparent  difficulties  between  this  State 
and  the  English,  and,  more  particularly,  of  the  equipment  and 
approach  of  the  aforesaid  frigates;  and  not  only  did  the  Direc- 
tor aforesaid,  in  the  despatch  addressed  to  the  Company  under 
date  the  lO^'^  June,  1664,  plainly  state  that  the  latest  intelligence 
from  Old  England,  received  by  divers  ships,  as  many  as  seven  in 
number,  which  arrived  in  Boston,  had  agreed  in  reporting 
that  the  differences  between  this  State  and  the  Crown  of  Eng- 
land might,  indeed,  come  to  a  rupture;  but  also  gave  advice 
in  the  despatch  of  the  4"'  of  August,  1664,  addressed  to  the  Com- 
pany and  Appendices  sent  therewith,  of  the  special  approach 
of  the  frigates,  and  that  he  had  knowledge  of  the  fitting  out 
of  the  aforesaid  frigates,  and  that  the  exhibition  was  got  up, 
let  the  Company  imagine  what  they  pleased  to  the  contrary, 
against  Long  Island  and  the  Province  of  New  Netherland;  and 
that  he,  therefore,  being  very  circumspect  and  anxious,  would 
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take  good  care  to  keep  the  military  together,  to  raise  the  fort, 
to  provide  it  with  gabions,  and,  furthermore,  make  ase  of  all 
possible  resistance.  Furthermore,  the  aforesaid  Director  pro- 
tested, in  the  despatch  to  the  Company  written  on  the  16^  of 
September,  1604,  that  he  was  distinctly  and  precisely  advised 
and  knew  two  years  before — these  are  his  own  words — of  the 
fitting  out  and  preparation  of  those  four  frigates  against  this 
place  not  only  in  England  but  also  from  New  England.  And, 
finally,  he  himself  asserts  in  his  aforesaid  Answer  {Nader 
bericht),  that  he  already  knew  and  had  written  over  in  the 
year  1661,  that  applications  were  made  in  England  to  obtain 
those  frigates  and  reduce  New  Netherland.  Much  less  was  the 
contrary  written  from  this  side  with  so  much  assurance  that  he 
might  rely  on  it;  for,  it  will  lie  found,  on  examining  the  letter 
to  which  he  appeals,  that  it  does  not  contain  a  word  about  the 
fitting  out  or  approach,  or  intention  of  the  four  frigates,  but 
merely  mentions  the  report  of  the  King  of  England*s  design  to 
reduce  the  New  England  government  to  the  same  form  in  Church 
and  State  as  that  of  Old  England,  in  the  hope  that  the  New 
Englanders  settled  around  New  Netherland,  having  no  inclina- 
tion to  the  aforesaid  Ecclesiastical  order,  would  not,  hereafter, 
endeavor  to  do  as  much  damage  as  formerly;  encouraging  him, 
thereby,  to  recover  what  the  English  had  taken  from  the  Com- 
pany. Not  a  word  more.  The  aforesaid  Director  seems  to  have 
construed  this  into  a  notification  of  the  frigates;  and  therefore, 
in  his  Answer  to  the  aforesaid  letter  dated  21"^  of  April,  written 
in  New  Netherland  the  4'**  August,  and  not  the  21*'  April,  as  was 
erroneously  stated  in  the  Company's  Observations,  he  considers 
the  aforesaid  advice  untrue,  discussing  the  arguments  which  he 
thought  went  to  justify  the  aforesaid  Company's  letter,  and  giv- 
ing reasons  to  the  contrary  from  other  sources,  which,  he  says, 
are  to  l>e  considere<l  most  reliable,  and,  accordingly,  will  prepare 
for  resistanco.  This  can  be  more  fully  and  circumstantial  ly  seen 
by  the  Extract  from  the  aforesaid  despatch ;  from  which  and 
from  the  Extract  of  the  letter  dated  10"*  June,  compared  with  f  he 
Extracts  inserted  by  said  Stuyvesant  in  hin  foregoing  writing, 
you.  Noble  Mighty,  will  be  able  also  to  perceive,  first:  That  the 
strongest  expressions  in  the  aforesiiid  despatch  are  omitted  in 
Stuyvesant's  aforesaid  writing,  with  a  view,  asitseems,  to  make 
his  defence  the  easier;  and  that,  notwithstanding  he  questions 
the  possibility  of  his  having  answered  the  Company's  despatch 
dated  the  21"  April,  yet  the  Answer  is  found  In  the  aforesaid 
letter  of  the  4**"  of  August.  He  first  denies  this  and  then  quotes 
and  inserts  the  Answer,  himself,  not  20  lines  further  on;  a  true 
and  reinarkable  sign  rather  that  he  hath  lost  his  way  in  this 
matter  than  that  the  Company  had  decided  according  to  pas- 
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sion  or  wrong  presamptions ;  as  he,  with  little  respect  for  liis 
late  employers,  seems,  in  his  aforesaid  letter,  to  think. 

Under  all  circumstances,  the  aforesaid  Director  had  so  magni- 
fied In  divers  letters  the  actions  of  the  New  Englanders,  their 
power  and  progress,  and  wrote  especially  that  the  entertained 
apprehensions  for  New  Amsterdam,  so  that,  in  his  letter  of  the 
10***  November,  1663,  he  was  evidently  fearful  of  the  loss  of 
everything  that  people  possessed.  It  behooved  him,  therefore, 
even  had  he  expected  no  new  force  from  Old  England,  to  have 
kept  the  place  supplied  with  all  necessaries,  saying  in  his  letter 
of  the  last  of  February,  1664,  that  the  English  on  Long  Island 
were  aiming  at  the  whole  country,  which  was  not  strange, 
since  the  President  of  the  rebellious  troop  had  notified  him  to 
that  eflfect,  particularly  stating  that  the  Duke  of  York  was 
sending  some  frigates  to  reduce  New  Netherland,  as  appears  by 
the  voucher.  And  lastly,  the  aforesaid  Director  was,  in  all  the 
Company's  despatches,  expressly  charged  and  commanded  to 
be  on  his  guard,  so  that,  as  already  stated,  he  cannot  plead 
that  he  had  not  received  any  warning. 

And  herewith,  consequently  at  onc«  fall  all  grounds  of  ex- 
cuse based  on  the  want  of  seasonable  advice;  and,  first  of  all, 
the  stripping  of  the  store  by  the  despatching  of  the  MtUfvh  to 
Cura9ao,  it  being  heretofore  shown  that  the  sending  of  the 
aforesaid  little  vessel  on  the  authority  of  the  Company's  letter 
of  the  21"  April,  1664,  was  unwarrantable,  since  about  the  time 
she  sailed,  viz.,  on  the  29^**  July,  the  letter  to  the  Company  was 
prepared  and  dispatched  5  days  afterwards,  namely  4***  August; 
from  the  reading  of  which  letter,  it  is  plain  enough  that  they 
were  fully  informed  of  the  coming  of  the  English  frigates  and 
not  devoid  of  anxiety;  and  that  the  Director  and  Council  did 
not  believe  the  first  intelligence.  That  letter  also  explains 
everything  that  the  said  Director  says  concerning  Mr.  Willet's 
subsequent  declaration  and  the  inferences  drawn  therefrom,  just 
as  if  the  Company  had  mentioned  that  declaration,  because 
they  in  New  Netherland  had  alone  received  the  information 
through  the  aforesaid  Willet,  whilst  it  was  transmitted  to  the 
Company  only  as  a  specimen  of  the  int**lligence  received  there 
and  adduced  by  it  as  such,  and  not  with  a  view  to  make  the 
truth  thereof  depend  on  the  aforesaid  declaration,  since  the 
abovementioned  letter  of  the  4**' of  August  throws  so  much  light 
on  the  Information  communicated  to  the  aforesaid  Director 
that  nothing  more  is  required  to  convict  him. 

Secondly.  Herewith  falls  the  excuse  he  makes,  that  the  farm- 
ers were  constrained  by  the  English  not  to  convey  any  grain 
into  the  fort»  and  that  the  said  English  had  everywhere  cut  off 
the  communication,  so  that  grain  could  not  be  conveyed  across 
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the  river ;  for,  having  been  warned  in  time,  they  oaght  not  to 
have  waittfd  the  arrival  of  the  frigates,  but  they  have  employed 
the  interval  between  the  4"^  of  August,  when  the  aforesaid  letter 
was  written  to  the  Company,  and  the  arrival  of  the  frigates  to 
provide  themselves  with  grain,  and  not  delayed,  as  he  has  done, 
until  the  enemy  was  at  the  door. 

His  further  representations  hereupon  are  very  ridiculous, 
such  as  the  lateness  of  the  season  there;  secondly,  the  grain  not 
bein^  all  housed  ;  thirdly,  that  there  was  no  plaoe  in  the  fort 
to  store  much  less  to  thresh  it;  fourthly,  that  he  set  the  farm- 
ers on  the  Manhattans  to  thresh,  but  that  it  was  of  little  avail. 
In  answer  to  the  first,  it  is  well  known  that  the  harvest  in  New 
Netherland  is  earlier  than  in  this  country;  for  it  appears  even 
by  the  letter,  also  signed  by  the  Director  aforesaid  under  date 
W^  September,  1664,  that  the  grain  was  all  harvested  but  not 
threshed,  and,  by  his  own  report,  that  it  was  removed  from  the 
field.  To  the  second,  that  it  was  not  necessary  to  put  the  grain 
first  in  the  barn,  for  it  could  be  drawn  from  the  field  and  pro- 
visionally brought  into  the  city.  To  the  third,  that,  under 
such  circumstances,  all  places  must  serve  as  threshing  floors, 
all  men  as  farmers  and  every  stick  a  flail.  To  the  fourth,  in 
justification  whereof  he  produces  a  declaration  from  the  farmers 
dwelling  on  his  own  Bouwery,  he  ought  to  blush  to  let  people 
see  by  the  aforesaid  Declaration  that  the  farmers  on  the  Man- 
hattans, being  busy  with  the  harvest,  could  not  attend  to 
threshing,  and  therefore  must,  including  the  Director's  ser- 
vants, be  induced  to  do  such  work  by  prompt  payment,  just  as 
if  there  should  have  been  any  difficulty  in  forcing  them  to  it. 
Under  all  circumstances,  it  was  not  necessary  to  have  recourse 
to  that,  if  it  could  be  of  no  avail,  seeing  that,  after  so  many 
warnings,  the  opportunity  which  existed  previous  to  the  arrival 
of  the  frigates,  was  thrown  away.  And  if  the  English  fright- 
ened the  farmers  with  threats  of  burning,  he  ought  to  have 
constrained  them  by  similar  menaces  to  furnish  him  supplies, 
and  in  case  of  neglect,  at  once  to  have  made  an  example;  un- 
less, as  is  very  probable,  the  Director,  some  Councillors  and 
Clergymen  being  interested  in  Bouweries,  would  not  approve 
of  such  a  course,  through  fearthat  their  Bouweries  would  like- 
wise have  to  suffer  in  return.  This  is  truly  a  matter  that  the 
Company  cannot  think  of  without  pain,  seeing  that  the  Pro- 
vince evidently  failed  to  be  supplied  or  defended,  in  order  that 
private  farms  should  not  be  destroyed. 

Thirdly.  Equally  unsound  is  the  very  silly  excuse  given  by 
the  aforesaid  Stuyvesant  for  his  absence.  He  says,  that  he  set 
out  on  the  31**  of  August  for  the  Colonic  Rensselaers  Wyck  to 
provide  against  the  invasions  and  recently  committed  massacre

of  Northern  Indians,  cind,  therefore,  was  not  present  when  posi- 
tive intellifi^nce  was  received  of  the  arrival  of  the  English 
frigates  in  New  Netherland.  For,  the  Director  using  such  ex- 
pressions in  his  letter  to  the  Company  on  the  4^  of  Au^^st,  re- 
specting the  approach  of  the  English  frigates,  ought  not  to 
have  quit  the  fort  a  couple  of  days  afterwards,  to  attend  to 
matters  of  minor  importance,  leaving  the  Capital,  meanwhile, 
unprovided  with  everything,  to  fall  a  prey  to  the  approaching  and 
expected  enemy.  And  if  the  scarcity  could  have  been  prevented 
by  his  presence  and  good  care,  as  it  is  shown  that  it  could,  fo 
it  is  to  be  imputed  to  no  other  cause  than  his  unseasonable 
visit  to  other  places.  For,  the  Company  is,  moreover,  well  in- 
formed that  the  aforesaid  Journey  to  the  Colonie  Rensselaers 
Wyck  was  undertaken  more  from  habit  and  to  attend  to  private 
affairs,  than  on  other  account,  since  those  of  Fort  Orange  and  the 
Colonie  Rensselaers  Wyck  being  alarmed  by  the  Northern  In- 
dians killing  some  cattle,  had,  on  the  14^  of  July,  requested 
only  advice  and  counsel  from  the  said  Director,  who  satisfied 
them  by  an  answer  on  the  17**»  following  in  the  matter,  without 
his  visit  having  been  either  necessary  or  requested,  so  far  as  it  had 
yet  appeared  to  the  Company.  His  sojourn  there  from  the  6***  or 
7***  of  August  to 'the  24'**  or  26*\  when  he  returned,  can  easily 
fthow  that  private  affairs  must  have  detained  him  there,  since 
he  might  have  given  all  his  orders  in  a  day  or  two,  and  he  was 
absent  3  weeks  and  would  have  remained  away  longer  had  he 
not  been  called  home,  whereas  his  visit  to  the  General  Court  at 
Boston,  8  days'  journey  from  New  York,  consumed  only  one 
month. 

Finally,  the  aforesaid  Stuyvesant  says :  That  the  scarcity  of 
provisions  was  caused,  among  other  things,  by  the  arrival  of 
the  ship  Gideon  with  between  three  and  four  hundred  Negroes. 
Truly,  also,  a  flimsy  excuse.  For.  besides  the  number  not  being 
so  large,  one-fourth  of  them  had  been  delivered  to  the  oflBcer 
of  the  city's  Colonie  on  the  South  river,  who  took  his  depar- 
ture with  them  for  the  South  river  three  days  after  the  arrival 
of  the  frigates,  because  he  saw  the  shape  things  were  taking  in 
New  Netherland  and  around  the  government;  and  the  remain- 
der were  sold  shortly  after,  so  that  he  had  not  to  provide  for 
them.  In  any  event,  had  he,  as  Already  shown,  made  provi- 
sions seasonably,  and  as  he  was  bound  to  do,  the  aforesaid 
Negroes  would  not  have  caused  any  scarcity,  which  conse- 
quently, is  again  to  be  imputed  to  his  neglect. 

As  the  Company  mentioned  the  late  transaction  of  Alrigli, 
the  city's  officer,  in  regard  to  the  cattle  purchased  for  the  South 
river  and  seized  by  the  English,  simply  to  show  that  Stuyve- 
sant had  also  noglected  the  opportunity  to  supply  himself,  and 
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a8  it  does  not  contain  any  tiling  eosential,  the  Company  will 
not  say  much  in  refutation  of  the  story  be  relates,  except  only 
that:  It  ought  to  have  been  thought  of  before  the  frigate  iiad 
arrived,  when  it  would  have  been  of  greater  servioe. 

Want  of  ammunition  being  represented  as  the  second  funda- 
mental cauBe  of  the  surrender  of  the  aforesaid  fort,  city  and 
Province  of  N^w  Netherlands  the  abovenamed  Company  will 
also,  in  good  faith,  plead  ignorance  of  that  want;  yea»  will,  on 
tht;  contrary,  assert  that  it  is  informed  for  certain  tb&t,  if  there 
had  not  been  a  sufficient  supply  in  store,  a  very  considerable 
quantity  of  gunpowder  would  be  found  among  the  Burghers, 
and  particularly  at  Fort  Orange  and  the  Colonie  Renslaers  Wyck 
among  the  traders;  yea,  that  full  600  lbs.  alone  were  In  the 
hands  of  a  certain  person,  a  merchant  at  Fort  Orange,  who 
declared  that  his  supply  was  very  small  compared  with  that  of 
other  traders.  The  reason  of  this  is,  that  as  the  trade  at  Fort 
Orange  for  Beaver  and  other  peltry  must  be  carried  on  chiefly 
by  means  of  gunpowder,  and  as  the  trading  season  was  then  at 
its  height,  an  ample  supply  of  the  article  had,  no  donbt,  been 
laid  in  by  each  trader,  who,  exclusive  of  what  is  kept  in  store, 
always  have  had  a  well-stocked  public  powder-house  to  draw  on 
in  proper  times  and  circumstances.  Besides,  also,  five  thousand 
pounds  in  the  hands  of  the  city's  Director,  d*Hinjossa,  on  the 
South  river,  and  what  was  in  the  private  ships  at  anchor  in 
front  of  the  city,  without  being,  in  anywise,  subject  to  the  ex- 
cuse those  of  Fort  Orange  gave  the  Director  on  the  H'*'  July, 
1604,  when  he  requested  gunpowder  of  them;  for  they  only  say 
that  they  had  need  of  their  powder,  on  lU'countof  the  scarcity. 
And  such  was  the  case,  only  bcH^ause  the  aforesaid  traders  would 
at  all  times,  be  unwilling  to  deprive  themselves  of  powder,  even 
though  holding  a  large  quantity,  on  a  simple  request,  if  no 
further  constraint  was  to  follow,  in  order  not  to  be  deprived  of 
their  trade. 

'Tis,  indeed  true  that  the  aforesaid  gunpowder  was  not  to  be 
found  in  the  store;  but  here,  again,  is  to  be  considered  what 
efforts  the  Director-General  hath  made  to  provide  a  supply. 
And  first,  to  procure  gunpowder  from  Fort  Orange.  On  this 
point,  nothing  else  is  found  than  simply  that  he  had  written, 
on  the  ^'''  of  July.  1()G4,  for  assistance  in  i>owder,  to  those  of 
Fort  Orange  and  the  village  of  Beverwyck,  who,  on  the  \4}^  of 
July  followinj;:,  in  a  long  letter  on  other  matters,  answered, 
saying  only  that  they  had  a  very  small  supply.  The  aforesaid 
Director  remained  satisfied  with  this,  when,  rather  than  l)e 
content  with  such  excuse,  he  ought  to  have  sent  somebody  ex- 
press, in  such  an  important  matter,  to  Fort  Orange  to  ascer- 
tain the  truth  of  the  abovementioned  scarcity,  well  aware  that 
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iCunpowder  is  found  always  and  in  abundance  amoufi:  traders, 
especially  on  the  opening  of  the  trade  with  the  Indians,  and 
being  an  article  of  contraband,  that  it  was  concealed  as  much 
as  possible.  This  was  of  somewhat  greater  importance  than 
the  needless  and  excusable  journey  which  he  took  to  those 
places  on  the  6***  or  7"*  of  August,  when  he  could,  indeed  by  hib 
presence,  have  ordered  the  public  powder-house  to  be  opened 
and  inspected,  and  have  the  houses  of  the  private  traders 
searched,  which,  also,  ought  to  have  been  done  in  the  city  of 
New  Amsterdam.  And  there  is  no  doubt  but  more  powder 
would  have  been  discovered  than  he  had  need  of,  as  already 
stated.  But  ]>eople  were  satisfied  and  lay  waiting,  as  it  were 
asleep  and  with  open  arms,  for  the  enemy. 

Respecting  the  opportunity  afforded  by  the  gunpowder  in  the 
hands  of  Alexander  d*Hinojossa,  the  city's  Director  on  the 
South  river,  the  Company  stated  that  Director  d^Hinjossa  of- 
fered his  powder,  consistin^i:  of  5,u00  lbs.,  seasonably  to  Direc- 
tor Stuyvesant,  and  that  the  latter  refused  it.  The  truth  or 
falsehood  of  this  will  be  sufficiently  established  by  those  whom 
your  H«>n**''  Mightinesses  may  resolve  to  instruct  to  prosecute 
said  Stuyvesant,  since  the  aforesaid  d'Hinjossa,  either  out  of 
regard  for  the  aforesaid  Stuyvesant,  or  for  other  reasons,  can- 
not, it  appears,  lie  induced  by  the  Company  to  make  a  volun- 
tary declaration  on  this  subject,  whereunto  the  Company  will 
refer.  In  order,  tiien,  to  be  done  with  the  long  story  which 
said  Stuyvesant  fortifies  with  divers  reasons  and  arguments,  we 
pass  over  whatever  he  produces  to  prove  that  he  hath  not  re- 
fused Director  d*Hinjossa's  offer;  for,  that  was  not  what  the 
Company's  Observations  alleged,  but  indeed  that  he  did  not 
accept  it,  which,  it  appears,  he  did  not  even  attempt  to  do;  and 
we  merely  say,  that  he  does  not  show  that  said  d'Hinojossa 
hath  refused  him  the  powder  (which  he  ought  to  have  proved 
if  he  could  clear  himself  on  this  point),  but  merely  xiroducesn 
note  be  wrote  in  July,  and,  as  he  substantially  says,  receiving 
no  answer,  gave  himself  no  further  trouble  about  the  mattt  r, 
prosecuting  his  needless  journey  to  Fort  Orange  when  hu  might 
better  have  despatched  somebody  express  to  Director  d'Hino- 
jossa  than  to  have  gone  in  person  to  Fort  Orange,  it  V)eing  of  very 
little  importance,  as  he  could  not,  at  all  events,  send  for  the 
lK)wder  on  the  arrival  of  the  frigates.  For  brevity's  sake,  then, 
the  Company  will  only  repeat  what  it  hath  remarked  in  regard 
to  the  provisions,  viz.  :  that  having  sufficient  advice  and  notice 
of  the  coming  of  the  English  frigates,  he  ought  to  have  em- 
braced every  opportunity  and  not  waited  for  their  arrival. 

The  aforesaid  writing  having  stated  that  the  powder  on  board 
the  ships  and  in  the  city  was  of  little  moment,  the  ('ompany 
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will  not  enlarge  thereupon  but,  properly  speaking,  oome  at 
last  to  what  \h  principally  to  be  remarked  in  this  scarcity,  to 
wit :  That  the  Director  hath  not  sent  here  for  a  sufficient  quan- 
tity of  gunpowder  in  order  to  have  a  supply  at  a  proper  time, 
since  the  Company  knew  nothing  of  the  state  of  the  store,  and 
the  aforesaid  Director,  whenever  in  want  is,  agreeably  to  the 
order  usually  observed  in  all  foreign  possessions,  in  the  habit 
of  sending  over  a  list  of  all  sorts  of  necessaries,  according  to 
which  the  Company  is  in  the  habit  of  regulating  itself.  If  he 
make  no  requisition  for  powder,  or  an  Insufficient  one,  the 
greatest  blame  is  to  be  imputed  to  him,  should  a  scarcity  after- 
wards occur.  This  is,  indeed,  the  principal  point,  and,  there- 
fore, his  defence  must  turn  somewhat  hereupon;  for  all  that 
goes  before  can  come  into  consideration  only  in  case  he  had  per- 
formed his  duty  in  the  premises;  and  his  duty  not  being  dis- 
charged therein,  no  attention  ought  to  be  paid  to  the  rest 
Stuyvesant^s  entire  defence  rests,  then,  on  this  point:  That  he 
generally  did  always  transmit  sufficient  requisitions,  quoting,  for 
that  purpose,  divers  letters  written  between  the  years  1652  and 
1602,  in  each  of  which  he  made  requisition  for  a  good  quantity 
of  powder.  This  the  Company  does  not  gainsay.  In  like  manner, 
Stuy  vesant  must  admit  that  powder  was  sent  on  the  aforesaid 
requisitions,  according  to  the  urgency  of  the  circumstances. 
But  indeed  that,  as  all  these  requisitions  do  not  come  into  con- 
sideration, being  made  years  before  this  last  attempt  of  the 
English  against  the  Company,  the  investigation  must  be  re- 
stricted to  what  the  aforesaid  Director  did,  in  the  year  1663, 
conisider  the  condition  of  the  store  to  have  been,  when  the  en- 
croachments of  the  English  and  their  menaces  were  so  far  ad- 
vanced that  he  with  such  loud  exclamations  so  earnestly  wrote 
to  the  Company  respecting  the  critical  state  of  the  Company's 
possessions  and  his  apprehension  for  them.  Then  it  will  be  found 
that  the  said  Director  did,  in  November,  1663,  at  the  time  the  last 
Petition  was  sent  hither,  when  he  had  sufficient  knowledge  of  the 
state  of  the  magazine,  of  the  apparent  alienation  of  the  English 
and  of  the  coming  of  the  frigates,  as  proved  by  the  letter  to  the 
Company  dated  10^  November,  1663,  and  what  further  has  been 
hereinbefore  produced,  make  a  requisition  for  only  1,200  >l>s.  of 
gunpowder,  he  being  apparently  of  the  opinion  that  with  that 
quantity  he  ha<l  a  sufficient  supply,  as  appears  by  the  requisi- 
tion. He  seems  to  l)e  ashamed  to  state  this,  as  in  his  foregoing 
writing,  he  begins  at  the  year  1053,  but  not  continuing  to  the 
year  1663,  stops  short  at  the  ye^r  1662,  in  order  not  to  expose  his 
guilt.  The  requisition  for  1,200  lbs.  of  gunpowder,  which  was 
made  in  November,  1663,  was  received  hereon  the 29*** December 
and  complied  with  by  the  first  ships  sent  hence  in  the  spring  of 
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the  year  1664,  and  the  Director  aforesaid  received  tne  article  by 
those  same  ships.  Your  Honors  will  be  able  to  discern  hereby 
whether  it  be  untrue  that  the  Company  hath  fully  complied 
with  even  the  last  requisition,  and  whether  the  aforesaid  Direc- 
tor, receiving  what  he  lastly  demanded,  can  accuse  the  Com- 
pany and  acquit  himself  because  the  supply  is  found  to  be  in- 
adequate, or  whether  he  is  not  wholly  to  blame  if  the  English 
found  him  without  a  supply  of  powder,  as  he  had  not  made  a 
sufficient  requisition.  Which,  being  evidently  false,  the  above- 
named  Company  will  only  annex  the  last  requisition  hereunto, 
and  request  that  it  may  be  compared  with  the  Powder-account 
produced  by  him,  as  it  will  appear  therefrom  that  he  had  re- 
ceived the  powder,  and  the  truth  of  the  aforesaid  will  be  further 
substantiated  thereby.  And  herewith  concluding  this  point, 
we  shall  merely  add,  that  more  economy  might  have  been  ob- 
served with  the  powder  than  has  been  practiced,  especially 
when  i>eople  in  the  last  extremity  did  not  hesitate  to  fire  off  the 
sixth  part  of  all  the  powder  in  the  fort  to  salute  the  English 
Commissioners.  But  State,  it  appears,  must  be  kept  up  and 
the  Englishman  admitted  inside. 

Hence  it  is  clearly  manifest  that  either  the  aforesaid  places 
have  been  well  supplied  with  provisions  and  ammunition,  or 
that  the  failure  thereof  is  to  be  ascribed  to  no  other  person  than 
the  D irtsctor- General ;  and  accordingly,  also,  the  consequences 
which  followed  from  the  knowledge  of  the  aforesaid  scarcity, 
principally  consisting  of  what  the  Director  aforesaid  is  urging 
in  his  Report; 

To  wit:  The  third  point  of  his  defence— the  Unwillingness  of 
the  Burghers  to  defend  the  city— since  all  the  world  sufficiently 
knows  what  zeal  they  had  exhibited  to  protect  their  property; 
working  with  all  their  might  at  the  defence  of  the  place,  until 
the  want  of  provisions  and  ammunition  was  instilled  into  their 
minds  by  the  government,  and  the  enemy's  strength  represented 
to  be  much  greater  than  it  was  in  fact,  and  moreover,  security 
for  their  private  property  had  been  given  by  the  English,  in 
case  of  surrender;  and  finally,  until  the  two  frigates  passed  the 
fort  unobstructed,  when  their  courage  began  to  fail  and  the 
idea  of  surrender  gained  ground,  on  perceiving  the  intention 
of  the  government  after  it  had  permitted  the  aforesaid  frigates 
to  pass  freely  the  fort  unimpeded  ;  although,  under  all  circum- 
stances, it  is  sufficiently  shown  in  the  Observations  aforesaid, 
that  the  unwillingness  of  the  Burghers  to  fight,  cannot  be  any 
excuse  for  him,  inasmuch  as  it  was  his  duty  to  defend  the  fort. 
Such  being  his  apprehension  also,  he  endeavors  to  defend  him- 
self by  saying,  that  the  fort  was  declared  untenable  and,  at  any 
event,  even  were  it  maintained,  that  the  whole  Province  could 
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not  be  preserved  tiiereby.     He  submits  in  confirmation  hereof, 
four  reasons,  whicii  convict,  rather  than  acquit  him,  as  will  be 
most  clearly  proved  to  your  Hon**'*  Mightinesses  in  the  follow- 
ing, since  all  that  he  alleged  of  the  uutenableness  of  thoafore- 
HHi'd  fort,  might  have  been  remedied  and  cared  for  by  a  good,  up- 
right, faithful  and  provident  Director,  before  the  English  had 
arrived  there ;  as  the  Company  had  recommended,  instructed  and 
commanded  by  repeated  despatches,  but  in  vain.    For,  as  regards 
the  first  and  second,  concerning  the  condition  of  the  fort  and  the 
rampart  and  wall,  *ti8  indeed  true  that  the  fort  was  at  first  con- 
truoted  to  resist  the  incursions  of  the  Barbarians;  but*tisalM) 
true,  that  it  was  afterwards  so  strengthened  by  a  rampart  and  au 
earthen  wall,  that,  if  kept  in  good  condition,  it  need  not  fear 
any  assault  from  European  arms.     In  any  case,  it  should  not 
have  been  constructed  so  weak  as  to  require  its  surrender  to  the 
enemy  without  firing  a  gun  or  striking  a  blow,  it  being  re- 
markable in  nil  8tuyve8ant*8  complaining  and  other  letters  that 
no  mention  was  once  made  of  the  bad  condition  of  said  fortress. 
This  omission  was  not  without  a  reason.     As  he  had  been  ex- 
pressly commanded  to  put  it  into  a  posture  of  defence,  by  com- 
plaining he  would  have  shown  that  he  had  neglected  to  per- 
form his  duty  in  the  matter  of  obeying  issued  orders;  prefer- 
ring to  incur  excessive  exi>enses  of  late  years  for  the  embellish- 
ment of  the  city,  by  the  construction  and  erection  of  very  costly 
stone  buildings  [steene  werken)  rather  than  bring  the  fort  into  a 
state  of  defence,  to  enable  him  in  due  time  to  resist  the  enemy; 
for  no  affidavits  will    be  produced    that  said   fort  could  not 
have  been  brought  into  a  defensive  condition;  so  that  it  has 
either  been  neglected  by  the  aforesaid  Director  or  not  found  to 
be  so  untenable  as  he  represents.     The  declaration  of  Fiscal  and 
Councillor  Silla  avails  nothing;  he  hath  su£Qciently  demon- 
htrated,  by  all  his  actions,  that  he  was  resolved  not  to  offer 
any  n^sistance;  much   less  have  the  declarations    further  pro- 
duced on  this  point  by  the  aforesaid  Stuyvesant,  for  reasons 
aforesaid,  any  application,  because  they  refer  directly  only  to 
the  damage  to  the  Burghers,  and  consequently  merely  refer  to 
the  state  of  the  fort;  showing  suflflciently  that  the  defence  of 
the  aforesaid  place  would  not  have  been  acceptable  to  them; 
they  therefore  depreciate  the  said   fort  as  much  as  possible* 
The  Company  is  sufficiently  assured   that  Jacob  Backer,  the 
Director's  brother-in-law  and  one  of  the  deponents,  has   been 
one  of  the  most  active  in  discouraging  the  Burghers,  saying 
everywhere  that  it  was  as  impossible  to   resist   the   English  as 
to  touch   the  heavens  with  one's  hands.     Thirdly,  he  alleges 
that  the  fort  was  encompassed  round  about  by  houses.     Truly 
a  poor  reason  and  still  weaker,  that  he  could  not,  on  account 
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of  the  damage  to  the  Burghers,  resolve  on  pulling  them  down, 
as  the  Company  on  its  Observations  hath  demonstrated,  ought 
to  have  been  done.  For,  here  was  no  longer  any  question  of 
profit  or  loss  to  the  Burghers  who  had  abandoned  the  defence 
of  the  city.  The  defence  of  tlio  fort  only  must  be  looked  to, 
even  though  all  the  houses  iiad  to  be  pulled  down;  for,  the 
fort,  and  consequently  occupation,  once  lost,  the  State  and 
Company  lost  everything.  But  His  here  again  to  be  regretted 
that  the  Company  was  served  by  men  who  preferred  to  save 
their  own  property,  which  they  had  gained  in  the  Company's 
employ,  than  to  observe  their  oath  and  lionor.  The  aforesaid 
Director  would  liave  easily  enough  resolved  upon  the  pulling 
down  of  the  aforesaid  buildings,  were  it  not  that  Councillors 
and  Clergymen  were  desirous  of  saving  their  houses  lying  next 
the  fort;  for,  when  the  question  of  resistance  or  fighting  was 
under  deliberation,  it  was  openly  stated  in  Council,  that,  if 
people  should  fight,  the  Commonalty  must  have  a  promise  that 
the  Company  will  indemnify  every  one  who  would  suffer  loss 
of  house  or  goods;  and  that  none  of  the  Directors  would  thank 
any  man  who  may  lose  an  arm  or  a  leg.  *Ti8  a  matter  of  little 
moment  that  the  Burghers,  when  their  houses  would  be  pulled 
down,  should  be  obliged  to  retire  into  the  fort,  and  tliat  their 
wives  and  little  ones  could  not  find  shelter  there;  for  he  ought 
to  have  known  that  tiiose  who  could  not  be  accommodated, 
ought  to  have  looked  out  for  a  place  of  safety  and  retire  there, 
as  Secretary  and  Councillor  Van  Ruyven  took  care  to  do  for 
his  wife,  whom  he  sent,  with  other  women,  not  to  be  troubled 
about  them  as  he  said,  to  the  English,  they  being  friends.  Thi» 
appears  by  the  certificate.  The  aforesaid  Director-General 
ought  to  have  known  that  he  was  not  a  Militia  Captain,  but  a 
servant  of  the  Company  and  Commandant  of  its  fort,  and  have 
followed  the  example  of  many  other  Commandants  who  have, 
to  the  utmost,  defended  for  their  masters  the  strongholds  in- 
trusted to  them,  even  though  the  cities  may  be  all  reduced,  and 
did  not  suffer  themselves  to  be  moved  by  the  flattering  tongues 
of  Preachers  and  others  wlio  were  troubled  about  their  private 
property  without  regarding  the  interest  of  the  State  and  Com- 
pany. The  last  consideration  on  the  weakness  of  the  aforesaid 
fort,  he  founds  on  the  number  of  its  enemies.  But,  having 
spoken  hereof  in  the  last  of  those  observations,  the  Company 
will  refer  thereto  and  leave  the  said  Director  to  answer  what  is 
contained  in  the  aforesaid  deposition,  namely;  that  the  force 
before  the  fort  was  not  considerable  enough  to  overcome  it;  and 
again  only  say,  to  put  him  to  shame,  that  'tis  not  true  that 
they  were  unable  to  resist  the  encroachments  and  incursions  of 
56— Vol.  V. 
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the  New  Englanders  previous  to  the  arrival  of  the  frigateti,  but 
that  people  (notwithstanding  iterated  orders)  neither  would 
nor  dared  not  offer  opposition,  all  through  fear  that  here  or 
there  they  might  be  injured  in  their  bouweries;  the  fact  being, 
by  all  reports,  that  this  entire  mob  of  ill-armed  rebels  was  not 
one  hundred  and  fifty  strong)  and  that  their  leader  was  not 
commissioned  by  any  one,  and  consequently,  if  opposed,  would 
not  have  received  assistance  from  any  quarter. 

The  further  excuse  that  there  was  no  cistern  in  the  fort, 
sounds  very  strange  to  the  Company,  who  now  hear  the  fact  for 
the  first  time.  Yet,  when  looked  into  more  closely,  and  the 
eye  is  cast  on  the  situation  of  the  place,  *tis  true  that  close  by 
the  fort  was  a  well  of  water  which  could,  with  a  iittle  trouble, 
be  conveyed  into  the  place.  But,  besides  this,  the  fort  might 
have  been  furnished  with  water- barrels,  as  the  ship  Gideon 
alone  could  supply  plenty  to  stock  the  fort  for  three  months, 
exclusive  of  those  which  still  remained  in  the  city. 

The  fourth  point  was:  that  they  had  no  hope  of  relief.  Thi« 
is  spread  out  so  broad,  as  if,  for  this  reason  alone,  the  place 
ought  not  to  be  defended.  On  this  point  the  Company  will 
merely  persist  in  what  is  stated  in  its  observations,  and  accord- 
ingly submit,  that  it  could  not  know  what  the  aforesaid  Di- 
rector also  might  say  if  no  relief  arrive.  In  all  cases,  he  was 
not  at  liberty  to  surrender  such  a  place  without  striking  a  blow, 
especially  so  long  as  it  was  not  really  attacked;  for,  as  regards 
relief,  they  did  not  know  what  help  would  arrive  from  Father- 
land, because  the  Company's  last  letters  had  assured  them  of 
immediate  assistance  or  a  settlement  of  the  Boundary.  Con- 
sequantly,  the  one  or  the  other  being  to  happen,  he  ought  not 
to  have  adopted  so  rash  a  resolution.  Besides,  the  Company 
has  as  much  cause  for  positively  asserting  that  the  English, 
on  seeing  the  Director  putting  himself  in  a  posture  of  defence 
and  having  the  courage  to  rei>el  tliem,  would  not  have  attackeii 
the  place,  as  the  Director  for  saying  that  no  relief  was  at  hand. 
And  for  the  preceding  reasons,  the  Company  will  pass  over  the 
long  detail  which  the  Director  makes  in  his  aforesaid  writing 
of  other  events  in  the  foregoing  years,  as  both  irrelevant  and 
immaterial,  and  once  more  conclude  on  this  point:  That  he 
ought  to  have  waited  until  he  saw  the  enemy  commence  the 
attack  before  he  resolved  on  the  surrender  of  the  place  for  want 
of  assistance. 

He  is  unable  to  answer  the  Observation  which  the  Company 
mooted  in  its  last  argument,  except  by  a  question :  Whetlier 
the  Company's  interpretation  quadrates  with  what  he  presup- 
poses, and  if  the  Company's  conclusion  agree  with  his  ?  To 
which  the  Company  will  say,  that  it  hatli  not  attempteil   to 
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inteiprat  his  presumption,  but  to  prove  that,  even  though  it 
were  correet,  yet  hm  had  not  performed  his  duty  and  conse- 
quently his  conclusion  was  most  unfounded.  Even  admitting 
it  to  be  true  that  the  English  without  any  reinforcement  from 
Old  England,  were  stronger  than  he,  and  therefore,  when  rein- 
forced by  a  larger  body  from  Old  England,  so  much  the  more 
able  to  reduce  New  Netherland  under  English  authority,  and, 
from  all  appearance,  in  case  of  war,  New  Netherland  was  to  be 
conquered  by  the  English;  yet  it  did  not  follow  that  the  afore- 
said place  must  be  surrendered  on  that  account,  but  on  the  con- 
trary; and  this  is  the  Company*s  conclusion: 

It  ought  to  have  been  defended  until  the  English  had  reduced 
it  by  their  overwhelming  force.  And  hereupon  the  Company  will 
wi  llingly  abide  by  your  Hon^'*  Mightinesses*  decision.  But  as  the 
aforesaid  Stuyvesant  cyphers  everywhere  so  amply  the  great- 
ness of  the  English  force,  and  relies  on  it  in  divers  places,  the 
Company,  therefore,  will,  on  this  occasion,  lay  before  your 
Hon****  Mightinesses  its  experience  and  observations,  from  which 
'twill  be  found  that  even  his  above  stated  supposition  is  false. 
In  order  to  show  distinctly  the  true  state  of  the  abovementioned 
force,  let  us  consider  the  strength  of  the  New  England  English 
and  that  of  the  English  reinforcement  which  came  from  Old 
England.  As  regards  the  former,  the  Director  will  never  prove 
that,  previous  to  the  arrival  of  the  English  frigates,  those  of 
New  England,  both  foot  and  horse,  numbered  not  more  than 
150  men;  nor  that,  by  the  arrival  of  the  English  frigates,  the 
aforesaid  troop  became  stronger,  or  numbered  more,  than  84 
foot  and  50  horse.  According  to  the  reports  of  those  who  had 
any  knowledge  of  the  matter  and  came  into  the  city,  and  espe- 
cially according  to  the  assurance  of  the  inhabitants  of  Mid- 
wout  who  came  into  the  city  on  the  4'**  of  September,  the  New 
Englanders  were  not  more  than  the  aforesaid  84  foot,  quartered 
in  Amersfoot,  and  50  horse  at  Midwout,  having  no  knowledge  of 
any  other  accession.  And  this  alone  is  what  must  be  considered, 
and  not  how  many  people  are  in  New  England  and  now  many 
in  New  Netherland,  because  the  New  Englanders,  being  farm- 
ers and  planters,  did  not  stand  prepared  to  commence  the  war, 
but  would,  without  doubt,  have  met  the  English  frigates  with 
the  same  answer  the  Dutch  farmers  gave  Director  Stuyvesant 
when  he  made  a  requisition  on  them  for  every  3*  man— -howbeit 
the  New  Netherlanders  were  thoroughly  resolved  to  come  up 
altogether,  in  order,  when  the  third  man  was  called  on,  not 
to  leave  the  rest  to  the  mercy  of  the  English,  had  it  not  been 
for  the  exaggerations  of  the  aforesaid  Stuyvesant  respecting 
the  approach  of  the  English  from  New  England— for,  the  Com- 
pany knows  sufficiently  well  what  cannot  serve   him   as  an 
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excuse,  that  he  hath  no  inforuiatiou  in  the  world  save  his 
own  imagination,  and  having  sent  no  person  out  for  infor- 
mation, hath  laid  hold  of  those  rumors  which  ai>i>ear6d  to  him 
most  plausible,  in  order  to  surrender  the  place.  For,  the  cow- 
ardice of  the  Burghers  mostly  proceeded  from  the  circumstance 
that  the  boors  on  the  aforesaid  Stuyvesant's  bouwerie,  hav- 
ing be«n  to  the  English  General  for  a  safeguard  for  the  Direc- 
tor's bouwerie,  came  and  reported  that  the  English  were  full  800 
strong,  which,  had  good  spies  been  sent  out,  would  have  been 
found  to  l>e  false,  and,  on  the  contrary,  that  the  English  who 
had  come  to  the  assistance  of  the  frigates,  did  not  number  more 
than  150  strong,  without  there  being  any  appearance  of  a  rein- 
forcement. Now,  as  regards  the  second  force,  which  came  from 
Old  England,  the  aforesaid  Director  never  can  prove,  in  the 
course  of  his  whole  life,  that  it  numbered  more  than  four  fri- 
gates of  the  following  rates:  One  of  3G,  one  of  *30,  one  of  ICand 
the  fourth  of  ten  guns,  the  heaviest  being  twelve  pounders; 
nor,  that  more  tlian  three  companies  of  soldiers  had  come,  viz., 
General  Nichols',  Colonel  Cartwright'sand  Sir  Carr's,  making; 
together  about  250  men,  nor  that  on  board  the  aforesaid  4  ships' 
were  more  than  ISOmatrosses.  Were  the  aforesaid  Director  dis- 
posed to  obtain  reliable  information  hereof,  he  could  have  had 
plenty;  but  he  took  no  information  on  the  point.  The  Com- 
pany is  well  informed  that  one  Isaac  de  Foreest,  having  been 
released,  with  a  wounded  soldier,  by  the  English  on  the  31**  oi 
August,  the  soldier  was  not  examined,  but  rather  the  afores^iid 
Foreest,  who,  greatly  exaggerating  the  English  forc^,  was  i)e 
lieved,  and  that,  on  the  4*''  of  September,  some  persons  Iwing 
in  the  city  from  Amersfoort  and  Midwout,  suflRciently  divulgeil 
and  afTirmed  that  the  number  of  the  English  was  as  small  as 
is  above  truly  stated.  This  is  also  to  l)e  inferred,  from  the  fart 
that  the  aforesaid  frigates  could  not  carry  a  thousand  men; 
everyone  conversant  with  navigation,  knowing  well  the  capa- 
city of  a  brig  of  10  and  one  of  10  guns,  and  that  the  aforesaid 
ships  have  had  in  all  400  men  un  board,  which  number  suffi- 
ciently incumbered  them.  The  Company,  therefore,  plainly 
asserts  (and  'tis  also  the  truth)  that  all  the  rhodomontades  of 
thousands  and  thousands  of  men  have  nothing  substantial  to 
cover  them,  and  were  fictions,  with  which  men  have  deceived,  first, 
the  people  yonder,  and  now  would  wish  to  impose  on  your  Hon**** 
Mightinesses,  had  not  the  truth  been  made  manifest  after  the 
surrender  of  the  fort,  when  the  English  (as  the  Company  reiis- 
serts  and  proves  by  certificate),  did  not  have  the  courage  to 
look  at  the  Company's  garrison  marching  out,  whilst  rage, 
which  possessed  the  men  for  having  abandoned  such  a  fortress 
without  striking  a  blow,  had  so  far  carried  them  away,  that 
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they  would,  without  donbt,  have  attacked  the  English  in  tiie 
open  field,  who  (the  Company  repeats  and  defies  proof  of  the 
contrary),  marched  in  with  only  two  companies,  scarcely  or 
hardly  as  strong  as  tliose  which  marched  out,  viz.,  l^ichols* 
and  Carr's  companies,  each  in  three  divisions  of  three  files  each, 
the  first  and  last  of  which  marched  5,  the  centre  4,  men  abreast, 
being  therefore  168  men  strong;  the  third  company,  under  Cart- 
wright,  being  the  remainder  of  all  the  troops  that  come  from 
Old  England,  lay  at  The  Ferry  until  the  ship  Gideon  had  Hnihul 
with  the  Company's  garrison,  when  it  went  first  to  Fort  Oranjj:e, 
through  fear  that  if  it  left  sooner,  the  Company's  soldiers  see- 
ing themselves  as  strong  as  the  others,  would  have  made  an 
attack  on  the  Fort.  To  prevent  this  the  aforesaid  Stuyvesant 
took,  also,  good  care  that  the  soldiers  should  not  be  furnished 
with  powder,  which  was  intrusted  to  Captain  Kreyger  until 
they  would  sail. 

Wherewith,  coming  to  the  conclusion  drawn  by  the  Com- 
pany in  its  Observations,  which  consists  of  acts  of  omission 
whereof  the  Director  has  been  guilty;  it  will  pass  over  the  first, 
pocond  and  fourth,  which  are  hereinbefore  equally  answered  in 
the  last,  and  the  remainder  are  not  of  much  importance,  con- 
sisting only  of  acts  that  are  susceptible  of  a  favorable  as  well  as  an 
unfavorable  interpretation,  according  to  particulars  of  history 
and  circumstances,  all  which  the  Company  cannot  find  exactly 
conformable  to  the  truth;  observing  only,  on  the  second,  that 
it  could  not  perceive,  from  the  Report  of  the  Commisssoners 
who  were  deputed  to  the  English,  that  they  were  sent  to  col- 
lect information;  and  on  the  fourth,  that 'tis,  indeed,  true  that 
the  English  had  given  a  promise  of  freedom  to  all  the  villages, 
and  that  such  was  known  in  the  city,  which,  however,  did  not 
know  that  the  English  would  treat  it  in  this  manner  until  the 
letter  had  been  communicated.  But,  comingto  the  third  :  it  is 
to  be  wondered  at,  that  such  a  poor  defence  was  made  ?  for 
he,  himself,  admits,  that  he  had  neither  ordered  nor  forbad 
firing.  In  truth,  whether  this  becomes  a  Director-General 
or  not,  the  Company  need  not  add  any  more;  it  only  says  that 
'tis  an  action  that  never  can  be  palliated  in  a  Director-General, 
to  stand  between  the  gabions  looking  at  two  hostile  frigates 
passing  the  fort  and  the  mouths  of  20  pieces  of  cannon,  several 
of  them  d em i -cartoons,  and  not  give  an  order  to  prevent  them, 
but,  on  the  contrary,  lend  an  ear  to  Clergymen  and  other 
craven-hearted  people,  pretending  that  he  was  wishing  to  order 
fire,  yet  will  allow  himself  to  be  led  in  from  the  rampart  be- 
tween the  Clergymen,  and  then,  for  the  first  time,  give  himself 
any  trouble  after  the  frigates  have  passed,  when,  for  the  first 
time,  he  will  march  forth  and  prevent  a  landing.     The  excuse 
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he  gives,  that  it  was  resolved  not  to  commenoe  the  first  aet  of 
hostility,  is  a  very  poor  one;  for,  the  English  had  committed 
all  acts  of  hostility,  carrying  o£f  the  city*s  cattle  and. the  boat 
in  which  the  slaves  were,  taken  one  of  the  soldiers  who  was 
with  them,  prisoner  after  he  had  been  wounded,  capturing 
Claes  Verbraeck's  sloop,  afterwards  taking  Isaac  de  Foreest 
prisoner,  forbidding  the  farmers  furnishing  supplies,  firing  shot 
at  the  St  Jacob* 8  boat,  and  lastly,  summoning  the  city  and  fort, 
in  order  to  save  the  shedding  of  blood,  and  committing  many 
other  acts,  too  many  to  be  here  related ;  so  that  there  was  no 
difficulty  to  answer  them  in  the  same  manner.  The  in8t4ince 
with  which  he  supports  the  above  cited  resolution,  is,  not  ap- 
plicable in  the  present  case;  for,  in  that  the  Company  being 
the  aggressor,  Hwas  considered  best  to  receive  an  attack  first 
and  then,  being  constrained,  to  defend;  it  had  rather  that  no 
attack  been  made  and  the  place  been  left  at  peace.  The  two 
cases  being  different,  the  reasoning  cannot  apply. 

The  Company  considers  all  those  Observations,  heretofore 
submitted,  amply  sufficient  to  convict  the  aforesaid  Stuyvesant 
of  neglect.  But  the  two  following  points  have  been  afterwards 
laid  before  the  Company,  whereof  it  had  no  knowledge,  it  will 
submit  them  to  your  Hon^*"  Mightinesses,  and  then  close: 

To  wit:  first.  When  the  first  frigate  had  previously  came 
alone,  the  Director  sent  for  the  Captain  of  the  ship  Oideon,  to 
ascertain  whether  he  was  fully  determined  to  att-ack  her  ?  The 
skipper  declared,  Yes,  whenever  he  should  be  supplied  with 
some  soldiers  and  munitions  of  war.  The  Director,  having  it 
in  his  power  to  employ  not  only  that  ship  but  also  the  others, 
yea,  when  requested  by  Secretary  Van  Ruyven  to  do  so,  would 
not  consent,  and  shameful iy  berated  and  abused  the  aforesaid 
Secretary  for  such  advice,  whereby  the  whole  English  design 
would  have  been  easily  broken  up. 

Secondly:  the  English  having  committed  all  acts  of  hostility 
possible,  the  aforesaid  Director  did  not  take  into  consideration 
that  they  had  come  to  The  Ferry  with  only  two  companies, 
very  tired  and  feeble,  and  that  their  ammunition  being  also 
conveyed  there,  the  finest  opportunity  in  the  world  presented 
itself  to  determine  whether  they  could  not  be  attacked  there, 
in  which  case  the  ammunition  and  all  could  be  set  on  fire.  The 
night  afforded  sufficient  opportunity,  and  the  military  was 
strong  enough  for  this  exploit,  and  no  doubt  they  would  be 
seconded  from  the  Dutch  villages,  but  this  with  other  oppor- 
tunities was  allowed  to  slip,  in  order  not  to  ^ive  offence  to  the 
English. 

The  Company  now  believing  that  it  has  fulfilled  your  Hon*** 
Mightinesses'  intention,  will  only  again  say,  in  oonclusion,  that 
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the  sole  cause  and  reason  for  the  loss  of  the  aforesaid  place,  were 
these:  The  Authorities,  and  chief  oflQcer,  being  very  deeply  inter- 
ested in  lands,  bouweries  and  buildings,  were  unwilling  to  offer 
any  opposition,  first,  at  the  time  of  the  English  encroachments, 
in  order  thereby  not  to  afford  any  pretext  for  firing  and  destroy- 
ing their  properties;  and,  having  always  paid  more  attention 
to  their  particular  affairs  than  to  the  Company's  interests,  New 
Amsterdam  was  found,  on  the  arrival  of  the  English  frigates, 
as  if  an  enemy  was  never  to  be  expected.  And,  finally,  Ihat 
the  Director,  first  following  the  example  of  heedless  interested 
parties,  gave  himsielf  no  other  concern  than  about  the  pros- 
perity of  his  bouweries,  and,  when  the  pinch  came,  allowed 
himself  to  be  rode  over  by  Clergymen,  women  and  cowards,  in 
order  to  surrender  to  the  English  what  he  could  defend  with 
reputation,  for  the  sake  of  thus  saving  their  private  properties. 
And  the  Company  will  further  leave  to  your  Hon"*  Mighti- 
nesses' good  and  prudent  wisdom,  what  more  ought  to  be  done 
in  this  case,  hoping  that  you  will  take  care  that  the  remem- 
brance of  such  examples  in  the  future  shall  not  serve  as  a  pre- 
cedent or  a  justification  to  others;  as  the  examples  of  Brazil 
and  Angola  were  made  by  this  Director  so  incorrectly  and  un- 
justly to  apply  to  his  defence.

ner of  Labour  &  exercizings  of  hunting  fflsRhing  gaming  Ez- 
oesse  in  drincking  and  Lyke  &  all  Inkeepers  &  ordinaris  not  to 
Retayte  any  Licquors  or  drinke  uppon  Penalty  of  Gorporali 
Punishment,  To  the  true  p^formance  of  w^**  wee  do  hereby

PROCLAMATION  OP  GOVEROR  COLVE. 


Whereas,  some  Englishmen  of  Maryland  have  driven  the 
subjects  of  this  government,  in  a  very  strange  and  cruel  man- 
ner, from  their  dwellings  and  by  burning  the  same,  ruined 
those  people,  whereby  many  are  doubtless  stripped  of  all  means 
of  support,  therefore  have  1  deemed  it  necessary  hereby  to 
proclaim  and  make  known  that  means  shall  be  provided  for 
feeding  and  supporting  all  such  refugees,  both  Dutch  and 
English,  wlio  will  repair  hither,  with  a  certificate  from  Com- 
mandant Alrigs  that  they  have  so  suffered;  and  in  order  that 
such  cruel  tyranny  may  be  prevented  in  future,  and  the  good 
inhabitants  secured  against  it,  'tis  necessary  to  institute  good 
order,  therefore  are  all  inhabitants  of  the  South  river  of  the 
New  Netherland  requii*ed  and  commanded  in  case  any  enemies 
lh3  discovered,  to  repair  forthwith  to  such  place  as  Commandant 
Alrigs  shall  deem  most  necessary  for  their  more  effectual  pro- 
tection, and  the  greater  damage  to  the  enemy;  whosoever  shall 
contravene  these  or  be  found  negligent  herein  shall  be  consid- 
ered a  perjurer  and  proceeded  against  as  it  is  usual  to  deal  with 
such  persons.

New  Yorkb  on  Manhatans  Island  in  America,  Dec.  31,  1669. 

Hon**'*  Sir  ;  Tliere  goeing  a  vessel!  directly  from  this  Port 
bound  for  England  and  so  for  Holland  I  thought  it  my  duty  to 
pay  you  my  acknowledgment  in  a  line  or  two.  It  is  but*  two 
or  three  days  since  M'  Boone  arrived  by  way  of  Virginia  who 
made  us  ail  glad  in  bringing  the  good  newes  of  yo*"  health  & 
welfare;  The  Scotch  shipp  wee  haue  so  long  expected,  &  that 
you  please  to  mention,  is  not  yet  arrived,  but  probably  will  not 
bee  much  longer  from  us,  if  it  please  God  shee  be  safe. 

Here  is  nothing  of  news  worthy  the  imparting  to  y"^  honor, 
all  things  are  quiet,  onely  there  was  a  silly  intention  of  an  In- 
surrection amongst  the  Finns  at  Delaware,  but  the  Ringleaders 
being  surprised  by  tht  oflQcers  there,  their  designe  was  broken ; 
They  pretended  an  Expectacon  of  some  Swedish  Ships  to  oome 
and  reduce  that  place.  It  was  the  Governors  pleasure  to  send 
mee  there  to  make  Enquiry  into  the  matter,  from  whence  I  re- 
turned the  beginning  of  Christmas  weeke,  some  fewe  days  be- 
fore I  came  to  Delaware  M'  White  the  Surveyor  Gen"  of  Mary- 
land had  beene  there  to  lay  clay  me  to  all  the  West  side  of  Del- 
aware River  as  belonging  to  the  Lord  Baltimore,  They  had  sent 
persons  also  to  exercise  their  Jurisdiction  at  the  Hoare  Kill, 
but  none  either  there  or  in  Delaware  River  will  submit  to  it, 
until  the  matter  be  decided  in  England,  which  you  are  to  inti- 
mate will  bee  in  some  short  Tyiiie.  The  Governo'  hath  sent 
the  Originall  Clayme  made  by  M"^  White  now  for  England  &  by 
the  next  intends  to  remit  the  whole  proceeding  about  the  Finns. 

S'  if  my  last  letter  came  to  Yo"^  Hono"  hands  wherein  I  did 
beg  a  boone,  I  humbly  beseech  you  to  put  the  best  construc- 
tion upon  it,  If  you  shall  please  to  judge  my  request  reason- 
able, as  you  haue  been  my  kind  master  and  patron  ever  since  I 
had  the  happiness  to  haue  relacun  to  you,  so  will  you  lay  a 
further  obligac6n  w***  shall  alwayes  be  returne<l  with  grateful 
acknowlgeme^,  as  long  as  I  Hue;  However  if  it  bee  not  thought 
fitt  for  mee  I  shall  rest  contented,  if  you  please  in  some  meas- 
ure to  continue  me  in  y'  good  grace,  W^**  I  shall  hono*^  &  cherish, 
while  I  am  with  affectionate  Respect,  Hon'*'*  Sir,
